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PREFACE. 


Tue neeessity for a revision of the Common Version of the 
[loly Seriptures is so generally reeognised, that it would be 
superfluous here to repeat the arguments in its favour, At 
the same time, the obstacles to a revision by authority are so 
numerous, that there is little prospect of its bemg speedily 
accomplished. It cannot be thought presumptuous, therefore, 
if individuals take upon themselves an office, which seems to be 
declined by those publie bodies to which it more properly be- 
longs; and endeavour to offer to readers of the Seriptures a 
more faithful representation of thei text and meaning, than 
they can obtain from the Common Version. 

The Authors of this revision have not, however, undertaken 
either the establishment of a new text or the production of a 
new translation of the Seriptures. They have assumed the Com- 
mon Version as a basis, and have departed from it only where, 
in their judgment, the text was clearly corrupt, the render- 
ing inaceurate, or the phraseology obsolete or obscure. In the 
part now published, the Masoretic text of the original, as exhi- 
bited in the edition of Van der Hooght, has been followed, 
with such occasional variations as appeared to be at once im- 
portant and adequately supported by the authority of manu- 
scripts and versions. The truth is, that httle aid towards the 
establishment of a new text is to be derived from the Hebrew 
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manuseripts, none of which earry us back beyond the «ra of 
the Masoretic revision, in the seventh century after Christ; 
and that most of their varions readings are either unimportant 
in themselves, or mappreciable in a trauslation. And though 
bibheal scholars are unanimous in the opinion, that our present 
text 1s in many passages incorrect, they are by no means agreed 
as to the manner in which it is to be corrected. The present 
publication is intended for the use of a class of readers, who 
have no means of weighing eritical evidence; and its purpose 
beige practical, the Kditors have, in doubtful cases, admitted the 
preseriptive right of a version, which two centuries and a half 
have rendered sacred to the religious mind of England. Its 
style and idiom have been earefully preserved, where change 
secmed the duty of a faithful translator. 

In regard to the use of Italies, this revision differs somewhat 
from the Common Version. It has not been thought necessary 
to employ them, as is dune in our Bibles, wherever the trans- 
lation contains a word which has ro equivalent in the original ; 
as, for instanee, in the systematic omission m Lebrew of the 
substantive verb, and similar cases of merely grammatical 
idiom.” Nor, again, are they used when words are inserted 
which are not now found in the present Hebrew text, but which 
the Editors beheve, on the authority of manuscripts or ver- 
sions, to have originally stood there. Thus, mn Genesis iv. 8, 
the words “ Let us go into the field,” though wanting im the 
Hebrew, are printed in the common character, the author of 
the revision belicving, on eritical evidence, that they have been 
accidentally lost; on the other hand, in Joshua x. 2, and other 
passages of the same book, the words “of the Jordan,” which 
have no separate equivalent in the original, are added in Italies, 
because the word Arabah is here used in the Hebrew, not in 
the general sense of plain, but specifically of that great plain 


or valley through which the Jordan runs, from the Take of 
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Gennesareth to the Dead Sea. No words of mmportance have — 
ever been added, without such a notice to the readers. 

After all that ean be done to exhibit a faithful rendering of 
the Seriptures, obscuritics will remaim which only.a commentary 
can remove. It has not been thought expedient, however, to 
add explanatory notes to this translation ; but, should the un- 
dertaking be favourably received, a volume of bricf notes 
might be added, in which the reasons of the changes introduced 
into the revision should be stated, and difficult passages be ex- 
plained. 

The late Rev. Charles Wellbeloved published some years ago 
a new translation of the Five Books of Moses, with Job and 
the Psalms, Proverbs, Ecclesiastes, and Solomon’s Song, as a 
part of a Family Bible, which he did not complete. He had 
been engaged before Ins death in revise what he had pub- 
lished, with a view to its mcorporation im the present work, 
but had proceeded no further than the end of Deuteronomy. He 
had, however, Jeft in manuscript a revision of Joshua, Judges, and 
Ruth, from which the translation of these books has been pre- 
pared by the Nev. John Kenrick. The Books of Samuel, Ezra, 
Nehenuah, Esther, Isaiah, Jereuial, and Lamentations, have 
been undertaken by the Rev. George Vance Smith; the Books 
of Kings, Chronicles, Ezekiel, and Daniel, by the Rev. John 
Scott Porter. The Psalins and the other Books ineluded in Mr. 
Wellbeloved’s Bible will be printed from a revised copy of 
that work, and the Minor Prophets from a manuseript which he 
had prepared for the press several years before lus death. It 
is expected that the whole will be comprised in three volumes. 

Sueh a work as the present has, of course, not been under- 
taken without concert and mutual understanding among the 
persons engaged im it, and it is hoped that a general uni- 
formity will by this means be preserved. Each translator, how- 
ever, must be regarded as responsible only for his own share. 
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* Among independent translators, diversities of taste and opimon 
will necessarily exist, giving rise to varictics in their trans- 
lations, but the sense of the onginal may be faithfully repre- 
sented by different modes of expression. 

The Authors of this revision have engaged in it with no view 
to any personal or party object, but solely in the hope of fur- 
nishing a correct and intelligible version of the Scriptures, and 
they commit their work to the judgment of the serious and 
eandid reader, and to the blessing of lim whose Word is 
Truth, 


THE BOOK OF GENESIS. 


1 CHAP. 1—In the begmning God created the heavens 
2 and the carth. And the earth was without form, and void ; 
and darkness was upon the face of the deep; and the Spirit 
of God brooded on the face of the waters. 
3 And God said, “ Let there be hght:” and there was light. 
4 And God saw that the hght was good: and God separated 
5 the light from the darkness. And God ealled the hght Day, 
and the darkness he ealled Night. And the evening came 
and the morning came, the first day. 
6 And God said, “ Let there be a firmament in the midst 
of the waters, and let it separate the waters from the waters.” 
7 And God made the firmament, and separated the waters be- 
low the firmament from the waters above the firmament: 
sand it was so. And God called the firmament Ieaven. 
And the evening came and the morning came, the second day. 
9 And God said, * Let the waters under the heavens be 
gathered together into one place, and let the dry land ap- 
10 pear:”” and it was so. And God called the dry land Earth ; 
and the gathering together of the waters he ealled Seas: 
11 and God saw that it was good. And God said, “ Let the 
earth bring forth grass, and herbs yielding sced, and fruit- 
trees yielding fruit according to their kinds, the sced of 
which shall be in itself upon the earth:” and it was 
1280. For the earth brought forth grass, and herbs yielding 
sced according to their kinds, and trees yielding fruit, the 
seed of which was in itself according to their kinds: 
13 and God saw that it was good. And the evening came and 
the morning eame, the third day. 
14 And God said, “Let there be lights in the firmament of 
B 
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heaven to separate the day from the mght; and lIct them 
be for signs and scasons, days and years; and Ict them 
be for hghts in the firmament of heaven, to give light 
upon the earth:”? and it was so. For God made two great 
hehts; the greater light to rule the day, and the smaller 
light to rule the mght: he made the stars also. And God 
set them m the firmament of hcaven, to give light upon 
the carth, and to rule over the day and over the night, and 
to separate the light from the darkness: and God saw that 
it was good. And the evening came and the morning came, 
the fourth day. 

And God said, “ Let the waters swarm with living things, 
and let flymg creatures fly above the carth under the firma- 
ment of heaven: ” and it was so. IT'or God created great 
sea animals, and all the moving things with which the waters 
swarmed, according to their kinds, and every winged fowl 
according to its kind: and God saw that 1t was good. And 
God blessed them, saying, “ Be fruitful, and multiply, and fill 
the waters of the seas; and let the fowl multiply on the 
earth.” And the evening came and the mornmg came, the fifth 
day. 

And God said, “ Let the carth bring forth living creatures 
according to their kinds, cattle, and crceping things, and wild 
beasts according to their kinds:” and it was so. For God 
made the wild beasts according to their kmds, and cattle ae- 
cording to their kinds, and every thing that creepeth on the 
ground according to its kind: and God saw that it was good. 
And God said, “ Let us make man im our image, according 
to our likeness; and let them have dominion over the fishes 
of the sca, and over the fowls of heaven, and over the cattle, 
and oyer all the earth, and over every creeping thing that 
ereepeth upon the earth.” So God created man in his own 
image; in the image of God created he him. Male and fe- 
male he created them. And God blessed them, and God 
said to them, “ Be fruitful, and multiply, and fill the earth, 
and subdue it; and have domimon over the fishes of the sea, 
and over the fowls of heaven, and over the cattle, and over 
every living thing that creepeth upon the earth. And God 
said, “Lo, I give to you every herl bearmg seed, which 1s 
upon the face of the whole earth, and every tree, in which 
is fruit yielding seed; it shall be food for yourselves, and 
for all the beasts of the carth and for all the fowls of heaven, 
and for every thing that creepeth upon the earth, m which is 
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31 life: every green herb J give for food:” andit wasso. And 
God saw everything that he had made, and, bchold, it was 
very good. And the evening came and the morning came, the 
sixth day. 

CHAP. If.—Thus the heavens and the earth were finished, 
and all their hosts. So on the seventh day God had finished 
his work which he had made; and he rested on the seventh 
day from all his work which he had made. God therefore 
blessed the seventh day, and sanctified it; because that on 
it he rested from all his work which God had created and 
made. 
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This is the Account of the heavens and the earth, at their 
creation when Jehovah God imade the heavens and the 
earth. And every plant of the field had not yet been on the 
earth, and every herb of the field had not yet grown: for 
Jehovah God had not cansed rain to fall upon the earth nor 
was there a man to till the ground; but there went up a 
mist from the earth, and Tetarat| the whole face of the 
eround. And Jehovah God formed man of the dust of the 
eround, and breathed into his nostrils the breath of life; 
and man became a living soul. 

And Jehovah God planted a garden in Eden eastward: 
and there he put the man whom he had formed. And out 
of the ground Jehovah God caused to grow every tree that 
is pleasant to the sight and good for food; the trec of life 
also in the midst of the garden, and the tree of the know- 
ledge of good and evil. 
i0 Anda nver flowed from Eden to water the garden; and 
1i thence it was divided, and became four heads. The name 

of the first 1s Phison: it is that which surroundeth the 
12 whole land of Havilah, where there is gold; and the gold of 
13 that land is good: there is bdellium and the onyx-stone. And 

the name of the second river 1s Gihon: it is that which sur- 
14 roundeth the whole land of Cush. And the name of the 

third river 1s Hiddekel: it is that which runneth towards 

the cast of Assyria. And the fourth river is Euphrates. 
16 And Jehovah God took the man, and put him into the 
garden of Eden, to till it and to kcep it. And Jehovah God 
charged the man, saying, “Of every tree of the garden 
17 thou mayest freely cat; but of the tree of the knowledge 
of good and evil, thou shalt not cat: for in the day that thou 
eatest of it thon shalt surely die.’ 
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And Jehovah God said, “It is not good that the man 
[Apam] should be alone; Iwill make for him a helpmate.” 
Then out of the ground Jehovah God formed every beast of 
the ficld and all the fowls of heaven; and brought them to 
Adam to sce what he would call them : and whatsoever Adam 
called every living creature, that was its name. So Adam 
gave naines to all cattle, and to the fowls of heaven, and to 
every beast of the field: but for Adam no helpmate was 
found. Therefore Jchovah God caused a deep sleep to fall 
upon Adam, and while he slept, he took one of Ins mbs, and 
closed up the flesh instead thereof: and the mb, which 
Jehovah God had taken from man, he made a woman, and 
brought her to Adam. And Adam said, ‘ This now is bone 
of iny bone, and flesh of my flesh: she shall be called 


Woman, because she was taken out of man.’ Therefore : 


shail a man leave his father and his mother, and shall cleave 
unto his wife; and they shall be one flesh. And they were 
both naked, the man and his wife, and were not ashamed. 


CHAP. III.—Now the serpent was more subtle than any 
beast of the ficld which Jehovah God had made. And he 
said to the woman, “ Ilath God indeed said, ‘ Ye shall not 
cat of every tree of the garden ??”? And the woman said to 
the serpent, “Of the fruit of the trees of the garden we 


may eat: but of the fruit of the tree which is in the midst : 


of the garden, God hath said, ‘ Ye shall not eat of it, neither 
shall ye touch it, lest ye die’’? And the serpent said to 
the woman, “ Ye shall not surely dic: but God doth know, 
that in the day ye eat of it your cyes will be opened; and 
ye will be as God, knowing good and evil.” And when the 
woman saw that the tree was good for food, and that it was 
pleasant to the eyes, and a tree to be desired as making 
wise, she took of the fruit of it and did eat, and gave also 
to her husband with her, and he did cat. And the eyes of 
them both were opened, and they knew that they were naked : 
and they sewed fig-leaves together, and made themselves 
eirdies. And they heard the voice of Jehovah God walk- 
ing in the garden in the cool of the day: and Adam and his 
wife hid themselves from the presenee of Jehovah God, 
amongst the trees of the garden. And Jehovah God called 
to Adain, and said to him, “ Where art thou?” And he 
said, ‘I heard thy voiee in the garden, and I was afraid, 
because I was naked; and I hid myself’? And he said, 
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“Who told thee that thou wast naked? Ifast thou caten 
12 of the tree, of which I commanded thee not tocat?” And 
Adam said, “The woman, whom thou gavest to be with me, 
13 she gave me of the tree, and I did eat.” And Jehovah God 
said to the woman, “ Why hast thou done this?””? And the 
woman said, “The serpent beguiled me, and I did cat.” 
14 And Jehovah God said to the serpent, “ Because thou hast 
done this, thou art cursed above all cattle, and above every 
beast of the field: upon thy belly shalt thou go, and dust 
shalt thou cat all the days of thy life. And I will put 
enmity between thee and the woman, and between thy seed 
and her seed: it shall bruise thy head, and thou shalt bruise 
i6 its heel.” And to the woman he said, “I will greatly mul- 
tiply the sorrow of thy conception: in sorrow thou shalt 
bring forth children ; and thy desire shall be to thy husband, 
and he shall rule over thee.’ And to Adam he said, “ Be- 
eause thou hast hearkened to the voice of thy wife, and hast 
eaten of the tree of which I commanded thee, saying, ‘Thou 
shalt not eat of it;’ cursed is the ground for thy sake: m 
sorrow shalt thou eat of it all the days of thy life: thorns 
also and thistles shall it bring forth to thee; and thou shalt 
19 cat the herb of the field. In the sweat of thy face shalt thou 
eat bread, till thou return to the ground: for out of it wast 
thou taken: for dust thou art, and to dust thou shalt 
20 return.” And Adam called his wife’s name Eve [| Lrre] ; 
21 because she was the mother of all hving. And Jehovah God 
made for Adam and _ his wife garments of skins, and clothed 
22 them. And Jehovah God said, “ Behold, the man is be- 
come as one of us, to know good and evil: and now, lest he 
put forth his hand, and take also of the tree of life, and eat, 
23 and live for ever.” Therefore Jehovah God sent him forth 
from the garden of Eden, to till the ground whence he had 
2: been taken. So he drove ont the man; and he placed on 
the east of the garden of Eden cherubim, and a flaming 
sword which turned every way, to guard the way of the tree 
of hie. 
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CHAP. IV.—And Adam knew Eve his wife; and she con- 
ceived, and bare Cain [Acquisttion], for she said, “1 have 
2 acquired a man from Jehovah.” And again she bare his 

brother Abel [Vanity]. And Abel was a kecper of sheep, 
but Cain was a tiller of the ground. 
3 Now in process of time Cain brought of the fruit of the 
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ground an offering to Jchovah. And Abel also brought of 4 
the first-born and of the fattest of lis floek. And Jehovah 
had respeet to Abel and to his offermg: but to Cain and to s 
his offermg he had not respect. And Cain was very wroth, 
and his countenanee fell. And Jehovah said to Cain, “ Why 6 
art thou wroth? and why is thy countenance Palleak , Gai 
thou doest well, shalt not thou be aecepted? and if thou 
doest not well, sin licth at the door. And unto thee shall be 
his desire, and thou shalt rule over him.” 

And Cain said to Abel his brother, ‘“ Ict us go into the s 
field ;”? and when they were in the field, Cain rose up against 
bal’ his brother and slew him. And J las ah said to Cain, 9 
“Whiere is Abel thy brother?” And he said, “I know 
not. Am J my brother’s keeper?” And Jehovah said, 10 
“What hast thou done? the voiec of thy brothers blood 
enicth to me from the ground. And now art thou cursed 1 
from the ground, whieh hath opened its mouth to receive 
thy brother’s blood from thy hand. If thou tillest the 12 
ground it will no more yield to thee its strength: a fugitive 
and a wanderer shalt thou be in the earth.” And Caim said 13 
to Jchovah, “ My punishment is greater than I can bear. 
Lo, thou art driving me out this day from the face of this 14 
land; and from thy presenee I shall be hidden; and [ shall 
be a fugitive and a wanderer im the earth: and it shall come 
to bess that whosoever shall find me will slay me.” And 15 
Jehovah said to him, “ Not so; whosoever slay eth Cain, ven- 
eeanee shall be taken on him sevenfold.” And Jchovah gave 
a token to Cain, that no one who might find him should kill 
him. 

And Cain went out from the presenee of Jehovah, and 16 
dwelt in the land of Nod, on the east of Eden. And Cain 17 
knew his wife; and she coneeived, and bare Enoch ; and he 
built a eity, and ealled the name of the city, after the 
name of his son Enoch. And to Enoeh was born Ivad: 1s 
and Irad begat Mehujacl: and Mchnjacl begat Methusael : 
and Methusael begat Lamceh. And Lamceeh took unto him 19 
two wives: tle name of the one was Adah, and the name of 
the other Zillah, And Adah bare Jabal: he was the father 20 
of such as dwell in tents, and ¢end cattle. And his brother’s 21 
name was Jubal: he was the father of all sueh as play upon 
the harp and the psaltery. And Zillah also bare Tubal-cain, 22 
an instruetcr of every artifieer in brass and iron: and the 
sister of Tubal-cain was Naamah. 
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3 And Tamech said to his wives: 
« Adah and Zillah, hear my voice ; 
Ye wives of Lameeh, hearken to my speech : 
Yor I have slam a man on his wounding me, 
And a young man on his bruising me. 

24 ¥f Cain shall be avenged sevenfold, 

Lamech shall be aven ged seventy dad sevenfold.”’ 

25 And Adam knew his wife again; and slic bare a son, and 
called his name Seth [ApromntMENT] : * Fer God,’ said she, 
“hath appointed me another seed instead of Abel, whom 

26 Cain slew.” And to Seth also was born ason ; and he ealled 

his name Enos: then began men to call upon the nanic of 

Jehovah.

1 CHAP. V.—This is the Book of the descendants of Adam. 
In the day that God created man, in the hkeness of God he 

2made him; male and female he created them; and he 
blessed them, and called their name Adam [May], in the 
day when they were created. 

3 And Adam lived a hundred and thirty years and begat 
a son in his own likeness, after lis own image, and called 

4 lis name Seth: and he days of Adam, after he begat 
Seth, were eight hundred years: and he begat sons and 

5 daughters: so all the days that Adam lived were mne hun- 
dred and thirty years: and he died. 

6 And Seth hved a hundred and five years, and begat 

7 Enos: and Seth lived, after he begat Enos, eight hundred

is And Mahalaleel lived sixty-five years and begat Jared:

17 and thirty years, and begat sons and daughters: so all the 
days of Mahalaleel were eight hundred and ‘ninety-five years : 
and he died. 
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And Jared lived a hundred and sixty-two years, and begat 
Enoch: and Jared lived, after he begat Enoch, eight hun- 
dred years, and begat sons and daughters: so all the days 
of Jared were nine hundred and sixty-two years: and he 
died. 

And Enoch lived sixty-five years and begat Methuselah: 
and Enoch walked with God, after he begat Methusclah, 
three hundred years, and begat sons and daughters: so all 
the days of Enoch were three hundred and sixty-five years: 
and Enoch walked with God, and he was not: for God took 
hin, 

And Methuselah lived a hundred and eighty-seven years, 
and begat Lamech: and Methuselah lived, after he begat 
Lamech, seven hundred and cighty-two years, and begat 
sons and daughters: so all the days of Methuselah were 
nine hundred and sixty-nine years: and he died. 

And Lamech lived a hundred and eighty-two years, and 
begat a son ; and he called his name Noah [Comrorter or 
Rest] saying, “ This chi/d shall comfort us concerning our 
work and the toil of our hands, because of the ground which 


Jchovah hath cursed.” And Lamech lived, atter he begat : 


Noah, five hundred and mumety-five years, and begat sons 
and daughters: so all the days of Lamech were seven hun- 
dred and seventy-seven years: and he died. 

And Noah was five hundred years old; and Noah begat 
Shem, Ham, and Japheth. 


CHAP. VI.—And it came to pass that when men began 
to multiply on the face of the earth, and daughters were 
born to them, the sons of God saw the daughters of men 
that they were beautiful, and they took to themselves for 
wives whomsoever they chose. And Jehovah said, “ My 
Spinit shall not be always judging men on account of their 
transgressions: they are flesh, and their days shall be a hun- 
dred and twenty years.” 


There were giants in the earth in those days; and also. 


after that, when the sons of God had gone in unto the 
daughters of men, and they had borne children to them, 
these became mighty men, who of old were men of renown. 
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When Jchovah saw that the wickedness of man was great 5 


in the earth, and that every imagimation of the thoughts of 
his heart was only evil continually, Jchovah repented that he 
had made man on the earth, and was grieved in his heart. 
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7 And Jehovah said, “ I will destroy man, whom I have created, 
from the face of the earth; both man and beast, and the 
ereeping thing, and the fowls of heaven: for I repent that I 

s have made them.” But Noah found favour in the cyes of 
Jehovah. 

9 This is the Aecount of Noah. Noah was the most just 
and upright man of his age, and Noah walked with God: 

io and Noah begat three sons, Shem, Ham, and Japheth. But 
the earth was corrupt in the sight of God; and the earth 

12 was filled with violence. And God looked upon the earth, 
and, lo, it was corrupt ; for all flesh had corrupted their way 
13 upon the earth. And God said to Noah, “ The end of all 
flesh is come before me; beeause through them the carth 
is filled with violence: therefore, lo, I will destroy them 

14 with the earth. Make for thysclf an ark of gopher-wood ; 
rooms shalt thou make in the ark, and thou shalt cover it within 

15 and without with bitumen. After this form thou shalt make 
it: the length of the ark shall be three hundred cubits, the 
breadth of it fifty cubits, and the height of it thirty cubits. 

16 A sloping roof shalt thou make to the ark, and at the height

21 to be kept alive. Take thou therefore every sort of food that is 
eaten, and store it up with thee; that it may be for food for 

22 thee, and for them.” Thus did Noah; according to all that 
God commanded him, so he did. 


1 CHAP. VIf.—And Jehovah said to Noah, “ Go thou and 
all thy household into the ark: for thee have I seen 
2 righteous before me in this generation. Of all clean beasts 
thou shalt take with thee seven pairs, the male and his 
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female; and of beasts that are not clean one pair, the male 
and his female. Of fowls of heaven also seven pairs, the 3 
male and the female, to keep alive their seed upon the face 
of all the earth.

And Noah was six hundred years old when the flood of 6 
waters was upon the earth, And Noah with his sons, and 
his wife, and his sons’ wives went into the ark, because of 
the waters of the flood. Of clean beasts, and of beasts 
not clean, and of birds, and of everything that creepeth 
upon the ground, there went in two and two unto Noah 
into the ark, the male and the female, as God had com- 
manded Noah. , 

And it came to pass after seven days, that the waters 
of the flood were npon the earth. In the six hundredth 
year of the life of Noah, in the second month, the seven- 
teenth day of the month, on that same day were all the 
fountains of the great deep broken up, and the windows 
of heaven were opened. And the rain came upon the earth 
forty days and forty nights. In that very day Noah, and 
Shem, and Ham, and Japheth, the sons of Noah, and Noah’s 
wife, and the three wives of his sons with them, centered mto 
the ark ; they, and every beast according to its kind, and 
all oattle aceording to their kinds, and every thing that 
ereepeth upon the ground according to its kind, and 
every fowl according to its kind, every bird of every 
sort. And they went in unto Noah mto the ark, two and 
two of all flesh, in which was the breath of hfe. And they 
that went m, went in male aud female of all flesh, as God 
had commanded him: and Jehovah shut him in. 

And the flood was forty days upon the earth; and the 17 
waters increased, and bare up the ark, and it was raised 
above the earth. 

And the waters prevailed, and imereased greatly upon 1s 
the earth, and the ark floated upon the surface of the waters. 
And the waters prevailed execedingly upon the earth, so that 
all the high mountains, whieh were under the whole heaven, 
were covered, Fifteen enbits upward did the waters prevail : 20 
and the mountains were covered. And all flesh died that 21 
moved upon the earth, both of fowl, and of cattle, and of 
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beasts, andof every creeping thing that ercepeth upon the 

22 earth, and every man: all in whose nostrils was the breath of 

93 life, of all that was in the dry dand, died. And every living 
creature was destroyed which was upon the face of the 
ground, both man, and cattle, and creepmg things, and the 
fowlsof heaven ; and they were destroyed from the earth : and 
Noah only remained alive, and they who were with him in 

24 the ark. And the waters prevailed upon the carth a hundred 
and fifty days. 


1 CHAP. VITI.—Bnt God remembered Noah, and every 
beast, and all the cattle that were with him im the 
ark: and God made a wind to pass over the earth, to 

2 assuage the waters. The fountains also of the deep and 
the windows of heaven were stopped, and the rain from 

3 heaven was restrained; and the waters gradually returned 
from off the earth: and at the end of the hundred and fifty 

4 days the waters were abated, so that the ark rested m the 
seventh month, on the seventh day of the month, upon the 

5 mountains of Ararat. And the waters decreased continually 
until the tenth month: in the tenth month, on the first 
day of the month, were the tops of the mountains scen. 

6 And it came to pass at the end of forty days, that Noah 

7 opened the window of the ark which he had made: and he 
sent forth a raven, which went out, going and returning, 

s until the waters were dried up from off the carth. He also 
sent forth a dove from him, to sce if the waters were abated 

9 from off the face of the ground: but the dove found no 
rest for the sole of her foot, and she returned unto him 
into the ark; for the waters were on the face of the whole 
earth. Then he put forth his hand, and took her, and pulled 

10 her in unto him into the ark. And he stayed seven days 
more, and again he sent forth the dove out of the ark: 

11 and the dove came in unto him in the evening, and, lo, m 
her mouth was an olive-leaf plucked off. So Noah knew 

12 that the waters were abated from off the earth. And he 
stayed seven days more and sent forth the dove, which 
returned not agai unto him. 

i3 And in the six hundredth and first year, in the first 
month, the first day of the month, the waters were dricd up 
from off the earth: and Noah removed the covering of the 
ark, and looked, and, lo, the face of the ground was dry. 
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And in the second month, on the twenty-seventh day of the 
month, the earth was dried. 

And God spake to Noah, saying, “Go forth from the 
ark, thou and thy wife, and thy sons, and thy sons’ wives 
with thee. Bring forth with thee every living thing that 
is with thee of every kind; fowl and cattle and every creepmg 
thing that creepeth upon the ground ; that they may breed 
abundantly on the earth, and be fruitful, and multiply upon 
the carth.” And Noah went forth, and his wife, and his 
sons, and his sons’ wives with him. Every beast, every creep- 
ing thing and every fowl, whatsoever moveth upon the earth 
according to their kinds, went forth out of the ark. 

And Noah built an altar to Jehovah, and took of every 
sort of clean beasts, and of every sort of elean birds, and 
offered burnt offerings on the altar. And Jehovah smelled 
the acceptable smell: and Jehovah said in his heart, “TI will 
not again curse the ground any more for man’s sake ; 
although the imagination of man’s heart be evil from his 
youth: neither will I again smite any more every thing living 
as I have done. While the earth remaineth, secdtime and 
harvest, and cold and heat, and summer and winter, and day 
and night shall not cease.” 


CHAP. IX.—And God blessed Noah and his sons, and 
said to them, “Be fruitful and multiply, and replenish the 
earth. And let the fear of youand the dread of you be upon 
all the beasts of the earth, and upon all the fowls of heaven, 
upon every thing which creepeth on the ground, and upon all 
the fishes of the sca: into your hand are they delivered. 
Every moving thing that liveth shall be food for you; even 
as the green herb I give you them all; but flesh with the 
life thereof, that is the blood thereof, ye shall not eat. 
And surely of your blood of your lives will I require an 
account ; at the hand of every beast will I reqmre it, and 
at the hand of man; at the hand of every man’s brother 
will I require an account of the life of man. Whosoever 
sheddeth man’s blood, by man shall his blood be shed: for 
in the image of God he hath made man. And be ye fruitful 
and multiply ; bring forth abundantly in the earth, and mul- 
tiply therein.” 

And God spake to Noah and to his sons with him, 
saying, “ Behold I now establish my covenant with you, 
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10 and with your seed after you, and with every living crea- 
ture that is with you, of fowl, of cattle, and wild beasts 
with you; from all that came out of the ark to every beast 

11 of the earth. I cstablish my covenant with you, that no 
more shall all flesh be ent off by the waters of a flood; 
nor shall there any more be a flood to destroy the earth.” 

12 And God said, “This is the sign of the covenant which I 
make between me and you, and every living creature that 1s 

13 with you, for perpetual generations. I have set my bow in 
the cloud, and it shall be for a sign of a covenant between 

14 me and the earth. And it shall come to pass, when I bring 
a cloud over the earth, the bow shall appear in the cloud; 

15 and I will remember my covenant, which is between me 
and you, and every living creature of all flesh; and the 
waters shall no more become a flood to destroy all flesh. 

16 For the bow shall be im the cloud, and I will look upon it, 
that I may remember the everlasting covenant between God 
and every living ercature of all flesh that 1s upon the carth.” 

17 And God said to Noah, “ This is the sign of the covenant 
which I have established between me and all flesh that is 
upon the earth.” 

is And the sons of Noah, who went forth from the ark, 
were Shem, and Ham, and Japheth: now Ham is the father 

19 of Canaan. These are the three sons of Noah: and from 
them was the whole earth overspread. 

v0 And Noah began to be a husbandman, and he planted a 

21 vineyard; and he drank of the wie, and was drunken ; 

92 and he was uncovered within his tent. And Ham, the 
father of Canaan, saw the nakedness of his father, and told 

23 his two brethren who were without. And Shem and Japheth 
took a garment, and laid it upon both their shoulders, and 
went backward and covered the nakedness of their father ; 
and their faces were backward, and they saw not their father’s 
nakedness. 

2, And when Noah awoke from his wine, and knew what 
his younger son had done unto him, he said: 

25 * Cursed be Canaan ! 

A slave of slaves shall he be to his brethren.” 

26 He also said: 

« Blessed of Jehovah, my God, be Shem ! 
And Canaan shall be his slave. 


27 God shall enlarge Japheth, 
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And he shall dwell in the tents of Shem; 
And Canaan shall be his slave.” 
And Noah lived after the flood three hundred and fifty 2s 
years. And all the days of Noah were nine hundred and 29 
fifty years: and he died. 


CHAP. X.—Now this is the Account of the descendants 1 
of the sons of Noah, Shem, Ham, and Japheth: and to them 
sons were born ieee the deluge. 

The sons of Japheth ; Gomer, and Magog, and Madai, 
and Javan, and Tubal, and Meschech, and Tiras. And the 3 
sons of Gomer; Ashkenaz, and Riphath, and Togarmah. 
And the sons of Javan; Khisha, and Tarshish, Chetim, and 
Dodanim. By these were the coasts of the nations divided 5 
in their lands; each aceording to its language, aceording to 
their families, in then nations. 

And the sons of Ham; Cush, and Mizraim, and Phut, 6 
and Canaan. And the sons of Cush; Seba, and Havilah, 7 
and Sabtah, and Raamah, and Sabtecha: and the sons of 
Raamah ; Sheba and Dedan. Cush also begat Nimrod; he s 
began to be a mighty one in the earth: he was a mighty 9 
hunter before Jehovah: wherefore 1t 1s said, “ Even as Nim- to 
rod the mighty hunter before Jehovah.” And the begmning 
of his kingdom was Babel, and Krech, and Aecad, and 
Calneh, in the land of Shinar. From that land he went 11 
into Assyria, and builded Nineveh, and the city Rehoboth, 
and Calah, and Resen, between Nineveh and Calah : elie 12 
saine is a great city. And Maizraim begat Ludim, and .Ana- 13 
mim, and Lehabim, and Naphtuhim, and Pathrusim, and 14 
Casluhim (from whom came Philistim), and Caphtorim. And 15 
Canaan begat Zidon his first-born, and Heth, and the Jebu- 16 
site, and the Amorite, and the Gireasite, and the Hivyite, 17 
and the Arkite, and the Sinite, and the Arvadite, and the 1s 
Zemarite, and the Hamathite. And afterwards the families 
of the Canaanites were spread abroad, and the boundaries 19 
of the Canaanites were from Zidon to Gerar and Gaza; 
thence to Sodom, and Gomorrah, and Admah, and Zeboim, 
even unto Lasha, These are the sons of Ham, aceording to 
their families, and their language, in their lands, and in their 
nations. 

Unto Shem also, the father of all the children of Eber, the 21 
elder brother of Japheth, even to him were children born. 
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22 The sons of Shem; Klam, and Asshnr, and Arphaxad, and 
23 Lud, and Aram. And the children of Aram ; Uz, and Hul, 
os and Gether, and Mash. And Arphaxad begat Salah; and 
25 Salah begat Kber. And unto Eber were born two sons; the 
name of one was Peleg [Division]; for im his days was the 
96 earth divided; and Ins brother’s name was Joktan. And 
Joktan begat Almodad, and Sheleph, and Hazarmaveth, and 
27 Jerah, and Adoram, and Uzal, and Diklah, and QObal, and 
29 Abimael, and Sheba, and Ophir, and Havilah, and Jobab: 
30 all these were the sons of Joktan. And their dwelling was 
31 from Mesha unto Sephar, a mountain of the east. These 
are the sons of Shem, aecording to thei families, and their 
language, in their lands, according to their nations. 
32. ‘These are the familics of the sons of Noah, aecording to 
their desecnts, m their nations: and by these were the 
nations divided in the earth after the flood. 


1 CHAP, XI.—And the whole earth was of one language, 
2and of one speech. And it eame to pass as they moved 
from the cast that they found a plain m the land of Shinar ; 
3and they settled there; and they said to one another, 
“Come, Ict us make bricks, and burn them thoroughly.” 
4 So they had brick for stone, and bitumen for mortar. And 
they said, “Come, let us build for ourselves a city, and a 
tower the top of which may reach unto heaven; and let us 
make for ourselves a dand-mark, lest we be seattered abroad 
5 over the face of the whole earth.’ And Jchovah came down 
to see the city and the tower which the sons of men were 
6 building. And Jehovah said, “ Lo, they are one people, and 
they have all one language; and this they begin to do: and 
now they will be restrained from nothing which they pur- 
7 pose to do. Come, let us go down, and there confound 
their language, that they may not understand one another’s 
s speech.” So Jehovah scattered them thence over the face 
of all the earth: and thcy eeased from building the city. 
9 Therefore the name of it is ealled Babel [Conruston] ; 
because Jehovah did there confound the language of all 
the earth: and thence did Jehovah scatter them over the 
face of all the earth. 
10 «© This 1s the Account of the deseendants of Shem. Shem was 
a hundred years old when he begat Arphaxad, two years after 
11 the flood: and Shem lived, after he begat Arphaxad, five hun- 
dred years, and begat sons and daughters. 
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And Arphaxad lived thirty-five years, and begat Salah: 12 
and Arphaxad lived, after he begat Salah, four hundred 1: 
and three years, and begat sons and danghters. 

And Salah lived thirty vears, and begat Eber: and Salah 14 
lived, after he begat Eber, four hundred and three years, and 
begat sons and daughters. 

And Kber lived thirty-four years, and begat Peleg: and 16 
Eber hved, after he begat Peleg, four hundred and thirty 
vears, and begat sons and daughters, 

And Peleg lived thirty years, and begat Reu: and Peleg 1s 
lived, after he begat Reu, two hundred and nine years, and 
begat sons and daughters. 

And Reu lived thirty-two years, and begat Scrug: and 20 
Reu lived, after he begat Scrug, two hundred and seven 
years, and begat sons and daughters. 

And Serug lived thirty years, and begat Nahor: and 22 
Serug hved, after he begat Nahor, two hundred years, and 
begat sons and daughters. 

And Nahor lived twenty-nine years, and begat Terah: 24 
and Nahor lived, after he begat Terah, a hundred and nine- 25 
teen years, and begat sons and daughters. 

And Terah lived seventy years, and begat Abram, Nahor, 26 
and UJaran. 

And this is the Aecount of the descendants of Terah: Terah 27 
begat Abram, Nahor, and Iaran. Haran begat Lot: and Haran 2 
died before his father Terah in the land of his nativity, in Ur 
of Chaldiea. And Abram and Nahor took unto themselves 29 
wives: the name of Abram’s wife was Sarai, and the name 
of Nahor’s wife Mileah, the daughter of Haran, who was 
the father of Mileah and the father of Iscah. But Sarai 30 
was barren; she had no ehild. And Terah took his son 31 
Abram and jis grandson Lot the son of Jlaran, and Sarai 
his daughter-in-law, lis son Abram’s wife; and brought 
them out from Ur of Chaldeea, to go into the land of 
Canaan. But when they came unto Haran, they settled 32 
there. And the days of Terah were two hundred and five 
years : and Terah died im Maran. 


CHAP. XIT.—Now Jehovah had said to Abram, “ Depart 
from thy country, and from thy kindred, and from thy 
father’s house, into a land that I will shew thee: and 1 
will make thee a great nation, and I will bless thee, 
and make thy name great; and thou shalt be a bless- 
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sing: and I will bless them who bless thee, and curse him 
awe curseth thee ; andin thee shall all families of the earth be 

4 blessed.” So Abram departed as Jehovah had commanded 
him; and Lot went with him. And Abram was oes ve 
years old when he went from I[laran. 

5 And Abram took Sarai his wife, and Lot his ether’s 
son, and all their substance which they had gathered, and 
the persons whom they had gotten in Haran: and they 
went forth to go into the land of Canaan. And when they 

6 were come into the land of Canaan, Abram passed through the 
land to the place of Sichem, to the terebinth tree of Moreh. 

7 Now the Canaanites were then in the land. And Jchovah 
appeared to Abrain, and said “To thy seed will I give 
this land.’ And there he built an altar to Jchovah, 
who had appeared to hm. <And he removed thence to the 
mountainous country on the cast of Beth-cl, and pitched his 
tent, having Beth-cl on the west, and Hai on the cast; and 
there he built an altar to Jehovah, and ealled upon the 
name of Jehovah. And Abram journeyed, going on still 
toward the south. 

10 «And there was a famine in the land: and Abram went 

down into Egypt to sojourn there; for the famine was. 

grievous in the land of Canaan. And it came to pass. 
when he drew near to enter into Eeypt, that he said to 

Sarai his wife, “ Lo now, I know that thou art a beautiful 

woman to look upon: when, therefore, the Egyptians sec 

thee, they will say, ‘This is his wife ;? and they will kill me, 

13 brit they will save thee alive. Say, I pray thee, thou art my 
sister, that it may be well with mc on thy account, and that 

14 my life may be preserved for thy sake.” And it came to 
pass, that when Abram was come mto Hgypt, the Egyptians 

15 saw that the woman was very beautiful. The princes of 
Pharaoh also saw her, and commended her before Pharaoh, 

ig and the woman was taken into Pharach’s house. And he 
treated Abram well for her sake: and he had flocks and 
herds, and he-asses, and men-servants and maid-scrvants, 

17 and she-asses, and camels. But Jchovah plagued Pharaoh 
and his house with great plagues, because of Sarai, Abrai’s 

is wife. Pharaoh therefore called Abram, and said, ‘‘ What is 
this that thon hast done to me? why didst thou not tell ne 

19 that she was thy wife? Why saidst thou, ‘ She 1s my sister ?’ 
so I mght have taken her to be my wife: now, therefore, 

zo behold thy wife take her, and go.’ And Pharaoh gave 
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orders to certain men concerning him: and they sent him 
away, and Ins wife, and all that he had. 


CHAP. XIII—And Abram went up out of Egypt, he, 
and his wife, and all that he had, and Lot with him, into 
the south part of Canaan. Now Abram was very rich in 
cattle, in silver, and in gold. And he went on in his jour- 
neys from the south to Beth-el, to the place where his tent 
had been before, between Beth-el and Hai; to the place 
where he had formerly built an altar; and there Abram 
called on the name of Jehovah. And Lot also, who went 
with Abram, had flocks, and herds, and tents. And the 
land was not able to bear them to dwell together: for their 
substance was great, so that they could not dwell together. 
And there was strife between the herdmen of Abram’s eattle 
and the herdmen of Lot’s ecatile. Now the Canaanites and 
the Perizzites dwelt then in the land. And Abram said to 
Lot, “Let there be no strife, I pray thee, between me and 
thee, and between my herdmen and thy herdmen: for we are 
kinsmen. Is not the whole land before thee? Separate 
thyself, I pray thee, from me. If thou wilt go to the left 
hand, then I will go to the right; or if thou wilt go to the 
right hand, then T will eo to “the left? Then Lot lifted up 
his Pycs, and beheld all the plain of Jordan, that it was 
well watered cvery where, before Jehovah had destroyed 
Sodom and Gomorrah, all the way to Zoar, as the garden 
of Jehovah, as the land of Egypt. Lot therefore chose 
for himself all the plain of Jordan ; and Lot journeyed cast- 
ward: thus they separated themselves the one from the other: 
Abrain dwelt m the land of Canaan, and Lot dwelt amongst 
the cities of the plain, and pitched his tent by Sodom. Now 
the men of Sodom were exceedingly wicked and sinful in the 
sight of Jehovah. 

“And Jchovah said to Abram, after Lot was separated from 
hin, “ Lift up now thine eyes, and look from the place where 
thou art, northward and southward and eastward and west- 
ward: for all the land which thou seest, to thee will I give 
it, and to thy seed for ever. And | ¥ill make thy scat as 
the dust of the carth: so that if any one can number the 
dust of the earth, thy seed also may be numbered. Arise, 
walk through the land, in the length of it and m_ the 
breadth of it: for I will give it to thee.’ Then Abram 
pitched his tent and went and dwelt at the tercbinth trees 
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of Mamre, which are by Hebron, and built there an altar to 
Jehovah. 


CHAP. XIV.—<And it came to pass in the days of Amra- 
phel kmg of Shinar, and Arioch king of Ellasar, Chedorlao- 
mer king of Klam, and Tidal king of Goim, that they made 
war with Bera king of Sodom, and with Birsha king of Go- 
morrah, Shinab king of Admah, and Shemeber king of Zc- 
boim, and the king of Bela, which is Zoar. All these 
were joined together in the vale of Siddim, which is the 
Salt Sea. Twelve years had they been subject to Chedorlao- 
mer, but im the tlirtcenth year they revolted. And in the 
fourteenth year came Chedorlaomer, and the kings who were 
with him, and smote the Rephaites in Ashteroth-karnaim, 
and the Zuates in Ham, and the Emites in Shaveh-kiria- 
thaim, and the Horites im their mount Seir, unto El-paran, 
which is by the desert. And they turned and came to 
Kn-mishpat, which is Kadesh, and smote all the country of 
the Amalekites, and also the Amorites that dwelt in Ilazezon- 
tamar. And the king of Sodom, and the king of Gomorrah, 
and the king of Admah, and the king of Zeboim, and the 
king of Bela, which is Zoar, went out and ,joied battle 
with them in the vale of Siddim; with Chedorlaomer the 
king of Elam, and with Tidal king of Goim, and Amraphel 
king of Shinar, and Anoch king of Hllasar ; four kings with 
five. Now the vale of Siddim was full of pits of bitumen: 
and the kings of Sodom and of Gomorrah fled, and fell 
there ; and they who remained fled to the mountains. Then 
they took all the goods of Sodom and Gomorrah, and all their 
victuals, and departed. They took Lot also, Abram’s 
brother’s son, who dwelt m Sodom, and his goods, and 
departed. 

But one who had escaped came and told Abram the 
Hebrew; for he dwelt by the terebinth trecs of Mamyre the 
Amorite, brother of Esheol, and brother of Aner: and these 
were in alhance with Abram, And when Abram heard that 
his kinsman was taken captive, he mustered his trained ser- 
vants, born in his own house, three hundred and cighteen, 
and pursued them unto Dan. And he and his servants divided 
themselves and fell upon them by night, and smote them, and 
pursued them unto Hobah, which is on the left of Damascus. 
And he brought back all the goods; his kinsman Lot also, 
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and his goods he brought back, with the women also, and the 
people. 

And after his. return from smiting Chedorlaomer, 
and the kings that were with him, the king of Sodom 
went out to meet him, at the valley oF Shaveh, Sawai is the 
King’s Dale. Melchizedck also, king of Salem, brought forth 
bread and wine; and he was a priest of God Most High. 
And he blessed hoe and said, “Blessed be Abram by God Most 
Iligh, possessor of the heavens and the earth: and blessed 
be God Most High, who hath delivered thine enemies into 
thy hands.’ And Abram gave him a tenth part of all. 

And the king of Sodom s aid to Abram, “ Give me the per- 
sons, and take the goods to thyself’? And Abrain said to 
the king of Sodom, “<1 have liited up my hand to Jehovah 
God Most High, possessor of the heavens and the earth, that 
I will not take anything that is thine, from a thread even to 
a sandal string, lest thou shouldest say, ‘I have made Abram 
Biel: sscavc only that which the young men have eaten, and 
the portion of the men who went With} ine, Aner, Esheol, and 
Mamre; let them take their portion.” 


CHAP. XV.—After these things the word of Jehovah 
came to Abram in a vision, saying, “ Fear not, Abram: I 
am a shicld to thee, thy excceding great reward’? And 
Abram said, ‘‘ Lord Jehovah, what wilt thou give me, seeing 
I am still childless, and the steward of iy house is this 
Ehezer of Damaseus?”? Abram also said, “ Lo, to me thou 
hast given no seed: and, lo, one born in my house will be 

my Re. ? “And, lo, the al of Jehovah came to him, say- 
ing, “ This shall not be thine heir; but one who shall spring 
ean thyself shall be thine heir.” And he brought him forth 
abroad, and said, “ Look now towards the —_ and 
number the stars, if thou be able to number them.” And 
he said to him, “So shall thy seed be.’ And he believed 
Jchovah ; and he accounted it to him for righteousness. And 
he said to him, “ I am Jehovah who brought thee out of Ur 
of the Chaldees, to give thee this land for an inheritanee,” 
And Abrain a “ ord Jehovah, by what shall I know that 
I shall inherit it 2” And he sata to him, “ Bring to me a 
heifer three years old, and a she-goat three years “old, and a 
ram three years old, and a turtle- dove, aud a young pigeon.” 
And he brought to lim all these, and divided them in halves, 
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and laid cach piece one against another; but the birds he 
divided not. And the birds of prey came down upon the car- 
cases, and Abram drove them away. And when the sun was 
going down, a deep sleep fell upon Abram ; and, lo, a horror 
with great darkness fell upon him. And Jehovah said to 
Abram, ‘ Know surely, that thy seed shall be sojourncrs in 
a land not their own, which will reduce them into slavery, 
and will afflict them four hundred years: but that nation, 
whom they shall serve, I will judge; and afterwards they 
shall come out with great substance. Thou indeed shalt go 
to thy fathers in peace; thou shalt be buried in a good old 
age. But in the fourth generation they shall come nither 
again; for the iniquity of the Amorites 1s not yet complete.” 


17 And it came to pass that when the sun had gone down, and 
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it was dark, lo, a smoking furnace and a burning lainp which 
passed between those picces. At that time J ehovah made a 
covenant with Abram, saying, “To thy sced I give this 
land, from the river of Iigypt unto the great river, the river 
Kuphrates: the dand of the Kenites, and the Kenizzites, 
and the Kadmonites, and the Hittites, and the Perizzites, 
and the Rephaites, and the Amorites, and the Canaanites, 
and the Girgashites, and the Jebusites.” 


CHAP. XVI.—Now Sarai, Abram’s wife, bare him no 
children: and she had an Egyptian hand-maid, whose 
name was Hagar. And Sarai said to Abram, “Lo now, 
Jehovah hath restrained me from bearing: I pray thee, go 
in unto my handmaid; I may, perhaps, obtain children by 
her”? And Abram hearkened to the voice of Sarai. And 
Sarai, Abram’s wife, took Hagar the Egyptian, ber hand- 
maid, after Abram had dwelt ten years in the land of Canaan, 
and gave her to her husband Abram to be his wife. And 
he went in unto Hagar, and she conceived: and, wnen she 
saw that she had conceived, her mistress was despised in her 
eyes. And Sarai said to Abram, “ My wrong lieth upon 
thee: I have given my hand-maid into thy bosom; and 
when she saw that she had conceived, I was despised in her 
eyes: nay Jchovah judge between me and thee.” But 
Abram said to Sarai, ‘Behold, thy hand-maid is in thy 
power: do to her as it pleaseth thee.” 

And Sarai treated her harshly, so that she fled from her 
face. And an angel of Jchovah found her by a fountain of 
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water in the desert, by the fountain in the way to Shur. 


And he said, “ Hagar, Sarai’s hand-maid, whence camest s 


thon? and whither wouldst thou go??? And she said, “J flee 
from the face of my mistress Sarai.’ And the angel of Jeho- 
vah said to her, “ Return to thy mistress, and submit thyself 
to her power.””?, And the angel of Jehovah said to her, “I will 
multiply thy seed exceedingly, so that it shall not be numbered 
for multitude.’ The angel of Jchovah also said to her, 
‘¢ Behold, thou hast conceived, and shalt bear a son, and 
shalt call his name Ishmael [Gop wiLL Ear] ; because God 
hath heard ¢hee in thine affliction. And he will be a wild 
man; his hand agaist every man, and every man’s hand 
against him: yet he shall dwell in the presence of all his 
brethren.’ And she called the name of Jehovah who spake 
to her, ‘Thou God scest me :’ for she said, ‘‘ Have I also here 
Jooked after him who seeth me??? Wherefore the well was 
called Beer-lahai-roi: lo, it is between Kadesh and Bered. 
And Ilagar bare Abram a son; and Abram called the 
name of his son, whom Hagar bare, Ishmacl. And Abram 
was cighty-six years old when Ilagar bare Ishmael to 


Abram. 
CHAP, XVIJ.—And when Abram was ninety-nine years 


old, Jchovah appeared to Abram, and said to hin, “TI am 
God Almighty. Walk before me, and be perfect ; and I will 
make a covenant between me and thee, and wall multiply thee 
exceedingly.” And Abram fell on his face ; and God talked 
with him, saying, “Jo, ] make a covenant with thee, and 
thou shalt be the father of a multitude of nations. And thy 
nance shall not any more be called Abram [EexaLTen 
FATHER]; but thy name shall be called Abraham [ratuHer 
or A MULTITUDE]: for the father of a multitude of na- 
tions have I appomted thee to be. And I will make thee 
exceedingly fruitful, and I will make nations of thee, 
and kings shall come from thee. And I will establish 
my covenant between me and thee, and thy secd after 
thee in their generations, for an everlasting covenant, to be 
a God to thee, and to thy seed after thee. And I will give 
to thee, and to thy seed after thee, the land im which thou art 
a stranger, all the land of Canaan, for an everlasting posses- 
sion; and 1 will be their God.” And God said to Abraham, 
«Thou shalt keep my covenant therefore, thou, and thy seed 
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10 after thee, in their gencrations, This is my covenant, be- 
tween me and you, and thy seed after thee, which ye shall 
keep. very male-child among you shall be circunicised : 

11 and ye shall cireumeise the fksis of your foreskin; and it 
shall be a mark of the covenant between me and you. 

12 Every male-child among you eight days old, whether he be 
born in the house, or bought with money of any alien, 
who is not of thy seed, shall, through your generations, 

13 be circumcised. He ala 4 1S oni in thy house, anid he that 
is bought with thy money, must without fail be cireumeised, 
that my covenant may be in your flesh, an everlasting cove- 

14 nant. But the uncircumcised male-child, whose flesh of his 
foreskin 1s not circumcised, shall be cut off from his people ; 
he hath broken my covenant.” 

is = And God said to Abraham, “As for Sarai thy wife, thou 
shalt not call her name Sarai [My PRINCEss], but Sieh [a 

16 FRUITFUL WOMAN] shall her name be. Aud I will bless 
her, and give thee a son also of her; yea I will bless her, 
and she shall be a mother of nations, and kings of peoples 

17 shall come from her.” Then Abraham fell upon his face, 
and laughed, and said in his heart, ‘Shall a child be born 
to him who is a hundred years old? and shall Sarah, who is 

18 ninety years old, bear??? And Abraham said unto God, 

19 “Oh that Ishmael might live before thee!”? And God 
said “ Sarah thy wife ami indeed bear thee a son; and thou 
shalt call is name Isaac [Lavcuter]: and I will establish 
my covenant with him and with his seed after him, for an 

20 everlasting covenant. JT’or Ishmacl also I have heard thee ; 
lo, IT have blessed him, and will make him fruitful,* and 
will multiply him exceedingly: twelve princes shall he beget, 

21 and [ will make him a great nation. But my covenant will 
I establish with Isaac, whom Sarah shall bear to thee at 

92 this very time the next year.” And he left off talking with 
him, and God went up from Abraham. 

23. Then Abraham took Ishmael his son, and all that had 
been born m his house, and all that had been bonght with 
his money, every male of Abraham’s houschold, and eeum- 
eised the flesh of their foreskin on that selfsame day, as God 

24 had commanded him. And Abraham was nincty-nine years 
old when he was cireumcised in the flesh of his foreskin. 

25 And Ishmacl his son was thirteen years old when he was 

26 cireumcised in the flesh of his foreskin. In the same day 

o7 was Abraham eirewneised and Ishmacl his son; and all the 
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micn of his house, born in the house, and bought with money 
of an alien, were circuincised with —_ 


CHAP. XVIII.—And Jehovah appeared to him at the 
tercbinth trees of Mamre, as he sat in the tent-door in the 
heat of the day. And he lifted up his eyes and looked, and 
lo, three men stood over agaist him: and when he saw them, 
he ran to meet them from the tent-door, and bowed him- 
self toward the ground, and said, “ My lord, if now I have 
found favour in thy sight, pass not away, I pray thee, from 
thy servant: let a little water, I pray you, be fetched, and 


wash your feet, and rest yourselves under ithe tree: aa Ty 


will fetch a oo of bread, that ye may refresh your- 
selves; after that ye shall pass on: for with this in- 
tent are ye come to yonr servant.”

And Abraham hastened into 
the tent to Sarah, and said, “ Make ready quickly three 
measures of fine meal, knead it, and made hearth-cakes.” 
And Abraham ran to the herd, and fetched a calf tender 
and good, and gave it to a young man, who hastened to 
dress it. And he took butter and milk, and the calf wlich 
he had dressed, and set 1t before them; and he stood by 
them under the tree, and they did cat. And they said to 
him, “ Where is Sarah thy wife??? And he sad, “ Lo, m 
the tent.” And he said, “I will certainly return unto thee 
according to the time of life; and, lo, Sarah thy wife shall 
have a son.” And Sarah heard it in the tent-door, which 
was behind him. Now Abraham and Sarah were far ad- 
vaneed in years; and it had ceased to be with Sarah after 
the manner of women. Therefore Sarah laughed within 
hersclf, saying, “ After I am grown old shall I have pleasure, 
my lord being old also?” And Jehovah said to Abraham, 
“Wherefore Ah Sarah laugh, saying, ‘ Shall I who am oid 
surely bear a child?’ Is anything too hard for Jchovah ? 
At the time appointed will I return unto thee, according to 
the time of life, and Sarah shall have a son.” Then Sarah 
denied, saying, “T laughed not;” for she was afraid. And 
he said, “ Nay; but thou didst langh.” 

And the men rose up thence, and turned towards Sodom ; 
and Abraham went with them to conduct them on the way. 
And Jehovah said, “ Shall I hide from Abraham that w hich 
I am about to do ; secing that Abraham shall surely be- 
come a great and mighty nation, and all the nations of the 
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i9 earth shall be blessed in him? For I know that he will 
command his children and his household after him, to keep 
the way of Jehovah, by doing justice and judgment; that 
Jehovah imay bring upon Abraham that which he hath 
29 spoken concerning him.” And Jehovah said, ‘ Because 
the ery of Sodom and Gomorrah is great, and because their 
21 sin is very gricvous, I will go down now, and sce whether 
they have done altogether according to the cry agaist it, 
which is come unto me; and if not, I will know.” 
22 Then the men turned their faces thenec, and were gomg to- 
wards Sodom: but Abraham stood yet before Jchovah. And 
23 Abraham drew near, and said, “ Wilt thou also destroy the 
21 righteous with the wicked? Peradventure there may be fifty 
righteous persons within the city: wilt thou also destroy and 
not spare the place for the fifty mghtcous that are therein ? 
25 Far be it from thee to do after this manner, to slay the 
righteous with the wicked ; and to make the righteous and the 
wicked alike; that be far from thee. Shall not the Judge of all 
26 the earth do mght?” And Jchovah said, “If I find m 
Sodom fifty mghtcous persons within the city, then fT will 
27 spare the whole place, for their sakes.’ And Abraham 
answered and said, “ Lo, now, I have taken upon me to speak 
es to my Lord, though I am but dust and ashes: peradventure 
there may be wanting five of the fifty mehteous: wilt thou 
destroy the whole eity for the want of five?” And he said, “ If 
29 I find there forty-five, I will not destroy it.” And he spake 
to him yet again, and said, “ Peradventure there may be forty 
found there.’ And he said, “ I will not do it for the sake 
30 of forty.” And he said “ Oh Iet not my Lord be angry, 
and I will speak: peradventure there may be thirty found 
there.” And he said, “I will not do it, if I find thirty 
there.’ And he said, “ Lo, now, I have taken upon me to 
speak to my Lord: peradventure there may be twenty 
found there.’ And he said, “I will not destroy it for 
32 the sake of twenty.” And he said, “Oh let not my Lord 
be angry, and I will speak yet but tlns once: peradventure 
ten may be found there.’ And he said, “I will not destroy 
33 it for the sake of ten.” And Jehovah went away, when he 
had left off talking with Abraham: and Abraham returned 
to his own place. 


Ge 
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1 CHAP. XIX.—And the two angels came to Sodom in 
the evening; and Lot was sitting im the gate of Sodom: 
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and Lot saw them, and rose up to meet them; and having 
bowed himself with his face toward the ground, he said, 
“Lo now, my lords, turn in, I pray you, into your servant’s 
house, and tarry all night, and wash your fect, and yc shall 
rise up early and go on your way.” And they said, “ Nay; 
we will abide in the street all mght.” But when he pressed 
them greatly, they turncd in unto him, and entered into his 
house: and he made them a feast, and baked unleavened 
bread, and they did eat. 

They had not yet lam down, when the men of the city, 
the men of Sodom, both young and old, all the people to- 
gether, surrounded the house ; and they ealled to Lot, and 
said to him, “ Where are the men who came in to thee this 
might? brmg them out to us, that we may know them.” 
And Lot went out at the door to them, and shut the door 
after him, and said, “I pray you, brethren, do not so 
wickedly. Lo now, I have two daughters who have not 
known man; let me, I pray you, bing them out to you, and 
do ye to them as is nght in your eyes: only to these men 
do nothing ; for therefore came they under the shadow of my 
roof.” And they said, “Stand back.” And they said again, 
‘Shall one who came in to sojourn, make himself a judge ? 
now will we deal worse with thee than with them.” So they 
pressed hard on the man, on Lot, and were approaching to 
break the door. But the men put forth their hand, and 
pulled Lot mto the house to them, and shut the door. And 
they smote the men who were at the door of the house, both 
small and great, with blindness; so that they weaned them- 
selves to find the door. And the men said to Lot, 
“Who of thy kindred besides are here? Thy sons-in-law, 
thy sons and thy daughters, and whomsoever thou hast m 
the city, brmg out of this place: for we are about to de- 
stroy this place, because the ery against them 1s become great 
before the face of Jehovah ; and Jehovah hath sent us to 
destroy it.” And Lot went out and spake to his sons-in- 
law, who had married his daughters, and said, “ Arise, go ye 
out of this place; for Jehovah is about to destroy this city.” 
But he seemed, im the eyes of his sons-in-law, as one that 
jested. 

And when the morning arose, the angels hastened Lot, 
saying, ‘ Arise, take thy wife, and thy two daughters, who 
are here, lest thou be destroyed in the punishment of the 
city.’ And while he lingered, the men took hold of his 
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hand, and of the hand of his wife, and of the hand of his 
two daughters, Jehovah being merciful to him; and they 

17 brought him forth, and placed him without the city. And 
it came to pass when they had brought them forth abroad, 
that he said, “Escape for thy life; look not behind thee, 
neither stay in any part of the plain; escape to the moun- 

is tains, lest thou be destroyed.” But Lot said to them, ‘ Oh, 

ig not so, my lord: lo now, thy servant hath found favour in 
thy sight, and thou hast magnified thy mercy, which thou 
hast shewed to me in saving my life; but I cannot escape to 

20 the mountains, lest some evil overtake me, and I die. Lo 
now, this city is near to flee unto, and it is but a small one: 
oh, let me escape thither, (is it not a small one?) that my 

21 life may be preserved.” And he said to him, “ Lo, I have 
accepted thee concerning this thing also, that I will not over- 

22 throw this city, for which thou hast spoken. Haste thee, 
escape thither; for I cannot do any thing till thou art come 
thither.” Therefore the name of the city was called Zoar 
[SMALL]. 

23 The sun had now risen upon the earth when Lot entered 

a4into Zoar. Then Jehovah rained upon Sodom, and upon 
Gomorrah, brimstone and fire from Jehovah out of heaven ; 

25 and he overthrew those cities, and all the plain, and all the 
inhabitants of the cities, and that which grew upon the 

26 ground. But Loi’s wife looked back from behind him, and 

27 she became a pillar of salt. And Abraham went early in the 
morning to the place where he had stood before Jehovah, 

28 and he looked towards Sodom and Gomorrah, and towards 
all the country of the plain, and beheld, and, lo, the smoke 

29 of the country went up as the smoke of a furnace. And it 
came to pass when God destroyed the cities of the plam, 
that God remembered Abraham, and sent Lot out of the 
midst of the overthrow, when he overthrew the citics in 
which Lot dwelt. 

30 And Lot went up out of Zoar, and dwelt amongst the 
mountains, and his two daughters with him; for he feared 
to dwell in Zoar: and he dwelt in a cave, he and his two 

31 daughters. And the first-born said to the younger, “ Our 
father is old, and there is not a man in the earth to come 

32 in unto us according to the custom of all the earth: Come, 
Jet us make our father drink wine, and we will he with him, 

33 that we may preserve seed of our father.” And they made 
their father drink wine that night: and the first-born went 
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in, and Jay with her father; and he perceived not when she 
lay down, nor when she arose. And it caine to pass on the 
morrow, that the first-born said unto the younger, “ Lo, I 
Jay yestermght with my father: Jet us make him drink 
wine this mght also; and go thon in, and lie with him, 


that we may preserve seed of our father.’ And they made : 


their father drmk wine that night also: and the younger 
arose, and lay with him; and he pereeived not when she 


Jay down, nor when she arose. Thus were both the daugh- : 


ters of Lot with child by their father. And the first-born 
bare a son, and called lis name Moab [rrom a rarner]: 


he was the father of the Moabites unto tis day. And the : 


younger also bare a son, and called his name Benammi [son 
OF MY OWN PEOPLE]: he was the father of the children of 
Ammon unto this day. 


CHAP. XX.—And Abraham journeyed thence toward the 
south country, and dwelt between Kadesh and Shur, and so- 
journed in Gerar. And Abraham said of Sarah his wife, 
“She is my sister:” and Abimelech king of Gerar sent and 
took Sarah. But God eame to Abimeleeh m a dream by 
night, and said to him, “ Lo, thou art adead man, on account 
of the woman whom thou hast taken; for she 1s a man’s 
wife.’ But Abimelech had not come near her: and he said, 
“OQ Jchovah, wilt thou slay also a nghteous nation? Said 
he not to ine, ‘She is my sister ?? and she, even she herself, 
said, ‘Heis my brother: in the integrity of my heart and 
innocency of my hands have I done this.” And God said 
to him in a dream, “ Yea, 1 know that thou didst this in the 
integrity of thy heart; therefore I withheld thee from sinning 
against me, and suffered thee not to toueh her. Now there- 
fore restore the man’s wife ; for he is a prophet, and he will 
pray for thee, and thon shalt hve: but if thou restore her 
not, know that thou shalt surely dic, thou, and all that 
are thine.’ And Abimelech rose early in the morning, and 
ealled all his servants, and told all these things in their 
hearing: and all the men were greatly afraid. Then Abi- 
melech called Abraham, and said to him, “ What hast thou 
done to us? and in what have I offended thee, that thou 
wouldst bring on me and on my kingdom a great sin? Deeds 
that ought not to be done, thon hast done to me.” Abime- 
leeh said also to Abraham, “ What sawest thon, that thou 
shouldst do this thing??? And Abraham said, “ Because | 
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thought, ‘Surely the fear of God is not m this place; and 
12 they will slay me for my wife’s sake. And yet indeed sh 
is my sister; the daughter of my father, but not the daughter 
13 of my arciihaee ; and alte became my ie And it came to 
pass, when God caused me to wander from my father’s house, 
that [ said to her, ‘This is thy kindness which thou shalt 
shew to mc; at every place to whieh we shall come, say of 
14 me, ‘ He is my brother.” And Abimelech took flocks, and 
herds, andl men-servants, and women-servants, and gave them 
15 to Abraham, and Acrngil to him Sarah his rl “And Abi- 
melech said, “ Lo, my land is before thee: dwell where it 
16 pleaseth thee.” And to Sarah he said, ‘Lo, I have given 
thy brother a thousand pieces of silver; lo! this is for a co- 
vering of the eyes of thyself, avd of all who are with thee, 
17 and of all others.’ Thus she was absolved. So Abraham 
prayed to God: and God healed Abimelech, and his wife, and 
is his maid-servants; so that they might have children. For 
Jehovah had fast closed up all the wombs of the house of 
Abinelech, because of Sarah, Abraham’s wife. 





CITAP aK And Jehovah visited Sarah as he had said, 
2and Jehovah did to Sarah as he had spoken: for Sarah 
conceived, and bare a son to Abraham in his old age, at the 
3 appointed time of which God had spoken to lim. And Abra- 
ham called the name of his son that was born to him, whom 
+ Sarah bare to him, Isaac. And Abraham cireumcised his 
son Isaac, when eight days old, as God had commanded him. 
5 Now Abraham was a hundred years old when his son [saac 
was born to him. And Sarah said, “God hath prepared 
laughter for me; whosoever shall hear of this will langh with 
7me.” And she said, ‘‘ Who would have said to Abraham, 
‘Sarah shall suckle children?’ yet I have borne him a son 
sin his old age.” And the child grew, and was weaned: and 
Abraham made a great feast on the day that Isaae was 
weaned. And Sarah saw the son of Hagar the Heyptian, 
10 Whom she had borne to Abraham, mocking: wherefore she 
said to Abraham, ‘“ Cast out this bond-woman and her son: 
for the son of this bond-woman shall not be heir with my 
11. son, with Isaac.” And the speech was very displeasing to 
ig Abraham, because of his son. But God said to Abraham, 
“Let it not be displeasing to thee because of the lad, and 
because of thy bond-woman: in all that Sarah hath said to 
thee, hearken to her voice; for in Isaac shall thy seed be 
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ealled. Yct also of the son of the bond-woman will I make 13 
a nation, because he is thy seed.” 

Then Abraham rose up early in the morning, and took 14 
bread and a bottle of water, and gave them to Hagar, putting 
them on her shoulder, and sent her away with the lad: and 
she departed, and wandered in the desert of Beer-sheba. 
And the water was spent in the bottle, and she placed the 15 
lad under one of the shrubs. And she went, and sat down 16 
over against him a good way off, about the distance of a bow- 
shot: for she said, “ Let me not see the death of the lad.” 
So she sat down over agamst fim, and lifted up her voice 
and wept. And God heard the voice of the youth : and the 17 
angel of God called to Hagar out of heaven, and said to her, 
© What aleth thee, Hagar? fear not; for God hath heard 
the voice of the youth where he lieth. Anise, hft up the 1s 
youth, and hold him m thy hand; for I will make him a 
great nation.” And God opencd her eyes, and she saw a 19 
well of water; and she went, and filled the bottle with 
water, and gave drink to the youth. And God was with the 20 
youth; and he grew, and dwelt in the desert, and became 
an archer. And he dwelt im the desert of Paran: and 21 
his mother took a wife to him ont of the land of Egypt. 

And it came to pass at that time that Abimelech, and 22 
Phieol the chief of his host, spake to Abraham, saying, 
“ God is with thee in all that thou doest. Now therefore 23 
swear to me here by God, that thou wilt not deal falsely 
with me, nor with my postenty; according to the kind- 
ness that I have done to thee, thou shalt do to me, and 
to the land in which thou hast sojourned.” And Abraham e4 
said, “I swear.’ Then Abraham reproved Abimelech 2 
because of a well of water, which Abimelech’s servants had 
violently seized. And Abimelech said, “I know not who 26 
hath done this thing; for neither didst thou tell me, nor 
did I hear of it till this day.’ And Abraham took sheep 27 
and oxen, and gave them to Abimelech ; and both of them 
made a covenant. Then Abraham set seven ewe-lambs of 2 
the flock by themselves. And Abimelech said to Abraham, 29 
“What mean these seven ewe-lambs, which thou hast set by 
themselves?” And he said, ‘ That thou mayest take these 30 
seven ewe-lambs from my hand, that they may be a testi- 
mony for me that I digged this well.” Wherefore that 3: 
place was called Beer-sheba [Tur WELL oF THE oaTI] ; 
because there they both sware. Thus they made a covenant 32 
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at Beer-sheba. Then Abimelech rose up, and Phicol the 
chief of his host, and they returned to the land of the 
33 Philistines. And Abraham planted a tamarisk grove at 
Beer-sheba, and called there on the name of Jehovah, the 
34 everlasting God. And Abraham sojourned in the land of 
the Philistines many days. 


1 CHAP. XXII.—And it came to pass after these things, 
that God proved Abraham, and said to him, ‘ Abraham :” 
2and he said, “ Here Iam.’ And he said, “Take now thy 
son, thine only son Isaac, whom thou lovest, and go into 
the land of Moriah ; and offer him there for a burnt-offer- 
ing upon one of the mountains of which I will tell thee.” 
3 And Abraham arose carly in the morning, and saddled his 
ass, and took two of his young men with him, and Isaac 
his son, and clave the wood for the burnt-offering, and set 
4 out to go to the place of which God had told him. And on 
the third day Abraham lifted up his eyes, and saw the place 
5 afar off. Then Abraham said to his young men, “ Abide 
ye here with the ass; and I and the youth will go yonder 
6 and worship and come again to you.” And Abraham 
took the wood of the burnt-offermg, and laid it upon 
Isaac his son; and he took the fire in his hand, and a 
7 knife: and they went both of them together. And Isaac 
spake to Abraham his father, and said, “ My father: ” and 
he said, “ Here I am, my son.” And he said, “ Lo, the fire 
and the wood; but where is the lamb for a burnt-offering ?” 
s And Abraham said, “ My son, God will provide himself a 
lamb for a burnt-offering:” so they went both of them 
9 together, till they came to the place of which God had told 
him: and Abraham built an altar there, and laid the wood 
in order; and bound Isaac his son, and laid him on the 
10 altar upon the wood. And Abraham stretched forth his 
11 hand, and took the knife to slay his son. But an angel of 
Jehovah called to him out of heaven, and said, ‘‘ Abraham, 
12 Abrahani:” and he said “ Here [ am.” And he said, 
“Lay not thy hand upon the youth, nor do any thing to 
him: for now I know that thou fearest God, seeing thou 
13 hast not withheld thy son, thine only son, from me.” And 
Abraham lifted up his eyes, and looked, and lo, behind 
him a vam caught in a thicket by his horns; and Abraham 
went and took the ram, and offered it for a burnt-offering 
14m stead of his son. And Abraham called the name of 
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that place Jehovah-jireh [JEnNovan WILL PROVIDE:] as 
it is said to this day, “In the mountain Jehovah will pro- 
vide.” And the angel of Jehovah called to Abraham out of 
heaven the second time, and said, “ By myself I swear, 
saith Jehovah, that because thou hast done this thing, 
and hast not withheld thy son, thine only son, I will 
ereatly bless thee, and I will exceedingly multiply thy seed, 
as the stars of heaven, and as the sand which is upon 
the sea-shore ; and thy seed shall possess the gate of their 
enemies: and in thy seed shall all the nations of the earth 
be blessed, beeause thou hast obeyed my voice.” Then 
Abraham returned to his young men; and they rose up, 
and went together to Beer-sheba: and Abraham dwelt at 
Beer-sheba. 

And it came to pass after these things that it was told to 
Abraham, saying, “‘ Lo, Milcah hath also borne children to 
thy brother Nahor; Huz his first-born, and Buz his brother, 
and Kemucel] the father of Aram, and Chesed, and Hazo, 
end Pildash, and Jidlaph, and Bethuel.””? (Now Bethuel was 
the father of Rebckah:) these eight Mileah did bear to 
Nahor, Abraham’s brother. His concubine also, whose 
name was Renmah, bare Tebah, and Gaham, and Thahash, 
and Maachah. 


CHAP. XXIII.—And Sarah was a hundred and twenty- 
seven years old; these were the years of the life of Sarah ; 
and Sarah died in Kirjath-arba, which is) Hebron in the 
land of Canaan: and Abraham went to mourn for Sarah, 


and to weep for her. And Abraham stood up from before : 


his dead, and spake to the sons of Ileth, saying, “I ain a 
stranger and a sojourner with you: give me a possession of 
a burying-place with you, that I may bury my dead out of 
my sight.” And the sons of Heth answered Abraham, 
saying to him, ‘ Hear us, my lord: thou art a mighty 
prince amongst us: in the choicest of our scpulchres bury 
thy dead: not one of us will withhold from thee his sepul- 
chre, but that thou mayest bury thy dead.’ And Abraham 
stood np, and bowed himself to the people of the land, to 
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the sons of Heth. And he spake to them, saying, “If it s 


be your mind that I should bury my dead out of my sight, 
hear me, and intereede for me with Ephron the son of Zohar, 
that he may give me the cave of Machpelah which he hath, 
which is at the end of his field: at its full price let him give it 
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me, for a possession of a burying-place amongst you.” 
10 Now Iphron was sitting amongst the sons of Heth; and 
Ephron the [ttite answered Abraham in the hearing of the 
sons of Ieth, of all that went in at the gate of his city, 
11 saying, “‘ Nay, my lord, hear me: the ficld I give thee, and 
the cave also that is in it, I give thee; in the presenec of 
the sons of my people I give it thee: bury thy dead.” 
12 And Abraham bowed down himself before the people of 
is the land; and he spake to Ephron, in the hearing of the 
people of the land, saying, “Since thou art favourable 
to me, hear me: I will give thee money for the field; 
i4 take it from me, and I will bury my dead there.” And 
15 Ephron answered Abraham, saying, “ My lord, hearken to 
me: the land zs worth four hundred shekels of silver; what 
is that between me and thee? bury therefore thy dead.” 
16 And Abraham hearkened to Nphron; and Abraham weighed 
to Ephron the silver, which he had named in the hearing of 
the sons of Heth, four hundred shekels of silver, current 
17 with the merchant. So the field of Ephron, in Mach- 
pelah, which was opposite to Mamre, the field, and the 
cave which was in it, and all the trees, which were in all the 
is borders round about, were made sure to Abraham for a pos- 
session, in the presence of the sons of Heth, before all that 
19 went in at the gate of their city. And after this Abraham 
buried Sarah his wife in the cave of the field of Machpelah, 
opposite to Mamre, which is Hebron, in the land of Canaan. 
20 Thus thc field, and the cave that is in it, were made sure to 
Abraham, for a possession of a burying-plaee, by the sons of 
Heth. 


1 CHAP. XXIV.—Abraham was now old, and far advanced 
in years: and Jehovah had blessed Abraham in all things. 
2. And Abraham said to his servant, the eldest of his house, 
who ruled over all that he had, “ Put thy hand, I pray thee, 
3 under my thigh ; and I will make thee to swear by Jehovah, 
the God of the heavens, and the God of the earth, that thou 
wilt not take a wife for my son of the daughters of the 
4 Canaanites, amongst whom I dwell: but that thou wilt go 
to my country, and to my kindred, and take a wife for my 
5 son Isaac.” And the servant said to him, “ Peradventure 
the woman will not be willing to follow me to this land: 
must I then take back thy son to the land whence thou 
6 camest?”? And Abraham said to him, “ Beware, that thou 
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take not my son thither again. Jehovah, God of the hea- 
vens, who brought me from my father’s house, and from the 
land of iny kindred, and who spake to me, and who sware 
to me, saying, ‘To thy seed will I give this land,’ he will 
send his angel before thee, that thou mayest take thence a 
wife for my son. But if the woman be not willing to follow 
thee, then thou shalt be free from this my oath; only take 
not my son thither agam.” And the servant put his hand 
under the thigh of Abraham his master, and sware to him 
to that purport. 

Then the servant took ten camels, of the camels of his 
master, and departed, taking all the best things of his 
master with him. And he arose and went to Mesopota- 
mia, to the city of Nahor. And he made his camels kneel 
down without the eity by a well of water, at the time of the 
evening, the time that women go out to draw water. And 
he said, “O Jehovah, God of my master Abraham, I pray 
thee give me suceess this day, and shew kindness to my 
master Abraham. Lo, I stand by the well of water; andthe 
daughters of the men of the eity are coming out to draw 
water : «and let it come to pass that the damsel to whom I shall 
say, ‘ Let down thy pitcher, I pray thee, that I may drink ;’ 
and she shall say, ‘Drink; and I will give thy eamels drink 
also,’ be she whom thou hast appomted for thy servant Isaac. 
By this shall I know that thou hast shewed kindness to my 
master.” 

And it eame to pass before he had done speaking that 
lo, Rebekah, who was born to Bethuel, son of Milcah, the 
wife of Nahor, Abraham’s brother, eame out with her piteher 
upon her shoulder. And the damsel was very beautiful, a 
virgin whom no man had known: and she went down to 
the well, and filled her piteher, and eame up; and the ser- 
vant ran to meet her, and said, “ Let me, I pray thee, drink a 
little water out of thy pitcher.’ And she said, “Dunk, 
my lord:” and she made haste, and let down her piteher 
upon her hand, and gave him drink. And, when she had 
done giving him drink, she said, ‘I will draw water for thy 
camels also, until they have done drinking.” And she made 
haste, and emptied her pitcher into the trough, and ran 
again to the well to draw water, and drew for all his camels. 
And the man gazed upon her in silenee, anxious to know 
whether Jehovah had made his journey prosperous or not. 
And it came to pass when the camcls had done drinking, 
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that the man took a golden ring of half a shekel weight, and 
two bracelets for her hands of ten shekels weight of gold, 
23 and said, ‘‘ Whose daughter art thou? tell me I pray thee: 
22 1s there room in thy father’s house for us to lodge?” And 
she said to him, “I am the daughter of Bethuel the son of 
25 Mileah, whom she bare to Nahor.’? She said moreover to 
him, “‘ We have both straw and provender in abundance, and 
26 also room to lodge in.” And the man bowed his head, and 
27 worshipped Jehovah, and said, “ Blessed be Jehovah, God of 
my master Abraham, who hath not withdrawn from my 
master his merey and his truth: I am in the right way; 
Jehovah hath led me to the house of my master’s brother.” 
23 And the damsel ran, and told these things to her mother’s 
29 household. Now Rebekah had a brother, whose name was 
30 Laban: and Laban ran out to the man to the well. And it 
came to pass when he saw the ring, and the bracelets upon 
his sister’s hands, and when he heard the words of Rebekah 
his sister saying, “Thus spake the man to me,” that he 
went to the man: and lo, he was standing by the camels at 
31 the well. And he said, “ Come in, thou blessed of Jehovah ; 
wherefore standest thou without? for I have prepared the 
32 house, and a place for the camels.” So the man came into 
the house: and Laban ungirded his camels, and gaye straw 
and provender for the camels, and water to wash his feet, and 
33 the feet of the men that were with him. And meat was set 
before him to eat: but he said, “I will not eat until I have 
31 told mime errand.” And Laban said “Tell it’? And he 
35 said, “I am Abraham’s servant. And Jehovah hath blessed 
my master exeeedingly, so that he is become great: and he 
hath given him flocks and herds, and silver and gold, and 
36 mMen-servants and maid-servants, and camels and asses. And 
Sarah, my master’s wife, bare a son to my master when she 
37 was old: and to him hath he given all that he hath. Now 
my master made me to swear saying, ‘Thou shalt not take a 
wife for my son of the daughters of the Canaanites, in whose 
3s land I dwell: but thou shalt go to my father’s house, and to 
39 my kindred, and take a wife for my son” And I said to my 
4o master, ‘ Peradventure the woman will not follow me.’ And 
he said to me, ‘Jchovah, before whom IJ walk, will send his 
angel with thee, and prosper thy way; that thou mayest 
take a wife for my son of my kindred, and of my father’s 
41 house. Thou shalt be free from my oath, when thou comest 
to my kindred; if they will not give thee one, thou shalt 
42 be free from my oath.’ Now when I caine this day to the 
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well, I said, ‘O Jehovah, God of my master Abraham, if now 
thou prosper my way which I go, lo, I stand by the well 43 
of water; and when the maiden cometh forth to draw water, 
and I say to her, Give me, I pray thee, a little water of thy 
pitcher to drmk; and she say to me, Both drink thou, and 44 
I will also draw for thy camels; let the same be the woman 
whom Jehovah hath appointed for my master’s son.’ I had not 45 
yet done speaking with myself, when, lo, Rebekah eame forth 
with her pitcher on her shoulder; and she went down to the 
well, and drew water: and I said to her, ‘Give me, I pray 
thee, a little water of thy pitehcr to drmk.? And she made 45 
haste, and let down her pitcher from her shoulder, and said, 
‘Drink; and I will give thy camels drink also.’ So I 
drank, and she gave the camels drmk also. And [47 
asked her, and said, ‘ Whose daughter art thou?’ And she 
said, ‘The daughter of Bethuel, Nahor’s son, whom Mileah 
bare to him:’ and T put the mg upon her face, and the 
bracelets upon her hands. And I bowed my head, and wor- «3 
shipped Jehovah, and blessed Jehovah, God of my master 
Abraham, who had led me in the right way, to take the 
daughter of my master’s brother for Ins son. And now, if <9 
ye will deal kindly and truly with my master, tell me ; and if 
not, tell me; that I may turn to the nght hand or to the left.” 

Then Laban and Bethuel answered and said, “This thing so 
procecdeth from Jchovah ; we cannot say to thee bad or good. 
Lo, Rebekah is before thee ; take her and go, and let her be 51 
the wife of thy master’s son, as Jehovah hath spoken.” And s2 
it came to pass that when Abraham’s scrvant heard their 
words, he bowed himself to the ground before Jehovah. 
And the servant brought forth jewels of silver, and jewels s3 
of gold, and raiment, and gave them to Nebekah: he gave 
also to her brother and to her mother precious things. Then 54 
both he and the men that were with him, ate and drank and 
tarried all might. 

When they arose in the morning, the servant said, “ Send 
me away to my master.” But her brother and her mother ss 
said, “ Let the damsel abide with us @ few days, at the least 
ten; and after that she shall go.” And he said unto them, s 
“V{inder me not, seeing Jehovah hath prospered my way ; 
send me away, that I may go to my mister.” And they 57 
said, “We will call the damscl, and inquire at her own 
mouth.” And they called Rebekah, and said to her, “ Wilt 5s 
thou go with this man?” .And she said, “I will go.’”’ And 59 
they sent away Rebekah their sister, and her nurse, with 
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Abraham’s servant, and his men. And they blessed Rebekah, 
and said to her, “Thou art our sister, mayest thou be the 
mother of thousands of milhons, and may thy sced possess 
the gate of those who hate them.” And Ncbekah arose, 
and her damsels, and they rode upon the camels, and fol- 
lowed the man. Thus the servant took Rebekah, and departed. 

And Isaac had returned from Beer-lahai-roi ; for he dwelt 
in the south country. And Isaae went out to meditate in 
the ficld towards the evening; and he lifted up his eyes, and 
saw, and lo, the camels were coming. And Rebckah hited 
up her eyes; and when she saw Isaac, she ahghted off the 
camel, and said to the servant, “ What man is this that 
walkcth in the field to meet us?” And the servant said, 
“It is my master :” so she took a veil and covered herself. 
And the servant told Isaac all that he had done. Then Isaac 
brought Rebekah into his mother Sarah’s tent, and he took 
her to be his wife, and loved her: and Isaac was comforted 
for the loss of his mother. 


CHAP. XXV.— And Abraham took another wife, 
whose name was Keturah. And she bare to him Zinran, 
and Jokshan, and Medan, and Midian, and Ishbak, and 
Shuah. And Jokshan begat Sheba and Dedan. And the 
sons of Dedan were the Ashurites, and the Letushites, and 


4 the Leumites. And the sons of Midian; Ephah, and Epher, 
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and Hanoch, and Abidah, and Eldaah. All these were the 
children of Keturah. Now Abraham gave all that he had 
to Isaac. But to the sons whom Abraham had by his con- 
eubines, Abraham, while he was yet living, gave gifts, and 
sent them away from Isaac his son castward, into the land of 
Kedem. 

And these are the days of the years of Abraham’s life, 
which he hved, a hundred and seventy-five years. Then 
Abraham expired, and died in a good old age, an old man 
and full of days; and was gathered to his people. And his 
sons Isaae and Ishmael buried him in the cave of Machpelah, 
in the field of Ephron, the son of Zohar the Hittite, which is 
opposite to Mamre; the field whieh Abrahain had purchased 
of the sons of Heth: there was Abraham buried, with Sarah 
his wife. And it came to pass after the death of Abraham, 
that God blessed his son Isaac: and Isaac dwelt at Beer- 
Jahai-roi. 
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Now this 1s the aceount of the descendants of Ishmael, Abra- 
ham’s son, whom Hagar the Egyptian, Sarah’s handmaid, bare 
to Abraham. And these are the names of the sons of Ishmael, 
aecording to their names in their genealogies. Nebatoth the 
first-born of Ishmael; and Kedar, and Adbecl, and Mibsham, 
and Mishma, and Dumah, and Massa, Hadad, and Tema, 
Jetur, Naphish, and Kedemah. These were the sons of Ish- 
macl, and these their names, aecording to their villages and 
their strongholds; twelve princes according to their nations. 
And these are the years of the life of Ishmacl, a hundred 
and thirty-seven years: and he expired, and dicd, and was 
gathered to his people. And they dwelt from Havilah unto 
Shur, on the borders of Egypt, in the way to Assyria. In 
the presence of all his brethren /zs lot fell. 

Now this is the account of the descendants of Isaac the 
son of Abraham. 


Abraham begat Isaac. And Isaac was forty years old » 


when he took for his wife Rebekah, the daughter of Bethuel 
the Syrian, of Padan-aram, the sister to Laban the Syrian. 
And Isaac entreated Jehovah for his wife, because she was 
barren: and Jehovah heard his request, and Rebekah his 
wife conecived. But the children struggled together within 
her: and she said, “If it be so, why am I thus?” so she 
went to inquire of Jehovah. And Jehovah said to her, 

“Two nations are in thy womb, 

And two peoples shal] be separated from thy bowels : 
And one people shall be stronger than the other people: 
And the elder shall be subject to the younger.” 

And when the time of her being delivered was come, lo, 
twins were in her womb. And the first came out red, all 
over hke a hairy garment; so they called his name Esau 
[CovERED, or HAIRy]. And after that came out his 
brother, and his hand took hold on Msaw’s heel, so his name 
was called Jacob [ur noLps Tir nEEL|: and Isaac was 
sixty years old when they were born. And the boys grew: 
and Esau became a skilful hunter, a man of the field ; but 
Jaco) was a quict man, dwelling in tents. And Isaac 
loved Ksau, because he ate of his venison; but Rebekah 
loved Jacob. 

And Jacob was seething pottage: and Nsau came from the 
field, and he was faint. And Esan said to Jacob, “ Let me eat, 
I pray thee, of that red, red pottage ; for I am faint :” henee 
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31 was his name ealled Edom [rep]. And Jacob said, “ Sell 

32 me this day thy birth-right.” And Esau said, “ Lo, I am 
about to dic; and what will this birth-mght profit me?” 

33 And Jacob said, ‘Swear to me this day;” so he sware to 

34 him; and sold his birth-right to Jacob. Then Jacob gave 
Esau bread and pottage of lentiles; and he ate and drank, 
and rose up, and went his way. Thus Esau despised the 
birth-night. 


1 CHAP. XXVI.—And there was a famine m the land, 
beside the former famine in the days of Abraham. And 
Isaac went to Gerar, to Abimelech, king of the Philistines. 

2 For Jehovah had appeared to him, and said, ‘Go not down 

3 into Egypt; dwell in the land of which I tell thee. Sojourn 
in this land, and I will be with thee, and will bless thee: for 
to thee, and to thy seed, I will give all these lands; and 
I will perform the oath which I sware to Abraham thy father. 

4 And I will make thy seed as numerous as the stars of 
heaven, and will give to thy seed all these lands; and m 

5 thy seed shall all the nations of the earth be blessed : because 
Abraham obeyed my voice, and kept my charge, my com- 
mandments, my statutes, and my laws.” 

7 So Isaac dwelt in Gerar. And the men of the place asked 
him concerning his wife: and he said, ‘She is my sister :” 
for he was afraid to say, “ She is my wife ;” “lest,” said he, 
“the men of the place should lall me on account of Re- 

3 bekah ;”? because she was a beautiful woman. But it came to 
pass, when he had been there a long time, that Abimelech, 
king of the Philistines, looked out at a window and saw, and 

9 lo, Isaac was sporting with Rebekah his wife. And Abimelech 
called Isaac, and said, “ Lo, surely she is thy wife: and how 
saidst thou, ‘She is my sister?’” And Isaac said to him, 

io “ Because I said, ‘ Lest I die for her.’ 7”? And Abimelech said, 
«What is this thou hast done to us ? one of the people might 
readily have lain with thy wife, and thon wouldst have 

ui brought guilt upon us.” Then Abimelech charged all his 
people, saying, “He that toucheth this man, or his wife, 
shall surely be put to death.” 

12 <And Isaac sowed in that land, and reccived in the same 

13 year a hundred-fold; for Jehovah blessed im. And the 
man throve, and went on thriving until he became very 

14 great: for he had possession of flocks, and possession of 
herds, and a great number of servants; so that the Philis- 
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tines were jealous of him. And all the wells which his 
father’s servants had digged, in the days of Abraham his 
father, the Philistines stopped up, and filled them with carth. 
Abimeleech therefore said to Isaac, “Go from us; for thou 
art much mightier than we.’ So Isaac departed thence, and 
pitched his tent in the valley of Gerar, and dwelt there. 

And Isaac digged again the wells of water which they had 
digeed in the days of Abraham his father (for the Philistines 
had stopped them up after the death of Abraham): and he 
called them by. the names by which his father had called 
them. And Isaac’s servants digged m the valley, and found 


there a well of springing water. And the herdmen of Gerar 2 


strove with Isaac’s herdmen, saying, ‘The water 1s ours :” 
so he called the name of the well Esck [srrire] ; because 
they strove with him. And they digged another well, and 
strove for that also: so he called the name of it Sitnah 
fenmity]. And he removed thence, and digged another 
well; and for that they strove not; therefore he called the 
name of it Rehoboth [room]; “For now,” said he, “ Je- 
hovah hath made room for us, and we shall be fruitful in 
the land.” And he went up thence to Beer-sheba. And 
Jehovah appeared to him the same night, and said, “I am 
the God of Abraham thy father; fear not, for I am with 
thee, and will bless thee, and multiply thy sced, for the sake 
of my servant Abraham.” So he built an altar there, and 
called upon the name of Jehovah, and pitched his tent there: 
and there Isaae’s servants digged a well. 

Then Abimelech went to him from Gerar, and Ahuzzath 
one of his friends, and Phicol the captain of his army. And 
Isaac said to them, ‘“ Wherefore come ye to me, sceing ye 
hate me, and have scnt me away from you?” <And they 
said, ‘ We have clearly scen that Jehovah is with thee: we 
say therefore, ‘Lt there be now an oath between us, he- 
tween us and thee, and Ict us make a covenant with thee; 
that as we have not touched thee, and as we have done to 
thee nothing but good, and have sent thee away in peace ; so 
thou wilt do us no hurt now that thou art blessed by Je- 
hovah.””? And he made them a feast, and they ate and 
drank, And they arose carly in the morning, and sware 
one to another: and Isaac sent them away, and they de- 
parted from him in peace. Now it came to pass that day, 
that Isaac’s servants came and told him concerning the well 
which they had digged, and said to him, “ We have found 
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33 water.” So he called it Shebah [an oatu]: therefore the 
name of the city is Beer-sheba [tnE WELL OF AN oaTu] to 
this day. 

313 And Esau was forty years old when he took for wives 
Judith the daughter of Beeri the Hittite, and Bashemath the 

33 daughter of Elon the Hittite: who were a gricf of mind to 


Isaac and to Rebckah. 


1 CHAP. XXVII.—Now it came to pass that when Isaac 
was become old, and his eyes were dim, so that he could not 
see, he called Esau his eldest son, and said to him, “ My 

2son!?? and he said to him, “Lo, here I am.” And he 
said, “Lo now, I am old, I know not the day of my death: 
now therefore take, I pray thee, thy weapons, thy quiver 

sand thy bow, and go out to the field, and take for me 

4 venison: and make me savoury meat, such as I love, and 
bring it to me, that I may eat ; that I may bless thee before 
Taher’ 

5 And Rebekah heard Isaae when he spake to Esau hus son. 
And Esau went to the field to take venison, to bring ¢o his 

6 futher. Then Rebekah spake to Jacob her son, saying, “ Lo, 

7 I heard thy father speak to Esau thy brother, saying, ‘ Bring 
me venison, and make me savoury meat, that I may eat, and 
bless thee in the presence of Jehovah before my death,’ 

s Now therefore, my son, obey my voice, according to that 

9 which I command thee: go now to the flock, and fetch me 
thence two kids of the goats; and I will make of them 

10 savoury meat for thy father, such as he loveth: and thou 
shalt take it to thy father, that he may cat, to the end that 

11 he may bless thee before his death.” But Jacob said to 
Rebekah his mother, “ Lo, Ksau my brother is a hairy man, 

12 and Iam a smooth man: my father will perhaps fecl me, and 
I shall seem to him as a deceiver; so shall I bring upon 

13 myself a curse, and not a blessing.” And his mother sad 
to him, “Upon me be thy curse, my son; only obcy my 

14 voice, and go fetch me the kids.” And he went, and fetched 
and brought them to his mother: and his mother made savoury 
meat, such as his father loved. 

15 Then Rebekah took the choicest of the raiment of her 
eldest son Esau, which she had by her in the house, and put 

16 it upon Jacob her youngest son: and she put the skins of 
the kids upon his hands, and upon the smooth part 

i7of his neck: she then gave the savoury meat and the 
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bread, which she had prepared, into the hand of her son 
Jaeob, And he went to his father, and said, “ My father !?? is 
And he said, “ Here I am; who art thou, my son?” And 19 
Jacob said to his father, “Tam Esau thy first-born; I have 
done according as thou badest me: arise, I pray thee, sit up 
and eat of my venison, that thy soul may bless me.” And 20 
Isaac said to his son, “ Tlow is it that thou hast found it so 
quickly, my son?” And he said, “ Beeause Jehovah thy 
God put it m my way.” And Isaac said to Jacob, “ Come 2 
near, | pray thee, that I may feel thee, my son, whether thou be 
my son Ksau himself or not.” Then Jacob went near to Isaac 22 
his father ; and he felt him, and said, “ The voice is the voice of 
Jacob, but the hands are the hands of Esau.” And he dis- 23 
eerned him not, beeause his hands were hairy, as the hands 
of his brother Esau: so he blessed him. And _ he said, 24 
“Art thou my very son Esau?” and he said, “I am.” 
And he said, “ Bring it near to me, and let me cat of my 25 
son’s venison, that my soul may bless thee.” And he brought 

it near to him, and he ate: and he brought him wine, and he 
drank, And Ins father Isaae said to him, “ Come near now, 26 
and kiss me, my son.” And he eame near, and kissed him : 27 
and he smelled the fragrance of his raiment, and blessed him, 
and said, 

“Sce! the fragrance of my son is as the fragrance of a 

field 
Which Jehovah hath blessed : 
So may God give thee of the dew of heayen, 28 
And of the fatness of the earth, 
And abundance of corn and wine: 
May peoples serve thee, 29 
And nations bow down to thee: 
Mayest thou be lord over thy brethren, 
And may thy mother’s sons bow down to thee 
Cursed be every one that curseth thee, 
And blessed be he that blesseth thee.”’ 

Now when Isaac had made an end of blessing Jacob, and 30 
Jaeob was yet scareely gone out from the presence of Isaae 
his father, Esau his brother came in from Ins hunting. And 31 
he also made savoury meat, and brought it to his father, and 
said to his father, “ Let my father arisc, and eat of his son’s 
venison, that thy soul may bless me.” And Isaae his father 32 
said to him, “ Who art thou?” And he said, “I am thy 
son, thy first-born, Esau.’ And Isaae trembled very ex- 33 
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eeedingly, and said, “ Who then is he that hath taken 
venison, and brought it to me, of all which I have eaten be- 
fore thou camest? for I have blessed him, and blessed he 
must be.” And when Esan heard the words of his father, he 
uttered a loud and exceedingly bitter ery, and said to his 
father, “ Bless me, me also, O my father!” And Jsaae said, 
“Thy brother came with subtilty, and hath taken away thy 
blessing.” And Esau said, “Is he not rightly named Jacob 
[SuprLanter] ? for twiee hath he supplanted me: he took 
away my birth-right; and, behold, now he hath taken away 
my blessing.” And he said, “ Hast thou not reserved a 
blessing for me??? And Isaac answered and said to Ksau, 
“Lo, | have made him thy lord, and all his brethren have I 
eiven to lim for servants; corn also and wine have I given to 
him for his support: and what can I do now for thee, my 
son??? And Esau said to his father, ‘‘ Hast thou but one 
blessing, my father ? bless me, me also, O my father!” And 
Ksau lifted up Ins voice and wept. And [saac his father an- 
swered and said to him, 
“ Lo, thy dwelling shall be without the fatness of the earth, 

And without the dew of heaven from above ; 

And by thy sword shalt thou live, 

And shalt serve thy brother : 

But a time shall come, when thou wilt have dominion, 

And break his yoke from off thy neck.” 

And Esau hated Jacob, because of the blessing with which 
his father had blessed him: and Esau said within himself, 
“The days of mourning for my father are at hand, then will 
I slay my brother Jacob.”” And these words of Esau, her elder 
son, were told to Rebekah. And she sent and ealled Jacob 
her younger son, and said to him, “ Lo, thy brother Esau 
threatens to kill thee. Now, therefore, my son, obey my 
voice. Arise, flee to Haran, to Laban my brother; and tarry 
with him a few days, until thy brother’s fury turn away ; 
until thy brother’s anger turn away from thee, and he forget 
that which thou hast done to him: then I will send and 
fetch thee thenee. Why should I be deprived of you both in 
one day ?” 

Then Rebekah said to Isaac, “ I am weary of my life be- 
cause of the daughters of Heth: if Jacob were to take a wife 
from among the danghters of Heth, such as these who are 
of the daughters of the land, what would life be to me ?”’ 
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CHAP. XXVIII.—So Isaae ealled Jacob, and blessed him, 1 


and charged him, and said to him, “Thou shalt not take a 
wife from among the daughters of Canaan. Arise, go to Pa- 2 
dan-aram, to the house of Bethuel thy mother’s father, and 
take thee a wife thenee from among the daughters of Laban, 
thy mother’s brother. And may God Almighty bless thee, 3 
and make thee fruitful, and multiply thee, that thou mayest 
become an assembly of peoples; and may he give to thee the 4 
blessing of Abraham, to thee, and to thy seed with thee; that 
thou mayest inherit the land in which thou sojournest, which 
God gave to Abraham.” Thus Isaac sent away Jacob: and 5 
he went to Padan-aram, to Laban, son of Bethucl the 
Syrian, the brother of Rebekah, the mother of Jacob and 
of Ksau. 

And when Esau saw that Isaae had blessed Jacob, and sent 6 
him away to Padan-aram, to take thence a wife for himself ; 
and that, as he blessed him, he gave him a charge, saying, 
“Thou shalt not take a wife from among the daughters of 
Canaan ;”’ and that Jacob obeyed his father and his mother, 7 
and was gone to Padan-aram ; also when Esau saw that the s 
daughters of Canaan pleased not Isaac his father; then Esau 9 
went to Ishmacl, and took for his wife (besides the wives 
which he had) Mahalah the daughter of Ishmael, Abraham’s 
son, the sister of Nebajoth. 

And Jacob departed from Beer-shcba, and went towards 10 
Haran. And he arrived at a certain place, and tarried there 11 
ali night, because the sun was sct: and he took one of the 
stones of that place, and put it for his pillow, and lay down 
in that place to sleep. And he dreamed, and lo, a ladder set 12 
up on the earth, and the top of it reached to heaven: 
and, lo, the angels of God were ascending and descending on 
it. And lo, Jehovah stood above it, and said, “I am Jeho- 13 
yah, the God of Abraham thy father, and the God of Isaac: 
the land on which thou liest, to thee will I give it, and to thy 
seed; and thy secd shall be as the dust of the earth; and 14 
thou shalt spread abroad to the west, and to the cast, and to 
the north, and to the south: and in thee and in thy seed 
shall all the familics of the carth be blessed. And lo, I am 15 
with thee, and will keep thee whithersoever thou goest, and 
will bring thee again into this land: for I will not Icave thee, 
until I have done that of which I have spoken to thee.” And 16 
Jacob awaked out of his sleep, and said, “ Surely Jehovah 
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17 1s in this place, though I knew it not.” = And he was afraid, 
and said, “Tow dreadful is this place! this is nothing else 
than the house of God, and this is the gate of heaven.” 

is And Jacob arose early in the morning, and tovk the stone 
that he had put for his pillow, and set it up as a pillar, and 

i9 poured oil upon the top of it. And he called the name of 
that place Beth-el [mousr or Gop]: but the name of 

20 that city before, was Iz. And Jacob made a vow, saying, 
“Tf God will be with me, and will keep me in this way that 
I go, and will give me bread to cat, and raiment to put on, 

21 so that I return to my father’s house in peace; then Jchovah 

22 shall be my God, and this stone, which [ have set up as a pil- 
lar, shall be God’s house: and of all that thou shalt give me, 
I will surely give the tenth to thee.” 


1 CHAP. XXIX.—Then Jacob went on his journey, and 
2eame into the land of the people of the cast. And he 
looked, and, lo, a well im the field, and, lo, three flocks of 
sheep were lying by 1t; for out of that well they watered the 
flocks. Now there was a great stone upon the mouth of 
3 the well. And when all the flocks were assembled, they 
rolled the stone from the mouth of the well, and watered the 
sheep, and put the stonc agam upon the mouth of the well, 
in its place. 
4 And Jacob said to them, “ My brethren, whence are ye ?” 
5 And they said, ‘‘ Of Haran are we.” And he said to them, 
“Know ye Laban the son of Nahor?” And they said, 
6“ We know him.” And he said to them, “ {fs it well with 
him?” And they said, “It is well; and, lo, Rachel his 
7 daughter cometh with the sheep.” And he said to them 
“To, it is yet full day, nor is it time that the cattle should 
be gathered together: water ye the sheep, and go and feed 
s them.” And they said, “ We cannot until all the flocks are 
assembled, and they have rolled the stone from the mouth of 
the well; then we water the sheep.” 
9 And while he was yet speaking to them, Rachel came 
10 with her father’s sheep; for she kept them. Now when 
Jacob saw Rachel the daughter of Laban his mother’s 
brother, and the sheep of Laban his mother’s brother, Jacob 
went near, and rolled the stone from the mouth of the well, 
11 and watered the flock of Laban his mother’s brother. And 
Jacob kissed Rachel, and lifted up his voice, and wept. 
122 And Jacob told Rachel that he was her father’s kinsman, 
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and that he was Rebekah’s son: and she ran and told her 
father. And when Laban heard the tidings of Jacob Ins 
sister’s son, he ran to meet him, and embraeed him, and 
kissed him, and brought him to Ins house. And he told 
Laban all these things. And Laban said to him, “Surely 14 
thou art my own bone and my own flesh.” 

And when he had remained with him the spaee of a 
month, Laban said to Jacob, “ Although thou be my kins- 15 
man, shouldest thou therefore serve me for nothing? tell 
me, what shall be thy wages?” Now Laban had two 16 
daughters: the name of the elder was Leah, and the name 
of the younger was Rachel. Leah was tender-eyed ; but 17 
Rachel was beautiful and well-favoured. And Jacob loved is 
Rachel; and said, “ I will serve thee seven years for Rachel 
thy younger daughter.’ And Laban said, “It is better 19 
that I should give her to thee, than that I should give her 
to any other man: abide with me.’ And Jacob served 20 
seven years for Rachel; and they seemed to him but single 
days, from the love he had for her. 

And Jacob said to Laban, “Give me my wife, for my 21 
time is completed, that I may go in unto her.” So Laban 22 
gathered together all the men of the place, and made a 
feast. But in the evening, he took Leah Ins daughter, and 23 
brought her to him : and he went in unto her, And Laban 24 
gave Zilpah his handmaid, to his daughter Leah, for a hand- 
maid. And it came to pass in the morning that, lo, 1t was 25 
Leah; and he said to Laban, “ What is this thou hast 
done tome? Did I not serve thee for Rachel? Why then 
hast thou deecived me??? And Laban said, “It must not be 26 
so done in our country, to give the younger before the first- 
born. Complete her weck, and I will give thee this one 27 
also, for the service which thou shalt serve with me yet 
seven other years.” And Jacob did so, and completed 2s 
her week: and Laban gave him Rachel also lis daughter 
for a wife. And Laban gave to Rachel his daughter, Bilhah 29 
his handmaid, to be her handmaid. And Jacob went in 30 
also unto Rachel, and he loved Rachel more than Leah, and 
served with him yet seven other years. 

And when Jehovah saw that Leah was hated, he opened s1 
her womb: but Rachel was barren. And Leah conceived, 32 
and bare a son, and she called his name Reuben [BEHOLD 
A son:] for she said, “Surely Jehovah hath beheld my 
affliction ; now, therefore, my husband will love me.” And 33 
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she conceived again, and bare a son; and said, ‘‘ Because 
Jehovah hath heard that I was hated, he hath therefore 
given me this son also:” and she called his name Simeon 
[ue HATH HEARD THE A¥FFLiction]. And she conceived 
again, and bare a son; and said, “ Now this time will my 
husband be bound to me, because I have borne to him three 
sons:”? therefore his name was called Levi [A vonp]. 
35 And she conceived again, and bare a sou: and she said, 
“ Now will I praise Jehovah : ” therefore she called his name 
Judah [praise]. She then ceased to bear. 
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CIIAP. XXX.—And when Rachel saw that she bare no 
children to Jacob, Rachel envied her sister, and said to 
2dacob, “Give me children, or else I die.’ And Jacob’s 
anger was kindled against Rachel; and he said, “ Am I in 
the place of God, who hath withheld from thee the fruit of 
the womb?” And she said, “ Behold my maid Bilhah, go 
im unto her; and let her bear upon my knees, that J may 
also have children by her.” So she gave him Bilhah her 
5 handmaid for a wife; and Jacob went in unto her. And 
6 Bilhah conceived, and bare to Jacob a son. And Rachel 

said, “God hath decided for me, and hath also heard iny 

voice, and hath given me a son:” therefore she called his 
name Dan [ve HATH DECIDED]. And Bilhah, Rachel’s 

7 handmaid, conceived again, and bare to Jacob a second son. 

s And Rachel said, “With great wrestlings have I wrestled 

with my sister, and I have prevailed:”’ and she called his 

name Naphtali [My WReEsTLING]. 

When Leah saw that she had ceased to bear, she took 
Zilpah her handmaid, and gave her to Jacob for a wife. 
10 And Zilpah, Leah’s handmaid, bare to Jacob a son. And 

Leah said, “A troop cometh:’’ and she called his name 
12 Gad [a troop]. And Zilpah, Leah’s handmaid, bare to 
i3 Jacob a second son. And Leah said, “ Happy am I, for 

women will call me happy:7’ so she called his name Asher 

[wapry]. 

14 And Reuben went, in the days of wheat-harvest, and 
found mandrakes in the field, and brought them to his 
mother Leah. Then Rachel said to Leah, “Give me, I 

15 pray thee, of thy son’s mandrakes.” But she said to her, 

“Js it a small matter that thou hast taken my husband ? 

and wouldest thou take away my son’s mandrakes also ?” 

And Rachel said, “ Therefore he shall lie with thee to night 
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for thy son’s mandrakes.” And Jacob came out of the field 
in the evening, and Leah went out to mect him, and said, 
“Thou must come in unto me; for surely [ have hired thee 
with my son’s mandrakes.”” So he lay with her that mght. 
And God hearkened to Leah, and she conceived, and bare 
to Jacob a fifth son. And Leah said, “ God hath given me 
my reward, because I gave my handmaid to my husband: ” 
so she called his name Issachar [4 rEWaRD Is ur]. And 
Leah conceived again, and bare to Jacob a sixth son. And 
Leah said, “God hath given me a good gift: now will my 
husband dwell with me, beeause 1 have borne him six 
sons:”? so she called his name Zebulun [a DWELLING]. 
And afterwards she bare a daughter, and called her name 
Dinah [supGeMeEnT]. 

And God remembered Rachel, and God hearkened to her, 
and opened her womb. And she conceived, and bare a son; 
and said, “God hath taken away my reproach:” and she 
called his name Joseph [may HE ADD]; saying; “ May 
Jehovah add to me another son!” 

Now it came to pass when Rachel had borne Joseph, that 
Jacob said to Laban, “Send me away, that I may go to my 
own place, and to my own country. Give me my wives for 
whom I have served thee, and my children, and let me go: 
for thou knowest what service I have done thee.’ And 
Laban said to him, “If I have found favour in thine eyes, 
tarry: for Thave learned by experience that Jehovah hath 
blessed me for thy sake.” He also said, “ Fix thine hire 
with me, and I will give it.’ ind Jacob said to him, 
“Thou knowest how I have served thee, and what thy cattle 
has become with*me. For it was httle which thou hadst 
before I came, but it 1s now greatly increased; and Jchovah 
hath blessed thee smce my coming: and now, when shall I 
provide for my own house also?” And he said, ‘“‘ What 
shall I give thee?” And Jacob said, “Thou shalt not give 
me any thing. If thou wilt do this thing for me, I will 
again feed and keep thy flock: Let me pass through all 
thy flock to-day, removing thence all the speckled and 
spotted and all the brown among the sheep, and the 
spotted and speckled among the goats; and such shall 
be my hire. So shall my integrity answer for me on a 
future day, when thou shalé come to inspect my hire: 
every one that is not speckled and spotted amongst 
the goats, and brown amongst the sheep, that shal! be 
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s¢ counted stolen with me.” And Laban said, “Lo! be it 
according to thy word.” 

And he removed that day the he-goats, that were ring- 
streaked and spotted, and all the she-goats that were 
speckled and spotted, (all that had any white in them,) and 
all the brown amongst the sheep, and gave them into the 
36 hand of his sons. And he set three days’ journey between 

himself and Jacob: and Jacob fed the rest of Laban’s 
37 flocks. And Jacob took rods of fresh poplar, and of the 

almond and plane-tree; and peeled white streaks in them, 
3s and made bare the white which was in the rods. And he 
set the rods which he had peeled before the flocks in the 
troughs at the watering places, when the flocks came to 
39 drink : for they coupled when they came to drink. And the 
flocks coupled before the rods, and brought forth ring- 
40 streaked, speckled, and spotted. And: Jacob separated the 
lambs, and sct the faces of the flocks towards the rng- 
streaked and all the brown in the flock of Laban; and he 
put his own flocks by themselves, aud put them not to 

Laban’s cattle. . 

41 And whenever the stronger flocks were coupling, Jacob 

laid the rods before the eyes of the flocks in the troughs, 

that they might couple among the rods: but when the 

flocks were feeble he put them not in: so the fecbler were 

43 Laban’s, and the stronger Jacob’s. And the man increased 
exceedingly, and had large flocks, and maid-servants, and 
men-servants, and camels, and asses. 
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CHAP. XXXI—But Jacob heard the words of Laban’s 
sons, saying, “Jacob hath taken away all that was our 
father’s ; and of that which was our father’s hath he gotten 
2 all this wealth.” And Jaeob beheld the countenance of 
3 Laban, and, lo! it was not towards him as before. And 
Jchovah said to Jacob, “ Return tothe land of thy fathers, 
and to thy kindred ; and I will be with thee.’ And Jacob 
sent and called Rachel and Leah to the field, unto his flock, 
and said to them, “I sce your father’s countenance, that it 
is not towards me as before: but the God of my father hath 
been with me. Now ye know, that with all my power I 
have served your father. Yet your father hath deccived me, 
and changed my wages ten times: but God suffered him 
snot to hurt me. [Tf he said thus, ‘ The speckled shall be 
thy wages;’ then all the flocks bare speckled: and if he 
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said thus, ‘The ring-streaked shall be thy hire;’ then all 
the flocks hare ring-streaked. Thus God hath taken awe ay 9 
the substance of your father, and given it to me. For it 
came to pass at the time that the flocks were coupling, that I 
lifted up mine cyes, and saw in a dream, and, lo, the he- 
coats which leaped upon the flocks were ring-streaked, 
speckled, and spotted. And the angel of God spake to me 
in a dream, saying, ‘Jacob?’ and I said, ‘ Here I am.’ And 
he said, ‘ Lift up now thine eyes, and sce, all the he-goats 
which Icap upon the flocks are ring-streaked, speckled, and 
spotted: for I have scen all that Laban docth to thee. I 
am the God of Beth-cl, where thou anointedst a pillar, 
and where thou vowedst a vow to me: now therefore arise, 
geo from this land, and return to the land of thy kin- 
dred” ” And Rachel and Leah answered and said to him, 
* Have we yet had any portion or inheritance in our father’s 
house? Have we not been accounted by him as aliens? 
for he hath sold us, and hath also quite devoured our price. 
Since all the riches which God hath taken from our father, 
are ours, and our children’s, do now whatsoever God hath 
said to thee.” 

Then Jacob arose, and set his sons and his wives upon 
camels ; and he earricd away all his cattle, and all his sub- 
stance which he had acquired, the cattle which he possessed, 
which he had aequired in Padan-aram, to go to Isaac his 
father in the land of Canaan. Now Laban had gone to 
shear his sheep: and Rachel stole her father’s images. And 
Jacob stole away unawares to Laban the Syrian, for he told 


him not that he fled. So he fled with all that he had; and 2 


passed over the river and set his face towards mount Gilead. 
And it was told Laban on the third day, that Jaeob had 
fled. And he took his brethren with him, and pursued 
him a journey of seven days, and they ov ertook him on 


mount Gilead. Now God had come to Laban the Syrian mn 2 


adream by night, aud had said to him, “ Take heed that 
thon speak not to Jacob either good or bad.” 


When Laban overtook Jacob, Jacob had pitched his tent : 


on the monnt; and Laban with his brethren pitehed on 
mount Gilead. And Uaban said to Jacob, “ What hast 
thou donc, that thou hast stolen away unawares to me, 
and carried away my danghters as captives taken with the 
sword? Wherefore didst thou flee aw ay secretly, and steal 
away from me; and didst not tell me, that I mig¢ht have 
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sent thee away with mirth and with songs, and with tabret 
2g and with harp? ‘Thou hast not even suffered me to kiss 
my sons and my daughters. Thou hast now done foolishly 

29 in so doing. It is in my power to do you hurt: but the 
God of your father spake to me yesternight, saying, ‘ Take 
heed that thou speak not to Jacob either good or had.’ 

30 And now, though thou wast resolved to go, because thou 
greatly longedst after thy father’s house, yet whercfore hast 

31 thou stolen my gods?” And Jacob answered and said to 
Laban, ‘“ Because I was afraid: for I said that peradventure 

32 thou wouldest take by force thy daughters from me. With 
whomsoever thou findest thy gods, let him not live: before 
our brethren, discern thou what is thine with me, and take 
it to thee.” For Jacob knew not that Rachel had stolen 
them. 

33 And Laban went into Jacob’s tent, and into Leah’s tent, 
and into the tents of both the handmaids; but he found 
them not. Then went he out of Leah’s tent, and entered 

34 into the tent of Nachel. Now Rachel had taken the 
images, and put them m the camel’s furniture, and sat upon 
them. And Laban searched all the tent, but found them 

35 not. And she said to her father, “ Let it not displease my 
Jord that I cannot rise up before thee; for the eustom of 
women 1s upon me.” Thus he searched, but found not the 
images. 

36 And Jacob was wroth, and chode with Laban: and Jacob 
answered and said to Laban, “ What is my trespass, what is 

37 my sin, that thou hast so hotly pursued after me? Now 
that thou hast searched all my furmiture, what hast thou 
found of all the furniture of thy house? set it here before 
my brethren and thy brethren, and Iet them judge between 

3s us both. These twenty years have I been with thee; thy 
ewes and thy goats have not cast thar young, nor have 

39 | caten the rams of thy flock. That which was torn 
I brought not to thee; I bare the loss of it: of my 
hand didst thou require it, whether stolen by day, or 

40 stolen by mght. Thus I was; by day the drought con- 
sued me, and the frost by night ; and my sleep departed 

41 from mine eyes. Thus have I been twenty years in thy 
house: I served thee fourteen years for thy two daughters, 
and six years for thy cattle: and ten times thou hast 

42 changed my wages. Unless the God of my father, the God 
of Abraham, and he whom Isaac feareth, had been with me, 
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surely thou hadst sent me away now empty. My afflictions 
and the labours of my hands God hath seen; therefore he 
rebuked thee yesternight.”’ 

And Laban answered and said to Jacob, ‘These 43 
daughters are my daughters, and these children are my 
cluldren, and these flocks are my flocks, and all that thou 
scest 1s mine: and what can I do this day to these my 
daughters, or to their children which they have borne? 
Now, therefore, come thou, and let us make a covenant, I 44 
and thou; and let it be for a witness between me and thee.” 
And Jacob took a stone, and set it up fora pillar. And 46 
Jacob said to his brethren, “ Gather stones :” so they took 
stones, and made a heap; and they did eat there upon the 
heap. And Laban called it Jegar-sahadutha; but Jacob 47 
called it Galeed. For Laban had said, “ Let this heap be a 4s 
witness between me and thee this day.” Therefore was the 
name of it called Galeed [wirness-HEAP]; and Miuzpah 49 
{WATCH-TOWER]: for he said, “ Jehovah watch )etween me 
and thee, when we are absent one from another. If 50 
thou shalt affiet my daughters, or if thou shalt take 
wives beside my daughters, no man is with us; see, God is 
witness between me and thee.” And Laban said to Jacob, 51 
‘Lo, this heap, and lo, the pillar, which I have raised 
between me and thee; let this heap be a witness, and the 52 
pillar be a witness, that I will not pass over this heap to 
thee, and that thou wilt not pass over this heap and this 
pular to me, for harm. The God of Abraham, and the God 53 
of Nahor, the God of their father, judge between us.” 
And Jacob sware by Him whom his father Isaac feared, 

Then Jacob offered sacrifice on the mount, and called his 54 
brethren to eat bread: and they did cat bread, and tarried 
all night on the mount. And early im the morning Laban ss 
arosc, and kissed his sons and his daughters, and blessed 
them: and Laban departed, and xtturned to is own place. 


CHAP. XXXIT—And Jacob went on his way, andi 
angels of God met him. And when Jacob saw them, he 2 
said, “ This is the camp of God:? and he called the name 
of that place Mahanaim [Tne two camps]. 

And Jacob sent messengers before him to Esau his 3 
brother, unto the land of Scir, the country of Edom, and 4 
commanded them, saying, “Thus shall ye speak to my 
lord Esau; ‘Thy servant Jacob saith thus, I have sojourned 
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5 with Laban, and stayed there until now: and [have oxen, and 
asses, and flocks, and men-servants, and women-servants : 
and I have sent to tell my lord, that I may find favour 

é6in thy sight” ’? And the messengers returned to Jacob, 
saying, “We went to thy brother Esau, and, lo! he is 
now coming to mect thee, and four andred men with 
him.” 

7 Then Jaco was greatly afraid and distressed: and he 
divided the people that were with him, and the flocks, and the 

s herds, and the camels, into two companies ; for he said, “ If 
[isan come to one company and smite it, then the other 

9 company which is left may escape.” And Jacob said, ‘*O 
God of my father Abraham, and God of my father Isaac, 
O Jehovah, who saidst to me, ‘ Return to thy own land, and 

i0 to thy own kindred, and I will deal well with thee: I am 
not worthy of the least of all the mercies, and of all the 
faithfulness which thou hast shewn to thy servant; for with 
my staff I passed over this Jordan, and now I am be- 

11 come two companics. Deliver me, I pray thee, from the 
hand of my brother, from the hand of Esau: for I fear 
him, lest he come and smite me, the mother with the 

i2echildren. Yet thou hast said, ‘I will surely do thee good, 
and make thy seed as the sand of the sca, which cannot be 
numbered for multitude,’ ” 

13 And he lodged there that night; and took of that which 

14 he had with him a present for Hsau his brother; two hun- 
dred she-goats and twenty he-goats; two hundred ewes and 

is twenty rams; thirty milch-camels with their colts; forty 
heifers, and ten stcers; twenty she-asses, and ten foals. 

16 And he gave them in charge to his servants, each drove by 
itself ; and he said to Me servants, “Pass over before me, 

17 and put a space between drove and drove.” And he com- 
manded the foremost, saying, “When Esau my brother 
shall mect thee, and shall ask thee, saying, ‘ Whose art 
thou? and whither goest thou? and whose are these before 

18 thee ?? then thou shalt say, ‘They are thy scrvant Jacol)’s ; 
it is a present sent to my lord Esau: and, lo, he also is 

19 behind us.’”? And so commanded he the second, and the 
third, and all who followed the droves, saying, “ After this 

20 manner shall ye speak to Esau, when ye mect him. And 
ye shall moreover, say, ‘lo, thy servant Jacob is behind 
us.’”? For he said, “I will appease him with the present 
that goeth before me, and afterward I will see his face; 
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peradventure he will receive me kindly.” So the present 21 
passed over before hin; but he himself lodged that mght 
in the company. 

And he arose that mght, and took his two wives, and his 22 
two handmaids, and his cleven sons, and passed over the ford 
of the Jabbok. And he took them, and sent them over the 23 
brook, he also sent over all that he had. And Jacob was 24 
left alone; and there wrestled a man with him until the 
breaking of the day: and when the man saw that he pre- 2 
vailed not against him, he touched the hollow of his thigh; 
and the hollow of Jacob’s thigh was strained, as he wrestled 
with him. And the man said, “ Let me go, for the day 26 
breaketh.” But Jacob said, oy will not ee thee go, except 
thou bless me.” <And he said to him, “ W hat is thy 2 
name?” And he said, “ Jacob.” And he said, “ Thy es 
name shall be called no more Jacob, but Israel tt coms 
TENDETH Witit cop]: for thou hast contended with God 
and with en, and hast prevailed. Then Jacob asked, and 29 
sald, “Tell me, I pray thee, thy name.’ <And he said, 
~ Wherefore dost thou ask after my name?” <And he 
blessed him there. And Jacob called the name of the 30 
place Peniel [rue Fracr or cop]: “for I have seen God 
face to face, yct my life is preserved.” 

And as he passed over Penicl the sun rose upon hin, and 31 
he halted upon his thigh. Therefore the children of Israel 32 
eat not of the sinew which shrank, which is upon the hollow 
of the thigh unto this day : beeause he touched the hollow 
of Jacob’s “thigh j in the sinew that shrank.

CHAP. XNNIJI—<aAnd Jacob Infted up his eves, and 1 
looked, and, lo, Esau was coming, and with him four hun- 
dred men. <And he distributed the children to Leah, and to 
Rachel, and to the two handmaids. And he put the hand- 2 
maids and their children foremést, and Leah and her chil- 
dren after them, and Raclicl and Joseph after these. He 3 
then passed on hefore them, and bowed himself to the 
ground seven times, till he came near to Ins brother.

And Jacob suid, “ Nay, I pray thee; if 
now I have found favour in thy sight, receive my present 
from my hand: since I have appeared before thee, as 
though 1 had appeared before God, that thou meghtest be 
1 favourable to me. ‘Take, I pray thee, my blessing wich is 
brought to thee ; beeause God hath dealt graciously with ine, 
and beeause I have every thing.” Thus he wged him, and 
he took 1t. 
2 Then sau said, “ Let us proceed on our journcy, and [ will 
3 go with thee.” But Jacob said to him, “ My lord knoweth 
that the children are tender, and flocks and herds with 
their young are with me; and if they should overdrive 
4 them one day, the whole flock would dic.

safety, ou his return from Padan-aram to the city of Shechem, 
in the land of Canaan ; and pitched his tent near the city. 


19 And he bought that part of the field, where he had pitched 


his tent, of the children of Hamor, the father of Shechem, 


20 for a hundred picees of money. And he sect up there an 


altar, and ealled it Kl-elohe-Isracl [Gop THE GOD OF ISRAEL].

CITAP. AXNIV.—Now Dinah the daughter of Leah, 
whom she bare to Jacob, went out to sec the daughters of 
2the land. And when Sheehem the son of Hamor the 

Hivite, prmee of the country, saw her, he took her, and lay 
3 with her, and humbled her. <And his soul clave to Dinah 

the daughter of Jacob; and he loved the damsel, and spake 
4 kindly to the damscl. And Shechem spake to his father 
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Hamor, saying, “Get me this damsel for a wife.” Now 
Jacob lpaaec! that he had defiled Dinah his danghter: but 
his sons were with his cattle in the fields, so Jacob was silent 
until they should come. 

Then Hamor the father of Shechem went out to Jacob

to commune with him. And the sons of Jacob came out of 7 


the ficld when they heard what had happened: and the men 
were gricyved, and were greatly enraged, because he had done 
wickedly against Tarael by ‘lyi ing es Jacol’s daughter ;

communed with them, saying, “The soul of my son 
Sheehem longeth for your daughter: I pray you give her to 
him for a wife. And make ye marriages with us; give your 
daughters to us, and take our daughters to you. So ye shall 
dwell with us, and the land shall ie before you; «well and 
trade ye therein, and get therein possessions ‘for yourselves.’ 
And Shechem eal to her father, and to her brethren, “ Let 
me find favour in your eyes, and what ye shall say to me I 
will give. Ask of me the largest dowry and gitts, and I 
will give according as ye shall say to me: only give me 
the damscl for a wife.” 

But the sons of Jaco) answered Shechem and Hamor his 
father deceitfully, because Shechem had detiled Dinah their 
sister ; and they spake and said to them, “We cannot do 
this thing, to give our sister to one who is uncireumeisced ; 
for that would be a reproach to us: but on this condidion 
we will assent to you: If ye will be as we are, so that every 
male of you be cirewneised, then will we give our daughters 
to you, and we will take your daughters to us, and we will 
dwell with you, and become one people. But if ye will not 
hearken to us, to be circumcised; then will we take our 
daughter, and be gone.” And their words pleased Hamor, 
and Shechemn Hamovr’s son. «And the young man delayed 
not to do the thing, because he had delight in Jacob’s daugh- 
ter: and he was the most honourable of all the house of his 
father. Then Hamor and Shechem his son went to the gate 
of the city, and communed with the men of their city, 
saying, “ These men are peaceable with us ; therefore let them 
dwell in the land, and trade therein ; for, lo! the land is 
large cnough for them: Ict us take theiy daughters to us for 
wives, and “Wet us give to them our daughters, But on this 
condition only w ill the men consent to dwell with Us, SO as 
to be one people, that every male among us be cireunceised, 
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23 as they are circumcised. Shall not their cattle, and their sub- 
stance, and every beast of theirs, be ours? only let us assent 
21 to them, that they rhay dwell with us.” And to Hamor and 
to Shechem his son all that went out of the gate of the city 
hearkened: and cyery male was circumcised, all that went 
25 out of the gate of the city. But onthe third day, when they 
were sore, two of the sons of Jaco), Simeon and Levi, Dinah’s 
brethren, took cach man his sword, and came without fear 
26 upon the city, and slew all the males. And they slew tla- 
mor and Shcechem his son with the edge of the sword, and 
e7 took Dinah out of Shechem’s house, and went away. The 
sons of Jacob then came upon the slain, and plundered the 
28 city, because they had defiled their sister. They took their 
sheep, and their oxen, and their asses, both those that were in 

29 the city, and those that were in the ficld, and all their wealth ; 
and all their little ones, and their wives, they took cap- 
tive, and plundered even all that was in their houses. 

30 And Jacob said to Simeon and Levi, “ Ye have troubled 
me, by making me abominable among the inhabitants of the 
land, amongst the Canaanites and the Perzzites: and I being 
few in number, they will gather themselves together agamst 
me, and slay me; thus I shall be destroyed, I] and my 

31 house.” And they said, “ Should he have treated our sister 
as a harlot ?” 


1 CHAP. XXXV.—<And God said to Jacob, “ Arise, go up 
to Beth-el, and dwell there ; and make there an altar to God, 
who appeared to thee when thou fleddest from the face of 

2 Hsau thy brother.” Then Jacob said to his household, and 
to all who were with him, ‘ Put away the strange gods that 
are among you, and purify yourselves, and change your 

3 garments: and let us arise, and go up to Beth-el; that I 
may make there an altar to God, who answered me in the 
day of my distress, and was with me in the way which I 

a went.” So they gave to Jacob all the strange gods which 
they had, and the rmgs which were in their ears; and Jacob 

5 hid them under the terebinth-tree by Shechem. And they 
journeyed: and a great terror was upon the cities around 
them, so that they did not pursue the sons of Jacob. 

6 So Jacob came to Luz (that is, Beth-el), in the land of 

7 Canaan, he, and all the people that were with him. <And he 
built there an altar, and called the place Beth-el [HovsE 
or Gop]; because there God had appeared to him, when he 
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fled froin the face of his brother. Now Deborah, Rebckah’s 
nurse, ched, and was buried below Beth-el, under a tercbinth- 
tree: and the name of it was called Alon-bachuth [Trre- 
BINTH-TREE OF MOURNING]. 

And God appeared to Jacob again, when he had come out 
of Padan-arain, and blessed him. And God said to him, 
“Thy name is Jacob: thy name shall no more be called 
Jacob, but Israel shall be thy name :” so he ealled his name 
Isracl. And God said to him, “I an God Almighty; be 
fruitful and multiply: a nation, and a company of nations, 
shall come from thee; and kings shall proceed from thy 
loms: and the land which I gave to Abraham and Isaae, to 
thee I will give it; and to thy sced after thee will I give the 
land.” And God went up from him at the place where he 
had talked with him. <And Jacob sct up a pillar in the 
place where he had talked with him, a pillar of stone; and 
he poured upon it a drink-offering, and he poured upon it 
ol. sind Jacob called the name of the place, where God 
spake with him, Beth-cl. 

And they journeyed from Beth-el; and when there was 
but a little way to come to Ephrath, Rachel fell in labour, 
and had hard labour. And it caine to pass whilst she was in 
hard labour, that the midwife said to her, “ Fear not; for 
this also is a son for thee.” And when her soul was depart- 
ing (for she died), she called his name Ben-oni [sox or my 
sorrow]; but his father called him Ben-jamin [son or THE 
RicuT uaAND]. Thus Rachel died, and was buried in the 


way to Ephrath, which is now Bethlehem. And Jacob set a ¢ 


pillar upon her grave, which zs called The Pillar of Rachel’s 
grave, to this day. And Israel journeyed, and pitehed his 
tent beyond Migdol Eder. Andit came to pass whilst Israel 
dwelt in that land, that Reuben went and lay with Bilhah 
his father’s concubine: and Israel heard it. 

Now the sons of Jacob were twelve: the sons of Leah; 
Reuben, Jacob’s first-born, and Simeon, and Levi, and Judah, 
and Issachar, and Zebulun: the sons of Rachel ; Joseph, and 
Benjamin: and the sons of Bilhah, Rachel’s handmaid ; 
Dan, and Naphtali: and the sons of Zilpah, Leah’s hand- 
maid; Gad, and Asher. These are the sons of Jacob, who 
were born to him in Padan-aram. 

And Jacob eame to Isaac his father wnto Mamre, unto 
Kirjath-Arbah (which is Hebron) where Abraham and Isaac 
had sojourned. And the days of Isaae were a hundred 
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and eighty years. And Isaac expired and died, and was 

S l ’ 
gathered unto his people, when old and full of days: and 
his sons Esau and Jacob buried him. 


CHAP. AXNXVI.—Now this is the account of the de- 
scendants of Ksau, who 1s also called Edom. 

Esau took his wives of the daughters of Canaan ; Adah 
the daughter of lon the Ilittite, and Aholibamah the 
daughter of Anah, the danghter of Zibeon the Hivite; and 


+ Basemath, Ishmacl’s daughter, sister of Nebajoth. And 
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Adah bare to Esau, Ehphaz; and Basemath bare Rcuel. 
And Ahohbamah bare Jeush, and Jaalam, and Korah. 
These are the sons of Esau, who were born to him in the 
land of Canaan. 

And Esau took his wives, and his sons, and his daughters, 
and all the persons of his house, and Ins flocks, and all his 
herds, and all Ins substance, which he had gotten in the land 
of Canaan, and went into another land from the face of his 
brother Jacob: for their riches were more than that they 
might dwell together; and the land wherein they were 
strangers could not bear them because of their cattle. Thus 
dwelt Hsau im mount Seir. Esau is also called Edom. 

This is the account of the descendants of Esau the father 
of the Kdomites, in mount Scir. 

These are the names of Esau’s sons; Ehphaz the son of 
Adah the wife of Esan; Reuel the son of Basemath the 
wife of Esau. And the sons of Eliphaz were Teman, Omar, 
Zepho, Gatam, and Kenaz. And Timna was concubine to 
Ehiphaz, Esaw’s son; and she bare to Eliphaz, Amalek: 
these were the sons of Adah, Esau’s wife. And these were 
the sons of Reuel; Nahath, Zerah, Shammah, and Mizzah : 
these were the sons of Basemath, Esau’s wife. And these 
were the sons of Aholibamah, the daughter of Anah, 
daughter of Zibeon, Esau’s wife; and she bare to Esan, 
Jeush, and Jaalam, and Korah. 

These were primees of the sons of Hsan: the sons of 
Eliphaz, the first-born son of Hsau; prince Teman, prince 
Omar, prince Zepho, prince Kenaz, prince Korah, prince 
Gatam, and prmee Amalek. These were the princes who 
sprung from Eliphaz in the land of Edom: these were the 
sons of Adah. 

And these were the sons of Reucl, Esav’s son ; prince 
Nahath, prince Zerah, prince Shammah, prince Mizzah. 
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These were the princes who sprung from Reuel in the land 
of dom: these were the sons of Basemath, Msan’s wife. 

And these were the sons of Aholibamah, Esau’s wife; 
prince Jeush, prince Jaalam, prince Korah : these were the 
princes who sprung from Aholibamah, the daughter of Anah, 
Esan’s wife. These were the sons of Esau, who is m, 19 
called Edom, and these were their princes. 

These were the sons of Seir the Horite, who first nha- 20 
bited the land; Lotan, and Shobal, and Zibeon, and nah, 
and Dishon, and Ezer, and Dishan. These were the princes 21 
of the Horites, the sons of Scir in the land of Edom. .And 2 
the sons of Lotan were Hor and Heman: and Lotan’s 
sister was Timna. And the sons of Shobal were thesc; 23 
Alvan, and Manahath, and Ebal, Shepho, and Onam. And 21 
these were the sons of Zibeon; Ajah and Anah: this was 
that Anah who found the hot sprmgs in the wilderness, as 
he fed the asses of Zibeon his father. And the children of 25 
Anah were these; Dishon, and Aholibamah the daughter of 
Anah. And these were the sons of Dishon ; Hemdan, and 2 
Eshban, and Ithran, and Cheran. The sons of Ezer were 27 
these; Bilhan, and Zaavan, and Akan. The sons of Dishan 2 
were these; Uz, and Aran, These were the princes of 2 
the Horites ; prince Lotan, prince Shobal, prince Zibeon, 
prince Anah, prmec Dishon, prinee lzer, prmee Dishan. 30 
These were the princes of the Jlorites, among their princes 
in the land of Scir. 

Now these were the kings who reigned in the land of 31 
Kidom, before there reigned any king over the children of 
ak Bela, the son of Beor, reigned in Edom: and 32 
the name of his city was Dimhabah. “And Bela died; and 33 
Jobab, the son of Zerah of Bozrah, reigned in his stead. 
And Jobab died ; and Husham of the land of the Temanites 31 
reigned in his stead. And Ifusham died ; and Hadad, the 35 
son of Bedad, who smote the Midianites in the ial of 
Moab, reiencd in his stead; and the name of his city was 
Avith. And Hadad died; and Samlah of Masrckah reigned 26 
in his stead. And Samlah died; and Saul of Rehoboth on 37 
the river reigned in his stead. «And Saul died; and Baal- 3s 
hanan, the son of Achbor, reigned in his stead. And Baal- 39 
hhanan, the son of Achbor, died ; and Hadar reigned in his 
stead: and the name of his city was Pau; and his wife’s 


name was Mehetahel, the daughter of Matred, the daughter 
of Mezahab. 
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40 And these were the names of the princes who sprung from 
Esau, according to their familics, after their places, by their 

41 names; prince Timnah, prince Alvah, prince Jetheth, prince 

42 Ahohbamah, prince Elah, prince Pinon, price Kenaz, prince 

43 Teman, prince Mibzar, prince Magdiel, prmce Iram: these 
were the princes of Edom, according to thar habitations in 
the land of their possession : Edom is also called sau, the 
father of the Edomites.

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1 CHAP. XXXVIT.—And Jacob dwelt in the land in which 
his father had sojourned, in the land of Canaan. 

This is the account of the family of Jacob. 

Joseph, when seventeen years old, was feeding the flocks 
with his brethren; and being a youth, he was with the sons 
of Bilhah, and with the sons of Zilpah, his father’s wives: 
and Joseph brought unto his fathcr an evil report of them. 
For Isracl loved Joseph more than all his children, because 
he was the son of dis old age: and he made him a coat of 
many colours. So when his brethren saw that their father 
loved him more than all his brethren, they hated him, and 
could not speak peaceably to him. 

And Joseph dreamed a dream, and he told it to his breth- 
ren; and they hated him yet the more. And he said to 
them, “‘ Hear, I pray you, this dream which I have dreamed : 
for, lo, we were binding sheaves in the field, when, lo! my 
sheaf arose, and also stood upright; and, lo, your sheaves 
stood round about, and made obcisance to my sheaf.” And 
his brethren said to him, “Shalt thou indeed reign over us ? 
or shalt thou indeed have dominion over us?” And they 
hated him yet the more for his dreams, and for his sayings. 
9 And he dreamed yet another dream, and told it to Ins 

brethren, and said, ‘‘ Lo, I have dreamed anothcr dream ; for, - 

lo, the sun, and the moon, and cleven stars, made obcisance 
10 to me.”’ And he told it to his father, and to his brethren : 
and his father rebuked him, and said to him, “ What is this 

dream that thou hast dreamed? Shall we indeed come, I, 

and thy mother, and thy brethren, to bow ourselves down to 
11 the earth to thee ?””? And his brethren were jealous of him ; 

but his father observed the saying. 
12 Now his brethren went to feed their father’s flock in 
13 Shechem ; and Israel said to Joseph, “ Do not thy brethren 
feed the flocks in Shechem? come, and I will send thee to 
it them.”? Ana he said to him, “Here am J.” And he said 


to 
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to him, “Go, I pray thee, see whether it be well with 


thy brethren, and well wae the flocks; and bring me- 


word again.” So he sent him from the vale of Welnoge 


and he went to Shechem. Anda man found him, and lo, 
he was wandering in the fields: and the man asked hin, 
saying, “What seckest thou?” And he said, “I seek 
my brethren: tell me, I pray thee, where they feed their 
flocks”? And the man answered, “They are departed 
henee ; for I heard them say, ‘Let us go to Dothan.’ ”’ 
Then Joseph went after his brethren, and found them in 
Dothan. And they saw him afar off; and before he came 
near unto them, they conspired against him to slay him, 
and said one to anotlier, “To, this dreamer cometh. Come 
now, therefore, and let us slay him, and cast him into 
some pit; and let us say, ‘Some evil beast hath devoured 
him : we shall then sce what will become of his dreams.” 


But Reuben heard this, and delivered him out of their hands, 2 
and said, “Let us not kill him.” Again Reuben said to 22 


them, “ Shed no blood, Jut cast him into this pit which is in 
the wilderness, and lay no hand upon him,” that he might 
deliver him out of their bands, and send him back to his 
father. And it eame to pass when Joseph was come to his 
brethren, that they stripped Joseph of his coat, the coat of 
many colours that was on him, and they took Tinie and east 
him into a pit; and the pit was empty; there was no water 
in it. 

And they sat down to eat bread, and they hfted up their 
eyes, and looked, and, lo, a eompany of Ishmaelites came 
from Gilead, with their camels bearing storax and balm and 
ladanum, which they were going to earry down to Kegvpt. 
And Judah said to his brethren, “ What profit would it be 
if we should slay our brother, and coneeal his blood ? Come, 
and let us sell him to the Totelitacs and let not our hand 
be upon him; for he is our brother, our flesh.’ And _ his 
brethren assented; and as the Midiamte merchants were 
then passing by, they drew up Joseph out of the pit, and 
sold Joseph for twenty pieces of silver to the Ishmaelttes ; 
and they brought Joseph into Egypt. 

And Reuben retumed to the pit; and, lo, Joseph was not 
in the pit; and he rent his clothes, and returned to his breth- 
ren, and said, ‘The childis not ; and I, whither shall I go?” 
Then they took Joseph’s coat, and killed a kid, and dipped 
the coat in the blood; and they sent the coat of many 
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colours, and brought it to their father, and said, “This have 
we found: know now whether it be thy son’s coat or not.” 
33 And he knew it, and said, “ My son’s coat! a wild beast 
34 hath devoured him: torn, torn in pieces, is Joseph!” And 
Jacob rent his clothes, and put sackcloth upon his loms, and 
35 mourned for his son many days. And all his sons and all 
his daughters rose up to comfort him; but he refused to be 
comforted; and he said, “ For I will go down to my son 
mourning, to the grave.’ Thus his father wept for him. 
36 And the Midianites sold him into Egypt, to Potiphar, an 
oflicer of Pharaoh’s, captain of the guard. 


1 CHAP, XXXVIII.—Now it came to pass at that time, 
that Judah went down from his brethren, and turned in to 
a certain Adullamite, whose name was Hirah. And Judah 
saw there a daughter of a Canaanite, whosc name was 
Shuah ; and he took her, and went in to her. And she 
conccived, and bare a son; and she called his name Er. 
4 And she conceived again, and bare a son, and she called his 
s5name Onan. And she yet again conceived, and bare a son; 
and called his name Shelah : now Judah was at Chezib when 
she bare him. 
And Judah took a wife for Er his first-born, whose name 

7 was Tamar. But Ev, Judah’s first-born, was wicked in the 

s sight of Jehovah; and Jehovah slew him, Judah therefore 
said to Onan, “Go in to thy brother’s wife and do the duty 
of a husband’s brother to her, and raise up seed to thy bro- 

9 ther.” But Onan knowing that the seed would not be his 
own, whenever he went in to his brother’s wife, spilled it on 

10 the ground, lest he should give secd to his brother. And 
the thing which he did displeased Jehovah; wherefore he 

11 slew him also. Then said Judah to Tamar his daughter-in- 
law, “ Remain a widow at thy father’s house till Shelah my 
son be grown :” for he said, “ Lest peradventure he also die, 
as his brethren died.” So Tamar went and dwelt in her 
father’s house. 

12 And after many days the daughter of Shuah, Judah’s wife, 
died; and Judah having consoled himself went up to his 
sheepshearers to Timnath, he and his friend Hirah the Adul- 

i3 lamite. And one told Tamar, saying, “ Lo, thy father-in- 

14 law goeth up to Timnath to shear Ins sheep.” So she put off 
the garments of her widowhood, and covered herself with a 
veil, and wrapped herself up, and sat near the entrance of 
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Enaim, which is on the way to Timnath: for she saw that 
though Shelah was grown, she was not given to hiin for a 

wife. When Judah saw her, he thought Ther to be a harlot ; 
beeause she had covered her face. And he turned aside to 
her by the way, and «said, “ Let me, I pray thee, come m 
unto thee;” for he knew not that she was his daughter-in- 
law. And she said, “ What wilt thou give me, that thou 
mayest come in unto me?” And he said, “TI will send thee 
a kid from the flock.” And she said, Wilt thou give mea 
pledge till thon send 2??? And he said, “ What pledge shall 
I sive thee??? And she said, ‘ Thy sienct, and thy ribband 
and the staff which is in thy hand.” So he cave them to her, 
and went in unto her; and she conceived by him. Then ie 
arose and went away, and laid aside her veil, and put on the 


garinents of her widowhood. And Judah sent the kid by 2 


the hand of his friend the Adullamite, to receive the pledge 
from the woman; but he found her not. Then he asked 
the men of that place, saying, ‘ Where is the harlot, who 
was at Enaim by the way-side?” And they said, “ There 
was no harlot here.” And he returned to Judah, and said, “I 
cannot find her; and also the men of the place said, that 
there had been no harlot there.” And Judah said, “ Let 
her keep what she hath gotten, lest we be shamed: lo, I sent 
this kid, and thou hast not found her.” 

Now it came to pass about three mouths after, that one 
told Judah, saying, “Tamar thy daughter-in-law hath plaved 
the harlot ; and moreover, lo, she is with child through har- 
lotry. And Judah said, “‘ Bring her forth, and Iet her be 


burnt.” When she was brought forth, she sent to her 


father-in-law, s saying, “ By the man whose these are, am I 
with child: Discer n,”’said she, “I pray thee, whose are these, 
the signet, and aielbemnl and tet wR cle acknowledge a 
them, and said, She hath been*morc righteous than “T; 
since I gave her not to Shelah my son.” But he knew her 
again no more, 

And it eame to pass in the time of her labour that, lo, twins 
vere im her womb. And while she was in labour, one of them 
put out his hand; and the midwife took and bound upon his 
hand a searlet thread, saying, “This came out first.” And 
it eaine to pass as he drew baek his hand, lo, his brother 
came out; and she said, “ How hast thou broken forth ? ¢his 
breach be upon thee :” therefore his name was ealled Pharez 
[ureacu]. And afterward came out his brother, who had 
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the searlet thread about his hand; and his name was ealled 
Zarah [RIsinc]. 


CHAP. XXXIX.—And Joseph was brought down to 
Keypt; and Potiphar, an officer of Pharaoh, captain of the 
guard, an Egyptian, bought him of the Ishmaclites, who had 
brought him down thither. And Jehovah was with Joseph, so 
that he was a prosperous man ; and he was in the house of his 
master the Egyptian. For his master saw that Jchovah was with 
him, and that Jehovah made all that he did to prosper in his 
hand. And Joseph found favour in his sight, and he served 
him, and he made him the overseer of his house, and all that 
he had he put into his hand. And from the time ¢hat he had 
made him the overseer of his house, and of all that he had, 
Jchovah blessed the house of the Egyptian for Joseph’s 
sake; and the blessing of Jehovah was upon all that he had 


5 in the house, and in the field. So he left all that he had in 


Joseph’s hand; and knew not anything which was under 
his eare, exeept the food which he ate. 

Now Joseph was beautiful in form, and beautiful in coun- 
tenanee. And it came to pass after these things, that his 
master’s wife cast her eyes upon Joseph; and she said, “ Lic 
with me.” But he refused; and said to his master’s wife, 
“Lo, my master knoweth not that which is under my care 
in the house, but he hath committed all that he hath to my 
hand: he is not greater in this house than I; nor hath he 
kept back any thing from me but thee, because thou art his 
wife. Hfow then can I do this great wickedness, and sin 
against God?” And though she spake to Joseph day by 
day, he hearkened not to her, to he by her, or to be with her. 
And it came to pass about this time that Joseph went into 
the house to do his business; and none of the men of 
the house were within; and she caught lnm by his garment, 
saying, ‘Lie with me:?’ but he left his garment in her 
hand, and fled, and went away. And when she saw that he 
had left his garment in her hand, and had fled and gone 
away, she called to the men of her house, and spake to 
them, saying, “See, he hath brought in a I{ebrew to us to 
insult us; he came in unto me to lie with me, but I[ cried 


5 with a loud voice: and when he heard that I lifted up my 


voice and ericd, he left his garment with me, and fied, and 

went away.” And she laid up his garment by her, until his 

master came home. And she spake to him according to 
¥ 
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these words, saying, “ The [Hebrew servant, whom thou hast 
brought mnto us, came in to me to imsult me; but when I 
lifted up my voice and cried, he left his garment with me, 
and fled and went away?’ And it came to pass when his 
master had heard the words of his wife, which she spake to 
him, saying, “ After this manner did thy servant to me, 
that his wrath was kindled ; and Joseph’s master took him, 
and put him into the prison, the place where the king’s pri- 
soners were bound; and he was there in the prison. But 
Jehovah was with Joseph, and shewed him kindness, and 
gave him favour in the sight of the keeper of the prison, so 
that the keeper of the prison committed to Joseph’s care 
all the prisoners who were in the prison; and of all that 
they did there, he was the doer. The keeper of the prison 
looked not to any thing that was under his care; because 
Jehovah was with him; and all that he did, Jehovah made 
to prosper. 


CHIAP. XL.—And it eame to pass after these things, that 
the butler of the king of Egypt, and the baker offended 
their lord the king of Egypt. And Pharaoh was wroth 
against his two officers, against the chief of the butlers, and 
against the chicf of the bakers. And he put them into 
custody in the house of the captain of the guard, into the 
prison, the place where Joseph was bound; and the captain 
of the guard charged Joseph with them, and he served them. 
Now when they had been some time in custody, they both 
dreamed a dream, cach his dream in one night, each accord- 
ing to the interpretation of his dream, the butler and the 
baker of the king of Egypt, who were bound in the prison. 
And Joseph came im unto them in the morning, and saw that 
they were troubled. And he asked the officers of Pharaoh 
who were with him in custody in his master’s house, saying, 
“ Why are your countenances sad to-day?” And they mid 
to him, “ We have dreamed a dream, and there is no inter- 
preter of it.” And Joseph said to them, “ Do not interpre- 
tations belong to God? = Tell me your dreams, I pray you.” 

Then the chief butler told his dream to Joseph, and said 
to him, “In my dream, lo, a vine was before me; and on 
the vine were three branches, and it seemed to bud; its 
blossoms shot forth, and its clusters ripened into grapes. 
And the enp of Pharaoh was in my hand; and I took the 
grapes, and pressed them into the cup of Pharaoh, and I 
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12 gave the cup into Pharaoh’s hand.” Then Joseph said to 
him, “This is the interpretation of it: The three branches 
13 are three days. Three days hence Pharaoh will lift up thy 
head, and restore thee to thy place; and thon shalt deliver 
the cup of Pharaoh into his hand, as thou didst formerly 
14 when thou wast his butler. But think on me when it shall 
be well with thyself, and shew kindness, I pray thee, to me; 
and make mention of me to Pharaoh, and bring me out of 
15 this house: for I was seeretly stolen away out of the land of 
the Hebrews; and here also I have done nothing for which 

16 they should put me into a dungeon.’ When the chief 
baker saw that the interpretation was favourable, he said to 
Joseph, “I also had my dream, and, lo, three wicker baskets 

17 were on my head, and in the uppermost basket were all sorts 
of pastry work for Pharaoh’s eating; and the birds ate them 

is out of the basket upon my head.” And Joseph answered 
and said, “This is the interpretation of it: The three baskcts 

19 are three days. Three days hence Pharaoh will lift up thy 
head from off thee, and will hang thee on a tree; and the 
birds will cat thy flesh from off thee.” 

20 And it came to pass on the third day, the birth-day of 
Pharaoh, that he made a feast for all his servants; and he 
lifted up the head of the chief butler and of the chief baker 

21 among his servants. And he restored the chicf butler to his 

22 hutlership, and he gave the cup into Pharaoh’s hand; but 
the chief baker he hanged, as Joseph had interpreted to 

23 them. Yet the chief butler did not remember Joseph, but 
forgot him. 


1 CHAP. XULI.—And it came to pass at the end of two full 
years, that Pharaoh dreamed; and, lo, he was standing by 
2the River; when, lo, there came up out of the River seven 
3 heifers, beautiful and fat; and they fed on the sedge. And, 
lo, seven other heifers came up after them out of the River, 
ugly, and lean ; and stood by the other heifers on the bank 
1 of the River. And the ugly and Ican heifers devoured the 
5 seven beautiful and fat heifers. Then Pharaoh awoke. And 
he slept, and dreamed a second time: and, lo, seven cars of 
6 com eame up upon one stalk, large and good. And, lo, 
seven other ears, thin and blasted by the east wind, sprung 
7 up after them. And the seven thin ears devoured the seven 
large and full ears. And Pharaoh awoke, and, lo, it was a 


dream. 
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And it came to pass in the morning that his spirit was 
troubled ; and he sent and called for all the magicians, and all 
the wise men of Egypt; and Pharaoh told them his dreams, 
but no one could interpret them to Pharaoh. Then spake 
the chicf butler to Pharaoh, saying, ‘I remember my fault 
this day. Pharaoh was wroth with his servants, and put me 
into custody in the captain of the guard’s house, and the 
chicf baker with me. And we dreamed a dream mone night, 
T and he; we dreamed each of us according to the interpre- 
tation of his dream. Now ¢here was with us there a young 
man, a Icbrew, servant to the captain of the guard; and we 
told our dreams to him, and he interpreted them to us: to 
each man according to his dream he mterpreted. And it 
came to pass that as he interpreted to us so it was: me he 
restored to my office, and him he hanged.” 

Then Pharaoh sent and called for Joseph, and they brought 
him hastily out of the dungeon: and he shaved himself, and 
changed his raiment, and went in to Pharaoh. And Pha- 
raoh said to Joseph, “I have dreamed a dream, and no one 
can interpret it: but I have heard it sad of thee, that on 
hearing a dream thou canst interpret it: and Joseph an- 
swered Pharaoh, saying, “ No one without God can give to 
Pharaoh an answer of peace.” Then Pharaoh said to Joseph, 
“In my dream, lo, I was standing on the bank of the River. 
When, lo, there came up out of the River seven heifers, fat 
and beautiful; and they fed on the sedge. And, lo, seven 
other heifers came up after them, poor, and very ugly, and 
lean, such as I had never seen in all the land of Egypt for 
badness: and the lean and ugly heifers devoured the first 
seven fat heifers; and when they had swallowed them, it 
could not be known that they had swallowed them ; but 
they were still ugly, as at the first. So I awoke. Again I 
saw in my dream, that, lo, seven cars came up on one stalk, 


full and good: and, lo, seven cars, withered, thin, and blasted : 


by the cast wind, sprang up after them: and the thin cars 
devoured the seven good ears. And I told this to the ma- 
gicians ; but no one could explain it to me.” 

Then Joseph said to Pharaoh, “The dream of Pharaoh ts 
one; what God is about to do, he maketh known to Pha- 
raoh. ‘The seven good heifers are seven years; and thie 
seven good ears are seven years; the dream is one. And 
the seven lean and ugly heifers, that came up after them, 
are seven years; and the seven empty cars blasted by the 
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23 cast wind, will be seven years of famme. This is what I 
said to Pharaoh: what God is about to do he sheweth to 
29 Pharaoh. Lo, seven years of great plenty throughout all 
30 the land of Egypt are coming; and seven years of famine 
will arise after them; and all the plenty shall be forgotten 
m the land of Kgypt; for the famine will consuine the 
31 land; and the plenty will be no more remembered in the 
land on account of the sueceeding famine; for it will be 
32 very gricvous. And as to the dream being doubled to Pha- 
raoh ; itis because the thing is determined by God, and God 
33 18 hastening to do it. Now, therefore, let Pharaoh look out 
for a nan intelligent and wise, and set him over the land of 
34 Keypt. Let Pharaoh do ¢his, and \et him also appoint offi- 
cers over the land, and take up the fifth part of the produce 
of the land of Egypt during the seven years of plenty. 
35 And let them gather all the food of those good years which 
are coming, and lay up corn under the hand of Pharaoh, for 
36 food in the ecitics, and preserve it, that the food may be in 
store for the land against the seven years of famine, which 
shall be in the land of Egypt; that the land perish not 
through the famine.” 
37 And the speech pleased Pharaoh, and all his servants. 
38 And Pharaoh said to his servants, ‘Can we find sueh a one 
39 as this, a man in whom is the spirit of God?” Then Pha- 
raoh said to Joseph, “Since God hath shewed thee all this, no 
40 one is so intelligent and wise as thyself: thou shalt be over 
my house, and according to thy word shall all my people 
be ruled; in the throne only will I be greater than thou.” 
41 And Pharaoh said to Joseph, “ Sec, I have set thee over all 
42 the land of Egypt.’ And Pharaoh took his ring from off 
his own hand, and put it on the hand of Joseph, and arrayed 
him in robes of fine linen, and put a ehain of gold about 
43 his neck, and made him to ride in the seeond chariot which 
he had; whilst one eried before him, Asrek [Bow THE 
KNEE]: thus he made him ruler over all the land of Egypt. 
44 And Pharaoh said to Joseph, “I am Pharaoh, and without 
thee shall no man lift up his hand or foot in all the land of 
45 Egypt.” And Pharaoh ealled Joseph’s name Zaphnath- 
paaneah ; and he gave him for a wife Asenath, the daughter 
of Poti-pherah priest of On. And Joseph went out over 
46 all the Jand of Egypt, and Joseph was thirty years old when 
he stood before Pharaoh king of Egypt. And Joseph went 
out from the presence of Pharaoh, and went through all the 
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land of Egypt. And during the seven years of plenty the 47 
earth brought forth by handfuls. And he gathered together 4s 
all the food of the seven years, which were in the land of 
Eeypt, and laid up the food in the cities: the food of the 
ficlds around every city he laid up im that eczty. Thus Joseph 49 
gathered corn as the sand of the sea, so very much, that he 
ceased to number it; for it was without number. 

Now to Joseph, before the years of famine came, were 50 
born two sons, which Asenath, the daughter of Poti-pherah 
priest of On, bare to him. And Joseph called the name of 51 
the first-born Manassch [causinc To rorcretT]: “ For God, 
said he, hath made me forget all iny trouble, and all my 
father’s house.””? And the name of the second he called se 
Ephraim [rruitruy] : “ For God, said he, hath caused me 
to be fruitful in the land of my affliction.” 

The seven years of plenty that was in the land of Egypt sz 
were now ended, and the seven years of famine had begun 54 
to come, es Joseph had said, and the famine was im all other 
lands; but in all the land of Egypt there was food. And 5 
when all the land of Egypt was famished, the people cried 
to Pharaoh for food; and Pharaoh said to all the Egyptians, 
“Go to Joseph; what he saith to you, do.’ And when the 
famine was over the whole land, Joseph opened all the store- 
houses, and sold to the Egyptians ; for the famme prevailed 
in the land of Heypt. And all the countries around came 57 
into Egypt to Joseph to buy corn; because the famine pre- 
yailed in all lands. 


es 
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CHAP. XLII.—Now when Jacob saw that there was a 1 
sale of corn in Egypt, Jacob said to his sons, ‘‘ Why do ye 
look one at another?” And he said, “ Lo, I have heard 2 
that there is a sale of corn in Egypt: go down thither, 
and buy for us thence, that we may live, and not die.” So 
ten of Joseph’s brethren went to buy corn im Egypt. 
But Benjamin, Joseph’s own brother, Jacob sent not with 
his bretlven: for he said, “ Lest peradventure umschicf be- 
fall him.” 

And the sons of Isracl came to buy corm among those who 5 
came; for the famine was in the land of Canaan. Now Jo- 6 
seph was the governor over the land, and he it was that sold 
to all the people of the land. And Joseph’s brethren came 
and bowed down themselves before him with their faces to 
the ground. And when Joseph saw his brethren, he knew 7 
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them, but he made himself strange to them, and spake to 
them harshly, and said to them, “ “Whence come yet” And 

's they said, “From the land of Canaan, to buy food’ Tor 
though Joseph knew his brethren, they knew not him. 

9 Then Joseph remembered the dreams which he had 
dreamed of them, and said to them, “ Ye are spies: to see 

10 the nakedness of the land ye are come.” And they said to 
him, “ Nay, my lord, but to buy food are thy servants come. 

1 We are all the sons of one man ; we are true men; thy scer- 

12 yants are no spies.’ And he said. to them, “ Nay, but to 

13 sce the nakedness of the land ye are come.” And they said, 
‘Thy servants were twelve brethren, the sons of one man in 
the land of Canaan ; and, lo, the youngest is this day with 

1: our father, and one is not.” And Joseph said to them, 
“This is what I have spoken to you, saying, ‘Ye are spices ; 

15 hereby ye shall be proved; by the life of Pharaoh ye shall 
not go ‘hence, unless your youngest brother come hither. 

16 Send one of you and let him fetch your brother, and ye 
shall be kept in prison, that your words may be proved, 
whether there be tr uth 1 in you; or else, by the life of Phar aoh, 
surely ye are spies.” 

17 Andhe put them all together into custody three days. 

is And Joseph said to them the third day, “ This do, and live; 

19 for 1 fear God. If ye be true men, let one of your brethren 
be bound in the house of your prison; and go ye, carry corn 

20 for the famine of your honseholds, but bane your youngest 
brother to me; so shall your words be verified, and ye shall 

21 not dic.” And they did so. Then they said one to another, 
‘Weare imdeed euilty on aeeount of our brother, because 
we saw the anguish of his soul, when he besought us, yet 
we would not ee ; therefore is this distress come on ou 

22 selves.” Aud Reuben answered them, saying, “ Spake I 
not to you, saying, ‘Do not sin against the child?’ but ye 
would not hear; therefere, lo, his blood 1s demanded from 

03 us.’ Now they knew not that Joseph understood them ; 

os for he spake to them by an interpreter. And he turned 
away from them, and wept; then having returned to them 
again, and talked with them, he took from them Simeon, and 
bound him before their eyes. 

2 Then Joseph commanded that their sacks should be filled 
with corn, and that every man’s money should be restored 
into his sack, and that provision should he given to them 

26 for the way. This being done to them, they laded their 
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asses with corn, and departed thenee. But as one of them 27 
opened his sack at the lodging place, to give his ass proven- 
der, he spied his moncy ; for, 1, it was in the mouth of his 
sack. And he said to his brethren, “ My money is restored ; 29s 
and, lo, it is even in my sack ;” and their hearts failed them, 
and they were afraid, saying one to another, “ What is this 
which God hath done to us?” 

And they came to Jacob their father into the land of Ca- 29 
naan, and told him all that had happened to them, saying, 
“The man, the lord of the land, spake harshly to us, and 30 
took us for spics of the country. And we said to him, ‘ We 31 
are truce men; we are no spics; we were twelve brethren, 32 
sons of our father: one is not, and the youngest is this day 
with our father in the Jand of Canaan.’ And the man, the 33 
lord of the land, said to us, ‘Ilereby shall I know that ye 
are true men: Ieave onc of your brethren with me, and take 
food for the famine of your households, and depart ; and 34 
bring your youngest brother to me; then ‘shall I know that 
ye are no spies, but that ye are true men ; and I will deliver 
to you your brother, and ye shall traffic 1 in the land.” 

And when they emptied their sacks, lo, every man’s 35 
bundle of money was in his sack ; and when they and their 
father saw the bundles of money, they were afraid. Then 36 
Jacob their father said to them, “Me have ye bereaved of 
my children: Joseph is not, and Simeon is not, and ye 
would take Benjamin away: all these things are agaist 
me.” And Reuben spake to Ins father, saying, “ Slay my 37 
two sons if I bring him not back to thee: deliver him into 
my hand, and I will bring him to thee again.” But he said, 3s 
“My son shall not go down with you; for his brother is dead, 
and he only remaineth ; if mischief befall him by the way 
in which ye go, then will ye brig down my grey hairs 
In sorrow to the grave.” 


CHAP. NLITI.—<And the famine was grievous in the land. 
And it came to pass when they had eaten up the corn which 2 
they had brought out of Keypt, that their father said to them, 
“ Go again, buy for us a little food.’ And Judah spake to 3 
him, saying, “ The man did solemnly protest to us, saying, 
‘Ye shall not. sec my face, unless your brother be with you.’ 

If thou wilt send our brother with us, we will go down and 4 
buy thee food; but if thou wilt not send him, we will not 5 
eo down: for the man said to us, ‘ Ye shall not see my face,

6 unless your brother be with you.’” And Israel said, ‘ Why 
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did ye deal so ill with me, as to tell the man that ye had yet 
abrother?” And they said, “The man questioned us strictly 
about ourselves, and about our kindred, saying, ‘Is your 
father yet alive? have yea brother?” and we told him accord- 
ing to the tenor of those words. Could we at all know 
that he would say, ‘Bring your brother down?” And 
Judah said to Israel his father, “Send the youth with me, 
and we will arise and go, that we may hive, and not dic, both 


9 we, and thou, and also our little ones. I will be surety for 


him; of my hand thou mayest require him; if I brig him 
not to thee, and set him before thee, then let me bear the 
blame forever. Surely if we had not lingered, we might now 
have returned a sccond time.” Then Israel then father said 
to them, “If now it must be so, do this; Take of the best 
fruits of the land in your vessels, and carry down to the man 
a present, a little balsam, and a little honey, spices and lada- 
num, nuts and almonds; and take double moncy in your 
hands, and carry back with you the money that was returned 
in the mouth of your sacks; peradventure it was an over- 
sight. Take also your brother, and arise, go agai to the 
man; and may God Almighty give you favour before the 
man, that he may send back your other brother, and Benja- 
min. But if I be bereaved of my children, J am bereaved.” 
So the men took that present; they took also double money 
in their hands, and Benjamin, and arose, and went down to 
Egypt, and stood before Joseph. And when Joseph saw 
Benjamin with them, he said to the ruler of his house, “ Take 
these men home, and slay, and make ready; for the men shall 
cat with me at noon.” And the man didas Joseph ordered, 
and brought the men into Joseph’s house. And the men 
were afraid, because they were brought into Joseph’s house ; 
and they said, “ Because of the moncy that was returned in 
our sacks at the first time are we brought in, that he may 
seck occasion against us, and fall upon us, and take us for 
slaves and our asses.” So they came near to the ruler of 
Joseph’s house, and they talked with him at the door of the 
house, and said, “Oh, my lord! we came indeed down before 
to buy food; and it came to pass when we came to the lodg- 
ing place, that we opened our sacks, and, lo, every man’s 
money was in the mouth of his sack, our moncy in full 
weight : we have now bronght it again in our hands ; and 
other moncy have we brought down in our hands to buy food: 
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we cannot tell who put our moncy in our sacks.” And he 
said, “ Peace be to you, fear not: your God, and the God of 
your father, ¢ gave you treasure m your sacks: your money 
came to me.” ‘Then he brought Simcon out to them. He 
then took the men into Joseph’s house, and gave thein water, 
that they night wash their feet; and he gave their asses 
provender. 

And they made ready the present against Joseph came at 
noon: for ‘they had heard that they were to cat bread there. 


So when Joseph came home, they brought him the present ¢ 


which was in their hands into the house, and bowed them- 
selves to him to the ground. And he asked them of thei 
welfare, and said, “Js your father well? the old man of whom 
ye spake? Is he yet alive?” And they answered, ‘ Thy 
servant our father is well, he is yet alive.’ And they bowed 
down their heads, and made obeisance. And he lifted up his 
eyes, and saw his brother Benjamin, his own mother’s son, 
and said, “ Is this your youngest brother, of whom ye spake 
to me?” And he said, “ God be gracious to thee, my son !” 
And Joseph made haste; for his bowels yearned towards his 
brother; and sought where to weep; and he entered into 
his chamber, and wept there. Then he washed his face, and 
went out, and restrained himsclf, and said, ‘‘ Set on food.’ 
And they set on for him by himself, and for them by them- 
selves, and for the Lgyptians who ate with him by themselves: 
beeause the Egvptians might not cat with the Hebrews ; for 
that would be an abomination to the Egyptians. Now his 
brethren sat before him, the first-born aceording to his birth- 
right, and the youngest according to his youth: and the men 
looked with astonishment at cach other. And he sent por- 
tions to them from what was before himself; but the portion 
of Benjamin was five tunes as much as any of their portions. 
And they drank, and were merry with him. 


CHAP, XLIV.— Then he commanded the ruler of his 
house, saying, ‘ Fill the men’s sacks with food, as much as 
they can carry, and put the money of cach in the mouth of 
the sack.. But put my cup, the silver cup, in the mouth of 
the sack of the youngest, together with his purchase-money.” 
And he did according to the order that J oseph had given. 

As soon as the morning was hght, the men were sent away, 
they and their asses. They were not yet gone far from 
the city, when Joseph said to the ruler of his Tomes “ Arise, 
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follow the men ; and when thou overtakest them, say to them, 
5 ‘Wherefore have ye requited evil for good? Is not this it 
in which my lord drinketh, and by which mdecd he divincth ¢ 
6 Ye have done evil im so domg.’” And he overtook them, 
7 and spake to them these same words. And they said to 
him, “ Wherefore saith my lord these words? Far be it 
s from thy servants to do after this manner. Lo, the moncy 
whieh we found in the mouths of our sacks we brought again 
to thee out of the land of Canaan: how then should we steal 
9 out of thy lord’s house silver or gold? With whomsoever 
of thy strvants it shall be found, let him dic, and Ict us also 
10 be the slaves of my lord.” And he said, ‘ Be it now accord- 
ing to your words: he with whom it shall be found shall be 
11 my slave ; but ye shall be blameless.” Then they specdily 
took down every man his sack to the ground, and opened every 
12man his sack. And he searched, begmning at the eldest, 
and ending at the youngest: and the cup was found in the 
i3 sack of Benjamm. Then they rent their clothes, and laded 
every man his ass, and returned to the city. 
14 And Judah and his brethren came to Joseph’s house; for 
he was yet there; and they fell before him on the ground. 
15 And Joseph said to them, “ What deed is this that ye have 
done ? Knew ye not that such a man as I can with certainty 
16 divine??? And Judah said, “ What shall we say to my lord ? 
what shall we speak ? or how shall we clear ourselves ? God 
hath found out the miquity of thy servants: lo, we are my 
lord’s slaves, both we, and he also with whom the cup was 
17 found.” And he said, ‘‘ Far be it from me to do so: the 
man with whom the cup was found, he shall be my slave; 
is but as for you, go ye up im peace to your father.” Then 
Judah came near to him, and said, “Oh, my lord, let thy 
servant, | pray thee, speak a word in my lord’s cars, and let 
not thine anger burn against thy servant : for thou art even 
19 as Pharaoh. My lord asked his servants, saying, ‘ Have ye 
so a father, or a brother?’ And we said to my lord, ‘ We have 
a father, an old man, and he has a younger son, the child of 
his old age, whose brother is dead ; and he alone is left of his 
2) mother, and his father loveth him.’ And thou saidst to thy 
servants, ‘Bring him down to me, that 1 may set mine eyes 
22 upon him.’ And we said to my lord, ‘The lad cannot leave 
Ins father: for if he should leave his father, he would die.’ 
23 And thou saidst to thy scrvants, ‘ Unless your youngest 
brother come down with you, ye shall see my face no more.’ 
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And it eame to pass when we came up to thy servant our 
father, that we told him the words of my lord. And our 
father said, ‘ Go again, and buy for usa little food.? But 
we said, ‘We cannot go down: if our youngest brother be 
with us, then will we go down ; for we may not see the man’s 
face, unless our youngest brother be with us.’?. And thy ser- 
vant our father said to us, ‘Ye know that my wife bare me 
two sons; and one went out from me, and J said, Surely 
he is torn in pieees ; and I have not seen him since: now 
if ye take this also from me, and inisehief befall him, ye will 
bring down my grey hairs in sorrow to the grave.”? Now, 
therefcre, when I come to thy servant our father, and the lad 
be not with us, seeing that his hfe is bound up in the lad’s 
life, it shall eome to pass, when he sceth that the lad is not, 
he will die: thus thy servants will bring down the grey hairs 
of thy servant our father in sorrow to the grave. Now thy 
servant beeame surety for the lad to iny father, saying, ‘If I 
bring him not again to thee, then let me bear the blame to 
my father for ever? Now, therefore, I pray thee, let thy 
servant remain instead of the lad, a slave to my lord; and let 
. the lad go up with Is brethren. Tor how can I go up to 
my father, and the lad be not with me? lest peradventure I 
see the evil that will come on my father?” 


CITAP. XLV.—Then Joseph could not refrain himself be- 
fore all those who stood by him; so he ened, “ Cause every 
man to go ont from me.” And there stood no man with him, 
while Joseph made himself known to his brethren. And he 
wept aloud; and the Egyptians and the house of Pharaoh 
heard. And Joseph said to his brethren, “I am Joseph: 
doth my father yet live??? And Ins brethren could not 
answer him; for they were troubled at lis presenee. And 
Joseph said to his brethren, ‘‘ Come near to me, I pray you :” 
And they came near. And he said, “I am Joseph your 
brother, whom ye sold into Egypt. But be not now grieved, 
nor angry with yourselves, that ye sold me hither; for God 
sent me before you to preserve hfe. Tor these two years hath 
the famine been in the land; and there will yet be five years, 
in which there will be neither plowing nor harvest. So God 
sent me before you to preserve you a remnant on the earth, 
and to save your lives by a great deliverance. Now then it 
was not you who sent me hither, but God; and he hath made 
me a father to Pharaoh, and lord of all his house, and a ruler 
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9 over all the land of Egypt. Waste ye, and go up to my 
father, and say to him, ‘Thus saith thy son Joseph, God 
hath made me lord of all Egypt: come down to me, delay 

io not. And thou shalt dwell in the land of Goshen, that thou 
mayest be near to me, thou, and thy children, and thy chul- 
dren’s children, and thy flocks, and thy herds, and all that 

11 thou hast. And there will I nourish thee, (for there will yet 
be five years of famine,) lest thou, and thy houschold, and 

12 all that thou hast, come to poverty. And, lo, your eyes and 
the eyes of my brother Benjamin sce, that it 1s my mouth 

13 that speaketh to you. And ye shall tell my father of all ny 
glory in Egypt, and of all that ye have seen; and ye shall 

14 haste, and bring down my father hither.” Then he fell upon 
the neck of his brother Benjamin, and wept; and Benjamin 

15 wept upon his neck. And he kissed all his brethren, and 
wept upon them: and after that his brethren talked with 
him. 

16 Anda report was heard in the house of Pharaoh, saying, 
“ Joseph’s brethren are come ;” and it pleased Pharaoh well, 

17 and his servants. And Pharaoh said to Joscph, “Say unto 
thy brethren, ‘ This do ye; lade your beasts, and depart, go 

is ye unto the land of Canaan, and take your father, and your 
houscholds, and come unto me, and I will give you the best 
of ail the land of Egypt, and ye shall cat the fat of the 

19 land.? Command them also, saying, ‘This do ye; take ye 
wagons out of the land of Heypt for your little ones, and 

20 for your wives, and bring your father, and come. And have 
no regard for your goods: for the best of all the land of 
Egypt shall be yours.’ ”’ 

2. And the sons of Israel did so: and Joseph gave them 
wagons, according to the commandment of Pharaoh. He 

22 also gave them provision for the way. To every one of them 
he gave changes of raiment; but to Benjamin he gave three 

23 hundred pieces of silver, and five changes of raiment. And 
to his father he sent these things; ten asses laden with the 
best things of Egypt, and ten she-asscs laden with corn and 

24 bread and meat for his father by the way. So he sent his 
brethren away; and when they were departing, he said to 
them, “Sec that ye fall not out by the way.” 

25 And they went up out of Egypt, and came into the land 

26 of Canaan to Jacob their father, and told him, saying, 
“Joseph is yet alive, and he is ruler over all the land of 
Egypt.” And Jacob’s heart fainted, for he believed them 
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not. But when they told him all the words of Joseph, 27 
which he had said to them: and when he saw the wagons 
which Joseph had sent to earry him, the spirit of Jacob their 
father revived. And Isracl said, “It is enough : Joseph my 2s 
son is yet alive: I will go and sce him before I die.” 


CHAP. XLVJ.—So Israel took his journey with all that 
he had, and came to Beer-sheba, and offered sacrifices to the 
God of his father Isaac. And God spake to Israel] in the 2 
visions of the night, and said, “Jacob, Jacob!” And he 
said, ‘ere am I.” And he said, “J am God, the God of 3 
thy father: fear not to go down into Egypt; for I will there 
make of thee a great nation. I will go down with thce into 4 
Egypt, and I will also surely bring thee up again ; and 
Joseph shall put his hand upon thine eyes.” 

And Jacob moved on from Beer-sheba: and the sons of 
Israel carried Jacob their father, and their little ones, and 
their wives, in the wagons which Pharaoh had sent to earry 
him. And they took their cattle, and their substance which 6 
they had gathered in the land of Canaan, and came into 
Egypt, Jacob, and all his seed with him ; his sons, and his 
sons’ sons matth him, his daughters, and his sons’ daughters, 
and all his seed he brought with him into Eeypt. 

Now these are the names of the children of Israel who 
went into Egypt; Jacol and his sons: 

Renben, Jacob’s first-born. And the sons of Reuben; 9 
Hanoch, and Phallu, and Hezron, and Carmi. 

And the sons of Simcon ; Jemuel, and Jamin, and Ohad, 
and Jachin, and Zohar; and Saul, the son of a Canaanite 
woman. 

And the sons of Levi; Gershon, Kohath, and Merari. 

And the sons of Judah; Er, and Onan, and Shelah, and 
Pharez, and Zarah: but Er and Onan had died in the land 
of Canaan. And the sons of Pharez were Hezron and 
Hamul. 

And the sons of Issachar; Tola, and Phuah, and Job, 
and Shimron. 

And the sons of Zebulnn ; Sered, and Elon, and Jahleel. 

These were the sons of Leah, whom she bare to Jacob in 
Padan-aram, with his daughter Dinah: all his sons and his 
daughters were thirty-three persons. 

And the sons of Gad; Ziphion, and Ilaggi, Shuni, and 16 
Ezbon, ri, and Arodi, and Areli. 
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17 And the sons of Asher; Jimnah, and Ishuah, and Ishui, 
and Beriah, and Serah their sister: And the sons of Beriah ; 
Heber, and Malehiel. 

is These were the sons of Zilpah, whom Laban gave to Leah 
his daughter: and these she bare to Jaeob, sixteen persons. 

19 The sons of Raehel, Jacoh’s wife ; Joseph and Benjamin. 

eo And to Joseph, in the land of Kgypt, were born Manasseh 
and Ephraim, whom Asenath, the daughter of Poti-pherah 
priest of On, bare to him. 

21 And the sons of Benjamin were Belah, and Beeher, and 
Ashbel, Gera, and Naaman, Ehi, and Rosh, Muppim, and 
Huppim, and Ared. 

22 These were the sons of Rachel, who were born to Jacob: 
in all, fourteen persons. 

o3 And the sons of Dan; Hushim. 

ot And the sons of Naphtali; Jahzeel, and Guni, and Jezer, 
and Shillem. 

25 ‘These were the sons of Bilhah, whom Laban gave to 
Rachel his daughter ; and she bare these to Jacob: in all, 
seven persons. 

206 All the persons who went with Jacob into Egypt, who 
came out of his lois, besides the wives of Jacob’s sons, all 

27 the persons were sixty-six. And the sons of Joseph, who 
were born to him in Egypt, were two persons: all of the 
house of Jacob, who went into Egypt, were seventy per- 
sons. 

ss Now Jacob sent Judah before him to Joseph, to direct 
him unto Goshen ; and they eame into the land of Goshen. 

29 And Joseph made ready his chariot, and went up to Goshen 
to meet Israel his father, and he presented himself to him, 
and fell on his neck, and wept on his neek a long while. 

30 And Israel said to Joseph, ‘“ Now let me die, sinee [ have 

31 seen thy faee ; for thou art yet alive.’ And Joseph said to 
his brethren and to his father’s honse, “I will go up, and 
tell Pharaoh, and say to him, ‘My brethren and my 
father’s house, who were in the land of Canaan, are eome to 

32 me; and the men are shepherds, for their oceupation hath 
been to feed eattle, and they have brought their floeks, and 

33 their herds, and all that they have.’ And it shall come to 
pass when Pharaoh shall eall for you, and shall say, ‘ What 

34 18 your oecupation ?? that ye shall answer, ‘Thy servants have 
been keepers of cattle from our youth even until now, both 
we and our fathers ;? that ye may dwell in the land of Gc- 
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shen: for every shepherd is an abomination to the Egyp- 
tians,”’ 


CHAP. XLVIT.—Then Joseph went and told Pharaoh, 
and said, “ My father, and my brethren, and their flocks, 
and their herds, and all that they have, are come ont of the 
land of Canaan ; and, lo, they are in the land of Goshen.” 
And he took from among his brethren, five men, and pre- 
sented them to Pharaoh. And Pharaoh said to his brethren, 
“ What is your occupation??? And they said to Pharaoh, 
“Thy servants are shepherds, both we, and our fathers.” 
They also said to Pharaoh, “To sojourn in the land are we 
come; for thy servants have no pasture for their flocks ; for 
the famine is gricvous in the land of Canaan : now therefore, 
we pray thee, let thy servants dwell in the land of Goshen.” 
Then Pharaoh spake to Joseph, saying, ‘‘ Thy father and thy 
brethren are come to thee; the land of Egypt 1s before thee : 
in the best of the land make thy father and brethren to 
dwell; in the land of Goshen let them dwell; and if thou 
knowest an y men of ability among them, make them rulers 
over my own cattle.” 

And Joseph brought im Jacob his father, and presented 
lim to Pharaoh ; and Jacob blessed Pharaoh. And Pha- 
raoh said to Jacob, ‘ How many are the days of the years of 
thy life??? And Jacob said to Pharaoh, ‘ The days of the 
years of my pilgrimage are a hundred and thirty years: few 
and evil have the days of the years of my life been, and 
have not attained to the days of the years of the life of my 
fathers, in the days of their pilgrimage.” And Jacob blessed 
Phaooli, and went out from before Pharaoh. 

And Joseph settled his father and his brethren, and gave 
them a possession in the land of Egypt, im the best of the 
Jand, in the land of Rameses, as Pharaoh had commanded. 
And Joseph nourished his father, and his brethren, and all 
his father’s houschold with bread, according to their families. 

Now there was no bread in all the land; for the famine 
was very gricvous, so that the land of Key pt and the land of 
Canaan, were distressed by the famine. And Joseph ga- 
thered up all the money that was found in the land of 
Egypt, and in the land of Canaan, for the corn which they 
bought: and Joseph brought the money into Pharaoh’s 
house. And when money failed in the land of Egypt, and 
in the land of Canaan, all the Egyptians came to Joseph, aid 
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said, “ Give us bread : for why should we die in thy presence ? 
although money faileth.” And Joseph said, “Give me your 
cattle ; and I will give you bread zx exchange for your cattle, 
since money faileth.’? And they brought their cattle to 
Joseph: and Joseph gave them bread in exchange for the 
horses, and for the flocks, and for the herds, and for the 
asses ; and he supplied them with bread in exchange for all 
their eattle during that year. 

When that year was ended, they came to him the second 
year, and said to him, “It is not hidden from my lord, that 
our money 1s spent; my lord also hath our herds of cattle : 
there is nothing left in the sight of my lord, but our bodies 
and our lands: why should we die before thine eyes, both we 
and onr land? buy us and our land for bread, and we and 
our land will be servants to Pharaoh ; and give us seed, that 
we may hive and not dic, and that the land be not desolate.” 
Thus Joseph bought all the land of Egypt for Pharaoh ; for 
the Keyptians sold every man his field, because the famine 
prevailed over them: so the land became Pharaoli’s. And 
as for the people he reinoved them to eitics from one extre- 
mity of Keypt to the other. The land of the pricsts only he 
bought not; for the priests had a portion assigned them by 
Pharaoh, and lived on the portion which Pharaoh gave them ; 
wherefore they sold not their lands. 

Then Joseph said to the people, “ Lo, I have this day bought 
you, and your land, for Pharaoh: Jo, here is seed for you, 
that ye may sow the land. But of the produce, ye shall 
eive a fifth part to Pharaoh, and four parts shall be your 
own, for seed of the field, and for food for yourselves, and 


s for your households, and for food for your little ones.” And 


they said, “Thou hast saved our lives; let us find favour 
in the sight of my lord, and we will be the servants of Pha- 
raoh.” So Joseph made it a law over the land of Egypt to 
this day, that Pharaoh should have the fifth part, except the 
land of the priests only, which became not Pharaohs. 

Aud the Israchtes dwelled in the land of Egypt, in the 
land of Goskten; and they had possessions therein, and were 


3 fruitful and multiphed exceedingly. And Jacob lived in the 


land of Egypt seventeen years: so all the days of the years 

of Jacob were a hundred and forty-seven years. And when 

the time drew nigh that Israel must dic, he ealled his son 

Jeseph, and said to him, “If now I have found favour in 

thy sight, put thy hand, I pray thee, under my thigh, and 
G 
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deal kindly and truly with me; bury me not, I pray thee, in 
Kgypt, for I would lie with my fathers ; carry me therefore 30 
out of Egypt, and bury me in their hurying-plaec.” And 
he answered, “I will do as thou hast said.” Then Jsrael 31 
said, “Swear to me.” <And he sware to him. And Israel 
bowed himself leaning on the-head of hus staff.

CHAP, XLVIIT.—And it came to pass after these things, 
that one told Joseph, “Lo, thy father is sick: so he took 
with him his two sons, Manassch and Ephraim. And one 2 
told Jacob, and said, cc Lo, thy son Joseph is come to thee :’ 
and Israel strengthened himself, and sat upon the bed. And 3 
Jacob said to Joseph, “ God Almighty appeared to me at 
Luz in the Jand of Canaan, and blessed me, and said to me, 4 
‘Lo, I will make thee fruitful, and multiply thee, and I will 
make of thee a multitude of people, and will give this land 
to thy sced after thee, for an everlasting possession.” And 5 
now thy two sons, Ephraim and Manassch, who were born 
to thee in the land of Egypt before I came to thee into 
Egypt, are mine; as Reuben and Simeon, they shall be 
mine. And thy progeny, which thou mayest beget after 6 
them, shall be thine; they shall be ealled after then name of 
their brethren in their inheritance. For when I had come 7 
from Padan, Rachel died by me in the land of Canaan, in 
the way, at a short distance from Ephrath, and I buried her 
there on the way to Ephrath ;” which is now Bethlehem. 

And when Israel saw Joseph’s sons, he sud, ‘ Who are s 
thesc?”? And Joseph said to his father, ‘“ They are my sons, 9 
whom God hath given me in this land” “And he said, 

“ Bring them, I pray thee, to me, that I may bless them. oe 

Now fhe eyes of Israel were dim o om age, so that he could 10 
not see. And he bronght them near to ee, ; and he kissed 

them, and embraced them. And Isracl said to Joseph, “In 
had not thought to see thy face; and, lo, God hath shewed 

me also thy seed.” Then Joseph took them out from be- 12 
tween his knees, and he bowed himself with his faee to the 

eround. Again Joseph took them both, Ephraim in his 13 
right hand, toward Israel’s left hand, and Manasseh in his 
left hand, toward Isracl’s right hand, and brought them near 
tohim. But Isracl stretched out his right hand, and laid 
it upon Ephraim’s head, who was the younger, and his left 
hand upon Manassch’s head, though Manasseh was the first- 
born, guiding his hands wittingly. And he blessed Joseph, 15 
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and said, ‘ May the God, before whom my fathers Abraham 
and Isaae walked, the God who fed me from my birth unto 
16 this day, the Angel who redeemed me from all evil, bless the 
youths: and let my name, and the name of my fathers Abra- 
ham and Isaac be called upon them; and may they grow 
17 into a multitude in the nuidst of the earth.” But when 
Joseph saw that Ins father had laid his nght hand upon the 
head of Ephraim, it displeased him, and he held up his 
father’s hand, to remove it from the head of Ephraim to the 
is head of Manassch. And Joseph said to Ins father, “ Not 
so, my father: for this is the first-born ; put thy right hand 
19 upon his head.” But Ins father refused, and said, “ I know 
it my son, I know it: he also shall become a people, and he 
also shall be great: but yet his younger brother shall be 
ereater than he, and his seed shall become a multitude of 
20 nations.” Thus he blessed them that day, saying, “ In thee 
shall Isracl bless, saying, ‘God make thee as Ephraim and 
as Manassch.’?”? And he sect Ephraim before Manasseh. 
21 And Isracl said to Joseph, “ Lo, I die; but God shall be 
with you, and bring you again Into the land of your fathers. 
22 And I give to thee one portion above thy brethren, which I 
took out of the hand of the Amontes with my sword and 
with my bow.” 


CHAP. XLIX.—And Jacob called to his sons, and said, 
“ Gather yourselves together, that I may tell you that which 
shall befall you m after times. 
Gather yourselves together and hear, ye sons of Jacob ; 
And hearken to Israel, your father. 
3 Reuben, my first-born art thou ; 
My might and the begmning of my strength: 
The excellence of dignity and the excellence of power. 
+ Swelling as water, thou shalt not excel ; 
Because thou ascendedst thy father’s bed: 
Then didst thou profane my couch, by ascending 7¢, 
5 Suncon and Levi are brethren : 
Instruments of violence are their swords. 
6 Into thet couneil enter not, my soul! 
To their assembly, my honour! be not thou united, 
For in their anger they slew men ; 
In their wilfulness, they rooted out princes. 
7 Cursed be their anger! for it was fierce ; 
And their wrath ! for it was eruel. 
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I will divide them in Jacob, 
And I will seatter them in Israel. 
Judah! thee thy brethren shall praise ; 


Thy hand shall be on the neck of thine enemies ; 


To thee the sons of thy father shall bow down. 
A. lion’s whelp is Judah ; 
¥yom the prey, my son, thou comest up. 
Ile coucheth, he heth down, 
As a lion, and as a lioness ; 
Who shall rouse him up ? 
The sceptre shall not depart from Judah, 
Nor a lawgiver, froin between his feet, 
Until Shiloh come ; 
And to him shall peoples be obedient. 
Binding to the vine his foal, 
And to the ehoice vine, lis ass’s colt, 
He shall wash his garments in wine, 
And his raiment in the blood of grapes. 
His eyes shall be red with wine, 
And his teeth white with milk. 
Zebulun shall dwell on the sea coast ;

And his boundary shall reach to Zidon. 
Issachar is a strong ass ; 
Lhying down between the bars. 
And he saw that the resting-place is good, 
And that the land is pleasant, 
So he bowed the shoulder to the burden, 
And became a servant to task-work. 
Dan shall judge his people 
Like one of the tribes of Israel. 
Dan shall be a serpent in the way, 
A horned viper m the path, 
Which biteth the heels of the horse, 
So that his nder falleth backward. 
Yor thy salvation I wait, O Jehovah ! 
Gad, a troop shall attack hin, 
But he shall attack their rear. 
Out of Asher cometh rich food ; 
And he shall yield royal dainties. 
Naphtali is a spreading terebinth, 
Which sendeth forth beautiful branches. 
A fruitful stem is Joseph, 
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A fruitful stem by a fountain, 
Whose boughs spread over the wall. 
23 The archers sorely grieved him, 
And shot at him, and hated him: 
24 But his bow remained in strength, 
And the arms of his hands were vigorous ; 
By the power of the Mighty One of Jacob ; 
By the name of the Shepherd, the rock of Israel ; 
25 By the God of thy father, who helped thee, 
' By the Almighty, who blessed thee. 
May the blessings of the heavens above, 
May the blessings of the deep lying beneath,

27 Benjamin is a wolf that tearcth : 

In the morning he devoureth /is prey, 
In the evening he divideth the spoil. 

23 All these were the twelve chiefs of the tmbes of Israel, 
and this is what their father spake to them, when he blessed 
them ; every one of them he blessed according to his blessing. 

29 And he charged them, and said to them, ‘I am about to 
be gathered to my people: bury me with my fathers in the 

30 cave that is in the field of Ephron the Hittite, im the cave 
that is in the field of Machpelah, which is opposite to 
Mamre, in the land of Canaan, which Abraham bonght 
with the field of Epbron the Hittite, a possession for a bury- 

31 ing-plaee. ‘There they buried Abraham and Sarah his wife ; 
there they buried Isaae and Rebekah his wife; and there I 

32 buried Leah. Both the field, and the cave that is in it, were 
a purchase from the sons of Ifeth.” 

33 And when Jacob had made an end of cottimantltine his 
sons, he drew up his feet mto the bed, and expired, and was 
eathered to his people. 


1 CHAP. L.—And Joseph fell upon his father’s face, and 
wept over him, and kissed him. 

2 Then Joseph commanded his servants the physicians tc 
embalm his father: so the physicians embalmed Israel. 
3 And when forty days were fulfilled for him; for so are ful- 
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filled the days of those who are embalmed ; the Egyptians 
mourned for him seventy days. 

And when the days of his mourning were past, Joseph 4 
spake to the houschold of Pharaoh, saying, “If now I have 
found favour in your eyes speak, I pray you, in the cars of 
Pharaoh, saying, ‘ My etlaor adjured me, saying, Lo, I die: 5 
in my grave which I digged for myself in the land of Ca- 
naan, there shalt thou bury me. Now, therefore, let me go 
up, I pray thee, and bury my father, and I will retum.?” 
And Pharaoh said, “Go up and bury thy father, as he ad- 6 
jured thee.’ So Joseph went up to bury his father: and 7 
with him went up all the servants of Pharaoh, the elders of 
his house, and all the elders of the land of Egypt, and all s 
the house of Joseph, and Ins brethren, and his father’s 
house: only their httle ones, and their flocks, and their 
herds, they left in the land of Goshen. And there went up 9 
with him both chariots and horsemen, so that the camp was 
very great. And they came to the threshing-floor of Atad, 10 
which is beyond Jordan; and there they Teun with a 
great and very grievous lamentation: and he made a mourn- 
ing for his father seven days. And when the inhabitants of 11 
the land, the Canaanites, saw the mourning at the threshing- 
floor of Atad, they said, “This is a grievous mourning to 
the Egyptians ;” wherefore the name of the place was called 
Alel-mizraim rite MOURNING OF THE EGYPTIANS]; which 
is beyond Jordan. And the sons of Jacob did to him aceord- 12 
ing as he commanded them ; for his sons earried him into the 13 
land of Canaan, and buned him in the eave of the field of 
Machpelah, which Abraham bought with the ficld, a posses- 
sion for a burying-place, of Ephron the [littite, opposite to 
Mamre. And orien he had buried his father, Joseph re- 14 
turned mto Egypt, he, and his brethren, and all who had 
gone up with him to bury his father. 

Now when the brethren of Joseph saw that their father 15 
was dead, they said, “ Joseph will peradventure hate us, and 
will fully requite us all the evil whieh we did to him.” And 16 
they sent a messenger to Joseph, saying, “Thy father charged 
us before he died, saying, Thus shall ye say to Joseph, ‘ For- 17 
give, I pray thee, the transgression of thy brethren, and 
ie sin; although they did evil to thee:’ and now, we 
pray thee, forgive “the transgression of the servants of the 
God of thy father.” And Joseph wept when they spake to 
him. And his brethren also went and fell down betore his 1s 
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19 face; and they said, “Lo, we are thy servants.” And 
Joseph said to them, “ Fear not; for am I in the place of 

20 God? Ye indecd devised evil against me; but God devised 
it for good, to be the means, as it is this day, of saving much 

21 people alive. Now, therefore, fear ye not; I will nourish 
you, and your little ones.” Thus he comforted them, and 
spake kindly to them. 

22 So Joseph dwelt in Keypt, he and his father’s house; and 

23 Joseph lived ‘a hundred and ten years. And Joseph saw 
Ephraim’s children of the third generation: the children 
also of Machir, the son of Manassch, were born on Joseph’s 
knees. 

21 And Joseph said to his brethren, “I dic: but God will 
surely visit you, and bring you out of this land into the land 

95 Which he sware to Abraham, to Isaae, and to Jacob.”” And 
Joseph adjured the children of Israel, saymg, “God will 
surely visit you: then ye shall carry up hence my bones with 
rou.” 

26 So Joseph died, being a hundred and ten years old: and 
when they had embalmed him, he was put m a coffin in 


Egypt. 


THE BOOK OF ‘EXODUS. 


CHAP. I.—Now these are the names of the sons of Is- 
racl, who went into Egypt with Jacob ; every one went with 
his family. Reuben, Simeon, Levi, and Judah, Issachar, 
Zebulun, and Benjamin, Dan, and Naphtah, Gad, and 
Asher. And all the persons that came out of the loins of 
Jacob were seventy persons. And Joseph was already in 
Kigypt. And Joseph died, and all his brethren, and all that 
eencration. And the children of Israc]l were fruitful, and in- 
creased abundantly, and multiplicd, and beeame very mighty, 
so that the land was filled with them. 

And there arose a new king over Egypt, who knew not 
Joseph ; and he said to his people, “Lo, the people of 
the children of Isracl are numerous and stronger than we. 
Come, let us deal wisely with them, lest they multiply, and it 
come to pass that when there falleth out any war, they also 
join themselves to our enemies, and fight agaist us, and 
so go up out of the land.” Therefore they sct over them 
task-masters, to afflict them with their burdens. And they 
built for Pharaoh treasure-eities, Pithom and Rameses: but 
the more they afflicted them, the more they multiplied and 
erew. And the Egyptians were grieved beeause of the 
eluldren of Isracl. So the Egyptians made the elnldren of 
Isracl serve with rigour, and made their hives bitter with 
hard service, mortar, and in brick, and with all manner of 
service in the field: all their service, in winch they made them 
serve, was with ngour. 

And the kmg of Egypt spake to the Hebrew midwives, of 
whom the name of one was Siphrah, and the name of the 
other Phuah, and said, “ When ye do the office of a md- 
wife to the Hebrew women, and inspect the troughs, if it be 
a son, ye shall kill him; but if it be a daughter, Iet her 
live.’ But the midwives feared God, and did not as the 
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king of Egypt commanded them, but saved the malc-chil- 


is dren alive. And the king of Egypt called for the midwives, 
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and said to them, “ Why have ye done this thing, and saved 
the male-children alive?” And the midwives said to Pha- 
raoh, “ The Hebrew women are not as the Egyptian women ; 
for they are strong, and are delivered before the midwives 
come in unto them.” ‘Therefore God dealt well with the 
midwives ; and the people multiphed, and became very 
mighty. And because tle midwives feared God, he made 
them families. Then Pharaoh charged all his people, saying, 
“Every son that is born ye shall east into the River, but 
every daughter ye shall save alive.” 


CHAP. IJ.—And a man of the house of Levi went and 
took for a wife a daughter of Levi. And the woman con- 
ecived and bare a son; and when she saw that he was beau- 
tiful, she hid him three months. And when she eould no 
longer hide him, she took for him an ark of reeds, and 
covered it with bitumen and with pitch, and put the child in 
it, and laid it amongst the flags on the brink of the River. 
And his sister stood afar off, to know what would be done to 


shim. And the daughter of Pharaoh came down to bathe in 
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the River; and her maidens walked along by the River side ; 
and when she saw the ark among the flags, she sent her maid 
to fetch it. And when she had opened it, she saw the child, 
and, lo, the babe wept. And she had compassion on him, 
and said, “This is one of the children of the Hebrews.” 
Then said his sister to the daughter of Pharaoh, “ Shall I go 
and eall to thee a nurse of the Hebrew women, that she may 
suckle the child for thee?” And the danghter of Pharaoh 
said to her, “Go;” and the maid went and called the child’s 
mother. And the daughter of Pharaoh said to her, “Take 
this child away, and suckle it for me, and I will give thee 
thy wages; and the woman took the elld, and suckled it. 
And the child grew, and she brought him unto the daughter 
of Pharaoh, and he became her son. And she called his 
name Moses [pRAwN out]: for she said, “ Because I drew 
him out of the water.” 

And it came to pass in those days, when Moses was grown, 
that he went out unto his brethren, and looked on their bur- 
dens ;*and he saw an Egyptian smiting a Hebrew, one of his 


.2 brethren. And he looked this way aud that way, and when 


he saw that there was no man, he smote the Egyptian, and 
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lid him in the sand. And he went out the next day, and 13 
lo, two men of the Hebrews were striving together; and he 
said to him who did the wrong, ‘‘ Wherefore smitest thou thy 
neighbour?” And he said, ‘“ Who made thee a prince and 14 
a judge over us? Intendest thou to slay me, as thou slew- 
est the Egyptian?” And Moses was afraid, and said, 
“Snrely the thing 1s known.” And when Pharaoh heard 15 
this thing, he sought to slay Moses; but Moses fled from 
the face of Pharaoh, and dwelt in the land of Midian ; and 
he sat near a well. Now the priest of Midian had seven 16 
daughters; and they came and drew wafer, and filled the 
troughs to water their father’s flock. And the shepherds 17 
eame and drove them away ; but Moses stood up and helped 
them, and watered their floek. And when they eame to ts 
Reuel their father, he said, “ How is it that ye are come so 
soon to-day?” And they said, “An Egyptian delivered us 19 
out of the hand of the shepherds, and also drew water 
enough for us, and watered the flock.” And he said to his 20 
daughters, “And where is he? why have ye left the man? 
call him, that he may eat bread.’ And Moses consented to 21 
dwell with the man; and he gave to Moses Zipporah his 
daughter. And she bare to him a son, and he called his 22 
name Gershom [A STRANGER THERE]; for he said, “I have 
been a stranger in a strange Jand.” 

And it eame to pass during those many days, that the king 23 
of Egypt died, and the children of Isracl sighed on account 
of the bondage. And they eried, and their ery on accouut 
of the bondage went up unto God. And God heard their 2 
eroaning, and God remembered his covenant with Abraham, 
and with Isaac, and with Jacob. And God looked upon the 25 
children of Israel, and God manifested himself to them. 


CHAP. I1I.—Now while Moses was feeding the flock of 1 
Jethro his father-in-law, the priest of Midian, he led the 
flock to the furthest part of the desert, and eame to the 
mountain of God, to Tloreb, And an angel of Jehovah ap- 2 
peared to hin in a flame of fire, out of the midst of a bush; 
and he looked, and, lo, the bush burned with fire, yet the 
bush was not consumed. And Moses said, “Let me now 3 
turn aside, and see this great sight, why the bush is not 
burnt.” And when Jehovah saw that he turned aside’ to sce, 4 
God called to him out of the midst of the bush, and said, 
“Moses, Moses.” And he said, “ Here J am.” And hes 
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said, “ Draw not nigh hither: put thy shoes from off thy 
feet ; for the place on which thou standest is holy ground.” 

6 Moreover he said, “I am the God of thy fathers, the God of 
Abraham, and the God of Isaac, and the God of Jacob.” 
And Moses hid his face ; for he was afraid to look upon God. 

7 And Jehovah said, “TI have clearly seen the affliction of my 
people that are in Egypt, and bave heard their cry on ac- 

seount of their task-masters; for I know their sorrows, and 
I am come down to deliver them out of the hand of the 
Egyptians, and to bring them up out of that land unto a 
land good and large, unto a land flowmg with milk and 
honey; unto the place of the Canaanites, and the Hittites, 
and the Amorites, and the Perizzites, and the Hivites, and 

9 the Jebusites. Now therefore, lo, the cry of the children of 
Isracl is come unto me, and [ have also seen the oppression 

10 with which the Egyptians oppress them. Come now, there- 
fore, and I will send thee to Pharaoh, that thou mayest bring 

i1 forth my people, the children of Israel, out of Egypt.” And 
Moses said to God, “ Who am I, that I should go unto Pha- 
raoh, and that I should bring forth the children of Israel 

2 out of Egypt?” And he said, “I will assuredly be with 
thee, and this shall be a token to thee that I have sent thee: 
when thou hast brought forth the people ont of Egypt, ye 

13 Shall serve God upon this mountam.”’ And Moses said to 
God, “Lo, when I come unto the children of Israel, and 
say to them, ‘The God of your fathers hath sent me unto 
you;’ if they say to me, ‘ What is his name?’ what shall 

iu I say to them?” And God said to Moses, “I witt BE 
wat ] witt be:” and he said, “Thus shalt thou say 
to the children of Israel, ‘I wrin Be hath sent me unto 
ron.” 7’ 

15 And God said again to Moses, “ Thus shalt thou say to 
the children of Israel, ‘Jehovah, the God of your fathers, 
the God of Abraham, and the God of Isaae, and the God of 
Jacob, hath sent me unto you.’ This is my name for ever, 

16 and this my memorial to all generations. Go and gather 
the elders of Israel together, and say to them, ‘ Junovan, 
the God of your fathers, the God of Abraham, and of 
Isaac, and of Jacob, hath appeared to me, saying, ‘I have 
attentively observed you, and that which hath been done to 

17 you in Keypt; and I have said, I will bring you up out of 
the affliction of Egypt into the land of the Canaanites, and 
the Hittites, and the Amorites, and the Perizzites, and the 
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Hivites, and the Jcbusites, into a Jand flowing with milk and 
honey. And they shall hearken to thy voice; and thou 18 
shalt go, thou and the elders of Isracl, to the king of Lgypt, 
and ye shall say to him, ‘ Jchovah, the God of the Hebrews, 

is our God; and now Iet us go, we pray thee, three days’ 
journcy into the desert, that we may sacrifice to Jehovah our 
God.” And I know that the king of Kgypt will not let you 19 
go; no not by a mighty hand. I will therefore stretch out 20 
my hand, and smite Egypt with all my wonders which I will 
do in the midst of it; and after that he wall let you go. 
And I will give this people favour in the sight of the Egyp- 21 
tians, so that when ye go, ye shall not go empty; but every 22 
woman shall ask of her neighbour, and of her that sojourn- 
eth in her house, jewels of silver, and jewels of gold, and 
raiment, and ye shall put them upon your sons, and upon 
your daughters ; and ye shall spoil the Egyptians.” 


CIIAP. IV.—And Moses answered and said, “ But, Jo, 
they will not believe me, nor hearken to my voice; for they 
will say, ‘ Jchovah hath not appeared to thee.’ ”? And Jcho- ¢ 
vah said to him, “ What is that in thy hand?” And he 
said, “A rod.” And he said, ‘Cast it on the ground.” 
And he cast it on the ground, and it beeame a serpent ; and 
Moses fled from before it. And Jchovah said to Moses, 4 
“Put forth thy hand, and take it by the tail ;” (and he put 
forth his hand and caught it, and it beeame a rod in his 
hand;) “that they may believe that Jehovah, the God of 
their fathers, the God of Abraham, and the God of Isaac, and 
the God of Jacob, hath appeared to thee.’ And again Je- 6 
hovah said to him, “ Put now thy hand into thy bosoin.”” And 
he put his hand into his bosom ; and when he took it out, 
lo, his hand was leprous as snow. And he said, “ Put thy 
hand into thy bosom again.” And he put his hand into his 
bosom again, and took it out of his bosom; and, lo, it was 
turned again hke the rest of his flesh.‘ And it shall come s 
to pass that if they will not beheve thee, nor hearken to the 
voice of the first sign, they will believe the voice of the latter 
sign. And if they will not belicve even these two signs, nor 9 
hearken to thy voice, thou shalt take some of the water of 
the River and pour it upon the dry Jand; and the water which 
thou takest out of the River shall become blood upon the dry 
land.” And Moses said to Jehovah, “ O my lord, I am not 10 
eloquent, neither before, nor since thou hast spoken to thy 
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servant; but Tam slow of speech, and of a slow tongue.” 
And Jehovah said to him, ‘ Who hath made man’s mouth ? 
or who maketh the dumb, or deaf, or the sceing, or the 
blind? Is it not I, Jehovah ? Now therefore go, and I will 
be with thy mouth, and teach thee what thou shalt say.” 
And he said, “O my lord, send, I pray thee, by him whom 
thon wilt send.” And the anger of Jchovah was kindled 
against Moses; and he said, “Is not Aaron the Levite thy 
brother? I know that he can speak well. And also, lo, he 
cometh forth to mect thee ; and when he secth thee, he will 
be glad in his heart. And thou shalt speak to him, and put 
the words in his mouth; and I will be with thy mouth, and 
with his mouth, and will teach you what ye shall do. And 
he shall speak, for thee, to the people: so he shall be, even 
he shall be to thee a mouth, and thou shalt be to him a God. 
And thou shalt take this rod im thy hand, with which thou 
shalt do the signs.” 

And Moses went, and retumed to Jethro his father-in-law, 
and said to him, “ Let me go, [ pray thee, and return unto 
my brethren who are in Egypt, and see whether they be yet 
alive.’ And Jethro said to Moses, “Go in peace.” And Je- 
hovah said to Moses m Midian, ‘‘ Go, return into Egypt ; 
for all the men are dead who sought thy hfe.’ And Moses 
took his wife and his sons, and set them upon asses, and he 
returned to the land of Egypt; and Moses took the rod of 
God in his hand. And Jehovah had said to Moses, “ When 
thou shalt have returned into Egypt, see that thou do all 
those wonders before Pharaoh which [ have put im thy hand; 
but I will harden his heart, that he will not let the people 
eo. And thou shalt say to Pharaoh, ‘Thus saith Jchovah, 
Israel is my son, my first-born, and [ say to thee, Let my 
son go, that he may serve me; and if thou refuse to let him 
co, lo, [ will slay thy son, thy first-born.’”? And it came to 
pass, at a lodging place on the way, that Jehovah met him, 


sand sought to kill him. Then Zipporah took a sharp stone, 


and cut off the foreskin of her son. She then threw herself 
at his feet, and said, “Surely a bloody husband art thou to 
me.” So he Iet him go: then she said, “ A bloody husband 
art thou,” because of the eircumcision. 

And Jehovah had said to Aaron, “Go into the desert to 
mect Moses.” And he went, and met him at the mountain 


as of God, and kissed him. Then Moscs told Aaron all the 


words of Jehovah who had sent him, and all the signs which 
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he had commanded him todo. And Moses and Aaron went, 
and gathered together all the elders of the children of Is- 
racl; and Aaron spake all the words which Jehovah had 
spoken to Moses, and did the signs in the sight of the 
people. And the people believed: and when they heard that 
Jehovah had yisited the children of Isracl, and that he had 
looked upon their affliction, they bowed their heads and wor- 
shipped. 


CHAP. V.—And afterward Moses and Aaron went, and 
said to Pharaoh, “Thus saith Jehovah the God of Israel, 
‘Let my people go, that they may keep a feast to me m the 
desert”? And Pharaoh said, “ Who is Jchovah, that I 
should obey his voice to let Isracl go? I know not Jehovah, 
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neither will I let Isracl go.” And they said, “The God of 3 


the Hebrews is our God: let us go, we pray thee, three days’ 
journcy into the desert, and sacrifice to Jehovah our God, 
lest he fall upon us with pestilence, or with the sword.” 
And the king of Egypt said to them, “ Wherefore do ye, 
Moses and Aaron, call off the people from their works? go 
to your burdens.” Pharaoh also said, ‘ Lo, the people are 
now numerous in the land, yet ye would make them rest 
from their burdens.” That same day Pharaoh commanded 
the task-masters of the people, and their officers, saying, 
“Ye shall no more give the people straw to make bricks, as 
herctofore; let them go and gather straw for themselves. 
Yet the stated number of bricks, which they have made 
heretofore, ye shall lay upon them; ye shall not diminish 
it; for they arc idle; therefore they cry, saying, ‘ Let us go 
that we may sacrifice to our God.’ Let more work be laid 
upon the men, that they may labour therein, and Ict them 
not regard vain words.” So the task-masters of the people 
went out with their officers and spake to the people, saying, 
«Thus saith Pharaoh, ‘I will not give you straw. Go ye, 
get for yourselves straw where ye can find it; yet not aught 
of your work shall be dimmished’” So the people were 
scattered abroad throughout all the land of Egypt, to gather 
stubble instead of straw. And the task-masters hastened 
them, saying, “ lulfil your works, your daily tasks, as when 
there was straw.”? And the officers of the children of Israel, 
whom Pharaoh’s task-masters had set over them, were beaten, 
and asked, “‘ Why have ye not fulfilled your task in makmg 
bricks, both yesterday and to-day, as heretofore?” Then 
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the officers of the children of Isracl came and cried to Pha- 
raoh, saying, “ Wherefore dealest thou thus with thy ser- 
16 vants? There 1s no straw given to thy servants, yet they say 
to us, ‘ Make bricks ;’ and, lo, thy servants are beaten ; but 
17 the fault is mm thine own people.” But he said, “Ye are 
altogether idlc, therefore ye say, ‘ Let us go and sacrifice to 
is Jehovah. Go therefore now, and work; for no straw shall 
be given to you, yet shall ye deliver the stated nwuber of 
19 bricks.”” Then the officers of the children of Isracl saw that 
they were in evil ease, after it was said, “ Ye shall not dimi- 
20 nish your bricks of your daily task.” And they met Moses 
and Aaron, who were standing in the way, as they came forth 
21 from Pharaoh, and they said to them, “ Je ovah look upon 
you, and judge; because ye have made us abominable in 
the eyes of Pharaoh, and in the eyes of his scrvants, to put 
e2 a sword in their hand to slay us.” And Moses returned 
to Jehovah, and said, “ Lord, why hast thou brought evil 
23 upon this people? why hast thou sent me? For since 
I came to Pharaoh to speak in thy name, he hath done 
evil to this people; neither hast thou at all delivered thy 
people.” 


2 CHAP. VI.—Then Jehovah said to Moses, “ Now shalt 
thou sce what I will do to Pharaoh; for through a strong 
hand shall he Iet them go, and through a strong hand shall 
he drive them out of his land.” : 

2 And God spake to Moses, and said to him, “I am Jcho- 

3 vah, and I appeared to Abraham, to Isaac, and to Jacob, as 
God Almighty; but by my name JEHOVAH was I not 

4 known to them. And I also established my covenant with 
them, to give them the land of Canaan, the land of their so- 

5 journings, in which they sojourned. And I have also heard 
the groaning of the children of Isracl, whom the Egyptians 
keep in bondage; and I have remembered my covenant. 

6 Wherefore say to the children of Isracl, ‘I am Jchovah, and 
Y will brmg you out from under the burdens of the Egyp- 
tians, and I will dehver you from their bondage, and I will 
redeem you with an out-stretched arm, and with great judg- 

7 ments, and I will take you to be my pcople, and I will be 
your God; and ye shall know that I, Jehovah, am your God, 
who bringeth you ont from under the burdens of the Egyp- 

stians. And I will bring you in unto the land, concerning 
which I sware to give it, to Abraham, to Isaac, and to Jacob ; 
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and I will give it to you for a heritage: I am Jehovah.” 
And Moses spake thus to the children of Israel ; but they 9 
hearkened not to Moses, for anguish of spint, and for ernel 
bondage. And Jchovah spake to Moses, saying, “Go i, 11 
speak to Pharaoh king of Lgypt, that he let the children of 
Tsracl go out of his land.’ And Moses spake before Jcho- 12 
vah, saying, “ Lo, the children of Isracl have not hearkened 
to me; how then shall Pharaoh hear me, who am of uncir- 
cumeised lips?” And Jehovah spake to Moses and to Aaron, 
and gave them a charge to the ehildren of Israel, and to 
Pharaoh king of Leypt, to bring the ehildren of Israel out 
of the land of Egypt. 

These were the heads of the houses of their fathers: The 14 
sons of Reuben, the first-born of Israel; Hanoch, and 
Phallu, Hezron, and Carmi: these were the families of Reu- 
ben, And the sons of Simeon; Jemuel, and Jamin, and 15 
Ohad, and Jachin, and Zohar, and Shaul, the son of a Ca- 
naanitish woman : these were the families of Simeon. And 16 
these were the names of the sons of Levi, according 
to their generations ; Gershon, and Kohath, and Merari. 
And the years of the life of Levi were a hundred and thirty- 
seven years. The sons of Gershon; Libni, and Shimi, 
according to their families. And the sons of Kohath ; 
Amram, rand Izhar, and Hebron, and Uzziel. And the years 
of the hfe of Kohath were a hundred and _ thirty- three 
years. And the sons of Merari; Mahali, and Mushi: 19 
these were the families of Levi, according ia their genera- 
tions. And Amram took to himself Jochabed, his father’s 20 
sister, for a wife; and she bare to him Aaron and Moses. 
And the years of the hfe of Amram were a hundred and 
thirty-seven years. And the sons of Izhar; Korah, and 2 
Nepheg, and Zichri. And the sons of Wiel Mishacel, 22 
and Vlzaphan, and Sithn. And Aaron took to himself 23 
Klisheba, daughter of Aminadab, sister of Naashon, for a 
wife; and she bare to him Nadab and Abihu, Eleazar and 
Ithamar. And the sons of Korah; Assir, and Elkanah, 24 
and Abiasaph: these were the families of the Korahites. 
And Eleazar, Aaron’s son, took to himself one of the daugh- 25 
ters of Puticl for a wife; and she bare to him Phineas : these 
were the heads of the fathers of the Levites, according to 
their families. 

These were that Aaron and Moses, to whom Jehovah said, <6 
“ Bring out the children of Israel from the land of Lgypt, 
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according to their hosts.” These were they who spake to 
Pharaoh king of Egypt, to bring out the children of Israel 
from Egypt: these were that Moses and Aaron. 

Now it came to pass on the day when Jchovah spake to 


9 Moses in the land of Egypt, that Jehovah spake to Moses, 


saying, “I am Jehovah: speak thou to Pharaoh king of 
Keypt all that I say to thee.’ And Moses said before Jcho- 
vah, ‘ Lo, I am of uneircumeised lips, and how shall Pharaoh 
hearken to me?” CHAP. VII.—And Jehovah said to Moses, 
“See, have made thee a God to Pharaoh,and Aaron thy 
brother shall be thy prophet. Thou shalt speak all that I 
command thee, and Aaron thy brother shall speak to Pharaoh, 
that he may send the children of Isracl out of his land. But I 
will harden Phavaoh’s heart, and multiply my signs and my 
wonders in the land of Egypt. For Pharaoh will not hearken 
to you, that I may lay my hand upon Egypt, and bring my 
hosts, my people tne children of Israel, out of the land of 
Keypt by great judgments. And the Egyptians shall know 
that Tam Jchovah, when I stretch forth my hand upon 
Egypt, and brmg out the children of Israel from among 
them.”’ And Moses and Aaron did as Jehovah commanded 
them; so they did. Now Moses was cighty years old, and 
Aaron eighty-three years old, when they spake to Pharaoh. 

And Jchovah spake to Moses and to Aaron, saying, 
“When Pharaoh shall speak to you, saying, ‘Shew a miracle 
for yourselves ;’ then thou shalt say to Aaron, ‘Take thy rod, 
and cast it before Pharaoh ;’ and it shall become a serpent.” 
And Moses and Aaron went in unto Pharaoh, and they did 
as Jehovah had commanded; for Aaron cast down his rod 
before Pharaoh, and before his servants, and it became a scr- 
pent. Then Pharaoh called also the wise men and the sor- 
cerers: and the magicians of Kgypt did in hke manner by 
their enchantments ; for they cast down every man his rod, 
and they became serpents; but Aaron’s rod swallowed up 
their rods. And the heart of Pharaoh was hardened, so that 
he hearkened not to them ; as Jehovah had said. 

And Jehovah said to Moses, “ Pharaoh’s heart is hardened, 
he refuseth to let the people go. Go to Pharaoh in the morn- 
ing; lo, he goeth out unto the water; and thou shalt stand 
on the bank of the River to meet him; and the rod which 
was turned into a serpent thou shalt take in thy hand. And 
thou shalt say to him, ‘Jehovah, God of the Hebrews, hath 

It 
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sent me unto thee, saying, ‘ Let my people go, that they may 
serve me in the desert: and, lo, hitherto thou hast not 
hearkened. Thus saith Jehovah, ‘By this thou shalt know 17 
that Iam Jehovah :’ lo, I will smite with the rod which is 
in my hand the waters which are inthe River, and they shall 
be turned into blood. And the fish that 1s in the River shall 1s 
die, and the River shall stink; so that the Egyptians shall 
loath to drink of the water of the River.” And Jehovah said 19 
to Moses, “Say to Aaron, ‘Take thy rod, and stretch out 
thy hand over the waters of Egypt, over their streams, over 
their canals, and over their pools, and over every cistern of 
water, that they may become blood; and that there may be 
blood throughout all the land of Egypt, both im vessels of 
wood, and in vessels of stone.’”’? And Moses and Aaron did 20 
so, as Jchovah commanded ; for Aaron lifted up Ins rod, and 
smote the waters that were in the River, in the sight of Pha- 
raoh, and in the sight of Is servants; and all the waters ° 
that were in the River were turned into blood; and the fish 
that were in the River died ; and the River stank, so that the 
Egyptians could not drink of the water of the River; and 
there was blood throughout all the land of Egypt. And the 22 
magicians of Egypt did so with their enchantments; and 
Pharaoh’s heart was hardened, so that he hearkened not to 
them, as Jehovah had said. But Pharaoh turned, and went 23 
into his house, and did not sct his heart even to this, And 24 
all the Egyptians digged round about the River for water 
to drink; for they conld not drink of the water of the 
Raver. ; 

And when seven days were fulfilled, and after that Jeho- 25 
vah had smitten the river, CHAP. VIJI.—Jehovah said i 
to Moses, “ Go unto Pharaoh, and say to him, ‘Thus saith 
Jehovah, Let my people go, that they may serve me. For 2 
if thou refuse to let them go, lo, I will smite all thy borders 
with frogs; and the River shall swarm with frogs, which 3 
shall go up and come into thy house, and mto thy bed- 
chamber, and upon thy bed, and into the houses of thy 
servants, and upon thy people, and into thy ovens, and 
into thy kneading-bowls; and the frogs shall come up, 4 
both upon thee, and upon thy people, and upon all thy 
servants.’ ”’? And Jehovah said to Moses, “Say to Aaron, 5 
‘Stretch forth thy hand with thy rod over the streams, and over 
the canals, and over the pools, and cause frogs to come up upon 
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6 the land of Egypt.’ ”’ And Aaron stretehed out his hand over 
the waters of Egypt; and the frogs came up, and covered 
7 the land of Egypt. And the magicians did so with their en- 
chantments, and brought up frogs upon the land of Egypt. 
gs Then Pharaoh ealled for Moses and Aaron, and said, “ En- 
treat Jehovah, that he may take away the frogs from me, and 
from my people, and I will let the people go, that they may 
9 saerifiee to Jehovah.” And Moses said to Pharaoh, “ Ap- 
point me at what time I shall entreat for thee, and for thy 
servants, and for thy people, that the frogs may be removed 
from thee, and from thy houses, and may remain in the River 

10 only.” And he said, “ To-morrow.” And Moses said, “ Be 
it aceording to thy word, that thon mayest know that there 

11 1s none lke Jehovah our God. And the frogs shall depart 
from thee, and from thy houses, and from thy servants, and 
from thy people; they shall remain in the River only.” 

12 Then Moses and Aaron went out from Pharaoh; and Moses 
cried to Jehovah, becanse of the frogs which he had brought 

13 against Pharaoh. And Jehovah did according to the word 
of Moses; for the frogs died out of the houses, and out of 

14 the villages, and out of the fields. And they gathered them 

1s together in heaps, and the land stank. But when Pharaoh 
saw that there was respite, he hardened his heart, and hear- 
kened not to them; as Jehovah had said. 

16 ©«=And Jehovah said to Moses, “Say to Aaron, ‘ Streteh forth 
thy rod, and smite the dust of the earth, that it may beeome 

17 gnats throughout all the land of Egypt.’” And they did 
so; for Aaron stretched out his hand with his rod, and 
smote the dust of the earth, and it became gnats on man 
and on beast; and all the dust of the land became gnats 

ig throughout all the land of Egypt. And the magicians did so 
with thew enehantments to bring forth gnats, but they could 

i9 not. And there were gnats on man and on beast. Then the 
magicians said to Pharaoh, “ This is the finger of God ¥” yet 
Pharaoh’s heart was hardened, and he hearkened not to 
them ; as Jehovali had said. 

20 And Jehovah said to Moses, “ Rise up early in the morn- 
ing, and stand before Pharaoh; (lo, he eometh forth to the 
water) and say to him, ‘Thus saith Jehovah, Let my people 

21 go, that they may serve me: for, if thon wilt not let my 
people go, lo, I will send beetles upon thee, and upon thy 
servants, and upon thy people, and into thy houses; and the 
houses of the Egyptians shall be full of beetles. and also 
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the ground on whieh they are. But I will distinguish, on 22 
that “day, the land of Goshen, in which my people dwell, so 
that no beetles shall be there ; in order that thou mayest 
know that Iam Jehovah in the midst of the land; and [ 23 
will make a distinction between my people and thy people. 
To-morrow shall this sign be.” And Jehovah did so: for 24 
there caine a grievous swarm of beetles into the house of 
Pharaoh, and info the houses of his servants, and into all 
the Jand of Egypt; the land was corrupted by reason of the 
bectles. Then Pharaoh called for Moses and for Aaron, and 25 
said, ‘Go ye sacrifice to your God in the land.” And Moses 26 
said, “It is not right so to do; for we shall saerifice the 
abomination of the Egyptians to Jehovah our God: lo, if 
we should sacrifice the abomination of the Egyptians before 27 
their cyes, would they not stone ust We will go three 
days’ journey into the wilderness, and sacrifice to Jehovah 
our God, as he shall command us.””?” And Pharaoh said, “TI 2s 
will let you go, that ye may Gb to Jehovah your Godi in 
the w ilderness 5 only ye shall not go very far away: entreat 
for me.” And Moses said, “ Lo, fe zo out from thee, and I 29 
will entreat Jchovah that the beetles may depart from Pha- 
yaoh, from his servants, and from his people, to-morrow ; but 
let not Pharaoh dea! deccitfully any more in not letting the 
people go to sacrifice to Jehovah.” Then Moses went out 39 
from Pharaoh, and entreated Jehovah. And Jehovah did ac- 31 
cording to the word of Moses; for he removed the bectles 
from Pharaoh, from his servants, and from his people: there 
remained not one. Yet Pharaoh hardened his heart at this 32 
tine also, and would not Iet the people go. 


CHAP. 1X.—Then Jehovah said to Moses, “Go unto1 
Pharaoh, and say to him, ‘Thus sath Jehovah, God of the 
Hebrews, Let my people go, that they may serve me. For 2 
if thou rere to let Satie co, and wilt detain them still, lo, 3 
the hand of Jehovah shall be upon thy cattle which is in the 
field, upon the horses, upon the asses, upon the camels, npon 
the oxen, and upon the sheep; avery grievous pestilence. 
But Jehovah will distinguish between the. cattle of the 4 
Israelites and the cattle of the Egyptians, so that nothing shall 
die of all that belongeth to the children of Isracl.’2” And 5 
Jehovah appointed a fixed tune, saying, ‘To-morrow Jchovah 
will do this thing in the land.” And Jehovah did that thing 6 
on the morrow; for all the cattle of the Ngvptians died, 
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but of the cattle of the children of Israel dicd not one. And 
Pharaoh sent, and, lo, there was not one of the cattle of 
the Israelites dead. Yct the heart of Pharaoh was hardened, 
and he did not let the people go. 

Then Jehovah said to Moses and to Aaron, “Take to you 
handfuls of ashes of the furnace, and let Moses sprinkle it 
towards heaven in the sight of Pharaoh ; and it shall become 
small dust in all the land of Egypt, and shall be an ulccrous 
inflammation upon man and beast, throughout all the land 
of Heypt.” And they took ashes of the furnace, and stood 
before Pharaoh ; and Moses sprinkled it up towards heaven ; 
and it became an ulcerous inflammation upon man and upon 
beast. And the magicians could not stand before Moses 
because of the inflammation ; for the inflammation was upon 
the magicians and upon all the Egyptians. But Jchovah 
hardened the heart of Pharaoh, so that he hearkened not to 
them, as Jehovah had spoken to Moses. 

And Jehovah said to Moses, “ Rise up early in the morn- 
ing, and stand before Pharaoh, and say to him, ‘Thus saith 
Jchovah, God of the Hebrews, Let my people go, that they 
may serve me. For I will at this time send all niy plagues 
upon thyself, and upon thy servants, and upon thy people, 
that thou mayest know that there is none hke me in all the 
earth. For now I could stretch out my hand and smite thee 
and thy people with pestilence, so that thou shouldst be cut 
off from the earth. But for this cause indeed have [ pre- 
served thee, to shew in thee my power, and that my name 
may be declared in all the carth. As thou yct exaltest thy- 
self against my people, so that thou wilt not Ict them go, lo, 
to-morrow about this time I will cause it to rain a very 
grievous hail, such as hath not been in Egypt since the day 
of its foundation even until now. Now therefore send, and 
gather in thy cattle, and all that thou hast in the field ; 
every man and beast which shall be found in the field, and 
shall not have been brought home, the hail shall come down 
upon them, and they shall die” We among the servants 
of Pharaoh who feared the word of Jehovah, made his 
servants and his cattle flee into the houses ; but he who re- 
carded not the word of Jehovah left his servants and his 
cattle in the field. Then Jehovah said to Moses, “ Stretch 
forth thy hand towards heaven, that there may be hail in all 
the land of Egypt, upon man, and upon beast, and upon 
every herb of the field, throughout the land of Egypt.” 
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And Moses stretehed forth Ins rod towards heaven; and 
Jehovah sent thunder and hail, and the fire ran along upon 
the ground; and Jehovah rained hail upon the land of 
Egypt. So there was hail, and fire mingled with the hail, 
very grievous, such as there had not been in all the land of 
Eeypt since it beeamea nation. And the hail smote through- 
out all the land of Egypt all that was in the field, both man 
and beast; and the hail smote every herb of the field, and 
brake every tree of the field. Only in the land of Goshen, 
where the children of Isracl were, there was no hail. And 
Pharaoh sent, and called for Moses and Aaron, and said to 
them, ‘TI have sinned this time: Jehovah is righteous, but I 
and my people are wicked. Entreat Jehovah that there may 
be an end of this mighty thunder and hail; and I will let 
you go, and ye shall stay no longer.” And Moses said to 
him, “‘ As soon as Tam gone ont of the city, I will spread 
abroad my hands to Jehovah, and the thunder shall cease, 
and there shall be no more hail ; in order that thou mayest 
know that the land is Jehovah’s. But as for thee and thy 
servants, [ know that ye will not yet fear Jehovah God.” 
Now the flax and the barley was smitten ; for the barley was 
m the ear, and the flax was in flower. "Pat the wheat and 
the spelt were not smitten; for they were not grown up. And 
Moses went out of the city from Pharaoh, and spread abroad 
his hands to Jehovah; and the thunders and the hail ceased, 
and the rain was not poured upon the earth. And when Pha- 
raoh saw that the rain and the hail and the thunders had ceased 
he sinned yet more and hardened his heart, he and his ser- 
vants. So the heart of Pharaoh was hardened, nor would he 
let the children of Israel go; as Jchovah had spoken by 
Moses. 


CHAP. X.—And Jehovah said to Moses, ‘‘Go in unto 
Pharaoh ; for £ have hardened his heart, and the heart of 
his servants, in order that I might shew these my signs 
among them, and that thou mightest tell mm the ears of thy 
son, and of thy son’s son, what things I have wrought in 
Egypt, and my signs which I have done amongst them; that 
ye may know that Tam Jchovah your God.” And Moses 
and Aaron went in unto Pharaoh, and said to him, ‘‘ Thus 
saith Jehovah the God of the Hebrews, ‘How long wilt 
thou refuse to humble thyself before me? Let my people 
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people go, lo, to-morrow I will bring the loeusts into thy bor- 
ders; and they shall cover the face of the earth, that it will 
not be possible to see the earth: and they shall eat the 
residue of that which has escaped, which remaineth to you 
from the hail, and they shall eat every tree which groweth 


6 for you out of the ficld; and they shall fill thy houses, and 
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the houses of all thy servants, and the houses of all the 
Egyptians: such neither thy fathers, nor thy fathers’ fathers 
saw, since the day they were upon the land unto this day. ” 
And he turned himself, and went out from Pharaoh. And 
Pharaoh’s servants said to him, “ Wow long shall this man 
be a snare to us? Lict the men go, that they may serve 
Jehovah their God. Wouldst thou first know that Egypt 1s 
destroyed?” And Moses and Aaron were brought again 
unto Pharaoh, and he said to them, ‘Go, serve Jehovah your 
God; but who are they that are to go?” And Moses said, 
“We will go with our young and with our old, with our 
sons and with our daughters, with our flocks and with our 
herds will we go; for we must keep a feast to Jchovah our 
God.” And Pharaoh said to them, “ May Jehovah be so 
with you, as I will Ict you go, with your httle ones! See! 
what evil designs ye have! Not so: go now, ye men and 
serve Jehovah ; for that ye desired.” And they were driven 
out from the presence of Pharaoh. Then Jehovah said to 
Moses, ‘Stretch out thy hand over the land of Egypt for 
the locusts, that they may come up upon the land of Keypt, 
and eat every herb of the land, all that the hail hath left.” 
And Moses stretched forth his rod over the land of Egypt, 
and Jchovah brought an east wind upon the land all that 
day, and all that night; and when it was morning, the cast 
wind brought the locusts. And the locusts went up over 
all the land of Egypt, and rested in great numbers in all the 
borders of Egypt: before them there were no such locusts 
as they, neither after them shall there be such; for they 
eovered the face of the whole land, so that the land was 
darkened ; and they ate every herb of the land, and all the 
fruit of the trees which the hail had left; and there remained 
not any green thing in the trees, or in the herbs of the field, 


16 through all the land of Egypt. Then Pharaoh called for 


Moses and Aaron in haste; and he said, “I have sinned 


17 against Jehovah your God, and against you. Now, there- 


fore, forgive, I pray thee, my sin only this once, and en- 
treat Jehovah your God, that he may take away from me this 
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death only.” And he went out from Pharaon, and en- 1s 
treated Jehovah, and Jehovah turned a very strong west 19 
wind, which took away the locusts, and cast them into the 
Red Sea: there remained not one locust in all the borders of 
Kegypt. But Jchovah hardened Pharaoli’s heart, so that he 
would not let the children of Israel go. 

And Jehovah said to Moses, “Stretch out thy hand to- 
wards heaven, that there may be darkness over the land of 
Keypt, even darkness which jnay be felt.” And Moses 22 
stretched forth his hand towards heaven; and there was a 
thick darkness m all the land of Egypt for three days: 
they saw not one another, neither rose any from his place 23 
for three days; but all the children of Israel had hght in 
their dwellings. Then Pharaoh called to Moses, and said, 24 
“Go ye, serve Jehovah ; only Ict your flocks and your herds 
remain: “let your little ones also go with you.” And Mlo- 
ses said, “ Thou must give us also sacrifices and burnt-offer- 
ings, that we may sacrifice to Jehovah our God. Our cattle 26 
also shail go with us; there shall not a hoof be left behind ; 
for of them we must take to serve Jehovah our God, and we 
know not with which we must serve Jchovah until we come 
thither.’ But Jehovah hardened the heart of Pharaoh, <7 
so that he would not let them go. And Pharaoh said to 2s 
Moses, “ Be gone from me. Take heed to thyself; see my 
face no more; for in the day thou seest my face thou shait 
die.’ And Moses said, “Thou hast spoken well; I will sce 29 
thy face again no more.”’ 
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CHAP. XI.—Now Jchovah had said to Moses, “ Yet will 1 
I bring one plague upon Pharaoh and upon Legypt, and 
afterwards he will let you go hence: when he shall let you 
go, he will surely thrust you out hence altogether. Speak 2 
now in the ears of the people, and let every man ask of his 
neighbonr, and every woman of her neighbour, jewels of 
silver, and jewels of gold.’ And Jehovah gave the people 3 
favour in the sight of the Egyptians. The man Moses also 
was very great in the land of Egypt, m the sight of Pha- 
raoh’s servants, and in the sight of the people. And Moses 4 
said, ‘Thus saith Jehovah, ‘About midnight will I go 
through the midst of Egypt, and every first-born in the land 5s 
of Ngypt shall die, from the first-born of Pharaoh who sitteth 
upon his throne, to the first-born of the maid-servant who 
is behind the mill; and to the first-born of every beast.’ 
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6 And there shall be a great ery throughout all the land of 
Egypt, such as never hath been, and such as shall not be 

7 again, But against all the children of Israel not a dog shall 
move his tongue, against cither man or beast; that ye may 
know that Jehovah doth put a difference between the Egyp- 

s tians and the Israclites. And all these thy servants shall 
come down to me, and bow down themselves to ie, saying, 
‘Go out, thou and all the people that follow thee :’ and after 
that I will go out.” And he went out from Pharaoh in 

9 great anger. Now Jehovah had said to Moses, “ Pharaoh 
will not hearken to you, that my wonders may be multiplied 

10 in the land of Egypt.” And Moses and Aaron did all these 
wonders before Pharaoh ; and Jchovah hardened Pharaon’s 
heart, so that he would not let the children of Isracl go out 
of his land. 


1 CHAP, XII.—And Jehovah spake to Moses and Aaron m 
2 the land of Egypt, saymg, “This month shall be to you the 
beginning of months: it shall be the first month of the year 
3 to you. Speak ye to all the congregation of the children of 
Israel, saying, ‘In the tenth day of this month let them take 
to themselves every man a lamb, according to the house of 
4 their fathers; a lamb fora house. But if the household be 
too small for the lamb, }et him and his neighbour next to his 
house take one, according to the number of the persons: 
every man, according to his own eating, shall reckon for the 
slamb. Your lamb shall be without blemish, a male of the 
first year: ye shall take it from the shecp, or from the goats ; 
6 and ye shall keep it until the fourteenth day of the same 
month; and the whole assembly of the congregation of 
7 Israel shall kill it in the evening. And they shall take some 
of the blood, and sprinkle it on the two side-posts and on the 
s lintel of the houses in which they ‘shall eat it. And they 
shall eat the flesh in that night, roasted by fire: with un- 
9 leavened bread, and with bitter herbs they shall eat it. Ye 
shall not cat of it raw, nor boiled in water, but roasted by 
10 fire ; its head with its legs, and with its entrails. And ye 
shall let none of it remain until the morning; or that which 
remaineth of it until the morning ye shall burn with fire. 
11 And thus shall ye eat it; your lois girded, your shoes on 
your feet, and your staff in your hand; and ye shall eat it in 
12 haste : it is the passover of Jehovah. For I will pass through 
the land of Egypt this night, and will smite all the first-born 
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in the land of Egypt, both man and beast ; and against all 
the gods of Egypt I will exeente judgment : I am Jehovah. 
And the blood shall be to you for a token upon the houses 13 
where ye are; and when I see the blood, I] will pass over 
you, and the plague shall not be upon you to destroy you, 
when I smite the land of Egypt. And this day shall be to 
you for a memorial, and ye shall keep it a feast to Jehovah 
throughout your generations ; ye shall keep it a feast by a 
perpetual ordinance. Seven days shall ye eat unleavened 
bread ; even on the first day ye shall put away leaven out of 
your houses ; ; for whosoever cateth leavened bread from the 
first day until the seventh day, that person shall be cut off 
from Isracl. And on the first day ye shall have a holy con- 
vocation, and on the seventh day a holy convocation; no 
manner of work shall be done in them, except what every man 
must eat; that only may be done by you. And ye shall ob- 
serve the feast of unleavened bread; for in this very day I 
brought your hosts out of the land of Egypt: therefore shall 
ye observe this day throughout your generations by a per- 
petual ordinance. In the first month, from the evening of 18 
the fourteenth day of the month, ye ‘shall cat unleavened 
bread, until the evening of the twenty- -first day of the month. 
Seven days there shall be no leaven found in your houses ; 
for whosoever eateth that which is leavened, even that person 
shall be cut off from the congregation of Israel, whether he 
be a stranger, or one born in the land. Ye shall eat nothing 20 
leavened; in all your habitations shall ye eat unleavened 
bread.’ 7” 

-Then Moses called for the elders of Isracl, and said to 21 
them, “ Choose out and take for yourselves a lamb, according 
to your families, and kill the passover: then take a bunch of 22 
hyssop, and dip it in the blood that is m the bason, and strike 
the lintel and the two side-posts with the blood that is in the 
bason ; and let none of you go out at the door of his house 
until the morning. For Jehovah will pass through to snite 23 
the Egyptians; and when he seeth the blood upon the lintel, 
and on the two side-posts, Jehovah will pass over the door, 
and will not suffer the destroyer to come im to your houses to 
smite you. And ye shall observe this thing as a perpetual 24 
ordinance to thee and to thy children. Andit shall come to 
pass when ye are come into the land which Jehovah will give 
you, according as he hath promised, that ye shall keep this 
service ; and it shall come to pass when your children shall 26

o7 say to you, ‘What mean ye by this service?’ that ye shall 
say, ‘It is the sacrifice of the passover of Jchovah, who 
passed over the houses of the children of Israel in Egypt, 
when he smote the Egyptians, and delivered our houses.’ ”’ 

es And the people bowed the head, and made obeisance. And 
the children of Isracl went away, and did as Jehovah had 
commanded Moses and Aaron ; so they did. 

o9 And it came to pass that at midnight, Jehovah smote all 
the first-born in the land of Egypt, from the first-born of 
Pharaoh that sat on his throne, to the first-born of the cap- 
tive that was in the dungeon; and all the first-born of cattle. 

30 And Pharaoh rose up in the night, he, and all his servants, 
and all the Egyptians; and there was a great cry m Egypt ; 
for there was not a house in which there was not one dead. 

31 And he called for Moses and Aaron by mght, and said, 
“Rise, depart from among my people, both you and the 
children of Israel, and go, serve Jehovah as ye have said. 

32 Take your flocks also, and your herds, as ye have said, and 

33 go; and bless me also.” And the Egyptians were urgent 
upon the people, that they might send them out of the land 

34 in haste; for they said, “We shall all be dead!” And the 
people took their dough being not yet leavened, their knead- 
ing-bowls being bound up in their clothes upon their shoul- 

35 ders. And the children of Isracl had done as Moses had 
commanded them; and they had asked of the Kegyptians 

36 jewels of silver and jewels of gold, and raiment ; and Jehovah 
had given the people favour in the sight of the Egyptians, so 
that they gave to them such things as they required ; and they 
spoiled the Egyptians. 

37. And the children of Israel journeyed from Rameses to 
Succoth, about six hundred thousand on foot that were men, 

3s beside children. And a mixed multitude went up also with 

39 them; and flocks and herds, even very much cattle. And 
they baked unleavened cakes of the dough which they brought 
forth out of Egypt; for it had not been leavened, because 
they were thrust out of Egypt, and could not tarry, nor had 

40 they prepared for themselves any food. Now the sojourn- 
ment of the children of Israel who dwelt in Egypt, was four 

41 hundred and thirty years. And it came to pass at the end 
of the four hundred and thirty years, even on that very day 
it came to pass that all the hosts of Jehovah went out from 

42 the land of Egypt. It is a night to be much observed to 
Jehovah for bringing them out from the land of Egypt: this is 
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that mght of Jchovah to be observed by all the children of 
Israel in their generations. 

And Jchovah said to Moses and Aaron, ‘“ This is the 43 
ordinance of the passover. No alien shall eat of it, but every 44 
man’s servant that 1s bought with moncy, when thou hast eir- 
eumeised him, then shall he eat of it. A sojourner and a 45 
hired servant shall not eat of it. In one house shall it be 46 
eaten ; thou shalt not carry forth out of the house any part of 
the flesh, nor shall ye break a bone thereof. All the congre- 47 
gation of the children of Israel shall keep it. And when a 4s 
stranger shall sojourn with thee, and will keep the passover to 
Jehovah, Iet all his males be circumcised, and then let him 
come near and keep it; and he shall be as one that 1s born in 
the land; for no uncircumcised person shall cat of it. One 49 
law shall be for the native, and for the stranger that sojourn- 
eth among you.” <And all the children of Isracl did as 50 
Jchoval commanded Moses and Aaron; so they did. And 51 
it came to pass that very day, that Jehovah brought the 
— of Israel out of the land of Egypt by their 

osts. 


CHAP. XIUT—And Jehovah spake to Moses, saying, 
“Sanctify to me every male first-born, which openeth every 
womb among the children of Isracl, whether of man or of 
beast; it is mine.” And Moses said to the people, “Re- 3 
member this day, in which ye came out of Egypt, out of the 
house of bondage; for by strength of hand Jehovah brought 
you out thenee: nothing leavened shall be eaten on the day 4 
in which ye came out, in the month Abib. And it shall be 5 
when Jchovah shall have brought thee into the land of the 
Canaanites, and the IIittites, and the Amorites, and the 
Hivites, and the Jebusites, which he sware to thy fathers to 
give thee, a land flowing with milk and honey, that thou 
shalt keep this service in this month. Seven days thou 6 
shalt eat unleavened bread, and in the seventh day shall be 
a feast to Jehovah. Unleavened bread shall be eaten seven 
days, and there shall no leavened bread be scen with thee, 
neither shall there be leaven seen with thee in all thy bor- 
ders. And thou shalt shew thy son m that day, saying, s 
‘Tt is ou account of that which Jchovah did to me when I 
came forth out of Egypt.” And it shall be for a sign to thee 9 
upon thy hand, and for a memorial between thine eyes; that 
the law of Jchovah may be in thy mouth; for with a strong 
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10 hand hath Jehovah brought thee out of Egypt. Thou shalt 
therefore keep this ordinance in its season every year. 

n= “And it shall be when Jehovah shall have brought thee 
into the land of the Canaanites, as he sware to thee and thy 

12 fathers, and shall have given it to thee, that thou shalt set 
apart to Jehovah every thing that opencth the womb and 
every firstlmg the issue of a beast which thou mayest have ; 

13 the males shall be Jchovah’s. And every firstlmg of an ass 
thou shalt redeem with a lamb; and if thou wilt not redeem 
it, then thou shalt break its neek ; but every male first-born 

144among thy elldren thou shalt redeem. And it shall be, 
when thy son asketh thee m time to come, saying, ‘ What is 
this?’ that thou shalt say to him, ‘ By strength of hand 
Jehovah brought us out of Egypt, out of the house of bond- 

1s age; for, it came to pass when Pharaoh obstinately refused 
to let us go, that Jehovah slew all the first-born in the land of 
Egypt, both the first-born of man, and the first-born of 
beast : therefore I saerifiee to Jehovah all that opencth the 
womb, bemg males; but all the first-born of my children I 

16 redeem.” And it shall be fora token wpon thy hand, and 
for frontlets between thine eyes: for by strength of hand 
Jehovah brought us forth out of Egypt.” 

17, And it came to pass when Pharaoh had let the people go, 
that God led them not by the way of the land of the Phili- 
stines, although that was the nearest ; for Ged said, “ Lest 
the people repent when they sce war, and return to Egypt ;” 

is but God led the people about, by the way of the desert of 
the Red Sea. And the children of Israel went up in array 

19 out of the land of Egypt. And Moses took with him the 
bones of Joseph ; for he had solemnly adjured the children 
of Israel, saying, “God will surely visit you, and ye shall 

20 carry up my bones away hence with you.” And they took 
their journcy from Suecoth, and encamped in Etham, at 

ai the extremity of the desert. And Jchovah went before 
them, by day in a pillar of a cloud, to lead them on the way, 
and by night m a pillar of fire, to give them light; that 

22 they might go by day and by might. He took not away the 
pillar of the cloud by day, nor the pillar of fire by night, 
from before the people. 


1 CHAP. XIV.—And Jehovah spake to Moses, saying, 
2 “Speak to the ehildren of Israel, that they turn and encamp 
before Pi-hahiroth, between Migdol and the sea, over against 
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Baal-zephon : before 1t shall ye eneamp, by the sea. For Pha- 
raoh will say of the children of Israel, ‘‘They are entangled 


3 


in the land, the desert hath shut them in’ And I will4 


harden Pharaoh’s heart so that he shall follow after them ; 
and I will be honoured upon Pharaoh, and upon all his host ; 
that the Egyptians may know that I am Jehovah.” And 


they did so. And it was told to the king of Egypt that the s 


people had fled; and the heart of Pharaoh and of his 
servants was changed towards the people, and they said, 
“What is this that we have done, to let Israel go from serving 
us??? And he made ready his chariot, and took with him 
his people ; and he took six hundred chosen chariots, and 
all the cavalry of Egypt, and officers over the whole. And 
Jehovah hardened the heart of Pharaoh king of Egypt, and 
he pursued ‘after the children of Israel; though the children 
of Isracl had gone out with a Ingh hand. But the Egyp- 
tians pursued after them, all the horses and chariots of Pha- 
raoh, and his horsemen, even his whole force, and overtook 
them encamping by the sea, beside Pi-hahiroth, before Baal- 
zephon. And when Pharaoh drew mgh, the children of 
Isracl] hfted up their eves, and, lo, the Egyptians were march- 
ing after them; and the children of Israel were exceedingly 
afraid, and cred to Jchovah. And they said to Moses, 
“ Beeause there were no graves in Egypt, hast thou brought 
us away to dic in the desert ? what 1s this thou hast done to 
us, by bringing us out of Egypt? Is not this what we told 
thee in Kgypt, saying, ‘ Let us alone, that we may serve the 
Egyptians ?’ for it would have been better for us to serve the 
Lgyptians, than to dic in the desert.” And Moses said to 
the people, “ Fear ye not, stand still, and sec the salvation of 
Jchovah, which he will work for you this day ; for the Egyp- 
tians whom ye sce to-day, ye shall sce again no more for 
ever: Jchovah will fight for you, while ye are silent.” And 
Jehovah said to Moses, “ Wherefore criest thou to me? Tell 
the children of Israel to go forward; but lift thou up thy 
rod, and stretch out thy hand over the sca, and divide it, 
that the children of Isracl may go through the midst of the 
sca on the dry ground. And, Jo, I will harden the hearts of 
the Egyptians, and they shall follow them; and I will get 
me honour upon Pharaoh, and upon all his host, upon 
his chariots, and upon his horsemen. And the Egyptians 
shall know that ] am Jchovah, when I have gotten me 
honour upon Pharaoh, upon his chariots, and upon his horse- 
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i9men.” And the angel of God which had gone before the 


eamp of the Israelites, removed, and went behind them, and 
the pillar of the cloud went from before them, and stood 


20 behind them ; and it came between the camp of the Kgyp- 
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tians, and the camp of the Israelites; and it was a cloud and 
darkness to the Egyptians, but it gave hight by mght to the 
Israelites ; so that the one eame not near to the other all the 
might. Then Moses stretched out his hand over the sea; 
and Jehovah by a strong east wind caused the sea to go back 
all that night, and he turned the sea mto dry ground, and 
the waters were divided. And the children of Israel went 
into the midst of the sea on the dry ground: and the waters 
were a wall to them on them mght hand and on their left. 
And the Egyptians pursued, and went in after them to the 
midst of the sea, all the horses of Pharaoh, his chariots, 
and jis horsemen. 

And it eame to pass that in the mornmg-wateh Jehovah 
looked upon the host of the Egyptians through the pillar of 
fire, and of the eloud, and troubled the host of the Egyp- 


5 tians, and tumed aside their chariot-wheels, so that they 


drove them heavily: the Egyptians therefore said, ‘ Let us 
flee from the faee of the Israchtes; for Jehovah fighteth for 
them against the Egyptians.” Then Jchovah said to Moses, 
“Stretch out thy hand over the sea, that the waters may 
come again upon the Egyptians, and upon their chariots, 
and upon their horsemen.” And Moses stretehed forth his 
hand over the sea, and when the morning appeared the sca 
returned to its strength, and the Egyptians met it as they 
fled. Thus Jehovah overthrew the Egyptians in the midst 
of the sea. For the waters returned, and covered the chia- 
riots, and the horsemen ; all the host of Pharaoh that had 
gone into the sea after the Israelites: there remained not 
even one of them. But the eluldren of Israel walked upon 
dry ground in the midst of the sea; and the waters were a 
wall to them on them right hand, and on their left. Thus 
Jchovah saved the Israelites that day out of the hand of the 
Egyptians; and the Israelites saw the Egyptians dead upon 
the sea-shore. And when the Israchtes saw that great work 
whieh Jehovah did upon the Egyptians, the people feared 
Jehovah, and trusted in Jehovah and in his servant Moses. 


CHIAP. XNV.—Then sang Moses and the children of Israel 
this song to Jehovah, and spake, saying, 
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“Twill sg unto Jehovah, for he hath highly exalted 
himself: 

The horse and his mder he hath thrown into the sea. 

Jchovah is my strength and my song, 2 

And he is become my salvation : 

He is my God, and I will glorify him ; 

My father’s God, and I will exalt him. 

Jehovah is mighty im war: 3 

Jchovah 1s his name. 

The chariots of Pharaoh and his host he hath cast into 4 
the sea : 

His chosen captains are drowned in the Red Sea. 

The depths have covered them : 5 

They went down to the bottom hike a stone. 

Thy right hand, O Jehovah, hath been glorious in power: 6 

Thy right hand, O Jehovah, hath dashed im pieces the 
eneny. 

In the greatness of thine excellency thou hast overthrown 7 
them who rose up against thee : 

Thou sentest forth thy wrath, it consumed them hke 
stubble. 

By the blast of thy nostrils the waters were heaped up; 

The floods stood upnght as a heap ; 

The depths were congealed in the midst of the sea. 

The enemy said, ‘I will pursue, I will overtake, 9 

I will divide the spoil ; 

My desire shall be satisfied upon them ; 

T will draw my sword, my hand shall repossess them.’ 

Thou didst blow with thy breath, the sea covered them; 10 

They sank hke lead in the mghty waters. 

Who among the gods is hke thee, O Jehovah ! i 

Who, like thee, is glorious in holiness, 

Fearful in praises, doing wonders ! 

Thou stretchedst. out thy right hand, 12 

The earth swallowed them. 

Thou hast led forth in thy mercy the people whom thou 13 
hast redeemed : 

Thou art guiding them in thy strength to thy holy habi- 
tation. 


Peoples shall hear, and tremble: 14 
Pangs shall seize the inhabitants of Philistia. 
Then shall the princes of Edom be amazed : 15 


Trembling shall seize the mghty men of Moab: 
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All the inhabitants of Canaan shall melt away. 

16 Fear and dread shall fall upon them: 

Through the greatucss of thine arm they shall be still as 
a stone ; 

Till thy people pass over, O Jehovah, 

Till the people pass over whom thou hast purchiased. 

17 Thou wilt bring them in, and plant them in the mountain 

of thine inheritanec, 

The place, O Jehovah, which thou hast made for thyself to 
dwell in, 

The sanctuary, O Jehovah, which thine hands have esta- 
bhshed. 

is Jehovah shall reign for ever and ever.” 

19 ~=For the horses of Pharaoh, with his chariots and with his 
horsemen, went into the sca, and Jehovah brought again the 
waters of the sea upon them ; but the children of Israel went 
on dry ground in the midst of the sca. 

20 And Miriam the prophetess, the sister of Aaron, took 
a timbrel in her hand; and all the women went out after 

a1 her with timbrels and with danecs, And Miriam answered 
them, 

“Sing ye to Jehovah, for he hath highly exalted himself ; 
The horse and his rider hath he thrown into the sca.” 

22 Then Moses Iced the Israclites away from the Red Sea; 
and they went out into the desert of Shur; and they jour- 

23 neyed three days in the desert, and found no water. And 
when they came to Marah, they could not drink of the 
waters of Marah, for they were bitter; therefore the name 

21 of that place was called Marah [pirrerness]. And the 
people murmured against Moses, saying, * What shall we 

25 drink?” And he cried to Jehovah; and Jchovah shewed 
him a wood, which he cast into the waters, and the waters 
became sweet. There Jehovah made a statute and an ordi- 

26 nance, and there he proved them, and said, “If thou wilt 
diligently hearken to the voice of Jchovah thy God, and 
wilt do that which is right in his sight, and wilt give ear to 
his commandments, and kecp all his statutes, I will bring 
none of the diseases upon thee, which I bronght upon the 
Egyptians: for I am Jehovah who healeth thee.” 

27 And they came to Elim, where were twelve wells of water, 
and seventy palm-trees; and they encamped there by the waters. 

1 CHAP. XVI.—And they journeyed from Elim ; and all the 
congregation of the children of Israel came unto the desert 
I 
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of Sin, which is between Elim and Sinai, on the fifteenth day 
of the second month after their departure from the land of 
Egypt. And the whole congregation of the children of Is- 2 
racl murmured against Moses and Aaron in the desert ; 

and the children of Israel sad to them, “Oh that we had 
died by the hand of Jehovah in the land of Egypt, when we 
sat by the flesh-pots, when we ate bread to the full! for ye 
have brought us forth into this desert, to kill this whole as- 
sembly by famine.’ Then Jehovah ond to Moses, “ Lo, I 
will vain bread for you from the heavens; and the people 
shall go out and gather a certain portion every day, that I 
may prove them, whether they will walk in my law or not. 
And on the sixth day they shall prepare what they bring in, 
and it shall be twice as much as they gather daily.” “And 
Moses and Aaron said to all the children of Israel, ‘‘In the 
evening ye shall know that Jehovah hath brought you out 
from the land of Ee gypt, and in the morning ye shall sce the 
glory of Jchovah; since he hath heard your murmurings 
agaist Jchovah : for what are we that ye murmur against 
us?” And Moses said, ‘‘ This shall be, when Jchovyah shall 
give you in the evening ficsh to cat, mm in the morning 
buread to the full; since Jehovah hath heard your murmur- 
ings which ye mnie against him. For what are we? 
your murmurings are not against us, but agaist Jehovah.” 


3 
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‘And Moses said to Aaron, « Say to on the congregation of 9 


the children of Israel, Cane near before Jehovah; for he 
hath heard your murmurings.? ” And it came to pass while 
Aaron was speaking to the “whole congregation of the chil- 
dren of Israel, that they looked tow ard the deser t, and, Io, 
the glory of Jehovah appeared in the cloud. Now Jchovah 
had spoken to Moses, saymg, “TI have heard the murmurings 
of the children of Isvael: speak to them saying, ‘In the 
evening ye shall cat flesh, and in the mornmg ye shall be 
filled with bread; and ye shal know that I Jehovah am your 
God?” And it came to pass that in the evening the quails 
caine up, and covered the camp ; and in the morning there 
was a fall of dew round about the camp. And when the fall 
of dew had gone off, lo, upon the face of the desert there lay 
something small and shining; small as the hoar frost on the 
earth. .And when the children of Israel saw it, they said 
one to another, “ What is it?” for they knew not what it 
was. And Moses said to them, “This 1s the bread which 
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Jehovah giveth you to cat. This is what Jchovah hath 16 
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commanded, Gather of it, every one according to his eating ; 
an omer for every man, according to the number of your 
persons; take ye evcry one for those who are in his tent.” 
And the children of Israel did so, and gathered, some more, 
some less. And when they measured it with an omer, he 
that had gathered much had nothing over, and he that had 
gathered little had no want: they gathered every one ac- 
cording to his cating. And Moses said, “ Let no one ieave 
of it until the morning.” Yet they hearkened not to Moses; 
but some of them left of it until the morning, and it bred 
worms, and stank; and Moses was angry with them. So 
they gathered 1t every morning, every one according to his 
eating ; and when the sun grew hot, it melted away. But 
it came to pass that on the sixth day they gathered twice as 
much food, two omers for each person. And all the rulers 
of the congregation came and told Moses, and he said to 
them, “ This is what Jehovah hath said, ‘To-morrow is the 
rest of the holy sabbath to Jehovah: bake what ye will bake, 
and boil what ye will boil; and that which remaineth over 
lay up for yourselves, to be kept until the mornmg.’” = And 
they laid it up until the mornimg, as Moses commanded ; 
aud it did not stink, nor was there any worm in it, And 
Moses said, “ Hat that to-day; for to-day is a sabbath to 
Jchovah: to-day ye shall not find it m the field. Six days 
ye shall gather it; but on the seventh day, which ts the sab- 
bath, there shall be none.” And it came to pass that some 
of the people went ont on the seventh day to gather, but 
they found none. And Jehovah said to Moses, “ How long 
refuse ye to keep my commandments and my laws? See, 
because Jchovah hath appoimted to yeu the sabbath, there- 
fore he giveth you on the sixth day the bread of two days: 
abide ye every man m lus place; let no man go out of his 
place on the seventh day.’ So the pcople rested on the 
seventh day. And the house of Israel called the name of 
this food Manna: and it was like cortander-seed, white, and 
its taste like a cake made with honey. And Moses said, 
This is what Jehovah hath commanded, ‘ Fill an omer of it, 
to be kept throughout your generations, that they may sec 
the bread with which I fed you in the desert, when I brought 
you forth from the land of Egypt.’” And Moses said to 
Aaron, “Take a pot, and put mit a full omer of manna, 
and lay it up before Jehovah, to be kept throughout your 


34 generations.’ So Aaron laid it up before the testimonials,

to be kept as Jehovah commanded Moses. And the children 
of Israel ate manna forty years, until they came to an inha- 
bited land: they ate manna until they came to the borders 


35 


of the land of Canaan.—Now an omer is the tenth part of 36 


an ephah. 


CHAP. XVIJ.—And all the congregation of the children 
of Isracl journeyed from the desert of Sin, ordermg their 
journies according to the commandment of Jchoy ae ; anal 
they pitched in Rephidim, where there was no water for the 
people to drmk. Wherefore the people contended with Mo- 
ses, and said, “Give us water that we may drink.’ And 
Moses said to them, “ Why do ye contend with me? Why 
do ye try Jehovah?” And the people tlirsted there for 
water; and the people murmured against Moses, and said, 
“ Wherefore hast thou thus brought us up out of Keypt, to 
kill us and our children and our eattle with thirst?” And 
Moses cried to Jehovah, saying, “ What shall I do to this 
people ? they are almost ready to stone me.” And Jchovah 
said to Moses, “ Go on before the people, and take with thee 
some of the elders of Israel, and thy rod, with which thou 
smotest the river, take in thy hand, and go. Lo, I will 
stand before thee there by the rock in Horch ; and thou shalt 
smite the rock, and water shall come out of it, that the 
people may drink.” And Moses did so in the sight of the 
elders of Isracl And he called the name of the place Mas- 
sah [rriaL], and Meribah [contention], because of the 
contention of the children of Israel, and beeause they tried 
Jchovah, saying, “Is Jehovah among us, or not?” 

Then came the Amalekites and fought with the Israchtes 
in Rephidim. And Moses said to Joshua, “ Choose out men 


for us, and go out to fight with the Aimalckites : to-morrow 


I will stand on the top of the hill, with the rod of God in 
my hand.” So Joshua did as Moses had said to him, and 
fought with the Amalekites, and Moses, Aaron, and Hur 
went up to the top of the hill. And it came to pass that 
when Moses held up his hand, the Israelites prevailed ; and 
when he let down his hand, the Amalekites prevailed. But 
the hands of Moses were heavy; and they took a stone, and 
put 7 under him, and he sat on it, and Aaron and Hur 
held up his hands, the one on the one side, and the other on 
the other side; and his hands were steady until the going 
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down of the sun. And Joshua discomfited the people of 13 
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14 Amalek and smote thein with the edge of the sword. Then 


Jehovah said to Moses, “ Write this for a memorial in a 
book, and rehearse it in the cars of Joshua, that I will ut- 
terly blot out the remembranee of the Amalekites from under 


is the heavens.” And Moses built an altar, and called the 
ig name of it Jchovah-nissi [JEHOVAH My sIGNAL]|: for he 
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said, “It shall be known as a signal of the war which 
Jehovah will have with the Amalekites from generation to 
generation.” 


CHAP. XVITI.—When Jethro the priest of Midian, the 
father-in-law of Moses, heard of all that God had done for 
Moses, and for his people, the Israclites, how Jchovah had 
brought the Israchtes out of Egypt, then Jcthro, the father- 
in-law of Moses, took Zipporah, the wife of Moses, after he 
had sent her back, and her two sons (of whom the name of 
the one was Gershom [4 stRANGER THERE] ; for AZoses said, 
“] have been a stranger in a foragn land;” and the name 
of the other was Ehezer [cop witL neve]; “For the God 
of my father, said he, has been my helper, and delivered me 
from the sword of Pharaoh’’) ; and Jethro, the father-in-law 
of Moses, came with his sons and his wife to Moses into thic 
desert, where he was eneamped by the mountain of God. 
And he said to Moses, “I, thy father-m-law Jethro, am 
come to thee, and thy wife, and her two sons with her.” 
And Moses went out to meet his father-in-law, and he bowed 
himself, and kissed him; and when they had asked each.other 
of thetr welfare they went into the tent. And Moses told 
his father-in-law all that Jehovah had done to Pharaoh and 
to the Egyptians for the sake of the Israclites, and all the 
travail that had come upon them by the way, and how Je- 
hovah had delivered them. And Jethro rejoiced for all the 
good which Jehovah had done to the Israclites, whom he 
had delivered out of the hand of the Egyptians. And Jcthro 
said, Blessed be Jehovah, who hath delivered you out of the 
hand of the Egyptians, and out of the hand of Pharaoh ; 
who hath dehvered the people from under the hand of the 
Egyptians. Now I know that Jchovah 1s greater than all 
gods, for in the matter im whieh they had dealt proudly he 
was above them.” And Jethro, the father-in-law of Moses, 
brought a burnt-offering and saerifiecs to God, and Aaron 
eane, and all the elders of Israel, to cat bread with the 
father-in-law of Moses before God. 
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Now it eame to pass on the next day that Moses sat to 
judge the people, and the people stood by Moses from the 
morning until the evening. And when the father-in-law of 
Moses saw all that he did to the people, he said, “ What is 
this that thou doest to the people? why sittest thou alone, 
and all the people stand by thee from the morning until the 
evening?” And Moses said to his father-in-law, “ Because 
the people come to me to inquire of God. When they have 
any cause they come to me, and I judge between one and 
another, and make known to them the statutes of God and 
his laws.” And the father-in-lay of Moses said to him, 
“The thing that thou doest is not good. Thou wilt surely 
wear out both thyself and this people that 1s with thee ; for 
this thing is too heavy for thee; thou art not able to perform 
it alone. Hearken now ta my yoiee, I will give thee counsel, 
and God will be with thee. Be thou before God for the 
people, and bring thou the causes to God, and teach them 
ordinanees and laws, and show them the way wherein they 
must walk, and the work that they must do. But provide 
thou out of all the people able men, such as fear God, men of 
truth, hating unjust gain; and place these over them, rulers 
of thousands, rulers of hundreds, rulers of fifties, and rulers of 
tens ; and let them judge the people at all seasons: but every 
ereat matter that arises let them bring to thee, and every 
small matter let them judge: so shall it be easier for thyself, 
and they shall bear the burden with thee. If thou wilt do this 
thing, and God command thee so, then thou wilt be able to 
endure, and all this people will also go to their place in peace.” 
So Moses hearkened to the voiee of lis father-in-law, and 
did all that he had said. And Moses chose able men out of 
all Isracl, and made them chiefs over the people, rulers of 
thousands, rulers of hundreds, rulers of fifties, and rulers 
of tens. And they judged the people at all seasons: the 
cause that was hard they brought to Moses, but every small 
matter they judged themselves. And Moses let his father- 
in-law depart ; and he went his way into Ins own land. 


CHAP. XIX.—In the third month from the going out of 
the children of Israel from the land of Egypt, on that day 
they came to the desert of Sinai. For when they departed 
from Rephidim, they came to the desert of Sinai, and pitehed 
in the desert; and there the Israclites encamped before the 
mountain. 
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3 And Moses went up to God, and Jehovah called to him 
out of the mountain, saying, “ Thus shalt thou say to 
athe house of Jacob, and tell the children of Israel; ‘Ye 
have seen what I did to the Egyptians, and how I bare you 
5 on eagles’ wings, and brought you unto myself. Now there- 
fore, uf ye will attentively hearken to my voice, and keep 
my covenant, then ye shall be a peculiar treasure to me 
6 above all peoples; for all the carth is mine, but ye shall be 
to mea kingdom of priests, and a holy nation? These are 
the words which thou shalt speak to tlic children of Israel.” 
7 Then Moses went, and called for the elders of the people, 
and laid before them all these words which Jehovah had 
s commanded him. And all the people answered with one 
aceord and said, ‘ All that Jehovah hath spoken we will do.” 
And Moses reported the words of the people to Jchovah. 
9 And Jchovah said to Moses, “ Lo, I come unto thee in a 
thick cloud, that the people may hear when I speak with 
thee, and beheve im thee for ever.’ And Moses told the 
10 words of the people to Jehovah. And Jehovah said to 
Moses, ‘Go unto the people, and sanetify them to-day and 
11 to-morrow, and let them wash their clothes, and be ready 
against the third day ; for the third day Jehovah will come 
down upon mount Smai in the sight of all the people. 
iz And thoa shalt set a boundary to the people round about, 
saying, ‘ Take heed to yourselves that ye go not up to the 
mountain, nor touch the border of it ; whosoever toucheth 
13 the mountain shall be surely put to death. There shall 
not a hand touch him, but he shall surely be stoned, or shot 
through; whether zt be beast or man, it shall not live.’ 
When the trumpet soundeth long, they may come up to the 
14 mountain.” nd Moses went down from the mountain to 
the people, and sanetified the people; and they washed their 
15 clothes. And he said to the people, “ Be ready against the 
16 third day : approach not your wives.” And it came to pass 
on the third day, in the morning, that there were thunders 
and lightnings, and a thick cloud upon the mountain, and 
the sound of a trumpet exceedingly loud; so that all the 
17 people who were mm the camp trembled. And Moses brought 
forth the people out of the camp to mcet God; and they 
is stood at the lower part of the mountain. And mount Sinai 
was altogether in a smoke, because Jehovah had descended 
upon it im fire; and the smoke thercof ascended as the 
smoke of a furnace, and the whole mountain trembled ex- 
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ecedingly. And when the voice of the trumpet sounded 19 


long, and beeame louder and louder, Moses spake, and God 


answered him by a voice. Tor Jehovah had descended on 20 


mount Sinai, on the top of the mountam: and Jehovah 
ealled Moses up to the top of the mountain, and Moses 
went up. And Jehovah said to Moses, “Go down, charge 
the people, not to break through unto Jchovah to gaze, lest 
many of them perish. And let the priests also, who come 
near to Jehovah, sanctify themselves, lest Jehovah break 
forth upon them.” And Moses said to Jehovah, ‘ The 
people cannot come up to mount Simai; for thou chargedst 
us, saying, ‘Sct a boundary about the monntam, and sanc- 
tify it’”? And Jehovah said to him, “Go thou down; and 
eome up again, thou, and Aaron with thee; but Iet not the 
priests and the people break through to come up unto Jcho- 
vah, lest he break forth upon them.”” So Moses went down 
to the people and spake to them. 


CHAP. XX.—And God spake all these words, saying, 
“JT am Jchovah thy God, who brought thee out of the land 
of Egypt, out of the house of bondage. Thou shalt not have 
other gods before me. 

Thou shalt not make for thyself a graven image, nor any 
likeness of what is in heaven above, or what is m the 
earth beneath, or what 1s in the water under the carth: thou 
shalt not bow down thyself to them, nor shalt thou serve 
them; for I Jchovah thy God am a jealous God, visiting 
the iniquity of the fathers upon the children to the third 
and fowth generation of them that hate me, but shewing 
merey to the thousandth of them that love me, and keep my 
commandments. 

Thou shalt not utter the name of Jehovah thy God to 
a falsehood; for Jehovah will not hold lim guiltless who 
uttcreth his name to a falsehood. 

Remember the sabbath-day to keep it holy. Six days 
mayest thou labour, and do all thy work, but the seventh 
day is the sabbath of Jchovah thy God: in it thou shalt not 
do any work, thon, nor thy son, nor thy daughter, nor thy 
man-servant, nor thy maid-servant, nor thy cattle, nor thy 
stranger that is within thy gates. For in six days Jeho- 
vah made the heavens and the earth, and the sea, and all 
that is in them, and rested on the seventh day ; wherefore 
Jehovah blessed the sabhath-day, and hallowed it. 
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12 Honour thy father and thy mother, that thy days may be 
long in the land which Jehovah thy God giveth thee. 

13, ‘Thou shalt not commit murder. 

14 Thou shalt not commit adultery. 

is Thou shalt not steal. 

16. ‘Thou shalt not bear false witness against thy neighbour. 
Thou shalt not covet tly neighbour’s honse, thou shalt 

not covet thy neighbour’s wife, nor his man-servant, nor his 

maid-servant, nor his ox, nor his ass, nor any thing which is 

thy neighbour’s.” 

is And all the people saw the thunderings and the heght- 
nings, and the sound of the trumpet and the mountam 
smoking ; and when the people saw it they removed and 

19 stood afar off. And they said to Moses, “ Speak thou with 
us, and we will hear: but let not God speak with us, lest we 

20 dic.’ And Moses said to the people, “ Fear not ; for God is 
come to prove you, and that his fear may be before you, that 

2a.ye sin not.” And the people stood afar off; and Moses 
drew near unto the thick darkness where God was. 

e2 And Jehovah said to Moses, “Thus thou shalt say to the 
ehildren of Isracl, ‘Ye have seen that I have talked with 

23 you from heaven. Ye shall not make with me gods of 
silver ; and gods of gold ye shall not make for yourselves. 

o4 An altar of earth thou shalt make to me, and shalt sacrifice 
on it thy burnt-offerings, and thy peace-offerings, thy sheep, 
and thine oxen: 1n every plaee in which I record my name, 

25 I will come unto thee, and I will bless thee. But if thou 
wilt make to me an altar of stone, thou shalt not build it of 
hewn stone ; for if thou hft up thy tool upon it, thou hast 

26 polluted it. Neither shalt thou go up by steps unto mine 
altar, that thy nakedness be not discovered at it.? 


—_— 
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CHAP. XXI.—Now these are the ordinances which thou 
shalt set before them. 

When thou buyest a Hebrew servant, six years he shall 
serve, and in the seventh he shall go out free for nothing. 
If he came in single, single shall he go out: if he were 
married, then his wife shall go out with him. If his master 
have given him a wife, and she have borne to him sons or 
daughters, the wife and her children shall be his master’s, 
and he shall go out single. But if the servant shall plainly 
say, ‘I love my master, my wife, and my children; I will 
6 not go out free;? then his master shall bring him to the 
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judges ; he shall also bring him to the door, or the door- 
post, and his master shall bore his car through with an awl, 
and he shall serve him for ever. But when a man hath 
sold his daughter to be a maid-servant, she shall not go out 
as men-servants go out. If she please not her master, who 
had destined her for himself, then shall he let her be re- 
deemed; he shall not have power to sell her to a strange 
nation, because he hath deecived her. And if he have 
destined her for his son, he shall act towards her, according 
to the rights of daughters. If the son take for himself 
another wzfe, her food, her raiment, and her duty of mar- 
riage, he shall not diminish. And if he do not these three 
things to her, then shall she go out free without money. 

ITe who smiteth a man, so that he die, shall be surely put 
to death. Yet if a man lic not in wait, but God let the other 
fall into his hand, then I will appoint thee a place whither 
he may flee. But if a man come maliciously upon his 
neighbour, and slay him with guile; thou shalt take him 
even from my altar, that he may be put to death. And 
he who smiteth his father or his mother shall surely be put 
to death. And he who stealeth a man, and selleth him, 
or if he be found in his hand, he shall surely be put to death. 
And he who curseth his father, or his mother, shall surely 
be put to death. And when men strive together, and one 
smite another with a stone, or with his fist, and he die not, 
but keep his bed; if he rise again, and walk abroad leaning 
upon his staff, then shall he that smote him be aequitted : 
only he shall pay for the loss of his time, and shall cause 
him to be thoroughly healed. And when a man smiteth 
his man-servant, or his maid-servant with a rod, so that 
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either die under his hand, it shall surely be avenged: but if 21 


his servant continue a day or two, he shall not be pumshed ; 
for he is his money. And when men are fighting to- 
gether and strike a woman with child, so that her fruit 
depart from her, but no mischief follow, he who struck shall 
be surely fined, according as the woman’s husband shall lay 
upon him ; and he shall pay before the judges. But if mis- 
chicf follow, then shalt thon give life for life, eye for eye, 
tooth for tooth, hand for hand, foot for foot, burning for burn- 
ing, wound for wound, stripe for stripe. And when a man 
smitcth the eye of his servant or the eye of his maid, so that 
it perish, he shall let him go free for the sake of his eye. 
And if he smite out his man-servant’s tooth, or his maid- 
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servant’s tooth, he shall Jet him go frce for the sake of his 
tooth. 

And when an ox goreth a man or a woman, that they die, 
then the ox shall be surely stoned, and his flesh shall not be 
eaten ; but the owner of the ox shall be acquitted, But if 
the ox were wont to gore in time past, and it hath been made 
known to his owner, and he hath not kept him in, and he 
kill a man or a woman, the ox shall be stoned, and his 
owner also shall be put to death. If there be laid on him a 
sum of money, then shall he give, for the ransom of his 
life, whatsoever is laid upon him. Whether dis ox have 
gored a son, or have gored a daughter, according to this or- 
dinance, it shall be done to him. If the ox gore a man- 
servant, or a maid-servant ; the owner shall give to their master 
thirty shekels of silver, and the ox shall be stoned. And 
when a man opencth a pit, or when a man diggcth a pit, 
but doth not cover it, and an ox or an ass fall into it, the 
owner of the pit shall make compensation by giving money 
to the owner of them, and the dead beast shall be his. 
And when one man’s ox hurtcth the ox of another so that it 
dic, then they shall sell the live ox, and divide the price of 
it, and the dead ow also they shall divide. Or if it be 
known that the ox was wont to gore in time past, and his 
owner hath not kept him in, he shall surely repay ox for ox, 
and the dead ox shall be his own. 


CHAP. XXII.—When a man stealeth an ox, or a sheep, 
and killeth it, or selleth it, he shall repay five oxen for an 
ox, and four sheep for a sheep. If the thief be found 
breaking in, and be smitten so that he dic, he who smiteth 
dim shall not be guilty of bloodshed. If the sun be risen 
upon him he shall be guilty of bloodshed ; he shall make 
compensation. If the thief have nothing to repay, then he 
shall be sold for his theft. If what he stole be actually found 
in his possession alive, whether it be ox, or ass, or sheep, he 
shall repay double. When a man eauseth a field or a 
vineyard to be eaten, by putting in his beast, and feeding in 
another man’s field, of the best of his own field, and of the 
best of his own vineyard, he shall make restitution. When 
a fire breaketh out, and cateheth in thorns, so that the 
stacks of corn, or the standing corn, or the field, are con- 
sumed, he that kindled the fire shall make full restitution. 

When a inan delivereth to his neighbour money or furm- 
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ture to keep, and it is stolen out of the man’s house, if the 
thicf be found he shall pay double. But if the thief be not 
found, then the master of the house shall be brought to the 
judges, that he may swear that he hath not put his hand to 
his neighbour’s goods. For all manner of wrong doing 
concerning cither ox, or ass, or sheep, or raiment, or any 
manner of lost thmg, which another challengeth to be his, 
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the cause of both partics shall come before the Judges; and, 


he whom the jndges shall condemn, shall pay double to his 
neighbour, © Whena man delivercth to his neighbour an ass, 
or an ox, or a sheep, or any beast, to keep, and it die, or be 
hurt, or driven away, no man sceing it, then shall an oath of 
Jchovah be between them both, that he hath not pnt his hand 
to his neighbour’s goods ; and the owner of it shall accept 
the oath, and he shall not make restitution. But if it have 
been certainly stolen from him, he shall make restitution 
to the owner of it. If it have been torn in picees, let 
him bring it as a proof of the tearmg, and he shall not 
make restitution. And when a man borroweth a Least 
of his neighbour, and it be hurt or die, the owner thereof 
not being with it, he shall make full restitution. But if the 
owner thereof be with it, he shall not make restitution. If 
it were hired, it eame for its hire. 

And when a man seduceth a virgin who is not betrothed, 
and heth with her, he shall surely pay her dowry, and take 
her to be his wife. But if her father utterly refuse to give 
her to him, he shall pay money aceording to the dowry of 
virgins. 

Thou shalt not suffer a sorceress to live. Whosoever 
lieth with a beast shall surely be put to death. He that 
sacrificeth to any god, save to Jehovah only, shall he devoted 
to death. 

Thou shalt not injure a stranger, nor oppress him: for 
ye were strangers in the land of Kegypt. Ye shall not 
afflict any widow or fatherless child. 1f thou affliet them in 
any manner, and they ery aloud to me, I will surely hear 
their ery; and my wrath shall be kindled, and I will kill 
you with the sword; so that your wives may be widows, and 
your children fatherless. lf thou lend money to a poor 
neighbour, one of my people, thou shalt not be to him as a 
usurer, neither shalt thou lay upon him usury. If thou at 
all take in pledge thy neighbour’s raiment, at the goimg 
down of the sun thou shalt deliver it to him; for that is his 
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only covering ; it 1s his raiment for his skin; im it he must 
sleep: and when he crieth to mec, I will hear; for I am 
eracious, 

2 Thou shalt not revile the judges, nor curse the rulcr of 
thy people. 

29 The first of thy ripe fruits, and of thy liquors, thou shalt 
not delay to offer. The first-born of thy sons shalt thou 

so give to me. Thus thou shalt do with thy oxen, and with 
thy sheep: seven days it shall be with its dam; on the 
cighth day thou shalt give it to me. 

31 And ye shall be holy men to me; and flesh whieh hath 
been torn in the ficld ye shall not eat: ye shall cast it to 
the dogs. 


1 CHAP. XAXUII.—Thou shalt not raise a false report: 
thou shalt not join thy hands with a wicked man to be an 

2 injurious witness. Thou shalt not follow the great to do 
evil ; nor shalt thou incline towards the great, so as to per- 

3 vert judgment ; nor shalt thou be partial to a poor man im 
his cause. 

4 When thon meetest the ox or the ass of thine encmy 

5 going astray, thou shalt surely bring it back to him. When 
thou seest the ass of him who hateth thee lying under his 
burden, and wouldst forbear to help him, thou shalt surely 
help him. 

6 Thou shalt not pervert the judgment of thy poor in his 

7 cause. Keep far from a false matter; and the innocent and 
righteous slay thou not; for IT will not acquit the wicked. 

s And thon shalt not take a bribe; for a bribe blmndeth the 
eyes of the clear-sighted, and perverteth the words of the 

9 just. A stranger also thou shalt not oppress: for ye 
know the heart of a stranger, since ye were strangers in the 
land of Keypt. 

10 And six years thon shalt sow thy land, and shalt gather 

11 In its produce, but the seventh year thou shalt Iet it rest 
and be free, that the poor of thy people may eat ; and what 
they leave, let the beasts of the field eat. So shalt thou do 

12 with thy vimeyard, and with thy olive-yard. Six days 
mayest thou do thy work, but on the seventh day thou shalt 
rest; In order that thine ox and thime ass may rest, and 
the son of thy handmaid and the stranger may be re- 
freshed. 

13 And all that I have said to you, ye shall observe ; but of 
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the name of other gods thou shalt make no mention : let it 
not be heard from thy mouth. 

Three times in the year thou shalt keep a feast to me. 14 
Thou shalt keep the feast of unleavened bread. Thou shalt 15 
eat unleavened bread seven days, as I commanded thee, at 
the time appointed in the month <Abib; for in it thon 
eamest out from Egypt, and none shall appear before me 
empty-handed ; and the feast of harvest, of the first-fruits 
of thy labours, which thou hast sown in the field; and the 
feast of in-gathering, at the end of the year, when thou hast 
gathered in thy labours out of the ficld. Three times in the 
year all thy males shall appear before the Lord Jehovah. 
Thou shalt not offer the blood of my sacrifice with leavened 
bread; nor shall the fat of my saerfice rcmain until the 
morning. The first of the first-fruits of thy land thou 
shalt bring into the house of Jehovah thy God. Thou 
shalt not scethe a kid in its mother’s milk. 

Lo, I send an Angel before thee, to keep thee in the way, 20 
and to bring thee into the place which I have prepared. 
Give heed to him, and obey his voice, provoke nm not ; 21 
for he will not pardon your transgressions, since my name 
isin him. But if thou wilt attentively hearken to lis voice, 22 
and do all that I speak, then I will be an enemy to thine 
enemies, and an adversary to thine adversaries. [or my 22 
Angel shall go before thee, and bring thee in unto the 
Amorites, and the Hittites, and the Perizzites, and the Ca- 
naanites, the Hivites, and the Jebusites; and I will eut 
them off. Thou shalt not bow down to their gods, nor 24 
serve them, nor do after their works; but thou shalt utterly 
overthrow them, and break in pieces their images. And ye 25 
shall serve Jehovah your God, and he will bless thy bread 
and thy water, and I will take sickness away from the midst 
of thee. And there shall be none that casteth her voung 26 
nor any barren one in thy land; the number of thy days I 
will fill up. Iwill send my terror before thee, and will 27 
trouble all the people to whom thou shalt come; and I will 
make all thine enemies turn the back of thar necks to thee. 
And I will send hornets before thee, which shall drive out 2s 
the Hivite, the Canaanite, and the Ifittite, from before thee. 

I will not drive them out from before thee in one year, lest 29 
the land become desolate, and the beasts of the field multi- 
ply against thee: by httle and little Twill dive them out 30 
from before thee, until thou be increased, and inherit the 
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land. And I will set thy boundaries from the Red Sea even 
unto the sea of the Philistines, and from the desert unto the 
river; for I will deliver the inhabitants of the land ito 
your hand, and thou shalt drive them out from before thie. 


2 Thou shalt make no covenant with them, nor with their 


gods. They shall not dwell in thy land, lest they make 
thee sin against me; for if thou serve their gods it will 
surely be a snare to thee.” 


CITAP. XXIV.—And he said to Moses, “Come up unto 
Jehovah, thou, and Aaron, Nadab, and Abihu, and seventy 
of the elders of Israel, and worship ye afar off. And Moses 
alone shall come near Jehovah; but they shall not come 
near, nor shall the people come up with him.” 

And Moses came, and told the people all the words and 
all the ordinances of Jehovah; and all the people answered 
with one voice, and said, ‘All the words which Jehovah hath 
spoken we will do.” And Aloses wrote all the words of 
Jchovah, and rose up early in the morning, and built an altar 
at the foot of the mountam, and set up twelve upnght 
stones, according to the twelve tribes of Israel. And he 
sent young men of the children of Israel, who offered burnt- 
offerings, and sacrificed peace-offerings of oxen to Jehovah. 
And Moses took half of the blood, and put it in basons, and 
half of the blood he sprinkled on the altar. Then he took 
the book of the covenant, and read in the hearing of the 
people, and they said, “All that Jehovah hath spoken we 
will do, and be obedient.” And Moses took the blood, and 
sprinkled it on the people, and said, ‘ Lo, the blood of the 
covenant, which Jehovah hath made with you concerning all 
these words.” 

Then went up Moses and Aaron, Nadab, and Abihu, and 
seventy of the elders of Isracl, and they saw the God of 
Isracl ; and under his feet as 1t were a pavement of sapphire, 
and in brightness ike the heavens themselves. And upon 
the nobles of the children of Isracl he laid not his hand: also 
they saw God, and did eat and drink. And Jehovah said 
to Moses, ‘Come up to ine to the mountain, and be there, 
and I will give thee the tables of stone, the law, and the com- 
mandments which I have written, that thou mayest teach 


i3 them.” And Moses rose up, and his attendant Joshua ; 
14 and Moses went up to the mountain of God. And he said 


to the elders, “Tarry ye here for us, until we come again 
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unto you; and, lo, Aaron and Hw are with you; whosoever 
hath any matter of dispute, let him apply to them.” And 15 
Moses went up to the mountain, and a cloud covered the 
mountain, And the glory of Jchovah abode upon mount Sinai, 16 
and the cloud covered it six days; and the seventh day he 
called to Moses out of the midst of the cloud. And the 17 
sight of the glory of Jehovah was lke devouring fire on the 
top of the mountain, in the sight of the children of Israel. 
And Moses went into the midst of the cloud, and ascended 1s 
into the mountain; and Moscs was on the mountain forty 
days and forty mghts. 


CHAP. XXV.—And Jchovah spake to Moses, saying, 1 
«Speak to the children of Isracl, that they brmg me an 2 
offering: from every one whose heart maketh him willing ye 
shall take my offermg. And this is the offerimg which ye 
shall take of them; gold, and silver, and brass, and blue, 
and purple, and scarlet, and linen, and goats’ hair, and rams’ 
skins dyed red, and seals’ skins, and setim-wood ; oil for the 
hght, spices for the anointing oil, and for the swect-smelling 
incense, onyx-stones, and stones to be set in the ephod, and 7 
in the breast-plate. And let them make for me a sanctuary, s 
that I may dwell amongst them. According to all that I 9 
shew thee, according to the pattern of the tabernacle, and 
the pattern of all its utensils, even so shall ye make it. 

And they shall make an ark of setim-wood: two cubits 10 
and a half shall be its length, and a ecubit and a half its 
breadth, and a cubit and a half its haght. And thou shalt 11 
overlay it with pure gold; within and without thou shalt 
overlay it, and shalt make upon it a moulding of gold round 
about. And thou shalt cast four rings of gold for it, and 12 
put them in the four corners of it ; two rings on the one side 
of it, and two rings on the other side. And thou shalt make 13 
poles of setim-wood, and overlay them with gold. And 14 
thou shalt put the poles into the rings, by the sides of the 
ark, that the ark may be carried by them. The poles shall 1s 
be in the rings of the ark ; they shall not be taken from it. 
And thou shalt put into the ark the testimonials, which I 16 
shall give thee. And thou shalt make a lid of pure gold: 17 
two cubits and a half shall be its length, and a cubit and a 
half its breadth. And thou shalt make two cherubim 1s 
of gold, of solid work shalt thou make them, at the two 
ends of the lid. And make one cherub on the one 19 
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end, and the other cherub on the other end of the merey- 

seat; thou shalt make the cherubim at the two ends of it. 

And the cherubim shall spread out their wings above, cover- 

ing the ld with thei wings, with ther faces onc toward 

another ; ; toward the hd shall the faces of the cherubim be. 

21 And thou shalt put the hd above upon the ark, and in the 

ark thou shalt put the testimonials that I shall give thec. 

And there I will meet with thee, and I will commune with 

thee from above the lid, from between the two cherubim 

which are upon the ark of the testimonials, concerning all 
the things which I shall give thee in charge to the children 
of Isracl. 

23 Thou shalt also make a table of setim-wood: two cubits 
shall be its length, and a cubit its breadth, and a eubit and 

ata halfits haght. And thou shalt overlay it with pure gold, 

25 and make for it a moulding of gold round about. And 
thou shalt make for it a border of a hand-breadth round 
about, and thou shalt make a moulding of gold to its border 

26 round about. And thou shalt make for it four rings of 

eold, and put the rmgs m the four corners by its four feet. 

7 Near the border shall the rings be, for places for the poles, 

s that the table may be carried. And thou shalt make the 

poles of setim-wood, and overlay them with gold, that the 

29 table may be carricd by them. And thou shalt make its 
dishes, and its meense-pots, and its cups, and its flagons, 
with which to pour the drink offerings ; of pure gold shalt 

30 thou make them. And thou shalt set upon the table shew- 
bread before me continually. 

31 And thou shalt make a lamp-stand of pure gold ; of solid 
work shall the lamp-stand be made: its shaft, and its 
branches, its cups, its knops, and its flowers shall be of the 

32 same. And six branches shall come out of the sides of it; 

three branches of the lamp-stand out of the one side, and 

three branches of the lamp-stand out of the other side: 
three cups made like almonds, with a knop and a flower, in 
one branch ; and three cups made like almonds with a knop 
and a flower im the other branch; so in the six branches 

34 that come out of the lamp-stand. And in the lamp-stand 
shall be four cups made lke almonds, with their knops and 

35 their flowers ; so that there -may be a knop under two 
branches of the same, and a knop under two branches of 
the same, according to the six branches that come out of the 

36 lamp-stand. Their knops and their branches shall be of the 
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same, all of it one solid work of pure gold. And thou 37 
shalt make its seven lamps, and place its lamps, so that they 
may give hght forwards. And its snuffers and its snuff- ss 
dishes shall be of pure gold; of a talent of pure gold shalt 39 
thou make it, with all these utensils. And sce that thou make 40 
them after ther pattern, which was shown to tlice on the 
mountain, 


CHAP. NXXVI.—Thou shalt also make the tabernacle of 1 
ten curtains of twisted linen, blue, and purple, and scarlet ; 
with cherubim curiously inwoven shalt thou make them. 
The length of each curtain shall be twenty-eight cubits, and 2 
the breadth of each curtain four cubits; all the curtains 
shall have the same measure. T ive curtains shall be joined 
one to another, and five other curtams shall be joined s 
one to another. And thou shalt make loops of blue on the 4 
edee of the outmost curtain of one of the joined picces ; and 
thou shalt do the same on the edge of the outmost curtain 
in the second joined piece. Fifty loops shalt thou make on 5 
one curtain, and fifty loops shalt thou make on the edge of 
the outmost curtain of the second joined picee, the loops 
answering one to another. And thou shalt make fifty hooks 6 
of gold, and join the curtains together by the hooks, so that 
it may be one tabernacle. 

And thou shalt make curtains of goats’ hair, to be a tent 7 
over the tabernacle: eleven curtains shalt thou make. The s 
length of each curtain shall be thirty cubits, and the breadth 
of each curtain four cubits; and the cleven curtains shall 
have the same measure. And thou shall join together five 9 
curtains by themselves, and six curtains by themselves, and 
shalt double down the sixth curtain at the front of the tent. 
And thon shalt make fifty loops on the edge of the outmost io 
curtain of the joined piece, and fifty loops on the edge of 
the outmost curtain of the second jomed jnece. And thou 11 
shalt make fifty hooks of brass, and put the hooks into the 
Joops, and join the tent together, that it may be one. And 12 
the excess of the tent curtains, the half of the exceeding 
curtain, shall hang over the back part of the tabernacle. 
And a eubit on the one side, and a cubit on the other side, 13 
of the excess in the length of the curtains of the tent, shall 
hang over the sides of the tabernacle on this side and on that 
side, tocover it. And thou shalt make a covering for the tent 14 
of rams’ skins dyed red, and a covering above of seals’ skins. 
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And thou shalt make for the tabernacle boards of sctim- 


16 wood, standing upright. Ten cubits shall be the length of 
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each board, and a cubit and a half shall be the breadth of 
each board. Hach board shall have two tcnons, answering 
one to the other: thus shalt thou make all the boards of the 
tabernacle. And thou shalt make the boards for the 
tabernacle, twenty boards on the south side, southward. 
And thou shalt make forty sockets of silver under the twenty 
boards ; two sockets under one board for its two tenons, and 
two sockets under another board for its two tenons. And 
for the other side of the tabernacle, northward, thou shalt 
make twenty boards, and their forty sockets of silver; two 
sockets under one board, and two sockets under another 
board. And for the side of the tabernacle westward thou 


3 shalt make six boards. And two boards thou shalt inake for 


the corners of the tabernacle in the two sides. And the 
shall be coupled together at the bottom, and they shall be 
coupled together at the top of it by one ring: thus shall it 
be done with them both; they shall be for the two corners. 
Thus there shall be cight boards, and their sockets of silver, 
sixteen sockets; two sockets under one board, and two 
sockets under another board. And thou shalt make bars of 
setim-wood; five for the boards of the one side of the 
tabernacle, and five bars for the boards of the other side of 
the tabernacle, and five bars for the boards of the side of the 
tabernacle, westward. And the middle bar at the middle of 
the boards shall reach from end to end. And thou shalt 
overlay the boards with gold, and make their rings of gold 
to be places for the bars; and thou shalt overlay the bars 
with gold. And thou shalt sect up the tabernacle according 
to the plan of it shown to thee on the mountain. 

And thou shalt make a veil of blue, and purple, and 
scarlet, and twisted linen; with chernbim of curious work 
it shall be made. And thou shall hang it upon four pillars 
of setim-wood overlaid with gold, having their hooks of gold, 
upon the four bases of silver. And thou shalt hang up the 
veil under the hooks of the curtains, that thou mayest bring 
i thither, within the veil, the ark of the testimonials ; and 
the veil shall divide for you between the holy and the 
most holy place. And thou shalt put the lid upon the ark 


5 of the testimonials in the most holy place. And thou shalt 


set the table without the veil, and the lamp-stand over against 
the table on the side of the tabernacle towards the south ; 
K 2 
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and thou shalt put the table on the side towards the north. 
And thou shalt make a hanging for the entrance of the 
tabernacle, of blue, and purple, and searlet, and twisted linen 
of needle-work ; and thon shalt make for the hangmg five 
pillars of setim-wood, and overlay them with gold, and their 
hooks shall be of gold: and thou shalt cast five sockets of 
brass for them, 


CHAP, XXVIT.—<And thou shalt make an altar of setim- 
wood, five enbits long, and five eubits broad ; the altar shall 
be square, and its height shall be three cubits, And thou 
shalt make the horns of it at its four corners: its horns shal] 
be of the same piece ; and thou shalt overlay it with brass. 


And thou shalt make its pans to move its ashes, and its: 


shovels, and its basons, and its flesh hooks, and its fire pans, 
all its utensils thou shalt make of brass. And thou shalt 
make for it a grate of brazen lattice-work ; and at the four 
corners of the lattiee-work thou shalt make four brazen 
rings. And thou shalt put it below the band of the altar, 
that the lattice-work may be at the middle of the altar, 
And thou shalt make the poles for the altar, poles of setim- 
wood, and overlay them with brass. And the poles shall be 
put into the rings, and the poles shall be upon the two sides 
of the altar when it is carried. Hollow with boards shatt 
thon make it: as it was shown to thee on the mountain, so 
shall it be made. 

And thon shalt make the court of the tabernacle : for the 
south side, southward, there shall be hangings for the court 
of twisted linen, a hundred eubits long for one side. And 
its twenty pillars, and their twenty sockets, shadl be of brass: 
the hooks of the pillars and their rods shall be of silver. 
And likewise for the north side in length there shall be 
hangings of a hundred cubits long, and its twenty pillars, 
and their twenty sockets of brass; the hooks of the pillars 
and their rods of silver. And for the breadth of the court 
on the west side shall be hangings of fifty cubits; their 
pillars ten, and their sockets ten. And the breadth of the 
court on the cast side eastward shall be fifty eubits. The 
hangings on one side shall be fifteen eubits; their pillars 
threc, and their sockets three. And on the other side shall 
he hangings, fifteen eubits; their pillars three, and their 
sockets three. And for the gate of the court shall be a 
hanging of twenty cnbits, of blue, and purple, and searlct, 
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and twisted linen, wrought with ucedle-work ; and their 
pillars shall be four, and their sockets four. All the pillars 
round about the court shall be joined by rods of silver; 
their hooks shall be of silver, and their sockets of brass. 
The length of the court shall be a hundred cubits, and the 
breadth fifty cubits, and the height five cubits, of fine 
19 twisted linen, and their sockets of brass. And thou shalt 
make all the vessels of the tabernacle for the whole of its 
service, and all its pins, and all the pins of the court, of 
brass. . 
so And thou shalt command the children of Israel, that they 
bring to thee pure olive-oil beaten for the hght, to sct up the 
lamp continually. In the tent of meeting, mo dha ia veil, 
which is before the testimonial-ark, Aaron and his sons shall 
set it in order from evening to morning before Jehovah. By 
a perpetual statute throughout their generations it shall be 
required from the children of Israel. 
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CHAP. XXVILI.— And take thou to thee Aaron thy 
brother, and his sons with hin, from among the children 
of Israel, that he may minister to me in the priest’s office ; 
Aaron; Nadab, and Abihu, Eleazar, and Ithamar, Aaron’s 
sons, And thon shalt make holy garments for Aaron thy 
brother, for honour and for beauty, And thou shalt speak 
to all wise-hearted men, whom I have filled with the spint 
of wisdom, that they may make Aaron’s garments to sanctify 
4 lim, that he may minister to me in the priest’s office. And 
these are the garments which they shall make; a breastplate, 
and an ephod, and a robe, and an eiogred inner gar- 
ment, a mitre, and a girdle; and they shall make holy gar- 
ments for Aaron thy brother, and his sons, that he may 
minister to me in the pmniest’s office. And they shall take 
cold, and blue, and purple, and searlet, and linen. And 
they shall make the ephod of gold, of blue, and of purple, 
and of scarlet, and twisted linen, cunously woven. Its two 
shoulder-pieces shall be jomed to it; at its two edges shall 
the jommg be. And the curiously wrought girdle of the 
ephod, which is upon it, shall be of like work ; 7 shall pro- 
ceed from it, of gold, of blue, and purple, and scarlet, ana 
9 twisted linen. And thou shalt take two onyx-stones, and 
10 engrave on them the names of the sons of Israel, six of 

their names on one stone, and the six remaming names on 
11 the other stone, according to their birth. With the work 
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ef an engraver in stone, “ike the engravings of a signet, shalt 
chon engrave the two stones with the names of the elnidren 
of Israel: thou shalt make for them sockets of gold. And 
thou shalt put the two stones upon the shoulders of the 
ephod, as stones of memorial for the children of Israel ; and 
Aaron shall bear their names before Jchovah upon his two 
shoulders for a memorial. And thou shalt make sockets of 
gold, and two chains of pure gold of equal length; of 
wreathed work shalt thou make them, and fasten the 
wreathed chains to the sockets. 

And thou shalt make the breastplate of judgment of 
curiously woven work ; like the work of the ephod thou shalt 
make it; of gold, of blue, and of purple, and of scarlet, and 
of twisted linen shalt thou make it. It shall be square, 
doubled ; a span m length, and a span in breadth. And 
thon shalt set in it settings of stones, four rows of stones: 
a row of a carnelian, a topaz, and a earbunele shall be the 
first row. And the second row shall be an emerald, a sap- 
phire, and a diamond. And the third row a ligure, an 
agate, and an amethyst. And the fourth row a beryl, and an 
onyx, and a jasper: they shall be melosed in sockets of gold. 
And the stones shall be according to the names of the sons 
of Isracl, twelve, according to their names, dike the en- 
eravings of a signet; cach shall have its own name according 
to the twelve tribes. And thou shalt make upon the breast- 
plate chains of wreathed work of pure gold. And thou 
shalt make upon the breastplate two rings of gold, and shalt 
put the two rings on the two ends of the breastplate ; and 
thou shalt put the two wreathed chains of gold in the two 
rings on the ends of the breastplate. And the other two 
ends of the two wreathed chams thou shalt fasten in the two 
sockets, and put fhem on the shoulder-pieces of the ephod m 
the front of it. And thou shalt make two rmgs of gold, 
and thou shalt put them on the two ends of the breastplate, 
on the border of it, which is upon the side of the ephod 
inward. And two rings of gold thou shalt make, and 
shalt put them on the two shoulder-pieces of the ephod 
underneath, toward the front of it over against the other 
coupling thereof, above the curiously wrought girdle of the 
ephod. And they shall bind the breastplate by its rings to 
the rings of the ephod with a mbband of blue, that it may 
be above the curiously wronght girdle of the ephod, and that 
the breastplate be not loosed from the ephod. And Aaron 
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shall bear the names of the sons of Israel in the breastplate 
of judgment upon his heart, when he gocth into the holy 
30 place, for a memorial before Jehovah continually. And 
thou shalt put on the breastplate of judgment the Unm 
and the Thummim ; and they shall be upon Aaron’s heart, 
when he goeth in before Jehovah ; and Aaron shall bear the 
judgment of the children of Israel upon his heart before Je- 
hovah continually. 
21 And thou shalt make the robe of the ephod all of blue ; 
32 and there shall be a hole in the top of it, m the middle 
of it; it shall have a binding of woven work round about 
the hole of it, like the hole of a coat of mail, that 1 may not 
33 be rent. And delow, upon the hem of it, thou shalt make 
pomegranates of blue, and of purple, and of scarlet, round 
about the hem of it, and bells of gold between them round 
34 about : a golden bell and a pomegranate, a golden bell and 
& pomegranate, upon the hem of the robe round about. 
35 And it shall be upon Aaron when he ministercth; and his 
sonnd shall be heard when he goeth ito the holy place 
before Jehovah, and when he cometh out, that he dic not. 
36 And thou shalt make a petal of pure gold, and grave upon 
37 it, like the engravings of a signet, Hoty ro Jenovan. And 
thou shalt put it on a blue ribband, that it may be upon the 
3s mitre: upon the front of the mitre it shall be. And it shall 
be upon Aaron’s forehead, that Aaron may bear the imiquity 
of the holy things which the children of Israel shall sanctify 
in all their holy gifts; and it shall be always upon his fore- 
head, to make them acceptable before Jehovah. 
39 And thon shalt embroider the inner garment of linen, and. 
thou shalt make the mitre of linen, but the girdle thou shalt 
40 make of needle-work. And for the sons of Aaron thou shalt 
make inner garments, and thou shalt make for them girdles, 
and turbans shalt thou make for them, for honour and for 
41 beauty. And thou shalt put them upon Aaron thy brother, 
and his sons with him; and shalt anoint them, and conse- 
erate them, and sanctify them, that they may minister to me 
42 in the priest’s office. And thou shalt make them hnen 
drawers to cover their nakedness; from the loms to the 
43 thighs they shall reach. And they shall be upon Aaron, 
and upon his sons, when they come into the tent of meeting, 
or when they come near to the altar to mimister in the holy 
place; that they bear not iniquity, and dic. This shall be 
a perpetual statute to him, and to his seed after him, 
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them, to sanctify them, to minister to me in the pmest’s 
office: Take one young bullock, and two rams without 
blemish, and unleavened bread, and unleavened cakes tem- 
pered with oil, and unleavened wafers anointed with oil; of 
wheaten flour shalt thou make them. And thou shalt put 
them into one basket, and bring them in the basket, with 
the bullock and the two rams. And Aaron and his sons 
thou shalt bring to the door of the tent of meeting, and 
shalt wash them with water. And thou shalt take the gar- 
ments, and clothe Aaron with the inner garment, and the 
robe of the ephod, and the ephod, and the breastplate, and 
eird on hin the ephod, with the curiously wrought girdle 
of the ephod; and thou shalt put the mitre on Ins head, and 
put the holy crown on the mitre. Then shalt thou take the 
anointing oil, and pour it upon lis head, and anoint him. 
And thon shalt cause his sons to approach, and put inner 
carments on them; and thon shalt gird then with girdles, 
Aaron and his sons, and bind the turbans on them, and the 
priest’s office shall be theirs by a perpetual statute. And 
thou shalt consecrate Aaron and his sons. And theu shalt 
bring the bullock before the tent of mecting; and Aaron and 
his sons shall lay their hands upon the liead of the bullock. 
And thou shalt slay the bullock before Jehovah at the door 
of the tent of meeting. And thou shalt take some of the 
blood of the bullock, and put it upon the horns of the altar 
with thy finger, and pour all the rest of the blood at the 
bottom of the altar. And thou shalt take all the fat that 
eovereth the entrails, and the caul above the liver, and the 
two kidnies, and the fat that is upon them, and burn them 
upon the altar. But the flesh of the bullock, and lis skim, 
and his dung thou shalt burn with fire without the camp : it 
isasin-offermg. Thou shalt also take the one ram; and Aaron 
and his sons shall lay their hands upon the head of the ram. 
And thou shalt slay the ram, and thon shalt take his blood, 
and sprinkle it round about upon the altar. And thou 
shalt cut the ram im pieces, and wash his entrails, and his 
legs, and put them upon his picees, and upon his head. 
And thou shalt burn the whole ram upon the altar: it Is a 
burnt-offering to Jehovah; an acceptable odour, an offering 
made by fire to Jehovah. And thou shalt take the other 
ram; and Aaron and his sons shall lay their hands upon the 
head of the ram. Then shalt thou slay the ram, and take 
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some of his blood, and put it upon the tip of the right ear 
of Aaron, and upon the tip of the right car of his sons, and 
upon the thumb of their right hand, and upon the great toe 
of their right foot, and sprinkle the rest of the blood round 
21 about upon the altar. And thou shalt take some of the 
blood that is upon the altar, and some of the anointing oil, 
and sprinkle it upon Aaron, and upon his garments, and 
upon his sons, and upon the garments of his sons with 
him; and he shall be sanctified, and his garments, and 
his sons, and the garments of his sons with hm. Thou 
22 shalt also take from the ram the fat and the fat tail, 
and the fat that covereth the entrails, and the caul above 
the hver, and the two kidnies, and the fat that is upon 
them, and the nght shoulder, (for it is a ram of consecra- 
23 tion,) and one loaf of bread, and one cake of oiled bread, and 
one wafer out of the basket of the unleavened bread that is 
2s before Jehovah; and thou shalt put all in the hands of 
Aaron, and in the hands of his sons, and shalt wave them 
25 for a waye-oflfermg before Jehovah. Then thon shalt take 
them from their hands, and burn them upon the altar with 
the burnt-offering, for an acceptable odour before Jehovah ; 
26 1t is an offermg made by fire to Jehovah. And thou shalt 
‘take the breast of the ram of Aaron’s consecration, and wave 
it for a wave-offerig before Jehovah ; and it shall be thy 
27 portion. Thus thou shalt sanctify the breast of the wave- 
offering, Which hath been waved and the shoulder of the 
heave-offering, which hath been heaved, of the ram of the 
23 consecration of Aaron, and of his sons; and it shall be for 
Aaron and his sons by a perpetual statute, from the children 
of Isracl; for it is a heave-offering ; and it shall be a heave- 
offermg from the children of Israel of the sacrifice of their 
2g peace-offerings, even their heave-offering to Jehovah. = And 
the holy garments of Aaron shall be for his sons after him, 
that they may be anointed in them, and consccrated in 
30 them. During seven days shali that son who is priest in 
Ins stead, who gocs into the tent of mecting, to minister in 
31 the sanctuary, put them on. And thou shalt take the ram 
of the consecration, and seethe his flesh in the holy place. 
32 And Aaron and his sons shall eat the flesh of the ram, and 
the bread that is in the basket, at the door of the tent of 
33 mecting, and they shall eat them, because by these an atone- 
ment was made to consecrate and to sanctify them; but a 
34 Stranger shall not eat of them, because they are holy. And 
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if aught of the flesh of the ram of consecration, or of the 
bread, remain until the morning, then thou shalt burn the 
remainder with fire: it shall not be eaten, because it 1s holy. 
And thus shalt thou do to Aaron, and to his sons, according 35 
to all that 1 have commanded thee: durmg seven days thou 
shalt consecrate them. 

Thou shalt also offer every day a bullock for a sin-offering 36 
for atonement; and thou shalt cleanse the altar, by making 
an atonement for it; and thou shalt anoint it, to sanctify it. 
During seven days thou shalt make an atonement for the 37 
altar, and sanctify it; then the altar shall be most holy: 
whatsoever touchcth the altar must be holy. Now this is 3s 
what thou shalt offer upon the altar; two lambs of the first 
year every day continually. The one lamb thou shalt offer 39 
in the morning, and the other lamb thou shalt offer in the 
evening ; and with the onc lamb a tenth part of a measure 40 
of flour mingled with the fourth part of a hin of beaten oil ; 
and the fourth part of a hin of wine for a drink-offering. 
And the other lamb thou shalt offer in the evening, and 41 
with it thou shalt offer the same meal-offering as in the 
morning, and the same drmk-offering, for an acceptable 
odour, an offering made by fire to Jehovah, a perpetual 42 
burnt-offering thronghout your gencrations, at the door of 
the tent of mecting, before Jehovah; where I will mect you, 
to speak to thee there. And there I will mect with the chil- 43 
dren of Isracl, and it shall be sanctified by my glory. And I 44 
will sanctify the tent of meeting, and the altar: I will sanctify 
also both Aaron and his sons, to minister to me in the priest’s 
office. And I will dwell amongst the children of Isracl, and 45 
will be their God. And they shall know that I Jehovah am 46 
their God, who brought them out from the land of Egypt, that 
I may dwell amongst them: I Jehovah am their God. 


CUAP. XXX.—<And thou shalt make an altar to burn 1 
incense upon ; of sctim-wood thou shalt make it. Its length 2 
shall be a eubit, and its breadth a cubit; square shall it be; 
and its height shall be two cubits: its horns shall be of one 
piece with it. And thou shalt overlay it with pure gold, its 3 
top, and its sides round about, and its horns ; and thon shalt 
make for it a moulding of gold round about. And two rings 4 
of gold shalt thou make for it under the moulding, by its 
two corucrs; on both its sides shalt thou make them; and 
they shall be for places for the poles by which it may be 
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earried. And thou shalt make the poles of setim-wood, and 
overlay them with gold. And thou shalt put it before the 
veil that is by the ark of the testimonials, before the lid that 
is over the testimonials, where I will meet with thee. And 
Aaron shall burn upon it sweet imcense every morning: 
when he dresseth the lamps, he shall burn ineense upon 
it. And when Aaron lighteth the lamps in the evening, 
he shall burn incense upon it; a perpetual ineense before 
Jehovah throughout your generations. Ye shall offer on it 
no strange incense, or burnt-sacrifice, or meat-offering ; nor 
shall ye pour upon it a drink-offering. And Aaron shall 
make an atonement upon the horns of it onee in a year with 
the blood of the sin-offering of atonements: onee in a year 
shall he make atonement upon it, throughout your genera- 
tions: it is most holy to Jehovah.” 

And Jehovah spake to Moses, saying, “ When thou takest 
the sum of the children of Israel, after their number, then 
shall they give every man a ransom for his soul to Jehovah, 
when thou numberest them, that there be no plague amongst 
them when they are numbered. This they shall give, every 
one that passeth among them that are numbered, half a 
shekel according to the shekel of the sanetuary: (the shekel 
is twenty gerahs:) a half shekel shall be the offermg of 
Jchovah. HKvery one that passeth among them that are num- 
bered, from twenty ycars old and upward, shall give an 
offering to Jehovah. The rich shall not give more, and the 
poor shall not give less, than half a shekel, when ye give an 
offermg to Jehovah, for the ransom of your souls. And 
thou shalt take the ransom-money of the ehildren of Israel, 
and shalt appoint it for the service of the tent of mecting, 
that it may be a memorial unto the elildren of Israel before 
Jehovah, for the ransom of your souls.” 

And Jehovah spake to Moses, saying, “Thou shalt also 
make a laver of brass, and its foot of brass, to wash in; and 
thou shalt put it between the tent of meeting and the altar, 
and thou shalt put water in it, that Aaron and his sons may 
there wash their hands and their feet. When they go into 
the tent of meeting, or when they come near to the altar to 
minister, to burn any offermg made by fire to Jehovah, they 
shall wash with water and shall not die; they shall wash 
their hands and their feet, and shall not die; and this shall 
be a perpetual statute to them, to him and to his sced, 
throughout their generations.” 
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And Jehovah spake to Moses, saying, “Take thou also 
to thee most excellent spices; of purest myrrh five hundred 
shekels, and of sweet cinnamon half so much, namely, two 
hundred and fifty shekels, and of sweet cane two hundred 
and fifty shekels, and of cassia five hundred shekels, according 
to the shekel of the sanctuary, and of olive-ol a hin; and 
thou shalt make it a holy anointing-oil, compounded accord- 
ing to the art of the compounder : it shall be a holy anoint- 
ing-oil, And with it thou shalt anoint the tent of meeting, 
and the ark of the testimonials, and the table and all its 
utensils, and the lainp-stand and its utensils, and the altar 
of incense, and the altar of burnt-offering with all its uten- 
sils, and the laver and its foot. Aid thou shalt sanetify 
them, that they may be most holy: whatsoever touchicth 
them shall be holy. Thou shalt anomt Aaron also and his 
sons, and sanctify them, that they may minister to me in 
the priest’s ofhee. And thou shalt speak to the cluldren 
of Israel, saying, ‘This shall be a holy anointing-oil to me 
throughout your generations. Upon the flesh of men it 
shall not be poured; nor shall ye make any other hke it, 
according to the composition of it: 1t is holy, and it shall he 
holy to you. Whosoever compoundeth any like it, or who- 
soever putteth any of it upon a stranger, shall be eut off 
from his people.’ ” 

Again Jehovah said to Moses, “ Take to thee sweet-sinell- 
ing spices, stactc, and onycha, and galbanum, with pure 
frankincense ; of each an cqual quantity. And thou shalt 
make it a perfuine, compounded aceording to the art of the 
ecompounder, tempered together, pure and holy; and thou 
shalt beat some of it very small, and put some of it before 
the testimonials in the tent of ineeting, where I am to meet 
with thee: it shall be to you most holy. And ye shall not 
make to yourselves any according to the composition of the 
perfume which thou shalt thus makes it sia bg holy for 


Jehovah. He who shall make such as that, to smell to it, ; 


shall be cut off from his people.” 


CHAP. XXXI.—And Jehovah spake to Moses, saying, 
“See, I have ealled by name Bezaleel the son of ares the 
son a Iiur, of the tribe of Judah; and I have filled him 
with the spit of God, in wisdom, and in understanding, 
and in knowledge, and ‘in all manner of workmanship, to 
embroider, to work in gold, and in silver, and in brass, and 
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in engraving of stones, for setting, and in carving of wood, 
for making any kind of work. And lo, I have appointed 
with him Aholiab the son of Ahisamach, of the tribe of 
Dan ; and in the hearts of all that are wise-hearted I have 
put wisdom, that they may make all that I have commanded 
thee ; the tent of miecting, and the ark of the testimonials, 
and the lid that 1s upon it, end all the utensils of the tent, 
and the table and its utensils, and the lamp-stand of pure 


9 gold with all its utensils, and the altar of incense, and the altar 
10 of burnt-offering with all its utensils, and the laver and its 
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foot, and the garments of service, and the holy garments for 
Aaron the priest, and the garments of his sons, to minister 
in the priests’s office, and the anomting-oil, and swect- 
smelling meense for the sanctuary: according to all that I 
have commanded thee they shall do.” 

And Jehovah spake to Moses, saymg, “‘ Speak thou also 
to the children of Israel, saying, ‘ Verily my sabbaths ye 
shall keep ; for it is a sign between me and you throughout 
your generations, that ye may know that I Jehovah am he 
who sanctificth you. Ye shall keep the sabbath thercfore ; 
for it is holy to you; every one that defileth it shall surely 
be put to death; for whosoever doeth any work on it, that 
soul shall be cut off from amongst his people. Six days 
may work be done; but on the seventh is the sabbath of 
rest, holy to Jehovah: whosoever docth any work on the 
sabbath-day, he shall surely be put to death” Wherefore 
the children of Isracl shall keep the sabbath, to observe the 
sabbath throughout their generations, for a perpetual cove- 
nant. It is a sign between me and the children of Israel for 
ever.” For in six days Jehovah made the heavens and the 
earth, and on the seventh day he rested, and was refreshed. 

And he gave to Moses, when he had made an end of 
speaking with him upon mount Sinai, two testimonial-tables, 
tables of stone, written by the finger of God. 


CHIAP. XXXTI.—And when the people saw that Moses 
delayed to come down from the mountain, the people ga- 
thercd themselves together to Aaron, and said to him, 
“Come, make us gods, who may go before us; for as to 
that Moses, the man who brought us up out of the land of 


2 Egypt, we know not what hath happened to him.” And 


Aaron said to them, “Pluck out the golden rings, which 
are in the ears of your wives, of your sons, and of your 
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daughters, and bring them to me.” And all the people 3 
plucked out the golden rings which were in their ears, and 
brought them to Aaron. And he received the gold at their 4 
hand, and fashioned it with a graying tool, and made of it a 
molten ealf; and they said, “These are thy gods, O Israel, 
who have brought thee up out of the land of Egypt.” 
And when Aaron saw it, he built an altar before it; and 5 
Aaron made proclamation, and said, “ To-morrow is a feast 
to Jehovah.” And they rose up carly on the morrow, and 6 
offered burnt-offerings, and brought peace-offermgs ; and the 
people sat down to eat and to drink, and rose up to play. 

And Jchovah said to Moses, “ Go, go down; for thy 7 
people, whom thou broughtest wp out of the land of Egypt, 
have corrupted themselves: they have turned aside quickly 
out of the way in which I commanded them ¢o go: they 
have made for themselves a molten calf, and have wor- 
shipped it, and have sacrificed to it, and said, ‘These are 
thy gods, O Israel, who have brought thee up out of the 


mo 


land of Egypt.’” And Jehovah said to Moses, ‘I have 9 


seen this people, and, lo, it is a stiff-necked people. Now1 
therefore Ict me alone, that my wrath may be kindled 
against them, and that I may consume them ; and I will make 
of thee a great nation.”” Aud Moses besought Jehovah, 1 
his God, and said, “OQ Jehovah, why should thy wrath be 
kindled against thy people, whom thou hast brought forth out 
of the land of Egypt with great power, and with a mghty 
hand? Why should the Kgyptians speak saying, ‘ For 1 
evil he brought them out, to slay them in the mountains, 
and to consume them from the face of the earth?’ ‘Turn 
from the heat of thine anger, and repent of this evil against 
thy people. Remember Abraham, Isaac, and Isracl, thy 
servants, to whom thou swarest by thy own self, and saidst 
to them, ‘I will multiply your seed as the stars of heaven, 
and all this land that I have spoken of will I give to your 
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seed, and they shall inherit it for ever” Then Jehovah 14 


repented of the evil which he had spoken of doing to his 
people. And Moses turned, and went down from the moun- 1 
tain, with the two testimontal-tables in his hand: the tables 
were written on both their sides: on the one side and on the 


the other were they written. And the tables were the work 16 


of God, and the writing was the writing of God, graven wpon 
the tables. 


And when Joshua heard the voice of the people as they 17 
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shouted, he said to Moses, “The sound of war is in the 
is camp.” But Moses said, “It is not the sound of a shout 

for victory, not the sound of a cry for being overcome ; but 
19 the sound of singing do I hear.””? And it eame to pass when 

he eame nigh to the eamp, and saw the calf, and the dancing, 
that the anger of Moses was kindled, and he cast the tables 
out of his hands, and brake them at the bottom of the 
co mountain. And he took the calf which they had made, and 
burnt it in the fire, and ground it to powder, and strewed if 
upon the water, and made the children of Israel drink of it. 

And Moses said to Aaron, “ What did this people to thee, 
22 that thou hast brought upon them so great a sin?” And 

Aaron said, “ Let not the anger of my lord be kindled: thou 
23 knowest the people, that they are prone to evil. For they 

said to me, ‘ Make us gods who may go before us; for as to 

that man Moses, who brought us up out of the land of 
o41 Ngypt, we know not what hath happened to hmm.’ And I 
said to them, ‘ Whosoever hath any gold, let them pluck it 
out.” So they gave it to me: then I cast it into the fire, 
25 and there came out this ealf.””’ And when Moses saw that 
the people were in disarray, (for Aaron had put them in dis- 
array,) so that they might be slain by those who should rise 
26 up against them, Moses stood in the gate of the camp, and 
said, “ Who is for Jehovah? let him come to me.” And all 
the sons of Levi gathered themselves together to lnm. 
27 And he said to them, “ Thus saith Jehovah God of Israel, 

‘Put every man his sword by his side; go in and out from 

gate to gate throughout the camp, and slay every man his 

brother, and every man his companion, and every man his 
2s neighbour.’ ”? And the ehildren of Levi did according to 

the command of Moses; and there fell of the people that 
29 day about three thousand men. And Moses said, ‘‘ Conse- 
crate yourselves to-day to Jehovah, even every man upon his 
son, and upon his brother, so as to obtain for yourselves a 
blessing this day.” 

And it came to pass on the morrow, that Moses said to 
the people, “Ye have committed a great sin; and now | 
will go up to Jehovah: peradventure I may make an atone- 
31 ment for your sin.” And Moses returned to Jehovah, and 

said, “Oh, this people have committed a great sin, and have 
32 made them a god of gold; yet now, if thou wilt forgive 

their sin—: but if not, blot me, I pray thee, out of thy book 
33 whieh thou hast written.’ And Jehovah said to Moses, 
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“Whosoever hath sinned against me, him will I blot out of 
my book. Therefore now go, lead the people to the place 31 
of which I have spoken to thee: lo, mine Angel shall go 
before thee: nevertheless, in the day when I visit, I will 
visit their sin upon them.” And Jchovah sent a plague s: 
amongst the people, because they made the calf, which Aaron 
made.

CHAP. XXXIJI.—And Jehovah said to Moses, “ De- 
part, go up henee, thou and the people whom thou hast 
brought up out of the land of Egypt, unto the land which 
I sware to Abraham, to Isaac, and to Jacob, saying, ‘To thy 
seed will I give it:’ and J will send an Angel before thee ; 
and I will drive out the Canaanites, and the Amorites, and 
the Hittites, and the Perizzites and the Ilivites, and the Jebu- 
sites, and bring thee into a land flowing with milk and: 
honey ; but [ will not go up in the midst of thee; for thon 
art a stiff-necked people; lest I consume thee in the way.” 
And when the people heard these evil tidings, they mourned, 
and no man put on him his ornaments. For Jehovah had s 
said to Moses, “Say to the children of Isracl, Ye are a stiff- 
necked people: were J to go up in the midst of thee but 
for a moment, [ should consume thee: therefore now put off 
thine ornaments from thee, that I may know what to do to 
thee.” So the children of Israel stripped themselves of their 
ornaments by the mountain Horeb. 

And Moses took the tent, and pitched it without the camp, 
afar off from the camp, and called it The Tent of Meeting. 
And all who would consult Jehovah went out to the tent of 
meeting, which was without the camp. And it came to pass s 
when Moses went out to the tent, that all the people rose 
up, and stood every man at his tent-door, and looked after 
Moses, until he was gone into the tent. And as Moses 
entered into the tent, the pillar of cloud descended, and 
stood at the door of the tent, and Jehovah talked with 
Moses. And all the people saw the pillar of cloud stand- 
ing at the door of the tent; and all the people rose wp and 
worshipped, every man at his tent-door. And Jehovah 
spake to Moses face to face, as a man speaketh to his friend. 
And he turned again into the camp ; but his servant Joshua, 
the son of Nun, a young man, departed not out of the 
tent. 

And Moses said to Jehovah, “Sce, thou sayest to me, 12 
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‘Bring up this people ;’ but thou hast not let me know whom 
thou wilt send with me. Yet thou hast said, ‘I know thee 
by name, and thou hast also found favour m my sight.’ 
13 Now therefore, I pray thee, if I have found favour in thy 
sight, shew inc now thy way, that [ may know thee, that [ 
may find fayour in thy sight ; and consider that this nation 
141s thy people.” And he said, “ My presence shall go with 
15 thee, and 1 will give thee rest.” And he sad to him, “ If 
16 thy presence go not with me, bring us not up hence. For by 
what now, shall it be known that I and thy people have 
found favour in thy sight? Is it not by thy going with us, 
that we may be distinguished, [ and thy people, from all the 
17 people that are upon the face of the earth ¢” And Jchovah 
said to Moses, “I will do this thing also that thou hast 
spoken ; for thou hast found favour in my sight, and I know 
is thee by name.” And Moses said, “ Shew me, I beseech thee, 
19 thy glory.” And he said, “I will make all my goodness pass 
before thee, and [ will proclaim the name of Jchovah before 
thee; for I will be gracious to whom I will be gracious, and 
20 will shew merey to whom I will shew mercy.” And he said, 
“Thou canst not sec my face; for no man can see me and 
ai live.’ And Jchovah said, “ Lo, there is a place by me, and 
22 thou shalt stand upon a rock; and while my glory passeth 
by, I will put thee in a elcft of the rock, and will cover thee 
23 with my hand while I pass by; and I will take away my 
hand, and thou shalt sce my back; but my face may not 
be seen.” 


1 CHAP. XXXIV.—And Jehovah said to Moses, “ Hew thee 
two tables of stone hke the first; and I will write upon 
these tables the words that were in the first tables, which 

2 thou brakest. And be ready m the mornmg, and come up 
in the morning unto mount Smal, and present thyself there 

3 to me on the top of the mountain. But !ct no one come up 
with thee, nor let any one be secn throughout all the moun- 
tain ; let not even the flocks or herds feed about that moun- 

4tain.” Then he hewed two tables of stone, like the first. 
And Moses rose up early in the morning, and went up unto 
mount Sinai, as Jehovah had commanded hin, and took in 

5 his hand the two tables of stone. And Jehovah descended 
in the cloud, and stood with him there, and proclaimed the 

é6name of Jehovah. And Jehovah passed by before him and 
proclaimed “Jehovah! Jchovah! a God merciful and gra- 
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cious, slow to anger, but abundant in goodness and truth, 
keeping merey for thousands, forgiving iniquity and trans- 
gression and sin, aequitting even him who is not innocent, 
Visiting the iniquity of the fathers upon the children, and 
upon the children’s children, to the third and to the fourth 
eencration.” And Moses made haste, and bowed himself 
toward the ground, and worshipped. And he said, “If now 
I have fonnd favour in thy sight, O Lord, let my Lord, I 
pray thee, go amongst us, although it is a stiff-necked 
people ; and pardon our imiquitics and our stns, and take us 
for thy possession.” And Jehovah said, “ To, I make a cove- 
nant: before all thy people I will do wonders, such as have 
not been done im all the carth, nor in any nation; and all 
the people amongst whom thou art, shall sce the work of 
Jehovah ; for it is a terrible thing that I will do by thee. 
Observe thou that which I command thee this day; lo, I 
drive out before thee the Amorites, and the Canaanites, and 
the Hittites, and the Perizzites, and the Hivites, and the 
Jcbusites. Take heed to thyself, that thou make not a 
covenant with the inhabitants of the land whither thou goest, 
lest it be a snare in the midst of thee; but ye shall destroy 
their altars, break their images, and cut down their groves ; 
for thou shalt worship no other god; for Jehovah, whose 
name is Jealous, 1s a jealous God. Take heed that thou 
make not a covenant with the inhabitants of the land, and 
when they go astray after their gods, and sacrifice to their 
gods, and any one imviteth thee, that thou cat not of his 
sacrifice ; and that thou take not of their daughters for thy 
sons, lest their daughters go astray after their gods, and 
make thy sons go ‘astray ‘after their gods. Molten gods 
slot ahalteno tuna kesfor thyself. - The feast of unleav ened 
bread thou shalt keep. Seven days, as I commanded thee, 
thou shalt cat unleavened bread, in the time of the month 
Abib: for im the month Abib thou ecamest out from Egypt. 
All that openeth the womb is mine; and every ma/le-firstling 


aniong thy cattle, whether ox or sheep. But the firsthng 2 


of an ass thou shalt redeem with a lamb ; and if thou redeem 
him not, then shalt thon break his neck ; but every first- 
born of thy sons thou shalt redeem. And let none appear 
before me empty-handed. Six days thou mayest work, 
but on the seventh day thon shalt rest: even im secdstime 
and in harvest thou shalt rest. And thon shalt observe 
the feast of weeks, of the first-fruits of wheat-harvest, and 
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23 the feast of in-gathering at the year’s end. Three times in 
the year shall all thy males appear before the Lord Jehovah, 
21 the God of Israel. For I will cast out the nations before 
thee, and enlarge thy borders: ueither shall any man desire 
thy land, when thou shalt go up to appear before Jehovah 


25 thy God three times in the year. Thon shalt not offer 
the blood of my sacrifice with leaven; nor shall the sacrifice 
26 of the feast of passover be left until the morning. The 


first of the first-fruits of thy land thou shalt bring unto the 
house of Jehovah thy God. Thou shalt not seecthe a kid 
in its mother’s milk.” 
27 And Jchovah said to Moses, ‘‘ Write thou these words; 
for after the tenor of these words I make a covenant with 
2s thee and with Israel.” And he was there with Jehovah 
forty days and forty mghts; he did neither eat bread nor 
drink water. And he wrote upon the tables the words of 
29 the covenant, the ten commandments. And it came to pass 
when Moses came down from mount Sinai with the two 
tables of testimony in the hand of Moses, when he came 
down from the mountain, that Moses knew not that the skin 
of lis face had become shining from Jehovah having talked 
30 with him. Ana when Aaron and all the children of Israel 
saw Moses, lo, the skin of his face was shining, and they 
were afraid to come near him. And Moses called to them ; 
and Aaron and all the rulers of the congregation returned 
to him; and Moses talked with them. And afterward all 
the children of Israel came near; and he gave them in com- 
mandment all that Jehovah had spoken to him on mount Simai. 
33 And when Moses had done speakmg with them, he put a 
34 veil on his face. But when Moses went in before Jehovah 
to speak with hun, he took off the veil until he came out. 
And he came out, and spake to the children of Israel that 
5 which Jehovah commanded him. And the children of Israel 
saw the faee of Moses, that the skin of the face of Moses 
shone; and Moses put the veil upon his face again, until he 
went 1 to speak with him. 
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1 CHAP. XXXV.—And Moses gathered all the congrega- 
tion of the children of Israel together, and said to them, 
“These are the things which Jehovah hath commanded you 

2todo. Six days may work be done; but on the seventh day 
there shall be to you a holy-day, a sabbath of rest to Jeho- 
vah: whosoever doeth work on it shall be put to death. 
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Ye shall kindle no fire throughout your habitations upon 3 


the sabbath-day.” 


And Moses spake to all the congregation of the children 4 


of Isracl, saying, “This is the thing whieh Jehovah hath 


commanded, saying, ‘Take ye from amongst you an offering 5 


to Jehovah: let every one whose heart is willing bring an 
offering to Jehovah, gold, and silver, and brass, and blue, 
and purple, and scarlet, and linen, and goats’ hair, and 
rams’ skins dyed red, and seals’ skins, and setim-wood, 
and oil for the light, and spiees for the anointing-oil, and 
for the sweet-smelling incense, and onyx-stones, and stones 
to be set in the ephod, and in the breastplate. And let 
every one who 1s wise-hearted among you come, and make 
all that Jehovah hath commanded; the tabernacle, its tent, 
and its covering, its hooks, and its boards, its bars, its 
pillars, and its bases; the ark and its poles, with the hd, 
and the veil of the covering; the table and its poles, and all 
its utensils, and the shew-bread; the lamp-stand also for 
the light, and its utensils, and its lamps, with the oil for the 
light ; and the incense-altar, and its poles, and the anointing- 
oil, and the sweet-smelling imeense, and the hanging for the 
entrance of the tabernacle; the altar of burnt-offering, with 
its brazen grate, its poles, and all its vessels; the laver and 
its foot; the hangings of the court, its pillars, and thei 
bases, and the hangmg for the gate of the court; the pins 
of the tabernacle, and the pins of the court, and their cords; 
the garments of service, to be used in the sanctuary, and the 
holy garments for Aaron the priest, and the garments of his 
sons, when they mimister in the priest’s office.’”? And all the 
congregation of the children of Israel departed from the 
presence of Moses. And they came, every one whose heart 
inclined him, and every one whose spirit made him willing, 
and they brought an offering to Jehovah for the work of the 
tent of mecting, and for all its servec, and for the holy 
garments. And they eame, both men and women, every 
one whose heart was willing, and brought clasps, and ear- 
rings, and rings, and beads, all kinds of jewels of gold: 
and every man who would offer an offering of gold to 
Jehovah brought it. And every one who possessed blue, 
and purple, and scarlet, and linen, and goats’ Aaz, and 
rams’ skins dyed red, and seals’ skins, bronght them. 
Every one who would offer an offering of silver or of brass, 
brought it an offering to Jehovah: and every one who pos- 
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sessed sctim-wood, for any work of the service, brought it. 
And all the women who were wise-hearted spun with their 
own hands, and brought that which they had spun, of blue, 
and of purple, and of scarlet, and of linen. And all the 
women whose heart inclined fer spun skilfully goats’ hair. 
And the chiefs brouglit onyx-stones, and stones to be sct in 
the ephod, and in the breastplate: and spices, and oil for 
the light, and for the anointing-oil, and for the swect- 
smelling incense. Zhus the children of Isracl brought a 
willing offerimg to Jehovah, every man and woman, whose 
heart made them willing to bring, for all the work which 
Jchovah by Moses had commanded to be done. And Moses 
said to the children of Israel, “See, Jehovah hath called by 
name Bezalecl the son of Uri, the son of Hur, of the tribe 
of Judah; and he hath filled him with the spirit of God, in 
wisdom, and in understanding, and in knowledge, and in 
all manner of workmanship; and curiously to inweave ; to 


3 work in gold, and in silver, and in brass, and in the en- 


eraving of stones for settmg, and in carving of wood, for 
making any sort of curious work. And he hath made him 
willing to teach others; him and Aholiab the son of Ahisa- 
mach of the tribe of Dan. Them hath he filled with wisdom 
of heart, to do every kind of work, of the engraver, and of 
him who eunously inweaves, and of the embroiderer, in blue, 
and in purple, in scarlet, and in linen, and of the weaver ; 
of them who do any work, and of them who curiously in- 
weave.” 


CHAP. XXXVI.—Then Bezalecl and Aholiab, and every 
wise-hearted man, in whom Jehovah had put wisdom and 
understanding, to know how to do every kind of work for 
the service of the sanctuary, did according to all that Jec- 
hovah hath commanded. And Moses called Bezaleel and 
Aholiab, and every wise-hearted man, m whose heart Je- 
hovah had put wisdom, every one whose heart inclined him 
to come to the work to do it; and they received of Moses 
the whole offermg which the children of Isracl had brought 
for the work for the service of the sanctuary. And as they 
yet brought to him free-will-offerings every morning, all the 
wise men who wrought all the work of the sanctuary, came 
every one from ns work which they were making, and spake 
to Moses, saying, ‘‘ The people bring much more than enough 
for the service of the work which Jehovah hath commanded 
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to be done.” Then Moses ordered that it should be pro- 
claimed throughout the camp, saying, “ Let neither man nor 
woman do any more work for the offermg of the sanetnary.” 
So the people were restrained from bringing. For the ma- 
terials they had were more than sufficient for the making of 
all the work. 

And every wise-hearted man, among them that wrought 
the work of the tabernacle, made ten curtains of twisted 
Imen, and blue, and purple, and scarlet: with cherubim 
curiously inwoven he made them. The length of eaeh 
curtain was twenty-eight eubits, and the breadth of each 
curtain four eubits: the curtains had the same measure. 
Five curtains he joined one to another; and five curtains 
he joined one to another. And he made loops of blue on 
the edge of the outmost curtain of one of the joined pieces: 
and he did the same on the edge of the outmost curtain in 
the second joined picee. Fifty loops he made on one curtain, 
and fifty loops he made on the edge of the outmost curtain 
of the second jomed picee: the loops answering one to 
another. And he made fifty hooks of gold, and jomed the 
curtains together by the hooks: so that it might be one 
tabernacle. = And he made curtains of goats’ hair for a 
tent over the tabernacle: cleven such curtains he made. 
The length of cach curtain was thirty cubits, and four 
eubits was the breadth of cach curtam: the eleven curtains 
had the same measure. <And he jomed together five curtains 
by themselves, and six curtains by themselves. And he made 
fifty loops on the edge of the outmost curtain of the jomed 
piece, and fifty loops he made on the edge of the outmost 
curtain of the second joined piece. And he made fifty 
hooks of brass to join the tent together, that it might be 
one. And he made a covering for the tent, of rams’ 
skins dyed red, and a covering above of scals’ skins. 
And he made for the tabernacle boards of setim-wood, to 
stand upright, ten eubits was the length of each board, and 
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a ecubit anda half the breadth of each board. Each board 22 


had two tenons, answering one to the other: thus he made 
all the boards of the tabernacle. And he made the boards 
for the tabernacle, twenty boards for the south side, south- 
ward. And forty sockets of silver he made under the twenty 
boards: two soekets under one hoard for its two tenons, and 
two sockets under another board for its two tenons. And for 
the other side of the tabernacle, northward, he made twenty 
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26 boards, and their forty sockets of silver: two sockets under 
27 one board and two sockets under another board. And for 
the side of the tabernacle westward he made six boards. 
as And two boards he made for the corners of the tabernacle 
29 in the two sides. And they were coupled together at the 
bottom, and they were coupled together at the top by one 
30 ring: thus he did to both of them at the two corners. Thus 
there were eight’ boards ; and their sockets of silver were 
31 sixteen, under every beard two sockets, And he made bars 
of sctim-wood: five for the boards of the one side of the 
32 tabernacle, and five bars for the boards of the other side of 
the tabernacle, and five bars for the boards of the tabernacle 
33 for the side westward. And he made the middle bar, to pass 
34 along the middle of the boards, from end to end, And he 
overlaid the boards with gold, and made their rings of gold 
to be places for the bars, and overlaid the bars with gold. 
35 And he made a veil of bluc, and purple, and scarlet, and 
twisted linen: with cherubim of curious work he made it. 
36 And he made for it four pillars of setim-wood, and overlaid 
them with gold: their hooks were of gold; and he cast for 
37 them four sockets of silver. And he made a hanging for 
the cntrance of the tabernacle, of blue, and putple, and 
3s searlet, and twisted linen, of needle-work; and its five 
pillars, with their hooks: and he overlaid their capitals and 
their rods with gold; but their five soekcts were of brass. 


1 CHAP. XXXVIT.—And Bezalee]l made the ark of setim- 
wood: two cubits and a half was its length, and a cubit and 
2a half its breadth, and a cubit and a half its height. And 
he overlaid it with pure gold within and without, and made 
3 for it a moulding of gold round about. And he cast for it 
four rings of gold, for the four corners of it; two rings on 
the one side of it, and two rings on the other side of it. 
4 And he made poles of sctim-wood, and overlaid them with 
s gold. And he put the poles into the rings by the sides of 
6 the ark, that the ark might be carried by them. And he 
made the lid of pure gold: two cubits anda half was its 
7 length, and a cubit and a half its breadth. And he made 
two cherubim of gold, of solid work he made them, at the 
s two ends of the lid: one cherub on the one end, and another 
cherub on the other end of the hd; he made the cherubim 
9 at the two ends of it. And the cherubim spread out their 
wings above, covering the lid with their wings, with their 
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faces one toward another; toward the lid were the faces of 
the cherubim. And he made the table of setim wood : two 10 
cubits was its length, and a eubit its breadth, and a eubit 
and a half its height. And he overlaid it with pure gold, 11 
and made for it a moulding of gold round about. Te also 12 
made for it a border of a hand-breadth round about ; and he 
made a moulding of gold to its border round about. And 13 
he cast for it four rmgs of gold, and put the rings in the 
four corners by its four feet. Near the border were the 14 
rings, the places for the poles, that the table night be 
earried. And he made the poles of sctim-wood, and over- 15 
laid them with gold, that the table might be carried by 
them. And he made the vessels whieh were upon the table, 16 
its dishes, and its ineense- pots, and its flagons, and its 
eups, with which to pour ¢he drink-offerings, of pure gold. 
And he made the lamp-stand of pure gold: of solid work 17 
he made the lamp-stand; its shaft, and its branches, its 
cups, its knops, and its flowers, were of the same: and six is 
branehes came out of the sides of it; three branches of the 
lamp-stand out of the one side, and three branelecs of the 
lamp-stand out of the other side: three eups made like 
almonds, with a knop and a flower in one branch ; and three 
eups made like almonds, with a knop and a flower in the 
other branch; so in the six branches that came out of the 
lamp-stand. And im the lamp-stand were four cups made 20 
like almonds, with its knops, and its flowers; so that there 21 
was a knop wnder two branches of the same, and a knop 
under two branches of the same, and a knop under two 
branches of the same, aceording to the six branches that 
proeceded out of it. Their knops and their branches were 22 
of the same: all of it one solid work of pure gold. And 23 
he made its seven lamps, and its snuffers, and its snuff- 
dishes, of pure gold. Of a talent of pure gold he 23 
made it, with all its utensils. And he made the incense 25 
altar of setim-wood. The length of it was a cubit, and the 
breadth of it a eubit; so that it was square; and two cubits 
was the height of it; its horns were of the same. And he 26 
overlaid it with pure gold, its top, and its sides round about, 
and its horns: and he made for it a moulding of gold round 
about. And two rings of gold he made for it under the 27 
moulding, by its two corners on both its sides, to be places 
for the poles, by which it might be carried. And he made 2s 
the poles of sctim-wood, and overlaid them with gold. 
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29 And he made the holy anointing-oil, and the pure icense 
of sweet spices, according to the work of the compounder. 


1 CHAP. XXXVIJJ.—And he made the altar of burnt- 
offering of setim-wood : five cubits was its length, and five 
enbits its breadth, so that it was square, and its “height was 

ethree cubits, And he made the horns of it at its four 
corners: its horns were of one piece with it: and he over- 
laid it with brass. Andhe made‘all the utensils of the altar, 
its pans, and its shovels, and its basons, and its flesh-hooks, 
and its fire-pans: all its utensils he made of ,brass. And he 
inade for the altar a grate of brazen lattice-work, bclow the 
band down to the middle of the altar. And he cast four 
rings for the four ends of the grate of brass, to be places for 
the poles. And he made the poles of setim-wood, and over- 
laid them with brass. And he put the poles to the nngs 
on the sides of the altar, that it might be carried by them: 
he made the altar hollow with boards. And he made the 
laver of brass, and the foot of it of brass, of the mirrors of. 
the women assembling, who assembled af the door of the 
tent of meeting. 

And he made the court: on the south side southward, the 
hangings of the court were of twisted linen a hundred 
10 cubits: thei pillars were twenty, and their sockets of brass 

twenty: the hooks of the pillars and their rods were of 

u silver. And for the north side the hangings were a hundred 
cubits, their pillars were twenty, and their sockets of brass 
twenty: the hooks of the pillars and their rods of silver. 

12 And for the west side were hangings of fifty cubits, them 
pillars ten, and their sockets ten; the hooks of the pillars 

13 and their rods of silver. And for the east side castward, 

11 the breadth of which was fifty cubits, the hangings of one 
side of the gate were fifteen cubits; their pillars three, and 

15 their sockets three. And for the other side of the couwrt- 
gate, on this hand and that hand, were hangings of fifteen 

16 cubits; their pillars three, and their sockets three. All the 
hangings of the court round about were of twisted linen. 

17 And the sockets for the pillars were of brass; the hooks of 
the pillars and their rods of silver; and the overlaying of 
their capitals of silver: and all the pillars of the cout 

is had rods of silver. And the hanging for the gate of the 
court was necdle-work, of blue, and purple, and scarlet, and 
twisted linen; and twenty cubits was the length, and the 
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breadth was five cubits, answerable to the hangings of the 
court. And their pillars were four, and their sockets of 
brass four; their hooks of silver, and the overlaying of 
their capitals and their rods of silver. And all the pis 
of the tabernacle, and of the court round about, were of 
brass. 

This is the sum of the tabernacle, the tabernacle of meet- 
ing, as it was counted, accordmg to the commandment of 
Moses, for the service of the Levites, by Ithamar, son to Aaron 
the priest. And Bezaleel the son of Uri, the son of Ilur, of 
the tribe of Judah, made all that Jehovah commanded 
Moses, And with him was Aholiab, son of Alisamach, 
of the tribe of Dan, an engraver, and a weaver of curious 
work, and an embroiderer in blue, and in purple, and in 
scarlet, and in fine lmen. — All the gold that was employed 
for the work, in all the work of the sanctuary (which was 
the gold of the offering), was twenty-nme talents, and seven 
hundred and thirty shekels, according to the shekel of the 
sanctuary. And the silver of those who were numbered 
of the congregation, was a hundred talents, and a thousand 
seven hundred and seventy-five shckels, according to the 
shekel of the sanctuary: a bekah, that is, half a shekel, 
according to the shekel of the sanctuary, for every man, for 
every one that went to be numbered, from twenty years old 
and upward, being six hundred and three thousand, five 
hundred and fifty. And of the hundred talents of silver 
were cast the sockets of the sanctuary, and the sockets of the 
veil; a hundred sockets of the hundred talents, a talent for 
a socket. And of the thousand seven hundred and seventy- 
five shekels he made hooks for the pillars, and overlaid their 
capitals, and made rods for them. And the brass of the 
oftermg was seventy talents, and two thousand and four 
hundred shekels. And of this he made the sockets for the 
door of the tent of meeting, and the brazen altar, and the 
brazen gate for it, and all the vessels of the altar, and the 
sockets of the court round about, and the sockets of the 
court gate, and all the pins of the tabernacle, and all the 
pins of the court round about. 


CHAP. XXXIX.—And of the blue, and purple, and 
scarlet, they made garments of service, to do service in the 
sanctuary, and they made the holy garments for Aaron; as 
Jehovah had commanded Moses. And he made the ephod 
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of gold, and blue, and purple, and scarlet, and twisted lmen. 
3 And they beat the gold into thin plates, and cut 7 into 
wires, to work z¢ in the blue, and in the purple, and in the 
scarlet, and in the linen, with curiously imwoven work. 
They made shoulder-pieces for the ephod to join té together : 
at the two edges it was joined together. And the curiously 
wrought girdle of the ephod, which was upon it, was of the 
same, according to its work of gold, blue, and purple, and 
scarlet, and twisted linen; as Jehovah had commanded 
Moses. And they wrought onyx-stones set in soekets of 
eold, engraven, as signets are engraven, with the names of 
the children of Isracl. And he put them on the shoulders 
of the ephod, that they might be stones of memorial for the 
children of Israel; as Jehovah had commanded Moses. 
And he made the breastplate of euriously inwoven work, 
like the work of the ephod; of gold, of blue, and purple, 
and scarlet, and twisted linen. It was square; they made 
the breastplate double: a span in length, and a span im 
10 breadth, when doubled. And they set in it four rows of 

stones : a row of a carnelian, a topaz, and a carbunele was the 
11 first row. And the sceond row, an emerald, a sapphire, 
iz anda diamond. And the third row, a lgure, an agate, and 
13 an amethyst. And the fourth row, a beryl, an onyx, and a 
14 jasper: they were inelosed in sockets of gold, And the 

stones were according to the names of the children of Israel, 

twelve, according to their names, like the engravings of a 

sienet ; each had its own name, according to the twelve 
is tribes. And they made upon the breastplate chains of 
16 equal length, of wreathed work of pure gold. And _ they 

made two sockets of gold, and two rings of gold; and put 
17 the two rings on the two ends of the breastplate. And 

they put the two wreathed chains of gold in the two rings 
is on the ends of the breastplate. And the other two ends of 

the two wreathed chains they fastened in the two sockets, 

and put them on the shonlder-pieces of the ephod im the 
19 front of it. And they made two rings of gold, and put 
them on the two ends of the breastplate, on the border of 
it, which was upon the joining of the ephod inward. And 
they made two other rings of gold, and put them on the 
two shoulder-pieces of the ephod underneath, toward the 
front of it, over against the ofher coupling above the girdle 
of the ephod. And they bound the breastplate by its rings 
to the rings of the ephod with a ribband of bluc, that it might 
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be above the curiously wrought girdle of the ephod, and that 
the breastplate might not be loosed from the ephod: as Jeho- 
vah had commanded Moses. And he made the robe of the 
ephod of woven work, all of blue. And there was a hole in 
the robe, in the middle of it, as the hole of a coat of mail, 
with a binding round about the hole, that it might not be 
rent. «ind they made upon the hems of the robe pome- 
granates of blue, and purple, and searlet, and twisted lmen. 
And they made bells of pure gold, and put the bells upon 
the hem of the robe, between the pomegranates round 
about ; a bell and a pomegranate, a bell and a pomegranate, 
upon the hem of the robe round about to minister i; as 
Jehovah had commanded Moses. And they made tunies 
of lmen, of woven work, for Aaron and for his sons; and a 
mitre of linen, and beautiful turbans of linen, and linen 
drawers of twisted lmen; and a girdle of twisted linen, 
and blue, and purple, and scarlet, of necedle-work; as 


Jehovah had commanded Moses. And they made the petal : 


of the holy erown of pure gold, and wrote upon it a writing, 
like the engravings of a signet, Hoty to Jenovan. And 
they fastened to it a mbband of blue, to fasten it above upon 
the mitre; as Jehovah had commanded Moses.

Thus was all the work of the tabemacle, the tent of 32 


meeting, finished: for the children of Israel did according 
to all that Jehovah had commanded Moses; so they did. 
And they brought the tabernacle to Moses, the tent and all 
its furniture, its hooks, its boards, its bars, its pillars, and 
its sockets. And the ecovermg of rams’ skins dyed red, 
and the covering of seals’ skins, and the veil of the cover- 


ing, the ark of the testimonials, and its poles, and the 


lid, the table and all its furniture, and the shew-bread, : 


the lamp-stand of pure gold, its lamps, zés lamps to be 
sect in order, and all its furniture, and the oil for hght, 
and the golden altar, and the anointing-oil, and the sweet- 
smelling ineense, and the hanging for the door of the 
tabernacle; the brazen altar, and its grate of brass, its 
poles, and all its utensils, the laver and its foot; the hang- 
ings of the court, and its pillars, and its sockets; and the 
hanging for the court gate, its eords, and its pins, and all 
the furniture for the service of the tabernacle, for the tent 
of meeting; the garments of service to be used in the 
sanctuary, and the holy garments for Aaron the priest, and 
the garments of Ins sons to minister in the priest’s 
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az office. According to all that Jchovah had commanded 

43 Moses, so the children of Israel made all the work. And 
Moses looked upon all the work, and, lo, they had done it 
as Jehovah had commanded, even so had they done it: and 
Moses blessed then. 


1 CHAP. XL.—Then Jchovah spake to Moses, saying, 
2 “On the first day of the first month shalt thou set up the 
3 tabernacle, the tent of meeting. And in it thou shalt put 
the ark of the testimonials, and sereen the ark with the 
a veil. And thou shalt bring in the table, and set in order 
the things that are to be set in order upon it; and thou 
s shalt bring in the lamp-stand, and put on its lamps. And 
thou shalt set the golden altar of mcense before the ark of 
the testimonials, and put up the hanging of the entrance 
6 of the tabernacle. And thon shalt sct the altar of the 
burnt-offering before the chtrance of the tabernacle, the 
7 tent of mecting. And thou shalt sct the laver between the 
tent of mecting and the altar, and shalt put water into it. 
s And thou shalt set up the court round about, and hang up 
9 the hanging at the gate of the court. Then thon shalt take 
the anointing-oil, and anoint the tabernacle, and all that is 
in it, and shalt sanctify it, and all itsfurniture: and it shall 
10 be holy. And thou shalt anoint the altar of the burnt-offer- 
ing, and all its furniture, and sanctify the altar: and it shall 
11 be an altar most holy. And thou shalt anoint the laver and 
12 its foot, and sanctify it. Thou shalt then bring Aaron and 
his sons to the door of the tent of meeting, and wash them 
is with water. And thou shalt put upon Aaron the holy 
garments, and anoint him, and sanctify him; that he may 
14 minister to me in the priest’s office. And thou shalt bring 
15 his sons, and clothe them with tumes: and thou shalt anoint 
them, as thou didst anoint their father, that they may 
minister to me in the priest’s office: and this shall be done 
that their anointing may be to them for a perpetual priest- 
16 hood, throughout their generations.” Thus did Moses: ac- 
cording to all that Jehovah commanded him, so he did. 
17 Now it came to pass in the first month, in the second 
year, on the first day of the month, the tabernacle was 
is erected. And Moses set up the tabernacle, and fixed its 
sockets, and placed its boards, and put in its bars, and set 
19 up its pillars. And he spread the tent over the tabernacic, 
and over this he put the covering of the tent, as Jehovah 
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had eommanded Moses. And he took the testimonials and 20 
put them into the ark, and set the poles to the ark, and put 
the hid above upon the ark. And he brought the ark into 21 
the tabernaele, and hung up the veil of the covering, and 
concealed the ark of the testimonials; as Jehovah had com- 
manded Moses. «And he placed the table in the tent of 22 
meeting, upon the side of the tabernacle northward, without 
the veil. And he set the bread in order upon it before 23 
Jehovah ; as Jehovah had commanded Moses. And he put 24 
the Jamp-stand in the tent of meeting, opposite to the 
table, on the side of the tabernacle southward. <And_ he 25 
put on the lamps before Jehovah ; as Jehovah had com- 
manded Moses. And he put the golden altar in the tent 26 
of mecting, before the veil: and he burnt sweet-smelling 27 
incense on it; as Jehovah had commanded Moses. And 2s 
he put up the hangmg at the entranec of the tabernaele. 
And he put the altar of burnt-offering before the entrance 29 
of the tabernacle, the tent of meeting, and offered upon it 
the burnt-offermg and the meal-offermg; as Jehovah had 
commanded Moses. And he set the Javer between the tent 30 
of meeting and the altar, and put water there, to wash with ; 
and Moses and Aaron and his sons there washed their bands 31 
and their feet. When they went into the tent of mecting, 32 
and when they eame near the altar, they washed, as Jehovah 
had commanded Moses. And he set up the eourt round 33 
about the tabernacle and the altar, and set up the hanging 
of the gate of the eourt. 

When Moses had finished the work, a eloud covered the 24 
tent of meeting, and the glory of Jehovah filled the taber- 
nacle. So that Moses was not able to enter into the tent 35 
of meeting, because the eloud rested on it, and the glory of 
Jehovah filled the tabernacle. When the eloud was taken 36 
up from over the tabernacle, the elldren of Israel went 
onward im all their journeys; but when the cloud was not 37 
taken up, then they journeyed not till the day in which it 
was taken up. For the cloud of Jehovah was upon the 3s 
tabernacle by day, and fire was on it by night, in the sight 
of all the house of Israel, throughout all their “journeys. 


THE BOOK OF LEVITICUS. 


1 CHAP. I.—And Jehovah called to Moses, and spake to 
2him from the tent of mecting, saying, “Speak to the ehil- 
dren of Israel, and say to them, ‘If any of you will bring 
an offermg to Jehovah from the cattle; from the herd or 
3 from the flock ye shall bring your offermg. If his offering 
be a burnt-offermg from the herd, let him offer a male with- 
out blemish: he shall offer it at the door of the tent of 
4 mecting, for his acecptanee before Jehovah. And he shall 
lay his hand upon the head of the burnt-offermg ; and it 
5 shall be aecepted for him, to make atonement for him. And 
he shall slay the bullock before Jehovah: and the pnests, the 
sons of Aaron, shall bring the blood, and sprinkle the blood 
round about upon the altar which zs by the door of the tent 
6 of meeting. And he shall flay the burnt-offering, and eut it 
71m picees. Then the sons of Aaron the priest shall put fire 
s upon the altar, and lay the wood in order upon the fire ; and 
the priests, the sons of Aaron, shall lay the picces, the head, 
and the fat, in order upon the wood that is on the fire upon 
9 the altar ; but its entrails and its legs shall he wash in water ; 
and the priest shall burn all on the altar, as a burnt-offering, 
an offering made by fire, an acceptable odour to Jehovah. 
10 ©60©.And if his offering be a burnt-offermg from the flocks, 
from the sheep or from the goats he shall bring it, a male 
11 without blemish. And he shall slay it on the side of the 
altar northward before Jehovah : and the priests, the sons of 
Aaron, shall sprinkle its blood round about upon the altar: 
12 and he shall cut it in pieces, and these, with its head and its 
fat, the priest shall lay in order on the wood that 1s on the fire 
13 upon the altar. But he shall wash the entrails and the legs 
with water ; and the priest shall bring the whole, and burn 
it upon the altar: it is a burnt-offering, an offermg made by 
fire, an acceptable odour to Jehovah. 
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But if his burnt-offering to Jehovah be an offering from 14 


the birds, then he shall bring his offering of turtle-doves, or 
of young pigeons. And the priest shall bring it to the altar, 
and pinch off its head, and burn it on the altar; and its 
blood shall be wrung out at the side of the altar; and he 
shall pluck out its crop with its contents, and cast it beside 
the altar, on the castern part, by the place of the ashes ; and 
he shall eleave it with its wings, but shall not divide 1¢ asun- 
der; and the priest shall burn it upon the altar, upon the 
wood that is on the fire: it is a burnt-offering, an offering 
made by fire, an acceptable odour to Jehovah, 


CHAP. I1.—And if any one wili offer a meal-offering to 
Jehovah, his offering shall be of fine flour; and he shell 
pour upon it oil, and put upon it frankincense. And he 
shall bring it to the priests, the sons of Aaron; and he shall 
take from it his handful of the flour, and of the oil, with all 
the frankineense, and the priest shall burn them as a memo- 
nial of it wpon the altar, an offering made by fire, an accept- 
able odour to Jchovah ; and the remainder of the meal- 
offering shall be for Aaron and his sons: the most holy of 
the offerings made by fire to Jehovah. And if thou bring 
an offering of a meal-offering baked in an oven, it shall be 
unleay ened eakes of fine flour mingled with oil, or unleavencd 
wafers anointed with oil. And if a mecal- offering on a pan 
be thy offering, it shall be of fine flour unleavy ened, mingled 
with oil. Thou shalt part it in pieces, and pour upon it ‘oil: 
it is a meal-offerng. And if a meal-offering baked on a 
plate be thy offering, it shall be made of fine flour with oil. 
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And thou shalt bring the meal-offering which is made of s 


these things to Jehovah; and when it is presented to the 


priest, he shall bring it to the altar, And the priest shall 9 


take from the meal-offering a memorial of it, and shall burn 
it upon the altar, as an offer ing made by fire, an acceptable 
odour to Jehov: als and the remainder of the meal- offering 
shall be for Aaron and his sons: the most holy of the ofier: 
ings made by fire to Jehovah. No meal- offering, which ye 
shall bring to Jchovah, shall be made with leaven: for ve 
shall burn no leay en, or honey, in any offering made by fire 
to Jehovah. As Ae fruit-offerings, ye may offer them to 
Jehovah ; but they shall not be burnt on the altar for an ac- 
ceptable ‘odour, “And every offering of thy meal-offering 
thou shalt scason with salt; neither shalt thou withhold the 
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salt of the covenant of thy God from thy meal-offerings : 

with all thine offerings thou shalt offer salt. And if thou 
offer a meal-offering of first-fruits to Jehovah, thou shalt 
offer, for the meal- offering of thy first-fruits, green cars of 
corn roasted at the fire, or corn rubbed out oe full cars. And 
thou shalt put oil upon it, and lay upon it frankincense : it 
is a meal-offermg.. And the priest shall burn, as a memo- 
rial of it, some of the corn rubbed out of the ear, and some 
of the oil, with all its frankincense: it is an offering made 


by fire to Jehovah. 
CHAP. I[I.—And if a sacrifice of peace-offering be the 


offering of any one, if he offer it from the herd, whether 
male or female, he shall offer it without blemish before Jeho- 
vah. And he shall lay his hand upon the head of his offer- 
ing, and slay it at the door of the tent of meetmg; and the 
priests, the sons of Aaron, shall sprinkle the blood round 
about upon the altar. | he shall offer of the sacrifice of 
the peace-offering, as au offering made by fire to Jehovah : 

the fat that covercth the entrails, “and all the fat that is upon 
the entrails, and the two kidneys, and the fat that is on 
them, which is by the loins, and the caul above the liver, to- 
ecther with the kidneys, he shall take away ; and the sons 
of Aaron shall burn it on the altar upon the burnt sacrifice, 
which is upon the wood that is on the fire, as an offering 
made by fire, an acceptable odour to Jehovah. 

And if his offermg for a sacrifice of peace-offering to Jc- 
hovah be from the “lek male or female, he aie offer it 
without blemish. If he offer a lamb for his offering, then 
shall he offer it before Jehovah. And he shall lay his hand 
upou the head of his offering, and slay it before the tent of 
meeting; and the sons of Aaron shall sprinkle the blood of 
it round about upon the altar. And he shall offer of the 
sacrifice of the peacc-offcring, as an offering made by fire to 
Jchovah: its fat, and the whole of the fat tail, which he 
shall take off close to the rump, and the fat that covereth the 
entrails, and all the fat that is upon the entrails, and the two 
kidneys, and the fat that is upon them, which is by the 
loms, and the caul above the liver, together with the kidneys, 
he shall take away; and the pricst shall burn then upon the 
altar, as the food of the offering made by fire to Jchovah. 

And if his offering be a coat, then he shall offer it before 
Jehovah. And he shall lay his hand upon the head of it, 

M 
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and slav it before the tent of mecting; and the sons of 
Aaron shall sprinkle its blood round about upon the altar. 
And of it he shall offer his offering, an offering nade by fire 14 
to Jehovah: the fat that covereth the entrails, ‘and all the fat 
that is upon the entrails, and the two kidneys, and the fat 5 
that 1s upon them, which is by the loins, and the caul above 
the liver, together with the kidneys, he shall take away, and 16 
the priest shall burn them upon the altar, as the food of the 
offering made by fire, for an acceptable odour. All the fat 1s 
Jchevai’s. Thes shall be a perpetual statute for your gencra- 17 
tions, throughout all your dwellings, that ye cat neither fat 
nor blood.’ ” 


CILAP. IV.—And Jchovah spake to Moses, saying, “ Speak 2 
to the children of Israel, saying, ‘If any one have sinned 
through ignorance and done uny one of those things which 
Jehovah hath commanded not to be done: if the anointed 3 
priest have sinned so as to brmg guilt upon the people, he 
shall bring to Jehovah, for his sin which he hath committed, 
a young bullock without blemish for a sin-offermg. And he 4 
shall bring the bullock to the door of the tent of meeting 
before Jehovah; and shall lay his hand upon the head of 
the bullock, and slay the bullock before Jehovah. And the 
anointed priest shall take some of the blood of the bullock, 
and bring it to the tent of mecting ; and the priest shall dip 
his finger in the blood, and sprinkle some of the blood with 
his finger seven times before Jehovah, before the veil of the 
sanctuary. Then the priest shall put some of the blood 
upon the horns of the altar of sweet-incense before Jchovah, 
which is in the tent of meeting; and shall pour all the rest 
of the blood of the bullock at the bottom of the altar of 
the burnt-offering, which is at the door of the tent of meet- 
ing. And he shall take off from the bullock all the fat, for s 
the sin- offering ; the fat that covereth the entrails, and all 
the fat that is upon the entrails, and the two kidneys, and 
the fat that is upon them, which 1s by the loins, and the eaul 
above the liver, together with the ‘kidneys, he shall take 
away, as it was taken off from the bullock of the sacrifice of 10 
peacc-oflerings ; and tlic pricst shall burn them upon the 
altar of the “burnt: offermg. And the skin of the bullock, 1 
and all his flesh, with his head, and with his legs, and his 
entrails, and Ins dung, even the whole bullock shall he earry 12 
forth without the camp to a elean place, where the ashes are 
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poured out, ead burn him on the wood with fire: where the 
ashes are poured out shall he be burnt. 

And if the whole congregation of Isracl sin through 
ignorance, and the thing be hidden from the cyes of the as- 
sembly, and they have done any thing which Jchovah hath com- 
manded not to be done, and are guilty; and the sin, which 
they have committed, becomes known, the congregation shall 
offer a young bullock for the sin, and bring him before the 
tent of meeting. And the elders of the congregation, shall 
lay their hands upon the head of the bullock before Jcho- 
yah; and the bullock shall be slain before Jehovah. And the 
anointed priest shall bring some of the blood of the bullock 
to the tent of mecting; and the priest shall dip his finger in 
some of the blood, and sprinkle zt seven times before Jeho- 
vah, before the veil. And he shall put some of the blood 
upon the horns of the altar which is before Jchovah im the 
tent of meeting, and shall pour out all the rest of the blood 
at the bottom of the altar of the burnt-offering, which is at 
the door of the tent of mecting. And he shall take all his fat 
from him, and burn it upon the altar. And he shall do with 
the bullock as he did with the other bullock for a sin-offermg, 
so shall he do with this; thus the priest shall make an atone- 
ment for them, and it shall be forgiven them. And he shall 
carry forth the bullock without the camp, and burn it as he 
burned the first bullock: it is a sin-offering for the congre- 
gation. 

When a ruler hath sinned, and, through ignorance, hath 
done any thing which Jehovah his God hath commanded not 
to be done, and is guilty; when his sin, which he hath com- 
mitted, cometh to his knowledge, he shall bring for his offer- 


-ing,a kid of the goats, a male without blemish; and he 


shall lay his hand upon the head of the goat, and slay it in 
the place where they slay the burnt-offering before Jchovah : 
it is a sin-offermg. And the priest shall take some of the 
blood of the sin-offermg with his finger, and put it upon the 
horns of the altar of burnt-offering, and shall pour out the 
rest of Ins blood at the bottom of the altar of bunt-offering. 
And he shall burn all his fat upon the altar, as the fat of the 
sacrifice of peace-offerings: thus the priest shall make an 
atonement for him concerning his sin, and it shall be forgiven 
hin. 

And if any one of the people of the land sin through 
ignorance, by doing any one of those things which Jchovah 
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hath commanded not to be done, and be guilty; when his 2s 
sin, which he hath committed, cometh to his knowledge, he 
shall bring his offermg, a kid of the goats, a female without 
blemish, for his sin, which he hath committed. And he shall 29 
lay his hand upon the head of the sin-offering, and slay the 
sin-offering in the place of the burnt-offering. And the 30 
priest shall take some of the blood of it with ls finger, and 
put it upon the horns of the altar of burnt-offering, and 
shall pour out all ¢he rest of the blood at the bottom of the 
altar. And he shall take away all the fat of it, as the fat is taken 31 
away from off the sacrifice of peace-offermgs ; and the priest 
shall burn it upon thie altar, for an acceptable odour to Jecho- 
vah: thus the priest shall make an atonement for him, and 

it shall be forgiven him. And if he bring a lamb for a sin- 32 
offermg, he shall bring 1t a female without blemish. And 33 
he shall lay his hand upon the head of the sin-offcring, and 
it shall be slain for a sin-offering, m the place where they 
slay the burnt-offering. And the priest shall take some of 34 
the blood of the sin-offcring with his finger, and put it upon 
the horns of the altar of burnt-offering, and shall pour out 
all the rest of the blood of it at the bottom of the altar. 
And lic shall take away all the fat of it, as the fat of the 35 
lamb is taken away from the sacrifice of the peace-offerings ; 
and the priest shall burn them upon the altar, according to 
the offermgs made by fire to Jehovah: thus the priest shall 
make an atonement for his sin that he hath committed, and 

it shall be forgiven him. 


CHAP. V.—And if any one having heard the voice of 1 
adjuration, shall not bear witness concerning what he hath 
scen or known, and thus commit sin, he shall bear his 
iniquity; or if any one have touched any unclean thing, 2 
whether z¢ de the carcase of an unelean wild beast, or the 
carcase of unelean cattle, or the carcase of an unclean rep- 
tile, and it be hidden from him; and he become unclean, 
and guilty: or if he have touched uneleanness in man, any 3 
uneleanness by which a man may be defiled, and it be 
hidden from nm; when he knoweth it, he shall be guilty : 
or if any one have rashly sworn with jis lips to do evil, or 4 
to do good, with regard to any thing that a man may rashly 
swear, and it be hidden from him; when he knoweth it, he 
shall be guilty in one of these. When he shall have be- s 
come guilty in one of these things, he shall confess that he 
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hath sinned in that thing. And he shall bring his trespass- 
offering to Jehovah, for his sm which he hath committed, a 
hale” from the Hote alamb or a kid of the goats, for a 
sin-offering: thus the priest shall make an atonement for 
him coneerning his sin. And if ke cannot afford a lamb, 
then he shall bring, for his trespass which he hath com- 
mitted, two turtle-doves, or two young pigeons, to Jchovah ; 
one for a sin-offering, and the other for a burnt-offering. 
And he shall brmg them to the priest, who shall offer that 
which is for the sin-offering first, and pinch off its head 
fron its neck, but shall not divide the bird asunder. And 
he shall sprinkle some of the blood of the sin-offering upon 
the side of the altar; and the rest of the blood shall be 
wrung out at the bottom of the altar: it is a sim-offering. 
And he shall offer the second for a burnt-offering, according 
to the ordinance: thus the priest shall make an atoncment 
for him, for his sin which he hath committed, and it shall be 
forgiven him. But if he cannot afford two turtle-doves, or 
two young pigcons, then he who sinned shall bring for his 
offering the tenth part of an cphah of fine flour, for a sin- 
offerimg: he shall put no oil upon it, nor shall he put any 
frankincense upon it, for it is a sin-offermg. Then he shall 
bring it to the priest, and the priest shall take from it his 
handful, as a memorial of it, and burn it on the altar, ac- 
cording to the offerings made by fire to Jehovah : it 1s a sin- 
offering. Thus the pricst shall make an atonement for the 
sin of | any one who may have been guilty in onc of thesc 
things, and it shall be forgiven him: and the remainder shall 
be the priest’s, as a ncal- offering,’ i 

And Jehovah spake to Moses, saying, “If any one have 
transgressed, and sinned thro ugh ignorance in any of the 
holy things of J chovah ; then he shall bring to Jchovah his 
trespass- offering, a ram without blemish from the flock, by 
thy valuation in shekels of silver, according to the shekel of 
the sanctuary, for a trespass-offermg. And he shall restore 
that with respect to which he had sinned, in the holy things, 
and shall add to it the fifth part and give it to the priest: 
and the priest shall make an atonen nent for him with the 
ram of the trespass-offering, and it shall be forgiven lnm. 
And if any one sin, and commit any of thesc things which 
are forbidden to be done by the commandments of Jchovah ; 
though he knew it not, yet is he guilty, and shall bear his 


is iniquity. And he shall bring a ram without blemish from 
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the flock, by thy valuation, for a trespass-offering, to the 
priest ; and the priest shall make an atonement for him con- 
cerning his ignorance m which he erred, and knew it not; 
and it shall be forgiven him. It is a trespass-offering: he 
hath certainly trespassed agamst Jehovah.” 


CHAP. VI.—And Jchovah spake to Moses, saying, “ If 
any one have sinned and transgressed against Jehovah, by 
denying to his neighbour a trust or a deposit, or by any 
thing taken away by violence, or have defrauded his neigh- 
bour; or have found that which was lost, and denieth it, 
and swearcth falsely concerning any one of those thimgs in 
respect of which men may sin; then because he hath sinned, 
and is gmilty, he shall restore that which he took violently 
away, or the thing which he hath deceitfully gotten, or that 
which was entrusted to him to keep, or the lost thmg whieh 
he found, or whatever it be concerning which he hath sworn 
falscly ; he shall even restore it in its original state, and 
shall add to it a fifth part more, and give it to him to whom 
it appertaineth, in the day when he offercth lis trespass-offer- 
ing, And he shall bring his trespass-offcring to Jchovah, a 
rain without blemish from the flock, by thy valuation, for a 
trespass-offering, to the pricst: thus the pnest shall make 
an atonement for him before Jehovah ; and it shall be for- 
given him in respect of whatever he had done, so as to be 
euilty therein.” 

And Jehovah spake to Moses, saying, “Command Aaron 
and his sons, saying, ‘This 1s the law concerning the darly 
burnt-offering: The burnt-offering shall be on the fire-place 
of the altar durmg the whole might until the morning, and 
the fire of the altar shall be burning on it. Then the priest 
shall put on Ins lmen garment, and his linen drawers he 
shall put upon his flesh, and shall take up the ashes of 
the burnt-offering which the fire hath consumed on the altar, 
and he shall put them beside the altar. Ife shall then put 
off his garments, and put on other garments, and carry 
forth the ashes without the camp, to a clean place. But the 
fire upon the altar shall be burning on it, it shall not be put 
out; and the priest shall burn wood on it every morning, 
and lay the burnt-offering in order upon it; he shall also 
burn upon it the fat of the peace-offerings. The fire shall 
be continually burning upon the altar: it shall never go out.

And this 1s the law concerning the daily meal-offermg : 14 
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The sons of Aaron shall offer it before Jehovah, before the 

5 altar. And he shall take from it his handful of the fine flour 
of the meal-offering, and of its oil, and all the frankincense 
which is upon the meal-offering, and shall burn them upon 
the altar, an acceptable odour, a memorial of it to Jchovah. 

16 And the remainder of it Aaron and his sons shall eat: un- 
leavened shall it be caten in the holy place; in the court of 

17 the tent of inceting they shall cat it. It shall not be baked 
with leaven: I have given it ¢o ¢hem as their portion of my 
offerines made by fire; it is most holy, as the sin-offermeg, 

is and as the trespass-offering. All the males among the chil- 
dren of Aaron may eat of it. This shall bea perpetual 
statute in your gencrations, concerning the offerings of Je- 
hoyah made by fire: every one that toucheth them must be 
ini ed 

209 And Jehovah spake to Moses, saying, “ This is the offer- 
ing of Aaron and of his sons, which they shall offer to 
Jehovah on the day in which he shall be anointed ; the tenth 
part of an cphah of fine flour for a continual meal-oifering, 
half of it in the moming, and half of it in the evening. 

21 In a pan it shall be prepared with oil; and when it hath 
been fried, thou shalt bring it cut in pieces, and offer it, a 

22 meal-offering, an acceptable odour to Jehovah. And the 
priest who shall be anointed in his stead from among his 
sons shall offer it, according to a perpetual statute to Jeho- 

23 vah; it shall be wholly burnt. And every meal-offering of 
the priest shall be wholly burnt: it shall not be eaten.” 

25 And Jehovah spake to Moses, saying, “Speak to Aaron 
and to his sons, saying, ‘This is the law concerning the sin- 
offering : In the place where the burnt-offering is slain shall 
the sin-offering be slain before Jehovah: it is most holy. 

26 The priest that offereth the sin-offering shall cat it; ima 
holy place shall it be eaten, in the court of the tent of 

27 meeting. Every one who toucheth its flesh must be holy ; 
and when any of its blood is sprinkled upon any garment, 
that on which it hath been sprinkled shall be washed in a 

2s holy place. And the earthen vessel in which it hath been 
secthed shall be broken; but if it be secthed in a brazen 

29 vessel, it shall be scoured, and rinscd in water. All the 
males among the priests may cat of it: it is most holy. 

30 But no sin-offering, of which part of the blood 1s brought 
into the tent of mecting, as an atonement in the sanctuary, 
shall be caten: it shall be burnt in the fire. 
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CHAP. VII.—And this is the law coneerning the tres- 
pass-offering : it is most holy. In the place where they slay 2 
the burnt-offering shall they slay the trespass-offering: and 
the blood of it he shall sprinkle round about upon the altar. 
And the priest shall offer of it allits fat; the fat tail, and the 
fat that covercth the entrails, and the two kidueys, and the 
fat that is on them, which is by the loins, and the caul above 
the liver, together with the kidneys, shall he take away; and 
the pricst shall burn them upon the altar, an offering imade 
by fire to Jehovah: it is a trespass-offering. Every male 
unong the priests may cat of it: it shall be caten in the 
holy place: it is most holy. For the sin-offering and for 
the trespass-offering, there 1s one law: the priest that 
maketh atonement by them shall have them. And _ the 
priest that offercth the burnt-offering of any onc, that priest 
shall have for himself the skin of the burnt-offerme whieh 
he hath offered. And every ineal-offering that is baked in 
an oven, and every one that is prepared on a hearth, or in a 
pan, shall belong to the pricst that offereth it. And every 
meal-offering, mineled with oil or dry, shall belong to all the 
sons of iron to one as much as to anothicr. 

And this is the law concerning the saerfiee of peace- 
offerings, which any one shall offer to Jehovah. If he offer 
it for a thanksgiving, then he shall offer with the sacrifice 
of thanksgiving unleavened cakes mingled with oil, and mn- 
leavened wafers anointed with oil, and cakes of fine flour, 
fried, mingled with oil. With the cakes, he shall offer for 
is offering leavencd bread with the sacrifice of thanksgiving 
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of his peace-offerings. And of it he shall offer one out of 14 


the whole offermg tor a heave-offering to Jehovah ; it shall 
be for the priest that sprinkleth the blood of the peace- 
offerings. And the fiesh of the saerifiee of Ins peace- 
offerings for thanksgiving shall be eaten on the same day in 
which it is offered; uo part of it shall be left until the 
morning. Butif the sacrifice of his offering be for a vow, 
or fora 1 voluntary offering, it shall be Ne the same day 
that he offereth his sacrifice; and on the morrow also the 
remainder of it may be eaten ; but the remainder of the 
flesh of the sacrifice on the third day shall be burnt with 
fire. Andif any of the flesh of the sacrifice of his peace- 
offerings be eaten at all on the third day, it shall not be ac- 
cepted, nor shall it be reckoned to him that offereth it: it 
shall be abominable, and the soul that cateth of it shall bear 
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19 his iniquity. And if the flesh have touched any thing un- 

clean, it shall not be eaten; it shall be burnt with fire. 
20 Every one who is clean may eat the flesh; but the soul that 
eateth any of the flesh of the sacrifice of peace-offerings 
which are offered to Jehovah, havmg his uneleanness upon 
him, even that soul shall be cut off from his people. The 
soul also that shall tonch any unclean éhing, as the unclean- 
ness of man, or any unclean beast, or any unclean reptile, 
and eat of the flesh of the sacrifice of peacc-offerings which 
are offered to Jehovah, even that soul shall be eut off from 
his people’ ” 

23 And Jchovah spake to Moses, saying, “Speak to the 

children of Isracl, saying, ‘Ye shall cat no fat, of ox, or 

1 of sheep, or of goat. The fat of the beast that hath died of 

itself, and the fat of that which hath been torn by beasts, 
may be apphed to any other use; but ye shall on no account 

25 cat it. For whosoever catcth the fat of the beast, of which 
men offer an offermg made by fire to Jehovah, even the soul 

26 that eateth it shall be ent off from his people. Nor shall ye 
eat any blood, of bird, or of beast, in any of your dwellings. 

27 Whosoever shall cat any blood, even that soul shall be cut 
off from lis people.’ ” 

29 And Jehovah spake to Moses, saying, “Speak to the 
children of Isracl, saying, ‘ We that offercth the sacrifice of 
his peacc-offerings to Jehovah, shall bring his offering to 

30 Jehovah of the sacrifice of his pcacc-offerings. [is own 

hands shall bring the offerings of Jehovah made by fire; 

the fat with the breast shall he bring, that the breast 
may be waved a wave-offering before Jchovah. And the 
priest shall burn the fat upon the altar; but the breast shall 
be for Aaron and his sons. The right shoulder also ye shall 
give to the priest, a heave-offering of the sacrifices of your 

33 peace-offerings. T1e among the sons of Aaron, who offereth 
the blood of the peace-offerings, and the fat, shall have the 

31 right shoulder for hzs portion. For the wave-breast and the 
heave-shoulder have I taken of the children of Isracl from 
the sacrifices of their peace-offerings, and have given them 
from the children of Isracl, to Aaron the priest and to his 

35 sons, by a perpetual statute?” This is the portion of 
Aaron, and the portion of his sons, out of the offermes of 
Jehovah made by fire, appointed on the day in which Moses 
presented them to munister to; Jehovah in the pricst’s 

36 office ; which Jehovah commanded to be given to them by 
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the children of Isracl, in the day in which JZoses anointed 
them, dy « perpetual statute throughout their gencrations. 


This is the law concerning the burnt-offermg, and the 37 
meal-offering, and the sin-offering, and the trespass-offering, 
and the consccration-offerings, and the sacrifice of the peace- 
offerings, which Jehovah commanded Moses on Mount Sinai, 3s 
in the day that he commanded the elildren of Israel to offer 
their offerings to Jehovah, in the desert of Sinai.

“Take Aaron, and his sons with him, and the garments, and 2 
the anoiting-oil, and the bullock for a sin-offering, and the 
two rans, and the basket of unleavened bread; and gather 3 
thou all the congregation together to the door of the tent of 
meeting.’ And Moses did as Jehovah commanded him ; 4 
and the congregation was gathered together to the door of 
the tent of mecting. And Moses said to the congregation, 5 
“This is what Jehovah hath commanded to be done.” Then 6 
Moses brought Aaron and his sons, and washed them with 
water. «ind he put upon him the tunic, and girded him 7 
with the girdle, and clothed him with the robe, and put on 
him the ephod, and girded him with the curiously wrought 
girdle of the ephod, and with it bonnd it upon him. And s 
he put the breastplate upon him; and on the breastplate he 
put the Urim and the Thumnum, And he put the mitre on 9 
his head ; and on the mitre, on his forchead, he put the golden 
petal, the holy erown, as Jehovah had commanded Moses. 
And Moses took the anointing-oil, and anoimted the taber- 10 
nacle, and all that was in it; so he sanctified them. And he 1 
sprinkled some of the oil upon the altar seven times, and 
anointed the altar, and all its vessels, both the laver and its 
foot, to sanctify them. And he poured some of the anoint- 12 
ing- oil upon the head of Aaron, and anointed him, in order 
to “sanctify him. Moses also brought the sons of Aarons and 13 
clothed them with tunics, and eirded them with girdles, and 
put turbans upon them, as Jehovah had commanded Moses. 
He then brought the bullock for the sin-offering ; and Aaron 14 
and his sons laid their hands upon the head of the bullock 
for the sin-offermg. And he slew it; and Moses took the 15 
blood, and put some of it upon the horns of the altar round 
about with his finger, and purified the altar, and poured the 
rest of the blood at the bottom of the altar, and sanctified 


CHAP. VIUI.—aAnd Jehovah spake to Moses, saying, 1 
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16 it, to make atonement for it. And he took all the fat that 
was upon the entrails, and the caul above the liver, and the 
two kidneys, and their fat, and Moses burned them upon the 

17 altar. But the bullock and his skin, his flesh and his dung, 
he burnt with fire without the camp, as Jehovah had com- 

is manded Moses. Ile then brought the ram for the burnt- 
offering: and Aaron and his sons laid their hands upon the 

i9 head of the ram. And he slew it; and Moses sprinkled the 

20 blood round about upon the altar. And he cut the ram mn 
pieces, and Moses burnt the head, and the picces, and the 

a1 fat. And he washed the entrails and the legs in water; and 
Moses burnt the whole ram npon the altar: it was a burnt- 
offering for an acceptable odour, an offermg made by fire to 

22 Jehovah, as Jehovah had commanded Moses. He then 
brought the other ram, the ram of consccration: and Aaron 

93 and his sons laid their hands upon the ram. And he slew it ; 
and Moses took some of the blood of it, and put it upon the 
tip of Aaron’s right ear, and upon the thumb of his nght 

24 hand, and upon the great toc of his mght foot. And he 
bronght Aaron’s sons, and Moses put some of the blood upon 
the tip of thar right car, and upon the thumbs of thar right 
hands, and upon the great toes of their nght feet ; and Moses 
sprinkled the rest of the blood round about upon the altar. 

25 And he took the fat, and the fat tail, and all the fat that was 
upon the entrails, and the caul above the liver, and the two 

26 kidneys, and their fat, and the right shoulder; and out of 
the basket of unleavened bread, which was before Jehovah, 
he took one unleavened cake, and one cake of oiled bread, 
and one wafer, and put them upon the fat, and upon the 

27 night shoulder; and he placed all in the hands of Aaron, and 
in the hands of his sons, and waved them for a wave-offer- 

23 ing before Jehovah. Then Moses took them from their hands 
and burnt them on the altar upon the burnt-offering: they 
were consecration-offerings for an acceptable odour, an offer- 

29 ing made by fire to Jehovah. And Moses took the breast, 
and waved it for a wave-offering before Jehovah; for of the 
ram of consecration it was the portion of Moses; as Jehovah 

30 had commanded Moses, And Moses took some of the anoint- 
ing-oil, and some of the blood which was upon the altar, 
and sprinkled it upon Aaron, and upon his garments, and 
upon his sons, and upon the garments of his sons with him, 
and sanctified Aaron, and his garments, and his sons, and 

31 the garments of his sons with him. And Moses said to 
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Aaron, and to his sons, ‘‘ Seethe the flesh at the door of the 
tent of ineeting, and there eat it with the bread that is in the 
basket of consecration, as I commanded, saying, ‘ Aaron and 
his sons shall eat it? And that which remaineth of the 
flesh and of the bread ye shall burn with fire. And ye shall 
not go from the door of the tent of mecting during seven 
days, nigte | the days of your consecration be ended ; for during 
seven days must ye be consecrated, According te what hati 
been done this day, so Jehovah hath coustivenveletl to be done, 
to make an atonement for you. Therefore shall ye abide at 
the door of the tent of mecting day and night, durmg seven 
days, and observe the ordinance of Jchovah, that ye die not ; 
for so [ am commanded.”’ So Aaron and his sons did all 
things wlnch Jehovah had commanded by Moses. 


CHAP. [X.—And on the cighth day, Moscs called Aaron 
and his sons, and the elders of Israel, and said to Aaron, 
“ake thee a ealf for a sin-offermg, and a ram for a burnt- 
offering, without blemish, and offer them before Jchovah. 
And to the children of Isracl thou shalt speak, saying, 
‘Take ye a kid of the goats for a sin-offering, and a calf, 
and a lamb, both of alias first year, without lewishs for" 
bunt-offering ; also a bullock and a ram for peacc- offerings 
to be saerificed before Jehovah, aud a meal-offermg mingled 
with oil: for to-day Jehovah will appear to you. 2? And 
they brought that which Moses commanded before the tent 
of meeting; and all the congregation drew near, and stood 
before Jehovah. And Moses said, “This is what Jehovah 
hath commanded you to do, that the glory of Jehovah may 
appear to you.” And Moses said to Aaron, “ Go to the 
altar, and offer thy sin-offering, and thy burnt-offering, and 
make an atonement for thyself and for the people: then 
offer the offering of the people, and make an atonement 
for them, as Jchovah hath commanded.”? Aaron therefore 
went to the aliar, and slew the calf of the sin-offering, 
which was for himself. And the sons of Aaron bronght 
the blood to him, and he dipped Ins finger in the blood, 
and put sume of it upon the horns of the altar, and poured 
out the rest of thie blood at the bottom of the altar. 
But the fat, and the kidneys, and the caul above the liver of 
the sin-offering, he burnt upon the altar, as Jehovah had 
commanded Moses. And the ficsh and the hide he burnt 
with fire without the camp. Then he slew the burnt-offer- 
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ing, and the sons of Aaron presented to him the blood, 
13 which he sprinkled round about upon the altar. And they 
presented the burnt-offering to him, with its picecs, and the 
14 head; and he burnt these upon the altar. And he washed 
the entrails and the legs, and burnt them upon the burnt- 
15 offering on the altar. And he brought the people’s offering, 
and took the goat, which was the sin-offering for the people, 
and he slew it, and offered it for a sin-offering, as the first. 
16 And he brought the burnt-offering, and offered it according 
17 to the ordinance. And he brought the meal-offering, and 
took a handful from it, and burnt it upon the altar, together 
is with the burnt sacrifice of the morning. He slew also the 
bullock and the ram, for the sacrifice of peace-offerings, for 
the people; and the sons of Aaron presented to him the 
19 blood, which he sprinkled round about upon the altar, and 
the fat of the bullock and of the ram, the fat tail, and that 
which covereth the entrails, and the kidneys, and the eaul 
above the liver; and they put the fat upon the breasts, and 
burnt the fat upon the altar; and the breasts and the right 
shoulder Aaron waved for a wave-offering before Jchovah, as 
Jehovah had commanded Moses. And Aaron lifted up his 
hands towards the people, and blessed them, and came down 
from offering the sin-offering, and the burnt-offcring, and 
the peacc-offerings. 
23 And Moses and Aaron went into the tent of mecting, 
and when they had come out, and blessed the people, the 
21 glory of Jchovah appeared to all the people. And fire came 
out from before Jchovah, and consumed upon the altar the 
burnt-offermg and the fat; and all the people saw it, and 
shouted for joy, and fell on their faces.

1 CHAP. X.—And Nadab and Abihu, the sons of Aaron, 
took each his eenser, and put in them fire, and on that placed 
incense, and offered strange fire before Jehovah, which he 

2 had not commanded them ¢o offer. And there went out fire 
from before Jehovah, and devoured them; and they died be- 

3 fore Jchovah. Then Moses said to Aaron, “ This is what 
Jehovah spake, saying, ‘I will be sanctified by them who 
come meh me, and before all the people I will be glorified.’ ” 

4 And Aaron was silent. And Moses called to Mishael and to 
Elzaphan, the sons of Uzzicl the uncle of Aaron, and said 
to them, “‘ Come hither, earry your brethren from before the 

5 sanctuary out of the camp.” So they went near, and earricd 
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them in their tunics out of the camp, as Moses had said. 
And Moses said to Aaron, and to Eleazar and to Ithamar, 6 
lis sons, “ Uncover not your heads, nor rend your clothes, 
lest. ye dic, and lest wrath come upon all the people; but 
let your brethren, the whole house of Israel, bewail the burn- 
ing which Jehovah hath, kindled. But ye shall not go out 7 
from the door of the tabernacle of the congregation, lest ye 
die; for the anointing-oil of Jehovah is upon you.” And 
they did according to the word of Moses. 

And Jehovah spake to Aaron, saying, ‘‘ Wine or strong 9 
liquor neither thou nor thy sons shall drink, when ye are 
going into the tent of mecting, lest ye die: this shall be a 
perpetual statute throughout your generations; so that ye 
may be able to distinguish between what is holy and what is 
unholy, and between what is unclean and what is clean, and 
to teach the children of Israel all the statutes which Jchovah 
hath spoken to them by Moses.” 

And Moses said to Aaron, and to Eleazar and to Ithamar, 
his remaining sons, “ Take the meal-offering which remaineth 
of the offerings of Jehovah made by fire, and eat it without 
leaven beside the altar; for it 1s most holy. And ye shall 
eat it in the holy place, because it is thy portion, and the 
portion of thy sons, of the sacrifices of Jehovah made by 
fire; for so | am commanded. And the wave-breast and 
heave-shoulder ye may eat in a elcan plaec, thou, and thy 
sons, and thy daughters with thee; for they are thy portion, 
and the portion of thy sons, which ave given to you from 
the sacrifice of peace-offerings of the ehildren of Israel. 
The heave-shoulder, and the wave-breast they shall bring, 15 
together with the offerings of fat, made by fire, to wave as a 
wave-offering before Jehovah ; and it shall be thine, and thy 
sons’, by a perpetual statute, as Jehovah hath commanded.” 

And Moses diligently sought the goat of the sin-offering, 16 
and, lo, it was burnt; and he was angry with Eleazar and 
Ithamar, the remaining sons of Aaron, saying, “ Why have 17 
ye not eaten the sin-offermg in the holy place, sceing it is 
most holy, and Jehovah hath given it you that ye may bear 
the iniquity of the congregation, that ye may make atone- 
ment for them before Jehovah? Lo, the blood of it was 1s 
not brought into the sanctuary: ye should indeed have eaten 
it in the holy place, as I commanded.” And Aaron said to 19 
Moses, “ Lo, this day have my sons offered their sin-offering 
and their burnt-offermg before Jchovah, and such things 
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have befallen me; and if I had eaten the sin-offering to-day, 
20 would it have been pleasing in the sight of Jehovah?” And 
when Moses heard that, he was satisfied. 


1 CHAP. XI.—And Jehovah spake to Moses, and to Aaron, 
2saying to them, “Speak to the children of Isracl, saying, 
‘Yhese are the animals which ye may eat of all the beasts 
3 that are on the earth. Every beast whose hoof is divided, 
and whose foot is eloven into two parts, and which cheweth 
4 the cud, ye may eat. But ye may not cat of those which 
only chew the end, or of those which only have a divided 
hoof; as the camel, because he cheweth the cud, but hath 
5 not the hoof divided; he shall be unclean to you. And the 
cavy, because he cheweth the cud, but hath not the hoof di- 
6 vided; he shall be unclean to you. And the hare, because 
he cheweth the end, but hath not the hoof divided; he shall 
7 be unclean to you. And the swine, because he hath a divided 
hoof, and is cloven-fuoted, yet’ chewcth not the cud, shall 
s be unclean to you. Of their flesh ye shall not cat, and their 
carcase ye shall not touch: they shall be unclean to you. 
9 These also may ye cat, of all that arc in the waters: every 
thing in the waters which hath fins and scales, in the seas, 
10 or in the rivers, ye may eat. But of all that move in the 
waters, and of every living thing which is in the waters, in 
the scas, or in the rivers, every thimg which hath not fins and 
i scales, shall be abomimable to you. They shall be even 
abominable to you; ye shall not eat of their flesh, and even 
i2 their careases ye shall hold in abomination. Every thing in 
the waters which hath not fins or scales, shall be abominable 
to you. 
13 ~And these among birds shall ye hold mm abomination ; they 
shall not be eaten; they shall be abominable: the eagle, 
i4 and the ossifrage, and the osprey, and the vulture, and the 
16 kite after his kind; every raven after his kind; and the 
ostrich, and the techemes, and the falcon, and the hawk after 
is his kind, and the cus, and the cormorant, and the ibis, and 
i9 the swan, and the pelican, and the rechem, and the stork, the 
heron after her kind, and the hoopoe, and the bat. 
20 And every creeping thing with wings which goeth upon four 
21 feet, shall be abommable to you. Yet of all crecping things 
with wings which go upon four fect, ye may eat those which 
have hinder legs jointed, for the purpose of leaping upon the 
22 ground. These of them ye may cat; the arba-locust according 
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to its kind, and the solam-locust according to its kind, and 
the hargol-locust according to its kind, and the hagab-locust 
according to its kimd. But all other ereeping things with 
wings, which have four feet, shall be abominable to you. 

And by these ye shall become unclean : whosoever touch- 
eth their carease shall be unclean until the evening. And 
whosoever carricth any part of their carease, shall wash his 
elothes, and be unclean until the evening. All beasts whose 
hoof is divided, but whose foot is not cloven, and which 
cheweth not the eud, are unclean to you: every one that 
toucheth their carcases shall be unclean. And whatsoever 
eoeth upon its paws, of all animals that go on four feet, 
those shall be unelean to you: whosoever toucheth their 
earcase shall be unclean until the evening. And he that 
carricth their earcase shall wash his clothes, and be unclean 
uutil the evening: they shall be unclean to you. 


These also shall be unclean to you among the creeping 2 


things that ereep upon the earth: the mole, and the mouse, 


and the tzeb-lizard, according to its kind, and the gecko- : 


lizard, and the warrel-lizard, and the lethaé-lizard, and the 
chemeth-lizard, and the chameleon. These shall be unclean 
to you among all erceping things: whosoever toucheth them, 
when they are dead, shall be unclean until the evening. 


And every thing upon which any of them, when dead, shall : 


fall, shall be unclean; whether it be any vesscl of wood, or 
raiment, or skin, or sack: whatever vessel it be, that is 
employed in any use, it must be put into water, and it shall 
be unclean until the evening: so shall it be cleansed. And 
if any of them shall fall into any earthen vessel, what- 
soever is in it shall be unclean; and ye shall break ¢he 
vessel, Of all meat which may be caten, that on which 
water from such a vessel concth shall be unclean: and all 
drink that may be drunken out of every such vessel 
shall be unclean. And every vessel upon which any part 
of their carcase falleth shall be unclean ; whether oven, or 
kettles, they shall be broken: they are unclean, and shall 
be unelean to you. Yet a fountain, or a pit, the receptacle 
of water, shall be clean: but he who toucheth the carcases 
of such shall be unclean. And if any part of their carease 
fall upon any sowing seed which is to be sown, it shall be 
clean. But if water have been put upon the seed, and any 
part of their carease fall upon it, it shall be unclean to you. 
And if any beast, of which ye may eat, dic; he that touch- 
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cth its carcase shall be unelcan until the evemng. And 
he that cateth of the carcase of it shall wash Ins clothes, 
and be unclean until the evening: he also that carricth the 
earcase of it shall wash his clothes, and be unclean until the 
evening. 

And every erceping thing that ereepeth upon the earth 
shall be abominable; it shall not be eaten. Whatsoever 
gocth upon the belly, and whatsoever gocth upon four fect, 
or whatsoever hath more feet among all creeping things that 
ercep upon the carth; them ye shall not cat; for they are 
abonnnable. Ye shall not make yourselves abominable with 
any ereeping thing that ereepeth, nor shall ye make your- 
selves unclean with them, that ye should be defiled thereby. 
For [ Jchovalt am your God: ye shall therefore sanctify your- 
selves, and ye shall be holy; for Iam holy: neither shall ye 
defile yourselves with any manner of erceping thing that 
ereepeth upon the carth. For I am Jchovah that bringeth 
you up out of the land of Keypt, to be your God: ye shall 
therefore be holy, for I am holy. 

This 1s the law conecrning beasts, and fowls, and every 
living creature that moveth in the waters, and every creature 
that creepeth upon the earth; to make a distinction between 
the unclean and the clean, and between the animal that may 
be eaten and the animal that may not be caten.’ ” 


CHAP. XYL—And Jchovah spake to Moses, saying, 
“Speak to the children of Israel, saying, ‘Hf a woman have 
coneeived, and bore a male-clild, she shall be unclean 
seven days; asm the time of the impurity of her sickness 
shall she be unclean. Andon the cighth day the flesh of the 
foreskin of the child shall be circumcised. And she shall 
then continue in the blood of her purification thirty-three 
days: she shall touch no holy thing, nor come into the 
sanctuary, until the days of her purification be complcted. 
But if she bear a female child, then she shall be unclean 
two wecks, as im her impurity; and she shall continue in the 
blood of her punification sixty-six days. And when the 
days of her punfication for a son, or for a daughter, are 
completed, she shall bring a lamb of the first year for a 
burnt-oficrmg, and a young pigcon, or a turtle-dove, for a 
sin-offcring, to the door of the tent of meeting, to the priest ; 
and he shall offer it before Jehovah, and make an atonement 
for her, and she shall be cleansed from the issue of her

blood. This is the law for her who hath borne a ehild, 
whether a male or a female. But if she cannot afford a 
lamb, then she shall bring two turtle-doves or two young 
pigeons, the one for a burnt offering, and the other for a sin- 
offering; and the priest shall make an atonement for her, and 
she shall be elean.’” 


CHAP, XITI—And Jehovah spake to Moses and Aaron, 
saying, “When a man shall have in the skin of his flesh a 
pimple, a seurf, or a white spot, and it be in the skin of his 
flesh like the disease of leprosy ; then he shall be brought to 
Aaron the priest, or to one of his sons, the priests; and the 
priest shall look on the disease in the skin of the flesh. 
And if the hair im the diseased part be turned white, and 
the disease appear to be deeper than the skin of his flesh, 
it is the disease of leprosy; and the priest shall look on hin 
and shall pronounce him unelean. But if the spot in the 
skin of his flesh be white and appear not deeper than the 
skin, and the hair in it be not turned white; then the priest 
shall shut him up ¢hat hath the disease seven days; and 
the priest shall look ou him the seventh day; and, lo, 7f the 
disease appear to him to remain as it was, if the discase 
have not spread in the skin, then the pricst shall shut him 
up seven days more: and the priest shall look on him again 
the seventh day ; and, lo, 7f the diseased part be grown faint, 
and the disease have not spread in the skin, the priest shall 
pronounce him clean; it 1s du¢é a seurf: and he shall wash 
his clothes, and be elean. But if the seurf spread much 
abroad in the skin, after he hath been seen by the priest for 
the purpose of being declared clean, he shall be scen by the 
priest again: and if the priest see that, lo, the scurf 1s 
spreading in the skin, then the priest shall pronounce lim 
unelean: it 1s leprosy. When the disease of leprosy is in 
a man, and he is brought to the priest, and the priest 
secth that, lo, the pimple is white in the skin, and that the 
hair is turned white, and there is the mark of raw flesh mn 
the pimple; it is an old leprosy in the skin of his flesh; 
and the priest shall pronounce him unclean, and shall not 
shut him up; for he 1s unelean. But if the leprosy have 
spread itself throughout the skin, so that the leprosy covers 
all the skin of the diseased persou from his head even to his 
foot, wheresoever the pricst looketh; and the priest sec, 
that, lo, the leprosy hath covered all his flesh, he shall pro- 
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nounee the discased person clean: bemeg all turned white, 
he is clean. But whenever raw flesh appearcth in ¢he 
diseased part, he shall be wnelean. And when the priest 
secth the raw flesh, he shall pronounce him to be unclean: 
for the raw flesh is unclean: it is leprosy. Yet if the raw 
flesh turn again, and be changed into white, he shall go to 
the priest; and when the priest seeth him, and, lo, the dis- 
eased part is changed into winte, then the priest shall pro- 
nounce the diseased person clean: he is clean. And if 
there have been an uleer in the skin, which has been healed, 
but in the place of the ulecr,there be a white pimple, or a 
white and red spot, it shall be shewn to the priest; and if 
the priest sec that, lo, it appeareth deeper than the skin, 
and the hair in it 1s turned white; the priest shall pro- 
nounce him unelean: it is the disease of leprosy broken out 
of the uleer, But if the pnest look on it, and, lo, there 
are no white hairs in it, and it is not deeper than the 
skin, and it is faint, then the priest shall shut him up 
seven days; and if it spread much abroad in the skin, then 
the priest shall pronounce him unclean: it is the disease of 


3 leprosy. But if the spot remaim in its place, and spread not, it 


is an inflamed uleer; and the priest shall pronounce him clean. 

Or if there have been a burning by fire in the skin, and 
the mark of the burn have a spot, white and red, or white, 
then the priest shall look upon it; and, lo, if the hair in the 
spot be turned white, and it appear to be deeper than the 
skin, it is a leprosy broken out of the burning: wherefore 
the priest shall pronounce him unclean: it is the disease of 
leprosy. But if when the priest looketh on it, lo, there be 
no white hair in the spot, and it be no deeper than the skin, 
and it be faint, then the priest shall shut him up seven days ; 
and the priest shall look upon him the seventh day; and 
if it be spread much abroad in the skin, then the priest shall 
pronounce him unclean; it is the discase of leprosy. But 
if the white spot remain in its place, and spread not im the 
skin, but be grown faint, it is a pimple of the burning, and 
the pricst shall pronounce him clean; for it is an inflam- 
mation of the bnrning. 

If a man or woman have a disease on the head or the 
beard, then the priest shall look upon the disease; and, lo, 
if it appear deeper than the skin, and there be in it yellow 
thin hair, then the priest shall pronounee him unclean: it is 
a scall, a leprosy upon the head or beard. And when the 
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priest looketh on the disease of the scall, and, lo, it ap- 
peareth not deeper than the skin, and there is no blaek 
hair in it, then the priest shall shut up fam that hath the 
disease seven days; and op the seventh day the priest shall 
look on the diseased part; and, lo, zf the scall appear not, 
and there be in it no yellow hair, and the scall appear not 
deeper than the skin, he shall he shaven, but the scall he 
shall not shave ; and the priest. shall shut up ham that hath 
the seall seven days more ; and on the seventh day the priest 
shall look on the seall; and, lo, 7f the seall be not spread in 
the skin, nor appear deeper than the skin, then the pmest 
shall pronounce him clean; and he shall wash his clothes, 


and be elean. But if the scall spread much in the skin : 


after Ins cleansing, then the priest shall look on lim: and, 
lo, 1f the seall be. spread in the skin, let not the priest seck 


for yellow hair; he is unelean. But if the scall appear to : 


him to remam as it was, and there be biack hairs grown up 
in it, the scall 1s heated he 1s clean; and the priest shall 
pronounce hun elean. 


If also a man or a woman have spots in the skin of their 


fiesh, white spots, then the priest shall look; and, lo, 7f the = 


spots in the skin of their flesh be of an obscure white, it 1s a 
dandnff, spreading in the skin; he 1s clean. 

And the man whose hair is fallen off from Ins head behind, 
he ts bald, Gat he is clean. And he that hath his hair fallen 
off from the part of his head toward Ins face, he is forehead- 
bald, but heis clean. But if there be in the bald head, or 
bald forehead, a white and red sore, it 1s leprosy breaking 
forth m his bald head, or his bald forehead; then the priest 
shall look upon it; and, lo, 7f the pimple of the sore be 
white and red in his bald head, or in his bald forchead, as 


the leprosy appearcth in the skin of the flesh, he is a leprous - 


man, he is nnelean: the priest shall prononnee him utterly 
unclean ; lis disease of leprosy is in his head. 

And the clothes of the leper, who hath the disease, shall 
be rent, and his head bared, and he shall put a covering 


upon his chin, and shall ery, “ Unelean, unclean.”” As long 46 


as the disease is in him he shall be considered unclean; he 
is unclean: he shall dwell alone; without the camp shall be 
his habitation. 

The garment also in which 1s the discase of leprosy, 
whether it be a woollen garment or a lmen garment, whether 
zt be in the warp or woof, of lineu, or of woollen; whether 
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im 2 skin, or in any thing made of skin; if the diseased 
part be green or red in the garnient, or in the skin, either in 
the warp or in the woof, or in any apparel made of skin; it 
is the disease of leprosy, and shall be shewn to the priest : 
and the priest shall look upon the diseased place, and shut 
up that which hath the discase seven days; and he shall look 
on the diseased place on the seventh day: if the disease be 
spread in the garment, either in the warp or im the woof, or 
in a skin, or in any thing made of skin, the disease is a 
fretting leprosy ; the garment is unclean. Ile shall there- 
fore burn that garment, whether the discase be in the warp 
or mi the woof, in woollen or in linen, or in any apparel made 
of skin: for it is a fretting leprosy; it shalt be burnt in the 
fire. And if the priest fools, and, lo, the disease be not 
spread in the garment, etther in the warp or in the woof, or 
In any appzrcl of skin; then the priest shall command that 
they wash ¢he thiny in which the discase is; and he shall 
shut it up seven days more: and the pricst shall look on the 
diseased place after it is washed: and, lo, if the discase have 
not changed its colour, and the discase be not spread, it 1s 
unclean: thou shalt burn it with fires 1f 1s corroding 
leprosy, on the wrong or on the right side of the cloth. And 
if the priest look, and, lo, the diseased place is become faint 
after the washing of it, then he shall rend it ont of the 

garment, or out of the ete, whether from the warp or from 
the woof: and if it appear still in the garment, cither in 
the warp or in the woof, or in any apparel of skin, it is a 
spreading leprosy ; thou shalt burn that in which the ‘disease 
is with fire. And the garment, cither warp or woof, or what- 
soever apparel of skin it be which thou shalt w: ash, if the 
disease be departed from them, then it shall be w ashed a 
second time, and shall be clean.” This is the law concern- 
ing the disease of leprosy ina garment of woollen or linen, 
either in the w arp or in the w oof, or any apparel of skin, to 
pronounce 1¢ clean, or to pronounce it unclean, 


CHAP. XIV.—And Jchovah spake to Moses, saying, 
“This shall be the law for the leper in the day of his 
cleansing : He shall be brought to the priest, and the priest 
shall go “forth out of the camp, and the priest shall look, and, 
lesa ‘the disease of leprosy be healed in the leper, then the 
priest shall command that there be taken for him who is to 
be cleansed two small birds alive and clean, and ccdar-wood, 
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and searlet thread, and hyssop; and the pnicst shall com- 
mand that one of the birds be slain over spring water in an 
earthen vesse]. Then he shall take the living bird, and the eedar- 
wood, and the searlet thread, and the hyssop, and shall dip 
them and the living bird in the blood of the bird which hath 
been slain over the spring water; and he shall sprmkle upon 
him who is to be cleansed from the leprosy seven times, and 
shall pronounce him clean, and shall let the livmg bird loose 
into the open ficld. Then he who is to be elcansed shall 
wash his clothes, and shave off all his hair, and wash himself 
in water, that he may be clean; and after that he shal! come 
into the camp; but he shall dwell without his tent seven 
days. But on the seventh day, he shall shave all his hair 
off his head, and his beard, and his eyebrows, even all his 
hair he shall shave off: he shall then wash his elothes, and 
bathe his body in water, and shall be elean. And on the 
eighth day he shall take two male lambs without blemish, 
and one ewe lamb of the first year without blemish, and 
three-tenths of an ephah of fine flour for a meal-offering, 
mingled with oil, and one log of oi. And the priest who 
pronounceth him clean shall present the man whio is to be 
cleansed, and these things, before Jchovah, at the door of 
the tent of mecting; and the priest shall take one male 
lamb, and offer him for a trespass-offering, together with the 
log of oil, and he shall wave them for a wave-offering before 
Jchovah ; and he shall slay the lamb in the place where the 
sin-offermg and the burnt-offering are slain, in the holy 
place: for as the sin-offering is the priest’s, so is the tres- 
pass-offering ; it 1s most holy; and the pricst shall take 
some of the blood of the trespass-offermg, and shall put it 
upon the tip of the right car of him who 1s to be cleansed, 
and upon the thumb of his nght hand, and upon the great 
toe of his right foot. And the priest shall take some of the 
log of oil, and pour it into the palm of his own left hand; 
and the priest shall dip his right finger in the oil that is m 
lis left hand, and shall sprinkle some of the oil with his 
finger, seven times before Jehovah; and some of the oil that 
is in hig hand shall the priest put upon the tip of the right 
ear of him who is to be cleansed, and upon the thumb of his 
right hand, and upon the great toe of his nght foot, upon 
the place of the blood of the trespass-offering: and the re- 
mainder of the oil that is in the priest’s hand he shall pour 
upon the head of him who is to be cleansed; and the priest 
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19 shall thus make an atonement for him before Jehovah. And 
the priest shall offer the sin-offering, and make an atonement 
for him who is to be cleansed from his uncleanness; and 

20 afterward he shall lall the burnt-offermg. And the priest 
shall offer the burnt-offcring, and the meal-offermg, upon 
the altar: thus the priest shall make an atonement for him, 
and he shall be clean. 

a1 But if he be poor, and cannot afford so much; then he 
shall take one lamb for a trespass-offering to be waved, to 
make an atonement for him, and a tenth of an ephah of fine 
flour mingled with oil, for a ncal-offering, and a log of oil; 

22 and two turtle-doves, or two young pigeons, such as he can 
afford; and the one shall be a sin-offcring, and the other 

23 a burnt-offermg. And he shall brmg them on the cighth 
day, for his cleansmg, to the priest, to the door of the 

extent of mecting, before Jehovah; and the pricst shall 
take the lamb for the trespass-offering, and the log of oil, 
and the pricst shall wave them for a wave-offermg before 

25 Jchovah. And he shall slay the lamb for the trespass- 

offering, and the priest shall take some of the blood of the 

trespass-offering, and put it upon the tip of the right car 
of him who is to be cleansed, and upon the thumb of 
his right hand, and upon the great toe of his mght foot: 
and the pricst shall pour some of the oil into the palm of 
his own left hand: and the priest shall sprmkle with his 
right finger some of the oil that is.in his left hand, seven 
times before Jchovah : and the priest shall put some of the 
oil that is in his hand upon the tip of the nght car of him 
that is to be cleansed, and upon the thumb of his nght hand, 
and upon the great toe of his night foot, upon the place of 
the blood of the trespass-offering ; and the rest of the oil 
that is in the priest’s hand he shall put upon the head of 

him who is to be cleansed, to make an atonement for lim 

30 before Jehovah. And he shall offer one of the turtle-doves, 

31 or of the young pigeons, whichever he can afford; such as 
he ean afford, he shall offer; the one for a sin-offering, and 
the other for a burnt-offermg, with the meal-offering: thus 
the priest shall make an atonement for him who is to be 

32 cleansed, before Jehovah.” This is the law for him m whom 
is the disease of leprosy, who cannot afford mvre for his 
cleansing. 

33 And Jehovah spake to Moses and to Aaron, saying, 

31 When ye come into the land of Canaan, which I give to 
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you for a possession, and I put the discase of leprosy in a 
house of the land of your possession; and the owner of the ss 
house shall go, and tell the priest, saying, ‘It secmeth to me 
there is as it were a disease in the house;’ then the priest 36 
shall command that they empty the house, before the priest 
eo into it to sce the discased place, that all that is in the 
house be not made unclean; and afterward the pricst shail 
eo in to sec the house. And he shall look on the discased 37 
place, and, lo, if the disease be in the walls of the house, 
with hollow streaks, green or red, which appear deeper than 
the wall; then the pricst shall go out of the house, to the 3s 
door of the house, and shut up the house seven days; and 39 
the priest shall ecoine again the seventh day, and shall look : 
and, lo, if the disease be spread in the walls of the house, 
the pricst shall command that they take away the stones in 40 
which the disease is, and that they cast them into an unclean 
place without the city. He shall then cause the house to be «1 
scraped within round about, und they shall pour out the dust 
that they scrape off without the city, into an unclean place ; 
and they shall take other stones, and shall put them im tne 42 
place of those’stones ; and he shall take other mortar, and 
shall plaster the house. And if the discase return, and 43 
break out in the house, after he hath taken away the stones, 
and after he hath scraped the house, and after it hath been 
plastered; then the pricst shall come and look, and, lo, if 44 
the disease be spread in the house, it is a fretting lepresy in 
the heuse: it is unclean. And he shall break down the 4s 
house, the stones of it, and the timber of it, and all the 
mortar of the house; and he shall carry them forth out of 
the city, into an unelean place. Moreover he that gocth nito 46 
the housc, during all the time that it is shut up, shall be un- 
elean until the evening. And he that lieth m the house 47 
shall wash his clothes; and he that eateth in the house shall 
wash his clothes. But if the pricst come in, and look upon 4s 
at, and, lo, the discase hath not spread in the house, after the 
house was plastered; then the priest shall pronounce the 
house clean, because the discase is healed. And he shall 49 
take to cleanse the house two small birds, and eedar-wood, 
and scarlet éhread, and hyssop; and he shall kill one of the co 
birds over spring water in an carthen vessel; and he shall 5: 
take the eedar-wood, and the hyssop, and the scarlet thread, 
and the living bird, and dip them in the blood of the slain 
bird, and in the sprig water, and sprinkle the house seven 
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times ; and he shall cleanse the house with the blood of the 
bird, and with the spring water, and with the living bird, and 
with the cedar-wood, and with the scarlet thread, and with 


3 the hyssop; but he shall Ict go the living bird out of the 


city into the open ficld: thus he shall make an atonement 
for the house: and it shall be clean.” 

This is the law for every disease of leprosy, and scall, and 
for the leprosy of a garment, and of a house, and for a pim- 
ple, and for a scurf, and for a spot; to teach when it is un- 
clean, and when it is clean: this is the law of Icprosy. 


CHAP. XV.—And Jehovah spake to Mescs and to Aaron, 
saying, “Speak to the clildren of Isracl, and say to them, 
‘When any man hath an issue from his flesh, because of Ins 
issue he is unelean. And this shall be his uncleanness in his 
issuc: whether his flesh run with lis issuc, or his flesh be 
stopped from running with his issue, it is is uncleanness. 
Every bed on which he who hath the issue licth shall be un- 
clean ; and every thing on which he sitteth shall be unclean. 
And whosoever toucheth his bed shall wash his clothes, and 
bathe in water, and be unelean until the evening. And he that 
sitteth on any thing on which he who hath the issuc hath sitten, 
shall wash his clothes, and bathe in water, and be unclean until 


7 the evening. And he that toueheth the flesh of him who hath

the issue shall wash his clothes, and bathe in water, and be 
unclean until the evening. And if he who hath the issue 
spit upon him that is clean, éhe dadier shall wash his clothes, 
and bathe in water, and be unclean until the evening. Aud 
every thing on which he who hath the issue rideth shall be 
unclean. And whosoever touchecth any thing that hath been 
under him shall be unelcan until the evening: and he that 
earnicth any of those things shall wash his clothes, and bathe 
in water, and be unclean until the evening. And every one 
whom he that hath the issue toucheth, not having thoroughly 
washed lis hands in water, shall wash his clothes, and bathe 
in water, and be unclean until the evening. And the carthen 
vessel which he who hath the issue touchcth shall be broken ; ; 
and every vessel of wood shall be rinsed in water. And 
when he who hath an issue is cleansed of his issue, then he 
shall reckon to himself seven days for his cleansing, and wash 
his clothes, and bathe his body in spring water, and be clean. 
And on the eighth day he shall take two turtle-doves, or two 
young pigcons, and go before Jehovah to the door of the tent 
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of meeting, and give them to the priest; and the pricst shall 
offer them, the onc for a sin-offering, and the other fora 
burnt-offcring : thus the priest shall make an atonement for 
him before Jehovah for his issue. And if any man’s seed go 
out from him, then he shall bathe his body m water, and be 
unclean until the evening. And every garment, and every 
skin, on which the seed is, shall be washed with water, and 
be unclean until the evening. 

The woman also with whom a man shall carnally con- 
verse, they shall both bathe in water, and be unclean until 
the evening, 

And when a woman hath an issue, and her issue in her 
fiesh is blood, she shall be in her impurity seven days; and 
whosocver toucheth her shall be unclean until the evening. 
And every thing on which she licth during her impurity 
shall be unclean: every thing also en which she sitteth shall 
be unclean. And every one who touchcth her bed shall wash 
his clothes, and bathe in water, and be unclean until the 
evening. And every one who toucheth any thing on which 
she hath sitten, shall wash his clothes, and bathe in water, 
and be unclean until the evening. Whether it be her bed, 
or any thing on which she sitteth, when he toucheth it, he 
shall be unclean until the evening. And if a man lie by her 
at all, and her impurity be upon him, he shall be unelean 
seven days; and every bed on which he lieth shall be un- 
clean. And when a woman hath an issue of her blood many 
days out of the time of her impurity, or if it run beyond 
the time of her impurity; all the days of the issue of her 
uncleanness shall be as the days of her impurity: she shall 


be unclean. Every bed on which she lieth all the days of 26° 


her issue shall be to her as the bed of her impurity ; and 
whatsoever she sitteth upon shall be unclean, as the unclean- 
ness of her impurity. And whosoever toucheth those things 
shall be unelean, and shall wash his clothes, and bathe in 
water, and be unclean until the evening. But when she 1s 
cleansed of her issue, then she shall reckon to herself seven 
days, and after that she shall be clean. And on the cighth 
day she shall take two turtle-doves, or two young pigeons, and 
bring them to the priest, to the door of the tent of mecting. 


And the priest shall offer one for a sin-oftering, and the : 


other for a burnt-offering ; thus the priest shall make an 
atonement for her before Jehovah for the issue of her un- 
cleanness. Thus shall ye separate the children of Israel from 
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their uncleanness, that they die not in their uneleanness, 
when they defile my tabernacle that is among them. 

This is the law for him who hath an issue, and whose seed 
goeth from him, and who is defiled by it ; and for her who is 
sick in her impurity, and for one who hath an issue, whether 
male or female,and for himwho hicth by her who is unclean,’ ” 


CHAP. XVJ.—And Jehovah spake to Moses after the 
two sons of Aaron had died, when they had approached the 
presence of Jehovah, and died; and Jchovah said to Moses, 
“Speak to Aaron thy brother, that he come not at all times 
into the sanctuary within the veil, before the lid which is 
upon the ark, that he die not: for I will appear im the cloud 
upon the lid of the ark. Thus shall Aaron come into the 
sanctuary: with a young bullock for a sin-offering, and a 
ram for a burnt-offermg. And he shall put on the holy linen 
tumie, and he shall have the lien drawers upon lus flesh, 
and he shall be girded with a linen girdle, and with the 
lien mitre shall he be attired: these are holy garments ; 
therefore he shall bathe his hody in water, and put them on. 
He shall then receive from the congregation of the eluldren 
of Israel two kids of the goats for a sin-offering, and onc 
ram for a burnt-offermg. And Aaron shall bring his bullock 
of the sin-offering which is for himself, that he may make 
an atonement for himself, and for his household. He shall 
then take the two goats, and present them before Jchovah at 
the door of the tent of meeting. And Aaron shall cast lots 
upon the two goats, one lot for Jehovah, and the other lot 
for the seape-goat. And Aaron shall bring the goat upon 
which the lot for Jehovah fell, and offer him for a sin-offer- 
ing ; but the goat, on which the lot fell to be the scape-goat, 
shall be presented alive before Jchovah, to make an atone- 
ment with him, to let him go for a scape-goat into the wil- 
derness. And Aaron shall bring the bullock of the sin- 
offering which is for hnnself, and shall make an atonement 
for himself, and for his household, and shall kill the bullock 
of the sin-offering which is for himself. And he shall take 
a eenser full of burning coals of fire from off the altar before 
Jehovah, and his hands-full of swect incense beaten small, 
and bring it within the veil. And he shall put the incense 
upon the fire before Jehovah, that the cloud of the incense 
may cover the lid that is upon the testimonial-ark, that he 
die not. And he shall take some of the blood of the bul- 
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lock, and sprinkle it with his finger upon the lid eastward ; 
and before the lid shall he sprinkle some of the blood with 
his finger seven times. Then he shall kill the goat of the 
sin-offering, which is for the people, and bring his blood 
within the veil, and do with that blood as he did with the 
blood of the bulloek, sprinkling it upon the lid, and before 
the hd of the ark. Thus he shall make an atonement for 
the sanetuary, beeausc of the uncicanness of the children of 
Isracl, and because of their transgressions in all their sins ; 
and so shall he do for, the tent of mecting that is placed 
among them in the midst of their uncleanness. And no 
one shall be in the tent of mecting when he gocth in to 
make an atonement in the sanctuary, ‘until he co me out, and 
have made an atonement for himsclf, and for his houschold, 


and for all the congregation of Isracl. Then he shall go out : 


to the altar that is before Jchovah, and make an atoneNent 
for it; and shall take some of the blood of the bullock, and 

some of the blood of the ecat, and put it upon the horns of 
the altar round about. And he shall sprinkle some of the 
blood upon it with his finger seven times, and cleanse it, and 
sanctify 1t from the uncleanness of the children of Israel. 
and when he hath made an end of atoning for the sanc- 
tuary, and the tent of mecting, and the altar, he shall bring 
the live goat; and Aaron shall lay both his hands upon the 
head of the live geat, and confess over him all the imqui- 
tics of the claildren of Israel, and all their «transgressions in 
all their sins, and he shall put them upon the head of the 
goat, and send him away, by a man chosen for this purpose, 
mito the desert. And the eon shall bear upon nm all their 
iniquitics unto a Jand not inhabited ; and he shall Ict go the 
goat in the desert. Then Aaron shall go into the tent of 
nieeting, and shall put off the linen gar ments which he had 
put on when he went into the sanctuary, and shall leave them 
there; and he shall bathe Ins body in water in the holy 
plaec, and put on lis garments, and eome forth, and offer 
his burnt-offering, and the burnt-offering of the people, and 
make an atonement for himself, and for his household, and 
for the people. And the fat of the sin-offering he shall burn 
upon the altar. And he that let go the goat for the scape- 
goat shall wash his clothes, and bathe his body in water, and 
afterward eome into the camp. And the bulloek for the sin- 
offering, and the goat for the sin-offering, the blood of which 
was brought into the sanetuary to made atonement, shall be 
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carried forth without the camp; and their skins, and their 
flesh, and their dung, shall be burned with fire. And he 
that burneth them shall wash his clothes, and bathe his body 
in water, and afterward he shall come into the camp. 

And this shall be a perpetual statute to you: In the 
seventh month, on the tenth day of the month, ye shall 
afflict yourselves, and ye shall do no work, neither a native 
nor a stranger that sojourncth among you. for on that 
day shall atonement be made for you, to cleanse you, that ye 
may be clean from all your sins before Jehovah. It shall be 
a sabbath of rest to you, and ye shall afflict yourselves, by a 
perpetual statute. And the priest, who shall be anointed, 
and who shall be consecrated to minister in the pricst’s s office 
in his father’s stead, shall make the atoncnient and shall put 
on the linen garments, the holy garments; and he shall 
make an atonement for the holy sanetuary, and he shall 
make an atonement for the tent of necting, and for the 
altar; and he shall make an atonement for the priests, and 
for all the people of the congregation. And tins shall be 
a perpetual statute to you; that an atonement may be made 
for the children of Isracl, for all their sins, onec a year.” 
And Aaron did as Jchovah commanded Moses. 


CHAP. XVII.—And Jehovah spake to Moses, saying, 
Speak to Aaron, and to his sons, and to all the children of 
Isracl, and say to them, ‘This is what Jchovah hath com- 
manded, saying, Whosocrer of the house of Isracl shall 
slay an ox, or a lamb, or a goat, in the camp, or shall slay it 
out of the camp, and shall not bring it to the door of the 
tent of meeting, to offer i¢ an offering to Jchovah, before the 
tabernacle of Jehovah, blood shall be imputed to that man ; 
he hath shed blood; and that man shall be cué off from 
among his people; in order that the children of Israel may 
bring “their sacrifices, which they offcr in the open ficld, even 
that they may brine them to echoval, to the door of the 
tent of meeting to the priest, and offcr them for peace-offer- 
ines to Jehovah. And the priest shall sprinkle the blood 
upon the altar of Jchovah at the door of the tent of mect- 
ing; and burn the fat for an acceptable odour to Jehovah. 
And they shall no more offer their sacrifiecs to demons, after 
whom they have gone astray.? This shall be a perpetual 
statute to them throughout their generations. And thou 
shalt say to them, ‘ Whosvever of the house of Israel, or of 
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the strangers who sojourn among you, shall offer a burnt- 
offering or sacrifice, and not bring it to the door of the tent 
of meeting, to offer it to Jchovah, that man shall be eut off 
from among his people. 

And whosoever of the house of Isracl, or of the strangers 
that sojourn among you, shall eat any blood, I will even set 
my face against that soul who shall eat blood, and will cut 
him off from among his people. Tor the life of the flesh 
is in the blood; and I have appointed it to you for the altar, 
to make an atonement for your hives; for it is the blood 
that maketh an atonement for the hfe. Therefore I said to 
the children of Israel, No soul of yon shall eat blood, nor 
shall any stranger that sojourncth among you cat blood. 
And whosoever of the children of Israel, or of the strangers 
that sojourn among you, shall hunt and eatch any beast or 
fowl that may be eaten; he shall pour out its blood, and 
cover it with dust. For it is the life of all flesh; the blood 
of it is for its life: therefore I said to the children of Isracl, 
Ye shall eat the blood of no flesh: for the life of all flesh is 
its blood; whosoever eateth it shall be ent off. And every 
one who eateth that which hath diced of ztse/f, or that whieh 
hath been torn by beasts, whether it be one of your own 
country, or a stranger, shall both wash his elothes, and bathe 
in water, and be unclean until the evening; then shall he be 
clean, But if he wash them not, nor bathe his body, then 


he shall bear his miquity.’ ” 


CHAP. XVIII.—And Jchovah spake to Moses, saying, 
‘Speak to the children of Israel, and say to them, ‘I am 
Jchovah your God. According to the doings of the land of 
Egypt, wherein ye dwelt, ye shall not do: and aceording to 
the doings of the land of Canaan, mto which I bring you, 
ye shall not do; nor shall ye walk in their statutes. Ye 
shall do my judgments, and observe ny statutes, to walk im 
them: J am Jehovah your God. Ye shiall therefore observe 
my statutes and my judgments ; which if a man do, he shall 
live by them: I am Jchovah. 

No one of you shall approach to any near kinswoman, to 
uncover her nakedness: I am Jehovah. The nakedness of 
thy father, that is, the nakedness of thy mother, thou shalt 
not uncover: she is thy mother; thou shalt not uncover her 
nakedness. The nakedness of thy step-mother thou shalt 
not uncover: it is thy father’s nakedness. The nakedness 
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of thy sister, the daughter of thy father, or the daughter of 
thy mother, whether born at home, or born abroad, their 
nakedness thou shalt not uncover. The nakedness of thy 
son’s daughter, or of thy daughter’s daughter, their naked- 
ness thou shalt not uncover: for it 1s thy own nakedness. 
The nakedness of thy stepmother’s daughter, begotten by 
thy father (she is thy sister), thou shalt not uncover her 
nakedness. Thou shalt not uncover the nakedness of thy 
father’s sister: she is thy father’s near kinswoman. Thou 
shall not uneover the nakedness of thy mother’s sister: for 
she is thy mother’s near kiswoman. Thou shalt not un- 
cover the nakedness of thy father’s brother, thou shalt not 
approach to his wife; she is thy aunt. Thou shalt not 
uncover the nakedness of thy daughter-in-law: she is thy 
son’s wife; thou shalt not uncover her nakedness. Thou 
shalt not uncover the nakedness of thy brother’s wife ; it 1s 
thy brother’s nakedness. Thou shalt not uncover the 
nakedness of a woman and her daughter, neither shalt thou 
take her son’s daughter, or her daughter’s daughter, to un- 
cover her nakedness; they are her near kinswomen : it is 
wickedness. Nor shalt thou take a wife to her sister, to 
eause her jealousy, to uncover her nakedness, besides the 
other, in her life-time. Nor shalt thou approach a woman 
during the impurity of her uncleanness, to uncover her naked- 
ness. And with thy neighbour’s wife thou shalt not lie 
carnally, to defile thyself with her. And thou shalt not 
eause any of thy offsprmg to pass through the fire to 
Molech, nor shalt thou profane the name of thy God: I am 
Jehovah. Thou shalt not he with mankind, as with 
womankind: itis an abomination. — Nor shalt thou lie with 
any beast, to defile thyself with it; nor shall any woman 
stand before a beast to lie down to it: it is confusion. 

Defile not yourselves by any of these things: for by all 
these the nations are defiled which I cast out before you, 
and the land is defiled: therefore I will visit its iniquity 
upon it, and the land itself shall vomit owt her inhabitants. 
Ye shall therefore observe my statutes and my judgments, 
and shall not commit any of these abominations ; neither any 
of your own nation, nor any stranger that sojourneth among 
you; (for all these abomimations have the men of the land 
done, which were before you, so that the land is defiled ;) that 
the land vomit you not out also, when ye defile it, as it hath 


29 vomited out the nations that were before you. For whoso- 
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ever shall commit any of these abominations, even the souls 
that commit them shall be cut off from among their people. 
Therefore ye shall observe my ordinances, so as not to commit 30 
any of these abominable customs, which have been commit- 
ted before you, and not to defile yourselves by them: I am 
Jchovah your God,’ ” 


CHAP. XIX.—And Jehovah spake to Moses, saying, 
“ Speak to all the congregation of the children of Isracl, and 
say to them, ‘ Ye shall be holy: for I Jehovah your God am 
holy. 

Every one of you shall revere his mother, and his father, 
and keep my sabbaths: J am Jehovah your God. 

Turn ye not to idols, nor make for yourself molten gods: 
I am Jchovah your God. 

And when ye sacrifice a sacrifice of peace-offerings to Je- 5 
hovah, ye shall sacrifice it for your acceptance. It shall be 6 
eaten on the same day in which ye sacrifice it; or on the 
morrow: and if any part remain until the third day, it shall 
be burnt with fire, And if it be caten at all on the third 
day, it is abominable; it shall not be accepted. And he who s 
cateth it shall bear his imiquity, because he hath profaned 
that which had been consecrated to Jchovah; that soul, 
therefore, shall be cut off from among his people. 

And when ye reap the harvest of your land, thou shalt 9 
not wholly reap the corners of thy field, neither shalt thou 
gather the gleanings of thy harvest. And thon shalt not 
elean thy vineyard, neither shalt thou gather every grape of 
thy vineyard; thou shalt leave them for the poor and 
stranger: I am Jehovah your God. 

Ye shall not steal, nor deal falsely, nor le one. to another. 11 
And ye shall not swear by my ‘name to a falsehood, and pro- 12 
fane the name of thy God: Iam Jehovah. Thou shalt not 13 
oppress thy neighbour, nor rob him; nor shall the wages of 
a hired servant abide with thee all night until the morning. 

Thou shalt not curse the deaf, nor put a stumbling- 
block before the blind, but shalt fear thy God: I am 
Jchovah. 

Ye shall do no injustice in judgment: thou shalt not 1s 
respect the person of the poor, nor honour the person of 
the mighty : in righteousness shalt thou judge thy neighbour. 

Thou shalt not go about, a tale-bearer among thy people ; 16 
nor shalt thou stand up against the blood of thy neighbour : 
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171 am Jehovah. Thou shalt not hate thy brother in thy 
heart: thou shalt freely reprove thy neighbour, and not 
is suffer sin upon him. Thou shalt not avenge, nor bear any 
malice against the children of thy people, but thou shalt 
i9 love thy neighbour as thyself: Iam Jehovah. Ye shall keep 
my statutes. 
Thou shalt not let thy cattle gender with a diverse kind: 
nor shalt thou sow thy field with mingled seed: nor shall 
a garment mingled of linen and woollen come upon thee. 

29 And when a man heth carnally with a woman who is a 
bond-maid, a coneubine, but who hath not been redeemed, 
nor is free, seourging shall be inflicted: they shall not be 

21 put to death, because she was not free. And the man shall 
bring his trespass-offering to Jehovah, to the door of the tent 

22 of meeting, aram fora trespass-offering. And the priest shall 
make an atonement for him with the ram of the trespass-offer- 
ing, before Jehovah, for his sin which he hath committed ; 
and the sin which he hath committed shall be forgiven him. 

23 And when ye shall have come mto the land, and shall have 
planted any kind of food-bearing trees, ye shall account its 
fruit a foreskin: three years shall it be as a foreskin to you; 

24 it shall not be eaten. And in the fourth year all the fruit of 

95 it shall be holv, for the praises of Jehovah. But in the fifth 
year ye may eat of the fruit of it, that it may yield to you 
its inerease: I am Jehovah your God. 

2% Ye shall not eat any thing with the blood; nor shall ye 

27 use divination, or observe times.—Ye shall not round the 
corners of your heads, nor shalt thou mar the corners of 

23 thy beard.—Ye shall not make any cuttings in your flesh 
for the dead, nor print any marks upon yon: I am Jehovah. 

29 Do not prostitute thy daughter, to cause her to be a harlot ; 
lest the land fall to harlotry, and the land become full of 
wickedness. 

30  Yeshall observe my sabbaths, and reverence my sanctuary ; 
I am Jehovah. 

31 Apply not to necromancers nor seek after wizards, to be 
defiled hy them: I am Jehovah your God. 

sz In the presence of the hoary head thou shalt rise up, 
and honour the face of the old man, and fear thy God: I 
am Jchovah. 

33 And when a stranger sojourneth with thee in your land, 

34 ye shall not vex him. As one born amongst you, shall be 
the stranger that dwelleth with you, and thou shalt love him 
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as thysclf; for ye were strangers in the land of Egypt: I am 
Jehovah your God. 

Ye shall do no injustice in judgment, im meting, in 35 
weight, or in measure. Just balanees, just weights, a just 36 
ephah, and a just hin, shall ye have. 

I am Jehovah your God, who brought you out of the 
land of Egypt. Therefore ye shall observe all my statutes, 37 
and all my judgments, and do them: I am Jehovah.’” 


CHAP. XX.—And Jehovah spake to Moses, saying, 1 
“ Again, thou shalt say to the children of Israel, ‘ Whoever 2 
of the children of Israel, or of the strangers who sojourn in 
Israel, shall give any of his seed to Molech, he shall surely 
be pnt to death; the people of the land shall stone him 
with stones. And I will set my face against that man, and 3 
will cut him off from among his people; because he hath 
given of his sced to Molech, so as to detile my sanctuary, 
and to profane my holy name. And if the people of the 4 
land do wilfully hide their eyes from the man, when he 
giveth of his seed to Molech, and put him not to death ; 
then I will set my face against that man, and against his 5 
family, and will cut him off, and all that go astray after him, 
to commit harlotry with Molech, from among their people. 
And the person that shall apply to neeromancers, and to 6 
wizards, to go astray after them, I will even sct my face 
against that person, and will cut him off from among his 
people. Sancetify yourselves, therefore, and be ye holy; for 
I am Jehovah yonr God. And ye shall observe my statutes, 
and do them; [ am Jehovah who sanctify you. 

When any one curseth his father or his mother he shall 9 
surely be put to death: he hath cursed his father or his 
mother; his blood shall be upon him. 

And if any man commit adultery with another man’s 
wife, if any man commit adultery with his neighbour’s wife, 
the adulterer and the adultress shall surely be put to death. 
And if a man lie with his father’s wife, he hath uncovered 
his father’s nakedness: both of them shall surely be put to 
death; their blood shall be upon them. And if a man 
lie with his daughter-in-law, both of them shall surely be 
put to death: they have wrought confusion; their blood 
shall be upon them. If a man also lie with a male as he 
licth with a woman, both of them have committed an abomi- 
nation: they shall both surcly be put to death ; their blood 
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14 shall be upon them. And if aman take a wife and her 
mother, it 1s wickedness ; they shall be burnt with fire, both 
he and they; that there be no wickedness among you. 

is And if a man he with a beast, he shall surely be put to 

16 death ; and ye shall slay the beast. And if @ woman 
approach any beast, and lie down to it, thou shalt kill the 
woman and the beast; they shall surely be put to death ; 

17 their blood shall be upon them. And if a man take his 
sister, his father’s daughter, or Ins mother’s daughter, and 
see her nakedness, and she see his nakedness, it is a wicked 
thing; and they shall both be cut off in the sight of their 
people: he hath uncovered his sister’s nakedness ; he shall 

is bear his iniquity. And if a man he with a woman during 
her sickness, and uncover her nakedness, he hath discovered 
her fountain, and she hath uncovered the fountain of her 
blood ; and both of them shall be cut off from among their 

i9 people. And thou shalt not uncover the nakedness of thy 
father’s sister, nor of thy mother’s sister ; for it 1s uncover- 
ing the nakedness of a near kinswoman: they shall bear 

20 their iniquity. And if a man lhe with his uncle’s wife, 
he hath uncovered his uncle’s nakedness ; they shall bear 

21 their sin; they shall die childless. And if a man shall 
take his brother’s wife, it is an unclean thing; he hath 
uncovered his brother’s nakedness: they shall be childless. 

22 Ye shall therefore observe all my statutes, and all my 
judgments, and do them; that the land, to which I am 
about to bring you that ye may dwell in it, vomit you not 

23 out. And ye shall not walk in the statutes of the nations 
which I cast out before you; for they committed all these 

2 things, and therefore I abhorred them. But I have said to 
vou, Ye shall inhent their land, and I will give it to you to 
possess, a land that floweth with milk and honey: J am Je- 
hovah your God, who have separated you from the peoples. 

25 Ye shall therefore make a distinction between beasts clean 
and unclean, and between birds unclean and clean; and ye 
shall not make yourselves abominable by beast, or by fowl, 
or by any thing that creepeth on the ground, whieh I have 

26 separated from you as unclean. But ye 2 shall be holy to me ; 
for | Jehovah am holy, and have distinguished you trom the 
peoples, that ye should be mie. 

27 A man also, or a woman, that is a necromancer, or that is 
a wizard, shall surely be put to death: they shall stone 
them with stones ; their blood shall be upon them, ” 

02 
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CHAP. XXI.—And Jehovah said to Moses, “Speak to 
the priests, the sons of Aaron, and say to them, ‘ None of 
you shall be defiled for the dead among his people, except for 
his near kindred, for his mother, and for his father, and for 
his son, and for his daughter, and for his brother, and for 
his sister a virgin, who resideth with him, who hath no hus- 
band, for her he may be defiled. But he shall not defile him- 
self for a chief among his people, to pollute himself. They 
shall not make baldness upon their head; nor shall they 
shave off the corners of their beard, or make any cuttings in 
their flesh. They shall be holy to their God, and not 
pollute the name of thar God; for the offerings of Jehovah 
made by fire, the food of their God, they must offer ; there- 
fore they shall be holy. They shall not marry a woman 
who is a harlot, or one polluted; nor shall they marry a 
woman divorced from her husband; for every priest is holy 
to his God. Thou shalt sanetify lim therefore; for he 
offercth the food of thy God: he shall be holy to thee; for 
I Jehovah, who sanctify you, am holy. And if the daugh- 
ter of any priest pollute herself by harlotry, she polluteth 
her father: she shall be burnt with fire. And. he who is 
the high priest among Ins brethren, upon whose head the 
anointing-oil hath been poured, and who is consecrated to put 
on the garments, shall not uncover his head, or rend his 
carments; nor shall he go m to any dead body, or defile 
himself for his father, or for his mother; nor shall he go 
out of the sanctuary, or pollute the sanctuary of his God ; 
for the crown and the anomting-oil of his God are upon 
him: I am Jehovah.—And he shall marry a woman in_ her 
virginity. A widow, or a divorced woman, or one polluted, 
or a harlot, he shall not marry ; but he shall marry a virgin 
of his own people. So shall he not pollute his seed among 
his people ; for I Jehovah sanctify him.’ ” 

And Jchovah spake to Moses, saying, “Speak to Aaron, 
saying, ‘ Whosoever of thy seed in their generations shall 
have any blemish, let him not approach to offer the food of 
his God; for no one who hath a blemsh shall approach: a 
man blind, or lame, or maimed, or who hath any thing 
superfluous, or a man who is broken-footed, or broken- 
handed, or crook-backed, or a dwarf, or who hath a blemish 
in his eye, or hath scurvy, or is scabbed, or hath his 
testicles broken: no one of the seed of Aaron the priest 
who hath a blemish shall come nigh to offer the offerings of 
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Jehovah made by fire: he hath a blemish; he shall not 
22 come nigh to offer the food of his God. He may eat the 
food of his God, both of the most holy, and of the holy ; 
23 only he may not go in to the veil, nor come nigh to the 
altar, because he hath a blemish; that he profane not my 
24 holy things ; for I Jehovah sanctify them.’ ”” And Moses told 
this to Aaron, and to his sons, and to all the children of Israel. 


» CHAP. XXII.—And Jehovah spake to Moses, saying, 
2 “ Speak to Aaron and to his sons, that they abstain from the 
holy things of the children of Israel, and that they pollute 
not my holy name im those things which they consecrate to 
3mce: lam Jchovah. Say to them, ‘Whosocver of all your 
sced, throughout your generations, shall approach the holy 
things which the children of Israel consecrate to Jehovah, 
having his uncleanness upon him, that soul shall be cut off 
4 from my presence: I am Jehovah. Whosocver of the seed 
of Aaron is a leper, or hath a running issue, he shall not eat 
of the holy things until he be clean. And whosoever hath 
touched any thing that hath been made wnclean by a dead 
5 body; or whose seed hath gone from him; or who hath 
touched any creeping thing, by which he may be made un- 
clean, or a man by whom he may be made unclean, whatso- 
6 ever uncleanness he may have; the soul who hath touched 
any such shall be unclean until evening, and shall not eat 
7 of the holy things, unless he bathe Ins body in water. And 
when the sun is down he shall be clean, and may after- 
ward eat of the holy things, because they are his food. 
s That which dieth of itsclf, or is torn by beasts, he shall not 
g eat, to defile himself with it: LI am Jehovah. They shall 
therefore observe my ordinance, lest they bear sin and die 
for having profaned it: I Jehovah sanctify them. 
io «Nor shall any stranger eat of that which is holy: a so- 
journcr of the priest, or a hired servant, shall not cat of that 
11 which is holy. But if the priest buy any soul with his 
moncy, he may eat of it, and he that 1s born in his house ; 
12 they may eat of his food. If the pniest’s daughter also he 
marricd to a stranger, she may not eat of an offering of the 
13 holy things. But if the pricst’s daughter be a widow, or 
divorced, and have no child, and have returned to her father’s 
house, as in her youth, she may cat of her father’s food ; but 
14 no stranger shall eat of it. And if any one eat of that 
which is holy through error, then he shall add the fifth 
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part of the whole to it, and shall give it to the pricst with 
that which is holy. Thus they shall not profane the holy 15 
things of the children of Israel, which they offer to Jcho- 
vah; or cause them to bear the iniquity of trespass, by 16 
eating their holy things; for I Jehovah sanctify them.’ ” 

And Jehovah spake to Moses, saying, “ Speak to Aaron, and 17 
to his sons, and to all the children of Israel, and say to them, 
‘Whosoever of the house of Israel, or of the strangers who 
sojourn in Israel, will offer his oblation for any vow, or for 
any free-will-offering, which they would offer to Jchovah for a 
burnt-offering, for your acceptance zt must be a male without 19 
blemish, from the herd, from the sheep, or from the goats. 
Whatsoever hath a blemish, ye shall not offer; for it will 20 
not be acceptable for you. And whosoever offereth a saeri- 21 
fice of peace-offcrings to Jehovah to accomplish a vow, or a 
free-will-offering from the herd or from the flock, if must be 
perfect, to be accepted ; no blemish must be in it. Blind, 22 
or broken, or maimed, or having the rot, or having scurvy, 
or being scabbed, ye shall not offer these to Jehovah, nor 
make an offering by fire of them upon the altar to Jehovah. 
Kither a bullock or a lamb that hath any thing superfluous 23 
or deficient in his parts, thou mayest offer for a free-will- 
offering; but for a vow it will not be accepted. But that 24 
which hath had its testicles torn out, bruised, or crushed, or cut 
out, ye shall not offer to Jehovah ; nor shall ye make such in 
your land. Nor from the hand of an alien shall ye offer the 25 
food of your God of any of these: because their corruption 
is in them, blemishes are in them; they will not be accepted 
for you.’ ” 

‘And Jchovah spake to Moses, saying, “ When a calf, or a 26 
lamb, or a kid is brought forth, it shall be seven days under 
the dam; but on the eighth day, and thenceforth, it shall be 
accepted for an offering made by fire to Jehovah. And 2s 
neither cow nor ewe shall ye slay on the same day with her 
young. And when ye offer a sacrifice of thanksgiving to 29 
Jehovah, if ye would offer it for your acceptance, it must be 30 
eaten on the same day; ye shall leave none of it until the 
morrow: I am Jehovah. Thus shall ye observe my com- 31 
mandments, and do them: I am Jehovah. And ye shall s2 
not profane my holy name; but I will be sanctified amongst 
the children of Israel: I am Jehovah who sanctify you, who 33 
brought you out of the land of Egypt, to be your God: I 
am Jehovah.” 
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1 CHAP. XXIII.—And Jehovah spake to Moses, saying, 
2 “Speak to the children of Israel, and say to them, ‘The 
feasts of Jehovah, which ye shall proclaim to be holy eonvo- 
3 cations, these are my feasts. Six days may work be done ; 
but the seventh day is the sabbath of rest, a holy convocation ; 
on it ye shall do no work: it is the sabbath of Jehovah in 
a all your dwellings. These are also the feasts of Jehovah, 
holy convocations, whieh ye shall proclaim in their seasons. 
5 On the fourteenth day of the first month in the evening, is 
6 the passover of Jehovah. And on the fifteenth day of the 
same month, is the feast of unleavened bread to Jehovah : 
7 seven days ye shall eat unleavened bread. On the first day 
ye shall have a holy convocation: on zt ye shall do no servile 
s work. But ye shall offer an offermg made by fire to Jeho- 
vah seven days: on the seventh day shall be a holy convoea- 
tion ; on zt ye shall do no servile work,’ ”” 
9 And Jchovah spake to Moses, saying, “ Speak to the chil- 
dren of Israel, and say to them; “When ye come into the land 
which I give to you, and shall reap its harvest, then ve shall 
bring a “sheaf ‘of the first-fruits of your harvest’ to. the 
priest ; and he shall wave the sheaf before Jehovah for your 
aceeptance : on the morrow after the sabbath the priest shall 
wave it. And on the day in which ye wave the sheaf, ye 
shall offer a male-lamb without blemish of the first year, for 
a burnt-offering to Jehovah. With its meal-offering of two- 
tenths of an ephah of fine flour mingled with oil, an offering 
made by fire to Jehovah, an acceptable odour ; and its drink- 
offering of wine, the fourth part of a hin. And ye shall 
eat neither bread, nor parched corn, nor full ripe ears, until 
the very day in which ye bring an offering to your God: 
this shall bea perpetual statute throughout your generations, 
in all your dwellings. 
5 «And ye shall reckon from the morrow after the sabbath, 
from the day on which ye brought the sheaf of the wave- 
offering, seven complete weeks: to the morrow after the 
seventh sabbath ye shall number fifty days; when ye shall 
offer a new meal-offering to Jehovah. Ye shall bring from 
your dwellings two rove loaves, of two tenths of an ephah : 
they shall be of fine flour : they shall be baked with leaven : 
they are the first-frmits to Jehovah. And ye shall offer with 
the loaves seven lambs without blemish, of the first year, 
and one young bullock, and two rams : they shall be for a 
burnt-offering to Jehovah, with their meal-offering, and their 
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drink-offerings, an offering made by fire, an acceptable 
odour to Jehovah. Ye shall then sacrifice one kid of the ig 
goats for a sin-offering, and two lambs of the first year for 

a sacrifice of pceace-offermgs. And the priest shall wave 20 
them with the loaves of the first-fruits, a wave-offering 
before Jehovah, with the two lambs: they shall be holy to 
Jchovah for the priest. And ye shall proelaim on that very 21 
day, a holy convocation ; on it ye shall do no servile work : 
this shall be a perpetiral statute in all your dwellings, 
throughout your generations. 

And when ye reap the harvest of your land, thou shalt 22 
not completely reap the corners of the ficld, nor shalt thou 
eather any gleanings of thy harvest ; thou shalt leave them 
to the poor, and to the stranger: I am Jehovah your 
God.’ ” 

And Jchovah spake to Moses, saying, “ Speak to the chil- 23 
dren of Israel, saying, ‘In the seventh month, on the first 
day of the month, ye shali have a sabbath, a memorial of 
blowing of trumpets, a holy convocation: on it ye shall do 25 
no servile work ; but ye shall offer an offermmg made by fire 
to Jehovah.’ ” 

And Jchovah spake to Moscs, saying, “‘ Moreover the 26 
tenth day of this seventh month shall be a day of atone- 
ment: it shall be a holy convocation to you, and ye shall 
afflict your souls, and offer an offermg made by fire to Jcho- 
vah. And ye shall do no work on that same day ; for it is a 2s 
day of atonement, to make an atonement for you before Je- 
hovah your God. For every soul who shall not be afflicted 29 
on that same day, shall be cut off from among his people. 
And every soul who docth any work on that same day, that 30 
soul I wall destroy from among his people. Therefore ye 31 
shall do no manner of work on it: this shall be a perpetual 
statute throughout your generations, in all your dwellings. 
It shall be to you a sabbath of rest, and ye shall afflict your 32 
souls: on the ninth day of the month in the evening, from 
evening until evening, ye shall eclebrate your sabbath.” 

And Jehovah spake to Moses, saying, ‘‘ Speak to the chil- 
dren of Isracl, saying, ‘The fifteenth day of this seventh 
month shall be the feast of tabernacles to be kept during 
seven days to Jchovah. On the first day shall be a holy 3s 
convocation ; on it ye shall do no servile work. Seven days 36 
ye shall offer an offering made by fire to Jehovah: on the 
cighth day shall be a holy convocation to you, and ye shall 
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offer an offering made by fire to Jehovah: it 1s a solemn 
assembly: on 2¢ ye shall do no manner of work. These 
are the feasts of Jehovah, which ye shall proclaim to be holy 
convoeations, to offer an offering made by fire to Jehovah, a 
burnt-offering, and a meal-offering, a saerifice, and drink- 
38 offerings, each on its proper day; beside the sabbaths of 
Jehovah, and beside your gifts, and beside all your vows, and 
beside all your free-will-offeriigs, which ye give to Jehovah. 

Also on the fifteenth day of the seventh month, when ye 
have gathered m the fruit of the land, ye shall keep a feast 
to Jehovah during seven days: on the first day shall be a 
sabbath, and on the eighth day shall be a sabbath. And ye 
shall take on the first day the shoots of beautiful trees, 
branches of palm-trees, and the boughs of thick-leaved trees, 
and willows of the brook ; and ye shall rejoice before Jehovah 
your God seven days. And ye shall keep it a feast to 
Jchovah seven days in the year: this shall be a perpetual 
statute in your generations: ye shall celebrate it m the 
2 seventh month. Ye shall dwell in booths seven days: all 
43 Israelites born shall dwell in booths; that your gencrations 
may know that I made the children of Israel to dwell in 
booths, when I brought them out of the land of Egypt: I 
am Jehovah your God,’ ”’ 

And Moses declared to the children of Israel the feasts 
of Jehovah. 
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CHAP. XXIV.—And Jehovah spake to Moses, saying, 
“ Command the children of Israel, that they bring to thee 
pure olive-oil, beaten, for the light, to cause the lamp to burn 
ecoutinually. Without the veil of the testimonial-ark in the 
tent of meeting, shall Aaron order it from the evening until 
the morning, before Jehovah continually: this shall be a per- 
petual statute im your generations. He shall order the lamps 
upon the pure lamp-stand before Jehovah continually. And 
thou shalt take fine flour, and bake of it twelve cakes: two 
tenths of av ephah shall be in one cake. And thou shalt 
set them in two piles, six in a pile, upon the pure table 
before Jehovah. And thou shalt put pure frankincense upon 
each pile, that it may be on the bread for a memorial, an 
offering made by fire to Jehovah. Every sabbath he shall 
set it in order before Jehovah continually, being taken from 
the children of Israel by an everlasting eovenant. And it 
shall be for Aaron and for his sons; and they shall eat it in 
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the holy place: for it belongs to him, by a perpetual statute, 
as most holy of the offerings of Jehovah made by fire.” 

Now the son of an Israclitish woman, whose father was an 
Egyptian, had come out among the children of Israe]; and 
this son of the Israchitish woman and a man of Israel strove 
together in the camp; and the son of the Israclitish woman 11 
blasphemed the name of Jehovah, and cursed. And they 
brought him to Moses. Now his mother’s name was Shelo- 
mith, the daughter of Dibni, of the tribe of Dan; and they 12 
put him in custody, until the will of Jehovah should be made 
known to them. And Jehovah spake to Moses, saying, 13 
“Take forth him who hath eursed without the camp; and 14 
let all that heard him lay their hands upon his head, and let 
all the congregation stone him. And thou shalt speak to the 
children of Isracl, saying, ‘ Whosoever curseth his God shall 
bear his sin. And he who blasphemeth the name of Je- 
hovah, shall surely be put to death ; all the congregation shall 
certainly stone him: the stranger as well as the native, 
when he blasphemeth the name of Jehovah, shall be put to 
death. 

And he who killeth any man shall surcly be put to death. 17 
But he who killeth a beast shall make restitution; beast for 1s 
beast. And if a man eause a blemish in his neighbour, as 19 
he hath done, so shall it be done to him; breach tor breach, 20 
cye for eye, tooth for tooth ; as he hath caused a blemish in 
a man, so shall it be caused in him. And he who killeth a 21 
beast, shall make restitution: but he who killeth a man, 
shall be put to death. Ye shall have one manner of law, as 22 
well for the stranger as for one of your own country: for I 
am Jehovah your God.’ ”—Then Moses ordered the children 23 
of Isracl to bring forth him who had cursed out of the camp, 
and to stone him with stones. And the children of Israel 
did as Jehovah had commanded Moses. 
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CHAP. XXV.—And Jehovah spake to Moses in mount 1 
Sinai, saying, “ Speak to the children of Israel, and say to 2 
them, ‘When ye shall have come into the land which I give 
to you, the Jand shall keep a sabbath to Jehovah. Six years 3 
thou shalt sow thy ficld, and six years thou shalt prune thy 
vineyard, and gather in its produce ; but in the seventh year 4 
the land shall have a sabbath of rest, a sabbath to Jehovah: 
thy field thon shalt not sow, and thy vineyard thou shalt not 
prune. The crop from the seattered secds of thy former s 
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harvest thou shalt not reap, nor gather the grapes of thy 
6 unpruned vine: it is a year of rest to the land. But that 
which groweth during the sabbath of the land shall be food 
for you; for thee, and for thy man-servant, and for thy maid- 
servant, and for thy hired servant, and for the stranger who 
7 sojourneth with thee, and for thy cattle, and for the wild 
beasts which are in thy land, shall all its produce be food. 
s And thou shalt reckon seven sabbath of years, seven times 
seven years ; so that the space of the seven sabbaths of years 
9 shall be to thee forty-nine years. Then thou skalt cause the 
trumpet of the jubilee to be sounded, on the tenth day of 
the seventh month: on the day of. atonement shall ye cause 
10 the trumpet to be sonnded throughout all your land. And 
ye shall sanctify the fiftieth year, and proclaim liberty through- 
out the land to all its inhabitants: it shall be a jubilee to 
you; and ye shall return every man to lis possession, and ye 
11 shall return every man to his family. A jubilee shall that 
fiftieth year be to you, in which ye shall not sow, nor reap 
the crop from the seattered seed, nor gather in it the grapes 
12 of thy unpruned vine. For it is the jubilee; it shall be 
holy to you: from the field ye shall eat the produce of the 
year. 
13 In this year of jubilee ye shall return every man to his pos- 
14 session. And if thou sell any possession to thy neighbour, or 
buy any of thy neighbour, ye shall not oppress one another : 
15 according to the number of years after the jubilee thou shalt 
buy of thy naghbour, and according to the number of years 
16 of the produce he shall sell to thee: as the years be many 
thou shalt inerease the price, and as the years be few thou 
shalt diminish the price: for according to the number of its 
17 crops he shall sell to thee. Ye shall not therefore oppress 
one another; but thon shalt fear thy God: for [ am Jehovah 
is your God. Wherefore ye shall do my statutes, and keep my 
judgments, and do them; that ye may dwell in the land in 
19 security. And the land shall yield her fruit, and ye shall eat 
your fill, and dwell therein in security. 
20 .And if ye shall say, What shall we cat im the seventh 
21 year? lo, we shall not sow, nor gather in our produce! Then 
I will command my blessing upon you in the sixth year, and it 
22 shall bring forth fruit for three years. And ye may sow in 
the eighth year, but eat of the old produce until the ninth 
year; until the produce of the eighth year come in ye shall 
eat of the old. 
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The land shall not be sold for ever: for the Jand is mine; 23 
for ye are strangers and sojourners with me. Thercfore 2a 
throughout the land of your possession ye shall allow the 
land to be redeemed. And if thy brother have become poor, 25 
and have sold some part of his possession, and if his nearest 
relation come to redeem it, then may he redeem that which 
his kinsman had sold. And if the man have none to redeem 26 
it, but acquire himself sufficient to redeem it; then let him 27 
count the years of its sale, and return the overplus to the 
man to whom he had sold it, that he may return to his pos- 
session. But if he be not able to return the overplus to him, 28 
then that which hath been sold shall remain in the hand of 
hini who hath bought it until the year of jubilee; and in 
the jubilee it shall be quitted, and the owner shall return to 
his possession. 

And if a man sell a dwelling-house ina walled city, then 29 
he may redeem it within the space of a full year after it hath 
been sold ; within a full year may he redeem it. But if it 30 
be not redeemed within the space of a full year, then the 
house that is in the walled city shall be established for ever 
to him who bought it, throughout his generations: it shall 
not be quitted at the jubilee. But the houses of villages 31 
which have no walls round about them shall be accounted as 
the fields of the country; they may be redeemed, and they 
shall be quitted at the jubilee. As to the cities of the Le- 32 
vites, the Levites may redeem, at any time, the houses of the 
cities of their possession. And if he who hath redeemed 77 33 
be a Levite, he shall quit the house which he hath bought 
in the city of his possession, at the jubilee ; for the houses 
of the cities of the Levites are their possession among the 
children of Israel. But the field of the suburbs of their 34 
cities may not be sold; for it is their perpetual possession. 

And if thy brother have become poor, and fallen into 35 
decay with thee, then thou shalt succour him ; as a stranger, 
or a sojourner, he shall live with thee. Take thou no usury 36 
of him, or produce: but fear thy God ; that thy brother may 
hive with thee. Thy money thou shalt not give to him for 37 
usury, nor for produce shalt thou give to hin thy victuals. 

I am Jehovah your God, who brought you forth out of the 3s 
land of Egypt, to give to you the land of Canaan, and to be 
your God. And when thy brother who is with thee hath 39 
become poor, and been sold to thee, thou shalt not compel 
him to serve as a bond-servant: as a hired servant, as 40 
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a sojourner, he shall be with thee; until the year of jubilee 

41 he shall serve thee: then he shall depart from thee, he and 
his children with him, and shall return to his own family, 
and to the possession of his fathers he shall return. 

42 For they are my servants, whom I brought forth out of 
the land of Egypt: they shall not be sold as bondmen. 

43 Thou shalt not rule over him with mgour, but shalt fear 

44 thy God. Both thy bondmen and thy bondmaidens, whom 
thou shalt have, shall be of the nations that are round about 
you; of them ye may buy bondmen and bondmaidens. 

45 And of the children of the strangers also who sojourn 
among you, of them ye may buy, and of their fami- 
lies that are with you, which they may have begotten in your 

46 land; and they shall be your possession. And ye may leave 
these as an inheritance to your children after you, a perpetual 
possession; these may be your bondmen: but over your 
brethren, the ehildren of Israel, ye shall not rule one over 
another with ngour. 

47 And if a sojourner or stranger beeome rich by thee, and 
thy brother who dwelleth by him become poor, and sell him- 
sclf to the stranger or sojourncr by thee, or to one sprung 

4s from a stranger’s family, after he is sold he may be redeemed 

49 again; one of his brethren may redeem him: either his 
unele, or his unele’s son, may redeem him, or any near kins- 
man of his family may redeem him; or, if he be able, he 

50 may redeem himself. And he shall reckon with him who 
bought him, from the year that he was sold to him to the year 
of jubilee; and the pnice of his sale shall be according to 
the number of years; according to the time of a hired ser- 

51 vant shall it be with him. If there be yet many years re- 
maining, according to them he shall give agai the price of his 
redemption out of the moncy for which he had been bought. 

52 And if there remain but few years to the year of jubilee, 
then he shall reekon with him, and aceordmg to his years 

53 Shall he give to him again the price of his redemption. As 
a yearly hired servant may he be with him: and the other 

54 shall not rule with rigour over him in thy sight. But if he 
be not redeemed in these years, then he shall go out m the 

55 year of jubilee, he, and his children with him. For the 
children of Israel are my servants; they are my scrvants, 
whom I brought out of the land of Egypt: I am Jehovah 
your God. 
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nor a graven image, nor shall ye raise up for yoursclyes a 
statue, nor shall ye place in your land a stone inscribed 
with figures, to bow down at it: for I am Jehovali your 
God. Ye shall keep my sabbaths, and reverence my sane- 
tuary: I am Jehovah. 

It ye walk in my statutes, and observe my command- 
ments, and do them; then J will give you rain in due season, 
and the land shall yield its produce, and the trees of the 
field shall yield their fruit. And your threshing shall reach 
to the vintage, and the vintage shall reach to the seed time ; 
and ye shall eat your bread to the full, and dwell in your 
land securely. And I will give peaec in the Jand, and ye 
shall he down, and none shall make you afraid; and I will 
drive away wild beasts out of the land, and the sword shall 
not pass through your land. And ye shall pursue your 
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enemics, and they shall fall before you by the sword. And s 


five of you shall pursue a hundred, and a hundred of you 
shall pursue ten thousand: thus shall your enemies fall 
before you by the sword. Vor I will be favourable to you, 
and make you friutful, and multiply you, and establish my 
covenant with you. And ye shall eat old store, and bring 
forth the old to make room for the new. And I will set my 
tabernacle amongst you: and I will not abhor you; but I 
will walk among you, and will be your God, and ye shall be 
my people. Iain Jehovah your God, who brought you forth 
out of the land of Egypt, that ye should not be their bond- 
men; and I have broken the bands of your yoke, and made 
you to walk upright. 

But if ye will not hearken to me, and will not do all 
these commandments; and if ye despise my statutes, 
and if ye abhor my judgments, so as not to do all my 
commandments, but to break my covenant, I also will 
do this to you; I will even appoint over you terror, con- 
sumption, and fever which shall consume the cyes, and 
cause sorrow of heart: and in vain shall ye sow your 
seed, for your enemies shall eat it. And I will set my face 
against you, and ye shall be slain before your enemies: they 
who hate you shall reign over you; and ye shall flee when 
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no one pursucth you. And if for all this ye will not yet 1s 


hearken to me, then I will punish you seven times inore for 
your sms, and I will break the price of your stubbornness ; 
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and Iwill make your heavens as iron, and your carth as 
20 brass. And your strength shall be spent m vain: for your 
land shall not yield its produce, nor shall tlic trees of the 
21 field yield their fruits. And if ye still walk contrary to ie, 
and will not hearken to me, I will bring seven times more 
22 plagues upon you, according to your sims. For [ will send 
wild beasts among you, which shall rob you of your chil- 
dren, and destroy your cattle, and make you few in number, 
so that your ligh-ways shall be desolate. 
23 And if by these things ye will not be reclaimed, but will 
21 walk contrary to me; then will I also walk contrary to you, 
25 and will punish you yet seven-fold for your sins. lor I will 
bring a sword upon you, that shall avenge the cause of my 
covenant: and, when ye are gathered together within your 
cities, I will send the pestilence among you; and ye shall be 
26 delivered into the hand of the enemy, while I break under 
you the staff of your bread, so that ten women shall bake 
your bread 1 one oven, and shall return ¢o you your bread 
27 by weight ; which ye shall eat, and not be satisfied. And if 
for all this ye will not hearken to me, but will walk contrary 
2s to me; then I will walk contrary to you also, in fury ; and 
29 I, even I, will chastise you seven-fold for your sins. And 
ye shall cat the flesh of your sons, and the flesh of your 
30 daughters ye shall cat. And I will destroy your high places, 
aud eut down your solar-images, and cast your carcases upon 
31 the carcases of your idols, and I will abhor you. And I 
will make your cities waste, and bring your sanctuary to 
desolation, and I will not smell the savour of your acceptable 
32 odours. And I will make the land desolate ; so that your 
33 enemies who dwell in it shall be astomshed. And I will 
scatter you among the nations, and will draw out a sword 
after you; and your land shall be desolate, and your cities 
34 shall be waste. Then shall the land enjoy its sabbaths, as 
long as it lieth desolate, and ye are in the land of your 
enemies; then shall the land rest, and enjoy its sabbaths. 
As long as it heth desolate it shall rest; because it did not 
rest in your sabbaths, when ye dwelt upon it. And as to 
those of you who shall remain I will send such a faintness 
into their hearts in the lands of their enemies, that the 
sound of a shaking leaf shall put them to flight; and they 
shall flee, as if fleeing from a sword; and they shall fall 
when no one pursueth. And they shall stumble one over 
another, as it were before a sword, when no one pursueth: 
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and ye shall have no power to stand before your enemies. 
And ye shall perish among the nations, and the land of your 2s 
enemies shall consume you. And those of you who remain 39 
shall pie away in their iniquity im the lands of their 
enemies; and in the miquities of their fathers also shall 
they pine away. 

If they shall confess their iniquity, and the iniquity of their 
fathers, in their transgression which they have committed 
agamst me, and also that they have walked contrary to me 
(for which cause I also have walked contrary to them, and 41 
have brought them into the land of their enemies) ; if then 
their uneireumeised hearts shall be humbled, and they shall 
accept of the punishment of their iniquity ; then will I re- 42 
member my covenant with Jacob, and also my covenant with 
Isaac, and also iny covenant with Abraham will T remember ; 
and I will remember the land. For the land shall be left by 43 
them, and shall enjoy its sabbaths, while it heth desolate 
without them ; and they shall accept the punishment of their 
iniquity ; beeause, even because they despised my judg- 
ments, and because their sou! abhorred my statutes. And 44 
yet notwithstanding that, when they are in the land of their 
enemies, I will not cast them away, neither will I abhor 
them, to destroy them utterly, and to break my covenant 
with them: for 1 am Jehovah their God. But I will for 4s 
their sakes remember the covenant of their ancestors, whom 
I brought forth out of the land of Egypt in the sight of 
the nations, that I might be their God: J am Jehovah.’ ” 

These are the statutes and judgments and laws which 46 
Jehovah made between him and the children of Israel on 
mount Sinai, by Moses. 
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CHAP. XXVII.—And Jehovah spake to Moses, saying, 1 
“Speak to the children of Israel, and say to them, ‘ When 
any one will make a personal vow, thy valuation of persons 
shall be for Jehovah. And thy valuation shall be, of a male 
from twenty years old to sixty years old, of such thy valua- 
tion shall be fifty shekels of silver, according to the shekel 
of the sanctuary. But if it be a female, then thy valnation 
shall be thirty shekels. And if it be from five ycars old to 
twenty years old, then thy valuation shall be for a male 
twenty shekels, and for a female ten shekels. And if it be 
from a month old to five years old, then thy valuation for a 
male shall be five shekels of silver, and fora female thy 
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7 valuation shall be three shekels of silver. And if it be 
from sixty years old and above; if it be a male, then thy 
valuation shall be fifteen shekels, and for a female ten 
shekels. But if he be too poor for thy valuation, then he 
shall present himself before the priest, and the priest shall 
value him; according to the ability of him who made the 
vow shall the priest value him. 

And if any one vow a beast, of a kind of which an offer- 
ing is brought to Jehovah, all that any one giveth of sueh 
to Jehovah shall be holy. He shall not alter it, or change 
it, a good for a bad, or a bad for a good: but if he shall at 
all change beast for beast, then it and that for which it hath 
11 been changed shall be holy. And if zt de any unelean 

beast, of which an offering is not brought to Jehovah, then 
i2he shall present the beast before the priest, and the 

priest shall value it, whether it be good or bad: as thou the 

13 priest valuest it, so shall it be. But if he will indeed 
redeem it, then he shall add a fifth part to thy valuation. 

14 And if any one will sanctify his house, to be holy to Je- 
hovah, then the priest shall value it, whether it be good or 

is bad: as the priest shall value it, so shall it stand. But if 
he that sanctified it will redeem his house, then he shall add 
the fifth part of the money of thy valuation to it, and it 
shall be his. 

16 ©6.And if any one will sanetify to Jehovah some part of a 
ficld of his possession, then thy valuation shall be according 
to its seed: a homer of barley seed being valued at tifty 

17 Shekels of silver. And if he sanetify his field from the 
year of jubilee, according to thy valuation it shall stand. 

is But if he sanctify his field after the jubilec, then the priest 

shall reckon to lum the money according to the years that 
remain, to the year of the jubilee, and there shall be an 
abatement in thy valuation. And if he who sanctified the 
ficld will indeed redeem it, then he shall add the fifth part 
of the money of thy valuation to it, and it shall be assured 

20 to him. But if he will not redecin the field, or if he have 
sold the ficld to another man, it shall not be redeemed any 

21 more; but the field, when it 1s quitted in the jubilee, shall 

be holy to Jehovah, as a field devoted ; the possession there- 

of shall be the pnest’s. And if any one sanctify to Jchovah 

a field which he hath bought, which is not of the fields of 

23 his possession ; then the priest shall reckon to him the sum 
of thy valuation, to the year of the jubilee: and he shall 
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give thy valuation in that day, asa holy thing to Jehovah. 
And in the year of the jubilee the ficld shall return to him 2 
of whom it had been bought, to him to whom the possession 
of the land did belong. And all thy valuations shall be ac- 25 
cording to the shckel of the sanctuary: twenty gerahs shall 
be the shekel. 

Only the firstling of the beasts, which should be the first- 26 
ling of Jehovah, no man shall sanctify it; whether ox or 
sheep, it 1s Jehovah’s. But if it be of an unelean beast, 97 
then he may redeem it according to thy valuation, and shall 
add a fifth part to it: or if it be not redeemed, then it shall 
be sold according to thy valuation. 

Yet, no devoted thmg that any one shall devote to Jcho- 28 
vah of all that he hath, of man or beast, or of the field of 
his possession, shall be sold or redeemed: every devoted 
thing is most holy to Jehovah. None devoted, which shall 29 
be devoted by men, shall be redeemed ; dué shall surely be 
put to death. 

And all the tithe of the land, whether of the seed of the 30 
land or of the fruit of the tree, is Jehovah’s: it is holy to 
Jchovah. And if a man will indeed redeem any part of his 21 
tithes, oe shall add the fifth part of it. And every tithe of the 32 
herd, or of the flock, whatsoever passcth under the rod, the 
tenth shall be holy to Jehovah. No search shall be made 33 
whether it be good or bad, nor shall it be changed: and if it 
be changed at all, then both it and that for which it hath 
been changed shall be holy: it shall not be redeemed.’ ” 

These are the commandments which Jehovah delivered to 34 
Moses for the children of Isracl, 11 mount Sinai. 


THE BOOK OF NUMBERS. 


1 CHAP. [—And Jehovah spake to Moses in the desert of 
Sinai, in the tent of meeting, on the first day of the second 
month, in the second year after they had come out of the 

2 land of Egypt, saying, “Take ye the sun of all the congre- 
gation of the children of Israel, according to their families, 
according to the house of their fathers, by registering the 

3 names of all the males, one by one, from the age of twenty 
years and upward, all who are able to go forth to war in 
Israel: thon and Aaron shail muster then by their hosts. 

4 And with you there shall be a man out of every tribe; cach 

5 a chief of the house of his fathers. And these are the names of 
the men who shall stand with you: Of the tribe of Reuben ; 

6 Elizur the son of Shedeur. Of the tribe of Simeon ; Shelu- 

7 micl the son of Zurishaddai. Of the tribe of Judah ; Nahshon 

s the son of Amminadab. Of the tribe of Issachar; Nethaneel 

9 the son of Zuar. Of the tribe of Zebulun; Ehiab the son of 

10 HWelon. Of the children of Joseph—of the tribe of Ephraim ; 

Elishama the son of AAmmihud: of the tribe of Manassch ; 
11 Gamaliel the son of Pedahzur. Of the tribe of Benjamin ; 
12 Abidan the son of Gideom. Of the tribe of Dan; Ahieczer 
is the son of Ammishaddai. Of the tribe of Asher; Pagicl the 

14. son of Ocran. Of the tribe of Gad; Ehasaph the son of 

15 Devel. Of the tribe of Naphtah; Alira the son of Enan.” 

i6 —These were the called of the congregation, princes of the 
tribes of their fathers, heads of thousands in Israel. 

17, And Moses and Aaron took these men who were expressly 

1s named; and they assembled all the congregation together on 
the first day of the second month, who declared thetr genealo- 
gies according to their families, according to the house of 
their fathers, ¢hezr names being registered from the age of 

19 twenty years and upward, one by one. As Jehovah had com- 
manded Moses, so he mustered them in the desert of Sinai. 
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And the children of Reuben, the first-born of Israel, by 
their genealogies, according to their families, according to the 
house of their fathers, the names of all the males being regis- 
tered, one by one, from the age of twenty years and upward, 
all that were able to go forth to war ;—those that were mus- 
‘tered of them, of the tribe of Reuben, were forty-six thou- 
sand and five hundred. 

Of the children of Simeon, by their genealogies, accord- 
ing to their families, according to the house of their fathers, 
the names of all the males being registered, one by ore, from 
the age of twenty years and upward, all that were able to go 
forth to war ;—those that were mustered of them, of the 
tribe of Simeon, were fifty-nine thousand and three hundred. 

Of the children of Gad, by their gencalogies, according 
to families, according to the house of their fathers, the names 
being registered, from the age of twenty years and upward, 
all that were able to go forth to war ;—those that were mus- 
tered of them, of the tribe of Gad, were forty-five thousand 
six hundred and fifty. 

Of the children of Judah, by their genealogies, aecording 
to their families, according to the house of their fathers, 
the names being registered, from the age of twenty years 
and upward, all that were able to go forth to war ;—those 
that were mustered of them, of the tribe of Judah, were 
seventy-four thousand and six hundred. 

Of the children of Issachar, by their gencalogics, accord- 
ing to their families, according to the house of their fathers, 
the names being registered, from the age of twenty years 


and upward, all that were able to go forth to war ;—those 2 


that were mustered of them, of the tmbe of Issachar, were 
fifty-four thousand and four hundred. 

Of the children of Zebulan, by their genealogies, accord- 
ing to their famihes, according to the house of their fathers, 
the names being registered, from the age of twenty years 
and upward, all that were able to go forth to war ;—those 
that were mustered of them, of the tribe of Zebulun, were 
fifty-seven thousand and four hundred. 

Of the children of Joseph ;—of the children of Ephraim, 
by their gencalogies, according to their families, according to 
the house of their fathers, the names being registered, from 
the age of twenty years and upward, all that were able to 
go forth to war ;—those that were mustered of them, of the 
tribe of Ephraun, were forty thousand and five hundred. 
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Of the children of Manasseh, by their gencalogies, accord- 
ing to their families, aecording to the house of their fathers, 
the names being registered, from the age of twenty years and 
upward, all that were able to go forth to war ;—those that 
were mustered of them, of the tribe of Manasseh, were thirty- 
two thousand and two hundred. 

Of the children of Benjamin, by their gencalogies, aceord- 
ing to their families, aecordmg to the house of their fathers, 
the names being registered, from the age of twenty years 
and upward, all that were able to go forth to war ;—those 
that were mustered of them, of the tribe of Benjamin, were 
thirty-five thousand and four hundred. 

Of the children of Dan, by their gencalogies, according 
to their familics, according to the house of their fathers, the 
names being registered, from the age of twenty years and 
upward, all that were able to go forth to war ;—those that 
were mustered of them, of the tribe of Dan, were sixty-two 
thousand and seven hundred. 

Of the children of Asher, by their gencalogics, according 
to their families, according to the house of their fathers, the 
names being registered, from the age of twenty years and 
upward, all that were able to go forth to war ;—thosc that 
were mustered of them, of the tribe of Asher, were forty-one 
thousand and five hundred. 

Of the children of Naphtah, by their genealogics, accord- 
ing to their families, according to the house of their fathers, 
the names being registered, from the age of twenty years and 
3 upward, all that were able to go forth to war ;—those that 
were mustered of them, of the tnbe of Naphtali, were fifty- 
three thousand and four hundred. 

These are they who were mustered, whom Moses and 
Aaron mustered, with the prinecs of Israel, twelve men; 
according to the house of his fathers. Now all they who 
were mustered of the ehildren of Israel, according to the 
house of their fathers, from the age of twenty years and 
upward, all who were able to go forth to war m Israel ;—all 
they who were mustered were six hundred and three thou- 
sand and five hundred and fifty. 

But the Levites, aceording to the tribe of their fathers, 
were not mustered among them. For Jehovah had spoken 
49 to Moses, saying, “ Only thou shalt not muster the tribe of 
Levi, nor take the sum of them among the clildren of Is- 


so racl; but thou shalt appoint the Levites over the tabernacle of 
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the testimonials, and over all its utensils, and over every thing 
which belongeth to it: they shall carry the tabernaele, and 
all its utensils; and they shall minister at it, and shall en- 
camp round about the tabernacle. And when the tabernaele 51 
is to be removed, the Levites shall take it down; and when 
the tabernacle is to be pitched, the Levitcs shall set it up ; 
and the stranger who approacheth shall be put to death. 
And the rest of the children of Israel shall encamp, every 52 
man in his own camp, and every man by his own standard, 
according to their hosts. But the Levites shall encamp 53 
round about the tabernacle of the testimonials, that there be 
no wrath upon the congregation of the children of Israel: 
and the Levites shall keep the charge of the tabernacle of 
the testimonials.” And the ehildren of Israel did aceording 5+ 
to all that Jchovah commanded Moses, so they did. 


CHAP. I1.—Then Jehovah spake to Moses and to Aaron, 1 
saying, “ Every man of the cluldren of Isracl shall eneamp 2 
by his own standard, under the ensign of their father’s 
house: over against the tent of meeting shall they encamp 
around. 

Thus on the east side, toward the rising of the sun, shall 3 
they of the standard of the eamp of Judah encamp, accord- 
ing to their hosts: and the captain of the children of Judah 
shall be Nahshon, the son of Amminadab; whose host being 4 
mustered are seventy-four thousand and six hundred.—And 5 
they who encamp next to him shall be the tribe of Issachar : 
and the captain of the ehildren of Issachar shall be Nethaneel, 
the son of Zuar; whosc host, being mustered, are fifty-four 6 
thonsand and four hundred.—Then the tribe of Zebulun: 7 
and the captain of the children of Zebulun shall be Ehab, 
the son of Helon; whose host, being mustered, are fifty-seven s 
thousand and four hundred. All they who were mustered 9 
in the eamp of Judah are a hundred and eighty-six thousand 
and four hundred, according to their hosts. These shall 
march the first. 

On the south side shall be the standard of the eamp of 10 
Reuben, according to their hosts: and the eaptain of the 
children of Reuben shall be Klizur, the son of Shedeur; 
whose host, being mustered, are forty-six thousand and five 11 
hundred.—And they who eneamp by him shall be the tribe of 12 
Simeon: and the eaptain of the children of Simeon shall be 
Shelumiel, the son of Zurishaddai; whose host, beg mustered, 13 
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14 are fifty-nine thousand and three hundred.—Then the tribe 
of Gad: and the captain of the children of Gad shall be 

15 Mliasaph, the son of Deuel; whose host, being mustered, are 

16 forty-five thousand and six hundred and fifty. All they 
who were mustered in the camp of Reuben are a hundred 
and fifty-one thousand, and four hundred and fifty, accord- 
ing to the hosts. And these shall march in the second 
rank, 

17 Then the tent of meeting shall march, with the camp of 
the Levites in the midst of the camp: as they encamp so 
shall they inarch, every man in his place by their standard. 

is On the west side shall be the standard of the camp of 
Ephraim, accordmg to ther hosts: and the captain of the 
children of Kphrain shall be Whshama, the son of Ammihnd; 

i9 whose host, bemg mustered, are forty thonsand and five 

20 hundred.—And by him shall be the tribe of Manassech: and 
the captain of the children of Manassch shall be Gamalicl, 

21the son of Pedazhur; whose host, being mustered, arc 

92 thirty-two thousand and two hundred.—Then the tribe of 
Benjamin: and the captam of the children of Benjamin shall 

23 be Abidan, the son of Gideon; whose host, being mustered, 

4 are thirty-five thousand and four hundred. All they who 
were mustered of the camp of Ephraim are a hundred and 
eight thousand and one hundred, according to their hosts. 
And these shall march in the third rank. 

25 The standard of the camp of Dan shall be on the north 
side according to thew hosts: and the captain of the children 

26 of Dan shall be Alnezer, the son of Ammuishaddai; whose host, 
being mustered, are sixty-two thonsand and seven hundred.— 

27 And they who encamp by him shall be the tribe of Asher: and 
the captain of the children of Asher shall be Pagiel, the son 

2s of Ocran; whose host, being mustered, are forty-one thou- 

29 sand and five hundred.—Then the tribe of Naphtali: and the 
captain of the children of Naphtah shall be Ahira, the son 

30 of nan ; whose host, being mustered, are fifty-three thousand 

31 and four hundred. All they who were mustered in the camp 
of Dan, are a hundred and fifty-seven thousand, and six 
hundred. These shall march the hindmost according to 

32 their standards.” These are they who were mustered of the 
children of Isracl according to the house of their fathers: 
all they who were mustered of the camps, according to their 
hosts, were six hundred and three thousand, and five hundred 

33 and fifty. But the Levites were not mustered among the 
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children of Israel] ; as Jehovah commanded Moses. And the 34 
children of Israel did according to all that Jehovah com- 
manded Moses: so they encamped by their standards, and so 
they marched, every one according to their famihies, accord- 
ing to the house of their fathers, 


CHAP. If[.—These also are the generations of Aaron 
and of Moses, at the time when Jehovah spake with Moses 
in mount Sinai. And these are the names of the sons of 2 
Aaron; Nadab the first-born, and Abihu, and Eleazar, and 
Ithamar. These are the names of the sons of Aaron, the 
priests who were anomted, whom he had conscerated to 
minister in the priest’s office. But Nadab and Abihu died 
before Jehovah, when they offered strange fire before Jehovah 
in the desert of Sinai, and they had no sons: so Eleazar 
and Ithamar ministered in the priest’s office in the sight of 
Aaron their father. 

And Jchovah spake to Moses, saymg, “ Bring the tribe of 5 
Levi near, and present them before Aaron the priest, that 
they may minister to lam. And they shall keep his charge, 
and the charge of the whole congregation before the tent of 
meeting, to do the service of the tabernacle. And they shall s 
keep all the utensils of the tent of meeting, and the charge 
of the children of Israel, to do the service ‘of the taberadle. 
And thou shalt give the ‘Levites. to Aaron, and to his sons: 9 
they are wholly given to him from among the children of 
Isracl. And thou shalt appoint Aaron and his sons, and 10 
they shall attend to their priestly office ; and the stranger 
who approacheth shall be put to death.” 

And Jehovah spake to Moses, saying, “ And I, lo I have 
taken the Levites from among the children of Israel instead 
of all the male first-born that open the womb among the 
children of Israel; therefore the Levites shall be mine; be- 
eause all the first-born are mine: on the day that I smote 
all the first-born in the land of Egypt I sanctified to myself 
all the first-born in Israel, both man and beast ; mine they 
shall be: I ain Jehovah.” 

And Jehovah spake to Moses in the wilderness of Sina, 
saying, “ Muster the ehildren of Levi, according to the house 
of their fathers, according to their families: every male from 
the age of a month and upward shalt thou niuster them.” 
Then Moses mustered them, according to the word of 16 
Jehovah, as he was conentapetialtR: 
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17 And these were the sons of Levi by their names; Gershon, 
and Kohath, and Merari. 

ig And these are the names of the sons of Gershon, accord- 
ing to their families ; Jabni, and Shimei. 

19 And the sons of Kohath, according to their families ; 
Amram, and Izhar, Hebron, and Uzziel. 

2 And the sons of Merari, according to their families; 
Mahali, and Mushi. 

These are the families of the Levites according to the 

21 house of their fathers. Of Gershon was the family of the 
Tabnites, and the family of the Shimeites: these are the 

22 families of the Gershonites. They who were imustered of 
them, according to the number of all the males from the age 
of a month and upward, they who were mustered of them, 

23 were seven thousand and five hundred.—The famihes of the 
Gershonites were to eneamp behind the tabernacle westward. 

ot And the chief of the house of /is father among the Ger- 

25 shonites was Eliasaph, the son of Lacl. And the charge of 
the sons of Gershon, in the tent of mecting, was the taber- 
nacle, and the tent, its covermg, and the curtain for the door 

26 of the tent of meeting, and the hangings of the court, and 
the curtain for the door of the court, which surrounded the 
tabernacle, and the altar, and the cords of it, for all its ser- 
vice. 

27 And of Kohath was the family of the Amramites, and the 
family of the Izharites, and the family of the Hebronites, 
and the family of the Uzziclites: these were the families 

2s of the Kohathites. In the numbering of all the males, 
from the age of a month and upward, were eight thou- 
sand and six hundred, keeping the charge of the sanctuary. 

29 The families of the sons of Kohath were to eneamp on the 

30 side of the tabernacle southward. And the chief of the 
house of Ais father among the families of the Kohathites was 

31 Elizaphan, the son of Uzzicl. And their charge was the 
ark, and the table, and the lamp-stand, and the altars, and 
the vessels of the sanetuary with which they ministered, and 

32 the hanging, and all its service. And Eleazar the son of 
Aaron the priest, chief of the chief of the Levites, had the 
oversight of those who attended to the charge of the sanc- 
tuary. 

33 Of Merari was the family of the Mahalites, and the 
family of the Mushites: these were the families of Meran. 

31 And they who were mustered of them, according to the 
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number of all the males, from the age of a month and up- 
ward, were six thousand and two hundred. And the chief 35 
of the house of jis father among the families of Merari was 
Zuricl the son of Abihail: these were to encamp on the side 
of the tabernacle northwards. And the charge under the 36 
care of the sons of Merari was the boards of the tabernaele, 
and its bars, and its pillars, and its sockets, and all its 
utensils, and all its service; and the pillars of the surround- 37 
ing court, and their sockets, and their pins, and their cords. 

But they who encamped before the tabernacle toward the 3s 
cast, before the tent of meeting eastward, were Moses, and 
Aaron and his sons, keeping the charge of the sanctuary for 
the charge of the children of Israel ; “and. the stranger who 
should approach was to be put to death, All they who were 39 
mustered of the Levites, whom Moses and Aaron mustered 
at the commandment of Jehovah, aceording to their famihes, 
all the males from the age of a month and upward, were 
twenty-two thousand. 

And Jehovah said to Moses, “ Muster all the first-born of 40 
the males of the children of Israel, from the age of a month 
and upward, and take the number of their names. And take 4 
the Levites for me (I am Jehovah) instead of all the first- 
born among the children of Israel; and the cattle of the Le- 
vites instead of all the firstlngs among the cattle of the 
elildrven of Isracl.?? And Moses mustered, as Jehovah com- 42 
manded him, al! the first-born among the children of Israel. 
And all the first-born males, according to the number of 43 
their names, from the age of a month and upward, on their 
being mustered, were twenty-two thousand two hundred and 
seventy-three. 

And Jehovah spake to Moses, saying, “Take the Levites 44 
instead of all the first-born among the children of Israel, 
and the cattle of the Levites instead of their cattle; and the 
Levites shall be mine: Iam Jehovah. And for those who 46 
are to be redeemed of the two hundred and seventy-three of 
the first-born of the children of Israel, who exceed the num- 
ber of the Levites; thou shalt take five shekels for every 47 
one; according to the shekel of the sanctuary shalt thou 
take them; twenty gerahs to the shekel. And thou shalt 4s 
sive to Aaron and his sons the redemption-moncy of those of 
them who exceeded the number of the Levites.’ So Moses 49 
took the redemption-moncy of those who exceeded the num- 
ber of those who were redeemed by the Levites: of the so 
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first-born of the children of Israel he took the money; a 
thousand three hundred and sixty-five shekels, according to 
the shekel of the sanctuary: and Moses gave the money of 
those who were redeemed to Aaron and to his sons, according 
to the word of Jehovah, as Jehovah commanded Moses. 


CHAP. IV.—And Jehovah spake to Moses and to Aaron, 
saying, “Take the sum of the sons of Kohath from among 
the sons of Levi, according to their families, according to 
the house of their fathers; from the age of thirty years and 
upward, to the age of fifty years, all that are cluded in the 
host, to do the work in the tent of meeting. This service 
of the sons of Kohath, m the tent of meeting, shall be about 
the most holy things. And when the camp is about to 
move, Aaron and his sons shall come, and shall take down 
the covering veil, and cover the ark of the testimonials with 
it; and they shall put over it a covering of seals’ skins, and 
shall spread over that a cloth entirely of blue, and shall put 
in its poles. And upon the table of shew-bread they shall 
spread a cloth of blue, and put on it the dishes, and the in- 
cense-pots, and the cans, and cups for pouring: and the con- 
tinual shew-bread shall be upon it. And they shall spread 
over them a cloth of scarlet, and cover that with a covering 
of seals’ skins, and shall put in its poles. And they shall 
take a cloth of blue, and cover the lamp-stand for the light, 
and its lamps, and its snuffers, and its snuff-dishes, and all 
its oil-vessels, with which they minister at it: and they shall 
put it, and all its utensils, within a covering of scals’ 
skins, and shall put z¢ ona bearer. And upon the golden 
altar they shall spread a cloth of blue, and cover it with a 
covering of seals’ skims, and shall put in its poles. And they 
shall take all the utensils which are used in the service of the 
sanetuary, and put them in a cloth of bluc, and cover them 
with a covering of scals’ skins, and put them on a bearer. 
And they shall take away the ashes from the altar, and spread 
on it a purple cloth: and they shall put upon it all the uten- 
sils which are used m its service, the censers, the forks, and 
the shovels, and the basons, all the utensils of the altar: and 
they shall spread over it a covering of seals’ skins, and put 
in its poles. And when Aaron and his sons have made an 
end of covermg the sanctuary, and all the utensils of the 
sanctuary, when the camp is to move; then the sons of Ko- 
hath shall eome to carry them; but they shall not touch the 
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sanctuary, lest they dic. These things are the burden of the 
sons of Kohath in the tent of meeting. And Eleazar, the 
son of Aaron the priest, shall have the charge of the oil for 
the light, and the swect incense, and the daily meal-offering, 
and the anointing-oil ; the charge of all the tabernacle, and 
of every thing in it, relating to the sanctuary, and its uten- 
sils.”’? And Jchovah spake to Moses and to Aaron, saying, 
“Cut ye not off the tribe of the families of the Kohathites 
from among the Levites; but do thus to them, that they may 
live, and not die, when they approach to the most holy things: 
Aaron and his sons shall go in, and appoint them every one 
to his service and to his burden ; but these shall not go in 20 
to sec when the holy things are covered, lest they dic.” 

And Jehovah spake to Moses, saying, “Take also the 21 
sum of the sons of Gershon, according to the house of 
their fathers, according to their families; from the age of 23 
thirty years and upward, to the age of fifty years, thou 
shalt muster them; all that are included in the host to do 
the work in the tent of meetmg. This is the service of the 24 
families of the Gershonites, in serving and bearing burdens. 
And they shall carry the curtains of the tabernacle, and 25 
the tent of mecting, its inner covering, and the covering of 
the seals’ skins which is placed above it, and the hanging for 
the door of the tent of mecting, and the hangings of the 26 
court, and the hanging for the door of the gate of the court 
which surrounds the tabernacle and the altar, and their 
cords, and all the utensils of their service, and all that is 
made for them; and they shall serve. At the appointment 
of Aaron and his sons shall be all the service of the 
sons of the Gershonites, as to all their burdens, and all 
their service: so shall ye appoint to them the charge of all 
their burdens. This is the service of the familics of the sons 23 
of Gershon in the tent of mecting: and their charge shall be 
under the direction of Ithamar, the son of Aaron the priest. 

The sons of Merari thou shalt muster according to their 29 
families, according to the house of their fathers ; from the age 
of thirty years and upward, to the age of fifty years, thon shalt 
muster them; all that are ineluded in the host to do the 
work of the tent of meeting. And this 1s the charge of their 31 
burden, according to all their service in the tent of meeting ; 
the boards of the tabernacle, and its bars, and its pillars, and 
its sockets, and the pillars of the surrounding court, and their 
sockets, and their pins, and their cords, with all their utensils, 
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and with all thei service: and by name ye shall appoint the 

33 utensils of the charge of their burden. This 1s the serviee of 
the families of the sons of Merari, according to all their service 
in the tent of meeting, under the direction of Ithamar, the 
son of Aaron the priest.” 

31 So Moses and Aaron, and the chiefs of the congregation, 
mustered the sons of the Kohathites, according to their 

35 families, and according to the house of their fathers, from 
the age of thirty years and upward, to the age of fifty years, 
all that were included in the host for the work of the tent 

36 of meeting: and they who were mustered of them, aceord- 
ing to their famihes, were two thousand seven hundred and 

37 fifty. These were they who were mustered of the families of 
the Kohathites, all who could do service in the tent of 
meeting, whom Moses and Aaron mustered, according to the 
commandment of Jehovah by Moses. 

3s And they who were mustered of the sons of Gershon, aceord- 
ing to their families, and according to the house of their 

39 fathers, from the age of thirty years and upward, to the age of 
fifty years, all that were included im the host for the work in 

40 the tent of mecting,—they who were mustered of them, accord- 
ing to their families, according to the house of their fathers, 

41 were two thousand and six hnndred and thirty. These were 
they who were mustered of the famihes of the sons of 
Gershon, of all that could do service in the tent of meeting, 
whom Moses and Aaron mustered according to the com- 
mandment of Jehovah. 

42 And they who were mustered of the families of the sons 
of Merari, according to their families, according to the house 

43 of their fathers, from the age of thirty years and upward, to 
the age of fifty years, all that were included in the host for 

44 the work m the tent of meeting,—they who were mustered 
of them, according to their families, were three thousand and 

45 two hundred. These were they who were mustered of the 
families of the sons of Meram, whom Moses and Aaron mus- 
tered, according to the word of Jehovah by Moses. 

46 All they who were mustered of the Levites, whom Moses 
and Aaron and the chiefs of Israel mustered, according to 
their families, and according to the house of their fathers, 

47 from the age of thirty years and upward, to the age of fifty 
years, every one that came to do the service of the ministry, 

4s and the service of the burden im the tent of meeting, even 
they who were mustered of them, were eight thousand five 
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hundred and eighty. According to the commandment of 49 
Jehovah they were mustered by Moses, every one according 
to his service, and according to his burden: thus were they 
mustered by him, as Jehovah commanded Moses. 


CHAP. V.—And Jehovah spake to Moses, saying, 1 
“ Command the children of Isracl, that they put out of the 
camp every leper, and every one who hath an issue, and every 
one who is defiled on account of the dead: both male and 3 
female ye shall put out, without the camp shall ye put them ; 
that they defile not their camps, m the midst of which I 
dwell.’ And the children of Israel did so, and put them + 
out without the camp: as Jehovah spake to Moses, so did 
the children of Israel. 

And Jehovah spake to Moses, saymg, “‘Speak to the s 
children of Israel, saymg, ‘ When a man or a woman shall 
have committed any sin that men commit, transgressing 
agaist Jehovah, and that person be guilty; then they 
shall confess their sm which they have committed; and he 
shall restore that in which he hath trespassed in its 
onginal state, and add to it a fifth part more, and give it 
to him against whom he hath trespassed. But if the man 
have no kinsman to whom the trespass can be restored, 
let the trespass be restored to Jehovah, to the pmiest ; 
beside the ram of the atonement, by which an atonement 
shall be made for him. 

And every heave-offermg of all the holy things of the 
children of Isracl, which they bring to the pricst, shall be 
his. And every man’s hallowed things shall be Ins: what- 10 
soever any man giveth the priest, it shall be his.’ ” 

And Jehovah spake to Moses, saymg, “ Speak to the 1 
children of Isracl, and say to them, ‘If any man’s wife go 
astray, and be guilty of a transgression against him, and a 13 
man hic earnally with her, and it be Iidden from the cyes 
of her husband, and be kept secret, and she be defiled, and 
there be no witness against her, and she be not taken zm the 
fact ; but the spirit of jealousy come upon him, and he he 
jealous of his wife, who hath been defiled: or if the spirit 
of jealousy coine upon him, and he be jealous of his wife, 
although she hath not been defiled; then shall the man 
bring his wife to the priest; he shall also brmg her offermg 
for her, the tenth part of an ephah of barley meal; he shall 
not pour oil upon it, nor put frankincense on it ; for it is 
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an offering of jealousy, an offering of memorial, bringing 
16 iniquity to remembrance. And the priest shall bring her 
i7 near, and place her before Jehovah ; and the priest shall 
take holy water in an earthen vessel, and some of the dust 
that is on the floor of the tabernacle the priest shall take, 
is and put it into the water: then the priest shall place the 
woman before Jehovah, and uncover the woman’s head, and 
put the offering of memorial in her hands, which is the 
offermg of jealousy : and in the hand of the priest shall be 
i9 the bitter water that causeth the curse. And the pniest 
shall adjure her, and say to the woman, If no man have 
lain with thee, and if thou have not gone astray to unclean- 
ness with another instead of thy husband, be thou unhurt 
20 by this bitter water that causeth the curse: but if thou 
have gone astray to another instead of thy husband, and if 
thou be defiled, and some man have lam with thee beside 
21 thy husband;—then the priest shall adjure the woman ; 
and the priest shall say to the woman,—“ May Jchovah 
make thee an exccration and an oath among thy people, by 
Jchovah’s making thy thigh to rot, and thy belly to swell ; 
22 and may this water that causcth the curse go into thy 
bowels, to make thy belly to swell, and thy thigh to rot. 
23 And the woman shall say, Amen, amen. Then the pnest 
shall write these execrations in a book, and he shall blot 
2 them out with the bitter water; and he shall cause the 
woman to drink the bitter water that causeth the curse; and 
the water that causeth the curse shall enter into her, and be 
bitter. Then the priest shall take the offering of jealousy 
out of the woman’s hand, and shall wave the offering before 
Jchovah, and offer it upon the altar: and the priest shall 
take a handful of the offering, the memorial of it, and bum 
it upon the altar, and afterward shall cause the woman to 
drink the water. And when he hath made her to drink the 
water, if she be detiled, and have been guilty of a trans- 
gression against her husband, the water that causeth the 
curse shall enter into her, and be bitter, and her belly shall 
swell, and her thigh shall rot: and the woman shall be an 
exceration among her people. But if the woman be not 
defiled, but be elean ; then she shall be wnhurt, and shall 
29 conecive seed. This is the law of jealousies. When a wifc 
gocth astray to another instead of her husband, and is de- 
30 tiled ; or when the spirit of jealousy cometh upon him, and 
he is jealous of his wife, and he shall place the woman be- 
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fore Jehovah, and the priest shall execute upon her all this 
law; then shall the man be guiltless from iniquity, but the 
woman shall bear her miquity.’” 


CHAP. VI.—And Jchovah spake to Moses, saying, 
“Speak to the children of Israel, and say to them, ‘ When 
a iman or a woman will distinguish themselves by vowing 
the vow of a Nazarite, to separate themselves to Jchovah ; 
he shall abstain from wine, and strong drink ; no vinegar 
of wine, or vinegar of strong drink, shall he drink, no 
liquor of grapes shall he drink, nor shall he cat grapes, 
moist or dried. Ail the days of his separation he shall eat 
nothing that is produced from the vine, from the stones of 
the grapes even to the husk. All the days of the vow of 
his separation no razor shall come upon his head: until the 
days m which he separateth himself to Jehovah be com- 
pleted he shall be holy, and shall let the locks of the hair of 
his head grow. All the days that he separatcth himself to 
Jehovah he shall not come near a dead body. He shall not 
make himself unelean for his father, or for his mother, for 
his brother, or for his sister, when they dic; because the 
consecration of his God is upon his head. All the days of 
his separation he is holy to Jehovah. And if any one die 
very suddenly near him, and he hath defiled the head of his 
consceration ; then he shall shave his head in the day of his 
cleansing ; on the seventh day he shall shave it. And on 
the eighth day he shall bring two turtle-doves, or two young 
pigeons, to the priest, to the door of the tent of meeting ; 
and the priest shall offer the one for a sin-offering, and the 
other for a burnt-offering, and make an atonement for 
hin, for having sinned respecting the dead, and he shall 
hallow his head again on that day. And he shall separate 
to Jehovah the days of his separation, and shall bring a 
lamb of the first year for a trespass-offermg: but the days 
that.were before shall be lost, beeause his separation was 
defiled. 

This also is the law of the Nazarite. When the days 
of his separation are completed, he shall be brought to the 
door of the tent of meeting; and he shall offer his offering 
to Jchovah, one he-lamb of the first year without blend 
for a burnt- offering, and one ewe-lamb of the first year 
without blemish for a sin-oflering, and one ram without 
blemish for a peace-oflering, and a basket of unleavencd 
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bread, cakes of fine flour mingled with oil, and wafers of 
unleavened bread anointed with oil, and their meal-offering, 

16 and their drnk-oflermgs. And the pricst shall bring them 
before Jehovah, and shall offer his sin-offerimg, and his 

17 burnt-offering. And he shall offer the ram for a sacrifice 
of peace-offerings to Jehovah, with the basket of unleavened 
bread: the priest shall offer also his meal-offering, and his 

is drink-oflermg. And the Nazarite shall shave the head of 
his separation at the door of the tent of meeting ; and shall 
take the hair of the head of his separation, and put it on 
the fire which is under the sacrifice of the peace-offerings. 

i9 And the priest shall take the boiled shoulder of the ram, 
and one unieavened eake out of the basket, and one un- 
leavened wafer, and shall put them upon the hands of the 

20 Nazarite, after the hair of Ins separation is shaven; and the 

priest shall wave them for a wave-oflering before Jehovah : 

this is holy for the pmest, with the wave-breast and heave- 
shoulder. And after that the Nazarite may drink wine.— 

This is the law of the Nazarite who hath vowed his offering 

to Jehovah for his separation, besides what e/se he ean 

afford: aceording to the vow which he vowed, so he must 
do after the law of his separation.’ ” 

23 And Jehovah spake to Moses, saying, “Speak to Aaron, 
and to his sons, saying, ‘ Thus shall ye bless the children of 
Isracl, saying to them, 

24° May Jehovah bless thee, and keep thee! 

25 May Jchovah make his face to shine upon thee, and be 

eracious to thee ! 

May Jchovah lift up his countenance upon thee, and give 
thee peace !’ 

27 Thus they shall put my name on the children of Israel, 
and I will bless them.” 
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CHAP. VIT—And it came to pass on the day in which 
Moses had fully set up the tabernacle, and had anointed it, 
and sanctified it, with all its utensils, and had also anointed 
and sanctified the altar with all its utensils, that the chiefs 
of Israel, heads of the house of their fathers, who were the 
chiefs of the tribes, and had the command of them who 
were mustered, offered. And they brought their offering 
before Jehovah ; six covered wagons, and twelve oxen; a 
wagon for two of the chiefs, and for every one an ox: and 
a they brought them before the tabernacle. And Jehorah 
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spake to Moses, saying, “Take these from them, that they 5 
may be employed in the service of the tent of meeting; and 
sive them to the Levites, to every oue according to his 
service.” So Moses took the wagons and the oxen, and 6 
eave them to the Levites. ‘Two wagons and four oxen he 7 
gave to the sons of Gershon, according to their service: 
And four wagons and eight oxen he gave to the sons of s 
Merari, according to their serviec, under the direction of 
Ithamar, the son of Aaron the priest. But to the sons of 9 
Kohath he gave none; bceause to them belonged the ser- 
vice of the sanctuary, which they were to carry upon their 
shoulders. 

And the chiefs offered for the dedieation of the altar, on 10 
the day in which it was anointed ; the chiefs offered their offer- 
ing before the altar. For Jehovah had said to Moses, “They 11 
shall offer their offering, cach chief on his day, for the dedi- 
cation of the altar.” 

And he who offered his offermg on the first day was 12 
Nahshon, the son of Amminadab, of the tribe of Judah: 
and his offering was one silver dish, of the weight of a hun- 13 
dred and thirty shekels, one silver howl of seventy shekels, 
according to the shekel of the sanctuary ; both of them full 
of fine flour mingled with oil, for a meal-offering: one 14 
golden incense-pot of ten shekels, full of incense: one young 15 
bullock, one ram, one lamb of the first year, for a burnt- 
offering : one kid of the goats for a sin-offering:-and for a 17 
sacrifice of peace-offerings, two oxen, five rams, five he-goats, 
five lambs of the first year. This was the offering of Nah- 
shon, the son of Ammuinadab. 

On the second day Nethancel, the son of Zuar, chief of is 
Issachar, offered. He offered for his offering one silver dish, 19 
of the weight of a hundred and thirty shekels, one silver 
bow] of seventy shekels, according to the shekel of the 
sanctuary ; both of them full of fine flour mingled with oil, 
for a meal-offering: one golden incense-pot of ten shekels, 20 
full of incense: one young bullock, one ram, one Jamb of 21 
the first year, for a burnt-offering: one kid of the goats for 22 
a sin-oflering: and for a sacrifice of peace-offcrings, two 23 
oxen, five rams, five he-goats, five lambs of the first year. 
This was the offering of Nethaneel, the son of Zuar. 

On the third day Eliab, the son of Helon, chief of the 2 
children of Zebulun, offered. His offering was one silver 25 
dish, of the weight of a hundred and thirty shekels, one

silver bow] of seventy shekels, according to the shekel of the 
sanctuary; both of them full of fine flour mingled with oil, 
26 for a meal-offering: one golden incense-pot of ten shekels, 
27 full of ineense: one young bullock, one ram, one lamb of 
2s the first year, for a burnt-offering: one kid of the goats for 
29 a sin-offermg: and for a saerifice of peace-offerings, two 
oxen, five rams, five he-goats, five lambs of the first year, 
This was the offering of Eliab, the son of Helon. 
30 On the fourth day Elizw, the son of Shedeur, chief of 
31 the children of Reuben, offered. Wis offering was one silver 
dish, of a hundred and thirty shekels, one silver bowl of 
seventy shekels, aceording to the shekel of the sanetuary ; 
both of them full of fine flour mingled with oil, for a meal- 
32 offering: one golden incense pot of ten shekels, full of 
33 Incense: one young bullock, one ram, one lamb of the first 
34 year, for a burnt offering: one kid of the goats for a sin- 
35 offering: and for a saerifice of peace-offerings, two oxen, five 
rams, five he-goats, five lambs of the first year. This was 
the offering of Elizur, the son of Shedeur. 
36 On the fifth day Shelumicl, the son of Zurishaddai, chief 
37 of the children of Simeon, offered. this offemng was one 
silver dish, of the weight of a hundred and’ thirty shekels, 
one silver bowl of seventy shekels, according to the shckel 
of the sanctuary; both of them full of fine flour mingled 
3s with oil, for a meal-offerimg: one golden ineense-pot of ten 
39 shekels, full of inecnse: one young bullock, one ram, one 
40 lamb of the first year, for a burnt-offermg: one kid of the 
41 goats for a sm-offering: and for a saerfice of peaec-offerings, 
two oxen, five rams, five he-goats, five lambs of the first 
year, ‘This was the offering of Shelumiel, the son of Zun- 
shaddai. 
42. On the sixth day Eliasaph, the son of Deuel, eluef of the 
43 children of Gad, offered. His offering was one silver dish, 
of the weight of a hundred and thirty shekels, a silver bowl 
of seventy shekels, aecording to the shekel of the sanetuary ; 
both of them full of fine flour mingled with oil, for a meal- 
44 offering: one golden incense-pot of ten shekels, full of meense: 
45 one young bulloek, one ram, one lamb of the first year, 
46 for a burnt-offering: one kid of the goats for a sin-offering : 
47 and for a sacrifice of peace-offerings, two oxen, five rams, 
five he-goats, five lambs of the first year. This was the 
offermg of Khasaph, the son of Deuel.

full of ineense: one young bullock, one ram, one lamb of 
the first year, for a burnt-offerimg: one kid of the goats for 
a sin-offering: and for a saenfiee of peace-offerings, two 
oxen, five rams, five he-goats, five lambs of the first year. 
This was the offering of Elishama, the son of AAmm- 
hud. , 

On the cighth day Gamalicl, the son of Pedahzur, chief of 
the children of Manassceh, offered. His offering was one 
silver dish, of a hundred and thirty shekels, one silver bow] of 
seventy shekels, according to the shekel of the sanctuary ; 
both of them full of fine flour mingled with oil, for a meal- 
offermg: one golden incense-pot of ten shekels, full of 
incense: one young bullock, one ram, one lamb of the first 
ycar, for a burnt-offering: one kid of the goats for a sin- 
offering: and for a sacrifice of peace-offermgs, two oxen, five 
rams, five he-goats, five lambs of the first year. This was 
the offering of Gamaliel, the son of Pedahzur. 

On the ninth day Abidan, the son of Gideon, chief of the 
children of Benjamin, offered. is offermg was one silver 
dish, of the weight of a hundred and thirty shekels, one 
silver bow] of seventy shekcls, according to the shckel of the 
sanctuary; both of them full of fine flour mingled with oil, 
for a meal-offermg: one golden incense-pot of ten shekels, 
full of incense: one young bullock, one ram, one lainb of 
the first year, for a burnt-offering: one kid of the goats for 
a sin-offering: and for a sacrifice of peace-offerings, two 
oxen, five rams, five he-goats, five lambs of the first year. 
This was the offering of Abidan, the son of Gideont. 

On the tenth day Ahiezer, the son of Ammishaddai, chief 
of the children of Dan, offered. lis offering was one silver 
dish, of the weight of a hundred and thirty shekels, one silver 
bowl of seventy shekels, according to the shekel of the 
sanctuary ; both of them full of fine flour mimgled with 
oil, for a meal-offermg: one golden incense-pot of ten 
shekels, full of incense: one young bullock, one ram, one 
lamb of the first year, for a burnt-offering: one kid of the 
coats for a siu-offering: and fora sacrifice of peace-offerings, 
two oxen, five rams, five he-goats, five lambs of the first 
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year. This was the offering of Aluczer, the son of Anmi- 
shaddai. 

On the eleventh day Pagiel, the son of Ocran, chicf of 
the children of Asher, offered. His offering was one silver 
dish, of the weight of a hundred and thirty shekels, one silver 
bowl of seventy shekels, according to the shekcl of the 
sanctuary ; both of them full of fine flour mingled with oil, 
for a meal-offering: one golden ineense-pot of ten shekels, 
full of incense: one bullock, one ram, one lamb of the first 
year, for a burnt-offering: one kid of the goats for a sin- 
offermg: and for a sacrifice of peace-offermgs, two oxen, 
five rams, five he-goats, five lambs of the first year. ‘This 
was the offering of Pagicl, the son of Ocran. 
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7s On the twelfth day Ahira, the son of Enan, chief of the 
79 children of Naphtali, offered. lis offering was onc silver 


dish, of the weight of a hundred and thirty shekels, ouc 
silver bowl of seventy shekels, according to the shekel of 
the sanetuary ; both of them full of fine flour mingled with 
so oil, for a meal-offering: one golden incense-pot of ten 
sheke/s, full of incense : one young bullock, one ram, one lainb 
of the first year, for a burnt-offerig : one kid of the goats for 
s3 a sin-offering : and fora sacrifice of peace-offerings, two oxen, 
five rams, five he-goats, five lambs of the first year. This 
was the offering of Ahira, the son of Enan. 
st his was the dedication of the altar, on the day im which 
it was anointed, by the chiefs of Isracl: twelve dishes of 
silver, twelve silver bowls, twelve incense-pots of gold: each 
dish of silver weighing a hundred and thirty shekels, cach 
bowl seventy: all the silver vessels two thousand and four 
hundred shekels, according to the shekel of the sanctuary : 
s6 the golden incense-pots were twelve, full of incense, weiyhing 
ten shekels cach, according to the shekel of the sanctuary : 
all the gold of the incense-pots was a hundred and twenty 
s7 shekels. All the bullocks for the burnt-offermg were twelve, 
the rams twelve, the lambs of the first year twelve, with 
their incal-offering : and the kids of the goats for sin-offering, 
ss twelve. And all the bullocks for the sacrifice of the peace- 
offerings were twenty-four, the rams sixty, the he-goats sixty, 
the lambs of the first year sixty. This was the dedication 
of the altar, after it was anointed. 
s9 Now when Moscs went into the tent of meeting to speak 
with Jehovah, he heard the voice of one speaking to him 
from off the lid that was upon the ark of the testimo- 
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nials, from between the two cherubim: and he spake to 
him. 


CHAP. VIII.—And Jchovah spake to Moses, saying, 
“Speak to Aaron, and say to him, ‘When thou settest up 
the lamps, the seven lamps shall give light in front of the 
lamp-stand.’”” And Aaron did so: in front of the lamp- 
stand he set up its lamps as Jehovah commanded Moses. 
Now this was the work of the lamp-stand; it was of solid 
gold; both its shaft and its flowers were solid work : aceord- 
ing to the pattern which Jchovah had shewn to Moses, so 
he had inade the lamp-stand. 

And Jehovah spake to Moses, saying, “Take the Levites 
froni among the children of Israel, and purify them. And 
thus shalt thou do to them, to purify them: Sprinkle water 
of cleansing upon them, and let them pass a razor over their 
whole body, and lect them wash their clothes, and so punfy 
themselves. Then let them take a young bulloek with his 
meal-offering, fine flour mingled with oil, and another young 
bulloek take thon for a sin-offermg. And thou shalt bring 
the Levites before the tent of meeting: and thou shalt 
gather the whole assembly of the children of Israel together: 
and thou shalt bring the Levites before Jehovah ; and the 
children of Israel shall lay their hands upon the Levites: 
and Aaron shall offer the Levites before Jehovah for an 
offering of the children of Isracl, that they may execute the 
service of Jehovah. And the Levites shall lay their hands 
upon the heads of the bullocks: and thou shalt offer one 
for a sin-offering, and the other for a burnt-offering, to 
Jchovah, to make an atonement for the Levites. And thou 
shalt set the Levites before Aaron, and before his sons, and 
offer them for an offering to Jehovah. Thus shalt thou 
separate the Levites from among the children of Isracl: and 
the Levites shall be mine. And after that the Levites shall 
go in to do the serviec of the tent of mecting, when thou 
shalt have purified them, and offered them for an offering. 
For they are wholly given to me from among the children 
of Isracl; instead of that which openecth every womb, the 
first-born of all the children of Isracl, have I taken them for 
myself. For all the first-born of the children of Israel are 
mine, both man and beast: on the day that I smote every 
first-born in the land of Kgypt I sanctified them for myself. 
And I have taken the Levites for all the first-born of the 
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19 children of Israel. And I have given the Levites as a gift 
to Aaron and to his sons from among the children of Israel, to 
do the service of the children of Isracl in the tent of meeting, 
and to make an atonement for the children of Isracl; that 
there may be no plague among the children of Israel, 
when the children of Isracl come nigh to the sanctuary.” 

20 And Moses, and Aaron, and all the congregation of the 

children of Israel, did to the Levites according to all that 

Jehovah commanded Moses concerning the Levites, so the 

children of Isracl did to them. And the Levites punfied 

themselves, and washed their clothes; and Aaron offered 
them as an offering before Jehovah ; and Aaron made an 

22 atonement for them to purify them. And after that the 
Levites went in to do their service in the tent of meeting 
before Aaron, and before his sons: as Jehovah had com- 
manded Moses concerning the Levites, so they did to them. 

2 And Jehovah snake to Moses, saying, “This it is that 
belongeth to the Levites : from the age of twenty-five years 
and upward they shall enter in to perform the service of the 

25 tent of mecting ; and from the age of fifty years they shall 
ecase from performmeg the service of zt, and shall serve no 

26 more: they shall minister with their brethren in the tent of 
meeting, to keep the charge, but shall do no service. Thus 
shalt thou do to the Levites conecrning their charge.” 
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CHAP. IX.—Now Jchovah had spoken to Moses in the 
wilderness of Sinai, in the first month of the second year 
after they had come out of the land of Egypt, saying, 
“Let the children of Isracl keep the passover at its ap- 
pointed season. In the fourteenth day of this month, at 
evening, ye shall keep it at its appomted season : according 
to all its statutes, and according to all its ordinances, ye 
shall keep it.” And Moses spake to the children of Israel, 
that they should keep the passover. So they kept the pass- 
over on the fourteenth day of the first month, at evening, 
in the wilderness of Sinai: according to all that Jchovah 
had commanded Moses, so did the children of Isracl. 

But there were certam men who were defiled by the dead 
body of a man, so that they could not keep the passover on 
that day: and they came before Moses and before Aaron on 
that day: and these men said to him, “ We are defiled by 
the dead body of a man: why should we be kept back, 
from offering the offering of Jehovah at its appointed 
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season among the children of Israel ?’’ And Moses said s 
D 


to them, “ Wait ye till I hear what Jehovah will command 
concerning you.” And Jehovah spake to Moses, saying, 


] 


“Speak to the children of Israel, saying, ‘If any one of 10 


you or of your posterity shall be defiled by a dead body, or 
be on a journey afar off, yet he must keep the passover to 
Jchovah. On the fourteenth day of the sceond month, at 
evening, they shall keep it, and eat it with unleavened bread 
and bitter herbs. They shall leave none of it until the 
mornig, nor break any bone of it: aceording to all the 
statutes of the passover they shall keep it. But the man 
who is clean and not on a journey, yet forbeareth to keep 
the passover, that soul shall be cut off from his people, 
heeause he offered not the offering of Jehovah at its ap- 
pointed season: that man shall bear his sin. And if a 
stranger shall sojourn among you, and will keep the pass- 
over to Jehovah ; according to the statute of the passover, 
and according to its ordinances, so shall he do: ye shall 
have one statute, both for the stranger, and for him who 
was born in the land.” 

And on the day in which the tabernacle was set up, the 
cloud covered the tabernacle, the tent of the testimonials : 
and at evening there was upon the tabernacle the appearance 
of fire, until the morning. So it was continually: the cloud 
covered it by day, and the appearance of fire by night. 
Now whenever the cloud was taken up from the tabernacle, 
then after that the children of Israel journeyed: and in the 
place where the cloud abode, there the children of Israel en- 
camped. <At the command of Jchovah the children of Israel 
journeyed, and at the command of Jehovah they encamped: 
as long as the cloud abode upon the tabernacle they re- 
mained encamped. And when the cloud tarried upon the 
tabernacle many days, then the children of Isracl kept the 
charge of Jehovah, and journeyed not. And whinever the 
cloud was a few days upon the tabernacle, at the command 
of Jehovah they remained cneamped, and at the command 
of Jehovah they journeyed. And whenever the cloud abode 
from evening till morning, and the cloud was taken up in 
the morning, then they journeyed; whether it were by day 
or by wight, when the cloud was taken up they journeyed. 
But were it for days, or a month, or a year, that the cloud 
tarricd upon the tabernacle, abiding upon it, the children 
of Isracl remained encamped, and journeyed not: but when 
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23 it was taken up, they journeyed. At the command of Jcho- 
vah they remained encamped, and at the command of Jcho- 
vah they journeyed: they kept the charge of Jehovah, at the 
command of Jehovah given by Moses. 


1 CHIAP. X.—And Jehovah spake to Moses, saying, ‘ Make 
thee two trumpets of silver: of solid silver thou shalt make 
them; and thou shalt use them for the calling of the as- 

3 sembly, and for the journeying of the camps. And when 
both are blown the whole assembly shall assemble themselves 

4 to thee at the door of the tent of meeting. But when only 
one is blown, the chiefs, the heads of the families of Israel, 

5 Shall gather themselves to thee.—When ye blow an alarm, 

6 then the camps that lic on the east side shal] march. When 
ye blow an alarm the second time, then the camps that he 
on the south side shall take their march: they shall blow an 

7 alarm for their marches. But when the congregation is to 
be gathered together, ye shall blow, but ye shall not sound 

san alarm. And the sons of Aaron, the pnests, shall blow 
with the trumpets; and they shall be to you a perpetual 

9 statute throughont your generations.—And if ye go to war 
in your land against the enemy that oppresseth you, then ye 
shall blow an alarm with the trumpets; and ye shall be re- 
membered before Jehovah your God, and ye shall be saved 

10 from your enemies.—Also on the day of your gladness, 
and on your solemn days, and at the beginnings of your 

_ months, ye shall blow with the trumpets over your burnt- 
offerings, and over the sacrifices of your peace-offerings ; 
that they may be to you for a memorial before your God: 
I am Jehovah your God.” 

1 ~=And it came to pass on the twentieth day of the second 
month, of the second year, that the cloud was taken up from 

12 off the tabernacle of the testimonials. And the children of 
Isracl took their journeys from the desert of Sinai; and 

13 the cloud rested in the desert of Paran. Then first they 
took their journey at the command of Jehovah gzven by 

14 Moses.—In the front went the standard of the camp of the 
children of Judah according to their hosts: and over his 

15 host was Nahshon the son of Amminadab. And over the 
host of the tribe of the children of Issachar was Nethancel 

16 the son of Zuar. And over the host of the tribe of the 

17 children of Zebulun was Ehab the son of Helon,—Then 
the tabernacle was taken down; and the sons of Gershon 
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and the sons of Merari j journeyed, carrying the tabernacle. 
—Next went the standard of the camp of Reuben accord- 1s 
ing to their hosts: and over his host was Khzur the son of 
Shedeur. And over the host of the tribe of the children of 19 
Suneon was Shelumiel the son of Zurishaddai. And over 20 
the host of the tribe of the children of Gad was Ehasaph 
the son of Deuel.—Then the Kohathites journeyed, carrying 21 
the sanctuary: and the others set up the tabernacle against 
they came.—Next went the standard of the camp of the 22 
children of Ephraim according to their hosts: and over 
his host was Elishama the son of Ammnhud. And over 23 
the host of the tribe of the children of Manasseh was 
Gamalicl the son of Pedahzur. And over the host of the 21 
tribe of the children of Benjamin was Abidan the son of 
Gideoni.—Next went the standard of the camp of the chil- 25 
dren of Dan in the rear of all the camps according to their 
hosts: and over his host was Ahiezer the son of Ammi- 
shaddai. And over the host of the tribe of the children of 26 
Asher was Pagiel the son of Ocran. And over the host of 27 
the tribe of the children of Naphtali was Ahira the son of 
Enan. Such were the journeys of the children of Israel es 
according to their hosts,-when they journeyed. 

And Moses said to Hobab, the son of Reuel the Midian- 29 
ite, the father-in-law of Moses, “ We are journeying to the 
place of which Jehovah hath said, ‘TI give it to you:’ come 
thou with us, and we will do thee eood : for Jehovah hath 
spoken good concerning Israel.” And he said to himy “diego 
will not geo; but I will depart to my own land, and to my 
kindred.”’—But Afoses said, “ Leave us not, | pray thee: 31 
since thou knowest our cncampments in the wilderness, and 
thou mayest be to us instead of eyes. And it shall be, if 32 
thou go with us, and the good which Jchovah is about to 
do to us, happens, we will do good to thee.” 

And they departed from the mountain of Jehovah three 33 
days’ journey: and the ark of the covenant of Jehovah 
went before them during the three days’ journey, to search 
out a place for their encampment. And the cloud of Jeho- 34 
vah was upon them by day, when they journeyed from their 
encampment. And it came to pass when theark set forward, 35 
Moses said, “ Arise, O Jchovah, and Ict thine enemies be 
scattered, inl let those who fate thee flee before thee.” 
And when it rested, he said, ‘ Return, O Jehovah, to the 36 
myriads of Israel!” 
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1 CHAP. XI.—And the people complained wiekedly in the 
hearing of Jehovah: and Jehovah heard it; and Is anger 
was kindled ; and the fire of Jehovah burnt among them, 

2 and consumed in the uttermost parts of the camp. And the 
people ened to Moses; aud when Moses prayed to Jehovah, 

3 the fire ceased. And he called the name of the place 
Taberah [BurNiING]; because the fire of Jehovah had burnt 

4 among them. And the mixed multitude that was among 
them “eagerly longed for other food: and the children of 
Isracl also wept again, and said, “ Who will give us flesh to 
seat? We remember the fish which we ate in Egypt for 
nothing ; the cucumbers, and the melons, and the leeks, and 

6 the onions, and the garlick: but now we are withering 
away, there being nothing at all, besides this manna, before 

7 our eyes.” (Now the manna was as coriander-seed, and its 

s colour as the colour of bdellium. The people went about, 
and gathered it, and ground it in mills, or beat it in a mor- 
tar, and baked it in pans, or made hearth-cakes of it ; and 

9 the taste of it was as the taste of oiled cake. And when 
the dew fell upon the eamp in the mght, the manna fell with 

10 it.) Then Moses heard the people weep throughout their 
families, every man at the door of his tent: and the anger 
of Jehovah was kindled greatly ; Moses also was displeased. 

i1 And Moses said to Jehovah, “ Why hast thou afflicted thy 

servant ? and why have I not found favour in thy sight, that 
thou layest the burden of all this people upon me? Have 

I conceived all this people? have I begotten them, that 

thou shouldest say to ine, ‘ Carry them in thy boson, as a 

nursing father beareth the sucking clnld, unto the land 

13 which thou swarest to give to their fathers?’ Whence 

should I have flesh to give to all this people? when they 

weep about me, saying, ‘Give us flesh, that we may eat.’ 

I am not able alone to bear all this people, because it 1s too 

heavy for me. And if thou wilt deal thus with me, kill me, 

I pray thee, instantly, if I have found favour im thy sight, 

and let me not see my wretchedness.” 

And Jchovah said to Moses, “ Call together seventy of the 
elders of Israel, whom thon knowest to be the elders and 
officers of the people ; and bring them to the tent of meet- 
ing, that they may stand there with thee. And I will come 
down and talk with thee there; and I will take of the spirit 
which 1s upon thee, and will put it upon them, and they 
shall bear the burden of the people with thee, that thou bear 
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it not thyself alone. And say thou to the people, ‘ Sanetify 18 
yourselves against to-morrow, and ye shall eat flesh: sinee 
ye have wept in the ears of Jehovah, saying, Who will give 
us flesh to eat! it was well with us in Egypt: therefore 
Jchovah will give you’ flesh, and ye shall eat. Not one day 
shall ye eat, nor two days, nor five days, nor ten days, nor 
twenty days, but a whole month, until it come out at your 
nostrils, and it be loathsome to you: beeause ye have de- 
spised Jchovah who is among you, and have wept before 
him, saying, Why came we out of Egypt???” And Moses 21 
sad, “ The people, in the midst of whom I am, are six hun- 
dred thousand footmen; and yet thou sayest, I will give 
them flesh, that they may eat a whole month. Were the 22 
flocks and herds to be slain for them, would it suffice them ? 
or were all the fish of the sea to be gathered together 
for then, would it suffice them??? And Jehovah said to 23 
Moses, ‘Is the hand of Jehovah shortened? thou shalt 
see now whether my word shall come to pass unto thee or 
sa) 

And Moses went out, and told the people the words of 2 
Jchovah, and gathered together seventy of the elders of the 
people, and placed them around the tent. And Jchovah 25 
caine down in the cloud, and spake to him, and took of the 
spirit that was upon him, and gave it to the seventy elders : 
and when the spimt rested upon them, they prophesied. 
But two men remained in the camp, the name of the one 26 
was Iildad, and the name of the other Medad: and the 
spirit rested upon them: (for they were amongst those who 
were enrolled, but they had not gone to the tent ;) and they 
prophesied in the camp. And a young man ran and told 27 
Moses, and said, “ Eldad and Medad are prophesying in the 
camp.’ And Joshua the son of Nun, the chosen attendant 2s 
on Moses, answered and said, ‘My lord Moses, forbid 
them.” And Moses said to him, “Art thou jealous on my 29 
account ? Oh that all the people of Jchovah were prophets, 
that Jehovah would put his spirit upon them !” 

And Moses returned into the camp, together with the 30 
elders of Isracl. Then there went forth a wind from Jehovah 31 
and brought quails from the sea, and scattered them about 
the camp, about a day’s journey on one side, and about a 
day’s journey on the other side around the eamp, and about 
two cubits above the ground. And the people stood up all 32 
that day, and all the might, and all the next day, and 
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eathered the quails: he who gathered the least gathered ten 
omers: end they spread them all abroad for themselves 
around the camp. The flesh was yet between their teeth, 
unchewed, when the wrath of Jehovah was kindled against 
the people, and Jchovah smote the people with a very “great 
plague. So the name of that place was called Kibroth- 
hattaavah [rium GRAVES or LoNGING]: because there they 
buried the people who had longed. 
35 rom Kaibroth-hattaavah the people journeyed unto 
Hazeroth. Now while they abode at Hazcroth, CHAP. XII. 
Miriam and Aaron spake against Moses because of the 
Cushite woman whom he had married; for he had married 
a Cushite woman; and said, “ Hath Jehovah indeed spoken 
by Moses only ? hath he not spoken also by us?” And 
Jehovah heard 7¢. (Now this man, Moses, was the meekest 
of all men who were upon the face of all the earth.) And 
Jchovah said suddenly to Moses, and to Aaron, and to Miriam, 
“Come out ye three to the tent of meeting.” And they 
three went out. And Jehovah came down im the pillar of the 
cloud, and stood at the door of the tent, and called Aaron 
6and Miriam: and they both came forth. And he said, 
“Tlear now my words: If there be a prophet of Jehovah 
among you, | make myself known to him in a vision, and 
7 speak to him inadream. Not so my servant Moses, who 
is Intrusted with all my house. With him I speak mouth 
to mouth, plainly, and not obscurely ; and the similitude of 
Jehovah he beholds: wherefore then were ye not afraid to 
9 speak against my servant Moses?” And the anger of Je- 
10 hovah was kindled against them; and he departed. And 
the cloud departed from off the tent; when Jo, Minam de- 
came leprous, hke snow: and Aaron looked upon Minam, 
11 and, lo, she was leprous. And Aaron said to Moses, “ Alas, 
my lord, I beseech thee, lay not the sin upon us, wherem 
we have done foolishly and wherein we have sinned. Let 
her not be as one dead, whose ficsh is half consumed 
when he cometh out of his mother’s womb!” And Moses 
cried to Jehovah, saying, “ Heal her now, O God, I beseech 
14 thee!” And Jehovah said to Moses, “If her father had 
but spit before her faee, should she not be ashamed seven 
days? Let her be shut out from the camp seven days, and 
after that Ict her be taken in again.” And Miriam was shut 
out from the camp seven days: and the people journeyed 
16 not till Miriam was taken in again. And afterward the 
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people removed from Hazeroth, and cneamped in the desert 
of Paran. 


CHAP. XIL[.—And Jehovah spake to Moses, saying, 1 
“Send thou men, that they may search the land of Canaan, 2 
which I give to the ehildren of Israel: of every tribe of 
their fathers ye shall send one man, every one a ruler among 
them. And Moses at the command of Jehovah sent them 3 
from the desert of Paran: all those men were chiefs of 
. the children of Israel. And these were their names: Of the 4 
tribe of Reuben, Shamniua the son of Zaceur. Of the tribe s 
of Simeon, Shaphat the son of Hori. Of the tribe of Judah, 6 
Caleb the son of Jephunneh. Of the tribe of Issachar, 7 
Igal the son of Joseph. Of the tribe of Ephraim, Oshua s 
the son of Nun. Of the tribe of Benjamin, Palti the son 9 
of Raphu. Of the tribe of Zcbulun, Gadiel the son of 10 
Sodi. Of the tnbe of Joseph (that is, of the tribe of Ma- 1 
nassch), Gadi the son of Susi. Of the tnbe of Dan, Amiel 12 
the son of Gemahi. Of the tribe of Asher, Sethur the son of 13 
Michael. Of the tribe of Naphtali, Nahbi the son of Vophsi. 14 
Of the tribe of Gad, Geuel the son of Machi. These were 16 
the names of the men whom Moses sent to spy out the land. 
Now Moses had named Oshua the son of Nun, Joshua. 

And Moses sent them to spy out the land of Canaan, and 17 
said to them, “ Go up this way, the south, and go up into 
the mountainous country; and see the land what it is; 18 
and the people who dwell in it, whether they be strong or 
weak, few or many; and whether the land in which they 19 
dwell, be good or bad; and what eities they be in which 
they dwell, whether in camps, or in fortified eities ; and 20 
whether the land be rich or poor, whether there be wood in 
it or not: and be ye of good courage, and bring some of the 
fruit of the land, since it is the scason of the first mpe 
grapes. So they went up, and searched the land, from the 21 
desert of Zin to Rehob, in the way to Hamath. And 22 
they went up by the south, and came to Hebron, and there 
were Ahiman, Sheshai, and Talmai, the children of Anak. 
Now Hebron was built seven years before Zoan in Egypt. 
And they came to the valley of Eshcol, and cut down thence 23 
a branch with one eluster of grapes, and they carried it upon 
a pole, between two, with some pomegranates, and some 
figs. That place was called the valley of Eshcol [a CLUSTER 24 
OF GRAPES], because of the cluster of grapes which the 
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children of Isracl cut down thenee. And they returned 
from searching the land after forty days; and they went 
and came to Moses, and to Aaron, and to all the congrega- 
tion of the children of Israel, to the desert of Paran, to 
Kadesh ; and made report to them, and to all the congre- 
gation, and shewed them the fruit of the land. And they 
told him, and said, “ We went to the land whither thou 
sentest us, and truly it floweth with milk and honcy ; and 
this is the fruit of it. But the people who dwell in the 
land are strong, and the cities are walled, and very great : 
the children of Anak also we saw there. The Amalekites 
dwell in the southern part of the land; and the Hittites, 
and the Jebusites, and the Amorites, dwell among the 
mountains; and the Canaanites dwell by the sea, and by the 
side of Jordan.”—And Calcb stilled the people towards 
Moses, and said, “ Let us go up’ at once and possess it; for 
we are well able to subdue it.” But the men who had gone 
up with him said, “ We are not able to go up against the 
people; for they are stronger than we.” They also spread 
among the children of Israel an evil report of the land 
which they had searched, saying, “ The land, through which 
we passed, to search it, is a land that devourcth its inhabi- 
tants: and all the people that we saw in it are nen of a 
great stature; and there we saw the giants, the sons of 
Anak, of the race of the giants; and we were in our own 
sight as locusts, and so we were 1m their sight.” 


CHAP. XIV.—And all the congregation lifted up their 
voices, and cried; and the people wept during that might. 
And all the children of Israel murmured against Moses and 
against Aaron: and the whole congregation said to them, 
“ Oh that we had died in the land of Egypt! or that in 
this desert we might dic! For why hath Jehovah brought 
us into this land, to fall by the sword, and our wives and our 
children to become a prey ? would it not be better for us to 


4 return into Egypt??? And they said to one another, “ Let us 


3 


appoint a chief, and let us return into Egypt.” Then Moses 
and Aaron fell on their faces before all the assembly of the 


6 congregation of the children of Isracl. And Joshua the 


7 


son of Nun, and Calcb the son of Jephunnch, who were of 
those that had searched the land, rent their clothes, and 
spake to all the congregation of the children of Israel, say- 
ing, “ The land, through which we passed to search it, 1s an 
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exceeding good land. If Jchovah delight in us, he will 
bring us into this land, and give it to us; a land which 
floweth with milk and honey. Only rebel not ye against 
Jehovah, nor fear ye the people of the land; for they will 
be bread for us: their defenee is departed from them, and 
Jehovah is with us: fear them not.” Then all the congre- 
gation spake of stoning thein with stones: but the glory of 
Jehovah appeared on the tent of inecting, before all the 
children of Israel. And Jehovah said to Moses, “ How long 
will this people provoke me? and how long will they distrust 
me, after all the signs which I have shewed among them? 
I will snite them with pestilence, and disinherit them, and 
will make thee a nation greater and mightier than they,’ 
But Moses said to Jehovah, “Since the Egyptians have 
heard that thou broughtest up this people in thy might from 
among them; and have told it to the inhabitants of this 
land; and these have heard that thou, Jchovah, art among 
this people; that thou, Jehovah, art seen face to face ; and 
thy cloud remaincth over them ; and that thou gocst before 
them, by day in a pillar of cloud, and in a pillar of fire by 
night.—Now, if thou kill all this people as one man, the 
nations who have heard their report of thee will speak, 
saying, ‘ Beeause Jehovah was not able to bring this people 
into the Jand which he sware to them, therefore he hath 
slain them in the desert.2. And now, I beseech thee, let 
thy power, O Jehovah, be magnified, according as thou hast 
spoken, saying, ‘Jehovah is slow to anger, but abundant in 
merey, forgiving imiquity and trangression, acquitting even 
him who is not mnoeent; visiting the iniquity of the 
fathers upon the children to the third and to the fourth 
generation.’ Pardon, I beseech thee, the iniquity of this 
people, according to the greatness of thy mercy, and as thou 
hast forgiven this people from their leaving Kgypt even until 
now.” And Jehovah said, “I pardon them, aceording to thy 
word: yet truly as I live, and as all the earth is filled with 
the glory of Jehovah, none of those men, who have scen my 
glory, and my miracles which I have done in Egypt and in 
the desert, and have tried me now these ten times, and 
have not hearkened to my voice, shall see the land which 
I sware to their fathers; none of those who have despised 
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me shall sce it. But my servant Caleb, because he had 24 


another spirit in him, and hath followed ine fully, I will 
bring him into the land into which he hath been, and his 
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25 seed shall possess it. Since the Amaleckites and the 
Canaanites are stationed in the valley, turn about to-morrow 
and journey towards the desert by the way of the Red 
Sea.” 

26 Again Jchovah spake to Moses and to Aaron, saying, 

27 “ How long shall I bear with this evil congregation, who 
murmur against me? TI have lieard the murmurings of the 

23 childven of Israel, which they utter against me. Say to 
them, ‘As I live, saith Jehovah, as ye have spoken in my 

29 hearmmg, so will 1 do to you: in this desert, your careases 
shall fall; and none of you who were mustered, according 
to your whole number, from the age of twenty years and 

30 upward, who have murmured against me, shall go into the 
land in which I sware that ye should dwell, except Calcb the 

31 son of Jephunnch, and Joshua the son of Nun. But your 
little ones, who ye said would be a prey, I will bring in, and 

32 they shall know the land which ye have despised. But 

33 as for you, your carcases shall fall in this desert. And 
your children shall wander in the desert forty years, and bear 
your transgressions, until your careases are wasted in the 

34 desert. According to the number of the days in which ye 
were scarching the land, forty days, each day for a ycar, 
shall ye bear your imquitics, even forty years; and yc shall 

35 know my estrangement from you. I Jehovah have said, I 
will surely do it to all this evil congregation, who have 
gathered together agaist me; in this desert they shall be 

36 consumed, and there they shall die” 7’ Now the men whom 
Moses had sent to search the land, who returned, and made 
all the congregation to murmur against him, by bringing up 

37 an evil report concerning the land, even those men, who 
brought up the evil report concerning the land, dicd by the 

3s plague before Jchovah, But Joshua the son of Nun, and 
Caleb the son of Jephunneh, survived of the men who went 
to search the land. 

39 ‘Then Moses told these things to all the children of Israel 

ao and the people mourned greatly. And they rose early in the 

morning, that they nught go up to the hull-top, saying, 

“ Lo, we are here, aud will go up to the place which Jchovah 

hath promised: for we have sinned.” And Moses. said, 

“Why will ye now transgress the command of Jehovah ? 

42 but it will not prosper. Go not up, for Jchovah is not 

43 among you; lest ye be smitten before your enemies. For 
the Amalckites and the Canaanites are there before you, and 
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ye shall fall by the sword: because ye have turned away 
trom Jchovah, Jehovah will not be with you.” But they 44 
presumed to go up to the hnll-top; although the ark of the 
covenant of Jchovah, and Moses, moved not from the midst 
of the camp. Then the Amalekites, and the Canaanites who 4s 
were stationed on that hill, came down to imcet them, and 
smote them, and discomfited them unto Hormah. 


CHAP. XV.—And Jchovah spake to Moses, saying, 1 
‘Speak to the children of Isracl, and say to them, ‘When 2 
ye come into the land of your habitation, which I give to 
you, and will make an offermg by fire to Jchovah, a burnt- 3 
offering, or a sacrifice, to accomplish a vow, or as a free-will- 
offering, or m your solemn feasts, to make an acceptable 
odour to Jehovah, from the herd, or from the flock; then 4 
shall he who offercth his offering to Jehovah brmg a meal- 
offering of a tenth part of an ephah of fine flour, mingled 
with the fourth part of a hin of oil. And the fourth part 5 
of a hin of wine for a drink-offermg shalt thou prepare, 
with the burnt-offermg or sacrifice, for every lamb. But 6 
for a ram, thou shalt prepare for a meal-offering two-tenths 
of an ephah of fine flour mingled with the third part of a 
hin of oil. And for a drink-offermg thou shalt offer the 
third part of a hin of wine, an acceptable odour to Jehovah. 
And when thou preparest a bullock as a burnt-offering, or 
as a sacrifice to accomplish a vow, or as a peace-offering to 
Jehovah; then shall be brought with a bullock a meal- 
offermg of three-tenths of an ephah of fine flour mingled 
with half a hin of oil, And thou shalt bring for a 10 
drink-offermg half a hin of wine, for an offermg made by 
fire, an acceptable odour to Jehovah. Thus shall it be done 11 
for a bullock, or for a ram, or for a lamb, or for a kid. 
According to the number that ye shall prepare, thus shall 12 
ye offer for every one, according to their number. Every 13 
one born in the land shall do these things in this manner, 
in offering an offering made by firc, an acceptable odour to 
Jehovah. And if a stranger sojourning with you, or whoso- 14 
ever be living among you throughout your gencrations, will 
offer an offering made by fire, au aceeptable odour to Jeho- 
vah ; as ye do, so he shall do. There shall be one statute 15 
for you of the congregation, and for the stranger that 
sojourncth with you, a perpetual statute throughout your 
generations: as ye arc, so shall the stranger be before 
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16 Jehovah: one law and one ordinance shall be for you, and 
for the stranger that sojourneth with you. ”’ 
is And Jehovah spake to Moses, saying, “Speak to the 
children of Israel, and say to them, ‘ When ye come into 
19 the land into which I am bringing you, and ye are about to 
eat of the bread of the land, ye shall offer up a_heave- 
20 offering to Jehovah. Ye shall offer up a cake of the first 
of your dough for a heave-offering; as the heave-offering 
21 of the threshing-floor, so shall ye heave it. Of the first 
of your dough ye shall give to Jehovah a heave-offermg 
throughout your generations. 
22 And if ye have erred, and not observed all these com- 
23 mandments which Jehovah hath spoken to Moses, all that 
Jehovah hath commanded you by Moses, from the day 
in which Jehovah commanded Moses, and thenceforward 
24 throughout your generations ; if a sin have been committed 
through ignorance, without the knowledge of the congre- 
gation, then the whole congregation shall offer one young 
bullock for a burnt-offermg, for an acceptable odour to 
Jehovah, with its meal-offering, and its drink-offering, ac- 
cording to the ordimance, and one kid of the goats for a 
sin-offering. Thus the priest shall make an atonement for 
all the congregation of the children of Israel, and they shall 
be forgiven: for it was done through ignorance, and they: 
have brought their offermg, a sacrifice made by fire to 
Jehovah, and thew sin-offering before Jehovah, for their sin 
26 of ignorance. And all the congregation of the children of 
Israel, and the stranger who sojourneth among them, shall 
be forgiven ; since all the people sinned through ignorance. 
And if any soul sin through ignorance, he shall bring a 
s she-goat of the first year for a sin-offering. - And the priest 
shall make an atonement for the soul who hath sinned 
through ignoranec, when he hath sinned through ignorance 
before Jehovah, to make an atonement for him; and he 
29 shall be forgiven. Ye shall have one law for him who 
simneth through ignorance, both for him who is born among 
the children of Israel, and for the stranger who sojourneth 
30 among them. But the soul who docth any thing presump- 
tuously, whether born in the land, or a stranger, he in- 
sulteth Jehovah; that sou! therefore shall be cut off from 
among his people. Because he has despised the word of 
Jehovah, and hath broken his commandment, that soul 
shall be utterly cut off; his miquity shall be upon him,’ ” 
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Now while the children of Isracl were in the desert, they 32 
found a man gatherimg sticks on the sabbath-day. And 33 
they who had found him gathering sticks brought him to 
Moses and Aaron, and to all the congregation ; and they 34 
put him in eustody, because it had not been declared what 
should be done to him. And Jehovah said to Moses, “ The 35 
man shall be surely put to death: the whole congregation 
shall stone him with stones without the camp.” So the whole 36 
congregation brought him without the camp, and_ stoned 
him with stones, and he died; as Jchovah commanded Moses. 

And Jehovah spake to Moses, saying, ‘Speak to the 3s 
children of Israel, and bid them to make, throughout their 
generations, fringes on the borders of their garments, and 
to put upon the fringe of the borders a mband of blue; 
and ye shall have this fringe, that when ye look upon it, ye 39 
may remember all the commandments of Jehovah, and do 
thein; and not wander after your own heart, and your own 
eyes, after which ye have gone astray; that ye may re- 40 
member, and do all my commandments, and be holy to your 
God. I am Jehovah your God, who brought you out of 4 
the land of Egypt, to be your God: I am Jchovah your 
God.” 


CHAP. XVI.—Now Korah the son of Izhar, the son of 1 
Kohath, the son of Levi; and Dathan and Abiram the sons 
of Eliab, and On the son of Peleth, sons of Reuben, mur- 
mured; and they rose up before Moses, with two hundred 2 
aud fifty men of the children of Isracl, prmees of the as- 
sembly, the ealled of the congregation, men of renown ; and 3 
they gathered themselves together against Moses and against 
Aaron, and said to them, “ Ye take too much upon you, 
sinee all the congregation are holy, every one of them, and 
Jehovah is among them: why then do ye exalt yourselves 
above the congregation of Jehovah?” And when Moses 4 
heard this, he fell upon Ins face; and he spake to Korah, 5 
and to all his company, saying, “ In the morning Jehovah 
syill shew who is his, and who 1s holy, and will cause him to 
eome near to him; lim whom he hath chosen will he eause 
to come near to him. This do: Take ye censers, Korah, 6 
and all his company, and put fire in them, and put incense 7 
on them before Jehovah to-morrow; and that man whom 
Jehovah shall choose, shall be holy: ye take too much upon 
you, ye sons of Levi.” And Moses also said to Korah, s 
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“Fear, I pray you, ye sons of Levi: Is it a small thing 
"Will you, that the God of Israel hath scparated you from 
the congregation of Isracl, to bring you near to himself, to 
do the service of the wiberaaele of Jehovah, and to stand 
10 before the congregation, to minister to them ? And he hath 
brought thee, and all thy brethren the sons of Levi, near 
to himself; and ye scek the priesthood also. For which 
cause both thou and all thy company are gathered together 
against Jehovah: for what is Aaron, that ye murmur against 
him?” Then Moses sent to call Dathan and Abiram, the 
13 sons of Ehahb; but they said, “We will not come up. Is 
it a small thing that thou hast brought us up out of a land 
flowing with milk and honey, to kill us in the desert, that 
14 thou wouldst make thyself a prince over us? Moreover, 
thon hast not brought us into a land flowing with milk and 
honey, or given us inheritance of fields and vineyards. 
Wilt thon put out the eyes of these men? We will not 
is come up.” And Moses was very angry, and said to Jehovah, 
“Respect not thou their offermg! Not one ass have I 
taken away from them, nor have I injured one of them.” 
i6 And Moses said to “Sarr “ Be thou and all thy company 
17 before Jehovah, thou, and they, aud Aaron, to-morrow; and 
take every man his censer, and put incense on them, and 
bring ye before Jchovah every man his censer, two hundred 
and fifty censers; thou also, and Aaron, each of you his 
is censer.”” And they took every man his censer, and put fire 
in them, and laid incense on them, and stood at the door of 
19 the tent of meeting with Moses and Aaron. And Korah 
gathered all the congregation against them, to the door of 
the tent of mecting ; ‘and the glory of Ichovah appeared to 
20 all the congregation. And Jehovah spake to Moscs, and to 
21 Jaron, saying, “ Separate yourselves from among this con- 
22 eregation, that I may consume them in a moment.” And 
they fell upon their faces, and said, ““O God, the God of the 
spirits of all flesh, shall one man sin, and Sak thou be wroth 
23 with all the congregation?” Again Jchovah spake to Moses, 
as saying, “Speak to the congregation, saying, ‘Go ye up 
from about the tabernacle of Kor: ah, Dathan, and Abiram,? ” 
25 And Moses rose up, and went to Dathan and Abiram ; 
26 and the elders of Isracl followed him. And he spake 
to the congregation, saying, “Depart, I pray you, from 
the tents of these wicked men, and touch: nothing of 
27 theirs lest ye be consumed in all their sins’? So ‘they 
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went up from the tabernacle of Korah, Dathan, and Abiram, 
on every side; and Dathan and Abiram came out, and stood 
in the door of their tents, and their wives, and their sons, 
and their little children. And Moses said, “By this ye 2s 
shall know that Jehovah hath sent me to do all these works ; 
that [have not done them of my own mind. If these men 29 
dic as all other men die, or if they be punished as all other 
men are punished; then Jehovah hath not sent me: but if 30 
Jehovah make a new thing, and the ground open her mouth, 
and swallow them up, with all that belong to them, and they 
go down alive into the grave ; then ye shall know that these 
men have despised Jehovah.” And it came to pass when 31 
he had made an end of speaking all these words, that the 
ground clave asunder that was under them ; and the carth 32 
opened her mouth, and swallowed them, and their families, and 
all the men who were jomed with Korah, and all their goods. 
They, and all that delonged to them, went down alive into 33 
the grave, and the earth closed upon them; and they per- 
ished from among the congregation. And all the Israelites 34 
who were round abont them fled at their ery: for they said, 

“ Lest the carth swallow us up a/so.”” And there came out 35 
a fire from Jehovah, and consumed the two hundred and 
fifty men that offered incense. 

And Jehovah spake to Moses, saying, “ Speak to Eleazar 37 
the son of Aaron the priest, that he take up the censers out 
of the burning, and seatter thou the fire abroad ; for these 3s 
sinners have hallowed the censers by their deaths. And 
make them into broad plates for a covering of the altar; for 
they offered them before Jehovah, therefore they are hal- 
lowed; and they shall be a sign to the clildren of Israel.” 
So Eleazar the priest took the brazen censers, with which 39 
they who were burnt had offered; and they were made into 
broad plates for a covering to the altar, ¢o de a memorial to 40 
the children of Isracl, that no stranger, who is not of the 
seed of Aaron should approach to offer incense before Jeho- 
vah; that he be not as Korah, and as Ins company: as 
Jehovah had said to Inm by Moses. 

Yet, on the morrow, ali the congregation of the children 41 
of Isracl murmured against Moses and against Aaron, saying, 
“Ye have killed the people of Jchovah.” And it came to 42 
pass when the congregation was gathered together against 
Moses and against Aaron, that they turned toward the tent 
of meeting: and, lo, the cloud covered it, and the glory of 
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43 Jchovah appeared. And Moses and Aaron eae before the 
44 tent of mecting. And Jehovah spake to Moses, saying, 
45 “Go ye up from the midst of this congregation, and I will 
consume them in a moment.’ And they fell on their faces. 
46 And Moses said to Aaron, “Take a ecenser, and put in 
it fire from off the altar, and put on incense, and go quickly 
to the congregation, and make an atonement for them: for 
wrath is gone forth from Jehovah; the plague 1s begun. 
47 And Aaron took «@ censer, as Moses commanded, and ran 
into the midst of the congregation ; and, lo, the plague was 
begun among the people; so he put on incense, and made 
4s an atonement for the people. And he stood between the 
49 dead and the living; and the plague was stayed. Now they 
who died of the plague were fourteen thousand and seven 
50 hundred, beside those who died in the affair of Korah. And 
Aaron returned to Moses, to the door of the tent of meeting, 
when the plague was stayed. 





1 CHAP. XVIT.—And Jchovah spake to Moses, saying, 
2 “Speak to the children of Israel, and take from every one of 
them a staff, according to the house of their fathers, from all 
their princes, according to the house of their fathers, twelve 
3 staves: write thou every man’s name upon his staff. And 
the name of Aaron thon shalt write upon the staff of Levi: 
for each staff shall be for the head of the house of their: 
4 fathers. And thou shalt lay them up in the tent of meeting, 
5 before the testimonials, where I meet with you. And it shall 
come to pass that the staff of that man, whom I choose, 
shall blossom, that 1 may cause to ecase from me the mur-. 
murings of the children of Israel, which they murmur against 
6 you.” And Moses spake to the children of Israel; and all 
their princes gave him a staff, a staff for each prinec, aceord- 
ing to their fathers’ houses, twelve staves: and the staff of 
7 Aaron was among their staves. Then Moses laid up the 
s staves before Jehovah in the tent of the testimomals. And 
it came to pass that on the morrow, Moses went into the 
tent of the testimonials; and, lo, the staff of Aaron, for the 
house of Levi, had budded, and brought forth buds, and 
9 produced blossoms, and yielded almonds. And Moses 
brought out all the staves from before Jehovah to all the 
children of Isracl: and they looked, and took every man his 
10 staff. Then Jchovah said to Moses, “ Bring Aaron’s staff 
again before the testimonials, to be kept for a sign to the 
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rebels; that thou mayest entirely take away their murmur- 
ings from me, that they die not.” And Moses did as Je- 11 
hovah commanded him; so he did. 

And the children of iene spake to Moses, saying, “ Lo, 12 
we expire, we perish, we all perish! Every one who cometh 13 
even near to the tabernacle of Jehovah dies! Must we all 
expire °? CHAP. XVII.—Then Jehovah said to Aaron, 

“Thou, and thy sons, and thy father’s house with thice, shall 
bear the iniquity of the s sanctuary; and thou and thy sons 
with thee shall bear the iniquity of your priesthood. And 
thy brethren also, the tribe of Levi, the tribe of thy father, 
thou shalt take with thee, that they may be joined to thee, 
and minister to thee. Thou indeed, and thy sons with thee 
shall minister before the tent of ‘ee testimonials; and they 3 
shall keep thy charge, and the charge of all the tent: but 
they shall not come “nigh the utensils of the sanetuary and 
the altar, that neither they nor ye dic. And they shall be 4 
jomed to thee, and keep the charge of the tent of meeting 
for all the service of the tabernacle: and a stranger shall 
not come nigh to you. But ye shall keep the charge of the s 

sanctuary, sail the charee of the altar; that there bes no more 
wrath against the children of Israel. For , lo, I have taken 
your brethren the Levites from among the children of Israel, 
a gift to you, given to Jehovah, to do the service of the tent 
of meeting. But thou and thy sons with thee shall keep 
your priesthood for every thing about the altar, and within 
the veil; and ye shall serve: the priesthood I give fo you as 
a gift; and the stranger that cometh nigh shall be put to. 
death.” 

And Jehovah spake to Aaron, “Lo, I also give to thee s 
the charge of my heave-offcrings of all the hallowed things 
of the children of Isracl; to thee I give them, the portion 
of thyself and thy sons, by a perpetual statute. This shall 9 
be thine of the most holy things, reserved from the fire: 
Every offering of theirs, every meal-offering of theirs, and 
every sin- offering of theirs, and every trespass- -offering of 
theirs, which they shall render to me, shall be most holy for 
thee and for thy sons. In the most holy place thou shalt eat 10 
it; every male may eat of it: it shall be holy to thee. And 1 
this is thine: the heave-offering of thei gift, with all the 
wayve-offerings of the children of Israel: I give them to thee, 
and to thy sons, and to thy daughters with thee, by a per- 
petual statute: every one who is elean in thy house may cat

of it. All the best of the oil, and all the best of the wine, 
and of the wheat, the first-fruits of them, which they shall 
offer to Jehovah, these I give to thee. Whatsoever is first ripe 
in the land, which they shall bring to Jehovah, shall be thine: 
every one who is elean in thy house may eat of it. Every 
thing devoted m Israel shall be thine. Every thing that 
openeth the womb of all flesh, which they offer to Jchovah, 
both of men and of beasts, shall be thie: but the first-born 
of man thou shalt surely redeem, and the first-born of un- 
elean beasts thou shalt redeem. And those that are redeemed 
from the age of one month, thou shalt redeem according to 
thy valuation, at five shekels, according to the shckel of the 
sanctuary, which is twenty gerahs. But the firstling of a 
cow, or the firstling of a sheep, or the firstling of a goat, 
thou shalt not redeem; they are holy: thou shalt sprinkle 
their blood npon the altar, and shalt burn their fat an offer- 
ing made by fire, an aeeeptable odour to Jehovah. And the 
flesh of them shall be thine, as the wave-breast and as the 
night shoulder it shall be thine. All the heave-offerings of 
the holy things, whieh the children of Israel offer to Jehovah, 
I give to thee and thy sons, and thy daughters with thee, 
by a perpetual statute; a perpetual covenant of salt before 
Jehovah to thee, and to thy seed with thee.” 

And Jehovah said to Aaron, “Thou shalt have no mheri- 
tance in their land, nor shalt thou have any portion among 
them: J am thy portion, and thine inheritance, among the 
children of Israel. And, lo, I give to the cluldren of Levi 
ail the tithes m Isracl as an inheritance, for their service 
which they serve, the serviee of the tent of mecting. For 
the children of Israel must not henceforth come nigh the 
tent of meeting, lest they bear sin and dic. But the Levites 
shall do the service of the tent of meeting, and they shall 
bear their imquity. Jt shall be a perpetual statute through- 
out your generations, that among the children of Israel they 
shall have no inheritanee. But the tithes of the children of 
Israel, which they offer as a heave-offering to Jehovah, I give 
to the Levites to nhent: therefore I have said of them, 
‘Among the eluldren of Israel they shall have no inheri- 
tance.’”? And Jehovah spake to Moses, saying, “Speak to 
the Levites, and say to them, ‘When ye take of the children 
of Isracl the tithes, which I give to you from them for your 
inheritance, then ye shall offer up a heave-offcring of it to 


27 Jchovah, a tithe of the tithe. And ¢his your heave-offering 
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shall be reckoned to you as the corn from the threshing-floor, 
and as the fulness of the wine-press. Thus ye also shall 
offer a heave-offcring to Jehovah of all your tithes which ye 
receive of the children of Israel; and of them ye shall give 
the heave-offering of Jehovah to Aaron the priest. Of all 29 
your gifts ye shall offer every heave-offering of Jehovah, of 
all the best of them, the part of them which is hallowed. 
Therefore thou shalt say to them, ‘When ye have heaved 
the best part of it, then it shall be counted to the Levites as 
the prodnee of the threshing-floor, and as the produce of the 
wine-press. And ye may eat it in any place, ye and your 21 
households: for it is your reward for ycur service in the tent 
of meeting. And ye shall bear no sin on account of it, when 32 
ye have heaved from it the best of it; nor shall ye pollute 
the holy things of the children of Israel, and dic.’ ” 
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CHAP. XIX.—And Jehovah spake to Moses, and to 1 
Aaron, saying, “This is an ordinance of the law which Je- 2 
hovah hath commanded, saying, ‘Speak to the children of 
Isracl, that they bring to thee a red heifer, in which is 
no spot, without blemish, upon which a yoke never 
came. And ye shall give her to Eleazar the priest, who 
shall take her forth without the camp, and one shall slay 
her before his face. Then Elecazar the priest shall take 4 
some of her blood with his finger, and sprinkle some of her 
blood directly before the tent of inceting seven times. And 
one shall burn the heifer in his sight ; her skin, and her flesh, 
and her blood, with her dung, shall he burn. And the 6 
priest shall take eedar-wood, and hyssop, and scarlet thread, 
and cast them into the midst of the fire in which the heifer 
is burnmg. Then the pricst shall wash his clothes, and he 7 
shall bathe his body in water, and after that he shall come 
into the camp, and the priest shall be unclean until the even- 
ing. He also who burncth the heifer shall wash his clothes s 
in water, and bathe his body in water, and shall be unclean 
until the evening. Then one who is clean shall gather up 
the ashes of the heifer, and lay ¢hem wp without the camp 
in a clean place, and they shall be kept for the congregation 
of the children of Israel, for a water of impurity: it is a 
purification from sin. And he who gathereth up the ashes 
of the heifer shall wash his clothes, and be unclean until 
the evening. Now this shall be to the children of Israel, 
and to the stranger that sojourncth among them, a perpetual 
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statute. He that toucheth the dead hody of any one shall 
be unclean seven days. Ie shall purify himself with it on 
the third day, and on the seventh day he shall be clean: but 
if he purify not himself on the third day, and on the seventh 
day, he shall not be elean. Whosoever touchcth the dead 
body of any one that is dead, and purifieth not himself, de- 
fileth the tabernacle of Jehovah; and that person shall be 
cut off from Israel: beeause the water of impurity was not 
sprinkled upon lim, he shall be unclean: Ins uncleanness is 
yet upon him. 

And this is the law when any one dicth ina tent: All who 
come into the tent, and all who are in the tent, shall be un- 
clean seven days. And every open vessel, wich hath no 
covering bound upon it, shall be unelean. And whosoever 
toucheth one that is slain with a sword in the open fields, or 
a dead body, or a bone of a man, or a grave, shall be unclean 
seven days. And for the purification of an unelean person, 
let them take some of the ashes of the burnt heifer of puri- 
fication from sin, and Iet running water be put to them ina 
vessel; then let a clean person take hyssop, and dip it in 
the water, and sprinkle z¢ upon the tent, and upon all the 
utensils, and upon all the persons that were there, and upon 
him that touched a bone, or one slain, or onc dead, or a 
grave, And the elean person shall sprinkle upon the unclean 
on the third day, and on the seventh day ; and on the seventh 
day he shall purify himself, and wash his clothes, and bathe 
himself in water, and in the evening he shall be clean. But 
the man that shall be unclean, and shall not purify himself, 
that soul shall be cut off ane among the congregation, eee 
eause he hath defiled the sanctuary “of Jehovah : the water 
of impurity hath not been sprinkled upon him; he is un- 
clean. And it shall be a perpetual statute to you, that he 
who sprinkleth the water of impurity, shall wash his clothes ; 
and he who toucheth the water of impurity shall be unelean 
until evening. And whatsoever the unclean person toucheth 
shall be unelean ; and the soul that toucheth it shall be un- 
clean until evening.’ ” 


CHAP. XX.—And the children of Israel, the whole con- 
eregation, came into the desert of Zin, in the first month, 
and the people abode in Kadesh; and there Miriam dicd, 


2 and there she was buried. But there was no water for the 


congregation ; so they gathered themselves together against 
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Moses and against Aaron. And the pcople contended with 3 
Moses, and spake, saying, “ Oh that we had expired when our 
brethren expired before Jehovah! And why have ye brought 4 
up the congregation of Jehovah into this desert, that we and 
our cattle should die here? And why have ye made us to come 5 
up out of Eeypt, to bring us into this evil place? it is not a 
place of sced, or of figs, or of vines, or of pomegranates ; and 
there 1s no water to drink.” And Moses and Aaron went 
from the presence of the assembly to the door of the tent of 
mecting, and they fell upon their faces; and the glory of 
Jchovah appeared to them. And Jchovah spake to Moses, 
saying, “Take the rod, and gather thou the congregation s 
together, thou and Aaron thy brother, and speak ye to the 
rock in their presence, that it give forth its water, and that 
thou mayest brmg forth to them water out of the rock: so 
thou shalt give drink to the congregation and their beasts.” 
Then Moses took the rod from before Jehovah, as he com- 9 
manded him. And Moses and Aaron gathered the assembly 10 
together before the rock, and JZoses said to them, “ Hear 
now, ye rebels, must we bring forth water for you out of this 
rock £7? And Moses lifted up his hand, and with his rod he 
smote the rock twice; and the water came out abundantly: 
and the congregation and their beasts drank. But Jchovah 
said to Moses and Aaron, “ Beeause ye believed me not, to 
sanctify me in the presence of the children of Israel, ye 
shall not bring this congregation into the Jand which I give 
tothem.” his is the water of Menbah [conrrntion] ; be- 
cause the children of Isracl contended with Jchovah, and he 
was sanctified in them. 

And Moses sent messengers from Kadesh to the king of 
Edom, “Thus say thy brethren the Israclites ; ‘Thou knowest 
all the labours that have befallen us; how our fathers went 15 
down into Egypt, how we dwelt. in Egypt a long time, and 
how the Egyptians afflicted us and our fathers: but when we 
cried to Jehovah, he heard our voice, and sent an angel, and 
brought us forth out of Egypt; and, lo, we are in Kadesh, a 
city in the extremity of thy border: Ict us pass, we pray 
thee, through thy land: we will not pass through the fields, 
or through the vineyards, nor will we drink the water of the 
wells: by the king’s way we will go; we will not turn to 
the right hand or to the Icft, until we have passed thy 
borders.’ ” But the Edomite said to him, “ Thou shalt not 
pass by me, lest I come out against thee with the sword.” 
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And the children of Israel said to him, ‘ By the highway we 
will go; and if I and my cattle dmnk of thy water, then I 
will pay for it: Twill only, without doing any thing else, go 
through on my feet.” But he said, “Thou shalt not go 
throngh.” Then the Edomite came out against him with 
much people, and with a strong hand. Thus the Edomite 
refused to give the Israclites a passage through his border: 
wherefore the Israelites turned away from hin. 

And the children of Israel, the whole congregation, 
journeyed from Kadesh, and came to mount Hor. And 
Jchovah spake to Moses and Aaron im mount Hor, on the 
border of the land of Edom, saying, “ Aaron must be 
eathered to his people; for he shall not enter into the land 
which I give to the eluldren of Israel, because ye rebelled 
against my word at the waters of Membah. Take Aaron 
and Eleazar his son, and bring them up to mount Ilor; and 
strip Aaron of his garments, and put them upon Eleazar his 
son; and Aaron shall be gathered to his people, and shall 
die there.’ And Moses did as Jehovah commanded ; and 
they went up to mount Hor, in the sight of all the congre- 
cation. And Moses stripped Aaron of his garments, and 
put them upon Klcazar his son; and Aaron died there on 
the top of the mountam; and Moses and Eleazar came 
down from the mountain. And when all the congregation 


saw that Aaron had expired, all the house of Israel moumed 
for Aaron thirty days. 


CHAP. XXI.—Now the Canaanite, the king of Arad, who 
dwelt in the south, heard that the Israchtes were coming by 
the way of Atharim; and he fought against the Israclites, 
and took some of them prisoners. And the Israclites 
vowed a vow to Jehovah, and said, “If thon wilt indeed 
deliver this people into my hand, then I will devote their 
cities.’ And Jehovah hearkened to the voice of the 
Israclites, and dehvered the Canaanites into their hand; and 
they deveted them and their cities: so the name of the 
place was called Hormah [tHE DEVoTED PLACE]. 

Then they journeyed from mount Hor, by the way of the 
Red Sea, to go round the land of Edom: and the soul of the 
people was dispirited because of the way. And the people 
spake against God, and agamst Moses, ‘Why have ye 
brought us up out of Egypt, to die in the desert? for 
there is no bread, and there is no water; and our soul loatheth 
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this very light bread.’ And Jehovah sent fiery serpents 6 
among the people, and they bit the people; so that much 
people of the Israelites died. Therefore the people came to 7 
Moses, and said, ‘‘ We have sinned, for we have spoken 
against Jchovah, and against thee ; pray to Jehovah, that he 
may take away the serpents from us.” And Moses prayed 
for the people. And Jehovah said to Moses, “ Make thee a s 
fiery serpent, and sect it upon a pole; and it shall come to 
pass that every one who is bitten, when he looketh upon it, 
shall live.” So Moses made a serpent of brass, and put it 9 
upon a pole: and it came to pass that if a serpent had 
bitten any man, when he beheld the serpent of brass, he 
lived. 

And the ehildren of Israel journeyed, and encamped in 10 
Oboth. And they journeyed from Oboth, and encamped at 11 
Tje-abarim, in the desert which 1s before Moab, toward 
the sun-rising. Thence they journeyed, and encamped in 12 
the valley of Zared. Thence they journeyed, and encamped 13 
by the side of Arnon, which flows through the desert 
coming out of the coasts of the Amorites: for Arnon is the 
boundary of the Moabites, between the Moabites and the 
Amorites. Wherefore it is said in the Book of the Wars of 14 
Jchovah, 

“Te showed himself in a tempest, 

And the torrents of Arnon ; 
And he poured forth the torrents that turn to Shebeth-ar, 15 
And lean on the border of Moab.” 

And thenee they journeyed to Beer: that is the well 16 
where Jehovah spake to Moses, ‘ Gather the people 
together, and I will give them water.”’?’ Then the Israelites 17 
sang this song ; 

‘Spring up, O well; sing ye to it: 
Well, which the princes digged, 
Which the nobles of the people digged, 
Digging with their staves.” 

And from the desert they journeyed to Mattanah ; and 19 
from Mattanah to Nahaliel ; and from Nahalicl to Bamoth ; 
and from Bamoth a the valley, that is in the country of 20 
Moab, to the top of Pisgah, which looketh towards Jeshi- 
mon. 

And Isracl sent messengers to Sihon, king of the 21 
Amorites, saying, “ Let me pass through thy land ; we will 22 
not turn into the fields, or the vineyards ; we will not drink 
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of the water of the well: we will go along by the king’s 
23 highway, until we be past thy borders.” But Sihon would 
not suffer the Israclites to pass through his border. So Sihon 
eathered all his people together, and went out against the 
Israclites into the desert ; and he came to Jahaz, and fought 
24 against the Israelites. And the Israelites smote im with 
the edge of the sword, and took possession of his land from 
the Arnon to the Jabbok, even to the children of Ammon: 
25 for the border of the children of Ammon was strong. And 
the Israclites took all these cities ; and the Israelites dwelt 
in all the citics of the Amorites, in Heshbon, and in all its 
26 villages. Tor Heshbon was the city of Sihon, the king of 
the Amorites, who had fought against the former king of 
Moab, and taken all his land out of his hand, even to the 
Arnon. Wherefore the pocts have said, 
“Come to Heshbon, Iect it be rebuilt, 
Let the city of Sihon be repaired : 
2S For a fire went forth from Heshbon, 
A flame from the city of Sihon: 
It consumed Ar of Moab, 
The lords of Bamoth-Arnon. 
Alas for thee, Moab ! 
Thou art undone, O people of Chemosh : 
He gave up his sons to flight, 
And his daughters to captivity, 
To Sihon king of the Amorites. 
30 And their sown ficlds Heshbon destroyed unto Dibon, 
Their fallow fields unto Nophah, which reacheth to Me- 
deba.” 
31 Thus the Israelites dwelt in the land of the Amorites. 
32 And Moses sent men to spy out Jazer; and they took its 
33 villages, and drove out the Amontes who were there. And 
they turned, and went up by the way to Bashan: and Og 
the king of Bashan went out against them, he and all his 
people, to battle at Edrei. And Jehovah said to Moses, 
“Fear him not: for I have delivered him into thy hand, 
and all his people, and his land; and thou shalt do to 
him as thou didst to Sihon king of the Amorites, who 
dwelt at Heshbon.” So they smote him, and his sons 
andl all his people, until there was none left to him alive, 
and they took possession of his land. CHAP. XXII.— 
And the children of Israel journeyed, and encamped in the 
plains of Moab, on the side of the Jordan opposite to Jericho. 
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And Balak, the son of Zippor, saw all that the Israelites 
had done to the Amorites. And the Moabites were greatly 
afraid of the people, beeause they were numerous: and the 
Moabites were distressed because of the children of Israel. 
And the Moabites said to the elders of Midian, “ This mul- 
titude will now hek up all around us, as the ox heketh up 
the grass of the field.’ Now Balak, the son of Zippor, was 
king of the Moabites at that time. And he sent messengers 
to Balaam, the son of Beor, to Pethor, which is by the river 
of the land of the children of Ammon, to invite him, saying, 
“ Lo, there is a people come out from Egypt; and, lo, they 
cover the face of the land, and they are set down over 
against me. Come now, therefore, I pray thee, eurse for 
me this people, for they are too mighty for me: perhaps I 
shall be able to smite them, and to dnve them out of the 
land: for I know that he whom thou blessest is blessed, and 
he whom thou cursest is eursed.’””? And the elders of Moab, 
and the elders of Midian departed, with the rewards of divi- 
nation in their hands; and they came to Balaam, and spake 
to him the words of Balak. And he said to them, ‘“ Lodge 
here this night, and I will brmg you an answer, as Jehovah 
shall speak to me.’ So the princes of Moab abode with 
Balaam. 

And God came to Balaam, and said, ‘ Who are these men 
that are with thee?” And Balaam said to God, “ Balak, the 
son of Zippor, king of Moab, hath sent to me, saying, ‘ Lo, 
a people is come out of Egypt, who cover the face of the 
land: now then come, curse them for me; perhaps I shall be 
able to overcome them, and to drive them out.’”? And God 
said to Balaam, “ Thou shalt not go with them ; thou shalt 
not cwrse the people: for they are blessed.” And Balaam 
rose up in the morning, and said to the princes of Balak, 
“ Go ye to your own land: for Jehovah refuscth to permit me 
to go with you.” And the princes of Moab rose up, and 
they went to Balak, and said, “ Balaam refuscth to come 
with us.” 

And Balak sent yet again princes, more, and more hon- 
ourable than they. And they eame to Balaam, and said to 
him, “ Thus saith Balak, the son of Zippor, ‘ Refrain not, I 
pray thee, from commg to me: For [ will greatly honour 
thee, and I will do whatsoever thou sayest to me. Come, 
therefore, I pray thee, curse for me this people” And 
Balaam answered and said to the servants of Balak, “If 
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Balak would give me his house full of silver and gold, I 
cannot go beyond the word of Jehovah my God, by doing 
what is little or great. Yet, now, I pray you, remain ye 
also here this night, that I may know what more Jchovah 
will say to me.” And God came to Balaam at night, and 
said to him, “ Sinee the men have come to invite thee, nse 
up, and go with them; but yet the word whieh I shall say 
to thee, that shalt thou do.” And Balaam rose up in the 
morning, and saddled his ass, and went with the princes of 
Moab. And the anger of God was kindled because he went ; 
and an angel of Jehovah stood in the way to oppose him. 
Now he was riding upon his ass, and his two servants were 
with him. And the ass saw the angel of Jehovah standing 
in the way, and his sword drawn in his hand; and the ass 
turned aside out of the way, and went into the field; and 


: Balaam smote the ass, to turn her mto the way. But the 


angel of Jehovah stood in a narrow path between two vine- 
yards, a wall being on this side and a wall on that side. 
And when the ass saw the angel of Jehovah, she pressed 


against the wall, and crushed Balaam’s foot against the wall; 


and he smote her again. And the angel of Jehovah went 
further, and stood in a plaee so narrow that there was no 
room to turn, cither to the right hand or to the left. And 
when the ass saw the angel of Jchovah, she fell down under 
Balaam ; and Balaam’s anger was kindled, and he smote the 
ass with a staff. And Jehovah opened the mouth of the 
ass; and she said to Balaam, “ What have I done to thee, 
that thou hast smitten me these three times?” And Balaam 
said to the ass, “ Because thou hast moeked me: I would 
there were a sword in my hand, for now would I kill thee.” 
And the ass said to Balaam, “Am I not thine ass, upon 
which thon hast ridden ever since I was thine to this day? 
Have I ever been accustomed to do so to thee?’?? And he 
said, “No.” Then Jchovah opened the eyes of Balaam, 
and he saw the angel of Jehovah standing in the way, and 
his sword drawn in his hand; and he bowed his head, and 
fell down on his face. And the angel of Jehovah said to 
him, “ Wherefore hast thou smitten thine ass these three 
times? lo, I went out to oppose thee, because thy way is 
perverse before me: and the ass saw me, and turned from 
me these three times; unless she had turned from me, 
surely now I had slain thee indeed, and saved her alive.” 
And Balaam said to the angel of Jehovah, “I have sinned ; 
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for I knew not that thou stoodest in the way against me: 
now, therefore, if 1t displease thee, I will return.” And the 35 
angel of Jehovah said to Balaam, “Go with the men: but 
speak only the word that I shall speak to thee.” So Balaam 
went with the princes of Balak. 

And when Balak heard that Balaam was come, he went 36 
out to mect him, to a city of Moab, which is near the boun- 
dary of Arnon, in the extreme boundary of the land of Moab. 
And Balak said to Balaam, “ Did I not earnestly send to 37 
thee to invite thee ? wherefore camest thou not to me? am I 
not able indeed to honour thee?” And Balaam said to 3s 
Balak, “ Lo, Lam come to thee: have I now any power at 
all to say any thing? the word that God putteth into my 
mouth, that I must speak.” 

And Balaam went with Balak, and they came to Kirjath- 39 
huzoth. And Balak slew oxen and sheep, and sent portions so 
to Balaam, and to the princes that were with him. And on 41 
the morrow, Balak took Balaam, and brought him up to the 
high places of Baal, that thence he might sce the extreme, 
part of the people. CHAP. XXIII. And Balaam said to 
Balak, “‘ Build me here seven altars, and prepare me here 
seven oxen and seven rams.” And Balak did as Balaam had 
spoken; and Balak and Balaam offered on every altar a 
bullock anda ram. And Balaam said to Balak, “ Stand by 
thy burnt-offermgs, and I will go; perhaps Jehovah will 
come t meet me: and whatsoever he shewceth me I will tell 
thee.’ Then he went to a high place. And God met 
Balaam ; and he said to him, “I have prepared seven altars, 
and I have offered upon every altar a bulloek and a ram.” 
And Jehovah put a word in Balaam’s mouth, and said, “ Re- 
turn to Balak, and thus thou shalt speak.” And he returned 
to him; and, lo, he was standing by his burnt-offerings, he, 
and all the prinees of Moab. And he took up his parable 
and said, 

“From Aram hath Balak brought me, 

The king of Moab, from the mountains of the Kast ; 
saying, 

‘Come, curse for me Jacob, 

And come, execrate Israel.’ 

Ilow shall I curse, whom God hath not cursed ? g 

Or how shall I excerate, whom Jchovah hath not exe- 
erated ? 

When from tk e top of the rocks I see them, 9 
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And from the hills I look at them : 
Lo! a people who shall dwell alone, 
And who shall not be reckoned among the nations! 
10 Who can count the dust of Jacob, 
And the number of the fourth part of Israel ? 
May I die the death of the righteous, 
And may my end be hke theirs ! ”’ 
1 ~=©6 Then Balak said to Balaam, “ What hast thou done to me? 
I brought thee to curse my enemies, and, lo, thou hast 
12 greatly blessed them.” And he answered and said, “ Must 
I not be eareful to speak that which Jehovah hath put into 
i3 my mouth?” And Balak said to him, “Come, I pray thee, 
with me to another place, whence thou mayest see them ; 
thou canst sec but the extreme part of them, and canst not 
14 sce them all; and eurse them for me thenee.” So he 
brought him to the ficld of Zophim, to the top of Pisgah, 
and built seven altars, and offered a bullock and a ram on 
15 every altar. Then Balaam said to Balak, “Stand here by 
thy burnt-offermgs, while I go yonder to meet Jehovah.” 
i6 And Jehovah met Balaam, and put a word into his mouth 
17 and said, “Go again to Balak, and thus speak.” And when 
he came to him, lo, he was standing by his burnt-offcrings, 
and the princes of Moab with him. And Balak said to him, 
is “What hath Jchovah spoken?” And he took up his 
parable, and said, 
“Rise up, Balak, and hear ; 
Hearken to me, thou son ef Zippor. 
19 God is not a man, that he should lic; 
Or the son of man, that he should repent. 
Hath he said, and shall he not do i¢ 2 
Hath he spoken, and shall he not perform z¢ 2 


20 Lo, I am commanded to bless ; 
And he hath blessed, and I cannot reverse it. 
21 We beholdeth no sorrow in Jacob, 


Neither doth he see trouble in Israel. 
Jehovah their God is with them, 
And the shout of a king is among them, 


22 God brought them out of Egypt: 
As the strength of the buffalo is he to them. 
23 Surely there is no enchantnent in Jacob, 


Nor is there any divination in Israel : 
At the appointed time it shall be told to Jacob, 
And to Israel, what God is about to do! 


269 NUMBERS XXIV. 


Lo! the people shall rise up as a lioness, 24 
And as a young hon shall lift themselves up: 

He shall not he down until he eat of the prey, 

And drink the blood of the slain.” 

And Balak said to Balaam, “ Neither curse them at all, 25 
nor bless them at all”? But Balaam answered and said to 26 
Balak, ‘Spake I not to thee, saying, ‘All that Jehovah 
speaketh that I must do??” 

And Balak said to Balaam, “ Come, I pray thee, let me 27 
take thee to another place: peradventure it will please God 
that thou mayest curse them for me thence.” So Balak 2s 
brought Balaam to the top of Peor, that lookcth toward 
Jeshimon. And Balaam said to Balak, ‘* Build for me here 29 
seven altars, and prepare for me here seven bullocks and 
seven yams.’ And Balak did as Balaam had said, and 30 
offered a bullock and a ram on every altar. CILAP. XXIV. 
And when Balaam saw that it pleased Jehovah to bless 1 
Isracl, he went not, as at other times, to seek for enchant- 
ments, but he set his face toward the desert. And Balaam 2 
lifted up his eyes, and saw the Israclites encamped accord- 
ing to their tribes; and the spirit of God came upon him. 
And he took up his parable, and said, 3 

«‘ Balaam the son of Beor saith, 

And the man whose eyes are open saith, 

He saith who hath heard the words of God, 4 
Who hath seen the vision of the Almighty, 

Falling into a trance, but having his eyes open: 


‘Tow beautiful are thy tents, O Jacob ! 5 
And thy tabernacles, O Israel ¢ 
As the valleys are they spread forth, 6 


As gardens by the river’s side, 

As lign-aloes which Jehovah hath planted, 
As cedars beside the waters. 

Waters shall flow from his wn, 

And his seed shall be mn many waters, 
And his king shall be higher than Agag, 
And his kingdom shall be exalted. 

God brought him out of Egypt ; 8 
As the strength of the buffalo is he to hin. 

He shall eat up the nations his enemies, 

And shall break their bones, 

And pieree them through with his arrows. 

He couchcth, he lieth down as a hon, 9 
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And as a honess: who shall rouse him ? 
Blessed is he that blesseth thice, 
And cursed ts he that curseth thee.’ ” 

10 © Then Balak’s anger was kindled against Balaam, and he 
smote his hands together: and Balak said to Balaam, “I 
invited thee to curse my enemies, and, lo, thou hast greatly 

11 blessed them these three times. Therefore now flee thou 
to thy own place: I said I would greatly honour thee ; but, 

12 lo, Jehovah hath kept thee back from honour’? And 
Balaam said to Balak, “Spake I not also to thy messengers 

13 Whom thou sentest to me, saying, ‘If Balak would give me 
Ins house full of silver and of gold, I cannot go beyond the 
commandment of Jehovah, to do either good or ,bad of my 

140wn mind; what Jehovah saith, that must [ speak ?? And 
now, lo, I go to my own people: come, let me advise thee 

15 of what this people will hereafter do to thy people.” And 
he took up his parable and said, 

 Balaam the sou of Beor saith, 
And the man whose eyes are open saith, 

16 IIe saith who hath heard the words of God, 

And hath known the knowledge of the Most High, 
Who hath seen the vision of the Alnighty, 
Falling into a trance, but having Ins eyes open: 
17 ‘I sce him, but not now; 
I behold him, but not nigh: 
A star proceeding from Jacob, 
And a sceptre rising out of Israel, 
And it shall smite the corners of Moab, 
And destroy all the sons of Sheth. 

18 And Edom shall be a possession, 

And Sei shall be a possession of his enemies, 
And Israel shall do vahantly. 
19 And one sprung from Jacob shall rule, 
And he shall destroy him that remaineth of the city.” 
And he looked on Aimalek, and took up his parable, and 
said, 
“The first of the nations is Amalek ; 
Yet its latter end will be utter destruction.” 
2. And he looked on the Kenites, and took up his parable, 
and said, 
‘Strong is thy dwelling-place, 
And thou puttest m a rock thy nest. 
Nevertheless the Kenite shall be destroyed, 
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Until Ashur shall carry thee away captive.” 
And he took up his parable, and said, 
“ Alas, who shall be preserved when he docth this ? 
For ships shall come from the coast of Chittim, 
And they will afflict Ashur, and they will afflict Eber, 
And he also shall be utterly destroyed.” 
Then Balaam rose up, and went and returned to his place: 
and Balak also went his way. 


CHAP. XXV.—Now while the Israelites abode in Setim, 
the people profaned themselves by committting fornication 
with the daughters of Moab, who invited the people to the 
sacrifices of their gods ; and the people ate, and bowed down 
to their gods. And the Israelites joined themselves to Baal- 
Peor; and the anger of Jehovah was kindled against the 
Israchtes. And Jehovah said to Moses, “ Take all the chiefs of 
the people with thee, and order them to slay those men 
who hare jomed themselves to Baal-Peor, and hang them up 
before Jchovah against the sun, that the fieree anger of 
Jehovah may be turned away from Israel.” And Moses said 
to the judges of Israel, “Slay ye every one his men who 
have joined themselves to Baal-Peor.” And, lo, one of the 
eluldren of Israel came, and brought to lis brethren a Mi- 
dianitish woman, in the sight of Moses, and in the sight of 
all the congregation of the children of Israel, who were 
weeping before the door of the tent of meeting. And when 
Phinehas the son of Eleazar, the son of Aaron the priest, saw 
it, he rose up from among the congregation, and took a 
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javelin in his hand; and he followed the man of Israel into s 


the tent, and thrust both of them through, the man of 
Isracl, and the woman, in her belly. So the plague was 


stayed from the children of Israel. And those who died in 9 


the plague were twenty-four thousand. 

And Jchovah spake to Moses, saying, “ Phinehas the son 
of Eleazar, the son of Aaron the priest, hath turned my 
wrath away from the children of Isracl, by being jealous for 
me among them, that I mght not consume the ebildren of 
Isracl in my jealousy. Wherefore, say, ‘ Lo, I make with him 
a covenant of peace; and it shall be to him, and to his seed 
after him, a covenant of a perpetual priesthood ; beeanse he 
was jealous for his God, and made an atonement for the 
children of Israel.’”? Now the name of the Israclite who was 
slain, (who was slain with the Midianitish woman,) was 
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Zimri, the son of Salu, a prince of a family among the 

15 Simeonites. And the name of the Midiamtish woman who 
was slain was Cozbi, the daughter of Zur; chief of a pcople, 
of a family in Midian. 

17. And Jehovah spake to Moses, saying, “ Distress the 

is Midianites, and smite them; for they have distressed you 
by their wiles, with which they have begmled you, im the 
affair of Peor, and in the affair of Cozbi, their sistcr, the 
daughter of a prince of Midian, who was slain in the day 
of the plague, on account of Peor.”’ 


1 CILTAP. XXVI.—Now after the plague, Jchovah spake to 
Moses, and to Kleazar the son of Aaron the priest, saying, 

2 Take ye the swn of all the congregation of the children of 
Israel, from the age of twenty years and upward, according to 
the house of their fathers, all who are able to go forth to war 

3 mm Israel.”? So Moses and Eleazar the priest spake to them in 
the plains of Moab, by the Jordan opposite to Jericho, 

4 saying, Take the sum of the people from the age of twenty 
years and upward, as Jchovah commanded Moses. 

Now the children of Isracl, who had come forth out of the 
sland of Hgypt, were: Reuben, the eldest son of Isracl: 
and the children of Reuben ; Hanoeh, of whom was the 
family of the Hanochites: Pallu, of whom was the family 

6 of the Palluites: Hezron, of whom was the family of the 
Hezronites: Carmi, of whom was the family of the 

7 Carmites. These were the families of the Reubenites: 
and they who were mustered of them were forty-three thou- 

s sand and seven hundred and thiaty.—And the son of Pallu; 

9 Ehab. And the sons of Ehab; Nemucl, Dathan, and 
Abiram. These were the Dathan and Abiram who were 
called of the congregation, who strove agaist Moses and 
against Aaron in the company of Korah, when they strove 

io against Jehovah: and the earth opened her mouth, and 
swallowed them up together with Korah, when that com- 
pany died, the fire devourmg two hundred and fifty men ; 

11 and they became an example. But the children of Korah 
died not. 

12 The sons of Simeon, according to their fambhes: Nemuel, 
of whom was the family of the Nemuelites: Jamin, of whom 
was the family of the Jaminites: Jachin, of whom was the 

13 family of the Jachinites: Zerah, of whom was the family of 
the Zerahites: Shaul, of whom was the family of the 
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Shaulites. These were the familics of the Simeonites, 
twenty-two thousand and two hundred. 

The children of Gad, aceording to their families: Zephon, 
of whoin was the family of the Zephonites : Haggi, of whom 
was the family of the Haggites: Shuni, of whom was the 
family of the Shunites: Ozni, of whom was the family of 
the Oznites: Eri, of whom was the family of the Erites: 
Arod, of whom was the family of the Arodites: Areli, of 
whom was the family of the Arclites. These were the 
familics of the ehildren of Gad, of whom were mustered 
forty thousand and five hundred. 

The sons of Judah were Er and Onan: but Er and Onan 
died in the land of Canaan. And the other sons of Judah 
according to their families were; Shelah, of whom was the 
family of the Shelahites: Pharez, of whom was the family 
of the Pharezites: Zerah, of whom was the family of the 
Zcrahites.—And the sons of Pharez were ; Hezron, of whom 
was the family of the Hezronites: Hamul, of whom was the 
family of the Hamulites. These were the families of Judah, 
of whom were mustered seventy-six thousand and _ five 
hundred. 

The sons of Issaehar, aceording to their families were ; 
Tola, of whom was the family of the Tolaites: Pua, of whom 
was the family of the Punites: Jashub, of whom was the 
family of the Jashubites: Shimron, of whom was the family 
of the Shimronites. These were the families of I[ssachar, 
of whom were mustered sixty-four thousand and_ three 
hundred. 

The sons of Zebulun, according to their families were ; 
Sered, of whom was the family of the Seredites: Elon, of 
whom was the family of the Elonites : Jahleel, of whom was 
the family of the Jahleclites. These were the famihes of 
the Zebulunites, of whom were mustered sixty thousand and 
five hundred. 

The sons of Joseph, according to their families, were 
Manasseh and Ephraim. The sons of Manassch were; 
Machir, of whom was the family of the Machirites; and 
Machir begat Gilead: of Gilead was the family of the 
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Gileadites—These were the sons of Gilead: Jeezer, of 30 


whom was the family of the Jeezerites: Helek, of whom 
was the family of the [Helekites: and Asriel, of whom was 
the family of the Asriclites: and Sheehem, of whom was the 
family of the Shechemites: and Shemida, of whom was the

family of the Shemidaites: and ILepher, of whom was the 

33 family of the Hepherites. And Zelophehad the son of 
Hepher had no sons, but daughters: and the names of the 
daughters of Zelophehad were Mahala, and Noa, Hogla,

whom were mustered fifty-two thousand and seven hundred. 

35 These were the sous of Ephraim, according to their 
families : Shuthelah, of whom was the family of the Shuthe- 
lahites: Becher, of whom was the family of the Becherites : 

sé Tahan, of whom was the family of the Tahanites.—These 
were the sons of Shuthelah: Eran, of whom was the family 

37 of the Eranites. These were the familics of the sons of 
Ephraim, of whom were mustered thirty-two thousand and 
five hundred. These were the sons of Joseph according to 
their families. 

33 The sons of Benjamin, according to their families were ; 
Bela, of whom was the family of the Belaites: Ashbel, of 
whom was the family of the Ashbelites: Ahiram, of whom 

39 was the family of the Ahiramites: Shupham, of whom was 
the family of the Shuphamites: Hupham, of whom was the 

40 family of the Huphamites——And the sons of Bela were 
Ared and Naaman: Ared, of whom was the family of the 
Aredites: and Naaman, of whom was the family of the 

41 Naamites. These were the sons of Benjamin, according to 
their families: of whom were mustered forty-five thousand 
and six hundred. 

42 These were the sons of Dan, according to their families : 
Shuham, of whom was the family of the Shuhamites. These 

43 were the families of Dan, aceording to their families. All the 
families of the Shuhamites, according to those who were 
mustered of them, were sixty-four thousand and four 
hundred. 

44 The sons of Asher, according to their families were ; 
Jimni, of whom was the family of the Jimniutes: Jesui, of 
whom was the family of the Jesuntes: Beriah, of whom 

45 was the family of the Beriahites—Of the sons of Beriah : 
Heber, of whom was the family of the Heberites: Malchiel, 

46 of whom was the family of the Malchielites. And the 

47 name of the daughter of Asher was Sarah. These were the 
families of the sons of Asher, of whom were mustered fifty- 
three thousand and four hundred. 

4g The sons of Naphtali, according to their families were ; 
Jahzecl, of whom was the family of the Jahzeelites: Guni, 
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of whom was the family of the Gumiites: Jezer, of whom 49 
was the family of the Jezerites: Shillem, of whom was the 
family of the Shillemites. These were the families of 50 
Naphtali, according to their families: and of them were 
mustered forty-five thousand and four hundred. These were 51 
mustered of the children of Israel, six hundred and one 
thousand, and seven hundred and thirty. 

And Jehovah spake to Moses, saying, ‘‘ Among these the 53 
land shall be divided for an inheritance, aceording to the 
number of names. To many thou shalt give ‘ae ereater 54 
inheritanec, and to few thou shalt give the less inheritance : 
to every one shal] his inheritance et given, according to those 
who were mustered of him. Yet the land shall be divided ss 
by lot : according to the names of the tribes of their fathers 
they shall inherit. According to the lot shall the inheri- 56 
tance he divided between many and few.” 

And these were mustered of the Levites, according to 57 
their famihes: Gershon, of whom was the family of the 
Gershonites: Kohath, of whom was the family of the 
Kohathites: Meran, of whom was the family of the Mera- 
rites. These were the familics of the Levites: the ss 
family of the Libnites, the family of the Hebronites, the 
family of the Mahhtes, the family of the Mushites, the 
family of the Korathites.—And Kohath begat Amram. And 59 
the name of Amram’s wife was Jochabed, a daughter of 
Levi, whom fis wife bare to Levi in Keypt: and she bare to 
Amram, Aaron, and Moses, and Miriam their sister. And 60 
to Aaron was born Nadab, and Abihu, and Elcazar, and 
Ithamar: but Nadab and Abihu died, when they offered #1 
strange fire before Jehovah. And those who were mustered 62 
of them were twenty-three thousand, all males, from the age 
of a month and upward: for they were not mustered among 
the children of Israel, because there was no mbheritanec 
given to them among the children of Israel. These were 63 
mustered by Moses and Eleazar the priest, who mustered 
the children of Israclim the plains of Moab, by the Jordan 
opposite to Jericho. And among these there was not a man 64 
of those whom Moses and Aaron the priest had mustered, 
when they mustered the children of Israel in the desert of 
Sinai: for Jehovah had said of them, “ They shall surely 65 
die in the desert.”? And there was not left a man of them, 
exeept Caleb the son of Jephunnch, and Joshua the son of 
Nun. 
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1 CHAP. XXVII.—Then came the daughters of Zelophe- 
had, the son of Hepher, the son of Gilead, the son of 
Machir, the son of Manassch, of the family of Manassch, 
the son of Joseph, and these were the names of his 
daughters ; Mahala, and Noa, Hogla, Milea, and Tirza. 
And they stood before Moses, and before Eleazar the priest, 
and before the prmecs and all the assembly, at the door of 
the tent of mecting, saying, “ Our father dicd in the desert, 
although he was not in the company of those who gathered 
themselves together against Jchovah im the company 
of Korah; but dicd in his own sin, and had no sons. 
Why should the name of cur father be taken away from 
among his family, because he hath no son? Give to us, 
therefore, a possession among the brethren of our father.” 
And Moses brought their cause before Jehovah. And Je- 
hovah spake to Moses, saying, “The daughters of Zclophe- 
had speak rightly: thou shalt surely give them a possession 
of inheritance among their father’s brethren ; and thou shalt 
cause the inheritance of their father to pass to them. And 
thou shalt speak to the children of Isracl, saying, ‘If a man 
dic, and have no son, then ye shall cause his mheritance to 
pass to his daughter. And if he have uo daughter, then ye 
10 Shall give his mheritance to his brethren. And if he have 
no brethren, then ye shall give his inheritance ‘to his father’s 
brethren. And if his father have no brethren, then ye shall 
give his inheritance to the nearest kinsman of his family, 
and he shall possess it :?”—So this became a statute of law 
to the eluidren of Isracl, as Jehovah had commanded 
Moses. 

And Jchovah said to Moses, ‘‘ Go up this mountain Aba- 
rim, and view the Jand which I give to the children of 
13 Isracl. And when thou hast viewed it thou also shalt be 
eathered to thy people, as Aaron thy brother hath been 
gathered: because, in the desert of Zin, in the strife of the 
congregation, ye rebelled against my commandment, to 
sanctify me at the waters before their cyes. (These were the 
waters of Mecribah, at Kadesh, in the desert of Zin.) 
16 Then Moses spake to Jchovah, saying, “ May Jehovah, the 

God of the spits of all flesh, set a man over the assembly, 
17 who may go out before them, and who may go im before 

them, and who may lead them out, and who may bring them 

in; that the assembly of Jehovah be not as sheep which 
18 have no shepherd!” And Jehovah said to Moses, ‘Take 
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Joshua the son of Nun, a man in whom is the spirit, and 
lay thy hand upon him; and set him before Kleazar the 
priest, and before all the assembly: and give him a charge 
in their sight. And impart to him some of thy honour, 
that all the assembly of the children of Isracl may be obe- 
dient. And he shall stand before Eleazar the priest, who 
shall consult for him, according to the judgmeut of Urim, 
before Jehovah : at his word they shall go out, and at his 
word they shall come im, doth he, and all the children of 
Israel with him, even all the assembly.” And Moses did as 
Jchovah commanded him: and took Joshua, and set him 
before Eleazar the priest, and before all the assembly: and 
he laid his hands upon him, and gave him a charge, as Je- 
hoyah had commanded by Moses, 


CHAP. XXVIII.—And Jehovah spake to Moses, saying, 
“Command the children of Israel, and say to them, ‘My 
offering, my food of the offermgs made by fire, an aceeptable 
odour, ye shall observe to offer to me m their season,’ 

And thou shalt say to them, ‘Thisis the offermg made by 
fire, which ye shall offer to Jehovah ; two lambs of the first 
year without blemish, daily, a perpetual burnt-offering. 
One lamb thou shalt offer m the morning, and the other 
lamb thou shalt offer in the evening, with a tenth part of 
an ephah of fine flour for a meal-offering, mingled with thie 
fourth part of a hin of beaten oil: a perpetual burnt-offering 
which was ordained in mount Sinai, an aceeptable odour, a 
sacrifice made by fire to Jehovah. And its drink-offering 
shall be the fourth part of a hin of wine for each lamb: in 
the holy place thou shalt cause the strong wine to be poured 
out to Jehovah for a drink-offermg. And the other lamb 
thou shalt offer in the evening: with the saine meal-offering 
as in the morning, and with the same drink-offering, thou 
shalt offer it, a sacrifice made by fire, an aceeptable odour to 
Jehovah. 

But on the sabbath day thou shalt offer two lambs of the 
first year without blemish, and two-tenths of an ephah of 
fine flour for a meal-offering, mingled with oil, and its drmk- 
offering ; the burnt-offering of every sabbath, beside the 
perpetual burnt-offering, and its drink-offering. 

And in the beginning of your montlis, ye shall offer a 
burnt-offering to Jehovah ; two young bullocks, and one 
ram, seven lambs of the first year without blemish; and 
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three-tenths of an ephah of fine flour, mingled with oil, a 
meal-offering for one bullock, and two-tenths of an ephah 
of fine flour, mingled with oil, a meal-offering for one ram ; 
and one-tenth of an ephah of fine flour, mingled with oil, 
a meal-offermg for cach lamb, for a burnt-offering, an 
acceptable odour, a sacrifice made by fire to Jehovah. 
And their drink-offerings shall be half a hin of wine for 
a bullock, aud the third part of a hin for a ram, and the 
fourth part of a hin fora lamb. This is the burnt-offering 
of every month throughout the months of the year. And 
one kid of the goats for a sin-offermg to Jehovah shall be 
offered, besides the perpetual burnt-offermg, and its drink- 
offerme. 

And in the first month, on the fourteenth day of the 
month, is the passover of J chovah. 

And on the fifteenth day of this month is a feast: seven 
days shall unleavened bread be caten. On the first day ye 
shall have a holy convocation ; no servile work shall ye do; 
hut ye shall offer a sacrifice made by fire, a burnt-offering to 
Jehovah ; two young bullocks, and one ram, and scven lambs 
of the first year: they shall be to you without blemish ; and 
their ineal-offermg shall be fine flour mingled with oil: 
three-tenths of an ephah shall ye offer for a bullock, and 
two-tenths for a ram; and one-tenth shalt thou offer for 
every lamb of the seven lambs; and one goat for a sin-offer- 
ing, to make an atonement for you. Beside the burnt-offer- 
ing in the morning, which is for a perpetual burnt-offering, 
ye shall offer these. Thus ye shall offer daily, throughout 
the seven days, the food of the sacrifice made by fire, all 
acceptable odonr to Jehovah: it shall be offered beside the 
perpetual burnt-offermg, and its drink-offering. And on 
the seventh day ye shall have a holy convocation ; ye shall 
do no servile work. 

Also on the day of the first-fruits, when ye bring a new 
nical-offering to Jehovah, after your weeks, ye shall havea 
holy convocation ; ; shall do no servile work ; but ye shall 
offer a burnt-offering, an acceptable odour to Jehovah ; two 
young bullocks, one ram, seven lambs of the first year ; and 
their meal-offering of fine flour mingled with oil, three-tenths 
of an ephak for one bullock, two-tenths for one ram, and 
one-tenth for every lamb, of the seven lambs; and one kid 
of the goats, for a sin-offermg to make an atonement for 
you. Beside the perpetual burnt-offermg, and its meal-offer- 
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ing, ye shall offer these, which shall be without blemish, 
with their drink-offerimgs. 


CHAP. XXIX.—<And in the seventh month, on the first 
day of the month, ye shall have a holy convocation: ye shall 
do no servile work ; it is a day of blowing trumpets to you. 
And ye shall offer a burnt-offering, an acceptable odour to 
Jehovah, one young bullock, and one ram, and seven lambs 
of the first year without blemish; and their meal-offering 
shall be fine flour mingled with oil, three-tenths of an ephah 
for a bullock, and two-tenths for a ram, and one-tenth for 
every lamb, of the seven lambs ; and one kid of the goats 
for a sin-offering, to make an atonement for you; beside the 
burnt-offering of the month, and its meal-offering, and the 
daily burnt-offering, and its meal-offering, and their drink- 
offerings, according to their rite, for an aeceptable odour, a 
sacrifice made by fire to Jehovah. 

And on the tenth day of this seventh month ye shall have 
a holy convocation ; and ye shall afflict your souls: ye shall 
do no servile work; but ye shall offer a burnt-offering to 
Jehovah, an acceptable odour: one young bullock, and one 
ram, and seven lambs of the first year, which shall be with- 
out blemish: and their meal-offermg shall be fine flour 
mingled with oil, three-tenths of an ephah to one bullock, 
and two-tenths to one ram, and one-tenth for every lamb, of 
the seven lambs; and one kid of the goats for a sin-offering, 
beside the sin-offermg of atonement, and the perpetual 
burnt-offering, and their meal-offering, and their drink- 
offerings. 

And on the fifteenth day of the seventh month ye shall 
have a holy convocation; no servile work shall ye do, and ye 
shall keep a feast to Jehovah seven days: and ye shall offer 
a burnt-offering, a sacrifice made by fire, an acceptable odour 
to Jehovah ; thirteen young bullocks, two rams, ard four- 
teen lambs of the first year; they shall be without blemish : 
and their meal-offering shall be fine flour mingled with oil, 
three-tenths of an ephah for every bullock of the thirteen 
bullocks, and two-tenths for each ram of the two rams, and 
one-tenth for every lamb of the fourteen lambs, and one kid 
of the goats for a sin-offermg, beside the continual burnt- 
offering, and its meal-offering, and its drink-offering. And 
on the second day ye shall offer twelve young bullocks, two 
rams, fourtcen lambs of the first year, without blemish ; and 
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their meal-offering, and their drink-offerings, for the bul- 
locks, for the rams, and for the lambs, shall be according to 
their number, according to the mte; and one kid of the 
goats for a sin-offering ; beside the perpetual burnt-offering, 
and its meal-offering, and its dmnk-offering. And on the 
third day ye shall offer cleven bullocks, two rams, fourteen 
lambs of the first year without blemish; and their meal- 
offering, and thew drink-offerings, for the bullocks, for the 
rams, and for the lambs, shall be according to their number, 
according to the rite; and one kid of the goats for a sin- 
offering ; beside the perpetual burnt-offering, and its meal- 
offering, and its drink-offering. And on the fourth day 
ye shall offer ten bullocks, two rams, fourteen lambs of the 
first year without blemish; and thei meal-offering, and 
their drink-offerings, for the bullocks, for the rams, and for 
the lambs, shall be aceording to their number, according to 
the rite ; and one kid of the goats for a sin-offerme, beside 
the perpetual burnt-offermg, and its meal-offering, and its 
drink-offering. And on the fifth day ye shall offer nine 
hulloeks, two rams, fourteen lambs of the first year, without 
blemish: and their meal-offering, and their drink-offerings, 
for the bullocks, for the rams, and for the lambs, shall be 
aceording to their number, according to the rite; and one 
coat for a sin-offering ; beside the perpetual burnt-offering, 
and its meal-offering, and its drink-offerme. And on the 
sixth day ye shall offer eight bullocks, two rams, fourteen 
lambs of the first ycar without blemish: and their meal- 
offering, and their drink-offerings, for the bullocks, for the 
rams, and for the lambs, shall be aeeording to their number, 
according to the rite; and one goat for a sin-offering; be- 
side the perpetual burnt-offering, and its meal-offering, and 
its drink-offering. And on the seventh day ye shall offer 
seven bullocks, two rams, fourteen lambs of the first year 
without blemish; and thei meal-offering, and their drink- 
offerings, for the bullocks, for the rams, and for the lambs, 
shall be according to their number, aceording to the rite; 
and one goat for a sin-offering ; beside the perpetual burnt- 


5 offering, and its meal-offermg, and its drink-offering. But 


on the eighth day ye shall have a solemn assembly ; no ser- 
vile work shall ye do; but ye shall offer a burnt-offering, a 
sacrifice made by fire, an aceeptable odour to Jehovah; one 
bullock, one ram, seven lambs of the first year without 
blemish : their meal-offermg, and they drink-offerings, for

the bullock, for the ram, and for the lambs, shall be accord- 


ing to their number, according to the rite ; and one goat for : 


i sin-offering ; beside the perpetual burnt-offcring, and its 
meal-offcring, and its drink-offering. 


These ye shall offcr to Jehovah in your sct feasts, besides ; 


your vows, and your freewill-offerings, for your burnt-offer- 
ings, and for your meal-offermgs, and for your drink-offer- 
ings, and for your peace-offerings.’”? And Moses told the 
children of Israel, according to all that Jehovah commanded 
Moses. 


CHAP. XXX.—And Moses spake to the chiefs of the 
tribes of the children of Israel, saying, ‘ This is what Jeho- 
vah hath commanded. ‘If a man make a vow to Jehovah, 
or swear an oath to bind his soul with a bond; he shall not 
break Ins word, he shall do aceording to all that hath pro- 
ceeded out of his mouth. If awoman also make a vow to 
Jehovah, and bind herself by a bond, while she is yet in her 
father’s house, in her youth; and her father hear of her 
vow, and her bond with which she hath bound her soul, and 
her father be silent to her; then all her vows shall stand, 
and every bond with which she hath bound her soul shall 
stand. But if her father disallow her in the day that he 
heareth of it; not any of her vows, or of her bonds, with 
which she hath bound her soul, shall stand: and Jehovah 
will forgive her, because her father disallowed her. And if 
she had a husband, when she vowed, or uttered anything 
rashly with her hps, by which she bound her soul; and her 
husband heard of it, and was silent to her in the day that 
he heard of it ; then all her vows shall stand, and her bonds 
with which she bound her soul shall stand. But if her hus- 
band disallowed her on the day that he heard of it; then he 
shall make her vow which she vowed, and that which she 
uttered rashly with her lips, with which she bound her soul, 
of no effect: and Jehovah will forgive her. But every vow 
of a widow, and of her that is divorced, with which they have 
bound their souls, shall stand against them.— And if a 
woman vow in her husband’s house, or bind her soul by a 
bond with an oath; and her husband hear of it, and be 
silent to her, and disallow her not ; then all her vows shall 
stand, and every bond with which she bound her soul shall 
stand. ut if her husband hath made them entirely of no 
effect on the day he heard of them; ¢hen whatsoever pro- 
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eeedeth out of her lps concerning her vows, or concerning 
the bond of her soul, shall not stand; her husband hath 
made them of no effect, and Jchovah will forgive her. 

13 Every vow, and every binding oath to aftlict her soul, her 
husband inay establish it, or her husband may make it of 

14 no effect. But if her husband be altogether silent to her, 
from day to day; then he establisheth all her vows, or all 
her bonds, which are upon her: he confirmeth them, because 

is he was silent to her in the day that he heard of them. But 
if he shall make them entirely of no effect, after that he 
hath heard of them ; then he shall bear her imquity.’ ” 

16 ©°These are the statutes which Jchovah commanded Moses, 
between a man and his wife; and between the father 
and his daughter, while yet in her youth, in her father’s 
house. 


1 CHAP. XXXI.—<And Jehovah spake to Moses, saying, 
2 Avenge the children of Isracl of the Muidianites: after 
3 that thou shalt be gathered to thy people.’ And Moses 
spake to the pcople, saying, “Arm some of yourselves for 
war, and let them go against the Midianites, and avenge Je- 
4hovah of the Midianites. Out of every tribe, of all the 
5 tribes of Israel, ye shall send a thousand to the war.’ So 
there were dclivered out of the thousands of Isracl, a thou- 
sand out of every tribe, twelve thousand armed for war. 
6 And Moses sent them to the war, a thousand ont of every 
tribe ; them and Phinehas the son of LHElcazar the priest, 
with the holy instruments, and the trumpets to blow, in his 
7 hand, he sent to the war. And they warred against the 
Midianites, as Jehovah had commanded Moses ; and they 
s slew all the males. And they slew the kings of Midian, 
beside their forces that were slain, Evi, and Rekem, and Zur, 
and Hur, and Reba, five kings of Midian: Balaam also, the 
9 son of Beor, they slew with the sword. And the children 
of Isracl took the women of Midian eaptives, and their little 
ones, and made spoil of all their cattle, and all their flocks, 
io and all their goods. And all their citics m which they 
11 dwelt, and all their strongholds they burnt with fire. But 
they took all the spoil, and all the prey, doth of men and of 
12 beasts. And they brought the captives, and the prey, and 
the spoil, to Moses and Eleazar the pnest, and to all the 
assembly of the children of Isracl, to the camp in the plains 
of Moab, which are by the Jordan opposite to Jericho. 
T 
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And Moses, and Eleazar the priest, and all the prinees of 13 
the assembly, went forth to meet them withont the camp. 
And Moses was angry with the offieers of the host, the is 

captains over thousands, and captains over hundreds, 
who came from the battle. And Moses said to them, 15 
Wave ye saved all the women alive? Lo, these caused the 16 
children of Isracl, through the counsel of Balaam, to com- 
mit trespass against Jehovah in the affair of Poor, so that 
there was a plague i in the assembly of Jehovah. Now there- 17 
fore kill every male among the little ones, and kill every 
woman that hath known man by lying with him. But all 1s 
the female children that have not known a man, by lymg 
with him, keep alive for yourselves. And abide ye without 19 
the camp seven days : whosoever hath killed any person, and 
whosoever hath touched any slain, must purify himself on 
the third day, and on the seventh day. Yourselves and your 20 
captives, and all raiment, and every thing made of skins, 
and all work of goats’ iar and all vessels onallaiof ood, ye 
must purify.” ‘And Eleazar the priest said to the men of 21 
war who had gone to the battle, “This is the ordinanee of 
the law which J chovah sctarantaded Moses; ‘ Only the gold, 22 
and the silver, and the copper, and the iron, and the tin, and 
the lead, every thing that can abide the fire, ye shall cause 23 
to pass through fire, that it may be clean; it must also be 
purified with the water of impurity: but all that cannot 
abide the fire, ye shall cause to pass through water. And 2 
ye shall wash your clothes on the seventh day , and be clean, 
and after that ye may come into the camp. ” 

And Jehovah spake to Moses, saying, ‘Take, thou and 26 
Eleazar the priest and the chiefs of the fathers of the assem- 
bly, the sum of the prey that hath becn taken, both of men 
and of beasts; and divide the prey into two parts, between 27 
them that carried on the war, who went out to battle, and 
between all the assembly: and levy a tribute to Jehovah of 2s 
the men of war who went out to battle: one out of 
every hundred of the persons, and of the beeves, and of the 
asses, and of the sheep. Take this from their half, and give 29 
it to Eleazar the priest, for a heave-offering of Jehovah, and 30 
from the half which belongs to the children of Israel, thou 
shalt take one portion of every fifty, of the persons, and of 
the beeves, and of the asses, and of the sheep, of the cattle, 
and of all heasts, and give them to the Levites, who have 
the charge of the tabernacle of J ehoyah.” And Moses and 31 
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32 Eleazar the priest did as Jchovah commanded Moses. And 
the booty, the residue of the prey which the men of war had 
33 taken, was six hundred and seventy-five thousand sheep, and 
34 seventy-two thousand becves, and sixty-one thousand asses, 
35 and of persons, in all, thirty-two thousand women who had 
36 not known aman by lying with him. So the half, the portion 
of those who had gone out to war, was in number three 
hundred and thirty-seven thousand and five hundred sheep : 
37 and the tribute to Jehovah of the sheep was six hundred and 
3s seventy-five. And the beeves were thirty-six thousand ; of 
39 which the tribute to Jehovah was seventy-two. And the 
asses were thirty thousand five hundred ; of which the tri- 
so bute to Jehovah was sixty-one. And the persons were six- 
teen thousand ; of which the tribute to Jehovah was thirty- 
41 two persons, And Moses gave the tribute, the heave-offermg 
of Jehovah, to Eleazar the priest ; as Jehovah commanded 
Moses. And out of the half which belonged to the children 
of Israel, which Moses had separated from the portion of the 
men who had gone out to war; which half, that was assigned 
to the assembly, was three hundred and thirty-seven thou- 
44 sand and five hundred sheep, and thirty-six thousand beeves, 
46 and thirty thousand and five hundred asses, and _ sixteen 
47 thousand persons; out of this half whieh belonged to the 
children of Israel, Moses took one portion of fifty, doth of 
man and of beast, and gave them to the Levites, who kept 
the charge of the tabernacle of Jchovah; as Jchovah com- 
‘manded Moses. 
4s Then the offieers who were commanders of the host, the 
captains of thousands, and the captains of hundreds, came 
49 near to Moses ; and they said to Moses, “ Thy servants have 
taken the sum of the men of war under our charge, and 
50 there is not missing of usasingle man. We have there- 
fore brought an offermg to Jehovah, each what he hath 
found, jewels of gold, chaims, and bracelets, rings, collars, 
and beads, to make an atonement for our souls before Jeho- 
51 vah.”’ And Moses and Eleazar the priest took the gold 
s2 of them, all the wrought jewels. And all the gold of the 
heave-offering that they offered up to Jchovah, from the 
captains of thousands, and from the captains of hundreds, 
was sixteen thousand and seven hundred and fifty shekels. 
53 (or the warriors had taken spoil, every man for himself.) 
s4 And Moses and Eleazar the priest took the gold of the cap- 
tains of thousands and of hundreds, and brought it into the 
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tent of meeting, a memorial for the children of Israel before 
Jchovah. 


CHAP. XXXII.—Now the children of Reuben, and the 
children of Gad had a very great multitude of cattle. 
So when they saw the land of Jazer, and the land of 
Gilead, that the place was a place for eattle; the children 
of Gad, and the ehildren of Reuben came and spake 
to Moses, and to Eleazar the priest, and to the princes 
of the assembly, saying, “ Ataroth, and Dibon, and Jazer, 
and Nimrah, and Heshbon, and Elealeh, and Shebam, 
and Nebo, and Beon, the country which Jehovah hath 
smitten before the assembly of Israel, is a land fit for cattle, 
and thy servants have eattle ; wherefore,” said they, “if we 
have found favour m thy sight, Iet this land be given to thy 
servants for a possession; make us not pass over the Jor- 
dan.’ And Moses said to the children of Gad and to the 
children of Reuben, “ Shall your brethren go to war, while ye 
rest here? and why would ye discourage the children of Israel 
from going over into the land which Jehovah hath given 
them? ‘Thus did your fathers, when I sent them from Ka- 
desh-barnea to view the land. For when they had gone up 
to the vale of Eshcol, and had viewed the land, they so dis- 
couraged the children of Israel, that they would not go into 
the land which Jehovah had given them. And the anger of 
Jchovah was kindled at that time, and he sware, saying, 
‘None of the men who came up out of Egypt, from the age 
of twenty years and upward, shall see the land which I 
sware to Abraham, to Isaac, and to Jacob; because they 
have not wholly followed me; exeept Caleb the son of Je- 
phunneh the Kenezite, and Joshua the son of Nun ; for they 
have wholly followed Jehovah.” Thus the anger of Jehovah 
was kindled against the Israclites, and he made them wander 
in the desert forty years, until all the gencration that 
had done evil in the sight of Jehovah was consumed. And, 
lo, ye are risen up in your fathers’ stead, a progeny of sinful 
men, to inerease the fieree anger of Jehovah toward the 
Israclites. For if ye turn away from following him, he will 
yet longer detain them in the desert, and ye will destroy 
all this people.’ And they came near to him again, and 
said, “ We will build sheep-folds here for our cattle, and 
cities for our little ones; but we ourselves will go ready 
armed before the children of Israel, until we have brought 
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them to their place; and our little ones shall dwell in the 
feneed cities, because of the inhabitants of the land. We 
will not return to our houses, until the eluldren of Isracl be 
every man im possession of his portion: for we will not 
possess with them on the other side of Jordan, because our 
portion will have fallen to us on this side of the Jordan east- 
ward.” And Moses said to them, “If ye will do this thing, 
if ye will go armed before Jehevah to war, and will go all of 
you armed over the Jordan before Jehovah, until he hath 
driven out lis enemies from before him, and the land be 
subdued before Jehovah ; then afterward ye shall return, and 
be guiltless before Jehovah, and before the rest of the Isracl- 
ites; and this land shall be your possession before Jehovah. 
But if ye will not do so, lo, ye have sinned against Jehovah ; 
and be sure your sin will find you out. Build ye cities for 
your little ones, and folds for your sheep; and that which 
ye have promised, perform.” And the children of Gad, and 
the children of Reuben spake to Moses, saying, “ Thy ser- 
vants will do as my lord ecommandeth. Our little ones, our 
wives, our flocks, and all our cattle, shall be there im the 
eities of Gilead ; but thy servants will pass over, every man 
armed for war, before Jchovah to battle, as my lord hath 
said,” 

So concerning them, Moses commanded Eleazar the priest, 
and Joshua the son of Nun, and the chief fathers of the 
tribes of the children of Isracl; and Moscs said to them, 
“Tf the children of Gad, and the children of Reuben will 
pass with you over the Jordan, every man armed for battle 
before Jehovah, and the land shall be subdued before you, 
then ye shall give to them the land of Gilead for a posses- 
sion; but if they will not pass over with you armed, they 
shall have possessions among you in the land of Canaan.” 
And the ehildren of Gad, tral the ehildren of Reuben 
answered, saying, “ As Jchovah hath said to thy servants, so 
will we do. We will pass over armed before Jehovah into 
the land of Canaan, that the possession of our inheritance 
beyond Jordan may be ours.” And Moses gave to them, 
to the children of Gad, and to the children of Reuben, and 
to the half of the tribe of Manassch the son of Joseph, the 
kingdom of Sihon king of the Amorites, and the kingdom 
of Og king of Bashan, the land, with its eitics within its 
boundaries, the cities of the land on all sides. And the 
children of Gad built Dibon, and Ataroth, and Arocr, and 
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Atroth, Shophan, and Jazer, and Jogbehah, and Beth-nim- 36 


rah, and Beth-haran, fenced cities; and sheep-folds. And 
the children of Reuben built Heshbon, and Elealeh, and 
Kirjathaam, and Nebo, and Baal-meon (their names being 
changed), and Shibmah; and gave names to the cities 


which they builded. And the children of Machir, the: 


son of Manasseh, went to Gilead, and took it, and dis- 
possessed the Amorites who were in it. And Moses gave 
Gilead to Machir the son of Manasseh ; and he dwelt in it. 
And Jam, the son of Manasseh, went and took their hamlets 
and called them Havoth-Jair [rue wamiets or gatrn]. And 
Nobah went and took Kenath, with its villages, and called it 
Nobah, after his own name. 


CHAP. XXXIII.—These are the journeys of the chil- 
dren of Israel, who went forth out of the land of Keypt 
with their armies, under the command of Moses and Aaron. 
For Moses wrote their goings out according to their jonr- 
neys, at the command of Jchovah: and these were their 
journeys according to thei goings out. 
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In the first month, on the fifteenth day of the first month, 3 


they departed from Rameses: on the morrow after the pass- 
over, the children of Israel went ont with a high hand in 
the sight of all the Egyptians. (For the Egyptians were 
burying all their firstborn, whom Jchovah had smitten 
among them: on their gods also Jehovah had executed jude- 
ments.) So the children of Israel removed from Rameses, 
and encamped in Succoth. And they removed from Suc- 
coth, and encamped in Etham, which is in the edge of the 
desert. And they removed from Etham, and tumed 
again to Pi-hahiroth, which is before Baal-zephon: and they 
eneamped before Migdol. And they removed from Pi- 
hahiroth, and passed through the midst of the sea imto 
the desert, and went three days’ journey in the desert 
of Etham, and encamped at Marah. And they removed 
from Marah, and came to Elim: and at Elim were twelve 
fountains of water, and seventy palm-trees; and they en- 
camped there. And they removed from Ehm, and en- 
camped by the Red Sea. And they removed from the 
Red Sea, and encamped in the desert of Sin. Ani 
they removed from the desert of Sin, and eneamped in 
Dophkah. And they removed from Dophkah, and en- 
camped in <Alush. And they removed from Alush, and

encamped at Rephidim, where was no water for the peo-

Aaron the priest went up to mount Hor, at the command of 
Jehovah, and died there, in the fortieth year after the chil- 
dren of Isracl had come out of the land of Egypt, in the 
39 first day of the fifth month. And Aaron was a hundred 
and twenty-three years old when he died in mount Hor. 
40 And king Arad the Canaanite, who dwelt in the south, in 
the land of Canaan, heard of the coming of the children 
41 Of Israel. And they removed from monnt Hor, and en- 
42 camped at Zalmonah. And they removed from Zalmonah, 
43 and encamped at Prnon. And they removed from Punon, 
44 and encamped at Oboth. | And they removed from Oboth, 
45 and encamped at Ijc-abarim, in the border of Moab. And 
they removed from Ije-abarim, and encamped at Dibon-gad. 
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And they removed from Dibon-gad, and cucamped at Al- 46 
mon-diblathaim. And they removed from Almon-dibla- 47 
thaim, and encamped in the mountains of Abarim, before 
Nebo. And they removed from the mountains of 4s 
Abarim, and encamped in the plains of Moab, by the 
Jordan opposite to Jericho. And they encamped by the 
Jordan from Beth-jesimoth, to Abel-sctim, in the plains 
of Moab. 

And Jehovah spake to Moses in the plains of Moab, by 50 
Jordan opposite to Jericho, saying, “Speak to the children 51 
of Israel, and say to them, ‘ When ye shall have passed over 
the Jordan, into the land of Canaan, ye shall drive out all 52 
the inhabitants of the land from Maas you, and destroy all 
their stones insenbed with figures, and all their molten 
images ye shall destroy, and all their igh places ye shall 
lay waste, And ye shall take possession of the land, and s3 
dwell in it; for have given to you the land that ye may 
possess it. And ye shall divide the land by lot among your 54 
families ; to the more ye shall give a greater portion, and to 
the fewer ye shall give a less portion: every man’s znferi- 
tance shall be in the place where his lot falleth; according 
to the tribes of your fathers ye shall divide. But if ye will 
not drive out the inhabitants of the land from before you, 
then it shall come to pass that those of them whom ye suffer 
to remain will be prickles in your eyes, and thorns in your 
sides, and will distress you in the land in which ye dwell. 
And it shall come to pass that as I purposed to do to them, 56 
I will do to you.’”’ 
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CHAP. XXXIV.—And Jehovah spake to Moses, saying, 
“ Command the eluldren of Israel, and say to them, ‘ When 
ye coine into the land of Canaan, this shall be the land 
which shal] fall to you for an inheritance, the land of Ca- 
naan, according to its boundaries. Your south side shall be 3 
by the desert of Zin, along by the border of Edom ; and 
your southern boundary shall be from the extreme point of 
the salt sea eastward; and your boundary shall turn from 
the south to the ascent of Akrabim, and pass on to Zin ; and 
its direction shall be from the south to Kadesh-barnea, and 
it shall goon to Hazar-Adar, and pass on to Azmon. And the 
boundary shall tun from Azmon unto the torrent of Egypt, 
and its termination shall be at the sea. And for the western 6 
boundary, ye shall even have the great sea for a boundary : 
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7 this shall be your western boundary. And this shall be your 
northern boundary; from the great sea ye shall draw a line 
s to mount Hor; and from mount Hor ye shall draw a line 
to the entrance of Hamath; and the extent of the boundary 
9 shall be to Zedad. And the boundary shall pass on to Ziphron, 
and its termination shall be at Hazar-enan: this shall be 

10 your northern boundary. And ye shall draw a line for your 

11 eastern boundary from Ilazar-enan to Shepham; and the 
boundary shall go down from Shepham to Riblah, on the 
east side of Ain; and the boundary shall descend, until it 

12 reach the side of the sea of Chinnercth castward. The 
boundary shall then go down to the Jordan, and its termi- 
nation shall be at the salt sea. Such shall be your land, 
with its boundaries round about.’ ”’ 

13 And Moses commanded the children of Israel, saying, 
“This is the land which ye shall divide by lot, which Jeho- 
vah hath commanded to be given to the nine tribes, and to 

14 the half-tribe. For the tribe of the children of Reuben ac- 
cording to the house of their fathers, and the tribe of the 
children of Gad according to the house of their fathers, 
have received their portion, and the half of the tribe of 

15 Manasseh have received their portion: the two tribes and 
the half-tribe have received their portion on this side of 
the Jordan opposite to Jericho, eastward, toward the sun- 
rising.” 

16 And Jehovah spake to Moses, saying, “These are the 

17 names of the men who shall divide the land to you; Eleazar 

18 the priest, and Joshua the son of Nun. And ye shall take 

19 one prince of every tribe, to divide the land. And the 
nanies of the men are these. Of the tribe of Judah, Caleb 

20 the son of Jephunneh. Of the tribe of Simeon, Shemuel 

21 the son of Ammihud. Of the tribe of Benjamin, Elidad 

22 the son of Chislon. And the prince of the tribe of the 

23 children of Dan, Bukki the son of Jogl. The prince of the 
children of Joseph, for the tribe of the children of Manas- 

21 sch, Hannicl the son of Hphod. And the prince of the 
tribe of the children of Ephraim, Kemuel the son of Shiph- 

25 tan. And the prince of the tribe of the children of Zebu- 

26 lun, Elizaphan the son of Parnach. And the prince of the 
tribe of the children of Issachar, Paltiel the son of Azzan. 

27 And the prince of the tribe of the children of Asher, Ahi- 

2s hud the sou of Shelomi. And the prince of the tribe of 
the children of Naphtah, Pedahel the son of Ammihud.” 
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These were they whom Jehovah commanded to divide the 
land of Canaan to the children of Israel. 


CHAP. XXXV.—<And Jehovah spake to Moses in the 
plains of Moab, by Jordan opposite to Jericho, saying, 
“Command the cluldren of Israel, that they give to the 
Levites, out of the portion of their possessions, cities to 
dwell in; and suburbs also around the citics ye shall give to 
the Levites. And the cities they shall have to dwell in; 
and their suburbs shall be for their cattle, and for their sub- 
stance, and for all their beasts. And the suburbs of the 
cities, which ye shall give to the Levites, shall reach from 
the wall of the city and outward, a thousand cubits ev ery 
way. So that ye shall measure from without the city on 
the cast side two thousand cubits, and on the south side two 
thousand cubits, and on the west side two thousand cubits, 
and on the north side two thousand cubits; and the city 
shall be in the mdst. These shall be to them the suburbs 
of their cities. And the cities which ye shall give to 
the Levites, shall be six cities for refuge, which ye shall 
appoint for the manslaycr, that he may fice thither; and 
beside these ye shall give forty-two cities. So all the cities 
which ye shall give to the Levites shall be forty-eight cities ; 
these with their suburbs. And the cities which ye shall 
give out of the possessions of the children of Isracl, ye shall 
give many from those that have many; but from those that 
have few ye shall give few: every one shall give of his 
cities to the Levites, according to his portion which he 
posscsseth.”” 

And Jehovah spake to Moses, saying, ‘ Speak to the chil- 
dren of Israel, and say to them, ‘When ye shall have 
passed over the Jordan into the land of Canaan, then ye 
shall appoint for yourselves cities ; cities of refuge they shall 
be for you; that the manslayer may flee thither, who hath 
killed any person unawares. «And they shall be for you cities 
of refuge from the blood-avenger; that the manslayer die 
not, until he have stood before the assembly to be judged. 
And of these cities which ye shall give fo the Levites, six 
eitics shall ye have for refuge. Three cities ye shall give 
beyond the Jordan, and three cities ye shall give in “the 
land of Canaan; cities of refuge shall they be. For the 
children of Israel, and for the stranger, and for the so- 
journer among them, these six cities shall be a refuge, that 
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every one who killeth any person unawares may flee thither. 
And if he have smitten him with an instrument of iron, so 
that he die, he is a murderer: the murderer shall surely be 
put to death. And if he have simitten him by throwing a 
stone, by means of which he may die, and he dic, lic is a 
murderer: the murderer shall surely be put to death. Or 
if he have smitten him with a hand-weapon of wood, by 
means of which he may dic, and he die, he 1s a murderer : 
the murderer shall surely be put to death. The avenger of 
blood himself may slay the murderer: when he mecteth 
him, he may slay him. And if he hath thrust at him 
through hatred, or thrown any thing at him, lying in watt, 
so that he die; or through enmity, have smitten him with 
his hand, so that he die; he that smote Azm shall surely be 
put to death ; he is a murderer: the avenger of blood may 
slay the murderer when he meeteth him. But if suddenly, 
without enmity, he have thrust at him, or have cast upon 


3 him any weapon without lyimg in wait, or with any stone, 


by means of which a man may die, seeing Aim not, and have 
east it upon him so that he die, not being his enemy, nor 
secking to injure him; then the assembly shall judge 
between the slayer and the avenger of blood, according to 
these ordinanees ; and the assembly shall deliver the man- 
slayer out of the hand of the avenger of blood, and the 
assembly shall restore him to the eity of his refuge, whither 
he had tied; and he shall abide in it until the death of the 
high-priest, who hath been anointed with the holy oil. But 
if the manslayer shall at any time come without the boun- 
dary of the city of his refuge, whither he had fled, and the 
avenger of blood find him without the boundary of the eity 
of his refuge, and the avenger of blood kill the manslayer ; 
he shall not be guilty of blood; because the manslayer 
should have remained in the city of his refuge until the 
death of the high-priest; but after the death of the high- 
priest, the manslayer may return to the land of his posses- 
sion. So these shall be statutes of law to you, throughout 
your generations, in all your dwellings. Whoever lalleth 
any person, on the testimony of witnesses the murderer 
shall be put to death; but one witness shall not testify 
against any person, to cause him to die. Moreover, ye shall 
take no atonement for the life of a murderer, of one who is 
gulty of death; but he’ shall be surely put to death. And 
ye shall take no atonement for him who hath fled to the 
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eity of his refuge, that he may come again to dwell in the 
land, until the death of the Aigh-priest. So ye shall not 
profane the land in which ye are; for blood profancth the 
land: and no atonement ean be made for the blood that 
is shed in it, but by the blood of him who shed it. Defile 33 
not therefore the land in which ye abide, in which I dwell: 
for I, Jehovah, dwell among the ehildren of Israel.’ ”

CHAP. XXXVI.—And the chief fathers of the families of 
the ehildren of Gilead, the son of Machir, the son of Manasseh, 
of the’famihes of the sons of Joseph, eame near, and spake 
before Moses, and before the prinecs, the chief fathers of the 
children of Israel ; and they said, “ Jehovah commanded my 
lord to give the land for an inheritanee by lot to the ehil- 
dren of Israc]: and my lord was commanded by Jchovah to 
give the imbheritance of Zelophchad our brother to his 
daughters. Now, if they bceome wives to any of the sons 3 
of the other tribes of the ehildren of Israel, then will their 
inheritance be taken from the inheritance of our fathers, and 
be put to the inheritanee of the tribe into whieh they shall 
be received : so shall it be taken from the lot of our inheri- 
tanee. Even when the jubilee of the children of Israel 
shall come, then will their inheritanee be added to the in- 
heritance of the tribe into which they shall be received : so 
shal] their inheritance be taken away from the inheritance of 
the tribe of onr fathers.’ And Moses commanded the ehi- 5 
dren of Isracl, aeeording to the word of Jchovah, saying, 
“The tribe of the sons of Joseph hath rightly spoken. 
This is the thing which Jehovah commandeth eoneerning 
the daughters of Zelophchad, saying, ‘ Let them become 
wives to whomsoever they please ; only into a family of the 
tribe of their fathers they must marry: so shall not the 
inheritanee of the children of Isracl remove from tribe to 
tribe; for every one of the children of Israel must keep 
himself to the inheritance of the tribe of his fathers. And s 
every daughter, who possesscth an inheritance in any tribe 
of the children of Israel, must be wife to one of the family 
of the tribe of her father, that the children of Israel may 
enjoy, every man the inheritance of his fathers. For the 
inheritance must not remove from one tribe to another tribe ; 
but every one of the tmbes of the children of Israel must 
keep to their own inheritance.’ ” 

As Jehovah commanded Moses, so did the daughters of 10 
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11 Zelophehad; for Mahla, and Tirza, and Hogla, and Milea, 
and Noa, the daughters of Zelophehad, became wives to the 

12 sons of their uncles. They were married into the families 
of the sons of Manasseh, the son of Joseph; and their in- 
heritance remained in the tribe of the family of their father. 

13 These are the commandments and the ordinances which 
Jehovah commanded, by Moses, to the children of Israel, in 
the plains of Moab, by the Jordan opposite to Jericho.

BOOK Gl DEUTERONOMY. 


CHAP. I.—These are the words which Moses spake to 1 
all Israel beyond the Jordan, in the desert, in the plain over 
against Suph, between Paran, and Tophel, and Laban, and 
Hazeroth, and Dizahab; eleven days’ journey from Horeb, 2 
by the way of mount Seir, to Kadesh-barnea. Now it was 3 
in the fortieth year, mm the eleventh month, on the first day 
of the month, that Moses spake to the children of Israel, 
according to all that Jehovah had charged him ¢o speak to 
them ; after he had slain Sihon the king of the Amorites, 4 
who dwelt m Heshbon; and, at Edrei, Og the king of 
Bashan, who dwelt at Astaroth: beyond the Jordan, in the 5 
land of Moab, it pleased Moses to declare this law, saying, 

Jehovah our God spake to us in Horcb, saying, ‘ Ye have 6 
dwelt long enough by this mountain. Turn you, and take your 7 
journey, and go to the mountainous country of the Amorites, 
and to all the places near unto it, in the plain of Jordan, in the 
mountainous country, and m the lowland, and in the south, 
and by the sea-shore, to the land of the Canaanites, and to Le- 
banon, as far as the great river, the river Euphrates. Sce,I place s 
the land before you: go and possess the land which Jehovah 
sware to your fathers, Abraham, Isaac, and Jacob, to give to 
them, and to their seed after them.’ And I spake to you at 9 
that time, saying, ‘I am not able alone to bear the charge of 
you. Jchovah your God hath multiplied you, so that, lo, 10 
ye are at this day as the stars of the heavens for multinae 
May Jehovah the God of your fathers make you a thousand 11 
times so many more, and may he bless you, as he hath pro- 
mised you! How can I alone bear the burdensome eharge 12 
of you and your contentions? Choose for yourselves men 13 
wise, and intelligent, and known among your tribes, whom I 
may appoint rulers over you” And ye answered me, and 14 
said, ‘That which thou hast spoken is good to be done.’ 
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15 So I took the ehiefs of your tmbes, men wise, and known, 
and made them chiefs over you, rulers over thousands, and 
rulers over hundreds, rulers over fifties, and rulers over tens, 

16 and officers anong your tribes. And I charged your judges at 
that time, saymg, ‘ Hear causes between your brethren, and 
judge justly between a man and huis brother, and the stranger 

17 that is with him. Ye shall not respect persons in judg- 
ment; ye shall hear the small as ye hear the great ; ye shall 
not be afraid of the face of man; for the judgment is God’s. 
But the cause which is too hard for you, ye shall bring to 

is me, and I will hear it.” And I gave you in charge at that 
time all the things which ye should do. 

19 Now when we had departed from Horeb, we went, as Je- 
hovah our God commanded us, through all that great and 
terrible desert, which ye saw on the way to the mountainous 
eountry of the Amorites, and we came to Kadesh-barnea. 

20 Then I said to you, ‘ Ye are eome to the mountainous coun- 
try of the Amorites, which Jchovah our God giveth to us. 

21 See, Jchovah thy God hath placed the land before thee: go 
up, take possession of it, as Jehovah the God of thy fathers 

92 hath said to thee; fear not, nor be discouraged.’ But ye 
came near to me every one of you, and said, ‘ Let us send 
men before us, who may explore the land for us, and report 
to us by what way we must go up, and into what cities we 

23 shall come.? And the saying pleased me well: and I took 

21 twelve men of you, one out of each tribe; and they turned, 
and went up into tbe mountaimous country, and came to the 

25 valley of Eshcol. And they searched out the land, and took 
some of the fruit of the land in their hands, and brought it 
down to us, and reported to us, and said, ‘The land is good 

26 which Jehovah our God giveth us.’ Yet ye would not go up, 
but rebelled against the commandment of Jchovah your 

27 God; and ye murmured in your tents, and said, ‘ Because 
Jchovali hateth us, he hath brought us out of the land of 
Egypt, to deliver us into the hand of the Amorites, to de- 

2s stroy us. Whnther shall we go up? our own brethren have 
discouraged our heart, saying, The people are greater and 
taller than we; the cities are large and walled up to the 
heavens ; and the sons of the Anakites also we saw there.’ 

29 Then I said to you, ‘Dread not, nor be afraid of them. 

30 Jehovah your God, who goeth before you, will himself fight 
for you, according to all that he did for you in Egypt before 

31 your cyes; and as he hath done in the’ desert, where

thou hast seen how that Jehovah thy God hath earned thee, 
as aman earricth his son, through all the way that ye have 


gone, until ye came unto this place. Yet in this thing: 
ye confide not in Jehovah your God, who gocth in the way : 


before you, to scareh out for you a place for your encamp- 
ment, in a fire by night, to show you the way in which ye 


should go, and ina ésloudl by day.’ And Jchovah heard the : 


voice of your -words, and was wroth, and sware, saying, 
‘Not one of these men of this evil generation shall see that 
good land, which I sware to your fathers that I would give 


them, except Caleb the son of Jephunneh; he shall sce it; : 


and to him will I give the land that he hath trodden upon, 
and to his children, because he hath wholly followed Je- 
hovah.” Jehovah was angry even with me for your sakes, 


saying, ‘ Thou also shalt not go in thither. But Joshua the : 


son of Nun, who standeth before thee, shall go in thither: 
encourage him; for he shall cause Israel to inherit it. 
Moreover, your httle ones, who, ye said, should be a prey, 
and your children, who as yet know not good or evil, they 
shall go m thither, and to them will I give it, and they shall 
possess it. But as for you, turn ye, and take your journey 
into the desert, by the way of the Red Sea,’ 

Then ye answered and said to me, ‘We have sinned 
against Jehovah; we will go up, and fight, according to all 
that Jehovah onr God commanded us.’ And when ye 
had Slane on every man his weapons of war, ye were 


ready to go up to the mountains. But Jehovah said to Taye 


‘Say to them, Go not up, nor fight; for I am not among 
you ; lest ye be smitten before your enemies.’ So I spake to 
you; and ye would not hear, but rebelled against the com- 
mandment of Jehovah, and went presumptnously up to the 
mountains. And the Amorites who dwelt in those moun- 
tains, eame out against you, and chased you as bees do, and 
smote you in Seir, even unto Hormah. Then ye returned 
and wept before Jehovah ; but Jehovah would not hearken 
to your voice, nor listen to you. So ye abode in Kadesh 
many days, according to the days that ye abode there. 


CHLAP. Il.—Then we turned, and took our journey 
into the desert, by the way of the Red Sea, as Jchovah 
spake to me. And we had compassed mount Seir many 
days, when Jehovah spake to me saying, ‘ Ye have compassed 
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charge the people, saying, Ye are to pass by the boundaries 
of your brethren the children of Msau, who dwell in Seir ; 
and they will be afraid of you: take ye good heed to your- 
selves therefore; contend not with them; for of their land 
I will not give you so much asa foot-breadth, because I have 


5 given mount Seir to Jsau for a possession. Ye shall buy 


food of them with moncy, that ye may eat ; ye shall purchase 
water also with money, that ye may drink. For Jehovah 
thy God hath blessed thee in all the works of thy hands ; 
he knoweth thy journeymg through this great desert : these 
forty years Jehovah thy God hath been with thee, thou hast 
wanted nothing.’ So we passed by our brethren the children 
of sau, who dwelt in Seir, through the way of the plain 
from Elath, and from Iziongaber, and we turned, and passed 
hy the way of the descrt of Moab. And Jehovah said to 
me, ‘ Distress not the Moabites, and contend not with them 
in battle ; for I will not give thee any of their land for a 
possession, beeanse I have given Ar to the children of Lot for 
a possession.? (The Kmites formerly dwelt there, a people 
erveat, and numerous, and tall, as the Anakites, who also were 
accounted ants, as the Anakites; but the Moabites call 
them Emites. The Horites also formerly dwelt in Seir ; but 
the children of Esau dispossessed them, and dwelt in their 
stead ; as the Israclites did to the land of their possession, 
which Jehovah gave to them.) ‘ Now then, arise, and pass 
over the torrent Zered.’? So we passed over the torrent Zered. 
Now the time m which we were going from Kadesh-barnea, 
until we passed over the torrent Zered, was thirty-eight 
years ; until all the gencration of the men of war were con- 
sued from among the host, as Jehovah had sworn to them. 
For indeed the hand of Jehovah was against them, to destroy 
them from among the host, until they were consumed. 

And it came to pass that when all the men of war were 
consumed by death from among the people, Jehovah spake 
to me, saymg, ‘Thou art, this day, to pass by Ar, the 
boundary of Moab, and to come nigh the children of 
Ammon: distress them not, nor contend with them ; for I 
will not give thee any of the land of the children of 
Ammon for a possession; because I have given it to the 
cluldren of Lot for a possession.’ (That also was accounted 
a land of giants: giants dwelt in it formerly, and the 
Ammonites call them Zamzumites; a people great, and 
numerous, and tall, as the Anakites; but Jehovah destroyed 
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these from before them; so they dispossessed them, and 
dwelt in their stead; as he did for the children of Esan, 22 
who dwelt in Scir, when he destroyed the Horites from be- 
fore them ; and they dispossessed them, and dwelt in their 
stead even to this day; and the Caphtorites, who came out 
of Caphtor, destroyed the Avites who dwelt in Hazerim, 
unto Gaza, and dwelt in their stead.) ‘Arise, take your a4 
journey, and pass over the torrent Arnon: lo, I have given 
into thy hand Sihon king of Heshbon, the Amorite, and 
his land: begin to possess it, and contend with him in 
battle. This day will I begin to put the dread of thee and 25 
the fear of thee upon the nations under the whole heavens, 
who shall hear report of thee, and shall tremble, and be in 
anguish because of thee.? Yet I sent messengers from the 26 
desert of Kedemoth, unto Sihon kmg of Weshbon, with 
words of peace, saying, ‘ Let me pass through thy land. I 
will go along by the high-way; I will tun aside neither to 
the nght nor to the Ieft. Thou shalt sell me food for 2s 
moncy, that I may eat; and give me water for money, that 

I may drink: only Ict me pass through on my feet; as the 29 
children of Esau who dwell in Seir, and the Moabites who 
dwell in Ar, did to me; until I shall pass over the Jordan, 
into the land which Jehovah our God giveth us. But 30 
Sihon king of Heshbon would not let us pass through his 
land; for Jehovah thy God hardened his mind, and made 
his heart obstinate, that he might deliver him into thy 
hand, as it is this day. And Jehovah said to me, ‘ Lo, I a1 
begin to give Sihon and his land before thee: begin to 
possess it, that thon mayest mherit his land” Then Sihon 32 
came out against us, he and all his people, to fight at Jahaz. 
And Jehovah our God delivered him before us; and we 33 
smote him, and his sons, and all his people. And we took 3: 
all his cities at that time, and utterly destroyed the men, 
the women, and the little ones, of every city; we left no 
remainder. Only the cattle we kept as a prey to ourselves, 35 
and the spoil of the cities which we took. From Aroer, 36 
which is on the brink of the torrent of Arnon, the city that 

is by the torrent, even unto Gilead, there was not one eity 
too strong for us: the whole of them Jchovah our God de- 
livered to us. Only into the land of the children of Ammon 37 
thou camest not, the whole tract on the torrent Jabbok, 
nor into the cities aniong the mountains, nor into any place 
which Jchovah our God had forbidden us. 
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1 CHAP, IT—We then turned, and went up the way to 
Bashan ; and Og the king of Bashan with all his people, 
2 came out to meet us in battle at Mdrei. And Jehovah said 
to me, ‘Fear him not; for f will deliver him, and all his 
people, and his land, into thy hand, and thou shalt do to 
him as thou didst to Sihon king of the Amorites, who dwelt 

3 at Heshbon.’? So Jehovah our God delivered into our hands 
Og also, the king of Bashan, and all his people; and we 

4 smote him, until no remainder of them was left. And we 
took all his cities at that time; there was not a cit 
which we took not from them; sixty cities we took, all the 

5 region of Argob, the kingdom of Og in Bashan. All these 
cities were fenced with high walls, gates, and bars; beside a 

6 great number of unwalled towns. And we utterly destroyed 
them, as we did m respect to Sihon king of Heshbon, utterly 
destroying the men, women, and children, of every city. 

7 But all the cattle, and the spoil of the cities, we kept as a 
s prey to ourselves. And we took at that time, from the hand 
of the two kings of the Amorites, the land beyond the 
Jordan, from the torrent Arnon even unto mount Hermon ; 

9 (The Sidonians call Hermon Sirion; and the Amorites call 

10 it Senir;) all the cities of the plaim, and all Gilead, and all 
Bashan, unto Salchah and Edrei, cities of the kingdom of 

11 Og in Bashan. (For Og alone, king of Bashan, remained 
of the remnant of the giants; lo, his bed was a bed of 
Iron: 1s it not in Rabbath of the children of Ammon? nine 
cubits is its length, and four cubits its breadth, according to 
the cubit of a man.) 

12 Now this land, which we took possession of at that time, 
from Aroer, which is upon the banks of the torrent Arnon, 
with half mount Gilead, and its cities, I gave to the 

13 Reubenites, and to the Gadites. And the rest of Gilcad, 
and all Bashan, the kmgdom of Og, I gave to the half of 
the tribe of Manasseh; all the region of Argob, with all 

i4 Bashan, which was called the land of the giants. (Jair the 
son of Manasseh took all the country of Argob, unto the 
boundary of Geshuri, and Maachathi, and called them after 

15 his own name, Bashan-havoth-jair, unto this day.) And to 

16 the Machirites I gave Gilead. And to the Reubenites, and ‘ 
to the Gadites, | gave from Gilead, even to the torrent 
Arnon, the middle of the torrent, and the boundary, unto 
the torrent Jabbok, the boundary of the children of Ammon ; 

17 the plain of Jordan also, and the Jordan, and its bank, from 
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Chinnereth to the sea of the plain, the salt sea, below 
Ashdoth-Pisgah castward. 

And I charged you at that time, saying, ‘Jehovah your 

God hath given you this land to possess it: all of you who 

are fit for war, shall pass over armed before your brethren 
the children of Isracl. But your wives, and your little 
ones, and your cattle, (for I know that ye. axe much eattle) 
shall abide in your cities which I have given to you, until 
Jehovah shall have given rest to your brethren, as well as 
to you, and they Aci possess the land which Jehovah your 
God hath given them beyond the Jordan: then shall ye 
retum every man to his possession which I have given to 
you And I commanded Joshua at that time, saying, 
‘Thine cyes have seen all that Jchovah your God hath done 
to these two kings: so will Jehovah do to all the kingdoms 
into which thou art to pass. Fear them not; for Jehovah 
your God will himself fight for you.’ 

And I besought Jchovah at that time, saying, ‘O Lord 
Jehovah, thou hast begun to show thy servant thy greatness, 
and thy mighty hand; for what God is there in heave or 
on carth that can do according to thy deeds, and according 
to thy might? Let me, I pray thee, go over, and sce that 
cood land which is beyond the Jordan, those goodly moun- 
tains, and Lebanon. But Jehovah was very angry with me on 
your account, and would not hear ne; and Jehovah said to 
me, ‘ Let it suffice thee ; speak no more to me of this matter. 
Go up to the top of Pi seah, and look westward, and north- 2 
ward, and southward, and. eastward, and behold the land 
with thine eyes; for thou shalt not eo over this Jordan. 


But charee Joshua, and encourage him, and strengthen 2 
tm) 3 = 3 


him; for he shall go over before this people, and he “shall 
cause them to inherit the land which thou shalt sec.? So 
we abode in the valley opposite to Beth-peor. 


CHAP. IV.—Now therefore hearken, O Isracl, to the sta- 
tutes and to the judginents winch I teach you, so as to do 
them, that ye may hive, and go in and possess the land which 
Talioy ah the God of your fathers giveth you. Ye shall not 
add to the word which I command you, nor shall ye take 
away from it, that ye may keep the commandments of Jeho- 


vah your God which I command you. Your eyes have seen : 


what Jehovah did because of Baal-peor : for all the men that 
followed Raal-pcor, Jchovah your God hath destroyed from 
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4among you. But ye who did cleave to Jehovah your God, 
sare all of you alive this day. See, [ have taught you sta- 
tutes, and judgments, even as Jchovah my God commanded 
me, that ye may do so in the land into which ye are gomg 
6 to possess it. Kecp, therefore, and do them ; for thie will 
be your wisdom and your understanding in the sight of the 
nations, who, when they hear of all diese Siege. will say; 

‘ Surely awise and understanding people is this great nation.’ 

7 For what great nation is there that hath God so neh 
to them, as Jehovah our God is to us in all things for 
s which we call upon him? And what great nation 1s there, 
that hath statutes and judgments so righteous as all this 
9 law, which I set before you this day? Only take heed to 
thyself, and keep thy soul diligently, that thou forget not 
the things which thine eyes saw, and that they depart not 
from thy heart all the days of thy life; but teach them to 
10 thy sons, and thy sons’ sons; what thou sawest on the day 
when thou stoodest before Jehovah thy God in Horeb, when 
Jchovah said to me, ‘Gather me the people together, and I 
will make them hear my words, that they may learn to fear 
me all the days that they shall live upon the earth, and that 
1. they may teach the same to thew children.’ So ye came 
near, and stood under the mountain; and the mountain 
burned with fire unto the midst of the heavens, with dark- 
12 ness, clouds, and thick darkness. And Jehovah spake to 
you from the midst of the fire: ye heard the sound of the 
words, but ye saw no similitude; only ye heard a voice. 
i3 And he declared to you his covenant, which he commanded 
you to perform, even ten commandments ; and he wrote them 
14 upon two tables of stone. And Jehovah commanded me, at 
that time, to teach you statutes and judgments, that ye 
meht do them m the land into which ye are going over to 
15 possess it. Take ye, therefore, good heed to yourselves, 
since ye saw no manner of similitude when Jchovah spake to 
16 you at Ioreb from the midst of the fire, that ye corrupt not 
yourselves, and make you a graven image, the similitude of 
17 any figure, the likeness of male or female; the hkeness of 
any beast that 1s upon the earth, the hkeness of any winged 
is fowl that flieth in the air, the likeness of any thing rat 
creepeth on the ground, the likeness of any fish that is in 
19 the waters beneath the carth: and when ‘thou liftest up 
thine eyes to the heavens, and when thou seest the sun, and 
the moon, and the stars, all the host of heaven, that thou be 
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not induecd to worship them, and serve them, whieh Jeho- 
vah thy God hath distributed to all nations under the whole 
heavens. “But Jehovah hath taken you, and brought you 
forth out of the iron furnace, out of Egypt, to be to hima 
peeuliar people, as ye ave at this day. Yet Jchovah was 
angry with ine on your account, and sware that I should not 
pass ‘over the Jordan, and that [ should not go into that 
good land which Jehovah thy God giveth thee for an mher- 
tance. So I must die in this land ; I may not go over the 
Jordan; but ye shall go over, and possess that ‘cood land. 
Take heed to yourselves, that ve forget not the covenant of 
Jchovah your God, w hich he hath made with you, nor make 
to yoursclyes a graven image, the likeness of any thing, 
which Jehovah thy God hath forbidden thee. For Jehovah 
thy God is a consuming fire, a jealous God. 

If when thou shalt have begotten eliidren, and children’s 
children, and shalt have remained long in the land, ye shall 
corrupt yourselves, and make a graven image, the likeness of 
any = and shall do evil in the sight of Jehovah thy God, 
to provoke him to anger; I this day eall the heavens and 
the earth to witness acainst you, that ye shall soon utterly 
perish from off the land to which ye are going over the Jor- 
dan to possess it: ye shall not prolong your days upon it, 
but shall utterly be destroyed. For Jehovah will scatter 
you among the peoples, and ye shall be left few in number 


ainong ie nations, whither Jehovah shall lead you. And 2 


there ye shall serve gods, the work of men’s hands, wood 
and stone, which ichor see, nor hear, nor cat, nor smell. 
Yet if thenee thou shalt seek Jehovah thy God, thou shalt 
find him, if thou seek him with all thy heart and with all 
thy soul. When thou shalt be m tribulation, and all these 
things shall have come upon thee, if thou turn to Jehovah 
thy God, and be obedient to his voice, since Jehovah thy God 
is a merciful God, he will not forsake thee, nor destroy thee, 
nor forget the covenant of thy fathers, which he sware to 
them. For ask now of the former days, which were before 
thee, from the day that God created man upon earth, and from 
the one end of heaven unto the other, whether any thing such 
as this great thing, or any thing hike it hath been heard? 
Did a people ever hear the voice of God speaking from the 
midst of fire, as thon hast heard, and hve? Or hath God 
essayed to take for himself a nation from the midst of another 
nation, by trials, by signs, and by wonders, and by war, and by 
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a mighty hand, and by an out-stretched arm, and by great 
terrors, according to all that Jehovah your God did for you 
in Kgypt before your eyes? ‘To thee it was shewn, that thou 
mightest know that Jehovah is God; that there is none else 
besides him. V'rom the heavens he made thee to hear his 
voice, that he nught instruct thee; and upon the earth he 
shewed thee his great fire ; and thou heardest his words from 
the midst of the fire. And because he loved thy fathers, 
therefore he chose their seed after them, and brought thee 
out from Keypt im his own sight by his mighty power, to 
drive out from before thee nations greater and mightier 
than thon art, to brig thee in, to give thee their land for 
aut mbieritance, as at this day. Know therefore this day, and 
consider i¢ in thy heart, that Jehovah he is God in the 
heavens above, and upon the earth beneath: there is none 
else. Thou shalt, therefore, observe his statutes, and his 
commandments, which I command thee this day, that it may 
be well with thee, and with thy children after thee, and that 
thon mayest prolong thy days upon the land, which Jehovah 
thy God giveth thee for ever.” 


Then Moses set apart three cities on the castern side of 
the Jordan, whither the man-slayer, who should kall his 
neighbour unawares, whom he had not hated in times past, 
might flee; and that, fleemg unto one of these cities, he 
might hve: namely, Bezer in the desert, in the plain coun- 
try of the Reubemtes; and Ramoth in Gilead, the land of 
the Gadites ; and Golan in Bashau, the /and of the Manassites. 


Now this is the law which Moses sct before the ehildren 


5 of Israel; these are the testimonies, the statutes, and the 


decrees, which Moses spake to the eluldren of Israel, after 
they came forth out of Egypt, beyond the Jordan, in the 
valley opposite to Beth-peor, in the land of Sihon king of 
the Amonites, who dwelt at Teshbon, whom Moses and the 
children of Israel had smitten, after they were come forth 
from Kgypt, and of whose land they had taken possession, 
and of the land of Og king of Bashan, two kings of the 
Ainorites, who were beyond the Jordan towards sun-rising ; 


48 from Aroer, which is on the banks of the torrent Arnon, 
4g even to mount Sion, which is Hermon; and all the plam 


beyond the Jordan eastward, even to the sea of the plain, 
below Ashdoth-Pisgah. 
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CHAP. V.—And Moses called together all Israel, and 


said to them, “ Hear, O Isracl, the statutes and judgments 
which I speak in your ears this day, that ye may learn them, 
aud observe, and do them. Jehovah our God made a cove- 
nant with us at Horeb. Jchovah made not this covenant 
with our fathers, but with us, with us, who are all of us 
here alive this day. Face to face Jehovah spake with you on 
the mountain, from the midst of the fire (I stood between 
Jehovah and you at that time, to show you the word of Je- 
hovah ; for ye were afraid of the fire, and went not up into 
the mountain) ; saying, 

‘Tam Jehovah thy God, who brought thee out of the land 
of Egypt, out of the house of bondage. Thou shalt not 
have other gods before me. 

Thou shalt not make for thyself a graven image, any hike- 
ness of what is in the heavens above, or of what is in the 
earth beneath, or of what 1s in the waters under the earth; 
thou shalt not bow down thyself to them, and thou shalt 
not serve them; for I Jehovah thy God am a jealous God, 
visiting the iniquity of the fathers upon the children to the 
third and fourth generation of them who hate me; but 
shewing merey to the thousandth of them who love me, and 
keep my commandments. 

Thou shalt not utter the name of Jehovah thy God toa 
falschood ; for Jehovah will not hold him guiltless who 
uttercth lis naine to a falsehood. 

Observe the sabbath day to sanctify 1t, as Jehovah thy 
God hath commanded thee. Six days mayest thou labour, 
and do all thy work; but the seventh day is the sabbath of 
Jehovah thy God: on it thou shalt do no work, thou, nor 
thy son, nor thy daughter, nor thy man-servant, nor thy 
maid-servant, nor thine ox, nor thine ass, nor any of thy 
cattle, nor thy stranger that 1s within thy gates; that thy 
man-servant and thy maid-servant may rest as well as thou. 
For remember that thou wast a servant in the land of 
Kgypt, and that Jehovah thy God brought thee out 
thence, by a inighty hand, and by an out-stretched arm: 
therefore Jehovah thy God commanded thee to keep the 
sabbath day. 

Honour thy father and thy mother, as Jchovah thy God 
hath commanded thee; that thy days may be prolonged, 
and that it may be well with thee, im the land which Jecho- 
vah thy God giveth thee. 
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17. Thou shalt not commit murder. 

is ’ Neither shalt thou commit adultery. 

i9 Neither shalt thou steal. 

200 Neither shalt thou bear falsc witness against thy neighbour. 

2. Neither shalt thou desire thy ncighbour’s wife, nor shalt 
thou covet thy neighbour’s house, his field, or his man-scr- 
vant, or his maid-servant, his ox, or his ass, or any thing 
which is thy neighbour’s.’ 

22 These words Jehovah spake to all your assembly in the 
mount, out of the midst of the fire, of the cloud, and of 
the thick darkness, with a great voice; and he added no 
more: and he wrote them on two tables of stone, and de- 

23 livered them to me. And it came to pass when ye heard the 
voice fromthe midst of the darkness, while the mountain burned 
with fire, that ye eame near to me, even all the heads of your 

o4 tribes, and your clders; and ye said, ‘Lo, Jehovali our God 
hath shewed us Ins great glory, and his voice we have heard 
from the midst of the fire. We have this day seen that God 

25 may speak with man, and he may yet live. And now why 
should we die? For this great fire will consume us if we 
continue to hear the voice of Jehovah our God, and we shall 

26 dic. For who is there of all flesh who hath heard the voice 
of the hving God speaking from the midst of the fire, as we 

27 have heard it, and hath lived? Go thou near, and: hear all 
that Jehovah our God shall say; and thou shalt speak to us 
all that Jehovah our God shall speak to thee, and we will 

os hear and do 2.2 And Jehovah heard the voice of your 
words, when ye spake to me; and Jchovah said to me, ‘I 
have heard the voice of the words of this people, which they 
have spoken to thee. All that they have spoken is right. 

29 O that they may have a heart to fear me, and keep my com- 
mandments all their days, that 1t may be well with them, 

30 and with their children for ever! Go say to them, Return 

31 to your tents. But as for thee, stand thou here by me, that 
I may tell thee all the commandments, the statutes, and the 
judgments, which thou shalt teach them, that they may do 
them in the land which I shall give them for a possession.’ 

32 Ye shall observe to do, therefore, as Jehovah your God hath 
commanded you: ye shall not turn aside to the right hand 

33 or to the left. Ye shall walk in all the ways which Jehovah 
your God hath commanded you, that ye may live, and that it 
may be well with you, and that ye may prolong your days in 

' the land which ye are to possess. 
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CHAP. VI.—Now these are the commandments, the 
statutes, and the judgments, which Jehovah your God com- 
manded you to be taught, that ye might do them in the 
land whither ye are goig over to possess it; that thou 
inightest fear Jehovah thy God, to keep all his statutes and 
his commandments which I command thee; thou and thy 
son, and thy son’s son, all the days of thy life; and that 
thy days may be prolonged. Hear, therefore, O Israel, and 
observe to do it, that it may be well with thee, and that ye 
may inerease greatly, as Jehovah the God of thy fathers hath 
promised thee, in a land that floweth with milk and honey. 


Year, O Isracl: Jehovah our God is one Jehovah, and: 


thou shalt love Jchovah thy God with all thy heart, and 
with all thy soul, and with all thy might. And these words, 
which I command thee this day, shall be in thy heart ; and 
thou shalt teach them diligently to thy children, and shalt 
talk of them when thou sittest in thy house, and when thou 
walkest by the way, when thou hest down, and when thou 
risest up. And thou shalt bind them fora sign upon thy 
hands, and they shall be as frontlets between thine eyes. 
And thou shalt write them upon the posts of thy houses, 
and on thy gates. 

And when Jehovah thy God shall have brought thee 
into the land which he sware to thy fathers, to Abraham, 
to Isaac, and to Jacob, to give thee great and goodly 
cities, which thou buildedst not, and houses full of all 
good things, which thou filledst not, and wells digged, which 
thou diggedst not, vineyards and olive-trees, which thou 
plantedst not; when thou shalt have eaten, and be full; be- 
ware lest thou forget Jehovah thy God, who brought thee 
forth out of the land of Egypt, from the house of bondage. 
Thou shalt fear Jehovah thy God, and serve him, and shalt 
swear by his name. Ye shall not go after other gods, of the 
gods of the peoples which are round about you; (for Jeho- 
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vah thy God is a jealous God among you ;) lest the anger of ’ 


Jehovah thy God be kindled against thee, and destroy thee 
from off the faec of the land. Ye shall not try Jehovah 
your God, as ye tried him in Massah. Ye shall diligently 
keep the commandments of Jehovah your God, and his 
testimonies, and his statutes, which he hath commanded 
thee. And thou shalt do what is right and good in the 
sight of Jehovah; that it may be well with thee, and that 
thou mayest go in and possess the good land which Jehovah 
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sware to thy fathers; by driving out all thine enemies from 
before thee, as Jehovah hath spoken. And when thy son 
asketh thee in time to come, saying, ‘What mean the testi- 
monics, the statutes, and the judginents, which Jehovah our 
God hath commanded you?’ then shalt thou say to thy 
son, ‘ We were Pharaoh’s bondmen in Egypt; and Jehovah 
brought us out of Keypt with a mighty hand; and Jehovah 
shewed signs and wonders, great and gricvous, upon Kgypt, 
upon Pharaoh, and upon all his household, before our eyes ; 
and he brought us out thenec, that he might bring us 
luther, to give us the land which he sware to our fathers. 
And Jehovah commanded us to do all these statutes, to fear 
Jchovah our God, for our good always, that he might pre- 
serve us alive, as at this day. And it shall be our righteous- 
ness, if we observe to do all these commandments before 
Jchovah our God, as he hath commanded us.’ 


CHAP. VII.—When Jehovah thy God shall have brought 
thee into the land whither thou art gomg to possess it, and 
shall have cast out many nations before thec, the Hittites, 
and the Girgashites, and the Amorites, and the Canaanites, 
and the Perizzites, and the Hlivites, and the Jebusites, seven 
nations greater and nightier than thou; and when Jehovah 
thy God shall have dchvered them before thee ; thou shalt 
smite them, and utterly destroy them: thou shalt make no 
covenant with them, nor shew mercy to them; nor shalt thou 
make marriages with them: thy daughter thou shalt not 
give to his son, nor his daughter shalt thou take to thy son. 
For he will tum away thy son from followmg ine, that they 
may serve other gods : so will the anger of Jehovah be kindled 
against you, and destroy thee suddenly. But thus shall ye 
deal with them; ye shall destroy their altars, and break 
down their images, and eut down their groves, and burn 
their graven images with fire. For thou art a people holy 
to Jehovah thy God; and Jehovah thy God hath chosen 
thee to be a peculiar people to himself, above all the peoples 
that are upon the face of the carth. Not because ye were 
more numerous than all the peoples, did Jchovah set his love 
upon you, and choose you; for ye are the fewest of all 
peoples ; but because Jehovah loved you, and beeause he 
would kcep the oath which he had sworn to your fathers, 
hath Jchovah brought you out with a mighty hand, and 
redeemed you out of the house of bondmen, from the hand 
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of Pharaoh king of Egypt. Know therefore that Jchovah 9 


thy God, he is God, the faithful God, who keepeth covenant 
and merey with them who love him and keep Ins command- 
ments, to the thousandth generation; and repayeth them 
who hate him to their face, to destroy them: he will not 
delay in respect to him who hateth him, he will repay 
him to his face. Thou shalt therefore keep the command- 
ments, and the statutes, and the judgments, which I com- 
mand thee this day, to do them. For if ye hearken to 
these judgments, and keep and do them, theu Jehovah 
thy God will keep with thee the covenant and the mercy 
which he sware to thy fathers; and he will love thee, and 
bless thee, and multiply thee: he will also bless the fruit 
of thy womb, and the fruit of thy land, thy corn, thy wine, 
and thine oil, the increase of thy kine, and the flocks of 
thy sheep, in the land which he sware to thy fathers to 
give thee. Thou shalt be blessed above all pcoples, there 
shall not be male or female barren among you, or among 
your cattle. And Jehovah will take away from thee all 
sickness, and none of the evil diseases of Egypt, which thou 
knowest, will be put upon thee; but he will lay them upon 
all those who hate thee. And thou shalt consume all the 
peoples which Jehovah thy God shall deliver to thee; thine 
eye shall have no pity upon them, nor shalt thou serve 
their gods; for that would bea snare to thee. If thou 
shalt say in thy heart, ‘These nations are more numerous 
than I; how can I dispossess them?’ be not afraid of 
them; remember well what Jehovah thy God did to Pha- 
raoh, and to all Kgypt; the great trials which thine eyes 
saw, the signs, and the wonders, and the mghty hand, and 
the outstretched arm, with which Jehovah thy God brought 
thee out; so shall Jehovah thy God do to all the peoples of 
whom thou art afraid. Morcover, Jehovah thy God will 
send hornets among them, until they that are left, and Inde 
themselves from thee, be destroyed. Be not terrified at 
them; for Jehovah thy God is among you, a God mighty 
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and terrible. And Jchoyah thy God will cast out those 22 


nations before thee by little and httle: thou mayest not 
consuine them at once, lest the beasts of the field increase 
upon thee. But Jehovah thy God shall deliver them to 
thee, and shall destroy them with a mighty destrnetion, until 
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they be destroyed. And he shall deliver their kings into 24 


hy hand, and thou shalt destroy their name from under the 
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heavens: no man shall be able to stand before thee, until 

25 thou shalt have destroyed them. The graven images of 
their gods ye shall burn with fire ; thou shalt not desire the 
silver or gold that is on them, nor take it to thee, lest thou 
be snared by it; for it is an abomination to Jehovah thy 

26 God. Nor shalt thou bring an abommation into thy house, 
lest thou be a devoted thing like it; but thon shalt utterly 
detest it, and thou shalt utterly abhor it; for it is a devoted 
thing.

CHAP. VIII.—All the commandments which I com- 
mand thee this day, shall ye observe to do, that ye may 
live, and multiply, and go in and possess the land which 
Jchovah sware to your fathers. And thou shalt remember 
all the way through which Jehovah thy God hath led thee 
these forty years in the desert, to humble thee, to prove 
thee, to know what was in thy heart, whether thou wouldest 
keep his commandments, or not. And he humbled thee, 
and suffered thee to hunger, and fed thee with manna, which 
thou knewest not, neither did thy fathers know, that he 
might make thee know that man doth not hye by bread 
alone, bnt by whatever proccedeth out of the mouth of Je- 
hovah doth man live. Thy raiment wasted not from off 
thee, nor did thy foot swell, these forty years. Thon shalt 
also consider in thy heart, that, as a man chasteneth his son, 
so Jchovah thy God chasteneth thee. Therefore thou shalt 
keep the commandments of Jchovah thy God, to walk in his 
ways, and to fear him. For Jehovah thy God bringeth thee 
into a good land; a land of brooks of water, of fountains, 
and lakes issuing out of valleys and hills; a land of wheat, 
sand barley, of vines, and fig-trees, and pomegranates; a 
land of ohve-oil, and honey ; a land in which thou shalt eat 
bread without scarceness, where thou shalt not lack any 
thing; a land, the stones of which are iron, and ont of the 
10 mountains of which thou mayest dig copper. When thou 

hast eaten and art full, and hast blessed Jehovah thy God, 
11 for the good land which he hath given thee, beware that 
thou forgot not Jehovah thy God, in not keeping his com- 
mandinents, and his judgments, and his statutes, which [| 
command thee this day; lest, when thou hast caten and art 
full, and hast built goodly houses, and dwelt therein, and 
when thy herds and thy flocks are increased, and thy silver 
and thy gold are increased, and all that thou hast is m- 
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creased ; thy heart be lifted up, and thon forget Jchovah 
thy God, who brought thee forth out of the land of Egypt, 
from tic house of bondage; who led thee through that 
great and termble desert, in which were fiery serpents, and 
scorpions, and drought ; where was no water; who brought 
thee forth water out of the rock of flint ; who fed thee in 
the desert with manna, which thy fathers knew not, that he 
might liumble thee, and that he might prove thee, to do 
thee good at the last; and thou sayin thy heart, ‘ My power, 
and the might of my hand hath gotten me this wealth, 
But thou shalt remember Jehovah thy God; for it is he who 
giveth thee power to get wealth, and that he may establish 
his covenant, which he sware to thy fathers, as i 2s this day. 
But if thou do at all forget Jehovah thy God, and walk 
after other gods, and serve them, and worship them, I testify 
against you this day, that ye shall utterly perish. As the 
nations which Jehovah destroyeth before your face, so shall 
ye perish, because ye would not be obedient to the voice of 
Jehovah your God, 


CHAP. IX.—Hear, O Israel; Thou art this day about 
to pass over the Jordan, to go in to possess nations greater 
and mightier than thou, cities great, and fenced up to 
heaven; a people great and tall, the children of the Ana- 
kites, whom thou knowest, and of whom thou hast heard it 
said, ‘Who can stand before the children of Anak?’ Know 
therefore this day, that Jehovah thy God is he who goeth 
over before thee, a consuming fire: he will destroy them, 
and he will bring them down before thy face: so shalt thou 
drive them out, and destroy them quickly, as Jehovah hath 
said to thee. Speak not thou in thy heart, after that Je- 
hovah thy God hath cast them out from before thee, saying, 
‘For my rightcousness Jehovah hath brought me to possess 
this land ;” but for the wickedness of these nations Jehovah 
driveth them out from before thee. Not for thy rightcous- 
ness, or for the wprightness of thy heart, dost thou go to 
possess their land; but for the wickedness of these nations 
Jehovah thy God driveth them ont from before thee, and 
that he may perform the word which Jehovah sware to thy

fathers, Abraham, Isaac, and Jacob. Know therefore that 6 


Jehovah thy God giveth thee not this good land to possess 
it for thy mghteousness ; for thou art a stiff-necked people. 


Remember and forget not, how thou provokedst Jehovah thy 7 
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God to wrath in the desert: from the day that thou didst 
depart from the land of Kgypt, until ye came unto this 
s placc, ye have been rebellious against Jehovah. Even at 
Horcb ye provoked Jehovah to wrath, so that Jehovah was 
9 angry with you, and would have destroyed you. When I 
went up to the mountain, to reccive the tables of stone, the 
tables of the covenant which Jehovah made with you, I re- 
mained on the mountain forty days and forty nights, neither 
10 eating bread nor drinking water. And Jehovah delivered to 
me two tables of stone, written with the finger of God; and 
on thein was written according to all the words which Je- 
hovah spake with you on the mountain, out of the midst of 
11 the fire, in the day of the assembly. And it came to pass 
at the end of forty days and forty nights, that Jehovah gave 
me the two tables of stone, the tables of the covenant. 
12 And Jehovah said to me, ‘Arise, go down quickly hence ; 
for thy people whom thou hast brought forth out of Egypt 
have corrupted themselves: they have quickly turned aside 
out of the way which I commanded them ; they have made 
13 for themselves a molten image.’ Jehovah also spake to me, 
saying, ‘I have seen this people, and behold, it is a stiff- 
i4 neeked people: let me alone, that I may destroy them, and 
blot out their name from under the heavens; and I will 
make of thee a nation mighticr and more numerous than 
is they.” So I tumed, and came down from the mountain, 
and the mountain burned with fire ; and the two tables of 
16 the covenant were in my two hands. And I looked, and, 
lo, ye had sinned against Jehovah your God, ye had made 
for yourselves a molten calf: ye had turned aside quickly 
17 out of the way which Jehovah had commanded you. And 
I took the two tables, and cast them out of my two hands, 
isand brake them before your eyes; and I fell down before 
Jehovah, as at the first, forty days and forty mghts: I 
neither ate bread, nor drank water, on account of all your 
sins which ye had committed,in doing wickedly in the sight 
19 of Jehovah, to provoke him to anger ; for I was afraid of the 
anger and hot displeasure wherewith Jehovah was wroth 
against yon to destroy you. But Jehovah hearkened to me 
20 at that time also. With Aaron also, Jehovah was excced- 
ingly angry, and would have destroyed him; but I prayed 
21 for Aaron also at the same time. And your sin which ye 
had made, the calf, I took and burnt with fire, and beat it 
in pieces, and ground it very small, until it was as small as 
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dust; and I cast the dust of it into the brook which ran 
down from the mountain. And at Taberah, and at Massah, 
and at Kibroth-hattaavah, ye provoked Jehovah to wrath. 
Likewise, when Jehovah sent you from Kadesh-barnea, say- 
ing, ‘Go up and possess the land which I have given you ;’ 
then ye rebelled against the commandinent of Jehovah your 


God, and ye believed him not, nor hearkened’to iis voice. Ye 2 


have been rebellious against Jehovah from the day that I 
knew you. Thus I fell down before Jehovah forty days and 
forty nights, as [ had fallen down before ; because Jchovah 
had said he would destroy you. I prayed therefore to Je- 
hovah, and said, ‘OQ Lord Jehovah, destroy not thy people, 
and thy inheritance, which thou hast redeemed through thy 
ereatness, which thou hast brought forth out of Egypt with 
a mighty hand. Remember thy servants, Abraham, Isaac, 
and Jacob: regard not the stubbornness of this people, nor 
their wickedness, nor their sin; lest the people of the land 
whence thon broughtest us out say, Because Jehovah was 
not able to bring them into the land which he promised 
them, and because he hated them, he hath bronght them 
out to slay them in the desert. Yet they are thy people, 
and thy inheritance, which thou broughtest out by thy 
mighty power, and by thy out-stretched arm.’ 


CHAP. X.—At that time Jchovah said to me, ‘ Hew thee 
two tables of stone hke the former, and come up to me to 
the mountain, and make thee an ark of wood; and J will 
write on the tables the words that were in the former tables, 
which thou brakest, and thou shalt put them in the ark.’

So I made an ark of setim wood, and hewed two tables of 3 


stone like the former, and went up to the mountain, having 
the two tables in my hand. And Jehovah wrote on the 
tables, according to the former writing, the ten command- 
ments, which Jehovah spake to you in the mountain out of 
the midst of the fire, in the day of the assembly ; and Je- 
hovah gave them to me. And I turned, and came down 
from the mountain, and put the tables in the ark winch I 
had made; that they may be there, as Jehovah commanded 
me. <And the children of Isracl took their journey from 
Beeroth, of the children of Jaakah to Moscra: there Aaron 
died, and there he was buried ; and Eleazar his son minis- 
tered in the pricst’s office, in his stead. Thence they 
journeyed to Gudgodah ; and from Gudgodah to Jotbath, a 
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sland of rivers of water. At that time Jchovah separated 
the tribe of Levi, to bear the ark of the covenant of Je- 
hovah, to stand before Jehovah, to minister to him, and_ to 
9 bless in his name, until this day. Wherefore Levi hath 
no part nor inheritance with his brethren: Jchovah is his 
inheritance, according as Jehovah thy God promised him. 
And I stayed on the mountain, as at the first time, forty 
days and forty mghts ; and Jchovah hearkened to me at that 
time also, and Jchovah would not destroy thee. 
i And Jehovah said to me, ‘Anse, take thy journey before 
this people, that they may go in and possess the land, which 
I sware to their fathers, to give to them.’ And now, O 
Israel, what doth Jehov ah thy God require of thee, but to 
fear Jchovah thy God, to walk in all his ways, and to loyc 
hin, and to serve Jehovah thy God with all thy heart, and 
13 with all thy soul, to keep the commandments of Jchovah, 
and his statutes which I command thee this day for thy 
14 good? Behold, to Jchovah thy God belong the heavens, 
and the heaven of heavens, the earth, with all that is therein. 
15 Yet Jehovah had a dchght m thy fathers to love them, and 
he chose their seed after them, even you above all peoples, 
16 as it is ths day. Cireumcise therefore the foreskin of your 
17 heart, and be no more stiff-necked. For Jehovah your God 
is the God of gods, and the Lord of lords, a God, great, 
and mighty, and termble, who regardeth not persons, nor 
ig taketh a bnbe. He executeth justice for the fatherless and 
the ‘widow, and loveth the stranger, giving him food and 
ig raiment. Love ye therefore the stranger; for ye were 
20 strangers in the land of Egypt. Jehovah thy God thou 
shalt fear; and him thou shalt serve, and to him thou shalt 
21 cleave, and by his name thou shalt swear. He is thy praise, 
and he is thy God, who hath done for thee these great and 
terrible things, which thine cyes have seen. Thy fathers 
went down into Hgypt with seventy persons, and now Jc- 
hovah thy God hath made thee as the stars of heaven 
for multitude. CHAP, Xi.—Thercfore thou shalt love 
Jchovah thy God, and keep his charge, his statutes, and his. 
judgments, and is commandments, always. And ye your- 
selves this day know: for [ speak not with your children 
who have not known, and who have not scen the chastisc- 
ment of Jehovah your God, his greatness, and his mighty 
3 hand, and his outstretched arm, his miracles, and his acts, 
which he did in the midst of Kgypt, to Pharaoh the king 
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of Heypt, and to all his land; and what he did to the army 4 


of Egypt, to their horses, and to their ehariots; how he 
made the water of the Red Sea to overflow them as they 
pursued after you, and how Jehovah hath destroyed them to 
this day ; and what he did to yourselves in the desert, until 
ye eame to this place; and what he did to Dathan and 
Abiram, the sons of Ehab, the son of Reuben: how the 
earth opened her mouth, and swallowed them up, and their 
households, and their tents, and all the substance that was 
in their possession, in the midst of all the Israelites: but 
your cycs have seen all the great deeds of Jchovah whieh he 
did. Ye shall therefore keep all the commandments which 
I command you this day, that ye may be strong, and go in 
and possess the land whither ye are going to possess it; and 
that ye may prolong your days in the land which Jehovah 
sware to your fathers to give to them and to their seed, a land 
flowing with milk and honey. For the Jand whither thou 
art going to possess it, is not like the land of Kgypt, out 
of which ye are eome, where thou sowedst thy seed, 
and wateredst it with thy foot, as a garden of herbs; but 
the land, whither ye are going over to possess it, is a land 
of hills and valleys; it drinketh water of the rain of 
heaven; a land whieh Jehovah thy God eareth for: the 
eyes of Jehovah thy God are always upon it, from the be- 
ginning of the year even to the end of the year. If then 
ye will hearken diligently to my commandments whieh I 
command you this day, to love Jehovah your God, and to 
serve him with all your heart, and with all your soul, I will 
give thee the rain of your land in its due season, the first 
rain and the latter rain, that thou mayest gather m thy eorn, 
and thy wine, and thine oil. And I will send grass in thy fields 
for thy cattle, that thou mayest eat and be satisfied. ‘Take 
heed to yourselves, that your heart be not deceived, and ve 
turn aside, and serve other gods, and worship them ; so that 
the wrath of Jehovah be kindled against you, and he shut 
up the heavens, that there be no rain, and that the land yield 
not its fruit; and ye perish quickly from off the good land 
which Jchovah giveth you. Therefore shall ye lay up these 
my words in your heart, and im your soul, and bind them 
for a sign upon your hand, that they may be as frontlets be- 
tween your eyes. And ye shall teach them your children, 
speaking of them when thou sittest in thy honse, and when 
thou walkest by the way, and when thon hest down, and 
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when thou risest up. And thou shalt write them upon the 
door-posts of thy house, and upon thy gates; that your days, 
and the daysof your cluldren, may be multiplied in the land 
which Jchovah sware to your fathers, to give them, as the 
days of the heavens over the earth. For if ye shall dih- 
cently keep all these commandments which I command you 
this day, to do them, to love Jehovah your God, to walk im 


3 all his ways, and to cleave to him ; then will Jchovah drive 


out all these nations from before you, and ye shall possess 
nations greater and mightier than yourselves. Every place 
on which the soles of your fect shall tread shall be yours ; 
from. the desert to Lebanon, and from the river, the river 
Kuphrates, even to the farther sca, shall your boundary he. 
No man shall be able to stand before you; for Jehovah your 
God will put the fear of you, and the dread of you upon all 
the land on which ye shall tread, as he hath said to you. 
See, I set before you this day a blessing and a curse: a 
blessing, if ye obey the commandments of Jchovah your 


23 God, which [ command you this day; aud a curse, if ye 


will not obey the commandments of Jehovah your God, but 
turn aside out of the way which I command you this day, 
to go after other gods, which ye have not known. And 
when Jehovah thy God shall have brought thee into the land 
which thou art going to possess, thou shalt put the blessing 
upon mount Gernizim, and the curse upon mount Hbal. Are 
they not beyoud the Jordan, towards the setting of the sun, 
in the land of the Canaanites, which dwell in the plain 
opposite to Gilgal, near the terebinth-trees of Moreh? For 
ye shall pass over the Jordan, to go in to possess the land 
whieh Jehovah your God giveth you, and ye shall pos- 
sess 1t, and, dwell therem. And ye shall observe to do 
all the statutes and judgments which I set before you this 
day. 


CHAP. XIJ.—These are the statutes and judgments which 
ye shall observe to do m the land which Jehovah the God of 
thy fathers giveth thee to possess, all the days that ye live 
upon the land. Ye shall utterly destroy all the places where 
the nations whieh ye are to dispossess served their gods, on 
the high mountains, or on the hills, or under any green tree ; 
and ye shall overthrow their altars, and break their statues, 
and burn their groves with fire; and ye shall hew down the 
graven images of their gods, and destroy the names of them 
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out of that place. Ye shall not do so to Jehovah your God; 4 
but to the place in which Jehovah your God shall choose out 5 


of all your tribes, to put his name and to dwell there, ye 
shall seck, and thither thou shalt go; and thither ye shall 
earry your burnt-offerings, and your sacrifices, and your 
tithes, and the heave-offerings of your hand, and your votive 
and your free-will-offerings, and. the firstlings of your herds 
and of your flocks ; and there ye shall cat before Jehovah 
your God, and ye shall rejoice, ye and your families m all 
that ye put your hand to, in which Jchovah thy God hath 
blessed thee. Ye shall not do according to all that we do 
here this day, every one whatsoever is right in his own eyes. 
For ye are not yet come to the rest and to the inheritance, 
which Jehovah your God giveth you. But when ye shall 
have gone over the Jordan, and shall dwell in the land which 
Jehovah your God giveth you to inherit, and when he shall 
have given you rest from all your enennes round about, so 
that ye dwell im safety; then there shall be a place which 
Jehovah your God shall choose, to cause his name to dwell 
there ; thither shall ye carry all that I command you; your 
burnt-offerings, and your sacrifices, your tithes, and the 
heave-offerings of your hand, and all your choice votive- 
offerings which ye vow to Jehovah; and ye shall rejoice 
before Jehovah your God, ye, and your sons, and your 
daughters, your men-servants, and your maid-servants, and 
the Levite that 1s within your gates ; forasmuch as he hath 
no part or mheritance with you. Take heed to thyself that 
thou offer not thy burnt-offermgs in every place that thou 
scest: but in that place only which Jehovah shall choose m 
one of thy tribes, there thou shalt offer thy burnt-offerings, 
and there thon shalt do all that I command thee. Never- 
theless whenever thou desirest it, thou mayest. kill and eat 
flesh in any of thy gates, according to the blessing which 
Jchovah thy God shall have given thee: the unclean and the 
elean may eat of it, as of the antelope, and as of the hart. 
Only ye shall not eat the blood; ye shall pour it upon the 
cround as water. Thou mayest not eat within thy gates the 
tithe of thy corn, or of thy wine, or of thy oil, or the first- 
lings of thy herds, or of thy flock, or any of thy vetive- 
offerings which thou vowest, or thy free-will-offerings, or 
heave-offerings of thy hands; but thou must cat them be- 
fore Jehovah thy God, in the place which Jehovah thy God 
shall choose, thou, and thy son, and thy daughter, thy man- 
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servant, and thy maid-servant, and the Levite that is within 
thy gates ; and thou shalt rejoice before Jehovah thy God in 
all that thou puttest thy hands to. Take heed to thyself 
that thou forsake not the Levite as long as thou livest upon 
thy land. 
20 When Jehovah thy God shall have enlarged thy boundary, 
as he hath promised thee, and thou shalt say, ‘I will cat 
flesh,’ because thou hast a desire to eat flesh, thou mayest cat 
flesh, whenever thou desivest it. If the place which Jehovah 
thy God hath chosen to put his name there, be too far from 
thee, then thon mayest lall of thy herd, and of thy flock, 
which Jehovah hath given thee, as I have commanded thee, 
and thou mayest eat im thy gates whenever thou desirest. 
22 Only as the antclope and the hart 1s eaten, so thou shalt eat 
them ; and the unclean and the clean may eat of them alike. 
23 Only be sure thou eat not the blood; for the blood is the 
24 life; and thou mayest not eat the life with the flesh. Thou 
shalt not eat it; thou shalt pour it upon the earth as water: 
25 thou shalt not cat it, that it may be well with thee, and with 
thy children after thee, when thou shalt do that which is 
26 right in the sight of Jehovah. Only thy holy things which 
thon hast, and thy vows, thou shalt take, and go to the place 
which Jehovah shall choose; and thou shalt offer thy burnt- 
offerings, the flesh and the blood, upon the altar of Jehovah 
thy God; and the blood of thy sacrifices shall be poured out 
upon the altar of Jehovah thy God, and thou shalt cat the 
as flesh. Observe, and hear all these words which I command 
thee this day, that it may be well with thee, and with thy 
elildren after thee for ever, when thou doest that which is 
29 good and right in the sight of Jehovah thy God. When 
Jehovah thy God shall have eut off the nations from before 
thee, whither thou goest to dispossess them, and thou shalt 
30 have dispossessed them, and shalt dwell in their land; take 
heed to thyself, that thou be not ensnared by following them, 
after they shall have been destroyed from before thee ; and 
that thou inquire not after their gods, saying, ‘ How did 
these nations serve their gods ? even so will I do likewise.’ 
31 Thou shalt not do so to Jehovah thy God; for every abomi- 
nation to Jehovah, which he hateth, have they done to their 
gods; for even thei sons and their daughters they have 
32 burut in the fire to their gods. Livery thing that I command 
you observe to do: thou shalt not add to it, nor take from 
it. 
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CHAP. XITI.—If there arise among you a prophet, or a 
dreamer of dreams, and he give thee a sign or a wonder, and 2 


the sign or the wonder come to pass, of which he spake to, 


thee, saving, ‘Tet us go after other gods, which thou hast 
not known, and let us serve them; thou shalt not hearken 
to the words of that prophet, or that dreamer of dreams ; 

for Jehovah your God proveth you, to know whether ve love 
Jehovah your God with all your heart, and with all your 
soul. Ye shall walk after Jchovah your God, and fear hin, 

and keep his commandments, and obey his voice, and ye 
shall serve him, and eleave to him. And that prophet, or 
that dreamer of dreams, shall be put to death ; because he 
hath proposed rebellion against Jehovah your God, who 
brought you out of the land of Ligypt, and redeemed you 
from the house of bondage, to seduce thee from the way im 
which Jehovah thy God commanded thee to walk: so shalt 
thou put away the evil from the midst of thee. If thy 
brother, the son of thy mother, or thy son, or thy daughter, 
or the wife of thy bosom, or thy friend, who is as thy own 
soul, entice thee secretly, saying, ‘ Let us go and serve other 
gods,’ which thou hast not known, thon, nor thy fathers ; 
some of the gods of the peoples around you, whether near 
to thee, or far from thee, from one end of the earth even unto 
the other end of the earth; thou shalt not consent to him, 
nor hearken to him ; neither shall thine eye pity hun, thou 
shalt not spare, neither shalt thou conceal him; but thou 
shalt surely all him; thy hand shall be first upon him to 
put him to death, and afterwards the hands of all the people. 
And thou shalt stone him with stones, that he dic ; beeause 
he nath sought to seduce thee from Jehovah thy God, who 


brought thee out of the land of Egypt, from the house of 


bondage. And all Israel shall hear, and fear, and shall do 
no more any such wickedness as this is among you. If 
thou shalt hear it said that in one of thy eities, which Jehovah 
thy God shall have given thee to dwell in, certain men, sons 
of Behal, are gone out from among you, and have withdrawn 
the inhabitants of thei city, saying, ‘Let us go and serve 
other gods ;’ which ye have not known; then shalt thou 
inquire, and make seareh, and ask diligently ; and, behold, ifit 
be true, and the thing certain, that such abomination hath been 
wrought among you; thou shalt surely smite the inhabitants 
of that eity with the edge of the sword, devoting it, and all that 
is in it, and its cattle, to be destroyed by the edge of the sword. 
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16 And thou shalt gather all the spoil of it mto the midst of its 
strect, and shalt burn with fire the city, and all its spoil, a 
whole burnt-offering to Jehovah thy God; and it shall be a 

17 ruin for ever; it shall not be built again. And nothing of 
what is devoted shall cleave to thy hand; that Jehovah may 
turn from the ficreeness of his anger, and shew thee mercy, 
and have compassion upon thee, and imercase thee, as he 

is hath sworn to thy fathers ; when thou shalt hearken to the 
voice of Jehovah thy God, to keep all his commandments 
which I command thee this day, to do that which is riglit in 
the cyes of Jchovah thy God. 


1 CHAP. XIV.—Ye arc the children of Jchovah your God: 
ye shall not cut yourselves, nor make any baldness between 
2 your cyes for the dead ; for thou art a people holy to Jehovah 
thy God, and Jehovah hath chosen thee to be a people pecu- 
har to himself, out of all the nations that are upon the carth. 
4 Thou shalt not cat any abominable thing. ‘These arc the 
beasts which ye may cat; the ox, and the sheep, and the 
5 goat, the hart, and the antelope, and the fallow-decr, and the 
wild goat, and the dishon, and the harte-beest, and the roe. 
6 And every beast whose hoof is divided, and whose foot is 
cloven into two parts, and which cheweth the cud among the 
7 beasts, ye nay cat. But ye may not cat of those which only 
chew the cud, or of those which only have a divided hoof; 
as the camel, and the hare, and the cavy; for they chew the 
cud, but have not the hoof divided; they shall be unclean 
sto you. And the swime, he hath a divided hoof, yet he 
cheweth not the cud; he shall be unclean to you: ye shall 
9 not cat of their flesh, nor touch their dead carcase. These 
ye may cat, of all that are in the watcrs: every thing 
10 that hath fins and scales ye may eat. But every thing 
which hath not fins and scales, ye may not cat; it shall be 
12 unelean to you. Of all clean birds ye may eat. But 
these are they which ye shall not eat: the cagle, and the 
13 ossifrage, and the osprey, and the vulture, and the kite, after 
15 his kind, and every raven after his kind, and the ostrich, 
and the techemes, and the saph, and the hawk after his 
17 kind, and the cus, and the ibis, and the swan, and the 
is pehican, and the rechem, and the cormorant, and the stork, 
and the anapha after her kind, and the hoopoc, and the 
19 bat. And every erceping thing that flieth 1s unclean unto 
20 you: they shall not be eaten; but of all clean fowls ye may 
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cat. Ye shall not eat of any thing that dicth of itself; thou 21 


mayest give it to the sojourner that is in thy gates, that he 
may eat it; or thou mayest sell it to an alien: for thon art a 
people holy to Jehovah thy God. Thou shalt not scethe a 
kid in its mother’s milk. 


Thou shalt truly tithe all the increase of thy seed, that 22 
the ficld bringeth forth year by year. And thou shalt eat 23 


before Jehovah thy God, in the place which he shal! choose 
to cause his name to dwell there, the tithe of thy corn, of 
thy wine, and of thy oil, and the firstlings of thy herds, and 
of thy flocks; that thou maycst Icarn to fear Jchovah thy 
God always. But if the way be too long for thee, so that 
thou shalt not be able to carry it; if the place be too far 
from thee which Jehovah thy God shall choose to place his 
name there, when Jchovah thy God shall have blessed thee ; 


then shalt thou turn it into money, and bind up the money 2 


in thy hand, and shalt go to the place which Jehovah thy 
God shall choose; and thou shalt bestow that money for 
whatsoever thou desirest, for oxen, or for sheep, for wine, or 
for strong drink, or for whatsoever thou desirest ; and thou 
shalt eat there before Jehovah thy God, and thou shalt re- 
joice, thou, and thy household, and the Levite that 1s within 
tny gates; thou shalt not forsake him; for he hath no part 
or inheritance with thee. At the end of three years thon 
shalt bring forth all the tithe of thy increase the same 
year, and shalt lay it up within thy gates; and the Levite, 
because he hath no part or inheritance with thee, and the 
stranger, and the fatherless, and the widow, who are within 
thy gatcs, shall come, and shall eat, and be satisfied; that 
Jehovah thy God may bless thee in all the work of thy hand 
which thou doest. 


CHAP. XV.—At the end of every seven years thon shalt 
make a remission. And this is the nature of the remission : 
Iivery ereditor who hath lent to his neighbour, shall remit 
it; he shall not exact it of his neighbour, and of his brother, 
when the remission of Jehovah shall have been proclaimed. 
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Of an alien thou mayest exact it; but what thy brother hath 3 
of thine, thy hand shall remit, unless there shall be no poor 4 


among you; for Jehovah thy God will greatly bless thee im 
the land which Jchovah thy God giveth thee for an inher- 


tance to possess it, if only thou wilt carefully hearken to the 5 


voice of Jehovah thy God, to observe and to do all these 
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commandments whieh I command thee this day. For Je- 
hovah thy God will bless thee, as he promised thee; and 
thon shalt lend to many nations, but thou shalt not borrow ; 
and thou shalt rule over many nations, but they shall not 
rule over thee. If there be among you & poor man, one of 
thy brethren, within any of thy gates, im thy land which 
Jchovah thy God eiveth thee, aware shalt not harden thy 
heart, nor shut thy hand from thy poor brother; but thou 
shalt open thy hand wide to him, and shalt w ilingly lend to 
him what he wanteth, sufficient for his need. Beware that 
there be not a wicked thought in thy heart, saying, ‘The 
seventh year, the year of remission 1s at hand;’ and thine 
eye be evil against thy poor brother, and thou give him 
nought; and he ery to Jehovah against thee, and it be sin 
unto thee. Thou shalt freely give him, and thy heart shall 
not be grieved when thou givest to him; because for this 
thing Jehovah thy God will bless thee in all thy works, and 
in all to whieh thou puttest thy hands. For the poor shall 
never ecase out of the land: therefore I command thee, 
saying, ‘Thou shalt open thy hands wide to thy brother, to 
thy poor, and to thy needy, in the land.’ 

When thy brother, a Ilebrew man, or a Hebrew woman, 
hath been sold to thee, and served thec six years, then in the 
seventh year thon shalt let him go free from thee. And 
when thou sendest him out free from thee, thou shalt not 
let him go away empty: thou shalt furnish him liberally 
from thy flock, and from thy threshing-floor, and from thy 
wine-press: from that with which Jehovah thy God hath 
blessed thee thou shalt give to him. And thou shalt re- 
member that thou wast a bondman in the land of Egypt, 
and Jehovah thy God redeemed thee: therefore I command 
thee this thing to-day. But if he say to thee, ‘I will not go 
away from thee,’ beeanse he loveth thee and thy household, 
because he is well with thee, then thou shalt take an awl, 
and thrust it through his ear into the door, and he shall be 
thy servant for ever. Thus also thou shalt do to thy maid- 
servant. It shall not seem hard to thee, when thou sendest 
lim away free from thee; for he hath been doubly worth a 
hired servant in serving thee six years; and Jehovah thy 
God will bless thee in all that thou docst. 

All the firstlng males that are born of thy herd and of 
thy flock, thou shalt sanetify to Jehovah thy God: thou 
shalt do no work with the firstling of thy bullock, nor shear 
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the firstling of thy sheep: thou shalt eat it before Jehovah 20 


thy God year by year, in the place which Jchovah shall 


choose, thou and thy household. And if there be any 21 


blemish therein, if af be lame, or blind, or have any ill 
blemish, thou shalt not saerifice it to Jehovah thy God. 


Thou inayest eat it within thy gates: the unclean and the 22 


clean person may eat it alike, as the antclope and as the 


hart. Only thou shalt not eat its blood; thou shalt pour it 23 


upon the ground as water. 


CHAP. XVI.—Observe the month Abib, and keep the 
passover to Jehovah thy God; for in the month Ahib Je- 
hovah thy God brought thee forth out of Egypt by night. 
Thou shalt therefore sacrifice the passover to Jehovah thy 
God, from the flock and the herd, in the place in which 
Jehovah shall choose to place his name. Thou shalt eat 
with it nothing leavened; seven days shalt thou eat with it 
unleavened bread, bread of affliction; for thou camest forth 
im haste from the land of Egypt; that thou mayest remem- 
ber the day when thou camest forth from the land of Egypt 
all the days of thy life. And there shall be no leavened 
bread seen with thee within all thy borders seven days; nor 
shall any of the flesh, which thou didst slay the first day in 
the evening, remain all night until the mormming. Thou 
mayest not slay the passover within any of the gates, which Je- 
hovah thy God giveth thee; but in the place which Jehovah 
thy God shall choose to place his name there, thou shalt slay 
the passover in the evening, at the gomg down of the sun, 
at the season im which thou camest forth from Egypt. And 
thou shalt cook and eat it in the place which Jehovah thy 
God shall choose; and thou mayest turn in the morning, 
and go to thy tents. Six days thou shalt cat unleavened 
bread ; and on the seventh day shall be a solemn assembly 
to Jehovah thy God: thou shalt do no work. Seven 
weeks shalt thou number to thee: begin to number seven 
weeks from the time of begining to put the sickle to 
the corn. And thou shalt keep the feast of weeks to Je- 
hovah thy God with a tribute of a free-will-offering of thy 
hand, which thou shalt give Jehovah according as Jehovah 
thy God hath blessed thee; and thou shalt rejoice before 
Jehovah thy God, thou, and thy son, and thy daughter, thy 
man-servant, and thy maid-servant, and the Levite that 1s 
within thy gates, and the stranger, and the fatherless, 
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and the widow, that are among you, in the place which 
Jehovah thy God hath chosen to place his name there. 
And thou shalt remember that thou wast a bondman in the 
land of Egypt; and thou shalt observe and do these statutes. 
Thou shalt observe the feast of tabernacles seven days, after 
that thou hast gathered in the produce of thy threshing-floor 
and thy wine-press ; and thou shalt rejoice in thy feast, thou, 
and thy son, and thy daughter, and thy man-servant, and 
thy maid-servant, and the Levite, the stranger, and the 
fatherless, and the widow, that are within thy gates. Seven 
days shalt thou keep a solemn feast to Jehovah thy God, in 
the place which Jchovah shall choose: because Jehovah thy 
God shall bless thee in all thy imercase, and in all the works 
of thy hands, therefore thou shalt surely rejoice. Three 
times in the year shall all thy males appear before Jehovah thy 
God in the place which he shall choose; in the feast of un- 
leavened bread, and in the feast of weeks, and m the feast 
of tabernacles; and they shall not appear before Jehovah 
empty-handed. Kvery man shall give as he is able, accord- 
ing to the blessing of Jehovah thy God, which he hath 
eiven thee. 

Judges and officers shalt thou make thee in all thy gates, 
which Jehovah thy God giveth thee, throughout thy tribes ; 
and they shall judge the people with just judgment. Thou 
shalt not wrest judgment; thou shalt not respect persons, 
neither take a gift; for a gift blindeth the eyes of the wise, 
and perverteth the words of the just. That which 1s 
altogether just shalt thou follow, that thou mayest live, 
and inherit the land which Jehovah thy God giveth thee. 

Thou shalt not plant thyself a grove of any trees near to 
the altar of Jehovah thy God, which thou shalt make for 
thyself: neither shalt thou set thee up any image, which 


Jehovah thy God hateth. 


CHAP. XVII.—Thou shalt not sacrifice to Jehovah thy 
God a bullock ora sheep which hath a blemish, any evil 
thing ; for that is an abommation to Jehovah thy God. 

When there is found among you, within any of thy gates 
which Jehovah thy God giveth thee, man or woman, that 
bath wrought wickedness in the sight of Jehovah thy God, 
in transgressing his covenant, and hath gone and served 
other gods, and worshipped them, cither the sun, or the 
moon, or any of the host of the heavens, which I have not 
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commanded ¢hee ; and it is told thee, and thou hast heard 4 
of it, and inquired diligently, and, lo, it’ is true, and the 
thing certain, that such abomination hath been wrought in 
Israel ; then thou shalt bring forth that man or that woman, 5 
who have committed that wicked thing, to thy gates, even 
that man or that woman, and shalt stone them with stones, 
till they dic. On the testimony of two witnesses, or of 6 
three witnesses, shall he that is worthy of death, be put to 
death ; on the testimony of one witness, he shall not be put 
to death. The hands of the witnesses shall be first upon 7 
him to put him to death, and afterwards the hands of all the 
people. So shalt thou put away the evil from among you. 
When there arises a matter too hard for thee in judgment, s 
between blood and blood, between plea and plea, and between 
stroke and stroke, mattcrs of controversy within thy gates ; 
then shalt thou arise, and go up to the place which Jehovah 
thy God shall choose; and thou shalt come to the priests 9 
the Levites, and to the judge that shall be in those days, and in- 
quire ; and they shall declare to thee the sentence of judgment, 
and thou shalt do aecording to the sentenee, which they of 10 
that place which Jehovah shall choose, shall declare to thee ; 
and thou shalt observe to do aceording to all that they shall 
teach thee : aecording to the sentence of the law which they 11 
shall teach thee, and aceording to the judgment which they 
shall tell thee, thou shalt do: thou shalt not decline from the 
sentence which they shall show thee, to the nght hand or to 
the left. And the man that will act presumptuously, and will 12 
not hearken to the priest that standeth to minister there before 
Jchovah thy God, or to the judge, even that man shall die: 
and thou shalt put away the evil from Israel. And all the 13 
people shall hear, and fear, and aet no more presumptuously. 
When thou shalt come tothe land which Jehovah thy God 14 
is about to give thee, and shalt posscss it, and shalt dwell 
therein, and shalt say, ‘I will sct a king over me, like all the 
nations that are about me ;’ thou shalt be sure to sct him king 15 
over thee whom Jehovah thy God shall choose: one from among 
thy brethren shalt thou set king over thee: thou mayest not 
setan alicn over thee, who is not thy brother. But he shall 16 
not multiply horses to himself, nor cause the people to return 
to Egypt, that he may multiply horses ; forasmuch as Jehovah 
hath said to you, ‘Ye shall heneeforth return no more that 
way.’ Nor shall he multiply wives to himself, that his heart 17 
turn not away; nor shall he greatly multiply to himself 
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is silver and gold. And when he sitteth upon the throne of 
his kingdom, he shall write for himself a copy of this law 
according to the book which is before the priests the 

i9 Levites ; and it shall be with him, and he shall read therein 
all the days of his life; that he may learn to fear Jehovah 
his God, to keep all the words of this law and these statutes, 

20 to do them; that his heart be not lifted up above his 
brethren, and that he turn not aside from the commandment 
to the right hand, or to the left; so that he may prolong his 
days in his kingdom, he, and his children, in the midst of 
Israel. 


1 CHAP. XVITI.—The priests the Levites, the whole tribe 
of Levi, shall have no part or inheritance with Israel: they 
shall cat the offerings of Jehovah made by fire, and his in- 

2heritance. Therefore shall they have no inheritance among 
their brethren : Jehovah is their inheritance, as he hath said 

3 to them. And this shall be the priest’s due from the people, 
from them who offer a sacrifice, whether it be bullock or 
sheep ; they shall give to the pmest the shoulder, and the 

4 two checks, and the maw. The first-fruit also of thy corn, 
of thy wine, and of thine oil, and the first of the flecee of th 

5 sheep, thou shalt give to him. For him Jehovah thy God 
hath chosen out of all thy tribes, to stand to minister in the 

6 name of Jehovah, him and his sons for ever. And when a 
Levite cometh from any of thy gates out of all Isracl, where 
he sojourned, and cometh with all the desire of his mind to 

7 the place which Jehovah shall choose ; then he shall minister 
in the name of Jehovah his God, as all his brethren the 

s Levites do, who stand there before Jehovah. They shall 
have equal portions to eat, besides that which cometh from 
the sale of his patrimony. 

9 When thou art come mto the land which Jehovah thy 
God is about to give thee, thou shalt not learn to do after 

10 the abominations of those nations. There shall not be 
found among you any one that maketh his son or his daughter 
to pass through the fire, that useth divination, is an observer 

11 of times, a diviner by serpents, a sorcerer, or a charmer, or 
a consulter with a spirit, or a wizard, or one who inquires of 

12 the dead. For all that do these things are an abomination 
to Jchovah ; and because of these abominations Jchovah thy 

13 God is about to drive them out from before thee. Thou 

14 Shalt be perfect with J ehovah thy God. For these nations, 
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which thou shalt dispossess, hearkened to observers of times, 
and to diviners; but as for thee, Jehovah thy God hath not 
suffered thee so to do. A prophet from the midst of thee, 
of thy brethren, like me, Jehovah thy God will raise up for 
thee ; to him ye shall hearken; according to all that thou 
desiredst of Jehovah thy God in Horeb in the day of the 
assembly, saying, ‘ Lect me not hear again the voiec of Jcho- 
vah my God, neither Ict me see this great fire any more, 
that I dic not.2. And Jehovah said to me, ‘What they have 
spoken is right. Iwill raise up for them a prophet from 
amoug their beethren, like thee, and will put my words in his 
mouth ; and he shall speak to them all that I shall command 
him. And whosoever will not hearken to my words which he 
shall speak in my name, I will require it of him. But the pro- 
phet who shall presume to speak a word in my naine, which 
1 have not commanded him to speak, or shall speak in the 
name of other gods, that prophet shall dic.’ And if thou 
say in thy heart, ‘ How shall we know the word which Jeho- 
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6 


vah hath not spoken ?? When a prophet speaketh im the 22 


name of Jchovah, if the thing follow not, nor come to pass, 
that is the thing which Jehovah hath not spoken; the 
prophet hath spoken it presumptuously: thou shalt not be 
afraid of him. 


CHAP. XIX.—When Jehovah thy God shall have cut off 
the nations, whose land Jchovah thy God is about to give 
thee, and thou shalt have dispossessed them, and shalt dwell 
in their cities, and in their houses ; thou shalt sct apart for 
thyself three ecitics in thy land, whch Jchovah thy God is 


about to give thee to possess it. Thou shalt prepare the: 


road thither, and divide the bounds of thy land, which Jeho- 
vah thy God is about to give thee to mherit, into three parts, 
that every man-slayer may flee thither. And this is the 
case of the man-slayer who shall flee thither, that he may 
live. Whoso killeth his neighbour without design, whom 
he hated not im time past; as when a man goeth into a 
wood with his neighbour to hew wood, and his hand aimeth 
a stroke with the axe to eut down the tree, and the head 
shppeth from the handle, and hghteth upon his neighbour, 
that he dic ; he shall flee unto one of those citics, and live; 
lest the avenger of blood pursuc the man-slayer while his 
heart is hot, and overtake him, because the way is long, and 
slay him; although he was not deserving of death, imas- 
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meh as he hated him not in time past. Wherefore I com- 
mand thee, saying, Thou shalt set apart three eities for thy- 
self. And when Jehovah thy God shall have enlarged thy 
boundary, as he hath sworn to thy fathers, and shall have 
given to thee all the land which he promised to thy fathers 
to give, if thou shalt keep all these commandments, to do 
them, whieh I command thee this day, to love Jehovah thy 
God, to walk ever in his ways; then shalt thou add three 
cities more for thyself, beside these three; that imnoecnt 
blood be not shed in thy land which Jehovah thy God giveth 
thee for an inheritance, and blood be upon thee. But when 
any man hateth his neighbour, and heth in wait for him, 
and riseth up against him, and smitecth him mortally, that 
he dic, and flecth into one of these eities; then the elders of 
his own eity shall send and fetch him thence, and deliver 
him into the hand of the avenger of blood, that he may be 
put to death. Thine cye shall not pity him, but thou shalt 
put away the guilt of imnoeent blood from Israel, that it may 
be well with thee. 

Thou shalt not remove thy nezghbour’s land-mark, whieh 
they of old time have set in thine inheritanec, which thou 
shalt inherit in the land that Jehovah thy God is about to 
eive thee to possess it. 

One witness shall not mse up agamst a man for any 
iniquity, or for any sm, m any sin that he committeth: on 
the testimony of two witnesses, or on the testimony of 
three witnesses, shall the matter be established. And when 
a false witness riseth up against any man, to testify against 
him some crime; then both the men, between whom the 
controversy 1s, shall stand before Jehovah, before the priests 
and the judges, who shall be in those days; and the judges 
shall make dihgent mquisition; and, lo, if the witness be a 
false witness, and have testified falsely against his brother ; 
then shall ye do to him as he had thought to do to his brother : 
so shall ye put the evil away from among you. And they 
who remain shall hear and fear, and shall henceforth commit 
no more any such evil among you. And thine eye shall not 
pity : life shall go for hfe, eye for eye, tooth for tooth, hand 
for hand, foot for foot. 


CHAP. XX.—When thou goest out to battle against 
thine enemies, and seest horses and chariots, and a people 
more numerous than thou, be not afraid of them; for Jeho- 
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vah thy God is with thee, who brought thee up out of the 
land of Egypt. And when ye are come uigh to the battle, 
the priest shall approach, and speak to the people, and shall 
say to them, ‘ Hear, O Israel, ye approach this day to battle 
against your encmiecs: be not faint-hearted ; fear not, and 
do not tremble, neither be ye terrified by them ; for Jehovah 
your God eocth with you, to fight for you against your 
enemies, and to save you” And ‘the officers shall speak to 
the people, saying, ‘What man is there that hath built a 
new honse, and hath not dedieated it? Ict him go and 
return to his house, lest he dic m the battle, and another 
man dedicate it, And what man is there that hath planted 
a vineyard, and hath not eaten of it? let him go and return 
to his anes lest he die in the battle, and nailer man eat 
of it. And: what man is there that hath betrothed a wife, 
and hath not taken her? Ict him go and return to his house, 
lest he dic in battle, and another man take her.’ And the s 
officers shall speak further to the people, and they shall say, 
‘What man is there that is fearful and faint-hearted ? let him 
go and return to his house, lest his brethren’s heart faint as 
well as his heart.’ And when the officers have made an end 
of speaking to the people, they shall make captains of the 
armies to lead the people. 

When thon comest nigh to a city to fight against it, 10 
then proclaim peace to it. And if it make thee answern 
of peace, and open its gates to thee, then all the people 
found therein shall be tributaries to thec, and shall serve 
thee, But if it will make no peaee with thee, but will 12 
make war with thee, then thou shalt besiege it. And when is 
Jehovah thy God hath delivered it into thy hands, thou shalt 
smite every male in it with the edge of the sword; but the 1 
women, and the little ones, and the cattle, and all that is m 
the eity, even all the spoil of it, thou shalt take to thyself; 
and thou shalt eat the spoil of thine enemies, which Jehovah 
thy God hath given thee. Thus shalt thou do to all the 
cities which are very far off from thee, which are not of the 
eities of these nations. But of the cities of these people, 
which Jehovah thy God doth give thee for an inheritance, 
thou shalt save alive nothing that breathed, but shalt utterly 
devote them ; namely, the Hittites, and the Amorites, the 
Canaanites, and the Perizzites, the Hlivites, and the Jebn- 
sites, as Jeliovah thy God hath eonimanded thee; that they 
teach you not to do after all their abominations, which they

have done to their gods; so should ye sin against Jehovah 

19 your God. When thou shalt besiege a city a long time, 
in making war against it to take it, thou shalt not destroy 
its trees, by foremg an axe against them; for thou mayest. 
eat of them, and thou shalt not cut them down, to employ 
them in the siege; for the trees of the field are the life of 

20man. Only trees which thou knowest that they are not 
trees for food, thou mayest destroy and cut down, and build 
bulwarks against the city that inaketh war with thee, until it 
be subdued. 


CHAP. XXI.—When a person is found slain in the land 
which Jehovah thy God giveth thee to possess it, lymg m 
the field, and it is not known who hath slain him; then 
thine elders and thy judges shall go forth, and they shall 
inecasure unto the cities which are round about the person 
who is slain; and the eity which is mighest to the slain 
person, even the elders of that city, shall take a heifer which 
liath not been wrought with, and which hath not drawn in 
the yoke; and the elders of that city shall bring down the 
heifer to a stony torrent-bed, which can neither be plowed 
nor sown, and shall there strike off the head of the heifer 
into the torrent-bed: and the priests the sons of Levi shall 
come near; for them Jehovah thy God hath chosen to 
minister to him, and to bless in the name of Jehovah, and 
by their word shall every controversy and every assault be 
6 decided ; and all the elders of that city, who are nighest to 
the slain person, shall wash their hands over the heifer that 
hath been beheaded over the torrent-bed ; and shall declare 
and say, ‘Our hands shed not this blood, nor did our eyes 
see zt shed. YVorgive thy people Israel, whom thou hast 
redeemed, O Jehovah, and impute not innocent blood to thy 
people Israel’ And the blood shall be forgiven them. 
So shalt thou put away the guilt of mmmocent blood from 
among you, when thou shalt do what is right in the sight 
of Jehovah. 
io When thon goest forth to war against thine enemies, and 

Jehovah thy God delivereth them into thy hands, and thou 
11 takest them captive, and seest among the captives a beautiful 

woman, and hast a desire for her, and wouldst take her to 
12 be thy wife; then thou shalt bring her home to thy house, 
i3 and she shall shave her head, and pare her nails, and she 
shall put the raiment of her captivity from off her, and shall 
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yemain in thy house, and bewail her father and her mother a 
full month ; and after that thou mayest go in unto her, and be 
her husband, and she shall be thy wife. But if thou have 
no delight in her, then thou shalt let her go whither she will ; 
‘but thou shalt by no means sell her for money, thou shalt 
not make her thy slave, becanse thou hast humbled her. 
When a man hath two wives, one beloved, and the other 
hated, and both the beloved and the hated have borne him 
children, and the first-born son is hers who is hated ; when 
he maketh his sons to inherit what he hath, he may not 
give the right of the first-born to the son of the beloved, 
before the son of the hated who is the first-born; but he 
shall acknowledge the son of the hated for the first-born, 
by giving him a double portion of all that he hath; for he 
is the beginning of his strength, and the right of the first- 
born is his. 


When a man hath a refractory and rebellious son, who 1 


will not obey the voice of his father, or the voice of his 
mother, and when they have reproved him, will not hearken 
to them; then shall his father and his mother lay hold on 
him, and bring him out to the elders of his city, and to the 
gate of his place; and they shall say to the elders of the 
city, ‘This our son is refractory and rebellious; he will not 
obey our voice; he is a profligate, and a drunkard.’ Then 
all the men of his city shall stone him with stones, that he 
die: so shalt thou put away evil from among you; and all 
Israel shall hear and fear. 

When a man hath committed a erime worthy of death, 
and he is put to death, and thou hangest him on a tree ; his 
body shall not remain all night upon the tree, but thou shalt 
certainly bury him that day; (for accursed of God is one 
who is hanged ;) that thy land be not defiled, which Jehovah 
thy God giveth thee for an inheritance. 


CHAP. XNII.—Thon shalt not sce thy brother’s ox or 
his sheep go astray, and withdraw thyself from them: thou 
shalt by all means bring them back to thy brother. And 
if thy brother be not nigh to thee, or if thou know him 
not, then thou shalt bring it to thine own house, and it shall 
be with thee until thy brother seck after it, and thou shalt 
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restore it to him agam. In hke manner shalt thou do with 3 


his ass; and so shalt thou do with his raiment; and so shalt 
thou do with every lost thing of thy brother’s, which he 
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hath lost, and thou hast found; thou shalt not withdraw 

4 thyself. Thou shalt not sce thy brother’s ass or his ox fall 
down by the way, and withdraw thyself from them: thou 
shalt surely help him to lift them up again. 

s The woman shall not wear the apparel of a man, nor shall 
a man put on a woman’s garment; for an abomination to 
Jehovah thy God is every one who doeth these things. 

6 When a bird’s nest happeneth to be before thee in thie 
way in any tree, or on the ground, containing young ones or 
eggs, and the dam is sitting upon the young or upon the 

7 eggs, thou shalt not take the dam with the young: thou 
shalt certainly let the dam go, but thou mayest take the 
young for thyself; that it may be well with thee, and that 
thou mayest prolong thy days. 

s When thou buildest a new house, then thou shalt make 
a parapet for thy roof, that thou bring not blood upon thy 
house, if any man fall from it. ; 

9 Thou shalt not sow thy vineyard with mingled seed ; lest 
the fruit of thy seed which thou hast sown, aud the fruit of 

10 thy vineyard, be defiled. Thou shalt not plow with an ox 

11 and an ass together. Thou shalt not wear garments of 

12 divers sorts, of woollen and linen together. Thou shalt 
make thee frmges upon the four quarters of thy vesture, 
wherewith thou coverest thyself. 

13. When a man taketh a wifc, and goeth in unto her, and 

14 hateth her, and layeth against her a shameful charge, and 
bringeth upon her an evil name, and saith, ‘I took this 
woman, and, when I came to her, I found not in her ¢he 

15 tokens of virginity ;’ then shall the father of the damsel, 
and her mother, take and bring forth the tokens of the 

16 damscl’s virginity to the elders of the city at the gate; aud 
the father of the damsel shall say to the elders, ‘I gave my 

17 daughter to this man for a wife, and he hatecth her; and, 
lo, he hath laid against her a shameful charge, saying, I 
found not m thy daughter the tokens of virginity; and 
yet these are the tokens of my daughter’s virginity ;’ then 
they shall spread the cloth before the elders of the city. 

is And the elders of that city shall take that man, and chastise 

19 him, and they shall fine him a hundred shekels of silver, and 
give them to the father of the damsel, because he hath 
brought an evil name upon a virgin of Israel; and she shall 

20 be his wife: he may not put her away all his days. But 
if this thing be true, and the tokens of virginity be not 
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found for the damsel; then they shall bring out the damsel 21 
to the door of her father’s house, and the men of her city 
shall stone her with stones, that she die; because she hath 
done wickedly m Israel, by committing harlotry in her 
father’s house: so shalt thou put away evil from among 
you. When a man is found lying with a woman married 22 
to a husband, they shall both of them die, both the man 
that lay with the woman, and the woman: so shalt thou 
put away evil from Israel. . When a damsel, who is a 23 
virgin, is betrothed to a husband, and a man findeth her in 
the city, and heth with her; then ye shall bring them both 2 
out to the gate of that city, and ye shall stone them with 
stones that they die; the damsel, because she ericd not, 
though in the city, and the man, because he hath humbled 
his neighbour’s wife: so thou shalt put away evil from 
among you. But if a man find a betrothed damsel in the 2: 
field, and the man force her, and lie with her; then the 
man only that lay with her shall die; but to the damsel, 
thou shalt do nothing; in the damsel there is no crime 
deserving of death: for as when a man riseth against his 
neighbour, and slayeth him, so is this case: for he found 27 
her in the field, and the betrothed damsel eried, but there 
was none to save her. When a man findeth a damsel, a 2s 
virgin, who is not betrothed, and layeth hold on her, and 
licth with her, and they are found; then the man that lay 29 
with her shall give to the damsel’s father fifty shekels of 
silver, and she shall be ns wife: because he hath humbled 
her, he may not put her away all his days. A man shall 30 
not take his father’s wife, nor uncover his father’s skirt.

CHAP. XXIII.—He who 1s mutilated by the bruising or 1 
cutting out of the testicles, shall not enter into the congre- 
gation of Jehovah. The son of a harlot shall not enter to 2 
the congregation of Jehovah ; even his tenth generation shall 
not entcr mto the congregation of Jehovah. An Ammonite 3 
or Moabite shall not enter into the congregation of Jehovah ; 
even their tenth generation shall not enter into the congre- 
gation of Jehovah for ever; because they met you not with 4 
bread and with water on the way, when ye came forth out of 
Egypt; and because they Inred against thee Balaam the son 
of Beor, from Pethor of Mesopotamia, to curse thee. But 5 
Jehovah thy God would not hearken to Balaam, and Jehovah 
thy God turned the curse into a blessing to thee, because 
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6 Jehovah thy God loved thee. Thou shalt not seek their 
7 peace or their prosperity all thy daysfor ever. = ‘Thou shalt 
not abhor an Edomite; for he is thy brother: nor shalt 
thou abhor an Egyptian, because thou wast a sojourner in his 
land. The children that are begotten of them may enter 
into the congregation of Jehovah, in their third generation. 
9 When the host gocth forth against thine enemies, then 
keep thyself from every evil thing, When there is among 
you any man that is not clean by reason of uncleanness that 
may have happened to him by night, he shall go abroad out 
11 of the camp, he shall not come within the camp, but, when 
evening cometh on, he shall wash himself with water; and 
when the sun is set, he shall come into the camp again. 
Thou shalt have a place also without the camp, to which 
13 thou mayest go forth abroad ; and thou shalt have a paddle 
amougst thy weapons; and when thou wilt easc thyself 
abroad, thou shalt dig a hole with it, and shalt turn and 
cover that which cometh from thee; for Jehovah thy God 
walketh in the midst of thy camp, to deliver thee, and to 
eive up thine enemies before thee; therefore shall thy cainp 
be holy; that he see no unelcan thing in thee, and turn 
away from thee. 
Thou shalt not deliver up to his master the slave who hath 
16 escaped from his master unto thee: he shall dwell with thee, 
in the midst of thee, in that place which he shall choose in 
one of thy gates, wherever he pleases: thou shalt not oppress 
him. 
17 There shall be no prostitute among the daughters of 
Israel, nor a male prostitute among the sons of Israel. 
1s Thou shalt not bring the hire of a harlot, or the price of a 
dog, into the house of Jehovah thy God for any vow ; for an 
abomination to Jehovah thy God are both these. 
i9 Thou shalt not take usury from thy brother; usury of 
money, usury of victuals, usury of any thing from which 
usury may be taken. Irom an alien thou mayest take 
usury; but from thy brother, thou shalt not take usury, 
that Jehovah thy God may bless thee in all to which thou 
settest thy hand, m the land into which thou art gomg to 
possess it. 
21 When thou shalt vow a vow to Jchovah thy God, thou 
shalt not delay to perform it; for Jehovah thy God will 
22 surely require it of thee; and it would be sin in thee. But 
if thou shalt forbear to vow, it shall be no sit in thee. 
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That which thou hast promised, thon shalt observe; and 23 
thou shalt perform, according as thou hast vowed to Jehovah 
thy God, that which thou hast willmgly pronounced with thy 
mouth. 

When thou goest into thy naghbour’s vineyard, thou 2 
mayest eat grapes until thou art fully satisfied ; but thou shalt 
not put any into thy vessel. When thou goest into the 25 
standing corn of thy neighbour, thou mayest pluck the ears 
with thy hand; but thou shalt not move a sickle to thy 
neighbour’s standing corn. 


CHAP. XXIV.—When a man hath taken a wife, and 1 
married her, and she findeth not favour in his eyes, because 
he hath found some uncleanness in her; then Jet him write 
her a bill of divorcement, and give it into her hand, and 
send her out of Ins house. And when she is departed out 2 
of his house, she may go, and be the wife of another man. 
But if the latter husband dislike her, and write her a bill of s 
divorcement, and give it mto her hand, and send her out 
of his house; or if the latter husband dieth, who took her 
to be his wife, her former husband, who sent her away, may 4 
not take her again to be his wife, after she 1s defiled; for 
that would be an abomination before Jehovah; and thou 
shalt not bring guilt upon the land, which Jehovah thy God 
giveth thee for an mheritance. When a man hath taken 5s 
a new wife, he shall not go out to war, nor shall he be charged 
with any business: he shall be free at home one year, and 
shall cheer his wife whom he hath taken. 

No man shall take for a pledge the mill or the upper 6 
millstone: for he taketh a man’s life to pledge. 

When a man is found stealing any of his brethren of the 7 
children of Israel, and making him his slave, or selling him ; 
then that thief shall dic: so shalt thou put away evil from 
among you. ; 

Take heed, in the plague of leprosy, that thou observe s 
diligently, and do according to all that the priests the 
Levites shall teach you: as I commanded them, so ye shall 
observe to do. Remember what Jehovah thy God did to 9 
Miriam by the way, after ye were come out of Egypt. 

When thon lendest thy brother any thing, thou shalt not 10 
go into his house to receive his pledge. Thou shalt stand 11 
without, and the man.to whom thou dost lend shall bring 
the pledge out to thee. And if the man be poor, thou 12 
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13 shalt not sleep with his pledge; thou shalt surcly deliver 
him the pledge again when the sun goeth down, that he 
may sleep in his own raiment, and bless thee; and it shall 

14 be righteousness to thee before Jehovah thy God. Thou 
shalt not oppress a hired servant who is poor and needy, 
whether he be one of thy own brethren, or of thy strangers 
that are in thy land, within thy gates. In Ins day thou 
shalt give him his lire, and before the sun shall have gone 
down upon him; beeausc he is poor, and settcth his heart 
upon it; lest he ery against thee to Jehovah, and it be sin 
to thee. 

16 The fathers shall not be put to death for the children, nor 
shall the children be put to death for the fathers: every man 

17 shall be put to death for his own sin. Thou shalt not 
pervert the judgment of the stranger, or of the fathcrless, 

is nor take a widow’s rainent to pledge; but thou shalt 
remember that thou wast a bondinan in Keypt, and Jehovah 
thy God redeemed thee thence: therefore I command thee 
to do this thing. 

19 When thou cuttest down thy harvest in thy field, and hast 
forgotten a sheaf in the field, thou shalt not go again to 
fetch it: it shall be for the stranger, for the fatherless, and 
for the widow, that Jehovah thy God may bless thee in all 

20 the work of thy hands. When thou beatest thy oltve-tree, 
thou shalt not go over the boughs again: it shall be for the 

21 stranger, for the fatherless, and for the widow. When thou 
eatherest the grapes of thy vineyard, thou shalt not glean it 
afterward: it shall be for the stranger, for the fatherless, 
and for the widow. And thou shalt remember that thou 
wast a bondman in the land of Egypt: therefore I command 
thee to do this thing. 
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CHAP. XXV.—When there 1s a controversy between fwo 
men, and they come into judgment, that the judges may 
decide between them; then they shall acquit the imnocent, 
2 and condemn the guilty. And,if the guilty man be worthy 

to be beaten, the judge shall causc him to he down, and to 

be beaten before his face, with a certam number of stripes, 
3 according to his fault. Forty stripes he may give him, bunt 

not exceed; Icst, if he should exceed, and beat lim with 

many stripes above these, thy brother should seem vile to thee. 
4 Thou shalt not muzzle the ox when he is treading out the 
corn. 
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® 
When two brothers dwell together, and one of them 5 


dieth, and hath no child, the wife of the dead shall not 
marry without, to a stranger: her husband’s brother shall go 
in unto her, and take her to himself for a wife, and perform 
the duty of a husband’s brother to her. And the first-born 
which she beareth, shall sueceed in the name of his brother 
who is dead, that his naine be not blotted out from Israel. 
And if the man be not willing to take his brother’s wife, 
then let his brother’s wife go up to the gate to the elders, 
and say, ‘ My husband’s brother refuscth to raise up to his 
brother a name in Israel; he will not perform the duty of 
my husband’s brother.? Then the elders of his city shall 
eall him, and speak to him: and if he persist, and say, ‘I 
am not willing to take her;’? then his brother’s wife shall 
come to him in the presenee ‘of the elders, and loose his shoe 
from off his foot, and spit before his face, and shall address 
him, and say, ‘So shall it be done to that man who will not 
build up his brother’s house.? And the name of his house 
shall be called in Israel, ‘The house of him that hath had 
his shoe loosed.’ 

When two men strive together one with another, and the 
wife of the one draweth near to deliver her husband out of 
the hand of him that smiteth him, and puttcth forth her 
hand, and taketh him by the scerets; then thou shalt cut off 
her hand, thine eye shall not pity her. 

Thou shalt not have in thy bag different weights, a great 
and asmall. Thou shalt not have in thy house different 
measures, a great and a small. A perfect and a just weight 
thou shalt have, a perfect and a just measure thou shalt 
have, that thy days may be lengthened m the land whieh 
Jehovah thy God giveth thee. For all who do such things, 
all who do unnghteously, are an abomination to Jehovah thy 
God. 

Remember what the Amalekites did to thee by the 
way, when ye were come forth out of Egypt; how they met 
thee by the way, and smote the hindmost of thee, all 
that were feeble behind thee, when thou wast faint and 
weary ; and he feared not God. Therefore, when Jehovah 
thy God shall have given thee rest from all thy enemies 
round about, in the land which Jehovah thy God giveth thee 
for an inheritance to possess it, thou shalt blot out the 
remembrance of the Amalekites from under the heavens: 
forget it not.

DEUTERONOMY XXVI. 329 


CHAP. XXVI.—And when thou art eome into the land 
which Jehovah thy God giveth thee for an inheritance, and 
posscssest it and dwellest in it, thou shalt take some of the 
first of all the fruits of the ground, which thou shalt 
raise from thy land that Jehovah thy God giveth thee, 
and shalt put it m a basket, and shalt go to the place 
which Jehovah thy God shall choose to place his name 
there. And thou shalt go to the priest that shall be in 
those days, and say to him, ‘If declare this day to Jchovah 
thy God, that I am come into the land which Jchovah 
sware to our fathers that he would give to us.2 And the 
priest shall take the basket out of thy hand, and set it 
down before the altar of Jehovah thy God. -Then thou 
shalt speak, and say before Jehovah thy God, ‘A wandering 
Araman was my father; and he went down into Kgypt, 
and sojourned there with a few, and became there a nation, 
ereat, and mighty, and numerous; but the Egyptians ill- 
treated us, and afflicted us, and laid upon us hard service ; 
and when we cried to Jchovah the God of our fathers, 
Jehovah heard our voice, and looked on our affliction, and 
our labour, and our oppression; and Jchovah brought us 
forth out of Egypt with a nughty hand, and with an out- 
stretched arm, and with very ternble signs, and wouders ; 
and he hath brought us into this place, and hath given to 
us this land, a land that floweth with milk and honey. And 
now, behold, I have brought the first-fruits of the land, 
which thou, O Jehovah, hast given to me.’ And thou shalt 
sct it before Jehovah thy God, and worship before Jehovah 
thy God; and thou shalt rejoice in every good thing which 
Jehovah thy God hath given to thee, and to thy house, 
thon, and the Levite, and the stranger that is among you. 

When thou hast completed the tithing of all thy produce 
mm the third year, the year of tithing, and hast given it to the 
Levite, the stranger, the fatherless, and the widow, that they 


3 may cat within thy gates, and be filled; then thou shalt say 


before Jehovah thy God, ‘I have wholly earried away these 
hallowed things out of my house, and also have given them 
to the Levite, and to the stranger, to the fatherless, and to 
the widow, according to all thy eommandments, which thou 
hast commanded me: I have not transgressed thy command- 
ments, nor have I forgotten them: I have not eaten of those 
things in my mourning, nor have I taken away any part of 
them for an unclean use, nor given any part of them to the 
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dead: I have hearkened to the voice of Jehovah my God: I 
have done according to all that thou hast commanded me. 
Look down from thy holy habitation, from heaven, and bless 
thy people Israel, and the land which thou hast given us, as 
thou swarest to our fathers, a land that floweth with milk 
and honey.’ 

This day Jehovah thy God hath commanded thee to do 
these statutes and judgments: thou shalt therefore keep and 
do them with all thy heart, and with all thy soul. Thou 
hast declared Jehovah this day to be thy God, and that 
thou wilt walk in his ways, and keep Ins statutes, and his 
commandments, and his judgments, and hearken to his 
voice; and Jehovah hath deelared thee this day, to be his 
pecuhar people, as he hath promised thee, and that thou 
shouldest keep all his commandments; and that he will set 
thee on high above all the nations which he hath made, 
in praise, and in name, and in honour; and that thou 
shalt be a people holy to Jehovah thy God, as he hath 
spoken.” 


CHAP. XXVII.—And Moses, with the elders of Israel, 
commanded the people, saying, ‘‘ Keep all the command- 
ments which I command you this day. And on the day 
when ye shall pass over the Jordan, into the land which Je- 
hovah thy God giveth thee, thou shalt sect thee up great stones, 
and cover them with plaster; and thou shalt write upon them 
all the words of this law, when thou art passed over, that thou 
mayest go into the land which Jehovah thy God giveth thee, 
a land that floweth with milk and honey; as Jehovah the 
God of thy fathers hath promised thee. Therefore, when ye 
have passed over the Jordan, ye shall set up these stones, 
whieh I command you this day, on mount Ebal, and thou 
shalt cover them with plaster. And there shalt thou build 
an altar to Jehovah thy God, an altar of stones: thou shalt 
not lift up any tool of iron upon them. Thou shalt build 
the altar of Jehovah thy God of whole stones; and thou 
shalt offer on it burnt-offermgs to Jehovah thy God; and 
thou shalt offer peace-offerings, and shalt cat there, and re- 
joiee before Jchovah thy God. And thou shalt write upon 
the stones all the words of this law very plainly.” And 
Moses, and the priests the Levites, spake to all Israel, say- 
ing, “ Take heed, and hearken, O Israel: this day thou art 
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fore obey the voice of Jehovah thy God, and do his command- 
ments, and his statutes, which I command thee this day.” 
12 And Moses charged the people the same day, saying, ‘“ These 
shall stand upon Mount Gerizim to bless the people, when ye 
are eome over Jordan; Simeon, and Levi, and Judah, and 
Issachar, and Joseph, and Benjamim. And these shall stand 
upon mount Ebal to eurse; Reuben, Gad, and Asher, and 
Zebulon, Dan, and Naphtali. And the Levites shall speak, 
and say to all the men of Israel, with a loud voiee, 
is ‘Cursed be the man that maketh any earved or molten 
image, an abomination to Jehovah, the work of the hands of 
the artificer, and setteth it up in secret.’ And all the people 
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16 shall answer and say, ‘ Amen.’ ‘Cursed be he that de- 
spiscth his father or his mother.’ And all the people shall 
17say, ‘Amen.’ ‘Cursed be he that removeth his neigh- 


bour’s land-mark.’ And all the people shall say, ‘ Amen.’ 
is ‘Cursed be he that maketh the blind to err in the way.’ 
19 And all the people shall say, ‘ Amen.’ ‘Cursed be he that 
perverteth the judgment of the stranger, the fatherless, and 
20 the widow.’ Andall the people shall say,‘Amen.’? — ‘Cursed 
be he that heth with his father’s wife; bceause he uncover- 
eth his father’s skirt.2. And all the people shall say, ‘ Amen.’ 
21 ‘Cursed be he that lieth with any beast.’ And all the people 
shall say, ‘Amen.’ ‘Cursed be he that lieth with his 
sister, the daughter of his father, or the daughter of his 
23 mother.’ And all the people shall say, ‘ Amen.’ ‘Cursed 
be he that lieth with his mother-in-law.’ And all the people 
24 shall say, ‘Amen.’ ‘Cursed be he that smiteth his neigh- 
bour seeretly.? And all the people shall say, ‘Amen.’ 
25 Cursed be he that taketh a bribe to slay an mnocent person.’ 
26 And all the people shall say, ‘Amen.’ * ‘Cursed be he that 
confirmeth not the words of this law to do them.’ And all 
the people shall say, ‘ Amen.’

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CHAP. XXVIII.—And it shall eome to pass, if thou wilt 
hearken diligently to the voiee of Jehovah thy God, to ob- 
serve and todoall his commandments which I command thee 
this day, that Jehovah thy God will set thee on high above 
2 the nations of the earth; and all these blessings shall eome 

on thee, and overtake thee, when thou shalt hearken to the 
3 voice of Jehovah thy God. Blessed shalt thou be in the 
4 city, and blessed shalt thou be in the field. Blessed shall 
be the fruit of thy womb, and the fruit of thy ground, and 
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the fruit of thy cattle, the issue of thy kine, and the flocks 
of thy sheep. Blessed shall be thy basket and thy knead- 
ing-bowls. Blessed shalt thou be when thou comest in, 
and blessed shalt thou be when thou goest out. Jchovah 
will cause thine enemies that rise up against thee to be smitten 
before thy faee: by one way shall they come out against 
thee, but by seven ways shall they flee before thee. Jchovah 
will command a blessing upon thee in thy store-houses, and 
in all to which thon puttest thy hands; and he will bless 
thee in the land which Jehovah thy God giveth thee. Je- 
hovah will establish thee a people holy to himself, as he 
hath sworn to thee, if thou wilt keep the commandments of 
Jehovah thy God, and walk in his ways. And all the peoples 
of the earth shall sec that thou art called by the name of 
Jehovah ; and they shall be afraid of thee. And Jehovah 
will cause thee to abound in good things, in the fruit of thy 
womb, and in the fruit of thy cattle, and in the fruit of thy 
ground, m the land which Jehovah sware to thy fathers, to 
give thee. Jehovah will open to thee his good treasure, thie 
heavens to give rain to thy land in its season, and to bless 
all the work of thy hands; and thou shalt lend to many 
nations, but thou shalt not borrow. And Jehovah will make 
thee the head, and not the tail; and thou shalt he above 
only, and thou shalt not be beneath, when thou shalt hearken 
to the connnandments of Jehovah thy God, which I command 
thee this day, to observe and to do them, and shalt not 
turn aside from any of the words which I command thee this 
day, to the right hand or to the left, to go after other gods 
to serve them. But, if thou wilt not hearken to the voice 
of Jehovah thy God, to observe and to do all his command- 
ments and his statutes, which I command thee this day, it 
shall come to pass that all these eurses shall come upon thee, 
and overtake thee. Cursed shalt thon be in the city, and 
cursed shalt thou be im the field. Cursed shall be thy 
basket and thy kneading-bowls. Cursed shall be the frnit 
of thy womb, and the fruit of thy land, the issue of thy 
kine and the flocks of thy sheep. Cursed shalt thou be 
when thou comest in, and cursed shalt thon be when thou 
goest out. Jehovah will send upon thee cursing, terror, and 
rebuke, in all which thou puttest forth thy hand to do, until 
thou be destroyed, and until thou perish quickly ; because of 
the wickedness of thy doings, by which thou hast forsaken 
me. Jehovah will make the pestilence cleave é° thee, until 
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he have consumed thee from off the land, whither thou 
22 oest to possess it. Jchovah will smite thee with consump- 
tion, and with fever, and with inflammation, and with extreme 
burning, and with drought, and with blasting, and with mil- 
23 dew; and they shall pursue thee until thou perish. And 
thy heavens that are over thy head shall be brass, and the 
earth that 1s under thee iron, Jehovah will make the rain 
of thy land powder and dust: from the heavens shall it come 
25 down upon thee, until thou be destroyed. Jehovah will cause 
thee to be snntten before thine enemies: by one way shalt 
thou go out agaist them, but by seven ways shalt thou flee 
before them; and thou shalt wander through all the king- 
26 doms of the carth. And thy carease shall be food for all 
fowls of the air, and for the beasts of the earth ; and no man 
27 shall seare them away. Jchovah will smite thee with the 
ulccrous inflammation of Egypt, and with the piles, and with 
the seab, and with the itch, of which thou canst not be healed. 
25 Jchovah will smite thee with distraction, and blindness, and 
o9 astonishment of heart; and thou shalt grope at noon-day, 
as the blind gropeth in darkness, and thou shalt not prosper 
in thy ways; and thou shalt be only oppressed and spoiled 
30 continually, and no one shall save thee. Thou shalt betroth 
a wife, but another man shall he with her: thou shalt build 
a honse, but thou shalt not dwell therein: thou shalt plant 
a vineyard, but shalt not gather its fruit. Thine ox ‘shall 
he slaughtered before thine eyes, and thou shalt not eat 
of it: thine ass shall be violently taken away from before 
thy face, and shall not be restored to thee: thy sheep shall 
be given to thine enemies, and thou shalt have none to 
32 rescuc them. Thy sons and thy daughters shall be given to 
another people, and thine eyes shall look, and fail with look- 
ing for them all the day long; and there shall be no might 
33 m thy hand. The fruit of thy land, and all thy labours, 
shall a nation which thou knowest not eat up; and thou shalt 
be only oppressed and ernshed continually; so that thon 
shalt be mad at the sight of thine eyes which thon shalt sce, 
Jehovah will smite thee in the knees, and in the legs, with a 
sore ulcerous inflammation that cannot be healed, from the 
sole of thy foot, to the crown of thy head. Jehovah will 
bring thee, and thy king whom thou shalt set over thee, unto 
a nation which neither thou nor thy fathers have known ; 
and there thou shalt serve other gods, of wood and stone. 
37 And thou shalt be an astonishment, and a proverb, and a 
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taunt among all nations, whither Jehovah shall lead thee. 
Much seed shalt thou carry out into the ficld, but little shalt 3s 
thou gather in; for the loeust shall consume it. Vineyards 39 
shalt thou plant, and dress, but shalt neither drink the wine, 
nor gather the grapes ; for the weevils shall cat them. Olive- 40 
trees thou shalt have throughout all thy coasts, but thou 
shalt not anoimt thyself with the oil; for thine olive shall 
cast its fruit. Sons and daughters thou shalt beget, but 41 
they shall not be thine, for they shall go into captivity. All 42 
thy trees and the frmt of thy land shall the locust consume. 
The stranger who is among thee, shall rise very igh above 43 
thee; and thou shalt sink very low. He shall lend to thee, 44 
but thou shalt not lend to him: he shall be the head, but 
thou shalt be the tail. Now all these eurses shall come upon 45 
thee, and shall pursuc thee, and overtake thee, till thou be 
destroyed ; because thou hearkenedst not to the voice of Je- 
hovah thy God, to keep his commandments, and his statutes 
which he commanded thee; and they shall be upon thee 46 
for a sign and for a wonder, and upon thy sced for ever. 
Because thou servedst not Jehovah thy God with joyfulness, 47 
and with gladness of heart, for the abundance of all things ; 
therefore shalt thou serve thine enemies, whom Jehovah shall 4s 
send against thee, in hunger, and in thirst, and in nakedness, 
and in want of all things; and he shall put a yoke of iron 
upen thy neck, until he shall have destroyed thee. Jehovah 49 
will raise up a nation against thee from afar, from the end 
of the earth, as swiftly as the eagle flieth; a nation whose 
language thou shalt not understand; a nation of a fierce 50 
countenance, which shall not respeet the person of the old, 
nor shew favour to the young; and which will cat the fruit 51 
of thy cattle, and the fruit of thy land, until thou be de- 
stroyed; which will not leave thee corn, or wine, or oil, the 
issue of thy kine, or the flocks of thy sheep, until he have 
destroyed thee. And he shall besiege thee in all thy gates, 52 
until thy high and fenced walls, in which thou trustedst, 
throughout all thy land, eome down; and he shall besiege 
thee in all thy gates throughout all thy land, whieh Jehovah 
thy God hath given thee. And thou shalt cat the fruit of 53 
thine own body, the flesh of thy sons and of thy daughters, 
whom Jehovah thy God hath given thee, in the siege, and in 
the straitness, with which thine enemies shall distress thee. 
The eye of the tender and very delicate man among you shall s+ 
be evil towards his brother, and towards the wife of his bosom, 
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and towards the remnant of his children which he shall have 
remaining ; so that he will not give to any of them any por- 
tion of the flesh of his children whom he shall cat: because 
nothing is left him in the siege, and in the straitness with 
which thine enemics shall distress thee in all thy gates. The 
eye of the tender and delicate woman among you, who would 
not venture to set the sole of her foot upon the ground for 
delicateness and tenderness, shall be evil towards the husband 
of her bosom, and towards her son, and towards her daughter, 
and towards her after-birth that cometh out from between 
her feet, and towards her children which she shall bear: for 
she shall cat them for want of all things seeretly in the siege 
and straitness, with which thine enemy shall distress thee in 
thy gates. If thou wilt not observe to do all the words 
of this law, which are written in this book, and revere this 
glorious and fearful name, Jenova tHy Gop; then Jehovah 
will make thy plagues wonderful, and the plagues of thy 
seed, great plagues, and of long continuance, and grievous 
sicknesses, andof long continuanee. For he will bring upon 
thee all the discases of Egypt, of which thou wast afraid ; 
and they shall cleave to thee. Also every sickness, and every 
plague, which is not written in the book of this law, them 
will Jehovah bring upon thee, until thou be destroyed. And 
ye shall be left few in number, whereas ye were as the stars 
of heaven for multitude; because thon wouldest not obey the 


63 voice of Jehovah thy God. And as Jehovah rejoiced over 
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you to do you good, and to multiply you; so will Jehovah 
rejoice over you to destroy you, and to bring you to nought ; 
and ye shall be torn away from the land whither thou goest 
to possess it. And Jchovah will scatter thee among all the 
peoples, from the one end of the earth, even unto the other ; 
and there thou shalt serve other gods, which neither thou 
nor thy fathers have known, of wood and stone. And among 
these nations thou shalt find no case, neither shall the sole 
of thy foot have rest; but Jehovah will give thee there a 
trembling heart, and faihng of eyes, and sorrow of mind ; 
and thy life shall hang in doubt before thee; and thou shalt 
fear day and mght, and shalt have no assurance of thy life. 
In the morning thou shalt say, ‘Would that it were evening!’ 
and in the evening thou shalt say, ‘Would that it were morn- 
ing!’ for the fear of thy heart, with which thou shalt fear, 
and for the sight of thine eyes which thou shalt see. For 
Jehovah will bring thee nto Egypt again in ships, the way 
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of which I said to thee, ‘Thou shalt see it no more again ;’ 
and there ye shall be sold to your enemies for bondmen and 
bondwomen, until there be no one to buy you.” CHAP. 
XXIX.—These are the words of the covenant, which Jeho- 
vah commanded Moses to make with the children of Israel in 
the land of Moab, besides the covenant which he had made 
with them in Horeb. 

And Moses called to all the Israelites, and said to them, 
“Ye have scen all that Jehovah did before your eyes in the 
land of Egypt to Pharaoh, and to all his servants, and. to all 
his land; the great trials which thine eyes have scen, the 
signs, and those great miracles; yet Jehovah hath not given 
you a heart to perceive, and eyes to see, and cars to hear, 
unto this day. And I have led you forty years in the wilder- 
ness: your clothes have not wasted from off you, and thy 
shoe hath not wasted from off thy foot. Ye have not caten 
bread, nor have ye drunk wine or strong drink; that ye might 
know that I am Jchovah your God. And when ye came 
unto this place, Sihon the king of Heshbon, and Og, the 
king of Bashan, came out against us to battle, and 
we smote them, and we took their land, and gave it for 
an inheritance to the Reubenites, and to the Gadites, 


and to the half of the tribe of Manasseh. Keep, there- : 


fore, the words of this covenant, and do them, that ye may 
prosper in all that ye do. Ye are standing this day all of 
you before Jehovah your God; your chiefs of your tribes, 
your elders, and your officers, all the men of Isracl, your 
little ones, and your wives, and thy stranger that is in thy 
camp, from the hewer of thy wood to the drawer of thy 
water ; that thou shouldest enter into covenant with Jehovah 
thy God, and into his oath, which Jehovah thy God maketh 
with thee this day ; that he may establish thee this day for 
a people to himself, and that he may be to thee a God, as he 
hath said to thee, and as he hath sworn to thy fathers, to 
Abraham, to Isaac, and to Jacob. Nor with you alone do | 
make this covenant and this oath; but with him that stand- 
cth here with us this day before Jehovah our God, and also 
with him that is not here with us this day. For ye your- 
selves know how we dwelt in the land of Hgeypt ; and how we 
passed in the midst of the nations through which ye passed ; 
and ye have seen their abominations, and their idols, of 
wood and stone, of silver and gold, which were among them. 
Tet there not therefore be among you man, or woman, or 
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family, or tribe, whose heart turneth away this day from 
Jehovah our God, to go and serve the gods of these nations ; 
let there not be among you a root that beareth hemlock and 
i9 wormwood ; any one who, when he heareth the words of this 
curse, shall bless himself in his heart, saying, ‘I shall have 
peace, though I walk in the imagination of my heart, to add 
20 drunkenness to thirst.” Jehovah will not spare him, but 
then the anger of Jehovah and his jealousy will smoke 
against that man, and all the curses that are written in this 
book shall he upon him, and Jehovah will blot out his name 
21 from under the heavens. And Jehovah will separate him 
for evil, out of all the tribes of Israel, according to all 
the curses of the covenant that are written in this book of 
22 the law; so that the gencration to come of your children, 
that shall rise up after you, and the stranger that shall eome 
from a distant land, shall say, when they sce the plagues of 
that land, and the sicknesses which Jehovah shall have laid 
23 upon it; the whole land burnt up with sulphur and salt, 
not sown, nor bearmg, nor any grass growing therein; like 
the overthrow of Sodom and Gomorrah, Admah and Zeboim, 
24 Which Jehovah overthrew in his anger, and in his wrath; 
even all the nations shall say, ‘ Wherefore hath Jchovah done 
thus to this land? what meaneth the heat of this great 
25 anger?” Then it shall be said, ‘ Because they have forsaken 
the covenant of Jehovah, the God of their fathers, whieh he 
made with them when he brought them forth out of the 
26 land of Kgypt: for they went and served other gods, and 
worshipped them, gods whom they knew not, and whom he 
27 had not given to them: so the anger of Jehovah was kindled 
against this land, to bring upon it all the curses that are 
23 written in this book; and Jchovah rooted them out of their 
land in anger, and in wrath, and in great indignation, and 
29 cast them into another land, as if 7s seen this day.’ Seeret 
things belong to Jehovah our God ; but things revealed, to us 
and to our children for ever, that we may do all the words of 
this law. 


1 CHAP. XXX.—Yet when all these things shall have come 
upon thee, the blessmg and the curse, which I have set be- 
fore thee, if thou shalt consider among all the nations 

2 whither Jehovah thy God shall have driven thec, and shalt 
return to Jehovah thy God, and shalt obey his voice accord- 
ing to all that I command thee this day, thou, and thy chil- 
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dren, with all thy heart, and with all thy soul; then Jehovah 3 
thy God will reverse thy captivity, and have compassion upon 
thee, and will again gather tlfee from all the nations, 
whither Jehovah thy God shall have scattered thee. If any 
of thinc be driven out unto the outmost parts of the heavens, 
thence will Jehovah thy God gather thee, and thence will he 
fetch thee. And Jehovah thy God will bring thee into the 
land which thy fathers possessed, and thou shalt possess it ; 
and he will do thee good, and multiply thee more than thy 
fathers. And Jehovah thy God will circumcise thy heart, 
and the heart of thy seed, to love Jehovah thy God with all 
thy heart, and with all thy soul, that thou mayest live. And 7 
Jchovah thy God will lay all these eurses upon thine enemies, 
and on those who hate thee, who have persecuted thee. But 
if thou return, and obey the voice of Jehovah, and do all his 
commandments, which I command thee this day, then Je- 
hovah thy God will make thee greatly to abound in every 
work of thy hand, in the fruit of thy body, and in the fruit 
of thy cattle, and in the fruit of thyland. For Jehovah will 
again rejoice over thee for good, as he rejoiced over thy 
fathers, if thou wilt hearken to the voice of Jehovah thy 10 
God, to keep his commandments and his statutes, which are 
written in this book of the law, and if thou wilt turn to 
Jchovah thy God with all thy heart, and with all thy soul. 
Now this commandment which I command thee this day, is 1 
not hidden from thee, nor is it far off. It is not in the 12 
heavens, that thou shouldest say, ‘ Who will go up for us to 
the heavens, and bring it to us, that we may hear it, and do 
it?’ Nor is it beyond the sea, that thou shouldest say, 13 
‘Who will go over the sca for us, and bring it to us, that we 
may hear it, and do it?’ but the word is very mgh to thee, 14 
in thy mouth, and in thy heart, that thou mayest do it. 
See, I set before thee this day, life and good, and death and 15 
evil; in that I command thee this day, to love Jehovah thy 16 
God, to walk in his ways, and to keep his commandments 
and his statutes and his judgments, that thou mayest live 
and multiply ; and that Jehovah thy God may bless thee in 
the land whither thou goest to possess it. But if thy heart 17 
turn away, so that thou wilt not hear, but thou be drawn 
away and worship other gods, and serve them; I denounce 1s 
to you this day, that ye shall surely perish, and that ye shall 
not prolong your days upon the land whither thou art pass- 
ing over the Jordan to go to possess it. I call heaven and 19 
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earth to witness this day against you, that I have set before 
you hfe and death, blessing and cursing: therefore choose 


20 life, that both i and thy ~~ may Hite; that thou may est 


a 
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love Jehovah thy God, and that thou mayest obey his voice, 
and that thou mayest eleave to him; for he is thy hfe, and 
the length of thy days; that thou mayest dwell in the land 
which Jehovah sware to thy fathers, to Abraham, to Isaac, 
and to Jacob, to give them.” 


CHAP. XXXI.—Then Moses went, and spake these 
words to all the Israchtes. And he said to them, “I ama 
hundred and twenty years old this day: I can no more go 
out and come in: and Jehovah hath said to me, ‘ Thou shalt 


3 not go over this Jordan.’ Jehovah thy God will himself go 


+ 


over before thee ; he will destroy these nations from before 
thee, and thou shalt possess them; Joshua shall go over 
before thee, as Jehovah hath said. And Jehovah will do to 
them as he did to Sihon and to Og, kings of the Amorites, 


5 and to their land, whom he destroyed. And Jehovah will give

them up before your face, that ye may do to them according 
to all the commandments which I have commanded you. 
Be strong and of good courage; fear them not, nor dread 
them ; for it is Jehovah thy God himself, who goeth with 


7 thee ; he will not fail thee, nor forsake thee.”” And Moses

ealled to Joshua, and said to him in the sight of all Israel, 
“ Be strong and of good courage ; for thou must go with this 
people into the land which Jehovah hath sworn to their 
fathers to give them ; and thou shalt cause them to inherit 
it. And itis Jehovah himself who goeth before thee ; he 
will be with thee, he will not fail thee, neither forsake thee : 
fear not, nor be dismayed.” 

And Moses wrote this law, and delivered it to the priests 
the sons of Levi, who bare the ark of the covenant of Je- 
hovah, and toall the elders of Israel. And Moses commanded 
them, saying, “At the end of cvery seven years, in the 
solemnity of the year of remission, in the feast of tabernacles, 
when all the Israelites come to appcar before Jehovah thy 
God in the place which he shall choose, thou shalt read this 


12 law before all the Israelites in their hearing. Gather the 


people together, men, and women, and children, and thy 
stranger that is within thy gates, that they may hear, and 
that they may learn, and fear Jehovah your God, and ob- 


13 serve to do all the words of this law; and that their children 
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who have not known 7¢ may hear, and learn to fear Jehovah 
your God, as long as ye live in the land whither ye are going 
over the Jordan to possess it.” 

And Jehovah said to Moses, “ Lo, thy days approach that 
thou must die: call Joshua, and present yourselves in the 
tent of meeting, that I may give him a charge.” Then 
Moses and Joshua went and presented themselves in the 
tent of mecting. And Jchovah appeared in the tent in a 
pillar of a cloud; and the pillar of the clond stood over the 
door of the tent. And Jehovah said to Moses, “ Lo, thou 
shalt lie with thy fathers ; and this people will rise up, and 
go astray after the strange gods of the land whither they 
are going, and will for sake me, and break my covenant 
which I have made with them. Then my anger shall be 
kindled against them in that day, and I will forsake them, 
and I will hide my face from them, and they.shall be de- 
voured, and many evils and troubles shall befall them ; so that 
they will say in that day, ‘ Are not these evils come upon us, 
because our God is not amongst us?’ and I will surely hide 
my face in that day, for all the evil which they shall have 
done, by turning to other gods. Now therefore write for 
yourselves this song, and teach it to the children of Israel 
put it in their mouths, that this song may be a witness for 
me against the children of Israel. For when I shall have 
brought them into the land which I sware to their fathers, 
that floweth with milk and honey ; and they shall have eaten 
and filled themselves, and become fat ; then will they turn 
to other gods, and serve them, and provoke me, and break 
my covenant. And when many evils and troubles shall have 
befallen them, this song shall testify against them as a wit- 
ness; for it shall not be for gotten out of the mouths of their 
seed. For I know their imagination, what they are disposed 
to do, even now, before I have brought them into the land 
which I sware to give them.” Moses therefore wrote this song 
the same day, and taught it to the children of Israel. And 
he gave Joshua the son of Nun a charge, and said, “ Be 
strong and of good courage: for thou shalt bring the chil- 
dren of Israel into the land whieh I sware to them: and I 
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will be with thee.”’—And when Moses had made an end of 24 


writing the words of this law in a book, until they were 


finished, Moses commanded the Levites, who bare the ark of 25 
the covenant of Jehovah, saying, “Take this book of the 26 


Jaw, and put it by the side of the ark of the covenant of 
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Jehovah your God, that it may be there for a witness against 
o7 thee. For I know thy rebellion, and thy stiff neek : behold, 
while I am yet alive with you this day ye have been rebellious 
against Jehovah; and how much more after my death ? 
23 Gather to me all the clders of your tribes, and your officers, 
that I may speak these words in their ears, and call the 
99 heavens and the earth to witness against them. For I know 
that after my death ye will utterly corrupt yourselves, and 
turn aside from the way which I have commanded you; and 
evil will hereafter befall you because ye will do evil in the 
sight of Jehovah to provoke hin to anger through the work 
30 of your hands.” So Moses spake im the ears of all the 
congregation of Israel, the words of this song, until they 
were ended. 


1 CHAP. XXXII.—“ Give car, O ye heavens! while I 
speak ; 
And let the earth hear the words of my mouth. 
2 Let my doctrine drop as the rain, 
And my specch distil as the dew, 
As showers on the tender herb, 
And as copious rain on the grass: 


3 For I proclaim the name of Jehovah. 
Aseribe ye greatness unto our God. 
4 He is the Roek, perfect 1s his work ; 


For all his ways are just: 
A God of truth and without imiquity, 
Just and right is he. 
5 They are corrupted—not Ins—children of pollution ; 
A generation perverse and erooked. 
6 Do ye thus requite Jehovah ? 
O people foolish and unwise ! 
Is he not thy father who bought thee ? 
Hath he not made thec, and formed thee ? 
7 Remember the days of old, 
Consider the years of successive generations ; 
Ask thy father, and he will deelare to thice ; 
Thine elders, and they will tell thee: 
8 When the Most High divided to the nations their inhe- 
ritance, 
When he separated the sons of Adam, 
He sct the bounds of the peoples 
Aceording to the number of the ehildren of Israel. 
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For the portion of Jehovah is his people; 9 
Jacob the lot of his inheritance. 
He found him in a desert Jand, 10 


And in the waste, howling wilderness : 

He surrounded him, he instructed him ; 

And he guarded him as the apple of his eye. 

As an eagle stirreth up her nest, i 
Fluttercth over her young, 

Spreadeth abroad her wings, taketh them up, 

Beareth them on her pmions : 


So Jehovah alone led him, 12 
And no strange god was with him. 
He made him ride over the heights of the earth, 13 


And gave him to eat of the inerease of the fields ; 

He nourished him with honey out of the crag, 

And with oil out of the flinty rock ; 

Cream of kine, and milk of sheep ; l4 

With the fat of lambs, 

And of rams of the breed of Bashan, and of he-goats ; 

With the fat of kidneys of wheat ; 

And thou didst drink the foaming blood of the grape. 

But Jeshurun became fat, and kicked : 15 

Thou art become fat, thou art grown thick, thou art 
covered with fatness : 

Then he forsook God who made lim, 

And despised the Rock of his salvation. 


They moved him to jealousy by strange gods, 16 
By abominations they provoked him to anger. 
They sacrificed to demons, not to God ; 17 


To gods whom they knew not ; 

To new gods that came newly up, 

Whom your fathers feared not. 

Of the Rock that begat thee thou wast ummindful, 18 
And didst forget the God that gave thee birth. 


And Jchovah saw it, and was indignant, 19 
At the provocation of his sons, and of his daughiters. 
And he said, ‘I will hide my face from them, 20 


And I will see what will be their end: 

For a perverse generation are they, 

Children in whom is no faithfulness. 

They have moved me to jealousy by that which is not 21 
God; 


They have provoked me to anger by their vanities ;

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I will therefore move them to jealousy by those who are 
not a people; 

By a foolish nation I will provoke them to anger. 

For a fire 1s kindled in mine anger, 

And it shall burn to the lowest depths, 

And it shall consume the earth with its increase, 

And set on fire the foundations of the mountains. 

I will heap upon them evils: 

Mine arrows [ will exhaust upon them. 

They shall be wasted by famine, and devoured by burn- 
ing heat, 

And by bitter destruction : 

The teeth of wild beasts also I will send upon them, 

With the poison of serpents of the dust. 

Without, the sword shall bereave, 

And within, terror, 

Both the young man and the virgin, 

The suckling, with the man of gray hairs. 

I would say, I will eut them off, 

I will make the remembrance of them to ccase among 
men ; ‘ 

Were I not afraid of the wrath of the enemy, 

Lest their adversaries should misunderstand, 

Lest they should say, Our own high hand, 

And not Jehovah hath done all this. 

For a nation void of counsel are they, 

And there is no understanding in them. 

Neither are they wise, to understand this, 

And to discern their end. 

How should one chase a thousand, 

And two put ten thousand to flight, 

Unless their Roek had sold them, 

And Jehovah had delivered them up ? 

For their Rock is not like our Rock, 

Even our enemies themselves being judges. 

For of the vines of Sodom are their vines, 

And of the fields of Gomorrah : 

Their grapes are grapes of poison, 

Clusters of bitterness have they. 

The poison of dragons is their wine, 

And the eruel venom of asps. 

Is not this laid up in store with ine, 

Sealed up among my treasures ? 
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With me are vengeance and retribution, 

For a time when their foot shall slip. 

For near is the day of their calamity, 

And that which is ready for them is hastening on, 
For Jehovah will avenge his people, 36 

And repent hinself for his servants, 

When he shall sce that their power is gone, 

And not even one shut up or left at large. 


And he will say, ‘ Where are their gods, 37 
The Roek in whom they trusted, 
Who ate the fat of their sacrifices, 38 


And drank the wine of their drink-offerings ? 

Let them arise, and help you, 

And Ict them be your protection. 

See now that 1, even I, am He, 39 
And there is no god with me: 

T kall, and I make alive; 
“I wound, and I heal ; 

And no one can deliver out of my hand. 


For I lift up my hand to the heavens, 40 
And I say, As I live for ever, ' 
If I sharpen the lightning of my sword, 41 


And my hand take hold on judgment, 
I will render vengeance to mine enemies, 
And those who hate me I will requite. 
I will make mine arrows drunk with blood, 42 
And my sword shall devour flesh ; 
With the blood of the slain and of captives, 
The flesh of the chiefs of the foe.’ 
Rejoice, O ye nations, his people ; 43 
For the blood of his servants he will avenge, 
And he will render vengeance to his adversaries, 
And expiate the land of his own people.” 

And Moses eame and spake all the words of this song in 4s 
the hearing of the people, he, and Joshua the son of Nun. 
And when Moses had made an end of speaking all these 45 
words to all the Israehtes; he said to them, “ Apply your 46 
hearts to all the words which I testify among you this day, 
which ye shall command your children to observe, and to do 
all the words of this law. For it is not a light thing for 47 
you; because it is your life; and by this ye shall prolong 
your days im the land, whither ye are going over the Jordan 
to possess it.” 
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49 And Jehovah spake to Moses that very day, saying, “Go 
up to this mount Abarim, mount Nebo, which is in the land of 
Moab, over against Jericho; and behold the land of Canaan, 

50 which I give to the children of Israel for a possession ; and 
die on the mount whither thou goest up, and be gathered 
to thy people, as Aaron thy brother died in mount Hor, 

51 and was gathered to his people; because ye trespassed against 
me among the children of Israel, at the waters of Meribah- 
Kadesh, in the wilderness of Zin; because ye sanctified me 

52 not in the midst of the children of Isracl. Yet thou shalt 
see the land before thee; but thou shalt not go thither into 
the land which I give to the children of Israel.” 


1 CHAP. XXXIT.—Now this is the blessing, with which 
Moses the man of God, blessed the children of Israel before 
2 his death. And he said, 
© SJchovah came from Sinai, 
~ And dawned upon them from Secir ; 
He shone forth from mount Paran, 
And came with ten thousands from Kadesh. 
From his right hand, streams zssued for then. 
3 Truly, he loveth the people : 
All its saints are in thy hand: 
And at thy feet they sat down, 
That they might reeeive thy commands ; 


4 ‘The law which Moses prescribed to us, 
The inheritance of the congregation of Jacob. 
5 And he was king in Jeshurun, 


When the heads of the people were assembled, 
Together with the tribes of Israel. 


6 May Reuben live, and not die; 
Though his men be few!” 
7 Aud this zs the blessing of Judah ; and he said, 
“ Hear, O Jehovah, the voice of Judah, 
And bring him back to his people : 
Let his own hand contend for him ; 
And be thou a help against his cnennes.” 
s And of Levi he said, 
“ May thy Thummim and thy Urim be with thy holy one, 
Whom thou didst try at Massah, 
With whom thou didst contend at the waters of 
Meribah ; 
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Who said to his father and to his mother, 9 
‘I see him not ;’ 
And his brethren he acknowledged not, 
And his own children he knew not. 
For they observed thy word, 
And they kept thy covenant. 
They shall teach Jacob thy judgments, 10 
And Israel thy law: 
They shall put incense before thee, 
And whole burnt-sacrifices upon thine altar. 
Bless, O Jehovah, his substance, 1 
And accept the work of his hands : 
Smite through the loins of them who rise up against him, 
And of them who hate him, that they rise not up 
again.” 
Of Benjamin he said, 12 
“The beloved of Jehovah! may he dwell in safety near him; 
May lhe continually protect him ; 
And between his shoulders may he dwell ! ” 
And of Joseph he said, 13 
“ Blessed by Jehovah be his land, 
With the precious thing of the heavens, with the dew, 
And with the decp that heth bencath, 
And with the precious productions of the sun, 14 
And with the precious produce of the moous, 
And with the chief things of the ancient mountains, 15 
And with the precious things of the everlasting hills, 
And with the precious things of the earth and its 16 
fulness. 
And may the favour of Him who dwelt in the bush, 
Come upon the head of Joseph, 
And upon the crown-of-the-head of the chief of his 
brethren. 
As of a first-born steer, be his beauty ; 4 
And as the horns of a buffalo, his horns : 
With these may he push the people 
Together, to the ends of the earth. 
Such are the ten thousands of Ephraim, 
And such the thousands of Manasseh.”’ 
And of Zebulun he said, 1s 
“ Rejoice, Zecbulun, in thy going out ; 
And, Issachar, in thy tents. 
They shall call the people to the mountain ; 19 
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There they shall offer sacrifices of righteousness ; 
For of the abundance of the seas they shall suck, 
And of treasures hidden m the sand.” 
And of Gad he said, 
20 * Blessed be he that enlargeth Gad ! 
As a honess he dwelleth, 
And teareth the arm with the crown-of-the-head. 
21 So he seeth the first part allotted to himsclf, 
For there a portion from the Lawgiver is secured. 
Yet he goeth with the heads of the people, 
And executeth the justice of Jehovah, 
Aud his judgments with Israel.” 
22 And of Dan he said, 
“ Dan is a lion’s whelp ; 
Which leapeth from Bashan.” 
23 And of Naphtali he said, 
“ Naphtali satisfied with favour, 
And full of the blessing of Jehovah, 
Shall possess the west and the south.” 
24 And of Asher he said, 
“ May Asher be blessed with children ; 
May he be acceptable to his brethren, 
And may he dip his foot m oil! 
25 Thy bars shall be iron and brass ; 
And as thy days, so shall be thy strength.” 


26 ‘No one is like the God of Jeshurun, 
Who rideth upon the heavens in thine aid, 
And in his majesty on the clouds. 
27 Thy refuge is the eternal God, 
And beneath thee the everlasting arms. 
And he shall drive out the enemy from before thee ; 
And shall say, ‘ Destroy them.’ 
28 And Israel shall dwell in safety alone ; 
The eye of Jacob 
Shall be on a land of eorn and wine ; 
Ifis heavens also shall drop down dew. 
29 Happy thou, O Israel ! 
Who 1s like to thee, O people, saved by Jehovah, 
The shield of thy help, 
And the sword of thine excellency ? 
And thine enemies shall submit to thee ; 
And thou shalt tread upon their hgh places.”’ 
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CHAP. NXXIV.—Then Moses went up from the plains 
of Moab to mount Nebo, to the top of Pisgah, which 1s op- 
posite to Jencho. And Jehovah showed him all the land of 
Gilead, unto Dan, and all Naphtah, and the land of Ephraim, 
and Manasseh, and all the land of Judah, unto the farther 


sea, and the south, and the plain of the valley of Jericho, ; 


the City of palm-trees, unto Zoar. And Jehovah said to 
him, “Tis is the land which I sware to Abraham, to Isaac, 
and to Jacob, saying, ‘1 will give it to thy seed:’ I have 
caused thee to see it with thine cyes, but thou shalt not go 
over thither.’ So Moses the servant of Jehovah died there 
in the land of Moab, according to the word of Jehovah. 
And he was buried ima valley in the land of Moab, over 
against Bethpeor; but no one knoweth of his sepulchre to 
this day. And Moses was a hundred and twenty years old 
when he died: his eye was not dim, nor his natural foree 
abated. And the children of Israel wept for Moses in the 
plains of Moab thirty days, until the days of weeping and 
mourning for Moses were ended. 
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And Joshua the son of Nun was full of the spint of 9 


wisdom ; for Moses had Jaid his hands upon him; and the 
children of Israel hearkened to him, and did as Jehovah 
commanded Moses. And there arose not a prophet since in 
Israel, hke to Moses, whom Jehovah knew face to face, in all 
the signs and the wonders which Jehovah sent him to do in 
the land of Keypt, against Pharaoh, and all his servants, and 
all his land, and in all that mighty hand, and im all the 
great terror which Moses shewed im the sight of all Israel. 
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THE BOOK OF JOSHUA. 


CHAP. I.—It came to pass after the death of Moses the 
servant of Jehovah, that Jehovah spake to Joshua the son of 
Nun, the mimster of Moses, saying,—‘‘ Moses my servant is 
dead; now therefore arise, go over this Jordan, thou, and all 
this people, to the land which I give to them, even the children 
of Israel. Every place that the sole of your foot shall tread 
upon, I give to you, as I said to Moses. From the desert 
an this Lebanon, even unto the great river, the river Eu- 
phrates, all the land of the Hittites, and unto the great sca 
toward the going down of the sun, shall be your boundary. 
No man shall be able to stand against thee all the days of 
thy hfe: as I was with Moses, so I will be with thee: I will 


; not fail thee, neither will I forsake thee. Be strong and of 


good courage; for thou shalt divide for an inheritance to this 
people the land, which I sware to their fathers to give them. 
Only be thou strong and very courageous, that thou mayest 
observe to do according to all the law which Moses my servant 
commanded thee: turn not from it to the night hand or to 
the left, that thou mayest prosper whithersoever thou gccst. 
Let not this book of the law depart out of thy mouth; but 
meditate therem day and night, that thou mayest observe to 
do according to all that is wntten therem: for then thou 
shalt make thy way prosperous, and then thou shalt have 
good success. Have not I commanded thee? Be strong 
and of good courage; be not afraid, neither be thou dis- 
mayed; for Jehovah thy God is with thee whithersocver thou 
goest.” 

Then Joshua commanded the officers of the people, saying, 
“Pass through the camp, and command the people, saying, 
‘Prepare for yourselves victuals; for within three days ye 
shall pass over this Jordan, to go in to possess the land, 


12 which Jehovah your God giveth you to possess.’”? And to 


the Reubenites, and. to the Gadites, and to the half of the 
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tribe of Manassch, Joshua spake, saying, “ Remember the 
word which Moses the servant of Jehovah commanded you, 
saying, ‘Jehovah your God hath given you rest, and hath 
given you this land. Your wives, your little ones, and your 
cattle, shall remain in the land which Moses gave you on this 
side of the Jordan ; but ye shall pass before your brethren 
armed, all the mighty men of valour, and help them, until 
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Jehovah shall have given rest to your brethren, as he hath . 


given to you, and they also shall have possessed the land whieh 
Jehovah your God giveth to them: then ye shall return to 
the land of your possession, which Moses, the servant of Je- 
hovah, gave you on this side of the Jordan, toward the rising 
of the sun; and enjoy it.” 

And they answered Joshua, saying, “All that thou com- 
mandest us we will do, and whithersoever thou sendest us 
we will go. According as we hearkened to Moses in all 
things, so will we hearken to thee: only Jehovah thy God 
be with thee, as he was with Moses. Every one who rebel- 
leth against thy commandment, and who will not hearken 
to thy words in all that thou commandest him, shall be put 
to death: only be strong and of good courage.” 


CHAP. II.—And Joshua the son of Nun sceretly sent 
out of Sctim two spies, saying, “‘ Go view the land and Jeni- 
cho.” And they went, and came to the house of a harlot, 
whose name was Rahab, and lodged there. 

And it was told the king of Jericho, saying, “ Lo, there 
came in hither to-night men of the clildren of Israel, to 
search out the country.” Then the king of Jencho sent to 
Rahab, saying, “ Bring forth the men that are come to thee, 
who are entered into thy house: for they are come to search 
out the whole land.” And the woman took the two men, 
and hid them; and she said, “Truly the men eame unto ime, 
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but I know not whence they came; and when it was dark 5 


and the gate was about to be shut, the men went out: whither 
the men went I know not: pursue them quickly, for ye may 


overtake them.”’ But she had taken them up to the roof of 6 


the house, and hidden them with the stalks of flax, whieh 


she had laid m order upon the roof. And the men pursued 7 


them on the way to the Jordan, unto the fords: and as soon 
as they who pursued them were gone out, the gate was shut. 


Now they had not yet lain down, when she came up to them s 
upon the roof, and said to the men, “I know that Jehovah 9 
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hath given you the land, and that the dread of you is fallen 
upon us, and that all the inhabitants of the land faint before 
10 you. For we have heard how Jehovah dried up the waters 
of the Red Sea before you, when ye came out of Kgypt ; and 
what ye have done to the two kings of the Amorites, on the 
other side of the Jordan, Sihon and Og, whom ye utterly 
11 destroyed. When we heard these things, our hearts melted, 
and there remained no more courage In any man, because of 
you; for Jehovah your God he is God in the heavens above, 
12 and on the carth beneath. Now therefore, I pray you, swear 
to me by Jehovah, since [ have shewed you kinduess, that 
ye will also shew kindness to my father’s house; and give 
13 me a token of truth. And ye shall save alive my father, and 
my mother, and iny brethren, and my sisters, and all that 
i¢ they have, and deliver our lives from death.” And the men 
answered her, ‘ Our life for yours, if thou tell not this our 
business. And it shall be, when Jehovah hath given us the 
15 land, that we will deal kindly and truly with thee.’ Then 
she Jet them down by a cord through the window ; for her 
house was upon the town wall, and she dwelt upon the wall ; 
16 and said to them, “Go ye to the mountains, lest the pursuers 
mect you, and hide yourselves there three days, until the 
pursuers have returned ; and afterward ye may go your way.” 
17 And the men said to her, “ We will be blameless in respect 
s of this thy oath which thou hast made us swear. Lo, when 
we come into the land, thou shalt bind this line of searlet 
thread in the window by which thou didst let us down; and 
thon shalt bring unto thee into the house, thy father, and 
thy mother, and thy brethren, and all thy father’s household. 
9 And whosoever shall go out of the doors of thy house into 
the street, his blood shall be upon his head, and we will be 
guiltless ; but whosoever shall be with thee in the house, his 
20 blood shall be on our head, if any hand be upon him. But 
if thou tell this our business, then we will be blameless in 
21 respect of thy oath which thou hast made us swear.” And 
she said, “ According to your words so be it.” And she sent 
them away, and they departed; and she bound the scarlet 
22 cord in the window. And they went and came to the moun- 
tains, and abode there three days, until the pursucrs were 
returned. And the pursuers sought them throughout all 
23 the way, but found them not. So the two men returned, 
ancl descended from the mountains, and passed over, and 
came to Joshua the son of Nun, and told him all that had 
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befallen them; and they said to Joshua, “Truly Jehovah 2 
hath delivered into our hands all the land ; for already all 
the inhabitants of the land faint before us.’ 


CHAP. I1Y.—And Joshua rose early in the morning; and 1 
they removed from Setim, and came to the Jordan, he and 
all the children of Israel, and lodged there before they 
passed over, And at the end of three days, the officers went 
through the camp, and commanded the people, saying, 
“When ye see the ark of the covenant of Jehovah your God, 
and the priests, the Levites, bearing it, then ye shall remove 
from your place, and go after it; “(yet there shall be a space 
between you and it, about two thousand cubits by measure: 
come not near to it;) that ye may know the way by which 
ye must go; for ye have not passed this way before.” 

And Joshua said to the people, “ Sanctify yourselves ; for : 
to-morrow Jchovah will do wonders among you.” And 6 
Joshua spake to the pniests, saying, “‘ Take up y the ark of the 
covenant, and pass over before the people.” And they took 
up the ar k of the covenant, and went before the people. 

And Jehovah said to jean “This day will I begin to 
magnify thee in the sight of all Israel, that they may “know 
that, as J was with Moses, so I will be with thee, And thon 
shalt command the priests that bear the ark of the covenant, 
saying, ‘When ye are come to the brink of the waters of 
the Jordan, ye shall stand still in Jordan,’ ”? And Joshua said 
to the children of Israel, ‘‘Come hither, and hear the words 
of Jehovah your God.” And Joshua said, “ Hereby shall 
ye know that the lhving God is among you, and that he will, 
without fail, drive out from before you the Canaanites, and 
the Hittites, and the Hivites, and the Perizzites, and the 
Girgashites, and the Amorites, and the Jebusites. Lo, the 1 
ark of the covenant of the Tord of all the earth passeth on 
before you into the Jordan. Now therefore take ve twelve 12 
inen out of the tribes of Isracl, out of every tribe a man. 
And it shall come to pass, as soon as the soles of the feet of 13 
the priests that bear the ark of Jehovah, the lord of all the 
earth, shall rest in the waters of the Jordan, that the waters 
of the Jordan, the waters that come down from above, shall 
be cut off, and they shall stand in one heap.” And it came 
to pass, when the people removed from their tents, to pass 
over the Jordan, and the priests bearing the ark of the cove- 
nant before the people, and when they who bare the ark were 15

come to the Jordan, and the feet of the priests who bare the 

ark were dipped in the brim of the water (for the Jordan 
i6 overfloweth all its banks at the time of harvest), that the 
waters which came down from above stood and rose up in 
one heap, very far off, at the city Adam, which is beside 
Zaretan; and those that went down toward the sea of 
the plain, the salt sea, failed, and were cut off; and the 
people passed over opposite to Jericho. And the priests 
who bare the ark of the covenant of Jehovah stood firm 
on dry ground in the midst of the Jordan, while all the 
staelites: Were passing over on dry ground; until the whole 
nation had passed completely over the Jordan.

CHAP. IV.—<And it came to pass when the whole nation 
had completely passed over the Jordan, that Jehovah spake 
to Joshua, saying, “Take for yourselves twelve men out of 
the people, a man from every tribe, and command them, 
saying, ‘Take for yourselves henee out of the midst of the 
Jordan, from the place where the feet of the priests stood 
firm, twelve stones ; and carry them over with you, and leave 
them in the lodging-place where ye shall lodge this mght.’ ” 
Then Joshua called the twelve men whom he had appoiuted 
from among the children of Isracl, a man out of every tribe. 
5 And Joshua said to them, ‘ Pass over before the ark of Je- 
hovah your God into The. midst of the Jordan, and take ye 
up every one of you a stone upon Ins shoulder, according to 
the number of the tribes of the children of Israel, that 
this may be a sign among you. When your children shall 
ask in time to come, saying, ‘What mean ye by these 
stones?’ then ye shall answer them, that the waters of the 
Jordan were cut off before the ark of the covenant of Je- 
hovah; when it passed over the Jordan, the waters of the 
Jordan were ent off; and these stones shall be for a memo- 
rial to the children of Israel for ever.” And the children of 
Israel did so as Joshua commanded, and took up twelve 
stones out of the midst of the Jordan, as Jehovah spake to 
Joshua, according to the number of the tribes of the children 
of Israel, and carried them over with them to the place where 
they lodged, and laid them down there. And Joshua set up 
twelve stones in the midst of the Jordan, in the place where 
the feet of the priests who bare the ark of the covenant had 
10 stood ; and they are there unto this day. And the pnests 
who bare the ark stood in the midst of the Jordan, until 
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every thing was fimished that Jehovah had commanded 
Joshua to speak to the people, according ’to all that Moses 
commanded Joshua: and the people hastened and passed 
over. And when all the people had completely passed over, 11 
the ark of Jehovah passed over, and the priests, in the pre- 
sence of the people. And the children of Reuben, and the 12 
children of Gad, and the half of the tribe of Manasseh, 
passed over armed before the children of Israel, as Moses 
had spoken to them. About forty thousand armed for war 13 
passed over before Jehovah to battle, to the plains of Jericho. 
On that day Jehovah magnified Joshua in the sight of all 14 
Israel ; and they feared him, as they had feared Moses, all 
the days of his life. 

And Jehovah spake to Joshua, saying, “‘Command the 1s 
priests that bear the ark of the testimony, to come up out of 16 
the Jordan.” Joshua therefore commanded the priests, say- 17 
ing, “Come ye up out of the Jordan.” And it came to 1s 
pass, when the priests that bare the ark of the covenant of 
Jchovah were come up out of the midst of the Jordan, and 
the soles of the priests’ feet had reached the dry land, that 
the watcrs of the Jordan returned to their place, and flowed 
over all its banks as before. And the people came up out 19 
of the Jordan on the tenth day of the first month, and en- 
camped in Gilgal, on the eastern boundary of Jericho. And 20 
those twelve stones, which they took out of the Jordan, 
Joshua set up at Gilgal. And he spake to the children of 21 
Isracl, saying, “ When your children shall ask their fathers 
in time to come, saying, ‘ What mean these stones?’ Then 22 
ye shall let your children know, saying, ‘Isracl came over 
this Jordan on dry land.’ For Jehovah your God dried up 23 
the waters of the Jordan from before you, until ye had 
passed over, as Jehovah your God did to the Red Sea, which 
he dried up before us, until we had passed over; that all 2 
the people of the earth might know the hand of Jehovah, 
that it is mighty; that ye might fear Jehovah your God for 
ever.” CHLIAP. V.—Now it came to pass, when all the kings 
of the Amorites, who were on the side of the Jordan west- 
ward, and all the kings of the Canaanites, who were by the 
sea, heard that Jehovah had dried up the waters of the Jordan 
from before the children of Isracl, until they had passed 
over, their heart melted, neither was there spirit in them any 
more, because of the ehildren of Israel. 

At that time Jehovah said to Joshua, ‘‘ Make thee knives 2

of stone, and circumcise again the children of Israel the 
second tine.’ And Joshua made him knives of stone, and 
circumcised the children of Israel at the Uhll of the fore- 
skins. And this is the cause why Joshua circumeised them : 
all the people that had come out of Kgypt, the males, even all 
the men of war, had died in the desert by the way, after they 
5 had come out of Egypt. Now all the people that came out 
had been circumcised; but all the people that had been born in 
the desert on the way, after they had come forth out of Egypt, 
they had not eircumeised. For the children of Isracl jour- 
neyed forty years in the desert, till all the people that were 
men of war, who came out of Keypt, were consumed, because 
they obeyed not the voice of Jehovah; to whom Jehovah 
sware that he would not show them the land which Jehovah 
had sworn to their fathers that he would give us, a land flow- 
ing with milk and honey. And their children, whom he had 
raised up in their stead, Joshua circumcised ; for they were 
unencumcised, because they had not circumcised them by the 

s way. And when they had done circumcising all the people, 
they abode in their places in the camp till they were healed. 

9 And Jehovah said to Joshua, ‘This day have I rolled away 
the reproach of Egypt from off you.” Wherefore the name 
of the place:is called Gilgal [RoLLInGc away] unto this 
day. 

10 iia the children of Isracl encamped in Gilgal, and kept 
the passover on the fourteenth day of the first month, in the 

11 evening, in the plains of Jericho. And they ate of the old 
corn’ of the land, on the day after the passover, unleavened 

12 cakes and parched corn on the same day. And the manna 
ceased on the day after they had eaten of the old corn of the 
land; neither had the children of Israel manna any more ; 
but they ate of the produce of the land of Canaan that 

ear. 

13 : And when Joshua was by Jericho, he lifted up his eyes 
and looked, and, lo, there stood a man over against him with 
his sword drawn in his hand: and Joshua went to him, and 

14 said to him, “ Art thou for us, or for our adversaries ?”” And 
he said to him, “ As captain of the host of Jehovah am I now 
eome.”” And Joshua fell on his face to the earth, and 
worshipped, and said to him, “ What saith my lord to his 

15 servant?” And the captain of the host of Jehovah said 
to Joshua, “ Loose thy shoe from off thy foot; for the 
place on which thou standest is holy.’ And Joshua did so. 
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CHAP. VI.—Now Jericho was closely shut up, because of 1 


the children of Israel: no one went out, and no one came 
in. And Jehovah said to Joshna, “ Sce, I have given into 
thy hand Jericho, and its king, and the mighty men of 
valour. And ye shall compass tlie city, all ye men of war, 
going round the city once. Thus shalt thou do six days. 
And seven priests shall bear before the ark seven Jubilee 
trumpets; and the seventh day ye shall compass the city 
seven times, and the priests shall blow with the trumpets. 
And it shall come to pass that when they make a long blast 
with the jubilee horn, when ye hear the sound of the trum- 
pet, all the people shall shout with a great shout; and the 
wall of the city shall fall down flat, and the people shall go 
up, every man straight before hin.” 
Nnn called the priests, and said to them, “ Take up the ark 
of the covenant, and let seven priests bear seven jubilee 
trumpets before the ark of Jehovah.” And he said to the 
people, “ Pass on, and compass the city, and Ict him that is 
armed pass on before the ark of Jehovah.” And it came to 
pass, when Joshua had spoken to the people, that the seven 
priests bearing the seven jubilee trumpets passed on before 
Jehovah, and blew with the trumpets; and the ark of the 
eovenant of Jehovah followed them. And the armed men 
went before the priests who blew with the trumpets, and the 
rear went after the ark, the trumpets sounding as tlicy went 
on. Now Joshua had commanded the people, saying, “Ye 
shall not shout nor let your voiee be heard, neither shall a 
word proceed from your mouth, until the day when I say to 
you, ‘Shout;? then shall ye shout.” So the ark of Jehovah 
compassed the city, going about it once; then they came 
into the camp, and lodged in the camp. 

And Joshua rose early in the morning, and the priests 
took up the ark of Jehovah ; and the seven priests, bearing 
seven jubilee trumpets before the ark of Jehovah, went on 
continually, and blew with the trampets; and the armed 
men went before them; but the rear went after the ark of 
Jchovah, the trumpets sounding as they went on, And on 
the second day they compassed the city once, and returned 
into the camp: so they did six days. But on the seventh 
day, they rose early about the dawning of the day, and com- 
passed the city after the same manner seven times; on that 
day only they compassed the city seven tines. And it came 
to pass at the seventh time, when the priests blew with the 
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trumpets, Joshua said to the people, “ Shout; for Jehovah 
hath given you the city. And the city shall be devoted, even 
it and all that are therein, to Jehovah : only Rahab the harlot 
shall hive, she and all that are with her in the house, beeausc 
she hid the messengers that we sent. But do ye strictly keep 
yourselves from the devoted thing, lest ye make yourselves 
devoted, when ye take of the devoted thing, and make the 
camp of Isracl a devoted thing, and trouble it. But all the 
silver, and gold, and vessels of brass and of iron, are consecrated 
to Jehovah: they shall come into the treasury of Jehovah.” 
So the people shouted when the priests blew with the trum- 
pets ; and it came to pass, when the people heard the sound 
of the trumpet, and the people shouted with a great shout, 
that the wall fell down flat, so that the people went up into 
the city, every man straight before him, and they took the 
city : and they utterly destroyed, with the edge of the sword, 
all that was m the city, both man and woman, young and 
old, and ox,and sheep, and ass. But Joshua had said to the 
two men that had spied out the country, ‘‘ Go into the har- 
lot’s house, and bring out thence the woman, and all that 
she hath, as ye sware to her.” And the young men who had 
been spies went in, and brought out Rahab, and her father, 
and her mother, and her brethren, and all that she had ; and 
they brought out all her kindred, and left them without the 
camp of Israel. And they burnt the city with fire, and all 
that was therein: only the silver, and the gold, and the 
vessels of brass and of iron, they put into the treasury of the 
house of Jehovah. And Joshua saved Rahab the harlot 
alive, and her father’s household, and all that she had; and 
she dwelleth in Israel even to this day; because she hid the 
messengers whom Joshua sent to spy out Jericho. And 
Joshua adjured them at that time, saying, 
“ Cursed be the man before Jchovah, 

Who shall rise up and build this city Jemcho : 

In his first-born may he lay its foundations, 

And in his youngest. son may he set up its gates!” 

Thus Jehovah was with Joshua; and his fame was spread 

throughout all the land. 


CHAP. VII.—But the children of Israel committed a 
trespass in the devoted thing ; for Achan, the son of Carm, 
the son of Zabdi, the son of Zerah, of the tribe of Judah, 
had taken a part of that which had been devoted ; and the 
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anger of Jehovah was kindled against the children of Israel. 
And Joshua sent men from Jericho to Ai, which is beside 2 
Beth-aven, on the east side of Bethel, and said to them, ‘ Go 
up and éxplore the country.” And the men went up and 
explored Ai. And they returned to Joshua, and said to him, 3 
“Let not all the people go up; but let about two or three 
thousand men go up and smite Ai; weary not all the people 
by sending them thither; for they are few.” So there went 4 
up thither of the people about three thousand men: and they 
fled before the men of Ai. And the men of Ai smote of 5 
them about thirty and six men; for they pursued them before 
the gate as far as to Shebarim, and smote them in the 
descent: wherefore the hearts of the people melted, and 
-beeame as water. Then Joshua rent his clothes, and fell 6 
upon his face to the ground before the ark of Jehovah until 
the evening, he and the elders of Isracl, and they put dust 
upon their heads. And Joshua said, “ Alas! O iy Lord 7 
Jehovah, wherefore hast thou at all brought this people over 
the Jordan, to deliver us into the hand of the Amorites, to 
destroy us? Qh, that we had been content, and dwelt on 
the other side of the Jordan! O my Lord, what shall I say, s 
when Israel turn their backs before thar enemies? For the 9 
Canaanites, and all the inhabitants of the land, will hear of 
at, and will encompass us, and cut off our name from the 
earth; and what wilt thou do for thy great name?” And 10 
Jehovah said to Joshua, ‘ Arise; why lest thou thus upon 
thy face? Israel hath sinned, and they have also trans- 11 
eressed my covenant which I enjoined upon them; for they 
have even taken of that which had been devoted, and have 
also stolen it, and dissembled also, and have cven put at 
among their own baggage. Therefore the children of Israel 12 
could not stand before their cnemies: they turned them 
backs before their enemies because they are devoted: I will 
not be with you any more, except ye destroy that which 1s 
devoted from among you. Arise, sanctify the people, and say, 13 
‘Sanctify yourselves against to-morrow ; for thus sath Je- 
hovah God of Israel, A devoted thing is in the midst of thee, 
O Israel: thou canst not stand before thy enemies, until 
ye take away the devoted thing from among you.’ In the 14 
morning therefore ye shall be brought forward according to 
your tribes; and the tribe which Jehovah shall take shall 
come forward according to its families ; and the family which 
Jehovah shall take shall come forward according to its 
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honscholds ; and the household which Jehovah shall take 
shall come forward man by man. And he that is taken 
with the devoted thing shall be burnt with fire, he and all 
that he hath, because he hath transgressed the eovenant 
of Jchovah, and because he hath done wickedly in Israel.” 

So Joshua rose up early in the morning, and brought for- 
ward the Israelites by their tribes; and the tribe of Jndah 
was taken; and he brought forward the family of Judah ; 
and the family of the Zarhites was taken ; and he brought 
forward the family of the Zarhitcs man by man; and Zabdi 
was taken. And he brought forward his household man 
by man; and Achan, the son of Carmi, the son of Zabdi, the 
son of Zerah, of the tribe of Judah, was taken. Aud Joshua 
said to Achan, “ My son, give, I pray thee, glory to Jehovah 
God of Israel, and make confession to him; and tell me 
now what thou hast done; hide it not from me.” And 
Achan answered Joshua, and said, “I have sinned indeed 
against Jehovah God of Israel, and thus and thus have | 
done: when I saw among the spoils a fine mantle of Shi- 
naar, and two hundred shekels of silver, and a bar of gold 
of the weight of fifty shekels, I coveted them, and took 
them; and, behold, they are hidden in the earth within my 
tent, and the silver undermost.’”’ So Joshua sent messengers, 
and thcy ran to the tent; and, lo, the things were hidden in 
his tent, and the silver undermost. And they took them 
from within the tent, and brought them to Joshua, and to 
all the children of Israel, and spread them out before Jeho- 
vah. And Joshua, and all Israel with him, took Achan the 
son of Zerah, and the silver, and the mantle, and the bar of 
gold, and his sons, and his daughters, and his oxen, and his 
asses, aud his sheep, and his tent, and all that belonged to 
him ; and they brought them to the valley of Achor. And 
Joshua said, “ Why hast thou troubled us? Jehovah will 
trouble thee this day.” And all Israel stoned him with 
stones, and burned them with fire, and threw stones upon 
them, and raised over him a great heap of stones, which re- 
maineth to this day. So Jehovah turned from the fierceness 
of his anger. Wherefore the name of the place was called, 
“The valley of Achor” [tRouBLE], unto this day. 


CHAP. VIII.—Then Jehovah said to Joshua, “Fear not, 
nor be dismayed: take with thee all the people of war, and 
arise, go up to Ai: see, I have given into thy hand the king 
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of Ai, and his people, and his eity, and his land. And thou 
shalt do to Ai and its king as thou hast done to Jericho and 
its king: only its spoil, and its cattle ye shall take for a booty 
to yourselves: plaee thee an ambush for the eity on its 
further side”’ So Joshua arose, and all the people of war, 
to go up against Ai; and Joshua chose ont thirty thousand 
mighty men of valour, and sent them away by night. And 
he commanded them, saying, ‘ Lo, ye shall he in ambush 
against the city, on the further side of the city: go not very 
far from the eity, but be ye all ready; and I, and all the 
people that are with me, will approach to the city ; and when 
they eome out to meet us, we will flee before them as before. 
And they will eome out after us, till we have drawn them 
on from the city; for they will say, ‘They flee before us, as 
before, and we will flee before them. Then ye shall rise up 
from the ambush, and take possession of the city; for Je- 
hovah your God will deliver it into your hand. And when 
ye have taken the city, ye shall set the city on fire : aceord- 
ing to the commandment of Jehovah shall ye do. Sce, I 
have charged you.” So Joshua sent them forth; and 
they went, to he in ambush, and took their station be- 
tween Beth-el and Ai, on the western side of Ai; but 
Joshua lodged that night among the people. And Joshua 
rose up early m the morning, and inustered the people, and 
_went up, he and the elders of Israel, before the people to 
Ai. Andall the people of war that were with him, went up, 
and drew nigh, and eame opposite to the eity, and encamped 
on the north side of Ai: and there was a valley between 
them and Ai. Now he had taken about five thousand men, 
and set them to lic in ambush between Beth-el and Ai, on 
the western side of the city. And when they had sct the 
people, even all the host that was on the north of the city, 
and the ambush on the west of the eity, Joshua went that 
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mght into the midst of the valley. And when the king of 14 


Ai saw it, they made haste and rose up early, and the men 
of the city went out against the Israchtes to battle, he and 
all his people, at an appoimted time, before the plain ; but he 
knew not that an ambush was laid for him on the further 
side of the eity. And Joshua and all the Israelites feigned 
to he beaten before them, and fled by the way of the desert. 
And all the people that were in Ai were ealled together to 
pursue after them; and they pursued after Joshua, and were 
drawn away from the city. And there was not a man left 
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in Ai or Beth-el that went not out after the Israchtes: and 
they left the city open, and pursued after the Israelites. 
And Jehovah said to Joshua, “Stretch out the spear that is 
in thy hand toward Ai; for I will give it into thy hand.” 
And Joshua stretched out the spear that was in his hand 
toward the city. And the ambush arose quickly out of their 
place, and they ran as soon as he had stretehed out his hand ; 
and they entered mto the city, and took it, and made haste, 
and set the city on fire. And when the men of Ai looked 
behind them, they saw, and Jo, the smoke of the city 
ascended up to the heavens, and they had no power to flee 
this way or that way ; and the people that fled towards the 
desert turned back upon the pursuers. For when Joshua 
and all the Israelites saw that the ambush had taken the 
city, and that the smoke of the city was ascending, then 
they turned again, and slew the men of Ai; and the others 
issued out of the city against them; so they were in the 
midst of the Israclites, some on this side, and some on that 
side ; and they smote them, so that they let none of them 
remain or escape. But the king of Ai they took alive, and 
brought lim to Joshua. 

And it came to pass when the Israelites had made an end 
of slaving all the inhabitants of Ai in the field, in the desert 
whither they had pursued them, and when they were all 
fallen by the edge of the sword, until they were consumed, 
that all the Israelites returned to Ai, and smote it with the 
edge of the sword. And all that fell that day, both of 
men and women, were twelve thousand; all the men of 


5 Ai. For Joshua drew not his hand back, with which he 


stretched ont the spear, until he had utterly destroyed all the 
inhabitants of Ai. Only the cattle and the spoil of that 
city, the Israclites took for a booty to themselves, according 
to the word of Jehovah, which he commanded Joshua. And 
Joshua burnt At, and made it a heap of ruins for ever, even 
a desolation, unto this day. And the king of Ai he hanged 
on a tree until the evening: but as soon as the sun was 
down, Joshua commanded that they should take his carcasc 
down from the tree, and cast it at the entrance of the gate 
of the city, and raise thereon a great heap of stones, which 
remameth unto this day. 

Then Joshua built an altar to Jehovah God of Israel on 
mount Ebal, as Moses the servant of Jchovah had commanded 
the children of Israel, as it is written in the book of the law of 
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Moses, “ An altar of whole stones, upon which no man hath 
lifted up any iron ;”’ and they offered on it burnt-offcrings to 
Jehovah, and sacrificed peace-offerings. And he wrote there 
upon the stones a copy of the law of Moses, which he had 
written in the presence of the children of Israel. And all 
Israel, and their elders, and officers, and their jndges, stood 
on this side the ark and on that side, before the priests the 
Levites, who bare the ark of the covenant of Jehovah, as well 
the stranger as he that was born among them: half of them 
over against mount Gerizim, and half of them over against 
mount bal; as Moses the servant of Jehovah had before eom- 
manded, that they should bless the people of Isracl. And 
afterward he read all the words of the law, the blessings and 
cursings, according to all that is written in the book of the 
law. ‘There was not a word of all that Moses had com- 
manded which Joshua read not before all the congregation 
of Israel, with the women, and the little ones, and the 
strangers that were living among them. 


CHAP. IX.—Now it came to pass, when all the kings 
who were on this side of the Jordan, in the mountains, 
and in the plains, and in all the coasts of the great sea 
over against Lebanon, the Hittite, and the Amorite, the 
Canaanite, the Perizzite, the Hivite, and the Jebusite, heard 
of these things, that they gathered themselves together, to 
fight with Joshua and with the Israelites, with one accord. 





But when the inhabitants of Gibeon heard what Joshua had : 


done to Jericho and to Ai, they acted erattily, and went 
and prepared themselves provisions, and took old sacks 
upon their asses, and wine-skins old and rent and bound 
up, and shocs old and clouted upon their feet, and old 
garments upon themselves; and all the bread of their pro- 
vision was dry and mouldy. And they went to Joshua unto 
the camp at Gilgal, and said to him, and to the men of 
Israel, “We are come from a far country: now therefore 
make ye a covenant with us.”” And the men of Israel said 
to the Hivites, “ Peradventure ye dwell among us; and how 
shall we make a covenant with you?” And they said to 
Joshua, “ We are thy servants.” And Joshua said to them, 
“Who are ye? and whence come ye?” And they said to 
him, ‘‘ From a very far country thy servants are come, be- 
cause of the name of Jehovah thy God: for we have heard 
the fame of him, and all that he did in Egypt, and all that 
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he did to the two kings of the Amorites that were beyond 
the Jordan, to Sihon king of Heshbon, and to Og king of 
11 Bashan, who was at Ashtaroth. Wherefore our elders and 
all the inhabitants of our country spake to us, saying, ‘ Take 
victuals with you for the journey, and go to meet them, and 
say to them, We are your servants:’ therefore now make ye 
12a covenant with us. This our bread we took hot for our 
provision out of our houses on the day we came forth to 
13 come to you; but now, lo, it is dry, and it is mouldy: and 
these winc-skins, which we filled, were new; and, lo, they 
are rent: and these our garments and our shocs are become 
14 old by reason of the very long journcy.” And the men 
took of their victuals, and asked not cownse/ at the mouth of 
Jehovah. 
15 And Joshua made peace with them, and made a covenant 
with them, to let them live : and the princes of the congregation 
16 sware to them. But it came to pass, at the end of three days, 
after they had made a covenant with them, that they heard 
that they were their neighbours, and that they dwelt among 
17 them. And the children of Israel journeyed, and came to 
their cities on the third day. Now their cities were Gibcon, 
is and Chephirah, and Beeroth, and Kairjath-jearim. But the 
children of Israel smote them not, because the princes of 
the congregation had sworn to them by Jehovah God of 
Israel. And all the congregation murmured against the 
19 princes. But all the princes said to all the congregation, 
“We have sworn unto them by Jehovah God of Israel: 
20 now, therefore, we may not touch them.. This we will do to 
them; we will even let them live, lest wrath be upon us, be- 
21 cause of the oath which we sware to them.” And the princes 
said to them, “ Let them live; but let them be hewers of 
wood and drawers of water for the whole congregation, as 
22 the prinees had promised them.” So Joshua called for 
them, and spake to them, saying, ‘“‘ Wherefore have ye be- 
cuiled us, saying, ‘ We are very far from you;’ when ye dwell 
23 among us? Now therefore ye are accursed; and there 
shall none of you be freed from beg bondmen, and hewers 
of wood and drawers of water for the house of my God.” 
And they answered Joshua, and said, “ Because it was 
certainly told thy servants, how that Jehovah thy God com- 
manded his servant Moses to give you all the land, and to 
destroy all the inhabitants of the land from before you, there- 
fore we were greatly afraid for our lives because of you, and 
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have done this thing. And now, lo, we are in thy hand: 
as it seemeth good and right to thee to do to us, do.” 
And so did he to them, and delivered them out of the 
hand of the children of Israel, that they slew them not. 
But Joshua made them that day hewers of wood and 
drawers of water, for the congregation and for the altar 
of Jehovah, even unto this day, i in the place which he shall 
choose. 


CHAP. X.—Now it came to pass when Adoni-zedek king 
of Jerusalem had heard how Joshua had taken Ai, and had 
utterly destroyed it; and had done to Ai and its king as he 
had done to Jericho and its king, and how the inhabitants 
of Gibeon had made peace with the Israelites, and were 
among them; that they feared greatly, beeause Gibcon was 
a great city, as one of the royal cities, and because it was 
greater than “i, and all the men in it were mighty. 
Wherefore Adoni-zedek king of Jerusalem sent to Hoham 
king of Hebron, and to Piram king of Jarmuth, and to 
Japhia king of Laclish, and to Debir king of Eglon, saying, 
“Come up to me, and help me, that we may smite Gibeon ; 


for it hath made peace with Joshua and with the children of 
Israel.” . Then the five kings of the Amorites, the king of : 


Jerusalem, the king of Hebron, the king of Jarmuth, the king 
of Lachish, the king of Eglon, gathered themselves together, 
and went up, they and all their hosts, and encamped before 
Gibeon, and made war against it. And the men of Gibeon 
sent to Joshua to the eamp at Gilgal, saying, ‘Stay not thy 
hand from thy servants ; come up to us quickly, and saye'us, 
and help us; for all the kings of the Amorites that dwell in 
the mountains are gathered together against us.” So Joshua 
went up from Gilgal, he, and all the people of war with 


him, and all the mighty men of valour. And Jehovah said : 


to Joshua, ‘‘ Fear them not ; for I have delivered them into 
thy hand: not a man of them shall stand before thee.” 
Joshua therefore came upon them suddenly, going up from 
Gilgal all night. And Jchovah confounded them before the 
Israclites, who slew them with a great slaughter at Gibeon, 
and ehased them along the way that gocth up to Beth- 
horon, and smote them to Azeckah, and to Makkedah. And 
as they were fleeing from before the Israelites, and were m 
the way going down to Beth- horon, Jehovah cast down great 
stones from heaven upon them unto Azckah, and they dlied : 
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so that they were more who dicd by the hailstones than they 
whom the children of Israel slew with the sword. Then 
spake Joshua to Jehovah im the day when Jehovah delivered 
up the Amorites before the children of Isracl, and he said 
in the sight of Israel, 
“ Sun, stand thou still upon Gibeon ; 

And thou, Moon, in the valley of Ajalon.” 

And the sun stood still, and the moon stayed, 

Until the people had avenged themselves upon their 

enemies. 

Is not this written m the book of Jasher? So the sun 
stood still in the midst of the heavens, and hastened not to 
eo down about a whole day. And there was no day lke 
that before it or after it, that Jehovah hearkened to the voice 
of a man; for Jehovah fought for Israel. And Joshua 
returned, and all Israel with him, to the camp, to Gilgal. 

But these five kings fled, and hid themselves in a cave at 
Makkedah. And it was told Joshua, saying, ‘The five 
kings are found hidden in a cave at Makkedah.’ And 
Joshua said, “ Roll great stones to the mouth of the cave, 
and set men by it to watch them: and stay ye not, bué 
pursue after your enemies, and snute the hindmost of them ; 
suffer them not to enter into their cities; for Jehovah your 
God hath delivered them into your hand.” And it came to 
pass, when Joshua and the children of Israel] had made an 
end of slaying them with a very great slaughter, till they 
were consumed, that the rest that remained of them entered 
into fortified cities. And all the people returned to the 
camp to Joshua at Makkedah in peace: none moved his 
tongue agaimst any of the children of Israel. Then said 
Joshua, ‘ Open the mouth of the eave, and bring out those 
five kings to me out of the cave.’ And they did so, and 
brought forth those five kings to him out of the cave, the 
king of Jerusalem, the king of Hebron, the king of Jar- 
muth, the king of Lachsh, and the king of Eglon. And° 
it came to pass, when they had brought those kings to 
Joshua, that Joshua called for all the men of Isracl, and 
said to the captains of the men of war who went with him, 
“Come near, put your feet upon the necks of these kings.” 
And they came near, and put their feet upon the necks of 
them. And Joshua said to them, “ Fear not, nor be dis- 
mayed, be strong and be of good courage: for thus shall 
Jehovah do to all your enemies against whom ye fight.” 
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And afterwards Joshua smote them, and slew them, and 
hanged them on five trees; and they were hanging upon 
the trees until the evening. And it came to pass at the time 
of the going down of the sun, that Joshua commanded, 
and they took them down from the trees, and east them into 
the cave wherein they had been hidden, and laid great 
stones on the mouth of the cave, which remain until this 
very day. And that day Joshua took Makkedah, aud smote 
it with the edge of the sword, and its king he utterly 
destroyed, them, and all the souls that were therein; he let 
none remain: and he did to the king of Makkedah as he had 
done to the king of Jericho. 

Then Joshua passed from Makkedah, and all the Israelites 
with him, to Tabnah, and fought against Libnah: and Je- 
hovah delivered it also, and its king, into the hand of the 
Israelites, who smote it with the edge of the sword, and all 
the souls who were therein; they let none remain in it,; but 
did to its kmg as they had done to the king of Jeneho. 
And Joshua passed from Libnah, and all the Israelites with 
him, to Lachish, and encamped against it, and fought agamst 
it: and Jehovah delivered Laehish into the hand of the 
Israelites, who took it on the second day, and smote it with 
the edge of the sword, and all the souls that were therein, 
aceording to. all that they had done to Libnah. Then Horam 
king of Gezer came to help Laehish ; and Joshua smote him 
and his people, until he had left him none remaining. 

And from Laehish Joshua passed to Kglon, and all the 
Israelites with him; and they eneamped against it, and 
fought against it: and they took it on that day, and smote 
it with the edge of the sword; and all the souls that were 
therein he utterly destroyed that day, according to all that 
he had done to Lachish. And Joshua went up from bglon, 
and all the Israelites with him, to Hebron ; and they fought 
against it ; and they took it, and smote it with the edge of the 
sword, and its king, and all its cities, and all the souls that 
were therein ; he left none remaming, aeeording to all that he 
had done to Eglon; but destroyed it utterly, and all the 
souls that were therecm. And Joshua returned, and all the 


Israelites with him, to Debir, and fought agaimst it, and: 


took it, and its king, and all its cities, and they smote them 
with the edge of the sword, and devoted all the souls that 
were therein ; he left none remaming: as he had done to 
IIebron, so he did to Debir, and to its king ; as he had done 
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also to Libnah and to its king. So Joshua smote all the 
country of the hills, and of the south, and of the lowland, 
and of the hill sides, and all their kings: he left none 
remaming, but devoted all that breathed, as Jehovah God of 
Isracl had commanded. And Joshua smote them from Ka- 
desh-barnea even to Gaza, and all the country of Goshen 
even to Gibeon. And all these kings and their land did 
Joshua take at one time, because Jehovah God of Israel 


3 fought for Israel. Then Joshua returned, and all the 


Israelites with him, to the camp, to Gilgal. 


CHAP. XI.—Now it came to pass when Jabin king of 
WWazor had heard these things, that he sent to Jobab king of 
Madon, and to the king of Shimron, and to the king of 
Achshaph, and to the kings that were on the north in the 
mountainous country; and in the plain of Jordan south of 
Chinneroth ; and in the lowland, and in the region of Dor 
on the west; ¢o the Canaanites on the east and on the west, 
and to the Amorites, and the Ifittites, and the Perizzites, 
and the Jebusites in the mountamous eountry, and ¢o the 
Hivites under Hermon, in the land of Mizpeh. And they 
went out, they and all their hosts with them, much people, 
even as the sand upon the sea-shore in multitude, with very 
many horses and chariots. And when all these kings had 
appointed a meeting-place, they went and encamped to- 
eether at the waters of Merom, to fight agamst the Israel- 
ites. And Jehovah said to Joshua, “ Be not afraid because 
of them: for to-morrow about this time will I dehver them 
up all slain before the Israelites: thou shalt hamstring thar 
horses, and burn their chanots with fire.’ So Joshua 
came, and all the people of war with him, against them by 
the waters of Merom suddenly; and they fell upon them, 
and Jehovah delivered them into the hand of the Is- 
raelites, who smote them, and chased them to great Zidon, 
and to Misrephoth-maim, and to the valley of Mizpeh east- 
ward ; and they smote them, until they left them none re- 
maiming. And Joshua did to them as Jehovah bade him: 
he hamstrung ther horses, and burnt their chariots with 
fire. 

And Joshua at that time turned back, and took Jlazor, 
and smote its king with the sword; (for Hazor was m 
former time the head of all those kingdoms ;) and they 
smote all the souls that were therein with the edge of the 
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sword, devoting them; there was not left any thing that 
breathed ; and he burnt Hazor with fire. And all the cities 
of those kings, and all their kings, Joshua took, and smote 
them with the edge of the sword; he devoted them, as Moses 
the servant of Jehovah had commanded. But the cities that 
stood upon their heights, the Israclites burned none of them, 
save Jlazor only; that did Joshua burn. And all the spoil 
of these cities, and the cattle, the children of Israel took fora 
booty to themselves ; but every man they smote with the edge 
of the sword, until they had destroyed them; they left not 
any thing that breathed. As Jehovah had commanded Moses 
his servant, so did Moses command Joshua, and so did 
Joshua; he left nothing undone of all that Jehovah had 
eommanded Moses. So Joshua took all that land, the 
mountainous country, and all the south country, and all the 
land of Goshen, and the lowland, and the plain of Jordan, 
and the mountainous country of Isracl, and its lowlands; even 
from the bare mountain that gocth up towards Seir, to Baal- 


cad,in the valley of Lebanon, to mount Hermon: and all their 


kings he took, and smote them, and slew them. Joshua 
made war a long time with all those kings. There was not 
a city that made peace with the children of Israel, execpt 
the Mhvites, the mhabitants of Gibeon: all the rest they 
took in battle. For it was of Jehovah to harden their 
hearts, that they should comme against the Israelites in battle, 
that they might devote them utterly, that they might have no 
favour, but that they might destroy them, as Jehovah had 
commanded Moses. 

And at that time eame Joshua, and cut off the Anakites 
from the mountains, from Hebron, from Debir, from Anab, 
and from all the mountains of Judah, and from all the 
mountains of Israel: Joshua devoted them utterly with 


their cities. There was none of the Anakites left in the 2: 


land of the children of Isracl: only in Gaza, in Gath, 
and im Ashdod, they remained. So Joshua took the whole 
land, aceording to all that Jchovah had said to Moses; 
and Joshua gave it for an inheritance to the Israelites, ac- 
cording to their divisions by their tribes. And the land 
rested from war. 


CHAP. XII.—Now these are the kings of the land, 
whom the ehildren of Isracl smote, and possessed their land 
beyond the Jordan, toward the rising of the sun; from the

river Arnon to mount Hermon, and all the plain of Jordan 
2on the east: Sihon king of the Amorites, who dwelt in 
Heshbon, and ruled from Aroer, which is upon the bank of 
the torrent of Arnon, and from the middle of the torrent, 
and from the half of Gilead, to the torrent Jabbok, the 

3 boundary of the ehildren of Ammon; and the plain of 
Jordan to the sea of Chinneroth on the cast, and unto the 
sea of the plain of Jordan, the salt sea on the east, on the 
way to Beth-jeshimoth ; and from the sonth, on the side of 

4 Ashdoth-pisgah: and the coast of Og king of Bashan, who 
was of the remnant of the giants, that dwelt at Ashtaroth 

5 and at drei, and reigned in mount Hermon, and in Salcah, 
and in all Bashan, to the boundary of the Geshurites, and 
the Maachathites, and the half of Gilead, the boundary of 

6 Sihon king of Heshbon. These did Moses the servant of 
Jchovah and the children of Isracl smite; and Moses the 
servant of Jehovah gave it for a possession to the Reuben- 
ites, and Gadites, and the half of the tribe of Manasseh. 

7 And these are the kings of the country whom Joshua and 
the children of Israel smote beyond the Jordan on the west, 
from Baal-gad in the valley of Lebanon even to the bare 
mountain, that goeth up towards Seir; which Joshua gave 
to the tmbes of Israel for a possession, according to their 

s divisions: in the mountainous country, and in the lowland, 
and in the plain of Jordan, and in the hill-sides, and in the 
desert, and in the south country; the Hittites, the Amorites, 
and the Canaanites, the Perizzites, the Hivites, and the Je- 

9 busites: The king of Jericho, one; the king of Ai, which 

10 is beside Bethel, one; the king of Jerusalem, one ; the king 

11 of Hebron, one; the king of Jarmuth, one; the king of 

12 Lachish, one; the king of Eglon, one; the king of Gezer, 

14 one; the king of Debir, one; the king of Geder, one; the 

15 king of Hormah, one; the king of Arad, one; the king of 

16 Libnah, one; the king of Adullam, one; the king of Mak- 

17 kedah, one ; the kmg of Beth-el, one; the king of Tappuah, 

is one; the king of Hepher, one; the king of Aphek, onc; 

ig the king of Lasharon, one; the king of Madon, onc; the 

20 king of Hazor, one; the king of Shimron-meron, one; the 

21 king of Achshaph, one; the king of Taanach, one; the 

22 king of Megiddo, one; the king of Kedesh, one; the king 

23 of Jokneam by Carmel, one; the king of Dor in the region 

21 of Dor, one; the kmg of Goim by Gilgal, one; the king of 
Tirzah, one; all the kings thirty and one.

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CHAP. XIJIJ.—Now Joshua was old, far advaneed in 


years; and Jehovah said to him, ‘‘ Thou art old, far advaneed 
in years, and there remaineth yet very much land to be pos- 
sessed. This is the land that yet remaineth: all the regions 


of the Philistines, and all Geshuri, from Sihor, which is: 


before Egypt, even to the boundary of Ekron northward, 
which is eounted to the Canaanite: five lords of the PInhis- 
tines; the Gazathites, and the Ashdothites, the Eshkalon- 
ites, the Gittites, and the Ekronites ; also the Avites towards 
the south; all the land of the Canaanites, and Mearah that 
is beside the Sidonians, unto Aphek, to the boundary of the 
Amorites ; and the land of the Giblites, and all Lebanon, 
toward the sun-rising, from Baal-gad under mount Hermon 
to the entering into Hamath; all the mmhabitants of the hill- 
country, from Lebanon to Misrephoth-maim, and all the 
Sidonians, I will drive out from before the children of 
Israel: only divide thou it by lot to the Israelites for an in- 
heritance, as I have commanded thee. Now therefore divide 
this land for an inheritance to the nine tribes and the half 
of the tribe of Manassech, with whom the Reubenites and 
the Gadites have received their inheritance, which Moses 
gave them, beyond the Jordan eastward, as Moses the ser- 
vant of Jehovah gave them; from Aroer, that 1s upon the 
bank of the torrent Arnon, and the eity that is in the midst 
of the torrent, and all the plain of Mcdeba to Dibon ; and 
all the eities of Sihon king of the Amorites, who reigned im 
Heshbon, to the boundary of the children of Ammon; and 
Gilead, and the houndary of the Geshurites and Maacha- 
thites, and all mount Hermon, and all Bashan to Saleah: all 
the kingdom of Og in Bashan, who reigned in Ashtaroth 
and in Edyrei, who remained of the remnant of the giants: 
for these did Moses suntc, and east out. (Nevertheless the 
children of Israel expelled not the Geshunites, nor the 
Maachathites ; but the Geshurites and Maachathites dwell 
among the Israclites unto this day.) Only to the tribe of 
Levi he gave no inheritanee ; the saerifices of Jchovah God of 
Israe}] made by fire are their inheritanec, as he said to them.” 
And Moses gave to the tmbe of the clildren of Reuben 
inheritance according to their families; and their boundary 
was from Aroer on the bank of the torrent Arnon, and the 
city that is in the imdst of the torrent, and all the plain by 
Madcba ; Heshbon, and all her cities in the plain; Dibon, 
and Bamoth-baal, and Beth-baal meon, and Jahaza, and 
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19 Kedemoth, and Mephaath, and Kirjathaim, and Sibmah, and 
Zareth-shahar in the mount of the valley, and Beth-pcor, 
and Ashdoth-pisgah, and Beth-jeshimoth, and all the cities 
of the plain of Jordan, and all the kingdom of Sihon king 
of the Amorites, who reigned in Heshbon, whom Moses 
smote with the princes of Midian, Evi, and Rekem, and Zur, 
and Hur, and Reba, prinees of Sihon, dwelling in the country. 
Balaam also the son of Beor, the soothsayer, the children of 
Isracl slew with the sword among those who were slain by 
23 them. And the boundary of the children of Reuben was 
the Jordan and its boundary. This was the mbheritanece of 
the children of Reuben after their families, the cities and 
villages thereof. 

And Moses gave inheritance to the tribe of Gad, to the chil- 
dren of Gad, according to their families; and their boundary 
was Jazer, and all the cities of Gilead, and half the land of 
the children of Ammon, unto Aroer that is before Rabbah ; 
and from Heshbon unto Ramath-mizpeh, and Betonim ; and 
from Mahanaim unto the border of Debir ; and in the valley, 
Beth-aram, and Beth-nimrah, and Succoth, and Zaphon, the 
rest of the kingdom of Sihon king of Heshbon, Jordan and its 
border, unto the edge of the sea of Chinneroth, on the other 
gs side Jordan eastward. This is the inheritanee of the children 

of Gad after their families, the eities and their villages. 

29 And Moses gave inheritance unto the half of the tribe of 

Manasseh: and this was the possession of the half of the tribe 
30 of the children of Manassch by their families: and their 

boundary was from Mahanaim, all Bashan, all the kingdom 

of Og king of Bashan, and al] the towns of Jair, which are in 
31 Bashan, sixty cities; and half of Gilead, and Ashtaroth, and 
Kdrei, cities of the kingdom of Og in Bashan, were given to 
the children of Machir the son of Manassch, to the one half 
32 of the children of Machir by their families. These are the 
countries which Moses distributed for mheritance in the plains 

33 of Moab, beyond the Jordan, by Jericho, eastward. But to the 
tribe of Levi, Moses gave not any inhentance: Jehovah God 
of Israel was their inheritance, as he said to them. 
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1 CHAP. XIV.—And these are the countries which the 
children of Israel inherited in the land of Canaan, which 
Eleazar the priest, and Joshua the son of Nun, and the 
heads of the fathers of the tribes of the children of Israel, 

2 distributed for mhentance to them. By lot was their in- 
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heritanee, as Jehovah eommanded by the hand of Moses, 
for the nine tribes, and for the half tribe. For Moses had 
given the inheritanee of two tribes and a half tribe on the 
‘other side of the Jordan: but to the Levites he gave no in- 
heritanee among them. For the children of Joseph were 
two tribes, Manasseh and Ephraim: therefore they gave no 
part to the Levites in the land, exeept cities to dwell m, with 
their suburbs for their eattle and for their substanee. As 
Jehovah commanded Moses, so the children of Israel did, 
and they divided the land. 

Then the children of Judah eame to Joshua in Gilgal ; 
and Caleb the son of Jephunneh the Kenezite said to him, 
“Thou knowest what Jehovah said to Moses the man of God 
eoneerning me and thee in Kadesh-barnea. Forty years 
old was I when Moses the servant of Jehovah sent me from 
Kadesh-barnea to spy out the land; and I brought him 
word as it was in my heart. But my brethren who went up 
with me made the heart of the people melt; but I wholly 
followed Jehovah my God. And Moses sware on that day, 
saying, ‘Surely the land whereon thy feet have trodden 
shall be thy inheritanee, and thy children’s for ever, because 
thou hast wholly followed Jehovah my God.’ And now, 
lo, Jehovah hath kept me alive, as he said, these forty and 
five years, even since Jehovah spake this word to Moses, 
while the Israelites wandered in the desert: and now, lo, I 
am this day fourseore and five years old; yet 1 am this day 
as strong as in the day that Moses sent me: as my strength 
was then, even so is my strength now for war, both to go 
out and to come in. Now therefore give me this mountainous 
land of whieh Jehovah spake in that day; for thou heardest 
in that day that the Anakites were there, and that the cities 
were great and fenced: if Jehovah be with me, I shall be 
able to drive them out, as Jehovah hath said’? And Joshua 
blessed- him, and gave Hebron to Caleb, the son of Jephun- 
neh,- for an imheritanee. Hebron therefore beeame the 
inheritanee of Calcb, the son of Jephunneh the Kenezite,to 
this day, because that he wholly followed Jehovah God of 
Israel. 

Now the name of Hebron before was Karjath-arba [THe 
City or Arba]; which Arba was a great man among the 
Anakites. And the land had rest from war. 


CHAP. XV.—And the lot of the tribe of the children of 
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Judah according to their familics, was to the boundary of 
Edom; the desert of Zin southward was the uttermost 
part of the south. And their southern boundary was 
from the shore of the salt sea, from the tongue of land 
that looketh southward: and it went to the south side to 
Maaleh-acrabbim, and passed along to Zin, and went up on 
the south side unto Kadesh-barnea; and passed along to 
Ifezron, and went up to Adar, and wound about to Karkaa: 
thence it passed toward Azmon, and went on to the torrent 
of Egypt; and the extremities of that boundary were at the 
sca. This shall be your southern boundary. 

And the eastern boundary was the salt sea, even unto the 
end of the Jordan. And ¢heir boundary in the north quarter 
was from the tongue of land of the sea at the termination of 


>the Jordan. And the boundary went up to Beth-hogla, and 


passed along by the north of Beth-arabah; and the 
boundary went up to the stone of Bohan the son of Reuben. 
And the boundary went up toward Debir from the valley 
of Achor, and so northward, looking toward Gilgal, that 2s 
before the gomg up to Adummim, which is on the south side 
cf the nver; and the boundary passed toward the waters of 
Enshemesh, and its extremities were at En-rogel; and the 
boundary went up by the valley of the son of Hinnom unto 
the south side of the Jebusite (the sdme zs Jerusalem) ; and 
the boundary went up to the top of the mountain that lieth 
before the valley of Hinnom westward, which zs at the end 
of the valley of the giants northward; and the boundary 
was drawn from the top of the hill uato the fountain of the 
water of Nephtoah, and went on to the cities of mount 
Ephron ; and the boundary was drawn to Baalah (which és 
Kirjath-jearim); and the boundary wound about from Baalah 
westward unto mount Seir, and passed along unto the side of 
mount Jearmm, which zs Chesalon, on the north side, and 
went down to Beth-shemesh, and passed on to Timnah; and 
the boundary went out unto the side of Ekron north- 
wards; and the boundary was drawn to Shicron, and passed 
along to mount Baalah, and went on unto Jabneel; and the 
extremities of the boundary were at the sea. And the west- 
ern boundary was to the great sca, and its coast. This zs the 
boundary of the children of Judah round about, according 
to their families. 

And unto Calcb the son of Jephunneh he gave a part 
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among the children of Judah, according to the commandment 
of Jehovah to Joshua, even the city of Arba the father of 
Anak, which city is Hebron. And Caleb drove thence the 
three sons of Anak, Sheshai, Ahiman, and Talmai, the 
children of Anak. And he went up thence to the inhabit- 
ants of Debir: and the name of Debir before was Kirjath- 
sepher. And Caleb said, “ He that smiteth Kirjath-sepher, 
and taketh it, to him will I give Achsah my daughter to 
wife.” And Othniel the son of Kenaz, the younger brother 
of Caleb, took it; and he gave him Achsah his daughter to 
wife. And as she eame unto him, it came to pass that she 
moved him to ask of her father a field; and she lighted off 
her ass, and Caleb said unto her, “ What wouldest thou ?” 
who answered, “Give me a blessing; for thou hast given 
mea south land; give me also springs of water.” And he 
gave her the upper sprmgs, and the lower springs. 
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This zs the inheritance of the tribe of the children of 20 


Judah according to their families. And the cities at the ex- 
tremity of the tribe of the children of Judah, toward the 
coast of dom southward, were Kabzecl, and Eder, and 
Jagur, and Kinab, and Dimonah, and Adadah, and Kedesh, 
and Hazor, and Ithnan, Ziph, and Telem, and Bealoth, and 
Hazor, Hadattah, and Kerioth, and Hezron, which zs Hazor, 
Amam, and Shema, alfd Moladah, and Hazar-gaddah, and 
Heshmon, and Beth-palet, and Hazar-shual, and Beersheba, 
and Bizjothjah, Baalah, and lim, and Azem, and Eltolad, and 
Chesil, and Hormah, and Ziklag, and Madmannah, and San- 
sannah, and Lebaoth, aad Shilhim, and Am, and Rimmon:

all the citics are twenty and nine, with their villages. And 33 


in the lowland, Eshtaol, and Zoreah, and Ashnah, and Zanoah, 
and En-gannim, Tappuah, and Knam, Jarmuth, and Adul- 
lam, Socoh, and Azekah, and Sharaim, and Adithaim, and 
Gederah, and Gedcrothaim; fourteen cities with their vil- 
lages. Zenan, and Hadashah, and Migdalgad, and Dilean, 
and Mizpeh, and Joktheel, Lachish, and Bozkath, and Eglon, 
and Cabbon, and Lahmam, and Kithhsh, and Gederoth, Beth- 
dagon, and Naamah, and Makkedah ; sixteen cities with their 
villages, Libnah, and Ither, and Ashan, and Jiphtah, and 
Ashnah and Nezib, and Keilah, and Achzib, and Mareshah ; 
nine cities with their villages. Ekron with her towns and 
her villages: from Ekron even unto the sca, all that day near 
Ashdod, with their villages: Ashdod with her towns and her 
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villages, Gaza with her towns and her villages, unto the torrent 
of Egypt, and the great sea, and its coast ; and in the moun- 
tainous country, Shamir, and Jattir, and Socoh, and Dannah, 
and Karjath-sannah, which zs Debir, and Anab, and Eshte- 
moh, and Anim, and Goshen, and Holon, and Giloh ; cleven 
cities with their villages. Arab, and Dumah, and Ishcan, 
and Janum, and Beth-tappuah, Aphekah, and Humtah, 
and Warjath-arba (which zs Hebron), and Zior; ninc citics 


5 with their villages. Maon, Carmel, and Ziph, and Juttah, 


and Jezreel, and Jokdcam, and Zanoah, Cain, Gibcah, and 


s Timnah; ten citics with their villages. Ualhul, Bethzur, 


and Gedor, and Maarath, and Beth-anoth, and Eltckon ; six 
cities with thei villages. Kirjath-baal (which is Kairjath- 
jearim), and Rabbah; two eities with their villages. In 
the desert, Beth-arabah, Middin, and Lecacah, and Nib- 
shan, and the city of Salt, and En-gedi; six cities with their 
villages. 

As for the Jebusites, the habitants of Jerusalem, the chil- 
dren of Judah could not dispossess them ; bunt the Jebusites 
dwell with the children of Judah at Jcrusalem unto this day. 


CHAP. XVI.—Then came forth the lot of the children or 
Joseph: from Jordan by Jericho, unto the water of Jericho 
on the cast, to the desert that gocth up from Jericho 
throughout mount Beth-cl, and goeth out from Beth-el to 
Luz, and passeth along unto the boundary of Archi to 
Ataroth, and gocth down westward to the bonndary of Japh- 
leti, unto the boundary of Beth-horon the lower, and to Gezer; 
and its extremities arc at the sea. So the clildren of Joseph, 
Manasseh and Ephraim, took their inheritance. 

And the boundary of the children of Ephraim, according 
to their familics, was ¢hus; even the boundary of their in- 
heritance on the east side was Ataroth-addar, unto Beth- 
horon the upper; and the boundary went out toward the 
sca to Michmethah on the north side; and the boundary 
wound about eastward unto Taanath-shiloh, and passed by it 
on the east to Janohah ; and it went down from Janohah to 
Ataroth, and to Naarath, and came to Jericho, and termi- 
nated at the Jordan. The boundary went out from Tappuah 
westward unto the river Kanah; and its termination was at 
the sea. This zs the inheritance of the tribe of the children 
of Ephraim by ther families. 

And the separate eities for the children of Ephraim were 
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among the inheritance of the children of Manassch, all the 
cities with their villages. 

And they dispossessed not the Canaanites that dwelt in 
Gezer: but the Canaanites dwell among the Ephraimites 
unto this day, aud serve under tribute.

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CHAP. XVII.—There was also a lot for the tribe of 1 
Manasseh (forehe was the first-born of Joseph), for Machir 
the first-born of Manasseh, the father of Gilead ; because he 
was a man of war, therefore he had Gilead and Bashan. There 2 
was also a /ot for the rest of the children of Manassch 
according to their families; for the children of Abiezer, and 
for the children of Helek, and for the children of Asriel, and 
for the children of Shechem, and for the children of Hepher, 
and for the children of Shemida: these were the male chil- 
dren of Manasseh the son of Joseph, according to their 
famihes. But Zelophehad, the son of Hepher, the son of 3 
Gilead, the son of Machir, the son of Manasseh, had no 
sons, but daughters; and these are the names of his 
daughters, Mahlah, and Noah, Hoglah, Milcah, and Tirzah. 
And they came near before Eleazar the priest, and before 4 
Joshua the son of Nun, and before the princes, saying, 
‘¢ Jehovah commanded Moses to give us an inheritance among 
our brethren.” Therefore, according to the commandment of 
Jehovah, he gave them an inheritance among the brethren of 
their father. And there fell ten portions to Manassch, s 
beside the land of Gilead and Bashan, which were on the 
other side of the Jordan; because the daughters of Manas- 6 
seh had an inheritance among his sons; and the rest of 
Manassch’s sons had the land of Gilead. Now the boundary 7 
of Manasseh was from Asher to Michmethah, which 1s 
opposite to Shechem ; and the boundary went along on the 
south unto the inhabitants of En-tappuah. (Manasseh had s 
the land of Tappuah; but the city of Tappuah, on the boun- 
dary of Manasseh, belunged to the children of Ephraim.) 
And the boundary went down to the river Kanah, south- 9 
ward of the river: these cities of Ephraim are among the 
citics of Manasseh : the boundary of Manassch also was on 
the north side of the river, and the extremities of it were at 
the sea. Southward zt was Ephraim’s, and northward i was 10 
Manassch’s, and the sea is his boundary ; and they met 
togcther in Asher on the north, and in Issachar on the east. 
And Manasseh had in Tssachar , and in Asher, Beth-shean 11 
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and her towns, and Ibleam and her towns, and the inhabi- 
tants of Dor and her towns, and the inhabitants of Kndor 
and her towns, and the inhabitants of Taanach and her 
towns, and the inhabitants of Megiddo and her towns, three 
districts. But the children of Manasseh were not able to . 
clispossess the inhabitants of those cities; but the Canaanites 
would dwell in that land. Yet it eame to pass, when the 
children of Israel beeame strong, that they put the Canaan- 
ites under tmbute; but they did not utterly dispossess them. 

And the children of Joseph spake to Joshua, saying, 
“ Why hast thou given me dJut one lot and one portion to 
mherit, seemg I am a great people, forasmuch as Jehovah 
hath blessed me hitherto??? And Joshua answered them, 
“If thon be a great people, go up to the wood country, and 
clear for thyself there in the land of the Perizzites and of 
the giants, if mount Ephraim be too narrow for thee.” 
And the children of Joseph said, “The mountainous country 
is not enough for us; and all the Canaanites that dwell in 
the land of the valley have chariots of iron, both they who 
are of Beth-shean and her towns, and they who are of the 
valley of Jezrcel.” And Joshua spake unto the house of 
Joseph, to Ephraim and to Manassch, saying, “Thou art a 
great people, and hast great power; thou shalt not have one 
lot only: but the mountainous country shall be thine ; for it 
7s a wood, and thou shalt clear it: and the extremities of it 
shall be thine: for thou shalt dispossess the Canaanites, 
though they have iron chariots, and though they be strong.” 


CHAP. XVIJI.—And the whole congregation of the chil- 
dren of Israel assembled tugether at Shiloh, and set up the 
tent of meeting there. And the land was subdued before 
them. Yet there remamed among the clildren of Israel 
seven tribes which had not received their inheritance. 

And Joshua said to the children of Israel, “ How long are 
ve slack to go to possess the land which Jehovah God of your 
fathers hath given you? Give out from among you three men 
for each tribe: and I will send them, and they shall arise and 
go through the land, and deseribe it, according to their in- 
heritance ; and they shall come again to me. And they shall 
divide it into seven parts: Judah shall abide in their boun- 
lary on the south, and the house of Joseph shall abide in their 
boundaries on the north. Ye shall therefore describe the 
land arto seven parts, and bring the description hither to me, 
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that I may cast lots for you here before Jehovah our God. 
But the Levites have no part among you; for the priesthood 7 
of Jehovah is their inheritance; and Gad, and Reuben, and 
the half of the tribe of Manasseh, have received their in- 

. heritance beyond Jordan on the east, which Moses the servant 
of Jehovah gave them.” And the men arose, and went away; s 
and Joshua charged them that went to desembe the land, 
saying, “ Go and walk through the land, and describe it, and 
come again to me, that I may here cast lots for you before 
Jehovah in Shiloh.” And the men went, and passed through 
the land, and desenbed it by cities, into seven parts, in a book, 
and came again to Joshua to the encampment at Shiloh. 
And Joshna cast lots for them in Shiloh before Jehovah ; 
and there Joshua divided the land unto the children of Israel, 
according to their divisions. 

And the lot of the tribe of the children of Benjamin 
came up according to their famihes; and the boundary 
of their lot came forth .between the children of Judah 
and the children of Joseph. And their boundary, on the 12 
north side, was from the Jordan: and the boundary went 
up to the side of Jericho on the north side, and went up 
through the mountains westward ; and the extremities thereof 
were at the desert of Beth-aven. And the boundary went 
over from thence toward Luz to the side of Luz (whieh 
is Beth-cl), sonthward ; and the boundary descended to Ata- 
roth-addar, near.the hill that eth on the south side of the 
lower Beth-horon. And the boundary was drawn thence, and 
wound about the corner of the seca southward, from the hill 
that lieth before Beth-horon southward; and the extremities 
thereof were at Kirjath-baal (which zs Kirjath-jearim), a city 
of the children of Judah: this was the west quarter. And 15 
the south quarter was from the end of Kirjath-jcarim ; and 
the boundary went out on the west, and went out to the well 
of waters of Nephtoah. And the boundary came down to the 16 
end of the monntain that Neth before the valley of the son 
of Hinnom, and which is in the valley of the giants on the 
north, and descended to the valley of Hinnom, to the side of 
the Jebusites on the south, and descended to En-rogel, and 
was drawn from the north, and went forth to En-shemesh, 
and went forth toward Gehiloth, which is over against the 
ascent of Adummim, and descended to the stone of Bohan 
the son of Reuben, and passed along toward the side over 1s 
against Arabah northward, and went down unto Arabah. 
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19 And the boundary passed along to the side of Beth-hoglah 
northward; and the extremities of the boundary were at the 
north tongue of land of the salt sea, at the south end of the 

20 Jordan: this was the southern boundary. And the Jordan 
was the boundary of it on the cast side. This was the in- 
heritance of the children of Benjamin, by its boundaries 

21 round about, according to their famihes. Now the cities of 
the tribe of the children of Benjamin, according to their 
families, were Jericho, and Beth-hoglah, and the valley of 

23 Keziz, and Beth-arabah, and Zemaraim, and Beth-el, and 

24 Avim, and Parah, and Ophrah, and Chephar-haammonai, and 

25 Ophni, and Gaba; twelve cities with their villages. Gibeon, 

26 and Ramah, and Beeroth, and Mizpeh, and Chephirah, and 

23 Mozah, and Rekem, and Irpeel, and Taralah, and Zclah, 
Yleph, and the Jebusites (which is Jerusalem), Gibeath, and 
Kirjath ; fourteen cities with their villages. This zs the in- 
heritance of the children of Benjamin, according to their 
families. 


1 CHAP, XIX.—And the second lot came forth to Simeon, 
for the tribe of the children of Simeon according to their 
famihes ; and their inheritance was within the inheritance of 

2 the children of Judah. And they had in their inheritance, 

3 Beer-sheba, and Moladah, and Hazar-shual, and Balah, and 

5 Azem, and Eltolad, and Bethul, and Hormah, and Ziklag, and 

6 Beth-mareaboth, and Hazar-susah, and Beth-lebaoth, and 

7 Sharnhen ; thirteen citics and their villages. Aim, Remmon, 

sand Ether, and Ashan; four cities and the villages, and 
all the villages that were round about these cities, to Baalath- 
beer, Ramath of the south. This is the inheritance of the 
tribe of the children of Simeon according to their families. 

9 Out of the portion of the children of Judah was the inherit- 
ance of the children of Simeon: for the part of the children 
of Judah was too much for them; therefore the children of 
Simeon had their inheritance within the inheritance of them, 

10 <And the third lot came up for the elildren of Zebulun, 
according to then families: and the boundary of their in- 

11 heritance was unto Sarid: and their boundary went up to- 
ward the sea, and Maralah, and reached to Dabbasheth, and 

12 reached to the torrent that zs before Jokneam; and turned 
from Sarid eastward, toward the sun-rising, unto the boun- 
dary of Chisloth-tabor, and then goeth out to Daberath, and 

13 goeth up to Japhia, and from thence passeth on along on the 
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east to Gittah-hepher, to Ittah-kazm, and gocth out to Rim- 
mon, which extendeth to Neah: and the boundary eom- 
passeth it on the north side to Hannathon ; and its extrennties 
are in the valley of Jiphthah-el: and Kattath, and Nahallal, 
and Shimron, and Idalah, and Beth-lehem: twelve eities 
with their villages. ‘This zs the inheritanee of the ehildren 
of Zebulun aceording to their famihes, these citics with their 
villages. 

And the fourth lot came forth to Issachar, for the elildren 
of Issachar according to their families. And their boundary 
was toward Jezreel, and Chesulloth, and Shunem, and Ha- 
phraim, and Shihon, and Anaharath, and Rabbith, and Kishion, 
and Abez, and Remeth, and En-gannim, and En-haddah, 
and Beth-pazzez. And the boundary reacheth to Tabor, 
and Shahazimah, and Beth-shemesh; and the extremities 
of their boundary were at Jordan: sixteen cities with their 
villages. This 7s the mheritance of the tribe of the children 
of Issachar, aecording to their families, the cities and their 
villages. 

And the fifth lot eame forth for the tribe of the children of 
Asher according to their famihes. And their boundary was 
Helkath, and Hali, and Beten, and Achshaph, and Alam- 
meleeh, and Amad, and Misheal, and reacheth to Carmel 
westward, and to Shihor-hbnath, and turneth toward the sun- 
rising to Beth-dagon, and reacheth to Zebulun, and to the 
valley of Jiphthah-el, toward the north side of Beth-emek, 
and Neicl, and gocth out to Cabul on the left hand, and 
Hebron, and Rehob, and Hammon, and Kanah, even unto great 
Sidon; and then the boundary turneth to Ramah, and to 
the strong eity Tyre; and the boundary turneth to Hosah ; 
and its extremities are at the sea, from the coast to Aehzib: 
Ummah also, and Aphek, and Rehob: twenty and two cities 
with their villages. This is the mheritanee of the tribe of 
the children of Asher according to their families, these cities 
with their villages. 

The sixth lot came forth to the children of Naphtali, even 
for the elnldren of Naphtah according to their families. 
And their boundary was from Heleph, from Allon to Zaanan- 
nim, and Adami, Nekeb, and Jabneel, unto Lakum; and its 
extremities were at Jordan; and ¢hen the boundary turneth 
westward to Aznoth-tabor, and goeth out from thenee to 
Hukkok, and reaeheth to Zebulun on the south side, and 
reacheth to Asher on the west side, and to Judah upon the 
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35 Jordan toward the sun-rising. And the feneed eities are 
36 Ziddim, Zer, and Hammath, Rakkath, and Chinneroth, and 
37 Adamah, and Ramah, and Hazor, and Kedesh, and Edrei, 
3s and En-hazor, and Iron, and Migdal-el, Horem, and Beth- 

anath, and Beth-shemesh ; nineteen cities with their villages. 

39 This zs the inheritance of the tribe of the children of Naph- 
tali according to their families, the cities aud their villages. 

40 And the Scere lot came forth for the tribe of the 

4. children of Dan aecording to their families. And the 
boundary of their inheritances was Zorah, and Kshitaol, 

42 and Iy-shemesh, and Shaalabbin, and Ajalon, and Jcthlah, 

a42and Elon, and Thimnathah, and Ekron, and FE ltekeh, 

45 and Gibbcthon, and Baalath, and Jehud, and Bene-berak, 

46 and Gath-rimmon, and Me-jarkon, and Rakkon, with the 

17 boundary before Japho. And the boundary of the children of 
Dan went out beyond them; for the children of Dan went 
up to fight against Leshem, and took it, and smote it with 
the edge of the sword, and possessed it, and dwelt therein, 
and called Leshem, Dan, after the name of Dan their 

43 father. This zs the inheritance of the tribe of the children 
of Dan according to their famihes, these cities with their 
villages. 

eee hen they had made an end of dividing the land for 
inheritanee, according to their boundaries, es children of 
Israel gave an inheri itance to Joshua the son of Nun among 

50 them : “according to the word of Jehovah, they gave him the 
city which he asked, even Timnath-serah in mount Ephraim ; 
and he built the city, and dwelt therein. 

51 These are the inheritances which Eleazar the priest, and 
Joshua the son of Nun, and the heads of the fathers of the 
tribes of the children of Israel, divided for an inheritance by 
lot m Sluloh before Jehovah, at the door of the tent of meet- 
ing. So they made an end of dividing the land. 


1 CHAP. XX.—Jehovah spake also to Joshua, saying, 
2 “Speak to the children of Israel, saying, ‘ Appoimt for your- 
selves cities of refuge, concerning w hich I spake to you by 
3 the hand of Moses ; that the slayer that lalleth aay person 
unawares and unwittingly may fice thither; and they shall 
4be your refuge from the avenger of blood. And when 
he that flecth unto one of those cities shall stand at 
the eutering of the gate of the city, and shall declare his 
cause in the cars of the elders of that city, they shall take 
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him into the city, unto them, and give him a plaec, that he 
may dwell among them. And if the avenger of blood 5 
pursue after him, then they shall not deliver the slayer up 
into his hand; because he smote his neighbour unwittingly, 
and hated him not beforetime. And he shall dwell in that 6 
city, until he stand before the congregation for judgment, 
and until the death of the high priest that shall be in those 
days: then shall the slayer return, and come to his own 
city, and to his own house, to the eity whence he fled?” 
Aud they appointed Kadesh in Galilee in mount Naphtah, 7 
and Sheechem in mount Ephraim, and Kirjath-arba (which és 
Hebron), im the mountaimous country of Judah. And be- s 
yond Jordan by Jericho eastward, they assigned Bezer in the 
desert upon the plam out of the tmbe of Reuben, and Ramoth 
in Gilead out of the tribe of Gad, and Golan in Bashan out 
of the tnbe of Manasseh. These were the cities appointed 9 
for all the children of Israel, and for the stranger that 
sojourncth among them, that whosoever lailleth any person 
unawares might flee thither, and not die by the hand of the 
avenger of blood, until he stood before the congregation, 


CHAP. XXI.—Then came near the heads of the fathers 1 
of the Levites unto Eleazar the priest, and unto Joshua the 
son of Nun, and unto the heads of the fathers of the tribes 
of the children of Israel ; and they spake unto them at 2 
Shiloh in the land of Canaan, saying, “Jehovah commanded 
by the hand of Moscs to give us cities to dwell in, with the 
suburbs thereof for our cattle.” And the children of Israel 3 
gave unto the Levites out of their inheritance, at the com- 
mandment of Jchovah, these cities and their suburbs. 
And the lot came forth for the families of the Kohathites 
and the children of Aaron the pmiest, which were of the 
Levites, had by lot, out of the tmbe of Judah, and out of 
the tribe of Simcon, and out of the tribe of Benjamin, thir- 
teen cities. And the rest of the children of Kohath had by 5 
lot, out of the familics of the tnbe of Ephraim, and out of 
the tribe of Dan, and out of the half of the tribe of Manassch, 
ten citics. And the children of Gershon had by lot, out of the 6 
families of the tribe of Issachar, and out of the tribe of 
Asher, and out of the tribe of Naphtali, and out of the 
half of the tribe of Manassch m Bashan, thirtcen cities. The 7 
children of Merari, by their families, had, out of the tribe of 
Reuben, and out of the tribe of Gad, and out of the tribe 
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s of Zcbulun, twelve cities. And the children of Isracl gave 
by lot unto the ‘Levites these citics with their suburbs, as 

9 Jchovah commanded by the hand of Moses. And they gave 
_ out of the tribe of the children of Judah, and out of the 
tribe of the children of Simcon, these cities which are here 

10 mentioned by name, which the children of Aaron, being 
of the families of the Kohathites, who were of the children 

11 of Levi, had: for theirs was the first lot. And they gave 
them the aty of Arba, the father of Anak (which city is 
Hebron), m the mountainous country of Judah, with the 
12 suburbs thereof round about it. But the fields of the city, 
and the villages thereof, gave they to Caleb the sou of 

i3 Jephunneh for his possession. Thus they gave to the chil- 
dren of Aaron the priest, [Lebron with her suburbs, ¢u be a 
city of refuge for the slayer; and Libnah with her suburbs, 

14 and Jattir with her suburbs, and Eshtemoa with her suburbs, 
is and Ifolon with her suburbs, and Debir with her suburbs, 
i6 and Ain with her suburbs, and Juttah with her suburbs, 
and Beth-shemesh with her suburbs; nine citics out of those 

17 two tribes. And out of the tribe of Benjamin, Gibeon with 
is her suburbs, Geba with her suburbs, Anathoth with her 
19 suburbs, and Almon with her suburbs; four cities. All the 
cities of the children of Aaron, the priests, were thirteen 
20 cities with their suburbs. And the families of the children 
of Kohath, the Levites which remained of the children of 
Kohath, even they had the cities of their lot out of the tribe 

21 of Ephraim, For they gave them Shechem with her suburbs 
inmount Ephraim, ¢o be a city of refuge for the slayer; and 
22 Gezer with her suburbs, and Kibzaim with her suburbs, and 
23 Bethhoron with her suburbs; four cities. And out of the 
tribe of Dan, Eltekeh with her suburbs, Gibbethon with her 
21 suburbs, Ayalon with her suburbs, Gath-rimmon with her 
25 suburbs; four cities. And out of the half of the tribe of Ma- 
nasseh, Taanach with her suburbs, and Gath-rimmon with her 

26 suburbs ; two cities. All the cities were ten, with their sub- 
urbs, for the famihes of the children of Kohath that remained. 

27 And unto the children of Gershon, of the families of the 
Levites, ont of the other half of the tribe of Manasseh, they 
gave Golan im Bashan with her suburbs éo be a city of refuge 
for the slayer; and Beesh-terali with her suburbs ; two cities. 
as And out of the tribe of Issachar, Kishon with her suburbs, 
29 Dabarch with her suburbs, Jarmuth with her suburbs, En- 
30 gaunim with her suburbs; four citics. And out of the 
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tribe of Asher, Mishal with her suburbs, Abdon with her 
suburbs, Helkath with her suburbs, and Rehob with her 21 
suburbs ; four cities. And out of the tribe of Naphtali, se 
Kedesh in Galilee with her suburbs, ¢o be a city of refuge 
for the slayer; and Ilammoth-dor with her suburbs, and 
Kartan with her suburbs; three cities. All the cities of the 33 
Gershonites, according to their families, were thirteen cities 
with their suburbs. 

And unto the families of the children of Merari, the rest 34 
of the Levites, out of the tribe of Zebulun, Jokneam with 
her suburbs, and Kartah with her suburbs, Dimnah with her 35 
suburbs, Nahalal with her suburbs; four cities. And out of 36 
the tribe of Reuben, Bezer with her suburbs, and Jahazah with 
her suburbs, Kedemoth with her suburbs and Mephaath 37 
with her suburbs ; four cities. And out of the tribe of Gad, 3s 
Ramoth in Gilead with her suburbs, to be a city of refuge 
for the slayer; and Mahanaim with her suburbs, Heshbon 39 
with her suburbs, Jazer with her suburbs; four cities in all. 
So all the cities for the children of Merari, by their families, 40 
which were remaining of the families of the Levites, were, by 
their lot, twelve cities. 

All the cities of the Levites within the possession of the 41 
children of Isracl were forty and cight cities with their 
suburbs. These cities were every one with their suburbs 42 
round about them: thus were all these cities. 

And Jehovah gave to Israel all the land which he sware to 43 
give to their fathers; and they possessed it, and dwelt 
therein. And Jehovah gave them rest round about, accord- 4: 
ing to all that he sware to their fathers ; and there stood not 
aman of all thcir enemics before them; Jehovah delivered 
all their enemies into their hand. There failed not ought of 45 
any good thing which Jehovah had spoken to the house of 
Isracl ; all came to pass. 


CHAYP. XXIJ.—Then Joshua called the Reubenites, and 1 
the Gadites, and the half of the tribe of Manassch, and 2 
said to them, “ Ye have observed all that Moses the ser- 
vant of Jchovah commanded you, and have obeyed my voice 
in all that I commanded yon: ye have not left your brethren 3 
these many days unto this day, but have kept the charge of 
the conmandment of Jehovah your God. 

And now Jchovah your God hath given rest to your 4 
brethren, as he promised them : therefore now return, and go 
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to your tents, to the land of your possession, which Moses 

the servant of Jchovah gave you on the other side of the 
5 Jordan. But take diligent heed to do the commandment 

and the law, which Moses the servant of Jehovah charged 
you, to love Jehovah your God, and to walk in all his ways, 
and to keep his commandments, and to cleave unto him, and 
to serve him with all your heart and with all your soul.” 
6 So Joshua blessed them, and sent them away: and they 
. 7 went to their tents. (Now, to the one half of the tribe of 
Manasseh, Moses had given possession in Bashan; but tothe 
other half thereof Joshua pave possession among their 
brethren on this side of the Jordan westward.) And when 
Joshua sent them away also to thei tents, then he blessed 
them; and he spake to them, saying, “Return with much 
riches to your tents, and with very much cattle, with silver, 
and with gold, and with brass, and with iron, and with very 
much raiment: divide the spoil of your enemics with your 
brethren.” 

Then the eluldren of Reuben, and the children of Gad, 
and the half of the tribe of Manasseh, returned, and de- 
parted from the children of Israe] out of Shiloh, which is in 
the land of Canaan, to go to the country of Gilead, to the 
land of their possession, of which they were possessed, ac- 
cording to the word of Jehovah by the hand of Moses. 
And when they came to the regions of the Jordan, that are 
in the land of Canaan, the children of Reuben, and the 
children of Gad, and the half of the tribe of Manasseh, 
built there an altar by the Jordan, a great altar to behold. 
i1 And the children of Isracl heard say, “Lo, the children of 

Reuben, and the children of Gad, and the half of the tribe 

of Manassch, have built an altar over against the land of 

Canaan, in the borders of the Jordan, at the passage of the 
12 ehildren of Israel.’ And when the children of Israel 

heard of i, the whole assembly of the children of Israel 

gathered themsclves together at Slnloh, to go up to war 
13 against them. And the elildren of Israel sent to the chil- 
dren of Reuben, and to the children of Gad, and to the half 
of the tribe of Manasseh, into the land of Gilead, Phinchas, 
the son of Kleazar the priest; and with Jnm ten princes, a 
prince of each eluef house throughout all the tribes of Israel ; 
and each one was a head of the house of their fathers among 
the thousands of Israel. 
is And they came to the elildren of Reuben, and to the 
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children of Gad, and to the half of the tribe of Manassch, 
unto the land of Gilead ; and they spake with them, saying, 
“Thus saith the w hole congregation of Jehovah, ‘ What 
transgression zs this that ye lame <cmaiei va against me God 
of Israel, by turning away this day from following Jehovah, 
by building for yourselves an altar, so as to rebel this day 
against Ichovah? Zs the iniquity of Peor too little for us, 

from which we are not eleansed until this day, although dire 
was a plague in the congregation of Jehovah, but that \ ye must 
turn away this day from following Jehovah ? and it will be, 
seeing ye rebel to-day against Jehovah, that to-morrow he 
will be wroth with the whole congregation of Israel. But, 
if the land of your possession be unclean, then pass over to 
the land of the possession of Jehovah, wherein the tabernacle 
of Jehovah dwelleth, and take possession among us; but 
rebel not against Jehovah, nor rebel against us, in building 
for yoursely es an altar, jweaicles the altar of J elven ah our Greil 
Did not Achan the son of Zerah commit a transgression in 
respect of the devoted thing, so that wrath fell on all the 
assembly of Israel, and that man perished not alone im his 
iniquity ??” Then the children of Reuben, and the children 
of Gad, and the half of the tnbe of Manasseh, answered and 
said to the heads of the thousands of Israel, “ Jehovah, God 
of gods, Jehovah, God of gods, he himself icine eth, and Israel 
he shall know, (save us not this day !) if at be in rebellion, or 
if in transgression against Jehovah, that we have built us an 
altar to turn from following J ehovah, or if to offer thereon 
burnt-offering or meal-offering, or if to offer peacc-offerings 
thereon : let Jehovah himself make inquisition; and if we have 
not rather done it for fear of this thing, saying, ‘In time to 
eome your children might say to our children, “What have ye 
to do with Jehovah God of Israel? For Jehovah hath made 
the Jordan a boundary between us and you; ye children of 
Reuben, and children of Gad, ye have no part in Jehovah: 
so shall your children make onr elnidren cease from fearing 
Jehovah. Therefore we said, Let us now prepare to build us 
an altar, not for burnt-offering, nor for saerifice ; but that it 
may be a witness between us and you, and our generations 
after us, that we might do the service of Jehovah before him 
with our burnt-offerings, and with our saerifices, and with 
our peace-offerings ; that your children may not say to our 
children in tune to come, ‘Ye have no part in Jehovah.’ 
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to us, or to our gencrations in time to come, that we may say 
again, ‘ Behold the pattern of the altar of Jehovah, which our 
fathers made, not for burnt-offerings, nor for sacrifices ; but it 
is a witness between us and you.’ Far be it from us that we 
should rebel against Jehovah, and turn tlis day from follow- 
ing Jehovah, to build an altar for burnt-offermgs, for meal- 
offerings, or for sacrifices, besides the altar of Jehovah our God 
that zs before his tabernacle.” And when Phinchas the priest, 
and the princes of the congregation, and heads of the thou- 
sands of Israel who were with lim, heard the words that the 
children of Reuben, and the children of Gad, and the chil- 
dren of Manassch, spake, it pleased them. And Phinehas 
the son of leazar the pnest said to the children of Reuben, 
and to the children of Gad, and to the children of Manasseh, 
‘This day we perecive that Jehovah is among us, because 
ye have not committed this transgression against Jehovah : 
now ye have delivered the children of Israel out of the hand 


2of Jehovah.’ And Phinehas the son of Eleazar the priest, 


and the princes, returned from the children of Reuben, and 
from the children of Gad, out of the land of Gilead, to the 
land of Canaan, to the children of [srael, and brought them 
word again. And the thing pleased the children of Israel ; 
and the children of Israel blessed God, and did no longer 
thmk of going up against them in battle, to destroy the land 
wherein the children of Reuben and Gad dwelt. And the 
children of Reuben, and the elnidren of Gad, called the 
altar Ed [Testimony]: “ Because it is a testimony between 
us that Jehovah is God.” 


CHAP. XXII.—<And it came to pass a long time after 
that Jehovah had given rest to the Israelites from all their 
enemies round about, that Joshua grew old and far advanced 
in age. And Joshua called for all the Israelites, for their 
elders, and for tliecir chiefs, and for their judges, and for their 


3 officers, aiid said to them, “I am become old and far ad- 


ot e 
vanced m age: and ye have seen all that Jchovah your 
God hath done unto all these nations because of you: for 


4 Jehovah your God is he that hath fought for you. Lo, I 


have divided to you by lot these nations that remain, to be an 
inheritance for your tribes, from the Jordan, even to the great 
sea westward, and from all the nations that I have cut off. 


s And Jehovah your God, will himself expel them from be- 


fore you, and drive them from out of your sight; and ye 
cc 2 
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shall possess their Jand, as Jehovah your God hath promised 
you. Be ye therefore very courageous, to keep and to do 6 
all that is written in the book of the law of Moses, that ye 
turn not aside from it to the right hand or to the left; that 7 
ye come not among these nations, these that remain among 
you; neither make mention of the name of their gods, nor 
cause to swear by them, nor serve them, nor bow yourselves 
unto them; but cleave to Jehovah your God, as ye have done 
unto this day. For Jehovah hath driven out from before 
you great nations and strong: but as for you, no man hath 
been able to stand before you to this day. One man of you 10 
shall chase a thousand: for Jehovah your God, himself 
fighteth for you, as he hath promised you. Take good 11 
heed therefore to yourselves, that ye love Jchovah your God. 
Else if ye shall in any wise go back, and cleave unto the 12 
remnant of these nations, even these that remain among yon, 
and shall make marriages with them, and go in unto them, 
and they to you; know assuredly that Jehovah your God 13 
will no more drive out any of these nations from before you ; 
but they shall be snares and traps to you, and scourges im 
your sides, and thorns in your eyes, until ye perish from off 
this good land, which Jehovah your God hath given you. 
And, lo, this day I am going the way of all the earth ; 
and ye know in all your hearts, and in all your souls, that 
not one thing hath failed of all the good things which 
Jehovah your God spake concerning you; all are come to 
pass unto you; not one thing hath failed thereof. There- 15 
fore, as all good things are come upon you, whieh Jeho- 
vah your God promised you; so shall Jehovah bring upon 
ou all evil things, until he have destroyed you from 
off this good land which Jehovah your God hath given you. 
When ye have transgressed the covenant of Jehovah your 
God, which he commanded you, and have gone and served 
other gods, and bowed yourselves to them; then shall the 
anger of Jchovah be kindled against yon, and ye shall perish 
quickly from off the good land whieh he hath given to 
ou. 
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CHAP. XXIV.—And Joshua gathered all the tribes of 1 
Israel to Shechem, and called for the elders of Israel, and 
for their chicfs, and for their judges, and for their officers ; 
and they presented themselves before God. And Joshmna 2 
said to all the people, “Thus saith Jehovah God of Israel, 
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‘Your fathers dwelt from of old on the other side of the 
river, even Terah the father of Abraham, and the father of 
Nachor; and they served other gods. But I took your 
father Abraham from the other side of the river, and led him 
through all the land of Canaan, and multiplied his seed, and 
gave him Isaac. And I gave to Isaac, Jacob and Esau; and 
I gave to Ksau mount Seir, that he might possess it; but 
Jacob and his sons went down into Kgypt. 

I sent Moses also and Aaron, and I plagued Egypt, aceord- 
ing to that which I did in the midst of it: and afterward I 
brought you out. And I brought your fathers out of Egypt, 
and ye came unto the sea; and the Egyptians pursued after 
your fathers with chariots and horsemen unto the Red Sca. 
And when they eried to Jehovah, he put darkness between 
you and the Egyptians, and brought the sea upon them, and 
covered them ; and your eyes have scen what I did in Egypt. 
And ye dweit in the desert a long season; and Y brought 
you into the land of the Amorites, which dwelt on the other 
side of the Jordan ; and they fought with you; and I gave 
them into your hand, that ye might possess their land; and 
I destroyed them from before you. Then Balak the son of 
Zippor, king of Moab, arose and warred against Isracl, and 
sent and ealled Balaam the son of Beor to eurse you: but I 
would not hearken unto Balaam; therefore he blessed you 
still: so I delivered you out of his hand. 

And ye went over the Jordan, and eame to Jericho, 
and the men of Jericho fought against you, the Amorites, 
and the Perizzites, and the Canaanites, and the Hittites, 
and the Girgashites, the Ilivites, and the Jebusites ; and I 
delivered them into your hand. And I sent the hornet 
before you, which drove them out from before you, even the 
two kings of the Amorites; but not with thy sword, nor 
with thy bow. And I have given you a land for which ye 
did not labour, and cities which ye built not, and ye dwell 
in them; of the vineyards and oliveyards which ye planted 
uot, do ye eat.’ Now therefore fear Jehovah, and serve him 
in sincerity and in truth: and put away the gods which 
your fathers served on the other side of the nver, and in Egypt ; 
and serve ye Jehovah. And if it scem evil to you to serve 
Jehovah, choose you this day whom you will serve ; whether 
the gods which your fathers served, who were on the other 
side of the river, or the gods of the Amorites, in whose land 
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ye dwell: but as for me and my house, we will serve Je- 
hovah.” 

And the people answered and said, “Far be it from us 16 
that we should forsake Jehovah, to serve other gods ; for 17 
Jehovah our God, he it is who bronght us up, and our 
fathers, out of the land of Egypt, from the house of bond- 
age, and who did those great signs in our sight, and preserved 
us in all the way wherein we went, and among all the people 
through whom we passed: and Jehovah drove out from 18 
before us all the peoples, even the Amorites who dwelt in 
the land: Jehovah we will serve; for he is our God.” 

And Joshua said to the people, “Ye cannot serve Jchovah, 19 
for he is a holy God; he is a jealous God; he will not for- 
give your transgressions nor your sins. When ye forsake 20 
Jehovah, and serve strauge gods, then he will turn and do 
you hurt, and consume you, after that he ots done you 
good.” And the people said to Joshua, “ Nay, Jehovah we will 21 
serve.” Then Joshua said to the people, “ Ye are witnesses 2 
agaist yourselves that ye have chosen you Jehovah, to serve 
him.” “And they said, “ JVe are witnesses.” “ Now there- 23 
fore put away,” said he, “the strange gods which are among 
you, and incline your heart to Jehovah God of Israc].”” And 2: 
the people said to Joshua, “ Jehovah our God will we serve, 
and his voice will we obey.” 

So Joshua made a covenant with the people that day, and 
appomted to them a statute and an ordinance im Shechem. 
And Joshua wrote these words in the book of the law of 26 
God. He then took a great stone, and sct it up there under 
a terebinth tree, that was by the sanetuary of Jehovah. 
And Joshua said to all the people, “ Lo, this stone shall be 27 
a testimony against us; for it hath hevwd all the words of 
Jehovah which he spake unto us: it shall be therefore a 
testimony against you, lest ye deny your God.’ So Joshua 2s 
let the people depart, every man unto his inheritance. 

And it came to pass after these things, that Joshua the 29 
son of Nun, the servant of Jehovah, died, bezngy a hundred 
and ten years old. And they pitied hil in the territory 30 
of his inheritanee in Timnath-serah, which is in mount 
Ephraim, on the north side of the hill of Gaash. 

And Israel served Jehovah all the days of Joshua, and all 31 
the days of the elders that outlived Joshua, and who had 
known all the works of Jehovah, that he had done for Israel. 
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32 And the bones of Joseph, which the children of Israel had 
brought up out of Egypt, they buried in Shechem, in a par- 
cel of ground which Jacob bought of the sons of Hamor, the 
father of Shechem, for a hundred pieces of silver ; and it 

33 beeame the imheritance of the children of Joseph. And 
Kleazar, the son of Aaron, died; and they buried him in the 
Jull of Phinehas his son, which had been given to him in 
mount Ephraim. 


THE BOOK OF JUDGES. 


CHAP. I.—Now it came to pass after the death of 1 
Joshua, that the children of Israel enquired of Jehovah, 
saying, “ Who shall go up for us against the Canaanites first, 
to fight against them?” And Jchovah said, ‘‘ Judah shall 2 
go up: lo! I have delivered the land into his hand.” Then 3 
Judah said to Simeon his brother, ‘Come up with me into 
my lot, that we may fight against the Canaanites; and I 
likewise will go with thee into thy lot.” So Simeon went 
with him. And Judah went up; and Jehovah delivered the 4 
Canaanites and the Perizzites into their hand: and they slew 
of them in Bezek ten thousand men. And they found 5 
Adoni-bezek in Bezek; and they fought against him, and 
they slew the Canaanites and the Perizzites. But Adomi- 6 
bezek fled: and they pursued him, and caught him, and eut 
off his thumbs and his great toes. And Adomi-bezek said, 7 
“ Three-score and ten kings, having their thumbs and i - 
great toes cut off, eathered their meat under my table: as I 
have done, so God hath requited me.” And they heowelt 
him to Jerusalem, and there he died. 

And the children of Judah fought against Jerusalem, and s 
took it, and smote it with the edge of the sword, and set the 
city on fire. And afterwards the children of Judah went 9 
down to fight against the Canaanites, that dwelt in the 
mountainous country, and in the south, and in the lowland. 
And Judah went against the Canaanites that dwelt in 10 
Hebron (now the name of Hebron before was Kirjath-arba), 
and they slew Sheshai, and Ahiman, and Talmai. And 
thence he went against the inhabitants of Debir (now the 
name of Debir before was Kirjath-sepher) : and Caleb said, 12 
“We that smiteth Kirjath-sepher, and taketh it, to him will 
I give Achsah my daughter for a wife.’ And Othniel the son 1 
of Kenaz, Caleb’s younger brother, took it: and he gave 
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144 him Achsah his daughter for a wife. And when she came 
to him, she persuaded him to ask of her father a field: 
and she alighted from her ass; and Caleb said unto her, 

is “ What wouldest thou ?”? And she said to lim, “Give me 
a blessing : for thou hast given me a south land, give me also 
springs of water.’ And Caleb gave her the upper springs 
and the lower springs. 

16 Nowthechildren of the Kenite, the father-in-law of Moses, 
went up out of the city of palm-trees with the children of 
Judah into the wilderness of Judah, which is on the south 
of Arad: and they went and dwelt among the people. 

17, And Judah went with Simeon his brother, and they slew 
the Canaanites that inhabited Zephath, and they devoted it ¢o 
destruction : (And the name of the city was called Hormah 

is [Tur pryvorep city].) Also Judah took Gaza with its boun- 
dary, and Askelon with its boundary, and Ekron with its 

19 boundary. And Jehovah was with Judah, and he drove out 
the inhabitants of the mountamous country, but could not 
drive out the inhabitants of the lowland, because they had 

20 chariots of iron. And they gave Hebron to Caleb, as Moses 

21 said: and he expelled thence the three sons of Anak. And 
the children of Benjamin did not drive out the Jebusites that 
inhabited Jerusalem ; but the Jebusites dwell with the children 

22 of Benjamin in Jerusalem untothis day. And the house of 
Joseph, they also went up against Beth-el : and Jehovah was 

23 with them. And the house of Joseph sent to explore Beth- 

24 el: (now the name of the city before was Luz.) And the 
spies saw aman coming out of the city; and they said to him, 
“ Show us, we pray thee, the entrance into the city, and we 

25 will deal kindly with thee.” And he showed them the en- 
trance into the city, and they smote the city with the edge 
of the sword; but they let go the man and all his family. 

26 And the man went into the land of the Hittites, and built a 
city, and called the name thereof Luz: that is its name unto 

27 this day. And Manasseh did not drive out the inhabitants 
of Beth-sheam and its towns, nor of Taanach and its towns, 
nor the inhabitants of Dor and its towns, nor the inhabitants 
of Ibleam and its towns, nor the mhabitants of Megiddo 
and its towns: for the Canaanite was content to dwell in 

2s that land. And when the Israelites were strong, they put 
the Canaanites under tribute, and did not utterly drive them 

29 out. And Ephraim did not drive out the Canaanites that 
dwelt in Gezer; but the Canaanitcs dwelt in Gezer among 
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them. Zebulun did not drive out the inhabitants of 30 
Kitron, nor the inhabitants of Nahalol ; but the Canaanites 
dwelt among them, and beeame tributaries. Asher did s1 
not drive ont the inhabitants of Accho, nor the inhabitants 
of Zidon, nor of Ahlab, nor of Achzib, nor of Helbah, nor 
of Aphik, nor of Rehob; but the Ashcerites dwelt among 32 
the Canaanites, the inhabitants of the land; for they did not — 
drive them out. Naphtah did not drive out the inhabit- 3s 
ants of Beth-shemesh, nor the inhabitants of Beth-anath ; 
but he dwelt among the Canaanites, the inhabitants of the 
land: nevertheless the inhabitants of Beth-shemesh and 
of Beth-anath became tributaries unto them. And the 34 
Amorites forced the children of Dan into the mountainous 
country; for they would not suffer them to come down to the 
valley ; but the Amorites were content to dwell in mount 35 
Heres in Aijalon, and in Shaalbim; yet the hand of the 
house of Joseph prevailed, so that they became tributaries. 
And the boundary of the Amorites was from the going up to 36 
Akrabbim, from Selah, and upward. 


CHAP. II.—And a messenger of Jchovah came up from 1 
Gilgal to Bochim, and said, “ I brought you up out of Egypt, 
and have brought you into the land which I sware to your 
fathers ; and I said, ‘I will never break my covenant with 
you.” But ye shall make no covenant with the inhabitants 2 
of this land; ye shall throw down their altars: yet ye have 
not obeyed my voice: why have ye done this? Wherefore 3 
I also say, I will not drive them out from before you; but 
they shall be as thorns in your sides, and their gods shall be 
asnare unto you.” And when the messenger of Jehovah 4 
spake these words to all the children of Isracl, the people 
lifted up their voice, and wept. And they called the name s 
of that place Bochim [WeErrine]: and they sacrificed there 
to Jehovah. 

Now when Joshua had let the people go, the children of 6 
Israel went every man to his inheritance to possess the land. 
And the people served Jehovah all the days of Joshua, and 7 
all the days of the elders that outlived Joshua, who had seen 
all the great works of Jehovah, that he did for Israel. And s 
Joshua the son of Nun, the servant of Jehovah, died, being a 
hundred and ten years old. And they buried him in the 9 
boundary of his inheritance in Timnath-serah in the mount of 
Ephrain, on the north side of the hill Gaash. And also all 10 
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that generation were gathered unto their fathers: and there 
arose another generation after them, which knew not Jeho- 
vah, nor yet the works whieh he had done for Israel. And 
the children of Israel did evil in the sight of Jehovah, and 
served Baalim; and forsook Jehovah God of their fathers, 
who brought them out of the land of Egypt, and followed 
other gods, of the gods of the peoples that were round about 
them, and bowed themselves down unto them, and provoked 
Jehovah to anger. And they forsook Jehovah, and served 
Baal and Ashtaroth, And the anger of Jehovah was kindled 
against the Israelites, and he delivered them into the hands of 
spoilers who spoiled them, and he sold them into the hands 
of their enemies round about, so that they could not any 
longer stand before their enemies. Whithersoever they 
went out, the hand of Jehovah was against them for evil, as ° 
Jehovah had said, and as Jehovah had sworn to them: and 
they were greatly distressed. Nevertheless Jehovah raised 
up Judges, who delivered them out of the hand of those 
that spoiled them. And yet they would not hearken to their 
Judges, but they went astray after other gods, and bowed 
themselves down unto them: they turned quickly out of the 
way in which their fathers had walked, obeymg the com- 
mandments of Jehovah; but they did not so. And when 
Jehovah raised them up Judges, then Jehovah was with the 
Judge, and delivered them out of the hand of their enemies 
all the days of the Judge: for it repented Jehovah because 
of their groanings, by reason of those that oppressed them 
and vexed them. And when the Judge was dead, they re- 
turned and became more corrupt than their fathers, in fol- 
lowing other gods to serve them, and to bow down to them: 
they ecased not from their own doings, nor from their per- 
verse way. So the anger of Jchovah was kindled against 
the Israelites ; and he said, “‘ Geeause this people hath trans- 
gressed my covenant which I commanded their fathers, and 
have not hearkened to iny voice, I also will not heneecforth 
drive out from before them any one of the nations which 
Joshua left when he died; that through them I may prove 
the Israelites, whether they will keep the way of Jchovah, to 
walk therein, as their fathers kept it, or not.’ Therefore 
Jchovah left those nations, without driving them out hastily ; 
neither delivered he them into the hand of Joshua. 


CHAP. I{].—Now these are the nations which Jehovah 
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left, by which to prove the Israelites; (as many of them as 
had not known all the wars of Canaan ; only that the gene- 
rations of the children of Israel might be taught to know 
war, at the least such as before knew nothing thercof;)

namely, five lords of the Philistines, and all the Canaanites, 3 


and the Zidomans, and the Hivites that dwelt in mount 
Lebanon, from mount Baal-hermon unto the entering in of 
Hamath. And by these the IJsraclites were to be proved, 
that it might be known whether they would hearken to 
the commandments of Jehovah, which he commanded their 
fathers by the hand of Moses. So the children of Israel 
dwelt among the Canaanites, Ilittites, and Amorites, and 
Perizzites, and Hivites, and Jebusites: and they took their 
daughters to be their wives, and gave their daughters to 
the sons, and served their gods. Thus the children of 
Israel did evil in the sight of Jehovah, and forgot Jehovah 
their God, and served Baalim and the idols of the groves. 
Therefore the anger of Jehovah was kindled against the 
Israelites, and he sold them into the hand of Chushan-risha- 
thaim king of Mesopotamia; and the children of Isracl 
served Chushan-rishathaim eight years. Then the children 
of Israel cried to Jehovah, and Jehovah raised up a deliverer 
to the children of Israel, who delivered them, Othnicl the 
son of Kenaz, Caleb’s younger brother. And the spint of 
Jehovah came upon him, and he judged Isracl, and went out 
to war: and Jehovah delivered Chushan-rishathaim king of 
Mesopotamia into is hand; and his hand prevailed against 
Chushan-rishathaim. And the land had rest forty years: 
and Othmiel the son of Kenaz died. 

And the children of Israel did evil again in the sight of 
Jehovah : and Jehovah strengthened Eglon the king of Moab 
against the Israclites, beeause they had done evil in the 
sight of Jehovah. And he gathered unto him the children 
of Ammon and Amalek, and went and smote Israel, and they 
took possession of the City of Palm-trees. So the ehildren 
of Israel-served Eglon the kmg of Moab eighteen years. 
But the children of Israel eried to Jehovah, and Jehovah raised 
up for them a deliverer, Khud the son of Gera, a Benjaminite, a 
man left-handed: and by him the children of Israel sent a 
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present to elon the king of Moab. Now Ehud had imade 16 


him a dagger, which had two edges, of the length of a eubit : 
and he girded it under his raiment upon his right thigh. 


And he brought the present to Eglon king of Moab: (now 17 
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is Kglon was a very fat man.) Andwhen he had made an end 
of offering the present, he sent away the people that bare 
19 the present. But he himself turned again froin the quarries 
that were near Gilgal, and said, “I have a sceret errand to 
thee, O king:” who said, “ Keep silence.” And all that 
20 stood by him went out from him. Then Ehud came to him; 
and he was sitting in a suminer ehamber, which he had for 
hunself, alone ; and Ehud said, “I have a message from God 
21 to thee,” and he arose out of Ais seat. And hud put forth 
his left hand, and took the dagger from his nght thigh, and 
22 thrust it into his belly. And the haft also went in after the 
blade ; and the fat closed upon the blade, so that he eould 
not draw the dagger out of his belly; and the dirt came out. 
23 Then Khud went forth throngh the poreh, and shut the 
24 doors of the chamber upon him, and fastened them. When 
he was gone out, his servants came; and when they saw 
that, lo, the doors of the chamber were fastened, they said, 
25 “ Surely he covereth his feet in his summer chamber.” And 
they waited till they were ashamed ; and lo, he opened not 
the doors of the chamber: therefore they took a key and 
opened them: and lo, their lord was fallen down dead 
260n the ground. But Ehud had eseaped while they were 
waitmg, and passed beyond the quarnies, and escaped unto 
27 Scirath. And when he was come, he blew a trumpet in the 
mountain of Ephraim, and the children of Israel went down 
2s with him from the mountain, and he before them. And he 
said to them, “ Follow me; for Jehovah hath delivered your 
enemies the Moabites into your hand.” And they went 
down after him, and took possession of the fords of the 
Jordan toward Moab, and suffered not a man to pass over. 
29 And they slew of the Moabites at that time about ten 
thousand men, all strong, and all men of valour; and not 
30 one escaped. So Moab was humbled that day under the 
hand of Israel. And the land had rest fourseore years. 
31 And after him was Shamgar, the son of Anath, who slew 
of the Philistines six hundred men with an ox-goad: and he 
also delivered Israel. 





1 CHAP, TV.—And the children of Israel again did evil in 
2the sight of Jehovah, when Khud was dead. And Jehovah 
sold them into the hand of Jabin king of Canaan, who reigned 
in Hazor; the eaptain of whose host was Sisera, who dwelt 
3in JIarosheth of the Nations. And the children of Israel 
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eried to Jehovah : for he had nine hundred chariots of iron : 
and he grievously oppressed the children of Israel during 
twenty years. And Deborah a prophetess, the wife of Lapi- 
doth, judged Isracl at that time. And she sat under the 
palm-tree of Deborah, between Ramah and Beth-el in the 
mountain of Ephraim ; and the children of Israel eame up 
to her for judgment. And she sent and called Barak, the 
son of Abimoam, out of Kedesh-Naphtali, and said to him, 
“Hath not Jehovah God of Israel commanded, saying, ‘ Go, 
and draw toward mount Tabor, and take with thee ten 
thousand men of the children of .Naphtali and of the 
ehildren of Zebulun; and I will draw unto thee, to the 
torrent Kishon, Sisera, the captain of Jabin’s army, with his 
chariots and his multitude; and I will deliver him into 
thy hand?’” And Barak said to her, “If thou wilt go 
with me, then I will go; but if thou wilt not go with me, I 
will not go.’ And she said, “I will surely go with thee: 
yet the honour shall not be thine for the way that thou 
coest ; for Jehovah will sell Sisera into the hand of a woman.” 
And Deborah arose, and went with Barak to Kedesh. 

And Barak called Zebulun and Naphtali to Kedesh ; and he 
went up with ten thousand men following him: and Deborah 
went up with him. (Now I{[eber the Kenite, who was of the 
children of Ilobab, the father-in-law of Moses, had sepa- 
rated himself from the Kenites, and pitehed his tent at the 
terebinth tree of Zaanaim, which is by Kedesh.) And it 
was told to Sisera that. Barak, the son of Abinoam, was gone 
up to mount Tabor. Then Sisera gathered together all his 
chariots, nme hundred chariots of iron, and all the people 
that were with him, from Harosheth of the Nations unto the 
torrent Kishon. And Deborah said to Barak, “ Arise ; for 
this is the day, in which Jehovah hath delivered Sisera into 
thy hand: is not Jehovah gone out before thee ?”? So Barak 
went down from mount Tabor, and ten thousand men 
after him. And Jehovah confounded Sisera, and all his 
chariots, and all his host with the edge of the sword, before 
Barak ; so that Sisera alighted from his.chariot, and fled on 
foot. But Barak pursued after the chariots, and after the 
host, unto Harosheth of the Nations: and all the host of 
Sisera fell by the edge of the sword; not even one was 
left. But Sisera fled on foot to the tent of Jael the wife of 
Heber the Kemite: for there was peace between Jabin the 
king of Hazor and the house of Heber the Kenite. And

Jacl went out to mect Sisera, and said to him, “Turn in, 
my lord, turn in to ine; fear not: ” and when he had turned 
19 in to her into the tent, she covered him withamantle. And 
he said to her, ‘Give me, I pray: thee, a little water to drink; 
for I am thirsty :” and she opened the bottle of milk, and 
20 gave him drink, and covered Inm. Again he said to her, 
‘Stand in the door of the tent ; and if any one should come 
and inquire of thee, and say, ‘Is there any man here ?’ thou 
21 shalt say, No one.” Then Jacl, the wife of Heber, took the 
tent-pin, and took the hammer im her hand, and went softly 
unto him, and smote the pin into ms temples, and fastened 
it into the ground; (for he was fast asleep, and weary :) so 
22 he died. And, lo, as Barak pursued Sisera, Jael came out to 
mect him, and said to him, “Come, and I will shew thee 
the man whom thou art secking.”” And when he came in 
to her ¢ent, lo, Siscra lay dead, and the pin was in his tem- 
23 ples. So God subdued on that day Jabin the king of Ca- 
24 naan before the ehildren of Israel. And the hand of the 
children of Israel prospered, and continued to prevail against 
Jabin the king of Canaan, until they had destroyed Jabin 
king of Canaan. 


1 CHAP. V.—Then sang Deborah and Barak, the son of 


Abinoam, on that day, saying,

But may they who love nm be as the going forth of the 
sun im lus might!” And the land had rest forty years.

CHAP. VI.—And the children of Israel did evil in the sight 1 


of Jehovah ; and Jehovah delivered them into the hand of the 
Midianites seven years. And the hand of the Midianites pre- 
vailed against Isr ael: and because of the Midianites the chil- 
dren of Isracl made for themselves the dens which are in the 
mountains, and caves, and strong holds. And so it was when 
the Israclites had sown, the Midianites came up, with the 
Amalekites, and the childleti of the east, even these came up 
against them ; and they encamped Acie must them, and de- 
stroyed the produce of the Jand, till thou come unto Gaza ; 
and left no sustenance for the Israelites, neither sheep, nor 
oxen, nor asses. For they came up with their cattle, and 
their tents, and they came as locusts for multitude: both 
they and their camels were without number; and they en- 
tered into the land to lay it waste. And the Israclites 
were greatly impoverished by the Midianites; and the chil- 
giren of Isracl cried to Jehovah. And when the children of 
Israc] eried to Jchovah because of the Midianites, Jehovah 
sent a prophet to the children of Israel, who said to them, 
“Thus saith Jehovah God of Israel, <I brought you up from 
Egypt, and brought you forth out a the house of bondage ; 
and I delivered you out of the hand of the Ngyptians, and 
out of the hand of all that oppressed you, and drove them out 
from before you, and gave you their lariele and I said to you, 
I am Jchovah your cane fear not the gods of the Amorites, 
in whose land ye dwell: but ye have not obeyed my voice.’ . 
And there came an angel of Jehovah, and sat nner the 
tercbinth tree which was in Ophrah, that belonged to Joash 
the Abi-czrite: now Gideon his son was threshing wheat in 
the winc-press, to hide it from the Midianites. And _ the 
angel of Jehovah appeared to him, and said to him, “ Jeho- 
vah is with thee, thou mighty man of valour.’ And Gideon 
said to him, “ Oh, my Lor d, if Jehovah be with us, why then 
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hath all this befallen us? and where are all his wonders 
which our fathers told us of, saying, ‘Did not Jehovah 
bring us up from Keypt?? but now Jehovah hath forsaken 
us, and delivered us into the hands of the Midianites.’’ 
And Jehovah looked upon him, and said, “Go in this thy 
might, and thou shalt save Isracl from the hand of the Mi- 
dianites: have not I sent thee?” And he said unto him, 
“Oh, my Lord, wherewith shall I save Israel? Lo, my 
family i is the poorest in Manassch, and I am the least in my 
father’s house.” And Jehovah said to him, ‘Surely I will 
be with thee, and thou shalt smite the Midianites as one 
mau.” <And he said to him, ‘If now I have found favour 
in thy sight, then show me a sign that thou talkest with me. 
Depart not hence, I pray thee, until I come to thee, and 
bring forth my present, and set it before thee.” And he 
said, “I will tarry until thon come again.” And Gideon 
went in, and made ready a kid, and unleavened cakes of an 
ephah of flour: the flesh he put in a basket, and he put the 
broth im a pot, and brought it out to him under the terebinth 
tree, and presented it. And the angel of God said to him, 
“Take the flesh and the unleavened cakes, and lay them 
upon this rock, and pour out the broth.” And he did so. 
Then the angel of Jehovah put forth the end of the staff 
that was in his hand, and touched the flesh and the unlea- 
vened cakes ; and fire rose up out of the rock, and consumed 
the flesh and the unleavened cakes. Then the angel of 
Jehovah departed out of his sight. And when Gideon per- 
eeived that he was an angel of Jehovah, Gideon said, “ Alas, 
O Lord Jehovah! because I have seen an angel of Jehovah 
face to face.’ And Jehovah said to him, “ Pcacc be to thee ; 
fear not: thou shalt not dic.” Then Gideon built an altar 
there to Jehovah, and called 1t Jchovah-shalom [Jznovan 1s 
PEACE | : unto this day it is yet in Ophrah of the Abi-ezrites. 
And the same night Jehovah said to him, “ Take thy father’s 

young bullock, and a second bullock seven years old, and 
throw down the altar of Baal that thy father hath, fa cut 
down the grove that is by it; and build an altar to Jchovah 
thy God upon the top of this rock, in the ordered manner, 
and take the second bullock, and offer a burnt sacrifice with 
the wood of the grove which thou shalt cut down.” Then 
Gideon took ten men of his servants, and did as Jchovah had 
saidto him : but because he feared his father’s household, and 
the men of the city, he could not do it by day, so he did it 
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by night. And when the men of the city arose early in the 
morning, lo, the altar of Baal was cast down, and the grove 
was cut down that was by it, and the second bullock was 
offered upon the altar that was built. And they said one to 
another, “Who hath done this thing?” And when they in- 
quired and asked, they said, “ Gideon the son of Joash hath 
done this thing.” Then the men of the city said to Joash, 
“ Bring out thy son, that he may dic; because he hath cast 
down the altar of Baal, and beeause he hath cut down: the 
erove that was by it.” And Joash said to all that stood 
before him, “ Will ye contend for Baal? will ye save him ? 
he that will contend for him, let him be put to death whilst 
it is yet morning: if he be a god, let him contend for him- 
self, because he hath east down his altar.’ Therefore on 
that day he was called Jerubbaal [Ler Baar contenp], 
when it was said, “Let Baal contend against him, because 
he hath thrown down his altar.” 

Then all the Midiamites, and the Amalekites, and the 
children of the east, were gathered together, and went over, 
and encamped in the valley of Jezrcel. But the Spirit of 
Jehovah came upon Gideon, and he blew a trumpet; and 
the Abi-ezrites mustered after him. And he sent inessen- 
gers throughout all Manassch, who also mustered after him ; 
and he sent messengers to Asher, and to Zebulun, and to 
Naphtali; and they came up to mcet them. Now Gideon 
had said to God, “If thou wilt save Israel by my hand, as 
thou hast said, lo, J will put a fleece of wool on the threshing- 
floor ; if the dew he on the fleece only, and it be dry upon 
all the ground beside, then shall I know that thou wilt save 
Isracl by my hand, as thou hast said.” And it was so: for 
he rose up early on the morrow, and pressed the flecce to- 
gether, and wrung the dew out of the fleece, a bowl-full of 
water. And Gideon said to God, “ Let not thy anger be 
kindled against me, and I will speak but this onee. Let 
me try, I pray thee, but this once with the fleece; let it 
now be dry only upon the fleece, and upon all the ground 
Iet there be dew.” And God did so that night: for it 
was dry upon the fleece only, and there was dew on all the 
ground. 


CHAP. VII.—Then Jerubhaal (who is Gideon), and all 
the people that were with him, rose up early, and encamped 
beside the well of Harod: and the host of the Midiamites 
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were on the north side of them, by the Iill of Moreh, in the 
2yalley. And Jehovah said to Gideon, “The people that are 
with thee are too many for me to give the Midianites into 
their hands, lest the Israclites vaunt themselves against me, 

3 saying, ‘ My own hand hath saved me.’ Now, therefore, pro- 
claim im the cars of the people, saying, ‘ Whosoever is fearful 
and trembling, let him return, and depart early from mount 
Gilead” ” And there returned of the people twenty and 

4 two thousand, and there remained ten thousand. And Je- 
hovah said to Gideon, “The people are yct ‘oo many; bring 
them down to the water, and I will prove them for thee 
there: and it shall be, that of whom I shall say to thee, 
‘This shall go with thee, he shall go with thee; and of 
whomsoever I say to thee, ‘This shall not go with thee,’ he 

5 shall not go.” So he brought down the people to the water : 
and Jehovah said to Gideon, “ Every one that lappeth of the 
water with his tongue, as a dog lappeth, him shalt thou set 
by himself; and every one that boweth down upon his knees 

6 to drink.” And the number of thei that lapped, with their 
hand to their mouth, were three hundred men: but all the 
rest of the people bowed down upon their knees to drmk 

7 water. And Jehovah said to Gidcon, “ By the three hun- 
dred men that lapped will I save you, and deliver the Midian- 
ites into thy hand; and Ict all the other people go each 
man to his own place.” 

s So the people took victuals in their hand, and their trum- 
pets; and he sent all the rest of the Israchtes each man to 
his tent, and retained those three hundred men. And the host 

9 of Midian was below him in the valley. And the same night, 
Jehovah said to him, “ Arisc, go down into the camp ; for I 

10 have delivered it into thy hand. But if thou fear to go 
down, go thou with Phurah thy servant down to the camp, 

11 and thou shalt hear what they say ; and afterward shall 
thy hands be strengthened to go down to the camp.” So he 
went down with Phurah his servant to the outermost of the 

12 armed men that were in the camp. And the Midianites, 
and the Amalekites, and all the children of the east, lay along 
in the valley like locusts for multitude ; and their camels 
were without number, as the sand by the sea-side for multi- 

13 tude. And when Gidcon was come, lo, a man was telling a 
dream to his companion, and he said, “Lo, I dreamed a 
dream, and, lo, a cake of barley-bread rolled through the 
camp of the Midianites, and caine to the tent, and struck it 
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so that it fell, and overturned it, so that the tent lay along.” 
And his companion answered and said, “This is nothmg 14 
else but the sword of Gidcon the son of Joash, a man of 
Israel: ito Ins hand hath God delivered the Midianites, 
and all the camp.” And when Gideon heard the telling of 15 
the dream, and the interpretation thercof, he bowed hinself 
down, and returned into the camp of the Israelites, and 
said, * Arise, for Jehovah hath delivered into your hand the 
camp of the Midianites.” And he divided the three hundred 16 
men ito three companies, and he put a trumpet into every 
man’s hand, with empty pitchers, and torches within the 
pitchers ; and he said to them, “Look on me, and do hke- 17 
wise: and, lo, when I come to the outside of the camp, as I 
do, so do ye. When I blow with a trumpet, I and all that 18° 
are with me, then blow ye the trumpets also on every side of 
all the camp, and say, ‘ For Jehovah, and for Gideon,’ ”? 

So Gideon, and the hundred men that were with him, 19 
came to the outside of the camp, in the beginning of the 
middle watch ; (for they had but newly sect the watch :) and 
they blew the trumpets, and brake the pitchers that were in 
their hands. And the three companies blew the trumpets, 20 
and brake the pitehers, and held the torches in their left 
hands, and the trumpets in their right hands to blow with ; 
and they eried, ‘The sword of Jehovah and of Gideon,” 
And they stood every man im his place round about the 21 
camp: and all the host ran, and eried, and fled. 

And the three hundred blew the trumpets, and Jehovah 22 
set every man’s sword against his fellow, even through- 
out the whole camp: and the host fled to Beth-shaittah 
in Zererath, and to the border of Abel-meholah, at 
Tabbath. Then the men of Isracl gathered themselves 23 
together out of Naphtah, and out of Asher, and out of all 
Manasseh, and pursued the Midianites. And Gideon sent 24 
messengers throughout all Mount Ephraim, saying, “‘ Come 
down against the Mhidianites, and take possession before 
them of the waters unto Beth-barah and the Jordan.” Then 
all the men of Ephraim gathered themsclves together, and 
took possession of the waters unto Beth-barah and_ the 
Jordan. And they took two princes of the Midianites, 25 
Oreb and Zech; and they slew Oreb upon the rock Oreb, 
and Zeeb they slew at the wine-press of Zeeb, and pursued 
the Midianites, and brought the heads of Oreb and Zeeb to 
Gideon beyond the Jordan, 
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CHAP. VILI.—And the men of Ephraim said to him, “What 
is this which thou hast done to us, that thou calledst us 
not when thon wentest to fight with the Midianites 7?” And 


+ they rebuked lnm sharply. And he s _ to, them, “ What 


have I done now in comparison of you? ts not the glean- 
ing of the grapes of Mphraim better than the vintage of 
Abi-ezer? God hath delivered into your hands the princes 
of Midian, Oreb and Zecb: and what have I been able to do 
in comparison of you?” Then their anger was abated toward 
him, when he had said that. 

And Gideon came to the Jordan, and passed over, he, 
and the three hundred men that were with him, faint, yet 
pursuing. And he said to the men of Succoth, “ Give, 
I pray you, loaves of bread to the people that follow me ; 
for they are faint, and I am pursuing after Zebah and 


5 Zalmunna, kings of Midian.” But the princes of Succoth 


said, “Are the hands of Zebah and Zalmunna now in thy 
hand, that we should give bread to thy army?” = And 
Gideon said, “Therefore, when Jehovah shall have delivered 
Zebah and Zalmunna into my hand, then I will tear your 
flesh with the thorns of the desert andl with briers.”’ 

And he went up thence to Penuel, and spake to them m 
the same manner: and the men of Penuel answered him as 
the men of Suecoth had answered. And he spake also to 
the men of Pennel, saying, ‘““When I come again in peace, I 
will break down this tower.” 

Now Zebah and AZalmunna were mm Karkor, and their 
hosts with them, about fifteen thousand, men, all that were 
left of the entire hosts of the cluldren of the cast: for there 
had fallen one hundred and twenty thousand men that drew 
the sword. And Gideon went up by the way of them that 
dwelt in tents, on the east of Nobah and Jogbehah, and 
smote the host; for the host thought themselves sceure. 

And Zebah and Zalmunna fled, and he pursued.them, 
and took the two kings of Midian, Zebah and Zalmunna, 
and discomfited all the host. And Gideon, the son of Joash, 
returned from battle, from the ascent of Heres, and he 
caught a young man of the men of Succoth, and inquired of 
him: and he wrote down for him the princes of Suecoth, 
and its elders, threescore and seventeen men. And Hie 
came to the men of Succoth, and said, “Lo, Zebah and 
Zalmuuina, concermng whom ye did upbraid me, sayime, 
‘Are the hands of Zebah and Zalmunna now in thy hand,

that we should give bread to thy men who are weary?” 
And he took the ‘elders of the city, and thorns of the desert 
and bners, and with them he chastised the men of Succoth. 
And he beat down the tower of Penucl, and slew the men 
of the city. Then said he to Zebah and Zalmunna, “ What 
sort of men were they whom ye slew at Tabor?” And 
they answered, “As thou art, so were they ; cach of them 
resembled the children of a king”? And he said, “ They 
were my brethren, the sons of my mother: as Jehovah 
hveth, if ye had saved them alive, I would not slay you.” 
And he said to Jether his first-born son, “Rise up, slay 
them:” but the youth drew not his sword; for he was 
afraid, because he was yet a youth. Then Z cbah and Zal- 
munna said, “Rise thou, and fall upon us: for as the man 
is, SO 1s his streneth.” And Gideon arose, and slew Zebah 
and Zalmunna, and took away the ornaments that were on 
their camels’ necks. 

Then the men of Isracl said to Gideon, Rule thou over us, 
both thou and thy son, and thy son’s son also; sinec thou 
hast delivered us from the hand of the Midianites.” But 
Gideon said to them, “I will not rule over you, neither shall 


my son rule over you: Jehovah shall rule over you.” And « 


Gideon said to them, “I would desire a request of you, that 
ye would give me every man the car-rings of Ins booty :” 
(for they had golden car-rmgs, Because they: were Ishmaclites.) 
And they answered, “We will willingly give them.” And 
they spread a garment, and cast therein every man the 
ear-rings of his booty. And the weight of the golden ear- 
rings that he requested was a thousand and seven hundred 
shekels of gold; beside ornaments, and collars, and purple 
raiment that was on the kings of Midian, and beside the 
chains that were about their camels’ necks. And Gideon 
made an ephod thereof, and put it in his city, in Ophrah ; 
and all [srael went astray thither after it: and it was a snare 
to Gideon, and to his house. Thus were the Midianites sub- 
ducd before the children of Isracl, so that they lifted up 
their heads no more. And the land had rest forty years in 
the days of Gidcon. 

And Jerubbaal, the son of Joash, went and dwelt in his 
own house. And Gideon had seventy sons who came from 
his loms; for he had many wives. And his concubine also, 
who was in Shechem, bore to him a son, whose name he 
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a good old age, and was buried in the sepulehre of Joash 
his father, im Ophrah of the Abi-ezrites. 

And it came to pass, as soon as Gideon was dead, that the 
children of Israel turned again, and went astray after Baalim, 
and made Baal-berith their god. And the children of Israel 
remembered not Jehovah their God, who had delivered them 


s out of the hands of all their enemies on every side : neither 


shewed they kindness to the house of Jerubbaal, namely, 
Gideon, according to all the goodness which he had shewed 
to Israel. 


CHAP. IX.—And Abinelech, the son of Jerubbaal, went 
to Shechem to his mother’s brethren, and spoke with them, 
and with all the family of the house of his inother’s father, 
saying, “Speak, I pray you, in the cars of all the men 
of Shechem, ‘ Which is better for you, that all the sons 
of Jerubbaal, seventy persons, reign over you, or that one 
reign over you?’ remember also that Iam your bone and 
your flesh.” And his mother’s brethren spake of him in 
the cars of all the men of Shechem all these words: and 
their hearts inclined to follow Abimeleeh; for they said, 
“]1e zs our brother.” And they gave him seventy pieces of 
silver out of the house of Baal-berith; with whieh Abime- 
lech hired yain and light persons, who followed him. And 
he went to his father’s house at Ophrah, and slew his 
brethren, the son of Jerubbaal, being seventy persons, upon 
one stone: but Jotham, the youngest son of Jerubbaal, re- 
mained; for he had hidden himself. 

And all the men of Sheehem gathered together, and all 
the house of Millo, and went and made Abimelech king, by 
the terebinth tree by the pillar that was near Shechem. 
And when they told it to Jotham, he went and stood on the 
top of mount Gerizim, and hfted up his voice, and eried, and 
sad to them, “Hearken to me, ye men of Shechem, that 
God may hearken to you. The trees went forth to anomt 
a king over them: and they said to the olive-tree, ‘ Reign 
thou over us.” But the olive-tree said to them, ‘Shall I 
forego my richness, wherewith by me they honour God 
and man, and go to bear sway over the trees?’? Then the 
trees said to the fig-tree, ‘Come thou and reign over us.’ 
But the fig-tree said to them, ‘Shall I forego my swectness, 
and my good fruit, and go to bear sway over the trees?’ 


12 Then said the trees to the vine, ‘Come thou, and ragn 
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over us.’ And the vine said to them, ‘Shall I forego my 13 
wine, which cheereth God and. man, and go to bear sway 
over the trees?’ Then said all the trees to the bramble, 14 
‘Come thou, and reign over us? And the bramble said to 15 
the trees, ‘If in truth ye anomt me king over you, come 
and put your trust in my shade; but if not, fire shall come 
out of the bramble, and devour the eedars of Lebanon.’ 
Now therefore, if ye have done truly and sincerely in that 
ye have made Abimelcch ling, and if ye have dealt well to- 
ward Jerubbaal and his house, and have done to him aecord- 
ing to the deserving of his hands; (for my father fought 
for you, and adventured his life without reserve, and delivered 
you ont of the hand of the Midianites ; and ye are risen up 1s 
agaist my father’s house this day, and have slain his sons, 
seventy persons, upon one stone, and have made Abimelech, 
the son of his maid-servant, king over the men of Shechem, 
because he is your brother; ) if then ye have dealt truly and 
sincerely with Jerubbaal and with his house this day, then 
rejoice ye in Abimelech, and let him also rejoice in you; 
but if not, fire shall come out from Abimelech, and devour 20 
the men of Shechem, and the house of Millo; and fire shall 
come out from the men of Shechem, and from the house of 
Mallo, and devour Abimelech.” Then Jotham fled speedily, 21 
and went to Beer, and dwelt there, for fear of Abimelech 
his brother. 

When Abimelech had reigned three years over Israel, 22 
then God sent an evil spint between Abimelech and the men 23 
of Shechem; and the men of Sheehem dealt treacherously 
with Abimelech ; that the violence done to the seventy sons 24 
of Jerubbaal might come, and their blood be laid upon 
_ Abimelech their brother, who slew them ; and upon the men 
of Sheehem, who had aided him in the killing of his 
brethren. So the men of Shechem sct liers in wait for him 95 
on the top of the mountains, and they robbed all that came 
along that way by them; and it was told Abimelech. And 26 
Gaal, the son of bed, came with his brethren, and went 
over to Shechem: and the men of Shechem put thew confi- 
dence in him. And they went out into the fields, and 27 
gathered their vineyards, and trod out the grapes, and made 
merry, and went into the house of their god, and ate and 
drank, and cursed Abimelech. And Gaal, the son of Ebed, 2s 
said, “ Who is Abimelech, and who is Shechem, that we 
should serve him? Is not he the son of Jerubbaal? and 
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Zebu! his officer? Serve ye the men of Hamor, the father 
of Shechem ; for why should we serve him? And oh that 
this people were under my hand! then would I remove 
Abimelech.” And he said to Abimelech, “ Increase thy 
army, and come ont.” And when Zebul, the ruler of the 
city, heard the words of Gaal, the son of Ebed, his anger 
was kindled. And he sent messengers to Abimelech, 
secrctly, saying, “Lo, Gaal the son of bed, and his 
brethren, are come to Shechem ; and, lo, they are fortifying 
the city against thee. Now, therefore, rise up by night, 
thou and the people that is with thee, and lie in wait in the 
field: and in the morning, as soon as the sun is up, thou 
shalt rise carly and attack the city: and, lo, when he 
and the people that is with him come ont against thee, then 
mayest thou do to them as thou shalt find occasion.” And 
Abimelech rose up, and all the people that were with him, 
by mght, and they laid wait against Shechem in four com- 


5 panies. And Gaal, the son of Kbed, went out and stood in 


the entcring of the gate of the city; and Abimelech rose 
up, and the people that were with him, from lying in wait. 
And when Gaal saw the people, he said to Zebul, “ Lo, 
people are coming down from the top of the mountains,” 
And Zebul said to him, “Thou scest the shadow of the 
mountains as if they were men.” But Gaal spake again, and 
said, “Lo, people are coming down from the summit of the 
land, and another company is coming by the terebinth tree 
of Meonenim.” Then said Zebul to him, “ Where is now 
thy mouth, with the speech which thou saidst, ‘ Who is Abime- 
leeh, that we should serve him?’ Is not this the people that 
thou hast despised? go out, [ pray thee now, and fight with 
them.” And Gaal went out before the men of Shechem, 
and fought with Abimeleeh, And Abimelech pursued him, 
and he fled before him ; and many fell slain, unto the entering 
of the gate. And Abimelech remaincd at Arumah: and 
Zebul thrust out Gaal and his brethren, that they should 
not dwell in Shechem. But on the morrow the people went 
out into the field; and it was told to Abimelech. And he 
took the people, and divided them into three companies, and 
laid wait in the field, and looked, and, lo, the people were 
come forth out of the city ; and he rose up against thei, and 
smote them. And Abimelech, and the company that was 
with him, rushed forward, and stood in the entering of the 
gate of the city: and the two other companies ran upon all 
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who were in the fields and slew them. And Abimelech 45 
fought against the city all that day: and he took the city, 
and slew the people that were therein, and beat down the 
city, and sowed it with salt. 

And when all the men of the tower of Shechem heard 46 
that, they entered into a hold of the house of the god Benth. 
And it was told to Abimelech that all the men of the tower 47 
of Shechem were gathered together. And Abimelech went 4s 
up to mount Zalmon, he and all the people that were with 
him; and Abimelech took an axe in his hand, and cut down 
a bough from the trees, and took it, and laid 7¢ on his 
shoulder, and said to the people that were with him, ‘ What 
ye have scen me do, make haste, do as I have done.” 
And all the people likewise cut down every man his bough, 49 
and followed Abimelech, and put ¢hem to the hold, and set 
the hold on fire upon them; so that all the men of the 
tower of Shechem died also, about a thousand men and 
women. 

Then went Abimelech to Thebez, and encamped against so 
Thebez, and took it. But there was a strong tower within 51 
the city, and thither fled all the men and women, and all 
those of the city, and shut it upon themselves, and went up 
to the top of the tower. And Abimelech came to the tower 52 
and fought against it, and went near to the door of the 
tower to burn it with fire. And a certain woman cast a 53 
piece of a millstone upon Abimelech’s head, and shattered 
his scull. Then he called hastily to the young man his 51 
armour-bearer, and said to him, “ Draw thy sword, and slay 
me, that men say not of me, ‘A woman slew hm’” And 
his young man thrust him through, and he died. And when 5s 
the men of Israel saw that Abimelech was dead, they de- 
parted every man to his placc. Thus God requited the 56 
wickedness of Abimelech, which he did to Ins father, in 
slaying his seventy brethren; and all the wickedness of 57 
the men of Shechem did God requite upon thei heads: 
and upon them came the curse of Jotham the son of Jerub- 
baal. 


CHAP. X.—And after Abimelech there arose, to defend 1 
Israel, Tola the son of Puah, the son of Dodo, a man of 
Issachar; and he dwelt in Shamir in mount Ephraim. 
And he judged Isracl twenty-three years, and died, and was 2 
buried in Shamir. 
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3 And after him arose Jair a Gileadite, and judged Israel 
+ twenty-two years. And he had thirty sons that rode ou 
thirty young asses, and they had thirty cities, which are 
called Havoth-jar [Tar Vittaces or Jatr] unto this day, 
which are in the land of Gilead. And Jair died, and was 
buried in Camon. 

And the children of Israel did evil again in the sight of 
Jehovah, and served Baalim, and Ashtaroth, and the gods of 
Syria, and the gods of Zidon, and the gods of Moab, and 
the gods of the children of Ammon, and the gods of the 
7 Philistines, and forsook Jehovah, and served not him. And 

the anger of Jehovah was kindled against Isracl, and he sold 

them into the hands of the Philistines, and into the hands of 
s the children of Ammon. And that ycar they vexed and 
oppressed the clildren of Isracl; cighteen years they vexed all 
the clnidren of Israel that were beyond the Jordan, in the land 
9 of the Amorites, which 1s in Gilead ; moreover, the children 
of Ainmon passed over the Jordan to fight also against Judah, 
and against Benjamin, and against the house of Ephraim ; 
io so that Israel was greatly distressed. And the children of 

Israel eried to Jchovah, saying, “We have sinned against 

thee, because we have forsaken owr God, and also served 
11 Baahm.” And Jchovah said to the children of Israel, “ Did 

not I deliver you from the Keyptians, and from the Amorites, 

from the children of Ammon, and from the Philistines ? 
12 The Zidonians also, and the Amalekites, and the Maonites, 

oppressed you; and ye cried to me, and I delivered you out 
13 of their hand. Yet ye have forsaken me, and served other 
14 gods: wherefore I will deliver you no more. Go and ery 

to the gods whom ye have chosen ; Ict them deliver you in 
15 the time of your distress.” And the children of Israel said 

to Jehovah, “ We have sinned; do thou unto us whatsoever 

seemeth good unto thee ; deliver us only, we pray thee, this 
16 day.” And they put away the strange gods from among 
them, and served Jchovah; and his soul was grieved for the 
misery of Isracl. 

Then the children of Ammon were gathered together, 
and encamped in Gilead ; and the children of Israel assembled 
is themselves together, and encamped in Mizpeh. And the 

people and princes of Gilead said one to another, “ Who is 

the man that will begin to fight against the children of 


Ammon? he shall be chief over all the inhabitants of 
Gilead.’ 
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CHAP. XI.—Now Jephthah the Gileadite was a mighty 1 


man of valour, and he was the son of a harlot: and Gilead 
begat Jephthah. And Gilead’s wife bare him sons; and 2 
when his wife’s sons were grown up, they thrust out Jeph- 
thah, and said to him, “Thou shalt not inhent in our father’s 
house; for thou art the son of a strange woman.” So 3 
Jephthah fled from his brethren, and dwelt in the land of 
Tob; and there were gathered idle men to Jephthah, and 
went out with him, And in process of time,'the children of 4 
Amnon made war against the Israclites. «And when the s 
children of Ammon made war against the Israelites, the 
elders of Gilead went to fetch Jephthah out of the land of 
Tob ; and they sad to Jephthah, “ Come, and be our eaptain, 6 
that we may fight with the eluldren of Ammon.” <And 7 
Jephthah said to the elders of Gilead, “ Did ye not hate me, 
and expel me out of my father’s house? and why are ye 
come to me now when ye are in distress?” And the elders 8 
of Gilead said to Jephthah, “ Therefore we turn to thee now, 
that thou mayest go with us, and fight against the children 
of Ammon, and be our elicf over all the inhabitants of 
Gilead.” And Jephthah said to the elders of Gilead, “If 9 
ye bring me home again to fight against the children of 
‘Ammon, and Jchovah deliver them before mie, shall I be your 
chief?” And the elders of Gilead said to Jephthah, Jee 10 
hovah be witness between us, if we do not so according to 
thy words.” Then Jephthah went with the elders of Gilead, 11 
and the people made him chief and captain over them: and 
Jephthah uttered all his words before Jehovah in Mizpeh. 

And Jcphthah sent messengers to the king of the children 12 
of Ammon, saying, “ What hast thou to do with me, that thou 
art come against me to fight im my land?” And the king 13 
of the children of Ammon answered the messengers of 
Jephthah, “ Because the Israelites took away my lands when 
they came up out of Egypt, from the Arnon even unto the 
Jabbok, and unto the Jordan: now, therefore, restore those 
lands again peaceably.” And Jephthah sent messengers agai 14 
_ to the king of the children of Ammon, and said to him, 15 
“Thus saith Jephthah, the Israelites took not away the land 
of Moab, nor the land of the elildren of Ammon: but 16 
when the Israelites came up from Egypt, and walked through 
the desert unto the Red Sea, and came to Kadesh; then 17 
the Israelites sent messengers to the king of dom, saying, 
‘Let us, we pray thee, pass through thy land.’ but the

king of Edom would not hearken to them. And they sent 
also to the king of Moab; but he would not hearken to them : 
is so the Israelites abode in Kadesh. Then they went along 
through the desert, and compassed the land of Edom and 
the land of Moab, aud came by the east side of the land of 
Moab, and encamped on the other side of the Arnon, but 
came not within the boundary of Moab: for the Arnon was 
i9 the boundary of Moab. And the Israelites sent messengers 
to Sihon king of the Amorites, the king of Heshbon; and 
the Israelites said to him, ‘Lct us pass, we pray thee, 

20 through thy land unto our own place. But Sihon would 
not trust the Israclites to pass through his coast ; but Sihon 
eathered all his people together, and encamped in Jahaz, and 

21 fonght agaist the Israelites. And Jehovah, God of Israel, 
delivered Sihon and all his people into the hand of the 
Israchites, and they smote them: so the Israclites took pos- 
session of all the land of the Amorites, the inhabitants of 

22 that country. And they took possession of all the boundaries 
of the Amorites, from the Arnon even unto the Jabbok, and 

23 from the desert even unto the Jordan. So now Jchovah 
God of Isracl hath dispossessed the Amorites from before 
his people the Israelites, and shouldest thon take possession 

a4 of it? Wilt not thou possess that which Chemosh thy god 
hath given thee to possess? So whomsoever Jehovah our 
God shall drive out from before us, them will we possess. 

25 And now, art thou anything better than Balak the son of 
Zippor, king of Moab? did he ever strive against the 

26 Israelites, or did he ever fight against them, while the 
Israelites dwelt in Heshbon and its towns, and in Aroer and 
its towns, and in all the cities that are along the banks of 
the Arnon, three hundred years? why therefore did ye not 

27 recover them within that time? Wherefore I have not 
a agaiust thee, but thon doest me wrong to war against 

: Jehovah the Judge be judge this day between the chil- 

28 dam of Isracl and the children of Ammon.” However the 
king of the children of Ammon hearkened not to the words 
of Jephthah which he sent to him. 

29 Then the spirit of Jehovah eame upon Jephthah ; and he 
passed over Gilead and Manasseh, and he passed over Mizpeh 
of Gilead, and from Mizpeh of Gilead he passed over unto 

30 the cluldren of Ammon. And Jephthah vowed a vow to 
Jehovah, and said, “If thon shalt withont fail deliver the 

31 children of Ammon into my hands, then whatsoever cometh 
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forth of the doors of my house to meet me, when I return 
in peace from the children of Ammon, shall surely be Je- 
hovaly’s, and I will offer it up for a burnt- offering.” So 32 
Jephthah passed over to the children of Ammon, to ficht 
against them; and Jehovah delivered them into his handel 
And he smote them from <Aroer, even till thou come to 33 
Minnith, to the entrance of twenty cities, and unto the plain 
of the vineyards, with a very great slaughter. Thus the 
ehildren of Ammon were humbled before the children of 
Isracl. 

And Jephthah came to Mizpeh to his house, and, lo, his 34 
daughter came out to mect him with timbrels and with 
danees; and she was his only eluld: beside her he had 
neither son nor daughter. And when he saw her, he rent 35 
his clothes, and said, “Alas, my daughter! thou hast 
brought me very low, and thou art one of them that trouble 

for I have opened my mouth to Jehovah, and I cannot 
go back.” Aud she said to him, “ My father, hast thou 36 
opened thy mouth to Jehovah ? Do to me according to that 
which hath proceeded out of thy mouth; since Jehovah 
hath taken vengeance for thee of thy enemics, the children 
of Ammon.” And she said to her father, “ Let this thing 37 
be done for me: Ict me alone two months, that I may 
¢o up and down upon the mountains, and bewail my 
virginity, I and my companions.” And he said, “Go.” And 
he sent her away for two months; and she went with her 3s 
companions, and bewailed her virgimity upon the mountains, 
And at the end of two months, she returned to her father, 39 
who did with her according to his vow which he had vowed ; 
and she knew no man. <And it was a custom in Isracl, for 40 
the daughters of Israc] to go yearly to lament the daughter of 
Jephthah the Gileadite four days in a year. 


CHAP. NII.—And the men of Ephraim gathered them- 
selves together, and passed over the Jordan northward, and 
said to Jephthah, “ Wherefore passcdst thon over to fight 
against the children of Ammon, and didst not call us to go 
with thee? we will burn thy house over thee with fire.” 
And Jephthah said to them, “I and my people were at great 
strife with the children of Ammon ; and when I ealled - you, 
ve delivered me not ont of their hands, And when I saw ; 
that ye delivered me not, I put iy life in my hands, and 
passed over against the children of Ammon, and Jchovah 
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delivered them into my hand. Wherefore then are ye come 
4 up to me tis day to fight against me?” Then Jephthah 
gathered together all the men of Gilead, and fought with 
the Kphraimites: and the men of Gilead smote the 
Ephraimites, because they said, ‘ Ye Gileadites are fugitives 
of Ephraim among the Ephraimites, and among the Manas- 
5 sites.” And the Gileadites took possession of the fords of the 
Jordan before the Ephraimites; and when any one of those 
KEphraimites who had escaped, said, “ Let me go over,” the 
men of Gilead said to him, “ Art thou an Ephraimite ? ” 
6 If he said, “ No;” then said they to him, “Say now Shib- 
boleth ;” and he said “Sibboleth:” for he could not rightly 
pronounce it. Then they took him, and slew him at the fords 
of Jordan ; and there fell at that time of the Ephraimites 
forty-two thousand. 
7 And Jephthah judged Isracl six years: then Jephthah the 
Gileadite died, and was buried in one of the cities of Gilead. 
9 And after him Ibzan of Bethlehem judged Isracl. And he 
had thirty sons, and thirty danghters, whom he sent abroad ; 
and he brought thirty daughters from abroad for his sons ; 
10 and he judged Isracl seven years. Then Ibzan died and 
was buried at Beth-lehem. 
11 And after him Elon a Zebulonite judged Israel; and he 
12 Judged Israel ten years, And Elon the Zebulonite dicd, and 
was buried in Ayjalon, in the country of Zebulun. 
is And after him Abdon, the son of Hillel a Pirathonite, 
14 judged Israel. And he had forty sons, and thirty grandsons, 
who rode on seventy young asses ; and he jndged Israel eight 
is years. And Abdon, the son of Hillel the Pirathonite, died, 
and was buried in Pirathon, in the land of Ephraim, in the 
mount of the Amalekites. 


1 CHAP. XITI.—And the children of Israel did evil again 
in the sight of Jehovah ; and Jehovah delivered them mto 
2 the hand of the Philistines, forty years. Now there was a 
certain man of Zorah, of the family of the Danites, whose 
name was Manoah ; and his wife was barren, and bare not. 
3 And the angel of Jehovah appeared to the woman and said 
to her, ‘Lo, now, thou art barren, and bearest not ; 
4 but thou shalt conceive, and bear a son. Now therefore be- 
ware, I pray thee, and drink not wince nor strong drink, and 
seat not any ¢hing unclean: for, lo, thou shalt conceive, 
and bear a son; and no razor shall come on his head ; for 
EE 
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the child shall be a Nazarite to God from the womb; and he 
shall begin to deliver Israel out of the hand of the Philis- 
tines.’ Then the woman eame, and told her husband, say- 
ing, “ A man of God came to me, and his countenanee was 
like the countenance of an angel of God, very ternble; but 
I asked him not whence he was, neither told he me his name. 
But he said to me, ‘ Lo, thou shalt conceive, and bear a son; 
and now drmk no wine nor strong drink, neither eat any 
thing unclean: for the child shall bea Nazarite to God from 
the womb to the day of his death.” Then Manoah en- 
treated Jehovah, and said, ““O my Lord, Iet the man of God 
whom thou didst send come again to us, and teach us what 
we shall do to the child that shall be born.’ And God 
hearkened to the voice of Manoah; and the angel of God 
came again to the woman as she was sitting im the field; but 
Manoah her husband was not with her. And the woman 
ran in haste, and told her husband, and said to him, “ Lo, the 
man hath appeared to me, who came to me the other day.” 
So Manoah arose,and went after his wife, and came to the man, 
and said to him, “ Art thou the man that spakest to the wo- 
inman?” And he said, “I am.’? And Manoah said, “ Now 
when thy words shall have come to pass, what shall be the 
trainig of the child, and what shall he do?” And the 
angel of Jehovah said to Manoah, ‘Of all that I said to 
the swoman Ict her beware. She may not eat of any thing 
that cometh of the vine, neither may she drink wine or 
strong drink, nor cat any thing unclean: all that I com- 
manded her she must observe.” And Manoah said to the 
angel of Jchovah, “I pray thee, let us detain thee until 
we shall have made ready a kid for thee.” And the angel 
of Jehovah said to Manoah, “Though thou detain me, 
I will not cat of thy bread; but if thou wilt offer a burnt- 
offering, thou must offer it to Jehovah.” Now Manoah 
knew not that 1t was an angel of Jehovah. And Ma- 
noah said to the angel of Jchovah, “ What is thy name, 
that, when thy sayings come to pass, we may do thee 
honour??? And the angel of Jehovah said to him, “ Why 
askest thou thus after my name, secing it is seerct?” So 
Manoah took a kid, with a meal-offermg, and offered it upon 
a rock to Jehovah: and a wondrous thing was done, while 


Manoah and his wife were looking on. For when the flame 2 


went up towards heaven from off the altar, the angel of Je- 
hovah ascended in the flame of the altar; and Manoah and 
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his wife were looking on, and they fell on their faces to 
21 the ground. When the angel of Jehovah no more appeared 

to Manoah and to his wife, then Manoah knew that he was 
92 an angel of Jehovah. And Manoah said to his wife, “We 
23 shall surely dic, because we have seen God.” But his wife 
said to him, “If Jehovah had desired to kill us, he would 
not have received a burnt-offering aud a meal-offering at our 
hands; neither would he have showed us all these things, 
nor would he, in that case, have told us such things as these.” 
And the woman bare a son, and called his name Samson ; 
and the child grew, and Jehovah blessed him. And the Spirit 
of Jehovah began to move him at times in the camp of Dan, 
between Zorah and lshtaol.

2 
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CHAP. XITV.—And Samson went down to Timnath, and 
saw a woman in Timnath of the daughters of the Philistines. 
And he came up and told his father and his mother, and said, 
“ T have seen a woman in Timnath of the daughters of the 
Philistines ; now, therefore, get her for me to wife.”? Then 
his father and his mother said unto him, “Is there no wo- 
man among the daughters of thy brethren, or among all my 
people, that thou wouldst go to take a wife of the uncircum- 
eised Philistines??? And Samson said to his father, “ Get 
her for me; for she pleaseth me well.” But his father and 
his mother knew not that it was of Jehovah that he sought 
an occasion against the Philistines ; for at that time the Philis- 
tines had dominion over the Israelites. Then went Samson 
down, and his father and his mother, to Timnath, and came 
to the vineyards of Timnath; and, lo, a young lion roared 
against him. And the Spirit of Jehovah came mightily 
upon him, and he rent him, as he would have rent a kid, 
though he had nothing in his hand; but he told not his 
father or his mother what he had done. And he went down, 
and talked with the woman; and she pleased Samson well. 
And after a time he returned to take her, and he turned aside 
to see the remains of the lion ; and, lo, there was a swarm of 
bees and honey in the remains of the lion. And he took of 
it in his hands, and went on eating, and came to his father 
and mother, and he gave them, and they did eat; but he 
told them not that he had taken the honey out of the re- 
10 mains of the lion. So his father went down to the woman; 

and Samson made there a feast ; for so used the young men 
11 todo, And when they saw him they brought thirty com- 
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panions to be with him. And Samson said to them, “TI 
will now put forth a mddle to you: if you can certainly ex- 
pound it to me within the seven days of the feast, and find 
it out, then I will give you thirty vests of fine hnen, and 
thirty changes of garments: but if ye cannot expound it 
to me, then ye shall give me tlurty vests of fine lien, and 
thirty changes of garments.” And they said to him, “ Put 
forth thy riddle, that we may hear it.”” And he said to them, 
“Qut of the eater came forth meat, and out of the strong 
eame forth sweetness.” And they could not in three days 
expound the riddle. And on the seventh day, they said to 
Samson’s wife, “Entice thy husband, that he may expound 
unto us the riddle, lest we burn thee and thy father’s house 
with fire: have ye invited us to make us poor? Is it not 
so??? And Samson’s wife wept before him, and _ said, 
“Thou dost but hate me, and lovest me not: thou hast put 
forth a riddle to the children of my people, and hast not told 
it to me.””? And he said to her, “Lo, I have not told 7 to 
my father nor to my mother, and shall I tell z¢ to thee?” 
And she wept before him the seven days that the feast 
lasted ; and on the seventh day he told her, because she 
pressed him earnestly; and she told the middle to the ehil- 
dren of her people. And the men of the city said to him 
on the seventh «lay, before the sun went down, ‘ What is 
sweeter than honey? and what is stronger than a lion?” 
And he said to them, “If ye had not plowed with my 
heifer, ye had not found out my riddle.” And the Spirit of 
Jehovah came upon him, and he went down to Ashkelon, 
and slew thirty men of them, and took their spoil, and gave 
changes of garments to those who had expoundcd the riddle: 
and his anger was kindled, and he went up to his father’s 
house. But Samson’s wife was given to his companion, 
whom he had made his friend, 


CHAP. XV.—And some time after, in the days of wheat 
harvest, Samson visited Ins wife, with a kid; and he said, 
“ Let me go in to my wife into the chamber:” but her 
father would not suffer him to goin. And her father said, 
“T verily thought that thou hadst utterly hated her; there- 
fore I gave her to thy companion. Is not her younger 
sister fairer than she? take her, I pray thee, instead of her.” 
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And Samson said econeerning them, “ Now shall I be more 3 


blameless than the Philistines, though I do them a misebief.”’ 
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4 So Samson went and eanght three hundred jackalls, and took 
fire-brands, and turned ¢hem tail to tail, and put a fire-brand 
5 im the imidst between two tails. And when he had set the 
brands on fire, he let them go into the standing corn of 
the Philistines, and burnt up both the shocks and also 
6 the standing corn, with the vineyards and olives. Then 
the Philistines said, “ Who hath done this?” And they 
answered, “Samson, the son-in-law of the ‘Timnite, beeause 
he had taken his wife, and given her to his eompamon.” And 
the Philistines came up, and burnt her and her father with 
7 fire. And Samson said to them, “ Since ye have done this, 
s I will be avenged of you; andafter that I will ecase.” And 
he smote them hip and thigh with a great slaughter. 
Then he went down and dwelt in a eavern of the rock Etam. 
9 And the Philistines went up, and encamped in Judah, and 
10 spread themselves in Leh. And the men of Judah said, 
“Why are ye come up against us?” And they answered, 
“To bind Samson are we come up, to do to him as he hath 
11 done to us.” Then three thousand men of Judah went to 
the cavern of the rock Etam, and said to Samson, “ Knowest 
thou not that the Philistines are rulers over us? what is this 
that thou hast done to us?” And he said to them, “ As 
12 they did to me, so have I done to them.” And they said to 
him, “ We are come down to bind thee, that we may deliver 
thee into the hands of the Philistines”? And Samson said 
to them, ‘‘ Swear to me, that ye will not fall upon me your- 
13 selves.” And they spake to him, saying, “ No; but we will 
bind thee fast, and deliver thee into their hand; but as- 
suredly we will not kill thee.’ And they bound hin with 
14 two new cords, and brought him up from the rock. When 
he eame to Lehi, the Philistines shouted on mecting Inm ; 
and the Spirit of Jehovah eame mightily upon him ; and the 
eords that were upon his arms became as flax that was burnt 
15 with fire, and his bands loosed from off his hands. And 
he found a fresh jaw-bone of an ass, and he put forth his 
16 hand and took it, and with it he slew a thousand men. Then 
Samson said, 
“With the jaw-bone of an ass, heaps upon heaps, 
With the jaw-bone of an ass have I slain a thousand men.” 
17 And when he had made an end of speaking, he cast away 
the jaw-bone out of Ins hand, and ealled that place [a- 
is math-lechi [THE Hitt or roe Jaw-zone]. And he was 
very thirsty, and called on Jehovah, and said, ‘Thou hast 
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given this great dehverance into the hand of thy servant: 
and now shall I dic for thirst, and fall into the hand of the 
uncircumeised?”” But God elave the hollow place in Lehn, 
and there came out of it water; and when he had drunk, his 
spirit came again, and he revived: wherefore he called its 
name En-hakkore [Tue Fountain or true Invoxer], which 


is in Lehi unto this day. And he judged Israel, in the 2 


days of the Philistines, twenty ycars. 


CHAP. XVI.—Then went Samson to Gaza, and saw 


there a harlot, and went in to her. And it was told the Ga- : 


zites, saying, “Samson is come Inther.” And they com- 
passed Aim in, and laid wait for him all mght in the gate of 
the eity ; and kept themselves quiet all the mght, saying, 
“In the morning, when it is day, we will lall bim.” And 
Samson lay till midnight; but at midnight be arose, and 
laid hold of the doors of the gate of the city, and the two 
posts, and pulled them up with the bar, and put them upon 
his shoulders, and carried them up to the top of a hill that 
is opposite to Hebron. 

And it eame to pass after this, that he loved a woman in 
the valley of Sorek, whose name was Delilah. And the 
lords of the Philistines came up to her, and said to her, 
“Entice him, and see wherein his great strength heth, and 
by what means we may prevail against him, that we may bind 
him so as to weaken him; and we will give thee, every one 
of us, eleven hundred pieces of silver.’ And Delilah said 
to Samson, “ Tell me, I pray thee, in what thy great strength 
licth, and with what thou mightest be bound so as to weaken 
thee.” And Samson said to her, “If they bind me with 
seven green willow-twigs that were never dried, then shall I 
be weak, and be as a common man.” Then the lords of the 
Philistines brought up to her seven green willow-twigs which 
had not been dried, and she bound him with them. (Now 
there were men lying in wait, abiding with her in_ the 
chamber.) And she said to him, “The Philistines are upon 
thee, Samson.” And he brake the willow-twigs, as a thread 
of tow is broken when it toucheth the fire: so his strength 
was not known. Then Dehlah said to Samson, “ Lo, thou 
hast mocked me, and told me hes: now tell me, I pray 
thee, with what thou mightest be bound.” And he said to 
her, “If they bind me fast with uew ropes that have never 
been used, then shall 1 be weak, and be as a common man.”

Delilah therefore took new ropes, and bound him with them, 
and said to him, * The Phihstines are upon thee, Samson.” 
(Now there were men lying in wait abiding in the chamber.) 


3 And he brake them from off his arms like a thread. And 


Delilah said to Samson, “ Ihitherto thou hast mocked me, 
and told me hes: tell me with what thou nghtest be bound.” 
And he said to her, ‘If thou weave the seven locks of my 
head with the web.” And she fastened them with the pin, 
and said to hin, “The Phihstines are upon thee, Samson.” 
And he awaked ont of his sleep, and went away with the pin 
of the beam, and with the web. And she said to him, 
“ Wow canst thou say, I love thee, when thy heart is not 
with me? thou hast mocked me these three times, and hast 


snot told me m what thy great strength lieth.’ And when 


she pressed him daily with her words, and urged hin, so that 
his soul was vexed unto death, he told her all his mind, and 
said to her, “There hath not come a razor upon my head ; 
for I have been a Nazante to God from my mother’s womb: 
if I be shaven, then my strength will go from me, and I 
shall become weak, and be like all other men.” And when 
Delilah saw that he had told her all his mind, she sent and 
called for the lords of the Philistines, saying, “ Come up 
once more; for he hath told me all his mind.” Then the 
lords of the Philistines came up to her, and brought moncy 
im their hand. And she made him sleep upon her knees; and 
she called for 1 man, and caused him to shave off the seven 
locks of is head; and she began to weaken him, and his 
strength went from him. And she said, “The Philistines 
are upon thee, Samson.’ And he awoke out of his sleep, 
and said, ‘I will go forth as at former times, and shake my- 
self’? For he knew not that Jehovah had departed from 
him, But the Phnhstines took him, and put out his eyes, 
and brought him down to Gaza, and bound him with fetters 
of brass ; and he did grind in the prison-house. 

And the hair of his head began to grow again after he 


3 was shaven. ‘Then the lords of the Philistines gathered 


them together to offcr a great sacrifice to Dagon their god, 
and to rejoice ; for they said, ‘Our god hath delivered Sam- 
son our enemy mto our hand.’? And when the people saw 
him, they praised their god; for they said, “ Onr god hath 
delivered into our hands our enemy, and the destroyer of 


25 our country, who slew many of us.” And when their hearts 


were merry, they said, “ Call for Samson, that he may make 
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us sport.” And they called for Samson out of the prison- 
house; and he made them sport; and they set him between 
the pillars. And Samson said to the young man who held 
him by the hand, “ Suffer me to feel the pillars on 
which the house standcth, that I may lean upon them.” 
Now the house was full of men and women; and all the 
lords of the Phihstines were there: and there were upon the 
root about three thousand men and women, who were look- 
ing on while Samson made sport. And Samson called to 
Jehovah, and said, “‘O Lord Jehovah, remember me, I pray 
thee, and strengthen me, I pray thee, only this once, O God, 
that I may be at once avenged of the Philistines for my two 
eyes.” Then Samson took hold of the two middle pillars on 
which the house stood, and on which it was borne up, of the 
one with his right hand, and of the other with his left. 
And Samson said, “ Let me die with the Philistines.’ And 
he bowed himself with all his might; and the house fell 


upon the lords, and upon all the people that were thercin: - 


so the dead whom he slew at his death were more than 
those whom he had slain in his life. Then his brethren, and 
all the house of his father, came down, and took him, and 
brought Azm up, and buried him between Zorah and Eshtaol, 
in the burying-place of Manoah his father. Now he had 
judged Isracl twenty years. 


CHAP. XVIJ.—And there was a man of mount Ephraim, 
whose name was Micah. And he said to his mother, “‘The 
eleven hundred shekels of silver that were taken from thee, 
about which thou didst utter imprecations, and spakest also 
in my hearing, lo, the silver is with me; I took it.” And 
his mother said, ‘ Blessed be thou of Jehovah, my son.” 
And when he had restored the eleven hundred shekels of 
silver to his mother, his mother said, “I had wholly dedi- 
cated the silver to Jehovah, from my hand, for my son, to 
make a graven image and a molten image; now, therefore, I 
will return it to thee.’ But he gave back the money to his 
mother ; and his mother took two hundred shekels of silver,

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Micah. And the man Micah had a house of God, and he 5 


made an ephod, and teraphim, and eonsecrated one of his 


sons to be his priest. In those days there was no king in 6 


Israel ; every man did what was right in his own eyes. Now 
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there was a young man out of Beth-lchem-judah, of the 
family of Judah, who was a Levite, who had sojourned there, 
s And the man departed from the eity, from Beth-lehem-judah, 
to sojourn where he could find a place; and as he journeyed 
9 he came to mount Ephraim, to the house of Mieah. And 
Micah said to him, “ Whenee comest thou?” And he said 
to him, “I am a Levite of Beth-lehem-judah, and I am 
10 going to sojourn where I may find a place.” And Micah said 
to him, “ Dwell with me, and be to me a father and a priest, 
and I wall give thee ten shekels of silver by the year, and a 
suit of apparel, and thy vietuals.’? So the Levite went in. 
11 And the Levite was content to dwell with the man; and the 
12 young man was to him as one of his sons. And Mieah 
consecrated the Levite; and the young man beeame his 
is pricst, and was in the house of Micah. Then said Mieah, 
“Now I know that Jehovah will do me good, since I have a 
Levite for a priest,”

CUAP., AVITT.—In those days there was no king in 
Israel ; and in those days the tribe of the Danites sought for 
themselves an inheritance to dwell in; for unto that day an 
inheritanec had not fallen to them among the tribes of Israel. 
So the children of Dan sent of their family five men from 
their territory, men of valour, from Zorah, and from Eshtaol, 
to spy out the land, and to search it ; and they said to them, 
“Go, search the land; and they came to mount Ephraim, by 
3 the house of Micah, and they lodged there. When they 
were near the house of Micah, they knew the voice of the 
young man the Levite; and they turned in thither, and said 
to hin, ‘ Who brought thee hither ? and what art thou doing 
in this place ? and what hast thou here?”

And 
the priest said to them, “Go in peace: before Jehovah is 
your way in whieh ye are going,” | 

Then the five men departed, and came to Laish, and saw 
the people that were there, that they dwelt securely after 
the manner of the Zidonians, quiet and secure; and there was 
no one that possessed control in the land, that might put 
them to shame in any thing: and they were far from the 
Zidonians, and had no dispute with any man. 
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And they came to their brethren to Zorah and Eshtaol ; s 
and their brethren said to them, “ What have ye to say?” 
And they said, ‘ Arise, and let us go up against them; for 9 
we have seen the land, and, behold, it is very good: and are 
ye still? Be not slothful to go, to enter to possess the 
land. When ye go, ye will come to a people secure, and to 10 
a large land ; for God hath given it into your hands; a place 
where there is no want of any thing that is in the earth.” 
And there went thence of the family of the Danites, out of 1 
Zorah and out of Eshtaol, six hundred men furnished with 
weapons of war. And they went up, and encamped in Kir- 12 
jath-jearim, in Judah; wherefore they called that place Ma- 
hanch-Dan [Tue Came or Dan], to this day: lo, it is 
behind Kirjath-jearim. And they passed thenee to mount 13 
Ephraim, and came to the house of Micah. Then the five 14 
men that went to spy out the country of Laish began to 
speak, and said to their brethren, “Do ye know that there 
is in these houses an ephod, and teraphim, and a graven 
image, and a molten image? Now, therefore, consider what 
ye have to do.” And they turned thither, and came to the 15 
house of the young man the Levite, to the house of Micah, 
and saluted him. And the six hundred men furnished with 16 
their weapons of war, who were of the children of Dan, 
stood by the entrance of the gate. And the five men that 17 
went to spy out the land went up, and came in thither, and 
took the graven image, and the ephod, and the teraphim, and 
the molten image; and the priest stood at the entrance of the 
gate, with the six hundred men that were appomted with 
weapons of war. And these went into Micah’s house, and is 
fetched the graven image, the ephod, and teraphim, and the 
molten image. Then said the pricst unto them, “ What are 
ye doing?” And they said to him, “Be silent; lay thy 
hand upon thy mouth, and go with us, and be to us a father 
and a priest : is it better for thee to be a priest to the house 
of one man,or to he a priest to a tribe and a family in 
Isracl?”? And the priest’s heart was glad ; and he took the 20 
ephod, and the teraphim, and the graven image, and went in 
the midst of the people. So they turned and departed, and 21 
put the little ones, and the cattle, and the carnage, before 
them. ‘They had gone a good way from the house of Mieah, 22 
when the men that were in the houses near to Micah’s house 
were called together, and overtook the ehildren of Dan. 
And they ericd to the children of Dan; and they turned 23

their faces, and said to Micah, “ What azleth thee, that ye 
24 have been called together??? And he said, “ Ye have taken 
away my gods which I made, and the priest, and ye are gone 
away ; and what have I more? and what is this that ye say 
25 to me, ‘What aieth thee?’” And the children of Dan 
sud to him, “ Let not thy voice be heard among us, lest 
men bitter m spirit run upon thee, and thy life be taken 
96 away, with the lives of thy household.” So the children 
of Dan went their way; and when Micah saw that they 
were too strong for him, he turned, and went back to his 
27 house. And they took what Micah had made, and the priest 
whom he had, and came to Laish, to a people quiet and se- 
cure: and they smote them with the edge of the sword, and 
23 burnt the city with fire. And there was no deliverer, because 
it was far from Zidon, and they had no dispute with any 
man ; and it was in the valley that is by Beth-rchob. And 
29 they built a city, and dwelt there. And they called the 
name of the city Dan, after the name of Dan their father, 
who was born to Israel: but the name of the city was Laish 
30 at the first. And the children of Dan set up the graven 
image ; and Jonathan the son of Gershom, the son of Moses, 
he and his sons were priests to the tribe of Dan until the 
31 day of the captivity of the land. And they set them up 
Micah’s graven image, which he made, all the time that the 


house of God was in Shiloh. 


1 CHAP, XIX.—<And in those days, when there was no 
king in Israel, there was a certain Levite sojourning on the 
side of mount Ephraim, who took to himself a concubine 

2out of Beth-lehem-judah. And his concubine played the 
harlot against him, and went away from him to her father’s 
house to Beth-lehem-judah, and was there four whole 

3 months. And her husband arose, and went after lier, to 
speak kindly to her, and to bring her again, having his scr. 
vant with him, and a couple of asses; and she brought him 
into her father’s house ; and when the father of the damsel 

4 saw him, he rejoiced to meet him. And his father-in-law, 
the damscl’s father, retamed him; and he abode with him 
three days: so they did cat and drink, and lodged there. 

5 And on the fourth day, when they arose early in the morning, 
he rose up to depart ; and the damscl’s father said to his son- 
in-law, “Comfort thy heart with a morsel of bread, and 

6 afterward go your way.” And they sat down, and ate and 
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drank both of them together: for the damsel’s father had 
said to the man, “Be content, I pray thee, and tarry all 
mght, and let thy heart be merry.” And when the man 
rose up to depart, his father-in-law urged him; therefore he 
lodged there again. And he arose carly in the morning on 
the fifth day to depart ; and the damsel’s father said, ‘‘ Com- 
fort thy heart, I pray thee.’ And they tarried until after 
noon, and they ate both of them. And when the man rose 
up to depart, he and his concubine and his servant, his 
father-in-law, the damscl’s father, said to him, “Lo now, the 
day draweth toward evening; I pray you tarry all night: 
behold, the day growcth to an end; lodge here, that thy 
heart may be merry; and to-morrow be carly on your way, 
that thou mayest go home.” But the man would not tarry 
that night, but rose up and departed, and came over against 
Jebus (which is Jerusalem): and there were with him two 
asses saddled ; his concubine also was with him. And when 
they were by Jebus, the day was far spent ; and the servant 
said to his master, “Come, I pray thee, and Ict us turn into 
this city of the Jebusites, and lodge in it.” And his master 
said to him, “ We will not tun aside hither into the city of 
an alien, that is not of the children of Israel; we will pass 
over to Gibeah.””? And he said to his servant, ‘ Come, and 
Ict us draw near to one of these places to lodge all night, in 
Gibeah, or in Ramah.” And they passed on and went their 
way; and the sun went down upon them when they were by 
Gibeah, which belongeth to Benjamin. And they turned 
aside thither, to go in and to lodge in Gibeah ; and when he 
went in, he sat down mm a strect of the city ; for no man took 
them into his house to lodge. And, lo, there came an old 
man from his work out of the field at even, who was also of 
mount Ephraim; and he sojourned in Gibeah: but the men 
of the place were Benjaminites. And when he raised his 
eyes, he saw a way-farmg man in the street of the city: and 
the old man said, ‘“ Whither goest thou? and whence comest 
thou?” And he said to him, “ We are passing from Beth- 
Ichem-judah toward the side of mount Ephraim ; thence am 
I: and I went to Beth-lehem-judah, but I am now going to 
the house of Jehovah ; and there is no man that receiveth me 
to his house. Yet there is both straw and provender for our 
asses ; and there is bread and wine also for me, and for thy 
handmaid, and for the young man who is with thy servant: 
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« Peace be with thee: howsoever, let all thy wants be upon 
me; only lodge not in the street.” So he brought him into 
his house, and gave provender to the asses; and they 
2 washed their feet, and ate and drank. = They were making 
their hearts merry, when lo, men of the city, sons of 
Belial, surrounded the house, beat at the door, and spake 
to the master of the house, the old man, saying, “ Bring 
forth the man that came into thy house, that we may know 
3 him.” <And the man, the master of the house, went out to 
them, and said to them, ‘‘ Nay, my brethren, I pray you, do 
not so wickedly; scemg that this man is come into my house, 


— 


+ do not this folly. Lo, here 1s my daughter, a maiden, and 


his coneubine ; them I will bring out now, and humble ye 
them, and do with them what seemeth good to you; but to 
5 this man do not so vile a thing.” But the men would not 
hearken to him: so the man took his concubine, and brought 
her forth to them ; and they knew her, and abused her all 
the night until the morning: and when the day began to 
6 dawn, they let her go. Then came the woman, at the dawn 
of day, and fell down at the door of the man’s house where 
7 her husband was, till it was light. And her husband rose 
up in the morning, and opened the doors of the house, and 
went out to go his way; and, lo, the woman his concubine 
was fallen down at the door of the house, and her hands were 
s upon the threshold. And he said to her, “ Rise, and let us 
be going:” but she answered not. ‘Then the man took and 
put her upon an ass, and the man rose up, and went to his 
9 own place. And when he was come into his house, he took 
a knife, and laid hold on his coneubine, and divided her, 
together with her bones, into twelve pieces, and sent her into 
o all the borders of Isracl. And all who saw it said, “No 
such decd hath been done or seen from the day that the 
children of Israel came up out of the land of Egypt unto 
this day: consider of it, take advice, and speak your minds.”’ 


1 CHAP. XX.—Then all the children of Israel went out, 
and the congregation was gathered together as one man, 
from Dan even to Beer-sheba, with the land of Gilead, unto 

2 Jchovah in Mizpch. And the chief of all the people, of all 
the tribes of Israel, presented themselves in the assembly of 
the people of God, four hundred thousand footmen that drew 

3 the sword. And the children of Benjamin heard that the 
children of Israel were gone up to Mizpeh, Then said the 
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children of Israel, ‘Tell us, how was this wickedness ?”? 
And the Levite, the husband of the woman who was slain, 
“answered and said, “TI came into Gibeah that belongeth to 
Benjamin, [ and my concubine, to lodge: And the men of 
Gibeah rose against me, and surrounded the house upon 
me by night, and thought to kill me; and my concubine 
have they foreed, that she is dead. And I took my eon- 
cubine, and eut her in pieces, and sent her throughout all 
the country of the inheritanee of Israel: for they have com- 
mitted lewdness and folly in Israel. Behold, ye are all chil- 
dren of Israel; give here your advice and counsel.” And 
all the people arose as one man, saying, “ We will not any 
of us go to his tent, neither will we any of us turn into his 
house; but now, this shall be the thing which we will do to 
Gibeah, we will go up by lot against it; and we will take 
ten men of a hundred throughout all the tribes of Isracl, 
and a hundred of a thousand, and a thonsand of ten 
thousand, to fetch vietual for the people, that they may do, 
when they come to Gibeah of Benjamin, according to all the 
folly that they have wrought in Israel.’ So all the men of 
Isracl were gathered against the city, knit together as one 
man. And all the tribes of Israel sent men through all 
the tribe of Benjamin, saying, “ What wickedness is this 
that 1s done among you? Now therefore deliver up the 
men, sons of Belial, who are in Gibeah, that we may put 
them to death, and put away evil from Israel.” But the 
children of Benjamin would not hearken to the voiee of their 
brethren the children of Israel; but the children of Ben- 
jamin gathered themselves together out of the citics unto 
Gibeah, to go out to battle against the children of Israel. 
And the ehildren of Benjamin were numbered at that time, 
out of the eities, twenty-six thousand men that drew the 
sword, beside the inhabitants of Gibeah, who were numbered 
seven hundred chosen men. Among all this people there 
were seven hundred chosen men left-handed; every one 
eould shng stones at a hair, and not miss. And the men of 
Israel, beside Benjamin, were numbered four hundred thou- 
sand men that drew the sword: all these were men of war. 
And the children of Israel arose, and went up to the house 
of God, and asked counsel of God, and said, “ Which of us shall 
go up first to the battle against the children of Benjamin ?” 
And Jehovah said, “Judah shall go up first.” And the ehil- 
dren of Israel rose up in the morning, and encamped agaiust 
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20 Gibeah. And the men of Israel went out to battle against 

Benjamin ; and the men of Israel put themselves in array to 
ai fight against them at Gibeah. And the children of Benja- 
min eame forth out of Gibeah, and destroyed down to the 
ground of the Israclites that day, twenty-two thousand 
men. And the people, the men of Israel, encouraged theim- 
selves, and set their battle again in array, m the place where 
they put themselves in array the first day. (And the chil- 
dven of Israel had gone up, and wept before Jehovah until the 
evening, and had asked counsel of Jehovah, saying, “Shall 
I go up again to battle against the ehildren of Benjamin 
my brother?” And Jehovah said, “Go up against him.’’) 
94 And the children of Israel eame near against the children 
25 of Benjamin the second day. And Benjamin went forth 

against them out of Gibeah the second day, and destroyed 

down to the ground, of the children of Israel again, eighteen 
206 thousand men; all these drew the sword. Then all the 

children of Israel, and all the people, went up, and came 

unto the house of God, and wept, and sat there before Je- 

hovah, and fasted that day until the evening, and offered 
97 burnt-offerings and peace-offerings before Jehovah. And 

the children of Israel inquired of Jehovah (for the ark of 
23 the covenant of God was there in those days; and Phinehas, 
the son of Eleazar, the son of Aaron, stood before it in those 
days), saying, “Shall I yet again go out to battle against 
the children of Benjamin my brother, or shall I cease ?” 
And Jehovah said, “Go up; for to-morrow I will deliver 
them into thy hand.’ And the Israelites set liers m wait 
round about Gibeah. And the children of Isracl went up 
against the children of Benjamin on the third day, and put 
themselves in array against Gibeah, as at other times. And 
the children of Benjamin went ont against the people, and 
- were drawn away from the city ; and they began to smite of 
the people and kall, as at other times, in the highways (of 
which one gocth up to the house of God, and the other to 
Gibeah in the field), about thirty men of Israel. And the 
children of Benjainin said, “ They are smitten down before 
us, as at the first.’ But the children of Israel said, “ Let 
us flee, and draw them from the city, into the Inghways.” 
And all the men of Israel rose up out of their place, and 
put themselves im array at Baal-tamar; and the liers in wait 
of Israel came forth out of their plaee, even out of the open 
34 ficlds of Gibeah, And there eame against Gibeah ten thou- 
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sand chosen men out of all Israel, and the battle was sore ; 
but they knew not that evil was near them. And Jehovah 
smote Benjamin before Israel; and the children of Israel 
destroyed of the Benjaininites that day twenty-five thousand 
one hundred inen: all these drew the sword. So the chil- 
dren of Benjamin saw that they were smitten ; for the men 
of Isracl gave way before the Benjaminites, because they 
trusted to the liers in wait whom they had set beside Gibeah. 
And the hers in wait hasted, and rushed upon Gibeah ; and 
the hers in wait spread themselves along, and smote all the 
city with the edge of the sword. Now there was an ap- 
pointed signal between the men of Israel and the liers in 
wait, that they should make a great flame with smoke rise 
up out of the city. So when the men of Isracl retreated in 
the battle, the Benjaminites began to smite and kill of the 
men of Israel about thirty persons; for they said, “ Surely 
they are smitten down before us, as in the first battle.’ But 
when the flame began to arise up out of the city with a pillar 
of smoke, the Benjaminitcs looked behind them, and, behold, 
the flame of the city ascended up to the heavens. And 
when the men of Israel turned again, the men of Benjamin 
were amazed: for they saw that evil was come upon them. 
Therefore they turned before the men of Israel unto the way 
of the desert; but the battle overtook them; and those who 
came out of the cities they destroyed im the midst of it. 


They inelosed the Benjaminites round about; they chased 4: 


them from their resting-place ; they trode them down till 
over against Gibeah toward the sun-rising. And there fell 
of Benjamin eighteen thousand men: all these were men of 
valour. And they turned and fled toward the desert unto 
the rock of Rimmon; and they gleaned of them in the 
highways five thousand men; and pursued hard after them 
unto Gidom, and slew two thousand men of them. So that 
all who fell that day of Benjamin were twenty-five thousand 
men that drew the sword: all these were men of valour. 
But six hundred men turned, and fled to the desert unto 
the rock Rimmon, and abode in the rock Rimmon four 
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months. And the men of Israel turned again upon the 4s 


children of Benjamin, and smote them with the edge of the 
sword, men and beast of every city, and all that was found : 
also they sct on fire all the cities to which they came. 


CHAP, XXI.—Now the men of Isracl had sworn in

Mizpeh, saying, There shall not any of us give his daugliter 
2 unto a Benjaminite to wife. And the people came to the 
house of God, and abode there till evening before God, and 
3 lifted up their voices, and wept greatly; and said, ‘O 
Jehovah, God of Isracl, why is this come to pass in Isracl, 
that there should be to-day one tribe wanting in Israel ?” 
+ And on the morrow, the people rose early, and built there an 
5 altar, and offered hnent-offerings and peaec-offerings. And 
the children of Israel Sand. °¢ Who is there among all the 
tribes of Israel that came not up with the assembly wto 
Jehovah ¢” for they had made a great oath concerning him 
that came not up to Jehovah to Mizpeh, s saying, “ He shall 
6 surely be put to death.’ And the children of Isracl re- 
pented them coneerning Benjamin their brother, and said, 
“There is one tribe cut off from Isracl this day. ]Low shall 
we do for wives for those that remaim, sccing we have sworn 
by Jehovah, that we will not give them of our daughters for 
s wives??? <And they said, “ What one is ¢here of the tribes 
of Israel that came not up to Mizpch to Jehovah??? And 
lo, there eame none to the eamp from Jabesh-gilead to the 
g assembly. For the people were numbered, and, lo, ¢here were 
io none of the inhabitants of Jabesh-gilead there. And the 
congregation sent thither twelve thousand of the most 
valiant men, and commanded them, saying, “Go and simite 
the inhabitants of Jabesh- olead with the edge of the sword, 
11 with the women and the ehildren. And this is the thine 
that ye shall do, ye shall utterly destroy every male, and 
12 every woman that hath lain by man.’ And they found 
among the inhabitants of Jabesh-gilead four hundred young 
virgins, who had known no man “by lying with any male ; 
and they brought them to the camp to Shiloh, which is in 
the Jandof Canaan. Then the whole congregation sent some 
to speak to the children of Benjamin who were in the rock 
i4 of Rimmon, and to eall peaceably unto them. And the 
Benjaminites returned at that time; and they gave them 
wives which they had saved alive of ‘the women of Jabesh- 
15 guead: and yet so they sufficed them not. And the people 
repented them concerning the Benjaminites because Jehovah 
1s had made a breach in the tribes of Isracl. Then the 
elders of the congregation said, “ Mow shall we do for wives 
for those that remain, seeing the women are destroyed out of 
Benjamin?” And they said, “There must be an inheritanec 
17 for those who have eseaped of the Benjaminites, that a tribe 
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be not destroyed out of Israel. But we may not give them 
wives of our daughters; for the children of Israel have 
sworn, saying, ‘Cursed be he that giveth a wife to a Ben- 
jaminite.’ ” Then they said, “ Lo, there is a yearly feast of 
Jehovah in Shiloh, whieh zs on the north side of Beth-el, on 
the east side of the highway that goeth up from Beth- el to 
Shechem, and on the south of Lebonah.” Therefore they 
advised the children of Benjamin, saying, “Go and lie in 
wait in the vineyards ; and sce, and, lo, if the daughters of 
Slnloh come out to dance in dances, ‘then come ye ont of the 
vineyards, and catch you every man his wife of the daughters 
of Shiloh, and go to the land of Benjamin. And “when 
their father's or their brethren come unto us to coinplain, we 
will say to them, ‘ Be favourable to them for our sakes ; be- 
cause we reserved not to cach man his wife mn the war; for 
ye did not give wives to them; in which case ye would have 
been guilty.” ”? And the children of Benjamin did so, and took 
ror themselves wives according to their number, of those that 
danced, whom they caught ; and they went and returned to 
their inheritance, and repaired the cities, and dwelt in them 
And the children of Jsracl departed thence at that time, 
every man to his tribe, and to Ins family ; and they went out 
thence every man to his inheritance. 

In those days there was no kmg in Israel: every man 
did what was nght in his own eyes. 
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1 CHAP. I.—Now in the days when the Judges ruled, 
there was a famine in the land. And a certain man of 
Beth-Ichem of Judah went to sojourn in the eountry of 

2 Moab, he, and his wife, and his two sons. And the name 
of the man was Klimeleech, and the name of his wife Naomi, 
and the name of lus two sons Mahlon and Chilion, Ephra- 
thites of Beth-lehem of Judah. And they went into ‘the 

3 eountry of Moab, and eontinued there. And Elineleeh, 
Naom’s husband, died; and she was left with her two sons. 

4 And they took for themselves wives of the women of Moab ; 

the name of the one was Orphah, and the name of the 

other Ruth. And when they had dwelled there about ten 
years, Mahlon and Chilion died also, even both of them; and 
the woman was bereaved of her two sons and her husband. 

6 Then she arose, with her daughters-in-law, that she might 
return from the country of Moab; for she had heard in the 
country of Moab that Jchovah had visited his people by 
7 giving them bread. So she went from the plaee where she 
was, and her two daughters-in-law with her ; and they went 
s on the way to return into the land of Judah. And Naomi 
said to her two daughters-m-law, “Go, return cach of you 
to her mother’s house: may Jehovah deal kindly with you, 
gas ye have dealt with the dead, and with me. Jehovah 
grant that ye may find rest, each of you in the house of her 
husband.” Then she kissed them; and they lifted up their 

10 voice, and wept. And they said to her, “Surely we will re- 

11 turn with thee unto thy people.” And Naomi said, “ Re- 
turn, ny daughters, why will ye go with me? Are there 
yet any sons in my womb, who might be your husbands ? 

12 Return, my daughters, go your way; for I am too old to 
have a husband. If [ should say, I have hope; should I 
have a husband even this night, and should [also bear sons; 
3 would ye wait for them until they were grown? would ye 
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stay for them from having husbands ? Nay, my daughters ; 
for it grieveth me much, for your sakes, that the hand of 
Jehovah is gone out against me.” And they lifted up their i 
voice, and wept again. And Orphah kissed her mother-in- 
law; but Ruth clave to her. And she said, “ Behold, thy 15 
sister-in-law has returicd to her people, and to her gods; 
return thou after thy sister-in-law.” And Ruth said, 16 
“Entreat me not to leave thee, by returning from follow- 
ing thee; for whither thou goest, I will go, and where 
thou lodgest, I will lodge; thy people shall be my people, 
and thy God my God. Where thou diest will I die, 17 
and there will I be buried. May Jehovah do so to me, 
and more also, 7f aught but death part thee and me!” 
When she saw that she was firmly resolved to go with her, 18 
she ceased to speak to her. So they two went until they 19 
came to Beth-lehem. And when they were come to Beth- 
lehem, all the city was moved about them, and said, “Is 
this Naomi?” And she said to them, “ Call me not Naomi 20 
[PLEAsSANTNEsSS]|, call me Mara [Birrerness]; for the 
Almighty hath dealt very bitterly with me. I went out full, 2 
and Jehovah hath brought me home again empty. Why 
then call ye me Naomi, since Jehovah hath testified against 
me, and the Almghty hath afflicted me?” 

Thus Naomi returned, and Ruth the Moabitess, her 22 
daughter-in-law, returned with her out of the country of 
Moab; and they came to Beth-lehem m the beginning of 
the barley-harvest. 


CHAP. II].—Now Naomn had a kinsman of her hus- 1 
band’s, a man of great wealth, of the family of Ehmelech ; 
and his name was Boaz. And Ruth the Moabitess said to 2 
Naomi, “ Let me now go to the field, and glean cars of corn 
after him in whose sight I shall find favour.’ And she 
said to her, “Go, my daughter.” And she went, and came, 3 
and gleaned in the ficld after the reapers; and it chaneed 
that she hghted on a part of the field which belonged to 
Boaz, who was of the family of Elimelech. And, behold, 4 
Boaz came from Beth-lehem, and said to the reapers, “ May 
Jehovah be with you!” And they answered him, “ May 
Jehovah bless thee!” Then said Boaz to his servant who 5 
was set over the reapers, ‘Whose damsel is that?”? And 6 
the servant who was sct over the rcapers answered and said, 
“Tt is the Moabitish damsel that returned with Naom out 
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7 of the countyy of Moab: and she said, ‘1 pray thee, let 
ine glean and gather among the sheaves after the reapers :’ 
so she came, and hath continued even from the morning 
until now, she hath tarred but little in the house.” Then 
said Boaz to Ruth, “ Hearest thou not, my daughter? Go 
not to glean in another field, neither go hence, but abide 
here near ny maidens. Keep thine eyes on the field that 
they are reaping, and go thou after them. Have I not 
charged the young men that they shall not touch thee? 
and when thou art thirsty, go to the vessels, and drink of 
what the young men have drawn.”? Then she fell on her 
face, and bowed herself to the ground, and said to him, 
“Why have I found favour in thine eyes, that thon should- 
est take knowledge of me, and I an alien?” And Boaz 
answered and said to her, “All that thou hast done to thy 
mother-in-law since the death of thy husband, hath been 
fully told to me: and how thou hast left thy father and thy 
mother, and the land of thy nativity, and art come unto a 
people which thou knewest not before. May Jehovah re- 
compensce thy deeds, and may a full reward be given to thee 
by Jehovah God of Israel, under whose wings thou art come 
13 to trust.” Then she said, “ Let me find favour in thy sight, 
my lord, for thou hast comforted me, and hast spoken 
friendly to thy handmaid, though I be not like one of thy 
i4 handmaids.” And Boaz said to her, “ At meal-time come 
thou hither, and eat of the bread, and dip thy morsel in the 
vinegar.” So she sat down beside the reapers: and he reached 
her parched corn, and she did eat, and was satisfied and left. 
15 And when she was risen up to glean, Boaz commanded his 
young nicn, saying, “ Let her glean even among the sheaves, 
16 and reproach her not ; and let fall also some of the handfuls 
on purpose for her, and leave them, that she may glean them ; 
17 and rebuke hernot.”” So she gleaned in the field until evening, 
and she beat out what she had gleaned ; and it was about an 
is ephah of barley. And she took it up, and went into the city ; 
and her mother-in-law saw what she had gleaned; and she 
brought forth, and gave to her that which she had reserved 
ig after she was satisfied. And her mother-m-law said to her, 
“ Where hast thou gleaned to-day ? and where wroughtest 
thou ?, Blessed be he that did take knowledge of thee!” And 
she shewed her mother-in-law with whom she had wrought, 
and said, “The man’s name with whom I wrought to-day is 
20 Boaz.”?’ And Naomi said to her daughter-in-law, “ Blessed 
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of Jehovah may he be who hath not left off ys kindness to 
the hving and to the dead.” Aud Naomi said to her, “The 
man is near of kin to us, one of our next kinsmen.” And 2% 
Ruth the Moabitess said, ‘‘ Ile said to me also, ‘ Thon must 
keep near my servants until they have ended all my har- 
vest.” And Naomi sad to Ruth her danghter-in-law, “ Jé 22 
ws good, my daughter, that thou go out with Ins maidens, 
that they eome not upon thee im any other field.” So she 23 
kept near the maidens of Boaz to glean, to the end of barley- 
harvest, and of wheat-harvest ; “but she dwélt with her 
mother-in- law. 


CHAP. II.—Then Naonn her mother-m-law said to her, 
“My daughter, shall I not seck rest for thee, that it may be 
well with thee? And now is not Boaz of our kindred, with 2 
whose maidens thou wast ? Lo, he wmnoweth barley in the 
threshing-tloor, to-night. Wash thyself, therefore, and 3 
anoint thee, and put thy raiment upon ‘thee, and go down to 
the threshing-floor : make not thysclf known to the man, 
until he shall have done eating and drnkmg. And elite 4 
he heth down, thou shalt mark ‘the place where he shall he, 
and thou shalt ¢o in, and uncover his feet, and he down; 
and he will tell thee what thou shalt do.” ‘And she said to 5 
her, “ All that thou sayest to me I will do.” . 

and she went down unto the threshing-floor, and did ac- 6. 
cording to all that her mother-in-law bade her. And when 7 
Boaz had eaten and dr unk, and his heart was joyful, he went to 
he down at the end of the heap of corn; and she came softly, 
and uncovered his feet, and laydown. And at midmght the s 
man was afraid, and turned himself; and, lo, a woman was 
lying at his feet. And he said, “ Who art thon % ??? And 9 
she answered, “I am Ruth thy handmaid ; spread therefore 
thy skirt over thy handmaid ; ‘for thou art a near kinsman.” 
And he said, “ Blessed be thou of Jehor ah, my daughter; 
thou hast shewed more kindness im the latter end than in 
the beginning, masmuch as thou followedst not young men, 
whether poor or rieh, And now, my daughter, fear not; Iu 
will do for thee all that thou requirest ; for all the eity of 
my people knoweth that thou art a virtuous woman. And 12 
now, although it is true that [am a near kinsman, yet there 
is a kimsman nearer than I. Remam this mght, and m the 
morning, if he will perform to thee the part of a kinsman, 
well; let him do the kismann’s part; bpt if he will not do 
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the part of a kimsman to thee, then will 1 do the part of a 
kinsman to thee, as Jchovah liveth: le down until the 
morning.” And she lay at Ins fect until the morning ; and 
she rose up before a man could know Ins naghbour. And 
he said, ‘‘ Let it not be known that a woman eame into the 
threshing-floor.’” Also he said, “ Bring the veil that is upon 
thee, and hold it.) And when she held it, he measured six 
measures of barley, and he placed it upon her; and she 
went mto the city. And when she came to her mother-in- 
law, she said, “ Who art thou, my daughter?” And she 
told her all that the man had done to her. And she said, 
“These six measures of barley gave he to ime; for he said 
to me, ‘Go not empty-handed to thy mother-in-law? ” 
Then said she, “Sit still, my daughter, until thou know 
how the matter will tum out; for the man will not rest 
until he have finished the matter this day.” 


CHAP. 1V.—Then went Boaz up to the city gate, and sat 
down there: and, lo, the kmsman, of whom Boaz had 
spoken, eame by; to whom he said, “ I1o, such-a-one! turn 
aside, sit down here.” And he turned aside, and sat down. 
And he took ten men of the elders of the city, and said, 
« Sit ye down here.” And they sat down. And he said to 
the kinsman, “ Naom, who hath returned from the country 
of Moab, sold a picee of land, which belonged to our brother 
Elimelech : and 1 thought fit to make this known to thee, 
saying, ‘ Buy it before the inhabitants, and before the elders 
of my people” If thon wilt redeem zt, redeem zt; but if 
thou wilt not redeem z¢, ¢éhen tell me, that I may know: for 
there is none to redeem 7 besides thee; and I am after 
thee.’ And he said, “1 will redeem 7¢.” Then said Boaz, 
“When thou buyest the field from the hand of Naomi, thou 
must buy also Ruth the Moabitess, the wife of the dead, to 


5 raise up the name of the dead upon his inheritanee.”’ ‘Then 


the kinsman said, “I cannot redcem it for myself, lest I 
injure my own mberitanee: redeem thou my right to thy- 
self; for I cannot redeem if.’ (Now this was the custome m 
former time in Israel, in redeeming and im exchanging, to 
eonfirm all things : a man pulled off his shoe, and gave it to 


s his neighbour; and this was a testimony in Isracl.) There- 


fore the kinsman said to Boaz, “ Buy it for thyself,” and he 


9 pulled off his shoe. And Boaz said to the elders, and to all the 


people, ‘ Ye are witnesses this day that I have bought all 
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that was Elimelech’s, and all that was Chilon’s and Mah- 
lon’s, from the hand of Naomi. Ruth also the Moabitess, 
the wife of Mahlon, have I bought to be my wife, to raise 
up the name of the dead upon his inheritanee, that the 
name of the dead be not eut off from among his brethren, 
and from the gate of his plaee: ye are witnesses this day.” 
And all the people that were in the gate, and the elders, said, 
‘“JVe are witnesses. May Jehovah make the woman who 
cometh into thy house hke Rachel and like Leah, which two 
did build the house of Israel ; and mayest thou get wealth in 
Ephratah, and be famous in Beth-lehem ; and may thy house 
be like the house of Pharez (whom Tamar bare to Judah), 
of the seed which Jehovah shall give thee of this young 
woman.” So Boaz took Ruth, and she was his wife; and 
when he went m unto her, Jehovah gave her conception, and 
she bare a son. And the women said to Naomi, “ Blessed 
be Jehovah who hath not left thee this day without a kins- 
man, and his name shall be famous in Israel. And he shall 
be to thee a restorer of thy hfe, and a nourisher of thy old 
age: for thy daughter-in-law who loveth thee, who is better 
to thee than seven sons, hath borne lim a child’? And 
Naomi took the ehild, and laid it in her bosom, and beeame 
nurse to it. And the women her neighbours gave it a name, 
saying, “There is a son born to Naomi ;” and they called his 
name Obed: he was the father of Jesse,the father of David. 
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Now these are the descendants of Pharez: Pharez begat 18 


Hezron, and Hezron begat Ram, and Ram begat Ammuinadab, 19 
and Amminadab begat Nahshon, and Nahshon begat Salmon, 20 
and Salmon begat Boaz, and Boaz begat Obed, and Obed 22 
begat Jesse, and Jesse begat David. 


END OF FIRST VOLUME. 
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THE FIRST BOOK OF SAMUEL. 


1 CHAP. I.—Now there was a certain man of Ramathaim- 
zophim, of mount Ephraim, and his name was Elkanah, the 
son of Jeroham, the son of Ehhu, the son or Tohu, the son 
of Zuph, an Ephrathite: and he had two wives; the name 
of the one was Hannah, and the name of the other Pe- 
ninnah: and Peninnah had children, but Hannah had no 
children. 

3 And this man went up out of his eity yearly to worship 
and to sacrifice unto Jehovah of hosts in Shiloh. And the 
two sons of Eh, Hophni and Phinehas, the priests of Je- 

4 hovah, were there. And on the day when Elkanah saerificed, 
he gave to Peninah his wife, and to all her sons and her 

5 daughters, portions: but unto [Jannah he gave a double 
portion; for he loved Hannah; but Jehovah had shut up her 

6womb. And her adversary also provoked her greatly, so as 
to make her fret, because Jehovah had shut up her womb. 

7 And as he did so year by year, as often as she went up to 
the house of Jehovah, so she provoked her; therefore she 

s wept, and did not eat. Then said Elkanah her husband to 
her, “ Mannah, Why weepest thou? and why eatest thou 
not ? and why is thy heart troubled? am not I better to thee 
than ten sons ?” 

9 So Hannah rose up after they had eaten in Shiloh, and 
after they had drunk. Now Kh the priest sat upon a scat 

10 by a door-post of the temple of Jchovah. And she was 
erieved in soul, and prayed unto Jehovah, and wept much. 

11 And she vowed a vow, and said, O Jehovah of hosts, if thou 
wilt indeed look on the affliction of thy handmaid, and re- 
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member me, and not forget thy handmaid, but will give 
unto thy handmaid a man-child, then I will give him unto 
Jehovah all the days of his life, and there shall no razor 
come upon his head.” 

And it came to pass, as she often prayed before Jehovah, 
that Kh observed her mouth. Now Hannah, she spake in 
her heart; only her lips moved, but her voice was not heard: 
therefore Eh thought she had been drunken, And Eli said 
unto her, “ How long wilt thou be drunken ? put away thy 
wine from thee”’ And Hannah answered and said, “ No, 
my lord, I am a woman of a sorrowful spint; I have drunk 
neither wine nor strong drink, but have poured out my soul 
before Jchovyah. Count not thy handmaid for a daughter 
of Belial; for out of the greatness of my sorrow and my 
grief have I spoken hitherto.” Then El: answered and said, 
“Go in peacc; and the God of Israel grant thee thy peti- 
tion which thou hast asked of him.” And she said, “ Let 
thy handmaid find favour in thy sight.’ So the woman 
went her way, and did eat, and her countenance was no 
more sad. 

And they rose up in the morning early, and worshipped 
before Jehovah, and returned, and came to their house to 
Ramah; and Elkanah knew Hannah his wife; and Jchovah 
remembered her. Wherefore it came to pass, when the time 
was come about after Tannah had conceived, that she bare a 
son, and called his name Samuel [Hranrp or Gop], saying, 
“ Beeause I have asked him of Jehovah.” 

And the man Elkanah, and all his house, went up to offer 
unto Jchovah the yearly sacrifice, and his vow. But Han- 
nah went not up; for she said unto her husband, “J well not 
go up until the child be weaned, and then I will bring him, 
that he may appear before Jehovah, and there remain for 
ever.’ And Elkanah her husband said unto her, “ Do what 
seemcth to thee good; remain until thon have weaned him ; 
only Jehovah establish his word.” So the woman remained, 
and gave her son suck until she weaned him. 

And when she had weaned him, she took him up with her, 
with a bullock of three years old, and one ephah of flour, 
and a skin of wine, and brought him unto the house of Je- 
hoyah in Shiloh: and the ehild was young. And they slew 
the bulloek, and brought the child to Eli. And she said, 
“O my lord, as thy soul liveth, my lord, Iam the woman 
that stood by thee here, to pray unto Jchovah. For this 
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eluld I prayed; and Jchovah hath given me my petition 

2s which I asked of him; therefore also I have given him up 
to Jehovah ; as long as he liveth he shall be given up to Je- 
hovah.” And they worshipped Jehovah there. 


1 CHAP. IT,—And Hannah prayed, and said, 
“My heart rejoiceth in Jehovah, 
My horn is exalted in Jehovah ; 
My mouth is enlarged over mine enemies ; 
Because [ rejoice in thy salvation. 
2 There is none holy as Jehovah ; 
For there is none beside thee ; 
And no rock like our God. 
: Talk no more so exeecding proudly ; 
Nor let arrogance come out of your mouth ; 
For Jehovah is a God of knowledge, 
And by him actions are weighed. 


4 The bows of mighty men are broken, 
And they that stumbled are girded with strength. 
5 They that were full have hired out themselves for bread ; 


And they that were hungry have ceased ; 
So that the barren hath borne seven ; 
And she that hath many children is grown feeble. 


6 Jehovah killeth and maketh alive ; 

He brmgeth down to the grave, and bringeth up. 
7 Jchovah maketh poor, and maketh rich ; 

He bringeth low, and lifteth up. 
8 He raiseth up the feeble out of the dust, 


He lifteth up the needy from the dunghill, 
To set them among princes, 
And to make them inherit a seat of glory ; 
For the pillars of the earth are Jehovah’s, 
And he hath set the world upon them. 
9 fe will keep the feet of his saints, 
And the wieked shall be silent in darkness ; 
For not by strength shall man prevail. 
10 The adversaries of Jehovah shall be broken to picees ; 
In heaven shall he thunder upon them ; 
Jchovah shall judge the ends of the earth ; 
And he shall give strength to lis king, 
And exalt the horn of his anointed.” 
1 And Elkanah went to Ramah to his house. And the child 
did minister unto Jehovah before Eli the priest. 


_— 
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Now the sons of Eli were sons of Belial; they regarded 
not Jehovah. And the priests’? custom with the people was, 
that, when any man offered sacrifice, the priest’s servant 
eame, while the flesh was boiling, with a fleshhook of three 
teeth in his hand; and he struck it into the pan, or kettle, 
or ealdron, or pot; all that the fleshhook brought up the 
pricst took for himself. So they did in Shiloh unto all the 
Israelites that came thither. Also before they burnt the fat, 
the priest’s servant came, and said to the man that sacrificed, 
‘Give flesh to roast for the priest; for he will not have 
boiled flesh of thee, but raw.’ And 7f the man said unto 
him, “They will burn the fat presently, then take as thy 
soul desireth ;’ then he would answer lim, ‘“ Nay; but 
thou shalt give it now; and if not, I will take 1% by force.” 
Wherefore the sin of the young men was very great before 
Jehovah ; for men abhorred the offering of Jehovah. 

But Samuel ministered before Jehovah, bemg a child, 
eirded with a linen ephod. Moreover his mother made him 
a little robe, and brought it to him from year to year, when 
she came up with her husband to offer the yearly sacrifice. 
And Eh blessed Elkanah and his wife, and said, “ Jehovah 
give thee offspring of this woman instead of that which she 
asked for, which is given up to Jehovan.” And they went 
unto their own home. And Jehovah visited Hannah, so 
that she eoneeived, and bare three sons and two daughters. 
And the child Samuel grew before Jchovah. 

Now Eh was very old, and heard all that his sons did unto 
all Isracl ; and how they lay with the women that served at 
the door of the tabernacle of the congregation. And he 
said unto them, “Why do ye such deeds? for I hear of 


your evil deeds from all this people. Nay, my sons; for it 2 


isno good report that I hear; ye make Jehovah’s people 


to transgress. If oue man sin against another, God shall + 


judge him; and if a man sin against Jchovah, who shall 
entreat for him?” But they hearkened not unto the voice of 
their father, because it pleased Jehovah to slay them. 

And the child Samuel grew on, and was in favour both 
with Jehovah, and also with men. 

And there came a man of God unto Eh, and said unto 
hin, “Thus saith Jehovah, ‘Did I not plainly reveal myself 
unto the house of thy father, when they were in Hgypt in 
Pharaoh’s house ? And did I no¢ choose him out of all the 
tribes of Isracl to be my priest, to offer apo mine altar, to 
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burn incense, to wear an ephod before me? and did I not 
give unto the house of thy father all the offerings by fire of 
29 the children of Israel? wherefore trample ye on my sacrifice 
and on mine offering, which [ have commanded in my 
habitation ; and honourest thy sons above me, to make your- 
sclves fat with the best of all the offerings of Israel my 
so people?? Wherefore Jehovah God of Israel saith, ‘I said 
indeed that thy house, and the house of thy father, should 
walk before me for ever :’ but now Jehovah saith, ‘ Be it far 
from me: for them that honour me I will honour, and they 
31 that despise me shall be hghtly esteemed. Behold, the days 
come, that I will eut off thine arm, and the arm of thy 
father’s house, that there shall not be an old man in thy 
32 house. And thou shalt see adversity 7 thy habitation, in all 
wherein Israel shall be prospered; and there shall not be an 
33 old man in thy house for ever. And the man of thine, whom 
I shall not eut off from mine altar, shall be to consume thine 
eyes, and to grieve thy soul: and all the merease of thy 
3+ house shall die when they are men. And that which shall 
come upon thy two sons, on Hophni and Phinehas, shall be 
the sign unto thee ; in one day they shall die both of them. 
35 And I will raise me up a faithful priest, who shall do aecord- 
ing to what is in my heart and in my soul; and I will build 
ines a durable house; and he shall walk before mine anointed 
36 for ever. And it shall come to pass, that every one that is 
left in thy house shall come and bow down to him for a 
piece of silver and a cake of bread, and shall say, Put me, | 
pray thee, into one of the priest’s offices, that I may cat a 
thorsel of bread.’ ” 


1 CHAP. II.—And the child Samuel ministered unto Je- 
hovah before Eh. And the word of Jchovah was rare in 
2 those days; vision was not frequent. And it came to pass 
at that time, that Eh was lying down im his place; and his 
3 cyes began to grow dim, ¢hat he could not see; and before 
the lamp of God went out, when Samuel was lying down, m 
4 the temple of Jehovah, where the ark of God was, then Je- 
hovah called unto Samuel: and he answered, “ Here am J.” 
5 And he ran unto Kh, and said, “Here am I; for thou calledst 
me.” And he said, “I called not; he down again.” And 
6he went and lay down. And Jehovah called yet again, 
‘Samuel.’ And Samuel arose and went to Eh, and said, 
“Here am I; for thou didst call me.”? And he answered, 
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“T called not, my son; lie down again.” Now Samuel did 7 
not yet know Jehovah, neither was the word of Jehovah 
yet revealed unto him. And Jchovah called Samuel again s 
the third time. And he arose, and went to Eh, and said, 
‘Here am I; for thou didst eall me.” And Eh pereeived 
that Jehovah had ealled the child. Therefore Eh said unto 
Samuel, “Go, he down: and it shall be, if he eall unto 
thee, that thou shalt say, ‘Speak, Jehovah; for thy servant 
heareth’?? So Samuel went and lay down im his place. 
And Jehovah came, and stood, and called as_ before, 
‘Samuel, Samuel.”? Then Samuel said, “Speak; for thy 
servant heareth.” 

And Jehovah said to Samuel, “ Behold, [ will do a thing 
in Israel, at which both the ears of every one that heareth it 
shall tingle. In that day I will perform against Eh all that 12 
I have spoken against his house, from the beginning to the 
end. For I have told him that I will judge his house for 13 
ever for the iniquity which he knoweth; because his sons 
made theinselves accursed and he restrained them not. And 14 
therefore I have sworn unto the house of Eh, that the 
iniquity of Eli’s house shall not be expiated with sacrifice 
nor meal-offering for ever.” 

And Samuel lay until the morning, and opened the doors 15 
of the house of Jehovah. And Samuel feared to tell the 
vision unto Eh. Then Eli called Samuel, and said, ‘Samuel, 16 
my son.” And he said, “ Here am J.” And he said, 17 
“What is the thing that hath been spoken unto thee? I pray 
thee hide it not from me; God do so to thee, and more also, 
if thou hide a word from me of every thing that he hath 
spoken unto thee.’ And Samuel told him every word, and 1s 
hid nothing from him. And he said, “It is Jehovah: let 
him do what seemeth to him good.” 

And Samuel grew, and Jehovah was with him, and did let 19 
none of his words fall to the ground. And all Israel from 20 
Dan even to Beer-sheba knew that Samuel was estabhshed 
as a prophet of Jehovah. And Jehovah appeared again 21 
in Shiloh ; for Jehovah revealed himseif to Samuel in Shiloh 
by the word of Jehovah. CHAP. IV.—And the word of 1 
Samuel caine to all Isracl. 

Now Isracl went ont against the Phihstines to battle, and 
encamped beside Eben-czer; and the Philistines encamped 
in Aphek. And the Philistines put themselves im array 2 
against Israel ; and they joined battle, and Israel was smitten 
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before the Philistines; and they slew of the army in the 
field about four thousand men. 

3 And when the people were come into the camp, the elders 
of Israel] said, “Wherefore hath Jehovah smitten us to-da 
before the Philistines? Let us take unto us the ark of the 
covenant of Jehovah out of Shiloh, that it may come into 
the midst of us and save us out of the hand of our enemies.” 

4 So the people sent to Shiloh, and brought from thence the 
ark of the covenant of Jchovah who dwelleth between the 
cherubim : and the two sons of Eli, Wophm and Phinchas, 

s were there with the ark of the covenant of God. And 
when the ark of the covenant of Jehovah came into the 
eamp, all Isracl shouted with a great shout, so that the 
earth rang. 

6 And when the Philistines heard the noise of the shout, 
they said, “ What meaneth the noise of this great shout in 
the camp of the Hebrews??? And they understood that 

7 the ark of Jehovah was come into the camp. And the 
Philistines were afraid, for they said, “ God is come into the 
camp.” And they said, “Woe unto us! for there hath 

s not been such a thing heretofore. Woe unto us! who shall 
deliver us out of the hand of these mighty Gods? these 
are the Gods that smote the Egyptians with every plague in 

9 the wilderness. Take courage, and be men, O ye Philistines, 
that ye be not servants unto the Hebrews, as they have been 
to you; yea, be men, and fight.” 

i0 «60. And the Philistines fought, and Israel was smitten, and 
they fled every man into his tent; and there was a very 
great slaughter; for there fell of Israel thirty thousand 

11 footmen. And the ark of God was taken; and the two sons 
of Eh, Hophui and Phinchas, were slain. 

12 And there ran aman of Benjamin out of the army, and 
came to Shiloh the same day with his clothes rent, and with 

13 earth upon his head. And when he came, lo, Hh sat upon 
a seat by the wayside watching; for his heart trembled 
for the ark of God. And when the man came into the city, 

14 and told it, all the city cricd out. And when Kh heard the 
noise of the crymg, he said, “ What meaneth the noise of 
this tumult??? And the man came in hastily and told Eh. 

15 Now Eli was ninety and eight years old; and his eyes were 

16 dim, that he could not see. And the man said unto Eh, 
“JT am he that came out of the army, and I fled to-day out 
of the army.” And he said, “ What are the tidings, my 
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son ?”? And the messenger answered and said, ‘ Israel hath 17 
fled before the Philistines, and there hath been also a great 
slanghter among the people, and thy two sons also, Hophm 
and Phinehas, are dead, and the ark of God is taken.” 
And it eame to pass, when he made mention of the ark of 1s 
God, that he fell from off the seat baekward by the side of 
the gate, and his neck was broken, and he died; for he 
was an old man, and heavy. And he had judged Israel 
forty years. | 

And his daughter in law, Phinehas’ wife, was with child 19 
near to be delivered ; and when she heard the tidings that the 
ark of God was taken, and that her father in law and her 
husband were dead, she bowed herself and travailed; for 
her pains came upon her. And about the time of her death 20 
the women that stood by her said unto her, ‘ lear not ; for 
thou hast borne a son.” But she answered not, neither did she 
regard it. And she named the ehild I-chabod, [vo Giory] 21 
saying, “The glory is departed from Israel ;” because the ark 
of God was taken, and because of her father in law and her 
husband. And she said, “ The glory is departed from Israel ; 22 
for the ark of God is taken.” 


CHAP. V.—And the Philistines took the ark of God, 1 
and brought it from Eben-ezer unto Ashdod. And the 2 
Philistines took the ark of God, and brought it into the 
house of Dagon, and placed it by Dagon. And when they 3 
of Ashdod arose early on the morrow, behold, Dagon was 
fallen upon his faec to the earth before the ark of Jehovah. 
And they took Dagon, and set him in his plaee again. And 4 
when they arose early on the morrow morning, behold, 
Dagon was fallen upon his faee to the ground before the ark 
of Jchovah; and the head of Dagon and both the palms of 
his hands were cut off upon the threshold; only the fish- 
shaped part was left to him. Therefore neither the priests 5 
of Dagon, nor any that come into Dagon’s house, tread on 
the threshold of Dagon in Ashdod unto this day. 

And the hand of Jehovah was heavy upon them of 6 
Ashdod, and he wasted them, and smote them with boils, 
even Ashdod and the territories thereof. And when the men 7 
of Ashdod saw that it was so, they said, “The ark of the God 
of Israel shall not remain with us; for his hand 1s severe 
upon us, and upon Dagon our god.” They sent therefore and s 
gathered all the lords of the Philistines unto them, and said, 
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‘What shall we do with the ark of the God of Israel?” 
And they answered, “ Let the ark of the God of Israel be 
carried to Gath.” And they carrted the ark of the God of 


9 Israel thither. And it came to pass, after they had carried it,

that the hand of Jehovah was upon the city with very great 
consternation ; and he smote the men of the city, both small 
and great, and boils broke out upon them. 

Therefore they sent the ark of God to Ekron. And it 
came to pass, as the ark of God came to Kkron, that the 
Ekronites cried out, saying, “ They have brought the ark of 
the God of Isracl to us, to slay us and our people.” So 
they sent and gathered together all the lords of the Philis- 
tines, and said, “Send away the ark of the God of Israel, 
and let it go again to its own place, that it slay us not, and 
our people ;” for there was deadly consternation throughout 


12 all the city; the hand of God was very heavy there. And

the men that died not were smitten with the boils: and the 
ery of the city went up to heaven. 


CHAP. VI.—And the ark of Jehovah was in the country 


2of the Philistines seven months. And the Philistines called

for the priests and the diviners, saying, “ What shall we do 
to the ark of Jehovah? tell us wherewith we shall send it 
to its place.’ And they said, “If ye send away the ark of the 
God of Isracl, send it not empty; but in any wise return 
him a trespass-offering ; then ye shall be healed, and it shall 
be known to you why his hand is not removed from you.” 


4 Then said they, “ What shall be the trespass-offering which

we shall return to hun?” <And they said, ‘‘ Five golden 
boils, and five golden mice, according to the number of the lords 
of the Phihstines ; for one plague was on you all, and on your 
lords. Wherefore ye shall make images of your boils, and 
images of your mice that destroy the land; and ye shall 
give glory unto the God of Israel: peradventure he will 
lighten lis hand from off you, and from off your gods, and 


6 from off your land. Wherefore then do ye harden your 


7 


hearts, as the Egyptians and Pharaoh hardened their hearts? 
when he had wrought wonderfully among them, did they not 
let the people go, and they departed? Now therefore make 
a new wagon, and take two milch kine, on which tiicre 
hath come no yoke, and bind the kine to the wagon, and 


s bring their calves home from them: and take the ark of Je- 


hovah, and lay it upon the wagon; and put the jewels of 
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gold, which ye return him for a trespass-offering, im a coffer 
by the side thereof; and send it away, that it may go. 
And see, if it goeth up by the way of its own border to 9 
Beth-shemesh, then he hath done us this great evil; but if 
not, then we shall know that it 1s not his hand that smote 
us; it was a chance that happened to ns.” 

And the men did so; and took two milch kine and bound 10 
them to the wagon, and shut up their calves at home ; 
and they laid the ark of Jehovah upon the wagon, and 1 
the coffer with the mice of gold and the images of their 
boils. And the kine took the straight way on the way to 12 
Beth-shemesh; they went along the highway, lowing as they 
went, and turned not aside to the nght hand or the left ; 
and the lords of the Philistines went after them, unto the 
border of Beth-shemesh. And they of Beth-shemesh were 13 
reaping the wheat-harvest in the valley: and they hfted 
up their cyes and saw the ark, and rejoiced to sce it. 
And the wagon came into the field of Joshua, a Beth- 14 
shemite, and stood there, where there was a great stone; 
and they clave the wood of the wagon, and offered the kine 
a burnt-offermg unto Jehovah. And the Levites took 15 
down the ark of Jehovah, and the coffer that was with it, 
whereim the jewels of gold were, and put them on the great 
stone: and the men of Beth-shemesh offered burnt-offerings, 
and sacrificed sacrifices the same day unto Jehovah. And 16 
when the five lords of the Philistines had seen this, they 
returned to Kkron the same day. 

And these are the golden boils which the Philistines re- 17 
turned for a trespass-offermg unto Jehovah; for Ashdod 
one, for Gaza one, for Askelon one, for Gath one, for Ekron 
one; and the golden mice, according to the number of all is 
the cities of the Philistines belonging to the five lords, both 
of fenced cities and of country villages. And the great stone 
whereon they sct down the ark of Jchovah, is a witness 
unto this day in the field of Joshua the Beth-shemite. 

And the men of Beth-shemesh were smitten, because they 19 
had looked into the ark of Jchovah, even of the people fifty 
thousand and threescore and ten men were smitten ; and the 
people lamented, because Jchovah had smitten the people 
with a great slaughter. And the men of Beth-shemesh said, 20 
“Who is able to stand before Jehovah, this holy God? and 
to whom shall he go up from us?” And they sent mes- 21 
sengers to the inhabitants of Kirjath-jearim, saying, “ The 
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Philistines have brought back the ark of Jehovah ; come ye 
down, and fetch it up to you.” 


CHAP. VII.—And the men of Kirjath-jearim came, and 
fetched up the ark of Jehovah, and brought it into the 
house of Abinadab on the hill, and sanetified Eleazar his son 
to keep the ark of Jehovah. 

And it came to pass, from the day when the ark remained 
in Kirjath-jearim, that the time was long; for it was twenty 
years; and all the house of Israel lamented after Jehovah. 
And Samuel spake unto all the house of Israel, saying, “ If 
ye do return unto Jehovah with all your hearts, ¢hen put 
away the strange gods and the Ashtaroth from among you, 
and prepare your hearts unto Jehovah, and serve him only ; 
and he will deliver you out of the hand of the Philistines.” 
Then the children of Israel did put away the Baalim and 
the Ashtaroth, and served Jehovah only. - 

And Samuel said, “ Gather all Israel to Mizpeh, and I will 
pray for you unto Jehovah.” And they gathered together 
to Mizpeh, and drew water, and poured it out before Je- 
hovah, and fasted on that day, and said there, “ We have 
sinned against Jehovah.” And Samuel judged the children 
of Israel in Mizpeh. 

And when the Philistines heard that the children of Israel 
were gathered together to Mizpeh, the lords of the Philistines 
went up against Israel. And when the children of Israel 
heard it, they were afraid of the Philistines. And the children 
of Israel said to Samuel, “Cease not to ery unto Jchovah our 
God for us, that he may save us ont of the hand of the 
Philistines.” And Samuel took a sucking lamb, and offered 
it for a whole burnt-offering unto Jehovah. And Samuel 
enied unto Jehovah for Israel; and Jehovah heard him. 
And as Samuel was offering up the burnt-offering, the Phihs- 
tines drew near to battle against Israel; but Jehovah thun- 
dered with a great thunder on that day upon the Philistines, 
and discomfited them; and they were smitten before Israel. 
And the men of Israel went out of Mizpeh, and pursued the 
Philistines, and smote them until they came wider Beth-ear. 
Then Samuel took a stone, and set it between Muizpeh and 
Shen, and called the name of it Kben-ezer, saying, “ Hitherto 
hath Jehovah helped us.” So the Philistines were subdued, 
and they came no more into the territory of Israel; and the 
hand of Jehovah was against the Phihstines all the days of 
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Samuel. And the cities which the Philistines had taken 14 
from Israel were restored to Israel, from Ekron even unto 
Gath; and the territory thereof did Israel deliver out of the 
hands of the Philistines. And there was peace between Israel 
and the Amorites. 

And Samuel judged Israel all the days of his life. And 
he went from year to year in circuit to Beth-el and Gilgal, 
and Mizpch, and judged Isracl in all those places. And his 
return was to Ramah; for there was his house; and there 
he judged Israel; and there he built an altar unto Je- 
hovah. 
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CHAP. VIII.—And it came to pass, when Samuel was old, 
that he made his sons judges over Israel. Now the name 
of his first-born was Joel; and the name of his second 
Abiah: they were judges in Beer-sheba. And Is sons 3 
walked not in his ways, but turned aside after lucre, and took 
bribes, and perverted judgment. 

Then all the elders of Israel gathered themselves together, 
and came to Samuel unto Ramah, and said unto him, “ Be- 5 
hold, thou art old, and thy sons walk not im thy ways; now 
make us a king to judge us like all the nations.” 

But the thing displeased Samuel, when they said, “ Give 6 
us a king to judge us.” And Samuel prayed unto. Jchovah. 
And Jehovah said unto Samuel, “ Hearken unto the voice of 7 
the people in all that they say unto thee; for they have not 
rejected thee, but they have rejected me, that I should not 
reign over them. According to all the works which they s 
have done since the day that I brought them up out of 
Egypt even unto this day, in that they have forsaken me, and 
served other gods, so do they also unto thee. Now therefore 
hearken unto their voice; howbeit solemnly admonish them, 
and shew them the manner of the king that shall reign over 
them.” 

And Samuel told all the words of Jchovah unto the 
people that asked of hima king. And he said, “ This will 
be the manner of the king that shall reign over you: he 
will take your sons, and appoimt them for himself, for his 
chariots, and to be his horsemen; and some shall run before 
his chariots. And he will appomt him captains of thousands, 12 
and captains of fifties; and wll set them to till lis ground, 
and to reap his harvest, and to make his instruments of war, 
and instruments of his chariots. And he will take your 
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14 daughters to be perfume-makers, and cooks, and bakers. And 
he will take your fields, and your vineyards, and your olive- 
yards, even the best of them, and give them to his servants. 

is And he will take the tenth of your seed, and of your vine- 

16 yards, and give to his officers, and to hig) servants. And he 
will take your men-servants, and your maid-servants, and your 
goodhest young men, and your asses, and put them to his 

17 work. [He will take the tenth of your sheep; and ye shall 

18 be Ins servants. And ye shall ery out in that day because 
of your king whom ye have chosen you; and Jehovah will 
not answer you in that day.” 

19 Nevertheless the people refused to hearken to the voice of 
Samuel ; and they said, ‘Nay; but we will have a king over 

20 US; that we also may be like all the nations; and that our 
king may judge us, and go out before us, and fight our 

21 battles.” And Sammel heard all the words of the people, 

22and he repeated them in the ears of Jehovah. And Je- 
hovah said to Sanmel, “ Ifearken unto their voice, and make 
them a king.” And Samuel said unto the men of Israel, 
“Go ye every man unto his city.” 


1 CHAP. IX.—Now there was a man of Benjamin, whose 
name was Kish, the son of Abiel, the son of Zcror, the son 
of Bechorath, the son of Aphiah, a Benjamite, mighty m 

2 strength. And he had a son, whose name was Saul, a choice 
and goodly young man; and there was not among the 
children of Israel a goodher person than he; from his 
shoulders and upward he was higher than any of the 
people. 

3 And the asses of Kish Saul’s father were Jost. And 
Kish said to Saul his son, “Take now one of the servants 

a4with thee, and arse, go seck the asses.” And he passed 
through mount Ephraim, and passed through the land of 
Shalisha, but they found them not; then they passed through 
the land of Shaalim, and there they were not; and he passed 
through the land of the Benjamites, but they found them 

5 not. And when they were come to the land of Zuph, Saul said 
to his servant that was with him, “‘ Come, and lect us return ; 
lest my father cease to care for the asses, and take thonght 

6 for us.” And he said unto him, “ Behold now, there is in 
this city a man of God, and the man is honoured; all that 
he saith cometh surely to pass: now let us go thither; per- 
adventure he can shew us our way that we should go.” 
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Then said Saul to his servant, “But, behold, 2f we go, what 7 
shall we bring the man ? for the bread is spent in our vessels, 
and there is not a present to bring to the man of God; what 
have we?” And the servant answered Saul agai, and said, s 
¢ Behold, I have here at hand the fourth part of a shekel of 
silver; and I will give it to the man of God, to tell us our 
way.” (Beforetime in Israel, when a man went to inquire of 9 
God, thus he spake, “Come, and let us go to the seer; for 
he that 7s now called a Prophet, was beforetime called a Seer.) 
Then said Saul to his servant, “ Thou sayest well; come, let 10 
us go.” Sothey went unto the city where the man of God 
was. 

As they went up the ascent of the city, they found 11 
young maidens going out to draw water, and said unto them, 
“Ts the seer here??? And they answered them, and said, 12 
“He is; behold, he is before you; make haste now, for he 
came to-day to’ the city; for there is a sacrifice of the people 
to-day in the high place: as soon as ye be come into the city, 13 
ye shall straightway find him, before he go up to the high 
place to eat; for the people will not cat until he come, be- 
cause he doth bless the sacrifice ; and afterwards they eat that 
are invited. Now therefore go ye up; for to-day ye shall 
find him.”’ And they went up into the city: avd when they 14 
were come into the city, behold, Samuel came out towards 
them, to go up to the high place. 

Now Jehovah had revealed to Samuel, a day before Saul 15 
came, saying, “ To-morrow about this time I will send thee 16 
aman out of the land of Benjamin, and thou shalt anomt 
him ruler over my people Israel, that he may save my people 
out of the hand of the Phihstines; for [ have looked upon 
my people, because their cry is come unto me.” And when 17 
Samuel saw Saul, Jehovah answered him, “ Behold the man 
of whom I said unto thee, ‘This man shall reign over my 
people.’ ” 

Then Saul drew near to Samuel in the gate, and said, 1s 
‘Tell me, I pray thee, where the seer’s house is.””? And 19 
Samucl answered Saul, and said, “I am the secr ; go up be- 
fore me unto the high place; for ye shall cat with me to-day, 
and to-morrow I will let thee go, and will tell thee all that 
is in thy heart. And as for thine asses that were lost 
three days ago, sct not thy heart on them; for they are found. 
And for whom is every desirable thing in Israel? Is it not 
for thee, and for all thy father’s house??? And Saul answered 21 
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and said, “Am not I a Benjamite, of the smallest of the 
tribes of Israel? and my family the least of all the families 
of the tribe of Benjamin? wherefore then speakest thou so 
to me?” 

And Samuel took Saul and his servant, and brought them 
into the guest-chainber, and gave them a place at the head 
of those that were invited, who were about thirty persons. 
And Samuel said unto the cook, “ Bring the portion which I 
gave thee, of which [ said unto thee, ‘Set it by thee” ” And 
the cook took up the shoulder, and that which was upon it, 
and set it before Saul. And Samuel said, ‘‘ Behold that 
which is reserved! set it before thee, and eat; for unto this 
time hath it been kept for thee, since I said, 1 have invited 
the people.” So Saul did eat with Samuel tliat day. 

And when they were come down from the high place into 
the city, Samuel conversed with Saul upon the house-top. 
And they arose early ; and it came to pass about the dawn- 
ing of the day, that Samuel called unto Saul to the house- 
top, saying, “ Arise, that I may send thée away.’ And Saul 
arose, and they went out both of them, he and Samuel, 
abroad. 

As they were going down to the end of the city, Samuel 
said to Saul, “ Bid the servant pass on before us (and he 
passed on), but stand thon still a while, that I nay shew 
thee the word of God.” | 


CHAP, X.—Then Samuel took a vial of oil, and poured 
it upon his head, and kissed him, and said, “Is it not be- 
cause Jehovah hath anointed thee ruler over his inheritance? 
When thou art departed from me to-day, then thou shalt 
find two men by Rachel’s sepulchre in the border of Benja- 
min at Zelzah ; and they will say unto thee, ‘ The asses which 
thou wentest to seck are found; and, lo, thy father hath cast 
away the matter of the asses, and taketh thought for you, 
saying, What shall I do for my son?’ Then shalt thou 
go on forward from thence, and thou shalt come to the oak 
of Tabor, and there shall meet thee three men going up to 
God to Beth-el, one carrying three kids, and another earry- 
mg three cakes of bread, and another carrying a skin of 
wine; and they will salute thee, and give thee two cakes of 
bread ; which thou shalt receive of their hands. After that 
thou shalt come to Gibeah-clohim, where is the garrison of 
the Phihstines ; and it shall come to pass, when thou art 
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come thither to the city, that thou shalt meet a company of 
prophets coming down from the high place with a psaltery, 
and @ tabret, and a pipe, and a harp, before them; and they 
shall prophesy; and the spirit of Jehovah will come upon 
thec, and thou shalt prophesy with them, and shalt be turned 
into another man. And when these signs are come unto 
thee, do thou what thy hand shall find; for God 1s with thee. 
And thou shalt go down before me to Gilgal; and, behold, 
I will come down unto thee to offer burnt-offerings, and to 
sacrifice sacrifices of peace-offermgs; seven days shalt thou 
wait, till I come to thee, and make known to thee what thou 
shalt do.” 

And it was so, that when he had timed his back to go 
from Samuel, God gave him another heart ; and all those 
signs came to pass that day. And when they came thither 
to Gibeah, behold, a company of prophets met him ; and the 
spirit of God came upon him, and he prophesied among 
them. And it came to pass, when all that knew him before- 
time saw that, behold, he prophesied among the prophets, 
then the people said one to another, “ What is this that is 
come unto the son of Kash? Is Sant also among the pro- 
phets?’’? And one of the same place answered and said, 
“ But who is his father??? Therefore it became a proverb, 
“Ts Saul also among the prophets??? And when he had 
made an end of prophesyiug, he came to the high place. 

And Saul’s unele said unto him and to his servant, 
“Whither went ye?” And he said, To seek the asses ; and 
when we found them not we came to Samuel.” And Saul’s 
uncle sad, “Tell me, I pray thee, what Samuel said unto 
you.” And Sanl said unto his unele, “ He told us plainly 
that the asses were found.” But of the matter of the 
kingdom, whereof Samuel spake, he told him not. 

And Samuel called the people together unto Jehovah to 
Mizpeh ; and said unto the children of Israel, “Thus saith 
Jenovah God of Israel, ‘1 brought up Israel out of Keypt, 
and delivered you out of the hand of the Egyptians, and 
out of the hand of all the kingdoms that oppressed yon ; ’ 
and ye have this day rejected your God, who himself saved 
you out of all your evils and your adversities ; and ye have 
said unto him, ‘Nay, but set a king over us” Now therefore 
present } vouieuiee before Jehovah by your tmbes, and by 
your thonsands.” 


And when Samuel had caused all the tmbes of Israel to 
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come near, the tribe of Benjamin was taken. And he caused 
the tribe of Benjamin to come near by their families, and 
the family of Matri was taken; and of them Saul the son 
of Kish was taken: and when they sought him, he could 
not be found. 

Therefore they inquired of Jchovah further, if the man 
should yet come thither. And Jehovah answered, “ Be- 
hold, he is hidden among the baggage.” And they ran 
and fetched him thence: and when he stood among the 
people, he was ngher than any of the people from his shoul- 
ders and upward. And Samuel said to all the people, “ See 
ye him whom Jehovah hath chosen, that there is none like 
him among all the people?” And all the people shouted, 
and said, ‘ Long live the king.” Then Samuel told the 
people the manner of the kingdom, and wrote it in a book, 
and laid it up before Jehovah. 

And Samuel sent all the people away, every man to his 
house. And Saul also went home to Gibeah; and there went 
with him the band of men, whose hearts God had touched. 
But the children of Belial said, “ How shall this man save 
us??? And they despised him, and brought him no pre- 
sents. But he held his peace. 


CHAP. X1I.—Then Nahash the Ammonite came up, and 
encamped against Jabesh-gilead; and all the men of Jabesh 
said unto Nahash, “ Make a covenant with us, and we will 
serve thee.”’ And Nahash the Ammonite said nnto them, “ On 
this condition will I make @ covenant with you, that I may 
thrnst ont all yonr right eyes, and lay it for a reproach upon 
all Isracl.”’ 

And the elders of Jabesh said nnto him, “ Grant us seven 
days, that we may send messengers into all the territory of 
Isracl ; and then, if there be no man to save us, we will come 
out to thee.’ Then came the messengers to Gibeah of Saul, 
and spake the words in the ears of the people; and all the 
people lifted up their voices, and wept. And, behold, Saul 
came after the herd out of the field; aud Saul said, “ What 
hath befallen the people that they weep ?” And they told him 
the words of the men of Jabesh. And the spint of God came 
upon Saul when he heard those words, and his anger was 
kindled greatly. And he took a yoke of oxen, and hewed 
them in pieces, and sent then throughout all the territory 
of Israel by the hands of messengers, saying, “ Whosoever 
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eomcth not forth after Saul and after Samuel, so shall it be 
done unto his oxen.”” And the fear of Jchovah fell on the 
people, and they came out as one man. And when he num- 
bered them in Bezek, the children of Israel were three hun- 
dred thousand, and the men of Judah thirty thousand. 

And they said unto the messengers that came, ‘‘ Thus 9 
shall ye say unto the men of Jabesh-gilead, ‘To-morrow, by 
the time the sun is hot, ye shall have deliverance.’” And 
the messengers came and told it to the men of Jabesh ; and 
they were glad. Therefore the men of Jabesh said, “ To- 10 
morrow we will come out unto you, and ye shall do with us 
all that seemeth good unto you.” 

And it came to pass on the morrow, that Sanl put the 
people in three companies ; and they came mto the midst of 
the camp in the morning watch, and slew the Ammonites 
until the heat of the day; and it came to pass, that they 
which remained were scattered, so that two of them were not 
left together. | 

And the people said unto Samuel, “ Who is he that said, 12 
‘Shall Saul reign over us?’ brmg the men, that we may put 
them to death.’ And Saul said, “There shall not a man be 
put to death this day ; for to-day Jehovah hath wrought de- 
liverance in Israel.’ 

Then said Samuel to the people, “Come, and let us go to 
Gilgal, and renew the kingdom there.” And all the people 
went to Gilgal; and there they made Saul king before Je- 
hovah in Gilgal; and there they sacrificed sacrifices of peace- 
offerings before Jehovah; and there Saul and all the men of 
Isracl rejoiced greatly. 
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CHAP. XII.—And Samuel said unto all Israel, “ Behold, 1 
T have hearkened unto your voice in all that ye said unto 
me, and have made a king over you. And now, behold, the 
king walketh before you; and I am old and grayheaded ; 
and, behold, my sons are with you; and I have walked be- 
fore you from my childhood unto this day. Behold, here I 3 
aml; witness against me before Jehovah, and before his 
anoimted ; whose ox have I taken ? or whose ass have I taken ? 
or whom have I defrauded ? whom have I oppressed ? or of 
whose hand have I received a bribe to blind mine cyes 
therewith ? and [I will restore it you.” And they said, “Thou 4 
hast not defrauded us, nor oppressed us, neither hast thou 
tnken aught of any man’s hand.” And he said unto them, s

“Jehovah is witness against you, and his anomted is wit- 
ness this day, that ye have not found aught in my hand.” 
And they answered, “ He is witness.” 
6 And Samuel said unto the people, “Zé 2s Jehovah that 
appointcd Moses and Aaron, and that brought your fathers 
7 up out of the land of Egypt. Now therefore stand, that 
I may reason with you betore the Lord of all the righteous 
aets of Jehovah, which he did to you and to your fathers. 
s When Jaeob was eome imto Egypt, and your fathers eried 
unto Jehovah, then Jehovah sent Moses and Aaron, and 
they brought forth your fathers out of Egypt, and "made 
9 them dwell in this place. And when they forgot Jehovah 
their God, he delivered them into the hand of Sisera, eap- 
tain of the host of Hazor, and into the hand of the Philis- 
tines, and into the aor of the king of Moab, and they 
10 fought agamst them. And they cried unto Jehovah, and 
said, ‘ We have sinned, beeause we have forsaken Jehovah, 
and have served the Baalim and the Ashtaroth; but now de- 
liver us out of the hand of our enemies, and we will serve 
11 thee.” And Jehovah sent Jerubbaal, and Bedan, and Jeph- 
thah, and Samuel, and dehvered you out of the hand of your 
12 enemies on every side, and ye dwelled safe. And when ye 
saw that Nahash the king of the children of Ammon came 
agamst you, ye sud unto me, ‘ Nay; but a kmg shall reign 
13 over us;’ when Jehovah your God was your ‘king. Now 
therefore behold the king whom ye have chosen, and whom 
ye have desired! and, behold, Jehovah hath set a king over 
14 you. If ye will fear Jehovah, and serve him, and hearken 
to his voice, and not rebel against the Coninuanities6 of Jc- 
hovah, and both ye and also the king that reigneth over you 
15 will follow after Jehovah your God, —well; but if ye will 
not hearken to the voice of Jehovah, but rebel against the 
commandment of Jehovah, then shall ae hand of Jehovah be 
against you, as it was against your fathers. Now therefore 
stand and see this ereat ‘thing, which Jehovah will do before 
17 your eycs. Is it not wheat-harvest to- day ? I will call unto 
Jehovah, and he shall send thunder and rain; that ye may 
know and see that your wickedness 1s great, which ye have 
done in the sight of Jehovah, in asking you a ke.” 
18 So Samuel called unto Thay ah; and Jchovah Aaa thun- 
der and rain that day; and all the people greatly feared Je- 
19 hovah and Samuel. And all the people said unto Samuel, 
“Pray for thy servants unto Jehovah thy Ged, that we dic 
Ca 
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not; for we have added unto all our sins ¢his evil, to ask us 
a king.” And Samuel said unto the people, “ Fear not: ye 20 
have done all this evil; yet turn not aside from after Je- 
hovah, but serve Jehovah with all your heart, and turn ye 21 
not aside after vain things, which cannot profit nor deliver ; 
for they are vain. For Jehovah will not forsake his people 22 
for his great name’s sake ; because it hath pleased Jehovah 
to make you his people. Moreover as for me, God forbid 23 
that J should sin against Jehovah in ceasing to pray for 
you; but I will teach you the good and the nght way: 
only fear Jehovah, and serve him in truth with all your as 
heart; for consider how great things he hath done for you. 
But if ye will still do wickedly, ye shall be destroyed, both 25 


ye and your king.” 


CHAP. XIII.—Saul was ...... years old when he 1 
became king; and when he had reigned two years over Israel, 
Saul chose him three thousand men of Israel; two thousand 2 
were with Sanl in Michmash and in mount Beth-el, and a 
thousand were with Jonathan in Gibeah of Benjamin ; and 
the rest of the people he sent every man to his tent. 

And Jonathan smote the garrison of the Philistines that 3 
was in Geba, and the Philistines heard of it. And Saul 
blew the trumpet throughout all the land, saying, “ Let 
the Hebrews hear.” And all Israel heard it said that Saul 4 
had smitten a garrison of the Philistines, and that Israel also 
had become abominable to the Philistines. And the people 
were called together after Saul to Gilgal. And the Philistines 5 
gathered themselves together to fight with Isracl, thirty thou- 
sand chariots, and six thousand horsemen, and people as the 
sand which 1s on the sea-shore in multitude ; and they came 
up, and encamped in Miehmash, eastward from Beth-aven. 

And the men of Israel saw that they were in a strait, (for 6 
the people were distressed,) and the people did hide them- 
selves in caves, and in thickets, and in rocks, and in high 
places, and in pits. And some of the Hebrews went over 7 
Jordan to the land of Gad and Gilead. As for Saul, he 
was yet in Gilgal, and all the people followed him trembling. 
And he waited seven days, according to the set time that s 
Samuel had appoimted: but Samuel came not to Gilgal; and 
the people were scattered from him. And Saul said, “ Bring 9 
hither the burnt-offering to inc, and the peace-offerings.” 
And he offered the burnt-offering. 
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io And it came to pass, that as soon as he had made an end 
of offering the burnt-offermg, behold, Samucl came; and 
11 Saul went out to mect him, that he might salute him. And 
Samuel said, “ What hast thou done??? And Saul said, 
““ Because I saw that the people were scattered from me, and 
that thou camest not within the days appointed, and that 
the Phihstines gathered themselves together at Michmash ; 
12 therefore I said, the Philistmes will come down now upon 
me to Gilgal, and I have not made supplication unto Je- 
hovah ; I foreed myself therefore, and offered a burnt-offer- 
13 ing.” And Samuel said to Saul, “ Thou hast done foolishly ; 
thou hast not kept the commandment of Jehovah thy God, 
which he commanded thee; for now would Jehovah have 
14 established thy kingdom over Israel for ever. But now thy 
kingdom shall not continue; Jehovah hath songht him a 
man after his own heart, and Jehovah hath commanded him 
to be ruler over his people, because thou hast not kept that 
which Jehovah commanded thee.” 
is And Samuel arose, and went up from Gilgal unto Gibeah 
of Benjamin. And Saul numbered the people present with 
16 him, about six hundred men. And Saul, and Jonathan his 
son, and the people present with them, remained in Gibeah 
of Benjamin; but the Philistines encamped in Michmash. 
17 And the spoilers came out of the camp of the Philistines in 
three companics; one company turned unto the way of 
is Ophrah, unto the land of Shual; and another company 
turned the way of Beth-horon ; and another company turned 
the way of the border that looketh over the valley of Zeboim 
toward the wilderness. 
i9 Now there was no smith found throughout all the land of 
Israel; for the Plnilistines said, “ Lest the Hebrews make 
20 them swords or spears:” but all Israel went down to the 
Philistines, to sharpen every man his share, and his hoe, and 
21 his axe, and his mattock. Yet they had a file for the mattocks, 
and for the hoes, and for the forks, and for the axes, and to 
22 sharpen the goads. So it came to pass in the day of battle, 
that there was neither sword nor spear found in the hand of 
any of the people that were with Saul and Jonathan; but 
with Saul, and with Jonathan his son, they were found. 
23 And a garnson of the Phihstines went out to the passage 


of Michmash. 


1 CHAP. XIV.—Now it came to pass at that time, that 
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Jonathan the son of Saul said wnto the youth that bare his 
armour, “ Come, and let us go over to the garrison of the 
Philistines, that is on the other side.” But he told not his 
father. And Saul remained at the extremity of Gibeah 
under the pomegranate tree which 1s in Migron; and the 
people that were with him were about six hundred men ; 
and Ahiah, the son of Ahitub, brother of I-chabod, the son 
of Phinehas, the son of Kh, was priest of Jehovah in 
Shiloh, wearing an ephod. And the people knew not that 
Jonathan was gone. And between the passages, by which 
Jonathan sought to go over unto the garrisonof the Philistines, 
there was a crag of rock on the one side, and a crag of rock 
on the other side; and the name of the one was Bozez, and 
the name of the other Seneh. The one crag was situate 
northward over against Michmash, and the other southward 
over against Gibeah. And Jonathan said to the young man 
that bare his armour, “Come, and let us go over unto the 
earrison of these uncircumcised; it may be that Jehovah 
will work for us; for there is no hindrance to Jehovah to 
save by many or by few.” And his armour-bearer said unto 
him, “ Do all that is in thine heart; go on; behold, [ am 
with thee according to thy heart.” Then said Jonathan, 
“ Behold, we will pass over unto the men, and we will dis- 
cover ourselves unto them. If they say thus unto us, ‘ Be 
still until we come to you;’ then we will stand in our place, 
and will not go up unto them. But if they say thus, ‘ Come 
up unto us;’ then we will go up; for Jehovah hath de- 
livered them into our hand; and this shall be the sign 
unto us.” 

And both of them discovered themselves unto the garrison 
of the Phihstines; and the Philistines said, ‘‘ Behold, He- 
brews come forth out of the holes where they had hid them- 
selves.”? And the men of the garrison answered Jonathan 
and his armour-bearer, and said, “‘ Come up to us, and we 
will make something known to you.” And Jonathan said 
unto his armour-bearer, ,“ Come up after me; for Jehovah 
hath delivered them into the hand of Israel.” And Jonathan 
climbed up upon his hands and upon his fect, and his 
armour-bearer after him; and they fell before Jonathan ; and 
his armour-bearer slew after him. And that first slaughter, 
which Jonathan and his armour-bearer made, was about 
twenty men, within about half an acre of land. 
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among all the people; the garrison, even the spoilers, they 
also trembled, and the earth shook; so there was a very 
ereat trembling. 

And the watchmen of Saul in Gibeah of Benjamin looked; 
and, behold, the multitude melted away, and went hither and 
thither. Then said Saul unto the people that were with him, 
«“ Number now, and see who is gone from us.” And when 
they had numbered, behold, Jonathan and his armour-bearer 
were not ¢here. And Saul said unto Ahiah, “ Bring hither 
the ark of God:” for the ark of God was at that time 
with the children of Isracl. And while Saul was speaking 
to the priest, the tumult that was in the camp of the 
Philistines continued to increase; and Saul said unto the 
priest, “ Withdraw thine hand,” And Saul and all the 
people that were with him assembled themselves, and they 
came to the battle; and, behold, every man’s sword was 
against lis fellow, and the consternation was very great. 
Moreover, the Hebrews that were with the Philistines before 
that time, who went up with them into the camp round 
about, cven they also turned to be with the Israchites that 
were with Saul and Jonathan. Likewise all the men of 
Tsract who had hid themselves in mount Ephraim, when 
they heard that the Philistines fled, even they also followed 
3 hard after them in the battle. So Jehovah saved Israel that 
day; and the battle passed over unto Beth-aven, 

And the men of Israel were distressed that day: for Saul 
had adjured the people, saying, “ Cursed be the man that 
cateth food until evening, that I may be avenged on mine 
enemies.” So none of the people tasted food. And all the 
people came to a wood; and there was honey upon the ground. 
And when the people were come into the wood, behold, the 
honey dropped; but no man put his hand to his mouth ; 
for the people feared the oath. Now Jonathan had not 
heard when his father charged the people with the oath; 
aud he put forth the end of the rod that was in his hand, 
and dipped it in a honeycomb, and put his hand to his 
mouth ; and his eyes were enlightened. Then answered 
one of the people, and said, “Thy father strictly charged 
the people with an oath, saying, ‘ Cursed be the man that 
eateth food this day.’”? And the people were faint. Then 
said Jonathan, “ My father hath injured the land; see, lL 
pray you, how mine eyes have been enlightened, because I 
30 tasted a little of this honey: how mueh more, if haply 
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the people had eaten freely to-day of the spoil of their 
enemies which they found? for now the slaughter has not 
been great among the Philistines.” 

And they smote the Philistines that day from Miehmash 31 
to Aijalon; and the people were very faint. And the people 32 
flew upon the spoil, and took sheep, and oxen, and calves, 
and slew them on the ground: and the people did eat them 
with the blood. Then they told Saul, saying, “ Behold, the 33 
people sin against Jehovah, in that they eat with the blood.” 
And he said, “ Ye have transgressed ; roll hither a great stone 
unto me.”’? And Saul said, “ Disperse yourselves among the 31 
people, and say to them, ‘Bring unto me every man his 
ox, and every man his sheep, and slay them here, and eat ; and . 
sin not against Jehovah by eating with the blood.” And all 
the people brought every man his ox with him that mght, and 
slew them there. And Saul built an altar unto Jehovah ; 35 
the same was the first altar that he built unto Jehovah. 

Then Saul said, “ Let us go down after the Philistines by 36 
night, and spoil them until the morning light, and let us not 
leave a man of them.” And they said, “Do whatsoever 
seemeth good unto thee.” Then said the priest, “ Let us 
draw near hither unto God.” And Saul asked counsel of 37 
God, ‘“‘ Shall I go down after the Philistines ? wilt thou de- 
liver them into the hand of Israel?” But he answered him 
not that day. And Saul said, ‘‘ Draw ye near hither, all the 3s 
elnefs of the people; and know and see wherein this sin 
hath been this day. For, as Jehovah liveth, who saveth 39 
Isracl, though it be in Jonathan my son, he shall surely die.” 
And no man answered him of all the people. Then said he 40 
unto all Israel, ‘ Be ye on one side, and I and Jonathan my 
son will be on the other side.” And the people said unto 
Saul, “ Do what seemeth good unto thee.” Therefore Saul 41 
sad unto Jehovah, “God of Israel, give a just Jot”? And 
Saul and Jonathan were taken; but the people eseaped. 
And Saul said, ‘‘ Cast lots between me and Jonathan my 42 
son.” And Jonathan was taken. Then Saul said to Jona- 43 
than, “Tell me what thou hast done.” And Jonathan told 
him, and said, “I did but taste a little honey with the end 
of the rod that was in my hand; here I am, Ict me dic.” 
And Saul answered, “ God do so and more also; for thou 44 
must surely die, Jonathan.” And the people said unto Saul, 45 
“ Shall Jonathan dic, who hath wrought this great deliver- 
ance in Israel?.God forbid; as Jehovah liveth, there shall 
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not one hair of his head fall to the ground; for he hath 
wrought with God this day.” So the people rescued Jona- 

46 than, that he died not. Then Saul went up from following 
the Philistines; and the Philistines went to their own place. 

47 So Saul took the kingdom over Israel, and fought against 

all his enemies on every side, against Moab, and against the 

children of Ammon, and against Edom, and against the 
kings of Zobah, and against the Philistines; and whitherso- 
ever he turned himself, he defeated them. And he gathered 

a force, and smote the Amalekites, and delivered Israel out of 

the hands of them that spoiled them. 

49 Now the sons of Saul were Jonathan, and Ishw, and 
Melchi-shua: and the names of his two daughters were 
these; the name of the first-born Merab, and the name of 

50 the younger Michal: and the name of Saul’s wife was Ali- 
noam, the daughter of Ahimaaz: and the name of the cap- 
tain of his host was Abner, the son of Ner, Saul’s uncle. 

51 And Kish was the father of Saul; and Ner the father of 

52 Abner was the son of Abiel. And the war was violent 
against the Philistines all the days of Saul; and when Saul 
oo any mighty man, or any valiant man, he took him unto 
im. 
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CHAP. XV.—And Samuel said unto Saul, “ Jehovah 
sent me to anoint thee to be king over his people, over Is- 
yael; now therefore hearken thou unto the voice of the 
words of Jehovah. Thus saith Jehovah of hosts, ‘I have 
observed what Amalek did to Israel, how he laid wait for him 
in the way, when he came up from Egypt. Now go and 
smite Amalek, and utterly destroy all that he hath, and 
spare him not: but slay both man and woman, infant and 
suckling, ox and sheep, camel and ass.’”’ 

Then Saul summoned the people, and mustered them m 
Telaim, two hundred thousand footmen, and ten thousand 
men of Judah. And Saul came to a city of Amalek, and 
placed an ambush in the valley. And Saul said unto the 
Kenites, “Go, depart, get you down from among the Ama- 
lekites, lest I destroy you with them; for ye shewed kind- 
ness to all the children of Israel, when they came up out of 
Egypt.” Sothe Kenites departed from among the Amalekites. 
7 And Saul smote Amalck from Havilah until thou comest to 
s Shur, that is over against Egypt. And he took Agag the 
king of Amalck alive, and utterly destroyed all the people 
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with the edge of the sword. But Saul and the people spared 9 


Agag, and the best of the sheep, and of the oxen, and those 
of the second quality, and the lambs, and all that was good, 
and would not utterly destroy them ; but every thing worth- 
less or diseased, that they destroyed utterly. 

Then came the word of Jchovah unto Samuel, saying, 
“Tt repenteth me that I have made Saul king; for he is 
turned back from following me, and hath not performed my 
commandments.” And it grieved Samuel; and he cried 
unto Jehovah all night. And when Samuel rose early to 
meet Saul in the morning, it was told Samuel, saying, “Saul 
came to Carmel, and, bebold, he set him up a trophy, and 
hath gone about, and passed on, and gone down to Gilgal.”’ 

And Samuel came to Saul; and Saul said unto him, 
‘* Blessed be thou of Jehovah: I have performed the com- 
mandment of Jehovah.’ And Samuel said, “ What then 
is this bleating of the sheep in mine ears, and the lowing 
of the oxen which J] hear?” And Saul said, ‘ They have 
brought them from the Amalekites; for the people spared 
the best of the sheep and of the oxen, to sacrifice unto Je- 
hovah thy God; and the vest we have utterly destroyed.” 
Then Samuel said unto Saul, “ Stay, and I will tell thee what 
Jehovah hath said to me this mght.” And he said unto 
hun, “ Say on.” 

And Samuel said, “ When thou wast little nm thine own 
sight, wast thou not made the head of the tribes of Israel, 
and Jchovah anointed thee king over Israel? And Jchovah 
sent thee on the way, and said, ‘Go and utterly destroy the 
sinners, the Amalekites, and fight against them until they are 


consumed.’ Wherefore then didst-thou not hearken to the ; 


voice of Jehovah, but didst fly upon the spoil, and didst evil 
in the sight of Jehovah?”? And Saul said unto Samuel, 
“Yea, I have hearkened to the voice of Jehovah, and 
have gone the way which Jehovah sent me, and have 
brought Agag the king of Amalck, and the Amalckites I 
have utterly destroyed; but the people took of the spoil, 
sheep and oxen, the chief of the things devoted, to sacrifice 
unto Jehovah thy God in Gilgal.” 

And Samuel said, “Hath Jehovah as great delight in 
burnt-offerings and sacrifices, as in obeying the voice of Je- 
hovah? Behold, to obey is better than sacrifice, and to 
hearken than the fat of rams; for rebellion is as the sin of 
divination, and stubbornness as miquity and idolatry. Be- 
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cause thou hast rejected the word of Jehovah, he hath also 
e4 rejected thee from being king.” And Saul said unto Samuel, 
“| have smned ; for I have transgressed the commandment 
of Jehovah, and, thy words; because I feared the people, 
25 and obeyed their voice. Now therefore, 1 pray thee, pardon 
my sin, and return with me, that ] may worship Jchovah.” 
26 And Samuel said unto Saul, “1 will not return with 
thec ; for thou hast rejected the word of Jehovah, and Je- 
hovah hath rejected thee from being king over Israel.”’? And 
as Samuel turned about to go away, he laid hold upon the 
skirt of his mantle, and it rent. And Samuel said unto him, 
“ Jehovah hath rent the kingdom of Israel from thee this 
day, and hath given it to a neighbour of thine that 1s better 
a9 than then. And also the Strength of Israel will not le nor 
30 repent ; for he is not a man, that he should repent.” Then 
he said, “‘I have sinned; yet honour me now, I pray thee, 
before the elders of my people, and before Israel, and return 
with me, that I may worship Jehovah thy God.” 
31 So Samuel retumed after Saul; and Saul worshipped Je- 
hovah. 
32 Then said Samuel, “ Bring ye hither to me Agag the king 
of Amalek.”’? And Agag came unto him cheerfully; for 
33 Agag said, “Surely the bitterness of death is past.” And 
Samuel said, “ As thy sword hath made women childless, so 
shall thy mother be childless among women.” And Samuel 
hewed Agag in pieces before Jchovah in Gilgal. 
34 Then Samuel went to Ramah; and Saul went up to his 
35 house to Gibeah of Saul. And Samuel came no more to 
see Saul until the day of his death; nevertheless Samuel 
mourned for Saul: and Jehovah repented that he had made 
Saul king over Israel.

CHAP. XVI.—And Jehovah said unto Samuel, “ low 
long wilt thou mourn for Saul, seeing I have rejected him 
from reigning over Israel? fill thine horn with oil, and go, 
I will send thee to Jesse the Beth-lehemite ; for I have pro- 
vided me a king among his sons.” And Samuel said, “ How 
can I go? if Saul hear it, he will kill me.” And Jehovah 
said, “Take a heifer with thee, and say, ‘I am come to 
sacrifice to Jehovah :’ and call Jesse to the sacrifice, and I 
will make known to thee what thou shalt do; and thou shalt 
anoint for me him whom I shall name unto thee.” 

4 And Samuel did that which Jehovah spake, and came to 
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Beth-lehem. And the elders of the town trembled to meet 
him, and said, “ Comest thou im peace?” And he said, 
“In peace; I am come to sacrifice unto Jehovah ; sanctify 
yourselves, and come with me to the sacrifiee’ And he 
sanctified Jesse and his sons, and called them to the sacrifice. 

And it came to pass, when they were come, that he looked 
on Eliab, and said, “ Surely the anointed of Jehovah is before 
him.” But Jehovah said unto Samuel, “ Look not on his 
countenance, or on the height of his stature; because I have 
refused him: for Jehovah seeth not as man seeth; for man 
looketh on the outward appearance, but Jehovah looketh on 
the heart.”? Then Jesse called Abinadab, and made him 
pass before Samuel: and he said, “ Neither hath Jehovah 
chosen this.” Then Jesse made Shammah to pass by: and 
he said, “ Neither hath Jehovah chosen this.” Thus, Jesse 
made seven of his sons to pass before Samuel: and Samuel 
said unto Jesse, “ Jchovah hath not chosen these.” 

And Samuel said unto Jesse, ‘ Are these all the young 
men??? And he said, “ There remaineth yet the youngest, 
and, behold, he keepeth the sheep.” And Samuel said unto 
Jesse, “Send and fetch him; for we will not sit down fo 
eat till he come hither.” And he sent, and brought him 
in. Now he was ruddy, and had beautiful eyes, and was 
goodly to look upon. And Jehovah said, “ Arise, anoint 
him ; for this is he’ Then Samuel took the horn of oil, 
and anointed him in the midst of his brethren; and the 
spirit of Jehovah came upon David from that day forward. 
And Samuel rose up, and went to Ramah. 

But the spirit of Jehovah departed from Saul, and an 
evil spirit from Jehovah troubled him, And Saul’s servants 
said unto him, “ Behold now, an evil spint from God trou- 
bleth thee: let our lord now command thy servants before 
thee, to seek out a man who is a cunning player on the 
harp; and it shall come to pass, when the evil spirit from 
God is upon thee, that he shall play with his hand, and thou 
shalt be well.’ And Saul said unto his servants, ‘‘ Provide 
me now a man that ean play well, and brmg him to me.” 
Then answered one of the servants, and said, “ Behold, I 
have seen a son of Jesse the Beth-lchemite, that is cunning 
in playing, and a valiant man, and a man of war, and pru- 
dent m speech, and a comely person, and Jehovah is with 
him.” Wherefore Saul sent messengers unto Jesse, and 
said, “Send me David thy son, who is with the sheep.” 
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20 And Jesse took an ass laden with bread, and a skin of wine, 
21 and a kid, and sent them by David his son unto Saul. And 
David came to Saul, and stood before him; and he loved 
22 him greatly ; and he became his armour-bearer. And Saul 
sent to Jesse, saying, “ Let David, I pray thee, stand before 
23 me; for he hath found favour in my sight.” And it came to 
pass, when the evzl spimt from God was upon Saul, that 
David took a harp, and played with his hand; so Saul 
was refreshed, and was well, and the evil spirit departed from 
him. 


1 CHAP. XVIT.—Now the Phihstines gathered together 
their armies to battle, and were gathered together at Shochoh, 
which belongeth to Judah, and encamped between Shochoh 

2and Azekah, m Ephes-dammim. And Saul and the men 
of Israel were gathered together, and eneamped by the 
valley of Klah, and drew up in battle array against the Philis- 

3 tines, And the Philistines stood on a mountain on the one 
side, and Israel stood on a mountain on the other side; and 
the valley was between them. 

4 And there came forth a champion out of the camp of the 
Philistines, named Goliath, of Gath, whose height was six 

5 cubits and a span. And he had a helmet of brass upon 
his head, and he was armed with a coat of mail; and the 
weight of the coat was five thousand shekels of brass. 

6 And he had greaves of brass upon his legs, and a javelin of 

7 brass between his shoulders. And the shaft of lis spear 
was like a weaver’s beam ; and his spear’s head weighed six 
hundred shekels of iron; and one bearing the shield went 

s before him. And he stood and eried unto the armies of 
Israel, and said unto them, “‘ Why are ye come out to draw 
up in battle array ? am not I the Philistine, and ye servants 
to Saul? choose you a man, and Iet him come down to me, 

9 If he be able to fight with me, and to kill me, then will we 
be your servants: but if I prevail against him, and kill 

10 him, then shall ye be our servants, and serve us.’ And the 
Philistine said, “I defy the armies of Israel this day; give 

11 me a inan, that we may fight togcther.’ And when Saul 
and all Israel heard those words of the Philistine, they were 
dismayed, and greatly afraid. 

12 Now David was the son of that Ephrathite of Beth-Ichem- 
judah, whose name was Jesse ; and he had eight sons; and 
the man was old in the days of Saul, being advanced in 
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rears. And the three eldest sons of Jesse followed Saul to 13 
the battle; and the names of his three sons that went to the 
battle were, Eliab the first-born, and next unto him Abinadab, 
and the third Shammah. And David was the youngest: 14 
and the thrce eldest followed Saul; but David went back 15 
from Saul to feed his father’s sheep at Beth-lehem. And 16 
the Philistine drew near morning and evening, and presented 
himself, for forty days. 

And Jesse said unto David his son, “ Take now for thy 17 
brethren an ephah of this parched corn, and these ten loaves, 
and run to the camp to thy brethren ; and earry these ten 1s 
portions of cheese unto the eaptain of their thousand, and 
enquire how thy brethren fare, and take their pledge.” 

Now Saul, and they, and all the men of Israel, were in 19 
the valley of EHlah, fightiag with the Phihstines. And 20 
David rose up early in the morning, and left the sheep with 
a kceper, and took, and went, as Jesse had commanded him ; 
and he came to the barrier, as the host was going forth to 
the fight, and shouted for the battle. And Israel and 21 
the Philistines drew up in battle array, army against army. 
And David left the things he had with him in the hand of 22 
a keeper of the things, and ran into the army, and came and 
asked his brethren how they fared. And as he talked with 23 
them, behold, there came up the champion, the Philistine of 
Gath, Goliath by name, out of the armies of the Plnlistines, 
and spake according to the same words; and David heard 
them. And all the men of Israel, when they saw the man, 24 
fled from him, and were greatly afraid. 

And the men of Israel said, ‘“‘ Have ye seen this man that 25 
is come up? truly to defy Israel is he come up; and it 
shall be, that the man who killeth him, the king will ennch 
him with great riches, and will give him his daughter, and 
make his father’s house free in Israei.” 

And David spake to the men that stood by him, saying, 26 
< What shall be done to the an that killeth this Philistine, 
and taketh away the reproach from Israel? for who is this 
uneireumeised Philistine, that he should defy the armies of 
the living God?” And the people answered im after this 97 
manner, saying, “ So shall it be done to the man that lalleth 
hin.” 

And Filiab his eldest brother heard when he spake unto og 
the men; and Eliab’s anger was kindled against David, and 
he said, “ Why eamest thou down hither? and with whom 
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hast thou left those few sheep in the wilderness? I know 
thy pride, and the wickedness of thine heart ; for thou art 
29 come down that thou mightest see the battle.’ And David 
said, “ What have I now done? Jay I not speak a word ?” 
30 And he turned from him toward another, and spake after 
the same manner; and the people answered him again after 
31 the former manner. And they heard the words which 
David spake, and repeated them before Saul; and he sent 
for him. 
32 And David said to Saul, Let no man’s heart fail within 
him; thy servant will go and fight with this Philistine.” 
33 And Saul said to David, “ Thou art not able to go against 
this Philistine to fight with him; for thou art but a youth, 
34 and he a man of war from his youth.’ And David said 
unto Saul, “Thy servant kept his father’s sheep, and there 
came a lion, and a bear, and took a lamb out of the flock ; 
35 and I went out after him, and smote him, and delivered 
it out of his mouth: and when he, arose against me, I 
caught him by his beard, and smote him, and slew him. 
36 Thy servant slew both the hon and the bear; and this un- 
eireumcised Philistine shall be as one of them, secing he 
37 hath defied the armies of the lying God.” David said 
moreover, “Jchovah who delivered me out of the paw of 
the lion, and cut of the paw of the bear, he will deliver me 
out of the hand of this Philistine”? And Saul said unto 
David, “ Go, and Jehovah be with thee.”’ 
38 And Saul clothed David with his own garments, and he 
put a helmet of brass upon his head, and clothed him with 
39 a coat of mail. And David girded his sword upon his gar- 
ments ; and he essayed to go, for he had not yet tried. Then 
David said unto Saul, “I cannot go in these; for I have 
40 not tried them’? And David put them off him. And he 
took Ins staff in his hand, and chose him five smooth stones 
out of the brook, and put them in a shepherd’s bae which he 
had, even in the pouch ; and his sling was in his hand: and 
41 he drew near to the Philistine. And the Philistine came on, 
drawing nigh unto David ; and the man that bare the shield 
went betore him. 
42 And when the Philistine looked, and saw David, he dis- 
dained him ; for he was dué a youth, and ruddy, and had a 
43 beautiful countenance. And the Philistine said unto David, 
“Am Ia dog, that thou eomest to me with staves??? And 
44 the Philistine cursed David by his gods. And the Philistine 
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said to David, ‘‘ Come to me, and I will give thy flesh unto 
the fowls of the air, and to the beasts of the field.” 

Then said David to the Philistine, “Thou comest to me 45 
with a sword, and with a spear, and with a javelin; but I 
come to thee in the name of Jehovah of hosts, the God of 
the armies of Israel, whom thou hast defied. This day will 46 
Jehovah deliver thee into mine hand; and I will smite thee, 
and take thine head from thee; and I will give the careases 
of the host of the Philistines this day unto the fowls of the 
air, and to the wild beasts of the earth; that all the earth 
may know that there isa God in Israel. And all this assembly 47 
shall know that Jehovah saveth not with sword and spear ; 
for the battle is Jehovah’s, and he will give you into our 
hands.” 

And it came to pass, when the Philistine arose, and came 48 
and drew nigh to meet David, that David hasted, and ran 
toward the army to mect the Philistine. And David put his 
hand in his bag, and took thenee a stone, and slang it, and 
smote the Philistine in his forehead, so that the stone sunk 
into his forehead ; and he fell upon his face to the ground. 
So David prevailed over the Philistine with a sling and with 50 
a stone, and smote the Philistine, and slew him; and there 
was no sword in the hand of David. Then David ran, and 51 
stood upon the Philistine, and took his sword, and drew it 
out of the sheath thereof, and slew him, and cut off his head 
therewith. 

And when the Philistines saw their champion was dead, 
they fled. And the men of Israel and of Judah arose, and 52 
shouted, and pursued the Philistines, until thou come to the 
valley, and as far as the gates of Ekron. And the wounded 
of the Philistines fell down by the way to Shaaraim, even as 
far as Gath, and Ekron. And the children of Israel returned 53 
from ehasing after the Philistines, and they spoiled their 
eamp. And David took the head of the Philistine, and 54 
brought it to Jerusalem ; but he put his armour in his tent. 

And when Saul saw David go forth to meet the Philistine, 
he said unto Abner, the eaptain of the host, ‘“ Abner, whose 
son is this youth ?”? And Abner said, “ As thy soul liveth, 
O king, I know not.” And the king said, ‘ Ask thou 56 
whose son the stripling is”? And as David returned from 57 
the slaughter of the Philistine, Abner took him, and brought 
him before Saul with the head of the Philistine in his hand. 
And Saul said to him, “ Whose son art thou, young man ?”’ 5s 
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And David answered, “I am the son of thy servant Jesse 
the Beth-lehemite.” 


1 CHAP. XVIII.—And it came to pass, when he had made 
an end of speaking unto Saul, that the soul of Jonathan was 
knit with the soul of David, and Jonathan loved him as his 

2own soul. And Saul took him that day, and would not let 

3 him return to his father’s house. Then Jonathan and 
David made a eovenant, because he loved. him as his own 

4soul. And Jonathan stripped himself of the robe that was 
upon him, and gave it to David, and his garments, even to 
his sword, and to his bow, and to his girdle. 

5 And David went out whithersoever Saul sent him, and 
prospered ; and Saul set him over the men of war, and he 
was aceepted in the sight of all the people, and also in the 
sight of Saul’s servants. 

6 And it came to pass as they came, when David returned 
from the slaughter of the Philistine, that the women came 
out of all the eities of Israel, singing and daneing, to meet 
king Saul, with tabrets, with rejoicing, and with triangles. 

7 And the women sang one to another as they played, and 
said, “Saul hath slain his thousands, and David his tens 

s of thonsands.” And Saul was very wroth, and this saying 
displeased him; and he said, “They have aseribed unto 
David tens of thousands, and to me they have aseribed 
bué thousands ; and what ean he have more but the king- 

9 dom??? And Saul looked jealously on David from that day 
and forward. | 

10 And it eame to pass on the morrow, that the evil spirit 
from God eame upon Saul, and he raved in the midst of the 
house ; and David played with his hand, as at other times ; 

11 and there was a spear in Saul’s hand. And Saul cast the 
spear; and he said, “TI will smite David even to the wall.” 
But David turned away out of his presence twice. 

12 And Saul was afraid of David, because Jehovah was with 

13 him, and had departed from Sau}. Therefore Saul removed 
him from him, and made him captain over a thousand; and 

14 he went out and eame in before the people. And David 
prospered in all his ways; and Jehovah was with him. 

15 Wherefore when Saul saw that he prospered greatly, he was 

i6 afraid of him: but all Tsvacl and Judah loved David, be- 
cause he went out and eame in before them. 


17, And Saul said to David, “Behold my elder daughter 
Viole. 1. D 
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Merab, her will I give thee to wife: only be thou valiant for 
me, and fight Jehovah’s battles.” For Saul said, “ Let not 
my hand be upon him, but Ict the hand of the Philistines 
be upon him.” And David said unto Saul, “ Who am I? 
and what is my life, or my father’s family in Israel, that I 
should be son-in-law to the king?” But it came to pass 
at the time when Merab Saul’s daughter should have been 
eiven to David, that she was given unto Adriel the Mehola- 
thite to wife. 

And Michal Saul’s daughter loved David; and they told 
Saul, and the thing pleased him. And Saul said, “I will 
ive her to him, that she may be a snare to him, and that the 
hand of the Philistines may be against him.’ Wherefore 
Saul said to David the second time, ‘Thou shalt this day be 
my son-in-law.” And Saul commanded his servants, saying, 
“Speak unto David secretly, and say, ‘ Behold, the king 
hath delight in thee, and all his servants love thee; now 
therefore be the king’s son-in-law.’”? And Saul’s servants 
spake these words in the ears of David. And David said, 
“Seemeth it to you an easy thing to become the king’s son- 
in-law, seeing that I am a poor man, and lightly esteemed ¢” 
And the servants of Saul told him, saying, “In this manner 
spake David”? And San] said, “Thus shall ye say to 
David, ‘The king desireth not any price, but an hundred 
foreskins of the Philistines, to be avenged of the king’s 
enemies?” but Saul thonght to make David fall by the 
hand of the Philistines. And when his servants told David 
these words, it pleased David well to be the king’s son-in- 
law. And the days were not expired, when David arose and 
went, he and lis men, and slew of the Philistines two hun- 
dred men; and David brought their foreskins, and they 
eave them in full to-the king, that he might be the king’s 
son-in-law. And Saul gave him Michal his daughter to 
wife. And Saul saw and knew that Jehovah was with 


David ; and Michal Saul’s daughter loved him. And Saul 2 


was yet the more afraid of David; and Sanl became David’s 
enemy continually. And when the captains of the Philis- 
tines went forth, it eame to pass, as often as they went forth, 
that David prospered morc than all the servants of Saul ; so 
that his name was very precious. 


CHAP. XIX.—And Saul spake to Jonathan his son, and 
to all his servants, that they should kill David. But Jona- 
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than Saul’s son delighted mueh in David; and Jonathan 
told David, saying, ‘Saul my father seeketh to kill thee ; 
now therefore, [ pray thee, take heed to thyself on the 
morrow, and abide in a seeret place, and hide thyself; and I 
will go out and stand beside my father in the field where 
thou art, and I will speak of thee to my father; and what I 
see, that I will tell thee.” 

And Jonathan spake good of David unto Saul his father, 
and said unto him, “Let not the king sin against his ser- 
vant, against David; because he hath not sinned against thee, 
and because his deeds have been very good towards thee ; 
for he put his hfe in ms hand, and slew the Philistine, 
and Jehovah wrought a great deliverance for all Israel: 
thou sawest it, and didst rejoice; wherefore then wilt thou 
sin against innocent blood, to slay David without a canse ?” 
And Saul hearkened unto the voice of Jonathan; and Saul 
sware, “As Jehovah liveth, he shall not be slain”’ And 
Jonathan called David, and Jonathan told him all these 
things. And Jonathan brought David ‘to Saul, and he was 
in his presence, as 1 times past. 

And there was war again; and David went out, and fought 
with the Philistines, and slew them with a great slaughter ; 
and they fled before him. 

And the evil spirit from Jehovah was upon Saul, as he 
sat in his honse with his spear m his hand: and David was 
playing with his hand. And Saul sought to smite David 
even to the wall with the spear; but he rushed from the 
presence of Saul, and he smote the spear into the wall; and 
David fled, and escaped that mght. Saul also sent messen- 
gers unto David’s house, to wateh him, and to slay him im 
the morning: and Michal David’s wife told him, saying 
“Tf thou save not thy life to-night, to-morrow thou wilt ie 
slain”? So Michal let David down through the window; 
and he went, and fled, and escaped. And “Michal took one 
of the teraptim, and laid it in the bed, and put a pillow of 
goat’s hair for its bolster, and covered it with the coverlet, 
And when Saul sent messengers to take David, she said, 
“ Tle is sick.” And Saul sent the iessengers to see David, 
saying, “Bring him up to me in the bed, that I may slay 
him’ And when the messengers were come in, behold, one 
of the teraphin was in the bed, with a pillow of goat’s hair 


17 for its bolster. And Saul sate unto Miehal, “ Why hast 


thou deceived me so, and sent away imme cnemy, that he 
D2 
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is escaped ?”? And Michal answered Saul, “ He said unto 
me, ‘ Let me go; why should I kill thee ??” 


So David fled, and eseaped, and came to Samuel to’ 


Ramah, and told him all that Saul had done to him. And 
he and Samuel went and dwelt in Naioth. And it was told 
Saul, saying, “Behold, David is at Natoth in Ramah.” And 
Saul sent messengers to take David: and when they saw the 
company of the prophets prophesying, and Samuel standing 
as their leader, the spirit of God came upon the messengers 
of Saul, and they also prophesied. And when it was told 
Saul, he sent other messengers, and they prophesied lke- 
wise. And Saul sent messengers again the third time, and 
they prophesied also. Then went he also to Ramah, and 
came to the great ‘well that is in Sechu: and he asked and 
said, “Where are Samucl and David ?”’? And one said, ‘‘ Be- 
hold, they are at Naioth in Ramah.” And he went thither 
to Naioth in Ramah: and the spirit of God came upon him 
also, and he went on, and prophesied, until he came to 
Naioth in Ramah. And he also put off his outer garment, 
and prophesied before Samuel in like manner, and lay down 
unrobed all that day and all that might. Wherefore they 
say, “Is Saul also among the prophets?” 


CHAP. XX.—And David fled from Naioth in Ramah, 
and came and said before Jonathan, “ What have I done, 
and what is mine iniquity? and what is my sin_ before 
thy father, that he seeketh my life?” And he said unto 
him, “ God forbid; thou shalt not die; behold, my father 
will do nothing, either great or small, but that he will shew 
it me; and why should my father hide this thing from me? 
it is not so.’ And David sware moreover, and said, “ Thy 
father certainly knoweth that I have fonnd favour in thine 
eyes; and he saith, ‘ Let not Jonathan know this, lest he be 
erieved ;? but truly as Jehovah liveth, and as thy soul liveth, 
there is but a step between me and death.” Then said Jona- 
than unto David,  Whatsocver thy soul desireth, I will even 
do it for thee.” 
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And David said unto Jonathan, “ Behold, to-morrow is the 5 


new moon, and I should not fail to sit with the king at 
meat ; but Iet me go, that I may hide myself in the field 


until the third day at even. If thy father at all miss me, 6 


then say, ‘David carnestly asked leave of me that he might 
run to Beth-lehem his city; for there is a yearly sacrifice 
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7 there for all the family.” If he say thus, ‘It is well,’ thy 
servant shall have peace; but if he be very wroth, then be 
s sure that evil is determined by him. Thus shalt thou deal 
kindly with thy servant ; for thou hast brought thy servant 
into a covenant of Jehovah with thee: notwithstanding, if 
there be in me iniquity, slay me thyself; for why shouldest 
9 thou bring me to thy father??? And Jonathan said, ‘ Far 
be it from thee; for if I knew certainly that evil were de- 
termined by my father to come upon thee, then would not 
I tell it thee?” 
10 ‘Then said David to Jonathan, “ Who shall tell me if thy 
11 father answer thee roughly??? And Jonathan said unto 
David, “Come, and let us go out into the field.” And they 
12 went out both of them into the field. And Jonathan said 
unto David, “ Jehovah, God of Israel—when I have sounded 
my father about this time to-morrow, or the day after, and, 
behold, if there be good toward David, and I then send not 
13 unto thee, and shew it thee—Jehovah do so and much more 
to Jonathan; but if it please my father ¢o do thee evil, then 
I will shew it thee, and send thee away, that thou mayest go 
in peace ; and Jehovah be with thee, as he hath been with 
i4 my father. And thou shalt not only while yet I live shew 
15 me the kindness of Jehovah, that I die not; but also thou 
shalt not cut off thy kindness from my house for ever; no, 
not when Jehovah hath cut off the enemies of David every 
16 one from the face of the earth.” So Jonathan made a cove- 
nant with the house of David, saying, “ Let Jehovah even 
17 require it at the hand of David’s enemies.” And Jonathan 
caused David to swear again, because he loved him; for he 
loved him as he loved his own soul. 
is Then Jonathan said to David, ‘ To-morrow is the new 
moon; and thou wilt be missed, because thy seat will be 
i9 empty. And on the third day thou shalt go down quickly, 
and come to the place where thou didst hide thyself on the 
20 day of the deed, and shalt remain by the stone Ezel. And 
I will shoot three arrows on the side thercof, as though I 
21 shot at a mark. And, behold, I will send the lad, saying, 
‘Go, find the arrows.’ If L expressly say unto the lad, ‘ Be- 
hold, the arrows are on this side of thec, take them;’ then 
come thou ; for there is peace to thee, and no hurt; as Je- 
22 hovah liveth. But if I say thus unto the youth, ‘ Behold, the 
arrows are beyond thee ;’ go thy way; for Jehovah hath sent 
23 thee away. And as ¢o the matter which thou and I have 
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spoken of, behold, Jehovah zs witness between thee and me 
for ever.” 

So David hid himself in the field; and when the new 24 
moon was come, the king sat him down to eat meat. And 25 
the kimg sat upon his seat, as at other times, even upon a seat 
by the wall: and Jonathan arose, and Abner sat by Saul’s 
side, and David’s place was empty. But Saul spake not 26 
anything that day; for he thought, ‘Something hath be- 
fallen him, he is not clean; surely he is not clean.” 

And it came to pass on the morrow, the second day of the 27 
month, that David’s place was empty; and Saul said unto 
Jonathan his son, ‘‘ Wherefore cometh not the son of Jesse 
to meat, neither yesterday, nor to-day?” And Jonathan 28 
answered Saul, “ David earnestly asked leave of me to go to 
Beth-lehem ; and said, ‘Let me go, I pray thee; for our family 29 
hath a sacrifice im the city; and my brother, he hath com- 
manded me ¢o be there: aud now, if I have found favour m 
thine eyes, let me get away, I pray thee, and see my brethren.’ 
Therefore he cometh not unto the king’s table.” 

Then Saul’s anger was kindled agamst Jonathan, and he 20 
said unto him, “Thou perverse rebellious son, do not I know 
that thou hast chosen the son of Jesse to thine own con- 
fusion, and to the confusion of thy mother’s nakedness ? 
For as long as the son of Jesse liveth upon the ground, thou 31 
shalt not be established, nor thy kingdom. Whercfore now 
send and fetch him unto me, for he shall surely die.” And 32 
Jonathan answered Saul his father, and said unto him, 
“Wherefore shall he be slain? what hath he done?” And 33 
Saul cast the spear at him to smite him; whereby Jonathan 
knew that it was determined by his father to slay David. So 34 
Jonathan arose from the table in fierce anger, and did eat 
no meat the scecond day of the month; for he was grieved 
for David, because his father had reviled him. 

And it came to pass in the morning, that Jonathan went 35 
out into the field as appointed with David, and a little lad 
with him. And he said unto his lad, “Run, find now the 36 
arrows which I shoot.””’ As the lad ran, he shot the arrow 
beyond him. And when the lad was come to the place 37 
of the arrow which Jonathan had shot, Jonathan cried after 
the lad, and said, “Is not the arrow beyond thee?” And 3s 
Jonathan cried aftcr the lad, “ Make speed, haste, stay not.” 
And Jonathan’s lad gathered up the arrows, and came to his 
master. But the lad knew not any thing: only Jonathan 39 
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and David knew the matter. And Jonathan gave his weapons 
unto his lad, and said unto him, “Go, carry them to the 
city.” 

a soon as the lad was gone, David arose from the 
south side, and fell on his face to the ground, and bowed 
himself three times: and they kissed one another, and wept 
one with another, until David wept aloud. And Jonathan 
said to David, “Go in peace, forasmuch as we have sworn 
both of us in the name of Jehovah, saying, ‘ Jehovah be 


; witness between me and thee, and between my seed and thy 
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seed for ever.’ And he arose and departed; and Jonathan 
weut into the city. 


CHAP. XXI.—Then David went to Nob, to Ahimelech 
the priest: and Ahimelech was afraid at meeting David, and 
said unto him, “ Why art thou alone, and no man with 
thee?” And David said unto Ahimelech the priest, “The 
king hath charged me with a matter, and hath said unto me, 
‘Let no man know any thing of the matter about which I 
send thee, and with whieh I have charged thee;’ and I have 
appointed my servants to a certain place. Now therefore 
what is there under thy hand? give me five loaves of bread 
in my hand, or what there is present.” And the priest 
answered David, and said, ‘ There is no common bread under 
my hand, but there is hallowed bread; if the young men 
have kept themselves only from women.” And David 
answered the priest, and said unto him, “ Of a truth women 
have been withheld from us for three days past, since I came 
out; and the vessels of the young men are holy; and #/f it 
is a profane action, yet will it this day be right through the 
agent thereof’? So the priest gave him hallowed dread: 
for there was no bread there but the shew-bread, that was 
taken from before Jehovah, to put hot bread in the day when 
it was taken away. 

Now a certain man of the servants of Saul was there that 
day, detained before Jehovah; and his name was Doeg, an 
Edomite, the chief of the herdmen that belonged to Saul. 
And David said unto Ahimeleeh, “ And is there not here 
under thine hand spear or sword? for I have neither brought 
my sword nor my other weapons with me, beeause the king’s 
business required haste.”’? And the priest said, “The sword 
of Goliath the Philistine, whom thou slewest in the valley of 
Kah, behold, it 7s kere wrapped in a cloth behind the ephod ; 
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if thou wilt take that, take it; for there is no other save 
that here.” And David said, “There is none like that; give 
it me.” 

And David arose, and fled that day before Saul, and went 
toAchish the king of Gath. And the servants of Achish said 
wnto him, “Is not this David, the king of the land? did 
they not sing one to another of him m dances, saying, ‘Saul 
hath slain his thousands, and David his tens of thousands?’ ” 
And David laid up these words in his heart, and was greatly 


afraid of Achish the king of Gath. And he changed his ; 


behaviour before them, and feigned himself mad in their 
hands, and made marks on the doors of the gate, and let his 
spittle fall down upon his beard. Then said Achish unto 
his servants, “Lo, ye see the man is mad; wherefore have 
ye brought him to me? Have I need of mad-men, that ye 
have brought this man to play the mad-man in my presence? 
shall this an come into my house ¢”’ 


CHAP. XXIJ.—David therefore departed thence, and 
escaped to the cave of Adullam; and when his brethren and 
all his father’s house heard it, they went down thither to 
him. And every onc im distress, and every one that was in 
debt, and every one that was discontented, gathered them- 
selves unto him; and he became a captain over them; and 
there were with him about four hundred men. 

And David went thence to Mizpeh of Moab: and he said 
unto the king of Moab, “Let my father and my mother, I 
pray thee, come forth, and be with you, till I know what God 
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will do for me.” And he brought them before the king of 4 


Moab; and they dwelt with him all the while that David 
was in the fastness. And the prophet Gad said unto David, 
«Abide not in the fastness; depart, and get thee into the 
land of Judah.” Then David departed, and came into the 
forest of Hareth. 
When Saul heard that David was discovered, and the men 
that were with him, (now Saul was sitting at Gibeah under 
the tamarisk tree upon the height, and his spear was in his 
hand, and all his servants were standing beside him;) then 
Saul said unto his servants that stood beside him, “ Hear 
now, ye Benjamites; will the son of Jesse give all of you 
fields and vineyards, and make all of you captains of thou- 
sands, and captains of hundreds; that all of you have con- 
spired against me, and there is none that sheweth me that 
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my son hath made a covenant with the son of Jesse, and there 

is none of you that is sorry for me, or sheweth unto me that 

my son hath stirred up my servant against me, to he in wait, 
as at this day?” 

Then answered Doeg the Edomite, who was set over the 
servants of Saul, and said, “I saw the son of Jesse come to 
Nob, to Ahimelech the son of Ahitub. And he enquired of 
Jehovah for him, and gave him victuals, and gave him the 
sword of Goliath the Philistine.” 

Then the king sent to call Ahimelech the priest, the son 
of Ahitub, and all his father’s house, the priests that were 
12 1n Nob; and they came all of them to the king. And Saul 

said, “ Ilear now, thou son of Alitub.”? And he answered, 

13 “ Here Tam, my lord.’ And Saul said unto him, “ Why 
have ye conspired against me, thou and the son of Jesse, in 
that thon hast given him bread, and a sword, and hast en- 
quired of God for him, that he should rise agamst me, to he 

141M wait, as at this day ?”? Then Ahimelech answered the 
king, and sad, “And who among all thy servants is so 
faithful as David, who is the king’s son-in-law, and hath 
access to private audience of thee, and is honoured in thine 

15 house? Did I that day begin to enquire of God for him ?_be 
it far from me; let not the king impute any thing unto his 
servant, nor to all the house of my father ; for thy servant 
knew nothing of all this, less or more.’ 

i¢ And the king said, “Thou shalt surely dic, Ahimelech, 
thou, and all thy father’s house.” 

17 And the king said unto the footmen that stood beside him, 
“Turn, and slay the priests of Jchovah; because their hand 
also 1s wt David, and because they nee when he fled, and 
did not shew it to me.”” But the servants of the king would 
not put forth their hand to fall upon the priests of Jehovah. 

18 Then the king said to Doeg, ‘Turn thou, and fall upon the 
priests.” And Doeg the Kdomite turned, and he fell upon 
the priests, and slew on that lay fourscore and five persons 

19 that did wear a linen ephod. And Nob, the city of the 
pricsts, he smote with the edge of the sw ord, both men and 
women, children and sucklings, and oxen, ent asses, and 
sheep, with the edge of the sword. 

20 Aud one of the sons of Ahimelech the son of Alntub, 

21 named Abiathar, escaped, and fled after David. And Abia- 
thar told David that Saul had slain the priests of Jehovah. 

22 And David said unto Abiathar, “1 knew it on that day, when

Doeg the Edomite was there, that he would surely tell Saul: 

T have oceasioned the death of all the persons of thy father’s 
house. Abide thou with me, fear not; for he that secketh my 23 
life seeketh thy life; but with me thou shalt be im safety.” 


CHAP. XXIJI.—Then they told David, saying, “ Behold, 1 
the Philistines fight against Keilah, and they rob the thresh- 
ing-floors.” Therefore David enquired of Jehovah, saying, 2 
“Shall I go and smite these Philistines??? And Jehovah 
said unto David, “Go and smite the Philistines, and save 
Keilah.” And David’s men said unto him, “ Behold, we are 3 
afraid here in Judah ; how much more then if we come to 
Keilah against the armies of the Philistmes??? Then David 4 
enquired of Jehovah yet again: and Jehovah answered him 
and said, “‘ Arise, go down to Keilah; for I will deliver the 
Philistines into thy hand.” So David and his men went to 5 
Keilah, and fought with the Philistines, and brought away 
their cattle, and smote them with a great slaughter. So 
David saved the inhabitants of Keilah. 

And it eame to pass, when Abiathar the son of Ahimelech 6 
fled to David to Keilah, that he came down with an ephod in 
his hand. 

And it was told Saul that. David was come to Keilah. 7 
And Saul said, “ God hath delivered him into my hand ; 
for he is shut in, by entering into a town that hath gates and 
bars.” And Saul ealled all the people together to war, to go 8 
down to Keilah, to besiege David and his men. 

And David knew that Saul was devising evil agamst him ; 9 
and he said to Abiathar the priest, “ Bring hither the ephod.” 
Then said David, ‘ O Jehovah God of Israel, thy servant hath 10 
certainly heard that Saul seeketh to come to Keilah, to de- 
stroy the eity for my sake. Will the men of Keilah deliver 11 
me up into his hand? will Saul come down, as thy servant 
hath heard? O Jehovah God of Israel, I beseech thee, tell thy 
servant.”” And Jchovah said, “ He will come down,” Then 12 
said David, “Will the men of Keilah deliver me and m 
men into the hand of Saul??? And Jeohvah said, “They 
will deliver thee.” 

Then David and his men, about six hundred men, arose 13 
and departed out of Keilah, and went whithersoever they 
could go. And it was told Saul that David was eseaped 
from Keilah ; and he forbare to go forth. And David re- 14 
mained in the wilderness in fastnesses, and remaimed on a 
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mountain in the wilderness of Ziph: and Saul sought him 
every: day, but God delivered him not into his hand. 

is And David saw that Saul was come out to seek his life: 

16 and David was in the wilderness of Ziph in a wood. And 
Jonathan Saul’s son arose, and went to David into the wood, 

17 and strengthened his hand in God. And he said unto him, 
“Fear not; for the hand of Saul my father shall not find 
thee; and thou shalt be king over Israel, and I shall be next 

ig unto thee; and that also Saul my father knoweth.” And 
they two made a covenant before Jehovah: and David re- 
mained in the wood, and Jonathan went to his house. 

19 Then came up Ziphites to Saul to Gibeah, saying, ‘ Doth 
not David hide himself with us in fastnesses in the wood, in 
the hill of Hachilah, which is on the south of the desert ? 

20 Now therefore, O king, come down according to all the desire 
of thy soul to come down; and our part shall be to deliver 

21 him into the king’s hand.” And Saul said, “ Blessed be ye 

22 of Jehovah ; for ye have compassion onme. Go, I pray you, 
prepare yet, and know and see his place where his haunt 1s, 
and who hath seen him there; for it is told me that he 

23 dealeth very craftily. See therefore, and take knowledge of 
all the hiding-plaees where he hideth himself, and come ye 
again to me with the certainty, and I will go with you; and 
it shall come to pass, if he be in the land, that I will search 

21 him out throughout all the thousands of Judah.”? And they 
arose, and went to Ziph before Saul. 

But David and his men were in the wilderness of Maon, 

25 in the plain to the south of the desert. Then Saul and his 
men went to seek him. And they told David: wherefore he 
came down from the rock, aud remained in the wilderness of 
Maon. And when Saul heard that, he pursued after David 

26 in the wilderness of Maon. And Saul went on this side of 
the mountaim, and David and his men on that side of the 
mountain: and David made haste to get away before Saul ; 
for Saul and his men were surrounding David and his men to 

27 take them. But there came a messenger unto Saul, saying, 
“‘ Haste thee, and come; for the Philistines have invaded the 

2s land.” Wherefore Saul returned from pursuing after David, and 
went agamst the Philistines ; therefore they called that place 

29 Sela-hammahlekoth [Rock or Escapes]. And David went 
up from thence, and remained in the fastnesses of En-gedi. 


1 CHAP. XXIV.—And it came to pass, when Saul had 
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returned from following the Philistines, that 1t was told him, 
saying, “ Behold, David is in the wilderness of En-gedi.” 
Then Saul took three thousand chosen men out of all Israel, 2 
and went to seek David and his men upon the rocks of the 
wild goats. And he came to the sheep-cotes, by the way, 3 
where was a cave; and Saul went in to cover his feet: and 
David and his men were remaining in the inner part of the 
eave. And the men of David said unto him, “ Behold the 4 
day of which Jehovah said unto thee, ‘ Behold, I will deliver 
thine enemy into thy hand, that thou mayest do to him as 
it shall seem good unto thee.’ ”” Then David arose, and cut off 
the skirt of Saul’s robe privily. And it came to pass after- 5 
ward, that David’s heart smote him, because he had eut off 
the skirt of Saul’s robe. And he said unto his men, “ Jehovah 6 
forbid that I should do this thing unto my master, the anointed 
of Jehovah, to stretch forth my hand against him, seeing he 
is the anointed of Jehovah.” So David stayed his men with 7 
these words, and suffered them not to rise against Saul: but 
Saul rose up out of the cave, and went on fis way. 

Then David arose afterward, and went out of the cave, s 
and cried after Saul, saying, ‘ My lord the king.’ And 
when Saul looked behind him, David stooped with his face 
to the ground, and bowed himself. And David said to Saul, 9 
“ Wherefore hearest thou men’s words, saying, ‘ Behold, 
David secketh thy hurt?’ Behold, this day thine eyes have 10 
seen how that Jehovah had delivered thee to-day into my 
hand in the cave; and some bade me kill thee; but mzne eye 
spared thee ; and I said, ‘I will not put forth my hand against 
my lord; for he is the anointed of Jehovah.? Moreover, 11 
my father, see, yea, see the skirt of thy robe in my hand; 
for in that I cut off the skirt of thy robe, and killed thee 
not, know thou and see that.there is neither evil nor trans- 
gression in my hand, and I have not sinned against thee; 
yet thou huntest my soul to take it. Jehovah judge be- 12 
tween me and thee, and Jehovah avenge me of thee; but 
my hand shall not be upon thee. As saith the proverb of 13 
the ancients, ‘ Wickedness proceedeth from the wicked :’ 
but my hand shall not be upon thee. After whom is the 14 
king of Israel come out? after whom dost thou pursue? 
after a dead dog, after a flea! Jchovah therefore be 1s 
judge, and judge between me and thee, and sce, and plead 
my cause, and do me justice at thy hand.” 

And it came to pass, when David had made an end of 16 
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speaking these words unto Saul, that Saul said, “Is this thy 
voice, my son David?” And Saul hfted up his voice, and 
i7 wept. And he said to David, “Thou art more nghteous 
than I; for thou hast requited me good, whereas [ have 
is requited thee evil. And thou hast shewed this day how 
that thou hast dealt well with me; forasmuch as when Je- 
hovah had delivered me into thy hand, thou killedst me 
ig not. For if a man find his enemy, will he let him go well 
away ? wherefore Jehovah reward thee good for that thou 
20 hast done unto me this day. And now, behold, I know that 
thou shalt surely be king, and that the kingdom of Israel 
21 shall be established in thy hand. Swear now therefore unto 
me by Jehovah, that thou wilt not eut off my seed after me, 
and that thou wilt not destroy my name out of my father’s 
22 house.’ And David sware unto Saul. And Saul went 
to his house; but David and his men ascended into the 
fastness. 


CHAP. XXV.—And Samuel died; and all the Israelites 
gathered together, and lamented him, and buried him in his 
house at Ramah. 

And David arose, and went down to the wilderness of 
Paran. And there was a man in Maon, whose possessions 
were in Carmel; and the man was very great, and he had 
three thousand sheep, and a thousand goats; and he was 
shearmg his sheep in Carmel. Now the name of the man 
was Nabal; and the name of his wife Abigail: and she was 
a woman of good understanding, and of a beautiful form ; 
but the man was churlish and evil in his doings; and he was 
of the house of Caleb. And David heard in the wilderness 
that Nabal was shearing his sheep. And David sent ten 
young men; and David said unto the young men, “Go ye up 
to Carmel, and go to Nabal, and greet him in my name ; 
and thus shall ye say ¢o him, ‘ Long life! peaee be to thee, 
and peace to thine house, and peace to all that thou hast.’ 
And now I have heard that thou hast shearers; now thy 
shepherds which were with us, we hurt them not, neither 
was there aught missing to them, all the while they were in 
Carmel. Ask thy young men, and they will tell thee. 
Wherefore let the young men find favour in thine eyes ; 
for we come on a good day; give, I pray thee, whatsoever 
thy hand findeth to thy servants, and to thy son David.” 

9 And when David’s young men came, they spake to Nabal 
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according to all these words in the name of David, and 
vested. And Nabal answered David’s servants, and said, 
‘Who is David? and who is the son of Jesse? there be 
many servants in these days that break away every man from 
his master. Shall I then take my bread, and my water, and 
my flesh that I have killed for my shearers, and give it unto 
men of whom I know not whence they are?” So David’s 
young men turned back on their way, and returned, and 
eame and told him all these words. And David said unto 
his men, “ Gird ye on every man his sword.” And they 
sirded on every man his sword; and David also girded on 
his sword: and there went up after David about four hun- 
dred men; and two hundred remained by the things. 

But one of the young men told Alngail, Nabal’s wife, 
saying, “ Behold, David sent messengers out of the wilder- 
ness to salute onr master; and he railed on them. But the 
men were very good unto us, and we were not hurt, neither 
missed we any thing, as long as we went about with them, 
when we were in the field: they were a wall unto us both by 
night and day, as long as we were with them keeping the 
sheep. Now therefore know and consider what thou wilt do; 
for evil is determined against our master, and against all his 
household; for he zs such a son of Belial, that no one can 
speak to him.” 

Then Abigail made haste, and took two hundred loaves, 
and two skins of wine, and five sheep ready dressed, and five 
measures of parched corn, and an hundred bunches of raisins, 
and two hundred cakes of figs, and laid them on asses. And 
she said unto her servants, “Go on before me; behold I 
eome after you.” Bnt she told not her husband Nabal. 
And it was so, as she rode on the ass, that she eame down by 
the covert of the nll, and, behold, David and his men came 
down against her; and she met them. 

Now David had said, “ Surely in vain have I kept all that 
this man hath in the wilderness, so that nothing was missed 
of all that was his; and he hath returned me evil for good. 
So and more also do God unto the enemies of David, if I 
leave of all that he hath by the morning light even the 
meanest man.” 
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And when Abigail saw David, she hasted, and alighted off 23 


the ass, and fell before David on her face, and bowed herself 


to the ground, and fell at his feet, and said, “‘ Upon me, my 24 


lord, upon me be the offence; and let thy handmaid, I pray

thee, speak in thine ears, and hear the words of thy hand- 
25 maid. Let not my lord, I pray thee, regard this man of 

Belial, even Nabal; for as his name is, sois he; Nabal [Foot] 

is his name, and folly is with him; but I thy handmaid saw 
26 not the young men of my lord, whom thou didst send. Now 

therefore, my lord, as Jehovah hveth, and as thy soul liveth, 
seemg Jehovah hath withholden thee from coming to shed 
blood, and from avenging thyself with thine own hand, now 
let thine enemies, and them that seek evil to my lord, be as 
27 Nabal. And now this present which thy handmaid hath 
brought unto my lord, let it even be given unto the young 
23s men that follow my lord. I pray thee, forgive the trespass 
of thy handmaid; for Jehovah will certainly make my 
lord a sure house; because my lord fighteth the battles of 

Jehovah, and evil shall not be found in thee all thy days. 
29 And should a man rise up to pursue thee, and to seek thy 
soul, the soul of my lord shall be bound in the bundle of 
life with Jehovah thy God; and the souls of thine enemics, 
them shall he sling out, as from the middle of a sling. And 
it shall come to pass, when Jehovah shall have done to my 
lord according to all the good that he hath spoken concern- 
ing thee, and shall have appomted thee ruler over Isracl ; 
that this shall be no gnef unto thee, nor offence of heart 
unto my lord, either that thou hast shed blood without a 
cause, or that my lord hath avenged himself; but when Je- 
hovah shall have dealt well with my lord, then remember 
thy handmaid.” 

And David said to Abigail, “ Blessed be Jehovah God of 
Isracl, who sent thee this day to meet me: and blessed be 
thy advice, and blessed be thou, who hast kept me this day 
from coming to shed blood, and from avengmg myself with 
34 mine own hand. For in very deed, as Jehovah God of Is- 
rael liveth, who hath kept me back from hurting thee, 
unless thou hadst hasted and come to mect me, surely there 
had not been left unto Nabal by the morning heht even the 
meanest man.”? So David received of her hand that which 
she had brought him, and said unto her, “Go up in peace 
to thy housc; see, 1 have hearkened to thy voice, and have 
accepted thy person.” | 
36 And Abigail came to Nabal; and, behold, he held a feast 

in his house, like the feast of a kmg; and Nabal’s heart was 

merry within hin, for he was very drunken; wherefore she 
37 told him nothing, less or more, until the morning light. But 
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out of Nabal, and his wife had told him these things, that 
his heart died within him, and he became as a stone. And 38 
it came to pass about ten days after, that Jehovah smote 
Nabal, that he died. And when David heard that Nabal was 39 
dead, he said, ‘‘ Blessed be Jehovah, that hath pleaded the 
cause of my reproach at the band of Nabal, and hath kept 
his servant from evil ; for Jehovah hath returned the wicked- 
ness of Nabal upon his own head.” 

And David sent and spake with Abigail, to take her to 
him to wife. And when the servants of David were come to 40 
Abigail to Carmel, they spake unto her, saying, “ David sent 
us unto thee, to take thee to him to wife.’ And she arose, 41 
and bowed herself with her faee to the ground, and said, 
“Behold, /e¢ thy handmaid be a servant to wash the feet of 
the servants of my lord” And Abigail hasted, and arose, 42 
and rode upon an ass, with five damsels of hers that went 
beside her; and she went after the messengers of David, and 
beeame his wife. David also took Ahinoam of Jezreel; and 43 
they were also both of them his wives. But Saul had given 44 
Michal his daughter, David’s wife, to Phalti the son of Laish, 
which was of Gallim. 


it came to pass in the morning, when the wine was gone 


CHAP. XXVI.—And the Ziphites came unto Saul to Gi- 1 
beah, saying, “ Doth not David hide himself in the hill of 
Hachilah, before the desert?” Then Saul arose, and went 2 
down to the wilderness of Ziph, having three thousand chosen 
men of Israel with him, to seek David in the wilderness 
of Ziph. And Saul eneamped on the Inll of Haehilah, s 
which 1s before the desert, on the way. But David remained 
in the wilderness, and he saw that Saul came after him into 
the wilderness. David therefore sent out spies, and knew 4 
that Saul had come into a ecrtain place. 

And David arose, and came to the plaee where Saul had 5 
eneamped ; and David beheld the place where Saul lay, and 
Abner the son of Ner, the captain of his host ; and Saul lay 
at the barricr, and the people were encamped round about 
hin. ‘Then spake David and said to Ahimelech the Hittite, 6 
and to Abishai the son of Zerwiah, brother to Joab, saying, 
“Who will go down with me to Saul to the eamp?” And 
Abishai said, “I will go down with thee.” 

So David and Abishai came to the people by might: and, 7 
behold, Saul lay sleeping at the barrier, and his spear stuck 
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in the ground at his head; and Abner and the people lay 
s round about him. Then said Abishai to David, “God hath 
delivered thine enemy into thy hand this day ; now there- 
fore let me smite him, I pray thee, with the spear even to the 
earth at once, and I will not smzte him the second time.” 
9 And David said to Abishai, “ Destroy him not; for who can 
stretch forth his hand against the anointed of Jehovah, and 
10 be guiltless?”? David said moreover, “ No! as Jehovah 
hveth ; Jehovah shall smite him; cither his day shall come 
11 to die; or he shall descend into battle, and perish. Je- 
hovah forbid that I should stretch forth mine hand against 
the anointed of Jehovah: but now take, I pray thee, the 
spear that is at his head, and the eruse of water, and let us 
12 go.” So David took the spear and the cruse of water at 
Saul’s head; and they got away again, and no man saw it, 
nor knew it, neither awoke: for they were all asleep; be- 
cause a deep sleep from Jehovah had fallen upon them. 
13. Then David went over to the other side, and stood on the 
top of the hill afar off; a great space being between them: 
14 and David cried to the people, and to Abner the son of Ner, 
saying, “‘ Answerest thou not, Abner??? Then Abner an- 
swered and said, “ Who art thou that criest to the king?” 
15 And David said to Abner, “ Art not thou a man? and who 
is like thee in Israel? wherefore then hast thou not 
euarded thy lord the king? for there went one of the people 
16 in to destroy the king thy lord. This thing is not good that 
thou hast done. As Jehovah liveth, ye are worthy to dice, 
because ye have not guarded your master, the anointed of 
Jehovah. And now see where the king’s spear is, and the 
eruse of water that was at his head.” 
17, And Saul knew David’s voice, and said, “Is this thy 
voice, my son David?” And David said, “It 1s my voice, 
is my lord, O king.” And he said, “ Wherefore doth my lord 
thus pursue after his servant? for what have I done? or 
19 What evil isin mine hand? Now therefore, I pray thee, let 
my lord the king hear the words of his servant. Hf Je- 
hovah have stirred thee up against me, let him accept an 
offering ; but if z2¢ be the children of men, cursed be they 
before Jehovah ; for they have driven me out this day from 
abiding in the inheritance of Jehovah, saying, ‘Go, serve 
20 other gods.” Now therefore let not my blood fall to the 
eround before the face of Jehovah ; for the king of Isracl is 
VOL.

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come out to seek a flea, as when one doth hunt a partridge 
on the mountains.” 

Then said Saul, “I have sinned; return, my son David; 2 
for I will no more do thee harm, because my soul was pre- 
cious im thine eyes this day : behold, I have acted foolishly, 
and have erred exceedingly.” And David answered and 22 
said, “ Behold the king’s spear! and let one of the young 
men come over and fetch it. Jehovah will render to every 23 
man his righteousness and his faithfulness; for Jehovah de- 
livered thee into my hand to-day, but I would not stretch 
forth my hand against the anomted of Jehovah. And, 23 
behold, as thy life was greatly valued this day in mine eyes, 
so let my life be greatly valued in the eyes of Jehovah, and 
let him deliver me out of all tribulation.” Then Saul said 25 
to David, “ Blessed be thou, my son David ; thou shalt both 
do great deeds, and also be very powerful.””? So David went 
on his way, and Saul returned to his place. 


CHAP. XXVIiIl.—And David said in his heart, “I shall 1 
now perish one day by the hand of Saul; there is nothing 
better for me than that I should speedily escape mto the land 
of the Philistines ; then Saul will despair of me, to seek me 
any more in all the territory of Israel; so shall I escape out of 
his hand”? And David arose, and passed over, he and six hun- 2 
dred men that were with him unto Achish, the son of Maoch, 
king of Gath. And David dwelt with Achish at Gath, he 3 
and his men, every man with his household, even David with 
his two wives, Ahinoam the Jezreelitess, al Abigail the 
Carnilitess, Nabal’s wife. And it was told Saul that David 4 
was fled to Gath: and he sought no more again for him. 

And David said unto Achish, “If I have now found 5 
favour in thine eyes, let them give me a place in one of the 
towns in the country, that 1 may dwell there; for why 
should thy servant dwell in the royal city with thee?” 
Then Achish gave him Ziklag that day: wherefore Ziklag 6 
ee unto the kings of Judah unto this day. And 7 

the time tiGt Davidedweltein the country of the Philistines 
was a year and four months. 

And David and his inen went up, and invaded the s 
Geshurites, and the Gezrites, and the Amalekites; for those 
nations were of old the mhabitants of the land, as thou 
goest to Shur, even unto the land of Egypt. And David 9 
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smote the land, and left neither man nor woman alive, and 
took away the sheep, and the oxen, and the asses, and the 
camels, and the apparel, and returned, and came to Achish. 
10 And Aehish said, “Whither have ye made an inroad to-day ?” 
And David said, “ Against the south of Judah, and against 
the south of the Jerahmeelites, and against the south of the 
Kenites.’”’ And David saved neither man nor woman alive, 
to bring them to Gath, saying, “ Lest they should tell of us, 
saying, ‘So did David:’” and so his manner was all the 
12 time he dwelt in the country of the Philistines. And Achish 
believed David, saying, “He hath made his people Israel 
utterly to abhor him ; therefore he shall be my servant for 
ever.” 
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CHAP. XXVIII.—And it eame to pass in those days, 
that the Philistmes gathered their armies together for war- 
fare, to fight with Israel. And Achish said unto David, 
“ Know thou assuredly, that thou shalt go out with me to 
battle, thou and thy men.’ And David said to Aechish, 
“Surely thou shalt know what thy servant can do.’ And 
Achish said to David, “ Therefore will I make thee keeper 
of my head eontinually.” 

Now Sammel was dead, and all Israel had lamented him, 
and buried hin in Ramah, even in his own eity. And Saul 
had put away the necromanecrs, and the wizards, out of 
the land. And the Phihstines gathered themselves together, 
and came and encamped in Shunem: and Saul gathered 
all Israel together, and they eneamped in Gilboa. And 
when Saul saw the host of the Philistines, he was afraid, 
and his heart greatly trembied. And when Saul enquired 
of Jehovah, Jchovah answered him not, neither by dreams, 
nor by Urim, nor by prophets. Then said Saul unto his 
servants, “Seck me a woman skilled in necromancy, that I 
may go to her, and enquire of her.’ And his servants said 
to hun, ‘ Behold, there is a woman skilled in neeromancy, 
at En-dor.”’ 

s And Saul disguised Inmself, and put on other raiment, 
and went, he and two men with him, and they came to the 
woman by mght; and he said, “I pray thee, divine for 
me by necromaney, and brmg me up him whom TI shall 

gname unto thee.” And the woman said unto him, “ Be- 

hold, thou knowest what Saul hath done, how he hath cut 
off the necromanecrs, and the wizards, out of the land; 
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wherefore then layest thou a snare for my hfe, to cause 
me to die??? And Saul sware to her ‘by Jehovah, saying, 
« As Jehovah liveth, there shall no punishment happen to 
thee for this thing.” Then said the woman, “ Whom shall I 
bring up for thee?” And he said, “ Bring me up Samuel.” 

And when the woman saw Samuel, she cried with a loud 
voice ; and the woman spake to Saul, saying, ‘ Why hast 
thou deceived me? for thou art Saul.’ And the king said 
unto her, “ Be not afraid; but what sawest thou?” And 
the woman said unto Saul, “I saw a god ascending out of 
the earth.” And he said unto her, “ What is his form ?” 
And she said, “An old man cometh up; and he is covered 
with a mantle.’ And Saul perceived that 1t was Samnel, 
and he stooped with his face to the ground, and bowed 
himself. 

And Samuel said to Saul, “ Why hast thou disquieted me, 
to bring me up?” = And Saul answered, “J am greatly dis- 
tressed; for the Plnilistines make war against me, and God 
is departed from me, and answereth me no more, neither by 
prophets, nor by dreams: therefore I. have called thee, that 
thou mayest make known unto me what I shall do.” Then 
said Samuel, “‘ Wherefore then dost thon ask of me, seeing 
Jehovah hath departed from thee, and is become thine 
cnemy? And Jehovah hath done as he spake by me; for 
Jehovah hath rent the kingdom out of thy hand, and 
siven it to thy neighbour, even to David; because thou 
obeyedst not the voice of Jehovah, nor exccutedst his fierce 
wrath upon Aimalek, therefore hath Jehovah done this thing 
unto thee this day. Moreover Jehovah will also deliver 
Israel with thee into the hand of the Pluhstines; and 
to-morrow shalt thon and thy sons be with me; Jehovah 
also shall deliver the host of Israel into the hand of the 
Philistines.” 

Then Saul fell straightway all his length on the ground, 
and was greatly afraid, beeanse of the words of Samuel; and 
there was no strength in him; for he had eaten no bread all 
the day, nor all the mght.

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23 mayest have strength, when thou goest on thy way.” But 
he refused, and said, “I will not eat.” But his servants, 
together with the woman, urged him; and he hearkened 
unto their voice. So he arose from the ground, and sat upon 

os the bed. And the woman had a fatted ealf in the house ; 
and she made haste to kill it, and took flour, and kneaded it, 

25 and did bake unleavened bread thereof: and she set them 
before Saul, and before his servants; and they did eat. 
Then they rose up, and went away that night. 


1 CHAP. XXIX.—Now the Philistines gathered together 
all their armies to Aphek: and the Israelites eneamped by a 

2 fountain which is in Jezreel. And the lords of the Phnhs- 
tines passed on by hundreds, and by thousands ; but David 

3 and his men passed on in the rear with Achish. Then said 
the captains of the Philistines, “ What do these Hebrews 
here?” And Achish said unto the captains of the Philis- 
tines, “Is not this David, the servant of Saul the king of 
Israel, who hath been so long with me, and I have found 
no fault in him since he eame over ¢o me unto this day ?” 

4 And the captains of the Philistines were wroth with him ; 
and the captains of the Philistines said unto him, “ Make 
the man return, that he may go baek to his place which thou 
hast appointed him, and let him not go down with us to 
battle, lest in the battle he be an adversary to us; for where- 
with should he reconcile himself unto his master? will it not 

5 be with the heads of these men? Is not this David, of 
whom they sang one to another im dances, saying, ‘Saul 
slew his thousands, and David his tens of thousands ?” ” 

6 Then Achish called David, and said unto him, “Surely, as 
Jehovah liveth, thou art upright, and thy going out and 
thy coming in with me in the camp is good in my sight ; 
for I have not found evil in thee sinee the day of thy coming 
unto me unto this day: nevertheless the lords favour thee 

7not. Wherefore now return, and go in peace, that thon dis- 

s please not the lords of the Phihstines.’? And David said 
unto Achish, “ But what have I done? and what hast thou 
found in thy servant so long as [ have been with thee unto 
this day, that I may not go and fight against the enemies of 

g9my lord the kmg?” And Achish answered and said to 
David, ‘I know that thou art good in my sight, as an 
angel of God; nevertheless the captains of the Philistines 
have said, ‘ He shall not go up with us to the battle’ 
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Wherefore now rise up carly in the morning with thy master’s 10 
servants that are come with thee ; and as soon as ye are up 
in the morning, and have light, depart.” 

So David and his men rose up early to depart in the morn- 
ing, to return into the land of the Philstines. And the 
Philistines went up to Jezrecl.

CHAP. XXX.—And it came to pass, when David and his 
men were come to Ziklag on the third day, that the Amalek- 
ites had invaded the south, and Ziklag, and simtten Ziklag, 
and burned it with fire; and had taken the women captives, 2 
that were therein ; they slew not any, cither great or small, 
but carried them off, and went on their way. So David 3 
and his men came to the city, and, behold, it was burned 
with fire ; and their wives, and their sons, and their dangh- 
ters, were taken captives. Then David and the people that 
were with him lifted up their voice and wept, until they had 
no more power to weep. And David’s two wives were taken 5 
captives, Ahinoam the Jezreelitess, and Abigail the wife of 
Nabal the Carmelite. And David was greatly distressed ; 
for the people spake of stoning him, because all the people 
were gricved in soul, every man for his sons and for his 
daughters: but David strengthened himself in Jehovah his 
God. 

And David said to Abiathar the priest, the son of Ahime- 
lech, “I pray thee, bring me hither the ephod.” And Abia- 
thar brought the ephod to David. And David enquired of s 
Jehovah, saying, “Shall I pursue after this troop? shall I 
overtake them?” And he answered him, “ Pursue; for 
thou shalt surely overtake them, and without fail reeover adi.” 
So David went, he and the six hundred men that were with 
him, and came to the brook Besor, where those who were ieft 
behind stayed: but David pursued, he and four hundred 
men; for two hundred stayed behind, who were so faint that 
they could not go over the brook Besor. 

And they found an Egyptian in the field, and brought 1 
him to David, and gave him bread, and he did eat; and 
they made him drink water; and they gave him a piece of a 12 
cake of figs, and two bunches of raisins: and when he had 
eaten, his spirit came again to him; for he had eaten no 
bread, nor drunk any water, three days and three mghts. 
And David said unto him, “To whom belongest thou? and 13 
whence art thou?” And he said, “I ama young man of 
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Egypt, servant to an Amalekite; and my master left me, 

14 becanse three days ago I fell sick. We mvaded the south of 
the Cherethites, and the territory which belongeth to Judah, 
and the south of Caleb; and we burned Ziklag with fire.” 

15 And David said to him, “ Canst thou bring me down to this 
troop??? And he said, “ Swear unto me by God, that thou 
wilt neither kill me, nor deliver me into the hands of my 
master, and I will bring thee down to this troop.” 

16 And when he had bronght him down, behold, they were 
spread over all the land, eating, and drinking, and dancing, 
because of all the great spoil that they had taken out of the 

17 Jand of the Philistines, and out of the land of Judah. And 
David smote them from the dawn even unto the evening of 
the next day; and there escaped not a man of them, save 
four hundred young men, who rode upon camels and fled. 

is And David recovered all that the Amalekites had carmed 

19 away; and David recovered his two wives. And there was 
nothing lacking to them, neither small nor great, neither sons 
nor daughters, neither spoil, nor any ¢hiny that they had 

20 taken; David restored all. And David took all the flocks 
and the herds; they drove these cattle before him, and said, 
“This is David’s spoil.” 

2 And David came to the two hundred men, who were so 
faint that they could not follow David, whom also they had 
made to abide at the brook Besor; and they came forth to 
meet David, and to mect the people that were with him ; 
and when David came near to the people, he saluted them. 

22 Then answered all the wicked men, and men of Behal, of 
those that went with David, and said, “Because they went 
not with us, we will not give them of the spoil that we have 
recovered, save to every man his wife and his children, that 

23 they may lead them away and depart.” Then said David, 
“Ye shall not do so, my brethren, with that which Jehovah 
hath given us, who hath preserved us, and delivered the 

24 troop that came against us into onr hand. Vor who will 
hearken unto you in this matter? but as his part is that 
goeth down to the battle, so shall his part be that tarrieth 

25 by the baggage; they shall share alike.” And it was so 
from that day forward, that he made it a statute and an 
ordinance for Israel unto this day. 

2 And when David eaine to Ziklag, he sent of the spoil 
unto the elders of Judah, even to his friends, saying, “ Be- 
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hold a present for you of the spoil of the enemies of Je- 
hovah ; to them that were in Beth-el, and to them that were 
in Ramoth-Negeb, and to them that were in Jattir, and to 
them that were in Aroer, and to them that were in Siph- 
moth, aud to them that were in Eshtemoa, and to them that 
were in Rachal, and to them that were in the cities of the 
Jerahmeclites, and to them that were in the cities of the 
Kenites, and to them that were in Hormah, and to them 
that were in Chor-ashan, and to them that were in Athach, 
and to them that were in Hebron, and to all the places where 
David himself and his men were wont to go. 


CHAP. XXXI.—Now the Philistines fonght against Is- 
rael: and the men of Israel fled from before the Philistines, 
and fell down slain in mount Gilboa. And the Philistines 
followed closely upon Saul and upon his sons; and the 
Philistines slew Jonathan, and Abinadab, and Melchi-shua, 
Saul’s sons. And the battle was hard against Saul, and the 
archers hit him; and he was sorely wounded by the archers. 
Then said Saul unto his armour-bearer, “ Draw thy sword, 
and thrust me through therewith; lest these uncircumcised 
come and thrust me throngh, and abuse me.” But his 
armour-bearer would not; for he was greatly afraid. There- 
fore Saul took the sword, and fell upon it. And when his 
armour-bearer saw that Saul was dead, he fell hkewise upon 
his sword, and died with him. So Saul died, and his three 
sons, and his armour-bearer, and all his men, that same day 
together. 

And when the men of israel that were on the other side 
of the valley, and they that were on the other side Jordan, 
saw that the men of Israel fled, and that Saul and his sons 
were dead, they forsook the cities, and fled; and the Philis- 
tines came and dwelt in them. 

And it came to pass on the morrow, when the Philistines 
came to strip the slain, that they found Saul and his three 
sons fallen on mount Gilboa. And they cut off his head, 
and stripped off his armour, and sent into the land of the 
Philistines round about, to publish zt 2 the house of their 
idols, and among the people. And they put his armour in 
the house of Ashtaroth; and they fastened his body to the 
wall of Beth-shan. 

And when the inhabitants of Jabesh-gilead heard of that 
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12 which the Philistines had done to Saul, all the valiant men 
arose, and went all night, and took the body of Saul, and 
the bodies of his sons, from the wall of Beth-shan, and came 

13 to Jabesh, and burnt them there. And they took their 
bones, and buried them under the tamarisk tree at Jabesh, 
and fasted seven days.

SECOND BOOK OF SAMUEL. 


CHAP. I.—Now it came to pass after the death of Saul, 
when David had returned from the slaughter of the Amalek- 
ites, that David remained two days in Ziklag. And it came 
to pass on the third day, that, behold, a man came out 
of the camp from Saul with his garments rent, and earth 
upon his head; and when he came to David, he fell to 
the ground, and did obeisance. And David said unto nm, 
‘Brom whence comest thou??? And he said unto him, 
Out of the camp of Israel am I escaped.” And David 4 
said unto him, “ How went the matter? I pray thee, tell 
me.’ And he answered, that the people had fled from the 
battle, and many of the people also were fallen and dead ; 
and Saul and Jonathan his son were dead also. 

And David said unto the young man that told him, “ How 
knowest thou that Saul and Jonathan his son are dead ?” 
And the young man that told him said, “ As I happened to 
be upon mount Gilboa, behold, Saul leaned upon his spear ; 
and, lo, the chariots and horsemen followed closely after him. 
And when he looked behind him, he saw me, and called unto 
me. And I answered, ‘Here am I’ And he said unto me, s 
‘Who art thou?’ And I answered him, ‘I am an Amalek- 
ite He said unto me again, ‘Stand, I pray thee, npon 
me, and slay me; for faintness hath seized me; for my life 
is yet whole in me.’ So I stood upon him, and slew him, 
because I was sure that he could not live after that he was 
fallen; and I took the crown that was upon his head and 
the bracelet that was on his arm, and have bronght them 
hither unto my lord.” 

Then David took hold of his garments, and rent them; u 
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12 and likewise all the men that were with him: and they 
mourned, and wept, and fasted until even, for Saul, and for 
Jonathan his son, and for the people of Jehovah, and for 
the house of Israel; because they were fallen by the sword. 

13 And David said unto the young man that told him, 
‘Whence art thou?” And he answered, ‘I am the son of 

ia stranger, an Amalekite”’? And David said unto him, 
“Tiow wast thou not afraid to streteh forth thy hand to 

15 destroy the anointed of Jehovah ?’? And David called one 
of the young men, and said, ‘Draw near, and fall upon 

16 him.” And he smote him that he died. And David said 
unto him, “ Thy blood be upon thy head; for thy month 
hath testified against thee, saying, ‘I have slain the anointed 
of Jehovah.’ ”’ 

17. And David lamented with this lamentation over Saul and 

18 over Jonathan his son (he also bade them teach the children 
of Judah the song of the bow; behold, it is written in the 
book of Jasher) :—

9 The antelope, O Israel, is slain on thy Ingh places ; 
How are the mighty fallen ! 
20 ‘Tell it not in Gath, 
Publish it not in the streets of Askclon, 
Lest the daughters of the Philistines rejoice, 
Lest the daughters of the uncircumcised triumph. 
21 Ye mountains of Gilboa, let there be no dew, 
Neither rain, wpon you, nor fields of offerings: 
For there the shield of the mighty was vilely cast away, 
The shield of Saul, not anointed with oil. 
22 From the blood of the slain, from the fat of the 
mighty, 
The bow of Jonathan turned not back, 
And the sword of Saul returned not empty. 
23 Saul and Jonathan were lovely and pleasant in their hives, 
And in their death they were not divided ; 
They were swifter than cagles, they were stronger than 
hons. 
24 Ye daughters of Israel, weep over Saul, 
Who clothed you in scarlet, dehghtfully, 
Who put on ornaments of gold upon your apparel. 
25 How arc the mighty fallen in the midst of the battle! 
O Jonathan, slain on thy high places, 
26 I am distressed for thee, my brother Jonathan : 
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Very pleasant hast thou been unto me ; 
Wonderful was thy love to me, surpassing the love of 
women. 
How are the mighty fallen, 27 
And the weapons of war perished ! 


CHAP. II.—<And it came to pass after this, that David 1 
enquired of Jehovah, saying, “Shall I go up into any of 
the citics of Judah?” And Jehovah said unto him, ‘ Go 
up.” And David said, “ Whither shall 1 go up?” And he 
said, “ Unto Hebron.” So David went up thither, and his 2 
two wives also, Ahinoam the Jezreelitess, and Abigail, wife 
of Nabal the Carmelite. And his men that were with him 3 
did David bring up, every man with his household; and 
they dwelt in the cities of Hebron. And the men of Judah 4 
came, and there they anointed David king over the house of 
Judah. 

And they told David, saying, “The men of Jabesh-gilead 
were they that buried Saul.” And David sent messengers 5 
unto the men of Jabesh-gilead, and said unto him, “ Blessed 
be ye of Jehovah, that ye have shewed this kindness unto 
your lord, even unto Saul, and have buried him. And now 6 
Jehovah shew kindness and truth unto you; and I also will 
requite you this kindness, because ye have done this thing. 
Therefore now let your hands be strengthened, and be ye 7 
valiant ; for your master Saul is dead, and also the house of 
Judah have anointed me king over them.” 

But Abner the son of Ner, captain of Saul’s host, took s 
Ish-bosheth the son of Saul, and brought him over to Maha- 
naim ; and made him king over Gilead, and over the Ashur- 9 
ites, and over Jezreel, and over Ephraim, and over Benjamin, 
and over all Israel. Ish-bosheth Saul’s son was forty years 10 
old when he became king over Israel, and he reigned two 
years. But the house of Judah followed David. And the 1 
time that David was king in Hebron over the house of Judah 
was seven years and six months. 

And Abner the son of Ner, and the servants of Ish- 12 
bosheth the son of Saul, went out from Mahanaim to Gibeon. 
And Joab the son of Zeruiah, and the servants of David, 13 
went ont; and they met together by the pool of Gibcon : 
and they sat down, the one on the one side of the pool, and 
the other on the other side of the pool. And Abner said to 14 
Joab, “ Let the young men now arise, and play before us.” 
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15 And Joab said, ‘Let them arise.” Then there arose and 
went over by number twelve of Benjamin, who belonged to 
Ish-bosheth the son of Saul, and twelve of the servants of 

16 David. And they caught every one his fellow by the head, 
and ¢hrust his sword in his fellow’s side; so they fell down 
together: wherefore that place was called Helkath-hazzarim 

17 [Frecp or ApvEerRsaRIES], which is in Gibeon. And there 
was a very hard battle that day ; and Abner was beaten, and 
the men of Israel, before the servants of David. 

is And there were three sons of Zeruwiah there, Joab, and 
Abishai, and Asahel: and Asahel was light of foot as a 

19 wild antelope. And Asahel pursued after Abner; and in 
going he turned not to the right hand nor to the left from 

20 following Abner. Then Abner looked belind him, and said, 

a “ Art thou Asahel?”? And he answered, “I am.” And 
Abner said to him, ‘ Turn thee aside to thy right hand or to 
thy left, and lay thee hold on one of the young men, and 
take his armour.” But Asahel would not turn aside from 

92 following him. And Abner said again to Asahel, “Turn thee 
aside from following me; wherefore should I smite thee to 
the ground? how then should I hold up my face to Joab thy 

93 brother”? Howbeit he refused to turn aside; wherefore 
Abner with the hinder end of the spear smote him in the 
belly, that the spear came out behind him; and he fell down 
there, and died in the same place: and it came to pass, that 
all who came to the place where Asahel fell down and died 

o4 stood still, And Joab and Abishai pursued after Abner ; 
and the sun went down when they were come to the hill of 
Ammah, that dieth before Giah by the way of the wilderness 
of Gibeon. 

25 And the children of Benjamin gathered themselves to- 
gether after Abner, and became one band, and stood on the 

26 top of a lull. Then Abner called to Joab, and said, “ Shall 
the sword devour for ever? knowest thou not that it will be 
bitterness in the latter end? how long shall it be then, 
before thou bid the people return from following their 

27 brethren?” And Joab said, “As God liveth, hadst thou 
not spoken, surcly then m the morning the pcople had 

98 gone up every one from following his brother.” So Joab 
blew a trumpet, and all the people stood still, and pursued 
after Israel no more, neither fought they any more. 

29 And Abner and his men walked all that night throngh 
the plain, and passed over the Jordan, and went through 


62 Il. SAMUEL, III. 


all Bithron, and they came to Mahanaim. And Joab re- 30 
turned from followmg Abner: and when he had gathered 
all the people together, there were missmg of David’s ser- 
vants ninetcen men and Asahel. But the servants of David 31 
had smitten of Benjamin, among Abner’s men, three hun- 
dred and threescore men, and they were dead. And they 32 
took up Asahel, and buried him im the sepulchre of his 
father, which was in Beth-lehem. And Joab and his men 
went all night, and they came to Hebron at break of day. 


CHAP. IIJ.—Now the war was long between the house 1 
of Saul and the house of David; but David grew stronger 
and stronger, and the house of Saul grew weaker and weaker. 
And unto David were sons born in Hebron: and his first- 2 
born was Amnon, of Ahinoam, the Jezreelitess; and his 3 
second, Chileab, of Abigail the wife of Nabal the Carmelite ; 
and the third, Absalom the son of Maachah the daughter of 
Talmai king of Geshur; and the fourth, Adoniyah the son 4 
of Haggith; and the fifth, Shephatiah the son of Abital; 5 
and the sixth, Ithream, by Eglah David’s wife. These were 
born to David m Hebvyon. 

And it came to pass, while there was war between the 6 
house of Saul and the house of David, that Abner adhered 
to the house of Saul. Now Saul had a concubine, whose 7 
name was Rizpah, the daughter of Ahiah: and Jsh-bosheth 
said to Abner, “‘ Wherefore hast thou gone in unto my 
father’s concubine??? Then was Abner very wroth for the s 
words of Ish-boshcth, and said, “Am I a dog’s head of 
Judah? I do shew kindness this day unto the house of 
Saul thy father, to his brethren, and to his friends, and have 
not delivered thee into the hand of David; and wilt thou 
charge me this day with a fault concerning this woman? So 9 
do God to Abner, and more also! as Jehovah hath sworn to 
David, even so will I do to lim; to transfer the kingdom 10 
from the house of Saul, and to set up the throne of David 
over Israel and over Judah, from Dan even to Beer-shcba.” 
And he could not answer Abner a word again, because he 11 
feared him. 

And Abner sent messengers to David on his behalf, saying, 12 
‘Whose is the land?” saying also, “Make thy covenant with 
me, and, behold, my hand shall be with thee, to brig over 
all Isracl unto thee.” And he said, “ Well; I will make a 13 
covenant with thee; but one thing I require of thee, that ts, 
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Thou shalt not see my face, except thou first brmg Michal 

i4 Saul’s daughter, when thou comest to see my face.” And 
David sent messengers to Ish-bosheth Saul’s son, saying, 
“Give up my wife Michal, whom I espoused to me for 

is a hundred foreskins of the Philistines.” And Ish-hosheth 
sent, and took her from her husband, even from Phalticl the 

16 son of Laish. And her husband went along with her weep- 
ing behind her to Bahurim. Then said Abner unto him, 
“ Go, return.” And he returned. 

17 And Abner communicated with the elders of Israel, say- 

ing, “ Yesought for David in times past to be king over you: 

is now then do zf; for Jehovah hath spoken of David, saying, 
‘By the hand of my servant David I will save my people 
Israel out of the hand of the Philistines, and out of the 
i9 hand of all their enemies.” And Abner also spake in the 
ears of Benjamin: and Abner went also to speak in the ears 
of David in Hebron all that seemed good to Israel, and that 

20 seemed good to the whole house of Benjamm. And when 
Abner came to David to Hebron, with twenty men, David 
made a feast for Abner and the men that were with him. 

21 And Abner said unto David, “I will arise and go, and will 
gather all Israel unto my lord the king, that they may make 
a covenant with thee, and that thou mayest reign over all 
that thine heart desireth.” And David sent Abner away ; 
and he went in peace. 

22 And, behold, the servants of David and Joab came from 
an expedition, and brought in a great spoil with them; but 
Abner was not with David in Hebron; for he had sent him 

23 away, and he was gone in peace. When Joab and all the 
host that was with him were come, they told Joab, saying, 
“ Abner the son of Ner came to the king, and he hath seut 

2: him away, and-he is gone in peace.” Then Joab came to 
the king, and said, ‘* What hast thou done? behold, Abner 
came unto thee; why is it that thou hast sent him away, and 

25 he is quite gone? Thou knowest Abner the son of Ner, 
that he came to deceive thee, and to know thy going out and 
thy coming in, and to know all that thou doest.” 

25 And when Joab was come out from David, he sent mes- 
sengers after Abner, who brought him again from the well of 

27 Sirah; but David knew it not. And when Abner had re- 
turned to Hebron, Joab took him aside m the gate to speak 
with him quietly, and smote him there im the belly, that he 
died, for the blood of Asahel his brother. 
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And afterward when David heard it, he said, “ I and my 2s 
kingdom are guiltless before Jehovah for ever of the blood 
of Abner the son of Ner: let it rest on the head of Joab, 29 
and on all his father’s house; and let there not fail from the 
house of Joab one that hath an issue, or that is a leper, or 
that leaneth on a staff, or that falleth on the sword, or that 
lacketh bread” Thus Joab and Abishai his brother slew 30 
Abner, because he had slain their brother Asahel at Gibeon 
in the battle. 

And David said to Joab, and to all the people that were 31 
with him, “ Rend your garments, and gird you with saek- 
cloth, and mourn before Abner.”” And king David followed 
behind the bier. And they buried Abner in Hebron: and 32 
the king lifted up his voiee, and wept at the grave of Abner ; 
and allthe people wept. And the king lamented over Abner, 33 
and said, 

«Died Abner as a fool dieth ? 

Thy hands were not bound, 34 
Nor thy feet put mto fetters ; ; 
As a man falleth before wicked men, so fellest thou.” 

And all the people wept again over him. And when all 3s 
the people eame to cause David to eat bread while it was yet 
day, David sware, saying, “So do God to me, and more also, 
if I taste bread, or aught else, before the sun go down.” 
And all the people took notiee of zt, and it pleased them; as 36 
whatsoever the king did pleased all the people. And all the 37 
people and all Isracl knew that day that it was not the will 
of the king to slay Abner the son of Ner. 

And the king said unto his servants, “‘ Know ye not that 3s 
there 1s a prince and a great man fallen this day in Israel ? 
And I am this day weak, though anointed king ; and these sg 
men the sons of Zeruiah are too hard for me: J Jehovah shall 
reward the doer of evil aceording to his wickedness.” 


CHAP. IV.—And when the son of Saul heard that 1 
Abner was dead in Hebron, his hands were feeble, and all 
the Israelites were troubled. And the son of Saul had two 2 
men that were captains of bands: the name of the one was 
Baanah, and the name of the other Rechab, the sons of 
Rimmon a Beerothite, of the ehildren of Benjamin (for 
Beeroth also was reekoned to Benjamin ; and the Beerothites 3 
fled to Gittaim, and are sojourners there until this day). 

And J onathan, the son of Saul, had a son that was lame 4 
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in his feet. He was five years old when the tidings eame of 
Saul and Jonathan, out of Jezreel, and his nurse took him 
up, and fled; and it came to pass, as she made haste to flee, 
that he fell, and became Jame. And his name was Mephi- 
bosheth. 

And the sons of Rimmon the Beerothite, Rechab and 
Baanah, went, and came about the heat of the day to the 
house of Ish-bosheth, who lay on a bed at noon. And they 
came thither into the midst of the house, to fetch wheat ; and 
they smote him in the belly; and Reehab and Baanah his 
brother eseaped. For when they came into the house, he lay 
on his bed in his bedchamber, and they smote him, and slew 
him, and beheaded him, and took his head, and went away 
through the plain all mght. And they brought the head of 
Ish-bosheth unto David to Hebron, and said to the king, 
“ Behold the head of Ish-bosheth the son of Saul thine 
enemy, who sought thy life; and Jehovah hath avenged 
my lord the king this day of Saul, and of his seed.” 

And David answered Rechab and Baanah his brother, the 
sons of Rimmon the Beerothite, and said unto them, “ As 
Jehovah liveth, who hath redeemed my soul out of all ad- 
10 versity, when one told me, saving, ‘Behold, Saul is dead,’ 
(thinking that he brought good tidings,) I took hold of him, 
and slew him in Ziklag, who thought that I would give him 
a reward for his tidings: how mueh more, when wicked men 
have slain a righteous man in his own house upon his bed ? 
shall I not therefore now require his blood of your hand, and 
take you away from the earth?” And David eommanded his 
young men, and they slew them, and cut off their hands and 
their feet, and hanged them up over the pool in Hebron. 
But they took the head of Ish-bosheth, and buried it in the 
sepulchre of Abner in Hebron. ' 
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CIYTAP. V.—Then eame all the tribes of Israel to David 
unto Hebron, and spake, saying, “ Behold, we are thy bone 
2and thy flesh. Even im time past, when Saul was king over 

us, thou wast he that leddest ont and broughtest in Israel ; 
and Jehovah said to thee, ‘Thou shalt feed my people Israel, 
3 and thou shalt be ruler over Isracl.’”? So all the elders of 

Israel eame to the king to Hebron; and king David made 

a league with them in Hebron before Jehovah; and they 
4 anomted David king over Israel. David was thirty years

old when he began to reign, and he reigned forty years. In 5 
Hebron he reigned over Judah seven years and six months ; 
and in Jerusalem he reigned thirty and three years over all 
Israel and Judah. 

And the king and his men went to Jerusalem unto the 6 
Jebusites, the inhabitants of the land. And they spake 
unto David, saying, “Thou shalt not come in hither; but 
the blind and the lame shall repel thee;” meaning, David 
cannot come in hither. Nevertheless David took the strong- 
hold of Zion; the same is the city of David. And David 
said on that day, ‘‘ Whosoever getteth up to the watercourse, 
and smiteth the Jebusites, and the lame and the blind, that 
are hated of David’s soul, he shall be chief and captain.” 
Wherefore they say, “The blind and the lame shall not come | 
into the house.” 

So David dwelt in the strong-hold, and called it the eity of 9 
David. And David built round about from Millo and in- 
ward. And David became continually greater, and Jehovah 10 
God of hosts was with him. 

And Hiram king of Tyre sent messengers to David, and 11 
ecdar trees, and carpenters, and masons; and they built 
David a house. And David knew that Jehovah had esta- 12 
blished him to be king over Israel, and that he had exalted 
his kingdom for his people Israel’s sake. 

And David took more eoneubines and wives out of Jeru- 13 
salem, after he was come from Hebron : and there were more 
sons and daughters born to David. And these are the names 14 
of those that were born unto him in Jerusalem ; Shammuah, 
and Shobab, and Nathan, and Solomon, and Ibhar, and 15 
Khishua, and Nepheg, and Japhia, and Elishama, and Khiada, 16 
and Khiphalet. 

And when the Philistines heard that they had anointed 17 
David king over Israel, all the Philistines came up to seck 
David; and David heard of it, and went down to the de- 
fenees. The Philistines also eame and spread themsclves in 
the valley of Rephaim. And David enquired of Jehovah, 
saying, ‘Shall I go up against the Philistines? wilt thou 
deliver them into my hand??? And Jehovah said unto 
David, “Go up, for I will surely deliver the Philistines into 
thy hand.” And David came to Baal-perazim, and David 20 
smote them there, and said, “ Jehovah hath broken forth 
upon mine enemies before me, as the breaking forth of 
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waters.” Therefore he called the name of that place Baal- 
perazim [Puace or Dergats]. And there they left their 
images, and David and his men took them away. 

And the Philistines came up yet again, and spread them- 
selves in the valley of Rephaim. And when David enquired 
of Jehovah, he said, “Thou shalt not go up; dut tum 
round into their rear, and come upon them over against the 
balsam trees. And lIct it be, when thou hearest the sound of 
marching in the tops of the balsam trees, that then thou 
shalt bestir thyself; for then shall Jehovah go forth before 
thee, to smite the host of the Philistines.” And David did 
so, as Jehovah had commanded him; and smote the Philis- 
tines from Geba until thon eome to Gazer. 


CHAP. VI.—And David again gathered together all the 
ehosen men of Israel, thirty thousand. And David arose, 
and went with all the people that were with him from Baale 
of Judah, to bring up from thenee the ark of God, at whieh 
the name, the name of Jehovah of hosts that dwelleth be- 
tween the eherubim, is invoked. 

And they set the ark of God upon a new waggon, and 
brought it out of the house of Abinadab that was on the 
hill; and Uzzah and Alo, the sons of Abinadab, drove the 
new waggon. And they brought it out of the house of 
Abinadab, which was on the hill, accompanying the ark of 
God: and Ahio went before the ark. And David and all the 
house of Israel played before Jehovah on all manner of zn- 
struments of fir wood, and on harps, and on psalteries, and 
on tabrets, and on cornets, and on cymbals. 

And when they eame to Nachon’s threshingfloor, Uzzah 
put forth his hand to the ark of God, and took hold of it; 
for the oxen shook it. And the anger of Jehovah was 
kindled against Uzzah; and God smote him there for his 
error; and there he died by the ark of God. And David 
was angry, because Jehovah had broken forth upon Uzzah: 
and he ealled the name of the place Perez-uzzah [Durear 
oF Uzzan|]| to this day. 

And David was afraid of Jehovah that day, and _ said, 
“ How shall the ark of Jehovah come to me?”? So David 
would not remove the ark of Jehovah unto him into the 
eity of David; but David carried it aside into the house of 
Obed-cdom the Gittite. And the ark of Jehovah remained 
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in the house of Obed-edom the Gittite three months; and 
Jehovah blessed Obed-edom, and ali his household. 

And it was told king David, saying, “Jchovah hath 
blessed the house of Obed-edom, and all that he hath, be- 
cause of the ark of God.” So David went and brought up 
the ark of God from the house of Obed-edom into the eity 
of David, with gladness. And it was so, that when they 
that bare the ark of Jehovah had gone six paces, he sacri- 
ficed oxen and fatlings. And David danced before Jehovah 
with all his might; and David was girded with a linen ephod. 
So David and all the house of Israel brought up the ark of 
Jehovah with shouting, and with the sound of the trumpet. 

And as the ark of Jehovah came into the city of David, 
Michal Saul’s daughter looked through the window, and saw 
king David leaping and dancing before Jehovah; and she 
despised him in her heart. 

And they brought in the ark of Jehovah, and set it in 
its place, in the midst of the tabernacle that David had 
pitched for it; and David offered burnt-offerings and peace- 
offerings before Jehovah. And as soon as David had made 
an end of offering burnt-offerings and peace-offerings, he 
blessed the people in the name of Jehovah of hosts. And 
he dealt among all the people, among the whole multitude of 
Israel, both men and women, to every one a cake of bread, 
and a measure of wine, and a raisin-cake. So all the people 
departed every one to his house. 

And when David returned to salute his household, Michal 
the daughter of Saul came out to meet David, and said, 
‘* How glorious was the king of Israel to-day, who uncovered 
himself to-day in the eyes of the handmaids of his servants, 
as one of the worthless uncovereth himself!?? And David 
said unto Michal, “Jt was before Jehovah, who chose me in 
place of thy father, and all his house, to appoint me ruler over 
the people of Jehovah, over Israel ; therefore did I dance 
before Jehovah. And I will be yet more vile than this, and 
will be abased in thy sight; but of the handmaids whom 
thou hast spoken of, of them shall I be had in honour.” 
Therefore Miehal the daughter of Saul had uo child unto the 
day of her death. 


CHAP. VII.—And it came to pass, when the king sat in 
his house, and Jehovah had given him rest from all his ene- 
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2 mies round about ; that the king said unto Nathan the pro- 
phet, “See now, [ dwell in a house of cedar, but the ark of 
3 God dwelleth within eurtaims.” And Nathan said to the 
king, ‘Go, do all that is in thy heart, for Jehovah is with 
thee.” 
4 And it eame to pass that mght, that the word of Jehovah 
5 came unto Nathan, saying, “Go and tell my servant David, 
‘Thus saith Jehovah, Shalt thou build a house for me to 
6 dwell in ?—whereas [ have not dwelt in a house since the 
time that I brought up the children of Israel out of Egypt, 
even to this day, but have continued in a tent and in a ta- 
7 bernaele. In all the places wherein I have eontinued with all 
the children of Israel spake [a word with any of the tribes 
of Israel, whom I commanded to feed my people Israel, say- 
s ing, Why build ye not for mea house of cedar ?’? Now there- 
fore thus shalt thou say unto my servant David, ‘ Thus saith 
Jehovah of hosts, I took thee from the sheepcote, from 
following the sheep, to be ruler over my people, over Israel ; 
g and I was with thee whithersoever thou wentest, and have cut 
off all thine enemies before thee, and have made thee a great 
name, hke unto the name of the great men that are in the 
10 earth. Moreover I have appomted a place for my people 
Israel, and planted them, that they may dwell in their own 
plaee, and be disturbed no more; and that the children of 
11 wickedness may not affliet them any more, as beforetime, and 
as sinee the time that 1 commanded judges to be over my 
people Isracl; and I have caused thee to rest from all thine 
enemies. Jehovah thercfore telleth thee that Jehovah will make 
12 thee a house: when thy days shall be fulfilled, and thou 
shalt sleep with thy fathers, [ will set up thy seed after thee, 
whieh shall proceed ont of thy bowels, and I will confirm 
13 his kmgdom, He shall build a house for my name, and I 
i4 will confirm the throne of his kingdom for ever. I will be 
his father, and he shall be my son. If he eommit iniquity, 
I will ehasten him with the rod of men, and with the stripes 
i5 of the elildren of men: but my merey shall not depart 
away from him, as I took it from Saul, whom I put away be- 
16 fore thee. And thy house and thy kingdom shall be esta- 
blished for ever before thee; thy throne shall be confirmed 
17 for ever.” Aceording to all these words, and aceording to 
all this vision, so did Nathan speak unto David. 
is Then went king David in, and sat before Jehovah, and he 
said, “ Who am I, O Lord Jehovah? and what is my house, 
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that thou hast brought me thus far? But this was yet a 
small thing in thy sight, O Lord Jehovah; and thon hast 
spoken also of thy servant’s house for a great while to come. 
And this is the manner of man, O Lord Jehovah. And what 
can David say more unto thee? for thou knowest thy ser- 
vant, O Lord Jehovah. For thy word’s sake, and according to 
thine own heart, hast thou done all these great things, to 
make thy servant know ¢hem. Wherefore thou art great, O 
Jehovah God; for there is none like thee, and no God beside 
thee, according to all that we have heard with our ears. 
And what one nation in the earth is like thy people, like 
Israel, whom God came to redeem for a people to himself, 
and to make him a namie, and to do for you great things and 
terrible, for thy land, before thy people, which thou redeem- 
edst to thee from Egypt, from the nations and their gods? 
For thou hast confirmed to thyself thy people Isracl to be a 
people unto thee for ever: and thou, O Jehovah, art become 
their God. And now, O Jehovah God, the word that thou hast 
spoken concerning thy servant, and concerning his house, 


establish it for ever, and do as thou hast said. And let thy 2 


name be magnified for ever, saying, ‘Jehovah of hosts is 
God over Israel ;? and let the house of thy servant David be 
confirmed before thee. For thou, O Jehovah of hosts, God 
of Israel, hast revealed to thy servant, saying, ‘I will build 
thee a house ;’ therefore hath thy servant found in his heart 
to pray this prayer unto thee. And now, O Lord Jehovah, 
thou art God, and thy words will be truth, and thou hast 
promised this goodness unto thy servant ; therefore now let 
it please thee to bless the house of thy servant, that it may 
continue for ever before thee ; for thou, O Lord Jehovah, hast 
spoken it; and with thy blessing let the house of thy servant 
be blessed for ever.” 


CHAP, VITi.—And after this it came to pass, that David 
smote the Philistines, and subdued them; and David took 
their chief city out of the hand of the Philistines. And he 
smote Moab, and measured them with a line, casting them 
down to the ground; even two limes he measured to put to 
death, and one full line to keep alive. And the Moabites 
became David’s servants, and brought gifts. 
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David smote also Hadadezer, the son of Rehob, king of 3 


Zobah, as he went to reeover his power at the river Euphrates. 


And David took from him a thousand and seven hundred 4 
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horsemen, and twenty thousand footmen: and David houghed 
5 all the chariot-horses, but reserved a hundred of them. And 
when the Syrians of Daniascus came to succour Hadadezer 
king of Zobah, David slew of the Syrians two and twenty 
6 thousand men. Then David put garnsons in Syria of Da- 
mascus; and the Syrians became servants to David, and 
brought gifts. And Jehovah made David victorious whither- 
7 soever he went. And David took the shields of gold that 
were on the servants of Hadadezer, and brought them to 
s Jerusalem. And from Betah, and from Berothat, cities of 
Yladadezer, king David took exceeding much brass. 
9 And when Toi king of Hamath heard that David had 
10 smitten all the host of Hadadezer, Toi sent Joram his son 
unto king David, to ask after his welfare, and to salute him, 
because he had fought against Hadadezer, and smitten him: 
for Toi was at war with Hadadezer. And Joram brought 
with him vessels of silver, and vessels of gold, and vessels of 
11 brass; which also king David did dedieate unto Jehovah, 
with the silver and gold that he had dedicated of all nations 
12 which he subdued; of Syria, and of Moab, and of the chil- 
dren of Animon, and of the Philistines, and of Amalek, and 
of the spoil of Hadadezer, son of Rehob, king of Zobah. 
i3. And David made himself a name when he returned from 
siniting the Syrians in the valley of salt, cighteen thousand 
14men. And he put garrisons in Edom; throughout all Edom 
he put garrisons, and all they of Edom became David’s ser- 
vants. And Jehovah made Dayid victorious whithersoever 
he went. 
15 And David reigned over all Israel; and David executed 
16 judgment and justice for all his people. And Joab the son 
of Zeruiah was over the host; and Jehoshaphat the son 
17 of Ahilud was recorder; and Zadok the son of Ahitub, and 
Ahimelech the son of Abiathar, were priests; and Seraiah 
ig was scribe; and Benaiah the son of Jehoiada was over both 
the lictors and the harbingers; and sons of David were 
priests. 


1 CHAP. IX.—And David said, “Is there yet any that is 
left of the house of Saul, that | may shew him kindness for 
2 Jonathan’s sake??? And there was of the house of Saul a 
servant whose name was Ziba. And when they had called 
him unto David, the king said unto him, “Art thou Ziba ?” 
3 And he said, Thy servant ishe.’” And the king said, “Is 
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there not yet any of the house of Saul that I may shew the 
kindness of God unto him?” And Ziba said unto the 
king, “There is yet a son of Jonathan, who is lame in his 
feet.’ And the king said unto him, “ Where is he?” 
And Ziba said unto the king, “‘ Behold he is in the house 
of Machir, the son of Ammicl, in Lo-debar.” Then king 
David sent, and fetched him out of the house of Machir, 
the son of Ammiel, from Lo-debar. 

Now when Mephibosheth, the son of Jonathan, the son 
of Saul, was come unto David, he fell on his faec, and did 
reverence. And David said, “ Mephibosheth.” And he 
answered, “ Behold thy servant!” And David said unto 
him, “ Fear not; for I will surely shew thee kindness for 
Jonathan thy father’s sake, and will restore thee all the land 
of Saul thy father; and thou shalt eat bread at my table 
continually.” And he bowed himself and said, ‘ What is 
thy servant, that thou shouldest look upon such a dead dog 
as I am?” 

Then the king called to Ziba, Saul’s servant, and said unto 
him, “I have given unto thy master’s son all that pertained 
to Saul and to all his house. Thon therefore shalt till the 
Jand for him, thou and thy sons, and thy servants, and thon 
shalt brig in the produce, that thy master’s son may have 
food to eat; but Mephibosheth thy master’s son shall eat 
bread continually at my table.” Now Ziba had fifteen sons 
and twenty servants. Then said Ziba unto the king, “ Ac- 
cording to all that my lord the kg hath commanded his 
servant, so shall thy servant do.” ‘ As for Mephibosheth,” 
said the king, “he shall eat at my table as one of the king’s 
sons.” And Mephibosheth hada young son whose name was 
Mieah. And all that dwelt in the house of Ziba were ser- 
vants unto Mephibosheth. So Mephibosheth dwelt in Jeru- 
salem; for he did eat continuaily at the king’s table; and 
he was lame in both his feet. 





CHAP. X.—<And it came to pass after this, that the king 
of the children of Ammon died, and Hanun his son reigned 
in his stead. Then said David, “I will shew kindness unto 
Hanun the son of Nahash, as his father shewed kindness 
unto me.” And David sent to comfort him for his father, by 
the hand of his servants. And David’s servants came into 
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children of Ammon said unto Hanun their lord, “ Thinkest 
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thou that David doth honour thy father, that he hath sent 
comforters unto thee? hath not David sent his servants 
unto thee, to search the city, and to spy it out, and to over- 
throw it??? Wherefore Hanun took David’s servants, and 
shaved off the half of their beards, and cut off their gar- 
ments in the middle, even to their loins, and sent them 
away. When they told it unto David, he sent to meet 
them, because the men were greatly ashamed: and the king 
said, ‘Tarry at Jericho until your beards be grown, and ¢hen 
letugn. 

And when the children of Ammon saw that they were 
abhorred by David, the children of Ammon sent and hired 
the Syrians of Beth-rehob, and the Syrians of Zoba, twenty 
thonsand footmen, and king Maacah, with a thousand men, 
and the men of Tob twelve thousand men. 

And when David heard of it, he sent Joab, and all the 
host of the mighty men. And the ehildren of Ammon 
came out, and put the battle in array at the entering in of 
the gate: and the Syrians of Zoba, and Rehob, and the 
men of Tob, and Maacah, were by themselves in the field. 
9 When Joab saw that the front of the battle was agamst him 

before and behind, he chose of all the choice men of Israel, 
ig and put them in array against the Syrians; and the rest of 

the people he dehvered into the hand of Abishai his brother, 
that he might put them in array against the children of 
1. Ammon. Andhe said, “If the Synans be too strong for 
me, then thou shalt help me; but if the children of Ammon 
12 be too strong for thee, then I will come and help thee. Be 
of good courage, and let us shew ourselves men for our 
people, and for the cities of our God: and Jehovah will do 
that which seemeth him good.” 
i3° And Joab drew nigh, and the people that were with 
him, unto the battle agaist the Syrians: and they fled 
i4 before him. And when the children of Ammon saw that 
the Syrians were fled, then fled they also before Abishai, and 
entered mto the city. So Joab returned from the children 
of Ammon, and came to Jerusalem. 
is And when the Syrians saw that they were smitten before 
16 Israel, they gathered themselves together. And Hadarezer 
sent, and brought out the Syrians that were beyond the 
river: and they came to Helam; and Shobach, the captain 
17 of the host of Hadarezer, went before them. And when it 
was told David, he gathered all Isracl together, and passed 
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over Jordan, and eame to Helam. And the Syrians set 
themselves im array agaist David, and fought with him. 
And the Synans fled before Israel; and David slew the men 1s 
of seven hundred chariots of the Syrians, and forty thousand 
horsemen, and smote Shobach the captain of their host, who 
died there. And when all the kings that were servants to 19 
Hadarezer saw that they were smitten before Israel, they 
made peace with Israel, and served them. So the Syrians 
feared to help the children of Ammon any more. 


CHAP. XI.—And it eame to pass, at the return of the year, 1 
at the time when the kings eame forth, that David sent Joab, 
and his servants with him, and all Israel ; and they destroyed 
the children of Ammon, and besieged Rabbah. ‘But David 
tarried still at Jerusalem. 

And it came to pass at eventide, that David arose froin off 2 
his bed, and walked upon the roof of the king’s house: and 
from the roof he saw a woman bathing herself; and the 
woman was very beautiful to look upon. And David sent 3 
and enquired after the woman. And they said, “Is not this 
Bathsheba, the daughter of Eham, the wife of Uriah the 
Hittite?” And David sent messengers, and took her; and 4 
she came in unto him, and he lay with her; and she purified 
herself from her uncleanness, and returned unto her house. 
And the woman eonceived, and sent and told David, and 5 
said, “I am with child.” And David sent to Joab, saying, 6 
“Scnd me Uriah the Hittite.” And Joab sent Uriah to 
David. 

And when Uriah was eome unto him, David asked how 7 
Joab did, and how the people did, and how the war pros- 
pered. And David said to Uriah, “Go down to thy house, s 
and wash thy feet.” And Uriah departed out of the king’s 
house, and there followed him a present from the king. But 9 
Uriah slept at the door of the king’s house with all the ser- 
vants of his lord, and went not down to his house. And 10 
when they had told David, saying, “ Uriah went not down 
unto his house,” David said unto Uriah, “ Camest thou not 
from thy journey? why then didst thou not go down unto 
thy house ?”?, And Uniah said unto David, “ The ark, and 
Israel, and Judah, abide in tents; and my lord Joab, and 
the servants of my lord, are encamped in the open fields ; 
shall I then go into my house, to cat and to drink, and to 
lie with my wife? as thou livest, and as thy soul liveth, I 
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will not do this thing.’ And David said to Uriah, “ Tarry 
here to-day also, and to-morrow I will let thee depart.’ So 
Uriah tarried in Jerusalem that day, and the morrow. And 
David called him in, and he did eat and drink before him ; 
and he made him drunk: and at even he went out to he on 
his bed with the servants of his lord, but went not down to 
his house. 

And it came to pass in the morning, that David wrote a 
letter to Joab, and sent it by the hand of Uriah. And he 
wrote in the letter, saying, “Set ye Uriah in the front of the 
hottest battle, and retire ye from him, that he may be smitten, 
and die.” 

And it came to pass, when Joab observed the city, that he 
assigned Uriah unto a plaee where he knew that valiant men 
were. And the men of the city came out, and fought with 
Joab: and there fell some of the people of the servants of 
David; and Uriah the Hittite died also. 

Then Joab sent and told David all the things concerning 
the war; and charged the messenger, saying, “ When thou 
hast made an end of telling the matters of the war unto the 
king, and if so be that the king’s wrath arise, and he say 
unto thee, ‘ Wherefore approaehed ye so nigh unto the city 
when ye did fight ? knew ye not that they would shoot from 
the wall? Who smote Abimeleeh the son of Jerubbesheth ? 
did not a woman cast a picee of a millstone upon him from 
the wall, that he died in Thebez? why went ye nigh the wall ?” 
then say thou, ‘Thy servant Uriah the Iittite is dead also, ”’ 

So the messenger went, and came and told David all that 
Joab had sent him for. And the messenger said unto David, 
“Because the men prevailed against us, and eame out unto 
us into the field, we withstood them even unto the entering of 
the gate: and the shooters shot from off the wall upon thy 
servants; and some of the king’s servants are dead, and thy 
servant Uriah the Ilittite is dead also.” Then David said 
unto the messenger, ‘Thus shalt thou say unto Joab, ‘ Let 
not this thing displease thee, for the sword devoureth one as 
well as another; make thy hattle more strong against the 
city, and overthrow it :’ and encourage thou him.” 

And when the wife of Uriah heard that Uriah her husband 
was dead, she mourned for her husband. And when the 
mourning was past, David sent and brought her to his house, 
and she became his wife, and bare him a son. 

But the thmg that David had done displeased Jehovah: 
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CHAP. XIJ.—And Jehovah sent Nathan unto David. 1 


And he came unto him, and said unto him, ‘‘ There were two 
wen in one city; the one rich, and the other poor. The rich 2 
man had exceeding many flocks and herds: but the poor man 3 
had nothing, save one little ewe-lamb, which he had bought 
and nourished up; and it grew up together with him, and 
with his children; it did eat of his own meat, and drank of 
his own cup, and lay in his bosom, and was unto him as a 
daughter. And there came a traveller unto the mch man, 4 
and he spared to take of his own flock and of his own herd, 
to dress for the wayfaring man that was come unto him ; but 
took the poor man’s lamb, and dressed it for the man that was 
come to him.” 

And David’s anger was greatly kindled against the man; 5 
and he said to Nathan, “As Jehovah liveth, the man that 
hath done this thing deserveth to die; and he shall restore 6 
the lamb fourfold, because he did this thing, and because he 
had no pity.” 

And Nathan said to David, “ Thou art the man. Thus saith 7 
Jehovah God of Israel, ‘ I anointed thee king over Israel, and I 
delivered thee out of the hand of Saul; and I gave thee thy s 
master’s house, and thy master’s wives into thy bosom, and 
gave thee the house of Israel and of Judah; and if that had 
been too little, [ would moreover have given thee other such 
things. Wherefore hast thou despised the commandment of 9 
Jehovah, to do evilin his sight ? thou hast killed Uriah the 
Ilittite with the sword, and hast taken his wife to be thy wife, 
and hast slain him with the sword of the children of Ammon. 
Now therefore the sword shall never depart from thy house ; 10 
becanse thou hast despised me, and hast taken the wife of 
Uriah the Iittite to be thy wife.’ Thns saith Jehovah, ‘ Be- 11 
hold, I will raise up evil against thee out of thine own house, 
and I will take thy wives before thine eyes, and give them to 
thy neighbour, and he shall lie with thy wives in the sight of 
this sun: for thou didst it secretly; but I will do this thing 12 
before all Israel, and before the sun.’ ”’ 

And David said unto Nathan, “I have sinned against Je- 13 
hovah.’” And Nathan said into David, “Jehovah also hath 
put away thy sin; thou shalt not die. Wowbeit, because by 14 
this deed thou hast given oceasion to the enemies of Jehovah 
to blaspheme, the son also that is born unto thee shall surely 
die.” And Nathan departed unto his house. 15 

And Jehovah struck the child that Unah’s wife bare unto 
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16 David, and it was very sick. David, therefore, besought God 
for the boy; and David fasted and went in, and lay all night 
17 upon the earth. And the elders of his house arose, and came 
to him, to raise him up from the earth; but he would not, 
is neither did he eat bread with them. And it came to pass on 
the seventh day, that the child died. And the servants of 
David feared to tell him that the child was dead; for they 
said, “‘ Behold, while the child was yet alive, we spake unto 
hun, and he would not hearken unto our voice; how shall 
we then tell him that the child is dead ?—for he may do some 
i9 evil.” But whem David saw that his servants whispered, 
David pereeived that the child was dead; therefore David 
said unto his servants, “Is the child dead?” And they said, 
“He is dead.” Then David arose from the earth, and 
washed, and anointed himself, and changed his apparel, and 
went into the house of Jehovah, and worshipped: then he 
came to his own house; and when he required, they set 
bread before him, and he did eat. Then said his servants 
unto him, “ What thing is this that thou hast done? thou 
didst fast and weep for the child, while alive; but when the 
22 child was dead, thou didst rise and eat bread.”? And he 
said, ‘While the child was yet alive, I fasted and wept: for 
I said, Who can tell whether God will be gracious to me, 
that the child may live? But now he is dead, wherefore 
should I fast? can I bring him baek again? I shall go to 
him, but he shall not return to me.” 
24 And David comforted Bathsheba his wife, and went in 
unto her, and lay with her; and she bare a son, and he called 
25 his name Solomon: and Jchovah loved him. And he sent 
by the hand of Nathan the prophet; and he called his name 
Jedidiah [BELovep or JrHovan], because of Jehovah. 
26 And Joab fought against Rabbah of the children of Am- 
27 mon, and took the royal eity. And Joab sent messengers to 
David, and said, “1 have fought against Rabbah, and have 
2s taken the city of waters. Now therefore gather the rest of 
the people together, and encamp against the city, and take it ; 
29 lest I take the city, and it be called after my name.” And 
David gathered all the people together, and went to Rabbah, 
30 and fought against it, and took it. And he took their king’s 
crown from off his head, the weight thereof was a talent of 
gold and precious stones; and it was se¢ on David’s head. 
And he brought forth the spoil of the city in great abund- 
31 anee. And he brought forth the people that were therein,

and put them under saws, and under harrows of iron, and 
under axes of iron, and made them pass through the brick- 
kiln: and thus did he unto all the eities of the children of 
Ammon. So David and all the people returned unto Jeru- 
salem. 


CHAP. XIIJ.—And it came to pass after this, that 
Absalom the son of David had a beautiful sister, whose name 
was Tamar; and Amnon the son of David loved her. And 2 
Amnon grieved, so that he fell sick for his sister Tamar ; for 
she was a virgin; and it was difficult in the sight of Amnon 
to do anything to her. But Amnon had a frend, whose 
name was Jonadab, the son of Shimeah David’s brother ; 
and Jonadab was a very cunning man. And he said unto 
him, “ Why art thon, the king’s son, thus lean from day to 
day ? wilt thou not tell me?” And Amnon said unto him, 
“TJ Jove Tamar, my brother Absalom’s sister.’ And Jona- 
dab said unto him, “ Lay thee down on thy bed, and feign 
thyself sick ; and when thy father eometh to see thee, say 
unto him, ‘I pray thee, let my sister Tamar come, and give 
me meat, and dress the meat in my sight, that I may see it, 
and eat it at her hand.” 

So Amnon lay down, and feigned himself sick: and when 
the king was come to see him, Amnon said unto the king, 
“YT pray thee, let Tamar my sister come, and make me a 
couple of cakes in my sight, that I may eat at her hand.” 
Then David sent home to Tamar, saying, ‘Go now to thy 7 
brother Amnon’s house, and dress him meat.”?? So Tamar s 
went to her brother Amnon’s house; and he was laid down. 
And she took dough, and kneaded it, and made eakes in 
his sight, and did bake the eakes. And she took a pan, and 9 
poured them out before him; but he refused to eat. And 
Amnon said, ‘Let all men go out from me.” And they 
went out every man from him. 

And Amnon said unto Tamar, “Bring the meat into the 10 
chamber, that I may cat at thy hand.” And Tamar took the 
cakes which she had made, and brought them into the chamber 
to Amnon her brother. And when she had brought them 11 
unto him to eat, he took hold of her, and said unto her, 
“Come lie with me, my sister.” And she answered lim, 12 
‘Nay, my brother, do not force me; for no sueh thing ought 
to be done in Israel; donot thou this folly. And I, whither 13 
shall I canse my shame to go? and as for thee, thou shalt be 
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as one of the fools in Israel. Now therefore, I pray thee, 
speak nnto the king; for he will not withhold me from 
thee.’ Howbeit he would not hearken unto her voice; 
but, being stronger than she, forced her, and lay with 
her. 

Then Amnon hated her exeeedingly; so that the hatred 
wherewith he hated her was greater than the love wherewith 
he had loved her. And Amnon said unto her, “ Arise, be 
gone.” And she said unto him, “Be not the cause of an 
evil, by sending me away, greater than the other that thou 
hast done unto me.’ But he would not hearken unto her. 
Then he called his servant that attended him, and said, 
‘ Put now this woman out from me, and bolt the door after 
her.” And she had a long-shaped garment upon her: for 
with such robes were the king’s daughters that were virgins 
apparelled. Then his servant brought her out, and bolted 
the door after her. 

And Tamar put ashes on her head, and rent her long- 
shaped garment that was on her, and laid her hand on her 
head, and went on erying. And Absalom her brother said 
unto her, “ Hath Amnon thy brother been with thee? but 
hold now thy peace, my sister; he is thy brother; regard 
not this thing.” So Tamar remained and was solitary in her 
brother Absalom/s house. 

But when king David heard of all these things, he was 
very wroth. And Absalom spake unto his brother Amnon 
neither good nor bad; for Absalom hated Amnon, because 
he had foreed his sister Tamar. 

And it came to pass after two full years, that Absalom had 
sheepshearers in Baal-hazor, whieh is beside Ephraim; and 
Absalom invited ail the king’s sons. And Absalom eame to 
the king, and said, ‘ Behold now, thy servant hath sheep- 
shearers; let the king, | beseeeh thee, and his servants go 
with thy servant.” And the king said to Absalom, ‘“ Nay, 
my son, let us not all go, lest we be burdensome unto thee.” 
And he pressed him ; howbeit he would not go, but blessed 
him. Then said Absalom, “If not, I pray thee, let my 
brother Amnon go with us.” And the king said unto him, 
“Why should he go with thee?” But Absalom pressed 
him, that he Iet Amnon and all the king’s sons go with 
him. 

Now Absalom had eommanded his servants, saying, “ Mark 
ye now when Aimmon’s heart is merry with wine, and when I 
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say unto you, ‘Smite Amnon ;’ then kill him, fear not ; 
have not I commanded you? be courageous, and be valiant.” 
And the servants of Absalom did unto Amnon as Absalom 
had commanded. Then all the king’s sons arose, and every 
man mounted upon his mule, and fled. 

And it came to pass, while they were on the way, that 
tidings came to David, saying, ‘Absalom hath slain all the 
king’s sons, and there 1s not one of them left.” Then the 
king arose, and rent his garments, and lay on the earth; and 
all his servants stood by with their clothes rent. And Jona- 
dab, the son of Shimeah David’s brother, answered and said, 
“ Let not my lord suppose they have slain all the young men 
the king’s sons; for Amnon only is dead: for by the appoint- 
ment of Absalom this hath been determmed from the day 
that he forced his sister Tamar. Now therefore let not my 
lord the king take the thing to his heart, supposing that all 
the king’s sons are dcad; for Amnon only is dead.” But 
Absalom fled. 

And the young man that kept the watch hfted up his eyes, 
and looked, and, behold, there came much people from the 


way behind him, from the nll side. And Jonadab said unto : 


the king, “ Behold, the king’s sons come; as thy servant said, 
so it is.” And it came to pass, as soon as he had made an 
end of speaking, that, behold, the king’s sons came, and lifted 
up their voice and wept ; and the king also and all his servants 
wept very sorely. 


But Absalom fled, and went to Talmai, the son of Amm.- : 


hud, king of Geshur. And David mourned for his son every 
day. 

So Absalom fled, and went to Geshur, and was there three 
years. And king David ceased to go forth against Absalom ; 
for he was comforted concerning the death of Amnon. 


CHAP. XIV.—Then Joab the son of Zerniah perceived that 
the king’s heart was again toward Absalom. And Joab sent 
to Tekoah, and fetched thence a wise woman, and said unto 
her, “I pray thee, feign thyself to be a mourner, and put 
on now mourning apparel, and anomt not thyself with oil, 
but be as a woman that had a long time mourned for onc 
dead ; and come to the king, and speak in this manner unto 
him.” So Joab put the words in her mouth. 

And when the woman of Tekoah spake to the king, she 
fell on her face to the ground, and did obcisance, and said, 
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« Help, O king.” And the king said unto her, “ What aileth 
thee??? And she answered, “ Truly I am a widow woman, 
and my husband is dead. And thy handmaid had two 
sons, and they two strove together in the field, and there 
was none to part them, but the one smote the other and 
killed him. And, behold, the whole family is risen against 
thy handmaid, and they said, ‘ Deliver him that smote his 
brother, that we may kill him, for the hfe of his brother 
whom he slew; and we will destroy the heir also:’ and so 
they shall quench my coal which is left, so as not to leave 
to my husband name or remainder upon the earth.” 

And the king said unto the woman, “Go to thy house, 
and I will give charge concerning thee.” And the woman 
of Tekoah said unto the king, “ My lord, O king, the ini- 
quity be on me, and on my father’s house ; and the king and 
his throne be guiltless.” And the king said, “‘ Whosoever 
speaketh against thee, bring him to me, and he shall not 
touch thee any more.” Then said she, “I pray thee, let 
the king remember Jehovah thy God, that the avenger of 
blood may not destroy any more, lest they destroy my son.” 
And he said, “ As Jehovah liveth, there shall not one hair 
of thy son fall to the ground.” 

Then the woman said, “ Let thy handmaid, I pray thee, 
speak a word unto my lord the king.’ And he said, 
“Say on.’ And the woman said, “ Wherefore then hast 
thou thought thus against the people of God? for sinee the 
king doth speak this word, he 1s as one guilty, in that the 
king doth not bring back his banished son. For we must 
needs die, and are as water spilt on the ground, which 
cannot be gathered up again: neither doth God take away 
life; but he deviseth means, that he drive not from him one 
that is bamished. Now therefore that I am come to speak 
of this thing unto my lord the king, it 1s because the people 
have made me afraid; and thy handmaid said, ‘I will now 
speak unto the king; it may be that the king will grant 
the request of is handmaid: for the king will hear, to de- 
liver Ins handmaid out of the hand of the man that would 
destroy me and my son together out of the inheritance of 
God” And thy handmaid said, ‘The word of my lord the 
king shall now be my consolation ;’ for as an angel of God, 
so is my lord the king, to discern good and evil; therefore 
Jehovah thy God be with thee.’’ 

Then the king answered and said unto the woman, “ Hide 
MeL 11. G 
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not from me, I pray thee, the thing that I shall ask thee.’’ 
And the woman said, “ Let my lord the king now speak.” 
And the king said, “Is not the hand of Joab with thee in 19 
all this?” And the woman answered and said, “As thy 
soul liveth, my lord the king, none ean turn to the right 
hand or to the left from ought that my lord the king hath 
spoken; for thy servant Joab he bade me, and he put all 
these words in the mouth of thy handmaid: to change 20 
the appearance of the matter hath thy servant Joab done 
this thing; and my lord is wise, aecording to the wisdom of 
an angel of God, to know all things that are in the earth.” 

And the king said unto Joab, ‘Behold now, I have done 1 
this thing ; go therefore, bring the young man Absalom back.” 
And Joab fell to the ground on his face, and bowed himself, 22 
and blessed the king: and Joab said, “To day thy servant 
knoweth that I have found favour in thy sight, my Lord, O 
king, in that the king hath granted the request of his ser- 
vant.” So Joab arose and went to Geshur, and brought 23 
Absalom to Jerusalem. And the king said, “Lect him turn 24 
to his own house, and Jet him not sce my face:” so Absalom 
returned to his own house, and saw not the king’s face. 

Now in all Israel there was not a man so beautiful as Ab- 25 
salom; so that they praised lim greatly: from the sole of 
his foot even to the crown of his head there was no blemish 
in him. And when he shaved his head, (for it was from year 26 
to year that he shaved it; because the hair was heavy on him, 
therefore he shaved it:) he weighed the hair of his head at 
two hundred shekels after the king’s weight. And unto 27 
Absalom there were born three sons, and one daughter, 
whose name was Tamar: she was a woman of a beautiful 
countenance. 

So Absalom dwelt two years in Jerusalem, and saw not 2s 
the king’s face. Therefore Absalom sent for Joab, to have 29 
sent him to the king; but he would not come to him; and 
when he sent again the second timc, he would not come. 
Therefore he said unto his servants, “See, Joab’s field is 30 
near mine, and he hath barley there; go and set it on fire.” 
And Absalom’s servants set the field on fire. Then, Joab si 
arose, and came to Absalom unto fis house, and said unto 
him, “ Wherefore have thy servants set my field on fire ?”’ 
And Absalom answered Joab, “ Behold, I sent unto thee, say- 32 
ing, ‘Come hither, that I may send thee to the king,’ to say, 
‘Wherefore am I come from Geshur? it were better for me 
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were I still there ;’ now therefore let me see the king’s face; 


33 and 1f there be iniquity in me, let him kill me.” So 
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Joab came to the king, and told him: and when he had 
called for Absalom, he came to the king, and bowed himself 
on his face to the ground before the king: and the king 
kissed Absalom. 


CHAP. XV.—And it came to pass after this, that Absalom 
prepared him chariots and horses, and fifty men to run before 
him. And Absalom rose up carly, and stood beside the way 
of the gate: and when it happened that any man that had a 
suit came to the king for judgment, then Absalom called 
unto him, and said, “ Of what city art thou?” And he said, 
“Thy servant is of one of the tribes of Israel’? And Ab- 
salom said unto him, “See, thy matters are good and right ; 
but there is no man from the king to hear thee.” Absalom 
said moreover, ‘Oh that I were made judge in the land, 
that every man that hath any suit or eause might come unto 
me, and I would do him justice!” And when any man 
came nigh to him to do him obeisance, he put forth his 
hand, and took hold of him, and kissed him. And in this 
manner did Absalom to all Jsracl that came to the king for 
judgment: so Absalom stole the hearts of the men of 
Israel. 

And it came to pass after four years, that Absalom said 
unto the king, “I pray thee, let me go and pay my vow, 
which I have vowed unto Jehovah, in Hebron, For thy 
servant vowed a vow while I abode at Geshur in Syria, say- 
mg, If Jehovah shall bring me again indeed to Jerusalem, 
then I will serve Jehovah.” And the king said unto hin, 
“Go in peace.” So he arose, and went to Hebron. 

But Absalom sent spics throughout all the tribes of Israel, 
saying, “ As soon as ye hear the sound of the trumpet, then 
ye shall say, Absalom reigneth m Hebron.” And with Ab- 
salom went two hundred men out of Jerusalem, that were 
summoned; and they went in their integrity, and they knew 
not anything. And Absalom sent for Ahithophel the Gilo- 
nite, David’s counsellor, from his city, even from Giloh, 
while he offered sacrifices. And the conspiracy was strong ; 
for the people increased continually with Absalom. 

And there came a messenger to David, saying, “The 


14 hearts of the men of Israel are after Absalom.” And David 


said unto all his servants that were with him at Jerusalem, 
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« Avise, and Iet us flee; for we shall not else escape from 
Absalom ; make speed to depart, lest he overtake us speedily, 
and bring evil upon us, and smite the city with the edge of 
the sword.” And the king’s servants said unto the king, 
“Behold, thy servants are we m whatsoever my lord the 
king shall appoint.” And the king went forth, and all his 16 
household after him. And the king left ten women, that 
were coneubines, to keep the house. 

And the king went forth, and all the people after him, 17 
and halted in Beth-merhak. And all his servants passed 18 
on beside him; and all the hetors, and all the harbingers, 
and all the Gittites, six hundred men which came after him 
from Gath, passed on before the kmg. Then said the king 19 
to Ittai the Gittite, “Wherefore goest thou also with us? 
return, and abide with the king ; for thou art a stranger, and 
also an exile from thy place. Thou camest but yesterday, 20 
and shall I this day make thee wander about with us? sce- 
ing I go whither I may, return thou, and take back thy 
brethren: merey and truth be with thee.” And Ittai an- 21 
swered the king, and said, “As Jehovah liveth, and as my 
lord the king hyeth, surely nm whatever place my lord the 
king shall be, whether in death or hfe, even there also will 
thy servant be.” And David said to Ittai, “Go and pass 22 
over.” And Ittai the Gittite passed over, and all his men, 
and all the little ones that were with nm. And all the 23 
country wept with a loud voice, and all the people passed 
over: the king also passed over the brook Kidron, and all 
the people passed over, toward the way of the wilderness. 

And lo Zadok also, and all the Levites were with him, 24 
bearing the ark of the covenant of God: and they set down 
the ark of God; and Abiathar went up, wntil all the people 
had done passing out of the city. And the king said unto 25 
Zadok, ‘ Carry back the ark of God into the city; if I shall 
find favour in the eyes of Jehovah, he will bring me baek, and 
let me again see it, and its habitation: but if he thus say, 26 
‘T have no delight in thee ;’ behold, here am I, let nm do 
to me as seemeth good unto him.” The king said also unto 27 
Zadok the priest, “Seest thou? return into the city m 
peace, and Ahimaaz thy son, and Jonathan the son of Abia- 
thar, your two sons, with you. Sce, I will linger im the 2s 
plains of the wilderness, until there come word from you to 
inform me.” Zadok therefore and Abiathar carried the ark 
of God back to Jerusalem, and tarried there. 
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And David went up by the ascent of Olivet, weeping as 
he went up; and his head was covered, and he went bare- 
foot: and all the people that were with him covered every 
man his head, and went up, weeping as they went up. And 
one told David, saying, ‘ Ahithophel 1s among the con- 
spirators with Absalom.” And David said, “O Jehovah, I 
pray thee, turn the counsel of Ahithophel into foolishness.” 

And it came to pass, that when David was come to the 
top, where he worshipped God, beheld, Hushai the Archite 
met him with his coat rent, and earth upon his head: unto 
whom David said, ‘If thou passest on with me. then thou 
shalt be a burden unto me; but if thou return to the city, 
and say unto Absalom, ‘I will be thy servant, O king; as I 
have been thy father’s servant hitherto, so will I now also be 
thy servant :’? then mayest thou defeat for me the counsel of 
Alnthophel. And hast thou not there with thee Zadok and 
Alnathar the priests? therefore it shall be, that every thing 
that thou shalt hear out of the king’s house, thou shalt tell 
it to Zadok and Abiathar the priests. Behold, they have 
there with them their two sons, Ahimaaz Zadok’s son, and 
Jonathan Abiathar’s son; and by them ye shall send unto 
me every thing that ye can hear.” So Hushai David’s friend 
came into the city, and Absalom came into Jerusalem. 





CHAP. XVI.—And when David was a httle past the top 
of Olivet, behold, Ziba the servant of Mephibosheth met him, 
with a couple of asses saddled, and upon them two hundred 
loaves of bread, and a hundred bunches of raisins, and a 
hundred fig-cakes, and a skin of wine. And the king said 
unto Ziba, ‘‘ What meanest thou by these ?”’ And Ziba said, 
“The asses are for the king’s houschold to ride on; and the 
bread and fig-cakes for the young men to eat; and the wine 
for such as are faint in the wilderness to dmuk.’? And the 
king said, “And where is thy master’s son?” And Ziba 
said unto the king, ‘ Behold, he abideth in Jerusalem ; for 
he said, ‘To day shall the house of [Israel restore me the 
kingdom of my father’ Then said the king to Ziba, 
“ Behold, thine are all that belonged to Meplibosheth.” 
And “iba said, “1 humbly beseech thee that I may find 
favour in thy sight, my lord, O king.” 

And when king David eame to Bahurim, behold, thence 
caine out a man of the family of the house of Saul, whose 
name was Shimei, the son of Gera: he came forth, and cursed 
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as he came. And he cast stones at David, and at all the 
servants of king David: and all the people and all the 
mighty men were on his right hand and on his left. And 
thus said Shimei when he eursed, “ Go forth, go forth, thou 
man of blood, and thou man of Belial; Jehovah hath re- 
turned upon thee all the blood of the house of Saul, in 
whose stead thou hast reigned; and Jehovah hath given the 
kingdom into the hand of Absalom thy son: and, behold, 
thou art in thy misfortune because thou art a man of 
blood.” 

Then said Abishai the son of Zeruiah unto the king, 
“Why should this dead dog curse my lord the king? Ict me 
go over, I pray thee, and take off his head.’ And the king 
said, ‘ What have I to do with you, ye sons of Zeruiah? so 
let him eurse, because Jehovah hath said unto him, ‘ Curse 
David :’ whothen shall say, ‘Wherefore hast thou done so ???? 
And David said to Abishai, and to all his servants, ‘‘ Behold, 
my son, which came forth of my bowels, seeketh my life; 
how much more now a Benjamite! let him alone, and let 
him eurse; for Jehovah hath bidden him. It may be that 
Jehovah will look on mine affliction, and that Jehovah will 
requite me good for his cursing this day.” And as David 
and his men went by the way, Shimei went along on the 
hill’s side over against him, and cursed as he went, and threw 
stones at him, and cast dust. And the king, and all the 
people that were with him, came weary, and refreshed them- 
selves there. 

And Absalom, and all the people the men of Isracl, came 
to Jerusalem, and Ahithophel with him. And it eame to 
pass, when Hushai the Archite, David’s friend, was eome 
unto Absalom, that Hushai said unto Absalom, “ Long live 
the kmg, Long live the king.” And Absalom said to 
Hushai, ‘Is this thy kindness to thy friend? why wentest 
thou not with thy fmend?” And Hushai said unto Ab- 
salom, ‘ Nay; but whom Jehovah, and this people, and all 
the men of Israel, choose, lis will I be, and with him will I 
abide. And again, whom should I serve? should I not 
serve in the presence of his son? as I have served im thy 
father’s presence, so will I be in thy presence.” 

Then said Absalom to Ahithophel, “ Give counsel among 
you what we shall do.’ And Ahithophel said unto Absalom, 
“Go in unto thy father’s coneubines, whom he hath left to 
keep the house; and all Israel shall hear that thou art ab- 
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horred by thy father; then shall the hands of all that are 
22 with thee be strong.” So they spread Absalom a tent upon 
the top of the house ; and Absalom went in unto his father’s 
23 concubines in the sight of all Israel. And the counsel of 
Ahithophel, which he counselled in those days, was as if a 
man had enquired at the oracle of God: so was all the 


counsel of Ahithophel both with David and with Absalom. 
1 CHAP. XVII.—Moreover Ahithophel said unto Absalom, 


“Tet me now choose out twelve thousand men, and I will 

2 arise and pursue after David this mght: and I will come upon 
him while he is weary and weak-handed, and will make him 
afraid: and ali the people that are with him shall flee; and 

3 I will smite the king only: and I will bring back all the 
people unto thee: the man whom thou seekest is as if all re- 

4 turned; so all the people shall be im peace.” And the saying 

5 pleased Absalom well, and all the elders of Israel. Then 
said Absalom, ‘‘ Call now Hushai the Archite also, and let us 
hear likewise what he saith.” 

6 And when Hushai was come to Absalom, Absalom spake 
unto him, saying, “ Ahithophel hath spoken after this man- 
ner: shall we do after his saying? if not, speak thou.’ 

7 And Hushai said unto Absalom, “ The counsel that Ahi- 

s thophel hath given 1s not good at this time.’ And Hushai 
said, “Thou knowest thy father and his men, that they are 
mighty men, and they are fierce, as a bear robbed of her 
whelps in the field; and thy father is a man of war, and will 

g not lodge with the people. Behold, he is hid now in some 
pit, or m some other place; and it will come to pass, when 
some of them fall at the first, that whosoever heareth it will 
say, ‘There is a slaughter among the people that follow Ab- 

10 salom.?. And he also that is vahant, whose heart is as the 
heart of a lion, shall utterly melt; for all Israel knowcth 
that thy father is a mighty man, and they which are with him 

11 are valiant men. But I counsel that all Israel be gathered 
together unto thee, from Dan even to Beer-sheba, as the 
sand that 1s by the sea for multitude; and that thou go to 

12 battle im thine own person. So shall we come upon hin in 
sone place where he shall be found, and we will light upon 
him as the dew falleth on the ground; and of him and of 
all the men that are with him there shall not be left so much 

23 as one. Moreover, if he be withdrawn into a city, then 
shall all Israel bring ropes to that city, and we will drag it 
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into the river, until there be not one small stone found 
there.” 

And Absalom and all the men of Israel said, ‘The 14 
counsel of Hushai the Archite is better than the counsel of 
Ahithophel.” For Jehovah had appointed to defeat the good 
counsel of Ahithophel, to the intent that Jehovah might 
bring evil upon Absalom. 

Then said Hushai unto Zadok and to Abiathar the priests, 
‘Thus and thus did Ahithophel counsel Absalom and the 
elders of Israel; and thus and thus have I counselled. Now 
therefore send quickly, and tell David, saying, ‘ Lodge not 
this night in the plains of the wilderness, but pass over ; lest 
the king be destroyed, and all the people that are with 
hire? 

Now Jonathan and Ahimaaz stayed by En-rogel; and the 
damsel went and told them; and they went and told kneg 
David: for they might not be seen to come into the eity: 
but a lad saw them, and told Absalom; but they went both 1s 
of them away quickly, and came to a man’s house in 
Bahurim; and he had a well in Ins court, into which they 
went down. And the woman took and laid the cover over’ 
the mouth of the well, and spread ground corn thereon ; and 
the thmg was not known. And when Absalom’s servants 
came to the woman to the house, they said, ‘ Where is Aln- 
maaz and Jonathan ’” And the woman said unto them, 
“They are gone over the brook of water.’ And when they 
had sought and could not find them, they returned to Jeru- 
salem. And it eame to pass, after they were departed, that 
they came up out of the well, and went and told king David, 
and said nnto David, “Arise, and pass quickly over the 
water; for thus hath Ahithophel counselled agamst you.” 
Then David arose, and all the people that were with him, and 
they passed over the Jordan; by the morning light there 
laeked not one of them that was not gone over the Jordan. 

And when Ahithophel saw that his eounsel was not fol- 23 
lowed, he saddled his ass, and arose, and went home to 
his city, and put his household in order, and hanged himself, 
and died, and was buried in the sepulchre of his father. 

Then David came to Mahanaim. And Absalom passed 24 
over the Jordan, he and all the inen of Israel with him. And 25 
Absalom made Amasa captain of the host instead of Joab ; 
and Amasa was the son of a man whose name was Ithra the 
Israelite, that went in to Abigal, the daughter of Nahash, 
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sister to Zeruiah Joab’s mother. So Israel and Absalom en- 
camped in the land of Gilead. 

And it came to pass, when David was come to Mahanaim, 
that Shobi the son of Nahash of Rabbah of the children of 
Ammon, and Machir the son of Ammiel of Lo-debar, and 
Barzillai the Gileadite of Rogelim, brought beds, and basins, 
and earthen vessels, and wheat, and barley, and flour, and 
parched corn, and beans, and lentiles, and parched pulse, and 
honey, and curdled milk, and sheep, and cheese of kine, for 
David, and for the people that were with him, to eat ; for 
they said, “The people are hungry, and weary, and thirsty, 
in the wilderness.” 


CHAP. XVIII.—And David mustered the people that were 
with him, and set captains of thousands and captains of hun- 
dreds over them. And David sent forth a third part of the 
people under the hand of Joab, and a third part under the hand 
of Abishai the son of Zeruiah, Joab’s brother, and a third part 
under the hand of Ittai the Gittite. And the king said unto 
the people, “I will go forth with you myself also.’ But 
the people answered, “Thou shalt not go forth; for if we 
flee away, they will not care for us; neither if half of us die, 
will they care for us: but thou art as ten thousand of us ; 
therefore now it is better that thou succour us out of the 
city”? And the king said unto them, “ What secmeth to 
you best I will do.” And the king stood by the gate side, 
and all the people came out by hundreds and by thousands. 

And the king charged Joab and Abishai and Ittai, saying, 
“Gently for ny sake with the young man, with Absalom.” 
And all the people heard when the king gave all the captains 
charge concerning Absalom. 

So the people went out into the ficld against Israel: and 
the battle was in the wood of Ephraim. And the people of 
Israel were slain there before the servants of David, and 
there was there a great slaughter that day of twenty thousand 
men. Jor the battle was there scattered over the face of all 
the country ; and the wood devoured more people that day 
than the sword devoured. 

And Absalom met the servants of David. And Absalom 
rode upon a mule, and the mule went under the thick 
boughs of a great oak, and his head caught in the oak, and 
he was taken up between the heaven and the earth; and the 
mule that was under him passed on. And a certain man 
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saw it, and told Joab, and said, “ Behold, I saw Absalom 
hanged in an oak.” And Joab said unto the man that told 
him, “ And, behold, thou sawest him, and why didst thou 
not smite him there to the ground? and I would have given 
thee ten shekels of silver, and a girdle.” And the man said 
unto Joab, “ Though I should receive a thousand shekels of 
silver in my hand, yet would I not put forth my hand 
against the king’s son; for in our hearing the king charged 
thee and Abishai and Ittai, saymg, ‘Take care, every one, 
of the young man Absalom.’ But if I had wrought false- 
hood against mine own life, there is no matter hid from the 
king, and thou thyself wouldest have set thyself against 
me.” ‘Then said Joab, “I may not tarry thus with thee.” 
And he took three darts m his hand, and thrust them 
through the heart of Absalom, while he was yet alive in the 
midst of the oak. And ten young men that bare Joab’s 
armour turned and smote Absalom, and slew him. 

And Joab blew the trumpet, and the people returned from 
pursuing after Israel ; for Joab held back the people. And 
they took Absalom, and cast him into the great pit in the 
wood, and laid a very great heap of stones upon him; and 
all Israel fled every one to his tent. 

Now Absalom in his iifetime had taken and set up for 
himself a pillar, whieh is in the king’s dale; for he said, “I 
have no son to keep my naine in remembrance ;” and he 
called the pillar after his own name: and it 1s called unto 
this day Absalom’s monument. 

Then said Ahimaaz the son of Zadok, “ Let me now run, 
and bear the king tidings, how that Jehovah hath avenged 
him of his enemies.” And Joab said unto him, “Thou 
shalt not be a bearer of tidings this day, but thou shalt bear 
tides another day; but this day thou shalt not bear 
tidings, beeause the king’s son is dead.” Then said Joab to 
Cushi, “ Go tell the king what thou hast scen.” And Cushi 
bowed himself to Joab, and ran. Then said Ahimaaz the 
son of Zadok yet again to Joab, “ But howsoever, let me, I 
pray thee, also run after Cushi.” And Joab said, ‘“ Where- 
fore wilt thou run, my son, seeing that thou hast no accept- 


able tidings?” “ But howsoever,” he said, “let me run.” 2: 


And he said unto him, “ Run.” Then Ahimaaz ran by the 
way of the pla, and overran Cushi. 

Now David was sitting between the two gates; and the 
watchman went up to the roof over the gate unto: the wall, 
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and lifted up his eyes, and looked, and behold a man run- 
ning alone. And the watchman cried, and told the king. 
And the king said, “If he be alone there is tidings in his 
mouth.” And he came on and drew near. And the watch- 
man saw another man running; and the watchman called 
unto the porter, and said, “ Behold another man running 
alone.” And the king said, “He also bringeth tidings.” 
And the watchman said, “ Mcthinketh the running of the 
foremost is like the running of Ahimaaz the son of Zadok.” 
And the king said, “ He is a good man, and cometh with 
eood tidings.” 

And Ahimaaz ealled, and said unto the king, “ All is 
well.” And he bowed down to the earth upon his face be- 
fore the king, and said, “Blessed be Jehovah thy God, 
which hath delivered up the men that lifted up their hand 
against my lord the king.’ And the king said, “Is the 
young man Absalom safe??? And Ahimaaz answered, 
“ When Joab sent the king’s servant, and me thy servant, I 
saw a great tumult, but f knew not what it was.’ And the 
king said unto him, “ Turn aside, and stand here.” And he 
turned aside, and stood. And, behold, Cushi came; and 
Cushi said, ‘ Tidings, my lord the king; for Jehovah hath 
avenged thee this day of all them that rose up against thee.” 
And the king said unto Cushi, “Is the young man Absalom 
safe 7’? And Cushi answered, “The enemics of my lord the 
king, and all that rise against thee to do thee hurt, be as that 
young man is.” And the king was much moved and went 
up to the chamber over the gate, and wept: and as he went, 
thus he said, ““O my son Absalom, my son, my son Ab- 
salom! would God I had died for thee, O Absalom, my son, 
my son !” 


CHAP. XIX.—<And it was told Joab, “ Behold, the king 
weepeth and mourneth for Absalom.” And the victory that 
day was ¢urned into mourning unto all the people; for the 
people heard that day how the king was grieved for his son. 
And the people stole away that’ day and went into the city, 
as people steal away ashamed when they flee m battle. But 
the king covered his face, and the king eried with a loud 
voice, “O my son Absalom, O Absalom, my son, my son !” 

And Joab came into the house to the king, and said, 
“Thou hast shamed this day the faces of all thy servants, 
which this day have saved thy life, and the lives of thy sons 
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and of thy daughters, and the lives of thy wives, and the 
lives of thy concubines; in that thou lovest those who hate 
thee, and hatest those who love thee. For thou hast de- 
clared this day that thou regardest neither captains nor ser- 
vants; for this day I perceive, that if Absalom had lived, 
and all we had died this day, then it had been ght in thine 
eyes. Now therefore arise, go forth, and speak kindly unto 
thy servants; for I swear by Jehovah, if thou go not forth, 
there will not tarry one with thee this mght; and that will 
be worse unto thee than all the evil that hath befallen thee 
from thy youth until now.” Then the king arose, and sat in 
the gate. And they told unto all the people, saying, ‘ Be- 
hold, the king is sitting in the gate.” And all the people 
came before the king ; for Israel had fled every man to his tent. 

And all the people were at strife throughout all the tnbes 
of Israel, saying, “The king saved us out of the hand of 
our enemies, and he delivered us out of the hand of the Phi- 
listines; and now he is fled out of the land on account of 
Absalom. And Absalom, whom we anointed over us, is dead 
in battle. Now therefore why speak ye not a word of bring- 
ing the king back ?” 

And king David sent to Zadok and to Abiathar the 
priests, saying, “Speak unto the elders of Judah, saying, 
‘Why are ye the last to bring the king back to his house ? 
seeing the speech of all Israel 1s come to the king, to his 
house. Ye are my brethren, ye are my bone and my flesh ; 
wherefore then are ye the last to bring back the king?’ And 
say ye to Amase, ‘Art thou not my bone, and my flesh ? God 
do so to me, and more also, if thou be not captain of the 
host before me continually in the room of Joab’” And he 
swayed the heart of all the men of Judah, even as one man ; 
so that they sent unto the king, saying, “ Return thou, and 
all thy servants.” So the king returned, and came to the 
Jordan. And Judah came to Gilgal, to go to meet the king, 
to conduct the king over the Jordan. 

And Shimei the son of Gera, the Benjamite, who was of 
Bahurim, hasted and came down with the men of Judah to 
meet king David. And there were a thousand men of Ben- 
jamin with him, and Ziba the servant of the house of Saul, 
and his fifteen sons, and his twenty servants with him ; and 
they went through the Jordan before the king. And the 
ferry-boat went over to carry over the king’s household, and 
to do as he thought good. And Shinei the son of Gera fell 
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down before the king, when he was come over the Jordan ; 
and said unto the king, “Let not my lord impute iniquity 
unto me, neither do thou remember that which thy servant 
did wickedly the day that my lord the king went out of 
Jerusalem, so that the king should give heed to it. For thy 
servant doth know that I have sinned; therefore, behold, I 
am come the first this day of all the house of Joseph to go 
down to mect my lord the kmg.” But Abishai the son of 
Zeruiah answered and said, ‘‘Shall not Shimei be put to 
death for this, because he cursed the anointed of Jehovah ?” 
And David said, “ What have I to do with you, ye sons of 
Zeruiah, that ye should this day be adversaries unto me? shall 
there any man be put to death tlis day in Israel? for do not 
I know that I am this day king over Israel?” Therefore the 
king said unto Shimei, ‘ Thou shalt not dic:” and the king 
sware unto him. 

And Mephibosheth the son of Saul came down to mect 
the kmg, and had neither dressed his feet, nor trimmed his 
beard, nor washed his clothes, from the day the king departed 
until the day he came again in safety. And it came to pass 
when he was come to Jerusalem to meet the king, that the 
king said unto him, ‘ Wherefore wentest not thou with me, 
Mephibosheth ?”? And he answered, “ My lord, O king, my 
servant deceived me; for thy servant said, I will saddle my 
ass, that I may ride thereon, and go to the king; because 
thy servant is lame. And he hath slandered thy servant 
unto my lord the king: but my lord the king is as an angel 
of God; do therefore what 1s good in thine eyes. For all of 
my father’s house were but dead men before my lord the 
king; yet didst thou set thy servant among them that did cat 
at thine own table. What mght therefore have I yet to com- 


29 pla any more unto the king?” And the king said unto him, 


“ Why speakest thou any more of thy matters ? IT have said, 
Thou and Ziba divide the land.’ And Mephibosheth said 
unto the king, “ Yea, Ict him take all, forasmuch as my 
lord the king is come again in peace unto his own house.” 
And Barzillai the Gileadite came down from Rogelim, and 
went over the Jordan with the king, to conduct him over the 
Jordan. Now Baraillai was a very aged man, even fourscore 
years old: and he had provided sustenance for the king 
while he Jay at Mahanann; for he was a very great man. 


33 And the king said unto Baraillai, “ Come thou over with me, 
34 and I will provide for thee with me in Jerusalem.’ And 
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Barzillai said unto the king, “ How long have I to live, that 
I should go up with the king to Jerusalem? I am this 
day fourscore years old: can I discern between good and 
evil? ean thy servant taste what I eat or what I drink? can 
I hear any more the voice of smging men and singing 
women? wherefore then should thy servant be yet a burden 
unto my lord the king? Thy servant will go a little way over 
the Jordan with the king: and why should the king reward 


me with such a reward? Let thy servant, I pray thee, : 


turn back again, that I may die in mine own city, near 
the grave of my father and of my mother. But behold 
thy servant Chimham shall go over with my lord the king ; 
and do to him what shall seem good unto thee.” And the 
king answered, “ Chimham shall go over with me, and I will 
do to him what shall seem good unto thee; and whatsoever 


thou shalt desire of me, that will I do for thee.”? And all the : 


people went over the Jordan. And when the king had gone 
over, the king kissed Barzillai, and blessed him ; and he re- 
turned unto his own place. Then the king went on to Gil- 
gal, and Chimham went on with him: and all the people of 
Judah eonducted the king, and also half the people of Israel. 
And, behold, all the men of Israel came to the king, and said 
unto the king, “ Why have our brethren the men of Judah 
stolen thee away, and brought the king, and his household, 
and all David’s men with him, over the Jordan??? And all 
the men of Judah answered’the men of Isracl, “ Beeause 
the king is near of kin to us; wherefore then are ye angry 
for this matter? have we eaten at all of the king’s cost ? or 
hath he given us any gift?” And the men of Israel an- 
swered the men of Judah, and said, “ We have ten parts in 
the king, and we have also more right in David than ye; 
why then have ye despised us? and was not our advice the 
first to bring back our king?” And the words of the men 
of Judah were ficreer than the words of the men of Isracl. 


CHAP. XX.—And there happened to be there a man of 
Belial, whose name was Sheba, the son of Bichri, a Ben- 
jamite; and he blew a trumpet, and said, ‘‘ We have no part 
im David, neither have we inheritanee in the son of Jesse ; 
every man to his tents, O Israel’? So every man of Israel 
went up from after David, and followed Sheba the son of 
Bichri; but the men of Judah clave unto their king, from 
the Jordan even to Jerusalem.

3 And David eame to his house at Jerusalem ; and the king 
took the ten women his eoncubines, whom he had left to 
keep the house, and put them in ward, and supported them, 
but went not in unto them. So they were secluded unto the 
day of their death, living in widowhood. 

4 Then said the king to Amasa, “ Assemble me the men of 

5 Judah within three days, and be thon here present.” So 
Amasa went to assemble Judah ; but he delayed longer than 

6 the set time which he had appomted him. And David said 

to Abishai, “ Now shall Sheba the son of Bichn do us more 
harm than Absalom; take thou thy lord’s servants, and 
pursue after him, lest he get him fenced cities, and escape 

7 us.’ <And there went out after him Joab’s men, and the 

lictors, and the harbingers, and all the mighty men: and 

they went out of Jerusalem, to pursue after Sheba the son 
of Bichri. 

When they were at the great stone which is in Gibeon, 
Amasa came before them. . And Joab’s garment that he had 
put on was girded unto him, and upon it a girdle with a 
sword fastened upon his loms in the sheath thereof; and as 
he went forth it fell out. And Joab said to Amasa, “ Is it 
well with thee, my brother?” And Joab took Amasa by 
the beard with the right hand to kiss him. But Amasa ob- 
served not the sword that was in Joab’s hand; so he smote 
him therewith in the belly, and shed out his bowels to the 
ground, and struck him not again; and he died. So Joab 
and Abishai his brother pursued after Sheba the son of 
Bichri. And one of Joab’s men stood by him, and said, 
“He that favoureth Joab, and he that 1s for David, let him go 
after Joab.’ And Amasa was weltering in his blood in the 
midst of the highway. And when the man saw that all 
people stood still, he removed Amasa out of the highway 
into the field, and cast a eovering over him, when he saw that 
every one that came by him stood still. When he was re- 
moved out of the highway, all the people went on after 
Joab, to pursue after Sheba the son of Bichri. 
it And he went through all the tribes of Israel unto Abel, 
and to Beth-maachah, and all the Berites; and they were 
gathered together, and went also after him. And they came 
and besieged him in Abel of Beth-maachah, and they cast up 
a siege-mound against the eity, and it stood by the rampart ; 
and all the people that were with Joab battered the wall, to 
throw it down. 
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Then cricd a wise woman out of the eity, “ Hear, hear ; 16 
say, | pray you, unto Joab, ‘ Come near hither, that I may 
speak with thee.’’”? And when he was come near unto her, 17 
the woman said, “ Art thou Joab?” And he answered, ‘I 
am he.” Then she said unto him, “ Ilear the words of thy 
handmaid.” And he answered, “I do hear.” Then she is 
spake, saying, “ They should first have spoken, saying, ‘They 
shall surely ask at Abel:’ and so they had ended the matter. 
I.am:one of the peaceable and faithful in Israel: thou scek- 19 
est to destroy a city and a mother in Israel; why wilt thou 
swallow up the inheritance of Jehovah ?” 

And Joab answered and said, “ Far be it, far be it from 20 
me, that I should swallow up or destroy. The matter is not 21 
so; but a man of mount Ephraim, Sheba the son of Bichni 
by name, hath hfted ap his hand against the king, even 
against David; deliver him only, and IL will depart from the 
city.’ And the woman said unto Joab, “ Behold, his head 
shall be thrown to thee over the wall.” 

Then the woman went unto all the people in her wisdom ; 22 
and they eut off the head of Sheba the son of Bichri, and east 
it out to Joab. And he blew a trumpet, and they retired 
from the city, every man to his tent. And Joab returned to 
Jerusalem unto the king. 

Now Joab was over all the host of Israel; and Benaiah the 23 
son of Jehoiada was over the lietors, and over the har- 
bingers ; and Adoram was over the tribute-service; and Je- 24 
hoshaphat the son of Ahilud was the recorder; and Sheva 25 
was seribe; and Zadok and Abiathar priests: and Ira also 26 
the Jainite was a priest to David. 


CHAP. XXI.—Then there was a famine in the days of 1 
David three years, year after year; and David sought the 
face of Jehovah. And Jehovah said, “It 1s for Saul, and 
for his house of blood, beeause he slew the Gibeonites.” And 2 
the king called the Gibeonites, and said unto them; (now 
the Gibeonites were not of the children of Israel, but of the 
remnant of the Amorites; and the children of Israel had 
sworn unto them: but Saul sought to slay them in his zeal 
for the children of Israel and Judah.) 

And David said unto the Gibeonites, “ What shall I do for 3 
you? and wherewith shall I make atonement, that ye may 
bless the inheritance of Jehovah?” And the Gibconites 4 
said unto him, “ We will have no silver nor gold of Saul, nor 
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of his house; neither for us shalt thou kill any man in Is- 
vacl.’? And he said, “ What ye shall say, that will I do for 

5 you.” And they answered the king, “The man that eon- 
sunied us, and that devised against us that we should be de- 

6 stroyed from remaining in any of the territory of Israel, let 
seven men of his sons be given unto us, and we will hang 
them up unto Jehovah in Gibeah of Saul, the chosen of 
Jchovah.” And the king said, “I will give them.” 

7 But the king spared Mephibosheth, the son of Jonathan 
the son of Saul, because of the oath of Jehovah that was 
between them, between David and Jonathan the son of Saul. 

s But the king took the two sons of Rizpah the daughter of 
Alah, whom she bare unto Saul, Armoni and Mephibosheth ; 
and the five sons of Michal the daughter of Saul, whom she 
bare to Adriel the son of Barzillai the Meholathite; and he 
delivered them into the hands of the Gibeonites, and they 
hanged them in the hill before Jehovah: and the seven 
fell together, and were put to death in the first days of 
harvest, in the beginning of barley harvest. And Rizpah 
the daughter of Aiah took sackeloth, and spread it for her 
upon the rock, from the beginning of harvest until water 
dropped upon them out of heaven, and suffered neither the 
birds of the air to rest on them by day, nor the beasts of the 
field by night. 

And it was told David what Rizpah the daughter of Aiah, 
the eoneubine of Saul, had done. And David went and took 
the bones of Saul and the bones of Jonathan his son from 
the mea of Jabesh-gilead, who had stolen them from the 
open space of Beth-shan, where the Phihstines had hanged 
them, when the Philistines had slain Saul on Gilboa: and he 
brought up from thence the bones of Saul and the bones of 
Jonathan his son; and they gathered the bones of them that 
were hanged. And the bones of Saul and Jonathan his son 
they burned in the country of Benjamin in Zelah, in the 
sepulchre of Kish his father; and they did all that the king 
conmmanded. And after that God was intreated for the land. 

And the Philistites had war yet again with Israel; and 
David went down, and lis servants with him, and fought 
with the Philistines: now David had grown feeble; and 
Tshbi-benob, who was of the sons of Rapha, and the weight 
of whose spear was three hundred shekels of brass in weight, 
he was girded with a new sword, and he thought to have 
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him, and smote the Philistine, and killed him. Then the 
men of David sware unto him, saying, ‘‘Thou shalt go no 
more out with us to battle, that thou quench not the lamp of 
Israel.” 

And it came to pass after this, that there was again a 1s 
battle with the Philistines at Gob; then Sibbechai the 
Hushathite slew Saph, who was of the sons of Rapha. And 19 
there was again a battle in Gob with the Philistines, where 
Elhanan the son of Jaare-oregim, the Bethlehemite, slew 
Goliath the Gittitc, the staff of whose spear was hke a wea- 
ver’s beam. And there was again a battle in Gath, where 20 
was a man of great stature, that had on each hand six fin- 
gers, and on each foot six toes, four and twenty in number; 
and he also was born to Rapha. And he defied Israel, and 21 
Jonathan the son of Shimeah the brother of David slew him. 
These four were born to Rapha in Gath, and fell by the hand 22 
of David, and by the hand of his servants. 


CHAP. XXII.—And David spake unto Jehovah the1 
words of this song, in the day that Jehovah delivered him 
ont of the hand of all his enemies, and out of the hand of 


Saul: and he said, é 
« Jehovah is my rock, and my fortress, and my deliverer ; 
My God, my rock, in him will I trust: 3 


My shield, and the horn of my salvation, 
My high tower, and my refuge, 
My saviour, thou savest me from violence. 


I will call on Jehovah, who ts worthy to be praised ; 4 
So shall I be saved from mine enennies. 
For the waves of death encompassed me, 5 
Torrents of destruction made me afraid ; 
The toils of the grave surrounded nie, 6 


The snares of death surprised me. 
In my distress I called upon Jehovah, and eried to my God, 7 
And he heard my voice out of his temple, 
And iy ery entered into his ears. 
Then the earth shook and trembled ; S 
The foundations of the heavens moved and shook, beeausc 
he was wroth. 
There went up a smoke out of his nostrils, g 
And fire out of his mouth devoured; coals were kindied 
byaula 
He bowed the heavens also, and came down ; 10 
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And darkness was under his feet. 

And he rode upon a cherub, and did fly ; 

And moved swiftly upon the wings of the wind. 

And he made darkness dzs pavilion round about him, 

The gathered waters, and thick clouds of the skies. 

Through the brightness before him coals of fire were 
kindled. 

Jehovah thundered from heaven, 

And the most Ilgh uttered his voice. 

And he sent out arrows, and scattered them ;

CHAP. NXITL.—Now these are the last words of David, 
Uttered by the son of Jesse, 
Uttered by the man who was raiscd Ingh, 
The anointed of the God of Jacob, 
And the sweet Psalmist of Israel :— 
“The spint of Jehovah speaketh by me, 
And his word is on my tongue ; 
The God of Isracl hath said, 
The rock of Israel hath spoken to me— 
‘He that ruleth over men justly, 
Ruling in the fear of God, 
Shall be as the hght of the morning, 
IVhen the sun riseth in a morning without clouds ; 
As the tender grass springing out of the earth, from sun- 
shine after rain,’ 
For is not my house thus, with God? 
For he hath made an everlasting eovenant with me, 
Well-ordered in all things, anal | assured ; 
For will he not promote all my salvation and desire? 
But the ungodly shall be all of them as thorns east aw ay, 
Because they eannot be taken with the hand; 
But the man that shall touch them must be armed with 
iron and the shaft of the spear, 
And they shall be utterly burned with fire in ¢heir 
place.” 


These are the names of the mighty men whom David 


had: Jashobeam the Tachmonitc, head of the ehariot war- 
riors; the same hfted up his spear agamst eight hundred 
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slain at one time. And after him was Eleazar the son of 9 


Dodo the son of Ahohi, ove of the three mighty men with 
David, when they defied the Philistines there gathered to- 
gether to battle, and the men of Israel were gone away: he 
arose, and smote the Philistines until his hand was weary, 
and his hand elave unto the sword; and Jehovah wrought a 
great victory that day; and the people returned after him 
only to spoil. 

And after him was Shammah the son of Agee the Hara- 
rite. And the Philistmes were gathered together into a band, 
where was a piece of ground full of lentiles; and the people 
fled from the Philstines. But he stood in the midst of the 
eround, and defended it, and slew the Philistines; and Je- 
hovah wrought a great victory. 

And three of the thirty chiefs went down, and came to 
David in the harvest time unto the cave of Adullam; anda 
band of the Philistines was encamped in the valley of Re- 
phaim. And David was then in the fastness, and there was 
a garrison of the Philistines then in Beth-lehem. And David 
longed, and said, “ Who will give me to dvink of the water 
of the well of Beth-lehem, which is by the gate?” And the 
three mighty men brake through the camp of the Philistines, 
and drew water out of the well of Beth-lehem, that was by 
the gate, and took it, and brought it to David; and he would 
not drink thereof, but poured it out unto Jehovah. And he 
said, “ Be it far from me, O Jehovah, that I should do this: zs 
not this the blood of the men that went in jeopardy of their 
lives?” therefore he would not drink it. These things did 
the three mighty men. 

And Abishai, the brother of Joab, the son of Zeruiah, was 
chicf of three others. And he litted up his spear against 
three hundred slain, and had the name among the three. 
He was the most honoured of the three, therefore he was 
their captain; howbeit he attained not unto the firsé three. 


Aud Benaiah the son of Jehotada, the son of a valiant 2 


man, of Kabzeel, who had done many acts, he slew two 
champions of Moab: he went down also and slew a lion in 
the midst of a pit in time of snow: and he slew an 
Egyptian, a goodly man; and the Egyptian had a spear in 
his hand; but he went down to him with a staff, and plucked 
the spear out of the Egyptian’s hand, and slew him with his 
own spear. 
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23 name among three mighty men. He was more honourable 
than the thirty, but he attained not to the first three. And 
David made him one of his council.

1 CHAP. XXIV.—And again the anger of Jehovah was 
kindled against Israel, and he moved David against them to 
2say, “Go, number Israel and Judah.” And the king said 
to Joab the captain of the host, who was with him, “ Go now 
through all the tribes of Israel, from Dan even to Beer-sheba, 
and number ye the people, that I may know the number of the 
3 people.” And Joab said unto the king, “ Now Jehovah thy 
God add unto the people, how many soever they be, an hun- 
dredfold, and may the eyes of my lord the king sce it; but 
4 why doth my lord the king desire this thing?” Notwith- 
stunding the king’s word prevailed against Joab, and against 
the captains of the host. 
And Joab and the captains of the host went out from the 
5 presence of the king, to number the people of Israel. And 
they passed over Jordan, and encamped in Aroer, on the right 
side of the city that /ieth in the midst of the torrent of Gad 
6 and towards Jazer: then they came to Gilead, and to the 
Jand of Tahtim-hodshi; and they came to Dan-jaan, and 
7 round to Sidon, and came to the fortified place of Tyre, and 
to all the cities of the Hivites, and of the Canaanites; and 
3 they went out to the south of Judah, even to Beer-sheba. So 
when they had gone through all the land, they came to Jeru- 
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salem at the end of nine months and twenty days. And sg 


Joab gave up the sum of the number of the people unto the 
king; and there were in Israel eight hundred thousand 
valiant men that drew the sword; and the men of Judah 
were five hundred thousand men. 

And David’s heart smote him after that he had numbcred 
the people. And David said unto Jehovah, “I have smned 
ereatly in that I have done: and now, I beseech thee, O Je- 
hovah, take away the imquity of thy servant ; for I have done 
very foolishly.” And when David arose in the mormng, the 
word of Jehovah eame unto the prophet Gad, David’s seer, 

saying, “Go and say unto David, ‘Thus saith Jehovah, I 
offer thee three things; choose thee one of them, that I may 
do it unto thee’” So Gad eame to David, and told him, and 
said unto him, “Shall seven years of famine come unto thee 
in thy land? or wilt thou flee three months before thine ene- 
mics, while they pursue thee? or that there be three days of 
pestilenee in thy land? now consider, and see what answer I 
shall return to him that sent me.” And David said unto 
Gad, “I am in great distress: let us fall now into the hand 
of Jchovah; for his mereies are great; and let me not fall 
into the hand of man.” 

So Jchovah sent a pestilenee npon Israel froin the morn- 
ing even to the time appointed; and there died of the people 
from Dan even to Beer-sheba, seventy thousand men. And 
when the angel stretehed out his hand upon Jerusalem to 
destroy it, Jehovah repented him of the evil, and said to the 
angel that destroy ed the people, “It 1s enough; stay now 
thine iano 

And the angel of Jchovah was by the threshing-floor of 
Araunah the Jebusite. And David spake unto Jehovah 
when he saw the angel that smote the people, and said, “ Lo, 
{ have sinned, and T have done wickedly ; but these ‘sheep, 
what have they done? let thy hand, I pray thee, be upon 
me, and upon my father’s house.” 

And Gad eame that day to David, and said to him, “ Go 
np, rear an altar unto Jehovah in the threshing-floor of 
Arannah the Jebusite.’ And David, according to the saying 
of Gad, went up as Jehovah commanded. And Araunah 
looked, and saw the kmg and his servants eoming on toward 
him ; sat Avraunah oie ont, and bowed hime before the 
king with his face toward the ground, And Araunah said, 
“Wherefore is my lord the king come to his servant ?”’ And

David said, “To buy the thresling-floor of thee, to build 
an altar to Jehov ah, that the plague i may be stayed from the 
22 people.” And Ar aunah said unto David, “ Let my lord the 
king take and offer up what seemeth eood unto him; behold, 
here are oxen for burnt sacrifice, and threshing-machmes, and 
23 gear of the oxen for wood. All these things doth Araunah, 
O king, give unto the king.” And Araunah said unto the 
a1 king, “Jchovah thy God accept thee.” And the king said 
unto Araunah, “ Nay; but I will surely buy it of thce ata 
price ; neither will I offer burnt offerimgs unto Jehovah my 
God of that which doth cost me nothing.” 
So David bought the threshing-floor and the oxen for fifty 
25 shekels of silver. And David built there an altar unto Je- 
hovah, and offered burnt-offerings and Pande: -offerings. So 
Jehovah was intreated for the land, and the plague was stayed 
from Israel.

FIRST BOOK OF THE KINGS. 





CHAP. I.—Now king David was old and stricken in 1 


years; and they covered him with clothes, but he got no 


heat. And his servants said unto him, “ Let a young maiden 2 


be songht for my lord the king, and let her stand before 
the king, and Ict her be his companion; and let ber he in 


his bosom, that my lord the king may get heat.” So they 3 


sought for a beautiful damsel throughout all the borders 
of Israel; and they found Abishag a Shunammite, and 
brought her to the king. And the damsel was very beau- 
tiful; and she became companion to the king, and ministered 
unto him; but the king knew her not. 

And Adonijah the son of Ilagmth exalted himself, saying, 
“Twill be king;” and he procured chariots and horsemen, 
and fifty men to run before him. And his father had not 
displeased him at any time, saying, “ Why hast thou done 
thus?” And he was also exceeding comely; and his mo- 
ther had borne him after Absalom. And he took counsel 
with Joab the son of Zeruiah, and with Abiathar the priest ; 
and they helped Adonijah. But Zadok the pnest, and Be- 
naiah the son of Jehoiada, and Nathan the prophet, and 
Shimei, and Rei, and David’s valiant men, were not with 
Adonyah. And Adonijah slew sheep and oxen and fathings 
by the stone of Zoheleth which is by En-rogel; and he in- 
vited all his brethren the king’s sons, and all the men of 
Judah the king’s servants. But Nathan the prophet, and 
Benaiah, and the valiant men, and Solomon his brother, he 
did not invite. 
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Then spake Nathan unto Bath-sheba the mother of Solo- 11 


mon, saying, “ Hast thou not heard that Adomjah the son of 
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Hageith is become king, and David our lord knoweth it not ? 
12 Now therefore come; let me, I pray thee, give thee counsel, 
that thou mayest save thine own life and the life of thy son 
13 Solomon. Go and get thee in unto king David, and say unto 
him, ‘ Didst not thou, my lord, O king, swear unto thy hand- 
maid, saying, Assuredly Solomon thy son shall reign after me, 
and he shall sit upon my throne? Why then is Adonyah be- 
is come king ?? And behold whilst thon art yet speaking with 
the king, L also will come in after thee, and will confirm thy 
words.” 
1s And Bath-sheba went in unto the king, into the chamber. 
Now the king was very old; and Abishag the Shunammite 
16 ministered unto the king. And Bath-sheba bowed down 
and did obeisance unto the king; and the king said, “‘ What 
17 wouldest thon ?”? And she said unto him, “ My lord, thou 
didst swear by Jehovah thy God unto thy handmaid, say- 
ing, ‘Assuredly Solomon thy son shall reign after me, and 
18 he shall sit upon my throne.’ And now behold Adonijah 1s 
beeome kmg, and thou, my lord the king, knowest it not. 
19 And he hath slain oxen and fatlnes and sheep i in abundance ; 
and hath invited all the sons of the king, and Abiathar the 
priest, and Joab the captain of the host; but Solomon thy 
20 servant he hath not invited. And now my lord, O king, the 
eyes of all [srael are upon thee, that thou mayest tell them 
who shall sit upon the throne of my lord the king after him. 
21 Else will it come to pass that when my lord the king shall 
sleep with Ins fathers, I and my son Solomon shall be 
accounted offenders.” 
22 And behold while she was yet speaking with the king, 
23 Nathan the prophet alsocame. And they told the king, say- 
ing, “ Behold, Nathan the prophet.”? And he came into the 
presence of the king, and bowed himself before the king 
21 with his face to the ground. And Nathan said, “ My lord, 
O king, hast thou said, ‘ Adoniah shall be king after me, and 
he shall sit upon my throne?’ For he is gone down this 
day, and hath slain oxen and fatlings and sheep in abund- 
ance; and hath invited all the king’s sons, and the captains 
of the host, and Abiathar the pricst; and behold they are 
eating and drinking before him and saying, ‘ Long live king 
26 Adonijah 1? But me, even me, thy servant, and Vettel ie 
priest, and Benatah the son of Jehoiada, and thy servant 
27 Solomon, he hath not invited. If this thing hath been done 
by my lord the king, then thou hast not shown unto thy 
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servant who shall sit upon the throne of my lord the king 
after him.” 

Then king David answered and said, “ Call unto me Bath- 
sheba.”” And she came into the king’s presenee and stood 


before the king. And the king did swear and said, “ As < 


Jehovah liveth who hath redeemed my soul out of all dis- 


tress, even as I did swear unto thee by Jchovah the God s 


of Isracl, saying, ‘ Assnredly Solomon thy son shall be king 
after me, and he ‘shall sit upon my throne in my stead,’ even 
so will I do this day.” Then Bath-sheba bowed w ith her 
face to the carth, and did obcisanee to the king, and said, 
“May my lord, king David, live for ever!” 

And king David said, “Call unto me Zadok the priest, 
and Nathan the prophet, and Benaiah the son of Jchoiada: 
and they came into the presence of the king. And the king 
said unto them, “ Take with you the servants sof your lord, and 
cause Sclomon my son to ride upon mine own mule, and bring 
him down to Gihon. And let Zadok the pest and Nathan 
the prophet anoint him there as king over Israel; and blow 
ye the trumpet, and say, ‘Long live king Solomon!’ And 
ye shall come up after him; and he shall come and sit upon 
my throne; and he shall be king in my stead; for I have 
appointed him to be prinee over Israel and over Judah.” 
And Benaiah the son of Jehoiada answered the king, and 
said, “Ainen! May Jchovah the God of my lord the king 

say so. As Jehovah hath been with my lord the king, even 
so may he be with Solomon; yea may he make his throne 
greater than the throne of my lord king David!” 


So Zadok the priest, and Nathan the ‘prophet, and Benaiah : 


the son of Jchoiada, and the lictors and the harbingers, went 
down: and they cansed Solomon to ride upon king David’s 
mule, and brought him to Gihon. And Zadok the priest took a 
horn of oi! out of the tabernacle, and anointed Solomon ; aud 
they blew the trumpet; and all the people said, “ Long live 
king Solomon!” And all the people came up after him; 
aud the people piped with pipes, and rejoiced with great joy, 
so that the earth rent with the sound of them. 

And Adonijah and all the guests that were with him 
heard it, when they had made an end of eating. And Joab 
heard the sonnd of the trumpet, and he said, ‘‘ Wherefore is 
this noise of the city in an uproar?” And while he was yet 
speaking, behold Jonathan the son of Abiathar the priest 
came; and Adonijah said unto him, “Come in, for thou art 
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a valiant man and bringest good tidings.” And Jonathan 
answered and said unto Adonijah, “ Venly our lord king 
David hath made Solomon king: and the king hath sent with 
him Zadok the priest, and Nathan the prophet, and Benaiah 
the son of Jehoiada, and the hetors and the harbingers; and 
they have caused him to ride on the king’s mule: and Za- 
dok the priest and Nathan the prophet have anointed him as 
king im Gihon ; and they are come up thenee rejoicing, so that 
the ¢ city doth rine again: this is the noise that ye have heard. 
And also Solomon sitteth on the throne of the kingdom. 
And moreover the king’s servants came to bless our lord king 
David, saying, ‘God make the name of Solomon better than 
thy name, aud his throne greater than thy throne!’ and the 
lang bow ed himself upon his bed. And also the king said 
thus, ‘ Blessed be Jehovah the God of Isracl, who hath ; eiven 
unto me one to sit upon my throne this day, mine eyes even 
seemmg it.?”? And all the guests that were with Adonijah 
were afraid: and they rose up and went, every man his way. 

And Adonijah was afraid beeause of Solomon; and he 
arose and went and caught hold on the horns of the altar. 
And it was told unto Solomon, saying, “ Behold, Adonijah is 
afraid of king Solomon; for lo, he hath caught hold on the 
horns of the altar, saying, ‘ Let king Solomon swear unto me 
this day that he will uot slay his servant with the sword.’ ” 
And Solomon said, “If he will be a worthy man, uot a hair 
of him shall fall to the ground: but if wiekedness shall be 


3 found in him, then he shall die’? So king Solomon sent 


and they bronght him down from the altar: aud he came 
and bowed himself before king Solomon ; aud Solomon said 
to him, ‘ Go to thy house.” 


CITAP. I1.—Now the days of David drew near that he 
should die; and he charged Solomon his son, saying, “1 go 
the way of all the earth; but be thou strong and show thy- 
self a man: and keep the charge of Jehovah thy God, walk- 
ing in his ways, keeping his statutes and his commandments 
nd his judgments and his testimontes, as it 1s written in the 
law of Moses; that thou mayest prosper im all that thou 
(loest, and every thing unto w hich thon turnest thyself; that 
aehoval may fulfil ie word which he spake conecruing ine, 
saymg, ‘If thy children take heed to their way, w alking 
before me in truth, with all their heart and with all their soul, 
there shall not fail thee a man ¢o sit on the throne of Isracl.’ 
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Moreover thou knowest what Joab the son of Zermiah did unto 
me, and what he did unto the two captains of the hosts of 
Israel, unto Abner the son of Ner and unto Amasa tlie son 
of Jether; whom he slew; yea he shed the blood of war in 
peace, and put the blood of war upon his girdle that was 
about his loins, and his sandals that were on his feet. Do 
therefore aceording to thy wisdom, and let not his hoary 
head go down to the grave in peace. But shew kindness 
unto the sons of Barzillai the Gileadite, and let them be of 
those that cat at thy table; for so they came to me when I 
fled before Absalom thy brother. And behold thon hast 
with thee Shimei the son of Gera the Benjamite of Bahurim, 
who cursed me with a grievous eurse in the day when | went 
to Mahanaim; but he eame down to meet me at the Jordan ; 
and I sware to him by Jehovah, saying, ‘1 will not put thee 
to death with the sword.” But now hold him not guiltless ; 
for thou art a wise man and knowest what thon oughtest to 
do unto him; only his hoary head shalt thou bring down to 
the grave with blood.” 

So David slept with his fathers, and he was buried in the 
city of David. And the days that David reigned over Isracl 
were forty years; seven years he reigned in Hebron, and 
thirty and three years he reigned in Jerusalem. And Solo- 
mon sat upon the throne of David his father, and his 
kingdom was firmly estabhshed. 

And Adonijah the son of Haggith came to Bath-sheba the 
mother of Solomon: and she said, ‘‘ Comest thou in peace ?”’ 
and he said, ‘ Yea in peace.”” And he said, “I have some- 
what to say unto thee:” and she said, “Say on.” And he 
said, “Thou knowest that the kingdom was mine; for on 
me had all Israel set their faees that I should be king; but 
the kingdom is turned about, and is become my brother’s ; 
for it was given unto hin by Jehovah. And now I ask of 
thee one petition; say me not nay.” And she said unto 
him, “Say on.” And he said, ‘Speak, I pray thee, unto 
Solomon the king, (for he will not say thee nay,) that he give 
unto me Abishag the Shunammite to wife.’ And Bath- 
sheba said, “It is well: I will speak for thee unto the 
king.’ So Bath-sheba went unto king Solomon, to speak 
unto him for Adonijah. And the king rose up to meet her, 
and bowed himself unto her, and sat upon his throne; and 
caused a throne to be set for the king’s mother; and she sat 
ou his right hand. And she said, “I ask of thee one small 
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petition; say me not nay.” And the king said, “ Ask on, 
my mother, for I will not say thee nay.” And she said, 
“ Let Abishag the Shunammite be given unto Adonijah thy 
brother, to wife.’ And king Solomon answered and said 
unto his nother, “And why dost thou ask Abishae the 
. e-; . e . o 
Shunammite for Adonyah? Ask for him the kingdom also, 
secing that he is nine elder brother! even for him, and for 
Abiathar the priest, and for Joab the son of Zeruiah!?? Then 
king Solomon sware by Jehovah, saying, “ God do so to me, 
and more also, if Adonijah have not spoken this word against 


24 his own hfe. Now therefore, as Jehovah liveth, who hath 


established me, and set me on the throne of David my father, 
and who hath made for me an house as he hath promised, 
Adonijah shall be put to death this day.” And king Solo- 
mon sent by the hand of Benaiah the son of Jehoiada; and 
he fell upon him that he died. 

And the king said unto Abiathar the priest, “Get thee to 
Anathoth, unto thine own fields; for thou art worthy of 
death ; but I will not put thee to death this day, because 
thou earriedst the ark of the Lord Jehovah before David 
my father, and because thon wast afflicted in all things 
wherein my father was afflicted.” And Solomon deposed 
Abiathar from being priest unto Jehovah ; fulfilling the word 
of Jehovah which he spake eoneerning the house of Eli, in 
Shiloh. 

And these tidings came to Joab: for Joab had turned 
after Adoniah, though he had not turned after Absalom: 
and Joab fled to the tabernacle of Jehovah, and caught hold 
on the horns of the altar. And it was told unto king Solo- 
mon that Joab was fled to the tabernacle of Jehovah, “and 
behold, he is by the altar: and Solomon sent Benaiah the 
son of Jehoiada, saying, “Go fall upon him.” ‘And Be- 
naiah came to the tabernaele of Jehovah, and said unto him, 
“Thus saith the king, ‘Come forth.” ”? And he said, “ Nay, 
but I will die here.’ And Benaiah brought baek word unto 
the king, saying, “Thus said Joab, and thus he answered 
me.” And the king said, “Do as he hath spoken, and fall 
upon him, and bury lim; that thou mayest take away the in- 
noecnt blood whieh Joab shed, from me and from my father’s 
house. And Jehovah shall requite his blood-guiltiness upon 
his own head; who fell upon two men more righteous and 
better than himself, and slew them with the sword, my 
father David not knowimg it; even Abner the son of Ner, 
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captain of the host of Israel, and Amasa the son of Jether, 
captain of the hostof Judah. Their blood shall therefore be 
requited upon the head of Joab, and upon the head of his seed 
for ever; but upon David, and upon his seed, and upon his 
house, and upon his throne, there shall be peace for ever 
from Jehovah.” And Benaiah the son of Jehoiada went up 
and fell upon him and slew him: and he was bunied in his 
own house in the wilderness. And the king put Benaiah 
the son of Jehoiada over the host in his room: and Zadok 
the priest the king put in the room of Abnathar. 

And the king sent and called for Shimei, and said unto 
hin, “ Build thee a house in Jerusalem, and dwell there ; 
and go not forth thence, hither or thither: for it shall come 
to pass that on the day that thou goest forth and crossest the 
brook Kidron, thou shalt know for certain that thou shalt 


surely die; thy blood shall be upon thine own head.” And: 


Shimei said unto the king, “The saying is good; as my lord 
the king hath said, so will thy servant do.” And Shimei 
dwelt in Jerusalem many days. And it came to pass at the 
end of three years, that two of the servants of Shimei ran 
away unto Achish the son of Maacah, king of Gath: and it 
was told unto Shimel, saying, “ Behold thy servants are in 
Gath.’ And Shimei arose and saddled his ass, and went to 
Gath, to Achish, to seek his servants; and Shimei went and 
brought his servants from Gath. And it was told unto Solo- 
mon that Shimei had gone from Jerusalem to Gath, and that 
he was returned. And the king sent and called for Shimei, 
and said unto him, “ Did I not make thee swear by Jehovah, 
and did I not protest unto thee, saying, ‘On the day that 
thou goest forth and walkest abroad hither or thither, know 
for certain that thou shalt surely die?? And didst thou not 
say unto me, ‘The word that I have heard is good?? Why 
then hast thou not kept the oath unto Jehovah, and the 
commandment that I laid upon thee??? And the king said 
unto Shine, ‘Thou knowest all the wickedness of which 
thy heart is conscious, which thou didst commit against 
David iny father: therefore Jehovah shall requite thy 
wickedness upon thine own head: but king Solomon shall 
be blessed, and the throne of David shall be established 
before Jehovah for ever.” So the king commanded Be- 
naiah the son of Jchoiada; and he went ont and fell upon 
him, that he died. Andthe kingdom was established in the 
hand of Solomon. 
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CHAP. ITI.—And Solomon connected himself by marriage 
with Pharaoh king of Egypt; for he took Pharaoh’s daughter 
to wife; and he brought her into the city of David, until he 
had finished the building of his own house, and the house 
of Jehovah, and the wall of Jerusalem round about. (Now 
the people sacrificed on the high places only: because there 
was no house built unto the name of Jehovah, until those 
days.) And Solomon loved Jehovah, walking im the statutes 
of David his father: only he sacrificed and burnt incense on 
the high places. 

And the king went to Gibeon to sacrifice there; for that 
was the great high place; azd Solomon offered upon that 
altar a thousand burnt-offerings. dad Jehovah appeared 
unto Solomon in Gibeon, in a dream by night; and God 
said, ‘Ask what I shall give unto thee.’ And Solomon 
sad, “Thou hast shewed great merey unto thy servant 
David my father, even as he also walked before thee im truth, 
and in righteousness, and in uprightness of heart with thee ; 
and thou hast kept for him this great mercy, that thou hast 
given him a son to sit upon his throne, as it 1s this day. And 
now, O Jchovah my God, thou hast made thy servant king 
instead of David my father; and I am éut a hittle child; 
and I know not how to go out or to come in. And thy 
servant 1s in the dst of thy people which thou hast chosen ; 
a great people, which cannot be numbered nor counted for 
multitude. Give therefore unto thy servant an understand- 
ing heart to judge thy people, that he may be able to discern 
between good and evil; for who is able to judge this great 
people of thine?” And the speech pleased the Lord, that 
Solomon had asked this thing. And God said unto him, 
‘© Beeause thou hast asked ane thing, and hast not asked 
for thysclf long life, neither hast asked for thyself riches, 
neither hast asked the life of thine enemies, but hast asked 
for thyself wisdom to understand judement, behold, I have 
done aceording to thy words. Behold, I have given unto 
thee a wisc and understanding heart, so that 1one before 
thee hath been like unto thee, and after thee none shall arise 
hike unto thee. And JI have also given unto thee that which 
thou hast not asked, both riches and glory ; so that among 
the kings, none shall be like unto thee, all thy days. And 
if thou wilt walk in iny ways, keeping my statutes and my 
commandments, as thy father David walked, then will T 
lengthen thy days.” And Solomon awoke, and, behold, it was 
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a dream. And he went to Jerusalem, and stood before the 
ark of the covenant of Jehovah; and he offered burnt-offer- 
ings, and saerificed peace-offerings, and made a feast for all 
his servants. 

Then came unto the king two women that were harlots ; 
and_they stood before him. And the first woman said, “ O my 
lord, I and this woman dwell in one house; and I was deli- 
vered of a child with her in the house. And it came to pass 
on the third day after I was delivered, that this woman also 
was delivered of a child: and we were together ; there was no 
stranger with us in the house ; none except us two in the house. 
And this woman’s child died in the night, for she overlaid it. 
And she arose in the middle of the night, and took my ehild 
from beside me; (for thy handmaid was asleep;) and she 
laid it in her bosom; and her own dead elnld she laid in 
my bosom. And I arose in the morning to give suck to my 
ehild, and, behold, it was dead: and I examined it in the 
morning, and, behold, it was not my ehild which I had 
brought forth.’ And the other woman said, “ Nay, but the 
living child is mine, and the dead ehild is thine.” And the 
first woman said, “ Nay, but the dead child is thine, and the 
living child is mine” Thus they spake before the king. 
And the king said, “The one saith, ‘This hving ehild is 
mine, and the dead child is thine;’ and the other saith, 
‘Nay, but the dead child is thine, and the hving child is 
mine.” And the king said, “ Bring me a sword.” And 
they brought a sword unto the king. And the king said, 
“Cut the living child in two, and give half to the one and 
half to the other.’ And the woman whose the hving ehild 
was, spake unto the king; for her bowels yearned for her 
child; and she said, “O my lord, give unto her the living 
child, and by no means put it to death:” but the other said, 
‘ Let it be neither mine nor thine, but divide it.’ And the 
king answered and said, “Give unto her the living child, 
and by no means put it to death: she is its mother.” And 
all Israel heard the judgment whieh the king had pro- 
nounced; and they feared the king; for they saw that the 
wisdom of God was in hin, to do justiee. 


CHAP. 1V.—And king Solomon reigned over all Israel : 
And these were his chief ministers :— 

Azariah, the son of Zadok the priest, and Ehhoreph and 
Ahijah, the sons of Shisha, were the seeretarics : Jehoshaphat 
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athe son of Ahilud was the remembrancer: and Benaiah the 
son of Jehoiada was over the host: and Zadok and Abiathar 
5 were the priests: and Azariah the son of Nathan was over the 
prefects: and Zabud the son of Nathan the priest was the 
6 king’s companion: and Ahishar was over the household ; 
and Adoniram the son of Abda was over the labour-conscrip- 
tion, 

And Solomon had twelve prefects over all Israel; and they 
supplied provisions for the king and his household; each 
was to supply provisions one month in the year. And these 
were their names. 

9 The son of Hur was prefect in Mount Ephraim: the son 
of Deker, in Makaz and in Shaalbim, and Beth-shemesh, aud 
10 Klon-beth-hanan: the son of Hesed, in Arubboth; to him 
11 also pertained Sochoh and all the land of Hepher: the son 
of Abinadab, in all the region of Dor; (he had Taphath the 
12 daughter of Solomon to wife:) Baanah the son of Ahilud, zn 

Taanach, and Megiddo, and all Beth-shean, which is beside 

Zarethana, below Jezreel; from Beth-shean even unto Abel- 
13 mehulah, and beyond Jokneam: the son of Geber, in Ramoth- 

silead; to him pertained the villages of Jair the son of 

Manasseh, which are in Gilead; to lim also pertained the 

region of Argob, which is in Bashan; sixty great cities with 
i4 walls and brazen gate-bars. Ahinadab the son of Iddo had 
15 Mahanaim: Ahimaaz was in Naphtal; (he also had obtained 
16 Basemath the daughter of Solomon to wife:) Baanah the 
17 son of Hushai was in Asher and in Aloth: Jehoshaphat the 
is son of Paruah was in Issachar: Shimei the son of Elah, in 
19 Benjamim: Geber the son of Uri was in the land of Gilead, 

the land of Sihon king of the Amorites, and Og king of Ba- 

shan; and he was the only prefect that was in that land. 
20 And Judah aud Isracl were many, as the sand which is 
by the sea for multitude: eating and drinking, and making 
merry. And Solomon reigned over all the kingdoms from 
the nver Huphrates to the land of the Philistines, and unto 
the border of Egypt: they brought presents, and served Solo- 
mon all the days of his life. 

And Solomon’s provision for each day was thirty cors of 
3 fine flour, and sixty eors of meal: ten fat oxen, and twenty 
oxen out of the pastures, and an hundred sheep; besides 
harts, and antelopes, and fallow-deer, and fatted fowl. For 
he had dominion over all the region on this side the river; 
from Tiphsach even unto Gaza; over all the kings on this 
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-side the river; and he had peace on all sides round about. 
And Judah and Israel dwelt securely, every man under his 25 
vine and under his fig-tree, from Dan even unto Becr-sheba, 
all the days of Solomon. 

And Solomon had forty thousand pairs of horses for his 26 
chariots; and twelve thousand saddle-horses. And _ those 27 
prefects supplied provision for kmg Solomon, and for all that 
came to king Solomon’s table, each in his month: they let 
nothing be wanting. And barley and straw for the horses 2s 
and for the steeds, they brought unto the place where he 
was, each in his turn. 

And God gave unto Solomon exceeding great wisdom and 29 
understanding, and largeness of heart, even as the sand 
which is on the sea-shore. And the wisdom of Solomon was 30 
greater than the wisdom of all the men of the east, yea than 
all the wisdom of Egypt; for he was wiser than all men; than 31 
Ethan the Ezrahite, and Heman, and Chaleol, and Darda, 
the sons of Mahol; and his name was im all the nations 
round about. And he spake three thousand Proverbs: and 32 
his Songs were a thousand and five. And he spake of trees, 33 
from the cedar that is in Lebanon even unto the hyssop that 
springeth out of the wall: he spake also of beasts, and of 
birds, and of creeping things, and of fishes. And there came 34 
men of all nations to hear the wisdom of Solomon, from all 
the kings of the earth, who had heard of his wisdom. 


CHAP, V.—And Hiram king of Tyre sent his servants 1 
unto Solomon, when he heard that he had been anointed 
king in the room of his father; for Hiram had ever been a 
friend of David. And Solomon sent unto Hiram, saying, 2 
“Thou knowest that David my father could not build a3 
house unto the name of Jehovah his God, because of the 
war which was about him on every side, until Jehovah 
put them under the soles of his feet. But now Jehovah 4 
my God hath given me quietness on every side; there is no 
adversary and no untoward event. And, behold, I purpose to 5 
build a house unto the name of Jehovah my God, even as 
Jchovah spake unto David my father, saying, ‘Thy son whom 
I will set upon thy throne in thy room, he shall build a 
house unto my name.” And now command that eedar-trees 6 
may be hewn for me out of Lebanon; and my servants shall 
be with thy servants; and the wages of thy servants I will 
give unto thee, according to all that thou shalt say ; for thou 
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knowest that among us there is none that understandeth the 
hewing of timber hke the Zidonians.” 

7 And it eame to pass that when Hiram heard the words of 
Solomon, he rejoieed greatly, and said, ‘ Blessed be Jehovah 
this day, who hath given unto David a wise son over this 

s great people”? And Hiram sent to Solomon, saying, “I 
have eonsidered the message which thou hast sent to me, and 
I will do all thy desire, eoncerning timber of ecdar, and con- 

9 eerning timber of eypress. My servants shall bring them 
down from Lebanon to the sea, and I will convey them by 
sea in rafts, to the place that thou shalt appomt me; and I 
will discharge them there, and thou shalt receive them: and 
thou shalt accomplish my desire, in giving food for my house- 

10 hold.”” And Iliram gave unto Solomon eedar-trecs and 

11 cypress-trees, as many as he desired. And Solomon gave 
unto Hiram twenty thousand cors of wheat for food to his 
household, and twenty eors of fine ol; thus much Solomon 

12 gave unto Hiram year by year. And Jehovah gave wisdom 
unto Solomon, as he had said unto him; and there was peace 
between Hiram and Solomon; and they two made a league. 

13 And king Solomon raised a labour-eonseription out of all 
Tsrael; and the labonr-eonseription was of thirty thousand 

14men: and he sent them to Lebanon, ten thousand each 
month, by turns; they were a month m Lebanon and two 
months at home; and Adonivam was over the labour-con- 

15 Seription. And Solomon had seventy thousand bearers of 

16 burdens, and eighty thousand hewers in the mountains, be- 
sides the chiefs of the officers of Solomon who were over 
the work, three thousand and three hundred, who directed 

17 the people that wrought at the work. And the king ecom- 
manded, and they brought great stones, costly stones, and 

is hewn stones, to lay a foundation for the house. And Solo- 
mon’s builders, and Hiram’s builders, and the Gibelites, 
hewed them; and prepared the timber and the stones to 
build the house. 


1 CHAP. VI.—And it eame to pass, in the four hundred 
and eightieth year after the departure of the children of Israel 
from Keypt, in the fourth year of the reign of Solomon over 
Israel, in the month Ziv, whieh is the second month, that 

2he began to build the house of Jehovah. And the house 
which kmg Solomon built for Jehovah, was sixty eubits in 
length, and twenty eubits in breadth, and thirty cubits in 
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height. And the porch which was in front of the tem- 
ple of the house was twenty cubits in length, corresponding 
to the breadth of the house: and ten cubits in breadth, in 
front of the house. And he made in the temple, windows 
with narrow lattiees. And he built against the wall of the 
house, tiers of ehambers round about, encompassing the walls 
of the house, both of the temple and the sanetuary: and he 
made chambers round about. The lower tier was five eubits 
in breadth, and the middle ¢ier was six cubits in breadth, and 
the third was seven cubits in breadth ; for he had made off-sets 
on the outside of the house, round about, that the beams should 
not be fastened into the walls of the house. And the house 
was built of finished stones from the quarry : neither hammer 
nor axe nor any iron tool was heard in the house, while it was 
building. The entrance to the middle tier of chambers was 
at the corner of the building toward the nght; and by wind- 
ing stairs they ascended to the middle ticr, and from the 
middle to the third. And he built the house and finished it, 
and covered the house with boards and planks of cedar. And 
he built the tiers of chambers against the whole house; each 
tier five cubits in height; and they adhered to the house by 
timbers of cedar. 

And the word of Jehovah came to Solomon, saying, “ As 
for this house which thou art building, if thou wilt walk in 
my statutes, and wilt exeeute my judgments, and keep all my 
commandments, and walk in them, then I will establish with 
thee my word, which I spake unto David thy father: and I 
will dwell in the midst of the children of Isracl, and I will 
not forsake my people Isracl.”’ 

And Solomon built the house and finished it. And he 
built the walls of the house within, with planks of cedar ; 
from the floor of the house even to the top of the walls under 
the roof, he covered it with wood on the mside: and he 
covered the floor of the house with planks of cypress. And 
he built the twenty cubits toward the rear of the house, with 
planks of cedar, from the floor even to the top of the walls ; 
and he built it within, for a sanctuary, even for the most holy 
place. And forty cubits was the house, that is the temple, 
in front of it. And the cedar on the house inside was 
carved with bosses and open flowers; the whole was of 
cedar; no stone was seen. And he prepared the sanctnary 
in the inmost part of the house, to plaee there the ark of the 
covenant of Jehovah. And the sanctuary was opposite do 
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the entrance; twenty eubits in length, and twenty cubits in 
breadth, and twenty cubits in height ; and he overlaid it with 
pure gold; he also overlaid the altar which was of cedar 
21 And Solomon overlaid the inmost part of the house with 
pure gold; and he made a partition with chains of gold in 
front of the sanctuary; and he overlaid it with gold. And 
22 the whole house he overlaid with gold, until he had completed 
the whole house; and the whole of the altar which was be- 
fore the sanctuary, he overlaid with gold. 
23 And he made in the sanctuary two cherubs of olive-wood, 
24 each ten cubits in height. And the first wmg of each cherub 
was five cubits 7m length, and the seeond wing of each cherub 
was five cubits; ten eubits from the one extremity of its 
25 wings to the other. And the second cherub was ten cubits ; 
26 the two cherubs were of one measure and of one size: the 
height of the first cherub was ten cubits; and so also was 
27 that of the sccond cherub. And he placed the cherubs in 
the midst of the inmost part of the house; and the wings of 
the cherubs were expanded ; and the wing of the first touched 
the one wall, and the wing of the seeond cherub touched 
the other wall; and their wings touched in the midst of the 
23 house, wing to wing. And he overlaid the cherubs with gold. 
29 And he earved the walls of the house round about with 
carved figures of cherubs, and palm-trees, and open flowers, 
30 both in the inner and the outer portions. And the ceiling 
of the house he overlaid with gold, both in the mner and 
the outer portions. 
31 And for the entranee to the sanctuary he made doors of 
olive-wood ; the lintel over the door-posts was a fifth part of 
32 the wall in length. And the two doors were of olive-wood ; 
and he carved upon them carvings of cherubs, and palm- 
trees, and open flowers; and he overlaid them with gold; and 
he spread gold over the cherubs and over the palm-trees. 
33 And in like manner he made, for the entrance of the temple, 
door-posts of olive-wood, the fourth part of the wall 2 
34 height. And the two doors were of cypress-wood; the 
two leaves of the first door were folding, and the two leaves 
35 of the second door were folding. And he earved thereon 
cherubs, and palm-trees, and open flowers; and he overlaid 
them with gold, spread evenly over the carving. 
36 And he built the inner court-wall with three courses of 
hewn stone, and a course of ecdar-beams. 
37. Inthe fourth year the foundation of the house of Jehovah 
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was laid, in the month Ziv: and in the eleventh ycar, in 3s 


the month of Bul, which is the eighth month, the house was 
completed in all its parts, and in all its plans: so he was 
seven years in building it. 


CHAP. VIT.—And Solomon was thirteen years in build- 
ing his own house, and m completing all his house. 

And he built the house of the Forest of Lebanon. It 
was an hundred cubits in length, and fifty cubits in breadth, 
and thirty cubits in height ; buz/t on four rows of columns of 
cedar, with beams of cedar on the columns. And it was 
covered with cedar above, over the beams which lay on the 
columns; forty-five deams; fifteen in each row. And the 
horizontal beams were in three tiers ; and light corresponded 
to light, thrice. And all the doors and door-posts were 
squared, with horizontal lintels: and light was opposite to 
light, thrice. And he made the porch of the house of co- 
lumns; fifty eubits in length and thirty cubits m_ breadth ; 
and the poreh and the columns of the house, and its root, 
were fronting each other. 


— 
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And he made the porch of the, throne, the porch of 7 


judgment, wherein he might judge; and he covered it with 
cedar, from floor to roof. And his own house in whieh he 
dwelt, was the court mm the rear, within that poreh; it was 
of the same workmanship; and Solomon also made a house 
for the daughter of Pharaoh, whom he had married, like 
unto the porch. 

All these were of costly stones, hewn according to measure- 
ments; sawed with saws, within and without, both from the 
foundation to the coping, and from the outside to the great 
court. And the foundation was of costly stones, great stones, 
stones of ten cubits, and stones of eight cubits. And above 
were costly stones, hewn according to measurements; and 
cedars. And the great court-wall round about was of three 
courses of hewn stone, and a course of cedar-beams, like the 
inner court-wall of the house of Jehovah, and the porch 
of the temple. 

And king Solomon sent and brought Hiram from Tyre. 
He was the son of a widow of the tribe of Naphtali; but his 
father was a Tyrian. Aud he was an artificer m brass; and 
he was filled with wisdom, and understanding, and knowledge, 
for executing all manner of work in brass. And he came to 
king Solomon and executed all his work. 
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And he formed the two columns of brass; cightcen cubits 
was the height of the first column, and eighteen cubits was 
the height of the second column; and a cord of twelve cubits 
encompassed the first column, and a cord of twelve eubits 
encompassed the second column. And he made two capitals 
of molten brass, to place on the tops of the columns: five 
cubits was the height of the first capital, and five enbits was 
the height of the second capital. And he made nets of net- 
work, and wreaths of chain-work, for the capitals which were 
on the tops of the columns, seven for the first capital, and 
seven for the second capital. And he made the pomegra- 
nates, in two rows, round about the first net-work, to cover 
the capital which was on the top of the column; and in like 
manner he did unto the second capital. And the capitals 
which were upon the tops of the columns in the porch, had 


» four cubits of lily-work. And the capitals upon the two 


columns also had pomegranates above, close to the swell- 
moulding which was beyond the net-w ork: and the pomcera- 
nates were two hundred, in rows round about, upon each of 
the two capitals. And he reared the columns of the porch 
of the temple; and he reared the right-hand column, 
and he called its name Jachin: [Ile witn estaBLisn:] and 
he reared the left-hand column, and he called its name Boaz : 
[iinERGY.] And npon the top of the columns was lily-work. 
‘Thus was the work of the columns completed. 

And he made the molten sea, ten cubits from brim to 
brim; round all about; and it was five cubits in height ; and 
a line of thirty enbits encompassed it about. And there 
were bosses under its brim, encompassing it all round; ten 
in a eubit, encompassing the sea all round; the bosses were 


5m two rows, cast when it was east. And it stcod upon 


twelve oxen; three facing toward the north, and three facing 
toward the west, and threc facing toward the south, and 
three facing toward the cast: and the sca was sct upon them 
above; and all their hinder parts were inward. And it was 
an hand-breadth in thickness; and its brim was as the work- 
mansiip of the brim of a cup, with flowers of lihes. It 
contained two thousand baths. 

And he made the ten daver-stands of brass; four enbits 
was the length of each stand, and four enbits its breadth, 
and three enbits its height. And this was the workmanship 
of the stands: they had panels, and the panels were within 
the mouldings: and upon the panels which were within the 
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mouldings, were lions, oxen, and cherubs; and so likewise on 
the top, above the mouldings; and below the lions and oxen, 
were garlands of hanging work. And each stand had four 
wheels of brass, and axles of brass; and at its four corners 
were shoulders for them; below the laver were the shoul- 
ders cast, each one opposite to the garlands. And the mouth 
of the laver was within the top-ledge; and it was a cubit 
above it; and its mouth was round, of the workmanship of 
the base, a cubit and an half was its full height: and upon 
its mouth also were carvings; and their panellings were 


square, not round. And there were four wheels beneath the : 


panels, and the axles of the wheels were upon the stands; 
and the height of each wheel was a cubit and a half. And 
the workmanship of the wheels was as the workmanship of 
the wheel of a chariot ; their axles, and their felloes, and their 
spokes, and their naves, were all cast. And the four shoul- 
ders were at the four corners of each stand; from each stand 


its shoulders projected. And upon the top of the stand, was 3: 


a round opening, half a cubit in depth; even upon’ the top 
of the stand. Its axles and its panels were of itself. And 
he engraved upon the plates of its sides, and on its panels, 
cherubs, lions, and palm-trees, each according to its propor- 
tion; and garlands, round about. Thus he made the ten 
stands; all of them had one casting, one measure, and one size. 

And he made ten lavers of brass: each laver contained 
forty baths; four cubits was each laver zn width; the first 
laver on the first stand, and so for the ten stands. And he 
put five stands upon the right side of the temple, and five 
upon the left side of the temple: and he sct the sea on the 
right side of the temple, eastward, toward the south. 

And Hiram made the flesh-hooks, and the shovels, and 
the basons. 

And Hiram finished the making of all the work which 
he made for king Solomon, for the house of Jehovah: the 
two columns, and the bowls of the capitals which were on 
the top of the two columns, and the two net-works to cover 
the two bowls of the capitals which were on the top of the 
columns: and the four hundred pomegranates of the two net- 
works, two rows of pomegranates for each net-work, to cover

the two bowls which were on the front of the columns: and 43 


the ten Javer-stands, and the ten lavers upon the stands: and 
the one sea, and the twelve oxen underneath the sca; and 
the flesh-hooks, and the shovels, and the basons. And all these 
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articles which Hiram made for Solomon, for the house of 
46 Jehovah, were of polished brass: the king cast them in the 
plain of Jordan, in the thick clay between Succoth and 
47 Zarethan. And Solomon left all the articles unwezghed, 
because they were exceeding many; and the weight of the 
brass was not ascertained. 
4s And Solomon made all the golden furniture which was 
in the house of Jehovah: the altar of gold, and the golden 
a9 table on which was the shew-bread, and the lamp-stands of 
fine gold, five on the right hand and five on the left, before 
the sanctuary; and the flowers, and the lamps, and the 
50 golden tongs; and the dishes, and the snuffers, and the 
basons, and the snuff-dishes, and the censers, of pure gold ; 
and the golden hinges for the doors of the inner house, the 
most holy place, and for the doors of the building of the 
51 temple. Thus was completed all the work which king Solo- 
mon made for the house of Jehovah. 
And Solomon brought the things which David his father 
had dedicated, the silver, and the gold, and the furmture ; 
and put them ito the treasuries of the house of Jehovah. 


1 CHAP. VIII..—Then Solomon gathered together all the 
elders of Isracl, and all the heads of the tribes, the chief of 
the fathers of the children of Israel, unto king Solomon in 
Jerusalem, to bring up the ark of the covenant of Jehovah 

2 from the city of David, which 1s Zion. And all the men of 
Israel gathered themselves together unto kmg Solomon, at 
the Feast of Tabernacles, in the month Ethanim, which 1s the 

3 seventh month. And all the elders of Israel came; and the 

4 priests took up the ark; and they brought up the ark of 
Jehovah, and the tabernacle of congregation, and all the im- 
plements of the holy place, which were in the tabernacle ; 

5 and the priests and the Levites brought them up. And king 
Solomon and all the assembly of Israel that were convened 
unto him, were with him before the ark, sacrifiemg shcep and 
oxen, which could not be counted nor numbered for multi- 

6tude, And the pricsts brought the ark of the covenant of 
Jehovah unto its place, into the sanctuary of the house, into 

7 the most holy place, beneath the wings of the®?cherubs. For 
the cherubs had their wings spread forth over the place of 
the ark, and the cherubs covered the ark and its poles above. 

s And they drew out the poles, and the tops of the poles were 
seen from the holy place in front of the sanctuary; but they 
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were not seen from the outside of the temple: and they are 
there until this day. There was nothing in the ark but the 9 
two tables of stone which Moses put there in Horeb, when 
Jehovah made a covenant with the children of Israel, when 
they had come forth from the land of Egypt. And it eame 
to pass, that, when the priests came forth from the holy place, 
the clond filled the house of Jehovah. And the pmniests 1 
could not stand to minister, beeause of the cloud; for the 
elory of Jehovah had filled Jehovah’s house. 

Then Solomon said :—“ Jehovah hath said that he would 12 
dwell in the thick darkness, yeé have I built a house for thy 13 
habitation, a settled place for thee to abide in for ever.” 

And the king turned his face, and blessed the whole 14 
assembly of Israel: (and all the assembly of Isracl were 
standing:) And he said, “Blessed be Jehovah the God of 15 
Israel, who spake with his mouth unto David my father, as 
with his hand he hath fulfilled, saying, ‘From the day that 
I brought my people Israel forth out of Egypt, I chose 
no city out of all the tribes of Israel, to build 27 7¢ a house, 
that my name might be there; but I chose David to be over 
my people Israel.? And it was in the heart of David my 
father to build a house unto the name of Jehovah the God 
of Israel. But Jehovah said unto David my father, ‘ Foras- 18 
much as it was in thy heart to build a house unto my 
name, thon hast done well that it was im thy heart: 
nevertheless thou shalt not buld the house; but thy son, 
who shall come forth out of thy lois, he shall build the 
house unto my name.’ And Jehovah hath performed his word 
which he spake; for I have risen up in the room of David 
my father, and I sit upon the throne of Isracl, as Jehovah 
spake; and I have built this house unto the name of Jeho- 
vah the God of Israel: and I have set there, zn zés place, 21 
the ark in whieh is the eovenant of Jehovah, which he made 
with our fathers, when he brought them out of the land of 
Kgypt.” 

And Solomon stood up before the altar of Jehovah, in 2 
presenee of the whole assembly of Israel, and he spread 
forth his hands toward heaven, and said, ‘‘O Jehovah, God 2 
of Israel! there is no God like thee, in the heavens above, 
or on the earth beneath, who keepest covenant and merey 
with thy servants that walk before thee with all their heart ; 
who hast kept with thy servant David my father that which 2: 
thou didst promise unto him; yea thou spakest with thy 
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mouth, and with thy hand thou hast fulfilled; as it zs this 
25 day. And now, O Jehovah God of Israel, keep with thy 
servant David my father that which thou didst promise unto 
him, saying, ‘There shall not fail thee a man in my sight to 
sit on the throne of Israel, if only thy children will take 
heed to their way, walking before me as thou hast walked 
26 before me:’ yea now, O God of Israel, let thy word be 
verified, which thou didst speak unto thy servant David my 
father. 
27 © But will God indeed dwell upon the earth? Behold, the 
heavens, yea the heaven of heavens cannot contain thee ; how 
23 much less this house which I have built! Yet turn thon 
unto the prayer of thy servant, and unto his supplication, O 
Jehovah my God, and hearken unto the cry and the prayer 
29 which thy servant prayeth before thee this day; that thine 
eyes may be open toward this house, mght and day, even 
toward the place of which thou hast said, ‘ My name shall be 
there ;’ that thou mayest hearken unto the prayer that thy 
servant shall pray toward this place. And hearken thou 
unto the supplication of thy servant, and thy people Israel, 
when they shall pray toward this place; yea hear thou in 
heaven thy dwelling-place ; and when thou hearest, forgive. 
31 ‘If any man trespass against his neighbour, and an oath 
be laid upon him to cause him to swear, and the oath come 
before thine altar in this house, then hear thou in heaven, 
and do: and judge thy servants, condemning the guilty, and 
bringing the evil of his way upon his own head, and justify- 
ing the righteous, and giving unto him according to his 
righteousness, 
33 ‘When thy people Israel shall be smitten down before the 
enemy, because they have sinned against thee, and shall turn 
again to thee, and confess thy name, and pray, and make 
supplication unto thee in this house, then hear thou in hea- 
ven, and forgive the sin of thy people Israel, and bing them 
again unto the land which thou gavest unto their fathers. 
“When the heavens shall be shut up, and there shall be 
no rain, because they have sinned against thee, and they 
shall pray toward this place, and confess thy name, and turn 
36 again from their sins, when thou hast afflicted them, then 
hear thou in heaven, and forgive the sin of thy servants and 
thy people Israel ; when thou hast taught them the good way 
in which they ought to go; and give rain upon thy land, 
which thou hast given unto thy people for an inheritance. 
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‘© When there shall be famine in the land, when there shall 37 
be pestilence, when there shall be blight, mildew, locust, or 
caterpillar, when their enemy in the land shall besiege 
their gates, when there shall be any plague, when there shall 
be any sickness, whatsoever prayer, whatsoever supplication 3s 
shall be made by any man, or by all thy people Israel, who 
shall know each one the taint of his own heart, and shall 
spread forth his hands towards this house, hear thou in 39 
heaven thy dwelling-place, and forgive, and do; and render 
unto every one according to his ways, whose heart thou 
knowest ; for thou alone knowest the hearts of all the child- 
ren of men; that they may fear thee all the days of their 40 
life, in the land which thou hast given to our fathers. 

« And also concerning the stranger who is not of thy peo- 41 
ple Israel, but cometh from a far country for thy name’s 
sake ; (for they shall hear of thy great name, and thy mighty 42 
hand, and thine outstretched arm;) when he shall come and 
pray toward this house, hear thou in, heaven thy dwelling- 43 
place, and do according to all that the stranger shall implore 
of thee ; that all the nations of the earth may know thy name ; 
that they may fear thee as doth thy people Israel; and that 
they may know that this house, which I have built, is called 
by thy name. 

‘When thy people shall go forth to war against their 41 
enemies, whithersoever thou shalt send them, and they shall 
pray unto Jehovah, toward the city which thou hast chosen to 
dwell theremn, and this house which I have built unto thy 
name, then hear thou in heaven their prayer and supplica- 45 
tion, and maintain their cause. 

‘When they shall sin against thee, (for there is no man 46 
that sinneth not,) and thou shalt be angry with them, and 
shalt deliver them up to thcir enemies, and they shall carry 
them away captive into the land of thetr enemies, far or near, 47 
if they shall lay it to heart in the land whither they have 
been carried away captive, and repent, and make supphication 
to thee in the land of them that have carried them away cap- 
tive, saying, ‘We have sinned, we have done perversely, we 
have conunitted iniquity,’ and shall return unto thee with all 4s 
their heart, and with all their soul, in the land of their ene- 
mies who have carried them away captive, and shall pray unto 
thee toward their own land which thou gavest unto their 
fathers, the city which thou hast chosen, and the honse which 
I have built unto thy name,—then hear thon in heaven thy 49 


I. KINGS) Yy LIT. 127 


dwelling-place, their prayer and their supplication, and main- 
50 tain their eause; and forgive thy people that wherein they 
have sinned against thee, and all their trangressions whereby 
they have transgressed against thee; and grant unto them 
compassion in the sight of them that have carried them away 
captive, that they may have eompassion upon them; for 
they are thine own people, and thine inheritance, whom thou 
broughtest out of Egypt, from the midst of the furnaee of 
iron: that thine eyes may be open unto the supplication of 
thy servant, and unto the supplication of thy people Israel ; 
that thou mayest hearken unto them whensoever they ery 

53 unto thee. For thou hast separated them unto thyself, for 
an inheritance, from all the nations of the earth, as thou hast 
declared through Moses thy servant, when thou didst bring 
our fathers forth from Egypt, O Lord Jehovah !” 

54 And it came to pass, when Solomon had made an end of 
praying unto Jehovah all this prayer and supplieation, that 
he arose from before the altar of Jehovah, from kneeling upon 

55 his knees, with his hands spread out toward heaven. And 

he stood up and blessed all the congregation of Israel with 

a lond voice, saying, “ Blessed be Jehovah, who hath given 

rest unto his people Israel, aeeording to all that he hath 

spoken: not one word hath failed, of all his good promise 

57 which he spake by Moses his servant. May Jehovah our 

58 God be with us, as he was with our fathers! May he not 
leave us nor forsake us; inelining our heart unto himself, 
that we may walk im all his ways, and keep his eommand- 
ments, and his statutes, and his judgments, which he com- 

59 manded our fathers. And may these my words, wherewith 
J have made suppheation before Jehovah, be near unto Jeho- 
vah our God, day and night, that he may maintain the cause 
of his servant, and the cause of his people Israel, at every 

60 time of need: so that all the nations of the earth may know 

61 that Jehovah, he is God, and that there is none else. And 
may your heart be devoted to Jehovah our God, to walk in 
his statutes, and to keep his commandnients, as it is this 
day.” 

62 aa the king, and all Israel with him, offered sacrifices 

63 before Jehovah. And Solomon offered for the saerifice of 
peace-offerings, which he offered unto Jehovah, twenty-two 
thousand oxen, and an hundred and twenty thousand sheep. 
Thus the king and all the ehildren of Israel dedieated the 

61 house of Jchovah. On that day the king consecrated the 
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middle of the court which was before the house of Jehovah: 
for he offered there the burnt-offerings, and the meal-offer- 
ings, aud the fat of the peace-offerings: beeause the brazen 
altar which was before Jehovah was too little to reeeive the 
burnt-offerings, and the meal-offerings, and the fat of the 
peace-offerings. 

And at that time king Solomon kept the Feast of Taber- 
nacies, and all Israel with him, a great assemblage, from the 
pass of Hamath unto the nver of Egypt, gathered before 
Jehovah our God, for seven days and seven days, even for 
fourteen days. On the exghth day he sent the people away: 
and they blessed the king, and went unto their tents, joyful 
and glad of heart, for all the good which Jehovah had done 
unto David his servant, and unto Israel his people. 


CHAP. IX.—And it eame to pass, when Solomon had 
finished the building of the house of Jehovah, and the 
king’s house, and all that Solomon desired and was pleased 
to do, that Jehovah appeared unto Solomon a second time, 
as he had appeared unto him in Gibeon. And Jehovah 
said unto him, “I have heard thy prayer and thy supplica- 
tion, which thou hast made before me; I have made this 
house, which thou hast built, holy, putting my name there 
for evcr; and mine eyes and my heart shall be there per- 
petually. And if thou wilt walk before me, as David thy 
father walked, in integrity of heart, and in uprightness, 
doing according to all that I have commanded thee, and if 
thou wilt keep my statutes and my judgments, then I will 
establish the throne of thy kingdom over Israel for ever; as 
I spake unto David thy father, saying, ‘There shall not fail 
thee a man to sit upon the throne of Israel.’ But if ye and 
your children shall turn away from following after me, and 
shall not keep my commandments and my statutes which I 
have set before you, but shall go and serve other Gods, 
and shall bow down unto them, then I will eut off Israel from 
off the face of the land which I gave unto them; and this 
house, whieh I have consecrated unto my name, I will put 
away from before my face; and Israel shall be a bye-word 
and a scoff among all nations. And this house shall be an 
example ; every one that passeth by shall be astonished aud 
shall hiss at it; and men shall say, ‘ Wherefore hath Jchovah 
donc this, unto this land, and unto this house?’ And they 
shall say, ‘Beeause they forsook Jehovah their God, who 
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brought their fathers out of the land of Egypt, and clave 
unto other gods, and worshipped them, and served them ; 
therefore Jehovah hath brought upon them all this - 
lamnity.’”’ 
i0 And it came to pass at the end of twenty years, when 
Solomon had built the two houses, the house of Jehovah 
11 and the king’s house, that inasmuch as Hiram king of Tyre 
had furnished Solomon with cedar-trees and cypress-trees, 
and with gold, according to all his desire, king Solomon gave 
i2 unto Hiram twenty cities in the land of Galilee. And 
Hiram went forth from Tyre to see the cities which Solomon 
had given him; and they were not pleasing in his eyes. 
i3 And he said, ‘‘ What sort of cities are these which thou hast 
given unto me, ny brother?” And he called them the land 
of Cabul, [Hamprren,] which is their name unto this day. 
14 Now Hiram had sent unto the king an hundred and twenty 
talents of gold. 
1s Now this was the object of the labour-conscription which 
king Solomon had raised; to build the house of Jehovah, and 
his own house, and the embankment, and the wall of Jeru- 
salem, and Hazor, and Megiddo, and Gezer. For Pharaoh 
king of Egypt had gone up and taken Gezer, and had burnt 
it with fire, and had slain the Canaanites who had dwelt 
in the city ; and had given it as a dowry unto his daughter, 
17 the wife of Solomon. And Solomon bwilt Gezer, and the 
1s lower Beth-horon, and Baalath, and Tadmor in the wilder- 
19 ness, in the land of Syria, and all the magazine cities which 
Solonion had, and the cities for the chariots, and the cities 
for the steeds; and all that Solomon chose to build, in 
Jerusalem, and in Lebanon, and in all the land of his domi- 
20 nion. As for all the people that remained of the Amorites, 
the Hattites, the Perizzites, the Hivites, the Jebusites, (who 
21 were not of the children of Israel, but were the children 
of them that had been left after them in the land, whom 
the children of Israel had not been able utterly to destroy,) 
upon them Solomon imposed a tribute of bond-service ; as 
22 it is unto this day. But of the children of Isracl Solomon 
did not make bondmen; but they were Azs warriors, and his 
servants, and his princes, and his captains, and commanders 
23 of his chariots, and of his horsemen. These were the chief 
of the officers who were over the work of Solomon, five 
hundred aud fifty, who directed the people that wrought at 
the work. 
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And as soon as the daughter of Pharach had removed 24 
from the eity of David mto her house which Solomon 
had built for her, he then made the embankment. 

And three times in each year Solomon offered burnt- 25 
offerings and peaec-offerings upon the altar which he had 
built unto Jehovah ; and offered incense on that altar which 
was before Jehovah. So he completed the house. 

And king Solomon built a fleet at Ezion-geber, whieh is 26 
nigh unto Eloth, upon the shore of the Red Sea, in the land 
of Edom. And Hiram sent m the fleet, his servants, mari- 27 
ners, acquainted with the sea, along with the servants of 
Solomon. And they came to Ophir, and thence they 2s 
fetched gold, four hundred and twenty talents; and they 
brought it to king Solomon. 


CHAP. X.—And the queen of Sheba heard of the fame 1 
of Solomon which Jehovah had given him; and she came to 
try him with hard questions. And she came to Jerusalem 2 
with a very great train, camels bearing spices and gold, 
exceeding much, and preeious stones; and she came to 
Solomon, and spake unto hin all that was in her heart. 
And Solomon told unto her all her questions; there was 3 
not a question hidden from the king, that he told not unto 
her. And when the queen of Sheba saw all the wisdom 4 
of Solomon, and the house which he had built, and the pro- s 
vision for his table, and the assemblage of his servants, and 
the array of his attendants, and their apparel, and his eup- 
bearers, and his burnt-offerimgs whieh he offered in the 
house of Jehovah, she was amazed beyond measure. And 6 
she said unto the king, “ It was a true report whieh I heard 
in mine own land, concerning thine acts and concerning thy 
wisdom: and I believed not the words until I came; but 7 
mine eyes have seen, and, behold, the half was not told me: 
for thy wisdom and thy prosperity exceed the fame which I 
heard. Happy are thy men; happy are these thy ser-s 
vants who stand before thce eontinually, and hear thy 
wisdom. Blessed be Jehovah thy God who hath taken 9 
delight in thee, setting thee on the throne of Isracl; for 
it is because Jehovah loveth Israel for ever, that he hath 
made thee king, to do judgment and justice.” And she 10 
‘ eave unto the king an hundred and twenty talents of 
sold, and spiees in great abundance, and precious stones, 
Never afterwards eame there unto Jerusalem sueh an 
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abundance of spices as the queen of Sheba gave unto king 
Solomon. 

And moreover the fleet of Hiram, which carried gold from 
Ophir, brought from Ophir sandal-wood in great abundance, 
and precious stones. And the kmg made of the sandal- 
wood, brackets for the house of Jehovah, and for the king’s 
house, and harps and lutes for the singers; there never 
came so much: sandal-wood, nor was so much ever scen, unto 
this day. And king Solomon gave unto the queen of Sheba 
all her desire, whatsoever she asked, beside that which was 
siven unto her of king Solomon’s royal bounty. And 
she turned her face and went to her own land, she and 
her servants. - 

And the weight of the gold which came to Solomon in one 
year, was six hundred and sixty six talents of gold; beside 
that which was obtained from the traders, and from the 
traffie of the merchants, and from all the allied kings, and 
from the prefects of the land. 

And king Solomon made two hundred shields of beaten 
gold; six hundred shekels of gold went to each shield: and 
three hundred bucklers of beaten gold; three pounds of 
gold went to each buckler: and the king placed them in the 
house of the Forest of Lebanon. 

And the king made a great throne of ivory, and overlaid 
it with refined gold. There were six steps to the throne, 
and the top of the throne was rounded behind; and there 
were supports for the arms, on each side of the place for the 
seat, and two lions standing beside the supports. And there 
were twelve hons there, standing on the six steps, one on 
each side of each step. There was not a throne made like it, 
in any kingdom. 

And all the drinking-vessels: of king Solomon were of 
e¢old; and all the furniture of the house of the Forest of 
Lebanon, was of pure gold; none was of silver; that was 
counted as nothing in the days of Solomon. For the king 
had a fleet of Tarshish at sea, with the fleet of Hiram: 
once mm three years the fleet of Tarshish came, bringing 
eold and silver, ivory, and apes, and peacocks. 

And king Solomon excelled all the kings of the earth, 
in wealth and in wisdom. And all the nations of the carth 
resorted unto Solomon, to hear his wisdom, which God 
had put into his heart. And they brought each man 
his offering, vessels of silver, and vessels of gold, and rai- 
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ment, and armour, and spices, draught-horses, and mules ; 
of each a yearly offering. And Solomon gathered together 
chariots and steeds ; and he had a thousand and four hun- 
dred chariots, and twelve thousand steeds; and they were 
stationed in the chariot cities, and with the kmg in Jeru- 
salem. 

And the king made silver to be in Jerusalem like stones, 
and cedar-trees he made to be like the sycamores which grow 
in the plain, for abundance. 

And Solomon’s horses were brought out of Egypt; and a 
caravan of the king’s purchasers received the droves for a 
setiled price. And a chariot came up and was brought out 
of Eeypt for six hundred shekels of silver, and a horse for 
an hundred and fifty: and at the same rate they brought 
with them horses for all the kings of the Hittites, and for 
the kings of Syria. 


CHAP. XJI.—And Solomon loved many foreign women, 
besides the daughter of Pharaoh ; Moabites, and Ammonites, 
and Edomites, and Zidonians, and Hittites; women of the 
nations concerning whom Jehovah had said unto the chil- 
dren of Israel, “Ye shal] not go among them, and they 
shall not come among you, lest they entice your hearts to 
follow after their gods;” even unto them did Solomon 
cleave in love. And he had seven hundred princesses as 
wives, and three hundred. concubines; and his wives per- 
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verted his heart. And it came to pass, in the old age of 4 


Solomon, that his wives enticed his heart to follow after 
other gods; and his heart was not devoted to Jehovah hus 
God, as the heart of David his father. And Solomon went 
after Ashtoreth the goddess of the Zidonians, and after Mil- 
com the abomination of the Ammonites. And Solomon did 
that which was evil in the sight of Jchovah, and went not 
fully after Jehovah, as David his father had done. Then 
Solomon built a gh place for Chemosh the abomination 
of Moab, on the mount which is over against Jerusalem, 
and for Molech the abomination of the children of Ammon. 
And thus he did for all his foreign wives, when they offered 
incense and sacrifice unto their own gods. 

And Jehovah was angry with Solomon, because he had 
turned away his heart from Jehovah the God of Isracl, who 
had appeared unto him twice, and had given him command- 
ment concerning this matter, not to go after other gods; 
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but he had not kept that which Jehovah had commanded. 
And Jchovah said unto Solomon, ‘‘ Beeause this hath been 
found with thee, and thou hast not kept my covenant and 
iny statutes which [ have commanded thee, I will assuredly 
rend the kmgdom from thee, and give it unto thy servant ; 
yet for Dav ‘al thy father’s sake, I all not do this in “hime 
own days; Twill rend it from the hand of thy son. I will 
not even rend the whole kingdom from him ; one tribe I will 
sive unto thy son, for the sake of David my servant, and 
for the sake of Jerusalem whieh [ have chosen.” 

And Jchovah raised up an adversary against Solomon, 
Hadad the Edomite; he was of the seed of the kings of 
Edom. And it came to pass, while David was in Edom, 
When Joab the eaptain of the host went up to bnry the 
slain, after he had smitten every male m Edom, (for Joab 
and all Israel remained there six months, until they had cut 
off every male in Edom,) that Hadad fled, he and certain 
Edomites of the servants of his father with him, to go into 
Egypt; and Hadad was then a young lad. And they arose 
out of Midian, and eame to Paran; and they took with them 
men out of Paran; and they came to Kgypt, unto Pharaoh 
king of Egypt; and he gave unto him a honse, and assigned 
unto him provisions, and gave him land. And Hadad found 
ereat favour in the eyes ni Pharaoh; and he gave hin for 
a wife his own wife’s sister, even the sister of Talpenes 
the queen. And the sister of Tahpenes bare unto him his 
son Genubath; and Tahpenes weaned him in Pharaoh’s 
house ; and Genubath was in Pharaoh’s house, among the 
sons of Pharaoh. And Hadad heard in Kgypt that David 
slept with his fathers, and that Joab the eaptain of the host 
was dead ; and Ifadad said unto Pharaoh, “ Let me depart 
that I may go to mme own country.” And Pharaoh said 
unto him, “‘ What then lackest thou with me, that, behold, 
thou seekest to go to thine own country?” And he said, 
“Nay, but let ine depart without fail.” 

And God raised up against him another adversary, Rezon 
the son of Khadah, w ho had fled from his lor d, Uadadezer 
the king of Zobah. And he gathered men unto him, and 
beeame captain over a band, w hen David had slam them of 
Zobah: and they went to Damascus and dwelt therein ; and 


25 he was made king in Damasens. And he was an enemy 


to Israel all the days of Solomon, beside the misehief that 
Hadad did: for he abhorred Isracl : and he reigned over Syria. 
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And Jeroboain the son of Nebat, an Ephrathite of Zeredah, 26 
(whose mother was a widow, by name Zeruah,) was a servant 
of Solomon ; and he lifted up his hand against the king. 
And this was the cause for which he lifted up his hand 27 
against the king. Solomon was building the embankment, 
and was repairing the breach zz the wall of the city of 
David Ins father. And the man Jeroboam was a man 9s 
of great energy; and Solomon saw that the young man 
did sits work elleetwally ; ; and he set him over all the burden- 
bearers of the house of Joscph. And it eame to pass at 29 
that time, that Jeroboam went out of Jerusalem; and the 
prophet Alajah the Shilonite met him in the way; and he 
had arrayed himself in a new garment; and they two were 
alone m the field. And Abhijah laid hold on the new 30 
garment that was upon him, and rent it into twelve picees. 
And he said unto Jeroboam, “ Take to thyself ten jneces: 31 
for thus saith Jchovah the God of Israel, ‘Behold, I will 
rend the kingdom out of the hand of Sollemon, and will 
sive unto thee ten tribes: (but he shall have one tribe, 32 
for the sake of David my servant, and for the sake of Jeru- 
salem, the eity which f have chosen out of all the tribes of 
Tstel : :) because they have forsaken me, and have wor- 33 
shipped Ashtoreth the goddess of the Zidomians, Chemosh 
the god of Moab, and ‘Millcom the god of the children of 
Ammon; and they have not walked in my ways, domg that 
which is right in mine eyes, end keepmg my statutes and 
my judgements, as David his father did. Yet I will not 31 
take the whole kingdom out of his hand; but I will esta- 
bhsh him as a prinee all the days of Ins hfe, for the sake of 
David my servant whom I chose, because he kept my com- 
mandments and my statutes. But I will take the kingdom 3s 
out of the hand of his son, and I will give it unto thee, 
even the ten tribes. But to his son will I give one 36 
tribe ; that David my servant may have a hght for ever 
before me in Jerusalem, the city wlich I have chosen unto 
mysclf to put my name there. And I will take thee, and 37 
thoa shalt reign over all that thy soul desireth; for thou 
shalt be king over Isracl. And it shall come to pass, if thou 3s 
wilt Been lanl unto all that I command thee, and wilt walk in 
iny ways, and do that which is right in mine eyes, keeping 
my statutes and my commandments, as David my servant 
did, that T will be with thee, and build for thee a sure house, 
as I built for David ; and I will cive unto thice Israel. 
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39 And I will for this afflict the house of David, but not for 
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And Solomon sought to put Jeroboam to death. And Jero- 
boa arose and fled into Egypt, to Shishak the king of Egypt; 
and he remained in Egypt until the death of Solomon. 

And the rest of the acts of Solomon, even all that he did, 
and his wisdom, arc they not written in the book of the 
Acts of Solomon? And the time that Solomon reigned in 
Jerusalem over all Israel was forty years. And Solomon 
slept with his fathers; and he was buried in the city of 
David his father; and Rehoboam his son reigned in his 
stead. 


_ CHAP. NIJT.—And Rehoboam went to Shechem; for 
unto Shechem were all Israel come to make him king. And 
it came to pass, when Jeroboam the son of Nebat heard it, 
(for he was yet in Keypt, whither he had fled from the face 
of king Solomon, and Jeroboam dwelt in Egypt, but they 
sent and ealled him,) that Jeroboam and all the congregation 
of Israel came and spake unto Rehoboam, saying, “Thy 
father made our yoke gnevous; now therefore do thou 
lighten the grievous service of thy father, and his heavy 
yoke which he put upon us, and we will serve thee.” And 
he said unto them, ‘‘ Depart for three days, and then return 
unto me.” And the people departed. And king Rehoboam 
consulted the aged men who had stood before Solomon his 
father whilst he was alive, saying, “ How do ye advise that I 
may answer this people?” And they spake unto hin, 
saying, “If thou wilt this day be a servant unto this 
people, and serve them, and comply with them, and speak 
unto them good words, then will they be thy servants for 
ever.’ But he forsook the counsel of the aged men which 
they had given him, and he consulted the young men who 
had grown up with limself, and who stood before him. 
And he said unto them, “What do ye advise that we shall 
answer unto this people who have spoken unto me, saying, 
‘Yaghten the yoke which thy father put upon us??” And 
the young men who had grown up with lim spake unto 
him, saying, “Thus shalt thou say unto this people who 
spake unto thee, saymg, ‘Thy father made our yoke heavy 
but do thou hghten our yoke;’ thus shalt thou say unto 
them, ‘ My hittle finger is thicker than my father’s loins. 
And now my father laid upon you a heavy yoke, but I will 
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add to your yoke: my father chastised you with whips, but 
I will chastise you with scorpions.?”? And Jeroboam and 
all the people came to Rehoboam, on the third day, ac- 
cording as the king had spoken, saying, “ Return unto me 
on the third day.” And the king answered the people 
harshly, and forsook the counsel of the aged men which 
they had given him; and he spake unto then: according to 
the counsel of the young men, saying, “ My father made 
your yoke heavy, but I will add to your yoke: my father 
chastised you with whips, but [ will chastise you with scor- 
pions.” So the king did not hearken unto the people: but 
the matter was from Jehovah, that he might establish his 
word which Jehovah had spoken, by Ahiyah the Shilonite, 
unto Jeroboam the son of Nebat. And all Israel saw that 
the king had not hearkened unto them; and the people 
answered the king, saying, “ What portion have we m 
David? yea, we have no inheritance in the son of Jesse. 
To thy tents, O Israel! see now to thine own house, O 
David!” And Israel departed unto their tents. But as 
for the children of Israel who dwelt in the cities of Judah, 
Rehoboam reigned over them. And king Rehoboam sent 
Adoram who was over the labour-conscription; and all 
Israel stoned him with stones so that he died; and king Re- 
hoboam made haste to mount his chariot to flee to Jerusa- 
Jem. Thus Israel revolted from the house of David, as at zs 
to this day. And it came to pass when all Isracl had heard 
that Jeroboam was returned, that they sent and called him 
unto the assembly, and made him king over all Israel; there 
were nore that followed after the house of David, but the 
tribe of Judah alone. 

And Rehoboam came to Jcrusalem. And all the house of 
Judah, and the tribe of Benjainin, were assembled, an hundred 
and cighty thousand chosen warriors, to fight against the 
house of Israel, and to recover the kngdom for Rehoboam 


the son of Solomon. And the word of Jehovah came unto 2 


Shemaiah a man of God, saying, “ Speak unto Rehoboam 
the son of Solomon, king of Tad and unto all the house 
of Judah and Benjamin, and the remnant of the people, 
saying, ‘Thus saith Jehovah; Ye shall not go up nor fight 
against your brethren the Bialdven of Israel return each 
man to his house, for this matter is from me.’” And they 
hearkenecd unto the word of Jehovah, and departed again 
according to the word of Jehovah. 
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And Jeroboam built Shechem in the mountam of Eph- 
raim, and dwelt therein; and he removed thence, and built 
Penuel. And Jeroboam said in his heart, “ Now will the 
kingdom return to the house of David. If this people shall 
go up to offer sacrifiec in the house of Jehovah in Jerusalem, 
then the heart of this people will turn again unto their lord, 
even unto Rehoboam king of Judah; and they will kill me, 
and return unto Rehoboam king of Judah.” And the king 
took counsel ; and he made two calves of gold, and said unto 
the people, “Ye have gone up to Jerusalem long enough. 
Behold thy God, O Israel, who brought thee up out of the 
land of Egypt!” And he set the one in Bethel, and the 
other he placed in Dan. And this thing became a sin; for 
the people went up to worship before the one unto Bethel, 
and before the other unto Dan. And he made temples upon 
the high places; and he made priests of the lowest of the 
people, who were not of the sons of Levi. And Jeroboam 
ordained a feast in the eighth month, on the fifteenth day of 
the month, correspondmg to the feast which was in Judah ; 
and he offered burnt-offerings upon the altar. Thus did he 
in Bethel, offermg sacrifices unto the ealves that he had 
made; and he placed in Bethel the priests of the high 
places which he had made. And he offered burnt-offerings 
upon the altar which he had made in Bethel, upon the 
fifteenth day of the eighth month, even in the month which 
he had devised out of his own heart: and he ordamed a 
feast for the children of Israel; and he offered burnt-offcr- 
Ings upon the altar, and burned incense. 


CHAP. XIII.—And bchold there came a man of God 
out of Judah unto Bethel, with a message from Jehovah ; 
and Jeroboam was standing by the altar to burn incense. 
And he eried against the altar by the word of Jehovah, and 
said, ‘O altar, altar! thus saith Jehovah; ‘Behold, a child 
shall be born unto the house of David, Josiah shall be his 
name ; and he shall offer upon thee the priests of the Ingh 
places, who have burnt incense upon thee ; yea, men’s bones 
shall be burnt npon thee.’”? And he gave a sign that same 
day, saying, “This shall be the sign that Jehovah hath 
spoken: Behold, the altar shall be rent in picces, and the 
ashes which are upon it shall be scattered.” And it came to 
pass, when the king heard the word of the man of God, which 
he had proclaimed against the altar in Bethel, that Jcroboam 
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stretched out his hand from the altar, saying, “ Seize him !” 
And his hand which he had stretched forth against him dried 
up, so that he could not draw it back to him again. And 
the altar was rent, and the ashes were scattered from the 
altar, according to the sign which the man of God had 
given, by the command of Jehovah. And the king answered 
and said unto the man of God, “ Intercede, I beseech thee, 
with Jchovah thy God, and pray for me that my hand may 
be restored unto me.”? And the man of God interceded 
with Jehovah, and the king’s hand was restored unto hin, 
and became as it had been before. And the king said unto 
the man of God, “Come with me into my house, and re- 
fresh thyself, and I will bestow upon thee a gift.” And the 
man of God said unto the king, “If thou wouldst give me 
the half of all that is in thy house, I would not go with 
thee, nor eat bread, nor drink water in this place. For thus 
it was commanded me by the word of Jehovah, saying, 
‘Thou shalt neither eat bread, nor drink water ; neither shalt 
thou return by the way by which thou didst goforth.’” So 
he went another way, and returned not by the way by which 
he had come to Bethel. 

And there was a certain aged prophet dwelling in Bethel ; 
and one of his sons came, and the people told him all that 
the man of God had done that day in Bethel, and the words 
that he had spoken unto the king; and fis sons told them 
unto their father. And their father said unto them, “ Which 
is the way that he went forth??? And his sons showed the 
way by which the man of God, who had come out of Judah, 
went forth. And he said unto his sons, “Saddle me the 
ass:’? and they saddled the ass for him; and he rode upon 
him, and went after the man of God, and found him 
sittmg under the terebmth. And he said unto him, “ Art 
thou the man of God that camest from Judah ?”? and he said 
‘Tam.’ And he said unto him, “Come with me into my 
house, and eat bread.”? And he said unto hin, “I cannot 
return with thee, nor go with thee ; neither can I cat bread 
nor drink water with thee in this place: for it was told unto 
me by the word of Jehovah, ‘Thou shalt not eat bread, nor 
drink water there; neither shalt thou return by the way by 


which thou goest thither.’”? And he said unto him, “ I also - 


am a prophet as well as thou; and an angel spake unto me 
by the word of Jchovah, saymg, ‘ Bring him back with thee 
into thy house, that he may eat bread and drink water ”’

19 But he lied unto him. And he returned with him, and did 
cat bread in his house, and drank water. And it came to 
20 pass whilst they were sitting at the table, that the word of 
Jehovah came unto the prophet who had brought him back : 
2. and he cricd unto the man of God who had come out of 
Judah, saying, “Thus saith Jehovah; Forasmuch as thou 
hast disobeyed the voice of Jehovah, and hast not kept the 
commandment which Jehovah thy God commanded. thee, 
22 but hast turned back, and eaten bread, and drunk water, m 
the place concerning which he said unto thee, ‘ Thou shalt 
neither cat bread nor drink water there,’ thy corpse shall not 
23 enter into the sepulchre of thy fathers.’ And it came to 
pass after he had eaten bread, and after he had drunken, 
that he saddled the ass for the prophet whoin he had brought 
21 back. And he went forth, and a lon met lim im the way, 
and killed him; and his corpse was lying cast down in the 
way, and the ass standing beside it, and the lion also stand- 
25 ing beside the eorpse. And, behold, men were passing by, 
and they saw the corpse cast down in the way, and the hon 
standing beside the corpse; and they came and told it in the 
26 city where the aged prophet dwelt. And the prophet who 
had brought him back from the way heard it; and he said, 
«This is the man of God who disobeyed the voice of Jcho- 
vah; and Jehovah hath given him unto the lion; and he hath 
torn him and slain him, aecording to the word of Jehovah 
which he spake unto him.” And he spake unto his sons, 
saying, “ Saddle me the ass ;” and they saddled him. And 
he went and found his corpse cast down in the way, and the 
ass and the lion standing beside the corpse ; the hon had not 
29 caten the corpse nor torn the ass. And the prophet hfted 
up the corpse of the man of God, and laid it upon the ass, 
and brought it back, and came into the city of the aged 
30 prophet, to mourn for him and to bury him. And he laid 
his body m his own sepulchre; and they mourned over nm, 
31 saying, “ Alas, my brother!” And if eame to pass after he 
had buried him, that he spake unto his sons, saying, “‘ When 
I am dead, then shall ye bury me in the sepulchre wherein 
the man of God is buried; lay my bones beside his bones ; 
32 for the saying shall surely come to pass, which he proclaimed 
by the word of Jehovah, against the altar which 1s in Bethel, 
and against all the temples of the high plaees which are in 
the cities of Samaria.” 
33 Even after this, Jeroboam turned not back from his evil 
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way; but continued to make the lowest of the people priests 
of the high places; whosoever would, he consecrated him, 


and he became a priest of the high places. And this thing : 


became a sin unto the house of Jeroboam, so as even to cut 
it off, and destroy it from the face of the earth. 


CHAP, XIV.—At that time Abiyah the son of Jeroboam 
fell sick. And Jeroboam said unto his wife, “ Arise, I pray 
thee, and disguise thyself, so that it may not be known that 
thou art the wife of Jeroboam; and go to Shiloh; behold, 
Ahiyah the prophet is there, who foretold that I should be 
king over this people. And take in thy hand ten loaves, and 
some cracknels, and a cruse of honey; and go unto him; 
he will tell thee what will happen: unto the lad.’ And the 
wife of Jeroboam did so; and she arose and went to Shiloh, 
and came to the house of Ahiyah. And Ahijah was not able 
to see, for his eyes were dimmed with age. And Jehovah 
said unto Ahyah, “Behold, the wife of Jeroboam cometh to 
inquire of thee concerning her son, for he is sick; thus and 
thus shalt thou say unto her; for it shall come to pass that 
when she cometh, she will feien herself to be a stranger.’ 
And it came to pass, that whilst Ahijah was listening for the 
sound of her feet, she came in by the door. And he said 
“ Come in, thou wife of Jeroboam ! Why feienest thou tly- 
sclf to be a stranger? Yet I am sent unto thee with heavy 
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tidings. Go, tell Jeroboam, ‘Thus saith Jehovah the God 7 


of Israel, Whereas I raised thee up from the midst of the 
people, and set thee as prince over iny people Israel, and 
rent away the kingdom from the house of David, and gave 
it unto thee, and yet thou hast not been as my servant 
David, who kept my commandinents, and who walked after 
me with all his heart, doing only that which was right in 
mine cyes, but hast done worse than all that were before 
thee; (for thou hast gone and made unto thyself other gods, 
and molten inages, to provoke me to anger, and hast cast me 
behind thy back;) therefore, behold, [ will brmg evil upon 
the house of Jeroboam ; and I will cut off from Jeroboam 
every male of his offspring, young clild and grown man in 
Isracl ; and I will sweep away the house of Jeroboam as men 
sweep away dung, until it be completely gone. Him that 
dicth of J eroboam i in the city, the dogs shall eat; and him 
that dieth in’ the ficld, the birds of ‘the air shall eat; for 
Jehovah hath spoken it | 1? Butas for thee, arise, gct thee to 
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thine house; for as thy feet enter into the city, the child 
13 shall die. And all Israel shall mourn for him, and_ shall 
bury him; for he only of Jeroboam shall be placed in a 
sepulchre, because in him alone of the house of Jeroboam was 
found anything good toward Jehovah the God of Israel. 
14 And Jehovah shall raise up unto himself a king over Isracl, 
who shall cut off the house of Jeroboam, this very day; yea, 
is even now. And Jehovah shall smite Israel as a reed 1s shaken 
in water; and he shall root out Israel from the good land 
which he gave unto their fathers, and shall scatter them beyond 
the river, because they made their standing pillars, provoking 
16 Jehovah to anger. And he shall cast off Israel, because of 
the sins of Jeroboam, which he committed, and which he caused 
17 Israel to commit.”? And the wife of Jeroboam arose, and 
went forth, and came to Tirzah; and as she came to the 
is threshold of the house, the child died. And all Isracl buried 
him, and mourned for him, according to the word of Jehovah, 
which he had spoken by his servant Ahijah the prophet. 
i9 And the rest of the acts of Jeroboam, how he waged war, 
and how he reigned, behold they are written in the book of 
the Annals of the Kings of Israel. And the time that Jero- 
boam reigned was two and twenty years. And he slept with 
his fathers ; and Nadab his son reigned in his stead. 
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And Rehoboam the son of Solomon reigned over Judah. 
Rehoboam was forty and one years old when he began to 
reien ; and he reigned seventeen years in Jerusalem, the 
city which Jehovah had chosen out of all the tribes of Is- 
rael, to put his name there: and the name of his mother was 
22 Naamah the Ammonitess. And Judah did that which was 

“evil in the sight of Jehovah; and they provoked him to 

jealousy by their sins which they committed, above all that 
23 their fathers had done. For they also built unto themselves 

high places, and se¢ wp molten idols, and standing pillars, 

21 upon cvery lofty height, and under every green tree. And 

there were also Sodomites in the land. They did according 

to all the abominations of the nations which Jehovah had 
cast out before the face of the children of Israel. 

5 And it came to pass in the fifth year of king Rehoboam, 

3 that Shishak king of Egypt came up against Jerusalem. And 

he took away the treasures of the house of Jehovah, and the 

treasures of the king’s house; yea he took all away: and he 

took away all the shields of gold which Solomon had made. 
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And king Rehoboam made instead of them shields of brass ; 27 
and he committed them to the captains of the guards, who kept 
the door of the king’s house. And it came to pass, that when- 28 
ever the king went into the house of Jehovah, the guards 
barethem : and they brought them back into the guard-room. 

And the rest of the acts of Rehoboam, and all that he did, 29 
are they not written in the book of the Annals of the 
Kings of Judah? And there was war between Rehoboam 30 
and Jeroboam continually. And Rehoboam slept with his s1 
fathers; and he was buried with his fathers in the city of 
David. And the name of his mother was Naamah the Am- 
monitess. And Abijam his son reigned in his stead. 
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CHAP. XV.—And in the eighteenth year of king Jero- 
boam the son of Nebat, Abijam began to reign over Judah. 
Three years he reigned m Jerusalem; and his mother’s 
name was Michaiah, the daughter of Uriel. And he walked 
in all the sins of his father which he had done before 
him; and his heart was not devoted to Jehovah his God, like 
the heart of David his father. Nevertheless for David’s 
sake, Jehovah his God gave unto him a lamp in Jerusalem, 
by setting up his son after him, and by establishing Jerusa- 
lem; beeause David had done that which was nght im the 
eyes of Jehovah, and had not departed from all that he com- 
manded him, all the days of his hfe, save in the matter of 
Uriah the Hittite. And there was war between Abijam the 
son of Rehoboam, and Jeroboam, all the days of his life. 

And the rest of the acts of Abiyjam, and all that he did, 
are they not written in the book of the Annals of the 
Kings of Judah? And there was war between Abijam and s 
Jeroboam. And Abijam slept with his fathers, and they 
buried him in the city of David: and his son Asa reigned 


in his stead. 
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And in the twentieth year of Jeroboam king of Israel, 
Asa began to reign over Judah. And he reigned forty and 10 
one years in Jerusalem: and his mother’s name was 
Maachah, the daughter of Abishalom. And Asa did that 1 
which was right in the sight of Jehovah, as David his father 
had done. For he caused the Sodomites to depart from the 12 
land, and removed all the idols which his fathers had made. 
And even his mother Maachah he deposed from bemg queen, 13 
because she had made an idol of Ashcra; and Asa cut down 
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14 her idol, and burnt it in the vale of Kidron. But the high 
places were not removed; nevertheless the heart of Asa 
15 was devoted to Jehovah all his days. And he restored the 
things which his father had consecrated, even the conse- 
crated things of the house of Jehovah, silver, and gold, and 
furniture. 
16 And there was war between Asa and Baasha king of 
17 Israel, all thew days. And Baasha kmg of Israel went 
up against Judah, and built Ramah, that he might hinder 
1s any one from going or coming to Asa king of Judah. And 
Asa took all the silver and gold that were left in the treasu- 
ries of the house of Jehovah, and in the treasuries of the 
king’s house, and gave them into the hand of his servants ; 
and king Asa sent them to Ben-hadad the son of Tabrim- 
mon the son of Hezion, king of Syna, who dwelt in 
Damascus, saying, “ Let there be a league between me and 
thee, as there was between my father and thy father. Be- 
hold, I have sent unto thee a present of silver and gold; 
come, break thy league with Baasha king of Israel, that he 
20 may depart from me.” And Ben-hadad hearkened unto 
king Asa; and he sent the captains of the hosts which he 
had, against the cities of Israel; and he smote Ijon, and Dan, 
and Abel-beth-maachah, and all Chinneroth, with all the 
21 land of Naphtali. And it came to pass when Baasha heard 
it, that he ceased from building Ramah, and dwelt in Tirzah. 
2And king Asa proclaimed a levy throughout all Judah ; 
none was cxempted; and they carried away the stones of 
Ramah, and its timbers, with which Baasha had been build- 
ing; and with them king Asa built Geba of Benjamin, and 
Mizpah, 

And the rest of all the acts of Asa, and all his greatness, 
and all that he did, and the cities that he built, are they not 
written in the book of the Annals of the Kings of Judah? 
Nevertheless, in the time of his old age he was diseased in 
his feet. And Asa slept with his fathers, and they buried 
him with his fathers, in the city of David his father: and 
Jehoshaphat his son reigned in his stead. 
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25 And Nadab the son of Jeroboam began to reign over Israel 
in the second year of Asa king of Judah: and he reigned 
26 over Israel two years. And he did that which was evil in 
the sight of Jehovah, and walked in the way of his father, 
27 and in his sin by which he caused Israel to sm. And 
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Baasha the son of Ahiyah, of the house of Issaehar, con- 
spired against him; and Baasha smote him at Gibbethon 
which belonged to the Philistines; for Nadab and all Israel 
had laid siege to Gibbethon. And Baasha slew him, in the 
third year of Asa king of Judah; and reigned in his stead. 
And it came to pass, that when he became king, he smote all 
the house of Jeroboam ; he left not to Jeroboam any that 
breathed, until he had destroyed him, according to the word 
of Jehovah, which he spake by his servant Ahiyah the Shilo- 
nite; on aecount of the sins of Jeroboam which he committed, 30 
and which he caused Israel to commit, in his provocation 
wherewith he provoked Jehovah the God of Israel to anger. 
And the rest of the acts of Nadab, and all that he did, are 31 
they not written in the book of the Annals of the Kings of 
Israel? And there was war between Asa and Baasha king 32 


of Israel, all their days. 
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In the third year of Asa king of Judah, Baasha the son of 33 
Ahijah began to reign over all Israel; and he reigned in 
Tirzah twenty-four years. And he did that which was evil 3: 
in the sight of Jehovah ; and walked in the way of Jeroboam, 
and in his sin which he caused Israel to commit. 


CHAP. XVI.—And the word of Jehovah came to Jehu 1 
the son of Hanami, against Baasha, saying, “ Whereas I 2 
raised thee up from the dust, and set thee as prince over my 
people Israel, and thou hast walked in the ways of Jero- 
boam, and hast caused my people Israel to sin, provoking 
me to anger by their sin, behold, I will consume the posterity of 3 
Baasha, and the posterity of his house; and I will make thy 
house like the house of Jeroboam the son of Nebat. Him 4 
that dicth of Baasha in the city, the dogs shall eat ; and him 
that dicth of him in the field, the birds of the air shall eat.’ 

And the rest of the aets of Baasha, and what he did, and 
his greatness, are they not written in the book of the Annals 
of the Kings of Israel? And Baasha slept with his fathers, 6 
and was buried in Tirzah; and Elah his son reigned in his 
stead. And also by Jehu the prophet, the son of Hanani, 
the word of Jehovah came against Baasha, and against his 
house; both on account of all the evil that he did m the 
eyes of Jehovah, provoking him to anger by the work of 
his hands, so that he became even as the house of Jero- 
boam; and because he had smitten him. 
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s Inthe twenty-sixth year of Asa king of Judah, Elah the 
son of Baasha began to reign over Isracl; and he reigned in 
9 Tirzah two years. And his servant Zimn, captain over the 
half of his chariots, conspired against him ; and he was in 
Tirzah, drinking himself drunk in the house of Arza the 
10 steward of his house in Tirzah. And Zimri came in and 
smote him, and slew him, in the twenty-seventh year of Asa 
11 king of Judah, and reigned in his stead. And it came to 
pass, when he became king and sat upon his throne, that 
he smote all the house of Baasha; he left not one male, 
12 of his kindred or of Ins friends. And Zimri utterly de- 
stroyed the whole house of Baasha, according to the word 
of Jehovah, which he had spoken unto Baasha by Jehu the 
13 prophet; on account of all the sins of Baasha, and the sins 
of Elah his son, which they committed, and which they 
caused Israel to commit; provoking Jehovah the God of 
Israel to anger by their vanities. 
14 And the rest of the acts of Elah, and all that he did, are 
they not written in the book of the Annals of the Kings of 
Israel ? 


15 In the twenty-seventh year of Asa king of Judah, Zon 
began to reign; and he reigned seven days in Tirzah. And 
the people were encamped against Gibbethon, which belonged 

16 to the Phihstines. And the people that were cneamped 
heard that Zimri had conspired, and that he had also slain 
the king; and all Isracl made Omri, the captain of the host, 

17 king over Israel that day in the camp. And Ommi went up 
from Gibbethon, and all [srael with him, and they laid siege 

is to Tirzah. And it came to pass, when Zimri saw that the 
eity was taken, that he went into the citadel of the king’s 
house, and burnt the king’s house over him with fire, and 

19 died; for the sins which he committed, in doing evil in the 
sight of Jehovah, by walking in the way of Jeroboain, and 
in his sin which he did, causing Israel to sin. 

2 Now the rest of the acts of Zimri, and his treason which 
he committed, are they not written in the book of the 
Annals of the Kings of Israel ? 

21 Then the people of Isracl were divided into two parts ; 
half the people followed Tibni the son of Ginath, to make 

22 him king, and half followed Omri: but the people that fol- 
lowed Omri prevailed against the people that followed Tibui 
the son of Gmath; so Tibni died, and Omri became king. 
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In the thirty-first year of Asa king of Judah, Omri began 
to reign over Isracl; and he reigned twelve years. Six years 
he reigned in Tirzah ; and he bought the hill of Samaria 
from Shemer, for two talents of silver; and he built on the 
hill, and called the name of the eity which he built, Samaria, 
after the name of Shemer, the owner of the Injl. And 
Omri did that which was evil in the sight of Jehovah ; yea he 
did worse than all that were before him; for he walked in 
all the way of Jeroboam the son of Nebat, and in his sin 
which he caused Israel to commit, provoking Jehovah the 
God of Israel to anger by their vanities. 


And the rest of the acts of Omri which he did, and his 27 


might which he shewed, are they not written in the book of 


the Annals of the Kings of Israel? And Omri slept with 


his fathers, and was buried in Samaria; and Ahab his son 
reigned in his stead. 


And in the thirty-eighth year of Asa king of Judah, Ahab 2: 


the son of Omri began to reign over Israel: and Ahab the 
son of Omri reigned over Israel in Samaria twenty-two years. 


And Ahab the son of Omri did that which was evil in the 2 


sight of Jehovah, more than all that were before hm. And 
it came to pass, as if it had been a light thing for him to 
walk in the sins of Jeroboam the son of Nebat, that he took 
to wife Jezebel the daughter of Eth-baal king of the Zido- 


nians, and went and served Baal, and worshipped him. And : 


he erected an altar unto Baal, in the house of Baal, which he 
built im Samaria. And Ahab made an image of Ashera. 
And Ahab did more to provoke Jehovah the God of Israel 
to anger, than all the kings of Israel that were before him. 
In his days Hiel the Bethelite rebuilt Jericho; in Abiram 
his first-born he laid its foundations, and in Segub his 
youngest son he set up its gates, according to the word of 


Jehovah, which he spake by Joshua the son of Nun. 


CHAP. XVIf.—And Elijah the Tishbite, who was one of 
the sojourners in Gilead, said unto Ahab, “As Jehovah the 
God of Israel liveth, before whom I stand, there shall neither 
be dew nor rain these years, but according to my word.” 
And the word of Jehovah came unto him, saying, ‘ Depart 
henee, and turn thee castward ; and hide thyself by the brook 
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Cherith, which is in front of the Jordan: and it shall be, 4 


that thon shalt drink of the brook; and I have commanded 
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5 the ravens to feed thee there.” And he went and did accord- 
ing to the word of Jehovah; for he went and dwelt by the 
6 brook Cherth, which is in front of the Jordan. And the 
ravens brought him bread and flesh im the morning, and 
bread and flesh in the evening; and he drank of the brook. 
7 And it came to pass, after a while, that the brook dried up, 
s because there had been no rain in the land. And the 
9 word of Jehovah came unto him, saying, “ Arise, get thee 
to Zarephath, which belongeth to Zidon, and dwell there ; 
behold, I have commanded a widow woman there to sus- 
10 tain thee”? And he arose and went to Zarephath. And 
when he came to the gate of the city, behold, a widow 
woman was there gathering sticks: and he called unto her and 
said, “ Fetch me, I pray thee, a little water in a vessel, that 
I may drink.””? And as she was going to fetch it, he called 
unto her, and said, “Bring me, I pray thee, a morsel of 
bread in thine hand.” And she said, “As Jehovah thy God 
liveth, I have not a cake, but a handful of meal in a pitcher, 
and a little oil in a cruse; and behold Iam gathering two or 
three sticks, that I may go in and dress it for me and my 
13 son, that we may eat it, and die”? And Elijah said unto 
her, ‘ Fear not; go and do as thou hast said: but make me 
thercof a little cake first, and bring it unto me; and after- 
wards make for thee and for thy son. For thus saith Je- 
hovah the God of Israel; ‘The pitcher of meal shall not fail, 
and the cruse of oil shall not waste, until the day that Je- 
hovah sendeth rain upon the earth.’”? And she went and did 
according to the word of Elijah; and she, and he, and her 
i6 house, did eat many days. ‘The pitcher of meal failed not, 
neither did the cruse of oil waste; according to the word of 
Jehovah, which he spake by Eljah. 
17 «And it came to pass after these things, that the son of the 
woman, the mistress of the house, fell sick; and his sick- 
18 ness was so sore that there was no breath left in him. And 
she said unto Elijah, “‘ What have I to do with thee, O thou 
man of God? Art thou come to me to call my sin to remem- 
brance, and to slay my son?”? And he said unto her, “ Give 
me thy son.’ And he took him out of her bosom, and 
carried him up into the upper chamber where he abode, and 
20 laid him upon his own bed. And he cried unto Jehovah, and 
said, “OQ Jehovah my God, hast thou also brought evil upon 
a1 the widow with whom I sojourn, by slaying her son?” And 
he stretched himself upon the child three times, and cried

unto Jehovah, and said, ““O Jehovah my God, I pray thee 
Iet this ehild’s life eome into him again.” And Jehovah 22 
heard the voice of Ehjah; and the child’s hfe eame mto him 
again, and he revived. And Elijah took the child, and 
brought him down out of the upper chamber into the house, 
and delivered him unto his mother: and Elijah said, ‘See, 
thy son liveth’? And the woman said unto Elijah, “ Now I 24 
know that thou art a man of God, and that the word of Jc- 
hovah is m thy mouth of a truth.”

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CHAP. XVIII.—And it eame to pass after many days, 
that the word of Jehovah came to Ehjah in the third year, 
saying, “Go, shew thyself unto Ahab, and I will send rain 
upon the earth.’ And Elijah went to shew himself unto 
Ahab. And the famine was sore in Samaria. And Ahab 
ealled Obadiah who was over his household. (Now Obadiah 
feared Jehovah greatly : and it eame to pass, that when Jeze- 
bel cut off the prophets of Jehovah, Obadiah took an hundred 
prophets, and hid them by fifty in a eave, and fed them with 
bread and water.) And Ahab said unto Obadiah, “ Go into 
the land, unto all the fountains of water, and unto all the 
brooks ; peradventure we may find grass to save the horses 
and the mules alive, that we lose not all the beasts.’”? So 
they divided the land between them to pass throughout it: 
Ahab went one way by himself, and Obadiah went another 
way by himself. And as Obadiah was in the way, behold, 
Elijah met him; and he knew him, and fell on his faee and 
said, “ Art thou my lord Elijah?”? And he said unto him, s 
“Tam. Go, tell thy lord, ‘Behold, Eliyah zs here.’’? And 9 
he said “ What have I sinned, that thou wouldst dehver thy 
servant into the hand of Ahab, to eause me to be put to 
death? As Jehovah thy God liveth, there is no nation or king- 10 
dom to whieh my lord hath not sent to seek thee ; and when 
they said ‘ He is not here,’ he caused that kingdom or nation 
to swear that they had not found thee: and now thou sayest, 11 
‘Go tell thy lord, Behold, Ehjah is here. And it shall come 12 
to pass, that as soon as I am gone from thee, the spirit of 
Jehovah will earry thee, J know not whither; and when | 
come and tell Ahab, and he cannot find thee, he {will slay 
me: though thy servant hath feared Jehovah from his youth. 
Was it not told unto my lord what I did when Jezcbel slew 13 
the prophets of Jehovah? how I hid an hundred men of the 
prophets of Jehovah by fifty in a cave, and fed them with 
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14 bread and water? And now thou sayest ‘Go tell thy lord, 
is Behold, Elijah is here, that he may slay me!” And Ehjah 
said, “As Jehovah of hosts liveth, before whom I stand, I 
16 will surely shew myself unto him this day.”? So Obadiah 
went to meet Ahab, and told him; and Ahab went to meet 
17 Elijah. And it came to pass, when Ahab saw Ehjah, that 
Ahab said unto him, “ Art thou he that troubleth Israel ?” 
is And he said, “I have not troubled Israel, but thou and thy 
father’s house; in that ye have forsaken the commandments 
of Jehovah, and that thou hast resorted unto the images of 
19 Baal. Now therefore send, and gather unto me all Israel to 
Mount Carmel, and the four hundred and fifty prophets of 
Baal, and the four hundred prophets of Ashera, who eat at 
20 Jezcbel’s table.”” So Ahab sent unto all the children of Israel, 
aud gathered the prophets together unto Mount Carmel. 
21 And Ehjah drew nigh unto all the people, and said, “ Tow 
long do ye limp between two opimons? If Jehovah be God, 
follow him; but if Baal, then follow him.” And the people 
92 answered him not a word. And Elijah said unto the people, 
“TJ, even I only, remain, a prophet of Jehovah; but the 
23 prophets of Baal are four hundred and fifty men. Let them 
therefore give us two bullocks; and let them choose one bul- 
lock for themselves, and cut it in pieces, and lay it on wood, 
and put no fire under it; and I will prepare the other bul- 
21 lock, and lay it on wood, and put no fire wader if: and ye 
shall call on the name of your god, and I will call on the 
name of Jehovah ; and the God that answereth by fire, let 
him be God.” And all the people answered and said, “ It 
25 is well spoken.” And Elijah said unto the prophets of Baal, 
“Choose you one bulloek for yourselves, and prepare it first, 
for ye are many; and call on the name of your god; but 
26 put no fire under it.’ And they took the bullock which was 
eiven them, and they prepared it, and called on the name of 
Baal from morning even until noon, saying, O Baal, answer 
us!” But there was no voice, nor any that answered. And 
97 they danced beside the altar which they had made. And it 
came to pass at noon, that Elijah mocked them, and said, 
“Cry with a loud voice, for he isa god! Bither he 1s talking, 
or he has stepped aside, or he is on a journey, or peradventure 
2s he is asleep, and must be awakened!’ And they cried with 
a loud voice, and cut themselves after their manner, with 
knives and lancets, till their blood gushed out upon them. 
29 And it came to pass, when mid-day was past, that they pro- 
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phesied until the time of the evening saerifice; but there 
was neither voice, nor any to answer, nor any that regarded. 

And Tihjah said unto all the people, “Come near unto 30 
me.” And all the people came near unto him. And he re- 
paired the altar of Jehovah which was broken down. And 31 
Elijah took twelve stones, according to the number of the tribes 
of the sons of Jacob, unto whom the word of Jehovah eame, 
saying, “Israel shall be thy name;” and with the stones he 32 
built an altar, in the name of Jehovah. And he madea trench 
about the altar, as large as would contain two measures of secd. 
And he put the wood in order, and cut the bullock in pieces, 33 
and laid him on the wood; and said, “ Fill four pitchers with 34 
water, and pour it on the burnt-offering, and on the wood.” 
And they did so. And he said “ Do it the second time.” 
And they did it the second time. And he said, “Do it 
the third time.” And they did it the third time. And the 35 
water ran round about the altar; and the trench also was 
filled with water. And it came to pass, at the time of the 36 
offering of the evening sacrifice, that Ehjah the prophet caine 
near, and said, “‘O Jehovah, God of Abraham, of Isaac, and 
of Israel, let it be known this day that thou art God in Is- 
rael, and that I am thy servant, and that I have done all 
these things at thy word. Answer me, O Jehovah, answer 37 
me! that this people may know that thou, O Jehovah, art 
God; and that thou mayest turn their heart back unto thyself 
again.” hen the fire of Jehovah fell, and eonsumed the 3s 
burnt-offering, and the wood, and the stones, and the cust, 
and licked up the water that was m the trench. And when 39 
all the people saw it, they fell on their faces, and said, “ Je- 
hovah, he is God! Jehovah, he is God!” And Elijah said 4o 
unto them, “ Seize the prophets of Baal; let not one of them 
escape.” And they seized them: and Ehyjah brought them 
down to the brook Kishon, and slew them there. 

And Elijah said unto Ahab, “ Go up, eat and drink: for 41 
there is a sound of abundance of rain.”? So Ahab went up 42 
to eat and to drink. And Elijah went up to the top of 
Carmel ; and he cast himself down upon the earth, and put 
his face between his knees, and said to his servant, ‘ Go up 43 
now, look toward the sea’? And he went up and looked, 
and said, “There is nothing.” And he said “Go again ;” 
and thus he did seven times. And it came to pass at the 44 
seventh time that he said, “ Behold, there ariscth a little 
cloud out of the sea, like a man’s hand.” And he said, ‘Go 
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up and say unto Ahab, ‘Prepare thy chariot, and get thee 
45 down, that the rain stop thee not.’” And it came to pass 
in the mean while, that the heaven was black with clouds 
and wind, and there was a great rain. And Ahab rode, and 
46 went to Jezreel. And the hand of Jchovah was on Elijah ; 
and he girded up his loins, and ran before Ahab to the en- 
trance of Jezrecl. 


1 CHAP. XIX.—And Ahab told Jezebel all that Elijah 
had done, and how he had slain all the prophets with the 
sword. Then Jezebel sent a messenger unto Elijah, saying, 
“So let the gods do unto me, and more also, if I make not 
thy life as the life of one of them, by tomorrow at this time.” 
And when he saw that, he arose and fled for his hfe, and 
eame to Beersheba which belongeth to Judah; and he left 
his servant there. And he himself went a day’s journey 
into the wilderness, and came and sat down under a shrub of 
broom, and earnestly entreated that he might die. And he 
said, “It is enough! Now, O Jehovah, take away my life, 
for I ain not better than my fathers.’ And as he lay and 
slept under a shrub of broom, behold, an angel touched him, 
and said unto him, “ Arise and eat.” And he looked, and, 
behold, there was a cake baked upon the coals, and a cruse 
of water at his head. And he did cat and drink; and laid 
himself down again. And the angel of Jehovah came again 
the second time, and touched him, and said, “ Arise and eat, 
because the journey is too great for thee.’ And _ he arose, 
and did cat and drink ; and he went, in the strength of that 
meat, forty days and forty mghts, unto Horeb, the mount of 
9 God. And there he entered into a eave, and lodged therein. 

And, behold, the word of Jehovah came to him, and said unto 
10 him, ‘ What dost thou here, Elijah ?” And he said, “ TI have 
been very zealous for Jehovah the God of hosts: for the 
children of Isracl have forsaken thy covenant, thrown down 
thine altars, and slam thy prophets with the sword: and I, 
even I only, am left; and they seck my life to take it away.” 
And he said, “Come forth, and stand upon the mount before 
Jehovah, for, behold, Jchovah passcth by.” And a great and 
strong wind rent the mountains, and brake in pieces the rocks 
before Jehovah ; but Jehovah was not m the wind: and after 
the wind an earthquake ; but Jehovah was not in the earth- 
i2 quake; and after the carthquake a fire; but Jehovah was 
13 not m the fire: and after the fire a still small voice. And 
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it came to pass when Ehjah heard it, that he wrapped his face 
in his mantle, and went out, and stood in the entrance to the 
eave. And behold, there came a voice unto him, and said, 
‘What dost thou here, Ehjah??? And he said, “I have 
been very zealous for J ehovah the God of hosts: because the 
children of Israel have forsaken thy covenant, thrown down 
thine altars, and slain thy prophets with the sword: and I, 
even I only, am left; and they seek my life to take it away.” 
And Jehovah said unto him, “Go, return on thy way to the 
wilderness of Damascus : and when thou art come, anoint 
Hazacl to be king over Syria; and Jchu the son of Nimshi 16 
shalt thou anoint to be king over Israel ; and Ehsha the son of 
Shaphat of Abel-mcholah shalt thou anoint to be prophet in 
thy room. And it shall come to pass, that him that escapeth 
the sword of Hazae!, Jehu shall slay; and him that cscapeth 
from the sword of Jehu. Elisha shall slay. And I have left 1s 
unto me seven ANH SOTE mm Israel, none of whose knees have 
bowed unto Baal, and whose moutlis have not kissed hin.” 

And he departed thence, and found Lhsha the son of 19 
Shaphat, who was ploughing with twelve yoke of oxen before 
him, and he with the twelfth : and Ehjah passed by hnn, and 
cast his mantle upon him. And he left the oxen, and ran 20 
after Elijah, and said, ‘ Let me, I pray thee, kiss my father 
and my mother, and then I will follow thee2’ And ‘he said 
Mpto. Limi Go back again, for what have I done unto 
thee °” And he returned back from him, and took the yoke 21 
of oxen and slew them, and boiled their flesh with the ox-gear, 
and gave unto the people, and they did eat. And he arose, 
and went after Hlyah, and ministered unto him. 
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CHAP. XX.—And Ben-hadad the king of Syria gathered 
all his host together ; and there were thirty-two kings with 
him, and horses and chariots; and he went up and besieged 
Samaria, and warred against it. And he sent messengers 
to Ahab king of Israel into the city, and said unto him, 
«Thus saith Ben-hadad: ‘Thy silver and thy gold are mine; 
thy wives also and thy children, even the goodhiest of them, 
are mine.” And the king of Thal answered and said, “ My 
lord, O king, it 1s even according to thy word; Iam thine, 
and all that I have.” And the messengers caine again, and 
said, “Thus saith Ben-hadad ; Although I have sent unto 
thee, saying, ‘Thou shalt deliver unto me thy silver, and thy 
cold, and thy wives, and thy children, yet I will send my 6 
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servants unto thee tomorrow at this time, and they shall 
search thine house, and the houses of thy servants; and it 
shall come to pass, that whatsoever is pleasant in thine eyes, 
they shall take it in their hand, and earry it away.” And 
the king of Israel called all the elders of the land, and said, 
“Mark, I pray you, and see how this man seeketh my de- 
struction: for he sent unto me for my wives, and for my 
children, and for my silver, and for my gold; and I withheld 
them not from him.” And all the elders and all the people 
said unto him, “ Hearken not unto him, nor consent.” So 
he said unto the messengers of Ben-hadad, “Say unto my 
lord the king, ‘All that thou didst demand of thy servant 
first, Twill do: but this thing [ may not do.’””? And the mes- 
sengers departed, and brought him the answer back. And 
Ben-hadad sent unto him, and said, “So may the gods do unto 
me, and more also, if the dust of Samaria will suffice for hand- 
fuls for all the people that follow me.” And the king of Is- 
rae] answered and said, “ Say unto him, ‘Let not him that 
eirdeth on his armour, boast himself as he that putteth it 
off” ”? And it came to pass when Ben-hadad heard this mes- 
sage, as he was dmnking, he and the kings in the pavihons, 
that he said unto his servants, “ Set ¢he host in array.’ And 
they set ¢hem in array against the city. And behold there 
came a prophet unto Ahab kme of Israel, saying, “Thus 
saith Jehovah, ‘ Hast thou seen allthis great multitude ? Be- 
hold, I will deliver it into thy hand this day, and thou shalt 
know that Tam Jehovah.’’’? And Ahab said, “ By whom ?” 
And he said, “ Thus saith Jehovah, ‘ Even by the young men 
of the princes of the provinces.’ ” Then he sad, ‘ Who 


5 shall begin the battle?” And he said, “ Thou.” Then he 


numbered the young men of the princes of the provinces ; 
and they were two hundred and thirty-two: and after them 
he nunibered all the people, even all the children of Israel, 
being seven thousand. And they went out at noon. But 
Ben-hadad was drinking himself drunk, im the pavilions, he 
and the kings, even the thirty-two kings that helped him, 
And the young men of the princes of the provinces went out 
first. Now Ber hadad had sent out scouts; and they told 
him saying “ There are men come out of Samana.’ And he 
said, “ Whether they be come out for peace, take them alive, 
or whether they be eome out for war, take them alive.” So 
these young men of the princes of the provinees came 
out of the city, and the army which followed them. And 
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they slew every one his man: andthe Syrians fled, and Israel 
pursued them: and Ben-hadad the king of Syria escaped on 

a horse, with his horsenten. And the king of Israel went 21 
out, and sinote the horses and chariots, and slew the Syrians 
vith a great slaughter. 

And the prophet came to the king of Israel, and said 22 
unto him, “Up and be active, and consider, and see what 
thou onghtest to do; for at the return of the year the king 
of Syria will come against thee.’ And the servants of the 23 
king of Syria said unto him, “ Their God is the God of the 
hills; therefore they were stronger than we: but let us fight 
against them in the plain, and see if we be not stronger than 
they. But do this thing: Take the kings away, every man 24 
out of his place, and put captains im their room; and 25 
muster thee an army, like the army which thon hast lost, 
horse for horse, and chariot for chariot: and we will fight 
against them im the plain, and sce if we be not stronger 
than they.” And he hearkened unto their voice, and did so. 
And it came to pass at the return of the year, that Ben- 26 
hadad mustered the Syrians, and went up to Aphek to fight 
against Israel. And the children of Israel were mustered, 27 
and supplied with provisions, and marched against them. 
And the children of Isracl encamped before them hke two 
or three little flocks of kids: but the Syrians filled the land. 
And there came a man of God and spake unto the king of 
Israel, and said, “ Thus saith Jehovah : ‘ Because the Syrians 
have said, Jehovah is the God of the hills but not the God 
of the valleys, therefore I will deliver all this great multi- 
tude into thine hand, that ye may know that I am Jeho- 
vah.” And they encamped over against each other seven 29 
days: and it came to pass, that, on the seventh day they 
engaged in close battle; and the children of Israel slew of 
the Syrians an hundred thousand footmen in one day. And 30 
they that were left fled to Aphek, into the city ; and a wall 
fell upon twenty-seven thousand of the men that were left. 
And Ben-hadad fled, and came into the city, into an mner 
chamber. 

And his servants said unto him, “ Behold now we have 31 
heard that the kings of the house of Isracl are merciful 
kings: let us, we pray thee, put sackcloth on our loins, and 
halters about our necks, and go out to the king of Israel: 
peradventure he will spare thy life.” So they girded sack- 32 
cloth on their loins, aud put halters on their necks, and came

I. KINGS, XXI. 155 


to the kmg of Israel, and said, “Thy servant Ben-hadad 
saith, ‘I pray thee spare my life’? And he said, “Is 
he yet alive? He is my brother!?? And the men took i 
for an omen; and they made haste to get it declared if 
this were his intent; and they said, “Is Ben-hadad thy 
brother??? And he said, “Go, bring him hither.” Then 
Ben-hadad came forth unto him; and he took him up into 
his chariot. Then Ben-hadad said unto him, “The cities 
which my father took from thy father, I will restore; and 
thou shalt make for thyself open spaces in Damascus, as my 
father did in Samaria.” “Then,” said Ahab, “Twill re- 
lease thee upon this covenant.” So he made a covenant 
with him, and released him. 

And a certain man of the sons of the prophets said unto 
one of his neighbours, by the word of Jehovah, ‘ Smite me, 
I pray thee.” And the man refused to smite him. Then 
said he unto him, “ Because thou hast not obeyed the voice 
of Jehovah, behold, as soon as thou art departed from me, a 
lion shall slay thee.” And as soon as he was departed from 
him, a lion met him, and slew him. Then he met another 
man, and said, “Smite me, I pray thee.’ And the man 
smote him severely, and wounded him. And the prophet 
departed, and waited for the king in the way, and disguised 
himsclf with a bandage over his eyes. And as the king 
passed by, he cried unto the king and said, “ Thy servant 
went out into the midst of the battle; and, behold, a man 
stepped aside, and brought a man unto me, and said, ‘ Keep 
this man; and if by any means he be missing, then shall 
thy life be for his life, or else thou shalt pay a talent of 
silver? And as thy servant was busy here and there, he was 
gone.” And the king of Israel said unto him, “ Hven so 
shall thy sentence be: thyself hast pronounced it.” And 
he made haste, and took the bandage from over his eyes ; 
and the king of Israel discerned him that he was one of the 
prophets. And he said unto him: “Thus saith Jehovah ; 
‘Because thou hast Iet go out of thy hand a man whom I 
appointed to utter destruction, therefore thy life shall go for 
his life, and thy people for his people’ ” And the king of 
Israel went to his house heavy and displeased ; and he came 
to Samaria. 


CHAP. XXI.—And it came to pass after these things, 
that Naboth the Jezreelite had a vincyard, which was in 
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Jezreel, hard by the palace of Ahab king of Samana. And 
Ahab spake unto Naboth, saying, “Give me thy vineyard 
that I may have it for a garden of herbs, because it is near 
unto my house; and I will give thee for it a better vine- 
yard than it; or if it seem good in thine eyes, I will give 
thee the worth of it in money.” And Naboth said unto 
Ahab, “ Jehovah forbid that I should give the inheritance of 
my fathers unto thee.’ And Ahab came into his house, 
heavy and displeased, because of the word which Naboth the 
Jezreelite had spoken unto him; for he had said, “ I will not 
eive unto thee the inheritance of my fathers.” And he laid 
him down upon his bed, and turned away his face, and would 
eat no bread. And Jezebel his wife came to him, and said 
unto him, “ Why is thy spivit so sad that thou catest no 
bread?” And he said unto her, “ Because I spake unto 
Naboth the Jezreelite, and said unto him, ‘ Give me thy vine- 
yard for money, or else, if it please thee, I will give thee 
another vineyard for it;’ and he said, ‘I will not give thee 
my vineyard.’” And Jezebel his wife said unto him, “ Dost 
thou now bear the rule over Israel? Arise and eat bread, and 
let thine heart be merry: I will give thee the vineyard of 
Naboth the Jezreelite.”’ So she wrote letters in Ahab’s name, 
and sealed them with his seal, and sent the letters unto the 
elders and the nobles that were in his city, dwelling with 
Naboth. And she wrote in the letters, saying, “ Proclaim a 
fast, and sct Naboth on high among the people; and set up 
two vile men before him, to bear witness against him, saying, 
‘Thou didst blaspheme God and the king:’ and then carry 
him out, and stone him that he may die.” And the men 
of his city, even the elders and the nobles who dwelt in 
his city, did as Jezebel had sent unto them, and as it was 
written in the letters whieh she had sent unto them. They 
proclaimed a fast, and set Naboth on high among the people. 
And there came in two vile men and sat before him; and 
the vile men witnessed against him, even against Naboth, 
in the presence of the people, saying, ‘‘ Naboth did blas- 
pheme God and the king.” Then they carried him forth out 
of the city, and stoned him with stones, that he died. Then 
they sent word to Jezebel, saying, “‘ Naboth is stoned, and 1s 
dead.” And it came to pass, when Jezebcl heard that Na- 
both was stoned, and was dead, that Jezebel said to Ahab, 
‘ Arise, take possession of the vineyard of Naboth the Jez- 
reclite, which he refused to give unto thee for moucy: for 
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16 Naboth is not alive, but dead.” And it came to pass, when 
Abab heard that Naboth was dead, that Ahab rose up to go 
down to the vineyard of Naboth the Jezreclite, to take pos- 

17 session of it. And the word of Jehovah came to Ehjah the 

is Tishbite, saying, “ Arise, go down to meet Ahab king of Is- 
rael, who is im Samaria: behold, he is in the vineyard of 
Naboth, to which he is gone down to take possession of it. 

19 And thou shalt speak unto him, saying, ‘ Thus saith Jehovah ; 
Hast thou killed, and also taken possession ?? And thou shalt 
speak unto him, saying, ‘ Thus saith Jehovah; In the place 
where the dogs licked the blood of Naboth, shall dogs lick 

20 thy blood, even thine.”” And Ahab said to Elijah, “ Hast 
thou found me, O mine enemy?” And he said, “TI have 
found thee. Because thou hast sold thyself to work that 

21 which is evilin the sight of Jehovah, behold, I will bring 
evil upon thee; and I will utterly consume thy posterity ; 
yea I will cut off from Ahab every male of his offspring, 

22 young child and grown man in Israel; and I will make 
thy house like the house of Jeroboam the son of Nebat, 
and like the house of Baasha the son of Ahijah, because 
of the provocation wherewith thou hast provoked me to 

23 anger, and made Isracl to sin.” And of Jezebel also 
Jehovah: spake, saying, “The dogs shall eat Jezebel in the 

21 ditch of Jezreel. Him that dicth of Ahab in the city, the 
dogs shall eat; and him that dieth in the field, the birds 
of the air shall eat. Surely there hath been none like 

25 unto Ahab, who hath sold himself to do that which is evil 
in the sight of Jehovah, to whatsoever his wife Jezebel hath 

26 urged himon. And he hath done very abominably, in follow- 
ing idols, aceording to all that the Amorites did, whom Jehovah 

27 cast out before the children of Isracl.”? And it came to pass, 
when Ahab heard those words, that he rent his elothes, and 
put sackeloth upon his flesh, and fasted, and lay in sackcloth, 

as and walked slowly zn sadness. And the word of Jehovah 
came to Ehjah the Tishbite, saying, “Seest thou how Ahab 
hath humbled himself before me? Because he hath hum- 
bled himself before me, I will not bring the evil in his 
days: but in his son’s days, I will brmg the evil upon his 
house.” 


1 CHAP. XXIJ—And they continued at peace three years : 
2 there was no war between Syria and Israel. And it came 
to pass in the third year, that Jehoshaphat the king of 
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Judah came down to the king of Israel. And the king of 3 
Israel had said unto his servants, “ Know ye that Ramoth in 
Gilead is ours, and we remain quiet, and take it not out of 
the hand of the king of Syria??? And he said unto Jehosha- 4 
phat, “ Wilt-thou go with me to battle, to Ramoth-gilead ?”” 
And Jehoshaphat said unto the king of Israel, ‘“ T am even as 
thyself: my people are as thy people, and my horses as thy 
horses.” And Jehoshaphat said unto the king of Israel, 
“Enquire, I pray thee, this day, the word of Jehovah.” And 
the king of Israel gathered the prophets together, about four 
hundred men, and said unto them, “Shall I go against 
Ramoth-gilead to battle, or shall I forbear?” And they 
said, “Go up; for the Lord will deliver it into the hand of 
the king.” And Jehoshaphat said, “Is there not here a7 
prophet of Jehovah besides, that we may enquire of him ?” 
And the king of Israel said unto Jehoshaphat, ‘‘ There is yet 
one man, by whom we may enquire of Jehovah: but I hate 
him ; for he doth not prophesy good concerning me, but evil : 
Mieaiah the son of Imlah.”” And Jehoshaphat said, “ Let not 
the king say so.” Then the king of Israel called an officer < 
and said, “ Hasten dither Micaiah the son of Inlah.’ And 10 
the king of Israel and Jehoshaphat the king of Judah sat cach 
on his throne, having put on their robes, in the open space 
at the entrance of the gate of Samaria; and all the prophets 
prophesied before them. And Zedekiah the son of Chenaa- 
nah made unto himself horns of iron; and he said, “ Thus 
saith Jehovah: ‘ With these shalt thou gore the Syrians, until 
thou have destroyed them utterly.”” And all the prophets 
prophesied in hike manner, saying, ‘Go up to Ramoth-gilead 
and prosper : for Jehovah will deliver it into the king’s hand.” 
And the messenger that was gone to call Micajah spake unto 
him, saying, “ Behold now, the words of the prophets declare 
good unto the king, with one accord; Iet thy word, I pray 
thee, be like the word of one of them, and speak that which 
is good.” And Micaiah said, “As Jehovah liveth, whatso- 14 
ever Jehovah saith unto me, that will I speak.” And he came 15 
to the king. And the king said unto him, “ Micaiah, shall 
we go against Ramoth-gilead to battle, or shall we forbear ?” 
And he said unto him, “Go and prosper; for Jehovah will 
deliver it into the hand of the kmg!” And the king said 16 
unto him, ‘ How many times shall I adjure thee that 
thou tell me nothing but that which is true, in the name 
of Jchovah?’? And he said, “I saw all Isracl scattered 17 
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upon the hills, as sheep that have not a shepherd; and 
Jehovah said, ‘These have no master; let them return every 
man to his house in peace.’”” And the king of Israel said 
unto Jehoshaphat, “Did I not tell thee that he would pro- 
phesy no good concerning me, but evil?” And he said, 
“ Hear thou therefore the word of Jehovah, I saw Jehovah 
sitting on his throne, and all the host of heaven standing by 


20 him, on his right hand and on his left. And Jehovah said, 


‘Who will persuade Ahab to go up, that he may fall at Ra- 
moth-gilead ?* And one said on this manner, and another 
on that. And there came forth a spirit, and stood before 
Jehovah, and said, ‘I will persuade him.’ And Jehovah said 
unto him ‘ How?? And he said ‘I will go forth, and I will 
be a lying spirit in the mouth of all his prophets.? And he 
said, ‘Thou shalt persuade Aim, and prevail also: go forth 


s and do so.” Now therefore, behold, Jehovah hath put a lying 


spit in the mouth of all these thy prophets; for Jehovah 
hath spoken evil concerning thee.’”? And Zedekiah the son of 
Chenaanah drew near, and smote Micaiah on the check, and 
said, ‘Which way went the spirit of Jehovah from me to 


5 speak unto thee?” And Micaiah said, “ Behold, thou shalt 


see, in that day when thou shalt go into an inner chamber to 


26 hide thyself?’ And the king of Israel said, “‘ Take Micaiah, 


and carry him back unto Amon the governor of the city, and 
to Joash the king’s son, and say, ‘Thus saith the king; put 
this fellow in prison, and feed him with bread of affliction and 
water of affliction, until I come in peace.””? And Miecaiah 
said, “Jf thou return at all in peace, Jchovah hath not 
spoken by me.’’ And he said, ‘ Hearken, O my people, 
every one of you.” 

So the king of Israel and Jehoshaphat king of Judah 
went up to hamoth-gilead. And the king of Israel said unto 
Jehoshaphat, “TI will disguise myself, and enter into the 
battle ; but do thou wear thine own apparel.” And the king 
of Israel disguised himself, and went into the battle. But 
the king of Syria commanded his thirty-two captains who had 
rule over his chariots, saying, “ Fight neither with small nor 
ereat, save only with the king of Isracl.” And it eame to 
pass, when the captains of the chariots saw Jehoshaphat, that 
they said, “Surely it is the king of Israel.” And they 
turned aside to fight against him: and Jehoshaphat ened out 


33 for aid. And it came to pass, when the captains of the 


chariots perecived that it was not the king of Israel, that 
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they turned back from pursuing him. And a certam man 31 
drew a bow in fair fight, and smote the king of Israel be- 
tween the joints of his armour: and he said unto his chario- 
teer, ‘ Turn thine hand, and carry me out of the host; for I 
am wounded.” And the battle was hot that day; and the 3s 
king was propped up in his chariot, facing the Syrians; and 
he died at even-tide ; and the blood ran out of the wound 
into the midst of the chariot. And about the going down of 36 
the sun, a cry passed through the host, saying, ‘f Kvery man 
to his own city, and every man to his own land!” And the 37 
king died, and was brought to Samaria ; and they buned the 
king in Samaria. And the chariot was washed 1n the pool of 3s 
Samaria, and the dogs licked up his blood; (and they also 
washed his armour ;) according to the word of Jehovah which 
he spake. 

And the rest of the acts of Ahab, and all that he did, and 39 
the ivory house that he built, and all the cities that he built, 
are they not written in the book of the Annals of the Kings 
of Israel? And Ahab slept with his fathers; and his son 40 
Ahaziah reigned in his stead. 


And Jehoshaphat the son of Asa began to reign over Judah 41 
in the fourth year of Ahab king of Israel. Jehoshaphat was 42 
thirty-five years old when he began to reign: and he reigned 
twenty-five years in Jerusalem. And his mother’s name was 
Azubah, the daughter of Shilhi. And he walked in all the 4s 
ways of Asa his father; he turned not aside from them, doing 
that which was right in the sight of Jehovah. Nevertheless 41 
the high places were not taken away ; the people offered saeri- 
fice and burned incense still upon the high places. And 45 
Jehoshaphat made peace with the king of Israel. 

And the rest of the acts of Jehoshaphat, and his might 46 
that he shewed, and how he warred, are they not written in 
the book of the Annals of the Kings of Judah? And the 47 
remnant of the Sodomites who were left in the days of his 
father Asa, he utterly destroyed out of the land. 

There was then no king in Edom: a prefect was king. 48 

Jehoshaphat made ships of Tarshish, to go to Ophir for 49 
gold: but they went not; for the ships were wrecked at 
Ezion-geber. Then said Ahaziah the son of Ahab unto so 
Jchoshaphat, “ Let my servants go with thy servants in the 
ships.” But Jehoshaphat consented not. 

And Jehoshaphat slept with his fathers, and was buried 51 
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with his fathers in the eity of David his father, and Jehoram 
his son reigned in his stead. 


52 Ahaziah the son of Ahab began to reign over Israel in Sa- 
maria in the seventeenth year of Jehoshaphat king of Judah ; 

53 and he reigned two years over Israel. And he did that which 
was evil in the sight of Jehovah, and walked in the way of 
his father, and in the way of his mother, and in the way of 

54 Jeroboam the son of Nebat, who made Israel to sin. And 
he served Baal, and worshipped him; and provoked Jehovah 
the God of Israel to anger, according to all that his father 
had done.

THE 


SECOND BOOK OF THE KINGS. 


CHAP. I——And Moab rebelled against Isracl after the 
death of Ahab. 

And Ahaziah fell down through a lattice in his upper 
chamber which was in Samaria, and beeame sick; and he 
scnt messengers, and said unto them, “Go inquire of Baal- 
zebub the god of Kkron, whether I shall recover of this 
sickness.” And the angel of Jehovah said to Ehjah the 
Tishbite, “Arise, go up to meet the messengers of the king 
of Samaria, and say unto them, ‘Is it because there is no 
God in Israel, that ye go to inquire of Baal-zebub the god 
of Ekron? Now therefore thus saith Jehovah, Thon shalt 
not come down from the bed on which thou art gone up, 
but shalt surely die”? And Elijah departed. And the mes- 
sengers returned unto him, and he said unto them, “ Why 
are ye turned back ?”? And they said unto him, “ There came 
up a man to meet us, and he said unto us, ‘Go, return unto 
the king that sent you, and say unto him, Thus saith Jehovah, 
Is it because there is no God in Israel, that thou sendest to 
inquire of Baal-zcbub the god of Hkron? Therefore thou 
shalt not come down from the bed on which thou art gone 
up, but shalt surely die’? And he said unto them, “ What 
manner Of man was he who came up to mect you, and spake 
unto you these words?” And they said unto him, “Tle 
was an hairy man, and girt with a girdle of leather about 
his loms.” And he said, “It is Elijah the Tishbite.” 
And he sent unto him a eaptain of fifty with his fifty men. 
And he went up to him; and, behold, he was sitting on the 
top of the mount. And he said unto him, ‘Thou man of 
God, the king hath said, ‘Come down.’”) And Elyah an- 
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swered and said to the captain of fifty, “If 1 be a man of 
God, then fire shall come down from heaven, and consume 
thee and thy fifty men.’ And there came down fire from 
heaven, and consumed him and his fifty men. And again 
he sent unto lim another captain of fifty with his fifty men. 
And he answered and said unto him, “Thou man of God, 
thus hath the king said, ‘Come down quickly.’”? And Eh- 
jah answered and said unto him, “If [ be a man of God, 
fire shall come down from heaven, and consume thee and 
thy fifty men.” And fire came down from heaven, and 
consumed him and his fifty men. And again he sent the 
captain of a third fifty with his fifty men. And the third 
captain of fifty went up, and fell on his knees before Elijah, 
and besought him, and said unto him, “O man of God, let 
my life, I pray thee, and the life of these fifty servants of 
thine, be precious in thy sight. Behold, there came down 
fire from heaven, and consumed the former two captains of 
fifty with their fifties; therefore let my life now be precious 
in thy sight.” And the angel of Jehovah said unto Elijah, 
“Go down with him: be not afraid of him.” And he arose, 
and went down with him unto the king. And he said unto 
him, “Thus saith Jehovah; ‘Forasmuch as thou hast sent 
messengers to mquire of Baal-zebub the god of Ekron, 
is it because there is no God in Israel of whose word thou 
mightest inquire? Therefore thou shalt not come down 
from the bed on which thou hast gone up, but shalt surely 
die.’ ”’ 

So he died, according to the word of Jehovah which Eh- 
jah had spoken. And because he had no son, Jehoram his 
brother reigned in his stead, in the second year of Jehoram 
the son of Jehoshaphat, king of Judah. 

And the rest of the aets of Ahaziah which he did, are 


they not written in the book of the Annals of the Kings of 
Israel ? 


CHAP. I].—And it came to pass, when Jehovah was 
about to take up Ehjah into heaven by a whirlwind, that 
Bhjah went with Elisha from Gilgal. And Elijah said unto 
Khisha, “Tarry here, I pray thee; for Jehovah hath sent me 
to Bethel.’ And Elisha said, “As Jehovah liveth, and as 
thy soul liveth, I will not leave thee.” So they went down 
to Bethel. And the sons of the prophets who were in Bethel 
came forth to Elisha, and said unto him, “ Knowest thou that 
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Jehovah is about to take away thy master from over thy head, 
this day?” And he said, “Yea, I know it; hold ye your 
peace.” And Elijah said unto him, “ Elisha, tarry here, I 
pray thee; for Jehovah hath sent me to Jericho.” And he 
said, “As Jehovah liveth, and as thy soul hveth, Iwill not 
leave thee.’ So they came to Jericho. And the sons of 
the prophets who were in Jericho came to Elisha, and said 
unto him, “Knowest thou that Jehovah is about to take 
away thy master from over thy head, this day?” And he 
said, “ Yea, I know it; hold ye your peace’? And Elijah 
said unto him, “ Tarry here, I pray thee; for Jehovah hath 
sent me to the Jordan.” And he said, “‘ As Jehovah liveth, 
and as thy soul liveth, I will not leave thee.’ And they 
both went on. And fifty men of the sons of the prophets 
went, and stood to view afar off: and they two stood by the 
Jordan. And Elijah took his mantle, and wrapped it toge- 
ther, and smote the waters, and they divided hither and 
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thither; and they both passed over on dry ground. And it 9 


came to pass, when they were gone over, that Elijah said 
unto Elisha, “Ask what I shall do for thee, before I be 
taken away from thee.’ And Elisha said, “I pray thee, let 
a double portion of thy spirit be upon me.” And he said, 
“Thou hast asked a hard thing: nevertheless if thou see me 
when I am taken from thee, it shall be so unto thee; but if 
not, it shall not be so.” And it came to pass, as they still 
went on, and talked, that, behold, there appeared a chariot 
of fire, and horses of fire, and parted them both asunder ; 
and Ehjah went up by a whirlwind into heaven. And 
Elisha saw it, and he ered, “My father, my father! the 
chariot of Israel, and the steeds thereof!?? And he saw him 
no more; and he laid hold on his own garments, and rent 
them into two pieces. And he took up the mantle of Elijah 
which had fallen from him, and went baek, and stood by 
the bank of the Jordan; and he took the mantle of Ehyjah 
which had fallen from him, and he too smote the waters, and 
said, “ Where is Jehovah the God of Eljah?”? And when 
he had smitten the waters, they parted hither and thither, 
and Klisha passed over. And the sons of the prophets who 
were in Jericho on the opposite side saw him, and they said, 
“The spirit of Elijah doth rest on Elisha :” and they came 
to mect him, and bowed themselves to the ground before 
him. And they said unto him, “ Behold now, there are with 
thy servants fifty strong men; let them go, we pray thice, 
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and seek thy master, lest peradventure the spinit of Jehovah 
hath taken him up, and cast him upon some mountain, or 
into some valley.” And he said, “Send not.” And the 
urged him till he was ashamed: and he said, “Send.” And 
they sent fifty men, and they sought three days, but found 
him not. And they eame again to him, for he had tarned 
at Jericho; and he said unto them, “ Did I not say unto you, 
‘Go not ??” 

And the men of the eity said unto Elisha, “ Behold, we 
pray thee, the situation of this city 1s pleasant, as my lord 
seeth ; but the water is bad, and the soil barren.”? And 
he said, “ Bring me a new eruse, and put salt therein.” And 
they brought it to him. And he went forth unto the source 
of the waters, and east the salt in there, and said, “Thus 
saith Jehovah, ‘I have healed these waters; there shall not 
be thenee any more death, or barrenness of soil.’ And the 
waters were healed until this day, aceording to the saying 
of Klisha which he spake. 

And he went up thence unto Bethel; and as he was going 
up by the way, there came forth little children out of the eity, 
and mocked him, and said unto him, “Go up, thou bald 
head! Go up, thou bald head !”? And he turned back, and 
looked on them, and cursed them in the name of Jehovah ; 
and there came forth two she-bears out of the wood, and 
tore in pieces forty and two children of them. And thence 
he went to mount Carmel; and thence he returned to 
Samaria. 


CHAP. III.—And Jehoram the son of Ahab began to 
reign over Israel in Samaria in the eighteenth year of Jcho- 
shaphat king of Judah; and he reigned twelve years: and 
he did that which was evil in the sight of Jehovah, yet not 
like his father, nor like his mother: for he put away the 
image of Baal which his father had made. Nevertheless he 
clave unto the sins of Jeroboam the son of Nebat, who made 
Israel to sin; he departed not from them. 

And Mesha king of Moab was a flock-master; and he 
rendered unto the king of Israel an hundred thousand lambs 
and an hundred thousand rams; ¢hat is to say, the wool of 
them. But it eame to pass, when Ahab was dead, that the 


6 king of Moab rebelled against the king of Isracl. And king 


Jehoram went out of Samaria at that time, and mustered all 


7 Israel. And he went and sent to Jehoshaphat the king of 
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Judah, saying, “The king of Moab hath rebelled against 
me: wilt thou go with me against Moab to battle?” And 
he said, “I will go up; I am as thou art; my people as 
thy people, and my horses as thy horses.” And he said, 
‘Which way shall we go up?” And he answered, “ By the 
way of the wilderness of Edom.” So the king of Israel 
weut, and the king of Judah, and the king of Edom; and 
they made a cireuit of seven days’ journey; and there was 
no water for the host, nor for the cattle that followed them. 
And the king of Israel said, “ Alas! that Jehovah should 
have summoned these three kings, to deliver them into the 
hand of Moab!”? But Jehoshaphat said, “ Is there here no 
prophet of Jehovah, by whom we may inquire of Jehovah ?” 
And one of the king of Israel’s servants answered and said, 
“‘ Blisha the son of Shaphat, who poured water on the hands 
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of Elijah, is here.” And Jehoshaphat said, “The word of 12 


Jehovah is with him.” So the kmg of Israel, and Jeho- 
shaphat, and the king of Edom, went down to him. And 
Elisha said unto the king of Israel, ‘‘ What have I to do 
with thee? Go thou to the prophets of thy father, and the 
prophets of thy mother.” And the king of Israel said unto 
him, “ Nay; for Jehovah hath summoned these three kings, 
to deliver them into the hand of Moab.” And Elisha said, 
“ As Jehovah of hosts liveth, before whom I stand, were it 
not that I reverence Jehoshaphat the king of Judah, I would 
not lock toward thee, nor see thee: but bring me now a 
minstrel”’? And it came to pass, when the minstrel played, 
that the hand of Jchovah eame upon him, And he said, 
‘Thus saith Jehovah, ‘Make this valley full of ditches :’ 
for thus saith Jehovah, ‘Ye shall not sce wind, neither 
shall ye see rain, yet that valley shall be filied with water, 
that ye may drink, both ye and your cattle, and your beasts.’ 
And this is but a light thing in the sight of Jehovah; he 
will deliver the Moabites also into your hand: and ye shall 
smite every fenced eity, and every choice city, and shall fell 
every good tree, and stop all the wells of water, and mar 
every good piece of Jand with stones.’ And it came to pass 
in the morning, at the hour of offermg up the sacrifice, 
that behold there eame water by the way of Kdom, and the 
country was filled with water. 
And when all the Moabites heard that the kings were 
come to fight against them, they gathered all that were of 
an age to put on armour, and upward, and stood upon the 
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22 border. And they rose up carly in the morning, and the sun 
shone upon the water; and the Moalntes saw the water on 
23 the other side red as blood. And they said, “ This is blood ; 
the kings are surely slain; and they have smitten one an- 
2s other: now therefore, Moab to the spoil!?? And when they 
came to the camp of Israel, the Israchtes rose up and smote 
the Moabites, so that they fled before them; and they went 
25 among them, smiting the Moabites. And they beat down the 
cities; and on every good piece of land, every man cast his 
stone, and filledit ; and they stopped all the wells of water, 
and felled all the good trees: only in Kir-haraseth they left 
the stones thereof; but yet the slingers went round it, and 
26 smote it. And when the king of Moab saw that the battle 
was too sore for him, he took with him seven hundred men 
that drew sword, to break through even unto the king of 
Edom; but they eould not. Then he took his eldest son 
who was to have been king in his stead, and offered him up 
for a burnt-offering upon the wall. And there was great in- 
dignation against Isracl: and they departed from him, and 
returned to their own land. 
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CHAP. IV.—And a eertain woman of the wives of the 
sons of the prophets cried unto Khsha, saying, “Thy servant 
my husband is dead ; and thou knowest that thy servant was 
one that feared Jehovah; and a creditor 1s come to take unto 
Inm my two sons to be bondmen.’’ And Elisha said unto 
her, “ What shall I do for thee? Tell me what hast thon 
in the house?” And she said, “Thine handmaid hath not 
any thing im the house, save a jar of oil.” And he said, 
“Go, borrow thee vessels abroad, of all thy neighbours; 
empty vessels; borrow not a few. And when thou art come 
in, thou shalt shut the door upon thee and upon thy sons ; 
and thou shalt pour out into all those vessels, and shalt set 
aside that which is full.’ So she went from him, and shut 
the door upon her and wpon her sons; and they brought the 
vessels to her, and she poured out. And it came to pass, 
when the vessels were full, that she said unto her son, “ Bring 
me another vessel”? And he said ‘unto her, “There is not a 
vessel more.”” And the ol ecased flowing. ‘Then she came 
and told the man of God. And he said, “Go, sell the oil, 
and pay thy debt; and live, thou and thy children, on the 
rest.” 

s And it came to pass on a certain day, that Elisha passed 
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to Shunem, where there was a great lady; and she con- 
strained him to eat bread. And so it was, that as often as he 
passed by, he turned in thither to eat bread. And she said 
unto her husband, “ Behold now, I perecive that this is a holy 
man of God, who passeth by us continually. Let us make a 
little walled upper-chamber, I pray thee; and let us sct for 
him there a bed, and a table, and a seat, and a lamp-stand ; 
and it shall be, that whenever he cometh to us, he shall turn 
in thither.’ And it eame to pass on a certain day, that he 
came thither, and he turned into the chamber, and lay there. 
And he said to Gehazi his servant, “ Call this Shunammite.” 
And when he had called her, she stood before him. And 
he said unto him, “Say now unto her, ‘ Behold, thon hast 
been eareful for us with all this care; what is to be done 
for thee? Hast thou any matter to be mentioned to the 
king, or to the captain of the host?’?”? Amd she said, “I 
dwell in the inidst of mine own people.” And he said, 
“What then is to be done for her??? And Gehazi answered, 


“Venly she hath no child, and her husband is old’ And 1: 


he said, “ Call her.’ And he called her, and she stood m 
the door. And he said, “ About this season, next year, thou 
shalt embrace a son.” And she said, “Nay, my lord, thon 
man of God, do not he unto thie handmaid.” And the 
woman conecived, and bare a son at that season next year, 
as Ehsha had said unto her. 

And when the child was grown, it came to pass on a cer- 
tain day, that he went out to his father to the reapers. And 
he said unto his father, “ My head, my head!” And he 
said to a young man, “Carry him to lis mother.’ And he 
took him, and brought him to his mother; and he sat upon 
her knees till noon; and then he died. And she went up, 
and laid him on the bed of the man of God, and shut the 
door upon him, and went out. And she called unto her hus- 
band, and said, “Send me, I pray thee, one of the young 
men, and one of the asses, that I may run to the man of God, 


and come again.” And he said, “ Wherefore wilt thou go 2 


to him to-day? It is neither new moon nor sabbath.” And 
she said, “It is well.”’ Then she saddled an ass, and said to 
her servant, “ Drive, and go forward; slack not thy riding for 
me, except I bid thee.” So she went, and came unto the man 
of God, to mount Carmel. And it came to pass, when the mau 
of God saw her afar off, that he said to Gchazi his servant, 
“ Behold, yonder is that Shunammite. Run now, I pray thee, 
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to meet her, and say unto her, ‘Is it well with thee? Is it 
well with thy husband? Is it well with the child???” And 
she answered, “It is well.”? And when she came to the man 
of God, to the hill, she caught him by the feet: and Gehazi 
came near to thrust her away. But the man of God said, 
“ Let her alone, for her soul is vexed within her; and Jeho- 
vah hath hid it from me, and hath not told me.”? And she 
said, ‘“ Did I desire a son of my lord? Did I not say, ‘ Do 
not deceive me?’” Then he said unto Gehaz, ‘ Gird up 
thy loins, and take my staff in thine hand, and go thy way: 
if thou meet any man, salute him not; and if any man 
salute thee, answer him not again: and lay my staff upon 
the face of the ehild.”” And the mother of the child said, 
“As Jehovah liveth, and as thy soul hveth, I will not leave 
thee.’ And he arose and followed her. And Gehazi passed 
on before them, and laid the staff upon the face of the 
child; but there was neither voice nor feeling. And he 
turned him back to meet him, and told him, saying, “ The 
child is not awaked.” And Elisha came into the house, and 
behold, the child was dead, and laid upon lis bed. And 
he went in, and shut the door upon them two; and he 


4 prayed unto Jehovah. And he went up, and lay upon the 


child, and put his mouth upon his mouth, and his eyes upon 
his eyes, and his hands upon his hands, and he stretched 
himself upon him; and the flesh of the ehild became warm. 


35 And he returned, and walked im the house, to and fro: and 


he went up again, and stretched himself upon him ; and the 
child sneezed seven times, and the child opened his eyes. 
And he called to Gehazi, and said, ‘‘ Call this Shunammite.” 
And he called her. And when she was come in unto him, 
he said, “Take up thy son.”? And she went in, and fell at 
his feet, and bowed herself to the ground, and took up her 
son, and went out. 

And Ehsha came again to Gilgal; and there was a famine 
in the land. And the sons of the prophets were sitting be- 
fore him; and he said unto his servant, “Set on the great 
pot, and boil pottage for the sons of the prophets.’ And 
one went out into the field to gather herbs, and found a 
wild cucumber-plant, and gathered thereof wild cucumbers, 
his lap-full, and caine and shred them into the pot of pot- 
tage; for they knew them not. And they poured out for the 
men to cat. And it came to pass, as they were eating of the 
pottage, that they cried out, and said, “ O man of God, there 
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is death in the pot!” And they could not eat thereof. 
And he said, “Then bring meal.” And he cast it mto the 41 
pot; and he said, “ Pour out for the people, that they may 
eat.” And there was no harm in the pot. 

And there came a man from Baal-shalisha; and he brought 42 
unto the man of God bread of the first-fruits, twenty barley 
loaves, and full ears of corn in the husk. And he said, 
“Give unto the people, that they may eat.” And his at- 43 
tendant said, “ What! shall I set this before an hundred 
men?” And he said, “ Give unto the people, that they may 
- eat; for thus saith Jehovah, ‘They shall eat, and have to 
spare.’’? And he set 1t before them; and they did eat, and 44 
had to spare, according to the word of Jehovah. 


CHAP. V.—And Naaman, captain of the host of the king 
of Syria, was a great man with his master, and honourable, 
beeause by him Jehovah had given deliverance unto Syria: 
and the man was mighty in valour; but he was a leper. 
And the Syrians had gone out in troops, and had brought 
away captive out of the land of Israel, a young maiden ; and 
she waited on Naaman’s wife. And she said unto her mis- 
tress, “ Would that my lord were with the prophet who is in 
Samaria! for then he would recover him from his leprosy.” 
And one went in, and told his lord, saying, “Thus and thus 
sud the maiden that is of the land of Israel.” And the 
king of Syria said, “Go without fail, and I will send a 
letter unto the king of Israel.’ And Naaman departed, and 
took with him ten talents of silver, and six thousand pieces 
of gold, and ten changes of raiment. And he brought the 
letter to the king of Israel, saying, ‘‘ Now when this letter 
is come unto thee, behold, I have sent Naaman my servant 
unto thee, that thou mayest recover him of his leprosy.” 
And it came to pass, when the king of Israel had read the 
letter, that he rent his clothes, and said, ‘* Ain I God, to kill 
and to make alive, that this man doth send unto me, to re- 
cover aman of his leprosy ? Wherefore consider, I pray you, 
and sce how he seeketh a quarrel against me.” 

And it caine to pass, that when Elisha the man of God had 
heard that the king of Israel had rent his clothes, he sent to 
the king, saying, “ Wherefore hast thou rent thy clothes? 
Let him come now to me, and he shall know that there is a 
prophet in Israel.” So Naaman came with his horses and 9 
with his chariot, and stood at the door of the house of Elisha. 
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And Elisha sent a messenger unto him, saying, “Go and 
wash in Jordan seven times, and thy flesh shall come again 
to thec, and thou shalt be clean.’ And Naaman was wroth, 
and went away, and said, “ Behold, [ thought, He will surely 
come out to me, and stand, and call upon the name of Jehovah 
his God, and pass his hand over the place, and recover the leper. 
Are not Abana and Pharphar, the rivers of Damaseus, better 
than all the waters of Israel? May I not wash im them, and 
be clean?” And he turned and went away ina rage. And 
his servants came near, and spake unto him, and said, “ My 
father, if the prophet had bid thee do some great thing, 
wouldst thou not have doncit? How muelh rather then, when 
he saith unto thee, ‘ Wash and be elean??”? Then he went 
down, and dipped himself seven times in Jordan, according 
to the saying of the man of God: and his flesh came agai, 
hke the flesh of a httle child: and he was elean. And he re- 
turned to the man of God, he and all his company, and came, 
and stood before him: and he said, “ Behold, now I know 
that there is no God in all the earth, but in Israel: now 
therefore I pray thee, aecept a present from thy servant.” 
But he said, “As Jehovah liveth, before whom I stand, I 
will receive nothmg.” And he urged him to take it; but he 
refused. And Naaman said, ‘ Shall there not, I pray thee, 
be given to thy servant, two mules’ burden of earth? For 
thy | servant will henceforth offer neither burnt-offermg nor 
sacrifice unto other gods, but unto Jehovah. Yet in this 
thing Jehovah pardon thy servant; when my master goeth 
into the house of Rimmon to worship there, and he leaneth 
upon mine arm, and I bow myself down in the house of 
Rimmon, when I bow myself down in the house of Rimmon, 
Jchovah pardon thy servant in this thing.’ And he said 
unto him, “Go in peace.” So he departed from him a little 
way. but Gehazi, the servant of Elisha the man of God, 
sud, ‘Behold, my master hath spared this Naaman the 
Syrian, in not reeciving at his hands that which he brought ; 
but as Jehovah hveth, I will run after him, and take some- 
what of him.” So Gehazi followed after Naaman. And 
when Naaman saw him running after him, he alighted from 
the chariot to meet him, and said, “Is all well?” And he 
said, ‘ All is well; bué my master hath sent me, saying, 
‘Behold, even now there are come to me from mount Ephraim, 
two young men of the sons of the prophets; give them, I 
pray thee, a talent of silver, and two changes of raiment.’ ” 


A 24 II. KINGS, VI. 


And Naaman said, “ Be prevailed upon, take two talents.” 23 
And he urged him, and bound two talents of silver in two 
bags, with two changes of raiment, and gave them unto 
two of his servants; and they carried them before him. 
And when he came to the mount; he took them from their 24 
hand, and laid them up in the house: and he let the men go, 
and they departed. And he went in, and stood before his 25 
master; and Elisha said unto him, ‘“ Whence comest thou, 
Gehazi?” And he said, “Thy servant went no where.” 
And he said, “Did not mime heart sink, when the man 26 
turned again from his chariot to meet thee? Is it a time to 
receive silver, and to receive garments, and olive-yards, and 
vineyards, and sheep, and oxen, and men-servants, and maid- 
servants? The leprosy therefore of Naaman shall cleave 27 
unto thee, and unto thy seed for ever.’ And he went out 
from his presence a leper white as snow. 


CiiAP. VI.—And the sons of the prophets said unto Eh- 
sha, ‘‘ Behold now, the place m which we dwell with thee, is 
too small for us. Let us go, we pray thee, unto the Jordan, 
and take thence every man a beam, and let us make there a 
place in which we may dwell.” And he said, “Go.” And 
one said, “ Be prevailed on, I pray thee, and go with thy 
servants.” And he said, “IT will go.” So he went with them. 4 
And when they came to the Jordan, they cut down wood. 
And as one of them was felling a beam, the iron aze-head fell 
into the water; and he eried, and said, “ Alas, master! for it 
was borrowed !”? And the man of God said, ‘“ Where did it 6 
fall??? And he showed him the place. And he eut down a 
stick, and cast it in thither, and the iron floated. And he 
said, “Take it up unto thee.” And he put out his hand, and 
took it. 

And the king of Syria warred agatnst Israel, and took 
counsel with his servants saying, “In such and such a 
place shall be my camp.” And the man of God sent unto 
the king of Israel, saying, ‘‘ Beware that thou neglect not 
such a place; for thither the Syrians are coming down.” 
And the king of Israel sent to the place of which the man 
of God had told him and warned him; and every man was 
on his guard there; and this happened not once nor twice. 
And the heart of the king of Syria was sore troubled at this 
thing: and he called his servants and said unto them, ‘ Will 
ye not shew unto me which of those that belong to us is on 
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12 the king of Isracl’s side?” And one of his servants said, 
“ Nay, my lord, O king: but Ehsha, the prophet who is in 
Israel, telleth the king of Israel the words that thou speakest 

13 1n thy bed-chamber.” And he said, “Go and sce where he 
is, that I may send and take him.” And it was told unto 

14 him, saying, ‘‘ Behold, he is im Dothan.” And he sent 
thither horses, and chariots, and a great host ; and they came 

1s by mght, and surrounded the city. And the attendant of the 
man of God rose up early, and went forth, and, behold, a 
host surrounded the city, both with horses and chariots. 
And his young man said unto him, “ Alas, my master! how 

16 shall we do?”” And he said, “ Fear not; for they that are 

17 with us are more than they that are with them.” And 
Khisha prayed, and said, “O Jehovah! open, I pray thee, his 
eyes that he may see.” And Jehovah opened the eyes of the 
young man, and he saw: and, behold, the mountain was full 

1s of horses and chariots of fire, round about Elisha. And they 
came down unto him; and Elisha prayed unto Jehovah, and 
said, “ Smite, I pray thee, this people with blindness.” And 
he smote them with blindness, according to the word of 

19 Elisha. And Ehsha said unto them, “ This is not the way, 
neither is this the city: follow me, and I will bring you to 

20 the man whom ye seek.” And he led them to Samaria. And 
it came to pass, when they were come to Samaria, that Elisha 
said, “O Jehovah! open the eyes of these men, that the 
may see.’ And Jehovah opened their eyes, and they saw: 

21 and, behold, they were in the nnidst of Samaria. And the 
king of Israel said unto Ehsha, when he saw them, “ My 

92 father! shall I smite? shall I smite?” And he said, “‘ Smite 
not: wouldst thou smite those whom thou hast taken captive 
with thy sword and with thy bow? Set bread and water 
before them, that they may eat and drink, and go to their 

23 master.” And he prepared for them a great banquet: and 
when they had eaten and drunk, he sent them away, and 
they went to their master. And the bands of Syria came 
no more into the land of Israel. 

e+ And it came to pass, after this, that Ben-hadad, king of 
Syria, gathered all his host, and went up, and besieged 

25 Samaria. And there was a great famine in Samaria: and, 
behold, they besieged it until an ass’s head was sold for 
fourscore pieces of silver, and the fourth part of a cab of 

26 pigeon’s dung for five pieces of silver. And as the king of 
Israel was passing by upon the wall, a woman cricd unto 
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him, saying, “ Help! my lord, O king!” And he said, 27 
“Tf Jehovah do not help thee, whence shall [ help thee? 
out of the barn-floor, or out of the wine-press?”? And the 2s 
king said unto her, “ What aileth thee?” And she said, 
‘‘This woman said unto me, ‘ Give thy son, that we may cat 
him to-day, and we will eat my son to-morrow.’ So we 29 
boiled my son, and did eat him: and I said unto her on the 
next day, ‘Give thy son, that we may eat him :’ and she hath 
hid her son.” And it came to pass, when the king heard 30 
the words of the woman, that he rent his clothes: (now he 
was passing by on the wall:) and the people looked, and, 
behold, he had sack-cloth within upon his flesh. And he 31 
said, “ God do so unto me, and more also, if the head of 
Elisha the son of Shaphat shall remaim upon him this day.” 
And Elisha was sittmg in his house, and the elders were 32 
sitting with him; and the king sent a man before him; but 
cre the messenger came to him Elisha said to the elders, “ See 
ye how this son of a murderer hath sent to take off my head? 
Look, when the messenger eometh, shut the door, and hold 
him fast at the door. Is not the sound of his master’s feet 
behind him?” And while he was yet talking with them, 32 
behold the messenger came down to him. (Now the king 
had said, “ Behold, this evil is from Jehovah; why should 
I wait for Jehovah any longer?”) CHAP. VII.—And 
Elisha said, ‘ Hear ye the word of Jehovah: thus saith Je- 
hovah, ‘To-morrow about this time a measure of fine flour 
shall be sold for a shekel, and two measures of barley for a 
shekel, in the gate of Samaria.’”? And the lord on whose 
arm the king leaned, answered the man of God, and said, 
‘ Behold, will Jehovah make windows in heaven, that this 
thing should come to pass?” And he said, “ Behold, thou 
shalt see 1t with thie eyes; but thou shalt not eat thereof.” 
And there were four leprous men at the entrance of the 3) 
gate: and they said one to another, “ Why sit we here until 
we die? If we say, ‘ We will enter into the city, then the 
famine is in the city, and we shall die there: and if we sit 
still here, we die also. Now therefore come, and let us desert 
unto the host of the Syrians: if they spare our lives, we 
shall live ; and if they kill us, we shall but dic.” And they 5 
rose up in the twilight, to go to the camp of the Syrians ; 
and when they were come to the verge of the camp of the 
Syrians, behold, there was no man there. For Jehovah had 6 
made the host of the Syrians to hear a noise of chariots, and 
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a noise of horses, even the noise of a very great host: and 
they said one to another, “ Lo, the king of Israel hath hired 
against us the kings of the [httites, and the kings of the 
Egyptians, to come upon us.” And they arose, and fled in 
the twilight, and left their tents, and their horses, and their 
asses, even the camp as it was, and fled for their hives. And 
when these lepers came to the verge of the camp, they went 
into one tent, and did cat and drmk; and carried thence 
silver and gold, and raiment, and went and hidit. And they 
came again and went into another tent, and earned thence 
also, and went and lid it. Then they said one to another, 
“We do not well: this day is a day of good tidings, and 
we hold our peace: if we tarry till the mormng hght, 
some mischief will come upon us: now therefore, come, 
let us go, and tell the king’s household.’ So they came, 
and called unto the guards at the gate of the city: and 
they told them, saying, “ We came to the camp of the 
Syrians, and, behold, there was no man there; neither 
voice of man; but horses tied, and asses tied, and tents as 
they were.” And the guards of the gate were called, and 
they told it to the king’s household withm. And the king 
arose in the night, and said unto his servants, “ I will now 
shew you what the Syrians have done to us. They know 
that we are famishing; therefore are they gone out of the 
camp, to hide themselves in the field, saying, ‘ When they 
come out of the city, we shall catch them alive, and get mto 
the city.” And one of his servants answered, and said, 
‘Let some take, I pray thee, five of the horses that remain, 
which are left in the city; (behold, these are all that remain 
unto the whole multitude of Israel ;) and let us send and see.” 
They took therefore two pair of horses, and the king sent 


5 after the host of the Syrians, saying, ‘ Go and see.” And 


they went after them to the Jordan ; and, behold, all the way 
was full of garments and weapons, which the Syrians had 
cast away in their haste. And the messengers returned, and 
told the king. And the people went out, and plundered the 
tents of the Syrians. So a measure of fine flor was sold 
for a shckel, and two measures of barley for a shckel, accord- 
ing to the word of Jehovah. 

And the king appointed the lord on whose arm he had 
leaned, to have the charge of the gate: and the people 
trampled upon him in the gate, and he died, as the man of 
God had said, who spake when the king came down to him. 
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And it came to pass, as the man of God had spoken to the 
king, saying, “Two measures of barley shall be sold for a 
shekel, and a measure of fine flour for a shekel, to-morrow 
about this time, in the gate of Samaria,” and that lord an- 
swered the man of God, and said, “‘ Now, behold, will Jehovah 
make windows in heaven, that this thing should come to 
pass?” and he said, “Behold thou shalt see it with thine 
eyes, but shalt not eat thereof,” even so if came to pass 
with him; for the people trampled upon him in the gate, 
and he died. 


CHAP. VIII.—And Elisha spake unto the woman whose 
son he had restored to life, saying, “‘ Arise and go, thou and 
thine household, and sojourn wherever thou canst sojourn : 
for Jehovah hath called for a famine, and it is even come 
upon the land, for seven years.” And the woman arose, and 
did as the man of God had said; and she went with her 
household, and sojourned in the land of the Philistines seven 
years. And it came to pass at the seven years’ end, that 
the woman returned out of the land of the Philistines; and 
she went forth to cry unto the king for her house and for 
her land. And the king was conversing with Gchazi, the 
servant of the man of God, saying, “Tell me, I pray thee, 
all the great things that Elisha hath done.’ And it came 
to pass, as he was telling the king how he had restored the 
dead body to life, that, behold, the woman whose son he had 
restored to life, cried to the king for her house and for her 
land. And Gehazi said, “ My lord, O king, this is the 
woman, and this is her son whom Hisha restored to life.” 
And the king asked the woman, and she told him. And the 
king appointed unto her a certain officer, saying, “ Restore 
all that was hers, and all the profits of the field, since the 
day that she left the land, even until now.” 

And Elisha came to Damascus; and Ben-hadad the king 
of Syria was sick; and it was told unto him, saying, “ The 
man of God is come hither.’ And the king said unto 
Hazacl, “Take a present in thine hand, and go, meet the 
man of God, and inquire of Jchovah by him, saying, ‘Shall 
I recover of this disease ??”? So Hazael went to meet him, 
and took a present with him, even of every good thing of 
Damascus, forty camels’ burden; and he came and stood be- 
fore him, and said, “Thy son Ben-hadad the king of Syna 
hath sent me to thee, saying, ‘Shall I recover of this 
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10 disease ??”? And Elisha said unto him, “Go, say unto 

him, ‘Thou shalt certainly recover ;? howbeit Jehovah hath 
11 shewed unto me that he shall surely die.” And he settled 

his countenance steadfastly upon him, until he was ashamed : 
12and the man of God wept. And Hazael said, “Why 
weepeth my lord?” And he said, “ Because I know the 
evil that thon wilt do unto the children of Israel; their 
strongholds thou wilt set on fire; and their young men. 
thou wilt slay with the sword; and thou wilt dash their 
children in pieces; and thou wilt nip up thew women 
with child.’ And Hazael said, “But what! Is thy servant 
a dog that he shonld do this great thing??? And Ehsha 
said, “Jehovah hath showed me that thou shalt be king 
14 over Syria.” And he departed from Elisha, and came to his 
master; and he said to him, “ What said Elisha unto 
thee???’ And he said, “ He told me that thou shouldst 
surely recover.’ And it came to pass on the morrow, that 
he took a thick cloth, and dipped it in water, and spread it 
on his face, so that he died: and Hazael reigned in his 
stead. 
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16 And in the fifth year of Joram the son of Ahab king of 
Israel, Jehoram the son of Jehoshaphat king of Judah began 

17 to reign. He was thirty-two years old when he began to 

isreign; and he reigned eight years in Jerusalem. And 
he walked in the way of the kings of Israel, as did the 
house of Ahab; for a daughter of Ahab was his wife; and 

19 he did that which was evil in the sight of Jehovah. Yet 
Jehovah would not destroy Judah for David his servant’s 
sake, as he had promised him to give unto him, and unto 
lus children, a lamp for ever. 

20 In his days Edom revolted from under the hand of Judah, 

21 and made a king over themsclves. And Joram went over to 
Zaiy, and all the chariots with him; and he rose by night, 
and smote the Edomites who had surrounded him, and “the 
captains of the chariots; but the people fled unto their 

29 tents. And Edom revolted from under the hand of J udah 
unto this day. Then Libnah revolted at the same time. 

23 And the rest of the acts of Joram, and all that he did, are 
they not written in the book of the Annals of the Kings of 

24 Judah? And Joram slept with his fathers, and was buried 
with Ins fathers in the city of David; and ‘Ahaziah his son 
reigned in his stead, 
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In the twelfth year of Joram the son of Ahab king of 25 
Israel, Ahaziah the son of Jehoram king of Judah began 
to reign. Ahaziah was twenty-two years old when he 26 
began to reign, and he reigned one year in Jerusalem. And 
his mother’s name was Athaliah, the danghter of Omri, king 
of Israel. And he walked in the way of the house of Ahab, 27 
and did that whieh was evil inthe sight of Jehovah as did the 
house of Ahab: for he was a son-in-law of the house of 
Ahab. 

And he went with Joram the son of Ahab to the war against 2s 
Hazael king of Syria in Ramoth-gilead: and the Syrians 
wounded Joram. And king Joram went baek to be healed 29 
in Jezreel, of the wounds whieh the Syrians had given him 
at Ramah, when he fought against Hazacl king of Syria. 
And Ahaziah the son of Jehoram king of Judah went down 
to see Joram the son of Ahab, in Jezreel, beeause he was 
sick. 


CHAP. IX.—And Elisha the prophet ealled one of the 1 
sons of the prophets, and said unto-shim, “ Gird up thy 
loins, and take this box of oil in thine hand, and go to 
Ramoth-gilead: and when thou eomest thither, look there 2 
for Jehu the son of Jehoshaphat the son of Nimshi; and go 
in, and make him arise up from among his brethren, and 
bring him to an inner chamber; and take the box of oil, and 3 
pour it on his head, and say, ‘Thus sath Jehovah, I have 
anointed thee king over Israel ;? and open the door, and flee, 
and tarry not.” And the young man, even the young prophet, 4 
went to Ramoth-gilead. And when he eame, behold, the eap- 5 
tains of the host were sitting; and he said, “I have a message 
for thee, O eaptain.” And Jehu said, “For whieh of us 
allt’? And he said, ‘For thee, O eaptain.” And he arose, and 6 
went into the house ; and he poured the oil on his head, and 
said unto him, “Thus saith Jehovah the God of Israel, ‘I 
have anomted thec kmg over the people of Jehovah, even 
over Isracl. And thou shalt smite the house of Ahab thy 7 
master, that I may take vengeanee upon Jezebel for the 
blood of my servants the prophets, and the blood of all the 
servants of Jehovah. For the whole house of Ahab shall s 
perish: and I will eut off from Ahab every male of his 
offspring, young child and grown man im Isracl. And I 9 
will make the house of Ahab lke the house of Jcro- 
boam the son of Nebat, and like the house of Baasha the 
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son of Ahijah: and the dogs shall eat Jezebel in the ficld 
of Jezreel, and there shall be none to bury her.’” And he 
opened the door and fied. 

And Jehu came forth to the servants of his lord: and one 
said unto him, “Js all well? Wherefore came this mad 
fellow to thee?” And he said unto them, “ Ye know the 
man, and his communication.” And they said, ‘It is false: 
tell us, we pray thee.” And he said, “Thus and thus spake 
he to me, saying, ‘ Thus saith Jehovah, I have anointed thee 
king over Israel.” Then they hasted, and took every man 
his garment, and they put them under him on thie steps of 
the stairs; and they blew with trumpets, saying, “ Jehu is 
king!” So Jehu the son of Jehoshaphat the son of Nimshi 
conspired against Joram. Now Joram had been guarding 
Ramoth-gilead, he and all Israel, because of Hazael king of 
Syria: but king Jehoram was returned to be healed in Jezreel 
of the wounds which the Syrians had given him, when he 
fought with Hazacl king of Syma. And Jehu said, “ If 
such be your mind, let no deserter go forth out of the city 
to go to tell it in Jezreel.”?, And Jehu mounted his chariot, 
aud went to Jezreel; for Joram lay there. And Ahaziah 
king of Judah was come down to see Joram. And there 
stood a watchman on the tower in Jezreel, and he spied the 
company of Jehu as he came, and said, “I see a company.” 
And Jehoram said, “ Take a horseman, and send to mect 
them, and let hin say, “Is it peace ?”” So there went out one 
on horseback to meet him, and said, “ Thus saith the king, 
‘Is it peace???’ And Jehu said, “ What hast thou to do 
with peace? Turn thee behind me.” And the watchman told, 
saying, “ The messenger caine to them, but he cometh not 
again.” Then he sent out a second on horseback, who came 
to them, and said, ‘‘ Thus saith the kmg, ‘Is it peace ?? ” 
And Jehu said, “‘ What hast thou to do with peace? Turn 
thee behind me.” And the watchman told saying, “ He came 
even unto them, and he cometh not again: and the driving 
is hke the driving of Jehu the son of Nimshi; for he driveth 
furiously.” And Jehoram said, “ Make ready my chariot.” 
And his chariot was made ready. And Jehoram king of 
Tsracl and Ahazieh king of Judah went out, each in his 
chariot, and they went out to mect Jehu; and they met him in 
the field of Naboth the Jezrcelite. And it came to pass, when 
Jehoram saw Jehu, that he said, “Is 1t peace, Jehu?” And 
he said, “‘ What peace can there be, so long as the whoredoms

of thy mother Jezebel and her witch-crafts are so many?” And 
Jehoram turned his hands and fled; and he said to Ahaziah, 
“There is treachery, O Ahaziah!” And Jehu drew a bow 
with all his might, and smote Jehoram between his arms ; 
and the arrow went out at his heart; and he sunk down in 


his chariot. Then said Jehu to Bidkar his captain, ‘“ Take 2 


him up, and cast him into the portion of the field of Naboth 
the Jezrcelite ; for remember how, when I and thou rode to- 
gether after Ahab his father, Jehovah laid this burden upon 
him: ‘Have I not seen yesterday the blood of Naboth, and the 
blood of his sons?’ said Jehovah; ‘ therefore I will requite 
thee in this field, said Jehovah; now therefore take and 
cast him into that field, according to the word of Jehovah.” 
And when Ahaziah the king of Judah saw this, he fled by 
the way of the garden-house. And Jehu followed after 
him, and said, “ Smite him also in the chariot.” And they 
did so in the way up to Gur, which is by Jibleam. And he 
fled to Megiddo, and died there. And his servants carried 
him in a chariot to Jerusalem, and buried him in his sepul- 
chre with his fathers in the city of David. Now Ahaziah 
had begun to reign over Judah in the eleventh year of Joram 
the son of Ahab. 

And when Jehu was come to Jezreel, Jezebel heard of it; 
and she stained her eye-lids, and decked her head, and 
looked out at a window. And as Jehu entered in at the 
gate, she said, “Went it well with Zimn who slew his 
master?” And he lifted up his face toward the window, 
and said, “‘ Who is on my side? who?” And there looked 


out to him two or three eunuchs. And he said, “ Throw her : 


down !”? And they threw her down ; and some of her blood 


splashed up against the wall, and on the horses ; and she was 


trampled under foot. And when he was come in, he did: 


eat and drink, and said, “Go, see now after this accursed 
woman, and bury her; for she is a king’s danghter.”” And 
they went to bury her; but they found no more of her but 


the skull, and the feet, and the palms of her hands. Where- : 


fore they came again and told him; and he said, “This is 
the word of Jehovah, which he spake by his servant Elijah 
the Tishbite, saying, ‘In the field of Jezreel shall dogs eat 
the flesh of Jezebel; and the carease of Jezebel shall be as 
dung on the face of the ground in the field of Jezrecl : so 
that they shall not say, This is Jezebel.’ ” 
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CHAP. X.—And Ahab had seventy sons in Samaria. 


And Jehu wrote letters, and sent to Samaria unto the rulers 
of the city, unto the elders, and unto the guardians of 
Ahab’s children, saying, “ Now as soon as this letter cometh 
to you, seeing your master’s sons are with you, and there are 
with you chariots and horses, also a fenced city, and armour, 
look out the best and meetest of your master’s sons, and set 
him on his father’s throne, and fight for your master’s 
house.” But they were exceedingly afraid, and said, “ Be- 
hold, two kings stood not before him: how then shall we 
stand?” And he that was over the house, and he that was 
over the city, the elders also, and the guardians of the children 
sent to Jehu, saying, ‘“ We are thy servants, and will do all 
that thou shalt bid us; we will not make any king: do thou 
that which is good in thine eyes.” And he wrote a letter 
the second time to them, saying, “If ye be mine, and if 
ye will hearken unto my voice, take ye the heads of the men 
your mastcr’s sons, and come to me to Jezreel by to-morrow 
at this time.” Now the king’s sons, seventy men, were with 
the great men of the city, who were their guardians. And 
it came to pass, when the letter came to them, that they 
took the king’s sons, and slew them, seventy persons, and 
put their heads in baskets, and sent them unto him to Jez- 
reel, And there came a messenger and told him, saying, 
“They have brought the heads of the king’s sons.” And 
he said, “‘ Lay them in two heaps at the entrance of the gate 
until the morning.” And it came to pass mm the morning, 
that he went out, and stood, and said to all the people, “ Ye 
are righteous! Behold, I conspired against my master, and 
slew him; but who slew all these? Know now that there 
shall fall to the ground nothing of the word of Jehovah, 
which Jehovah spake concerning the house of Ahab: for 
Jchovah hath done that which he spake by his servant 
Elyjah.’” And Jehu slew all that remained of the house of 
Ahab in Jezreel, and all his great men, and his companions, 
and his priests, until he left him none remaining. 

And he arose, and departed, and came to Samaria. And 
as he was at Beth-ekeb-haroim in the way, Jehu met with 
the brethren of Ahaziah king of Judah, and said, “ Who 
are ye?” And they said, “ We are the brethren of Ahaziah ; 
and we are gomg down to salute the children of the king, 
and the children of the queen.” And he said, ‘Take them 
alive.” And they took them alive, and slew them at the pit of 
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Beth-ekeb ; even forty-two men: and he left not a man of 
them. And he departed thence, and found Jehonadab the son 
of Rechab coming to meet him: and he saluted him, and said 
to him, “Is thy heart right, as my heart is with thy heart ?”’ 
And Jchonadab said, “It is.” And he said, “If it be, give 
me thine hand:” and he gave him his hand, and he took 
him up to him into the chariot. And he said, “Come 
with me, and see my zeal for Jehovah :”? and he made him 
ride in his chariot. And when he came to Samaria, he slew 
all that remained unto Ahab in Samaria, till he had utterly 
destroyed him, according to the saying of Jehovah, which 
he had spoken unto Elyjah. 

And Jehu gathered all the people together, and said unto 
them, ‘‘ Ahab served Baal a little, du¢ Jehu will serve him 
much. Now therefore cal! unto me all the prophets of Baal, 
all his servants, and all his priests; let none be wanting ; for 
I have a great sacrifice to do unto Baal; whosoever shall be 
wanting, he shall not hve.’ But Jehu did it in subtilty, to 
the intent that he might destroy the worshippers of Baal. 
And Jehu said, “Sanctify a solemn assembly for Baal.’ 


And they proclaimed it. And Jehu sent through all [srael ; 2 


and all the worshippers of Baal came, so that there was not 
a man left that came not. And they came into the house of 
Baal ; and the house of Baal was full, from one end to an- 
other. And he said unto him that was over the wardrobe, 
“Bring forth vestments for all the worshippers of Baal.” 
And he brought them forth vestments. And Jehu went, and 
Jehonadab the son of Rechab, into the house cf Baal; and 
he said unto the worshippers of Baal, “ Search, and see that 
there be here with you none of the servants of Jehovah, but 
the worshippers of Baal only.” And when they went in to 
offer sacrifices and burnt-offerings, Jehu appointed four-score 
men without, and said, “If any one of the men whom [ 
have brought into your hands escape, the hfe of hin tha 
letteth him go shall be for his life.’ And it came to pass, as 
soon as an end had been made of offering the burnt-offering, 
that Jehu said to the guards and to the captams, “Go in, 
and slay them: let none come forth.” And they smote them 
with the edge of the sword: and the guards and the captains 
cast them out; and they went to the city of the house of 
Baal. And they brought forth the image out of the house of 
Baal, and burnt it. And they brake down the image of Baal, 
and brake down the house of Baal; and made it a privy 
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until this day. Thus Jehu destroyed Baal out of Israel. 
Howbeit Jehu departed not from the sins of Jeroboam the 
son of Nebat, who made Israel to sin; ¢o wit, the golden 
ealves that were in Bethel, and in Dan. 

And Jehovah said unto Jchu, ‘ Beeause thou hast done 
well in executing that whieh is nght in mime cyes, and hast 
done unto the house of Ahab aceording to all that was m 
mine heart, thy children of the fourth generation shall sit 
upon the throne of Isracl.” But Jehu took not heed, to 
walk in the law of Jehovah the God of Israel, with all his 
heart; for he departed not from the sins of Jeroboam, who 
cansed Israel to sin. 

In those days Jehovah began to cut Israel short: and 
Hazael smote them m all the borders of Israel, from the 
Jordan eastward ; all the land of Gilead, the Gadites, and the 
Reubenites, and the Manassites, from Aroer, which 1s by the 
river Arnon, even Gilead and Bashan. 

Now the rest of the acts of Jehu, and all that he did, and 
all his might, are they not written in the book of the Annals 
of the Kings of Israel? 

And Jehu slept with his fathers, and they buried him in 


36 Samaria. And Jehoahaz his son reigned in his stead. And 


the time that Jehu reigned over Isracl in Samaria was twenty 
and eight ycars. 


CHAP. XI.—And when Athaliah the mother of Ahaziah 
saw that her son was dead, she arose and destroyed all the 
seed royal. But Jchosheba, the daughter of kmng Joram, 
sister of Ahaziah, took Joash the son of Ahaziah, and stole 
him from among the king’s sons who were ¢o Je slain; and 
they hid him, even him and his nurse, in the bed-chamber, 
from Athaliah, so that he was not slain. And he was with 
her hid in the house of Jehovah six years. And Athaliah 
reigned over the land. And in the seventh year, Jchoiada 
sent, and fetched the eaptains of hundreds over the lictors 
and the guards, and brought them to him into the house of 
Jehovah, and made a covenant with them, and took an oath 
of them in the house of Jehovah, and snewed them the 
king’s son. And he commanded them, saying, ‘This is the 
thing that ye shall do: a third part of you that enter in on 
the sabbath shall keep watch over the king’s house; anda 
third part shall be at the gate of Sur; anda third part at 
the gate behind the guard-house: so shall ye keep watch 
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over the house, for defence. Aud two parts of all of you 
that go forth on the sabbath, shall keep watch in the 
house of Jehovah, about the king. And ye shall surround 
the king, every man with his weapons in his hand: and 
he that cometh within the ranks, let him be slain; and be ye 
with the king as he gocth out and as he cometh in.” And 
the captains of hundreds did according to all things that 
Jehoiada the priest commanded; and they took every man 
his men that were to come in on the:sabbath, with them that 
were to go out on the sabbath, and came to Jehoiada the 
priest. And to the captains over hundreds, the priest gave 
king David’s spears and shields, which were in the temple of 
Jehovah. And the guards stood, every man with his weapons 
in his hand, round about the king, from the right corner of 
the house to the left corner of the house, by the altar and 
the house. And Jehoiada brought forth the king’s son, and 
put the crown upon him, and gave him the Testimony: and 
they made him king, and anoimted him; and they clapped 
their hands, and said, ‘‘ Long live the king!” 

And Athahah heard the noise of the guards and of the 
people; and she came to the people into the house of Je- 
hovah. And she looked, and behold, the king was standing 
upon the royal pedestal, as the manner was ; and the princes 
and the trumpeters were by the king; and all the people of the 
land were rejoicing, and blowing with trumpets; and Athahah 
rent her clothes, and cried, “ Treason! treason!” But Je- 
hoiada the priest commanded the captains of hundreds, the 
officers of the host, and said unto them, ‘Put her forth 
without the ranks; and Iet him that followeth after her kill 
her with the sword.” (For the priest had said, ‘‘ Let her 
not be slain in the house of Jchovah.”) And they lad 
hands on her, and she went by the way of the horse-avenue 
to the king’s house; and there was she slain. 

And Jehoiada made a covenant between Jehovah, and the 
king, and the people, that they should be the people of Jeho- 
vah: and also he made a covenant \ctween the king and the 
people. And all the people of the land went into the house 
of Baal, and tore it down; his altars and his images they 
brake in pieces thoroughly, and slew Mattan the pricst of 
Baal before the altars. And the priest appointed officers 
over the house of Jehovah. And he took the captains of 
hundreds, and the lictors, and the guards, and all the people 
of the land, and they brought down the king from the house 
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of Jehovah, and came by the way of the gate of the guards 
to the king’ s house. And he sat on the throne of the ‘kings, 
And all the people of the land rejoiced ; and the eity was in 
quiet ; and they slew Athahah with the sword beside the 
king’s house. 


CHAP. XIIT—And Jehoash was seven years old when 
he began to reign. In the seventh year of Jehu, Jehoash be- 
ean to reign; and he reigned forty years in Jerusalem. And 
his mother’s name was Zibiah of Beer-sheba. And Jehoash 
did that whieh was right in the sight of Jehovah all his 
days, so long as Jehoiada the priest instructed him. But the 
high places were not taken away ; the people still saerificed 
and burnt incense on the Ingh places. 

And Jehoash said to the priests, “ All the money of the 
consecrated things that is brought into the house of Jeho- 
vah, even each man’s current money, the money at which 
each man is rated, and all the money that it cometh into any 


;man’s heart to bring into the temple of Jehovah, let the 


priests receive it, every one of his acquaintance; and let 
them repair the dilapidations of the house, wherever any 
dilapidation shall be found.’ But it was so, that in the 
twenty-third year of king Jehoash, the priests had not re- 
paired the dilapidations of the house. Then king Jehoash 
called for Jehoiada the pnest, and the other priests, and said 
unto them, “ Why repair ye not the dilapidations of the 
house? Now therefore ye shall no longer receive money 
of your acquaintance ; but ye shall deliver it up, for the repair 
of the dilapidations of the house.’ And the priests con- 
sented to receive no more money of the people, neither to 
repair the dilapidations of the house. But Jehoiada the 
priest took a chest, and bored a hole m the lid of it, and set 
it beside the altar, on the right side as one cometh into the 
house of Jehovah; and the priests that kept the door put 
therem all the money that was brought into the house of Je- 
hovah. And it was so, that, when “they saw that there was 
much money in the chest, the king’s seribe and the high 
priest came up, and they put it up in bags, and counted the 
money that was found in the house of Jehovah. And they 
gave the money, when it was counted, into the hands of them 
that did the work, and had the oversight of the house of Je- 
hovah ; and they gave it out to the carpenters and builders, 
who wrought upon the house of Jehovah; and to masons, 
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and hewers of stone; and to buy timber and hewn stone, to 
repair the dilapidations of the house of Jehovah; and for all 
that was laid out upon the house, to repair it. Howbeit, 
there were not made for the house of Jehovah, bowls of 
silver, snuffers, basons, trumpets, nor any vessels of gold, nor 
vessels of silver, out of the money that was brought into 
the house of Jehovah. But they gave it to the workmen, 
and repaired with it the house of Jehovah. Moreover they 
reckoned not with the men into whose hands they delivered 
the money to give unto the workmen, because they dealt 
faithfully. The trespass-money and the sm-money was not 
brought into the house of Jehovah: it was the priests’. 

Then Hazael king of Syna went up, and fought against 
Gath, and took it; and Hazael set his face to go to Jeru- 
salem. And Jehoash king of Judah took all the conse- 
erated things that Jehoshaphat, and Jehoram, and Ahaziah, 
his fathers, kings of Judah, had consecrated, and lis own 
conscerated things, and all the gold that was found in the 
treasures of the honse of Jehovah, and in the king’s house, 
and sent it to Hazael king of Syria; and he went away from 
Jerusalem. 

And the rest of the acts of Joash, and all that he did, are 
they not written in the book of the Annals of the Kings of 
Judah ? 

And his servants arose, and made a conspiracy, and slew 
Joash, in the house upon the embankment, on the way down 
to Silla. For Jozaehar the son of Shimeath, and Jchozabad 
the son of Shomer, his servants, smote him, and he died ; and 
they buried him with his fathers m the city of David: and 
Amaziah his son reigned in his stead. 


CiTAP, XITi.—In the twenty-third year of Joash the 
son of Ahaziah king of Judah, Jehoahaz the son of Jehu 
began to reign over Israel in Samaria; and he reigned seven- 
teen years. And he did that which was evil in the sight of 
Jehovah, and followed the sins of Jeroboam the son of Ne- 
bat, who made Israel to sin: he departed not from them. 
And the anger of Jehovah was kindled against Israel, and 
he delivered them into the hand of Hazael king of Syria, 
and into the hand of Ben-hadad the son of Hazael, all thea 
days. And Jehoahaz besought Jchovah, and Jehovah 
hearkened unto him; for he saw the oppression of Isracl, be- 
cause the king of Syria oppressed them. And Jehovah gave 
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unto Israel a saviour, so that they went forth from under 
the hand of the Syrians ; and the children of Israel dwelt in 
their tents as in former times. Nevertheless they departed not 
from the sins of the house of Jeroboam, who made Israel to 
sin, but walked in them; moreover the image of Ashera was 
kept standing in Samaria. And there were left unto Jeho- 
ahaz, of the people, but fifty horsenien, and ten chariots, and 
ten thousand footmen; for the king of Syria had destroyed 
them, and made them like the dust by threshing. | 

Now the rest of the acts of Jehoahaz, and all that he did, 
and his night, are they not written in the book of the Annals 
of the Kings of Israel ? 

And Jchoahaz slept with his fathers, and they buried him 
m Samaria: and Joash his son reigned in his stead. 


In the thirty-seventh year of Joash king of Judah, Jchoash 
the son of Jchoahaz began to reign over Israel in Samaria ; 
and he reigned sixteen years. And he did that which was evil 
in the sight of Jehovah ; he departed not from all the sins of 
Jeroboam the son of Nebat, who made Israel to sin; but 
walked therein. 

And the rest of the aets of Joash, and all that he did, and 
his might wherewith he fought against Amaziah king of 
Judah, are they not written in the book of the Annals of the 
Kings of Israel ? 

And Joash slept with his fathers ; and Jeroboam sat upon 
his throne ; and Joash was buried in Samaria with the kings 
of Israel. 


Now JFlisha was fallen sick of the sickness whereof he 
died: and Joash the king of Isracl came down unto him, 
and wept over his face, and said, “O my father, my father ! 


5 the chariot of Israel, and the steeds thereof !?? And Elisha 


sad unto him, “ Take bow and arrows.” And he took unto 
nm bow and arrows. And he said unto the king of Isracl, 
“ Put thine hand upon the bow.” And he put his hand upon 
2#: and Khisha put his hands upon the king’s hands. And he 
said, “ Open the window toward the cast.”” And he opened 
it. Then Elisha said, “Shoot.” And he shot. And Elisha 
sad, “The arrow of Jehovah’s deliveranec, yea the arrow of 
deliverance from Syria! for thou shalt smite the Assyrians 
in Aphek, till thou have consumed them.” And he said, 
“Take the arrows.” And he took them. And he said unto 
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the king of Israel, “Smite upon the ground.’ And he 
smote thrice, and stayed. And the man of God was wroth 
with him, and said, “ Thou shouldst have smitten five or 
six times: then hadst thou smitten Syria till thou hadst 
consumed it; whereas now thou shalt smite Syria but 
thrices: 

And Elisha died, and they buried him. And the bands of 20 
the Moabites invaded the land at the beginning of the year. 
And i€ caine to pass that they were burying a man, and, 21 
behold, they spied a band of Moabites. And they cast the 
man into the sepulchre of Khsha; and when the man was 
let down, and had touched the bones of Elisha, he revived, 
and stood on his feet. 

But Hazael king of Syria oppressed Israel all the days of 22 
Jehoahaz. And Jehovah was gracious unto them, and had 23 
compassion on them, and had respect unto them, because of 
his covenant with Abraham, Isaac, and Jacob; and would not 
destroy them; neither did he cast them from his presence 
yet. And Hazael king of Syria died; and Ben-hadad his 24 
son reigned in his stead. And Jehoash the son of Jehoahaz 
took again out of the hand of Ben-hadad the son of Hazael, 
the cities which he had taken out of the hand of Jehoahaz 
his father by war. Three times did Joash beat him ; and he 
recovered the cities of Israel.

CHAP XIV.—In the second year of Joash the son of 
Joahaz king of Israel, Amaziah, the son of Joash king of 
Judah, began to reign. He was five-and-twenty years old 2 
when he began to reign, and he reigned twenty-nine years in 
Jerusalem. And his mother’s name was Jehoaddan of Jeru- 
salem. And he did that which was right in the sight of 3 
Jehovah ; yet not hke David his father. He did according 
to all that Joash his father had done. Only the high places 
were not taken away; as yet the people offered sacrifice and 
burned incense on the high places. 

And it came to pass, as soon as the kingdom was confirmed 
in his hand, that he slew his servants who had slain the king 
his father. But the children of the murderers he slew not ; 
according unto that which is written in the book of the Law 
of Moses, “The fathers shall not be put to death for the 
children, nor shall the children be put to death for the 
fathers; but every man shall be put to death for his 
own sin.” He slew ten thousand men of Edom in the valley 7 
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of salt; and he took Sclah by war, and called the name of 
it Joktheel unto this day. 

Then Amaziah sent messengers to Jehoash, the son of 
Jehoahaz, the son of Jehu, king of Israel, saying, “ Come, let 
us look one another in the face.” And Jehoash king of 
Israel sent to Amaziah king of Judah, saying, “ The thistle 
that was ine Lebanon sent to the cedar that was in Lebanon, 
saying, ‘Give thy daughter to my son, to wife.” And there 
passed by a wild beast that was in Lebanon, and trampled down 
the thistle. Thou hast indeed smitten Edom, and thine heart 
hath lifted thee up: glory in this, and tarry at home: for 
why shouldst thou meddle to thy hurt, that thou shouldst 
fall; even thou, and Judah with thee?” But Amaziah 
would not hear. Therefore Jehoash king of Israel went up; 
and he and Ainaziah king of Judah looked one another in 
the face at Beth-shemesh, which belongeth to Judah. And 
Judah was smitten down before Isracl; and they fled, every 
man to their tents. And Jehoash king of Israel took Ama- 
aiah king of Judah, the son of Jchoash, the son of Ahaziah, 
at Beth-shemesh; and he came to Jerusalem, and battered 
down the wall of Jerusalem, from the gate of Ephraim unto 
the gate of the corner-tower, four hundred cubits. And he 
took all the gold and silver, and all the vessels that were 
found in the house of Jehovah, and in the treasures of the 
king’s house, and the hostages; and returned to Samaria. 

And the rest of the acts of Jehoash which he did, and 
Ins nnght, and how he fought with Amaziah king of Judah, 
are they not written in the book of the Annals of the Kings 
of Israel ? 

And Jehoash slept with his fathers, and was buried in 
Samaria with the kings of Isracl; and Jeroboam his son 
reigned in his stead. 


And Amaziah the son of Joash the king of Judah, lived 
after the death of Jehoash son of Jehoahaz king of Israel, 
fifteen years, 

And the rest of the acts of Amaziah, are they not written 
in the book of the Annals of the Kings of Judah? 

And they made a conspiracy against him in Jernsalem ; 
and he fled to Lachish: but they sent after him to Lachish, 
20 aud slew him there. And they brought him on horses ; and he 
was buried in Jerusalem with his fathers, in the city of David. 

And all the people of Judah took Azariah who was sixtcen 
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years old, and made him king, instead of his father Amaziah. 
He built Elath and restored it to Judah, after that the king 22 
slept with his fathers. 


In the fifteenth year of Amaziah the son of Joash king of 23 
Judah, Jeroboam the son of Joash, king of Israel, began to 
reign in Samaria, and he reigned forty-one years. And 21 
he did that which was evil in the sight of Jehovah. He de- 
parted not from all the sins of Jeroboam the son of Nebat 
who made Israel to sm. He restored the border of Isracles 
from the approach to Hamath even to the Sea of the Plain; 
aceording to the word of Jehovah the God of Israel, which 
he spake by his servant Jonah the son of Aimittai, the pro- 
phet who was of Gath-hepher. For Jehovah saw the afflic- 26 
tion of Israel, that it was very bitter; for there was none left, 
neither young child nor grown man; neither was there any 
helper for Israel. Yet Jehovah said that he would not blot 27 
out the name of Israel from under heaven: but he saved 
them by the hand of Jeroboam the son of Joash. 

And the rest of the aets of-Jeroboam, even all that he 2s 
did, and his might, how he warred, and how he recovered 
Damascus, and Hamath, ard all as far as Judah, unto Israel, 
are they not written m the book of the Annals of the Kings 
of Israel? 

And Jeroboam slept with his fathers, even with the kings 29 
of Israel: and Zechariah his son reigned in his stead. 


CHAP. XV.—In the twenty-seventh year of Jeroboam 1 
king of Israel, Azariah the son of Amaziah king of Judah 
began to reign. He was sixteen years old when he began 2 
to reign; and he reigned fifty-two years in Jerusalem. 
And his mother’s name was Jecholhah of Jerusalem. And 3 
he did that which was right in the sight of Jehovah, 
according to all that his father Amaziah had done. Only + 
the high places were not taken away; the people still offered 
sacrifice and burned incense on the high places. 

And Jehovah smote the king, so that he was a leper unto 5 
the day of his death; and he dwelt in a separate house. 
And Jotham the king’s son was over the house, judging tlic 
people of the land. 

And the rest of the acts of Azariah, even all that he did, 6 


are they uot written in the book of the Annals of the Kings 
of Judah ? 
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And Azariah slept with his fathers ; and they buried him 
with his fathers, in the city of David; and Jotham his son 
reigned in his stead. 


In the thirty-eighth year of Azarah king of Judah, 
Zechariah the son of Jeroboam reigned over Isracl in Sama- 
ria, six months. And he did that whieh was evil in the sight 
of Jehovah as his fathers had done: he departed not from 
the sins of Jeroboam the son of Nebat, who made Israel to 
sin. And Shallum the son of Jabesh conspired against him, 
and smote him before the people, and slew him, and reigned 
in his stead. And the rest of the acts of Zeehariah, behold, 
they are written in the book of the Annals of the Kings of 
Israel. This was the word of Jehovah whieh he spake unto 
Jehu, saying, “ Thy sons shall sit on the throne of Israel unto 
the fourth generation.” And so it came to pass. 


Shallum the son of Jabesh began to reign in the thirty-ninth 
year of Azariah king of Judah; and he reigned a month 


tin Samaria. For Menahem the son of Gadi went up from 


Tirzah, and came to Samaria, and smote Shallum the son of 
Jabesh in Samaria, and slew lim, and reigned in his stead. 

And the rest of the acts of Shallum, and his conspiraey 
whieh he made, behold, they are written in the book of the 
Annals of the Kings of Israel. 

At that time Menahem smote Tiphsach, and all that were 
therein, and the borders thereof, from Tirzah; beeause it 
opened not zfs gates to him, therefore he smote it; and all 
the women therem that were with child, he ripped up. 


In the thirty-nmth year of Azariah king of Judah, 
Menahem the son of Gadi began to reign over Israel, and he 
reigned ten years in Samaria. And he did that whieh was 
evil in the sight of Jehovah: he departed not, all his days, 
from the sins of Jeroboam the son of Nebat, who made 
Israel to sin. And Pul the king of Assyria eame against 
the land; and Menahem gave unto Pul a thousand talents 
of silver, that lis hand might be with him, to eonfirm the 
kingdom in his hand. And Menahem exaeted the money 
from Israel, even from all the mighty inen of wealth, from 
each man fifty shekels of silver, to give to the king of 
Assyria. So the king of Assyria turned baek, and remained 
not there in the land. 
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And the rest of the acts of Menahem, and all that he did, 
are they not written in the book of the Annals of the Kings 
of Israel ? 

And Menahem slept with his fathers; and Pekahiah his 22 
son reigned in his stead.

In the fiftieth year of Azariah king of Judah, Pekahiah 23 
the son of Menahem began to reign over Israel in Samaria ; 
and he reigned two years. And he did that which was evil 24 
in the sight of Jehovah; he departed not from the sins of 
Jeroboam the son of Nebat, who made Israel to sm. And 25 
Pekah the son of Remaliah, one of his captains, with them 
of Argob and Arieh, conspired against him, and smote him 
in Samaria in the citadel of the king’s house; (and along 
with him were fifty men of the Gileadites ;) and he killed 
him, and reigned in his stead. 

And the rest of the acts of Pekahiah, and all that he did, 26 
behold, they are written in the book of the Annals of the 
Kings of Israel. 


In the fifty-second year of Azariah king of Judah, 27 
Pekah the son of Remaliah began to reign over Israel in 
Samaria; and he reigned twenty years. And he did that 2s 
which was evil in the sight of Jehovah; he departed not 
from the sins of Jeroboam the son of Nebat, who made 
Israel to sin. In the days of Pekah king of Israel, Tiglath- 29 
pileser king of Assyria caine, and took Ijon, and Abel-beth- 
maachah, and Janoah, and Kedesh, and Hazor, and Gilead, 
aud Galilee, and all the Jand of Naphtali; and carried the 
people thereof captive to Assyria. And Hoshea the son of 30 
Elah made a conspiracy against Pekah the son of Remaliah, 
and smote him, and slew him, and reigned in his stead, in the 
twentieth year of Jotham the son of Uzziah. 

And the rest of the acts of Pekah, and all that he did, 
behold, they are written in the book of the Annals of the 
Kings of Israel.

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In the second year of Pekah the son of Remaliah king of 32 
Israel, Jotham the son of Uzziah, king of Judah, began to 
reign. He was five-and-twenty years old when he began to 
reign; and he reigned sixteen years in Jerusalem. And his 
mother’s name was Jernsha, the daughter of Zadok, And 24 
he did that which was right in the sight of Jehovah; he did 
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according to all that is father Uzziah had done. Howbeit 
the high places were not removed ; the people offered saeri- 
fice and burned incense still upon the high places. He 
built the upper gate of the house of Jchovah, 

And the rest of the acts of Jotham, and all that he did, 
are they not written in the book of the Annals of the 
Kings of Judah? 

In those days Jehovah began to send against Judah, Rezin 
the king of Syria, and Pckah the son of “Remeniah. 

And-Jotham slept with his fathers, and was buried with 
his fathers, in the city of David his faiher, And Ahaz his 
son reigned in his stead. 


CHAP. XVI.—In the seventeenth year of Pekah the son 
of Remahah, Ahaz the son of Jotham “king of Judah began 
to reign. Ahaz was twenty years old when he began to 
reign; and he reigned sixteen years in Jerusalem : and he 
did not that which was night in the sight of Jeliovah his 
God, like David his father. But he walked { in the way of 
the kings of Israel; yea, and he made his son to pass through 
the fire, according to the abominations of the heathen, w har 
Jehovah had east ont before the children of Isracl. nd he 
offered sacrifice and burned incense upon the high places, and 
on the hills, and under every green tree. 

Then Rezin king of Sytia and Pekah the son of Rema- 
hah, king of ek came up to Jerusalem to war; and they 
besiewed Ahaz, but were not able to overcome him. At that 
time Rezin king of Syria recovered Elath to Syria, and 
dove ont the Jews from Elath ; and Syrians came to Math ; 
aud they dwell there unto this day. And Ahaz sent mesceie- 
gers to Tiglath-pileser king of Assyria, saying, “Iam thy 
servant Aad thy son; come up, and save ine out of the hand 
of the king of Syria, and out of the hand of the king of 
Isracl, who have risen up against me.” And Ahaz took the 
silver and gold that was found in the house of Jehovah, and 
in the treasures of the king’s house, and sent it for a present 
to the king of Assyria. And the king of Assyria hearkened 
unto him: and the king of Assyria went up against Damas- 
cus, and took it, and carried the people of it captive to Kir, 
mel slew Rezin. 

And king Ahaz went to Damasens to meet Tiglath- pileser 
king of Assyria; and he saw the altar that was in Damascus. 
oid king Ahaz sent to Urijah the priest a likeness of the 
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altar, and a pattern of it, aceording to all the workmanship 
thereof. And Urijah the pnest built an altar; aceording to 11 
all that king Ahaz had sent from Damaseus, so did Urijah 
the priest, against the coming of king Ahaz from Damaseus. 
And when the king was come from Damaseus, the king saw 12 
the altar; and the king drew nigh unto the altar, and offered 
saerifice thereon. And he burned his burnt-offering and his 13 
meal-offering, and poured out his libation, and sprinkled the 
blood of his thank-offermg upon the altar. And he brought 14 
also the brazen altar whieh was before the house of Jehovah, 
from the fore-front of the house, from between the new altar 
and the house of Jehovah, and put it on the north side of the 
new altar. And king Ahaz eommanded Urijah the priest, say- 15 
ing, “ Upon the great altar burn the morning burnt-offering, 
and the evening meal-offering, and the king’s burnt-offering, 
and his meal-offering, with the burnt-offering of all the people 
of the land, and their meal-offering, and their libations ; and 
sprinkle upon it all the blood of the burnt-offering, and all 
the blood of the saerifice. And I will eonsider about the 
brazen altar.” And Urijah the priest did aeeording to all 16 
that king Ahaz eommanded. And king Ahaz eut out the 17 
panels of the laver-stands 2 the temple, and removed the 
lavers from them; and he took down the sea from the 
brazen oxen that were under it, and put it upon a stone 
pedestal. And the sabbath-portieo which they had built in 1s 
the house, and the king’s passage outwards, he removed from 
the house of Jehovah, for the king of Assyria. 

And the rest of the aets of Ahaz which he did, are they not 
written in the book of the Annals of the Kings of Judah? 

And Ahaz slept with his fathers, and was burned with his 
fathers, in the city of David: and Hezekiah his son reigned 
in his stead. 
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CHAP. XVIJ.—In the twelfth year of Ahaz king of 
Judah, Jloshea the son of Elah began to reign in Samaria 
over Israel: and he reigned nine years. And he did that 
which was evil in the sight of Jehovah; yet not as the kings 
of Israel that were before him. Against him came up Shal- : 
manezer king of Assyria; and Hoshea became his servant 
and gaye him presents. And the king of Assyria diseovered 
treachery in Hoshea; for he had sent messengers to So king 
of Egypt, and brought no present to the king of Assyna as 
he had done year by year: therefore the king of Assyna shut 
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him up and bound him in prison. And the king of Assyria 
went up all over the land, and went up to Samaria, and be- 
sieged it three years. In the ninth year of Hoshea, the king 
of Assyria took Samaria, and carried Israel away into Assyria, 
and placed them in Halah, and by Habor the river of Gozan, 
and in the cities of the Medes. For so it was that the ehil- 
dren of Isracl had sinned against Jehovah ther God, who 
had brought them up out of the land of Egypt, from under 
the hand of Pharaoh king of Hgypt; and ‘had feared other 
sods, and had walked in the statutes of the heathen, whom 
Jehovah had cast out from before the children of Israel, and 
in those of the kings of Israel, which they had made. And 
the children of Israel did secretly those thmgs which were 
not nght against Jehovah their God; for they built for them- 
selves high places in all their cities, from the tower of the 
watchmen to the fortified city; and they set up for them- 
selves images and standing pillars, on every high hill and 
under every green tree; and there they burned incense on 
all the high places, as did the heathen whom Jehovah carried 
away before them; and wrought wicked things to provoke 
Jehovah to anger: for they served idols, whereof Jehovah 
had said unto them, “Ye shall not do this thing.” Yet 
Jehovah testified against Israel, and against Judah, by all 
the proplicts, and all the seers, saying, “Turn ye from 
your evil ways, and keep my commandments, and my sta- 
tutes, according to all the Jaw which I commanded your 
fathers, and which I sent unto you by my servants the pro- 
phets.” Notwithstanding they would not hear, but hard- 
ened their necks, like unto the neck of their hee who 
did not believe in Jehovah their God. And they rejected 
his statutes, and his covenant which he had made with 
their fathers, and his testimonies which he testified against 
them ; and they followed vanity, and became vain; and went 
after the heathen who were round about them, concerning 
whom Jehovah had charged them that they should not do 
like unto them. And they left all the commandments of Je- 
hovah their God; and made unto themselves molten images, 
even two calves, and made images of Ashera, and worshipped 
all the host of heaven, and served Baal. And they caused 
their sons and their danghters to pass through the fire; and 
used divination and enchantments; and sold themselves to 
do evil in the sight of Jehovah, to provoke him to anger. 
Therefore Jehovah was very angry with Israel, and removed

them out of his sight ; there was none left but the tribe of 
Judah only. Even Judah kept not the commandments of 19 
Jehovah their God, but walked in the statutes of Israel which 
they had made. And Jehovah rejected all the seed of Israel 20 
and afflieted them, and delivered them into the hand of spoilers, 
until he had cast them out of his sight. For he rent Israel 21 
from the house of David; and they made Jeroboam the son 
of Nebat king; and Jeroboam drew away Israel from follow- 
ing Jehovah, and made them commit a great sin. For the 22 
children of Israel walked in all the sins of Jeroboam which 
he did; they departed not from them, until Jehovah moved 23 
Israel out of his sight, as he had said by all his servants the 
prophets. So was Israel carried away out of their own land 
to Assyria, unto this day. 

And the king of Assyria brought men from Babylon, and 21 
from Cuthah, and from Avva, and from Hamath ; and Sephar- 
vaites; and placed them in the citics of Samaria instead of 
the children of Israel; and they possessed Samaria, and 
dwelt in the cities thereof. And it came to pass at the be- 25 
ginning of their dwelling there, that they feared not Je-' 
hovah; therefore Jehovah sent lions among them, which slew 
some of them. And they spake unto the king of Assyria, 26 
saying, “ The nations which thou hast removed, and placed 
in the cities of Samaria, know not the manner of the god 
of the land: therefore he hath sent lions among them, and, 
behold, they slay them, because they know not the manner 
of the god of the land.’ And the king of Assyria com- 27 
manded, saying, “Carry thither one of the priests whom ye 
brought away thence; and let them go and dwell there ; and 
let him teach them the manner of the god of the land.” 
And one of the priests whom they had carried away from 2s 
Samaria came and dwelt in Bethel, and told them how they 
should fear Jehovah. Wowbeit, every nation made gods of 29 
their own, and put them in the houses on the high places 
which the Samaritans had made, every nation in their own 
cities wherein they dwelt. And the men of Babylon made : 
the 2dol of the tabernacles for damsels, and the men of Cuth 
made Nergal, and the men of Hamath made Ashima, and :1 
the Avvites made Nibhaz and Tartak, and the Sepharvaites 
burned their children in fire to Adrammelech and Anamme- 
lech, the gods of the Sepharvaites. So they feared Jehovah ; 32 
and they made unto themselves of the lowest among them 
priests of the high places, who offered sacrifice for them in the 
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33 houses of the high places. They feared Jehovah, and served 
their own gods, after the manner of the nations from which 
34 they had been removed. Unto this day they do after the former 
manners; they fear Jehovah, and they do neither after their 
own statutes, and their own ordinances, nor after the law and 
the commandment which Jehovah commanded the children 
35 of Jacob, whom he named Israel; with whom Jehovah made 
a covenant, and eharged them, saying, “ Ye shall not fear 
other gods, nor bow yourselves down to them, nor serve them, 
36 nor offer sacrifice unto them; but Jehovah, who brought you 
up out of the land of Egypt with great power and with an 
outstretched arm, him shall ye fear, and him shall ye worship, 
and to him shall yc offer saerifice. And the statutes, and the 
ordinances, and the law, and the commandment, which he wrote 
for you, ye shall observe to do for evermore; and ye shall 
not fear other gods. And the covenant which I have made 
with you ye shall not forget, neither shall ye fear other gods. 
39 But Jehovah your God ye shall fear; and he shall deliver you 
40 out of the hand of all your enennes.” Howbeit they did not 
41 hearken, but they did after their former manner. So these 
nations feared Jehovah, and served their graven images, both 
their children, and their children’s children: as did their 
fathers, so do they unto this day. 
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CHAP. XVIII.—And it came to pass in the third year 
of Hoshea the son of Elah king of Israel, that Hezekiah 
the son of Ahaz king of Judah began to reign. He was 
twenty-five years old when he began to reign, and he 
reigned twenty-nine years in Jerusalem; and his mother’s 
name was Abi, the daughter of Zechariah. And he did 
that which was right in the sight of Jehovah, according 
to all that David his father had done. He removed the 
high places, and brake the images, and cut down the 
amage of Ashera, and brake in pieces the brazen serpent 
which Moses had made: for until those days the children of 
Israel burned incense unto it; and it was ealled Nehushtan 
[Brazen.| Ife trusted in Jehovah the God of Isracl; so 
that after him there was none like him among ail the kings 
of Judah; neither had there been any, among those that were 
6 before him. For he clave to Jehovah, and departed not from 

following hini, but kept his commandments, which Jehovah 
7commanded Moses. And Jchovah was with him; and he 
prospered whithersoever he went forth; and he rebelled 
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against the king of Assyria, and served him not. He smote s 
the Philistines even unto Gaza, and the borders thereof, from 
the tower of the watchmen to the fortified city. 

And it came to pass in the fourth year of king Hezekiah, 
which was the seventh year of Hoshea son of lah king of 
Israel, that Shalmanezer king of Assyria came up against 
Samaria, and besieged it. And at the end of three years it 10 
was tiken ; in the sixth year of Hezekiah, which was the ninth 
of Hoshea king of Israel, Samaria was taken. And the king 11 
of Assyria cattied aw ay Israel unto Assyria, and put them in 
Halah, and by Habor the river of Gozan, and in the cities of 
the Medes: because they obeyed not the voice of Jehovah 12 
their God, but transgressed his covenant in all things which 
Moses the servant of Jehovah had commanded: and would 
not hear them, nor do them. 

And in the fourteenth year of king Hezekiah, Sennacherih 13 
king of Assyria came up against all the fortified cities of 
Judah, and took them. And Hezekiah king of Judah sent 14 
to the king of Assyria to Lachish, saying, “ I have offended ; 
return from me; that which thou layest on me I will bear,’ 
And the king of Assyria laid on Hezekiah king of Judah, a 
jine of three hundred talents of silver and thirty talents of 
gold. And Hezekiah gave unto him all the silver that was 15 
found in the house of Jehovah, and in the treasures of the 
king’s house. At that time Hezekiah stripped the doors of 
the temple of Jehovah, and the columns which Hezekiah king 
of Judah had overlaid, and gave the gold to the king of Assyria. 

And the king of Assyria sent Tartan and Rab-saris and 17 
Rab-shakeh from Lachish to king Hezekiah, with a great 
host against Jerusalem: and they went up and eame to 
Jerusalem. And when they were come up, they came and 
stood by the aqueduct of the upper reservoir, which is im 
the high-way of the Fuller’s Field. And they called to the 
king ; rand there came out to them Khakim the son of Hil- 
kiah who was over the household, and Shebna the secretary, 
and Joah the son of Asaph, the remembrancer. And L[tab- 
shakeh said unto them, “Speak ye now to Hezekiah, ‘Thus 
saith the great king, the king of Assyria, What confidence 
is this wherein thou trustest? Thou sayest, (but they are 
vain words), Counsel and strength suffice for war. Now 
on whom dost thou trust that thou rebellest against me? 
Now behold thou reliest upon the staff of this broken reed, 2 
even upon Hgypt, on which if any inan lean, it will go into 
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his hand and pierce it: so is Pharaoh king of Egypt unto 
all that trust in him. Butif ye say unto me, We trust in 
Jehovah our God, is not that he whose hich plaees and 
whose altars verelaali hath taken away ; aie hath said to 
Judah and Jerusalem, Ye shall worship before this altar in 
Jerusalem? Now therefore I pray thee, give pledges to 
my lord the king of Assyria, and I will Dawa unto thee 
two thousand horses, if thou be able on thy part to set riders 
upon them. Ilow then wilt thou tur away the face of 
one captain of the least of my master’s servants, and put 
thy trust in Egypt for chariots and for horsemen? Am I 
now come up without Jchovah against this place to destroy 
it? Jehovah hath said unto me, Go up‘against this land 
and destroy it’? Then said Ehakim the son of Hilkiah, 
and Shebna, and Joah, unto Rab-shakeh, “ Speak, we pray 
thee, unto thy serv yes in the Apraeate language, for we 
Tmidersvnd it; and speak not with us in the J aot language 
in the hearing of the people that are on the wall.’ But 
Rab-shakeh said unto them, “ Hath my master sent me to 
thy master, and to thee, to speak these words? Hath he 
not sent me to the men who sit on the wall, to eat their own 
dung and drink their own urine with you?” Then Rab- 
sale eh stood and eried with a loud voice in the Jewish lan- 
enage, and spake, saying, “ Hear the word of the great king, 
the king of Assyria: Thus saith the king, ‘ Let not Heackiah 
deceive you, for he shall not be able to deliver you out of 
my hand ; neither let Hezekiah make you trust in Jchovah, 
saying Ipoh will surely dehver us, and this city hail! 
not a given up to the king of Assyria. Hearken not to 
ierclenn: for thus saith a king of Assyria; Make sub- 
mission to me by a present, and come forth to me; and then 
eat ye every man of his own vine, and every man of his own 
fie-tree, and drink ye every one the waters of his own cis- 


e tern: until I come and take you away to a land like unto 


your own land, a land of corn and wine, a land of bread and 
vineyards, a lanl of olive-oil and of honey, that ye may hive 
and not die: and hearken not unto Hezekiah when he per- 
suadeth you, saying, Jehovah will deliver us. lath any 
of the gods of the nations delivered is land out of 
the hand of the king of Assyria? Where are the 
gods of jlamath and “of Arpad? Where are the gods 
of the Sepharvaites, of Henna, and of Avvah? have 
they delivered Samaria out of mince hand? Who are 
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they among all the gods of those lands that have delivered 
their land out of mine hand, that Jehovah should deliver 
Jerusalem out of mine hand?’” But the people held their 36 
peace and answered him not a word; for there was a eom- 
mandment from the king, saying, “ Answer him not.” Then 37 
eame Ehakim the son of Hilkiah, who was over the house- 
hold, and Shebna the seeretary, and Joah the son of Asaph 
the remembrancer, to Hezekiah with their clothes rent; and 


told him the words of Rab-shakch. 
CHAP. XITX.—And it came to pass, when king Hezekiah 1 


heard them, that he rent his elothes, and eovered himself 
with sack-cloth, and went into the house of Jehovah. And 2 
he sent Eliakim who was over the household, and Shebna the 
seerctary, and the elders of the priests, eovered with sack- 
cloth, to Isaiah the prophet, the son of Amoz. And they 3 
said unto him, “Thus saith Hezekiah, ‘This is a day of 
trouble, and of rebuke, and of scoffing; for the ehildren are 
eome to the birth, and there is not strength to brmg forth. 
It may be that Jehovah thy God will hear all the words of 4 
Rab-shakeh, whom the king of Assyria his master hath sent 
to reproach the hving God; and will reprove the words 
which Jehovah thy God hath heard; wherefore hft up thy 
prayer for the remnant that are left.2”? So the servants of 5 
king Hezekiah came to Isaiah. And Isaiah said unto them, 6 
“Thus shall ye say to your master; ‘Thus saith Jehovah, 
Be not afraid because of the words which thou hast heard, 
with whieh the servants of the king of Assyria have blas- 
phemed me. Behold [ will send a blast upon hin, and he 
shall hear a rumour, and shall return to his own land; and 
I will cause him to fall by the sword in his own land?” 

So Rab-shakeh returned, and found the king of Assyria s 
warring agaist Libnah; for he had heard that he had de- 
parted from Lachish. And he heard concerning Tirhakah 
the king of Cush, saying, “ Bchold he is come forth to fight 
against thee:” and he sent messengers again to Hezekiah, 
saying, “Thus shall ye speak to Hezekiah king of Judah, 
saying, ‘ Let not thy God in whom thou trustest deceive thee 
saying, Jerusalem shall not be delivered into the hand of the 
king of Assyria. Behold thou hast heard what the kings of 1 
Assyria have done to all lands, by destroying them utterly 
and shalt thon be delivered? Have the ‘gods of the nations 
which my fathers destroyed, delivered them ; ; as Gozan and 
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Haran, and Rezeph, and the children of Eden who dwelt in 

17 Thelassar ? Where is the king of Hamath, and the king of 
Arpad, and the king of the city of the Sepharvaites, and the 
kings of Hena and of Avvah ?? ” 

14 And Hezekiah received the letters from the hand of the 
messengers, and read them: and Hezekiah went up into the 

15 house of Jehovah, to spread them before Jehovah. And 
Iiezekiah prayed before Jehovah, and said, “O Jehovah God 
of Israel, who dwellest between the cherubs, thou art God, 
even thou alone, of all the kingdoms of the earth; thou 

16 hast made the heavens and the earth. O Jehovah, bow 
down thine ear, and hear; open, O Jehovah, thine eyes, and 
sce; and hear the word of Sennacherib, which he hath 

17 sent to reproach the hving God. Of a truth, O Jehovah, 
the kings of Assyna have destroyed the nations and their 

1s lands, and have east their gods into the fire: for they were 
no gods, but the work of men’s hands, wood and stone ; 

19 therefore they have destroyed them. Now, therefore, O Je- 
hovah our God, I beseech thee, save us out of his hand ; that 
all the kingdoms of the earth may know that thou, O Jcho- 
vah, art God, even thou only.” 

20 Then Isaiah the son of Amoz sent to Hezekiah, saying, 
“Thus saith Jehovah the God of Israel ;' ‘That which thou 
hast prayed to me econcernmg Sennachenb king of Assyria, 

2 1 have heard. And this is the word which Jehovah hath 
spoken concerning him. 


She hath despised thee, she hath langhed thee to 
scorn, 

The virgin daughter of Zion ! 

At thee hath she shaken her head, 

The daughter of Jerusalem ! 


20, Whom hast thou reproached and blasphemed, 
And against whom hast thou exalted thy voice, 
And hfted up thine eyes on high ? 
Agamst the Holy One of Israel ! 


23 By thy messengers hast thou reproached the Lord, 
and hast said,— 
With the multitude of my chariots am I come up, 
To the height of the mountains, to the sides of Lebanon; 
And I will cut down its tallest cedars, its choicest cypress 
trees ; 
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And [ will enter into its remotest retreats, 
Even into the thicket of its gardens.

Therefore thus saith Jehovah concerning the king 32 
of Assyria,

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33 By the way that he came, by the same shall he return, 
For into this city he shall not come, saith Jchovah.

35 And it came to pass that night, that the angel of Jehovah 
went forth, and smote, m the camp of the Assyrians, a hun- 
dred and eighty-five thousand ; and when men awoke in the 

36 morning, behold all of these were dead corpses. And Sen- 
nacherib king of Assyria departed, and went back, and dwelt 

37 in Nineveh. And it came to pass, as he was worshipping in 
the house of Nisroch his god, that Adrammelech and Sharezer 
his sons smote him with the sword; and they escaped into 
the land of Ararat. And Esar-haddon his son reigned in 
his stead. 


1 CHAP. XX.—In those days, Hezekiah was sick unto 
death. And Isaiah the prophet, the son of Amoz, came 
to him and said unto him, “Thus saith Jehovah, ‘Set thy 

2 house in order, for thou shalt die, and not live.’?”? And 
he turned his face to the wall, and prayed unto Jchovah, 

3 saying, “O Jehovah! remember now, I besecch thee, how 
I have walked before thee in truth and with a perfect heart, 
and have done that which is good in thy sight.” And 

4 Hezekiah wept sore. And it came to pass, betore Isaiah 
had gone out into the middle court, that the word of 

5 Jehovah came to him, saying, “ Return and tell Hezekiah 
the captain of my people, ‘Thus saith Jehovah, the God of 
David thy father; I[ have heard thy prayer, I have seen 
thy tears ; behold, I will heal thee: on the third day thou 

6 shalt go up into the house of Jehovah. And I will add 
unto thy days fifteen years: and I will deliver thee and this 
eity out of the hand of the king of Assyria; and I will pro- 
tect. this city for mine own sake, and for the sake of my ser- 

7 vant David’ ” And Isaiah said, “Take a cake of figs.’ 
And they took it, and laid it on the ulcer; and he recovered. 

s And Hezekiah said unto Isaiah, “ What shall be the sign 
that Jehovah will heal me, and that I shall go up imto the 

9 house of Jehovah the third day??? And Isaiah said, ‘ This 
sign shalt thou have from Jehovah, that Jehovah will do the 
thing which he hath spoken. Shall the shadow go forward 

10 ten degrees, or go back ten degrees?” And Hezekiah said, 
“Tt is a small thing for the shadow to go down ten degrecs ; 
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nay, but let the shadow return backward ten degrees.” And 
Isaiah the prophet cried unto Jehovah; and he brought the 
shadow backward ten degrees, by which it had gone down 
upon the sun-dial of Ahaz. 

At that time Berodach-Baladan, the son of Baladan, king 
of Babylon, sent letters and a present to Hezekiah ; for he 
had heard that Hezekiah had been sick. And Hezekiah was 
elad of their coming, and shewed them all the house of his 
precious things ; the silver, and the gold, and the spices, and 
the precious ointment; and all the house of his armour; and 
all that was found in his treasures; there was nothing in 
his house, nor in all his dominion, that Hezekiah did not shew 
unto them. And Isaiah the prophet came unto king Heze- 
kiah and said unto him, “ What said these men, and whence 
came they unto thee ?”?, And Hezekiah said, “They are come 
from a far country, even from Babylon.” And he said, 
“What have they seen in thy house?” And Hezekiah said, 
“All the things that are in my house have they seen ; 
there is nothing among my treasures that I have not shewed 
unto them.” And Isaiah said unto Hezekiah, “ Hear the 
word of Jehovah. Behold, the days are coming that all that 
is in thy house, and a// that thy fathers have laid up in 
store unto this day, shall be carried mto Babylon: nothing 
shall be left, saith Jehovah. And some of thy sons who 
shall issue from thee, whom thou shalt beget, they shall take 
away, and they shall be eunuchs in the palace of the kmg 
of Babylon.” And Hezekiah said unto Isaiah, “ Good is 
the word of Jehovah, which thou hast spoken.” And he 
said, “Is it not good, if peace and truth be in my days ?” 

And the rest of the acts of Hezekiah, and all his meght, 
and how he made the reservoir, and the aqueduct, and 
brought water to the city, are they not written in the book 
of the Annals of the Kings of Judah ? 

And Hezekiah slept with his fathers, and Manasseh his 
son reigned in his stead. 


CHAP. XXI.—Manassch was twelve years old when 
he began to reign, and he reigned fifty-five years in Je- 
rusalem. And his mother’s name was Hephzibah. And he 
did that which was cvil in the sight of Jehovah, according to 
the abominations of the heathen, whom Jehovah had cast 
out before the children of Isracl And he built again the 
high places which Hezekiah his father had destroyed ; and 
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he reared up altars unto Baal, and he made an zmage of 
Ashera, as Ahab the king of Israel had done; and he wor- 
shipped all the host of heaven, and served them. And he 
built altars in the house of Jehovah, concerning which Jeho- 
vah had said, “In Jernsalem I will put my name;”’ yea he 
built altars for all the host of heaven mm the two courts of the 
house of Jehovah. And he made his son to pass through 
the fire, and used sorcery, and enchantments, and dealt with 
necromancers and wizards. Ile wrought inuch wickedness in 
the sight of Jehovah, to provoke him to anger. And he set 
the carved image of Ashera which he had made, in the house, 
of which Jchovah had said unto David, and unto Solomon 
his son, “In this house, and in Jerusalem, which I have 
chosen out of all the tribes of Israel, I will put my name for 
ever; neither will I make the feet of Israel to move any 
more out of the land which I gave unto their fathers; if 
they will only observe and do according to all that I have 
commanded them, and according to all the law that my ser- 
vant Moses commanded them.” But they hearkencd not ; 
and Manassch enticed them to do more evil than the nations 
had done, whom Jehovah destroyed before the children of 
Israel. 

And Jehovah spake by his servants the prophets, saying, 
“ Because Manassch king of Judah hath done these aboini- 
nations, and hath done wiekedly above all that the Amorites 
did, who were before him, and hath made Judah also to sin 
with his idols, therefore thus saith Jehovah the God of I[sracl, 
‘Behold, I am bringing such evil upon Jerusalem and Judah, 
that whosover heareth of it, both his ears shall tingle. And 
I will stretch over Jerusalein the line of Samaria, and the 
plummet of the house of Ahab; and I will wipe ont Jorusa- 
lem as one wipeth a dish, wiping it out, and turning it upside 
down. And [ will forsake the remnant of mine inheritanee, 
and deliver them into the hand of their enemies ; and they 
shall become a prey and a spoil to all their enemies ; because 
they have done that which was evil in my sight, and have pro- 
voked me to anger, from the day that them fathers came 
forth out of Egypt, even unto this day.’ ” Moreover, Manasseh 
shed innocent blood, very much, till he had filled Jerusalem 
from one end to another; besite his sin wherewith he made 
Judah to sin, in doing that which was evil m the sight of Je- 
hovah. 

And the rest of the acts of Manasseh, and all that he did, 
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and his sin that he sinned, are they not written in the book 
of the Annals of the Kings of Judah? 

And Manasseh slept with his fathers, and was buried in 1s 
the garden of his own house, in the garden of Uzza; and 
Amon his son reigned in his stead. 


Amon was twenty-two years old when he began to 19 
reign; and he reigned two years in Jerusalem, And his 
mother’s name was Meshullemeth, the daughter of Haruz of 
Jotbah. And he did that which was evil in the sight of 20 
Jehovah, as his father Manasseh had done. And he walked 2 
in all the way im which his father had walked; and served 
the idols that his father served, and worshipped them. And 22 
he forsook Jehovah the God of his fathers, and walked not in 
the way of Jehovah. And the servants of Amon conspired 23 
against him, and slew the king in his own house. And the 24 
people of the Jand slew all them that had conspired against 
king Amon; and the people of the land made Josiah his son 
king im his stead. 

And the rest of the acts of Amon that he did, are they 25 
not written in the book of the Annals of the Kings of 
Judah ? 

And he was buried in his sepulchre in the garden of Uzza; 26 
and Josiah his son rcigned in his stead. 


CHAP. XXIJI.—Josiah was eight years old when he1 
began to reign, and he reigned thirty-one years in Jerusalem. ~ 
And his mother’s name was Jedidah, the daughter of Adaiah 
of Boscath. And he did that which was right in the sight 
of Jehovah, and walked in all the ways of David his father, 
and turned not aside to the mght hand or to the left. 

And it came to pass in the eighteenth year of king 3 
Josiah, that the king sent Shaphan the son of Azaliah the 
son of Meshullam, the scerctary, to the house of Jehovah, 
saying, “Go up to Ilkiah the hgh priest, that he may sum 
up the silver which is brought into the house of Jehovah, 
which the keepers of the door have gathered from the people ; 
and let it be delivered into the hand of the doers of the work, 5 
who have the oversight of the house of Jehovah; and let it 
be given to the doers of the work, which is in the house of 
Jehovah, to repair the dilapidations of the house; unto the 6 
carpenters, and the builders, and the inasons; and to buy 
timber and hewn stone, to repair the house.’? Howbeit 7 
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there was no reckoning made with them of the money that 
was delivered into their hands, for they dealt faithfully. 
And Hilkiah the priest said unto Shaphan the secretary, 
“JT have found the book of the law in the house of Je- 
hovah.” And Hilkiah gave the book unto Shaphan, and he 
read it. And Shaphan the secretary came to the king, and 
brought the king word again, and said, ‘“‘Thy servants have 
gathered the money that was found in the house, and have 
delivered it imto the hand of them that do the work, that 
have the oversight of the house of Jehovah.” And Sha- 
phan the secretary shewed the king, saying, “ Hilkiah the 
priest hath delivered unto me a book.” And Shaphan read 
it before the king. And it came to pass, when the king 
heard the words of the book of the law, that he rent his 
clothes. And the king commanded Hilkiah the priest, and 
Alikam the son of Shaphan, and <Achbor the son of 
Michaiah, and Shaphan the secretary, and Asahiah a ser- 
vant of the king’s, saying, ‘‘ Go, enquire of Jehovah for me, 
and for the people, and for all Judah, concerning the words 
of this book that is found: for great is the wrath of Jehovah 
that is kindled against us, because our fathers have not 
hearkened unto the words of this book, to do according to 
all that which is written concerning us.” So Hilkiah the 
priest, and Ahikam, and Achbor, and Shaphan, and Asahiah, 
went unto Huldah the prophetess, the wife of Shallum the 
son of Tikvah, the son of Harhas, keeper of the wardrobe, 
(now she dwelt in Jerusalem, in the second district); aud 
they communed with her. And she said unto them, “ Thus 
saith Jehovah the God of Israel, ‘Tell the man that sent you 
tome, Thus saith Jehovah, Behold, I will bring evil upon 
this place, and upon the inhabitants thereof, even all the 
words of the book which the king of Judah hath read: 
because they have forsaken me, and have burned incense 
unto other gods, that they might provoke me to anger with 
all the works of their hands; therefore uty wrath shall be 
kindled against this place, and shall not be quenched. But 
as for the king of Judah who sent you to enquire of Jehovah, 
thus shall ye say unto him: ‘Thus saith Jehovah the God of 
Israel; as touching the words which thou hast heard, be- 
cause thy heart was tender, aud thou hast humbled thyself 
before Jehovah, when thou heardest what I have spoken con- 
cerning this place, and against the inhabitants thereof, that 
they should become a desolation, and a curse, aud hast rent 
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thy clothes, and wept before me, I also have heard thee,’ saith 
Jehovah. ‘Behold, therefore, I will gather thee unto thy 20 
fathers, and thou shalt be gathered into thy grave in peace; 
and thine eyes shall not see all the evil whieh I will bring 
upon this place’”” And they brought the message to the 


king. 


la 


CHAP. XXIIIl.—And the king sent and they gathered 
unto him all the elders of Judah and Jerusalem. And the 
king went up into the house of Jehovah, and all the men of 
Judah, and all the inhabitants of Jerusalem with him, and 
the priests, and the prophets, and all the people, both small 
and great; and he read in their hearing all the words of the 
book of the covenant, which was found in the house of Je- 
hovah. And the king stood upon the pedestal, and made a 3 
covenant before Jehovah, to walk after Jehovah, to keep his 
commandments, and his testimonies, and his statutes, with all 
their heart and all their soul, to perform the words of this 
covenant that were written im this book. And all the 
people stood to the covenant. And the king eommanded 
Hilkiah the high priest, and the priests of the second order, 
and the keepers of the door, to bring forth out of the 
temple of Jehovah, all the vessels that had been made for Baal, 
and for Ashera, and forall the host of heaven ; and he burned 
them without Jerusalem in the fields of Kidron, and earried 
the ashes of them unto Bethel. And he put down the 
idolatrous priests, whom the kings of Judah had appointed 
to burn incense in the high places, in the eities of Judah, 
and round about Jerusalem; and those that burned incense 
unto Baal, to the sun, and to the moon, and to the signs 
of the zodiae, and to all the host of heaven. And he 
brought out the image of Ashera from the house of Jchovah, 
without Jerusalem unto the brook Kidron, and burned it at 
the brook Kidron, and stamped it to powder, and east the 
powder thereof over the burying-place of the ehildren of 
the people. And he pulled down the houses of the 
Sodomites, that were by the house of Jehovah, and those 
wherein the women wove pavilions for Ashera. And he 
brought all the priests out of the cities of Judah, and defiled 
the high places on whieh the priests had burned incense, 
from Geba to Beer-sheba; and pulled down the high places 
of the gates, which were at the entranee of the gate of 
Joshua the governor of the eity, which were on a man’s left 
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9 hand, by the gate of the city. Nevertheless the priests of 
the high places came not up to the altar of Jehovah in 
Jerusalem; but they ate the unleavened bread in the midst 

10 of their brethren. And he defiled Topheth, which is in the 

valley of the son of Hinnom, that no man might thenceforth 

make his son or his daughter to pass through the fire to 

Molech. And he took away the horses which the kings of 

Judah had given to the Sun, at the entrance of the house of 

Jehovah, by the chamber of Nethan-Melech the chamberlain, 

which was in the suburbs; and burned the chariots of the 

Sun with fire. And the altars which were on the roof of the 

two-storicd house of Ahaz, which the kings of Judah had 

made, and the altars which Manassch had made in the two 
courts of the house of Jehovah, the king pulled down, and 
crushed them there; and cast the dust of them into the 

13 brook Kidron. And the igh places which were before Je- 
rusalem, which were on the right hand of the Mount of 
Corruption, which Solomon the king of Israel had built, 
for Ashtoreth the abommation of the Zidonians, and for 
Chemosh the abomination of the Moabites, and for Mileom 
the abomination of the children of Ammon, the king defiled. 

i4 And he brake in picces the images, and cut down the standing 

15 pillars, and filled their places with the bones of men. More- 

over the altar which was at Bethel, and the high place which 

Jeroboam the son of Nebat, who had caused Isracl to sin, had 

made, both that altar and the high place he pulled down, and 

burned the high place, and stamped it to powder: and he 
burned the image of Ashera. And Josiah looked, and saw 
the sepulchres which were there in the mount; and he sent, 
and took the bones out of the sepulchres, and burned them 
upon the altar, and polluted it, according to the word of 

Jehovah which the man of God proclaimed, who proclaimed 

these things. And he said, “ What is this grave-stone which 

I see’ And the men of the city sad unto him, “It is 

the sepulchre of the man of God, who came from Judah, and 

proclaimed these things which thou hast done, against the 
altar of Bethel.’ And he said, “ Let lim alone: Ict no man 
move his bones.” So they Iet his bones alone, with the bones 
of the prophet who came out of Samaria. <And all the 
houses also of the high places that were in the eities of 

Samaria, which the kings of Isracl had made to provoke 

Jehovah to anger, Josiah took away, and did unto thein 

according to all the acts which he had done at Bethel. 
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And he slew upon the altars, all the priests of the high 2 


places that were there; and burned men’s bones upon them ; 
and returned to Jerusalem. 

And the king commanded all the people saying, “ Keep 
the passover unto Jchovah your God, as it 1s written in this 
book of the covenant.” And there was no sueh passover 
holden, from the days of the judges who judged Israel, nor 
in all the days of the kings of Israel, nor of the kings of 
Judah, as in the eighteenth year of the king Josiah, wherein 
this passover was holden unto Jehovah in Jerusalem. 

Moreover the neeromaneers, and the wizards, and the 
oracles, and the idols, and all the abominations that were 
seen in the land of Judah and Jerusalem, Josiah put away ; 
that he might perform the words of the law whieh were 
written in the book whieh Hilkiah the priest had found in 
the house of Jehovah. And before him there had been no 
king like unto him, that turned to Jehovah with all his heart, 
and with all his soul, and with all his might, aeeording to all 
the law of Moses; neither after him arose any like him. 


Nevertheless Jehovah turned not from the fiereeness of his 2: 


great wrath wherewith his anger was kindled agamst Judah, 
beeause of all the provoeations with which Manasseh had 
provoked him. And Jehovah said, “1 will remove Judah 
also out of my sight, as I have removed Israel; and I will 
east off this eity Jerusalem which I have ehosen, and the 
house of which I have said, ‘ My name shall be there.’ ”’ 


And the rest of the aets of Josiah, and all that he did, : 


are they not written in the book of the Annals of the Kings 
of Judah ? 

In his days Pharaoh-Neehoh king of Egypt went up 
against the king of Assyna, to the river Huphrates: and 
king Josiah went out to meet him; and he slew him at Me- 
giddo when he had seen him. And his servants carried him 
in a chariot, dead, from Megiddo; and they brought hin 
to Jerusalem, and buried him in his own sepulehre. And 
the people of the land took Jehoahaz the son of Josiah, and 
anoiited him, and made him king im hus father’s stead. 


Jehoahaz was twenty-three years old when he began to : 


reign ; and he reigned three months in Jerusalem; and 
his mother’s name was Hamutal, the danghter of Jeremiah 
of Libnah. And he did that which was evil in the sight of 
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Pharaoh-Neehoh imprisoned him at Riblah in the land of 
Hamath, that he mght not be king in Jerusalem ; aud im- 
posed a tribute on the land, a hundred talents of silver, and 

34a talent of gold. And Pharaoh-Neechoh made Ehakin, the 
son of Josiah, king in the room of Josiah Ins father; and 
changed his name to Jehoiakim ; and took Jehoahaz away ; 

35 and he came to Keypt, and died there. And Jchoiakim gave 
the silver and the gold to Pharaoh; but he assessed the land 
to give the money accordimg to the commandment of Pharaoh; 
he exaeted the silver and the gold from the people of the 
land, from every one according 1 to his assessment, to give it 
unto Pharaoh-Nechoh. 


36 Jehoiakim was twenty-five years old when he began to 
reign ; and he reigned eleven years in Jerusalem. And his 
mother’s name was Zcbudah, the daughter of Pedaiah of 

s7 Rumah. And he did that which was evil in the sight of 
Jehovah, according to all that his fathers had done. 


1 CHAP, XXIV.—In his days Nebuchadnezzar king of 
Babylon came up; and Jehoiakim was Ins servant for threc 

2years; and then he turned and revolted from him. And 
Jehovah sent against him bands of the Chaldees, and bands 
of the Syrians, and bands of the Moabites, and afl: of the 
children of Ammon ; and ie them against Judah to destroy 
it, according to the word of Jehovah which he spake by his 

3 servants the prophets. Assuredly by the command of Je- 
hovah ¢his evil came upon Judah, that he might remove the 
nation out of his sight, for the sms of Manasseh according 

4 to all that he did; and also for the innocent blood that he 
shed; for he filled Jerusalem with innoeent blood, which 
Jehovah would not pardon. 

5 And the rest of the acts of Jchoiakim, and all that he did, 
are they not written in the book of the Annals of the 
Kings of Judah? 

6 And Jehoiakim slept with his fathers, and Jehoiachin his 

7 sou reigned in his stead. And the king of Kgypt came not 
any more out of his land; tor the king of Babylon had 
taken possession of all that had belonged to the king of 
Keypt, from the river of Egypt unto the river Euphrates. 


s Jehoiachin was eighteen years old when he began to ragn; 
and he reigned in Jerusalem three months. And his mother’s 


name was shushta, the daughter of Elnathon of Jerusalen. 
Peay 
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And he did that which was evil in the sight of Jehovah, ac- 9 


cording to all that his father had done. At that time the 
servants of Nebuchadnezzar king of Babylon came up against 
Jerusalem, and the city was besieged. And Nebuchadnezzar 
king of Babylon came against the city, and his servants 
besieged it. And Jehoiachin the king of Judah went out to 
the king of Babylon, he, and his mother, and his servants, 
and his captains, and his ehamberlains; and the king of 
Babylon took him in the eighth year of his reign. And he 
carried out thence all the treasures of the house of Jehovah, 
and the treasures of the king’s house; and he cut in pieces 
all the vessels of gold, which Solomon king of Israel had 
made in the temple of Jehovah, as Jehovah had said. 
And he carried away all Jerusalem, and all the eaptains, and 
all the mighty men of valour, even ten thousand captives; 
and all the craftsmen and smiths; none were left, save the 
poorest of the people of the land. And he carned away 
Jehoiachin to Babylon; and the king’s mother, and the king’s 
wives, and his chamberlains, and the mighty men of the land, 
he carried into captivity from Jerusalem to Babylon. And 
all the men of might, even seven thonsand, and craftsmen 
and smiths a thousand, all that were strong and apt for war, 
even them the king of Babylon brought captive to Babylon. 
And the king of Babylon made Mattaniah his father’s 
brother king in his stead; and changed Is name to Zede- 
kaah. 


Zedckiah was twenty-one years old when he began to 
reign ; and he reigned eleven years in Jerusalem; and his 
mother’s name was Hamutal, the daughter of Jeremiah of 
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Libnah. And he did that which was evil in the sight of 19 
Jehovah, according to all that Jehoiakim had done. But 20 


through the anger of Jehovah against Jerusalem and Judah, 
even unto the casting of them away from his presence, It 
so came to pass. And Zedekiah rebelled against the king 


of Babylon. 


CHAP. XXV.—Ard it came to pass in the ninth year of 1 


his reign, in the tenth month, on the tenth day of the month, 
that Nebuchadnezzar king of Babylon came, he and all his 
host, against Jerusalem, aud encamped against it ; and they 


built forts against it, round about. And the city was be- 2 
sieged unto the eleventh year of king Zedekiah. And on 3 


he ninth day of the fourth month, the famine prevailed 
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in the city, and there was no bread for the people of the 
land. Anda breaeh was made in the city, and all the men of 
war fled by night by the way of the gate between two walls, 
which is by the king’s garden; (now the Chaldees were 
against the city round about;) and the king went by the 
way towards the plain. And the army of the Chaldees pur- 
sued after the king, and overtook him in the plains of Jericho: 
and all his army was scattered from him. So they took the 
king, and brought him up to the king of Babylon, to Rib- 
Jah; and they pronounced sentence upon lim. And they 
slew the sons of Zedekiah before his eyes, and put out the 
eyes of Zedekiah, and bound him with fetters of brass, and 
carried him to Babylon. 

And in the fifth month, on the seventh day of the month, 
which was in the nineteenth year of king Nebuchadnezzar 
king of Babylon, eame Nebuzar-adan, captain of the guard, 
a servant of the king of Babylon, unto Jerusalem ; and he 
burned the honse of Jehovah, and the king’s house, and all 
the houses of Jerusalem; and the house of every great man 
he burned with fire. And all the army of the Chaldees, 
which was with the captain of the guard, pulled down the 
walls of Jerusalem round about. And the rest of the people 
that were left in the city, and the fugitives who had deserted 
to the king of Babylon, and the rest of the multitude, Nebuzar- 
adan the captain of the guard carried away. But the captain 
of the guard left some of the poor of the land to be vine- 
dressers and husbandmen. And the columns of brass which 
were in the house of Jehovah, and the Javer-stands, and the 
brazen sea which was in the house of Jehovah, the Chaldees 
brake in pieces, and carried the brass of them to Babylon. 
And the fiesh-hooks, and the shovels, and the sniffers, and 
the spoons, and all the articles of brass wherewith they minis- 
tered, they took away. And the censers, and the bowls, and 
such things as were of gold, and such things as were of 
silver, the gold and the silver the captain of the guard 
took away. The two pillars, the one sca, and the laver- 
stands which Solomon had made for the house of Jehovah ; 
the brass of all these articles was without waght. The height 
of the one pillar was eighteen cubits; and the capital upon it 
was of brass; and the height of the capital was three cubits ; 
and the net-work, and the pomegranates upon the capital 
round about, all were of brass. And hke unto these had 
the second pillar, with net-work. 
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And the captain of the guard took Seraiah the chief priest, 13 
and Zephaniah the second priest, and the three keepers of 
the door; and out of the city he took an officer who had 19 
been set over the men of war, and five men of them that were 
in the king’s presence, who were fcund in the city, and the 
chief secretary of the host, who enrolled the people of the 
land, and sixty men of the people of the land who were 
found in the city: and Nebuzar-adan captain of the 20 
guard took these, and brought them to the king of Babylon 
to Riblah: and the king of Babylon smote them, and slew 21 
them at Riblah, in the land of Hamath. So Judah was 
carried away out of their land. 

And as for the people that remained in the land of Judah, 22 
whom Nebuchadnezzar king of Babylon had left, even over 
them he made Gedaliah the son of Ahikam, the son of 
Shaphan, ruler. And when all the captains of the armies, 23 
they and their men, heard that the king of Babylon had 
made Gedaliah governor, there came to Gedahah to Mizpah, 
even [shmael the son of Nethantah, and Johanan the son of 
Careah, and Seraiah the son of Tanhumeth the Netophathite, 
and Jaazaniah the son of a Maaehathite, they and their men. 
And Gedaliah sware to them and to their men ; and said unto o4 
them, “‘ Fear not to be the servants of the Chaldees ; dwell 
in the land, and serve the king of Babylon, and it shall be 
well with you.” But it came to pass in the seventh month, 25 
that Ishmael the son of Nethamah, the son of Elishama, of 
the seed royal, came, and ten men with him, and smote 
Gedaliah that he died; and he smote the Jews and Chaldees 
that were with Lim at Mizpah. And all the people, both 26 
small and great, and the captains of the armies, arose, and 
went to Egypt : for they were afraid of the Chaldees. 

And it came to pass in the thirty-seventh year of the 27 

captivity of Jehoiachin king of Judah, in the twelfth month, 
on the twenty-seventh day of the month, that Evil-merodach 
king of Babylon, in the year that he beean to reign, lifted up 
the head of Jehoiachin the king of Judah out of pe : and 28 
he spake kindly to him, and sct his throne above the throne 
of the kings that were ‘with him in Babylon: and changed 29 
his sa earments: and he did cat bread continually before 
him, all the days of his life. And his allowanee was a con- 30 
erate allowanee, given him by the king, a daily rate for 
every day, all the days of his lite.

is And Caleb the son of Hezron begat a dauyhter of Azubah 
his wife, even Jerioth: and these are her sons; Jcsher, and 

i9 Shobab, and Ardon. And when Azubah was dead, Caleb 

20 took unto him Ephrath, and she bare unto him Hur. And 
Ilur begat Uni, and Uri begat Bezaleel. 

2. And afterward Hezron went in to the daughter of Machir 
the father of Gilead, and he married her when he was three- 

22 score years old; and she bare unto him Segub. And Segub 
begat Jair, who had twenty-three citics in the land of 
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Gilead. But the Geshuntes and the Syrians took from 23 
them the towns of Jair, with Kenath and the towns thereof, 
even threescore citics. All these had belonged to the sons of 
Machir the father of Gilead. And after that Hezron was 24 
dead in Caleb-ephrathah, then Abiah the wife of Hezron bare 
unto him Ashur the father of Tekoa.

And the sons of Jada the 32 
brother of Shammai; Jether, and Jonathan: and Jether 
died withont children. And the sons of Jonathan; Peleth, 33 
and Zaza. These were the sons of Jerahmeel. Now 34 
Sheshan had no sons; he had daughters only. And She- 
shan had a servant, an Keyptian, whose: name was Jarha. 
And Sheshan gave his daughter to Jarha his servant to wife: 35 
and she bare unto hm Attar. And Attar begat Nathan, 36 
and Nathan begat Zabad; and Zabad begat Kphlal, and 37 
Ephlal begat Obed; and Obed begat Jehu, and Jchu begat 3s 
Azaviah ; and Azariah begat Helez, and Helez begat Kleasah ; 39 
and Eleasah begat Sisamai, and Sisamai begat Shallum ; 40 
and Shallum begat Jckamiah, and Jekamiah begat Eh- 41 
shama. 

And the sons of Caleb the brother of Jerahmeel were, 42 
Mesha his first-born, who was the father of Ziph, and the 
sons of Mareshah the father of Hebron. And the sons of 43 
Hebron; Korah, and Tappuah, and Rekem, and Shema. 
And Shema begat Raham, the father of Jorkoam: and 44 
Rekem begat Shammai. And the son of Shammai was 45 
Maon: and Maon was the father of Beth-zur. And Ephah, 46 
Calcb’s concubine, bare Haran, and Moza, and Gazez: and 
Haran begat Gazez. And the sons of Jahdai were Regem, 47 
and Jotham, and Gesham, and Pelet, and Hphah, and 
Shaaph. And Maachah, Caleb’s concubine, bare Sheber, and 4s 
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Tirhanah. She bare also Shaaph the father of Madmannah, 
Sheva the father of Machbenah, and the father of Guibea: 
and the daughter of Caleb was Achsa. 

These were the sons of Caleb the son of Hur, the’ first- 
born of Ephrathah; Shobal the father of Kirjath-jeamm, 
Salma the father of Beth-lehem, Hareph the father of Beth- 
gader. And Shobal the father of Kirjath-jearim had sons ; 
Haroeh, and half the men of Menuhoth. And the families

And Solomon’s son was Rehoboam, Abia his son, Asa his 
son, Jehoshaphat his son, Joram his son, Ahaziah his son, 
Joash ns son, Amaziah his son, Azariah his son, Jotham his 
son, Ahaz his son, Hezekiah his son, Manassech his son, 
Amon his son, Josiah his son. And the sons of Josiah were, 
the first-born Johanan, the second Jehotakim, the third 
Zedekiah, the fomth Shalhkum. And the sons of Jehoiakim ; 
Jecomah his son, Zedekiah his son. And the sons of 
Jeconiah the captive; Salathiel his son, and Malchiram, and 
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Pedaiah, and Shenazar, Jeeamiah, Hoshama, and Nedabiah. 
And the sons of Pedaiah were Zerubbabel, and Shimei: and 19 
the sons of Zerubbabel; Meshullam, and Hananiah; and 
Shelomith was their sister: also Hashubah, and Ohel, and 20 
Bereehiah, and Hasadiah, Jushabhesed, five. And the sons 21 
of Hananiah; Pelatiah, and Isaiah: the sons of Rephaiah, 
the sons of Arnan, the sons of Obadiah, the sons of She- 
ehaniah. And the sons of Sheehaniah; Shemaiah: and 22 
the sons of Shemaiah; Hattush, and Igeal, and Banah, and 
Neariah, and Shaphat, six. And the sons of Neanah; Eli- 23 
oenai, and Hezekiah, and Azrikam, three. And the sons of 24

And Jabez was more honourable than his brethren: though 9 
his mother had ealled his name Jabez, [Sorrow1ne | ; saying, 

“ Beeause I bare him with sorrow.’ And Jabez called on 10 
the God of Israel, saying, 

« Oh that thou wouldest bless me indeed, and enlarge my 

coast, 

And that thy hand meht be with me, 

And that thou wouldest keep me from evil, that it may 
not grieve me!” 

And God granted him that which he asked. 

And Chelub the brother of Shuah begat Mechir; he was 11 
the father of Eshton. And Eshton begat Beth-rapha, and 12 
Paseah, and Tehinnah the father of Ir-nahash. These are 
the men of Reehah. 
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i3. And the sons of Kenaz; Othniel, and Seraiah: and the 
sons of Othniel; Hathath. 

14 And Meonothai begat Ophrah: and Seraiah begat Joab, 
the father of the men of the Craftsmen’s Valley: for they 
were craftsmen. : 

15 And the sons of Caleb the son of Jephunneh; Iru, Elah, 
and Naam: and the sons of Elah, Kenaz. 

16 And the sons of Jehaleleel; Ziph, and Ziphah, Tina, and 
Asareel. 

17 And the sons of Ezra were Jether, and Mered, and Epher, 
and Jalon: . .. and she bare Minam, and Shammai, and 

is Ishbah the father of Eshtemoa. And his wife the Jewess 
bare Jered the father of Gedor, and Heber the father of 
Socho, and Jekuthiel the father of Zanoah. And these are 
the sons of Bithiah the daughter of Pharaoh, whom Mered 

i9 took ¢o wife, .... and the sons of the wife of Hodiah 
the sister of Naham, the father of Keilah the Garmite, 

299 and Eshtemoa the Maachathite,..... And the sons 
of Shimon were Amnon, and Rinnah, Ben-hanan, and 
Tilon. And the sons of Ishi were Zoheth, and Ben- 
zoheth. 

2.1 The sons of Shelah the son of Judah were, Er the father of 
Lecah, and Laadah the father of Mareshah, and the families 
of the house of them that wrought fine linen, of the house of 

22 Ashbea, and Jokim, and the men of Chozeba, and Joash, 
and Saraph, who had the dominion in Moab, and Jashubi- 

23 lehem. And these are ancient things. These were the 
potters, and men that dwelt in Netaim and Gederah: 
there they dwelt near the lang for his work. 


24 The sons of Simeon were, Nemuel, and Jamin, Jarib, 
25 Zerah, and Shaul: Shallum his son, Mibsam his son, Mish- 
26 mans son. And the sons of Mishma; Hamuel his son, 
27 Zacehur his son, Shimei his son. And Shimei had sixteen 
sons and six daughters; but his brethren had not many 
children, neither did all their family multiply, like to the 
2s children of Judah. And they dwelt at Beer-sheba, and Mola- 
29 dah, and Hazar-shual, and at Bilhah, and at Ezem, and at 
31 Tolad, and at Bethuel, and at Hormah, and at Ziklag, and 
at Beth-marcaboth, and Hazar-susim, and at Beth-birei, 
and at Shaaraim. These were their cities unto the reign of 
32 David. And their villages were, tam, and Ain, Rimmon, 
33 and Tochen, and Ashan; five cities, and all their villages 
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that were round about those eities, unto Baal. These were 
their habitations, and this their genealogy. 

And Meshobab, and Jamlech, and Joshah the son of Ama- 34 
ziah, and Joel, and Jehu the son of Josibiah, the son of Se- 35 
raiah, the son of Asiel, and Elioenai, ‘and Jaakobah, and 36 
Jeshohaiah, and Asaiah, and Adiel, and Jesimiel, and Benaiah, | 
and Ziza the son of Shiphi, the son of Allon, the son of Je- 37 
daiah, the son of Shimri, the son of Shemaiah ; these men- 3s 
tioned by name were princes in their families: and the house 
of their fathers increased greatly. And they went to the en- 39 
trance of Gedor, even unto the east side of the valley, to seek 
pasture for their flocks. And they found rich pasture and 40 
good, and a land wide, and quiet, and secure; for certain of 
the race of Ham had dwelt there of old. And these written 41 
above by name came in the days of Hezekiah king of Judah, 
and smote their tents, and the habitations that were found 
there, and destroyed them utterly unto this day, and dwelt 
in their stead: because there was pasture there for their 
flocks. And some of them, even of the sons of Simeon, five 42 
hundred men, went to mount Seir; having for their captains 
Pelatiah, and Neariah, and Rephaiah, and Uzziel, the sons of 
Ishi. And they smote the remnant of the Amalekites that 43 
were escaped ; and have dwelt there unto this day. 


CHAP. V.—Now the sons of Reuben the first-born of 1 
Israel, (for he was the first-born ; but, forasmuch as he defiled 
his father’s bed, his birth-right was given unto the sons of 
Joseph the son of Israel: yet they are not to be registered 
according to the birth-right: for Judah prevailed above his 2 
brethren, and of him came the chief ruler; but the birth- 
right was Joseph’s:) the sons, J say, of Reuben the first- 3 
born of Israel were, Hanoch, and Pallu, Hezron, and Carmi. 
The sons of Joel; Shemaiah his son, Gog Ins son, Shimei his 4 
son, Micah his son, Reaia his son, Baal his son, Beerah his 6 
son, whom Tilgath-pilneser king of Assyria carried away cap- 
tive: he was prince of the Reubenites. And his brethren 7 
by their families, when the genealogy of their generations 
was reckoned, were Jeicl, the chief, and Zechariah, and Bela s 
the son of Azaz, the son of Shema, the son of Joel, who 
dwelt in Aroer, even unto Nebo and Baal-meon : and eastward 9 
he inhabited unto the begmning of the wilderness which ex- 
tends from the river Euphrates: because thei cattle were 
multiplied in the land of Gilead. And in the days of Saul to 
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they made way with the Hagaritcs, who fell by their hand ; 
and they dwelt m their tents, throughout all the land east- 
ward of Gilead. 


11 And the children of Gad dwelt over against them, in the 
12 land of Bashan unto Saleah: Joel the ehief, and Shapham 
13 the next, and Jaana, and Shaphat in Bashan. And their 
brethren of the house of their fathers were, Miehael, and 
Meshullam, and Sheba, and Jorai, and Jachan, and Zia, and 
14 Heber, seven. These are the children of Abihail the son 
of Huri, the son of Jaroah, the son of Gilead, the son of 
Michael, the son of Jeshishai, the son of Jahdo, the son of 
15 Buz; Ahi the son of Abdiel, the son of Guni, was the chief 
16 of the house of their fathers. And they dwelt in Gilead, 
in Bashan, and in its towns, and im all the pasture-lands of 
17 Sharon, upon their borders. All these were enrolled in the 
registers in the days of Jotham king of Judah, and in the 
_ days of Jeroboam king of Israel. 
is The sons of Reuben, and the Gadites, and the half of the 
tnbe of Manasseh, vahant men, men able to bear buckler 
and sword, and to shoot with bow, and trained to war, were 
forty-four’ thousand seven hundred and sixty, that went out 
i9 to war. And they made war with the Hagarites, with 
20 Jetur, and Naphish, and Nodab. And they were helped 
against them, and the Hagarites were dehvered into their 
hand, and all that were with them: for they cried to God in 
the battle, and he was intreated of them, because they put 
21 their trust in him. And they took away their cattle; of 
their camels fifty thousand, and of sheep two hundred and 
fifty thousand, and of asses two thousand, and of men a 
22 hundred thousand. For there fell down many slain, because 
the war was of God. And they dwelt in their stead until 
the captivity. 


23 And the children of the half of the tribe of Manasseh 
dwelt in the land: they inereased from Bashan unto Baal- 
2+ hermon and Sem, and unto mount Hermon. And these 
were the heads of the house of their fathers, even Kpher, 
and Ishi, and Khel, and Azricl, and Jeremiah, and Hoda- 
viah, and Jahdiel, mighty men of valour, famous men, heads 
25 of the house of their fathers. And they transgressed against 
the God of their fathers, and went a whoring after the gods 
of the people of theland, whom God destroyed before them 
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And the God of Israel stirred up the spirit of Pul king of 26 


Assyria, and the spint of Tilgath-pilneser king of Assyria, 
and he carried them away, even the Reubenites, and the 
Gadites, and the half of the tnbe of Manasseh, and brought 
them unto Halah, and Habor, and Hara, and to the river 
Gozan, unto this day. 


CHAP. VI.—The sons of Levi; Gershon, Kohath, and 
Merari. Andthe sons of Kohath; Amram, Izhar, and He- 
bron, and Uzziel. And the children of Amram; Aaron, and 
Moses, and Minam. The sons also of Aaron; Nadab, and 
Abihu, Eleazar, and Ithamar. Eleazar begat Phinehas, Phi- 
nehas begat Abishua; and Abishua begat Bukki, and Bukki 
begat Uzzi; and Uzai begat Zerahiah, and Zerahiah begat 
Meraioth; Meraioth begat Amariah, and Amariah begat 
Ahitub ; and Alntub begat Zadok, and Zadok begat Ahimaaz; 
and Ahimaaz begat Azariah, and Azariah begat Johanan ; and 
Johanan begat Azaniah; (he it is who executed the priest’s 
office in the temple which Solomon built in Jerusalem :) and 
Azariah begat Amarah, and Amariah begat Ahitub; and 
Ahitub begat Zadok, and Zadok begat Shallum; and Shallum 
begat Hilkiah, and Ihlkiah begat Azanah ; and Azanah begat 
Seraiah, and Seraiah begat Jehozadak; and Jehozadak went 
into captivity, when Jehovah carmed away Judah and Jeru- 
salem into captivity, by the hand of Nebuchadnezzar. 

The sons of Levi; Gershom, Kohath, and Meran. And 
these are the names of the sons of Gershom ; Libni and Shimei. 
And the sons of Kohath were, Amram, and Izhar, and Hebron, 
and Uzzicl. The sons of Merari; Mahh, and Mushi. 

And these are the famihes of the Levites according to their 
fathers. Of Gershom; Libmi his son, Jahath his son, Zim- 
mah his son, Joah his son, Iddo his son, Zerah his son, Jeaterai 
his son. The sons of Kohath; Amminadab his son, Korah 
his son, Assir his son, Elkanah his son, and Ebiasaph his son, 
and Assir his son, Tahath his son, Uriel his son, Uzziah his 
son, and Shaul his son. And the sons of Elkanah; Amasai, 
and Ahimoth. As for Elkanah; the sons of Mikanah ; Zophai 
his son, and Nahath his son, Khab his son, Jeroham his son, 
Hikanah his son, Samuel his son. And the sons of Samuel ; 
Joel the first-born, and the second, Abijah. 

The sons of Merari; Mahli, Libni his son, Shimei his son, 


Uzza his son, Shimcea his son, Haggiah his son, Asaiah his son. : 


And these are they whom David set over the service of song 
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32 in the house of Jehovah, after that the ark had rest. And 
they ministered before the dwelling place of the tabernacle 
of the congregation with singing, until Solomon had built 
the house of Jehovah in Jerusalem: and they waited on their 
office according to their order. 

33 And these are they that waited, with their children. Of 
the sons of the Kohathites: Heman the chief singer, the son 

34 of Joel, the son of Samuel; the son of Elkanah, the son of 

35 Jeroham, the son of Khel, the son of Toah; the son of Zuph, 
the son of Elkanah, the son of Mahath, the son of Amasai; 

36 the son of Elkanah, the son of Joel, the son of Azariah, the 

37 son of Zephaniah; the son of Tahath, the son of Assir, the 

38 son of Ebiasaph, the son of Korah; the son of Izhar, the son 
of Kohath, the son of Levi, the son of Israel. 

39 And his brother Asaph, who stood on his nght hand, even 

4o Asaph the son of Berachiah, the son of Shimea; the son of 

41 Michael, the son of Baaseiah, the son of Malchiah, the son 

42 of Kthni, the son of Zerah, the son of Adaiah; the son of 

43 Ethan, the son of Zimmah, the son of Shimei; the son of 
Jahath, the son of Gershom, the son of Levi. 

44 And their brethren the sons of Merari stood on the left 
hand: Ethan the son of Kishi, the son of Abdi, the son of 

45 Malluch; the son of Hashabiah, the son of Amaziah, the son of 

46 Hilkiah ; the son of Amzi, the son of Bani, the son of Shamer ; 

47 the son of Mahl, the son of Mushi, the son of Merari, the 
son of Levi. 

48 ‘Their brethren also the Levites were appointed unto all 
manner of service of the tabernacle of the house of God. 

49 But Aaron and his sons offered upon the altar of burnt-offer- 
ing, and upon the altar of incense ; and were appointed for 
all the work of the most holy place, and to make atonement 
for Israel, according to all that Moses the servant of God 
had commanded. 

50 And these are the sons of Aaron; Eleazar his son, Phinc- 

51 has his son, Abishua his son; Bukki his son, Uzzi his son, 

52 Zerahiah his son; Meraioth his son, Amariah his son, Ahitub 

53 his son; Zadok his son, Ahimaaz his son. 

64 And these are their dwelling places throughout their strong- 
holds in their coasts, of the sons of Aaron, of the families of 

55 the Kohathites: for the first lot fell tothem. And they gave 
unto them Hebron in the land of Judah, and the pasture-lands 

56 thereof around it. But the field of the city, and the villages 

57 thercof, they gave to Caleb the son of Jephunnech. And to 
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the sons of Aaron they gave the eities of refuge, Hebron, 
and Libnah with its pasture-lands, and Jattir, and Eshtemoa 
with its pasture-lands; and Hilen with its pasture-lands, 5s 
Debir with its pasture-lands; and Ashan with its pasture-lands, 59 
Beth-shemesh with its pasture-lands. And out of the tribe of 6o 
Benjamin, Geba with its pasture-lands, and Alemeth with its 
pasture-lands, and Anathoth with its pasture-lands. All 
their cities were thirteen cities, among their families. And 61 
unto the rest of the children of Kohath, out of the families 
of the tribe of Ephraim, and out of the tribe of Dan, and out 
of the half tribe of Manassch, ten cities were given by lot. 

And the eclldren of Gershom throughout their families 62 
had, out of the tribe of Issachar, and out of the tribe of 
Asher, and out of the tribe of Naphtali, and out of the tribe 
of Manasseh in Bashan, thirteen cities. 

Unto the children of Merari were given by lot, throughout 63 
their families, out of the tribe of Reuben, and out of the 
tribe of Gad, and out of the tribe of Zebulun, twelve cities. 

And the children of Israel gave to the Levites these cities 64 
with their pasture-lands. And they gave by lot out of the 65 
tribe of the children of Judah, and out of the tribe of the 
children of Simeon, and out of the tribe of the eluldren of 
Benjamin, these cities, which are mentioned by name. And 66 
some of the familics of the children of Kohath had cities of 
their coasts out of the tnbe of Ephraim. And they gave 67 
unto them the cities of refuge, Shechem in mount Ephraim 
with its pasture-lands, and Gezer with its pasture-lands ; 
and Jokmeam with its pasture-lands, and Beth-horon with 6s 
its pasture-lands; and Aijalon with its pasture-lands, and 69 
Gath-rimmon with its pasture-lands: and out of the half 70 
tribe of Manassch, Aner with its pasture-lands, and Bileam 
with its pasture-lands, for the families of the remnant of the 
children of Kohath. Unto the children of Gershom eere 7) 
given out of the families of the half tribe of Manasseh, 
Golan in Bashan with its pasturc-lands, and Ashtaroth with 
its pasture-lands: and out of the tribe of Issachar, Kedesh 72 
with its pasture-lands, Daberath with its pasture-lands ; and 
Ramoth with its pasture-lands, and Anem with its pasture- 
lands : and out of the tribe of Asher, Mashal with its pasture- 7 
lands, and Abdon with its pasture-lands ; and Hukok with its 7 
pasture-lands, and Rehob with its pasture-lands: and out of 76 
the tribe of Naphtali, Kedesh in Galilce with its pasturc-lands, 
and Hammon with its pasture-lands, and Kirjathaim with its 
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77 pasture-lands. Unto the rest of the children of Merari were 
given out of the tribe of Zebulun, Rimmon with its pasture- 

78 lands, Tabor with its pasture-lands: and on the other side 
Jordan by Jericho, on the east side of Jordan, were given them 
out of the tmbe of Reuben, Bezer in the wilderness with its 

79 pasture-lands, and Jahzah with its pasture-lands ; Kedemoth 

so also with its pasture-lands, and Mephaath with its pasture- 
Jands: and out of the tribe of Gad, Ramoth in Gilead with 

s1 its pasture-lands, and Mahanaim with its pasture-lands ; and 
Heshbon with its pasture-lands, and Jazer with its pasture- 
lands. 


1 CHAP. VIl.—Now the sons of Issachar were Tola, and 

2 Puah, Jashub, and Shunrom, four. And the sons of Tola; 
Uzzi, and Rephaiah, and Jeriel, and Jahmai, and Jibsam, and 
Shemuel were heads of the honse of their fathers, the sons 
of Tola, valiant men of might in their generations; whose 
number was in the days of David twenty-two thousand and 

3 sixhundred. And the sons of Uzzi; Izrahiah, (and the sons 
of Izraliah,) Michael, and Obadiah, and Joel, and Ishiah, five : 

4all of them chicf men. And with them throughout their 
generations, after the house of their fathers, were bands of 
soldiers for war, thirty-six thousand men: for they had many 

5 wives and sons. And their brethren among all the families 
of Issachar were valiant men of might, fourscore and seven 
thousand, in all, recorded in the registers. 


6 The sons of Benjamin; Bela, and Becher, and Jediael, 
7 three. And the sons of Bela; Ezbon, and Uzzi, and Uzziel, 
and Jerimoth, and Im, five; heads of the house of their 
fathers, mighty men of valour; and there were recorded of 
them in the registers twenty-two thousand and_thirty- 
sfour. And the sons of Becher: Zemira, and Joash, 
and Ehezer, and Ehoenai, and Omri, and Jerimoth, and 
Abiah, and Anathoth, and Alameth. All these are the sons 
9 of Beeher. And the number of them, after their registers, 
by their gencrations, heads of the house of their fathers, 
mighty men of valour, was twenty thousand and two hun- 
10 dred. And the sons of Jediael; Bilhan: and the sons of 
Bilhan; Jeush, and Benjamm, and Ehud, and Chenaanah, 
11. and Zethan, and Tharshish, and Abhishahar, all these. And 
the children of Jediacl, by the heads of their fathers, mighty 
men of valour, were seventeen thousand and two hundred, 
Q 2 
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fit to go out with the host for war. Shuppim also, and 12 
Huppim, the children of Ir; and Hushim, the children of 


Aher. 


The sons of Naphtali; Jahziel, and Guni, and Jezcr, and 13 
Shallum, the sons of Bilhah. 


The sons of Manasseh; Asriel, whom his wife bare: (but 14 
his Syrian concubine bare Machir the father of Gilead: and 1s 
Machir took to wife the sister of Huppim and Shuppim, 
whose name was Maachah;) and the name of his wife’s se- 
cond son was Zelophehad; and Zelophehad had daughters only. 
And Maachah the wife of Machir bare a son, and she called 16 
his name Peresh; and the name of his brother was Sheresh ; 
and his sons were Ulam and Rakem. And the sons of 17 
Ulam; Bedan. These were the sons of Gilead, the son of 
Machir, the son of Manasseh. And his sister Hammoleketh 1s 
bare Ishod, and Abiezer, and Mahalah. And the sons of 19 
Shemidah were, Ahian, and Shechem, and Ink, and Aniam. 


And the sons of Ephraim; Shuthelah, and Bered his son, 20 
and Tahath his son, and Eladah hts son, and Tahath his son, 
and Zabad his son, and Shuthelah his son, and Ezer, and 2 
Klead, whom the men of Gath who were born in that land 
slew, because they came down to take away their cattle. 22 
And Ephraim thew father mourned many days, and his 
brethren came to comfort him. And he went in to his wife, 23 
and she conceived, and bare a son, and he ealled his name Be- 
riah,[1N EvIL], because it went evil with hishouse. (And his 24 
daughter was Sherah, who built the lower and the upper Beth- 
horon, and Uzzen-sherah.) And Rephah was his son, and 95 
Resheph ; and Telah was his son, and Tahan his son; Laadan 26 
his son, Ammihud his son, Hlishama his son; Non his son, 27 
Joshua hisson. And their possessions and habitations were, 28 
Beth-el and the towns thereof, and castward Naaran, and 
westward Gezer, with the towns thereof; Shechem also and 
the towns thereof, unto Gaza and the towns thereof: and 29 
by the borders of the children of Manassch, Beth-shean and 
its towns, Taanach and its towns, Megiddo and its towns, 
Dor and its towns. In these dwelt the children of Joseph 
the son of Israel. 


The sons of Asher; Imnah, and Isuah, and Ishuai, and 30 
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31 Beriah: and Serah was their sister. And the sons of Beriah ; 
32 Heber, and Malchiel, who is the father of Birzavith. And 
Heber begat Japhlet, and Shomer, and Hotham, and Shua 
33 their sister. And the sons of Japhiet;:Pasach, and Bim- 
hal, and Ashvath. These are the children of Japhlet. 
34 And the sons of Shomer; Ahi, and Rohgah, Jehubbah, and 
35 Aram. And the sons of his brother Helem; Zophah, and 
36 Imna, and Shelesh, and Amal. The sons of Zophah; Suah, 
37 and Harnepher, and Shual, and Beri, and Imrah; Bezer, and 
Hod, and Shamma, and Shilshah, and Ithran, and Beera. 
38 And the sons of Jether; Jephunneh, and Pispah, and Ara. 
40 And the sons of Ulla; Arah, and Haniel, and Rezia. All 
these were the children of Asher, heads of their father’s 
house, choice and mighty men of valour, chiefs among the 
princes. And their number, enrolled in the register of them 
that were fit to serve in the host for war, was twenty-six thou- 
sand men. 


1 CHAP. VIII.—Now Benjamin begat Bela his first-born, 
2 Ashbel the seeond, and Aharah the third, Nohah the fourth, 
3and Rapha the fifth. And the sons of Bela were, Addar, 
4and Gera, and Abihud. And Abishua, and Naaman, and 
6 Ahoah ; and Gera, and Shephuphan, and Huram; and these 
are the sons of Ehud: these are the heads of the fathers of the 
inhabitants of Geba; but they were removed to Manahath: 
7 even Naaman, and Ahoah, and Gera, he removed them, and 
s begat Uzza, and Ahihud. And afterwards he begat children 
in the country of Moab, after he had sent them away, of 
9 Ifushim and Baara his wives. And he begat of Hodesh his 
10 wife, Jobab, and Zibia, and Mesha, and Malcham; and Jeuz, 
and Shachia, and Mirma. These were his sons, heads of the 
1 fathers. And of Hushim he begat Abitub, and Elpaal. 
12 The sons of Elpaal; Eber, and Misham, and Shamed, 
13 (who built Ono, and Lod, with the towns thereof:) Beriah 
also, and Shema, who were heads of the fathers of the 
inhabitants of Aijalon, who drove away the inhabitants of 
15 Gath. And Ahio, Shashak, and Jeremoth; and Zebadiah, 
16 and Arad, and Ader; and Michael, and Ispah, and Joha, the 
17 sons of Beriah; and Zebadiah, and Meshullam, and Hezeki, 
is and Heber; and Ishmerai, and Jezliah, and Jobab, were the 
20 sons of Elpaal; and Jakim, and Zichri, and Zabdi; and 
21 Elienai, and Zilthai, and Khel; and Adaitah, and Beraiah, 
22 and Shimrath, the sons of Shimei; and Ishpan, and Heber, 
24 and Ehiel ; and Abdon, and Zichri, and Hanan ; and Hanna- 
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niah, and Elam, and Antothijah ; and Iphedeiah, and Penuel, 25 
the sons of Shashak; and Shamsherai, and Shehariah, and 26 
Athaliah; and Jaresiah, and Ehah, and Zichni, the sons of 27 
Jeroham. These were heads of the fathers, by their gene- 28 
rations, chief men. These dwelt mn Jerusalem. 

And at Gibeon dwelt the father of Gibeon; and his wife’s 29 
name was Maachah: and his first-born son Abdon, and Zur, 30 
and Kish, and Baal, and Nadab; and Gedor, and Ahio, and a1 
Zacher. And Mikloth begat Shimeah. And these also 32 
dwelt with the brethren, over against ther brethren in 
Jerusalem. 

And Ner begat Kish, and Kish begat Saul, and Saul be- 33 
eat Jonathan, and Malchi-shua, and Abinadab, and Esh- 
baal. And the son of Jonathan was Merib-baal ; and Menb- 34 
baal begat Micah. And the sons of Micah were Pithon, and 3s 
Melech, and Tarea, and Ahaz. And Ahaz begat Jehoadah ; 36 
and Jehoadah begat Alemeth, and Azmaveth, and Zinn; 
and Zimri begat Moza. And Moza begat Binea; Rapha was 37 
his son, Eleasar his son, Azel his son. And Azel had six ss 
sons, whose names are these, Azrikam, Bocheru, and Ish- 
mael, and Sheariah, and Obadiah, and Hanan. All! these. 
were the sons of Azel. And the sons of Eshek his brother 39 
were, Ulam his first-born, Jehush the second, and Eliphelet 
the third. And the sons of Ulam were exceeding skilful in 40 
shooting with the bow; and they had many sons and sons’ 
sons, a hundred and fifty, All these are of the children 
of Benjamin. 


CHAP. IX.—So all Israel were enroiled in registers; 1 
and, behold, they were written in the Book of the Kings of 
Israel; and the men of Judah were carried away to Babylon 
for their transgression. 

Now the first Israelites that dwelt in their possessions 1n 2 
their cities were the priests, the Levites, and the servants of 
the sanctuary. 

And in Jerusalem dwelt men of the children of Judah, 3 
and of the children of Benjamin, and of the children of 
Ephraim, and Manassch ; Uthai the son of Ammihud, the 4 
son of Omri, the son of Imri, the son of Bani, of the chil- 
dren of Pharez the son of Judah. And of the Shilonites; 5 
Asaiah the first-born, and his sons. And of the children of 6 
Zerah, Jeuel; and their brethren, six hundred and nincty. 
And of the children of Benjamin; Sallu the son of Meshul- 7 
lam, the son of Hodaviah, the son of Hasenuah ; and Ibneiah s 
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the son of Jeroham, and Elah the son of Uzzi, the son of 
Michri, and Meshullam the son of Shephathiah, the son of 
9 Reuel, the son of Ibnijah; and their brethren, aecording to 
their generations, nine hundred and fifty-six. All these nen 
were chief among the fathers in the house of their fathers. 
io «And of the priests; Jedaiah, and Jehoiarib, and Jachin ; 
11 and Azariah the son of Hilkiah, the son of Meshullam, the 
son of Zadok, the son of Meraioth, the son of Abhitub, the 
12 ruler of the house of God; and Adaiah the son of Jeroham, 
the son of Pashur, the son of Malehijah, and Maasiai the 
son of Adiel, the son of Jalzerah, the son of Meshullam, the 
13 son of Meshillemith, the son of Immer; and their brethren, 
heads of the house of their fathers, a thousand and seven 
hundred and sixty; very able men for the work of the scrvice 
of the house of God. 
14 ~=©60 And of the Levites; Shemaiah the son of Hasshub, the 
son of Azrikam, the son of Hashabiah, of the ehildren of 
15 Merari; and Bakbakkar, Heresh, and Galal, and Mattaniah 
16 the son of Micah, the son of Zichri, the son of Asaph; and 
Obadiah the son of Shemaiah, the son of Galal, the son of 
Jeduthun, and Bereehiah the son of Asa, the son of Elkanah, 
17 who dwelt in the villages of the Netophathites. And the 
porters were Shallum, and Akkub, and Talmon, and Ahiman, 
is and thei brethren; Shallum was the chief: and hitherto 
these the porters in the companies of the children of Levi 
i9 waited in the king’s gate, castward. And Shallum the son 
of Kore, the son of Ebiasaph, the son of Korah, and his 
brethren, of the house of his father, the Korahites, were over 
the work of the scrvice, keepers of the gates of the taber- 
nacle ; and thar fathers, in the camp of Jehovah, had been 
20 keepers of the portal. And Phinehas the son of Eleazar was 
the ruler over them in time past; Jehovah was with him. 
21 Zechariah the son of Meshelemiah was porter of the door of 
22the tabernacle of the congregation. All those who were 
chosen to be porters in the gates were two hundred and twelve. 
These, whom David and Samuel the seer ordained in their 
charge were enrolled in the registers, according to their 
23 villages. So they and their ehildren had the oversight of 
the gates of the house of Jehovah, namely, the house of the 
24 tabernacle, by wards. In four quarters were the porters, 
o5 toward the cast, the west, the north, and the south. And 
their brethren, who were in their villages, were to come after 
26 seven days, from time to time, with them. For these Levites, 
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the four chief porters, were in charge, and they were over 
the chambers and treasuries of the house of God. And they 27 
lodged round about the house of God, because the custody 
was upon them, and the opening of it every morning per- 
tained to them. And certain of them had the charge of the 2s 
ministering vessels, that by tale they should bring them in 
and by tale should bring them out. Some of them also 29 
were appointed to oversee the vessels, and all the instruments 
of the sanctuary, and the fine flour, and the wine, and the oil, 
and the frankincense, and the spices. And some of the sons 30 
of the priests made the omtment of the spices. And Maitti- 31 
thiah, one of the Levites, who was the first-born of Shallum 
the Korahite, had the charge over the things that were 
made inthe pans. And o¢her of their brethren, of the sons 32 
of the Kohathites, were over the shew-bread, to prepare it 
every sabbath. And these singers, the ehief of the fathers of 33 
the Levites, remained in the chambers free: for they were 
employed in that work day and mght. These ehief fathers 32 
of the Levites were chief throughout their generations ; 
these dwelt at Jerusalem. 

And in Gibeon dwelt the father of Gibeon, Jehicl, whose 35 
wife’s name was Maachah: and his first-born son was Ab- 36 
don, then Zur, and Kish, and Baal, and Ner, and Nadab ; and 37 
Gedor, and Ahio, and Zechariah, and Mikloth. And Mikloth 3s 
begat Shimeam. And they also dwelt with their brethren at 
Jerusalem, over against their brethren. And Ner begat Kish ; 39 
and Kish begat Saul; and Saul begat Jonathan, and Malehi- 
shua, and Abinadab, and Esh-baal. And the son of Jona- 40 
than was Merib-baal; and Merib-baal begat Muieah. And 41 
the sons of Micah were Pithon, and Meleech, and Tahrea, 
and Ahaz. And Ahaz begat Jarah; and Jarah begat Ale- 42 
meth, and Azmavcth, and Zimri; and Zimri begat Moza; and 43 
Moza begat Binea; and Rephaiah his son, Hleasah his son, 
Azel his son. And Azel had six sons, whose names are these, 44 
Azrikam, Bocheru, and Ishmael, and Sheanah, and Obadiah, 
and Hanan: these were the sons of Azel. 


CHAP. X.—Now the Philistines made war against Isracl; 1 
and the men of Isracl fled from before the Philistines, and 
fell slain in Mount Gilboa. And the Philistines followed 2 
hard after Saul, and after his sons; and the Philistines slew 
Jonathan, and Abinadab, and Malehi-shua, the sons of Saul. 
And the battle went sore against Saul, and the archers hit 3 
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4 him, and he was wounded of the shngers. Then said Saul 
to his armour-bearer, ‘‘ Draw thy sword, and thrust me 
through therewith ; lest these uncircumcised come and abuse 
me.” But his armour-bearer would not; for he was sore 

s afraid. So Saul took lis sword, and fell upon it. And 
when his armour-bearer saw that Saul was dead, he fell like- 

6 wise on the sword, and died. So Saul died and his three 

7 sons, and all his house died together. And when all the men 
of Israel who were in the valley saw that the host had fled, 
and that Saul and his sons were dead, then they forsook their 
cities, and fled: and the Philistines came and dwelt in them. 

s And it eame to pass on the morrow, when the Philistines 
came to strip the slain, that they fonnd Saul and his sons 

9 fallen in mount Gilboa. And they stripped him, and 
they took his head, and his armour, and sent into the land 
of the Philistines round about, to carry the tidings unto 

10 their idols, and to the people. And they put his armour in 
the temples of their gods, and fastened his head in the temple 

11 0f Dagon. And all Jabesh-gilead heard all that the Plilis- 

12 tines had done to Saul; and they arose, all the valiant men, 
and took away the body of Saul, and the bodies of his sons, 
and brought them to Jabesh, and buried their bones under 
the terebinth tree in Jabesh, and fasted seven days. 

13. So Saul died for his transgression which he committed 
against Jehovah, even against the word of Jehovah, which he 
kept not ; and also for seeking to enquire of a necromancer. 

14 And he enquired not of Jehovah; therefore he slew him, 
and turned the kingdom unto David the son of Jesse. 


1 CHAP. XI.—Then all Isracl gathered themselves to- 
gether to David unto Hebron, saying, “Behold, we are thy 
2 bone and thy flesh. And moreover in time past, even when 
Saul was king, it was thou who didst lead out and bring in 
Israel ; and Jehovah thy God said unto thee, ‘Thou shalt 
feed my people Isracl, and thou shalt be ruler over my 
3 people Isracl.’’? Therefore came all the elders of Israel to 
the king to lebron; and David made a covenant with them 
in Hebron before Jehovah ; and they anointed David king 
over Israel, according to the word of Jehovah by Samuel. 
4 And David and all Israel went to Jerusalem, which is Jebus ; 
and the Jebusites, the inhabitants of the land, were there. 
5 And the inhabitants of Jebus said to David, ‘ Thou shalt 
not come hither.” Nevertheless David took the strong-hold 
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of Zion, which is the city of David. And David said, “ Who- 6 
soever smiteth the Jebusites first shall be chief and captain.” 
So Joab the son of Zeruiah went first up, and was chief. And 7 
David dwelt in the strong-hold; therefore they called it the 
city of David. And he built the city round about, even s 
from the embankment. round about: and Joab rebuilt the 
rest of the city. So David grew greater and greater: for 9 
Jehovah of hosts was with him. 

These also are the chief of the mighty men whom David 10 
had, who adhered closely to him in his kingdom, and joined 
with all Israel, to make him king, according to the word of 
Jehovah concerning Israel. And this is the catalogue of the 1 
mighty men whom David had ; Jashobeam, the son of Hach- 
mom, the chief of the warriors: he brandished his spear 
over three hundred, slain at one time. And after him was 
Hleazar the son of Dodo, the Ahohite, who was one of the 
three mighty men. He was with David at Pas-dammim ; and 
there the Philistines were gathered together for battle, where 
was a parcel of ground full of barley; and the people fled 
from before the Philistines. And they set themselves in the 
midst of that parcel, and delivered it, and slew the Philis- 
tines; and Jehovah saved them by a great deliverance. 

Now three of the thirty captains went down to the rock 1s 
to David, into the cave of Adullam; and the host of the 
Philistines lay encamped in the valley of Rephaim. And 16 
David was then in the strong-hold, and the garrison of the 
Pinhstimes was then at Beth-lehem. And David longed, and 17 
sad, “O that one would give me drink of the water of the 
well of Beth-lehem, that is at the gate!”? And the three 1s 
brake through the host of the Philistines, and drew water 
out of the well of SBeth-lehcm, that was by the gate, 
and took it, and brought it to David; but David would not 
drink of it, but poured it out unto Jehovah, and said, “ My 
God forbid that [ should do this thing: shall I drink the 
blood of these men that have put their lives in jeopardy? 
for with their lives they brought it.” Therefore he would 
not drink it. These things did these three mighty men. 

And Abishai the brother of Joab, he was the chief of the 20 
second three: for he brandished his spear over three hundred 
slain; and he had a name among the three. Of the three, 21 
he was more honourable than the two ; for he was their cap- 
tain; yet he attamed not to the firsé three. Benaah the 
son of Jehoiada, the son of a valiant man of Kabzcel, 
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who had done mighty deeds ; he slew two lion-like champions 
of Moab: yea, he went down and slew a hon in a pit-fall on 
23 asnowy day. And he slew an Egyptian, a man of great sta- 
ture, five cubits high ; and in the Egyptian’s hand was a spear 
like a weaver’s beam; and he went down to him with a staff, 
and plucked the spear out of the Egyptian’s hand, and slew 
24 him with his own spear. These things did Benaiah the son 
of Jehoiada, and had a name among the three mighty men. 
25 Behold, he was honourable among the thirty, but attaimed not 
to the first three: and David set him over Ins audience- 
chamber. 
206 Also the valiant men of the armies were, Asahel the bro- 
ther of Joab, Elhanan the son of Dodo of Beth-lehem; 
23 Shammoth the Harorite, Helez the Pelonite ; Ira the son of 
29 Ikkesh the Tekoite, Abi-ezcr the Antothite; Sibbecai the 
30 Hushathite, Ilai the Ahohite, Maharai the Netophathite, 
31 Heled the son of Baahnah the Netophatlite ; Ithai the son of 
Ribai of Gibeah, which belonged to the ehildren of Benjamin, 
32 Benaiah the Pirathonite; Hurai of the brooks of Gaash, 
33 Abiel the Arbathite; Azmaveth the Baharumite, Ehahba the 
34 Shaalbonite ; the sons of Hashem the Gizonite, Jonathan the 
35 son of Shage the Hararite; Ahiam the son of Sacar the 
36 Hararite, Eliphal the son of Ur; Hepher the Mecherathite, 
37 Ahijah the Pelonite ; Hezro the Carmelite, Naarai the son of 
33 Ezbai; Joel the brother of Nathan, Mibhar the son of Haggen ; 
39 Zelek the Ammonite, Naharai the Berothite, the armour- 
40 bearer of Joab the son of Zeruiah; Ira the Ithnte, Gareb the 
42 Ithnite ; Uriah the Hittite, Zabad the son of Ahlai; Adina the 
son of Shiza the Reubenite, the captain of the Reubenites, 
43 and thirty with him; Hanan the son of Maachah, and Josha- 
44 phat the Mithnite ; Uzzia the Ashterathite, Shama and Jehicl 
45 the sons of Hothan the Aroerite; Jediael the son of Shimi1, 
46 and Joha his brother, the Tizite; Ehel the Mahavite, and 
Jembai, and Joshaviah, the sons of Elnaam, and Ithmah the 
47 Moabite ; Khel, aud Obed, and Jasicl the Mesobaite. 


1 CHAP. XII.—Now these are they that eame to David to 
Aiklag, while he yet kept himself close because of Saul! the 
son of Kash: and they were among the mighty men, helpers 

2of the war. They were armed with bows, and could use both 
the right hand and the left in hurling stones and shooting 
arrows out of a bow, even of Saul’s brethren of Benjamin. 

3 The chief was Ahiezcr, then Joash, the sons of Shemaah 
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the Gibeathite; and Jeziel, and Pelet, the sons of Azmaveth ; 
and Berachah, and Jehu the Anathothite, and Ismaiah the 4 
Gibeonite, a mighty man among the thirty, and over the 
thirty ; and Jeremiah, and Jahaziel, and Johanan, and Josabad 
the Gederathite ; Eluzai, and Jeremoth, and Bealiah, and She- 5 
mariah, and Shephatiah the Haruphite; Elkanah, and Jesiah, 6 
and Azareel, and Joezer, and Jashobeam, the Korhites; and 7 
Joelah, and Zebadiah, the sons of Jeroham of Gedor. 

And of the Gadites there separated themselves unto David s 
into the strong-hold to the wilderness, men of might, warriors 
for the battle, that could handle shield and spear ; their faces 
were like the faces of lions, and they were as swift as the 
antelopes upon the mountains; Ezer the first, Obadiah the 9 
second, Eliab the third; Mishmannah the fourth, Jeremiah 10 
the fifth; Attai the sixth, Eliel the seventh; Johanan the 12 
eighth, Elzabad the ninth; Jeremiah the tenth, Machbanai 13 
the eleventh. These were of the sons of Gad, captains of 14 
the host; one of the least was over an hundred, and the 
greatest over a thousand. These are they that went over 15 
Jordan in the first month, when it had overflown all zts banks; 
and they put to flight all ¢hem of the valleys, toward the east, 
and toward the west. 

And there came certain of the children of Benjamin and 16 
Judah to the strong-hold unto David. And David went out 17 
to meet them, and answered and said unto them, “If ye be 
come peaceably unto me to help me, my heart shall be knit 
unto you: but if to betray me to mine enemies, seeing there 
is no wrong in my hands, the God of our fathers look there- 
on, and rebuke it.” Then the spirit came upon Amasal, who 1s 
was chief of the warriors, and he said, 

‘Thine are we, O David, 

And on thy side, thou son of Jesse: 
Peace, peace be unto thee, 

And peace be to thy helpers, 

For thy God hath helped thee.” 

Then David received them, and made them captains of the 
band. 

And of Manassch some revolted to David, when he came 19 
with the Philistines against Saul to battle: but he helped 
them not: for the lords of the Philistines upon advisement 
sent him away, saying, “ He will revolt to his master Saul 
to the jeopardy of our heads.” As he went to Ziklag, there 20 
revolted to him of Manasseh, Adnah, and Jozabad, and Je- 
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diael, and Michael, and Jozabad, and Elihu, and Zillethai, 

21 captains of the thousands of Manasseh. And they helped 
David against the bands of plunderers: for they were all 

22 mighty men of valour, and were captains in the host. For 
day by day there came men to David to help him, until it 
was a great host, like the host of God. 

23 And these are the numbers of the bands that were ready 
armed for the war, which came to David to Hebron, to turn 
the kingdom of Saul to him, according to the word of Je- 

24 hovah. The children of Judah that bare shield and spear, 
six thousand and eight hundred, ready armed for the war. 

25 Of the children of Simeon, mighty men of valour for the 

26 war, seven thousand and one hundred. Of the children of 

27 Levi, four thousand and six hundred. And Jehoiada the 
leader of the Aaronites, and with him three thousand and 

23 seven hundred; and Zadok, a young man mighty of valour; 

29 and of his father’s house, twenty and two captains. And of 
the children of Benjamin, the brethren of Saul, three thou- 
sand: for hitherto the greatest part of them had kept their 

30 allegiance to the house of Saul. And of the children of 
Ephraim, twenty thousand and eight hundred, mghty men of 

31 valonr, men of renown m the house of their fathers. And 
of the half tribe of Manasseh, eighteen thousand, who were 

32 called forth by name, to come and make David king. And 
of the children of Issachar, all that had understanding of 
the times, to know what Israel ought to do; the chiefs of 
them were two hundred; and all their brethren were at their 

33 commandment. Of Zebulun, such as went forth to battle, 
expert in war, with all manner of weapons of war, fifty thou- 
sand, who could keep rank: they were not of double heart. 

34 And of Naphtali, a thousand captains, and with them, with 

35 shield and spear, thirty-seven thousand. And of the Danites 

36 expert in war, twenty-eight thousand and six hundred. And 
of Asher, such as went forth to battle, expert in war, forty 

37 thousand. And of those who dwelt on the other side of Jor- 
dan, of the Reubenites, and the Gadites, and the half tribe 
of Manassch, with all manner of weapons of war for the 

38 battle, a hundred and twenty thousand. All these warriors 
who could keep rank, came with a perfect heart to Hebron, 
to make David king over all Israel: and all the rest also of 

39 Isracl were of one heart to make David king. And they 
were there with David three days, eating and drinking: for 

40 their brethren had prepared for them. Moreover they that 
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were nigh unto them, even unto Issachar, and Zebulun, and 
Naphtah, brought bread on asses, and on camels, and on 
mules, and on oxen, and meat, meal, eakes of figs, and 
bunches of raisins, and wine, and oil, and oxen, and sheep 
abundantly: for there was joy in Israel. 


CHAP. XITI.—And David eonsulted with the captains of 1 
thousands and hundreds, even with every leader. And David 2 
said unto all the congregation of Israel, “If it seem good 
unto you, and that it be of Jehovah our God, let us send — 
abroad unto our brethren every where, that are left in all the 
land of Israel, and along with them to the priests and Le- 
vites who are in the cities of their territories, that they may 
eather themselves unto us: and let us bring again the ark 3 
of our God to us: for we enquired not at it in the days of 
Saul.’ And all the congregation said that they would do 4 
so: for the thing was right in the eyes of all the people. Sos 
David gathered all Israel together, from Shihor the river of 
Egypt even unto Hamath, to bring the ark of God from Kir- 
jath-jearim. And David went up, and all Israel, to Baalah, 6 
that is, to Kirjath-jearim, which belonged to Judah, to bring 
up thence the ark of the Lord Jehovah who dwelleth between 
the cherubim, by whose name it 1s ealled. And they carried 7 
the ark of God in a new waggon, out of the house of Abina- 
dab: and Uzza and Ahio drove the waggon. And David and s 
all Israel daneed before God with all their might, and with 
songs, and with harps, and with psalterics, and with timbrels, 
and with cymbals, and with trumpets, 

And they came unto the threshing-floor of Chidon; and 9 
Uzza put forth his hand to hold the ark; for the oxen stumbled. 
And the anger of Jehovah was kindled against Uzza, and he 10 
smote him, beeause he put his hand to the ark: and he died 
there before God. And David was grieved, because Jehovah 11 
had broken forth upon Uzza: wherefore that plaec is ealled 
Perez-uzza, [THE BREACH ON Uzza,] to thisday. And David 12 
was afraid of God that day, saying, ‘ Wow shall I bring the 
ark of God home to me?” So David brought not the ark 13 
home to himself to the city of David; but carried it aside 
into the house of Obed-edom the Gittite. And the ark of 14 
God remained with the family of Obed-edom in Is house 
three months. And Jehovah blessed the house of Obed- 
edom, and all that he had. 
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CHAP. XIV.—Now Ifiram king of Tyre sent messengers 
to David, and timber of cedars, with masons and earpenters, 
to build him a house. And David perceived that Jehovah had 
confirmed him as king over Israel, for his kmgdom was lifted 
up on high, because of his people Israel. 

And David took more wives at Jerusalem: and David 
begat more sons and daughters. And these are the names of 
the children whom he had in Jerusalem: Shammua, and 
Shobab, Nathan, and Solomon ; and Jbhar, and Elishua, and 
Elpalet ; and Nogah, and Nepheg, and Japhia ; and Elishama, 
and Beehada, and Khphalet. 

And when the Philistines heard that David was anointed 
king over all Israel, all the Philstines went up to seek David. 
And David heard of it, and went out against them. And 
the Philistines came and spread themselves in the valley of 
Rephaim. And David enquired of God, saying, “Shall I go 
up against the Philistines? and wilt thou deliver them into 
my hand?” And Jehovah said unto him, “Go up; for I 
will dehver them into thy hand.” So they came up to 
Baal-perazim; and David smote them there. Then David said, 
“God hath broken forth upon mine enemies by my hand, 
hke the breaking forth of waters:” therefore they called the 
name of that place Baal-perazim: [THE PLACE OF BREAKING 
vortu.] And they left their gods there ; and David gave a 
commandment, and they were burned with fire. And the 
Philistmes yet again spread themselves abroad in the valley. 


+ Therefore David enquired again of God: and God said unto 
q s ; 


him, “Go not up after them; turn away from them, and 
come upon them over against the balsams. And it shall be, 
when thou shalt hear a sound of marching upon the tops 
of the balsams, that then thou shalt go out to battle: 
for God is gone forth before thee to smite the host of the 
Phihstines.” David therefore did as God commanded him: 
and they smote the host of the Philistines from Gibeon even 
to Gazer. And the fame of David went out into all lands; 
and Jehovah brought the fear of him upon all nations. 


CHAP. XV.—And David made unto himself houses in 
the eity of David, and prepared a place for the ark of God, 
and pitched for it a tent. Then David said, “None ought 
to earry the ark of God but the Levites: for them hath Jeho- 
vah chosen to carry the ark of God, and to minister unto 
him for ever”? And David gathered all Isracl together to 
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Jerusalem, to bring np the ark of Jehovah unto its place, 
which he had prepared for it, And David assembled the 4 
children of Aaron, and the Levites: of the sons of Kohath, 
Uriel the chief, and his brethren a hundred and twenty: of 6 
the sons of Merari, Asaiah the ehief, and his brethren two 
hundred and twenty: of the sons of Gershom, Joel the 7 
chief, and his brethren a hundred and thirty: of the sons s 
of Elizaphan, Shemaiah the ehicf, and his brethren two 
hundred: of the sons of Hebron, Kliel the ehief, and his 9 
brethren eighty: of the sons of Uzzicl, Ammmadab the 10 
ehief, and his brethren a hundred and twelve. And David 1 
ealled for Zadoe and Abiathar the priests, and for the Levites, 
for Uriel, Asaiah, and Joel, Shemaiah, and Ehel, and Ammi- 
nadab: and said unto them, “ Ye are the ehief of the fa- 12 
thers of the Levites: sanctify yourselves, both ye and your 
brethren, that ye may bring up the ark of Jehovah the God 
of Israel unto the place which 1 have prepared for it. For be- 13 
cause ye did it not at the first, Jehovah our God brake 
forth upon us, because we sought him not after the due 
order.” So the priests and the Levites sanctified themselves, 14 
to bring up the ark of Jehovah the God of Isracl. And the 1s 
children of the Levites bare the ark of God upon their shoul- 
ders, with the staves thereon, as Moses commanded, aeeording 
to the word of Jehovah. And David spake to the chief of 16 
the Levites, to appoint their brethren to be the singers, with 
instruments of musick, psalteries and harps, and cymbals, 
causing the hills to re-echo to the voice with joy. Sothe Le- 17 
vites appointed Heman the son of Jocl; and of his brethren, 
Asaph the son of Bercchiah ; and of the sons of Merari their 
brethren, Ethan the son of Kushaiah; and with them their 1s 
brethren of the second degree, Zechariah, Ben, and Jaaziel, 
and Shemiramoth, and Jehicl, and Unm, hab, and Benaiah, 
and Maaseiah, and Mattithiah, and Eliphelch, and Mikneiah, 
and Obed-edom, and Jeiel, the porters. So the singers, 19 
Heman, Asaph, and Ethan, were appointed to sound with 
cymbals of brass; and Zeehariah, and Aziel, and Shemira- 20 
moth, and Jelhiel, and Unm, and Khab, and Maasciah, and 
Benaiah, with lutes, after the manner of damsels; and at 
Mattithiah, and Elipheleh, and Mikneiah, and Obed-edom, 
and Jeiel, and Azaziah, with harps, as leaders on the octave 
below. And Chenaniah, ehief of the Levites, was for song; he 2 
gave instruction in song, beeause he was skilful. And Bere- 23 
chiah and Elkanah were doorkeepers for the ark. Aud Shic- 24 


on 
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baniah, and Jehoshaphat, and Nethanecl, and Amasai, and 
Zechariah, and Benatah, and Eliezer, the priests, blew with the 
trumpets before the ark of God: and Obed-edom and Jehiah 
were door-keepers for the ark. 

25 So David, and the elders of Israel, and the captains over 

thousands, went to bring up the ark of the covenant of Je- 

hovah out of the house of Obed-edom, with joy. And it 
came to pass, that when God helped the Levites who bore the 
ark of the covenant of Jehovah, they offered seven bullocks 

27 and seven rams. And David was clothed with a robe of fine 
Jimen, and all the Levites who bore the ark, and the singers, 
and Chenaniah the master of the song with the singers: 

23 David also had upon him an ephod of linen. Thus all Isracl 
brought up the ark of the covenant of Jehovah with shout- 
ing, and with sound of the clarion, and with trumpets, and 
with eymbals, resounding with lutes and harps. 

29 And it came to pass, as the ark of the covenant of Jehovah 
came to the city of David, that Michal the daughter of Saul 
looked out at a window, and saw king David leaping and 
dancing: and she despised him in her heart. 
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CHAP. XVI.—So they brought the ark of God, and set it 
in the midst of the tent which David had pitched for it: and 
they offered burnt-saerifices and peacc-offerings before God. 
And when David had made an end of offering the burnt- 
offerings and the peace-offerings, he blessed the people in the 
name of Jehovah. And he distributed to every one of Isracl, 
both man and woman, to every one a loaf of bread, and a 
flazon of wine, and a cake of raisins. 

And he appointed certain of the Levites to minister before 
the ark of Jehovah, and to celebrate and thank and praise 
Jehovah the God of Israel: Asaph the chief, and next to him 
Zechariah, Jeicl, and Shemiramoth, and Jehiel, and Matti- 
thiah, and Ihab, and Benaiah, and Obed-edom: and Jeciel 
praised Jehovah with lutes and harps; and Asaph sounded 
the eyinbals; Benaiah also and Jahaziel the priests sounded 
trumpets continually before the ark of the covenant of God. 
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Then on that day David first delivered this psalm of thanks- 
giving to Jchovah, into the hand of Asaph and his brethren:—

36 “Blessed be Jehovah the Ged of Israel for ever and 
eyol: 

And all the people said, “Amen!” and praised Jehovah. So 

37 he left there before the ark of the covenant of Jchoval: Asa aph 
and his brethren, to minister before the ark continually, us 
every day’s w ork required: and the sons of Obed-edom with 
their brethren, sixty-cight men; Obed-edom also the son of 
so Jeduthun, aud Hosah to be porters : and Zadok the priest, and 
his brethren the priests, before the tabernacle of Jehovah im 
40 the high place that was at Gibeon, to offer burnt-oficrings 
unto Jchovah upon the altar of the burnt-offcring continually, 
mornmeg and evening, and fo do according to all that is written 
in the law of Jchovah, which he commanded Israel ; ; and weak 
them Hleman and Jeduthun, and the rest that were chosen, 
who were eppointed by uame, to give thanks unto Jchovah, 
42 because his merey endureth ton ever; and with them Hoge 
and Jeduthun with trumpets and eymbals to make a sound, 
and with the musical instruments of God. And the sons of 
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Jeduthun were porters. And all the people departed every 43 
man to his house: and David returned to bless his house. 


CHAP. XVII.—Now it came to pass, as David sat in his 1 
house, that David said to Nathan the prophet, “ Lo, I dwell 
in a house of cedars, but the ark of the covenant of Jehovah 
remaineth under curtains.” Then Nathan said unto David, 2 
“To all that is in thy heart; for God 1s with thee.” 

But it came to pass the same night, that the word of God s 
carne to Nathan, saying, “Go and tell David my servant, Thus 4 
saith Jehovah, ‘Thou shalt not build me a house to dwell in: 
for I have not dwelt in a house since the day that I brought 5 
up Israel out of Egypt unto this day; but have gone from 
tent to tent, and from one tabernacle to another. Whereso- 6 
ever I have walked with all Israel, spake I a word to any 
of the judges of Isracl, whom I commanded to feed my 
people, saying, Why have ye not built me a house of cedars? 
Now therefore, thus shalt thou say unto my servant David, 
Thus saith Jehovah of hosts, I took thee from the sheep-ccte, 
even from following the sheep, that thou shouldest be ruler 
over my people Israel: and I have been with thee whitherso- s 
ever thou hast walked, and have cut off all thine enemies from 
before thee, and have made thee a name lke the name of the 
ereat men that are in the earth. Also 1 will ordain a place 9 
for my people Israel, and will plant them, and they shall 
dwell in their place, and shall be moved no more; neither 
shall the children of wickedness waste them any more, as 
at the beginning, and since the time that I commanded 
judges to be over my people Israel. Moreover I will subdue 
all thine enemies. Furthermore I tell thee that Jehovah will 
build thee a house. And it shall come to pass, when thy 
days shall be expired that thou must go to be with thy 
fathers, that T will raise up thy seed after thee, one who shall 
be of thy sons; and I will establish his kingdom. He 12 
shall build me a house, and I will establish his throne for 
ever. I will be his father, and he shall be my son: and [13 
will not take my mercy away from him, as I took it from 
him that was before thee: but [ will settle him in my 14 
house and in my kingdom for ever: and his throne shall 
be established for evermore.’” According to all these 15 
words, and according to all this vision, so did Nathan speak 
unto Dayid. 
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i And David the king came and sat before Jehovan, and said, 
“Who am J, O Lord Jehovah, and what is my house, that 
17 thou hast brought me hitherto? And yet this was a small thing 
in thine eyes, O God; for thou hast also spoken of thy ser- 
vant’s house for a great while to come, and hast regarded me 
according to the manner of a man of high degree, O Lord 
is Jehovah. What can David speak more to thee for the ho- 
19 nour of thy servant ? for thou knowest thy servant. O Je- 
hovah, for thy servant’s sake, and according to thine own 
heart, thou hast done all this greatness, in making known all 
20 these great things. O Jehovah, there is none hke thee, 
neither is there any God beside thee, according to all that we 
have heard with our ears, And what one nation in the earth 
is hke thy people Israel, whom God went forth to redeem to 
be his own people, to make unto thee a name of greatness 
and termbleness, by driving out nations from before thy 
people, whom thou hast redeemed out of Egypt? for thy 
people Israel thou didst make thine own people forever; and 
23 thou, Jehovah, didst become their God. Therefore now, Jeho- 
vah, let the thing that thou hast spoken concerning thy ser- 
vant and concerning his house be established for ever, and do 
24 as thou hast said. Let it even be established, that thy name 
may be magmified for ever, saying, ‘ Jehovah of hosts is the 
God of Israel, even a God to Israel:’ and let the house of 
25 David thy servant be established before thee. For thou, O 
my God, hast told thy servant that thou wilt buld him a 
house: therefore thy servant hath found in Ais heart to pray 
26 before thee. And now, Jehovah, thou art God, and hast pro- 
27 mised this goodness unto thy servant: now therefore let it 
please thee to bless the house of thy servant, that it may be 
before thee for ever: for thou hast blessed, O Jehovah, and it 
shall be blessed for ever,” 
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1 CHAP. XVIII.—Now after this it came to pass, that 
David smote the Philistines, and subdued them; and he took 
2 Gath and its towns out of the hand of the Philistines. And 
he smote Moab; and the Moabites beeame David’s servants, 
3 paying tribute. And David smote Hadarezer kmg of Zobah, 
at Hamath, as he went to establish lis dominion by the 
4river Euphrates. And David took from him a thousand 
chariots, and seven thousand horsemen, and twenty thousand 
footmen: David also hamstrung all the chariot horses, but 
s reserved of them a hundred chariots. And the Syrians of 
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Damascus came to help Hadarezer king of Zobah; and David 
slew of the Syrians twenty-two thousand men. Then David 
put garrisons in Syria of Damascus; and the Syrians be- 
came David’s servants, paying tribute. ‘Thus Jehovah pre- 
served David whithersoever he went. And David took the 
shields of gold that were on the servants of Hadarczer, and 
brought them to Jerusalem. Likewise from Tibhath, and 
from Chun, cities of Hadarezer, David brought very much 
brass, wherewith Solomon nel the brazen sea, and the co- 
lumns, and the vesscls of brass. 

Now when Tou king of Hamath heard how David had 
smitten all the host of Hadarezer king of Zobah, he sent 
Hadoram his son to king David, to enquire of his welfare, 
and to congratulate him, because he had fought against Hada- 
rezer, @ aed smitten him; (for Hadarezer had war with Ton 5) 
and with him all manner of vessels of gold and silver and 
brass. Them also king David dedicated unto Jehovah, with 
the silver and the gold that he brought from all these nations ; 
from Edom, and from Moab, and from the children of Ammon, 
and from the Philistmes, and from Amalck. 

Moreover Abishai the son of Zeruwiah slew of the Edomites, 
in the valley of salt, cxghteen thousand. And he put garrisons 
in Edom; and all the Edomites became David’s servants. 
Thus Jehovah preserved David whithersoever he went. 

So David reigned over all Isracl, and executed judgment 
and justice among all his people. And Joab the son of 
Zermah was over the host; and Jehoshaphat the son of 
Ahilud, was remembranecr: and Zadok the son of Ahitub, 
and Abimelech the son of Abiathar, were the priests; and 
Shavsha the seeretary ; and Benatah ‘the son of Jehoinda was 
over the lictors and the harbingers; and the sons of David 
were chief ministers. 


CHAP. XIX.—Now it caine to pass after this, that Nahash 
the king of the children of Ammon died, and his son reigned 
in lis stead. And David said, “I will shew kindness unto 
Ifanun the son of Nahash, because his father shewed kind- 
ness tome.” And David sent messengers to comfort him con- 
cerning his father. So the servants of David came into the land 
of the children of Ammon, to Hanun, to comfort him. But 
the princes of the children of Ammon said to Hanun, “Think- 
est thon that David doth honour thy father, that he hath 
scnt comforters unto thee? Are not his servants come unto 
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thee to search, and to overthrow, and to spy out the land?” 
Then Hanun took Dayid’s servants, and shaved them, and cut 
off their garments in the midst close by their hannches, and 
sent them away. Then there went certain persons, and told 
David how the men were treated. And he sent to meet them: 
for the men were greatly ashamed. And the king said, “ Tarry 
at Jericho until your beards be grown, and then return.” 
And when the children of Ammon saw-that they had made 
themselves hateful to David, Hanun and the children of Am- 
mon sent a thousand talents of silver to hire chariots and 
horsemen out of Mesopotamia, and out of Syria-maachah, 
and out of Zobah. So they hived thirty-two thousand cha- 
riots, and the king of Maachah and his people; who came 
and pitched before Medeba. And the children of Ammon 
gathered themselves together from their cities, and came 


s to battle. And when David heard of it, he sent Joab, and all 
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the host of the mighty men, And the children of Ammon 
came out, and set themselves in battle array before the gate of 
the city: and the kings who were come were by themselves 
in the field. And when Joab saw that the front of the battle 
was set against him before and behind, he chose out of all 
the chosen men of Isracl, and put them im array against the 
Syrians. And the rest of the people he delivered unto the 
hand of Abishai his brother, and they set themselves in array 
against the children of Ammon. And he said, “If the 
Syrians be too strong for me, then thou shalt help me: but 
if the children of Ammon be too strong for thee, then I will 
help thee. Be of good courage, and let us behave ourselves 
valiantly for our people, and for the cities of our God: and 
let Jehovah do that which is good in his sight.” So Joab 
and the people that were with him drew nigh before the Sy- 
rians unto the battle: and they fled before him. And when 
the children of Ammon saw that the Syrians were fied, they 
likewise fled before Abishai his brother, and entered ito 
the city. Then Joab came to Jerusalem. 

And when the Syrians saw that they were routed before 
Isracl, they sent messengers, and brought the Syrians that 
were beyond the river: and Shophach the captain of the 
host of Hadarezer went before them. And it was told unto 
David; and he gathered all Isracl, and passed over Jordan, 
and came upon them, and sct the host m array against them. 
And when David had pnt the battle in array agamst the 


is Syrians, they fought with him. But the Syrians fled before 
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Israel; and David slew of the Syrians seven thousand 
charioteers, and forty thousand footmen, and killed Shophach 
the captain of the host. And when the servants of Hada- 19 
rezer saw that they were fouted before Israel, they made 
peace with David, and beeame his servants: neither would 
the Syrians help the children of Ammon any more. 


CHAP. XX.—And it came to pass, after the year was 1 
expired, at the time that kings go out ¢o battle, that Joab led 
forth the power of the army, and wastcd the country of the 
children of Ammon, and came and besieged Rabbah. But 
David tarried at Jerusalem. And Joab smote ,Rabbah, and 
destroyed it. And David took the crown of their king from 2 
off his head, and found it to weigh a talent of gold; and 
there were precious stones in it; and it was set upon David’s 
head: and he brought also exceeding much spoil out of the 
eity. And he brought out the people that were in it, ands 
eut them with saws, and with harrows of iron, and with axes. 
Even so dealt David with all the cities of the ehildren of Am- 
mon. And David and all the people returned to Jerusalem. 

And it came to pass after this, that there arose war at Gc- 4 
ger with the Philistines ; at which time Sibbechai the Husha- 
thite slew Sippai, one of the children of Rapha: and they 
were subdued. And there was war agai with the Philis- 5 
tines; and Elhanan the son of Jair slew Lahmi the brother 
of Goliath the Gittite, whose spear-shaft was hke a weaver’s 
beam. And yet again there was war at Gath, where was a6 
man of great stature, whose fingers and toes were four and 
twenty, six on each hand, and six on each foot: and he also 
was descended from Rapha. But when he defied Israel, Jo- 7 
nathan the son of Shimea David’s brother slew him. These s 
were descended from Rapha in Gath ; and they fell by the 
hand of David, and by the hand of his servants. 


CHAP. XXI.—And Satan stood up against Israel, and 1 
stirred up David to number Israel. And David said to Joab 2 
and to the rulers of the people, “Go, number Israel from 
Beer-sheba even to Dan; and bring the number of them to 
me, that I may know it.” And Joab answered, “Jehovah 3 
make his people a hundred times as many more as they are: 
but, my lord the king, are they not all my lord’s servants ? 
why then doth my lord require this thing? why will he be a 
cause of trespass to Israel ?’’ Nevertheless the king’s word 4 
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prevailed against Joab. Wherefore Joab departed, and went 
5 throughout all Israel, and came to Jerusalem. And Joab 
gave the sum of the number of the people unto David. And 
all the men of Israel were a million and a hundred thousand 
men that drew sword, and of Judah, four hundred and 
6 seventy thousand men that drew sword. But Levi and 
Benjamin he counted not among them: for the king’s word 
7 was abominable to Joab. And God was displeased with this 
s thing; therefore he smote Israel. And David said unto 
God, “I have sinned greatly, beeause I have done this thing : 
but now, I beseech thee, do away the iniquity of thy ser- 
9 vant; for I have done very foolishly.” And Jehovah spake 
unto Gad, David’s seer, saying, “ Go and tell David, saying, 
10 Thus saith Jehovah, I offer thee three things: choose thee 
11 one of them, that I may do it unto thee.’” So Gad came to 
David, and said unto him, “Thus saith Jehovah, ‘ Choose 
12 thee either three years’ famine; or three months to be de- 
stroyed before thy foes, while the sword of thine enemies over- 
taketh thee ; or else three days with the sword of Jehovah, 
even the pestilence, in the land, and the angel of Jehovah 
destroying throughout all the borders of Israel.’?_ Now there- 
fore consider what answer I shall bring to him that sent 
i3 me.”? And David said unto Gad, “I am in a great strait: 
let me fall now into the hand of Jehovah ; for his mereies are 
very great: but let me not fallinto the handof man.” So Je- 
hovah sent pestilence upon Israel: and there fell of Israel 
seventy thousand men. And God sent an angel unto Jeru- 
salem to destroy it: andas he was destroying, Jehovah beheld, 
and he repented him of the evil, and said to the destroying 
angel, “It is enough; stay nowthy hand.” And the angel 
of Jehovah stood by the threshing-floor of Ornan the Jebusite. 
i6 And David lifted up his eyes, and saw the angel of Jehovah 
standing between earth and heaven, having a drawn sword in 
his hand, stretched out over Jerusalem. Then David and 
the elders of Israel, who were clothed in sackeloth, fell upon 
their faces. And David said unto God, “Js it not I who’ 
commanded the people to be numbered? Yea it is I who have 
sinned and done this great evil; but as for these sheep, what 
have they done? Let thy hand, I pray thee, O Jehovah 
my God, be on me, and on my father’s house; but not on 
is thy people, that they should be smitten.” Then the angel 
of Jehovah comimanded Gad to say to David, that David 
should go up, and set up an altar unto Jehovah in the thresh- 
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ing-floor of Ornan the Jebusite. And David went up at the 
saying of Gad, which he spake in the name of Jehovah. 
And Ornan turned back, and saw the angel; and his four 
sons with him hid themselves. Now Ornan was threshing 
wheat. And as David came to Ornan, Ornan looked and 
saw David, and went out of the threshing-floor, and bowed 
himself to David with his face to the ground. Then David 
said to Ornan, “‘ Grant me the place of this threshing-floor, 
that IT may build an altar therein unto Jehovah: thou shalt 
grant it unto me for the full price: that the plague may be 
stayed from the people.” And Ornan said unto David, “Take 
it unto thee, and let my lord the king do that which is good 
in his eyes: behold I give the oxen also for burnt-offerings, 
and the threshing imstruments for wood, and the wheat for 
the meal-offering; I give it all”? And king David said to 
Ornan, “ Nay; but 1 will verily buy it for the full price: for 
1 wili not take that which is thine for Jchovah, nor offer burit- 
offerings without cost.” So David gave to Ornan, for the place, 
six hundred shekels of gold by weight. And David built 
there an altar nnto Jehovah, and offered burnt-offerings and 
peace-offerings, and called upon Jehovah; and he answered 
him from heaven by fire upon the altar of burnt-offering. 
And Jehovah commanded the angel; and he put up his 
sword again into its sheath. 

At that time when David saw that Jehovah had answered 
him in the threshing-floor of Ornan the Jebusite, then he 
sacrificed there. or the tabernacle of Jehovah which Moses 
had made in the wilderness, and the altar of the burnt-offer- 
ing, were at that season in the high place at Gibeon. But 
David could not go before it to enquire of God: for he was 
afraid, because of the sword of the angel of Jehovah. 
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CHAP. XXII.—Then David said, “This is the house of 1 


Jehovah our God, and this is the altar of the burnt-offering 
for Israel.’ And David commanded to gather together the 
strangers that were in the land of Israc!; and he set stone- 
cutters to hew wrought stones to build the house of God. 
And David prepared iron in abundance, for the nails for the 
doors of the gates, and for the bolts; and brass in abundance, 
without weight; also cedar trees without number: for the 
Aidonians and the Tyrians brought cedars in abundance to 
David. And David said, “Solomon my son is young and 
tender, and the house that is to be built for Jehovah must be 
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exceeding magnificent, of fame and of glory throughout all 
lands: T will ther ofore now make preparation for it’ So 
David prepared abundantly before his death. 

Then he called for Solomon his son, and charged him to 
build a house for Jehovah the God of Israel. ‘And David 
said unto Solomon, ‘‘ My son, as for me, it was in my heart 
to build a house uttito the name of Jehovah my God: but 
the word cf Jehovah came to me, saying, ‘Thou hast shed 
blood abundantly, and hast made erent wars: thou shalt not 
build a house unto my name, Hiccart®e thou hast shed much 
blood upon the earth in my sight, Behold, a son shall be 
born unto thee, who shall be a man of rest; and I will give 
him rest from all his enemies round about: for his name 
shall be Solomon, and I will give peace and quictness unto 
Ysracl in his days. He Shall build a house for my name ; 
and he shall be my son, and I will be his father; and I wil 
establish the throne of his kingdom over eel for ever.’ 
Now, my son, Jchovah be with fase ; and be thou prosperous, 
and build ‘ie house of Jehovah thy God, as he hath said Ni 
thee. Only Jchovah give thee wisdom and understanding, 
and direct thee how to rude over Israel, that thou mayest keep 
the law of Jehovah thy God. Then shalt thou prosper, if 
thou takest heed to fulfil the statutes and judgments with 
which Jehovah charged Moses concerning Israel: be strong, 
and of good courage; dread not, nor be dismayed. Now, 
behold, in my trouble I have prepared for the house of 
Jehovah a hundred thousand talents of gold, and a million 
of talents of silver; and of brass and iron without weight ; 
for it is in abundance: timber also and stone have I prepared ; 
and thou wilt add thereunto. Moreover there are workmen 
with thee in abundance, hewers and carvers of stone and tim- 
ber, and all manner of skilful men for every manner of work. 
Of the gold, the silver, and the brass, and the iron, there is 
no number. Arise therefore, and be doing, and Jchovah be 
with thee.” 

And David commanded all the princes of Israel to help 
Solomon his son, saying, “Is net Jehovah your God with you? 
and hath he not given you rest on every side? for he hath 
eiven the Mini of the land into my hand; and the 
land is subdued before Jehov ah, and before his people. Now 
set your hcart and your soul to seck Jchovah your God; 
arise therefore, and build ye the sanctuary of Jchovah our 
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God, to bring the ark of the covenant of Jehovah, and the 
holy vessels of God, into the house that is to be built unto 
the name of Jehovah.” 


CHAP. XXIII.—And when David was old and full of 1 
days, he made Solomon his son king over Israel. 

And he gathered together all the princes of Israel, and the 2 
priests and the Levites. Now the Levites were numbered, 3 
from the age of thirty years and upward: and their number 
by their polls, man by man, was thirty-eight thousand. Of 4 
these, twenty-four thousand were to superintend the work of 
the house of Jehovah; and six thousand were officers and 
judges: and four thousand were porters; and four thousand 5 
praised Jehovah “with the instruments which I have made,” 
said David, “to praise therewith.” 

And David divided them into courses among the sons of 6 
Levi, namely, Gershon, Kohath, and Merari. 

Of the Gershonites were, Laadan, and Shimer. The sons s 
of Laadan; the chief was Jehicl, and Zetham, and Joel, 
three. The sons of Shimei; Shelomith, and Haziel, and 9 
Haran, three. These were the chief of the fathers of Laa- 
dan. And the sons of Shimei were, Jahath, Zina, and Jeush, 10 
and Beriah. These four were the sons of Shimei. And u 
Jahath was the chief, and Zizah the second: but Jeush and 
Beriah had not many sons; therefore they were in one reck- 
oning, according to their father’s house. 

The sons of Kohath; Amram, Izhar, Hebron, and Uzziel, 12 
four. The sonsof Amram; Aaron and Moses. And Aaron 13 
was separated, that he should sanetify the most holy things, 
he and his sons for ever, to burn incense before Jehovah, to 
minister wnto him, and to bless in his name for ever. And 14 
as for Moses the man of God, his sons were named of the 
the tribe of Levi. The sons of Moses were Gershom and 15 
Eliezer. Of the sons of Gershom, Shebuel was the chief. 16 
And the sons of Eliczer were, Rehabiah the chief. And 17 
Ehezer had no other sons; but the sons of Rehabiah were 
very many. Of the sons of Izhar; Shelomith the chief. Of 19 
the sons of Hebron; Jeriah the first, Amariah the second, 
Jahazicl the third, and Jekamcam the fourth. Of the sons 20 
of Uzziel ; Micah the first, and Jcsiah the second. 

The sons of Merari; Mahli, and Mushi. The sons of 21 
Mahl; Eleazar, and Kish. And Hleazar dicd, and had no 22 
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sous, but daughters : and their brethren the sons of Kish took 
them. Thesons of Mushi; Mahh, and Eder, and Jeremoth, 
three. 

These were the sons of Levi after the house of their fa- 
thers; even the chief of the fathers, as they were counted 
by number of names, by their polls; who did the work for 
the service of the house of Jehovah, from the age of twent 
years and upward. For David said, “Jehovah the God of 
Isracl hath given rest unto his people, that they may dwell 
in Jerusalem for ever: and also unto the Levites; they shall 
no more carry the tabernacle, nor any of its implements, for 
the service thereof.” Jor, by the last words of David, the 
Levites were numbered from twenty years old and upward: 
beeause their office was to wait on the sons of Aaron for the 
service of the house of Jchovah, in the courts, and in the 
chambers, and in the punfying of all holy things, and the 
work of the service of the house of God; both for the shew- 
bread, and for the fine flour for meal-offering, and for the 
unleavened cakes, and for that which is baked in the pan, and 


for that which is fried, and for cakes of all manner of mea- 


sure and size; and to stand every morning to thank and 
praise Jehovah, and likewise at even; and to offer all burnt- 
sacrifiees unto Jehovah, on the sabbaths, at the new moons, 
and on the set feasts, by number, according to the order 
eommanded unto them, continually before Jchovah: and that 
they should keep the charge of the tabernacle of the con- 
gregation, and the charge of the holy place, and the charge 
of the sons of Aaron then brethren, in the service of the 
house of Jehovah. 


CHAP. XXIV.—Now these are the divisions of the sons 
of Aaron. The sons of Aaron; Nadab, and Abihu, Eleazar, 
and Ithamar. But Nadab and Abihu died before their father, 
and had no children: therefore Hleazar and Ithamar exeeuted 
the priest’s office. And David distributed them, both Zadok 
of the sons of Kleazar, and Alumelech of the sons of Itha- 
mar, according to their offices in their service. And there 
were more chief men found of the sons of Eleazar than of 
the sons of Ithamar ; and thus were they divided. Among the 
sons of Eleazar there were sixteen chief men of the house of 
their fathers; and among the sons of Ithamar eight, aceording 
to the house of their fathers. Thus were they divided by lot, 
one sort with another; for the chief ministers of the sane- 
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tuary, and chief ministers of God, were of the sons of Eleazar, 
and of the sons of Ithamar. And Shemaiah the son of 
Nethaneel the scribe, one of the Levites, enrolled them before 
the king, and the princes, and Zadok the priest, and Ahinie- 
lech the son of Abiathar, and before the chicf of the fathers 
of the priests and Levites: one principal houschold being 
taken for Eleazar, and one taken for Ithamar. 

And the first lot came forth to Jehoiarib, the second to 
Jedaiah; the third to Harim, the fourth to Seorim; the fifth 
to Malchijah, the sixth to Mijamin; the seventh to Hakkoz, 
the eighth to Abijah; the ninth to Jeshuah, the tenth to She- 
caniah; the eleventh to Ehashib, the twelfth to Jakim; the 
thirteenth to Huppah, the fourteenth to Jeshebeab ; the fif- 
teenth to Bileah, the sixteenth to Immer; the seventeenth to 
Tezir, the eighteenth to Aphses; the nineteenth to Pethahiah, 
the twentieth to Jehezekel; the twenty-first to Jachm, the 
twenty-second to Gamul; the twenty-third to Delaiah, the 
twenty-fourth to Maaziah. This was the arrangement of 
them in their service that they should come into the house of 
Jchovah, according to their order, ordained by Aaron their 
father, as Jehovah the Ged of Israel had commanded hun. 

And the rest of the sons of Levi were these: of the 
sons of Amram; Shubael: of the sons of Shubael; Jeh- 
deiah. Concerning Rehabiah: of the sons of Rehabiah, 
the first was Isshiah. Of the Izharites; Shelomoth: of 
the sons of Shelomoth; Jahath. And the sons of Hedron ; 
Jeriah the first, Amariah the second, Jahazicl the third, 
Jekameam the fourth. The sons of Uzziel; Michah: of 
the sons of Michah; Shamir. The brother of Michah was 
Tsshiah: of the sons of Isshiah, Zechariah. The sons of 
Merari were Mahli and Mushi: the sons of Jaaziah; Beno. 

The sons of Merari by Jaaziah; Beno, and Shoham, and 
Zaceur, and Ibri. Of Mahli came Eleazar, who had no sons. 


Concerning Kish: the son of Kish was Jerahineel. The 3 


sons also of Mushi; Mahh, and Eder, and Jernmoth. 
These were the sons of the Levites after the house of their 
fathers. ‘These likewise cast lots even as did their brethren 
the sons of Aaron, in the presence of David the king, and 
Zadok, and Ahimelech, and the chief of the fathers of the 
priests aud Levites, the principal fathers even as then 
younger brethren. 


CHAP, XXV.— Moreover David and the captains of the 
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host separated to the service certain of the sons of Asaph, 
and of Heman, and of Jeduthun, who should prophesy with 
harps, with lates, and with cymbals: and the number of 
those who ministered according to then service was: of the 
sons of Asaph; Zaccur, and Joseph, and Nethamiah, and Asa- 
relah, the sons of Asaph under the hands of Asaph, who 
prophesied according to the order of the kmg. Of Jedu- 
thun: the sons of Jeduthun ; Gedaliah, and Zeri, and Isaiah, 
Hashabiah, and Mattithiah, six, under the hands of their 
father Jeduthun, who prophesied with a harp, giving thanks 
and praismg Jehovah. Of Ffeman: the sons of Heman; 
Bukkiah, Mattaniah, Uzziel, Shebuel, and Jerimoth, Hana- 
niah, Hanan, Eliathah, Giddalti, and Romamti-ezer, Joshbek- 
ashah, Mallothi, Jiothir, and Mahazioth: all these were the 
sons of Heman the king’s seer in the words of God, who were 
to lift up the horn. And God gave to Heman fourteen sons 
and three daughters. All these were under the hands of their 
father for song in the house of Jehovah, with cymbals, lutes, 
and harps, for the service of the house of God, according to 
the king’s order to Asaph, Jeduthun, and Heman. And the 
number of them, with their brethren who were instructed in 
the songs of Jehovah, even all that were skilful, was two 
hundred and eighty-eight. And they cast lots for the ofiices, 
the small as well es the great, the teacher as well as the 
scholar. Now the first lot came forth for Asaph, to Joseph: 
the second to Gedalizh; he with his brethren and his sons were 
twelve: the third to Zaecur; he, his sons, and his brethren 
were twelve: the fourth to Izri; he, his sons, and his brethren, 
were twelve: the fifth to Nethaniah; he, his sons, and his 
brethren, were twelve: the sixth to Bukkiah; fe, his sons, 
and his brethren, were twelve: the seventh to Jesharelah ; 


5 he, his sons, and his brethren, were twelve: the eighth to 


Tsatah ; He, his sons, and his brethren, were twelve: the ninth 
to Mattaniah; he, his sons, and his brethren, were twelve: the 
tenth to Shimei; he, his sons, and his‘brcthren, were twelve: 
the eleventh to Azareel; fe, his sons, and his brethren, 
were twelve: the twelfth to Hashabiah; se, his sons, and 
his brethren, were twelve: the thirteenth to Shubael; he, 
his sons, and his brethren, were twelve: the fourtcenth to 
Muattithiah ; Ae, his sons, and his brethren, were twelve: the 
fifteenth to Jeremoth; fe, his sons, and his brethren, were 
twelve: the sixteenth to Hlananiah; he, lis sons, and his 
brethren, were twelve: the seventeenth to Joshbekashah ; he, 
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his sons, and his brethren, were twelve: the eighteenth to 
Hanani; he, his sons, and his brethren, were twelve: the 
nineteenth to Mallothi; fe, his sons, and his brethren, were 
twelve: the twentieth to Ehathah; he, his sons, and his 
brethren, were twelve: the twenty-first to Hothir; he, his 
sons, and his brethren, were twelve: the twenty-second to 
Giddalti; he, his sons, and his brethren, were twelve: the 
twenty-third to Mahazioth; he, his sons, and his brethren, 
were twelve: the twenty-fourth to Romamti-ezer; he, his 
sons, and his brethren, were twelve. 


CHAP. XXVI.—Concerning the divisions of the porters: 
Of the Korahites was Meshelemiah the son of Kore, of the 
sons of Asaph. And the sons of Meshelennah were, Zecha- 
riah the firstborn, Jediael the second, Zebadiah the third, 
Jathniel the fourth, Elam the fifth, Jehohanan the sixth, 
Ehoenai the seventh. Moreover the sons of Obed-edom 
were, Shemaiah the firstborn, Jehozabad the seeond, Joah 
the third, and Sacar the fourth, and Nethaneel the fifth, 
Ammiel the sixth, Issachar the seventh, Peullethai the 
eighth: for God had blessed him. Also unto Shemaiah his 
son were sons born, who ruled throughout the house of their 
father: for they were very able men. The sons of She- 
maiah ; Othni, and Rephael, and Obed, Elzabad, whose 
brethren were able men, Ehhu, and Semachiah. All 
these were of the sons of Obed-edom: they and their sons 
and their brethren, strong and able men for the service ; 
the sons of Obed-edom were sixty-two, And Meshelemiah 
had sons and brethren, able men, eighteen. Also Hosah, 
of the children of Merari, had sons; Simri the chief, (for 
though he was not the first-born, yet his father made him 
the ehicf;) Uilkiah the second, Tebaliah the third, Zecha- 
yiah the fourth: all the sons and brethren of Hosah were 
thirteen. Among these were the divisions of the porters, 
even among the chief men, having offices even as their 
brethren, to minister in the house of Jehovah. 

And they cast lots, the small as well as the great, accord- 
ing to the house of their fathers, for every gate. And the 
lot eastward fell to Shelemiah. Then for Zechariah his son, 
a wise counsellor, they cast lots; and his lot eame out 
northward. ‘Lo Obed-edom, southward; and to his sons, 
the honse of the store-rooms. ‘To Shuppim and Hosah the 
lot came forth westward, with the gate af the passage to the 
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‘7 upper causeway. Thus was ward against ward. Eastward 
were six Levites, northward four a day, southward four a 
1s day, and toward the store-rooms two and two. At the 
suburb toward the west, four at the causeway, and two at 
19 the suburb. These are the divisions of the porters among 
the sons of the Korahites, and among the sons of the Mera- 
rites. 
20 And of the Levites, Ahijah was over the treasures of 
the house of God, and over the treasures of the dedicated 
things. The sons of Laadan; the sons of the Gershon- 
ite Laadan, chief fathers, even of Laadan the Gershonite, 
were Jehicli. The sons of Jehieh; Zetham, and Joel his 
brother, who were over the treasures of the house of Jehovah. 
23 As for the Amramites, and the Izharites, the Hebronites, 
24 and the Uzzielites: . . And Shebuel the son of Gershom, 
25 the son of Moses, was chief officer over the treasures. And 
his brethren by Khezer; Rehabiah his son, and Isaiah his 
son, and Joram his son, and Ziehri his son, and Shelomith 
his son. ‘This Shelomith and his brethren were over all the 
treasures of the dedicated things, which David the king, 
and the chief fathers, the captains over thousands and hun- 
27 dreds, and the captains of the host, had dedicated. Out of 
the spoils won in battles did they dedicate to maintain 
the house of Jehovah. And all that Samuel the seer, and 
Saul the son of Kish, and Abner the son of Ner, and 
Joab the son of Zeruiah, had dedicated, and whosoever had 
dedicated anything, it was under the hand of Shelomith, and 
of his brethren. 
29 Of the Izharites, Chenaniah and his sons were for the 
outward business over Israel, for officers and judges. 
30 Of the Hebromites, Hashabiah and his brethren, able 
men, a thousand and seven hundred, were in charge over 
Israel on this side the Jordan westward, in all the business 
of Jehovah, and in the service of the king. Of the [e- 
bronites, Jerijah was the chief among the Hebronites, ac- 
cording to the generations of his fathers. In the forticth 
year of the reign of David they were sought for, and there 
were found among them very able men, at Jazer of Gilead, 
And his brethren, able men, were two thousand and seven 
hundred chief fathers; and king David made them ruiers 
over the Reubenites, the Gadites, and the half tribe of Ma- 
nasseh, for all the affairs pertaining to God, and the affairs 
of the king. 
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CHAP. XXVII.—And these were the children of Israel 


after their number, the chief fathers and captains of thou- 
sands and hundreds, and their officers who served the king 
in any matter of the courses which came in and went out 
month by month throughout all the months of the year. 
Every course consisted of twenty-four thousand. Over the 
first course for the first month was Jashobeam the son of 
Zabdiel: and in his course were twenty-four thousand. He 
was of the children of Perez, the chief of all the captains of 
the host for the first month. And over the course of the second 
month was Dodai an Ahohite: and of his course was Mik- 
loth also the newt ruler: in his course hkewise were twenty- 
four thousand. The third captain of the host for the third 
month was Benaiah the son of Jehoiada, a chief priest: and 
in his course were twenty-four thousand. This is that Be- 
naiah who was mighty among the thirty, and above the 
thirty: and in his course was Ammizabad his son. The 
fourth captain for the fourth month was Asahel the brother 
of Joab, and Zebadiah his son after him: and in his course 
were twenty-four thousand. The fifth captain for the fifth 
month was Shamhuth the Izrahite: and in his course were 
twenty-four thousand. The sixth captain for the sixth 
month was Ira the son of Ikkesh the Tekoite: and in his 
course were twenty-four thousand. The seventh captain for 
the seventh month was Helez the Pelonite, of the children of 
Ephraim: and in his course were twenty-four thousand. 
The eighth captain for the aghth month was Sibbecai the 
Hushathite, of the Zarhites: and in his course were twenty- 
four thousand. The ninth captain for the ninth month was 
Abiezer the Antothite, of the Benjamites: and in his course 
were twenty-four thousand. The tenth captain for the 
tenth month was Maharai the Netophathite, of the Zarhites: 
and in his course were twenty-four thousand. The eleventh 
captain for the eleventh month was Benaial the Pirathonite, 
of the children of Ephraim: and in his course were twenty- 
four thousand. The twelfth captain for the twelfth month 
was Heldai the Netophathite, of Othniel: and in his course 
were twenty-four thousand. 

And these were over the tribes of Israel. The prince of 
the Reubenites was Eliezer the son of Zichri: of the 
Simeonites, Shephatiah the son of Maachah: of the Levites, 
Ilashabiah the son of Kemuel: of the Aaronites, Zadok: of 
Judah, Ehhu, one of the brethren of David: of Issachar, 
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Omri the son of Michael: of Zebulun, Ishmaiah the son of 
Obadiah: of Naphtali, Jerimoth the son of Azriel: of the 
children of Ephraim, Hoshea the son of Azaziah: of the 
half tribe of Manasseh, Joel the son of Pedaiah: of the 
half tribe of Manassch in Gilead, Iddo the son of Zecha- 
rniah: of Benjamin, Jaasiel the son of Abner: of Dan, 
Azarecl the son of Jcroham. These were the captains of 
the tribes of Israel. 

But David took not the numbers of them from twenty 
years old and under: because Jehovah had said he would 
increase Israel hke to the stars of the heavens. Joab the 
son of Zeruiah had begun to number, but he fimshed not, 
because there came wrath for it upon Israel; neither was 
the number put into the computation in the Annals of hing 
David. 

And over the king’s treasures was Azmaveth the son of 
Adiel: and over the storehouses in the fields, in the cities, 
and in the villages, and in the castles, was Jehonathan the 
son of Uzaah: and over them that did the work of the field 
for tillage of the ground was Ez the son of Chelub: and 
over the viney ards was Shimei the Ramathite: and over the 
wine stores in the vineyards was Zabdi the Shiphmite: and 
over the olive trees and the syeomore trees in the plains was 
Baal-hanan the Gederite: and over the stores of oil was 
Joash: and over the oxen that fed in Sharon was Shitrai the 
Sharonite: and over the oxen in the valleys was Shaphat the 
son of Adlai: and over the camels was Obil the Ishmaelite : 
and over the asses was Jehdeiah the Meronothite: and over 
the flocks was Jaziz the Hagente. All these were the 
stewards over the property belonging to king David, 

Also Jonathan David’s uncle was a counsellor, a wise 
man; and he was the seeretary; and Jehiel the son of 
Ilachmoni was with the king’s sons: and Alnthophel was 
the king’s counsellor: and Hushai the Archite was the 
king’s companion: and after Ahithophel was Jchoiada the 
son of Benaiah, and Abiathar: and the captain of the king’s 
host was Joab. 


CHAP. NXXVITT.—And David assembled all the captains 
of Isracl, the captains of the tribes, and the captains of the 
companies that ministered to the king by course, and the 
captains over the thousands, and captams over the hundrecs, 


and the stewards over all the property and possession of the 
Se 
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king, and of his sons, with the officers, and with the mighty 
men, and with all the valiant men, unto Jerusalem. And 
David the king stood up upon his feet, and said, “ Hear me, 
my brethren, and my people: as for me, I had in my heart 
to build a house of rest for the ark of the covenant of Je- 
hovah, and for the footstool of our God; and I had made 
preparation for the building: but God said unto me, ‘ Thou 
shalt not build a house for my name, because thou hast 
been a man of war, and hast shed blood.’ Howbcit Jehovah 
the God of Isracl chose me before all the house of my 
father, to be king over Isracl for ever: for he hath chosen 
Judah to be the chief; and of the house of Judah, the 
house of my father; and among the sons of my father he 
hath preferred me, to make me king over all Israel: and of 
all my sons, (for Jehovah hath given me many sons,) he hath 
chosen my son Solomon to sit upon the throne of the king- 
dom of Jehovah over Israel. And he said unto me, ‘ Solo- 
mon thy son, he shall build my house and my courts: for I 
have chosen him to be my son, and I will be his father. 
And I will estabhsh Ins kingdom for ever, if he will contimue 
to do my commandments and my judgments, as at this day.’ 
Now therefore, in the sight of all Israel the congregation of 
Jehovah, and mn the audience of our God J charge you, keep 
and seck after all the commandments of Jehovah your God: 
that ye may possess this good land, and leave it for an 
imheritance for your children after you for ever. And thou, 
Solomon my son, know thou the God of thy father, and 
serve him with a perfect heart and with a willing mind: 
for Jehovah searcheth all hearts, and understandeth all the 
imaginations of the thoughts: if thou seck him he will be 
found by thee; but if thou forsake him, he will cast thee off 
for ever. ‘Take heed now; for Jehovah hath chosen thee to 
build a house for the sanctuary: persevere, and do it.” 

And David gave unto Solomon his son the plan of the 
yorch, and of the houses thereof, and of the storce-rooms 
thereof, and of the upper chambers thereof, aud of the imner 
rooms thereof, and of the place of the mercy seat, and the 
plan of all that he had in his own mind, concerning the 
courts of the house of Jehovah, and all the chambers round 
about, the treasuries of the house of God, and the treasunes 
of the dedicated things: and the courses of the priests and 
the Levites, and all the work of the service of the house of 
Jehovah, and all the implements for the service of the house 
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14 of Jehovah. He gave of gold by weight, for things of gold, 
for all instruments of all manner of service; and for all 
implements of silver he gave silver by weight, for all im- 

is plements of every kind of service: even the weight for the 
lamp-stands, and for their lamps of gold, by weight for every 
lamp-stand, and for the lamps thereof: and for the lamp- 
stands of silver by weight, for the lamp-stand, and for the 
lamps thereof, according to the use of every lamp-stand. 

16 And he gave gold by weight for the tables of shewbread, 
17 for every table: and silver for the tables of silver: also 
pure gold for the flesh-hooks, and the bowls, and the cups : 
and for the golden basons he gave gold by weight for every 
bason; and for the basons of silver, by weight for every 
bason: and for the altar of meense, refined gold by weight ; 
and gold for the image of the chant, xamely the ehernbs, 
which spread out their wings, and eovered the ark of the 
covenant of Jehovah. “ All this,” sazd David, “hath been 
explained to me in writing by the hand of Jehovah, even 
all the works of this plan.” And David said to Solomon 
his son, “‘ Persevere and be of good courage, and do it: 
fear not, nor be dismayed: for the Lord Jehovah, my 
God, will be with thee; he will not fail thee, nor forsake 
thee, until thou hast finished all the work for the service of 
the house of Jehovah. And, behold, thow hast the courses 
of the priests and the Levites, for all the service of the house 
of God: and there shall be with thee for all manner of 
workmanship every willing skilful man, for any manner of 
service; and the captains and all the people will be wholly at 
thy commandment.” 
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CHAP. XXIN.—And David the king said unto all the 
conercgation, Solomon my son, whom God hath chosen, is 
young and tender, and the work is great: for the palace is 
2not for man, but for the Lord Jehovah. And [I have pre- 
pared with all my might for the house of my God, the eold 
tor things of gold, and the silver for things ot silver, and the 
brass for things of brass, the iron for ¢hings of iron, and 
wood for things of wood; onyx stones, and stones to be set, 
ornamental stones, and of divers colours, and all manner of 
preeious stones, and marble stones in abundanee. And, 
because [ have set my affection on the house of my God, 
and because I have wealth of my own, I have given gold md 
silver to the house of my God, over and above all that [ 
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have prepared for the holy house; even three thousand 4 
talents of gold, of the gold of Ophir, and seven thousand 
talents of refined silver, to overlay the walls of the houses 
withal: for all manner of golden things, and for all manner 5 
of silver things, and for all manner of work to be made 
by the hands of artificers. And who then is willing to give 
freely this day unto Jehovah ?” 

And the chief of the fathers and princes of the tribes of 6 
Isracl, and the captains of thousands and of hundreds, with 
the directors of the king’s work, offered willingly, and gave 7 
for the service of the house of God, of gold five thousand 
talents and ten thousand darics, and of silver ten thousand 
talents, and of brass eighteen thousand talents, and of iron 
one hundred thousand talents. And they with whom s 
precious stones were found gave them to the treasure of the 
house of Jehovah, by the hand of Jehiel the Gershonite. 
Then the people rejoiced, for that they offered willingly, 9 
becanse with perfect heart they offered willingly to Jchovah: 
and David the king also rejoiced with great joy. Where- 10 
fore David blessed Jehovah before all the congregation: and 
David said, “ Blessed be thou, O Jchovah God of Israel our 
father, for ever and ever. Thine, O Jehovah, is the great- 11 
ness, and the power, and the glory, and the victory, and the 
majesty: for all that is in the heaven and in the earth 2s 
thine; thine is the kingdom, O Jehovah, and thou art 
exalted as head above all. Both riches and hononr come of 12 
thee, and thou reignest over all; and in thy hand is power 
and might; and in thy hand it is to make great, and to 
sive strength unto all. Now therefore, O our God, we 13 
thank thee, and praise thy glorious name. But who am I, 14 
and what is my people, that we should be able to offer 
willingly after this sort? for all things come of thee, and of 
thine own have we given thee. Jor we are strangers before 15 
thee, and sojourners, as were all our fathers: our days on the 
earth are as a shadow, and there is none abiding. O Jeho- 16 
vah our God, all this store that we have prepared to build 
unto thee a house for thy holy name, cometh of thy hand, 
and is all thine own. I know also, O my God, that thou 17 
triest the heart, and hast pleasure in uprightness. As for 
me, in the uprightness of my heart I have willingly offered 
all these things: and now have I seen with joy thy people, 
who are present here, to offer willingly unto thee. O Jeho- 1s 
yah God of Abraham, of Isaac, and of Isracl, our fathers, 
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keep this for ever in the imagination of the thoughts of the 

i9 heart of thy people, and prepare their heart for thyself: and 
give unto Solomon iny son a perfeet heart, to keep thy com- 
mandments, thy testimonies, and thy statutes, and to do all 
these things, and to build the palace, for which I have made 
provision.” 

20 And David said to all the congregation, “ Now bless Jeho- 

vah your God.” And all the congregation blessed Jehovah 

the God of their fathers, and bowed down their heads, and 
worshipped Jehovah, and the king. And they sacrificed sac- 

rifices unto Jehovah, on the morrow after that day, even a 

thousand bullocks, a thousand rams, and a thousand lambs, 

with their drink-offerings, and sacrifices in abundance for all 

Isracl: and did eat and drink before Jehovah on that day 

with great gladness. And they made Solomon the son of 

David king the second time, and anointed ham unto Jchovah 

23 to be the chief governor, and Zadok to be priest. Then So- 

lomon sat on the throne of Jehovah as king instead of David 

his father, and prospered; and all Israel obeyed him. And 
all the captains, and the mighty men, and also all the sons of 
king David, submitted themselves unto Solomon the king. 

And Jehovah magnified Solomon exceedingly in the sight of 

all Isracl, and bestowed upon him such royal majesty as had 

not been bestowed on any king before hin in Israel. 

27 ‘Thus David the son of Jesse reigned over all Isracl. And 
the time that he reigned over Isracl was forty years; seven 
years he reigned in Hebron, and thirty-three years he reigned 

23 in Jerusalem. And he died in a good old age, full of days, 
of riches and of honour: and Solomon his son reigned in his 
stead. 

29 Now the acts of David the king, first and last, behold, 
they are written in the Acts of Samuel the Seer, and in 
the Acts of Nathan the Prophet, and in the Acts of Gad the 

30 Seer, with all Ins reign, and his might, and the events 
which befel him and Israel, and all the kingdoms of the 
countries. 
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THE CHRONICLES. 


CHAP. J.—And Solomon the son of David was strength- 
ened in his kingdom, and Jehovah his God was with him, and 
magnified him exceedingly. 


1 


And Solomon spake unto all Israel, to the captains of 2 


thousands and of hundreds, and to the judges, and to every 
eovernor in all Israel, the chief of the fathers. And Solo- 
mon, and all the congregation with him, went to the gh 
place which was at Gibeon; for there was the tabernacle of the 
congregation of God, which Moses the servant of Jehovah 
had made in the wilderness. (But David had brought up the 
ark of God from NKirjath-jearim to the place which David had 
prepared for it: for he had pitehed a tent for it at Jerusalem.) 
Moreover the brazen altar, which Bezaleel the son of Uri, the 
son of Hur, had made, was there before the tabernacle of Je- 
hovah : and Solomon and the congregation resorted unto it. 
And Solomon went up thither to the brazen altar before 
Jehovah, which was at the tabernacle of the congregation, and 
offered a thousand burnt-offerings upon it. In that night God 
appeared unto Solomon, and said unto him, ‘ Ask what I shall 
give unto thee.” And Solomon said unto God, “ Thou hast 
shewed great mercy unto David my father, and hast made me 
to reign in his stead. Now, O Lord Jehovah, let thy promise 
unto David my father be established: for thou hast made me 
king over a people which is hike the dust of the carth in mul- 
titude. Give unto me now wisdom and knowledge, that I 
may go out and come in before this people: for who can 
judge this great people of thine?” And God said unto 
Solomon, “ Because this was in thy heart, and thou hast not 
asked riches, wealth, or honour, nor the life of thme ene- 
mies, neither hast asked long life, but hast asked for thysclf 
wisdom and knowledge, that thou mayest judge my people, 
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12 over whom I have made thee king; wisdom and knowledge 
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are granted unto thee: and [ will give unto thee riches, and 
wealth, and honour, such as none of the kings that have been 
before thee have had, neither shall there any after thee have 
the like.” Then Solomon came from the gh place which 
was at Gibeon, to Jerusalem, from before the tabernacle of the 
congregation; and reigned over Israel. And Solomon gath- 
ered together chariots and steeds: and he hada thousand and 
four hundred chariots, and twelve thousand steeds ; and they 
were stationed in the chariot cities, and with the king in 
Jerusalem. And the king made silver and gold to be at Jeru- 
salem like stones, and eedar trees he made to be like the syeo- 
mores that are in the plain for abundance. And Solomon’s 
horses were broughtout of Egypt, and a caravan of the king’s 
purchasers received the droves for a settled price. And they 
fetched up, and brought ont of Egypt a chanot for six hun- 
dred shekels of silver, and a horse for a hundred and fifty : and 
at the same rate they brought with them horses and chariots 
for all the kings of the Hittites, and for the kings of Syria. 


CHAP. IIJ.—And Solomon determined to build a house 
for the name of Jehovah, and a honse for his kmgdom. And 
Solomon enrolled seventy thousand imen to bear burdens, and 
eighty thonsand to hew in the mountain, and three thousand 
and six hundred to oversee them. And Solomon sent to 
Huram the king of Tyre, saying, ‘As thou didst deal with 
David my father, and didst send unto hin cedars to build him 
a‘house to dwell im, even so deal with me. Behold, T build 
a house to the name of Jehovah my God, to dedicate it to him, 
and to burn before him sweet incense, and for the continual 
shew-bread, and for the burnt-offerimgs morning and evening, 
on the sabbaths, and on the new moons, and on the solemn 
feasts of Jehovah our God. This 1s an ordinance for ever to 
Isracl. And the house which J build is great: for great 1s 
our God above all gods. But who is aie to Gaal him 
a house, seeing the heaven, yea the heaven of heavens cannot 
contain him? whoam I[ then, that I should build lim a 
house, though it be only to burn saerifiee before him ? 
Send me now therefore, a man skilful to work in gold, and in 
silver, and in brass, and in iron, and in purple, and crimson, 
and blue, and who understandeth to exeeute carvings, along 
with the skilful men who are with me in Judah and in Jeru- 
salem, whom David my father provided. Send unto me also 
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cedar timber, eypress timber, and sandal wood, out of Leba- 
non: for I know that thy servants are skilful in cutting 
timber in Lebanon; and, behold, my servants shall be with 
thy servants, even to prepare for me timber in abundance : 
for the house which I am about to build shall be great and 
wonderful. And, behold, I will give to thy servants, the 
hewers that cut timber, twenty thousand ecors of threshed 
wheat, and twenty thousand cors of barley, and twenty 
thousand baths of wine, and twenty thousand baths of oil.” 

Then THuram the king of Tyre answered in writing, which 
he scnt to Solomon, “Because Jehovah hath loved his 
people, he hath made thee king over them.” Huram said 
moreover, “ Blessed be Jehovah the God of Israel, who made 
heaven and earth, who hath given to David the king a wise 
son, endued with prudence and understanding, who might 
build a house for Jehovah, and a house for his kingdom. 
And now [ have sent a skilful man, endued with understand- 
ing, @ servant of Huram my father’s, the son of a woman 
who was of the daughters of Dan, but whose father was a 
man of Tyre, skilful to work in gold, and in silver, in brass, 
in iron, in stone, and in timber, in purple, in blue, and 


in fine linen, and in crimson; also to carve all sorts of 


carving, and to plan all manner of plans which shall be pro- 
posed to him, with thy skilful men, and with the skilful men 
of my lord David thy father. Now therefore the wheat, and 
the barley, the oil, and the wine, which my lord hath spoken 
of, let him send unto his servants: and we will cut wood oné 
of Lebanon, as much as thou shalt need: and we will bring 
it to thee in rafts by sea to Joppa; and thou shalt carry it up 
to Jerusalem.” 

And Solomon numbered all the strangers who were in the 
land of Israel, after the numbermg wherewith Dayid his 
father had numbered them; and they were found zo be 
a hundred and fifty-three thousand and six hundred, And 
he set seventy thousand of them to be bearers of burdens, 
and eighty thousand to be hewers in the mountain, and 
three thousand and six hundred everseers to set the people 
to work. 


CHIAP. IiI.—And Solomon began to build the house of 1 


Jchovah at Jerusalem in mount Moriah, where Jehovah had 
appeared unto David his father, in the place which David 
had prepared in the threshing-floor of Orman the Jebusite. 
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2 And he began to build on the sceond day of the second 
month, in the fourth year of his reign. 

3 And these are the dimensions of the foundation which 
Solomon laid for the building of the house of God. The 
length, by cubits after the ancient measure, was sixty cubits, 

4 and the breadth twenty cubits. And the porch that was in 
the front of the house, was in length corresponding to the 
breadth of the house, twenty cubits, and in height a hun- 
dyed and twenty: and he overlaid it within with pure gold. 

5 And the larger house he overlaid with cypress timber; and 
overlaid it with fine gold, and set thereon palm trees and 

é chains. And he covered the house with exceedingly beauti- 

7 ful stone: and the gold was gold of Parvaim. And he over- 
laid the house, its beams, its sills, and walls, and doors, with 
gold; and he earved cherubs on the walls. 

s And he made the chamber of the holy of the holies; its 
length was corresponding to the breadth of the house, twenty 
cubits, and its breadth twenty cubits: and he overlaid it 

9 with fine gold, amounting to six hundred talents. And the 
weight of the nails was fifty shckels of gold. And he over- 
Jaid the ascending steps with gold. 

10 And he made in the ehamber of the holy of the holies two 
11 cherubs of image work, and overlaid them with gold. And 
the wings of the cherubs were twenty cubits long: one wing 
of the first cherub was five cubits, reaching to the wall of the 
house: aud the other wing was five cubits, reaching to the wing 
of the other cherub. And one wing of the other cherub was five 
enbits, reaching to the wall of the house: and the other wmg 
was five cubits also, joining to the wing of the other cherub. 
13 The wings of these cherubs spread themselves forth twenty 
cubits: and they stood on their fect, and their faces were in- 
14 ward. And he made the veil of blue, and purple, and erim- 
son, and fine linen; and he wrought cherubs upon it. 
15 And he made in front of the house two columns of thirty- 
five cubits high, and the capital which was on the top of each of 
them was five cubits. And he made chains, as in the sanc- 
tuary, and put them on the heads of the pillars; and made 
a hundred pomegranates, and put them on the chains. 
17 And he reared the columns in front of the temple, one on 
the right hand, and the other on the left; and called the 
name of that on the right hand Jachin, [He win Estas- 
Lisu:] and the name of that on the left Boaz, [Bnrrey.] 
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CHAP. IV.—And he made an altar of brass: its length 1 
was twenty cubits, and its breadth was ten cubits, and its 
height was ten cubits. 

And he made the molten sea, ten cubits from brim to 2 
brim, round all about, and it was five cubits in height; and 
a line of thirty cubits encompassed it about. And under it 3 
was the similitude of oxen, which encompassed it round 
about: ten in a cubit, compassing the sea round about: 
there were two rows of oxen, cast when it was cast. It 4 
stood upon twelve oxen, three facing toward the north, and 
three facing toward the west, and three facing toward the 
south, and three facing toward the east: and the sea was set 
upon them, above ; and all their hinder parts were mward. 
And it was a handbreadth in thickness; and its brim was 5 
like the workmanship of the brim of a cup, with flowers of 
lilies. It received and held three thousand baths. 

And he made ten lavers, and set five on the nght hand, 6 
and five on the left, to wash in them: such things as per- 
tained to the buwrnt-offering they washed in them; but the 
sea was for the priests to wash in. 

And he made ten lamp-stands of gold according to their 7 
pattern, and set them in the temple, five on the nght hand, 
and tive on the left. And he made ten tables, and placed s 
them in the temple, five on the mght side, and five on the 
left. And he made a hundred basins of gold. 

And he made the court of the priests, and the great court, 9 
and gates for the court, and overlaid the gates of them with 
brass. And he sct the sea on the nght side of the cast end, 10 
toward the south. 

And Huram made the pots, and the shovels, and the 1 
basons. 

And Huram finished the making of the work which he 
made for king Solomon for the house of God; the two 
columns, and the bowls, and the capitals on the top of the 
two columns, and the two net-works to cover the two bowls 
of the capitals which were on the top of the columns ; and 13 
the four hundred pomegranates of the two nct-works ; two 
rows of pomegranates, on each net-work to cover the two 
bowls of the capitals which were upon the columns. And 14 
he made the laver-stands, and he made the lavers on the 
stands; the one sea, and the twelve oxen underneath it; 15 
and the pots, and the shovels, and the fleshhooks, and all 16 
their appurtenances, Huram made for king Solomon for the 
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17 house of Jchovah, of polished brass. The king cast them, in 
the plain of Jordan, in the thick clay between Succoth and 

.s Zeredathah. And Solomon made all these implements in 
great abundance: for the weight of the brass could not be 
ascertained. 

i9 And Solomon madc all the golden implements that were in 
the house of God; even the altar of gold, and the tables on 

20 whieh was the shew-bread; and the lamp-stands with their 
lamps, of pure gold, that they should duly burn before the 

a1 sanctuary; and the flowers, and the lamps, and the tongs, 

22 of gold, and that perfeet gold; and the snuffers, and the 
basons, and the snuff-dishes, and the censers, of pure gold : 
and the inner doors of the entry from the house to the holy 
of the holies, and the doors of the house of the temple, were 


of gold. 


1 CHAP. V.—And all the work that Solomon made for the 
house of Jehovah was finished: and Solomon brought the 
things which David his father had dedicated ; and the silver, 
and the gold, and all the furniture, he put into the treasuries 
of the house of God. 

2 Then Solomon gathered together the elders of Isracl, and 
all the heads of the tribes, the chief of the fathers of the 
children of Israel, unto Jerusalem, to bring up the ark of 
the covenant of Jehovah from the eity of David, which is 

3 Zion. And all the men of Israel gathered themselves to- 
gether unto the king at the Feast of Tabernacles which was 

4in the seventh month. And all the elders of Israel eame; 

5 and the Levites took up the ark. And they brought up the 
ark, and the tabernacle of congregation, and all the inple- 
ments of the holy place, which were in the tabernacle; the 

6 priests and the Levites brought them up. And king 
Solomon, and all the assembly of Israel who were convened 
unto him before the ark, saerificed sheep and oxen, which 

7 could not be counted nor numbered for multitude. And the 
priests brought the ark of the covenant of Jchovah unto its 
place, into the sanctuary of the house, into the holy of the 

s holics, beneath the wings of the cherubs: for the cherubs 
spread forth ¢ketr wings over the plaee of the ark, and the 

9 cherubs eovered the ark and its poles above. And they 
drew out the poles, and the tops of the poles were scen pro- 
jecting from the ark, in front of the sanctuary; but they 
were not scen from the outside of the temple. And it is there 
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unto this day. There was nothing in the ark but the two tables 10 
which Moses put ¢here in Horeb, when Jehovah made a co- 
venant with the children of Israel, when they had come forth 
out of Egypt. And it came to pass, when the priests came 11 
forth from the holy place, (for all the pmests that could 
be found were sanctified, and there was no regard to courses 
on that day: also the Levites who were the singers, all of 12 
them of Asaph, of Heman, of Jeduthun, with their sons and 
their brethren, stood at the cast end of the altar, arrayed in 
fine linen, having cymbals and lutes and harps; and with 
them a hundred and twenty priests sounding with trum- 
pets:) it came even to pass, when the trumpeters and 13 
singers together made one sound to be heard in praising 
and thanking Jehovah; and when they lifted up their voice 
with the trumpets and cymbals and instruments of musick, 
and when they praised Jehovah, saying, 


‘¢ For he is good ; for his mercy endureth for ever !” 

that the house was filled with a cloud, even the house of 
Jehovah; and the priests could not stand to minister by 14 
reason of the cloud: for the glory of Jehovah had filled 


God’s house. 
CHAP. VI.—Then Solomon said :— Jehovah hath said 1 


that he would dwell in the thick darkness. Yet have I built 2 
a house for thy habitation, and a settled place for thee to 
abide in for ever.” 

And the king tuned his face, and blessed the whole 3 
assembly of Israel: (and all the assembly of Israel were 
standing.) And he said, “‘ Blessed be Jehovah the God of 4 
Israel, who spake with his mouth to my father David, as 
with his hand he hath fulfilled, saymg, ‘ From the day that 5 
I brought forth my people out of the land of Egypt, I chose 
no city out of all the tribes of Israel to build zz 2¢ a house, 
that my name might be there ; neither chose I any man to 
be a ruler over my people [sracl: but I have chosen Jerusa- 6 
lem, that my name might be there; and I have chosen 
David to be over my people Isracl. And it was in the 7 
heart of David my father to build a house unto the name of 
Jehovah the God of Israel. But Jehovah said unto David s 
— amy father, ‘¥orasmuch as it was in thy heart to build a 

house unto my name, thou hast done well that it was in thy 
heart: nevertheless thou shalt not build the house; but thy 9 
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son who shall come forth out of thy loins, he shall build the 
10 house for my name.’ And Jchovah hath performed his word 
which he spake: for I have risen up in the room of David 
my father, and T sit upon the throne of Israel, as Jehovah 
spake; and I have built this house unto the name of 
Jchovah the God of Israel. And I have set there the ark, 
in which is the covenant of Jehovah, which he made with 
the children of Israel.” 

And he stood up before the altar of Jehovah in the 
presence of the whole assembly of Israel, and he spread 
13 forth his hands: (for Solomon had made a brazen platform 

and had placed it in the midst of the court: it was five 

cubits long, and five eubits broad, and three cubits gh; 
and upon it he stood, and kneeled down upon Ins knees 
before all the assembly of Israel, and spread forth his hands 
14 toward heaven:) and he said, “O Jehovah God of Israel, 
there is no God like thee in heaven, nor on earth; who 
keepest covenant and merey with thy servants, who walk 
1s before thee with all their heart: who hast kept with thy 
servant David my father, that which thou didst promise unto 
him; yea, thou spakest with thy mouth, and with thy hand 
thou hast fulfilled, as 7 zs this day. And now, O Jehovah 
God of Isracl, keep with thy servant David my father, that 
which thou didst promise unto him, saying, ‘ There shall not 
fail thee a man in my sight to sit on the throne of Israel Pave 
only thy elaldren wall take heed to their way, walking in my 
law, as thon hast walked before me :’—yea now, O J ehovah 
God of Israel, let thy word be verified, which thou didst 
speak unto thy servant David. 
ig But will God indeed dwell with men upon the earth ? 
Behold, the heaven, yea the heaven of heavens, cannot contain 
thee ; how much less this house which I have built! Yet 
turn thou unto the prayer of thy servant, and unto his sup- 
pheation, O Jehovah my God, and hearken unto the ery and 
the prayer which thy servant prayeth before thee: that 
thine eyes may be open towards this house day and mght, 
toward the place of which thou hast said that thon wouldest 
put thy naine there; that thou mayest hearken unto the 
prayer which thy servant shall pray towards this place. 
And hearken unto the suppheations of thy servant, and of 
thy people Israel, when they shall pray toward this place: 
yea, hear thon from thy dwelling place, even from heaven ; 
and when thou hearest, forgive. 
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«Tf any man trespass against his neighbour, and an oath 22 
be laid upon him to cause hin to swear, and the oath come 
before thine altar in this house ; then hear thou from heaven, 23 
and do, and judge thy servants, requiting the wicked, and 
bringing the evil of lis way upon his own head; and 
justifying the righteous, and giving unto him according 
to his righteousness. 

«And if thy people Israel be smitten down before the 24 
enemy, because they have sinned against thee; and shall 
turn and confess thy name, and pray and make supplication 
before thee in this house; then hear thou from the heavens, 25 
and forgive the sin of thy people Israel, and bring them 
again unto the land which thou gavest to them and to their 
fathers. 

‘When the heavens shall be shut up, and there shall be 26 
no rain, because they have sinned against thee; and they shall 
pray toward this place, and confess thy name, turn again from 
their sin, when thou hast afflicted them; then hear thon in 27 
heaven, and forgive the sin of thy servants, and thy people 
Israel, when thon hast taught them the good way, im which 
they ought to go; and send rain upon thy land, which thou 
hast given unto thy people for an inheritance. 

“When there shall be famine in the land, when there shall 2. 
be pestilence, when there shall be blight, or mildew, locust, 
or caterpillar, when their enemies in the land shall besiege 
their gates, when there shall be any plague, when there shall 
be any sickness,—whatsoever prayer, whatsoever supplication 29 
shall be made by any man, or by all thy people Israel, who 
shall know, each one his own plague and his own grief, and 
shall spread forth his hands towards this house: then hear 30 
thou from heaven thy dwelling place, and forgive, and render 
unto every man according unto all his ways, whose heart thou 
knowest ; (for thou only knowest the hearts of the children 
of men:) that they may fear thee, walking in thy ways, all 31 
the days of their life, in the land which thou gavest unto our 
fathers. 

« And also concerning the stranger, who is not of thy 32 
people Isracl, but cometh from a far country, for thy great 
name’s sake, and thy mighty hand, and thy stretched out 
arm; when they shall come and pray toward this house ; 
then hear thou from the heavens, even from thy dwelling 33 
place, aud do according to all that the stranger shall implore 
of thee; that all the nations of the carth may know thy 
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nanic, and that they may fear thee, as doth thy people Israel ; 
and that they may know that this house which I have built 
is called by thy name. 

34 When thy people shall go ont to war against their ene- 
mies whithersoever thou shalt send them, and they shall pray 
unto thee toward this city which thou hast chosen, and the 

35 house which I have built unto thy name; then hear thou 
from the heavens their prayer and their supplication, and 
maintain their cause. 

36“ When they shall sin against thee, (for there is no mane 
that sinneth not,) and thou shalt be angry with them, and 
shalt deliver them to their enemies, and they shall carry 

37 them away captives unto a land far or near; if they lay it 
to heart im the land whither they have been carried away 
captive, and repent, and make suppheation unto thee in the 
Jand of their eaptivity, saying, ‘ We have sinned, we have 

ss done perversely, we have commutted iniquity,’ and shall re- 
turn unto thee with all ther heart and with all their soul in 
the land of their captivity, whither they have carried them 
captives, and pray toward their own land, which thou gavest 
unto their fathers, and toward the city which thou hast 
chosen, and toward the house whieh I have built unto thy 

39 name: then hear thou from the heavens, even from thy 
dwelling place, their prayer and their supplications, and 
maintain their cause, and forgive thy people that whercin 
they have sinned against thee. 

ao“ Now, O my God, I bescech thee, let thine eyes be opened, 
and let thine ears be attentive unto the prayer that is made 

41 in ths place. Now thercfore arise, O Lord Jehovah, unto 
thy resting place, thou, and the ark of thy strength. Let 
thy priests, O Lord Jehovah, be clothed with salvation, and 

42 let thy saints rejoice in goodness. O Lord Jehovah, tum 
not away the faee of thine anointed: remember the mercies 
of David thy servant”? 


— 


CHAP. VILl.—And when Solomon had made an end of 
praying, fire came down from heaven, and consumed the 
burnt-offermg and the sacrifices; and the glory of Jehovah 
filled the house. And the priests could not enter into the 
house of Jchovah, beeause the glory of Jehovah had filled Jcho- 
val’s house. And when all the children of Israel saw how the 
fire came down, and the glory of Jehovah upon the house, 
they bowed themselves with their faces to the ground upon 
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the pavement, and worshipped, and praised Jehovah, say- 
wn, 
‘For he is good; for his mercy endureth for ever!” 

Then the king and all the people offered sacrifices before 
. Jehovah. And king Solomon offcred a sacrifice of twenty- 
two thousand oxen, and a hundred and twenty thousand 
sheep. Thus the king and all the people dedicated the 
house of God. And the pnests stood waiting on their 
offices: the Levites also with the instruments of the musick 
of Jehovah, which king David had made to praise Jehovah, 
beeause his merey endureth for ever, when David praised God 
by their ministry ; and the priests sounded trumpets before 
them, and all Israel stood. Moreover Solomon consecrated 
the middle of the court which was before the house of Je- 
hovah: for he offered there the burnt-oiferings, and the fat 
of the peace-offerings; beeause the brazen altar which Solo- 
mon had made was not able to reecive the burnt-offerings, 
and the meal-offermg, and the fat. 

And at that time Solomon kept the Feast of Tabernacles 
seven days, and all Israel with him, a very great assemblage, 
from the entering in of Hamath unto the river of Egypt. 
And on the eighth day they made a solemn assembly: for 
they kept the dedication of the altar seven days, and the 
feast seven days. And on the twenty-third day of the 
seventh month he sent the people away into their tents, joy- 
ful and glad of heart, for the goodness that Jehovah had 
showed unto David, and unto Solomon, and unto Israel his 
people. Thus Solomon finished the house of Jehovah, and 
the king’s house: and all that came into Solomon’s heart to 
make in the house of Jehovah, and in his own house, he suc- 
cessfully effected. 

And Jehovah appeared to Solomon by night, and said unto 
him, “I have heard thy prayer, and have chosen this place 
to myself for a house of saerifice. If I shut up heaven 
that there be no rain, or if I command the locusts to devour 
the land, or if I send pestilence among my people; if my 
people, who are called by my name, shall humble themsclves, 
and pray, and seek my faec, and turn from their evil ways ; 
then will I hear from heaven, and forgive their sin, and heal 
their land. Now mine eycs shall be open, and mine ears at- 
tentive unto the prayer that is made in this place. For now 
have I chosen and sanctified this house, that my name may 
be there for ever: and mine cyes and my heart shall be 
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17 there perpetually. And as for thee, if thou wilt walk be- 
fore me, as David thy father walked, and do according to all 
that I have commanded thee, and observe my statutes and 

ig my judgements, then will I establish the throne of thy king- 
dom, according as I have covenanted with David thy father, 
saying, ‘There shall not fail thee a man to be ruler in I[s- 

i9 rael.’ But if ye turn away, and forsake my statutes and 
my commandments, which I have set before you, and shall 

20 go and serve other gods, and worship them, then I will pluck 
them up by the roots out of my land which I have given 
unto them ; and this house, which I have sanctified unto my 
name, I will cast out from before my face, and make it to be 

21 a bye-word and a scoff among ail nations. And this house, 
which is so high, shall be an astonishment to every one that 
passeth by it ; so that he shall say, ‘ Why hath Jchovah done 

22 thus unto this land, and unto this house?’ And it shall 
be answered, ‘ Because they forsook Jehovah the God of their 
fathers, who brought them forth out of the land of Egypt, 
and clave unto other gods, and worshipped them, and served 
them: therefore hath he brought all this evil upon them.’ ” 


1 CHAP. VIII.—And it came to pass at the end of twenty 
years, when Solomon had built the house of Jehovah, and 
2 his own house, that Solomon rebuilt the cities which Huram 
had given to Solomon ; and he caused the children of Israel to 
3 dwell there. And Solomon went to Hamath-zobah, and pre- 
4 vailed against it. And he built Tadmor in the wilderness, and 
5 all the magazine-cities, which he buiit m Hamath. Also he 
built the upper Beth-horon, and the lower Beth-horon, forti- 
6 fied cities, with walls, gates, and bars; and Baalath, and all 
the magazinc-cities that Solomon had, and all the cities for 
the chanots, and the cities for the steeds, and all that Solomon 
desired to build in Jerusalem, and in Lebanon, and through- 
out all the land of his dominion. 
7 As for all the people that were left of the Hittites, and 
the Amorites, and the Perizzites, and the Hivites, and the 
s Jebusites, (who were not of Israel, du¢ the children of them 
who were left after them in the land, whom the eluldren of 
Tsracl consumed not,) upon them Solomon imposed a tribute 
9 of bond-service, as it is until this day. But of the children 
of Isracl Solomon did not make servants for his work; but 
they were warriors, and chief of his captains, and captains 
10 of his chariots and horsemen. And these were the chief of 
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king Solomon’s officers, even two hundred and fifty, who 
directed the people. 

And Solomon brought up the daughter of Pharaoh out of 11 
the city of David, unto the honse which he had built for her: 
for he said, ‘‘ My wife shall not dwell im the house of David 
king of Israel, because those places are holy, whereunto the 
ark of Jehovah hath come.” 

Then Solomon offered burnt-offermgs unto Jehovah on the 12 
altar of Jehovah, which he had built before the porch ; even 13 
after the appointed rate every day; offering according to the 
commandment of Moses, on the sabbaths, and on the new 
moons, and on the edienin feasts three times in the year, even 
in the Feast of Unleavened Bread, and in the Feast of Weeks, 
andin the Feast of Tabernacles. And he appointed, accor d- 14 
ing to the order of David his father, the courses of the priests 
for their service, and of the Levites for their charges, to praise 
and minister before the priests, as the duty of every day 
required: the porters also by their courses at every gate: 
for so had David the man of God commanded. And “they 15 
departed not from the commandment of the king given unto 
the pricsts and Levites concerning any matter, or concerning 
the treasures. Now all the work of Solomon was prepared 16 
acainst the day of laying the foundation of the house of 
Jehovah, and against the time when he finished the house of 
Jehovah completely. 

Then Solomon went to Ezion-geber, and to Hloth, at the 17 
sea-side in the land of Kdom. And Huram sent unto him 1s 
by means of his servants, ships, and servants acquainted with 
the sea; and they went with the servants of Solomon to 
Ophir, and took thence four hundred and fifty talents of 
gold, and brought them to king Solomon. 


CHAP. TIX.—And when the queen of Sheba heard of the 1 
faine of Solomon, she came to prove Solomon with hard ques- 
ions at Jerusalem, with a very great company, and camels bear- 
ing spices, and sold i in abundance, and precious stones; and 
she came to Solomon, and spake with him of all that was in 
her heart. And Solomon told unto her all her questions: and 2 
there was nothing hidden from Solomon that he told not 
unto her. And when the queen of Sheba saw the wisdom of 3 
Solomon, and the house which he had built, and the provi- 4 
sion for his table, and the assemblage of his servants, and 
the array of his attendants, and their apparel ; and his cup- 
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bearers, and their apparel, and his ascent by which he went 
up into the house of Jehov ah, she was amazed beyond mea- 
sure. And she said unto the king, “It was a true report 
which I heard in mime own land concerning thine acts, and 
concerning thy wisdom: and I believed not thei words, 
until I came; but mine cyes have seen: and, behold, the 
half of the greatness of thy wisdom was not told me: for 
thou exceedest the fame that I heard. Ifappy are thy men, 
and happy are these thy servants, who stand before thee con- 
tinually, and hear thy wisdom. Blessed be Jehovah thy God, 
who hath taken delight in thee, setting thee on his throne, 
to be king for Jehov ah thy God: it is because thy God lov eth 
Israel, to establish him for ever, that he hath made thee king 
over them, to do judginent and justice.’ And she gave unto 
the king a hundred and twenty talents of gold, and spices 
in great abundance, and precious stones: neither was there 
ever in Jerusalem such spice as the queen of Sheba gave unto 
king Solomon. And the servants also of Huram, and the 
servants of Solomon, who brought gold from Ophir, brought 
sandal-wood and precious stones. And the king made of the 
sandal-wood, stair-cases for the house of Jehovah, and for 
the king’s house, and harps and lutes for the singers: and 
there were none such scen before in the land of Judah. 
And king Solomon gave unto the queen of Sheba all her 
desire, w hatsoever she asked, beside the value of that which 
she had brought unto the king. And she turned, and went 
away to ner own land, she and her servants. 

And the weight of the gold which came to Solomon in one 
year was six hundred and sixty-six talents of gold; beside 
that which traders and merchants brought. ‘And all th 
ulied kings and the prefects of the land “bro ught gold an 
silver to Solomon. 

And king Solomon made two hundred shields of beaten 
gold; six hundred shekels of beaten gold went to each shicld: 
and three hundred bucklers of beaten gold; three tindred 
shekels of gold went to each bucekler. ‘And the king placed 
thom in the house of the Forest of Lebanon. And the king 
made a great throne of ivory, and overlaid it with pure ¢ cold. 
And there were six steps to the throne, with a footstool of 
gold, which were fastened to the throne, and supports for the 
arms on each side of the place for the seat, and two hons 
standing beside the supports. And there were twelve lions 
standmg there, on the six steps, one on each side of eack 
step. ‘There was not a throne made hike it im any kingdom. 
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And all the drinking vessels of king Solomon were of gold, 20 
and all the furniture of the house of the Forest of Lebanon 
was of pure gold: none were of silver; that was counted as 
nothing in the days of Solomon. For the king’s ships went 21 
to Tarshish with the servants of Huram : once in three years 
the ships of Tarshish came, bringing gold and silver, and 
ivory, and apes, and peacocks. 

And king Solomon excelled all the kings of the earth in 22 
wealth and in wisdom. And all the kings of the earth 23 
resorted unto Solomon, to hear his wisdom which God had 
put into his heart. And they bronght each man his present, 24 
vessels of silver, and vessels of gold, aud raiment, armour, 
and spices, draught-horses, and mules, of each a yearly 
offering. And Solomon had four thousand pairs of horses 25 
and chariots, and twelve thousand steeds; and they were 
stationed im the chariot-cities, and with the king in Jern- 
salem. 

And he reigned over all the kings, from the river Huphraies 26 
even unto the land of the Pluilistines, and to the border of 
Egypt. And the king made silver to be in Jerusalem lke 27 
stones, and cedar trees he made to be like the syecomores 
which grow in the plains in abundance. And they brought es 
unto Solomon horses out of Egypt, and out of all lands. 

And the rest of the acts of Solomon, first and last, are 29 
they not written im the book of Nathan the Prophet, and in 
the prophecy of Ahijah the Shilonite, and in the visions of 
Tddo the Seer, against Jeroboam the son of Nebat ? 

And Solomon reigned in Jerusalem over all Israel forty 30 
years. 

And Solomon slept with his fathers, and he was buried in 31 
the city of David his father: and Rehoboam his son reigned 
in his stead, 


CHAP. X.—And Rehoboam went to Shechem : for unto 1 
Sheehem were all Israel eome to make him king. And it 2 
came to pass, when Jeroboam the son of Nebat heard it, (for 
he was yet in Egypt, whither he had fled from the presence of 
king Solomon,) that Jeroboam returned out of Egypt. And 3 
they sent and called him. So Jeroboam and all Isracl came. 
and spake unto Rehoboam, saying, “Thy father made our 4 
yoke grievous: now therefore do thou lighten the grievous 
service of thy father, and his heavy yoke which he put upon 
us, and we will serve thee.” And he said unto them, “ Return 5 
unto me after three days.”” And the people departed. And 6 
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king Rehoboam consulted the aged men who had stood before 
Solomon his father, while he was alive, saying, “ How do ye 
7 advise that I shall answer this people?” And they spake 
unto him, saying, “If thou be kind unto this people and 
please them, and speak good words unto them, then will they 
s be thy servants for ever.” But he forsook the counscl of the 
aged men which they had given him, and consulted the young 
men who had grown up with himself, and who stood before 
9 him. And he said unto them, “ What do ye advise that we 
shall answer unto this people, who have spoken unto me 
saying, ‘Lighten the yoke that thy father put upon us?’ ” 
10 And the young men who had grown up with him spake unto 
him, saying, “Thus shalt thou say unto the people who spake 
unto thee, saying, ‘Thy father made our yoke heavy, but do 
thou hghten it upon us ;’ thus shalt thou say unto them, ‘ My 
11 ittle finger is thicker than my father’s loms. And now, my 
father laid upon you a heavy yoke, but I will add to your yoke: 
my father chastised you with whips, bdt I will chastise you 
12 with scorpions.’”? = And Jeroboam and all the people came 
to Rehoboam, on the third day, according as the king had 
13 spoken, saying, “ Return unto me on the third day.” And 
the king answered them harshly ; and king Nehoboam forsook 
14 the counsel of the aged men, and he spake unto them after 
the counsel of the young men, saying, “ My father made your 
yoke heavy, but I will add thereto: my father chastised you 
15 with whips, but I will chastise you with scorpions.” So the 
king did not hearken unto the people: but the cause was from 
God, that Jehovah imght establish his word, which he had 
spoken by Ahiyah the Shilonite, unto Jeroboam the son of 
16 Nebat. And all Isracl saw that the king had not hearkened 
unto them ; and the people answered the king, saying, “ What 
portion have we in David? yea, we have no inheritance in the 
son of Jesse. Every man to your tents, O Isracl! Now, 
sec to thine own house, O David!?? So all Israel departed 
17 to their tents. But as for the children of Isracl who dwelt 
is in the citics of Judah, Rehoboam reigned over tlicm. And 
king Rehoboam sent Hadoram who was over the labour-con- 
scription; and the children of Isracl stoned him with stones 
so that he diced. And king Rehoboam made haste to mount 
19 his chariot, to flee to Jerusalem. And Israel revolted from 
the house of David, as it 7s unto this day. 


1 CIIAP, XI.—And Rehohoam came to Jerusalem, and he 
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assembled the house of Judah and Benjamin, a hundred and 
eighty thousand chosen warriors, to fight agamst Israel, and 
to recover the kingdom again unto Rehoboam. But the word 2 
of Jehovah came to Shemaiah a man of God, saying, ‘Speak 3 
unto Rehoboam the son of Solomon, king of Judah, and unto 
all Israel in Judah and Benjamin, saying, ‘ Thus saith Jehovah, 4 
Ye shall not go up, nor fight against your brethren: return 
every man to his house; for this thing is from me.’ ”? = And 
they obeyed the words of Jehovah, and returned from going 
against Jeroboam. 

And Rehoboam dwelt in Jerusalem, and built citics for 5 
defence in Judah. And he built Beth-lchem, and Etam, and 6 
Tekoa, and Beth-zur, and Soco, and Adullam, and Gath, and s 
Mareshah, and Ziph, and Adoraim, and Lachish, and Azekah, 9 
and Zorah, and Ayalon, and Hebron, which are in Judah and 10 
in Benjamin ; fortified eities. And he strengthened the fort- 11 
resses, and put captains in them, and store of provisions, and 
of oil and wine. And in cach city he put shields and spears, 12 
and made them exceeding strong. AndJudah and Benjamin 
adhered to him. 

And the priests and the Levites that were in all Israel, re- 13 
sorted unto him out of all their territomes. For the Levites 14 
left their pasture-lands and their possessions, and came to Jadah 
and Jerusalem : for Jeroboam and his sons had east them off 
from being priests unto Jehovah : and had ordamed unto him- 15 
sclf priests for the high places, and for the goats, and for the 
calves which he had made. And after them, out of all the 16 
tribes of Israel, such as set their hearts to seek Jehovah the 
God of Isracl came to Jerusalem, to sacrifice unto Jehovah 
the God of their fathers. And they strengthened the kmng- 17 
dom of Judah, and made Rehcboam the son of Solomon 
strong, three years: for three years they walked in the way of 
David and Solomon. 

And Kechoboam took unto him to wife, Mahalath the is 
daughter of Jerimoth the son of David, and Abihail the 
daughter of Ehab the son of Jesse; and she bare unto him 19 
sons, Jeush, and Shemariah, and Zaham. And after her he 20 
took Maachah the daughter of Absalom; and she bare unto 
hint Abijah, and Attai, and Ziza, and Shelomith. And Reho- 21 
boain loved Maachah the daughter of Absalom above all his 
wives and his concubines: (for he took eighteen wives, and sixty 
concubines; and begat twenty-eight sons, and sixty daugh 
ters.) And Rehoboain made Abijah the son of Maachah to 22 
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be the chief, and ruler among his brethren: for he purposed 
to make him king. And he dealt prudently, and dispersed 
certain of all his ehildren throughout all the countries of 
Judah and Benjamin, unto all the fortified cities: and he 
gave them provisions in abundance. And he desired many 
wives. 


CHAP. XIIJ.—And it came to pass, when Rehoboam had 
established the kingdom, and had strengthened himself, that 
he forsook the law of Jehovah, and all Israel with him. 
And it eame to pass in the fifth year of king Rehoboam, 
that Shishak king of Egypt came up against Jerusalem, 
because they had transgressed against Jehovah, with twelve 
hundred ehariots, and sixty thousand horsemen: and the 
people were without number that came with him out of 
Egypt; Libyans, Sukkites, and Ethiopians. And he took 
the fortified cities which belonged to Judah, and came to 
Jerusalem. And Shemaiah the prophet came to Relioboam, 
and to the princes of Judah, who were gathered together to 
Jerusalem because of Shishak, and said unto them, “ Thus 
saith Jehovah, ‘Ye have forsaken me; therefore have I also 
left you in the hand of Shishak.?”? And the princes of 
Israel and the king humbled themselves; and said, “Jeho- 
vah is righteous.” And when Jehovah saw that they . 
humbled themselves, the word of Jehovah eame to She- 
maiah, saying, “ They have humbled themselves; therefore I 
will not destroy them, but I will grant them some de- 
liveranee ; and my wrath shall not be poured out upon 
Jerusalem by the hand of Shishak. Nevertheless they shall 
be his servants; that they may know my scrvice, and the 
service of the kingdoins of other lands.” So Shishak king 
of Egypt came up against Jerusalem, and took away the 
treasures of the house of Jehovah, and the treasures of the 
king’s house; he took all; he earricd away also the shields 
of gold which Solomon had made. And king Rehoboam 
made instead of them shields of brass, and committed them 
to the captains of the guards, who kept the door of the 
king’s house. And it caine to pass that whenever the king 
went into the house of Jchovah, the guards eame and 
fetched them; and they brought them back into the guard- 
room. And when he hunbled himself, the wrath of Jehovah 
turned away from him, and he destroyed him not utterly: 


i3 and also in Judah things went well. And king Rceho- 
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boam strengthened himself in Jerusalem, and reigned: for 
Rehoboam was forty-one years old when he began to reign, 

_ and he reigned seventeen years in Jerusalem, the city which 
Jchovah had chosen out of all the tribes of Israel, to put 
his name there. And Ins mother’s name was Naamah the 
Ammonitess. And he did evil, because he prepared not his 14 
heart to seek Jehovah. 

Now the acts cf Rehoboam, first and last, are they not 15 
written in the book of Shemaiah the Prophet, and of Iddo 
the Secr, coneernng genealogies? And there were wars 
between Rehoboam and Jeroboam continually. 

And Rehoboam slept with his fathers, and was buried in 16 
the city of David: and Abijah his son reigned in his stead. 


CHAP. XIIi.—In the eighteenth ycar of king Jeroboam 1 
Abijah began to reign over Judah. Ife reigned three years 2 
in Jerusalem. And his mother’s name was Michaiah the 
daughter of Unicel of Gibcah. 

And there was war between Abijah and Jeroboam, And 3 
Abyah began the war with an army of valiant warriors, even 
four hundred thonsand chosen men: and Jcroboam set the 
battle in array against him with eight hundred thousand 
chosen men, mighty men of valour. 

And Abiah stood up upon Mount Zemaraim, which is in 4 
mount Ephraim, and said, “ Hear me, thou Jeroboam, and 
all Isracl; ought ye not to know that Jehovah the God of 5 
Israc] gave the kingdom over Isracl to David for ever, even 
to him and to his sons, by a covenant of salt? Yet Jero- 6 
boam the son of Nebat, a servant of Solomon the son of 
David, is risen up, and hath rebelled against his lord. And 7 
there were gathered unto him vain men, and vile, and they 
strengthened themselves against Rehoboam the son of 
Solomon, when Rehoboam was young and weak-minded, 
and could not withstand them. And now ye think to with- s 
stand the kingdom of Jehovah in the hand of the sons of 
David; and ye are a great multitude, and there are with you 
the golden calves, which Jeroboam made unto you for gods. 
Have ye not cast out the priests of Jchovah, the sons of 9 
Aaron, and the Levites, and have made unto you priests after 
the manner of the nations of other lands? whosoever cometh to 
conscerate himself with a young bullock and seven rams, he 
may beeome a priest of them that are no gods. But as for us, 10 
Jehovah is our God, and we have not forsaken him; and the 
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priests who minister unto Jehovah are the sons of Aaron, and 

11 the Levites wait upon the service. And they burn unto Jecho- 
vah, every mornimg and every evening, burnt-sacrifiecs and 
sweet inecnse: the shew-bread also they se¢ in order upon the 
pure table; and the lamp-stand of gold with the lamps thereof, 
to burn every evening: for we keep the charge of Jehovah, 

12 our God; but ye have forsaken him. And, behold, God him- 
self is with us for ow captain, and his priests with sounding 
trumpets to cry alarm against you. O children of Israel, fight 
ye not against Jehovah the God of your fathers? so that ye 

3 shall not prosper?” But Jeroboam caused an ambuseade 
to come about behind them: so they were before Judah, and 

14 the ambuseade was behind them. And when Judah looked 
baek, behold, the battle was before and behind : and they ened 
unto Jehovah, and the priests sounded with the trumpets. 

is Then the men of Judah gave a shont: and as the men of 
Judah shouted, it came to pass that God smote Jeroboam and 

16 all Israel] before Abijah and Judah. And the children of Israel 

17 fled before Judah, and God delivered them into their hand. And 
Abiyah and his people slew them with a great slaughter: so 
there fell down slain of Israel five hundred thousand chosen 

igsmen, Thus theeluldren of Israel were brought under at that 
time, and the children of Judah prevailed, because they relied 

19 upon Jehovah the Godof their fathers, And Abijah pursued 
after Jeroboam, and took eities from him, Bethel with its 
villages, and Jeshanah with its villages, and Ephraim with its 

20 Villages. Neither did Jcroboam recover strength again in the 
days of Abijah: and Jchovah struek him, and he died. 

21 But Abyah waxed mighty, and he married fourtcen wives 
and begat twenty-two sons, and sixtcen daughters. And the 
rest of the acts of Abijah, and his ways, and his sayings, are 
written in the history of the prophet Iddo. 


i CHAP. XIV.—And Abijah slept with his fathers, and 
they buried him in the eity of David: and Asa his son 
reigned in his stead. In his days the land was quiet ten 

2 years. And ssa did that which was good and right in the 

3 eyes of Jehovah his God: for he took away the altars of the 
strange gods, and the high plaecs, and brake down the images, 

4 and cut down the standing pillars: and commanded Judah 
to seek Jehovah the God of their fathers, and to do the law 

sand the eommandment. And he took away out of all the 
cities of Judah all the high places and the images: and the 
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kingdom was quiet before him. And he built fortified cities 6 
in Judah: for the land had rest, and he had no war in those 
years ; beeause Jehovah had given him rest. Therefore he 7 
said unto Judah, “ Let us build these citics, and make about 
them walls, and towers, gates, and bars; the land is yet before 
us, because we have sought Jehovah our God; we haye sought 
him, and he hath given us rest on every side.” So they built 
and prospered. And Asa had an army that bare buckler and s 
spear, ont of Judah three hundred thousand; and out of 
Benjamin, that bare shield and drew bow, two hundred and 
fourscore thousand: all these were mighty men of valonr. 
And there came out against them Zerah the Ethiopian with 9 
a liost of a milion, and three hundred chariots; and he came 
unto Mareshah. And Asa went out against him, and they set 10 
the battle m array in the valley of Zephathah at Mareshah. 
And Asa eried unto Jchovah his God, and said, “O Jehovah! 1 
it is nothing with thee to help, whether with many, or with 
them that have no power: help us, O Jehovah our God; for 
we rest on thee, and in thy name have we come against this 
multitude. O Jchovah, thou art our God; let no man prevail 
against thee.” So Jehovah smote the Ethiopians before Asa 12 
and before Judah; and the Ethiopians fled. And Asa and 13 
the people that were with him pursued them unto Gerar: 
and the Kthiopians were overthrown, so that they could not 
recover themselves ; for they were destroyed before J chovah 
and before his host; and they carried away very much spoil. 
And they smote all the cities round about Gerar ; for the fear 14 
of Jchovah came upon them: and they spoiled all the cities ; 
for there was much spoil in them. They smote also the pen- 15 
folds of cattle, and carricd away sheep and camels in abund- 
ance, and returned to Jerusalem. 


CHAP, XV.—And the Spirit of God came upon Aza- 1 
riah the son of Oded: and he went out to meet Asa, and 2 
said unto him, “ Hear ye me, Asa, and all Judah and Ben- 
jamin; Jchovah is with you, while ye are with him; and if 
ye seck him, he will be found by you; but if ye forsake im, 
he will forsake you. Now for a long season Israel hath 3 
been without the true God, and without a teaching priest, 
and without law. But when they in their trouble turned 4 
unto Jchovah the God of Isracl, and sought him, he was 
found by then. And in those times there was no peace to 5 
him that went out, nor to him that came in, but great vexa- 
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6 tions were upon all the inhabitants of the countries. And 
nation was destroyed by nation, and city by city: for God 
7 did vex them with all adversity. Be ye strong therefore, 
and let not your hands be weak: for your work shall be 
s rewarded.” And when Asa heard these words, and the pro- 
pheey of Azariah the son of Oded the prophet, he took 
courage, and put away the abominable idols out of all the 
land ot Judah and Benjamin, and out of the cities which he 
had taken from mount Ephraim, and renewed the altar of 
9 Jehovah, which was before the poreh of Jehovah. And he 
gathered all Judah and Benjamin, and the strangers with 
them out of Ephraim and Manasseh, and out of Simeon: for 
men revolted to him out of Israel in abundance, when they 
10 saw that Jehovah his God was with him. So they gathered 
themselves together at Jerusalem, in the third month in the 
fifteenth year “of the reign of A. And they offered unto 
Jehovah at that time, of the spoil which they had brought, 
seven hundred oxen and seven thousand sheep. And they 
12 entered into a covenant to seek Jehovah the God of their 
13 fathers with all their heart and with all their soul; that 
whosoever would not seek Jehovah the God of Israel should 
be put to death, whether small or great, whether man or wo- 
i4man. And they sware unto Jehovah with a loud voice, and 
1s with shouting, and with trumpets, and with cornets. And 
all Judah rejoiced at the oath: for they had sworn with all 
their heart, and sought him with their whole desire ; and he 
was found by them: and Jehovah gave them rest round 
16 about. And also Maachah the mother of Asa the king, he 
deposed from being queen, because she had made an idol of 
Ashera : and Asa cut down her idol, and stamped it, and burnt 
it in the vale of Kadron. But the high places were not taken 
away out of Isracl: nevertheless the heart of Asa was de- 
voted fo Jehovah all his days. And he bronght into the 
house of God the things which his father had dedicated, and 
which he himself had dedicated, silver, and gold, and vessels. 
i9 And there was no more war until the thirty- fifth year of the 
reign of Asa. 
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CHAP. AVI.—In the thirty-sixth year of the reign of 
Asa, Baasha king of Isracl came up against Judah, aid aye 
Paral, that he inight liunder any from going or comune to 
2 Asa kine of Judes Then Asa brought. out aly er and eold 
out of the treasures of the house of Tohowalt and out we the 
king’s house, and sent to Ben-hadad king of Syria, how 
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dwelt at Damascus, saying, “ Let there be a league between 3 
me and thee, as there was between my father and thy father. 
Behold, I have sent unto thee silver and gold; come, break 
thy league with Baasha king of Israel, that he may depart 
from me.” And Ben-hadad hearkened unto king Asa; and he 4 
sent the eaptains of the hosts which he had, against the 
cities of Isracl ; and they smote Ijon, and Dan, and Abel- 
maim, and all the magazine-cities of Naphtali. Andit came 5 
to pass, when Baasha heard it, that he ceased from building 
Ramah, and left off his work. Then Asa the king took all 6 
Judah, and they carried away the stones of Ramah, and its 
timber, with which Baasha had been building ; and he built 
therewith Geba and Mizpah. 

And at that time Hanani the seer came to Asa king of 7 
Judah, and said unto him, “ Because thou hast relied on the 
king of Syria, and hast not relied on Jehovah thy God, there- 
fore is the host of the king of Syria escaped out of thine 
hand. Were not the Ethiopians and the Libyans a huge s 
host, with very many chariots and horsemen? yet, because 
thou didst rely on Jehovah, he delivered them into thy hand. 
For the eyes of Jehovah run to and fro throughout the whole 9 
earth, to show himself strong m the behalf of them whose 
heart is devoted to him. Herein thou hast done foolishly: 
therefore from heneeforth thon shalt have wars.?? Then Asa 10 
was wroth with the seer, and put him into a prison-house ; 
for he was in a rage with him because of tlris thing. And 
Asa oppressed some of the people at that time. 

And behold, the acts of Asa, first and last, behold, they 11 
are written in the book of the Kings of Judah and Israel. 
And <Asa in the thirty-ninth year of his reign was discased 12 
in his feet, until his disease was execeding great: yet in his 
disease he had not recourse to Jehovah, but to the physicians. 

And Asa slept with his fathers, and diced in the forty-first 13 
year of his reign. And they buried him in his own sepul- 14 
chre, which he had made for himself in the city of David; 
and laid him in the bed which was filled with sweet odours 
and divers kinds of spices, compounded aecording to the art 
of the compounder; and they made a very great funeral fire 
for hin. 


CHAP. XVII.—And Jehoshaphat his son reigned im his 1 
stead, and strengthened himself against Isracl. And he 2 
placed forces in all the fortified citics of Judah, and set gar- 
risons in the land of Judah, and in the cities of Ephraim, 
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3 which Asa his father had taken. And Jehovah was with 
Jehoshaphat, because he walked in the first ways of his father 
4 David, and had not recourse unto the images of Baal; but 
sought to the God of his father, and walked in his command- 
5 ments, and not after the doings of Israel. Therefore Jchovah 
established the kingdom in his hand; and all Judah brought 
to Jehoshaphat presents; and he had riches and honour in 
6 abundance. And his heart was lifted up in the ways of 
Jehovah: moreover he took away the high places and stand- 
7 ing pillars out of Judah. And in the third year of his reign 
he sent his princes, even Ben-hail, and Obadiah, and Zechar- 
iah, and Nethancel, and Michaiah, to teach in the cities of 
s Judah. And with them he sent Levites, even Shemaiah, and 
Nethaniah, and Zcbadiah, and Asahel, and Shemiramoth, 
and Jchonathan, and Adonijah, and Tobijah, and ‘Tob-adomi- 
jah, Levites; and with them Elishama and Jchoram, priests. 
9 And they taught in Judah, and had the book of the law of 
Jehovah with them, and went about throughout all the cities 
10 of Judah, and taught the people. And the fear of Jehovah 
fell upon all the kingdoms of the lands which were round 
about Judah, so that they made no war against Jehoshaphat. 
11 Also some of the Philistines brought unto Jchoshaphat, pre- 
sents, and tribute-silver; and the Arabians brought him 
flocks, seven thousand and seven hundred rams, and seven 
12 thousand and seven hundred he-goats. And Jehoshaphat 
grew exceedingly; and he built in Judah castles, and maga- 
13 zme-citics. And he had large stores in the eities of Judah: 
and the men of war, mighty’men of valour, were in Jerusa- 
14]em. And these are the numbers of them according to the 
house of their fathers: Of Judah, the captains of thousands; 
Adnah the chief; and with him, mighty men of valour, thrice 
15 hundred thousand. And next to him was Jchohanan the 
eaptam ; and with him two hundred and cighty thousand. 
16 And next to him was Amasiah the son of Zichri, who willingly 
offered himself unto Jehovah; and with him two hundred thou- 
17 sand, mighty men of valour. And ‘of Benjamin, Elada a 
mighty man of valour; and with him, armed men with bow and 
is shield, two hundred thousand. And next him was Jchozabad ; 
and with him a hundred and eighty thousand, ready prepared 
i9 for the war. These waited on the king, beside those whom 
the king put in the fortified citics throughout all Judah. 


1 CHAP. XVILI.—Now Jehoshaphat had riches and honour 


in abundance; and he connected himself by marriage with 
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Ahab, And after certain years he went down to Ahab 
to Samaria. And Ahab killed sheep and oxen for him in 
abundanec, and for the people that were with him, and 
persuaded him to go up with him to Ramoth-gilead. And 
Ahab king of Israec] said unto Jehoshaphat king of ‘Judah, 
‘Wilt thou go with me to Ramoth-glead??’? And he 
answered him, “I am as thou art, and my people as thy 
people ; and we will be with thee in the war.” | And Jehosha- 
phat said unto the king of Israel, “ Enquire, I pray thee, this 
day, the word of Jehovah.” Therefore the king of Israel 
cathered togcther of prophets four hundred men, and said 
unto them, “ Shall we go to Ramoth-gilead to battle, or shall 
I forbear??? And they said, “Go up; for God will deliver 
it into the hands of the king.’ And Jehoshaphat said, “Is 
there not here a prophet of Jehovah besides, that we may en- 
quire of him?” And the king of Israel said unto Jehoshaphat, 
«There is yet ene man, by whom we may enquire of Jeho- 
vah ; but I hate him; for he never prophesieth good coneern- 
ing me, but always evil: the same is Mieaiah the son of 
of Imla.” And Jehoshaphat said, “ Let not the king say so.”’ 
And the king of Israel ealled an officer, and said, “ Hasten 
hither Micaiah the son of Imla.”? And the kmg of Israel and 
Jehoshaphat the king of Judah sat, each on his throne, arrayed 
in their robes ; and they sat in the open space at the entrance 
of the gate of Samaria; and all the prophets prophesied be- 
fore them. And Zedekiah the son of Chenaanah made for 
himself horns of iron; and he said, “Thus sath Jehovah, 
‘With these shalt thou gore the Synans, until thou hast de- 
stroyed them utterly.” And all the prophets prophesied m 
like manner, saying, “Go up to Ramoth-gilead, and prosper: 
for Jehovah shall deliver it imto the king’s hand.”? ~~ And 
the messenger who went to call Micaiah spake unto him, say- 
ing, “ Behold, the words of the prophets declare good to the 
king with one accord; let thy word then, I pray thee, be hke 
the word of one of them, and speak that winch 1s good.” 
And Micaiah said, “As Jehovah liveth, whatsoever my God 
saith, that will [ speak.” And he came to the king. And 
the king said unto him, “ Micaiah, shall we go to Ramoth- 
eilead to battle, or shall I forbear??? And he said, “Go ye 
up, and prosper, for they shall be delivered into your hand.” 
And the king said unto him, “Tfow many times shall I ad- 
jure thee that thou tell me nothing but that which is urne mn 
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the name of Jehovah?” And he said, ‘I saw all Isracl] seat- 16 


tered upon the mountains, as sheep that have no shepherd: 
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and Jehovah said, ‘These have no master: let them return 
17 every man to his house in peace.” And the king of Israel 
said unto Jehoshaphat, ‘ Did I not tell thee that he would not 
18 prophesy good concerning me, but evil ?”” And he said, “ There- 
fore hear the word of Jehovah: I saw Jchovah sittmg upon 
his throne, and all the host of heaven standing on his right 
19 hand and on his left. And Jehovah said, ‘ Who will entice 
Ahab king of Israel, to go up that he may fall at Iamoth- 
eilead?? And one spake saymg after this manner, and 
20 another saying after that manner. Then there came ont a 
spirit, and stood before Jehovah, and said, ‘I will entice 
21 hin. And Jehovah said unto him, ‘How?’ And he said, 
‘T will go forth, and I will be a lying spint m the mouth of 
all his prophets.” And he said, ‘Thou shalt entice ham, 
s2 and thou shalt also prevail: go forth, and do so. Now 
therefore, behold, Jehovah hath put a lying spirit in the 
mouth of these thy prophets, for Jehovah hath spoken evil 
23 against thee.’ And Zedekiah the son of Chenaanah drew 
near, and smote Micaiah upon the eheek, and said, ‘* Which 
way went the spirit of Jehovah from me to speak unto thee ?’ 
24 And Micaiah said, “ Behold, thou shalt see in that day when 
25 thou shalt go into an inner chamber to hide thyself’? And 
the king of Israel said, “Take Micaiah, and carry him back 
to Amon the governor of the city, and to Joash the king’s 
26 son; and say, ‘Thus saith the king; Put this fellow in the 
prison, and feed him with bread of affliction and water 
27 of affliction, until I return in peace.’”? And Micaiah said, 
‘Tf thou return at all in peace, Jchovah hath not spoken 
by me.” And he said, ‘ Hearken, O people, every one of 
you.” 
2s So the king of Israel and Jehoshaphat the king of Judah 
29 went up to Ramoth-gilead. And the king of Israel said unto 
Jehoshaphat, “I will disenise myself, and enter into the battle ; 
but do thou wear thine own apparel.’ > And the king of Israel 
30 disguised himself; and they went to the battle. Now the 
king of Syria had commanded the captains of his chariots, 
saying, “ Fight neither with small nor great, save only with 
31 the king of Israel.?? And it came to pass, when the captains 
of the chariots saw Jehoshaphat, that they said, “It rs the 
king of Israel”? Therefore they compassed him round 
about, to ficht: but Jehoshaphat eried out, and Jchovah helped 
32 him; and God moved them ¢éo depart from him. For it came to 
pass, that, when the captains of the chariots perceived that it

was not the king of Israel, they turned back from pursuing him. 
And a certain man drew a bow im fair fight, and smote the 33 
king of Israel between the joints of his armour: and he said 
unto his charioteer, “Turn thy hand, and carry me out of 
the host; for I am wounded.” And the battle was hot 34 
that day: and the king of Israel stood upright in his chariot 
facing the Syrians till even-tide: and about the time of the 
sun going down he died. 


CHAP. XIX.—And Jehoshaphat the king of Judah re-1 
turned in peace to his house to Jerusalem. And Jehu the son 2 
of Hanani the seer went out to meet him, and said unto lang 
Jehoshaphat, “‘ Oughtest thou to help the ungodly, and love 
them that hate Jehovah? therefore is wrath upon thee from 
before Jehovah. Nevertheless there are good things found in 3 
thee, in that thou hast taken away the images of Ashera out 
of the land, and hast prepared thy heart to seek God.” 
And Jehoshaphat dwelt at Jerusalem: and he went out again 4 
through the people from Beer-sheba to mount Ephraim, and 
brought them back unto Jehovah the God of thew fathers. 
And he set judges in the land throughout all the fortified s 
cities of Judah, city by city; and he said unto the judges, 6 
«Take heed what ye do; for ye judge not for man, but for 
Jehovah, who is with you in the judgment. Wherefore now 7 
let the fear of Jehovah be upon you; take heed and do it: 
for there is no iniquity with Jehovah our God, nor respect of 
persons, nor taking of gifts.” Moreover in Jerusalem Jeho- s 
shaphat set certain of the Levites, and of the priests, and of 
the chicf of the fathers of Israel, for the judgment of Jchovah, 
and for the law-suits, of the inhabitants of Jerusalem. And 9 
he charged them, saying, “Thus shall ye do in the fear of 
Jehovah, faithfully, and with a perfect heart. And what cause 10 
soever shall come to you of your brethren who dwell in their 
cities, between blood and blood, between law and command- 
ment, statutes and judgments, ye shall even warn them that 
they trespass not against Jehovah, and so wrath come upon 
you, and upon your brethren: this do, and ye shall not tres- 
pass. And, behold, Amariah the chief pricst is over you in 1 
all matters relating to Jehovah; and Zebadiah the son of 
Ishmael, the ruler of the house of Judah, for all matters 
relating to the king; and the Levites shall be officers before 
you. Deal courageously, and Jehovah shall be with the 
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1 CHAP. XX.—And it eame to pass after this, that the 
ehildren of Moab, and the children of Ammon, and with 
them certain men of the Edomites, eame against Jehoshaphat to 

2 battle. Then there eame some who told Jehoshaphat, saying, 
“There cometh a great multitude against thee from beyond 
the sea and from Edom; and, behold, they are in Hazazon- 

3 tamar, which is Kn-gedi.”’?’ And Jehoshaphat feared, and set 
himself to seek Jehovah, and proclaimed a fast throughout 

4 all Judah. And Judah gathered themselves together, to ask 
help of Jehovah: even out of all the cities of Judah they eame 

5 toseek Jehovah. AndJehoshaphat stood in the congregation 
of Judah and Jerusalem, in the house of Jehovah, before the 

6 new court, and said, “ O Jehovah God of our fathers, art not 
thou God in heaven? and rulest not thou over all the king- 
doms of the heathen ? and in thy hand is there not power and 

7 might, so that none 1s able to withstand thee? Art not thou 
onr God, who didst drive out the inhabitants of this land be- 
fore thy people Isracl, and gave it to the seed of Abraham thy 

s friend for ever? And they dwelt therein, and have built. unto 

9 thee a sanetuary therein for thy name, saying, ‘If, when evil 
cometh upon us, as the sword, judgment, or pestilenee, or 
famine, we stand before this house and in thy presence, (for 
thy name is in this house,) and ery unto thee in our affliction, 

10 then thou wilt hear and help’ And now, behold, the chil- 
dren of Ammon and Moab and mount Seir, whom thou 
wouldest not let Israel mvade, when they eame out of the land 
of Egypt, (wherefore they turned from them, and destroyed 

11 them not,) behold, how they reward us, by coming to cast 
us out of thy possession, which thou hast given unto us 

12 to inherit. O our God, wilt thou not judge them? for we 
have no might against this great company which cometh 
against Ds 5 ee know we what to do: but our eyes are 

13 upon thee.” And all Judah stood before Jchovah, with 

14 their little ones, their wives and their ehildren. Then upon 
Jahazicl the son of Zeehanah, the son of Benaiah, the son of 
Jeiel, the son of Mattaniah, a Levite of the sons of Asaph, 
came the Spint of Jehovah in the midst of the congregation ; 

15 and he said, “ Hearken ye, all Judah, and ye inhabitants of 
Jerusalem, and thou king Jehoshaphat. Thus saith Jehovah 
unto you, ‘ Be not afraid nor dismayed by reason of this 

16 ercat multitude; for the battle is not your’s, but God’s. To 
morrow go ye down against them: behold, they come up by 
the mountain- -pass of “Liz; ; and ye shall find them at the end 
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of the valley, before the wilderness of Jeruel. Ye shall not 
need to fight in this batt/e: set yourselves, stand ye still, and 
see the salvation of Jehovah with you, O Judah and Jerusa- 
lem: fear not, nor be dismayed; to morrow go out against 
them: for Jehovah will be with you.’ ” And Jehoshaphat 
bowed his head with Ins face to the ground: and all Judah 
and the inhabitants of Jerusalem fell before Jehovah worship- 
ping Jehovah. And the Levites, of the children of the Ko- 
hathites, and of the children of the Korhites, stood up to 
praise Jehovah the God of Israel with a loud voice on high. 

And they rose early in the morning, and went forth into 
the wilderness of Tekoa: and as they went forth, Jehosha- 
phat stood and said, 


“ Hear me, O Judah, and ye inhabitants of Jerusalem ; 
Believe in Jehovah your God, so shall ye be established ; 


Believe his prophets, so shall ye prosper.” 


And when he had consulted with the people, he appointed 
singers unto Jchovah, and choristers in festive attire, to sing 
as they went out before the army, and to say, 


‘ Praise ve Jehovah; for his mercy endureth for ever,”’ 
a 


And when they began to sing and to praise, Jehovah set 
ambuscades against the children of Ammon, Moab, and 
mount Seir, who were come against Judah; and they were 
smitten. For the children of Ammon and Moab stood up 
against the inhabitants of mount Ser, to slay and destroy 
them utterly: and when they had made an end of the 
inhabitants of Seir, every one helped to destroy another. 
And when Judah came toward the watch-tower in the wil- 
derness, they looked unto the multitude, and, behold, they 
were dead bodies fallen to the carth, and none escaped. And 
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when Jehoshaphat and his people came to take away the spoil , 


of them, they found among them in abundance, both riches 
with the dead bodies, and precious jewels, which they strip- 
ped off for themsclves, more than they could carry away: 
and they were three days in gathering of the spoil, 1t was so 
much. 

And on the fourth day they assembled themselves in the 
valley of Berachah [Burssina:] for there they blessed Jeho- 
vah: therefore the name of the same place was called the 
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27 valley of Berachah unto this day. Then they returned every 
man of Judah and Jerusalem, and Jchoshaphat im front of 
2g them, to go again to Jerusalem with joy; for Jehovah had 
made them to rejoice over their enemies. And they came to 
Jerusalem with lutes and harps aud trumpets, unto the house 

29 of Jehovah. And the fear of God was on all the kingdoms 
of those countries, when they had heard that Jehovah fought 

30 against the enemies of Israel. So the realm of Jehoshaphat. 
was quiet: for his God gave him rest round about. 

31 And Jehoshaphat reigned over Judah: he was thirty-five 
years old when he began to reign, and he reigned twenty-five 
years in Jerusalem. And his mother’s name was Azubah 

32 the daughter of Shilhi. And he walked in the way of Asa 
his father, and departed not from it, doing that which was 

33 right in the sight of Jehovah. Howbeit the high places 
were not taken away: for as yet the people had not applied 
their hearts unto the God of their fathers. 

34 Nowthe rest of the acts of Jehoshaphat, first and last, be- 
hold, they are written in the book of Jehu the son of Hanam, 
who is mentioned in the Book of the Kings of Israel. 

35 And after this Jehoshaphat king of Judah joined himself 

36 with Ahaziah king of Israel, who did very wickedly: and he 
joined himself with him to make ships to go to Tarshish : 

37 and they made the ships in Ezion-geber. Then Eliezer the 
son of Dodavah of Mareshah prophesied against Jehoshaphat, 
saying, ‘Because thon hast jomed thyself with Ahaziah, 
Jehovah hath shattered thy works.” And the ships were 
shattered, so that they were not able to go to Tarshish. 


1 CHAP. XXI.—Now Jehoshaphat slept with his fathers, and 
was buried with his fathers in the city of David. And Jeho- 
2 ram his son reigned in his stead. And he had brethren the 
sons of Jehoshaphat, Azariah, and Jehiel, and Zechariah, and 
Azariah, and Michael, and Shephatiah: all these were the 
3 sons of Jehoshaphat king of Israel. And their father gave 
unto them great gifts of silver, and of gold, and of precious 
things, with fortified cities im Judah: but the kingdom he 
4 gave to Jehoram; because he was the firstborn. Now when 
Jehoram was risen up to the kingdom of his father, he 
strengthened himself, and slew all his brethren with the 
5 sword, and divers also of the princes of Israel. Jehoram was 
thirty-two years old when he began to reign, and he reigned 
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eight years in Jerusalem. And he walked im the way of the 6 
kings of Israel, as did the house of Ahab: for he had the 
daughter of Ahab to wife: and he wrought that which was 
evil in the eyes of Jehovah. Howbeit Jehovah would not 7 
destroy the house of David, because of the covenant which he 
had made with David, and as he promised to give unto him 
and unto his children, a lamp for ever. 

In his days the Edomites revolted from under the dominion 
of Judah, and made a king over themselves. Then Jehoram 
went forth with his princes, and all his chariots with him: 
and he rose wp by night, and smote the Edomites who had 
surrounded him, and the captains of the chariots. So the 10 
Edomites revolted from under the hand of Judah unto this 
day. Then Libnah revolted from under his hand at the same 
time ; because he had forsaken Jehovah the God of his fathers. 
Moreover he made high places in the mountains of Judah, 11 
and caused the inhabitants of Jerusalem to commit fornica- 
tion, and compelled Judah thereunto. And there came a 12 
writing to him from Ehjah the prophet, saying, “Thus saith 
SJchovah the God of David thy father, ‘ Because thou hast not 
walked in the ways of Jehoshaphat thy father, nor in the ways 
of Asa king of Judah, but hast walked im the way of the kings 
of Israel, and hast made Judah and the mhabitants of Jeru- 
salem to go a whoring, hke to the whoredoms of the house of 
Ahab, and also hast slain thy brethren of thy father’s house, 
who were better than thyself, behold, Jehovah will smite thy 14 
people with a great plague, and thy children, and thy wives, 
and all thy goods: and thou shalt have great sickness by dis- 15 
ease of thy bowels, until thy bowels fall out by reason of 
the sickness day by day.?” Moreover Jehovah stirred up 16 
against Jehoram the spirit of the Philistines, and of the .Ara- 
bians who dwelt near the Ethiopians : and they came up into 17 
Judah, and brake into it, and carried away all the substance 
that was found in the king’s house, and-his sons also, and his 
wives; so that there was not a son left him, save Ahaziah, 
the youngest of his sons. And after all this Jehovah smote 1s 
hin in his bowels with an incurable disease. And it came to 19 
pass, that in process of time, after the end of two years, his 
bowels fell out by reason of his sickness: so he died of sore 
diseases. And his people made no funeral fire for him, like 
the funeral fires of his fathers. He was thirty-two years old 20 
when he began to reign, and he reigned in Jerusalem cight 
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years, and departed without being regretted. Howbeit they 
buned him im the eity of David, but not in the sepulchres of 
the kings. 


1 CHAP. XXII.—And the inhabitants of Jerusalem made 
Ahaziah his youngest son king in his stead: for the band 
of men which came with the Arabians to the camp had 
slain all the eldest. So Ahaziah the son of Jehoram king 

2of Judah reigned. Ahaziah was forty-two years old when 
he began to reign, and he reigned one year in Jerusalem. 
And lus mother’s name was Athaliah the daughter of Oni. 

3 And he walked in the ways of the house of Ahab: for 

4 his mother was his counsellor to do wickedly. And he did 
evil in the sight of Jehovah like the house of Ahab: for 
they were his counsellors after the death of his father to his 

5 destruction. And he walked after their counsel, and went 
with Joram the son of Ahab kmg of Israel to war against 
Hazael king of Syria at Ramoth-gilead: and the Syrians 

6 smote Joram. And he returned to be healed in Jezreel 
because of the wounds which were given him at Ramah, when 
he fought with Hazael king of Syria. And Ahaziah, the 
son of Jehoram king of Judah, went down to sce Joram 

7 the son of Ahab at Jezreel, because he was sick. And the 
destruction of Ahaziah was of God by coming to Joram: for 
when he was come, he went out} with Joram against Jchu 
the son of Nimshi, whom Jehovah had anointed to cut off 

s the house of Ahab. And it came to pass, that, when Jehu 
was executing judgement upon the house of Ahab, and found 
the princes of Judah, and the sons of the brethren of 

9 Ahaziah, who ministered to Ahaziah, he slew them. And he 
sought Ahaziah: and they caught him, (for he was hidden 
in Samaria,) and bronght him to Jehu: and when they had 
slain him, they buried him: “ Because,” said they, “he 
is the son of Jehoshaphat, who sought Jehovah with all his 
heart.” So the house of Ahaziah had no streneth to retain 

io the kingdom. And when Athahah the mother of Ahaziah 
saw that her son was dead, she arose and destroyed all the 

11 seed royal of the house of Judah. But Jehoshabeath, the 
daughter of the king, took Joash the son of Ahaziah, and 
stole him from among the king’s sons who were éo be slain, 
and put him and his nurse in a bedchamber. So Jchosha- 
beath, the daughter of king Jchoram, the wife of Jchoiada 
the priest, (for she was the sister of Ahaziah,) hid him from 
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Athaliah, so that she slew him not. And he was with them 
hidden in the house of God six years: and Athahah reigned 
over the land. 


CHAP. XXITI.—And in the seventh year Jehoiada 
strengthened himself, and took the captains of hundreds, 
Azariah the son of Jeroham, and Ishmael the son of Jeho- 
hanan, and Azariah the son of Obed, and Maaseiah the son 
of Adaiah, and Ehshaphat the son of Zichri, into covenant 
with him. And they went about in Judah, and gathered 
the Levites out of all the eities of Judah, and the chef of 
the fathers of Israel; and they came to Jerusalem. And all 
the congregation made a covenant with the king in the house 
of God. And Jehkoiada sad to them, “ Behold, the king’s 
son shall reign, as Jehovah hath said of the sons of David. 
This is the thing that ye shall do; a third part of you that 
enter in on the sabbath, of the priests and of the Levites, 
shall be keepers of the doors; and a third part shall be at 
the king’s house; and a third part at the gate of the founda- 
tion: and all the people shall be in the courts of the house 
of Jehovah. But let none come into the house of Jehovah, 
save the priests, and those of the Levites that minister ; they 
shall go im, for they are holy: but all the people shall keep 
the ordinance of Jehovah. And the Levites shall surround 
the king, every man with his weapons in his hand; and who- 
soever else cometh into the house, he shall be put to death: 
but be ye with the kmg when he cometh in, and when he 
goeth out.” So the Levites and all Judah did according to 
all things that Jehoiada the priest had commanded ; and 
they took every man his men that were to come in on the 
sabbath, with them that were to go out on the sabbath: for 
Jchoiada the priest dismissed not the courses. Moreover 
Jehoiada the priest delivered to the captains of hundreds, 
spears, and bucklers, and shields, which had been king 
David’s, which were in the house of God. And he set all the 
people, every man having his weapon im his hand, from the 
right corner of the temple to the left corner of the temple, 
along by the altar and the temple, beside the king round 
about. And they brought forth the king’s son, and put 
upon him the crown, and gave him the testimony, and made 
him king. And Jchoiada and his sons anointed him, and 
said, “ Long live the king !” 

And Athaliah heard the noise of the people running and 
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praising the king, and she came to the people into the housc 
of Jehovah: and she looked, and, behold, the king was standing 
upon his pedestal at the entrance, and the princes and the trum- 
peters were by the king: and all the people of the land were re- 
joicing, and blowing with trumpets; also the singers, and such 
as taught to sing praise, with instruments of musick. And 
Athaliah rent her clothes, and said, “ Treason! Treason !” 
But Jehoiada the priest brought out the captains of hundreds 
that were set over the host, and said unto them, “ Put her 
forth without the ranks: and whoso followeth her, let him be 
slain with the sword’’ For the priest had said, “ Slay her 
not in the house of Jehovah.” So they laid hands on her ; 
and she went by the horse-avenue to the king’s house ; and 
there they slew her. 

And Jehoiada made a covenant between him, and between 
all the people, and between the king, that they should be the 
people of Jehovah. And all the people went to the house of 
Baal, and tore it down; they brake his altars and his images 
in pieces, and slew Mattan the priest of Baal before the altars. 
And Jehoiada appointed the offices of the house of Jehovah 
by the hand of the priests the Levites, whom David had dis- 
tributed in the house of Jehovah, to offer the burnt-offermgs 
of Jehovah, as it is written in the law of Moses, with rejoicing 
and with singing, as it was ordained by David. And he 
set the porters at the gates of the house of Jehovah, that 
none who was unclean in any thing should enter. And he 
took the captains of hundreds, and the nobles, and the gover- 
nors of the people, and all the people of the land, and 
brought down the king from the house of Jehovah: and they 
came through the upper gate of the temple into the king’s 
house, and sect the king upon the throne of the kingdom. 
And all the people of the land rejoiced; and the city was 
quict ; and they slew Athaliah with the sword. 


CHAP. XXIV.—Joash was seven years old when he be- 
gan to reign, and he reigned forty years in Jerusalem. And 
his mother’s name was Zibiah of Beer-sheba. And Joash 
did that which was right in the sight of Jehovah all the days 
of Jchoiada the priest. And Jchoiada took for him two 
wives: and he begat sons and daughters. 

And it came to pass after this, that it came into the heart 
of Joash to repair the house of Jehovah. And he gathered 
togcther the pricsts and the Levitcs, and said to them, “Go 
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out unto the cities of Judah, and gather from all Israel money 
to repair the house of your God, from year to year; and see 
that ye hasten the matter.” Howbeit the Levites hastened it 6 
not. And the king called for Jchoiada the chief priest, and 
said unto him, “ Why hast thou not required of the Levites 
to bring in out of Judah and out of Jerusalem the collection, 
according to the commandment of Moses the servant of Jehovah, 
and out of the congregation of Israel, for the tabernacle of 
testimony?” For the sons of Athaliah, that wicked woman, 
had broken up the house of God; and also of all the conse- 
crated things of the house of Jehovah they had made images 
of Baal. And at the king’s commandment they made a 
chest, and set it without at the gate of the house of Jehovah. 
And they made a proclamation through Judah and Jerusalem, 
to bring in to Jehovah the collection which Moses the servant 
of God had laid upon Israel in the wilderness. And all the 10 
princes and all the people rejoiced, and brought in, and cast 
into the chest, until they had made an end. Now it came to 11 
pass, that at the time when the chest was brought unto the 
king’s office by the hand of the Levites, and when they saw that 
there was much money, the king’s seribe and the high priest’s 
officer came and emptied the chest, and took it, and carried 

it to its place again. Thus they did day by day, and gathered 
money in abundance. And the kmg and Jehoiada gave it 12 
to those who did the work of the service of the house of 
Jehovah ; and they hired masons and carpenters to repair 
the house of Jehovah, and also workers in iron and brass 
to strengthen the house of Jehovah. And the workmen 13 
wrought, and the damages of the work were amended by 
them, and they set the house of God in its proper order, and 
restored it. And when they had fimshedit, they brought 14 
the rest of the money before the king and Jehoiada, whereof 
were made vessels for the house of Jehovah, even vessels to 
minister, and to offer withal, and spoons, and vessels of gold 
and silver. And they offered burnt-offerings m the house of 
Jehovah continually all the days of Jehoiada. 

But Jehoiada became old, and was full of days when he 15 
died ; a hundred and thirty years old was he when he died. 
And they buried him in the city of David along with the 16 
kings, because he had done good in Israel, both toward God, 
and his house. 

And after the death of Jehoiada the princes of Judah 17 
came and made obeisance to the king. Then the king 
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is hearkened unto them. And they left the house of Jeho- 

vah the God of their fathers, and served upmght pillars 

and idols: and wrath came upon Judah and Jerusalem for 
this their transgression. Yet he sent prophets to them, to 
bring them again unto Jehovah; and they testified against 

20 them: but they would not give car. And the Spirit of God 
came upon Zechariah the son of Jchoiada the priest, and he 
stood above the people, and said unto them, “Thus saith 
God, ‘ Why transgress ye the commandments of Jehovah, so 
that ye cannot prosper? Because ye have forsaken Jehovah, 

21 he hath also forsaken you.” And they conspired against 
him, and stoned him with stones at the command of the 

22 king, in the court of the house of Jehovah. Thus Joash 
the king remembered not the kindness which Jehoiada his 
father had done to him, but slew Ins son. And when he 
dicd, he said, ‘‘ Jehovah will look upon this, and require i¢.” 

23 And it came to pass at the end of the year, that the host 
of Syria came up against him: and they came to Judah and 
Jerusalem, and destroyed all the princes of the people from 
among the people, and sent all the spoil of them unto the 

21 king of Damascus. Although the army of the Syrians came 
with a small company of men, yet Jehovah delivered a very 
great host imto their hand, because they had forsaken 
Jehovah the God of their fathers. And they exccuted judg- 

25 ment against Joash. And when they were departed from 
him, (for they left him in great djseases,) his own servants 
conspired against him, for the blood of the sons of Jehoiada 
the priest; and they slew him on his bed, and he died. 
And they buried him in the city of David, but they buried 

26 him not in the sepulchres of the kings. And these are they 
that conspired against him; Zabad the son of Shimeath an 
Ammonitess, and Jehozabad the son of Shimrith a Moab- 
itess. 

27 And his sons, and the greatness of the tribute laid upon 
him, and the repairing of the house of God, behold, they are 
written im the commentary upon the Book of the Kings. 
And Amaziah his son reigned in his stead. 


] 
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1 CHAP. XXV.—Amaziah was twenty-five ycars old when 
he began to reign, and he reigned twenty-nine years in 
Jerusalem. And Ins mother’s name was Jehoaddan of 

2 Jerusalem. And he did that which was right in the sight of 

3 Jehovah, but not with a perfect heart. And it came to pass, 
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when the kingdom was established with him, that he slew 
his servants who had killed the king his father. But he 4 
slew not their children, but dd as it is written in the law in 
the book of Moses, where Jehovah commanded, saying, 
“The fathers shall not be put to death for the children, 
neither shail the clildren be put to death for the fathers, but 
every man shall be put to death for his own sin.” 

And Amaziah gathered Judah together, and made them 
captains over thousands, and captains over hundreds, ac- 
cording to the houses of their fathers, throughout all Judah 
and Benjamin: and he numbered them from twenty years 
old and upward, and found them three hundred thousand 
choice men, able to go forth to war, that could handle spear 
and shield. He hired also out of Israel a hundred thou- 6 
sand mighty men of valour, for a hundred talents of silver. 
But there came a man of God to him, saying, “O king, let 7 
not the army of Israel go with thee; for Jehovah is not with 
Israel, nor with any of the children of Mphram. But fs 
thou wilt, go, do it, be strong for the battle: yet God will 
make thee fall before the enemy: for God hath power to 
help, and to cast down.” And Amaziah said to the man of 9 
God, “ But what shall we do for the hundred talents which I 
have given to the army of Israel?” And the man of God 
answered, “ Jehovah is able to give unto thee much more 
than that.’ Then Amaziah separated them, ¢o wit, the 10 
army that was come to him out of Ephraim, that they might 
go home again: and their anger was greatly kindled against 
Judah, and they returned home m great anger, Andi 
Amaziah strengthened himself, and led forth his people, and 
went to the Valley of Salt, and smote of the children of Seir 
ten thousand. And other ten thousand that were left alive, 12 
the children of Judah carried away captive, and brought 
them unto the top of the rock, and cast them down from the 
top of the rock, so that they all were dashed in pieces. But 13 
the soldiers of the army whom Amaziah sent back, that they 
should not go with him to battle, fell upon the cities of 
Judah, from Samaria even unto Beth-horon, and smote 
three thousand of them, and took much spoil. 

And it came to pass, after that Amaziah was come from the 14 
slaughter of the Edomites, that he brought the gods of the 
children of Seir, and set them up to be his gods, and bowed 
down himself before them, and burned incense unto them. 
Whercfore the anger of Jehovah was kindled against Amaziah, 15 
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and he sent unto him a prophet, who said unto him, “ Why 
hast thou sought after the gods of the people, who could not 
deliver their own people out of thy hand?” And it came to 
pass, as he talked with him, that the king said unto him, “ Art 
thou made of the king’s counsel? Forbear; why shouldest 
thou be smitten?”’? Then the prophet forbare, and said, “ I 
know that God hath determined to destroy thee, because 
thou hast done this, and hast not hearkened unto my coun- 
elee 

Then Amaziah king of Judah determined within himself, 
and sent to Joash, the son of Jehoahaz, the son of Jehu, 
king of Israel, saying, “Come, Ict us look one another in the 
face’? And Joash king of Israel sent to Amaziah king of 
Judah, saying, “The thistle that was in Lebanon sent to the 
cedar that was in Lebanon, saying, ‘ Give thy daughter to my 
son to wife:’ and there passed by a wild beast that was in 
Lebanon, and trampled down the thistle. Thou sayest fo fhy- 
self, ‘Behold, thou hast smitten the Edomites;’ and thy heart 
lifteth thee up to boast: abide now at home; why shouldest 
thou meddle to thy hurt, that thou shouldest fall, even thou, 
and Judah with thee?” But Amaziah would not hear; for 
it came of God, that he might deliver them into the hand of 
their enemies, because they sought after the gods of Edom. 
So Joash the king of Israel went up; and he and Amaziah 
king of Judah looked one another m the face, at Beth-she- 
mesh, which belongeth to Judah. And Judah was smitten 
down before Israel, and they fled every man to his tent. 
And Joash the king of Israel took Amaziah king of Judah, 
the son of Joash, the son of Ahaziah, at Beth-shemesh, and 
brought him to Jerusalem; and battered down the wall 
of Jerusalem from the gate of Ephraim to the gate of the 
corner-tower, four hundred cubits. And he took all the gold 
and the silver, and all the vessels that were found in the house 
of God with Obed-edom, and the treasures of the king’s 
house, and the hostages ; and returned to Samaria. 

And Amaziah the son of Joash king of Judah lived after 
the death of Joash son of Jchoahaz king of Israel fifteen 
years. 

"And the rest of the acts of Amaziah, first and last, behold, 
are they not written im the book of the Kings of Judah and 
Israel ? 

And after the time that Amazitah turned away from follow- 

ing Jehovah they made a conspiracy against him in Jerusa- 
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lem; and he fled to Laehish: but they sent after him to La- 
ehish, and slew him there. And they brought him on horses, 
and buried him with his fathers in the city of Judah.

CHAP. XX VI.—And all the people of Judah took Uzziah, 
who was sixteen years old, and made him king, instead of his 
father Amaziah. He bwilt Eloth, and restored it to Judah, 
after that the king slept with his fathers. Uzziah was sixteen 
years old when he began to reign, and he reigned fifty-two 
years In Jerusalem. His mother’s name also was Jecoliah 
of Jerusalem. And he did that which was right in the sight 
of Jehovah, aceording to all that his father Amaziah did. 
And he sought God in the days of Zechariah, who had 5 
understanding im the visions of God: and as long as he 
sought Jehovah, God made him to prosper. And he went 6 
forth and warred against the Philistines, and battered down 
the wall of Gath, and the wall of Jabneh, and the wall of 
Ashdod, and built eities about Ashdod, and among the Philis- 
tines. And God helped him against the Philistines, and 7 
against the Arabians who dwelt in Gur-baal, and the Me- 
hunites. And the Ammonites gave gifts to Uzziah: ands 
his name spread abroad even to the entrance to Egypt; for 
he became exeeedingly powerful. Moreover Uzziah built 
towers in Jerusalem at the corner gate, and at the valley 
gate, and at the angles of the wall, and fortified them. 
Also he built towers in the desert, and digged many 10 
wells: for he had mueh eattle, both in the low eountry 
and in the plains: husbandmen also, and vine dressers in the 
mountains, and in Carmel: for he loved husbandry. More- 11 
over Uzziah had a host of fighting men, who went out 
to war by bands, under the hand of Hananiah, one of the 
king’s eaptains, aceording to the number of their account as 
it was taken by the hand of Jeiel the scribe and Maaseiah the 
rier. The whole number of the chief of the fathers of the 12 
mighty men of valour was two thousand six hundred. And 13 
under their hand was an army, three hundred thousand and 
seven thousand and five hundred, who made war with mighty 
power, to help the king agamst the enemy. And Uzziah 14 
prepared for them, even for all the host, shields, and spears, 
and helmets, and eoats of mail, and bows, and slings to cast 
stones. And he made in Jernsalem engines, invented by 
skilful men, to be on the towers and upon the bulwarks, to 
shoot arrows and great stones. And his name spread far 
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abroad; for he was marvellously helped, till he became 


16 mighty. But when he became mighty, his heart was lifted

up to his destruction: for he transgressed against Jehovah 
his God, and went into the temple of Jehovah to burn ineense 
upon the altar of incense. And Azariah the priest went in 
after him, and with him eighty priests of Jehovah, valiant 
men: and they withstood Uzziah the king, and said unto hin, 
“ Tt appertaineth not unto thee, O Uzziah, to burn incense 
unto Jehovah, but to the priests the sons of Aaron, who are 
consecrated to burn incense: go out of the sanctuary; for 
thou hast trespassed; neither shall it be for thine honour 
from the Lord Jehovah.” Then Uzziah was enraged, and took 
a censer in Ins hand to burn incense: and while he was 
enraged with the priests, the leprosy rose up in his forehead, 
in presence of the priests in the house of Jehovah, beside the 
altar of incense. And Azariah the chief priest, and all the 
priests, looked upon him, and behold he was leprous in his 
forehead; and they thrust him out thenee; yea, himself 
hasted also to go out, because Jehovah had smitten him. 
And Uzziah the king was a leper unto the day of his death, 
and dwelt in a separate house, being a leper; for he was cut 
off from the house of Jehovah: and Jotham his son was over 
the king’s house, judging the people of the land. 

And Isaiah the prophet, the son of Amoz, wrote the 
rest of the acts of Uzziah, first and last. So Uzziah slept 
with his fathers, and they buried him with his fathers in the 
field of burial which belonged to the kings; for they said, 
“We is a leper.” And Jotham his son reigned in his 
stead. . 


CHAP. XXVIJ.—Jotham was twenty-five years old when 
he began to reign, and he reigned sixteen years in Jerusalem. 
And his mother’s name was Jerushah, the daughter of Zadok. 


2 And he did that which was right in the sight of Jehovah, 


3 


according to all that his father Uzziah had done: howbeit 
he entered not into the temple of Jehovah. But the people 
did yet corruptly. He built the upper gate of the house of 
Jehovah, and within the wall of the height on mount Zion 


4 he built much. Moreover he built citics in the mountains 


of Judah, and in the forests he built eastles and towers. 


5 And he waged war with the king of the Ammonites, and pre+ 


vailed agaist them. And the children of Ammon gave him 
the same year a hundred talents of silver, and ten thousand 
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cors of wheat, and ten thousand of barley. So much did 
the children of Ammon pay unto him, both the seeond year, 
and the third. So Jotham became mighty, because he 
ordered his ways as in the presence of Jchovah his God. 

And the rest of the aets of Jotham, and all his wars, and 
his ways, behold, they are written in the Book of the Kings 
of Israel and Judah. He was twenty-five years old when he 
began to reign, and he reigned sixteen years in Jerusalem. 

And Jotham slept with his fathers, and they buried him 
in the city of David: and Ahaz his son reigned in his 
stead. 


CHAP. XXVIII.—Ahaz was twenty-five years old when 
he began to reign, and he reigned sixteen years in Jerusa- 
lem: and he did not that which was nght im the sight

of Jehovah, lke David Ins father: but he walked m 2 


the ways of the kings of Isracl, yea and he made moltcn 
images, even statues of Baal. Moreover he burnt incense 
in the valley of the son of Himnom, and burnt his children 
in the fire, after the abominations of the heathen whom 
Jehovah had east out before the children of Israel. And he 
sacrificed and burnt incense im the high places, and on the 
hills, and under every grecn tree. Wherefore Jehovah his 
God delivered him into the hand of the king of Syria; 
and they smote him, and carricd away a great multitude of 
them captives, and brought them to Damascus. And he was 
also delivered into the hand of the king of Israel, who smote 
him with a great slaughter. For Pekah the son of Remaliah 
slew in Judah a hundred and twenty thousand in one day, 
all valiant men ; because they had forsaken Jehovah the God 
of their fathers. And Zichn, a mghty man of Ephraim, 
slew Maaseiah the king’s son, and Azmkam the governor of 
the house, and Elkanah who was next to the king. And 
the children of Israel carmed away into captivity two hundred 
thousand of their brethren, their wives, sons, and daughters ; 
and took also away much spoil from them, and brought the 
spoil to Samaria, But a prophet of Jehovah was there, whose 
name was Oded: and he went out before the host which caine 
to Samaria, and said unto them, ‘ Behold, beeause Jehovah 
the God of your fathers was wroth with Judah, he hath de- 
livered them into your hand, and ye have slain them in a 
rage that reacheth up unto heaven. And now ye purpose to 
keep under the children of Judah and Jerusalem, for bond- 
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men and bondwomen unto you: but are there not with you, 
even with you, sins against Jchovah your God? Now hear 
me therefore, and deliver the captives again, which ye have 
taken captive of your brethren: else the fierce wrath of 
Jchovah will be upon you.” Then certain of the heads of 
the children of Ephraim, Azariah the son of Johanan, Bere- 
ehiah the son of Meshillemoth, and Jehizkiah the son of 
Shallum, and Amasa the son of Hadlai, stood up against 
them that came from the war, and said unto them, ‘“ Ye 
shall not bring in the captives hither: for whereas we have 
offended against Jehovah already, ye intend to add to our 
sins and to our trespass: for our trespass is great, and there 
is fierce wrath against Israel.” So the armed nien left the 
captives and the spoil before the princes and ail the con- 
gregation. And the men who have been above expressed by 
uame rose up, and took the captives, and with the spoil 
clothed all that were naked among them, and arrayed them, 
and shod them, and gave them to cat and to drimk, and 
anointed them, and carried all the feeble of them upon asses, 
and brought them to Jericho, the city @f palm trees, to their 
brethren: then they returned to Samaria. 

And at that time king Ahaz sent unto the king of 
Assyria to help him. For again the Edomites had come and 
smitten Judah, aud carried away captives. The Philistines 
also had mvaded the cities of the low country, and of the 
south of Judah, and had taken Beth-shemesh, and Ajalon, 
und Gederoth, and Shocho with the villages thercof, and 
Tunnah with the villages thereof, Gimzo also and the 
villages thereof: and they dwelt there. Tor Jehovah had 
brought Judah low because of Ahaz king of Judah; for 
he had made Judah naked, and transgressed sore against 
Jehovah. And Tilgath-pilneser king of Assyria came unto 
hun, and distressed him, but strengthened him not. For 
Ahaz despoiled the nouse of Jchovah and the house of the 
king, and of the prinees. and gave it unto the king of 
Assyria: but he helped hin not. And im the time of his 
distress this same king Ahaz trespassed yet more against 
Jehovah: for he saerifiecd unto the gods of Damaseus, who 
had snitten him: and hee said, “Beeause the gods of the 
kings of Syria help them, therefore will I sacrifice to them, 
that they may help me.’ But they were the ruin of him, 
and of all Israel. And Ahaz gathered together the vessels 
of the house of God, and cut in pieces the vessels of the 
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house of God, and shut up the doors of the house of Jehovah, 
and he made for himself altars in every corner of Jerusalem. 
And in every city of Judah he made high places to burn 25 
incense unto other gods, and provoked to anger Jehovah the 
God of his fathers. 

And the rest of his acts and all lis ways, first and last, 26 
behold, they are written in the Book of the Kings of Judah 
and Israel. And Ahaz slept with his fathers, and they 27 
buried him in the city, even in Jerusalem: but they brought 
him not into the sepulchres of the kings of Israel: and 
Hezekiah his son reigned in his stead. 


CHAP. XXIX.—Hezekiah began to reign when he was 1 
twenty-five years old, and he reigned twenty-nine years in 
Jerusalem. And his mother’s name was Abiyah, the daugh- 2 
ter of Zeehariah. And he did that which was mght in the 
sight of Jehovah, according to all that David his father had 
done. 

In the first year of his reign, in the first month, he 3 
opened the doors of the house of Jehovah, and repaired 
them. And he brought in the priests and the Levites, and 4 
gathered them together into the east street, and said unto 5 
them, “ Hear me, ye Levites; sanctify now yourselves, and 
sanctify the house of Jehovah the God of your fathers, and 
carry forth the impunty out of the holy place. For our 6 
fathers have trespassed, and done that which was evil in the 
eyes of Jehovah our God, and have forsaken him, and have 
turned away their faces from the habitation of Jehovah, and 
turned their baeks wpon if. Also they have shut up the 7 
doors of the porch, and put out the lamps, and have not 
burned ineense nor offered burnt-offerings in the holy place 
unto the God of Israel. Wherefore the wrath of Jehovah s 
was upon Judah and Jerusalem, and he hath delivered them 
to trouble, to astonishment, and to hissing, as ye see with 
your eyes. For, behold our fathers have fallen by the 9 
sword, and our sons and our daughters and our wives are n 
captivity for this. Now it is in my heart to make a cove- 10 
nant with Jehovah the God of Israel, that his fierce wrath 
may turn away from us. My sons, be not now negligent: 11 
for Jehovah hath chosen you to stand before him, to serve 
him, and that ye should minister unto him, and burn 
incensc.”’ 

Then the Levites arose, Mahath the son of Amasai, and :2 
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Joel the son of Azariah, of the sons of the Kohathites ; and 
of the sons of Merari, Kish the son of Abdi, and Azariah the 
son of Jehalelel: and of the Gershomtes, Joah the son of 
i3 Zimmah, and Eden the son of Joah: and of the sons of Ehi- 
zaphan, Shimriand Jeicl; and of the sons of Asaph, Zechariah 
14 and Mattaniah : and of the sons of Heman, Jehiel, and Shimei ; 
is and of the sons of Jeduthun, Shemaiah, and Uzziel. And 
they gathered their brethren, and sanctified themselves, and 
came, according to the commandment of the king, by the 
16 words of Jehovah, to purify the house of Jehovah. And the 
priests went into the inner part of the house of Jehovah, to 
purify it, and brought out all the uncleanness that they found 
in the temple of Jehovah, into the court of the house of 
Jehovah. And the Levites took it, to carry it out abroad into 
i7 the brook Kidron. Now they began on the first day of the 
first month to sanctify, and on the eighth day of the month 
came they to the poreh of Jehovah: so they sanctified the 
house of Jehovah in eight days; and in the sixteenth day of 
is the first month they made an end. Then they went in to 
Hezekiah the king, and said “ We have purified all the house 
of Jehovah, and the altar of burnt-offering, with all the imple- 
ments thereof, and the shew-bread table, with all the vessels 
19 thereof. Moreover all the vessels, which king Ahaz in his 
reign did east away in his transgression, have we set in order 
and sanctified, and, behold, they are before the altar of 
Jehovah.” 
20 Then Hezekiah the king rose early, and gathered the rulers 
21 of the city, and went up to the house of viene ah. And they 
brought seven bullocks, and seven rams, and seven lambs, and 
seven he goats, for a sin offering for the kingdom, and for the 
sanetuary, and for Judah. And he commanded the priests 
22 the sons of Aaron to offer them on the altar of Jchovah. So 
they killed the bullocks, and the priests reccived the blood, 
and sprinkled it on the altar: likewise, when they had killed 
the rams, they sprinkled the blood upon the altar: they killed 
also the lambs, and they sprinkled the blood upon the altar. 
23 And they brought forth the he goats for the sin-offering before 
the king and the congregation ; “and they laid their hands upon 
24 them: and the priest killed them, and they made reeoncilia- 
tion with their blood upon the altar, to make an atonement 
for all Israel : for the king commanded that the burnt-offcring 
25 and the sin-offering should be made for all Israel. And he 
set the Levites in the house of IJchovah with cymbals, with 
x 2 
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lutes, and with harps, aceording to the commandment of 
David, and of Gad the king’s seer, and Nathan the prophet : 
for so was the commandment of Jehovah by his prophets. 
And the Levites stood with the instruments of David, and the 
priests with the trumpets. And Hezekiah eommanded to offer ¢ 
the burnt-offermg upon the altar. And when the burnt-offer- 
ing began, the song of Jchovah began a/so, with the trumpets 
and with the instr uments ordained by David king of Israel. 
And all the congregation worshipped, and the singers sang, 
and the trumpeters sounded: and all this continued until the 
burnt-offering was fimshed. And when they had made an 
end of offering, the king and all that were present with him 


bowed themselves, and worshipped. Moreover Hezekiah the : 


king and the princes commanded the Levites to sing praise 
mice Jehovah with the words of David, and of Asaph the 
seer. And they sang praises with gladness, and they bowed 
their heads and worshipped. Then Hezekiah answered and 
said, “ Now ye have consecrated yoursclves unto Jehovah, 
come near and bring sacrifices and thank-offerings into the 
house of Jehovah.” And the congregation brought in saerifiecs 
and thank-offermgs; and as many as were of a free heart 
brought burnt-offerings. And the number of the burnt-offer- 
ings, which the congregation brought, was threescore and ten 
bulloeks, a hundred rams, and two hundred lambs: all these 


were for a burnt-offering to Jchovah. And the consecrated 3: 


things were six hundr a oxen and three thousand sheep. But 
the priests were tco few, so that they could not flay all the 
burnt-offerings : wherefore their brethren the Levites helped 
then, till the work was ended, and until the other pricsts had 
sanctified themsclves: for the Levites were more upright in 
heart to sanctify themselves than the priests. And also the 
burnt-offerings were in abundance, with the fat of the peace- 
offerings, a the drink-offerings foe every burnt-offermg. So 


the service of the house of Mehoval was sect in order. And ¢ 


Hezekiah rejoiced, and all the people, that God had prepared 
the people: for the thing was done suddenly. 


CHAP. XXX.—And Hezckiah sent to all Israel and 
Judah, and wrote letters also to Hphraim and Manasseh, that 
wey should come to the house of Jehovah at Jerusalem, to 
keep the passover unto Jchovah the God of Isracl. For the 
king had determined within himself, and his princes, and all 
the ¢ congregation in Jerusalem, to keep the passover in the 
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second month. For they could not keep it at that time, 
because the priests had not sanetified themselves sufficiently, 
neither had the people gathered themselves together 
Jerusalem. And the thimg pleased the king and all the 
congregation. So they established a decree to make procla- 
mation throughout all Israel, from Beer-sheba even to Dan, 
that they should come to kecp the passover unto Jehovah 
the God of Israel at Jerusalem: for they had not done it 
of along time in such sort as it was written. So the cou- 
riers went with the letters from the king and his princes 
throughout all Isracl and Judah; and according to the com- 
mandment of the king, saying, « Ye children of Israel, turn 
again unto Jehovah the God of Abraham, Isaac, and Israel, 
and he will return to the remnant of you, that are escaped 
out of the hand of the kings of Assyria. And be not ye 
like your fathers, and hke your brethren, who trespassed 
against Jehovah the God of their fathers, who therefore gave 
them up to desolation, as ye sce. Now be not ye stiff-necked, 
as your fathers were, but yield yourselves unto Jehovah, and 
enter into his sanctuary, whieh he hath sanctified for ever: 
and serve Jehovah your God, that the fierceness of his wrath 
may turn away from you. For if ye turn agai unto Jehovah, 
your brethren and your ehildren shall Ace. compassion hefane 
them that lead them captive, so that they shall come again 
into this land: for Jchovah your God is gracious and merei- 
ful, and will not turn away his face from you, if ye return 
unto him.” 

So the couriers passed from city to city, through the coun- 
try of Ephrann and Manassch even unto Zebulun: but they 
laughed them to scorn, and mocked them. Nevertheless 
divers of Asher and Manasseh and of Zcbulun humbled 
themselves, and eame to Jerusalem. Also in Judah the hand 
of God was with them, to give them one heart to do the 
commandment of the king and of the princes, by the word 
of Jehovah. 

And there assembled at Jerusalem much people to keep 
the feast of unleavened bread in the second month, a very 
ereat congregation. And they arose and took away the aitars 
which were in Jerusalem, and they took away all the altars 
for incense, and cast them imto the brook Kadvon. And they 
killed the passover on the fourtcenth day of the second 
month: and the priests and the Levites were ashamed, and 
sanctified themsclves, and brought in the burnt-offerings into 
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the house of Jehovah. And they stood in their place after 
their manner, according to the law of Moses the man of 
God: and the priests sprinkled the blood, which they received 
of the hand of the Levites. For thcre were many in the 
congregation that were not sanctified: therefore the Levites 
had the charge of the killing of the passovers for every oue 
that was not clean, to sanctify them unto Jehovah. Fora

multitude of the people, even many of Kphraim, and Manas- . 


seli, Issachar, and Zebulun, had not purified themselves, yet 
did they eat the passover otherwise than it was written. 
But Hezekiah prayed for them, saying, ‘The good Jehovah 
pardon every one that prepareth his heart to seek God, Jeho- 
vah the God of his fathers, though he be not cleansed accord- 
ing to the purification of the sanctuary.’ And Jehovah 
hearkened to Hezekiah, and forgave the people. And the 
children of Israel who were present at Jerusalem kept the 
feast of unleavened bread seven days with great gladness; 
and the Levites and the priests praised Jehovah day by day, 
singing with loud mstruments unto Jehovah. And Hezekiah 
spake encouragingly unto all the Levites that taught the 
good knowledge of Jehovah: and they did eat throughout 
the feast seven days, offering peace-offerings, and making 
confession to Jehovah the God of their fathers. And the 
whole assembly determined to keep other seven days: and 
they kept other seven days with gladness. .For Hezekiah 
king of Judah gave to the congregation a thousand bullocks 
and seven thousand sheep; and the princes gave to the con- 
gregation a thousand bullocks and ten thousand sheep: and 
a great number of priests sanctified themselves. And all 
the congregation of Judah, with the priests and the Levites, 
and all the congregation that came out of Israel, and the 
strangers that came out of the land of Israel, and that dwelt 
in Judah, rejoiced. So there was great joy in Jerusalem: 
for since the time of Solomon the son of David king of Israel 
there was not the like in Jerusalem. And the priests and 
the Levites arose and blessed the people: and their voice was 
heard, and their prayer came up to his holy dwelling-place, 
even unto heaven. 


CHAP. XXXI.—Now when all this was finished, all Israel 
that were present went out to the cities of Judah, and brake 
the images in pieces, and cut down the standing pillars, and 
threw down the high places and the altars, out of all Judah 
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and Benjamin, in Ephraim alsoand Manassch, until they had 
utterly destroyed them all. Then all the children of Israel 
returned, every man to his possession, into their own cities. 
2 And Hezekiah established the courses of the priests and the 
Levites after their courses, every man according to his service, 
the priests and Levites for burnt-offerings and for peace-offer- 
ings, to minister, and to give thanks, and to praise in the gates 
of thecamp of Jehovah. He appointed also the king’s portion 
of his substance for the burnt-offerings, to wit, for the mor- 
ning and evening burnt-offerings, and the burnt-offerings for 
the sabbaths, and for the new moons, and for the set feasts, 
4as it is written in the law of Jehovah. Moreover he com- 
manded the people that dwelt in Jerusalem to give the portion 
of the pnests and the Levites, that they might be confirmed 
in the law of Jehovah. And as soon as the commandment 
came abroad, the children of Israel brought in abundance 
the first-fruits of corn, wine, and oil, and honey, and of 
all the increase of the field; and the tithe of all things 
6 they brought in abundantly. And as for the children of Israel 
and Judah, who dwelt in the citics of Judah, they also 
bronght in the tithe of oxen and sheep, and the tithe of 
holy things which were consecrated unto Jehovah their 
7 God, and laid them by heaps. In the third month they 
began to lay the foundation of the heaps, and finished them 
sin the seventh month. And when: Hezekiah and the princes 
came and saw the heaps, they blessed Jehovah, and his people 
9 Israel. Then Hezekiah questioned with the priests and the 
10 Levites concerning the heaps. And Azariah the chief priest, 
of the house of Zadok, answered him, and said, ‘ Since the 
people began to bring the offerings into the house of Jehovah 
we have had cnough to eat, and have left plenty: for Jehovah 
hath blessed his people; and that which is left is this great 
11 store.” Then Hezekiah commanded to prepare chambers in 
i2 the house of Jehovah; and they prepared them: and they 
brought in the offerings and the tithes and the dedicated things 
faithfully : over which Cananiah the Levite was ruler, and Shi- 
13 mei his brother was the next. And Jehicl, and Azaziah, and 
Nahath, and Asahel, and Jerimoth, and Jozabad, and Elicl, and 
Ismachiah, and Mahath, and Benaiah, were overseers under the 
hand of Cananiah and Shimei his brother, at the ecommand- 
ment of Hezekiah the king, and Azariah the ruler of the house 
14 of God. And Koré the son of Imnah the Levite, the porter 
toward the east, was over the freewill offerings to God, to dis- 
tribute the oblations to Jehovah, and the most holy things. 
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And under his direction were Eden, and Miniamin, and 15 
Jeshua, and Shemaiah, Amariah, and Sheeamiah, in the cities 
of the priests, in trust to give unto their brethren by courses, 
as well to the great as to the small: beside their registered 16 
male offspring ‘from three years old and upward, even unto 
every one that entereth into the house of Jehovah, his daily 
portion for their service in their charges according to their 
courses ; both to the registered priests by the house of their 17 
fathers, and the Levites from twenty years old and upward, in 
their charges by their courses ; and to those who were en- 18 
rolled in the register of all their httle ones, their wives, and 
their sons, and their daughters, through all the congregation : 
for in their trust they sanetified themselves in holiness: also 19 
of the sons of Aaron the priests, who were in the pasturage 
fields of their cities, in every city, the men who have been ex- 
pressed by name, were appointed to give portions to all the males 
among the priests, and to all that were enrolled in the regis- 
ters among the Levites. And thus did Hezekiah throughout 20 
all Judah, and wrought that whieh was good and night and true 
before Jehovah his God. Andin every work that he began in 21 
the serviee of the house of God, and in the law, and in the eom- 
mandments, to seek his God, he acted with all his heart, and 
he prospered. 


CHAP. XXNIT.—After these things, and fis integrity, 1 
Sennachemb king of Assyria eame, and entcred into Judah, 
and cneamped against the fortified eities, and thought to win 
them for himself. And when Hezekiah saw that Sennache- 2 
mb was come, and that he was dcetermimed to fight against 
Jerusalem, he took counsel with his prinees and his nnghty 3 
men to stop the waters of the fountains whieh were without 
the city: and they helped him. And there was gathered ¢ 
much people together, who stopped all the fountains, and the 
brook that ran through the midst of the land, saying, “ Why 
should the kings of Assyria eome, and find much water ? » 
Also he took courage, and built np all the wall that was 5 
broken, and raised it up to the towers, and he butit another 
wall without, and repaired the embankment in the «ty 
of David, and made darts and shields in abundance. And 6 
hegeet captains of war over the people, and gathered them 
together unto him in the strect of the gate ai the city, and 
spake cneouragingly to them, saving, c Be strong and v: aliant ; 7 
be not afraid nor dismayed for the king of Assyria, nor for all 
the multitude that is with him: for there are more with us 
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s than with him: with him is an arm of flesh; but with us is 
the arm of Jehovah our God to help us, and to fight our 
battles.” And the people relied upon the words of Hezekiah 

9 king of Judah. After this Sennacherib king of Assyria sent 
his servants to Jerusalem, (but he himself laid siege agaist 
Lachish, and all his power with him,) unto Hezekiah king of 
Judah, and unto all Judah that were at Jerusalem, saying, 

o “Thus saith Sennacherib king of Assyria, Whereon do ye 

1 trust, that ye abide in the siege in Jerusalem? Doth not 
Hezckiah persuade you to give over yourselves to die by fa- 
mine and by thirst, saying, ‘Jehovah our God will deliver us 


12 ont of the hand of the king of Assyria?’ Hath not the

same Hezekiah taken away his high places and his altars, 
and commanded Judah and Jerusalem, saying, ‘Ye shall 
3 worship before one altar on/y, and burn imeense upen it ?? 
Know ye not what I and my fathers have done unto all 
the people of other lands? Were the gods of the nations 
of those lands at all able to deliver their lands out of my 
hand? Who was there among all the gods of those 
nations which my fathers utterly destroyed, that could 
deliver his people out of my hand, that your God should 
5 be able to deliver you ont of my hand?” Now therefore 
Ict not Hezekiah deceive you, nor persuade you on this 
manner, neither beheve ye him: for no god of any nation or 
kingdom was able to deliver his people out of my hand, and 
out of the hand of my fathers: how much less shall your 
God deliver you out of my hand?”? And his servants spake 
yet more against the Lord Jehovah, and against his servant 
Hezckiah. He wrote also letters to rail on Schovah the God 
of Israel, and to speak against him, saying, “ As the gods of 
the nations of other lands have not delivered their people out 
of my hand, so neither shall the God of Hezekiah deliver his 
s people out of my hand.” Then they eried with a loud voice 
in the Jewish language unto the people of Jerusalem that were 
on the wall, to affricht them, and to trouble them; that they 
9 mght take the city. And they spake against the God of 
i ferangsltann, as against the gods of the people of the earth, 
o which were the work of the hands of man. And for this cause 
Hezckiah the king, andthe prophet [saiah the son of .Ainoz, 
prayed and ened to heaven. And Jehovah sent an angel, 
which eut off all the mighty men of valour, and the leaders 
and captains, in the camp of the king of Assyria, So he re- 
turned with shame of face to lis own land. And when he 
was com¢e into the house of his god, they that came forth of 
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his own bowels slew him there with the sword. Thus Jeho- 22 
vah saved Hezekiah and the inhabitants of Jerusalem from 
the hand of Sennacherib the king of Assyria, and from the 
hand of every one, and guided them on every side. And 23 
many brought gifts unto Jehovah to Jerusalem, and presents 
to Hezekiah king of Judah: so that he was magnified in the 
sight of all nations from thenceforth. 

In those days Hezekiah was sick to the death, and prayed 21 
unto Jehovah: and he spake unto him, and he gave him a 
sign. But Hezekiah rendered not again according to the 25 
benefit done unto him; for his heart was lifted up: therefore 
there was wrath upon him, and upon Judah and Jerusalem. 
Notwithstanding Hezekiah humbled himself for the pride 26 
of his heart, both he and the inhabitants of Jerusalem, so 
that the wrath of Jehovah came not upon them in the days 
of Hezekiah. 

And Hezekiah had exceeding much riches and honour: and 27 
he made unto himself treasuries for silver, and for gold, and 
for precious stones, and for spices, and for shiclds, and for all 
manner of pleasant jewels; storehouses also for the produce of 28 
corn, and wine, and oil; and stalls for all sorts of cattle, and 
cattle and flocks for the stalls. And he provided for himself 29 
cities, and possessions of flocks and herds in abundance: for 
God had given him exceeding much property. This same 30 
Hezekiah also stopped the upper spring of the waters of Gi- 
hon, and brought it straight down to the west side of the city 
of David. And Hezekiah prospered in all his works. How- 31 
beit in the busmess of the ambassadors of the princes of 
Babylon, who sent unto him to inquire of the wonder that 
was done in the land, God left him, to try lim, that he 
might know all that was in his heart. 

Now the rest of the acts of Hezekiah, and his goodness, 32 
behold they are written in the Vision of Isaiah the Prophet, 
the Son of Amoz, and im the Book of the Kings of Judah 
and Israel. 

And Hezekiah slept with his fathers, and they buried him 33 
in the chief of the sepulchres of the sons of David: and all 
Judah and the inhabitants of Jerusalem did him honour at his 
death. And Manasseh his son reigned in his stead. 


CHAP. XXXIJI.—Manasseh was twelve years old when 1 
he began to reign, and he rcigned fifty-five years in Jerusa- 
lem. And he did that which was evil in the sight of Jehovah, 2 
like unto the abominations of the heathen, whom Jehovah had 
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cast out before the children of Israel. For he built again the 
high places whieh Hezekiah his father had broken down, and 
he reared up altars for Baal and Ashtoreth, and made images 
of Ashera, and worshipped all the host of heaven, and served 
them. Also he built altars in the house of Jehovah, whereof 
Jehovah had said, “ In Jerusalem shall my name be for ever.” 
And he built altars for all the host of heaven in the two courts 
of the house of Jehovah. And he caused his children to pass 
through the fire m the valley of the son of Hinnom: also he 
observed times, and used enchantments, and used witchcraft, 
and dealt with necromancers, and wizards: he wrought much 
evil in the sight of Jehovah, to provoke him to anger. And 
he set a carved unage, the idol which he had made, in the 
house of God, of whieh God had said to David and to Solo- 
mon, his son, “In this house, and in Jerusalem, which I have 
chosen before all the tribes of Israel, will I put my name for 
ever: neither will I any more remove the foot of Israel from 
out of the land which | have appointed for your fathers ; pro- 
vided that they take heed to do all that I have eommanded 
them, according to the old law and the statutes and the ordi- 
nances by the hand of Moses.” So Manasseh made Judah 
and the inhabitants of Jerusalem to err, and to do worse than 
the heathen, whom Jehovah had destroyed before the children 
of Israel. And Jehovah spake to Manasseh, and to his people: 
but they would not hearken. 

Wherefore Jehovah brought upon them the captains of the 
host of the king of Assyria, who seized Manasseh with grap- 
pling hooks, and bound him with fetters, and carried him to 
Babylon... And when he was in afflietion, he besought Jeho- 
vah his God, and humbled himself greatly before the God of 
his fathers, and prayed unto him: and he was intreated 
of him, and heard Ins supplication, and brought him again 
to Jerusalem into his kingdom. Then Manasseh knew 
that Jehovah he is God. Now after this he built a wall 
without the city of David, on the west side of Gihon, 
in the valley, even to the entrance of the fish gate, and 
compassed about the citadel, and raised it up a very great 
height, and put captains of war in all the fortified cities of 
Judah. And he took away the strange gods, and the idol out 
of the house of Jehovah, and all the altars which he had built 
Jn the mount of the house of Jehovah, and in Jerusalem, and 


ig cast them out of the city. And he repaired the altar of 


Jehovah, and saerificed thereon peace-ofterings, and thank- 
offerings, and commanded Judah to serve Jehovah the God 
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of Israel. Nevertheless the people sacrificed still on the 
high places; du¢ only unto Jehovah their God. 

Now the rest of the acts of Manasseh, and his prayer unto 
his God, and the words of the scers who spake to him in the 
name of Jehovah the God of Israel, behold, they are written 
in the Book of the Kings of Israel. His prayer also, and 
how God was entreated of him, and all his sins, and his tres- 
pass, and the places wherein he built high places, and set up 
standing pillars and graven images, before he was humbled : 
behold, “they are written in the Sayings of the Scers. 

And Manasseh slept with his fathers, and thev buried 
him in his own house: and Amon his son reigned in his 
stead. 


Amon was twenty-two years old when he began to reign, 
and he reigned two years in Jerusalem. But he did that 
which was evil in the sight of Jehovah, as did Manasseh his 
father ; for Amon sacrificed unto all the carved images which 
Manasseli his father had inade, and served them ; and humbled 
not himself before Jehovah, as Manasseh his father had 
humbled hiuself; but Amon trespassed more and more. 
And his servants conspired against him, and slew him in his 
own house. And the people of the land slew all them that 
had conspired against king Amon; and the people of the 
land made Josiah his son king in his stead. 


CHAP. XXXIV.—Josiah was eight years old when he began 
to reign, and he reigned in Jer tealiava thirty-one years. And 
he did that which was nght in the sight of J chovah, and walked 
in the ways of David his f ather, tit declined neither to the 
right hand, nor to the left. Forin the eighth year of his reign, 
while he was yet young, he began to seek after the God of 
David his father ; ‘and in the twelfth year he began to cleanse 
Judah and Jerusalem from the high places, and the standing 
pillars, and the carved images, and the molten statues. And 
they brake down the altars of Baal and Ashtoreth in his pre- 
sence ; and the images, that were on high above them, he cut 
down; and the stan ding pile u's, and ier carved images, ‘and the 
molten statucs, he inks in pieees, and made dust ai them, aud 
strowed it upon the graves of them that had sacrificed unto 


them. And he burnt the bones of the priests upon their altars, 5 


and cleansed Judah and Jerusalem. And in the cities of 
Manasseh, and Ephraim, and Simeon, even unto Napthah, he 
sought out their temples round about. And when hie had 
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broken down the altars and the standing pillars, and had 
beaten the graven images into powder, and cut down all the 
idols throughout all the land of Israel, he returned to Jeru- 
salem. 

Now in the eighteenth year of lis reign, when he had 


‘cleansed the land, and the house, he sent Shaphan the son of

Azahah, and Maaseiah the governor of the city, and Joah 
the son of Joahaz the remembrancer, to repair the house of 
Jchovah his God. And when they eame to Hilkiah the high 
priest, they delivered the money that was brought into the 
house of God, which the Levites who kept the doors had gath- 
ered of the hand of Manasseh and Ephraim, and of all the 
remnant of Israel, and of all Judah and Benjamin; and they 
returned to Jerusalem. And they put it in the hand of the 
workmen who had the oversight of the house of Jehovah, and 
they gave it to the workmen who wrought in the house of Jeho- 
vah, to repair and strengthen the housc: even to the artiticers 
and builders they gave it, to buy hewn stone, and timber for 
conphngs, and to roof the chambers which the kings of Judah 
had destroyed. And the men did the work faithfully : > and 
the overseers of them, Jahath and Obadiah, the Levites, of the 
sons of Merar1, aud Zechariah and Meshullam, of the sons of 
the Kohathites, were appomted to superintend; and of the 
Levites all that were skilfulon instruments of musick. Also 
they were over the bearers of burdens, and were overseers of 
all that wrought the work in any manner of service: and of 
the Levites there were scribes, and officers, and porters. . 
And as they were bringing out the money that had been 
brought into the house of Jchoy ah, Wilkiah the pmest found 
the book of the law of Jchoyah given by the hand of Moses. 
And Hilkiah answered and said to Shaphan the Scribe, “I 
have found the book of the law, in the house of Jehovah.” 
And Hilkiah delivered the book to Shaphan, And Shaphan 
earried the book to the king, and brought the king word back 
again, saying, ‘All that was eomoritecd to thy servants, they 
¢ doing. And they have gathered together the money that 
whe fonmemiteno se of Jehovah, and have delivered it into 
the hand of the overseers, and into the hand of the workmen.” 
And Shaphan the secretary told the king, saying, “ Hilkiah the 
nriest hath given unto me a book.” ~ And Shaphan read it 
before the king. And it came to pass, when the king had 
heard the forts of the law, that he rent his clothes. And 
the king commanded Ihkiah, and Ahikam the son of Sha- 
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phan, and Abdon the son of Micah, and Shaphan the se- 


cretary, and Asaiah a servant of the king’s, saying, “ Go, 21 
enquire of Jehovah for me, and for them that are left in 
Israel and in Judah, concerning the words of the book that 
is found: for great is the wrath of Jehovah that is poured 
out upon us, because our fathers have not kept the word of 
Jehovah, to do after all that 1s written in this book.” And 22 
Hilkiah, and hey whom the king had appointed,went to Huldah 
the prophetess, the wife of Shallum the son of Tikvath, the 
son of Hasrah, keeper of the wardrobe ; (now she dwelt in 
Jerusalem in the second district :) and they spake to her to that 
effect. And she said unto them, “ Thus saith Jehovah the 23 
God of Israel, ‘Tell ye the man who sent you to me, Thus 21 
saith Jchovah, Behold, I will bring evil upon this place, and 
upon the inhabitants thereof, even all the curses that are 
written in the book which they have read before the king of 
Judah: because they have forsaken me, and have burned incense 25 
unto other gods, that they might provoke me to anger with 
all the works of their hands; therefore my wrath shall be 
poured out upon this place, and shall not be quenched’ But 26 
as for the king of Judah, who sent you to enquire of Jehovah, 
so shall ye say unto him, ‘Thus saith Jehovah the God of 
Israel ; as touching the words which thou hast heard, Because 27 
thine heart was tender, and thou hast humbled thyself before 
God, when thou heardest his words against this place, and 
against the inhabitants thereof, and hast humbled thyself before 
me, and rent thy clothes, and wept before me ; [ also have heard 
thee, saith Jehovah. Behold, I will gather thee unto thy fa- 2s 
thers, and thou shalt be gathered to thy grave in peace, and 
thine eyes shall not see all the evil which I will bring upon 
this place, and upon the inhabitants thereof.” So they brought 
the king word again. 

And the king sent and gathered together all the elders of 29 
Judah and Jerusalem. And the king went up into the house 30 
of Jehovah, and all the men of Judah, and the inhabitants of 
Jerusalem, and the priests, and the Levites, and all the people, 
both great and small: and he read in their hearing all the 
words of the book of the covenant which was found in the 
house of Jehovah. And the king stood upon his pedestal, and 31 
made a covenant before Jehovah, to walk after Jehovah, and 
to keep his commandments, and his testimonies, and his sta- 
tutes, with all his heart, and with all his soul, to perform the 
words of the covenant which were written in this book. And 32 
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he caused all that were present in Jerusalem and Benjamm to 
stand ¢o zt. And the inhabitants of Jerusalem did aecording 
to the covenant of God, the God of their fathers. And 
Josiah took away all the abominations out of all the countries 
that pertained to the children of Israel, and made all that were 
present in Israel to serve, even to serve Jehovah their God. 
And all his days they departed not from following Jehovah, 
the God of their fathers. 


CHAP. XXXNV.—And Josiah kept a passover unto Jeho- 
vah in Jerusalem: and they killed the passover on the four- 


2 teenth day of the first month. And he set the priests over 
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their charges, and encouraged. them to the serviee of the house 
of Jehovah, and said unto the Levites who taught all Israel, 
and who were consecrated unto Jehovah, “Put the holy ark 
in the house which Solomon the son of David king of Israel 
built ; let it not be a burden upon your shoulders: serve now 
Jehovah your God, and his people Israel, and prepare your- 
selves by the houses of your fathers, after your courses, accord- 
ing to the writing of David king of Israel, and according to 
the writing of Solomon his son. And stand in the sanctuary 
according to the separation of the families of your fathers, 
from your brethren the sons of the people ; and after the di- 
vision of the families of the Levites. And kill the passover, 


6 and sanctify yourselves, and prepare for your brethren, that 


7 


they may do aceording to the word of Jehovah by Moses.” 
And Josiah gave unto the people, of the flock, lambs and 

kids, all for the passover-offerings, for all that were present, 

to the number of thirty thousand; and three thousand 


s bullocks: these were of the king’s property. And _ his 


princes gave willmgly unto the people, to the priests, and to 
the Levites: Hilkiah and Zechariah and Jehiel, rulers of the 
house of God, gave unto the priests for the passover-offerings 
two thousand and six hundred lambs and kids, and three 


9 hundred oxen. And Conaniah also, and Shemaiah and Ne- 


thaneel, his brethren, and Hashabiah and Jeiel and Jozabad, 
chief of the Levites, gave unto the Levites for passover-offer- 
ings five thousand lambs and kids, and five hundred oxen. 


10 So the service was prepared, and the priests stood in their 
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12 


place, and the Levites in their courses, aceording to the king’s 
commandment. And they killed the passover, and the priests 
sprinkled ¢he blood from their hands, and the Levites flayed 
the victims. And they removed the burnt-offerings, that they 
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might permit ¢he people according to the divisions of the 
families of the people, to offer unto Jehovah, as it is written 
in the book of Moses. And so did they on the following day. 

And they roasted the passover with fire according to the 
ordinance: but the other holy offerings they seethed in pots, 
and in caldrons, and in pans, and divided them speedily 
among all the people. And afterward they made ready for 
themselves, and for the priests: because the priests the sons 
of Aaron were busted m offering the burnt-offerings and the 
fat until night; therefore the Levites prepared for themselves, 
and for the priests the sons of Aaron. And the singers, the 
sons of Asaph, were in their place, according to the conimand- 
ment of David, and Asaph, and Heman, and Jeduthun, the 
king’s seers ; and the porters waited at every gate ; they might 
not depart from their service ; for their brethren the Levites 
prepared for them. So all the service of Jchovah was pre- 
pared the same day, to keep the passover, and to offer burnt- 
offerings upon the altar of Jehovah according to the com- 
mandment of king Josiah. And the children of Israel who 
were present kept the passover at that time, and the feast of 
unleavened bread seven days. And there was no passover 
like unto that kept in Israel, from the days of Samucl the 
prophet; neither did all the kings of Isracl keep such a 
passover as Josiah kept, with the priests, and the Levites, and 
all Judah and Israel that were present, and the inhabitants 
of Jerusalem. In the cighteenth year of the reign of Josiah 
was this passover kept. 


After all this, when Josiah had restored the temple, Necho 


king of Heypt went up to fight against Charchemish by Ku- 
phrates: and Josiah went out against him. But he sent 
ambassadors to him, saying, ‘‘ What have I to do with thee, 
thou king of Judah? J come not against thee this day, but 
against the nation with which I am at war: for God com- 
manded ine to make haste: refrain from meddhug with God, 
who is with me, that he destroy thee not.” Nevertheless 
Josiah would not turn his face from him, but seeretly prepared 
himself to fight with him, and hearkened not unto the words 
of Necho which came from the mouth of God; and caime to 


ficht in the valley of Megiddo. And the archers shot at ¢ 


king Josiab ; and the king said to his servants, “Take me 


away ; for 1 am sore wounded.” And his servants took hin < 


ont of that chariot, and put him in the second chariot that 
he had; and they brought him to Jerusalem, and he died, 
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and was buried in one of the sepulehres of his fathers. And 
all Judah and Jerusalem mourned for Josiah. 

And Jeremiah lamented for Josiah: and all the singing 
men and the singing women spake of Josiah in their dirges 
to this day, and made them an ordinance in Israel: and 
behold they are written in the Dirges. 

The rest of the acts of Josiah, and his goodness, aceord- 
ing to that whieh was written in the law of Jehovah, and 
his deeds, first and last, behold, they are written in the Book 
of the Kings of Israel and Judah. 


CHAP. XXXVI.—And the people of the land took Jcho- 
ahaz the son of Josiah, and made him king in his father’s 
stead in Jerusalem. Jehoahaz was twenty-three years old 
when he began to reign, and he reigned three months in Jeru- 
salem. And the king of Egypt deposed him at Jerusalem, and 
laid upon the land a fine of one hundred talents of silver and 
a talent of gold. And the king of Kgypt made Ehakim his 
brother king over Judah and Jerusalem, and changed his name 


to Jehoiakin. And Neeho took Jehoahaz his brother, and 
carried him to Egypt. 


Jehoiakim was twenty-five years old when he began to 
reign, and he reigned eleven years in Jerusalem : and he did 
that which was evil in the sight of Jehovah his God. Against 
him came up Nebuchadnezzar king of Babylon, and bound 
him in fetters, to carry him to Babylon. Nebuehadnezzar also 
carried some of the vessels of the house of Jehovah to Baby- 
lon, and put them into his temple at Babylon. Now the rest 
of the acts of Jchoiakim, and his abominations which he did, 
and that which was found in him, behold, they are written in 


the Book of the Kings of Israel al Al ae and Jechoiachin 
his son reigned in he stead. 


Jchoiachin was eight years old when he began to reign, 
and he reigned three months and ten days in Jerusalem: and 
he did that which was evil in the sight of Jehovah. And 
when the year was expired, king Nebnehadnezzar sent and 
brought him to Babylon, with the goodly vessels of the honse 


of Jehov ah, and made Zedckiah hie brother king over Judah 
and Jerusalem. 


Zedekiah was twenty-one years old when he began to reign, 
Ole 11. v 
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and he reigned eleven years in Jerusalem. And he did that 
which was evil in the sight of Jehovah his God, and humbled 
not himself before Jerennah the prophet speaking from the 
mouth of Jehovah. And he also revolted from king Nebu- 
chadnezzar, who had made him swear by God: but he stiff- 
ened his neck and hardened his heart from turning unto 
Jehovah the God of Israel. 

Moreover al] the chief of the priests, and the people, trans- 
eressed very much, after all the abommmations of the heathen ; 
and polluted the house of Jehovah which he had hallowed in 
Jerusalem. And Jehovah, the God of their fathers, sent to 
them by his messengers, rising up betimes, and sending ;_be- 
cause he had compassion on his people, and on his dwelling- 
place: but they mocked the messengers of God, and despised 
his words, and misused his prophets, until the wrath of 
Jehovah arose against Ins people, till there was no remedy. 
Therefore he brought upon them the king of the Chaldees, 
who slew their young men with the sword in the house of their 
sanctuary, and had no compassion upon young man or maiden, 
old man, or him that stooped for age: he gave them all mto 
his hand. And all the vessels of the house of God, great and 
small, and the treasures of the house of Jehovah, and the 
treasures of the king, and of his prinees ; all these he brought 
to Babylon. And they burnt the house of God, and brake 
down the wall of Jerusalem, and burnt all the palaces thereof 
with fire, and destroyed all the gocdly vessels thereof. And 
them that had escaped froin the sword he carried away to Ba- 
bylon ; where they were servants to him and to his sons until 
the rule of the kingdom of Persia: to fulfil the word of 
Jehovah by the mouth of Jeremiah, until the land had enjoyed 
her sabbaths : for as long as she lay desolate she kept sabbath, 
to fulfil seventy years. 


Now in the first year of Cyrus king of Persia, that the 
word of Jehovah spoken by the mouth of Jeremiah might be 
accomplished, Jehovah stirred up the spirit of Cyrus king of 
Persia, that he made a proclamation throughout all his king- 


dom, and put i¢ also in writing, saying, “Thus saith Cyrus 2 


; : ro) 
king of Persia, All the kingdoms of the earth hath Jehovah 


the God of heaven given unto me; and he hath charged me 
to build him a house in Jerusalem, which is in Judah. Who 
is there among you of all his people? Jehovah his God be 
with him, and let him go up.” 
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CHAP. I.—Now in the first year of Cyrus king of Persia, 
that the word of Jehovah by the mouth of Jeremiah might 
be fulfilled, Jehovah stirred up the spint of Cyrus king 
of Persia, and he made proclamation throughout all his’ 
kingdom, and pué¢ it also in writing, saying, “Thus saith 
Cyrus king of Persia, Jehovah God of heaven hath given 
me all the kingdoms of the earth; and he hath charged 
me to build him a house at Jerusalem, which is in 
Judah. Who is there among yon of all his people? his God 
be with him, and Jet him go up to Jerusalem, which is in 
Judah, and build the house of Jehovah God of Israel (he is 
God) which is at Jerusalem. And whosoever remameth in 
any place where he sojourneth, let the men of his place help 
him with silver, and with gold, and with goods, and with 
beasts, besides the freewill-offering for the house of God 
which is at Jerusalem.” 

Then rose up the heads of the fathers of Judah and Ben- 


jamin, and the priests, and the Levites, with all whose spirit 


God stirred up, to go up to build the house of Jehovah which 
is at Jerusalem. And all they that were about them strength- 
ened their hands with vessels of silver, with gold, with goods, 
and with beasts, and with preeious things, besides all that 
was willingly offered. 

And Cyrus the king brought forth the vessels of the house 
of Jchovah, which Nebuchadnezzar had brought forth out of 
Jerusalem, and had put into the house of his gods; these did 
Cyrus king of Persia bring forth by the hand of Mithredath 
the treasurer; and he numbered them unto Sheshbazzar, 


athe prinee of Judah. And this is the number of them: 


thirty ehargers of gold, a thousand chargers of silver, nine 
Y 2 
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and twenty knives, thirty basons of gold, silver basons of a 10 
second sort four hundred and ten, and other vessels a thousand. 
All the vessels of gold and of silver were five thousand and 11 
four hundred. All these did Sheshbazzar bring up with the 
captives that were brought up from Babylon unto Jerusalem. 


CHAP. II.—Now these are the children of the province 
who went up out of the captivity, of them that had been 
carried away, whom Nebuchadnezzar the king of Babylon 
had carried away unto Babylon, and who came again to 
Jerusalem and Judah, every one unto his city ; who came with 
Zerubbabel : Jeshua, Nehemiah, Seraiah, Reclaiah, Mordecai, 
Bishan, Mizpah, Bigvai, hehum, Baanah. 

The number of the men of the people of Israel: the 
children of Parosh, two thousand a hundred and seventy- 
two. The children of Shephatiah, three hundred and seventy- 
two. The children of Arah, seven hundred and seventy- 
five. The children of Pahath-moab, of the children of Jeshua 
and Joab, two thousand eight hundred and twelve. The 
children of Elam, a thousand two hundred and fifty-four. 
The children of Zattu, nine hundred and forty-five. The 9 
children of Zaccai, seven hundred and sixty. The chil- 10 
dren of Bani, six hundred and forty-two. The cluldren of 11 
Bebai, six hundred and twenty-three. The children of Azgad, 12 
a thousand two hundred and twenty-two. The children of 13 
Adonikam, six hundred and sixty-six. The children of Big- 14 
vai, two thousand and fifty-six. The children of Adin, four 1s 
hundred and fifty-four. The children of Ater of the fumily 16 
of Hezckiah, ninety-eight. The children of Bezai, three 17 
hundred and twenty-three. The children of Jorah, a hun- 1s 
dred and twelve. The children of Hashum, two hundred 19 
and twenty-three. The children of Guibbar, ninety-five. 20 
The children of Beth-lehem, a hundred and twenty-three. 21 
The men of Netophah, fifty-six. The men of Anathoth, 23 
a hundred and twenty-cight. The children of Azmaveth, 24 
forty-two. The children of Kairjath-arim, Chephirah, and 25 
Beeroth, seven hundred and forty-three. The children 26 
of Ramah and Gaba, six hundred and twenty-one. The 27 
men of Michmas, a hundred and twenty-two. The men of 2s 
Beth-el and Ai, two hundred and twenty-three. The chil- 29 
dren of Nebo, fifty-two. The children of Magbish, a hun- 30 
dred and fifty-six. The children of the other Elam, a thou- 31 
sand two hundred and fifty-four. The children of Llarim, 32 
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33 three hundred and twenty. The children of Lod, Hadid, 

34 and Ono, seven hundred and twenty-five. The children of 

35 Jericho, three hundred and forty-five. The children of Se- 
naah, three thousand six hundred and thirty. 

36 The priests: the children of Jedaiah, of the house of 

37 Jeshua, nine hundred and seventy-three. The children of 

38 Immer, a thousand and fifty-two. The children of Pashur, 

39 a thousand two hundred and forty-seven. The children of 
Harim, a thousand and seventeen. 

40 The Levites: the children of Jeshua and Kadmiel, of the 
children of Hodaviah, seventy-four. 

41 ‘The singers: the children of Asaph, a hundred and 
twenty-eight. 

42 ‘The children of the door-keepers: the children of Shallum, 
the children of Ater, the ehildren of Talmon, the ehildren of 
Akkub, the children of Hatita, the children of Shobai, in 
all a hundred and thirty-nine. 

43. The Nethinim: the ehildren of Ziha, the children of Ha- 

44 supha, the cluldren of Tabbaoth, the children of Keros, the 

45 children of Siaha, the children of Padon, the children of 
Lebanah, the ehildren of Hagabah, the children of Akkub, 

46 the children of Hagab, the ehildren of Shalmai, the children 

47 of Hanan, the children of Giddel, the children of Gahar, the 

a8 children of Reaiah, the elildren of Rezin, the children of 

49 Nekoda, the children of Gazzam, the children of Uzza, the 

50 ehildren of Paseah, the children of Besai, the children of 
Asnah, the children of Mehunim, the children of Nephusim, 

51 the children of Bakbuk, the children of Hakupha, the children 

s2 of Harhur, the children of Bazluth, the ehildren of Mehida,

55 the children of Hatipha. The children of Solomon’s servants: 
the ehildren of Sotai, the children of Sophereth, the children 

56 of Peruda, the children of Jaalah, the children of Darkon, 

67 the children of Giddel, the children of Shephatiah, the 
children of Hattil, the children of Pochereth-Zebaim, the 

58 children of Am, <All the Nethinim, and the children of 
Solomon’s servants, were three hundred and ninety-two. 

s9 And these are they who went up from Tel-melah, Tel-harsa, 
Cherub, Addan, and Immer; but they could not show their 
father’s honse, nor their descent, whether they were of Israel : 

60 the children of Delaiah, the children of Tobiah, the children 

61 of Nekoda, six hundred and fifty-two. And of the children 
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of the priests: the children of Habaish, the children of Ha- 
koz, the children of Barzillai; who took a wife of the daugh- 
ters of Barzillai the Gileadite, and was called after their name: 
these sought their genealogical registers, but they were not 62 
found; therefore were they, as pollutcd, put from the priest- 
hood. And the deputy said unto them, that they should 63 
not eat of the most holy things, till there stood up a priest 
with Urim and with Thunmin. 

The whole congregation together was forty-two thousand 64 
three hundred and sixty, besides their man-servants and their 65 
maid-servants; these were seven thousand three hundred 
and thirty-seven ; and among them were two hundred singing 
men and singing women. ‘Their horses were seven hundred 66 
and thirty-six; their mules, two hundred and forty-five ; 
their camels, four hundred and thirty-five; their asses, six 67 
thousand seven hundred and twenty. 

And the heads of the fathers, when they came to the house 6s 
of Jehovah which is at Jerusalem, offered freely for the house 
of God to set it up in its place: they gave after their ability 69 
unto the treasure of the work sixty-one thousand daries of 
gold, and five thousand manehs of silver, and one hundred 
priests’ garments. 

So the priests, and the Levites, and the people, and the 70 
singers, and the door-keepers, and the Nethmim, dwelt in 
their cities, even all Israel in their cities. 


CHAP. III.—And when the seventh month was come, 1 
and the children of Israel were in the cities, the people ga- 
thered themselves together as one man to Jerusalem. Then 2 
stood up Jeshua the son of Jozadak, and his brethren the 
priests, and Zerubbabel the son of Shealtiel, and lis brethren, 
and built the altar of the God of Israel, to offer burnt-offer- 
ings thereon, as it 1s written in the law of Moses the man of 
God. 

And they fixed the altar upon its bases; for fear was upon 3 
them because of the people of those countries; and they of- 
fered burnt-offermgs thereon unto Jehovah, burnt-offerings 
morning and evening. They kept also the feast of tabernacles, 4 
as it is written, and offered the daily burnt-offerings by number, 
according to the custom, as the duty of every day required ; 
and afterwards offered the continual burnt-offering, both of 5 
the new moons, and of all the set feasts of Jehovah that 
were kept holy, and of every one that presented a freewill- 
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offering unto Jchovah. From the first day of the seventh 
month they began to offer burnt-offerings unto Jehovah. But 
the foundation of the temple of Jehovah was not yeé laid. 
They gave moncy also unto the masons, and to the carpenters ; 
and meat, and drink, and oil, to the Zidonians, and to the 
Tynans, to bring cedar wood from Lebanon to the sea at 
Joppa, according to the permission that they had of Cyrus 
king of Persia. 

Now in the second year of their coming unto the house of 
God at Jerusalem, in the second month, began Zerubbabel 
the son of Shealtiel, and Jeshua the son of Jozadak, and the 
rest of their brethren the pricsts and the Levites, and all they 
that were come out of the captivity unto Jerusalem ; and ap- 
pointed the Levites, from twenty years old and upward, to 
superitend the work of the house of Jehovah. Then stood 
Jeshua, his sons and his brethren, Kadmiel and his sons, the 
sons of Judah, together, to superintend the workmen in the 
house of God; as did the sons of Henadad, their sons, and 
their brethren the Levites. 

And when the builders laid the foundation of the temple 
of Jehovah, they set the priests in their apparel with trumpets, 
and the Levites the sons of Asaph with cymbals, to praise 
Jchovah, after the ordimance of David king of Israel. And 
they sang responsively, praismg and giving thanks unto 
Jehovah, that he is good, that his merey endureth for ever 
towards Isracl. And all the people shouted with a great shout, 
when they praised Jehovah, beeause the foundation of the 
house of Jehovah was laid. And many of the priests and 
Levites and heads of the fathers, aged men, who had scen 
the first house, when the foundation of this house was laid 
before their eyes, wept with a loud voice; and many shouted 
aloud for joy: so that the people could not discern the noise 
of the shout of joy from the noise of the weeping of the 
people; for the people shouted with a great shout, and the 
noise was heard afar off, 


CHAP. IV.—Now when the adversaries of Judah and 
Benjamin heard that the children of the captivity;were build- 
ing the temple unto Jehovah God of Israel, then they came 
to Zerubbabel, and to the heads of the fathers, and said unto 
them, “ Let us build with you; for we seck your God, as ye 
do; and we have sacrificed unto him since the days of Esar- 
haddon king of Assyria, who brought us up hither.’ But 
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Zerubbabel, and Jeshua, and the rest of the heads of the 
fathers of Israel, said unto them, “ Ye cannot join with us 
to build a house unto our God; but we ourselves together 
will build unto Jehovah God of Israel, as king Cyrus the 
king of Persia hath commanded us.” 

Theu the people of the land weakened the hands of the 
people of Judah, and terrified them in building, and hired 
advocates against them, to frustrate their purpose, all the 
days of Cyrus king of Persia, even until the reign of Darius 
king of Persia. 

And in the reign of Ahasuerus, in the beginning of his 
reign, they wrote unto Aim an accusation against the inhabit- 
ants of Judahand Jerusalem. And in the days of Artaxerxes 
wrote Bishlam, Mithredath, Tabeel, and the rest of their 
companions, unto Artaxerxes king of Persia; and the writing 
of the letter was written in Aramaic characters and translated 
into the Aramaic tongue. Rehum the chancellor and Shim- 
shai the seribe wrote a letter against Jerusalem to Artaxerxes 


the king inthis form: then wrote Rehum the chancellor, and ; 


Shimshai the scribe, and the rest of their companions, the 
Dinaites, the Apharsathchites, the Tarpelites, the Apnarsites, 
the Archevites, the Babylonians, the Susanchites, the Deha- 
vites, and the Elamites, and the rest of the peoples whom 
the great and noble Asnapper brought over, and settled in 
the city of Samaria, and the rest on this side the river, and 
so forth. 

This is the copy of the letter that they sent unto him, even 
unto Artaxerxes the king ; “‘ Thy servants the men on this side 
the river, and so forth. Be it known unto the king, that the 
Jews who came up from thee to us are come unto Jerusalem, 
building the rebellious and wicked city, and they are com- 


pleting the walls thereof, and repairmg the foundations. Be 1: 


it known now unto the’ king, that if this city be built, and 
the walls completed, they will not pay toll, tribute, and custom, 
and in the end thou wilt bring loss upon the kings. Now inas- 
much as we have maintenance from the palace, and it was not 
meet for us to sce the king’s damage, therefore have we sent 
and informed the king; that search may be made in the book 
of the records of thy fathers: so shalt thou find in the book 
of the records, and know that this city is a rebellious city, 
and one that bringeth loss upon kings and provinces, and that 
they have wrought sedition within the same of old time; for 
which cause was this city destroyed. We inform the king, 
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that, if this city be built, and the walls thereof completed, 
by this means thou wilt have no portion on this side the 
river.’ 

Then the king sent an answer unto Rehum the chancellor, 
and Shimshai the scribe, and the rest of their com- 
panions that dwelt in Samaria, and unto the rest beyond the 
river; “Peace, and so forth. ‘The letter which ye sent unto 
us hath been plainly read before me. And I commanded, 
and scarch hath been made, and it is found that this eity 
of old time hath made insurreetion against kings, and that 
rebellion and sedition have been wrought heen There 
have been mighty kings also over Jer usalem, who have ruled 
over all countries beyond the river; and toll tribute, and 
custom, were paid unto them. Give ye now command- 
ment to cause these men to cease, and that this city be not 
built until the commandment shall be given fromme. Take 
heed now that ye fail not to do ance why should the 
muschief grow to bring loss upon the kings ¢ ” 

Now when the copy of the letter of Artaxerxes the king, 
was read before Rechum, and Shimshai the scribe, and their 
companions, they went up in haste to Jerusalem unto the 
Jews, and made them to cease by force and power. Then 
ceased the work of the house of God which is at Jerusalem. 
So it ceased unto the second year of the rcign of Darius 
king of Persia. 


CHAP. V.—Then the prophets, Haggai the prophet, and 
Zechariah the son of Iddo, prophesied unto the Jews who 
were in Judah and Jerusalem, in the name of the God of 
Israel. Then rose up Zerubbabel the son of Shealtiel, and 
Jeshua the son of Jozadak, and began to build the house of 
God whieh is at Jerusalem; and with them were the pro- 
phets of God helping them. 

At the same time came to them Tatnai, governor on this 
side the river, and Shethar-boznai, and their companions, 
and said thus unto them, “ Who hath commanded you to 
build this house, and to complete this wall?” Then we told 
them, in hke manner, what were the names of the men 
who were building this building. But the eye of their God 
was upon the elders of the Jews, that they could not cause 
them to cease, till the matter came to Darius; and then they 
returned answer by letter concerning this. 

The copy of the letter which Tatnai, governor on this side 
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the river, and Shethar-boznai, and his companions the Aphar- 
sachites, who were on this side the river, sent unto Darius 
the king: they sent a letter unto him, wherein was written 
thus ; “ Unto Darius the king, all peace. Be it known unto 
the king, that we went into the province of Judea, to the house 
of the great God; and itis being built with great stones, and 
timber is laid in the walls, and this work goeth fast on, and 
prospereth in their hands. Then we asked those elders, and 
said unto them thus, ‘Who commanded you to build this 
house, and to complete these walls?’ We asked their names 
also, to inform thee, that we might write the names of the 
men that are the chief of them. And thus they returned 
us answer, saying, ‘We are the servants of the God of 
heaven and earth, and rebuild the house that was built these 
many years ago, which a great king of Israel built and com- 
pleted. But after that our fathers had provoked the God of 
heaven unto wrath, he gave them into the hand of Nebu- 
chadnezzar the king of Babylon, the Chaldee, who de- 
stroyed this house, and carned the people away into Baby- 
Ion. But in the first year of Cyrus the king of Babylon, 
Cyrus the king made a decree to build this house of God. 
And the vessels also of gold and silver of the house of God, 
which Nebuchadnezzar took out of the temple which was 
at Jerusalem, and brought into the temple of Babylon, 
those did Cyrus the king take out of the temple of Babylon, 
and they were delivered unto one named Sheshbazzar, whom 
he had made governor; and he said unto him, Take these 
vessels, go, carry them into the temple which is at Jerusalem, 


and let the house of God be built mm its place. Then came’ 


the same Sheshbazzar, and laid the foundation of the house 
of God which is at Jerusalem ; and since that time even until 
now hath it been in building, and yet it is not fimshed.’ 
Now therefore, if it seem good to the king, let there be search 
made in the king’s treasure-house, which is there at Baby- 
lon, whether it be so, that a decree was made by Cyrus the 
king to build this house of God at Jerusalem, and let the 
king send his pleasure to us concerning this.” 


CHAP. VI.—Then Darius the king made a dceree, and 
search was made in the house of the writings, where the trea- 
sures were laid upin Babylon. And there was found at Ach- 
metha, in the palace which is in the province of the Medes, 
a roll, and therem was a record thus written : 
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“In the first year of Cyrus the king, Cyrus the king made 
a decree concerning the house of God ‘at J erusalem, ‘Tet the 
house be built where they offered sacrifices, and the founda- 
tions thereof laid; the height thereof sixty cubits, and the 
breadth thereof sixty cubits; with three layers of great 
stones, and a layer of new timber; and let the expenses 
be given out of the king’s house: and also let the golden and 
aWer vessels of the house of God, which Nebuchadnezzar 
took out of the temple which is at Jerusalem, and bronght 
unto Babylon, be restored, and go unto the temple which is 
at Jerusalem, every one to its ee and lay them up in the 
house of God.’ Now therefore, Tatnai governor beyond the 
river, Shethar-boznai, and your companions the Apharsachites, 
which are beyond Ike river, be ye far from thence: let He 
work of this house of God alone; let the governor of the 
Jews and the elders of the Jews build this house of God in 
its place. Moreover I make a decree what ye shall do to the 
elders of these Jews for the building of this house of God: 
that of the king’s goods, even of the ee beyond the river, 
forthwith expenses be given unto these men, that they be not 
hindered. And that which they have need of, both young 
bullocks, and rams, and lambs, for the burnt-offerings of the 
God of heaven, wheat, salt, wine, and oil, according to the 
appointment of the priests which arc at Jerusalem, let it be 
given them day by day without fail: that they may offer ac- 
ceptable sacrifices unto the God of heaven, and pray for the 
life of the king, and of his sons. I have also made a decree, 
that whosoever shall alter this command, let timber be pulled 
down from his house, aud being set up, let him be fastened 
thereon ; and let his house be made a dunghill for this. And 
the God who hath caused his name to dwell there overthrow 
all kings and people, that shall put forth their hand to alter 
and to destroy this house of God which is at Jerusalem. I 
Darius have made a decrec; let it be done forthwith.” 

Then Tatnai, governor on this side the river, Shethar- 
boznai, and their companions, according to that which Darius 
the king had sent, so they did forthwith. 

And the elders of the Jews built, and they prospered 
through the prophesying of Haggai the prophet and Zecha- 
riah the son of Iddo. And they built, and completed it, 
according to the commandment of the God of Isracl, and 
according to the decree of Cyrus, and Darius, and Artaxerxes, 


15 kings of Persia. And this house was finished on the third 
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day of the month Adar, which was zm the sixth year of the 
reign of Darius the king. 

And the ehildren of Israel, the priests, and the Levites, 
and the rest of the children of the captivity, kept the dediea- 
tion of this house of God with joy, and offered at the dedi- 
cation of this house of Goda hundred bullocks, two hundred 
rams, four hundred lambs; and for a sin-offering for all 
Israel, twelve he-goats, according to the number of the 
tribes of Israel. And they set the priests in their divisions, 
and the Levites in their courses, for the serviee of God, 
whieh isat Jerusalem ; asit is written in the book of Moses. 

And the children of the eaptivity kept the passover upon 
the fourteenth day of the first month. For the priests and 
the Levites purified themselves as one man ; all of them were 
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pure; and they killed the passover for all the children of 


the captivity, and for their brethren the priests, and for 
themselves. And the children of Israel, who were come 
back out of captivity, and all such as had separated them- 
selves unto them from the uncleanness of the heathen of the 
land, to seek Jehovah God of Israel, did eat, and kept the 
feast of unleavened bread seven days with joy: for Jehovah 
had made them joyful, and turned the heart of the king of 
Assyria unto them, to strengthen their hands im the work of 
the house of God, the God of Israel. 


CHAP. VII.—Now after these things, in the reign of 
Artaxerxes king of Persia, Ezra the son of Seraiah, the son 
of Azariah, the son of Hilkiah, the son of Shallum, the son 
of Zadok, the son of Ahitub, the son of Ainariah, the son of 
Azariah, the son of Meraioth, the son of Zerahiah, the son 
of Uzzi, the son of Bukki, the son of Abishua, the son of 
Phinehas, the son of Eleazar, the son of Aaron the chief 
priest; this Ezra went up from Babylon ; and he was a ready 
scribe im the law of Moses, which Jehovah God of Israel had 
given: and the king granted hin all his request, aecording 
to the hand of Jehovah his God upon him. And there went 
up some of the children of Israel, and of the priests, and the 
Levites, and the singers, and the door-keepers, and the Nethi- 
nim, unto Jerusalem,in the seventh year of Artaxerxes the king. 
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And he came to Jerusalem in the fifth month, which was in s 
the seventh year of the king. For upon the first day of the 9 


first month he began to go up from Babylon, and on the first 
day of the fifth month he came to Jerusalem, according to the 
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good hand of his God upon him. For Ezra had prepared his 
heart to seek the law of Jehovah, and to do it, and to teach 
in Israe] statutes and judgments. 

Now this is the copy of the letter which the king Artaxerxes 
gave unto Ezra the priest, the scribe, a scribe of the words 
of the commandments of Jchovah, and of his statutes to 
Israel : 

“ Artaxerxes, king of kings, unto Ezra the pricst, a scribe 
of the law of the God of heaven perfeetly learned, and so 
forth. I have made a decree, that all they of the people of 
Israel, and their priests and Levites, in my realm, who offer 
themselves willingly to go up to Jerusalem, go with thee. 
Forasmuch as thon art sent by the king, and his seven coun- 
scllors, to inquire concerning Judah and Jerusalem, according 
to the law of thy God which is in thy hand; and to carry the 
silver and gold, which the king and his counsellors have freely 
offered unto the God of Israel, whuse habitation is in Jeru- 


} Salem, and all the silver and gold that thou canst find in all 


the province of Babylon, with the freewill-offering of the 
people, and of the priests, offering willingly for the house of 
ther God which is in Jerusalem: that thou mayest forthwith 
buy with this money bullocks, rams, lambs, with their meal- 
offerings and their drink-offerings, and present them upon the 
altar of the honse of your God which is in Jerusalem. And 
whatsoever shall seem good to thee, and to thy brethren, to 
do with the rest of the silver and the gold, that do after the 
will of your God. The vessels also which are given thee for 
the service of the house of thy God, deliver thou before 
God at Jerusalem. And whatsoever more shall be needful 
for the house of thy God, which it shall occur to thee to 
bestow, bestow it out of the king’s treasure-house. And I, 
I Artaxerxes the king, do make a deerec to all the treasurers 
which are beyond the river; that whatsoever Ezra the 
priest, the scribe of the law of the God of heaven, shall 
require of you, it be done forthwith, unto a hundred talents 
of silver, and toa hundred measures of wheat, and to a hun- 
dred baths of wine, and to a hundred baths of oil, and salt 


3 at will. Whatsoever is commanded by the God of heaven, 


let it be earefully done for the house of the God of heaven ; 
for why should there be wrath against the realm of the king 
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sand his sons? We also make known to you, that touching 


any of the priests and Levites, singers, door-kecpers, Nethi- 
nim, or ministers of this house of God, it shall not be 
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lawful to impose toll, tribute, or custom, upon them. And 25 
thou, Ezra, after the wisdom of thy God, which is in thy hand, 
appoint magistrates and judges, who may judge all the 
people that are beyond the river, all such as know the 
laws of thy God; and teach ye them that know them not. 
And whosoever will not do the law of thy God, and the law 26 
of the king, let judgment be exeented forthwith upon him, 
whether it be unto death or to banishment, or to confiscation 
of goods, or to imprisonment.” 

Blessed be Jehovah God of our fathers, who hath put this 27 
into the king’s heart, to beautify the house of Jehovah which 
is in Jerusalem; and hath extended mercy unto me before 2s 
the king and his counsellors, and before all the king’s 
mighty princes. And I was strengthened as the hand of 
Jehovah my God was upon me, and I gathered together ont 
of Israel chief men to go up with me. 


CHAP. VIlI.—And these are the heads of their fathers, with 1 
the genealogy of them that went up with me from Babylon, 
in the reign of Artaxerxes the king. Of the sons of Phine- 2 
has, Gershom; of the sons of Ithamar, Daniel; of the sons 
of David, Hattush. Of the sons of Shechaniah (of the sons 3 
of Pharosh), Zechariah ; and with him were reckoned by 
gencalogy of the males a hundred and fifty. Of the sons of 4 
Pahath-moab, Elihoenai the son of Zeraiah, and with him 
two hundred males. Of the sons of Shechaniah, the son of 5 
Jahaziel, and with him three hundred males. And of the 6 
sons of Adin, Ebed the son of Jonathan, and with him fifty 
males. And of the sons of Elam, Jeshaiah the son of Atha- 7 
liah, and with him seventy males. And of the sons ofs 
Shephatiah, Zebadiah the son of Michael, and with him 
eighty males. Of the sons of Joab, Obadiah the son of 9 
Jehiel, and with him two hundred and eighteen males. And 10 
of the sons of Shelomith, the son of Josiphiah, and with him 
a hundred and sixty males. And of the sons of Bebai, 11 
Zechariah the son of Bebai, and with lim twenty-eight 
males. And of the sons of Azgad, Johanan the son of 12 
Hakkatan, and with him a hundred and ten males. And of 13 
the last sons of Adonikam, whose names are these, Eliphelct, 
Jeiel, and Shemaiah, and with them sixty males. And of 14 
the sons of Bigvai, Uthai, and Zabbud, and with them scventy 
males. 

And I gathered them together to the river that runneth to 15 
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Ahava; and we encamped there in tents three days: and I 
viewed the people, and the pnests, and found there none of the 
sons of Levi. Then I sent for Hhezer, for Ariel, for Shemaiah, 
and for Elnathan, and for Janb, and for Elnathan, and for 
Nathan, and for Zechariah, and for Meshullam, chief men ; 
also for Joiarib, and for Elnathan, discerning men. And I sent 
them with commandment unto Iddo the chief at the place 
Casiphia, and I told them what they should say unto Iddo, 
and to his brethren the Nethinim, at the place Casiphia, that 
they should bring unto us ministers for the house of our God. 
And by the good hand of our God upon us they brought us 
a man of understanding, of the sons of Mahh, the son of Levi, 
the son of Israel; and Sherebiah with his sons and his 
brethren, eighteen ; and Hasahiah, and with him Jeshaiah of 
the sons of Mer ari, ‘his brethren and their sons, twenty ; also 
of the Nethinim, whom David and the princes had appointed 
for the service of the Levites, two hundred and twenty Nethi- 
nim: all of them were distineuished by name. 

Then I proclaimed a fast there, at the river of Ahava, that 
we might afflict ourselves before our God, to scek of him a right 
way for us, and for our little ones, and for all our substance. 
For I was ashamed to require of the king a band of soldiers 
and horsemen to help us against the enemy on the way: be- 
cause we had spoken unto ‘the king, saying, “The hand of 
our God is upon all them for good siee seck him; but his 
power and his wrath is against. all them that forsake him.’ 
So we fasted and besought our God for this ; and he was en- 
treated of us. 

Then I separated twelve of the chiefs of the pricsts, 
Sherebiah, Ilashabiah, and ten of their brethren with 
them, and weighed unto them the silver, and the gold, 
and the vessels, the offering of the house of our God, 
which the king, and his counsellors, and his princes, 


26 and all Israel there present had offered; and I weighed 


into thei hand six hundred and fifty talents of silver, 
and silver vessels a hundred talents, and of gold a hundred 
talents; also twenty basons of gold, worth a thousand daries; 

and two vessels of fine copper, precious as gold. And I said 
unto them, “ Ye are holy unto Jehovah ; the vessels are holy 
also; and the silver and the eold are a freewill-offering unto 
Jehovah God of your fathers, Be watchful, and guard them, 
until ye weigh them before the clicfs of the priests and the 
Levites, and chicfs of the fathers of Israel, at Jerusalem, 
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in the chambers of the house of Jehovah.” So the priests 30 
and the Levites took the weight of the silver and the gold, 
and the vessels, to bring them to Jerusalem unto the house of 
our God. 

Then we departed from the river of Ahava on the twelfth 
day of the first month, to go unto Jerusalem: and the hand 
of our God was upon us, and he delivered us from the hand 
of the enemy, and of such as lay in wait by the way. And 32 
we came to Jerusalem, and abode there three days. Now on 33 
the fourth day we weighed the silver and the gold and the 
vessels in the house of our God by the hand of Meremoth 
the son of Uniah the priest; and with hun was Eleazar the 
son of Phinehas; and with them were Jozabad the son of 
Jeshua, and Noadiah the son of Binnui, the Levites; every- 34 
thing by number and by weight; and all the weight was 
written at that time. 

Then the children of them that had been carried away, 35 
who were come out of the captivity, offered burnt-offerings 
unto the God of Israel, twelve bullocks for all Israel, ninety- 
six rams, seventy-seven lambs, twelve he-goats for a sin- 
offering; all as a burnt-offermmg unto Jehovah. And they 36 
delivered the king’s commands unto the king’s heutenants, 
and to the governors on this side the river; and they fur- 
thered the pcople, and the house of God. 
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CHAP. IX.—Now when these things were done, the chicf 1 
men came to me, saying, “The people of Israel, and the priests, 
and the Levites, have not separated themselves from the peo- 
ple of the lands, dotng according to their abominations,— 
the Canaanites, the Hittites, the Perzzites, the Jebusites, 
the Ammonites, the Moabites, the Egyptians, and the Amor- 
ites. For they have taken of their daughters for them- 
selves, and for their sons; so that the holy seed have min- 
cled themselves with the people of the lands; yea, the hand 
of the chief men and rulers hath been first in this trans- 
eression.” And when I heard this thing, I rent my garment 3 
and my mantle, and plucked hair from my head and my 
beard, and sat down astonished. ‘Then were assembled unto 4 
me every one that revered the words of the God of Israel, 
beeause of the transgression of those that had been earned 
away; and I sat astonished until the evening sacrifice. 

And at the evening sacrifice I arose up from my affliction; 5 
aud with my garment and my mantle rent, I fell upon my 
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knees, and spread out my hands unto Jehovah my God, and 
said, 

“QO my God, I am ashamed and blush to lift up my face 
to thee, my God; for our inquities are increased over our 
head, and our guilt is grown up unto the heavens. Since 
the days of our fathers have we been in great guilt unto this 
day; and for our iniquitics have we, our kings, and our 
priests, been delivered into the hand of the kings of the 
lands, to the sword, to captivity, and to spoiling, and to con- 
fusion of face, as it is this day. And now for a little space 
erace hath been showed from Jehovah, our God, to leave us a 
remnant to escape, and to give us an abode in his holy place, 
that our God may lighten our eyes, and give us a little re- 
viving in our bondage. For bondnien we were; yet our God 
hath not forsaken us in our bondage, but hath extended 
inerey unto us in the sight of the kings of Persia, to give us 
a reviving, to set up the house of our God, and to repair the 
desolations thereof, and to give usa wall in Judah and in 
Jerusalem. And now, O our God, what shall we say after 
this? for we have forsaken thy commandments, which thou 
hast commanded by thy servants the prophets, saying, ‘The 
land, unto which ye go to possess it, is a Jand of impurity, 
through the impurity ‘of the peoples ‘of the land, with their 
Mp sciations, who have filled it from one end to another 
with their uwneleanness. Now therefore give not your 
daughters unto thir sons, neither take their daughters unto 
your sons, nor scek their peace or their wealth for ever; that 
ye may be strong, and eat the good of the land, and leave it 
for an inheritance to your children for ever.’ And after all 
that is come upon us for our evil deeds, and for our great 
cuilt, seeing that thou our God hast punished us less than 
our iniquitics deserve, and hast given us such deliverance as 
this; should we again break thy omerndnicn and join 1 
marriage with the people of these abominations? Wouldest 
not thou be angry with us till thou hadst consumed us, so 


3 that there should be 1o remnant nor escaping? O Jehovah 
ping 


God of Israel, thon art mghteous; for we yet remain escaped, 
as it is this day: behold, we are before thee in our guilt; for 
we cannot stand before thee because of this.” 


CHAP. X.—Now when Ezra had prayed, and when he 
had confessed, weeping and casting himself down before the 


house of God, there gathered together unto him out of Israel 
Vere It. Z 
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avery great congregation of men and women and children ; 
for the people wept very much. And Shechaniah the son of 2 
Jehiel, one of the sons of Elam, answered and said unto 
Ezra, *‘ We have transgressed against our God, and have 
taken strange wives of the people of the land; yet now 
there is hope in Israel concerning this thing. Now there- 3 
fore let us make a covenant with our God, to put away all the 
wives, and such as are born of them, according to the coun- 
sel of my lord, and of those that tremble at the command- 
ment of our God; and let it be done according to the law. 
Arise; for this matter belongeth unto thee; we also will be 
with thee ; be of good courage, and do it.” 

Then arose Ezra, and made the chief of the priests, of the 5 
Levites, and of all Israel, to swear that they would do accord- 
ing to this word. And they sware. Then Ezra rose up from 6 
pefore the house of God, and went into the chamber of Jo- 
hanan the son of Eliashib: and he came thither; he did eat 7 
no bread, nor drink water; for he mourned because of the 
transgression of them that had been carried away. And they 
made proclamation throughout Judah and Jerusalem unto all 
the children of the captivity, that they should gather them- 
selves together unto Jerusalem; and that whosoever would s 
not come within three days, according to the counsel of the 
chief men and the elders, all his substance should be for- 
feited, and himself separated from the congregation of them 
that had been carried away. 

Then all the men of Judah and Benjamin gathered them- 9 
selves together unto Jerusalem within three days. It was 
the ninth month, on the twentieth day of the month; and 
all the people sat in the open space of the house of God, 
trembling because of this matter, and for the heavy rain. 
And Iizra the priest stood up, and said unto them, “ Ye 10 
have transgressed, and have taken strange wives, to in- 
erease the guilt of Isracl. Now therefore make confession 11 
unto Jehovah God of your fathers, and do his pleasure ; and 
separate yourselycs from the people of the land, and from the 
strange wives.” 

Then all the congregation answered and said with a loud 12 
voice, “As thou. hast said, so must we do. But the people 13 
are many, and it is a time of much rain, and we are uot able 
to stand without, neither zs this a work of one day or two: 
for we are many who have offended in this thing. Jct now 14 
our chicf men of all the congregation stand, and let all those 
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who have taken strange wives in our eities come at stated 
times, and with them the elders of every city, and the judges 
thereof, until the fieree wrath of our God for this matter be 
is turned from us.” Only Jonathan the son of Asahel and 
Jahaziah the son of Tikvah stood up agaist this; and Mes- 
16 hullam and Shabbethai the Levite helped them. But the 
ehildren of the captivity did so. 

And Ezra the priest, with certain heads of the fathers, 
after the house of their fathers, and all of them by their 
names, were separated, and sat down in the first day of the 

17 tenth month to examine the matter. And they made an end 
with all the men that had taken strange wives by the first 
1s day of the first month. And among the sons of the priests 
there were found that had taken strange wives; of the sons 
of Jeshua the son of Jozodak, and his brethren, Maaseiah, 
i9 and Eliezer, and Jarib, and Gedahah. And they gave their 
hands that they would put away their wives; and being 
20 guilty, they offered a ram of the flock for their guilt. And 
21 of the sons of Immer; Hanani, and Zebadiah. And of the 
sons of Harim; Maasciah, and Elyah, and Shemaiah, and 
22 Jehiel, and Uzziah. And of the sons of Pashur; Elioenat, 
23 Maaseiah, Ishmacl, Nethaneel, Jozabad, and Elasah. Also 
of the Levites; Jozabad, and Shimei, and Kelaiah (the same 
21 is Kelita), Pethahiah, Judah, and Ehezer. Of the singers 
also; Khashib: and of the door-keepers; Shallum, and 
25 Telem, and Urn. Moreover of Israel: of the sons of Parosh ; 
Ramiah, and Jeziah, and Malchiah, and Miamin, and Eleazar, 
26 and Malehijah, and Benaiah. And of the sons of Elam; 
Mattaniah, Zeehariah, and Jechiel, and Abdi, and Jeremoth, 
a7 and Vhah. And of the sons of Zattu; Ehoenai, Eliashib, 
23 Mattamiah, and Jeremoth, and Zabad, and Aziza. Of the 
sons also of Bebai; Jehohanan, Hananiah, Zabbai, Ath- 
o9 lai. And of the sons of Bani; Meshullam, Mallueh, and 
30 Adaiah, Jashub, and Sheal, and Ramoth. And of the sons 
of Pahath-moab; Adna, and Chelal, Benaiah, Maaseiah, Mat- 
31 taniah, Bezaleel, and Binnw, and Manasseh. And of the 
sons of Harm; Khezer, Ishijah, Malehiah, Shemaiah, Shi- 
33 meon, Benjamin, Mallueh, Shemariah. Of the sons of 
Ylashum; Mattenai, Mattathah, Zebad, Eliphelet, Jeremai, 
31 Manassch, Shimei. Of the sons of Bani; Maadai, Aniram, 
36 and Uel, Benaiah, Bedeiah, Chelluh, Vaniah, Mcremoth, Eli- 
3s ashib, Mattaniah, Mattenai, and Jaasau, and Bani, and Bin- 
40 nui, Shimei, and Shelemiah, and Nathan, and Adaiah, Mach- 
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nadebai, Shashai, Sharai, Azareel, and Shelemiah, Shemariah, 41 
Shallum, Amariah, Joseph. Of the sons of Nebo; Jeiel, 43 
Mattithiah, Zabad, Zcbina, Jadau, and Joel, Benaiah. All 44 
these had taken strange wives; and some of them had wives 
by whom they had children. 
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CHAP. I.—The words of Nehemiah the son of Hacha- 
hah. 

And it came to pass m the month Chislcu, in the 
twenticth year, as I was in Shusan the palace, that Hanani, 
one of my brethren, came, he and certain men of Judah; and 
I asked them concerning the Jews that had escaped, who 
were left of the captivity, and coneerning Jerusalem. And 
they said unto me, “The remnant that are left of the eaptivity 
there in the province are in great affliction and reproach : the 
wall of Jerusalem also is broken down, and the gates thercof 
are burned with fire.” 

And it came to pass, when I heard these words, that I sat 
down and wept, and moumed some days, and fasted, and 


5 prayed before the God of heaven, and said, “I bescech thee, 
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O Jehovah God of heaven, the great and terrible God, that 
keepeth covenant and mercy for them that love him and keep 


; his commandments ; Ict thine ear now be attentive, and thine 


eyes open, that thou mayest hear the prayer of thy servant, 
which I pray before thee now, day and night, for the children 
of Israel thy servants, and while J contess the sins of the 
ehildren of Israel, which we have sinned against thec; which 
both I and my father’s house have sinned. We have dealt 
very corruptly against thee, and have not kept the eommand- 
ments, nor the statutes, nor the judgments, which thou eom- 
mandedst thy servant Moscs, NRemember, I beseech thee, 
the word that thou commandedst thy servant Moses, saying, 
‘If ye transeress, I will scatter you abroad among the nations: 
but ¢f ye turn unto me, and keep my commandments, and do 
them; though they were of you east out unto the uttermost 
part of the heaven, yet will I gather them from thence, and will 
bring them unto the place that I have chosen, to let my name 
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dwell there.’ Now these are thy servants and thy people, 10 
whom thou hast redeemed by thy great power, and by thy 
strong hand. O Lord, I beseech thee, let now thine ear be 11 
attentive to the prayer of thy servant, and to the prayer of 
thy servants, who desire to fear thy name ; and prosper, I pray 
thee, thy servant this day, and grant him mercy in the sight 
of this man.” 


Now I was the king’s cupbearer : 

CHAP. If.—And it came to pass in the month Nisan, in 1 
the twenticth year of Artaxerxes the king, that wine was be- 
fore him; and I took up the wine, and gave it unto the king. 
Now I had not before been sad in his presence. Wherefore 2 
the king said unto me, ‘‘ Why is thy countenance sad, seeing ° 
thou art not sick? this is nothing but sorrow of heart.” 
Then I was very sore afraid, and said unto the king, “ Let 3 
the king live for ever: why should not my countenance be 
sad, when the city, the place of my father’s sepulchres, Leth 
waste, and the gates thereof are consumed with fire ?” 

Then the king said unto me, “ tor what dost thou make 4 
request??? So I prayed to the God of heaven. And I said 5 
unto the king, ‘If it please the king, and if thy servant have 
found favour in thy sight, that thou wouldest send me unto 
Judah, unto the eity of my fathers’ sepulehres, that I may 
build it.” 

And the king said unto me (the queen also sitting by 6 
him), “ For how long shall thy journey be? and when wilt 
thou return?” So it pleased the king to send me; and I pro- 
posed to him atime. Moreover I said unto the king, “If it 7 
please the king, let letters be given me to the governors beyond 
the river, that they may allow me to pass till I come into Judah ; 
and a letter unto Asaph the keeper of the king’s forest, that 
he may give me timber to make beams for the gates of the 
palace which is by the temple, and for the wall of the city, 
and for the house that I shall enter into.’ And the king 
granted me, according to the good hand of my God upon me. 

Then I came to the governors beyond the river, and gave 
them the king’s letters. Now the king had sent captains of 
the army and horsemen with me. When Sanballat the Ho- 10 
ronite, and Tobiah the servant, the Ammonite, heard of it, it 
erieved them excecdingly that there was come a man to scek 
the welfare of the ehildren of Israel. 

So I came to Jerusalem, and was there three days. And i 
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12 I arose in the night, I and a few men with me; neither told I 
any man what my God had put into my heart to do for Jeru- 
salem; neither was there any beast with me, save the beast 

13 that I rode upon. And I went out by night by the gate of 
the valley, even before the dragon well, and to the dung gate, 
and viewed the walls of Jerusalem, whieh were broken down, 

14 and the gates thereof were consumed with fire. ‘Then I went 
on to the gate of the fountain, and to the king’s pool; but 
there was no place for the beast that was under me to pass. 

15 Then went I up in the night by the brook, and viewed the 
wall, and turned back, and entered by the gate of the valley, 
and returned. 

i6 And the rulers knew not whither I went, or what I did; 
neither had I as yet told it to the Jews, nor to the priests, 
nor to the nobles, nor to the rulers, nor to the rest that did 

17 the work. Then said I unto them, “ Ye see the distress that 
we arc in, how Jerusalem lieth waste, and the gates thereof 
are burned with fire; come, and let us build up the wall of 

is Jerusalem, that we be no more a reproach.” Then I told 
them of the hand of my God which was good upon me; as 
also the king’s words whieh he had spoken unto me. And 
they said, “ Let us rise upand build.” So they strengthened 
their hands for this good work. 

19 But when Sanballat the Horonite, and Tobiah the servant, 
the Ammonite, and Geshem the Arabian, heard it, they laughed 
us to scorn, and despised us, and said, “ What is this thing 

20 that ye do? Will ye rebel against the king?” Then an- 
swered I them, and said unto them, “The God of heaven, he 
will prosper us; therefore we his servants will arise and build : 
but ye have no portion, nor right, nor memorial, in Jerusalem.” 


1 CHAP. I].—Then Ehashib the high priest rose up with 
his brethren the priests, and they built the sheep gate; they 
sanctified it, and set up the doors of it; even unto the tower 
of Meah they sanctified it, unto the tower of Hananeel. 

2 And next unto him built the men of Jericho. And next to 
them built Zaecur the son of Imri. 

3 But the fish gate did the sons of Hassenaah build; they 
laid the beams thereof, and set up the doors thereof, the loeks 

4 thereof, and the bars thereof. And next unto them repaired 
Meremoth the son of Urijah, the son of Koz. And next 
unto them repaired Meshullam the son of Bereehiah, the son 
of Meshezabeel. And next unto them repaired Zadok the 
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son of Baana. And next unto them the Tekoites repaired ; 5 
but their nobles put not their necks to the work of their 
Lord. 

Moreover the old gate repaired Jehoiada the son of Pasea, 6 
and Meshullam the son of Besodeiah; they laid the beams 
thereof, and set up the doors thereof, and the locks thereof, 
and the bars thereof. And next unto them repaired Melatiah 7 
the Gibeonite, and Jadon the Meronothite, the men of Gibeon, 
and of Mizpah, unto the tribunal of the governor on this side 
the river. Next unto him repaired Uzzicl the son of Har- s 
haiah, of the goldsmiths. Next unto him also repaired 
Hananiah the son of one of the perfume-makers; but they 
had left Jerusalem standing unto the broad wall. And next 9 
unto them repaired Rephaiah the son of Hur, the chief of 
half the’ district of Jerusalem. And next unto them re- 10 
paired Jedaiah the son of Harumaph, even over against his 
house. And next unto him repaired Hattush the son of 
Hashabniah. Malehijah the son of Harim, and Hashub the 11 
son of Pahath-moab, repaired a second portion, and the tower 
of the furnaces. And the next unto him repaired Shallum 12 
the son of Halohesh, the chief of the other half of the dis- 
trict of Jerusalem, he and his daughters. 

The valley gate repaired Hanun, and the inhabitants of 13 
Zanoah ; they built it, and set up the doors thereof, the loeks 
thereof, end the bars thereof, and a thousand eubits on the 
wall unto the dung gate. , 

But the dung gate repaired Malchiah the son of Rechab, 14 
the chief of the district of Beth-haccerem; he built it, and 
set up the doors thereof, the locks thereof, and bars thereof. 

But the gate of the fountain repaired Shallum the son of 15 
Col-hozeh, the chief of the district of Mizpah; he built it, 
and covered it, and set up the doors thereof, the locks thereof, 
and the bars thercof, and the wall of the pool of Siloah by 
the king’s garden, and unto the stairs that go down from the 
city of David. After him repaired Nehemiah the son of 16 
Azbuk, the chief of half of the district of Beth-zur, unto a 
place over against the sepulchres of David, and to the pool 
that was made, and unto the house of the warriors. And 17 
after him repaired the Levites, Rehum the son of Bani. Next 
unto him repaired Hashabiah, the chicf of half of the dis- 
trict of Keilah, for his district. After him repaired their 1s 
brethren, Bavai the son of Henadad, the chief of half of the 
district of Keilah. And next to him repaired Kizer the son 19 
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of Jeshua, the chief of Mizpah, a second portion over against 
the ascent to the armoury at the turning of the wall. 

20 After him Baruch the son of Zabbai zealously repaired a 

second portion, from the turning of the wall unto the door of 

the house of Ehiashib the high priest. Aftcr him repaired 

Meremoth the son of Urijah, the son of Koz, a sceond por- 

tion, from the door of the house of Ehashib, even to the 

22 end of the house of Ehashib. And after him repaired the 

23 priests, the men of the plain. After him repaired Ben- 
jamin and Hashub over against their house. After him 
repaired Azariah the son of Maaseiah the son of Ananiah by 

21 his house. After him repaired Binnui the son of Henadad 
a second portion, from the house of Azariah unto the turn- 

25 ng of the wall, even unto the corner. Palal the son of Uzai, 
over agaist the turning of the wall, and the tower which 
standeth out from the king’s upper house, that was by the 
court of the prison. After him Pedaiah the son of Parosh. 

26 Moreover the Nethinim dwelt in Ophel, unto a place over 
against the water gate toward the east, and the tower that 
standeth out. 

27 After them the Tckoites repaired a second portion, over 
against the great tower that standeth out, even unto the wall 
of Ophel. 

2s From above the horse gate repaired the priests, every one 

29 over against his house. After them repaired Zadok the son 
of Immer over against his house. After him repaired also 
Shemaiah the son of Shechaniah) the keeper of the east gate. 

30 After him repaired Hananiah the son of Shelemiah, and 
Hanun the sixth son of Zalaph, a seeond portion. After him 
repaired Meshullam the son of Berechiah over against his 
chamber. After him repaired Malchiah the goldsmith’s son 
unto the house of the Nethinim, and of the merchants, over 
against the gate Miphkad, and to the upper chamber of the 
corner. And between the upper chamber of the corner and 
the sheep gate repaired the goldsmiths and the merchants. 
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CHAP. IV.—But it came to pass, that when Sanballat 
heard that we were building the wall, he was wroth, and greatly 
2 vexed: and he mocked the Jews, and spake before his brethren 

and the army of Samaria, and said, “ What do these fecble 
Jews? will they be allowed? will they saerifice? will they 
now make an end? will they retive the stones out of the heaps 
3 of rubbish which are burned? ”’? Now Tobiah the Ammonite 
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was by him, and he said, “ Even that which they build, if a 
fox go up, he shall even break down their stone wall.” 


Hear, O our God; for we are despised; and turn back 4 


their reproach upon their own head, and give them for a prey 
in the land of captivity ; and cover not their imiquity, and let 
not their sin be blotted out from before thee; for they have 
provoked thee to anger before the builders. 

So we built the wall; and all the wall was joined together 
unto the half thereof: for the people had a heart to work. 

But it came to pass, that when Sanballat, and Tobiah, and 
the Arabians, and the Ammonites, andthe Ashdodites, heard 
that the walls of Jerusalem were being restored, and that the 
breaches began to be stopped, then they were very wroth, 
and conspired all of them together to come and to fight 
against Jerusalem, and to hinder it. Nevertheless we made 
our prayer unto our God, and sct a guard against them day 
and night, because of them. Then Judah said, “The strength 
of the bearers of burdens faileth, and there is much rubbish ; 
so that we are not able to build the wall.” And our adver- 
saries said, “They shall not know, neither see, till we come 
into the midst among them, and slay them, and cause the 
work to cease.” 

And it came to pass, that when the Jews who dwelt by 
them came, and told ¢his unto us ten times, from all places 
whence they returned unto us, then I set nm the lower places 
behind the wall, and on the gher places, I set the people 
after their families with their swords, their spears, and their 
bows. And I looked, and rose up, and said unto the nobles, 
and to the rulers, and to the rest of the people, “ Be not ye 
afraid of them; remember the Lord, the great and terrible, 
and fight for your brethren, your sons, and your daughters, 
your wives, and your houses.” 

And it came to pass, when our enemies heard that 1t was 
known unto us, that God brought their counsel to nought, 
and we returned all of us to the wall, every one unto his 
work, And it came to pass from that time forth, that the 
half of my servants wrought in the work, and the other half 
of them held the spcars, the shields, and the bows, and the 
corslets; and the chief men were behind all the house of 
Judah. They that built on the wall, and they that bare 
burdens, with those that laded, each with one of his hands 
wrought in the work, and with the other hand held a weapon. 
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as he built; and he that sounded the trumpet was by me. 
And I said unto the nobles, and to the rulers, and to the rest 
of the people, “The work is great and large, and we are 
separated upon the wall, one far from another ; m what place 
ye hear the sound of the trumpet, resort ye thither unto 
us: our God shall fight for us.” 

So we laboured in the work; and half of them held the 
spears, from the msing of the morning till the stars came 
forth. Likewise at the same time I said unto the people, 
“Let every one with his servant lodge within Jerusalem, that 
in the night they may be a guard to us, and work by day.” 
So neither I, nor my brethren, nor my servants, nor the men 
of the guard which followed me, none of us put off our 
clothes ; every one went with his weapon for water. 


CHLAP. V.—And there was a great cry of the people and 
of their wives against their brethren the Jews. For there 
were some that said, “ We, our sons, and our daughters, are 
many ; therefore let us get corn for them, that we may eat, and 
live.” Some also there were that said, ‘‘ We have mortgaged 
our lands, vineyards, and houses, that we may get corn, 
beeause of the dearth.’ There were also that said, ‘“‘ We 
have borrowed moncy for the king’s tribute, wpon our lands 
and vineyards. And now our flesh is as the flesh of our 
brethren, our children as their children: but, lo, we bring 
ito bondage our sons and our daughters to be servants, and 
some of our daughters are brought unto bondage already : 
neither 1s 1t in our power ¢o redeem them; for other men have 
our lands and vineyards.” 

And I was very angry when I heard their cry and these 
words. Then I considered within myself, and I rebuked the 
nobles, and the rulers, and said unto them, “ Ye exact usury, 
every one of his brother.” And I appointed a great assem- 
bly coneerning them. And I said unto them, “ We after our 
ability have redeemed our brethren the Jews, who were sold 
unto the heathen; and will ye even sell your brethren? or 
shall they be sold unto us?” Then they held ther peace, 
and found no answer. I also said, “That which ye do 1s not 
good: ought ye not to walk in the fear of our God because 
of the reproach of the heathen our enemies? I hkewise, and 
my brethren, and my servants, have lent them money and 
corn: I pray you, let us leave off this usury. estore, I 
pray you, to them, even this day, their lands, their vineyards, 
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their oliveyards, and their houses, also the interest of money, 
and corn, wine, and oil, which ye exaet of them.” 

Then said they, ‘ We will restore them, and will require 
nothing of them ; so will we do as thou sayest.” Then I 
called the priests, and made them take an oath to do aecord- 
ing to this promise. I also shook my lap, and said, “So 
may God shake out every man from his house, and from his 
labour, that performeth not this promise, even thus may he 
be shaken out and emptied.’ And all the congregation said, 
“ Amen,” and praised Jehovah. And the people did according 
to this promise. 

Moreover from the time that I was appointed to be their 
governor in the land of Judah, from the twentieth year even 
unto the two and thirtieth year of Artaxerxes the king, twelve 
years, [ and my brethren have not eaten the bread due to 
me as governor. But the former governors who had been 
before me had oppressed the people, and had taken of them 
bread and wine, beside forty shekels of silver; yea, even 
then servants bare rule over the people: but so did not I, 
because of the fear of God. Moreover, also, I eontinucd in 
the work of this wall, neither bought we any land; and all 
my servants were gathered together there upon the work. 
And there were at my table a hundred and fifty of the 
Jews and rulers, beside those who came unto us from among 
the heathen that were about us. Now that wlnch was pre- 
pared for me daily was one ox and six choice sheep; also 
fowls were prepared for me, and once in ten days store of 
all sorts of wine; and with all this I reqmred not the bread 
due to me as governor, because the bondage was heavy upon 
this people. 

Remember inc, my God, for good iv all that I have done 
for this people. 


CHAP. VI.—Now it came to pass, when Sanballat, and 
Tobiah, and Geshem the Arabian, and the rest of our enemies, 
heard that I had built the wall, and that there was no breach 
left therein (though at that time I had not set up the doors 
upon the gates), that Sanballat and Geshem sent unto me, 
saying, “Come, Ict us meet together in the villages in the 
plain of Ono.” But they thought to do me evil. And I 
sent messengers unto them, saying, “I am domg a great 
work, so that I cannot come down; why should the work 
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sent unto me four times after this manner; and I answered 
them after the same manner. 

5 Then Sanballat sent his servant unto me in like manner 

6 the fifth time, with an open letter in his hand; wherein was 
written : “It is reported among the heathen, and Gashmu 
saith, that thou and the Jews think to rebel; for which cause 
thou buildest the wall, that thou mayest be their king, accord- 

7 ing to these words. And thou hast also appointed prophets 

to proclaim eoncerning thee at Jerusalem, saying, ‘There is a 

king in Judah: and now shall it be reported to the king 

according to these words. Come now therefore, and let us 
take counsel together.” 

Then [I sent unto him, saying, “There are no such things 
done as thou sayest, but thou feignest them out of thine own 
heart.”” For they would all make us afraid, saying, “ Their 
hands shall be weakened from the work, that it be not done.” 
Now therefore, O God, strengthen my hands. 
i0 Then I came unto the house of Shemaiah the son of Dela- 

iah the son of Mchctabeel, who was shut up; and he said, 

“ Let us meet together in the house of God, within the tem- 

ple, and let us shut the doors of the temple; for they will 

come to slay thee; even to-night will they come to slay thee.”’ 

11 And I said, “ Should such a man as I flee? and who is there, 
that, beeng as I am, would go into the temple to save his life ? 

12 L will not go m.” And, lo, I perceived that God had not 
sent him: but that he spoke the prophecy concerning me, 

13 because Tobiah and Sanballat had hired him. Therefore was 
he hired, that I should be afraid, and do so, and sin, and that 
they might have matter for an evil report, that they might 
reproach me. 

14 My God, remember thou Tobiah and Sanballat according to 
these their works, and also the prophetess Noadiah, and the 
rest of the prophets, who would have put me in fear. 

15 Sothe wall was finished in the twenty-fifth day of the month 

i6 Kul, in fifty-two days. And it came to pass, when all our 
enemies heard thereof, that all the heathen that were about 
us were afraid, and were much cast down in their own eycs ; 
for they knew that this work was wrought of our God. 

17 Moreover in those days the nobles of Judah sent many 
letters unto Tobiah, and the letters of Tobiah eame unto 

is them. For there were many in Judah sworn unto him, be- 
cause he was the son-in-law of Shechamah the son of Arah; 
and his son Johanan had taken the daughter of Meshullam 
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the son of Berechiah. They also spoke of his good deeds be- 19 
fore me, and reported my words to him. And Tobiah sent 
letters to put me im fear. 


CHAP. VII.—Now it came to pass, when the wall was 1 
built, and I had set up the doors, and the door-keepers and 
the singers and the Levites were appointed, that I gave my 
brother Hanani, and Hananiah, the chief of the palace, 
charge over Jerusalem; for he was a faithful man, and feared 
God above many. And I said unto them, “Let not the s 
vates of Jerusalem be opened until the sun be hot ; and while 
they stand by, let them shut the doors, and bar them: and 
appoint watches of the inhabitants of Jerusalem, every one 
in his watch, and every one over against his house.” 

Now the city was spacious and great; but the people were 4 
few therein, and the houses were not built. And my God 5 
put into my heart to gather together the nobles, and the 
rulers, and the people, that they might be reckoned by gene- 
alogy. And I found a register of the genealogy of those 
who eame up at the first; and I found thus written therein : 

«These are the ehildren of the province, that went up out 6 
of the eaptivity, of them that had been carried away, whom 
Nebuchadnezzar the king of Babylon had carried away, and 
who came again to Jerusalem and to Judah, every one unto 
his city; who came with Zerubbabel, Jeshua, Nehemiah, 7 
Azaria, Raamiah, Nahamani, Mordecai, Bilshan, Mispereth, 
Bigvai, Nehum, Baanab. 

The number of the men of the people of Israel:—The s 
children of Parosh, two thousand a hundred and seventy- 
two. The children of Shephatiah, three hundred and 9 
seventy-two. The ehildren of Arah, six hundred and fifty- 10 
two. The children of Pahath-moab, of the children of 11 
Jeshua and Joab, two thousand eight hundred and eighteen. 
The children of Elam, a thousand two hundred and fifty- 12 
four. The children of Zattu, eight hundred and forty-five. 13 
The children of Zaccai, seven hundred and sixty. The 15 
children of Binnui, six hundred and forty-eight. The children 16 
of Bebai, six hundred and twenty-eight. The children of 17 
Azgad, two thousand three hundred and twenty-two. The 1s 
children of Adonikam, six hundred and sixty-seven. The 19 
children of Bigvai, two thousand and sixty-seven. ‘The 20 
children of Adin, six hundred and fifty-five. The children 21 
of Ater of the family of Wezekiah, ninety-cight. The 22 
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23 children of Hashum, three hundred and twenty-eight. The 
23 children of Bezai, three hundred and twenty-four. The 
25 children of Hariph, a hundred and twelve. The children of 

26 Gibeon, ninety-five. The men of Beth-lehem and Nctophah, 

27a hundred and eighty-cight. The men of Anathoth, a 

os hundred and twenty-eight. The men of Bethazmaveth, 

29 forty-two. The men of Kairjath-jearim, Chephirah, and 

30 Beeroth, seven hundred and forty-three. The men of Ramah 

31 and Gaba, six hundred and twenty-one. The men of Mich- 

32 mas, a hundred and twenty-two. The men of Beth-el and 

33 Ai, a hundred and twenty-three. The men of the other 

34 Nebo, fifty-two. The children of the other Elam, a thousand 

35 two hundred and fifty-four. The children of Harim, three 

36 hundred and twenty. The children of Jericho, three hundred 

37 and forty-five. The children of Lod, Hadid, and Ono, seven 

38 hundred and twenty-one. The children of Senaah, three 
thousand nine hundred and thirty. 

39 The priests: the children of Jedaiah, of the house of 

4o Jeshua, nme hundred and seventy-three. The children of 

41 Immer, a thousandand fifty-two. The children of Pashur, a 

42 thousand two hundred and forty-seven. The children of 
Harim, a thousand and seventeen. 

a3 The Levites: the children of Jeshua, of the family of 
Kadmiel, and of the children of Hodevah, seventy-four. 

41 The singers: the children of Asaph, a hundred and forty- 
eight. 

45 The door-keepers: the children of Shallum, the clildren 
of Ater, the children of Talmon, the children of Akkub, the 
children of Hatita, the children of Shobai, a hundred and 
thirty-eight. 

46 The Nethmim: the children of Ziha, the children of Ha- 

47 shupha, the children of Tabbaoth, the children of Keros, the 

48 children of Sia, the children of Padon, the children of Lebana, 

49 the children of Hagaba, the children of Shalmai, the children 

50 of Hanan, the children of Giddel, the children of Gahar, the 
children of Reaiah, the children of Rezin, the children of 

51 Nekoda, the children of Gazzam, the children of Uzza, the 

52 children of Phaseah, the eluldren of Besa, the children of 

53 Meunim, the children of Nephishecsim, the children of Bak- 

54 buk, the’ children of Hakupha, the children of Harhur, the 
children of Bazlith, the clildren of Mcehida, the children of 

55 Harsha, the children of Barkos, the children of Siscra, the 

56 children of Tamah, the children of Neziah, the children of 
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Hatipha. The children of Solomon’s servants: the children 
of Sotai, the children of Sophereth, the children of Perida, 
the children of Jaala, the children of Darkon, the children 
of Giddel, the children of Shephatiah, the children of Hattil, 
the children of Pochereth Hazzebaim, the children of Amon. 
All the Nethinim, and the children of Solomon’s servants, 
were three hundred and ninety-two. 

And these are they who went up from Tel-melah, Tel- 
haresha, Cherub, Addon, and Immer; but they could not 
show their father’s house, nor their descent, whether they 
were of Israel: the children of Delaiah, the children of To- 
biah, the children of Nekoda, six hundred and forty-two. 

And of the priests: the children of Habaiah, the children 
of Hakoz, the children of Barzillai, who took a wife of the 
daughters of Barzillai the Gileadite, and was called after their 
name. These sought their genealogical register, but it was 
not found; therefore were they, as polluted, put from the 
priesthood. And the deputy said unto them that they should 
not eat of the most holy things, till there stood up a priest 
with Uri and Thummim. 

The whole congregation together was forty-two thousand 
three hundred and sixty, beside their man-servants and 
their maid-servants ; these were seven thousand three hundred 
apd thirty-seven; and among them were two hundred and 
forty-five smging men and singing women. Their horses 
were seven hundred and thirty-six; their mules, two hundred 
and forty-five; their camels, four hundred and thirty-five ; 
asses, six thousand seven hundred and twenty. 

And some of the heads of the fathers gave unto the work. 
The deputy gave to the treasure a thousand darics of gold, 
fifty basons, five hundred and thirty priests’ garments. And 
some of the heads of the fathers gave to the treasure of the 
work twenty thousand dances of gold, and two thousand and 
two hundred manehs of silver. And that which the rest of 
the people gave was twenty thousand daries of gold, and two 
thousand manehs of silver, and sixty-seven priests’ gar- 
ments. 

So the priests, and the Levitcs, and the door-kcepers, and 
the singers, and the people, and the Nethinim, and all Isracl, 
dwelt in their cities. 

And when the seventh month came, the children of Isracl 
were in their cities. CHAP. VIII.—And all the people 
gathered themselves together as one man into the open space 
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that was before the water gate; and they spake unto Ezra 

the scribe to bring the book of the law of Moses, which Je- 
2hovah had enjoined upon Israel. And Ezra the priest 

brought the law before the congregation both of men and 

women, and all that could hear with understanding, upon 
3 the first day of the seventh month. And hie read therein be- 
fore the open space that was before the water gate, from the 
morning until mid-day, in presence of the men and the 
wonen, and those that could understand ; and the ears of all 
the people were attentive unto tae book of the law. And 
Ezra the scribe stood upon a stage of wood, which they had 
made for the purpose; and beside him stood Mattithiah, and 
Shema, and Anaiah, and Unjah, and Hilkiah, and Maaseiah, 
on his night hand; and on his Ieft hand, Pedaiah, and Mi- 
shacl, and Malchiah, and Hashum, and Hashbadana, Zecha- 
riah, and Mecshullam. And Ezra opened the book in the 
sight of all the people; (for he was above all the people ;)} 
and when he opened it, all the people stood up; and Ezra 
blessed Jehovah, the great God. And all the people answered, 
“Amen, Amen,” hfting up their hands: and they bowed 
their heads, and worshipped Jehovah with their faces to the 
eronnd., Also Jeshua, and Bani, and Sherebia, Jamin, Ak- 
kub, Shabbethai, Hodijah, Maaseiah, Kelita, Azariah, Joza- 
bad, Hanan, Pelaiah, and the Levites, caused the people to 
understand the law: and the people stood in their place. So 
they read in the book, in the law of God, distinctly, and gave 
the sense, and caused them to understand the reading. 

And Nehemiah, who was the deputy, and Ezra the priest 
and seribe, and the Levites that taught the people, said unto 
all the people, “This day is holy unto Jehovah your God ; 
mourn not, nor weep.” For all the people wept when they 
heard the words of the law. Then he said unto them, “ Go 
your way, cat of the fat, and drink of the swect, and send 
portions unto them for whom nothing is prepared; for this 
day is holy unto our Lord: neither be ye sorry; for the joy 
11 of Jchovah is your strength.” So the Levites stilled all the 
people, saying, ‘ Hold your peace, for the day is holy; nei- 
ther be ye grieved.” And all the people went their way to 
eat, and to drink, and to send portions, and to rejoice greatly, 
because they had understood the words that were made known 
to them. 

And on the second day were gathered together the heads 
of the fathers of all the people, the priests, and the Levites, 
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unto Ezra the seribe, even to understand the words of the 
law. And they found written in the law which Jehovah had 14 
commanded by Moses, that the children of Israel should 
dwell in booths at the feast of the seventh month; and that 15 
they should publish and proclaim in all their cities, and in 
Jerusalem, saying, “Go forth unto the mount, and fetch 
olive branches, and pine branches, and myrtle branehes, and 
palm branches, and branches of trees of thick foliage, to 
make booths, as it 1s written.” So the people went forth, 16 
and brought them, and made themselves booths, every one 
upon the roof of his house, and in their courts, and in the 
courts of the house of God, and in the open space of the 
water gate, and in the open space of the gate of Ephram. 
And all the congregation of them that were returned out of 17 
the captivity made booths, and sat under the booths: for 
since the days of Jeshua the son of Nun unto that day had 
not the children of Israel done so. And there was very great 
rejoicing. Also day by day, from the first day unto the last is 
day, he read in the book of the law of God. And they kept 
the feast seven days; and on the eighth day was an assembly, 
according to the custom. 


CHAP, IX.—Now in the twenty-fourth day of this month 1 
the children of Israel assembled with fasting, and with saek- 
cloth, and earth upon them. And the seed of Israel sepa- 2 
rated themselves from all strangers, and stood and confessed 
their sins, and the imiquities of their fathers. And they 3 
stood up in their place, and read in the book of the law of 
Jehovah their God a fourth part of the day; and a fourth 
part they confessed, and worshipped Jehovah their God. 
Then stood up upon the ascent, of the Levites, Jeshua, and 4 
Bani, Kadmiel, Shebaniah, Bunn, Sherebiah, Bani, and 
Chenani, and cried with a loud voiee unto Jehovah their 
God. 

Then the Levites, Jeshua, and Kadmiel, Bani, Hashabniah, 5 
Sherebiah, Hodijah, Shebaniah, and Pethahiah, said, 

«Stand up and bless Jehovah your God for ever and ever ; 
and blessed be thy glorious name, which is exalted above all 
blessing and praise. Thou, even thou, art Jehovah alonc; 6 
thou hast made the heavens, the heaven of heavens, with all 
their host, the earth, and all that is therein, the seas, and all 
that is therein, and thon preservest them all; and the host 
of heaven worshippeth thee. Thou, even thou art Jchovah, 7 
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the God who didst choose Abram, and broughtest him forth 
out of Ur of the Chaldees, and gavest him the name of Abra- 
gs ham; and foundest his heart faithful before thec, and madest 
a covenant with him to give the land of the Canaanites, the 
Hittites, the Amorites, and the Perizzites, and the Jebusites, 
and the Girgashites, to give it to his seed, and hast performed 
9 thy words, for thou art righteous: and thou didst see the 
affliction of our fathers in Keypt, and heardest their ery by 
10 the Red sca; and gavest signs and wonders upon Pharaoh, 
and on all his servants, and on all the people of his land; 
for thou knewest that they dealt proudly against them. So 
11 didst thou make thee a name, as it is this day. And thou 
didst divide the sea before them, so that they went through 
the midst of the sca on the dry land; and their pursuers 
thou didst cast mto the deeps, as a stone into the mighty 
waters. 
12 Moreover thou leddest them in the day by a cloudy pillar ; 
and in the night by a pillar of fire, to give them hght in the 
13 way wherein they should go. Thou camest down also upon 
mount Smai, and spakest with them from heaven, and gavest 
them right judgments, and true laws, good statutes and com- 
14 mandments; and madest known unto them thy holy sabbath, 
and didst enjoin on them commandments, and statutes, and 
15 a law, by the hand of Moses thy servant; and gavest them 
bread from heaven for their hunger, and broughtest forth 
water for them out of the rock for their thirst, and promisedst 
them that they should go in_ to possess the land which thou 
hadst sworn to give them. 
16 “ But they, even our fathers dealt proudly, and hardened their 
27 necks, and hearkened not to thy commandments, but refused 
to hearken, neither remembered thy wonders that thou didst 
amoug them ; but hardened their necks, and in their rebellion 
appointed a leader to rcturn to their bondage: but thou art 
a God ready to pardon, gracious and merciful, slow to anger, 
is and of great kindness, and forsookest them not. Yea, when 
they had made them a molten calf, and said, ‘This is thy God 
that brought thee up out of Keypt,’ and had wrought great 
19 peo ocations ; yet thou in thy manifold mereies forsookest 
them not in the wilderness : the pillar of the cloud departed 
not from them by day, to lead them in the way; neither the 
pular of fire by might, to give them light in the w ay Wherem 
they should go. 
2 = §* Thou cavest also thy good spirit to instruct them, and 
AAR 
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withheldest not thy manna from their mouth, and gavest 
them water for their thirst. Yea, forty years didst thou 21 
sustain them in the wilderness; they lacked nothing; their 
clothes waxed not old, and their feet swelled not. Moreover 22 
thou gavest them kingdoms and peoples, and didst distribute 
them: and they possessed the land of Sihon, even the land of 
the king of Heshbon, and the land of Og king of Bashan. 
Their children also multiphedst thou as the stars of heaven, 23 
and broughtest them into the land, coneerning which thou 
hadst promised to their fathers, that they should go in to 
possess it. So the children went in and possessed the land, 24 
and thou subduedst before them the inhabitants of the land, 
the Canaanites, and gavest them into their hands, with their 
kings, and the peoples of the land, that they might do with 
them as they would. And they took fortified cities, and : 
a fat land, and possessed houses full of all good things, 
wells digeed, vineyards, and oliveyards, and fruit trees in 
abundance; so they did eat, and were filled, and became fat, 
and delighted themselves in thy great goodness. 

“ Nevertheless they were disobedient, and rebelled against 
thee, and cast thy law behind their backs, and slew thy pro- 
phets who testified against them to bring them back to thee, 
and they wrought great provocations. Therefore thou dehi- 
veredst them into the hand of their enemtes, who vexed them ; 
and in the time of their trouble, when they cried unto thee, 
thou heardest from heaven; and according to thy manifold 
mercies thou gavest them saviours, who saved them out of 
the hand of their enemies. But after they had rest, they did 
evil again before thee; therefore didst thou leave them in the 
hand of their enemies, so that they had the domimion over 
them: and when they again cried unto thee, thou heardest 
from heaven: and many times didst thou deliver them aecord- 
ing to thy mercies; and testifiedst against them, that thou 
mightest bring them back unto thy jaw: yet they dealt proudly, 
and hearkened not unto thy commandments, but sinned against 
thy judgments, which a man shall do that he may live by 
them; and withdrew the shoulder, and hardened their neck, and 
hearkened not. Yet many years didst thou forbear towards 30 
them, and testifiedst against them by thy spirit, by thy pro- 
phets: but they would not give ear; therefore thou gavest them 
into the hand of the peoples of the lands. Nevertheless in thy s1 
creat mercies thou didst not utterly consume them, nor for- 
sake them; for thou art a gracious and merciful God. 
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32. Now, therefore, our God, the great, the mighty, and the 
terrible God, who keepest covenant and mercy, let not all the 
trouble seem little before thee, that hath come upon us, on 
our kings, on our chief men, and on our priests, and on our 
prophets, and on our fathers, and on all thy people, sinee the 

33 days of the kings of Assyria unto this day. Howhbcit thou 
art just in all that is brought upon us; for thou hast dealt 

34 faithfully, but we have done w ickedly: neither have our 
kings, our chief men, our priests, nor our fathers, kept thy 
law nor attended to thy commandments and thy testimonies, 

35 wherewith thou didst testify against them. Tor they have not 
served thee in their kingdom, and in thy great goodness that 
thou shewedst them, and in the large and fat lam which thou 
didst set before them, neither turned they from their wicked 

36 works. Behold, we are servants this day, and the land that 
thou gavest unto our fathers to eat the fruit thereof and the 

37 good thereof, behold, we are servants m it; and it yieldeth 
much increase unto the kings whom thou hast set over us 
because of our sins; and they rule over our bodies, and over 
our cattle, at their pleasure, and we are in great distress.’ 

33 «And heat of all this we made a sure poncraee and wrote 
it; and our princes, Levites, and priests, set seal unto zt. 


1 CHAP. X.—Now those that sealed were, Nehemiah, the 
2 deputy, the son of Hachaliah, and Zidkyah, Seraiah, Azaraiah, 
a Jereniah, Pashur, Amariah, Malehijah, Hattush, Shebaniah, 
6 Mallueh, Harim, Meremoth, Obadiah, Daniel, Ginnethon, 
s Baruch, Meshullam, Abijah, Myamin, Maaziah, Bilgai, She- 
maiah : these were the priests. 
9 And the Levites: Jeshua the son of Azaniah, Binnw of 
10 the sons of Ilenadad, Kadmiel; and their brethren, She- 
11 baniah, Hodijah, Kelita, Pelaiah, Hanan, Mieha, Rehob, 
13 Hashabiah, Zaccur, Shercbiah, Shebamiah, Hodijah, Bam, 
Beninu. 
11 ‘The heads of the people: Parosh, Pahath-moab, Elam, 
16 Zatthu, Bani, Bunni, Azgad, Bebai, Adonijah, Bigvai, Adin, 
19 Ater, Hizkijah, Azzur, Hodijah, Hashum, Bezai, Hariph, 
21 Anathoth, Nebai, Magpiash, Meshullam, Hezir, Meshezabeel, 
23 Zadok, Jaddua, Pelatiah, Hanan, Anaiah, Hoshea, Hananiah, 
25 Hashub, Hallohesh, Pileha, Shobek, Rehum, Hashabnah, 
27 Maasciah, and Ahijah, Hanan, Anan, Malluch, Harim, Baa- 
nah, 
2s And the rest of the people, the priests, the Levites, the 
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door-keepers, the singers, the Nethinim, and all they that had 
separated themselves from the peoples of the land unto the 
law of God, their wives, their sons, and their daughters, every 
one having knowledge, and having understanding, clave to 29 
their brethren and their nobles, and entered into an oath of 
mnprecation to walk m God’s law, which was given by the 
hand of Moses the servant of God, and to observe and do all 
the commandments of Jehovah our Lord, and his judgments 
and his statutes; and that we would not give our daughters 30 
unto the peoples of the land, nor take their daughters for our 
sons; and? the peoples of the land bring wares or any kind of a1 
corn on the sabbath day to sell, that we would not take it 
from them on the sabbath, or on the holy day; and that we 
would release the seventh year, and every debt. 

We also made ordinanees for ourselves, to charge ourselves 32 
yearly with the third part of a shekel for the service of the 
house of our God; forthe shewbread, and the continual meal- 33 
offering, and for the continual burnt-offering, of the sabbaths, 
of the new inoong, for the set feasts, and for the holy things, 
and for the sin-offerings to make an atonement for Israel, and 
for all the work of the house of our God. 

And we cast lots among the priests, the Levites, and the 34 
people, for the wood-offering, to bring it to the house of 
our God, after the houses of our fathers, at times appointed 
year by year, to burn upon the altar of Jehovah our God, 
as it is written in the law: and to bring the first-fruits 35 
of our ground, and the first-fruits of all fruit of all trees, 
year by year unto the house of Jehovah: also the first-born 36 
of our sons, and of our eattle, as it is written im the law, and 
the firstlings of our herds and of our floeks, to bring to the 
house of our God, unto the priests that minister m the house 
of our God: and that we should bring the first-fruits of our 37 
barley, and our offerings, and the fruit of all manner of trees, 
of wine and of oil, unto the priests, to the chambers of the 
house of our God; and the tithes of our ground unto the 
Levites, that the same Levites might take the tithes in all the 
citics of our tillage. And the pricst the son of Aaron shall 3s 
be with the Levites, when the Levites take tithes: and the 
Levites shall bring up the tithe of the tithes unto the house 
of our God, to the chambers in the treasure house. For the 39 
children of Israel and the children of Levi shall bring the 
offering of the corn, of the new wine, and the oil, unto the 
chambers, where are the vesscls of the sanctuary, and 
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the priests that minister, and the door-kcepers and the 
singers; and we will not forsake the house of our God. 


1 CHAP. XJ.—And the chiefs of the people dwelt at 
Jerusalem; the rest of the people also cast lots, to bring one 
of ten to dwell in Jerusalem the holy city, and nme parts in 

2 other citics. And the people blessed all the men, that 
willingly offered themselves to dwell at Jerusalem. 

3 Now these are the heads of the province that dwelt 
in Jerusalem: but in the cities of Judah dwelt every one m 
his possession in their cities, the Israelites, the pricsts, 
and the Levites, and the Nethinim, and the children of 

1 Solomon’s servants. And at Jerusalem dwelt certain of the 
children of Judah, and of the children of Benjamin. 

Of the children of Judah: Athaiah the son of Uzziah, the 
son of Zechariah, the son of Amaria, the son of Shephatiah, the 

5 son of Mahalaleel, of the children of Perez; and Maaseiah 
the son of Baruch, the son of Colhozeh, the son of Azaiah, the 
son of Adaiah, the son of Joiarib, the son of Zechariah, the son 

6 of Shiloni. All the children of Perez that dwelt at Jerusa- 
lem were four hundred and sixty-eight valiant men. 

7 And these are the children of Benjamin: Sallu the son of 
Mecshullam, the son of Jocd, the son of Pedaiah, the son of 
Kolaiah, the son of Maaseiah, the son of Ithiel, the son of 

s Jesaiah. And after him Gabbai, Sallai, nine hundred and 

9 twenty-eight. And Joel the son of Zichri was their overscer ; 
and Judah the son of Senuah was second over the city. 

io Of the priests: Jedatah the son of Joiarib, Jachin. 
11 Seraiah the son of Hilkiah, the son of Meshullam, the son of 
Zadok, the son of Meraioth, the son of Ahitub, was the super- 
12 intendent of the house of God. And their brethren that 
did the work of the house were eight hundred and twenty- 
two: and Adaiah the son of Jeroham, the son of Pelahah, 
the son of Amzi, the son of Zechariah, the son of Pashur, 
i3 the son of Malchiah, and his brethren, heads of the fathers, 
two hundred and forty-two; and Amashai, the son of Aza- 
reel, the son of Ahasat, the son of Meshillemoth, the son of 
14 Immer, and their brethren, mighty men of valour, a hundred 
and twenty-cight ; and their overseer was Zabdiel, the son of 
Gedolim. 
is And of the Levites: Shemaiah, the son of Hashub, the 
16 son of Azrikam, the son of Hashabiah, the son of Bunni; and 
Shabbethai and Jozabad, of the heads of the Levites, were 
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over the outward business of the house of God. And Mat- 
taniah the son of Micha, the son of Zabdi, the son of Asaph, 
was the head to begin the thanksgiving in prayer: and Bak- 
bukiah the second among his brethren, and Abda the son of 
Shammua, the son of Galal, the son of Jeduthun. All 
the Levites in the holy city were two hundred and eighty- 
four. 

Moreover the door-keepers, Akkub, Talmon, and_ their 
brethren that kept the gates, were a hundred and seventy- 
two. 

And the rest of Israel, of the priests, and the Levites, 
were in all the cities of Judah, every one in his mheritance. 


But the Nethinim dwelt in Ophel: and Ziha and Gispa were : 


over the Nethmnim. 

The overseer also of the Levites at Jerusalem was Uzzi the 
son of Bani, the son of Hashabiah, the son of Mattamiah, 
the son of Micha. Of the children of Asaph, the singers 
were for the business of the house of God. For it was the 
king’s commandment concerning them, that a certain portion 
should be for the singers, due for every day. 


And Pethaiah the son of Meshezabeel, of the children of 2 


Zerah the son of Judah, represented the king in all matters 
concerning the people. 

And in regard to the villages, with their fields, some of the 
children of Judah dwelt at Kirjath-arba, and in the villages 
thereof, and at Dibon, and in the villages thereof, and at 
Jekabzeel, and in the villages thercof, and at Jeshua, and at 
Moladah, and at Beth-phelet, and at Hazarshual, and at 
Beer-sheba, and in the villages thereof, and at Ziklag, and 
at Meconah, and in the villages thereof, and at En-rimmon, 
and at Zareah, and at Jarmuth, Zanoah, Adullam, and in 
their villages, at Lachish and the fields thereof, at Azekah, 
and in the villages thereof. And they extended from Beer- 
sheba unto the valley of Hinnom. 

The children also of Benjamin from Geba dwelt in Mich- 
mash, and Ayah, and Beth-el, and the villages thereof, aé 
Anathoth, Nob, Ananiah, Hazor, Ramah, Gittaim, Hadid, 
Zeboim, Neballat, Lod and Ono, the valley of craftsmen. 
And of the Levites, divisions belonging to Judah were given 
to Benjamin. 


CHAP. XII.—Now these are the priests and the Levites 
that went up with Zerubbabel the son of Shealticl, and 
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2Jeshua: Seraiah, Jeremiah, Ezra, Amariah, Malluch, Hat-

Jedaiah, Sallu, Amok, Hilkiah, Jedaiah. These were the 
heads of the priests and of thew brethren in the days 
of Jeshua. 

Moreover the Levites : Jeshua, Binnwi, Kadmiel, Sherebiah, 
Judah, and Mattamiah, who was over the thanksgiving, he and 
his brethren. Also Bakbukiah, and Unm, their brethren, were 
over against them in the watches. 

And Jeshua begat Joiakim, and Joiakin begat Lhashib, 
and Ehashib begat Joiada, and Joiada begat Jonathan, and 
Jonathan begat Jaddua,. 

And in the days of Joiakim were priests, the heads of the 
fathers: of Seraiah, Meraiah; of Jeremiah, “Hananiah; of 
Ezra, Meshullam ; of Amariah, Jchohanan; of Melicu, Jona- 
than ; of Shebaniah, Joseph; of Harm, Adna; of Meraioth, 
Helkai; of Iddo, Zechariah; of Ginnethon, Meshullam ; of 
Abiah, Zichri; of Miniamin, of Moadiah, Piltai; of Bilgah, 
Shammua; of Shemaiah, Jehonathan; and of Joiamb, Mat- 
tenai; of Jedaiah, Uzzi; of Sallai, Kallai; of Amok, Eber; 
of Hilkieh, Hashabiah; of Jedaiah, Nethaneel. 

Of the Levites, in the days of Ehashib, Joiada, and Jo- 
hanan, and Jaddua, were recorded heads of the fathers; also 
the priests to the reign of Darius the Persian. The sons 
of Levi, the heads of the fathers, were reeorded in the book 
of the Annals, even nntil the days of Johanan the son of 
Ehashib. 

And the heads of the Levites: Hashabiah, Sherebiah, and 
Jeshua the son of Kadmicl, with their brethren over against 
them, to praise and to give thanks, aeeording to the com- 
manudment of David the man of God, guard opposite to guard. 
Mattaniah, and Bakbukiah, Obadiah, Meshullam, Talmon, 
Akkub, were door-keepers keeping guard at the store-cham- 


5 bers of the gates. These were in the days of Joiakim the 


son of Jeshua, the son of Jozadak, and im the days of Nehe- 
miah the governor, and of Ezra the priest and seribe. 

And at the dedication of the wall of Jerusalem they sought 
the Levites out of all their places, to bring them to Jerusalem, 
to keep the dedication and rejoiee, both with thanksgivings, 
and with singmg, with cymbals, lutes, and harps. And 
the sons of the singers gathered themselves together, both 
out of the country round about Jerusalem, and from the 
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villages of Netophathi; also from the house of Gilgal, and 29 
ont of the fields of Geba and Azmaveth: for the singers had 
built themselves villages round about Jerusalem. And the 30 
priests and the Levites purified themselves, and purified the 
people, and the gates, and the wall. 

Then [ brought up the emef men of Judah upon the wall, 3: 
and appointed two great chon's and processions ; one went on 
the right hand upon the wall toward the dung gate: and 32 
after them went Hoshaiah, and half of the chief men of 
Judah, and Azariah, Ezra, and Meshullam, Judah and Ben- 34 
jamin, and Shemaiah, and Jeremiah, and certain of the 35 
priests’ sons with trumpets; namely, Zechariah the son of 
Jonathan, the son of Shemaiah, the son of Mattaniah, the 
son of Michaiah, the son of Zaccur, the son of Asaph: and 36 
his brethren, Shemaiah, and Azarael, Milalai, Gilalai, Maai, 
Nethaneel, and Judah, Hanamt, with the musical instruments 
of David the man of God, and Ezra the scribe before them. 
And at the fountain gate, which was over against them, they 37 
went up by the stairs of the city of David, at the ascent of 
the wall above the house of David, even unto the water gate 
eastward. 

And the other choir went in a contrary direction, and I ss 
after them, with the half of the people upon the wall, from 
beyond the tower of the furnaces even unto the broad wall ; 
and from above the gate of Ephraim, and above the old gate, 39 
and above the fish gatc, and the tower of Hananecl, and the 
tower of Meah, even unto the sheep gate; and they stood 
still by the prison gate. 

So stood the two choirs by the house of God, and I, and 40 
the half of the rulers with me; and the priests, Khakim, 41 
Maaseiah, Miniamin, Michaiah, Eloenai, Zechariah, Hananiah, 
with trumpets; and Maaseiah, and Shemaiah, and Eleazar, 42 
and Uzzi, and Jehohanan, and Malchijah, and Elam, and 
Kzer. And the singers sang loudly with Jezrahiah ¢hezr 
overscer. And they offered on that day great sacrifices, and 43 
rejoiced ; for God had made them rejoice with great joy: the 
wives also and the children rejoiced; so that the joy of Jeru- 
salem was heard even afar off. 

And on that day were men appoimted over the store- 4: 
chambers, for the offerings, for the first-fruits, and for the 
tithes, to gather into them out of the fields of the citics the 
lawful portions for the pricsts and Levites; for Judah re- 
joiccd in the priests and in the Levites that waited. And 45 
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both the singers and the door-kecpers kept the observance of 
their God, and the observance of the purification, according 

46 to the commandment of David, and of Solomon his son. For 
in the days of David and Asaph of old there were heads of 
the singers, and songs of praise and thanksgiving unto God. 

47 And all Israel in the days of Zerubbabel, and in the days of 
Nehemiah, gave portions for the singers and the door- 
keepers, evcry day its portion; and they sct them apart for 
the Levitcs; and the Levites set them apart for the children 
of Aaron. 


1 CHAP. XIII.—On that day they read in the book of 
Moses in the audience of the people; and therein was found 
written, that the Ammonite and the Moabite should not 

2 come into the congregation of God for ever; because they 
met not the children of Israel with bread and with water, 
but hired Balaam against them, that he should curse them : 
howbeit our God turned the curse into a blessing. 

3 Now it came to pass, when they had heard the law, that 
they separated from Israel all the strangers. 

4 And before this, Eliashib the priest, occupying a chamber 

5 of the house of our God, was allied unto Tobiah; and he 
had prepared for him a great chamber, where aforetime they 
laid the meal-offcrings, the frankincense, and the vessels, and 
the tithes of corn, new wine, and oil, commanded ¢o be given 
to the Levites, and the singers, and the door-keepers ; and 

6 the offerings of the priests. But in all this dame I was not 
at Jerusalem ; for in the two-and-thirtieth year of Artaxerxes 
king of Babylon I came unto the king, and after certain days 

7 I obtained leave of the kmg: and I came to Jerusalem, and 
understood of the evil that Eliashib did for Tobiah, in pre- 
paring for him a chamber in the courts of the house of God. 

s And it grieved me sore; therefore I cast forth all the housc- 

9 hold goods of Tobiah out of the chamber. Then I com- 
manded, and they elcanscd the chambers; and I brought 
back thither the vessels of the house of God, with the meal- 
offerings and the frankincense. 

10 And I perecived that the portions of the Levites had not 
been given them; and that the Levitcs and the singers, that 

11 did the work, were fled every one to his field. Then con- 
tended I with the rulers, and said, “ Why is the house of 
God forsaken?” And I gathered them together, and sct 

12 them in their place. Then all Judah brought the tithe of 
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corn and new wine and oil unto the store-houses. And [1s 
placed over the store-houses Shelemiah the priest, and Zadok 
the scribe, and of the Levites, Pedatah ; and next to them 
was Hanan the son of Zaceur, the son of Mattamah; for 
they were accounted faithful, and their office was to distri- 
bute unto their brethren. 

Remember me, O my God, for this, and blot not out my 14 
zealous deeds that I have done for the house of my God, and 
for the observances thereof. 

In those days I saw in Judah men treading wine presses 15 
on the sabbath, and bringing in sheaves, and lading asses ; 
as also wine, grapes, and figs, and every kind of burden, 
which they brought into Jerusalem on the sabbath day: and 
I testified against them in the day wherein they sold victuals. 
There dwelt men of Tyre also therein, who brought fish, 16 
and all manner of ware, and sold on the sabbath unto the 
children of Judah, and in Jerusalem. Then I contended 17 
with the nobles of Judah, and said unto them, “ What evil 
thing is this that ye do, and profane the sabbath day? Did is 
not your fathers thus, and did not our God bring all this evil 
upon us, and upon this city? yet ye bring more wrath upon 
Isracl by profaning the sabbath.” 

And it came to pass, that when the gates of Jerusalem 19 
began to be dark before the sabbath, I commanded that the 
doors should be shut; and I commanded that they should 
not be opened till after the sabbath: and I set some of my 
servants at the gates, that no burden should come in on the 
sabbath day. So the merchants and sellers of all kind of 20 
ware lodged without Jerusalem once andagain. Then I tes- 21 
tified against them, and said unto them, “ Why lodge ye 
before the wall? if ye do so again, I will lay hands on you.” 
From that time forth they came not on the sabbath. 

And I commanded the Levites that they should cleanse 22 
themselves, and that they should come and guard the gates, 
to keep holy the sabbath day. 

Remember me, O my God, for this also, and spare me 
according to the greatness of thy mercy. 

In those days also I saw Jews that had married wives of 23 
Ashdod, of Ammon, and of Moab: and half of their chil- 24 
dren spake in the speech of Ashdod, and could not speak m 
the Jews’ language, but according to the language of each 
people. And I contended with them, and enrsed them, and 25 
smote certain of them, and plucked off their hair, and made 
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them swear by God, saying, “Ye shall not give your 
daughters unto their sons, nor take their daughters unto 

26 your sons, or for yourselves. Did not Solomon king of Israel 
sin by these things? althongh among many nations there 
was no king like him, who was beloved of his God, and 
God made him king over all Israel; nevertheless even him 

27 did strange women cause to sin. Shall we then hearken 
unto you to do all this great evil, to transgress against our 
God by marrying strange wives ?” 

23 And one of the sons of Jotada, the son of Ehashib the 
Ingh priest, was son-in-law to Sanballat the Horonite ; there- 

29 fore I chased him from me. Remember them, O my God, 
because they have defiled the priesthood, and the covenant of 
the priesthood, and of the Levites. 

30 Thus I cleansed them from all strangers, and appointed 
the observances of the priests and the Levites, every one in 

31 his work; and provided for the wood-offering, at stated 
times, and for the first-fruits. 

Remember me, O my God, for good. 


ESTHER. 


CHAP. I.—Now it came to pass in the days of Aha- 1 
suerus, the Ahasuerus who reigned, from India even unto 
Ethiopia, over a hundred and twenty-seven provinces; that 2 
in those days, when the king Ahasuerus sat on the throne 
of his kingdom, which was in Shushan the palace, in the 3 
third year of his reign, he made a feast unto all his princes 
and his servants, the power of Persia and Media, the nobles 
and princes of the provinces being before him; when he ¢ 
shewed the riches of his glorious empire and the magnifi- 
ecnce of his greatness many days, even a hundred and eighty 
days. 

And when these days were expired, the king made a feast 5 
unto all the people that were present mm Shushan the palace, 
both unto great and small, seven days, in the court of the 
garden of the king’s house; where were hangings of white 6 
and purple lincn and cotton, fastened with cords of fine hnen 
and crimson to silver rings and pillars of white marble: the 
couches were of gold and silver, upon a pavement of green, 
and white, and pearl-coloured, and black marble. And they 7 
gave them drink in vessels of gold (the vessels being diverse 
from one another), and royal wine in abundance, according to 
the bounty of the king. And the drinking was according to 8 
the law; none did compel: for so the king had appoiuted 
to all the officers of his house, that they should do aecording 
to every man’s pleasure. Also Vashti the quecn made a feast 9 
for the women in the royal house which belonged to king 
Ahasuerus. 

On the seventh day, when the heart of the king was merry 10 
with wine, he commanded Mehuman, Biztha, Harbona, Big- 
tha, and Abagtha, Zethar, and Carcas, the seven chamber- 
lains that ministered in the presence of Ahasuerus the king, 
to bring Vashti the queen before the king with the crown 
royal, to shew the people and the princes her beauty ; for 
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12 she was fair to look on. But the queen Vashti refused to 
come at the king’s commandment by his chamberlains ; there- 
fore was the king very wroth, and his anger burned in him. 

13 Then the king said to the wise men, who knew the times, 
(for so was the king’s business done in the presence of all 

14 that knew law and judgment; and the nearest unto him 
were Carshena, Shethar, Admatha, Tarshish, Meres, Marcena, 
and Memucan, the seven princes of Persia and Media, who 
saw the king’s face, and sat the first in the kingdom,) 

15 What shall we do unto the queen Vashti according to law, 

because she hath not peformed the commandment of the 

king Ahasuerus by the chamberlains ?” 

And Memucan answered before the king and the princes: 
“Not to the king only hath Vashti the queen done wrong, 
but also to all the princes, and to all the people that are 
in all the provinces of the king Ahasuerus. For this deed 
of the queen will go forth unto all women, so that they will 
despise their husbands in their eyes, when it shall be re- 
ported, ‘The king Ahasuerus commanded Vashti the queen to 
be brought in before him, but she came not.’ And this da 
shall the ladies of Persia and Media, who have heard of the 
decd of the queen, say “kewise unto all the king’s princes. 
Thus shall there arise too much contempt and wrath. If it 
please the king, let there go forth a royal commandment from 
him, and let it be written among the laws of the Persians and 
the Medes, that it be not altered, That Vashti come no 
more before king Ahasuerus; and let the king give her royal 
20 dignity unto another that is better than she. And when the 

kmg’s decree which he shall make shall be published through- 

out all his empire (for it is great), all the wives shall five 
honour to their husbands, both to great and small.” 

21 And the saying pleased the king and the princes; and the 

22 king did according to the saying of Memucan; for he sent 
letters into all the king’s provinces, into every province ac- 
cording to the writing thereof, and to every people after their 
language, that every man should bear rule in his own house ; 
and that each governor should publish this according to the 
language of lis people. 
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CHAP. IJ.—<After these things, when the wrath of king 
Ahasuerus was appeased, he remembered Vashti, and what 
sne had done, and what was decreed concerning her. Then 
said the king’s servants that ministered unto him, “ Let 
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there be fair young virgins sought for the king; and let the 
king appoint officers in all the provinces of Ins kingdom, 
that they may gather togcther all the fair young virgins unto 
Shushan the palace, to the house of the women, to the eus- 
tody of Hege, the king’s chamberlain, keeper of the women ; 
and let their purifying perfumes be given them: and let thie 
maiden which pleaseth the king be queen instead of Vashti.” 
And the thing pleased the kmg; and he did so. 


In Shushan the palace there was a certain Jew, whose namc : 
2 


o 


was Mordecai, the son of Jair, the son of Shime}, the son of 
Kish, a Benjamite; who had heen carried away from Jeru- 
salein with the eaptives who had been carried away with Jeco-. 
niah king of Judah, whom Nebuchadnezzar the king of 
Babylon had carried away. And he had brought up Hadas- 
sah, that is, Esther, his uncle’s daughter, for she had neither 
father nor mother: and the maiden was beautiful in form and 
countenance; and when her father and mother were dead 
Mordecai took her for his own daughter. 

So it came to pass, when the king’s commandment and his 
decree was heard, and when many maidens were gathered to- 
ecther unto Shushan the palace, to the custody of Hegai, that 
Listher was brought also unto the king’s house, to the custody 
of Hegai, keeper of the women. And the maiden pleased 
him, and she obtained kindness of him; and he hastened to 
give her her purifying perfumes, and her portions of food, 
and seven maidens selected out of the king’s house: and he 
transferred her and her maidens into the best part of the 
house of the women. Esther had not declared her people 
nor her kindred; for Mordecai had charged her that she 
should not deelare it. And Mordecai walked every day be- 
fore the court of the women’s house, to know how Esther 
did, and what should become of her. 

Now when every maiden’s turn was come to go in to king 
Ahasucrus, after that she had been twelve months, according 
to the custoin of the women, (for thus were the days of their 
purifications aecomplished,—six months with oil of myrrh, 
and six months with sweet spiecs, and with ofher purifying 
perfumes of women,) then thus came the maiden unto the 
king ; whatsoever she desired was given her to go with her 
ont of the house of the women unto the king’s house. In 
the evening she went, and on the morrow she returned into 
the second house of the women, to the eustody of Shaash- 
gaz, the king’s chamberlain, who kept the eoncubines : she 
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came in unto the king no more, unless the king delighted in 
her, and she were called by name. 

Now when the turn of lsther, the daughter of Abthail the 
uncle of Mordecai, who had taken her for his daughter, was 
come to go in unto the king, she required nothing but what 
Hegai the king’s chamberlain, the keeper of the women, ap- 
pointed. And Hsther obtamed favour in the sight of all 
that looked upon her. So Esther was taken unto king Aha- 
suerus into his honse royal in the tenth month, which is the 
month Tebeth, in the seventh year of his reign. And the 
king loved Ksther above all the women, and she obtained 
favour and kindness in his sight more than all the virgins ; 
so that he set the royal crown upon her head, and made her 
queen instead of Vashti. Then the king made a great feast 
unto all his princes and his servants, as the feast of Esther ; 
and he made a remission of tribute to the provinces, and gave 
eifts, according to the bounty of the king. 

And when virgins were gathered together a second time, 
then Mordecai sat in the king’s gate. Isther had not de- 
clared her kindred nor her people; as Mordecai had charged 
her: for Esther did the commandment of Mordecai, as when 
she was in his care. 

In those days, while Mordecai sat in the king’s gate, two 
of the king’s chambcrlains, Bigthan and 'Teresh, of those 
who kept the door, were wroth, and sought to lay hand on 
the king Ahasuerus. And the matter became known to Mor- 
decai, who told it unto Esther the queen; and Esther related 


3 it to the king in Mordecai’s name. And when the matter 


was inquired into, 1t was found out; therefore they were both 
hanged on a tree: and it was written in the Book of the 
Annals before the king. 


CHAP. II].—After these things did king Ahasuerus 
promote Haman the son of Hammedatha the Agagite, and 
advanced him, and set his seat above all the princes that 
were with him. And all the king’s servants, that were in 
the king’s gate, bowed, and did reverence to Haman; for 
the king had so commanded concerning him. But Mordecai 
bowed not, nor did him reverence. Then the king’s servants, 
which were in the king’s gate, said unto Mordecai, “ Why 
transeressest thou the king’s commandment ?” 

Now it came to pass, when they spake daily unto him, 
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and he hearkened not unto them, that they told Haman, to 
see whether the words of Mordecai would stand; for he had 


told them that he was a Jew. And when Haman saw that 5 


Mordecai bowed not, nor did him reverence, then was Haman 


full of wrath. And he disdained to lay hands on Mordecai 6 | 


alone; for they had told hin the people of Mordecai: where- 
fore Haman souglit to destroy all the Jews that were through- 
out the whole kingdom of Ahasuerus, even the people of 
Mordeeai. 

In the first month, that is, the month Nisan, in the twelfth 
vear of king Ahasuerus, they cast Pur, that 1s, the lot, before 
Haman from day to day, and from month to month, to 
the twelfth month, that is, the month Adar. And Haman 
said unto king Ahasuerus: “There is a certain people 
scattered abroad and dispersed among the peoples in all the 
provinces of thy kingdom; and their laws are diverse from 
those of every people; neither do they obey the king’s laws: 
therefore it is not meet for the king to suffer them. If it 
please the king, let it be written that they may be destroyed; 
and I will pay ten thousand talents of silver nto the hands of 
those that do the business, to bring it into the king’s treasu- 
ries.” And the king took his ring from his hand, and gave 
it unto Haman the son of Hammedatha the Agagite, the ad- 
versary of the Jews. And the king said unto Haman: “ The 
silver is given to thee, the people also, to do with the:a as it 
seemeth good to thee.” 

Then were the king’s scribes called on the thirteenth day 
of the first month, and there was written according to all 
that Haman commanded, unto the king’s satraps, and to the 
governors that were over every province, and to the prinecs 
of every people of every province according to the writing 
thereof, and to every people according to their language; m 
the name of king Ahasuerus was it written, and sealed 
with the king’s rmg. And the letters were sent by the 
runners into all the king’s provinces, to destroy, to Jall, 
and to cause to perish, all Jews, both young and old, little 
children and women, in one day, even upon the thirteenth 
day of the twelfth month, which is the month Adar, and ¢o 
take the spoil of them for a prey. A copy of the writing 
to be given for a decrecin every provinee, was published unto 
all the peoples, that they should be ready against that day. 
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The runners went forth, being urged on by the king’s com- 15 
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mandment, and the deeree was given in Shushan the palace. 
Aud the king and Haman sat down to drink; but the eity 
of Shushan was perplexed. 


1 CHAP. TV.—When Mordceai pereeived all that was donc, 
Mordeeai rent his garments, and put on saekeloth and ashes, 
and went out into the midst of the eity, and cried with a 

2 loud and bitter cry; and came even before the king’s gate: 
for none might enter into the king’s gate elothed with saek- 

3 cloth. And in every provinee, whithersoever the king’s eom- 
mandment and his deerce came, there was great mourning 
among the Jews, and fasting, and weeping, and wailing; and 
many lay in sackeloth and ashes. 

4 And Esther’s maidens and her chamberlains came and told 
her. ‘Then was the queen exceedingly grieved ; and she sent 
raiment to elothe Mordeeai, and to take away his saekeloth 

5 from him ; but he reeeived it not. Then ealled Esther for 
Hataeh, one of the king’s ehamberlains, whom he had ap- 
pointed to attend upon her, and gave him a eharge to Mor- 

6 deeai, to know what it was, and why it was. So Hataeh went 
forth to Mordeeai unto the open spaee of the city, whieh was 

7 before the king’s gate. And Mordeeai told him of all that 
had happened unto him, and of the sum of moncy that 
Waman had promised to pay to the king’s treasuries for the 

s Jews, to destroy them. He also gave him a eopy of the 
writing of the decree that was given at Shushan to destroy 
them, to shew unto Esther, and to inform her, and to charge 
her that she should go in unto the king, to make supplica- 
tion unto him, and to make request before him for her 
people. 

9 «And Hatach came and told Esther the words of Mordecai. 

10 And Esther spake unto Hatach, and gave him charge unto 

11 Mordeeai, saying: ‘ All the king’s servants, and the people 
of the king’s provinees, do know, that whosoever, whether 
man or woman, shall eome unto the king mto the inner 
court, who 1s not called, there is one law of his to put him to 
death, cxeept any one to whom the king shall hold out the 
volden seeptre, that he may live; but I have not been ealled 

12 to come m unto the king these thirty days.” And they told 
to Mordeeai Esther’s words. 

13 Then Mordeeai eommanded to answer Esther: “Think 
not with thyself that thou shalt escape in the king’s house, 

14 more than all the Jews. For if thou altogether holdest thy 
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peace at this time, ¢hen shall relief and deliverance arise to 
the Jews from another place; but thou and thy father’s house 
shall be destroyed : and who knoweth whether thou art come 
to the kingdom even for such a timeas this?” Then Esther 
bade them answer Mordeeai, saying: ‘ Go, gather together all 
the Jews that are present in Shushan, and fast ye for me, 
and neither eat nor drink three days, night or day ; I also and 
my maidens will fast likewise ; and so will I go in unto the 
king, whieh is not aeeording to the law: and if I perish, | 
perish.” So Mordecai went his way, and did aceording to all 
that Esther had commanded him. 


CHAP. V.—And it came to pass on the third day, that 
Esther put on her royal apparel, and stood in the inner court 
of the king’s house, im front of the king’s house: and the 
king sat upon his royal throne in the royal house, opposite 
to the door of the house. And it eame to pass, when the 
king saw Esther the queen standing in the court, that she 
obtained favour in his sight; and the king held out to Esther 
the golden seeptre that was in his hand. So Esther drew near, 


and touehed the top of the sceptre. Then said the king unto : 


her: “What wilt thou, queen Esther? and what is thy 
request ? it shall be given thee even to the half of the king- 
dom.” And Esther answered: “If 27 seem good unto the 
king, let the king and Haman come this day unto the ban- 
quet that I have prepared for him.” Then the king said: 
“Cause Haman to make haste, that he may do as Isther 
hath said”? So the king and Haman eame to the banquet 
that Esther had prepared. 

And the king said unto Esther at the banquet of wine: 
“ What is thy petition? and it shall be granted thee; and 
what is thy request ? even to the half of the kingdom it shall 
be performed.” ‘Then answered Esther and said: “ My 
petition and my request is ¢his: If I have found favour 
in the sight of the king, and if it please the king to grant 
my petition, and to perform my request, let the king and 
Haman eome to the banquet that I shall prepare for them, 
and I will do to morrow as the king hath said.” 

Then went Haman forth that day joyful and with a glad 
heart: but when Haman saw Mordecai in the king’s gate, 
that he stood not up, nor moved for him, he was full of indig- 
nation against Mordecai. Nevertheless Haman restrained 
himself: and when he came home, he sent and caused lis 
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11 friends, and Zeresh his wife, to come to him. And Haman 
recounted to them the glory of his riches, and the multi- 
tude of his children, and all wherein the king had promoted 
him, and how he had advanced him above the princes and 
servants of the king. Haman said moreover: “ Yea, Esther 
the queen did }et no man come in with the king unto the 
banquet that she had prepared but myself; and to-morrow 
13am [ invited unto her also with the king. Yet all this 
availeth me nothing, so long as I see Mordecai the Jew sitting 
i4 at the king’s gate.” Then said Zeresh his wife and all his 
friends unto him: “Tet a gallows be made of fifty cubits 
high, and to-morrow speak thou unto the king that Mordecai 
may be hanged thereon: then go thou in joyfully with the 
king unto the banquet.” And the thing pleased Haman; 
and he caused the gallows to be made.

CILAP. VI.—On that night the king could not sleep, and 
he commanded to bring the Book of the records of daily affairs ; 
and they were read before the king. And it was found written, 
that Mordecai had told of Bigthana and Teresh, two of the 
king’s chamberlains, of those who guarded the door, who 
sought to lay hands on the king Ahasuerus. 

And the king said: “ What honour and dignity hath been 
done to Mordecai for this??? Then said the king’s servants 
that ministered unto him: “There hath nothing been done 
for him.” <And the king said: “ Who is m the court ?” 
Now Haman was come into the outer court of the king’s 
house, to speak unto the king to hang Mordecai on the 
gallows that he had prepared for him. And the king’s 
servants said unto him: “ Behold, Haman standeth in the 
court.” And the king said: “ Let him come in.” 

So Haman came in. And the king said unto him: “ What 
shall be done unto the man whom the king delighteth to 
honour?” Now Haman thought in his heart, To whom 
would the king delight to do honour more than to myself? 
And Haman answered the king, “ For the man whom the 
king delighteth to honour, let the royal apparel be brought 
which the king weareth, and the horse that the king rideth 
upon, and the crown royal which is sct upon his head; and 
let the apparel and the horse be delivered to one of the king’s 
most noble princes, that they may array the man whom the 
king delighteth to honour, and bring him on horseback into 
the open space of the city, and proclaim before him, Thus 
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shall it be done to the man whom the king delighteth to 
honour.” | 

Then the king said to Haman: “ Make haste and take the 10 
apparel and the horse, as thou hast said, and do even so to 
Mordecai the Jew, that sitteth at the king’s gate: let nothing 
fail of all that thou hast said.” 

Then took Haman the apparel and the horse, and arrayed 11 
Mordecai, and brought him on horseback into the open spaee 
of the city, and proclaimed before him, “‘Thus shall it be done 
unto the man whom the king delighteth to honour.” 

And Mordecai returned to the king’s gate. But Haman 12 
hasted to his house mourning, and having his head covered. 
And Haman told Zeresh his wife and all his friends every 13 
thing that had befallen him. Then said his wise men and 
Zeresh his wife unto him: “If Mordecai be of the seed of 
the Jews, before whom thou hast begun to fall, thou wilt not 
prevail against him, but wilt surely fall before him.” 

And while they were yet talking with him, came the king’s 14 
chamberlains, and brought Haman hastily unto the banquet 


which Esther had prepared. 


CHAP. VIJ.—So the king and Haman came to banquet 1 
with Esther the queen. And the king said again unto Esther 2 
on the second day at the banquet of wine: “ What is thy 
petition, queen Esther? and it shall be granted thee: and 
what is thy request ? and it shall be performed, even to the 
half of the kingdom.” Then Esther the queen answered and 3 
said: “If I have found favour m thy sight, O king, and if 
it please the king, let my life be given me at my petition, 
and my people at my request; for we are sold, I and my 4 
people, to be destroyed, to be slain, and to perish. Butif we 
had been sold for bondmen and bondwomen, I had held my 
tongue, although the adversary could not compensate for the 
kine’s damage.” 

' Then the king Ahasucrus answered and said unto Esther s 
the queen, “ Who is he, and where is he, that durst presume 
in his heart to do so??? And Hsther said, ‘The adversary 6 
and enemy is this wicked Haman.” 

Then Haman was afraid before the king and the queen. 
And the king rose up from the banquet of wine in his wrath, 7 
and went into the palace garden; and Haman stood up to 
make request for his life to Hsther the queen; for he saw 
that there was evil determined against him by tlic king. 
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s And when the king returned out of the palace garden into 
the house of the banquet of wine, Haman was fallen upon 
the couch whereon Esther sat. Then said the king: “ Will 
he also force the queen before me in the house?” As the 
word went out of the king’s mouth, they covered Haman’s 

9 face. And Harbonah, one of the chamberlains, said before 
the king: “Behold also, the gallows, which Haman hath 
made for Mordeeai, who spake for the good of the king, 
standeth in the house of Waman fifty cubits high’ Then 

10 the king said: “Hang him thereon.’ So they hanged 
Haman on the gallows that he had prepared for Mordecai. 
Then was the king’s wrath pacified. 


» CHAP. VIII.—On that day did the king Ahasuerus give 
the house of Haman, the adversary of the Jews, unto Esther 
the queen. And Mordecai came before the king; for Esther 

2 had told what he was unto her. And the king took off 
his ring, which he had taken from Haman, and gave it unto 
Mordecai. And Jisther set Mordecai over the house of 
Hanian. 

3 And Esther spake yet again before the king, and fell 
down at his feet, and besought him with tears to put away 
the evil doing of Haman the Agagitc, and his device that he 

4 had devised against the Jews. Then the king held out the 
golden sceptre toward Esther. So Esther arose and stood 

5 before the king, and said: “If it please the king, and if I 
have found favour in his sight, and the thing be right before 
the king, and I be pleasing in his eyes, let it be written to 
reverse the letters devised by Haman, the son of Hamme- 
datha the Agagite, which he wrote to destroy the Jews, which 

6 arc in all the king’s provinecs; for how can I endure to see 
the evil that shall come unto my people? or how can I endure 
to sec the destruction of my kindred ?” 

7 Then the king Ahasucrus said unto Esther the queen, and 
to Mordceai the Jew: “Behold, I have given Hsther the 
house of Haman, and him they have hanged upon the gal- 

s lows, because he laid his hand upon the Jews. Write ye 
also for the Jews, as it scemeth good to you, in the king’s 
name, and seal it with the king’s ring: for the wnting whieh 
is written in the king’s name, and sealed with the king’s 
ring, May no man reverse.” 

9 Then were the king’s seribes called at that time in the 
third month, that is, the month Sivan, on the twenty-third 
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day thereof; and it was written according to all that Mor- 
decai commanded, unto the Jews, and to the satraps, and the 
governors and princes of the provinces, which are from India 
fun Ethiopia, a hundred and twenty-seven provinces, unto 
every province according to the writing thereof, and unto 
every people according to their language, and to the Jews 
according to their writing, and according to their language. 

And he wrote in the king Ahasuerus? name, and sealedgit 
with the king’s rmg; and “sent letters by runners on horse- 
back, and riders on swift horses, and mules the offspring of 
mares; wherein the king granted the Jews which were in 
every city to gather themselves together, and to stand for 
their life, to destroy, to slay, and to cause to perish, all the 
power of the people and province that would assault them, 
little ones, and women, and ¢éo take the spoil of them for a 
prey, upon one day in all the provinces of king Ahasuerus, 
namely, upon the thirteenth day of the twelfth month, which 
is the month Adar. 

A copy of the writing to be given for a decree in every 
province, was published unto all the peoples, and that the 
Jews should be ready agaist that day to avenge themselves 
on their enemies. So the runners that rode upon swift horses, 
and mules, went forth, being hastened and urged on by the 
king’s commandment. And the decree was given in Shu- 
shan the palace. 

And Mordecai went out from the presence of the king in 


royal apparel of purple and white, and with a great crown of 


cold, and with a robe of fine linen and crimson: and the city 
of Shushan rejoiced and was glad. The Jews had light, and 
gladness, and joy, and honour. And in every province, and 
In every city, whithersoever the king’s commandment and his 
deerce came, the Jews had eladness and joy, a feast and a 
good day. ‘And many of the peoples of the land became 
Jews; for the fear of the Jews fell upon them. 


CHAP. IX.—Now in the twelfth month, that is, the 
month Adar, on the thirteenth day of the same, when the 
king’s commandment and Ins decrce were about to be put 
execution, in the day that the enemies of the Jews hoped to 
have power over them, (though it was turned to the contrary, 
that the Jews had power over them that hated them,) the 
Jews gathered themselves together in their cities throughout 
all the provinces of the king ‘Abasuer us, to lay hands on ‘them 
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that sought their hurt: and no man could withstand them ; 
3 for the fear of them fell upon all people. And all the princes 
of the provinces, and the satraps, and the governors, and 
those who did the business of the king, helped the Jews ; 
4 because the fear of Mordecai fell upon them. For Mordecai 
was great in the king’s house, and his fame went out 
throughout all the provinces; for this man Mordecai became 
greater and greater. 
5 Thus the Jews smote all their enemies with the stroke of 
the sword, and slaughter, and destruction, and did what they 
6 would unto those that hated them. And in Shushan the 
7 palace the Jews slew and destroyed five hundred men. And 
s they slew Parshandatha, and Dalphon, and Aspatha, and Po- 
9 ratha, and Adalia, and Aridatha, and Parmashta, and Arisai, 
10 and Aridai, and Vajezatha, the ten sons of Haman the son of 
Hammedatha, the adversary of the Jews; but on the spoil 
they laid not their hand. 
1 © On that day the number-of those that were slain m Shu- 
12 shan the palace was brought before the king. And the king 
said unto Hsther the queen: ‘The Jews have slain and de- 
stroyed five hundred men in Shushan the palace, and the ten 
sons of Taman; what have they done in the rest of the 
king’s provinees? now what is thy petition? and it shall be 
eranted thee: or what is thy request further? and it shall be 
done.” 
i3 «Then said Esther: “If it please the king, Iet it be granted 
to the Jews who are in Shushan to do to-morrow also aec- 
cording to this day’s decree, and let Haman’s ten sons be 
i4 hanged upon the gallows.” And the king commanded it so 
to be done: and the decree was given at Shushan; and they 
15 hanged Haman’s ten sons. For the Jews that were in Shu- 
shan gathered themselves together on the fourteenth day also 
of the month Adar, and slew three hundred men in Shushan ; 
but on the spoil they laid not their hand. 
i6 «And the other Jews that were in the king’s provinces 
gathered themselves together, and stood for their lives, and 
had rest from thew enemies, and slew of them that hated 
them seventy-five thousand, (but they laid not their hands 
17 on the spoil,) on the thirteenth day of the month Adar; and 
on the fourteenth day of the same they rested, and made it 
a day of feasting and gladness. But the Jews that were at 
Shushan assembled together on the thirteenth day thereof, 
and on the fourteenth thereof; and on the fifteenth day of 
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the same they rested, and made it a day of feasting and glad- 
ness. ‘Therefore the Jews of the open country, that dwelt in 
the country towns, made the fourteenth day of the month 
Adar a day of gladness and feasting, and a good day, and 
sent portions one to another. 

And Mordeeai wrote these things, and sent letters unto 
all the Jews that were in all the provinces of the king Aha- 
suerus, far and near, to establish ¢i2s among them, that they 
should keep the fourteenth day of the month Adar, and the 
fifteenth day of the same, yearly, as the days wherein the 
Jews had rest from their enemies, and the month which was 
turned for them from sorrow to joy, and from mourning into 
a good day: that they should make them days of feasting 
and gladness, and of sending portions one to another, and 
sifts to the poor. And the Jews undertook to do as they 
had begun, and as Mordecai had written unto them ; beeause 
Haman the son of Hammedatha, the Agagite, the adversary 
of all the Jews, had devised against the Jews to destroy them, 
and had cast Pur, that is, the lot, to overthrow them, and to 
destroy them; but when Esther came before the king, he 
commanded by letters that his wicked deviee, which he de- 
vised against the Jews, should return upon his own head, 
and that he and his sons should be hanged on the gallows. 
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Wherefore they called these days Purim, after the name of 26 


Pur. Wherefore, aceording to all the words of this letter, 
and what they had seen concernmg this matter, and what 
had come unto them, the Jews established and undertook 
for themselves, and for their seed, and for all such as joined 
themselves unto them, so that it should not fail, that they 
should keep these two days aceording to their writing, and 
according to their stated time, every year; and that these 
days should be remembered and kept throughout every gene- 
ration, every family, every province, and every city; and that 
these days of Purim should not fail from among the Jews, 
nor the remembrance of them perish from their seed. 

Then Esther the queen, the daughter of Abihail, and 
Mordecai the Jew, wrote with all authority, to confirm this 
second letter of Purim. And he sent letters unto all the 
Jews, to the hundred and twenty-seven provinces of the 
kingdom of Ahasuerus, with words of peace and truth, to 
confirm these days of Purim in their stated times, according 
as Mordceai the Jew and Esther the queen had established 
for them, and as they had established for themselves and 
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for their seed, in the matters of the fastings and their ¢ry. 
32 And the commandment of Esther confirmed these matters 
of Purim; and it was written in the book. 


1 CHAP. X.—And the king Ahasuerus laid a tribute upon 

2 the land, and upon the isles of the sea. And all the aets of 
his power and of his might, and the declaration of the great- 
ness of Mordeeai, whereunto the king advanced him, are 
they not written in the Book of the Annals of the kings 

3 of Media and Persia? For Mordecai the Jew was next unto 
king Ahasuerus, and great among the Jews, and aceepted of 
the multitude of his brethren, seeking the good of his people, 
and speaking peaec to all his seed. 


THE BOOK OF JOB. 


CHAP. I.—There was, in the land of Uz, a man whose 1 
name was Job; and this man was perfect and upright, and 
one who feared God, and turned aside from evil. And there 2 
were born to him seven sons and three daughters. And his 3 
possessions were seven thousand sheep, and three thousand 
camels, and five hundred yoke of oxen, and five hundred she- 
asses, and a very numerous household; so that this man was 
greater than all the sons of the Kast. 

Now his sons were accustomed to go and feast in the 4 
honse of him whose birth-day it was, when they sent and 
invited their three sisters to eat and to drink withthem. And s 
as the days of their feasting came round, Job sent for them, 
that he might sanctify them; and he arose early in the morn- 
ing, and offered burnt-offerings according to the number of 
them all; for Job said: “ Perhaps my sons have sinned, and 
renounced God in their hearts.” In this manner did Job on 
all these days. 

Now on a certain day the sons of God went to present 6 
themselves before Jehovah, and the Satan also went amongst 
them. And Jehovah said to the Satan: ‘ Whence comest 7 
thou?” And the Satan answered Jehovah, and said, “ From 
going about in the earth, and from walking through it.”? Gaaiciee 
j ehovah said to the Satan: “ Hast thou attentively observed 
my servant Job, that there is no one like him in the earth, a 
man perfect and upright, fearing God, and turning aside from 
evil?” And the Satan auspered Jchovah, and a Eon 9 
Job fear God for nothing? Hast thou not made a fence 10 
about him, and about his house, and about all that he hath, on 
every side? The work of his hand thou hast blesscd, and 
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11 his eattle have spread abroad in the land. But put forth thy 
hand now, and toueh all that he hath, and he will renounce 
12 thee to thy faee.” And Jehovah said to the Satan: “ JLo, all 
that he hath is in thy power, only upon himself put not forth 
thy hand.” Then the Satan went out from the presence of 

Jehovah. 

13 Now on a certain day his sons and his daughters were 
eating and drinking wine 1m the house of their eldest brother. 
14 And a messenger eame to Job, and said: “The oxen were 
15 plowing, and the she-asses were feeding near them; and 
the Sabzeans rushed upon them, and carried them away, and 

smote the young men with the edge of the sword; and I 

only am eseaped alone to tell thee.” 
i6 He was yet speaking, when another came, and said: “ The 
fire of God hath fallen from the heavens, and burned the 
sheep, and the young men, and consumed them ; and I only 
am escaped alone to tell thee.” 

He was yet speaking, when another came, and said: “ The 
Chaldzans formed themselves m three troops, and rushed 
upon the camels, and earned them away, and smote the young 
men with the edge of the sword; and I only am eseaped 
alone to tell thee.” 
is He was yet speaking, when another came, and said: “Thy 
sons and thy daughters were eating and drinking im the house 
of their eldest brother; when, lo, a great wind came from 
the desert, and struck the four corners of the house; and it 
fell upon the youths, so that they are dead, and I only am 
escaped alone to tell thee.” 

2 Then Job arose, and rent his mantle, and shaved his head, 
21 and fell upon the ground, and bowed his head, and said: 

‘Naked eame I forth from my mother’s womb, 

And naked shall I return thither. 

Jehovah gave, and Jehovah hath taken away ; 

Blessed be the name of Jehovah.” 

In all this Job sinned not, and spake not foolishly against 


God. 
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CHAP. If.—Now on a certain day the sons of God went 
to present themselves before Jehovah, and the Satan also went 
anionest them to present himself before Jehovah. And Jeho- 
vah said to the Satan: ‘‘ Whenee comest thou?” And the 
Satan answered Jehovah, and said: “ From going about in the 
3 earth, and from walking through it.” And Jehovah said to

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the Satan : “ Hast thou attentively observed my servant Job, 
that there is no one like him in the earth, a man perfect and 
upright, fearmg God and turning aside from eyil, and still 
holding fast his integrity, although thou movedst me to ruin 
him, without cause ?” 

And the Satan answered Jehovah, and said : “‘Skin after 
skin, and all that a man hath, he will give for his life: but 5 
put forth thy hand now, and touch his bone and his flesh, he 
will renounce thee to thy face.’ And Jchovah said to the 
Satan: “ Lo, he ism thy power; only preserve his life.” 

Then the Satan went out from the presence of Jehovah, 7 
and smote Job with a gricvous uleerous inflammation from the 
sole of his foot to the crown of his head. And he took a 
potsherd to scrape himself with it, and he sat amongst the 
ashes. Then his wife said to him: “ Dost thou still hold 9 
fast thine integrity ? Renounce God, and die.”” But he said to 10 
her: ‘Thou speakest as one of the foolish women speaketh. 
Shall we indeed receive good from God, and shall we not receive 
evil?’? In all this Job sinned not with his lips. 

And three friends of Job heard of all this evil which had 11 
befallen him, and they eame each from his place ; Ehphaz the 
Temanite, and Bildad the Shuhite, and Zophar the Naama- 
thite: for they had agreed together to eome to mourn with 
him, and to comfort him. And they lifted up their eyes 12 
from afar, and knew him not; and they raised their voices 
and wept; and they rent each his mantle, and they threw 
dust over their heads towards the heavens. And they sat 
down with him on the ground seven days and seven nights ; 
and no one spake to him a word, for they saw that his grief 
was exceedingly great. 
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CHAP. III.—At length Job opened his mouth, and cursed 1 
the day of his birth; and Job spake and said: 2 

“Perish the day in which I was born! 

And the mght which said, ‘A male child is conceived.’ 

That day! may it be darkness ! 4 

May not God seek for 1t from above ! 

Nor may the noon-day light shine forth upon it! - 

May darkness and the shadow of death ciaim it! 

May a cloud scttle over it ! 

May the thickest gloom of day terrify it ! 

That night ! may thick darkness seize it ; 6 

May it not make one among the days of the year ! 
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Into the number of the months may it not enter ! 

Lo, that night ! may it be barren ; 

May not rejoicing come upon it ! 

May they curse it who execrate the day, 

Who are expert to rouse the leviathan ! 

May the stars of its twilight be darkened ! 

May it look for hght, but may there be none, 

And may it not see the eyelids of the dawn! 

Because it closed not the doors of my mother’s womb, 

Nor hid trouble from mine eyes. 

Why died I not from my mother’s womb, 

And expired when I came forth from the womb, 

Why were the knees ready for me, 

And why the breasts, that J might suck ? 

For now I should have been lyimg down and I should have 
been quiet ; 

I should have been asleep, and then I should have been at 
rest, 

With kings and counsellors of the earth, 

Who built for themselves desolate places ; 

Or with princes who had gold, 

Who filled their houses with silver ; 

Or, like an untimely hidden birth, I should not have been ; 

Like infants who have not seen the light. 

There the wicked cease from troubling, 

And there the wearied are at rest : 

The prisoners are at case together ; 

They hear not the voice of the task-master : 

Small and great are there, 

And the servant set free from his master, 


Why giveth Ie light to the miserable, 
And life to the bitter in soul, 
Who long for death, but it cometh not, 
And would dig for it more than for hidden treasures ; 
Who would rejoice to exultation, 
Who would leap for joy could they find a grave ; 
To the man whose path is hidden, 
And whom God hath feneed around ? 
Vor as my food, my sighing cometh, 
And like water, my roarings are poured forth. 
For the fear, of which I am afraid, cometh upon me

An alien am I in their eyes. 
IT call to my servant, but he answercth me not, 
Though with my mouth I entreat him. 
My breath is offensive to my wife, 
And I am an object of loathing to the sons of my body. 
fven young children spurn at me; 
I arise, and they revile me. 
All my bosom-friends abhor me ; 
And they whom I loved have turned against me. 
My bone eleaveth to my skin and my flesh, 
And J have escaped with the skin of my tecth. 
Haye pity on me, have pity on me, O my friends ; 
Dd v2 
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For the hand of God hath touched me. 
Why should ye persecute me, as God, 
And with my flesh, not be satisfied ? 
Oh that now my words were written ! 
Oh that they were inscnbed in a book ! 
That with an iron style, and with lead, 
They were engraven for ever, on a rock! 
For I know that my Avenger liveth, 
And that at length he will rise up over the dust. 
And after my skin hath been thus torn, 
And without my flesh, I shall see God ; 
Whom I shall behold on my side, 
And mine eyes shall see, but not estranged from me. 
My rems are consumed within me. 
Truly ye will then say, ‘ Why do we pursue hin, 
And find the root of the matter in him ?? 
Be afraid for yourselves of the sword, 
For wrath is punished by the sword, 
That ye may know that there is one who judgeth.”

The rivers, the streams of honey and of milk.

ie hath seized on a house which he builded not. 

Beeause he hath not felt quietness in his belly,

In the fulness of his abundance, distress shall befall him ;

And shall rain it upon him, while he is eating. 

If he flee from the weapon of iron, 

The bow of brass shall stnke him through. 

He draweth, and it eometh out of his body ; 

Even the ghttering shaft out of his gall: 

He gocth—terrors are upon him. 

All darkness is laid up for his treasures : 

A fire not blown shall consume hin ; 

Yt shall devour that which is left in his tent. 

The heavens shall reveal his imquity, 

And the earth shall rise up against him. 

The inerease of his house shall roll away, 

“ls torrents, in the day of tis wrath. 

This is the portion of a wicked man from God,

The young men saw me, and hid themselves ; 
And the aged men arose and stood up. 

Princes restrained their speeches, 

And placed their hand upon their mouth. 

The nobles suffered not ¢hezr voice to be heard, 
And their tongue clave to the roof of their mouth. 
When the ear heard me, it blessed me ; 

And when the eye saw me, it praised me ; 
Because I delivered the poor man who cried, 
And the fatherless, and him who had no helper. : 
The blessing of him that was ready to perish came upon me, 
And I caused the widow’s heart to sing for joy. 
I put on equity, and it clothed mie as a robe ; 
And as a turban was my justice. 

liyes was I to the blind, 

And feet was I to the lame. 

A father was I to the needy ; 

And the cause which I knew not I searched out.

And from his teeth I snatched the prey. 
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And I said, ‘In my nest I shall expire, 

And like the sand I shall multiply my days.

They heard me and waited, 

And were silent for my counsel. 

After I had spoken, they spake not again ;

CHAP, XXXI.—“T made a covenant with mine eyes; 1 
How, then, should J gaze upon a maiden? 


For what would have been my portion from God above, 2 
And my inheritanee from the Almighty, on high ? 
Is not calamity for the wicked, 3 
And misery for the workers of iniquity ? 
Doth not he see my ways, 4 
And number all my steps ? 

If I have walked with falsehood, 5 
And my foot hath hastened to deceit ;

And the orphan hath not eaten of it: . 
(Verily from my youth he hath grown up with me as with 18 
a father ; 
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From the womb of my mother, I have guided her ;) 
If | have secn one perishing for want of clothing, 
And a poor nan who had no covering ; 
If his loins did not bless me, 
And he was not warmed with the fleece of my shecp ; 
If IT have shaken my hand over the orphan, 
When I saw my help in the gate; 
Let my shonlder-blade fall from my shoulder, 
And the bone of my arm be broken ! 
Jor a terror to me was calamity from the Almighty, 
And by reason of his majesty, T durst not do thus. 
If I have made gold my hope, 
Or to fine goid have said, ‘ My confidence !? 
If I have rejoiced because my wealth was great, 
And because my hand had acquired much ; 
if I have looked upon the sun when it was shine, 
Or the moon walking im its brightness, 
And my heart hath been seeretly enticed, 
And my mouth hath kissed my hand ; 
This also were an iniquity for my judge ; 
For I should have demied the God above. 
If I have rejoiced at the calamity of him who hated ine, 
And triumphed when evil had befallen him ; 
But I permitted not even my mouth to sin, 
By wishing eurses upon hin. 
If the men of my tent have not said, 
‘Who can shew one that hath not been satisfied with his 
meat ?7 
In the street the stranger lodged not, 
I opened my door to the traveller. 
If [ have covered my transgression hike Adam, 
\fiding in my own bosom my iniquity ; ; 
Betause I feared the great assembly, 
And the contempt of “the families alarmed me, 
So that I was dumb, and went not forth from my door— 
Oh that he would hear ine! 
Behold my signature ;—Lct the Almighty answer nic, 
And let my adversary write a bill of accusation ! 
I would take it upon my shoulder, 
I would bind it about me as a diadem. 
The number of ny steps [ would declare to him ; 
Like a prince I would approach lnm. 
If my land erieth out against inc, 
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And its furrows also weep ; 

If I have eaten its produce without pay, 

And caused the spirit of the hirelings to fail ; 
Instead of wheat, Ict the bramble grow, 

And instead of barley, the aconite !” 


The words of Job are ended. 


CHAP, XXXIL.—So these three men ceased to answer 
Job, beanie he was just in his own eyes. 

Then the wrath of Elihu, the son of Barachel the Buzite, 
of the kindred of Ram, was kindled; against Job was his 
wrath kindled, because he made himself more just than 
God. is against his three friends was his wrath kindled, 
because they had fonnd no answer, although they had con- 
demned Job. Now Elihn had waited till Job had spoken, 


beeause they were older than he. But when Elihu saw that : 


there was no answer in the mouth of these three men, tlien 
his wrath was kindled. And Elihu, the son of Baracliel the 
Buzite, answered, and said: 
“Tam young, and ye are old; 
Wherefore 1 drew back, aud was afraid 
To shew you my opmion. 
T said, ‘ Days should speak, 
And the multitude of years should make known wis- 
dom,’ 
But that spirit which is in Man, 
Even the breath of the Almighty, giveth them under- 
standing. 
Those of many days are not always wise ; 
Nor do the aged always understand judgment. 
Therefore, I say, Hearken to me; 
I also will shew my opinion. 
Lo, I have listened patiently to your words, 
I have hearkened to your reasonings, 
Whilst ye were scarehing after speeches. 
But while I attended to you, 
Lo, no one of you refuted Job, 
No one of you answered his words. 
Say not, ‘We have found out wisdom : 
God must confute him, not man.’ 
Now, he hath not directed his speeches against me ; 
Nor with your words will I answer him. 
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They ave confounded; they speak no more ; 
Words are removed from them. 
Should I yet wait beeause they speak not ? 
Beeause they are at a stand and answer no more? 
J, also, will answer in my turn ; 
I, also, will shew my opinion. 
For I am full of matter ; 
The spirit within me urgeth me. 
Lo, my breast is as wine whieh hath no vent ; 
Like new skins, it is ready to burst. 
I will speak that I may be relieved : 
I will open my lips, and will answer. 
T will accept no man’s person ; 
Nor will I flatter any man. 
Truly, I know not how to flatter ; 
Speedily my Maker might take me away. 


CHAP. XNNNITY.—* Therefore, hear now, O Job, my 
speech, 

And hearken to all my words. 

Lo, now, I open my mouth, 

My tongue speaketh in my palate. 

According to the uprightness of my heart shall be my 
words ; 

And my lips shall utter knowledge purely. 

The spint of God hath made me, 

And the breath of the Almighty hath given me hfe. 

If thou art able, answer me; 

Array thyself before me, stand up ; 

Lo I, hke thee, am God’s ; 

From elay I also have been formed. 

Lo, thy fear of ine shall not terrify thee, 

Nor shall my hand be heavy upon thee. 
Surely thou hast said in my hearing, 

And the voice of thy words | have heard, 

‘Tt am pure, free from transgression, 

[am elean, and no iniquity is in me. 

Lo, He inventeth accusations against me ; 

IIe aceounteth me his enemy ; 

He putteth my feet mto the stocks, 

{fe guardeth all my ways.’ 

Lo, in this thou art not just, IT will answer thee: 

dey uly, God is greater than man ; 
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Why dost thou contend with him ? 

Yor of none of his ways will he give aceount. 
Surely, once God speaketh, 

Yea a second time; but man doth not consider. 

In a dream, a vision of the night, 

When deep sleep falleth upon men, 

Tn slumberings on their bed, 

Then he opencth the ear of man, 

And setteth a seal upon their struction, 

That he may turn a man aside from his doings, 

And hide pride from the mighty man. 

He keepeth him back from the pit, 

And his life from passing away by the dart. 
Ife 1s chastened also by pain upon his bed, 

And perpetual is the conflict of his bones ; 

So that his life abhorreth food, 

And his soul, dainty meats. 

His flesh is consumed so that it cannot be seen, 

And his bones, that were not seen, stick out. 

So his soul draweth near to the pit, 

And his life to those who are dead. 

If there be near him a messenger, 

An interpreter, one of a thousand, 

To shew to the man his duty; 

Then Ife 1s gracious to him, and saith, 

‘Deliver him from going down to the pit ; 

I have found an atonement.’. 

Ths flesh becometh fresher than a child’s ; 

He veturneth to the days of his youth. 


He shall pray to God, who will be favonrable to hia ; 
And he shall sce his face with the shout of joy ; 


And he will restore to a man his righteousness. 
He shall sing before men, and say, 


‘1 had sinned, and that which was right I had perverted ; 


Yet he treated me not as I deserved : 

lIe delivered my soul from passing to the pit, 

So that my life beholdeth the hght.’ 

Lo, all these things doeth God, 

Twice, thrice, with man, 

To bring him back from the pit, 

To be enlightened with the light of the living. 
Mark well, O Job, hear me, 

Be silent, and I will speak. 
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If thou hast anything to say, answer me: 
Speak, for I desire to justify thee. 

If not, hear thou me; 

Be silent, and I will teach thee wisdom.” 


CHAP. XXXIV.—And Elihu continued Ais discourse, and 


sald : 


‘Hear, ye wise men, my speech ; 
And ye who have knowledge, hearken to me: 
For the ear trieth speech, 
As the palate tasteth food. 
Let us choose for ourselves what is right ; 
Let us know among ourselves what is good. 
For Job hath said, ‘I am righteous, 
But God hath turned aside my cause. 
Though [ am right, I am treated as a har: 
Mortal is my wound without transgression.’ 
What man is like Job? 
He drinketh scoffing lke water; 
He goeth in company with the workers of imquity, 
And he walketh with wicked men. 
For he hath said, ‘ It profiteth not a man 
That he should render himself acceptable with God.’ 
Therefore, ye men of understanding, hear me: 
Far from God be wickedness, 
And from the Almighty, iniguity | 
For the work of a man he will recompense to Im, 
And according to the way of a man he will render to him, 
Surely, God will not act wickedly, 
Nor will the Almighty pervert judgment. 
Who hath given the earth in charge to him, 
And who disposed the whole world ? 
If he were to set Ins heart against him, 
If he should reeall his spit and his breath, 
All flesh would expire together, 
And man would return to dust. 
If, then, thou hast understanding, hear this; 
Hearken to the voice of nly words: 
Is it, truly, one who hateth right that ruleth ? 
And him who is most just wilt thou condemn ? 
Who saith to a king, ‘ Thou art worthless ; 
‘To nobles, ‘ Ye are wicked ;’ 
Who accepteth not the persons of princes, 
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Nor regardeth the rich more than the poor ; 

Yor they are all the work of his hands. 

In a moment they dic; and at midnight 

The people are troubled, and pass away, 

And the mighty are removed by no mortal hand. 
For his eyes are on the ways of a man, 

And all his steps he seeth. 

There is no darkness, and no shadow of death, 
Where the workers of iniquity can hide themselves. 
Truly, he doth not long consider man, 

When he is to enter with God into judgment. 
Vie breaketh down the mghty without inquiry, 
And maketh others to stand in their place. 
Because he knoweth their works, 


He overturneth them in a night, and they are destroyed. 


As wicked men he smiteth them, 

In the place of beholders, 

Because they turned aside from following him, 
And none of his ways would they understand ; 


So that they caused the ery of the poor man to reach him, 


And the ery of the afflicted he hath heard. 

He also giveth quiet, and who will condemn ? 
And when he hideth the face, who can behold it? 
Both with respect to a nation, and toa man, alike ; 
That a profane man may not reign, 

That a people may not be ensnared. 
For hath he said to God, 
‘T have suffered, I will not offend: 
What I sce not, teach thou me, 
If I have done evil, I will do so no more’ ? 
According to thy mind shall he requite it ? 
For thou hast rejected it ; 
For thou must choose, not I. 
Yet what thou knowest, speak. 
Men of understanding will assent to ne, 
And a wise man will hear me. 
Job speaketh without knowledge, 
And his words are without wisdom. 
I would that Job should be proved till he become pure, 
Because his answers are those of iniquitous men. 
For he hath added to his sin transgression ; 
In the midst of us he clappeth his hands, 
And he multiplieth his words against God.” 
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CHAP. XXXV.—And Elihu continued his discourse, and 


said : 


“ Dost thou account this right ? 

Thou saidst, ‘I am more righteous than God.’ 

For thou saidst, ‘ What profit will it be to thee ? 

What advantage shall | have more than if [ had sinned? ” 

I will answer thee, 

And thy fmnends together with thee. 
Look to the heavens, and see, 

And observe the clouds which are higher than thou. 

Tf thou sin, what doest thou against Him ? 

Even if thy transgressions be many, what doest thow to 
Him? 

If thou be righteous, what givest thou to Him ? 

Or what receiveth He from thy hand ? 

A man hke thyself thy wickedness may affect, 

And a son of mau thy righteousness. 

Through the multitude of the oppressors, the oppressed ery ; 

They ery aloud on account of the power of the mighty. 

But no one saith, ‘ Where is God my Maker, 

Who giveth songs in the night ; 

Who teacheth us more than the beasts of the earth, 

And maketh us wiser than the fowls of heaven ?’ 

Hence they ery, (but He answereth not,) 

From the pride of evil men. 

Surely, God will not hear vanity, 

Nor will the Almighty regard it. 
Although thon sayest that thou seest him not, 

Justice is before him; therefore thou shouldest wait for 
hin. 

But now, because his anger hath not visited, 

And he hath not noticed excess of pride, 

Therefore, Job hath opened his mouth with vamity, 

Since he hath no knowledge, he hath boldly uttered words.’ 


CHAP. XXXVI.—And Elihu proceeded, and said: 
“Suffer me a little, while I teach thee, 
For I have yet words on behalf of God. 
{ will bring my knowledge from afar, 
And to my Maker I will aseribe righteousness. 
For, truly, my words are not falschood, 
One who is upright in knowledge is with thee. 
Lo, God is mighty, yet he will not despise any ; 
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Mighty in strength of understanding ! 


He preserveth not the life of the wieked ; 6 
But he administereth justice to the poor. 
He withdraweth not his eyes from the righteous, 7 


But with kings on the throne he establisheth them ; 
Yea, he establisheth them for ever, and they are exalted. 


And if, being bound in fetters, § 
They are taken m cords of afflietion ; 

Then he declareth to them their evi work, 9 
And their transgressions in having behaved proudly. 

And he openeth their ear to instruction, 10 
And commandeth them to turn from iniquity. 

If they obey and serve Aim, 11 


They spend their days in prosperity, 

And their years in pleasures. 

But if they will not obey, 12 
They pass away by the dart, 


And they expire without knowledge. 


But the profane of heart lay up for themselves wrath. 13 
They ery not to God when he bindeth them.

Their hfe is amongst the impure. 

Iie delivereth the afflicted in their affliction, 15 


And openeth their ear by oppression. 
Kven so would he have removed thee from a strait place, 16 
Into a broad plaee, where is no straitness ; 
And thy table should have been well furnished with fatted 
things. 
But thou art completing the judgment of the wicked: 17 
Judgment and justiee take hold of thee. 
Truly, there is wrath ; beware lest He take thee away by a 1s 


stroke ; 
Then a large ransom will not deliver thee. 
Will He value thy riehes ? 19 
Not gold, nor all the forees of strength. 
Long not for the night, 20 
When peoples disappear from their places. 
Beware that thou turn not to iniquity ; 21 
For this hast thou chosen rather than affliction. 

Lo, God is exalted by his strength : 22 
Who, like him, giveth law? 
Who hath enjoined on him his way ? 23 


And who will say, ‘Thou hast wrought iniquity’? 
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Remember that thou exalt his work, 
Which mortal men behold. 

All men see it with delight ; 
Mortals look upon it from afar. 

Lo, God is exalted, and we know him not; 
The number of his years eannot be searehed out. 
When he hath drawn up the drops of water, 
They pour down rain for his moisture, 

Which the elonds distil ; 

They fall down upon man abundantly. 

Can any one, indeed, understand the spreading of the

And Jehovah repaired the cala- 
mities of Job, when he had prayed for his friends: also Jcho- 
vah gave to Job twice as much as he had before. Then all 
his brethren, and all hs sistcrs, and all lus former acquaint- 
anee came to lim, and ate bread with hin im his house; and 
they condoled with him, and comforted lim concerning all 
the evil that Jehovah ead brought upon him: every one ee 
gave him a piece of money, al every one a jewel of gold. 
So Jehovah blessed the latter end of Job more than ne be- 
sinning: for he had fourteen thousand sheep, and six thou- 
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sand camels, and a thousand yoke of oxen, and a thousand 
she-asses. He had also seven sons, and three daughters. 13 
And he ealled the name of the first Jemima; [Days;] and 12 
the name of the second, Kezia; [Cassta;]| and the name of 
the third, Keren-happuch ; [Horn or stisrum.] And im all is 
the land were no women found so fair as the daughters of 
Job: and their father gave them an inheritanee among their 
brethren. After this Job lived a hundred and forty years, 16 
and saw his sons, and the sons of his sons, four generations. 


So Job died, being old and full of days. 17

He divided the sea, and eaused them to pass through, 
And made the waters to stand up as a heap. 
And he led them by a cloud im the day, 
And all the night by the hght of fire. 
He clave rocks in the desert, 
And gave them to drink as from the great deep.

And their sycamores with frost ; 

iVhen he gave up their cattle to the hail, 

And their flocks to the lightning ; 

When he sent upon them the heat of his anger, 

Wrath, and indignation, and distress, 

By the mission of evil angels ; 

FV hen he levelled a way for his anger, 

Spared not even themselves from death ; 

But gave up their life to the pestilence, 

And smote all the first-born m Egypt, 

The beginning of their strength in the tents of Ham; 

But led forth his own people as sheep, 

And guided them as a flock in the wilderness ; 

And led them on safely, so that they had no cause for 

dread, 

While the sea overwhelmed their enemies ; 

And he bronght them to his own holy boundary, 

To this mountain, which his own right-hand had pur- 

chased ; 

And drove out nations before them, 

Aud allotted to them their inheritance by line, 

And made the tribes of Israel to dwell in their tents. 
Yet they tried and provoked God Most High, 

And observed uot his testimonies ; 

But turned back, and acted treacherously hike their fathers : 

They turned aside like a slackened bow ;

Surely a rebellious man seeketh evil, 
And a cruel messenger shall be sent to him. 
Let a bear, robbed of her eubs, meet a man, 
And not a fool in his folly. 
He who returneth evil for good, 
Evil shall not depart from his house. 
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The beginning of strife is the letting out of water ; 


Therefore desist from contention before rage is manifested. 
He who acquitteth a wicked man, and he who con- 


demneth a righteous man, 
Are both an abomination to Jehovah. 
To what purpose is this, a price in the hand of a fool 
To purchase wisdom, when he hath no understanding ? 
A friend loveth in every season, 
And a brother is born for adversity. 
A man void of understanding striketh hands, 
Becoming surety in the presence of his fnend.

A foolish son is vexation to his father, 
And bitterness to her who bare hin.

Ile who spareth his words hath knowledge : 
A man of understanding is of a grave spirit.

A man with many friends is about to be ruined ; 
But one who loveth cleaveth closer than a brother. 
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CHAP. XIX.—Better is a poor man who walketh in his 1 


integrity 
Than he who is perverse in his lips, and is a fool. 


Truly, where the soul is without knowledge, it is not 2 


cood ; 

And he who hasteth with his feet gocth astray. 
The folly of a man perverteth his way ; 

Yet against Jehovah is his heart indignant. 
Wealth addeth many friends ; 

But the poor man 1s separated from his neighbour. 
A false witness shall not be unpunished, 

And he who uttereth lies shall not escape. 


Many will court the favour of a man of Ingh degyee ; 


And every one is a friend to him who giveth gifts. 
All the brothers of a poor man hate him; 
Much more do his neighbours stand afar from him: 
He relieth upon words which are nothing. 
He who acquireth wisdom loveth his soul : 
{le who keepeth understanding findeth good. 
A false witness shall not be unpunished, 
And he who uttereth hes shall perish. 
Delieate living is not becoming to a fool; 
Much less to a servant to have rule over prinees. 
The diserction of a man deferreth his anger ; 
And his glory is to pass over a transgression. 
The rage of a king is as the roar of a young lion ; 
But as dew upon the herbage is his favour. 
A foolish son is a calamity to his father, 


And the contentions of a wife are a continual dropping. 


A house and riches are an inheritance of fathers ; 
But a prudent wife is from Jehovah. 

Slothfulness easteth into a deep sleep ; 
And the soul that is remiss shall suffer hunger. 

Ife who keepeth the commandment keepeth his life ; 
Ife who despiseth his ways shall die. 

He who is kind to the poor lendeth to Jehovah ; 
And his good deed shall be recompensed to him. 

Chastise thy son, while there is hope, 
But let not thy soul desire to kill him. 

Ile who is of great wrath shall suffer punishment ; 
For, though thou deliver him, thou must do it again. 

Ifear counsel, and receive instruction, 
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That thou mayest be wise in thy future days. 
Many are the purposes in the heart of a man; 
But the counsel of Jchovah, that shall stand.

ile who provoketh him to anger sinneth against his own 
life. 
it 1s an honour to a man to cease from contention ; 
But every fool will provoke to anger. 
A slothful man will not plough on account of winter ; 
He shall seck in harvest, but find nothing. 
Counsel in the heart of a man is like deep waters : 
But a man of understanding will draw it up. 
Many will proclaim cach his own kindness ; 
But a trustworthy man, who can find ? 
Efe who walketh in his integrity is a rightcous man: 
Happy are his children after him! 
A king, sitting on the throne of judgment, 
Scattereth by his eyes every evil thing. 
Who will say, “I have nade my heart pure, 
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I am pure from my sin?” 
Different weights, different measures, 
An abomination to Jehovah are they both. 
Even a youth maketh himself known by his doings, 


Whether his deed will be pure, and whether it will be 


right. 
The hearing ear, and the secing eye, 
Jehovah maketh even both of them. ; 
Love not sleep, lest thou be impoverished ; 
Open thine eyes, thou shalt be satisfied with bread. 
“Tt is bad, it is bad,” saith the buyer ; 
But when he ‘hath gone away, then he boasteth. 
There is gold, and abundance of pearls ; 


“But a precious jewel are lips of knowledge. 


Take a man’s garment when he has becolift surcty for a 


foreigner ; 
And when for strangers, take a pledge of him. 
Bread of deceit 1s sweet to a man, 
But after it his mouth will be filled with gravel. 
Every purpose is established by counsel ; 
Therefore by counsels make war. 


He who revealeth counsels goeth about as a tale-bearer ; 


Therefore with him who openeth his lips assoeiate not. 
He who curseth his father and his mother, 
Tis lamp shall be put out in the blackest darkness.

The wicked man is a ransom for the rightcous, 
And the transeressor for the upright. 
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It is better to dwell in a desert land, 
Than with a contentious and angry wife.

To have respect to persons is not good:

Let such drink, and forget his poverty, 
And remember no more his trouble. 
Open thy mouth for the dumb, 
In the cause of all the sons of adversity. 
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Open thy mouth, judge righteously, 
And establish the nght of the afflicted and the needy.

CHAP. I.—The words of the Preacher, the son of David, 1 


king in Jerusalem. 


Vanity of vanities—saith the Preacher,— 2 
Vanity of vanities; all is vanity. 
What gain hath Man from all his labour 3 


Which he endureth under the sun ? 

One generation passeth away, and another generation 4 
cometh ; 

But the earth remaineth for ever. 

The sun also ariseth, and the sun goeth down, 

And hastcth earnestly to the place where it arose. 

Going to the south, and turning to the north, 6 

The wind continually turneth about ; 

And according to its cireuits the wind returneth. 

All the rivers go to the sea; 7 

Yet the sea is not full: 

To the place whence the rivers come, 

Thither they return again. 

All things are wearied ; 8 

Man is not able to tell i: 

The cye 1s not satisfied with seeing, 

Neither is the ear filled with hearing. 

That which hath been is that which shall be; 

And that which hath been done is that which shall van 
done : 
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So there is nothing new under the sun. 

Is there a thing of whieh it may be said, “See, this is 
new ?” 

In the ages which were before us it hath been already. 

There is no remembrance of former things, 

And also as to things which are to be, 

They shall have no remembrance 

With those who shall be afterwards. 


I, the Preacher, was king over Israel in Jerusalem ; 

And I apphed my heart to search and to explore with 
wisdom 

All that is done under the sun: 

This grievous labour God hath given 

To the sons of man, to be grieved by it. 

IT have seen all the works which are done under the sun ; 

And lo, all is vanity, and a feeding on wind. 

That which is crooked cannot be made straight; 

And that which is wanting cannot be reckoned. 

I spake with my heart, saying, 

‘Lo, I have greatly increased wisdom 

Above every one who has been before me in Jerusalem ;’ 

And my heart hath seen abundantly wisdom and know- 
ledge. 

For I have applied my heart to know wisdom and know- 
ledge, 


Madness and folly : 


‘T knew that this also is a feeding on wind. 


For in much wisdom is much vexation ; 
And he who increaseth knowledge increaseth sorrow. 


CHAP. II.—I said in my heart, 
‘Come now, I will try thee with joy; and thou shalt see 
good :? 
And lo, this also 1s vanity. 
T said to Laughter, ‘Thou art mad ;’ 
And to Joy, ‘ What art thou doing ?? 
{ sought in my heart to indulge my flesh with wire, 
(Yet conducting my heart in wisdom 5) 
And to take hold on folly, till I should see 
Where was that good for the sons of man, 
Which they might do under the heavens 
During all the days of their life. 
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I made my works great ; 4 
I builded for myself houses ; 
I planted for myself vineyards ; 


I made for myself gardens and orchards, 5 
And I planted in them trees of every kind of fruit. 

I made for myself pools of water, 6 
To water with them the orchard in which trees grew ; 

I bought male and female slaves, 7 


And had slaves born in my house ; 

I had also greater possessions of herds and flocks 

Than all who had been before me in Jerusalem. 

I colleeted for myself also silver and gold, S 

And the precious treasure of kings and of provinces: 

I procured for myself men-singers and women-singers ; 

And the delight of the sons of man, numerous females. 

So I was great, and inereased more than all who had been 9 
before me in Jerusalem. 

My wisdom also remained with me, 

And nothing that my eyes required, kept I from them; 10 

I withheld not my heart from any joy; 

For my heart rejoiced in all my labour ; 

And this was my portion of all my labour. 

Then I looked upon all the works which my hands had 1 
wrought, 

And on the labour which I had laboured to do; 

And, lo, all was vanity, and a feeding on wind, 

And no gain was there under the sun. 

Then I turned myself to see wisdom, and madness, and 12 

folly : 

For what can the man do that shall come after the king ? 

That which hath been already done. 


Then I saw that wisdom exeelleth folly, 13 
As light exeelleth darkness. 
The wise man’s eyes are in his head ; 14 


But the fool walketh in darkness. 

Yet I knew, even I, that one event happencth to them all. 

Then I said in my heart, 15 

‘As it happencth to the fool, so to me also, to me it hap- 
BeeTCtin; 

Why then have I been more wise ?’ 

So I said in my heart, that this also is vanity. 

For there is no remembrance of the wise man, or of the 16 

fool, for e¥er ; 
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As it hath been already, so in the days to come, all will 
be forgotten. 

And how doth the wise man die as the fool ! 

Therefore [ hated life ; 

For grievous to me was the work which is wrought under 
the sun; 

For all is vanity and a feeding on the wind. 

And I hated all my labour which I had endured under 

the sun, 

Because I must leave it to a man who shall come after 
Nae 

And who knoweth whether he will be a wise man or a 
fool ? 

Yet he will have power over all the labour in which I have 
laboured, 

And on which [ have done wisely under the sun: 

This also is vanity. 

Then I turned about to cause my heart to despair 

Concerning all the labour in which I had laboured under 
the sun. 

For there is a man whose labour is with wisdom, 

And with knowledge, and with success ; 

Yet to a man who hath not laboured on it, 

He leaveth it as his portion : 

This also is vanity, and a great evil. 

For what hath a man of all his labour, 

And of the thought of his heart, with which he hath 
troubled himself under the sun? 

For all his days are sorrowful, and his travail grievous ; 

Even in the night his heart resteth not : 

This also is vanity. 

Nothing is better for a man than that he eat and drink, 

And cause his mind to see good in his labour. 

Even this I saw, that it is from the hand of God. 

For who can eat, and who can enjoy pleasure more than I? 

Tor to a man who is good before Him, 

He giveth wisdom, and knowledge, and joy ; 

But to the sinner He giveth grievous travail, to collect and 
to gather together, 

That he nay give to him who is good before God: 

This also is vanity and a feeding upon the wind. 


CILAP, III.—For every thing there is a season, 
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And a time for every purpose under the heavens: 
A time to be born, and a time to dic: 


A time to plant, and a time to dig up that which hath 


been planted : 
A time to kill, and a time to heal: 
A time to break down, and a time to build: 
A time to weep, and a time to laugh: 
A time to bewail, and a time to dance: 
A time to cast away stones, and a time to gather stones: 


A time to embrace, and a time to refrain from embracing : 


A time to seek, and a time to lose: 

A time to keep, and a time to east away: 

A time to rend, and a time to sew: 

A time to be silent, and a time to speak: 

A time to love, and a time to hate: 

A time of war, and a time of peace. 

What gain hath he who worketh 

From that on which he labourcth ? 

I have seen the grievous travail which God hath given 
To the sons of man to be grieved by it. 
Everything he hath made beautiful in its time ; 
He hath also set eternity in their thoughts. 


Yet man is not able to find out the work which God docth, 


From the beginning even to the end. 

I know that there is no good for them, 

But to rejoice and to enjoy good each in his life. 
And also that every man should eat and drink, 
And enjoy the good of all his trouble : 

That is the eift. “of God. 

I know that all which God docth, 

It shall be for ever: 


To it no one can add any thing, and from it no one ean 


take any thing away; 
And God doeth it that men should fear before him. 
What hath been already, is now ; 
And that whieh shall be, hath been already ; 
And God bringeth baek that which hath passed before. 
And again, [ saw under the sun, 
In the place of judgment was wickedness ; 
And in the place of righteousness was iniquity. 
I said in my heart, 
‘The righteous man and the wicked man God will judge; 
For there is a time there for every purpose, 
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And for every work.’ 
I said in my heart concerning the sons of man, 

‘God designeth to declare to them, and to make them see, 

That they themselves are brutes.’ 

For that whieh befalleth the sons of man, befalleth the 
brutes; 

Even one thing befalleth them doth: 

As the one dieth,-so dicth the other, 

And all have one breath ; 

So that man hath no excellence above the brute : 

For all is vanity. 

All go to one place: 

All are from the dust, 

And all return to the dust. 

Who knoweth the spirit of the sons of man, which goeth 
upward, 

And the spirit of the brute, which goeth downward to the 
earth ? 

Then I saw that nothing is better 

Than that a man should rejoice in his own works ; 

For what is his portion ; 

For who can bring him back to see what shall be after 
him? 


CHAP. IV.—Then again I saw all the oppressions that 
are done under the sun; 
And, lo, the tears of the oppressed, and they had no com- 
forter : 
For on the side of their oppressors there was power ; 
But they had no comforter. 
Therefore I praiscd the dead who are already dead, 
More than the living who are still alive. 
But better than both these is he who hath not yet been, 
Who hath not seen the evil work 
Which is done under the sun. 
I also saw all the labour, and all the success of a work, 
That it is the envy which a man hath towards his neigh- 
bour: 
This also is vanity and a feeding upon wind. 
The fool foldeth his hands and eateth his own flesh. 
Better is a handful with quict, 
Than both hands full, with trouble and a feeding on wind. 
Then again I looked upon a vanity under the sun: 
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There is one who hath none besides; 
He hath indeed neither son nor brother ; 
Yet there is no end of all his labour, 
Neither is his eye satisfied with riches. 
Yet for whom do I labour and deprive myself of good? 
This also is vanity, and a grievous labour. 
Two are better than one; 
Because they have a good reward of their labour. 
For if they fall, one will raise up his companion ; 
But alas for him who falleth when there is not another to 
raise him up. 
Also, if two lie together, then they have warmth ; 
But how can one be warm ? 
And if one prevail over him who is alone, 
The two can stand against him ; 


And the threefold cord eannot hastily be broken. 


Better is a child poor, but wise, 
Than a king old, but foolish, 
Who knoweth not how to be any more admonished. 
For, from a prison-house he may come to reign, 
Although indeed in his kmgdom he had been born poor. 
I saw all the Jiving walk under the sun, 
With the second ehild, who standeth in his place : 
No end is there of all the people, 
Of all of whoin he is the leader: 
Yet they who come after will not rejoice in him. 
Surely also this is vanity, and a fecding on wind. 


CHAP. V.—Guard thy foot when thou goest into the 
house of God; 

And draw near in order to obey, 

Rather than to offer the sacrifice of fools ; 

For they know not that they are doing evil. 

Be not rash with thy mouth, and let not thy heart be 
hasty 

To utter anything before God ; 

For God is m heaven, and thou art upon the earth ; 

Therefore let thy words be few. 

For a dream cometh through an abundance of business ; 

And the voice of a fool, through an abundance of words. 

When thou hast vowed a vow to God, 

Delay not to perform it ; 
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For he hath no pleasure in fools. 

What thou hast vowed, perform : 

Better is it that thou shouldest not vow, 

Than that thou shouldest vow and not perform. 

Suffer not thy mouth to cause thy flesh to sin, 

And say not before the delegate of Jehovah, that 1t was 
an error. | 

Why should God be angry on account of thy voice, 

And destroy the work of thy hands ? 

For in an abundance of dreams there is much vanity ; 

And in the multiplying of words: 

But fear thou God. 

If thou seest ina province the oppression of a poor man, 

And the violation of justice and equity, 

Wonder not at the matter; 

For a high one above him who 1s high observeth, 

And there is the Highest above them. 

Moreover the profit of the earth is for all: 

The king is made to serve the field. 

He who loveth silver shall not be satisfied with silver; 

And he who loveth wealth hath no produce: 

This also is vanity. 

When property is increased, they are increased who con- 
sume it ; 

And what profit hath its possessor, but to see z¢ with his 
eyes? 

Sweet is the sleep of a labouring man, 

Whether he eat little or much ; 

But the plenty of the rich man will not suffer him to 
sleep. : 

There is a sore evil which I have seen under the sun; 

Riches kept for their possessor to his hurt. 

But these riches perish amidst grievous labour ; 

And he begetteth a son, and nothing at all is in his hand. 

As he came forth from his mother’s womb, 

Naked shall he again go as he came, 

And nothing shall he take of his labour, that he may 
carry in his hand. 

And this also 1s a grievous evil, 

That, in every respect, as he came so he shall go: 

And what gain hath he that he hath laboured for the wind ? 

That during all his days also he hath eaten in darkness ; 

And hath increased vexation, and pain, and anger ? 
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To! what I have seen to be good and beautiful ; 1s 
That @ man should eat and drink, and see the good 
Of all his labour which he hath taken under the sun, 
According to the number of the days of his hfe which 

God giveth him; 

For this is his portion. 
Every man also to whom God giveth riches and wealth, 1 
And to whom he giveth power to eat of them, 
And to take his portion, and to rejoice in his labour ; 
This is the gift of God. 
For then he will not much reinember the days of his hfe; 2 
For God answereth by the joy of his heart. 
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CHAP. VI.—There is an evil which I have seen under the 1 
sun, 
And it falleth largely upon man: 
One to whom God giveth riches, wealth, and honour, 2 
So that his soul wanteth nothing of all he can desire, 
Yet God giveth him not power to cat of it ; 
But a stranger eateth it: 
This 1s vanity and a grievous evil. 
If aman beget a hundred children and live many years, 3 
And many be the days of his years; 
But his soul be not satisfied with good, 
And he have no burial ; 
I say, an untimely birth is better than he. 


For, in vanity it cometh, and in darkness it goeth, a 
And in darkness its name will be covered: 

It hath not either seen or known the sun. 5 
More rest hath this than the other ; 

Niven if he had lived twice a thousand years, G 


Yet had not seen good. 
Are not all going to one place? 
All the trouble of a man is for his mouth, 
And yet the appetite 1s not filled. 
What advantage then hath the wise man more than the s 
fool ¢ 
What hath the poor man who knoweth how to walk before 
the living ? 
Better is that which is seen by the eyes than the wander- 9 
ing of the desire : 
This also is vanity and a feeding on the wind. 
What is he whose name has formerly been celebrated, 1 
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Yet is known as being Jat a man, 

And who is not able to contend with one who is stronger 
than he? 

Sinee there are things in abundance that multiply vanity, 

What advantage remaineth to man ? 

For who knoweth what is good for man in life, 

During the days of his vain life, whieh he spendeth as a 
shadow ? 

Who is it that can tell a man what will be after him under 
the sun? 


CHAP. VII.—Better is a good uame than precious oint- 
ment ; 

And the day of death, than the day of birth. 

Better is if to go to the house of mourning, 

Than to go to the house of feasting ; 

Sinee that is the end of all men, 

And the living will lay it to his heart. 

Better is gnef than Jaughter ; 

For, by the sadness of the countenance, the heart is madc 
better. 

The heart of the wise is in the house of mourning; 

But the heart of fools in the house of joy. 

Better is it to hear the rebuke of a wise man, 

Than for a man to hear the song of fools. 

For as the sound of thorns under the cauldron, 

So is the laughter of the fool. 

This also is vanity. 

Surely oppression maketh a wise man mad ; 

And a gift corrupteth the heart. 

Better 1s the end of a matter than the beginning ; 
And better is the patient man, than he who is haughty. 
Be not hasty in thy spirit to be angry ; 

For anger resteth in the bosom of fools. 
Say not, ‘Tow is it that the former days were better than 
these ?? 
For thou dost not ask wisely concerning this. 

Wisdom is as good as an inheritanee ; 
And an advantage to those who sce the sun: 
For wisdom is a defence ; silver is a defence ; 
But more excellent is knowledge. 

Wisdom giveth life to those who possess it. 

See the work of God: 
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For who can straighten that which he hath made crooked ? 
In the day of prosperity, be joyful ; 14 
And in the day of evil observe this, 
That God hath made the one to be joined with the other, 
To the end that man might not find out any thing after 
him. 
All these things have I seen in the days of my vanity; 15 
Here, a righteous man perishing in his righteousness, 
And there, a wicked man prolonging /ife in his wickedness. 
Be not righteous over much ; 16 
Neither be thou over wise: 
Why shouldest thou destroy thyself? 
Be not wicked overmuch ; 17 
Neither be thou foolish : 
Why shouldest thou die before thy time ? 
It is good that thou shouldest take hold on this, 18 
And also that from this thou shouldest not withhold thy 
hand ; 
For he who feareth God will come forth from them all. 
Wisdom strengtheneth a wise man, 19 
More than ten rulers who are in a city. 
Since there is no just man in the earth 20 
Who doeth good, and sinneth not ; 
Therefore to all the words which are spoken, attend 21 
not, 
Lest thou hear thy servant speaking lightly of thee. 
For truly, many times, thy heart knoweth, 22 
That thou also hast spoken hghtly of others. 
All this have J tried by wisdom : 23 
I said, ¢ I will be wise ;? but it hath been far from me: 
Far off; what is it ? 24 
And very deep; who can find it? 
I have turned my heart to know, 25 
And to explore, and to search for wisdom and judgment ; 
And to know foolish wickedness, and the great madness of 
folly : 
And l ae found what is more bitter than death, 26 
The woman whose heart is snares and nets; whose hands 
are chains : 
He who is pleasing to God shall be delivered from her; 
But he who sinneth shall be ensnared by her. 
See, this have I found (saith the Preacher), 27 
Adding one to another, to find ont the account, 
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Which Iam yet searching after, but have not found: 
One man in a thousand I have found, 

But a woman among all these I have not found. 

See, only this I have found, 

That God made man upright, 

But they have sought out many devices. 


CHAP. VIII.—Who is like the wise man, 
And who knoweth the interpretation of a matter ? 
The wisdom of a man enlighteneth his countenance, 
And the fierceness of his countenance is changed. 
Observe thou the command of the king, 
And that on account of the oath of God. 
Be not in haste to go from his presence : 
Persist not in an evil matter ; 
For all that he desireth he can do: 
Since the word of a king is powerful, 
And who shall sav to him, What doest thou? 
He who keepeth the commandment, knoweth not an evil 
matter ; 
But the heart of a wise man knoweth time and judgment. 
For to every purpose there is time and judgment; 
Although the evil of man be great upon him. 
For he knoweth not what will be; 
For how it will be, who ean tell him? 
No man hath power over the spirit, so as to retain the 
spirit ; 
Nor hath any one power in the day of death ; 
Nor is there any discharge in that warfare ; 
Neither shall wickedness deliver those who are addicted to 
ite 
All this I have scen, 
And I have applied my heart to every work that is done 
under the sun : 
There is a time during which a man ruleth over man to 
his hurt. 
So also I have scen the wicked buried, and go éo the 
tomb: 
And from the holy place they have gone, , 
And have been forgotten in the city, who had done rightly. 
This also is vanity. 
Because sentence against an evil work is not executed 


specdily, 
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Therefore the heart of the sons of man within them is fully 
set to do evil. 

Although a wicked man sin a hundred times, and prolong 
a days, 

Yet I know that it will be well for those who fear God, 

For those who fear before him: 

But it will not be well for the wicked man, 

Neither will he prolong his days: as a shadow will they be, 

Because he doth not fear before God. 

There 1s a vanity which is done upon the earth ; 

For there are nghteous men to whom it happencth accord- 
ing to the ‘deed of the wicked ; 

And there are wicked men to whom it happeneth according 
to the deed of the righteous. 

[ said that this also is vanity. 

Then I praised joy: 

For man has no good under the sun, 

But to eat, and to di ink, and to be joyful ; 

For that shall abide with him in the labour of the days 
of his life, 

Which God granteth to him under the sun. 

When I applied my heart to know wisdom, 

And to see the painful business which is done under the 
sun ; 

For truly by day and by night he seeth not sleep with his 
eyes ; 

Then I saw all the work of God, 

That a man cannot find out the work that is done undcr 
the sun: 

However a man tronble himself to search, 

Yet he eannot find z¢: 

Kiven though a wise man may say that he knoweth ¢, 

Yet he cannot find 7¢. 


CPAP. IX. - all this I have considered, 

Kiven that I might make all this clear ; 

That the mghteous, and the wise, and their works, are in 
the hand of God; 

Whether love, whether hatred, no man knoweth; 

All are before them. 

All things are alike to all: 

There is one event to the nghteous man and to the wieked 
man ; 
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‘T'o the good, and to the pure, and to the impure man ; 
T’o him who sacrificeth, and to him who sacrificeth not: 
As is the good man, so is the sinner; 
He who sweareth, is as he who revereth an oath. 
This evil is in every thing that is done under the sun, 
That there is one event to all; 
And therefore the heart of the sons of men is full of evil 
And madness 1s in their heart durimg their life; 
And, after that, they go to the dead. 
But who would be joined fo ¢hem ? 
‘lo all the living there is hope : 
Yor a living dog 1s better than a dead lion. 
or the living know that they must die ; 
But the dead know nothing whatever, 
And they have no longer a reward ; 
For their memory 1s forgotten. 
Their love also and their hatred, and their envy, hath 
now perished, 

And they have no longer any portion for ever 
In all that is done under the sun. 

Go, eat thy bread with joy, 
And drink thy wine with a merry heart ; 
For God now hath pleasure in thy works. 
At all times let thy garments be white ; 
And let not oil upon thy head be wanting. 
Enjoy hfe with the wife whom thou lovest, 
All the days of the life of thy vanity, 
Which We hath given to thee under the sun, 
All the days of thy vanity : 
Kor this is thy portion in life, 
And in thy labour which thou endurest under the sun. 
All that thy hand findeth to do, do with thy might ; 
For there is no work, nor design, nor knowledge, nor 

wisdom, 

In the grave whither thou art going. 

Again, I saw under the sun, 
That the race is not to the swift, 
Nor the battle to the mighty, 
Nor yet bread to the wise, 
Nor yet riches to men of understanding, 
Nor yet favour to men of skill; 
For time and chance happencth to them all. 
or truly man knoweth not his time. 
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As fishes that are taken in an evil net, 

And as birds that are taken in a snare, 

Tike these the sons of man are ensnared in an evil time, 
When it falleth upon them suddenly. 


This also I have seen, 13 
Wisdom under the sun, and it was great to me. 
There was a little city, and the men in it were few; 14 


And a great king came against it, and besieged it, 

And he built up great towers against it. 

And there was found in it a poor wise man, 15 
And he delivered the city by his wisdom ; 

Yet men remembered not that poor man. 

Then J said, Wisdom is better than might ; 16 
Though the wisdom of a poor man is despised, 

And his words are not heard. 

The words of the wise in quietness are heard, 17 
More than the clamour of him who ruleth among fools.. 
Wisdom is better than weapons of contention ; 

But one who erreth destroyeth much good. 


CHAP. X.—Dead flies cause the ointment of the perfumer 3 
to send forth a stinking savour : 

So doth a little folly him who is in reputation for wisdom 
and honour, 

The heart of a wise man is in his right hand; 

But the heart of a fool is in his left hand. 

Moreover, when he who is a fool walketh in the way, his 
understanding is deficient, 

And he telleth every one that he 1s a fool. 

If the spirit of him who ruleth rise up against thee, 4 
Leave not thy place ; 
For yielding quieteth great offences.

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There is an evil that I have seen under the sun, 5 
An error which proceedeth from the ruler ;

For they shall eat the fruit of their doings. 

11 Woe unto the wicked! 7 shall be ill with him : 
For the reward of his hands shall be given him. 

12 As for my people, children are their oppressors, 
And women rule over them. 
O my people, they who guide thee lead thee astray, 
And destroy the way of thy paths. 

13 Jehovah standeth up to plead, 
And standeth to judge the tribes ; 

14 Jehovah will enter into judgment 
With the elders of his peopie, and the rulers thereof, sayzng, 
So ye then have caten up the vineyard ; 

The spoil of the poor is in your houses ; 
15 What mean ye that ye crush my people, 

And grind the faces of the poor? 

Saith the Lord, Jchovah of hosts. 


16 Moreover Jehovah saith,

Therefore is the anger of Jehovah kindled against his people, 2s

For all this his anger is not turned away,

17. Jehovah shall bring upon thee,

Which is in the uttermost part of the rivers of Egypt, 
And to the bee which is in the land of Assyria :

And I took unto 
me faithful witnesses, Uriah the priest, and Zechariah, the 
son of Jebereehiah. And I went unto the prophetess ; and 
she conceived, and bare a son. ‘Then said Jehovah to me, 
Call his name Maher-shalal-hash-baz |Sport-HasTENETH- 
PREY-speevETH]|. For before the child shall have knowledge 
to cry, My father, and My mother, the riches of Damascus 
and the spoil of Samaria shall be taken away before the 
king of Assyria.

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CHAP. X.—Woe unto them that make unrighteous 1

And that write, causing misery by what they have written ; 
To turn aside the needy from judgement, 2 
And to take away the right of the poor of my people ; 
That widows may be their prey, 
And that they may rob the fatherless ! 
And what will ye do in the day of visitation, 3 
And in the desolation which shall come from afar ? 
To whom will ye flee for help? 
And where will ye leave your wealth? 
They shall do nothing but bow down among the prisoners; 4 
And they shall fall among the slain. 
For all this his anger is not turned away, 
But his hand is stretched out still. 


Woe to the Assyrian, the rod of mine anger, 5

4 And Rabshakeh said unto them, “ Say ye now to Hezekiah, 
Thus saith the great king, the king of Assyria, What trust is 

5 this wherein thou trustest ? Thou speakest only vain words, 
saying, I have counsel and strength for war: now on whom 

6 dost thon trust, that thou rebellest agamst me? Lo, thou 
trustest in the staff of this broken reed, in Egypt; whereon 
if a man lean, it will go into his hand, and pierce it: so is 

7 Pharaoh king of Egypt to all that trustin him. But if thou 
say to me, We trust in Jehovah our God: is it not he, whose 
high places and altars Ilezekiah hath taken away, and hath 
said to Judah and to Jerusalein, Ye shall worship before this 

saltar? Now therefore give a pledge, I pray thee, to my master 
the king of Assyria, and I will give thee two thousand horses, 

9 if thou be able on thy part to set riders upon them. How 
then wilt thou turn back the face of one captain, of the 
least of my master’s servants, and put thy trust in Egypt 

io for chariots and for horsemen? And now am [come up 
without Jehovah agamst this land to destroy it? Jehovah 
hath said unto me, Go up against this land, and destroy it.” 

11 Then said Khakim and Shebna and Joah unto Rabshakeh, 
“Speak, we pray thee, unto thy servants in the Aramean 
language, for we understand it ; and speak not to us in the 
Jewish language, in the cars of the people that are on the 

12 wall.’ But Rabshakch said, “ Hath my master sent me to 
thy master and to thee to speak these words? hath he not 
sent me to the men that sit upon the wall to eat their own 
dung, and drink their own water with you ?” 

13° Then Rabshakeh stood, and cried with a loud voice in the 
Jewish language, and said, “ Ilear ye the words of the great 

it kg, the king of Assyria. ‘Thus saith the king, Let not 
Hezekiah deceive you; for he will not be able to deliver you. 

15 Neither let Hezekiah make you trust in Jehovah, saying, 
Jehovah will surely deliver us; this city shall not be given 

16 into the hand of the king of Assyria. Hearken not to He- 
zekiah ; for thus saith the king of Assyria, Make peace with 
me, and come out to me: and eat ye every man of his vine, 
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and every one of his fig tree, and drink ye every man of the 
waters of his own cistern; until I come and take you away 17 
to a land hke your own land, a land of corn and wine, a land 
of bread and vineyards. Beware lest Hezekiah persuade you, 18 
saying, Jehovah will dehver us. Have the gods of the 
nations delivered each his land out of the hand of the king 
of Assyria? Where are the gods of Hamath and Arphad ? 19 
where are the gods of Sepharvaim ? and have they delivered 
Samaria outof my hand? Who, among all the gods of these 20 
lands, have delivered their land out of my hand, that Jehovah 
should deliver Jerusalem out of my hand?” 

But they held their peace, and answered him not a word ; 21 
for that was the king’s command, saying, “ Answer him 
Noten 

Then came Ehakim, Hilkiah’s son, who was over the 22 
household, and Shebna the secretary, and Joah, Asaph’s son, 
the remembrancer, to Hezekiah with ther clothes rent, and 


told him the words of Rabshakeh. 
CHAP. XXXVII.—And it came to pass, when the king 1 


Hezekiah heard them, that he rent his clothes, and covered 
himself with sackcloth, and went into the house of Jehovah. 
And he sent Khakim, who was over the household, and Shebna 2 
the seeretary, and the elders of the priests, covered with sack- 
cloth, unto Isaiah the prophet the son of Amoz. And they 3 
said unto him, “ Thus saith Hezekiah, This day is a day of 
distress, and of rebuke, and of reviling; for the children are 
come to the birth, and there is not strength to brmg forth. 
It may be Jehovah thy God will hear the words of Rabshakeh, 4 
whom the king of Assyria his master hath sent to reproach 
the living God, and will reprove the words which Jehovah thy 
God hath heard: wherefore offer thou a prayer for the rem- 
nant that is left.” 5 

So the servants of the king Hezekiah came to Isaiah. And 6 
Isaiah said unto them, ‘Thus shall ye say unto your master, 
Thus saith Jehovah, Be not afraid because of the words that 
thou hast heard, wherewith the servants of the king of Assyria 
have blasphemed me. Behold, I will put in him a spint, 7 
and he shall hear a report, and return to his own land; and 
I will cause him to fall by the sword in his own land.” 

So Rabshakech returned, and found the king of Assyria s: 
warring against Libnah ; for he had heard that he was de- 
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9 parted from Lachish. And he heard it said concerning Tir- 

hakah king of Ethiopia, “‘ fe is come forth to make war with 

10 thee.” And when he heard it, he sent messengers to Heze- 

kiah, saying, “Thus shall ye speak to Hezekiah king of Judah, 

saying, Let not thy God, in whom thou trustest, deccive thee, 

saying, Jerusalem shall not be given into the hand of the 

n king of Assyna. Behold, thou hast heard what the kings of 

Assyria have done to all lands by destroying them utterly ; and 

12 thou, shalt thou be delivered ? Have the gods of the nations 

which my fathers have destroyed delivered them? Gozan, 

and Haran, and Rezeph, and the Children of Eden who 

i3 were 1n Telassar? Where is the king of Hamath, and the 

king of Arphad, and the king of the city of Sepharvaim, 
of Hena, and Ivah?’

Incline thine 
car, O Jehovah, and hear; open thine eyes, O Jehovah, and 
see: and hear all the words of Sennacherib, whieh he hath 
is sent, to reproach the hving God. Of a truth, O Jehovah, the 
kings of Assyria have laid waste all the nations, and their 
19 countries, and have cast their gods into the fire: for they 
were no gods, but the work of men’s hands, wood and stone ; 
20 therefore they have destroyed them. Now therefore, O 
Jchovah, our God, save us from his hand, that all the king- 
doms of the earth may know that thou art Jehovah, even 
thou only.”

Ke 
Blasts ie not heard long ago, 26 
That I have done it from ancient times, and prepared it? 
Now have I brought it to pass, 
That thou shouldest lay waste fortified cities, 
And make them ruinous heaps. 
And their inhabitants are of small strength, 27 
They are dismayed and confounded ; 
They are as the herbage of the field, and the green grass, 
The grass of the house- -tops ; 
And < as corn blasted before it be grown up. 
Thus I know thy sitting-down, and thy going-out, and thy 2s 
coming-1n, 
And thy raging against me. 
Because thy raging against me, and thy presumption, 29 
Have eome up into mine ears, 
Therefore have I put my hook in thy nose, 
And my bridle in thy lips, 
And I will turn thee baek m the way by which thou hast 
come.

The zeal of Jehovah of hosts shall do this.

I am the first, and I am the last ; 
And beside me there is no God. 

7 And who, like me, hath announced ? 
Let him declare it, and set it in order before me, 
Since I established the people of ancient time ? 
And the things that are coming, and shall come, 
Let them declare. 

s Fear ye not, neither be afraid : 
Ilave not I told thee long ago, and declared it ? 
And ye are my witnesses :

Then, I said, Ah, Lord Jehovah ! 6

Hath a nation changed its gods, which are yet no gods? 
But my people have changed their glory

For I have loved strangers, and after them will I go. 
26 Asa thief is ashamed when he is taken, 

So is the house of Israel put to shame ;

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They themselves, their kings, their princes, 

And their priests, and their prophets : 

Saying to a stock, Thou art my father ; 27 
And to a stone, Thou hast brought me forth: 

For they have turned their back to me, and not their face: 

Yet in the time of their trouble they will say, 
Arise, and save us. 

But where are thy gods that thou hast made thee ? 28 
Let them arise, 

If they can save thee in the time of thy trouble: 

For as inany as thy cities are thy gods, O Judah. 


Wherefore will ye contend with me? 29 
Ye have all transgressed against me, saith Jehovah. 
In vain have I smitten your children; 30 


They have not received correction : 
Your own sword hath devoured your prophets, 
Like a destroying hon. 


O generation, behold ye the word of Jehovah : 31 
Have I been a wilderness unto Israel? a land of darkness ? 
Wherefore say my people, We are free; 

We will come no more unto thee? 


Can a maiden forget her ornaments? a bride her attire ? 32 
Yet ny people have forgotten ine, days without number. 
Why trimmest thou thy way to seck love f 33 


Therefore also hast thou taught thy ways wickedness. 
In thy skirts also is found the life-blood of the poor and 34 
innocent, 
Though thou hast not found them breaking in : 
Yea, it 1s upon all these. 
Yet thou sayest, Because I am innocent, - 35 
Surely lis anger shall turn from me. 
Behold, I will enter into judgment with thee, 
Because thou sayest, I have not sinned. 
Why runnest thou so hastily to change thy way ? 36 
Of Egypt also shalt thou be ashamed, 
As thou wast ashamed of Assyria. 
Yea, from him also shalt thou go forth, 37 
With thy hands upon thy head : 
For Jehovah hath rejected the objects of thy confidence, 
And thou shalt not prosper in then. 
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And she go from him, and become another man’s, 
Shall he return unto her again ? 
Shall not that land be greatly polluted? 
But thou hast played the harlot with many lovers ; 
And shalt thou return to me? saith Jehovah. 
2 Lift up thine eyes unto the high places, 
And see where thou hast not been lain with. 
In the ways hast thou sat for them, 
As the Arab in the wilderness ; 
And thou hast polluted the land 
With thy harlotries and with thy wickedness. 
3 Therefore the showers have been withholden, 
And there hath been no latter rain ; 
Yet thou hast had a harlot’s forehead, 
Thou hast refused to be ashamed. 
4 Wilt thou not from this time ery unto me, 
My father, the guide of my youth art Thou? 
5 Will he retain Ais anger for ever ? 
Will he keep it perpetually ? 
Behold, thou hast spoken and done evil things with all thy 
might. 


6 And Jehovah said unto me in the days of Josiah the king, 
Hast thou seen that which backsliding [srael hath done? she 
7 hath gone up upon every high mountain and under every 
green tree, and there hath played the harlot. And I said, 
after she hath done all these things, she will return unto 
sme: but she returned not. And her treacherous sister Judah 
sawit. And I saw, when for all the adulteres of backsliding 
Ysracl I had put her away, and given her a bill of divoree, yet 
her treacherous sister Judah feared not, but went and played 
9 the harlot also herself. And it came to pass through the fame 
of her harlotry, that she defiled the land, and committed 
10 adultery with stone and with wood. And yet for al! this her 
treacherous sister Judah hath not turned unto me with her 
whole heart, but falsely, saith Jehovah. 
11 And Jehovah said unto me, Backsliding Israel hath justified 
12 herself more than treachcrous Judah. Go and proclaim 
these words toward the north, and say, 
Return, thou backsliding Isracl, saith Jehovah ; 
I will not Jet my countenance frown upon you: 
Vor L am merciful, saith Jchovah, - 
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I will not retain anger for ever. 

Only acknowledge thine iniquity, 13 

That thou hast transgressed against Jehovah thy God, 

And hast gone about among strangers, 

Under every green tree ; 

And that ye have not obeyed my voice, saith Jchovah., 

Return, O backsliding children, saith Jehovah ; l4 

For I am your Lord; 

And I will take you, one of a city, and two of a tribe, 

And [ will bring you to Zion : 

And I will give you shepherds after mine own heart, 15 

Who shall feed you with knowledge and understanding. 

And when ye shall be multiplied and increased in the land, 16 

In those days, saith Jehovah, they shall no more say, 

The ark of the covenant of Jehovah; 

Neitber shall it come to mind ; 

Neither shall they remember it ; 

Neither shall they visit it ; 

Neither shall that be done any more. 

At that time they shall call Jerusalem the throne of 17 
Jehovah ; 

And all the nations shall be gathered unto it, 

T'o the name of Jehovah, to Jerusalem ; 

Neither shall they walk any more after the stubbornness of 
their evil heart. 

In those days shall the house of Judah walk with the house 1s 
of Israel, 

And they shall come together out of the land of the north, 

To the land which I made your fathers inherit ; 

When I said, How will I adorn thee with children ! 19 

And give thee a pleasant land, 

A glorious heritage of the hosts of nations ! 

And I said, Thou shalt call me, My father ; 

And shalt not turn away from me. 

Surely as a wife departeth treacherously from her hus- 20 
band, 

So have ye dealt treacherously with me,

A voice is heard upon the high places, al 
The weeping and supplications of the children of Israel, 
Because they have perverted their way, 

They have forgotten Jehovah their God. 
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22 Return, O backsliding children ; I will heal your backslidings. 
Behold, we come unto thee ; for thou art Jehovah our God. 
23 Truly a deception is the expectation from the hills, 
And the multitude on the mountains : 
Truly in Jehovah our God is the salvation of Israel. 
21 For things of shame have devoured the substance of our 
fathers from our youth ; 
Their flocks and their herds, their sons and their daughters. 
25 We lie down in our shame, and our confusion covereth us: 
For we have sinned against Jchovah our God, 
We and our fathers, from our youth even unto this day, 
And have not hearkened to the voice of Jehovah our God. 


1 CHAP. IV.—If thou wilt return, O Israel, saith Jehovah, 
If thou wilt return unto me, 
And if thou wilt put away thine abominations out of my 
sight, 
Then shalt thou not be a wanderer ; 
2 And thou shalt swear, As Jchovah liveth, 
In truth, in judgment, and in righteousness ; 
And the nations shall bless themselves in him, 
And in him shall they glory. 
3 For thus saith Jehovah to the men of Judah and Jerusalem, 
Break up your fallow ground, 
And sow not among thorns. 
4 Cireumcise yourselves to Jehovah, 
Yea, cireumcise your hearts, 
Ye men of Judah and inhabitants of Jerusalem: 
Lest my fury go forth like fire, 
And burn so that none can quench it, 
Beeause of the evil of your doings. 


5 Deelare ye in Judah, and proclaim in Jerusalem ;

For I will bring evil from the north, and a great destruction. 
7 ‘The lion cometh up from his thicket,

Ile is gone forth from his place to make thy land desolate ; 
Thy eities shall be laid waste, and without inhabitant. 
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For this gird you with sackcloth, lament and howl: 8 
For the fierce anger of Jehovah turneth not away from us. 
And it shall come to pass at that day, saith Jehovah, 9 


That the heart of the king shall perish, 
And the heart of the princes ; 

And the priests shall be astonished, 
And the prophets amazed. 

Then said I, Ah, Lord Jehovah ! 10 
Surely thou hast greatly deceived this people and Jerusalem, 
Saying, Ye shall have peace ; 

And yet the sword reacheth even to the life. 


At that time shall it be said to this people and to Jeru- 11

For a voice declareth from Dan, 15 
And proclaimeth affliction from mount Ephraim. 
Report it to the nations ; 16 


Behold, proclaim against Jerusalem, 

That besiegers are coming from a far country, 

And raise their voice against the cities of Judah. 

Like keepers of the fields, are they against her round about ; 17 

Beeause she hath rebelled against me, saith Jehovah. 

Thy way and thy doings have brought these things upon 1s 
thee; 

Such is the fruit of thy wickedness, 

Yea, it is bitter, yea, it reached even to thy heart. 


My bowels! my bowels! 19 
I am pained in the depths of my heart ; 
My heart moaneth within me; [ cannot be silent: 
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Beeause thou hast heard, O my soul, the sound of the trumpet, 
The alarm of war. 
20 Destruction upon destruetion, 1s the cry ; 
For the whole land is laid waste: 
Suddenly are my tents laid waste, 
My ¢en¢-eurtains, in a moment. 

21 How long shall I see the standard, and hear the sound of 

the trumpet ? 

22 For my people is foolish, they do not know me ; 

They are stupid children, and have no understanding : 
They are wise to do evil, 
But to do good they have no knowledge. 
23. I looked on the earth, 
And, lo, it was without form and void ; 
And to the heavens, and they had no hght ; 

21 I looked at the mountains, and, lo, they trembled, 
And all the hills shook ; 

25 | looked, and, lo, there was no man, 

And ail the birds of the heavens were fled. 

26 I looked, and, lo, the fruitful field was a wilderness, 
And all the cities thercof were thrown down, 

Before the presence of Jehovah, before the heat of his anger. 

27 _—«*For thus saith Jchovah, 

The whole land shall be desolate ; 
Yet will I not utterly destroy. 
2s Tor this shall the earth mourn, 
And the heavens above be black : 
Because I have spoken, [ have purposed, 
And I will not repent, neither turn back from it. 

29 At the noise of the horsemen and bowmen every city fleeth ; 
They go into thickets, and climb up upon the rocks: 
Every city is forsaken, and no man dwelleth in them. 

30 And thou, when laid waste, what wilt thou do ? 
Though thou elothest thyself with erimson, 

Though thou deckest thee with ornaments of gold, 
Though thou enlargest thine eyes with paint, 

In vain shalt thou set forth thy beauty, 

Thy lovers despise thee, they will seek thy life. 

31 For I have heard a voice as of one in travail, 

Anguish as of one that bringeth forth her first child; 
The voice of the daughter of Zion, 
She bewaileth herself, she spreadcth out her hands, 
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Saying, Woe now unto me! 
For my soul fainteth because of murderers. 


CHAP. V.—Run ye to and fro 
Through the streets of Jerusalem, 
And see now, and know, and seek in her broad places, 
If ye can find a man, if there be any that doeth justice, 
That secketh the truth; and I will pardon her. 
But though they say, As Jehovah liveth, 
Yet surely they swear falsely. 
O Jehovah, are not thine eyes according to the truth ? 
Thou hast smitten them, but they have not grieved ; 
Thou hast consumed them, 
They have refused to receive correction ; 
They have made their faces harder than a rock ; 
They have refused to return. 

Therefore [ said, surely these are the poor ; 


They act foolishly because they know not the way of Jehovah, 


The judgment of their God: 

I will get me unto the great men, 

And will speak unto them ; 

For these know the way of Jehovah, 

The judgment of their God. 

But these have altogether broken the yoke, 

They have burst the bands. 

Wherefore the lion out of the forest hath slain them, 
The wolf of the deserts shall spoil them, 

The leopard shall watch about their cities:

Because their transgressions are many, 
Their backslidings are numerous. 
How shall I pardon thee for this? 
Thy children have forsaken me, 
And sworn by them that are no gods:

They were as well-fed horses in the morning ; 
Every one neighed after his neighbour’s wife.

And shall not my soul avenge itself on such a nation as

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10 Go ye up upon her walls, and destroy, but not utterly : 
Take away her branehes, for they belong not to Jehovah. 
11 For the house of Israel and the house of Judah 
Have dealt very treacherously with me, saith Jehovah. 
12 They have denied Jehovah, and said, He is not ; 
Neither shall evil come upon us ; 
And the sword and famine we shall not sce; 
13 And the prophets shall be as wind, 
And he that speaketh as nothing among them: 
Thus shall it be done unto them. 
14 Wherefore, thus saith Jehovah God of Hosts, 
Beeause ye have spoken this word, 
Behold, I will make my words in thy mouth fire, 
And this people wood, and it shall devour them.

But what will ye do in the issue thereof ? 


CHAP. VI.—Gather yourselves to flee, 
Ye children of Benjamin, 
Out of the midst of Jerusalem ! 
And blow the trumpet in Tekoa, 
And set up a fire-signal in Beth-hacecrem ; 
For evil impendeth from the north, and great destrnetion. 
The comely and delicate one have [ destroyed, 
Even the daughter of Zion. 
Shepherds with their floeks shall come against her; 
They shall piteh ¢hemr tents against her round about : 
They shall feed every one in his place: 
Saying, Declare ye war against her ; 
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Arise, and let us go up at noonday: 
Alas for us! for the day declineth, 
Por the shadows of evening are lengthening 
5 Arise, and let us go up by might, 
And let us destroy her palaces. 
6 For thus saith Jehovah of hosts, ‘ 
Ilew down her trees,

7 As a fountain sendeth forth its waters, 
So she sendeth forth her wickedness :

9 Thus saith Jehovah of hosts,

At the time that I visit them they shall be cast down, saith 
Jehovah. 


Thus saith Jehovah, Stand ye in the ways, and see, 16 
And ask for the old paths, 
Which is the good way, and walk therein, 
And ye shall find rest for your souls: 
But they said, We will not walk therein. 
I have also set watchmen over you, saying, is 
Hearken to the sound of the trumpet : 
But they said, We will not hearken. 


Therefore hear, ye nations, 18

Behold, i will bring evil upon this people,

Thus saith Jehovah, PS 
Behold, a people cometh from the north country, 
And a great nation shall be roused up 
From the extremities of the earth. 
They grasp firmly bow and spear ; 23 
They are cruel, and shew no mercy ; 
Their voiee resoundeth like the sea ; 
And they ride upon horses, 
Arrayed as a man for war, agamst thee, 
O daughter of Zion! 
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24 We have heard the report thereof; our hands grow feeble ; 
Anguish hath taken hold of us; pain, as of one in travail. 
25 Go not forth into the field, nor walk by the way ; 
For the sword of the enemy is there, 
Terror on every side. 
26 O daughter of my people, gird thee with sackcloth, 
And roll thyself in ashes ; 
Make thee mourning, as for an only son, 
Most bitter lamentation : 
For suddenly shall the spoiler come upon us. 
27 I have appointed thee a trier among my people, an 
assayer, 
That thou mayest know and try their way. 
2s They are all stubborn revolters, going about as slanderers ; - 
Brass and iron all of them, they act corruptly. 
29 The bellows are burned, the lead is consumed by the fire ; 
In vain the refiner melteth ; 
For the wicked are not separated. 
30 Rejected silver shall they be called, because Jehovah hath 
rejected them. 


1 CHAP. VII.—The word which came to Jeremiah from 
2 Jehovah, saying, Stand in the gate of the house of Jehovah, 
and proclaim there this word, and say, 
Hear the word of Jehovah, all ye of Judah, 
That enter in at these gates to worship Jchovah : 
3 Thus saith Jehovah of hosts, the God of Israel,— 
Amend your ways and your doings, 
And I will let you dwell in this place. 
4 Trust ye not in lying words, saying, 
The temple of Jehovah, the temple of Jehovah, 
The temple of Jehovah are these. 
5 But if ye will thoroughly amend your ways and your 
doings, 
And will do justice between a man and his neighbour ; 
6/f ye oppress not the stranger, the fatherless, and the 
widow, 
And shed not innocent blood in this place, 
Neither walk after other gods to your hurt : 
7 Then will I let you dwell in this place, 
In the land that I gave to your fathers, for ever and ever. 
8 Behold, ye trust in lying words, that cannot profit. 
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Will ye steal, murder, and commit adultery, 9 
And swear falsely, and burn incense unto Baal, 

And walk after other gods whom ye know not, 

And come and stand before me in this house, 10 
Which is ealled by my name, and say, 

We have been delivered to do all these abominations 

Ts this house, which is called by my name, 11 
secome a den of robbers in your eyes ? 

Behold, I, even J, have seen your doings, saith Jehovah. 


But go ye now unto my place which was in Shiloh, 12 
Where [ let my name dwell in former times, 
And see what I have done to it, 
For the wickedness of my people Israel. 
And now, because ye have done all these works, saith 13 
Jehovah, 
And I have spoken to you, speaking earnestly, 
But ye heard not, 
And called you, but ye answered not ; 
Therefore will I do unto zhzs house, 14 
Which is called by my name, wherein ye trust, 
And unto the place which I gave to you and to your 
fathers, 
As I have done to Shiloh ; 
And I will cast you out of my sight, 15 
As I have cast out all your brethren, the whole seed of 


Kiphraim. 


And thou, pray thou not for this people, 16 
Neither lift up ery nor prayer for them, 
Neither make intercession to me, 
For I will not hear thee. 
Scest thou not what they do in the eities of Judah, 17 
And in the strects of Jerusalem ¢ 
The children gather wood, and the fathers kindle the fire, 18 
And the women knead dough, 
To make cakes to the queen of heaven, 
And to pour out drink-offerings unto other gods, 
That they may provoke me to anger. 
Do they provoke me to anger ¢ saith Jchovah: 19 
Is it not themselves they provoke, 
To the confusion of their own faces ? 
Therefore thus saith the Lord Jehovah, 20 
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Behold, mine anger and my wrath shall be poured out upon 
this place, 

Upon man, and upon beast, 

And upon the trees of the field, 

And upon the fruit of the ground; 

And it shall burn, and shall not be quenched. 


a2 Thus saith Jchovah of hosts, the God of Israel, 
Add your burnt-offerigs to your sacrifices, and cat ye 
flesh : 
22 For I spake not to your fathers, nor commanded them, 
In the day that I brought them out of the land of Egypt, 
Concerning burnt-offerings or sacrifices : 
23 But this thing I commanded them, saying, 
Hearken to my voice, 
And I will be your God, and ye shall be my people ; 
And walk ye in all the ways that I have commanded you, 
That 1t may be well unto you: 
21 But they hearkened not, nor inclined their car, 
But walked in the counsels and in the stubbornness of their 
evil heart, 
And went backward, and not forward. 
25 Since the day that your fathers came forth 
Out of the land of Egypt unto this day, 
I have also sent unto you all my servants the prophets, 
Urgently sending them day by day : 
26 Yet they hearkened not unto me, nor inelined their ear,

Acting more wickedly than their fathers.

29 Cut off thy locks, O Jerusalem, and east them away, 
And raise a lamentation on the heights ! 
Kor Jehovah hath rejected and forsaken the gencration of his 
wrath:

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For the children of Judah have done evil in my sight, saith 30 


Jehovah ; 
They have set their abominations 
In the house which is called by my name, to pollute it ; 
And they have built the high places of Tophet, 
Which is in the valley of the son of Hinnom, 
To burn their sons and their daughters in the fire ; 
Which I commanded not, neither entered it into my heart. 
Therefore, behold, the days come, saith Jehovah, 
That it shall no more be called Tophet, 
Nor the valley of the son of Hinnom, 
But the valley of slaughter: 
For they shall bury in Tophet, for want of other place. 
And the eareases of this people shail be meat 


For the fowls of the heaven, and for the beasts of the earth ; 


And none shall seare them away. 

Then will I cause to cease from the cities of Judah, 

And from the streets of Jerusalem, 

The voice of joy, and the voice of gladness, 

The voice of the bridegroom, and the voice of the bride ; 
For the land shall be desolate. 


CHAP. VIII.—At that time, saith Jehovah, 
They shall bring forth the bones of the kings of Judah, 
And the bones of his princes, 
And the bones of the priests, 
And the bones of the prophets, 
And the bones of the inhabitants of Jerusalem, 
From their sepulchres ; 
And they shall spread then: before the sun, and the moon, 
And all the host of heaven, whom they have loved, 
And whom they have served, 
And after whom they have walked, 
And whom they have sought, 
And whom‘they have worshipped : 
They shall not be gathered, nor be buricd; 
They shall be for dung upon the face of the earth. 
And death shall be chosen rather than life 
By all the residue of them that remain of this evil race, 


Which remain in all the places whither I have driven them, 


Saith Jehovah of hosts. 


And thou shalt say unto them, thus saith Jchovah, 
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Shall they fall, and not rise again ? 
Shall one turn aside, and not return ? 

5 Why then hath this people of Jerusalem turned back 
With a perpetual backsliding ? 

They hold fast deeeit, they refuse to return. 

é I listened and heard, but they speak what is not right : 
No man repenteth of his wickedness, 

Saying, What have I done? 
livery one turneth back at full speed, 
As a horse rusheth into the battle. 

7 Yea, the stork in the heaven knoweth her appointed times ; 
And the turtle-dove and the crane and the swallow 
Observe the time of their coming ; 

But my people know not the judgment of Jehovah. 
8 How will ye say, We are wise, 
And the law of Jehovah is with us? 
Lo, surely the false pen of seribes hath made 7¢ into false- 
hood. 

9 The wise men are ashamed, they are dismayed and taken ; 

Lo, they have rejected the word of Jehovah, 
And what wisdom is in them ? 


19 Therefore will I give their wives unto others, 
Their fields to them that shall seize them: 
Vor, from the least even unto the greatest, 
livery one is greedy of gain ; 
I’rom the prophet even unto the priest, 
Kvery one dealeth falsely ; 

11 They have also healed the wounds of the daughter of my 

people slightly, 

Saying, Peaee, Peaee,—when there is no peace. 

12 Are they ashamed that they have done what is abominable ? 
Nay, they are not at all ashamed, 
Neither know they how to blush. 
Therefore they shall fall among them that fall; 
In the time of their visitation they shall be cast down, saith 

Jehovah. 

13 I will utterly consume them, saith Jehovah ; 
There shall be no grapes on the vine, nor figs on the fig-trec, 
And the leaf shall fade ; 
And I will give them to those who shall overrun them. 

14 Why do we sit still? assemble yourselves ! 
And let us enter into the fortified cities,

CHAP. IX.—Oh that my head were waters, 1 
And mine cyes a fountain of tears, 
That I might weep day and night 
For the slain of the daughter of my people ! 
Oh that I had in the wilderness a traveller’s lodging-place, 2 
That I might leave my people, and go from them ! 
For they are all adulterers, 
An assembly of treacherous men. 
And they bend their tongues, Ike their bow, for falsehood, 3 
But are not valiant for truth in the land; 
For they proeced from evil to evil, 
And know not ine, saith Jehovah. 
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4 Take ye heed every one of his neighbour, 
And trust ye not in any brother ; 
Kor every brother will surely supplant, 
And every neighbour will go about to slander. 

5 And they will deceive every one his neighbour, 
And will not speak the truth: 
They have taught their tongue to speak falsehood, 
They weary themselves to commit iniquity.

7 Therefore thus saith Jehovah of hosts, 
Behold, I will melt them, and try them ;

Jehovah named thee 16 
A green olive tree, fair, and of goodly fruit: 
Vith the sound of a great noise he kindleth fire upon it, 
And its branches are broken. 
For Jchovah of hosts, who planted thee, 17 
Hath pronounced evil against thee, 
On account of the evil of the house of Israel, 
And of the house of Judah, 
Which they have wrought for themselves, 
To provoke me to anger by offermg incense to Baal. 
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1s Now Jehovah informed me and I know it; 
Then thou showedst me their doings. 
19 For I was hke a tame lamb that is led to slaughter ;

For even thy brethren, and the house of thy father, 
Even they have dealt treacherously with thec ; 

Yea, they ery after thee with full voice : 

Trust them not, though they speak fair words unto thee. 


IT have forsaken my house, I have left my heritage ; 
I have given the beloved of my soul into the hand of her 
encinies. 
My heritage is become to me as a lion in the forest ; 
She uttereth her voice against me; 
Therefore have I hated her. 
My heritage is unto me as a ravenous bird of prey, 
The birds of prey round about are against her ; 
Come ye, assemble all the beasts of the field, 
Bring them to devour ! 
Many shepherds have destroyed my vineyard, 
They have trodden my portion under foot, 
They have made my pleasant portion a desolate wilderness. 
They have made it a desolation ; 
Desolate it mourneth unto me; 
The whole land is made desolate, 
Beeause no man layeth it to heart. 
Over all the high places in the wilderness come spoilers ; 
For the sword of Jehovah devoureth 
From one end of the land even to the other end of the land; 
No flesh hath peace. 
They have sown wheat, but they reap thorns ; 
They weary themselves, they do not profit: 
And they shall be ashamed of their harvest, 
Because of the fierce anger of Jehovah. 


Thus saith Jehovah against all my evil neighbours, 
That assail the inhentance 
Which I have caused my people Israel to inherit : 
Behold, f will pluck them out of their land, 
And pluck out the house of Judah from among them. 
And it shall come to pass, 
After that I have plucked them out, 
[ will again have compassion on them, 
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And will restore them, 
Every man to his heritage, and cvery man to his land. 
16 And it shall come to pass, 
If they will diligently learn the ways of my people, 
To swear by my name, Saying, As Jehovah liveth: 
Then shall they be built in the midst of my people.

I will utterly pluck up and destroy that nation, saith Je- 
hovah. 


1 CHAP. XITI—Thus saith Jehovah unto me, Go and eet 
thee a linen girdle, and put it upon thy loins, and put it 
2 not into water. So I got a girdle, according to the word of 
Jehovah, and put it on my loins. 
3 And the word of Jehovali came unto me a second time, 
4 saying, Take the girdle that thou hast got, which is upon thy 
lois, and arise, go to Euphrates, and hide it there in a cleft 
5 of the roek. So I went, and hidit by Euphrates, as Jehovah 
commanded me. 
6 And it came to pass after many days, that Jehovah said 
unto me, Arise, go to Euphrates, and take the girdle from 
7 thence, which I commanded thee to hide there.

That they might be unto me for a people, 
And for a name, and for a praise, and for a glory: 
But they would not hearken. 
12 Therefore thou shalt speak unto them this word,— 
Thus saith Jehovah God of Israel, 
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livery vessel shall be filled with wine; 

And they shall say unto thee, 

Do we not certainly know that every vessel is filled with 
wine ? 

Then shalt thou say unto them, Thus saith Jehovah, 

Behold, I will fill all the inhabitants of this land, 

Kven the kings that sit upon David’s throne, 

And the priests, and the prophets, 

And all the inhabitants of Jerusalem, with drunkenness. 

And I will dash them one against another, 

liven the fathers and the sons together, saith Jehovah ; 

I will not pity, nor spare, nor have mercy, but destroy them. 


Hear ye, and give ear ; 
Be not lifted up; for Jehovah speaketh : 
Give glory to Jehovah your God, 
Before he cause darkness, 
And before your feet stumble upon the dark mountains ; 
And, while ye look for hght, 
He turn it into the shadow of death, 
Making it thick darkness. 
But if ye will not hear it, 
My soul shall weep in secret places for your pride ;

CHAP. XIV.—The word of Jehovah which came to 
Jeremiah concerning the dearth. 

Judah mourneth, and the gates thereof languish ; 
They mourn upon the ground ; 
And the cry of Jerusalem ascendeth. 
And their nobles send forth their servants for water: 
They come to the pits, and find no water ; 
They return with their vessels empty ; 
They are ashamed and confounded, and cover their heads. 
For this cause is the ground in dismay, 
That there has been no rain in the land: 
The husbandmen are ashamed, they cover their heads. 
Yea, the hind also hath ealved in the field, 
And forsaken her young, 
Because there was no grass. 
And the wild asses stand on the high grounds, 
They snuff up the wind hke jackals ; 
Their eyes fail, because there is no herbage. 


O Jehovah, though our iniquities testify against us, 
Act thou for thy name’s sake ; 
For our backshdings are many ; we have sinned against thee. 
O hope of Isracl, Saviour thereof in time of trouble! 
Why shouldest thou be as a stranger in the land, 
And as a wayfaring man 
That turneth aside to tarry for the night? 
Why shouldest thou be as a man that is stunned, 
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As a mighty man that eannot save? 
Yet thou, O Jehovah, art in the midst of us, 
And we are called by thy name ; leave us not. 
Thus saith Jehovah unto this people, 10 
Thus have they loved to wander, 
They have not restrained their fect ; 
Therefore Jehovah doth not aecept them: 
He will now remember their iniquity, and visit their sins. 


Then said Jehovah unto me, 1] 
Pray not for this people for their good. 
When they fast, I will not hearken to their ery; 12 


And when they offer a burnt-offering and a meal-offering, 
T will not accept them: 
But I will consume them by the sword, 
And by the famine, and by the pestilenec. 
Then said I, Ah, Lord Jehovah! 13 
Behold, the prophets say unto them, 
Ye shall not see the sword, neither shall ye have famine ; 
But I will give you assured peace in thus plaec. 
Then Jehovah said unto me, 14 
The prophets prophesy hes in my name ; 
T sent them not, neither commanded them, 
Neither spake unto them; 
They prophesy unto you a false vision and divination, 
And a thing of nought, and the deccit of their heart. 
Therefore thus saith Jehovah, 15 
Concerning the prophets that prophesy in my name, 
Though J sent them not, 
And who say, Sword and famine shall not be in this land; 
By sword and famine shall those prophets be consumed. 
And the people to whom they prophesy shall be cast out in 16 
the strects of Jerusalem, 
Beeause of the famine and the sword ;

CHAP. XIX.—Thus saith Jehovah, Go and buy a potter’s 1 
earthen bottle, and take with thee some of the elders of the 
people, and of the elders of the priests: and go forth unto 2 
the valley of the son of Hinnom, which is by the entry of 
the pottery gate, and proclaim there the words that I shall 
tell thee, and say, 

Hear ye the word of Jehovah, O kings of Judah, and 3 
inhabitants of Jerusalem; Thus saith Jehovah of hosts, the 
God of Israel; Behold, I will bring evil upon this plaee, 
such that whosoever heareth thereof, his ears shall tingle. 
Because they have forsaken me, and have alienated this 4 
place, and have burned incense in it unto other gods, which 
neither they nor their fathers have known, nor the kings of 
Jndah, and have filled this place with the blood of imnocent 
children. They have built also the high places of Baal, to 5 
burn their sons in the fire, gs burnt-offerings unto Baal, 
which I cominanded not, nor spake of, neither entered it into 
my heart. Therefore, bchold, the days come, saith Jchovah, 6 
that this place shall no more be ealled Tophet, nor The val- 
ley of the son of Hinnom, but The valley of slanghter. 
And I will make void the counsel of Judah and Jerusalem 7 
in this place; and I will cause them to fall by the sword be- 
fore their enemies, and by the hands of them that seck their 
lives ; and their eareases will 1 give to be food to the fowls 
of the heaven, and to the beasts of the earth. And I wills 
make this city desolate, and a hissing; every one that 
passeth by it shall be astonished and hiss because of all the 
calamities thereof. And I will cause them to eat the flesh of 9 
their sons, and the flesh of their daughters, and they shall 
eat every one the flesh of his friend in the siege and the dis- 
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tress, with which their enemies, and they that seek their 
lives, shall distress them. 

Then shalt thou break the bottle in the sight of the men 
that go with thee, and shalt say unto them, Thus saith Je- 
hovah of hosts; even so will I break this people and this 
city, as one breaketh a potter’s vessel, that cannot be made 
whole again: and they shall be buried in Tophet, for want 
of room to bury. Thus will I do unto this place, saith Je- 
hovah, and to the inhabitants thereof, and even make this 
city as Tophet; and the houses of Jerusalem, and the houses 
of the kings of Judah, shall be unclean as the place of To- 
phet, even all the houses upon whose roofs they have burned 
incense unto all the host of heaven, and have poured ont 
drink- offerings unto other gods. 

Then came Jeremiah from Tophet, whither Jehovah had 
sent him to prophesy; and he stood in the court of the house 


5 of Jehovah, and said to all the people, Thus saith Jehovah of 


hosts, the God of Isracl; Behold, [ will bring upon this city 
and upon all her towns all the evil that I have pronouneed 
against her, because they have hardened their necks, so as 
not to hearken to my words. 


CHAP. XX.—Now Pashur the son of Immer the priest, 
who was also ehief overscer in the house of Jehovah, heard 
that Jeremiah prophesied these things. Then Pashur smote 
Jeremiah the prophet, and put him in the torture-frame 
which was in the high gate of Benjamin, which was by the 
house of Jchovah. 

And it came to pass on the morrow, that Pashur brought 
Jeremiah forth out of the torture-frame. Then said Jeremiah 
unto him, Jehovah hath not called thy name Pashur [Pros- 
PERITY AROUND], but Magor-missabib [Terror ON &VERY 
stipe]. For thus saith Jehovah, Behold, I will make 
thee a terror to thyself, and to all thy friends ; and they 
shall fall by the sword of their enemies, and thine eyes shall 
behold it; and I will give all Judah into the hand of the 
king of Babylon, and he shall carry them eaptive to Babylon, 
and he shall slay them with the sword. And I will give all 
the wealth of this city, and all the fruits of its labour, and 
all the precious things thereof, and all the treasures of the 
kings of Judah, I will give fhem into the hand of their 
enemies, and they shall spoil them, and take them, and carry 


6 them to Babylon. And thou, Pashur, and all that dwell in 
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thy house, shall go into captivity ; and thou shalt coime to 
Babylon, and there thou shalt die, and shalt be buried there, 
thou, and all thy fends, to whom thou hast prophesied 


falsely. 


Thou didst entice me, O Jehovah, and I was enticed ; 


Thou wast stronger than I, and didst prevail: 
i am in derision daily, every one mocketh me. 
For as often as I speak, I cry aloud, 

Violence and oppression is my cry ; 

Because the word of Jehovah is made a reproach 
And a scorn unto me, daily. 

Then I say, I will not make mention of him, 
Nor speak any more in his name: 

But it is within my heart as a burning fire 
Shut up in my bones, 

And I grow weary with enduring, 

And cannot refrain. 


For I hear the defaming of many, even terror on every side; 10 


Denounce, they say, and we will denounce him. 
All my familiar friends watch for my overthrow, 
Saying, Peradventure he will be enticed,

But Jehovah is with me as a mighty warrior ; 
Wherefore my persecutors shall stumble,

XXI.—The word which came unto Jeremiah from 
Jehovah, when king Zedekiah sent unto him Pashur the son 
of Melchiah, and Zephaniah the son of Maasciah the priest, 
saying, “ Inquire, I pray thee, of Jehovah for us; for Nebu- 
chadrezzar king of Babylon maketh war against us; if so be 
that Jehovah will deal with us according to all his wondrous 
works, that he may go up from us.” 

Then said Jeremiah unto them, “Thus shall ye say to 
Zedckiah: Thus saith Jehovah God of Israel, Behold, I will 
turn baek the weapons of war that are in your hands, where- 
with ye fight against the king of Babylon and the Chaldeans 
who besiege you without the walls, and I will gather them into 
the midst of this city. And I myself will fight against you 
with an outstretched hand and with a strong arm, and with 
anger, and fury, and great wrath. And IJ will smite the 
inhabitants of this city, both man and beast: they shall die 
of a great pestilence. And afterwards, saith Jehovah, I will 
deliver Zedekiah king of Judah, and his servants, and the 
people, and those who are left in this eity by the pestilence, 
by the sword, and by the famine, into the hand of Nebuchad- 
rezzar king of Babylon, and into the hand of their enemies, 
and into the hand of those who scek their life; and he shall 
smite them with the edge of the sword; he shall not spare 
them, neither have pity, nor show mercy. 

And unto this people thou shalt say, Thus saith Jehovah, 
Behold, I set before you the way of life, and the way of 
death. He that abideth in this city shall die by the sword, 
and by the famine, and by the pestilenee; but he that eocth 
out, and surrendercth to the Chaldeans that besiege you, he 
shall live, and his life shall be unto him as a prey. For I 
have set my face against this city for evil, and not for good, 
saith Jehovah ; it shall be given into the hand of the king of 
Babylon, and he shall burn it with fire. 

And to the house of the king of Judah, say, Hear ye the 
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word of Jehovah, O house of David! Thus saith Jehovah, 12 
Execute judgment every morning, and deliver him that is 
spoiled out of the hand of the oppressor, lest my fury go 
out like fire, and burn so that none can quench it, because 
of the evil of your doings. Behold, I am against thee, 13 
O inhabitant “of the valley and rock of the plain! saith 
Jehovah; ye who say, Who shall come down against us? or 
who shall enter into our habitations? And I will punish 14 
you aceording to the fruit of your domgs, saith Jehovah ; 
and I will kindle a fire in her forest, and it shall devour all 
around her.” 


CHAP. XXII.—Thus saith Jehovah, 1 
Go down to the house of the king of Judah, 
And speak there this word, and say,

As I live, saith Jehovah, o4

2 buehadrezzar king of Babylon; whieh Jeremiah the prophet 
spake concerning all the people of Judah, and to all the 
inhabitants of Jerusalem, saying, 

3 From the thirteenth year of Josiah the son of Amon king 
of Judah even unto this day, being three and twenty years, 
the word of Jehovah hath come unto me, and I have spoken 
unto you, urgently speaking; but ye have not hearkened. 

4 Jehovah also hath sent unto you all his servants the prophets, 
urgeutly sending ¢hem; but ye have not hearkened, nor in- 

5 ¢clined your ear to hear: Return ye now, they have said, 
every onc from his evil way, and from the evil of your doings, 
and dwell in the land that Jehovah hath given to you and to 

6 your fathers for ever and ever; and go not after other gods 
to serve them, and to worship them, and provoke me not to 
anger with the work of your hands ; and I will do you no hurt. 

7 But ye have not hearkened unto me, saith Jehovah; that ye 
might provoke me to anger with the work of your hands, to 
your own hurt. 

s Therefore thus saith Jehovah of hosts, Beeause ye have 

g not hearkened to my words, behold, I will send and take all 
the tribes of the north, saith Jehovah, and Nebuehadrezzar the 
king of Babylon, my servant ; and I will bring them against 
this Jand, and against the inhabitants thereof, and against 
all these nations round about, and will utterly destroy them, 
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and make them an astonishment, and a hissing, and perpetual 
desolations. I will also destroy from among them the voice 
of joy, and the voice of gladness, the voice of the bride- 
eroom, and the voice of the bride, the sound of the mill- 
stones, and the light of the lamp. And this whole land 
shall be a desolation, and an astonishment ; and these nations 
shall serve the king of Babylon seventy years. 

And it shall come to pass, when seventy years are com- 
pleted, that I will punish the king of Babylon, and that 
nation, saith Jehovah, for their imquity, and the land of 
the Chaldeans, and will make it a perpetual desolation. And 
T will bring upon that land all my words which [ have spoken 
against it, even all that 1s written in this book, which Jere- 
miah hath prophesied against all the nations. For many 

nations and great kings shall exact service of them also; 
and I will recompense them according to their deeds, and 
according to the work of their own hands. 

For thus saith Jehovah God of Isracl unto me: Take 
this wine-cup of wrath at my hand, and cause all the nations 
to whom I send thee to drink it. And they shall drink, 
and stagger, and be mad, because of the sword that I val 
send among them. 

Then I took the cup at the hand of Jchovah, and made all

the nations to drink, unto whom Jehovah had sent me; even is

CHAP. XXVI.—In the beginning of the reign of Jehoi- 1 
akim the son of Josiah king of Judah came this word from 
Jehovah, saying, Thus saith Jehovali: Stand in the court of 2 
the house of Jehovah, and speak unto all the cities of Judah, 
which come to worship in the house of Jehovah, all the words 
that I command thee to speak unto them; withhold not a3 
word: if so be they will hearken, and turn every man from 
his evil way, that I may repent me of the evil which I 
purpose to do unto them, because of the evil of their doings. 
And thou shalt say unto them, Thus saith Jehovah: If ye 4 
will not hearken to me, to walk in my law which I have 
set before you, to hearken to the words of my servants the 5 
prophets, whom I sent unto you, urgently sending them, but 
ye have not hearkened; then will I make this house like 6 
Shiloh, end this city I will make a curse to all the nations of 
the earth. 

And the priests and the prophets and all the people heard 7 
Jeremiah speaking these words in the house of Jchovah. 
And it came to pass, when Jeremiah had made an end of s 
speaking all that Jehovah had commanded him to speak unto 
all the people, that the priests and the prophets and all the 
people laid hold of him, saying, “Thou shalt surely die: why 9 
hast thou prophesied in the name of Jchovah, saying, This 
house shall be like Shiloh, and this city shall be desolate, 
without mhabitant??? And all the people were gathered 
against Jeremiah in the house of Jehovah. 

And when the chief men of Judah heard these things, 16 
they eame up from the king’s house unto the house of Jehovah, 
and sat down in the entry of the new gate of Jehovah. 
Then the priests and the prophets spake unto the chief men n 
and to all the people, saying, “ This man is worthy to dic ; for 
he hath prophesied against this city, as ye have heard with 
your ears.” 

Then spake Jeremiah unto all the chief men and to all the 12 
people, saying, ‘ Jehovah sent me to prophesy against this 
house and against the city all the words that ye have heard. 
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13 Therefore now amend yow ways and your doings, and 
hearken to the voice of Jehovah your God; and Jehovah will 
repent him of the evil that he hath pronounced against you. 

14 As for me, behold, 1am im your hand: do with me as 

15 scemeth good and nght in your eyes. But know ye for 
certain, that if ye put me to death, ye will surely bring inno- 
cent blood upon yourselves, and upon this city, and upon 
the inhabitants thereof: for of a truth Jehovah hath sent me 
unto you to speak all these words in your ears.” 

16 Thensaid the chief men and all the people unto the priests 
and to the prophets, “ This man is not worthy to die; for he 

17 hath spoken to us in the name of Jehovah our God.” And 
certain of the elders of the land rose up, and spake to all the 

is assembly of the people, saying, “ Micah the Morasthite pro- 
phesied in the days of Hezekiah kmg of Judah, and spake to 
all the people of Judah, saying, Thus saith Jehovah of hosts ; 
Zion shall be ploughed like a field, and Jerusalem shall become 
heaps of ruins, and the mountain of the house the high places 

19 of a forest. Did Hezekiah king of Judah and all Judah put 
him to death ? did he not fear Jehovah, and beseech Jehovah, 
so that Jehovah repented him of the evil which he had spoken 
against them? But we are doing great evil against our 
souls!” 

20 (And there was also a man that prophesied in the name 
of Jehovah, Urijah the son of Shemaiah of Kirjath-jearnn, 

21 who prophesied against this city and against this land ac- 
cording to all the words of Jeremiah: and when Jechoiakim 
the king, with all his mighty men, and all the captains, heard 
his words, the king songht to put him to death: but when 

22 Urijah heard it, he was afraid, and fled, and went into Egypt. 
And Jchoiakim the king sent men into Egypt, namely, Hl- 
nathan the son of Achbor, and men with him into Heypt. 

23 And they fetched Urijah out of Egypt, and brought him to 
Jchoiakim the king; and he slew him with the sword, and 
cast his dead body into the graves of the common pcople.) 

24 Nevertheless the hand of Ahikam the son of Shaphan was 
with Jeremiah, that they should not give him into the hand 
of the people, to put him to death. 


1 CHAP, XXVIT.—In the beginning of the reign of Jchoi- 
akim the son of Josiah, king of Judah, came this word unto 
2 Jeremiah from Jehovah, saying, Thus saith Jchovah to me: 
Make thee bands and yokes, and put them upon thy neck ;

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and send them to the king of Edom, and to the king of Moab, 
and to the king of the Ammonites, and to the king of Tyre, 
and to the king of Zidon, by the hand of the messengers who 
come to Jerusalem unto Zedekiah king of Judah; and eom- 


mand them to say unto their masters, Thus saith Jehovah of 


hosts, the God of Israel: Thus shall ye say unto your masters, 
T have made the earth, man, and beast that are upon the earth, 
by my great power, and by my outstretched arm; and I have 
given it unto whomsoever it seemed meet unto me. And now 
have I given all these lands into the hand of Nebuehadnezzar 
the king of Babylon, my servant ; and the beast of the field 
have I given him also to serve him. And all nations shall serve 
him, and his son, and his son’s son, until the time of his 
Jand, even his, shall eome: and then many nations and great 
kings shall exaet service of him. And it shall come to pass 
that the nation and kingdom which will not serve him, even 
Nebuchadnezzar the king of Babylon, and whieh will not put 
their neek into the yoke of the king of Babylon, that nation 
will I punish, saith Jehovah, with the sword, and with the 
famine, and with the pestilence, until I have consumed them 
by his hand. ‘Therefore hearken ye not to your prophets, 
nor to your diviners, nor to your dreamers, nor to your sooth- 
sayers, nor to your soreerers, who speak unto you, saying, 
Ye shall not serve the king of Babylon: for they prophesy 
a lie unto you, to remove you far from your land, and that I 
should drive you out, and ye should perish. But the nations 
that bring their neck ito the yoke of the king of Babylon, 
and serve him, them will I let remain still in their own land, 
saith Jehovah; and they shall till it, and dwell therein. 

Then I spake to Zedekiah king of Judah according to all 
these words, saying, Bring your necks into the yoke of the 
king of Babylon, and serve him and his people, and live. 
Why will ye die, thou and thy people, by the sword, by the 
famine, and by the pestilence, as Jehovah hath spoken against 
the nation that will not serve the king of Babylon? There- 
fore hearken not unto the words of the prophets that speak 
unto you, saying, Ye shall not serve the king of Babylon: 
for they prophesy a he unto you. For Ihave not sent them, 
saith Jehovah, yet they prophesy a le in my name; that I 
should drive you out, and that ye should perish, ye, and the 
prophets that prophesy unto you. 

I spake also to the priests and to all this people, saying, 
Thus saith Jehovah: Hearken not to the words of your pro- 
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phets that prophesy unto you, saying, Behold, the vessels of 
the house of Jehovah shall now be brought baek in haste 
17 from Babylon: for they prophesy a he unto you. Hearken 
not unto them; serve the king of Babylon, and live: where- 
is fore should this city be laid waste? But if they be pro- 
phets, and if the word of Jehovah be with them, let them 
now make intercession to Jehovah of hosts, that the vessels 
which are left in the house of Jehovah, and in the house of 
the king of Judah, and at Jerusalem, go not to Babylon. 
19 For thus saith Jehovah of hosts concerning the columns, and 
coneerning the sea, and coneerning the laver-stands, and 
concerning the residue of the vessels that remam in this 
20 eity, which Nebuchadnezzar king of Babylon took not, when 
he carried away eaptive Jeeoniah the son of Jehoiakim king 
of Judah from Jerusalem to Babylon, and all the nobles of 
a. Judah and Jerusalem; yea, thus saith Jehovah of hosts, the 
God of Israel, eoneerning the vessels that remain in the 
honse of Jehovah, and in the house of the king of Judah 
22 and of Jerusalem; They shall be brought to Babylon, and 
there shall they be until the day that I visit them, saith Je- 
hovah; then will I bring them up, and restore them to this 
place. 


» CHAP. XXVITI.—And it came to pass the same year, in 
the beginning of the reign of Zedekiah king of Judah, in 
the fourth year, m the fifth month, that Hananiah the son 
of Azur the prophet, who was of Gibeon, spake unto me in 
the house of Jehovah, in the presence of the priests and of 

2 all the people, saying, “Thus saith Jehovah of hosts, the God 
of Israel, saying, I have broken the yoke of the king of 

3 Babylon. Within the spaee of two years will I restore to 
this plaee all the vessels of the house of Jchovah, which 
Nebuehadnezzar king of Babylon took away from this place, 

4 and brought to Babylon: and I will restore to this place Je- 
coniah the son of Jchoiakim king of Judah, with all the 
captives of Judah, that went into Babylon, saith Jehovah ; 
for 1 will break the yoke of the king of Babylon.” 

5 Then Jeremiah the prophet spake unto the prophet Ia- 
naniah in the presence of the priests, and in the presence of 
all the people that stood in the house of Jchovah ; and Jere- 

6 miah the prophet said, “Amen! may Jehovah do so: Jehovah 
perform thy words which thon hast prophesied, to restore 

7 the vesscls of the house of Jehovah, and all the eaptives, 
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from Babylon to this place! Nevertheless hear thou now 
this word that [ speak in thine ears, and in the ears of all 
the people,—The prophets that have been before me and 
before thee of old prophesied against many countries, and 
against great kingdoms, of war, and of evil, and of pesti- 
lence. The prophet who prophesieth of peace, when the 
word of the prophet shall come to pass, then shall the pro- 
phet be known, as one whom Jehovah hath sent in truth.” 

Then Hananiah the prophet took the yoke from off the neck 
of the prophet Jeremiah, and brake it. And Hananiah spake 
in the presence of all the people, saying, “ Thus saith Jeho- 
vah: Hven so will I break the yoke of Nebuchaduezzar king 
of Babylon, from off the neek of all the nations, within the 
space of two years.” And the prophet Jeremiah went his way. 

Then the word of Jehovah came unto Jeremiah, after that 
Hananiah the prophet had broken the yoke from off the neck 
of Jeremiah the prophet, saying, Go and tell Hananiah, say- 
ing, Thus saith Jehovah: Thou hast broken the yokes of 
wood; but thou shalt make instead of them yokes of iron. 
For thus saith Jehovah of hosts, the God of Isracl: I have 
put a yoke of iron upon the neck of all these nations, that 
they may serve Nebuchadnezzar king of Babylon; and they 
shall serve him: and I have given him the beast of the field 
also. 

Then said Jeremiah the prophet unto Hananiah the pro- 
phet, “ Hear now, Hanamiah; Jehovah hath not sent thee; 
but thou makest this people to trust in a lie. Therefore thus 
saith Jehovah ; Behold, I will cast thee off from the face of the 
earth: this year thou shalt die, because thou hast spoken 
rebellion against Jehovah.’ So Hananiah the prophet died 
the same year, in the seventh month. 


CHAP. XXIX.—Now these are the words of the letter 
that Jeremiah the prophet sent from Jerusalem to the residue 
of the elders of the captives, and to the priests, and to the 
prophets, and to all the people whom Nebuchadnezzar had 
carried away captive from Jerusalem to Babylon ; (after that 
Jecomiah the king, and the queen, and the ehamberlains, the 
chief men of Judah and Jerusalem, and the carpenters, and 
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the smiths, were departed from Jerusalem :) by the hand of 


Elasah the son of Shaphan, and Gemariah the son of Ilil- 
kiah, (whom Zedekiah king of Judah sent unto Babylon, to 
Nebuchadnezzar king of Babylon,) saying, 
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4 Thus saith Jehovah of hosts, the God of Israel, unto all 
that are carried away captives, whom I have caused to be car- 
s ried away from Jerusalem unto Babylon: Build ye houses, 
and dwell im them; and plant gardens, and eat the fruit 
6 thereof; take ye wives, and beget sons and daughters; and 
take wives for your sons, and give your daughters to hus- 
bands, that they may bear sons and daughtcrs ; that ye may 
7 be increased there, and not dimmished. And seek the 
prosperity of the city, whither I have caused you to be 
carried away captives, and pray unto Jehovah for it; for in 
s the prosperity thereof shall be your prosperity. For thus 
saith Jehovah of hosts, the God of Israel: Let not your 
prophets and your diviners, that are in the midst of you, 
deceive you, neither hearken ye to your dreams which ye 
9 cause to be dreamed. Tor they prophesy falsely unto you 
10 in my name; I have not sent them, saith Jehovah. For thus 
saith Jehovah: After seventy years are completed at Babylon 
I will visit you, and perform my good word toward you, to 
11 cause you to return to this place. For 1 know the purposes 
which f purpose toward you, saith Jehovah, purposes of peace, 
and not of evil, to give you a hereafter and a_ hope. 
12 Then shall ye call upon me, and ye shall go and pray unto 
i3 me, and J will hearken unto you. And ye shall scek me, 
and find me, when ye shall scarch for me with all your heart. 
14 And I will be found of you, saith Jehovah; and I will 
reverse your captivity, and I wiil gather you from all the 
nations, and from all the places whither [ have driven you, 
saith Jehovah; and I will bring you back into the place 
whence I caused you to be carned away captive. 
is Because ye have said, Jehovah hath raised us up prophets 
i6 in Babylon ; know that thus saith Jehovah, of the king that 
sitteth upon the throne of David, and of all the people that 
dwellcth in this city, and of your brethren that are not gone 
17 forth with you into captivity,—thus saith Jehovah of hosts : 
Behold, I will send upon them the sword, the famine, and 
the pestilence, and will make them like vile figs, that cannot 
1s be eaten, they are so bad. And I will persecute them with 
the sword, with the famine, and with the pestilence ; and I 
will give them up to hard treatment to all the kingdoms of 
the earth, to be a curse, and an astonishment, and a hissing, 
and a reproach, among all the nations whither I have driven 
i9 them: because they have not hearkened to my words, saith 
Jchovah, which I sent unto them by my servants the pro- 
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phets, urgently sending them; but ye would not hear, saith 
Jehovah. 

Hear ye, therefore, the word of Jehovah, all ye of the cap- 
tivity, whom I have sent from Jerusalem to Babylon: Thus 
saith Jchovah of hosts, the God of Israel, concerning Ahab the 
son of Kolaiah, and concerning Zedekiah the son of Maaseiah, 
who prophesy a lie unto you in my name: Behold, I will 
deliver them into the hand of Nebuchadrezzar king of Baby- 
lon; and he shall slay them before your eyes; and from 
them shall be taken a curse by all the captives of Judah 
who are in Babylon, saying, Jehovah make thee hike Zedekiah 
and like Ahab, whom the king of Babylon roasted m the 
fire; because they have done wickedly in Israel, and have 
committed adultery with their neighbours’ wives, and have 
spoken lying words in my name, which I have not com- 
manded them ; for I know, and am witness, saith Jehovah. 

And unto Shemaiah the Nehelamite, thou shalt speak, 
saying, Thus saith Jehovah of hosts, the God of Israel, say- 
ing, Because thou hast sent letters in thy name unto all the 
people that are at Jerusalem, and to Zephaniah the son of 
Maasciah the priest, and to all the priests, saying, Jehovah 
hath made thee priest in the stead of Jehoiada the priest, that 
ye should be overseers in the house of Jehovah, over every man 
that is frenzied, and prophesieth, that thou shouldest put him 
in the torture-frame, and in the prison: now, therefore, why 
hastthou not reproved Jeremiah of Anathoth, who prophesieth 
to you? For he hath sent unto us m Babylon, saying, This 
captivity will be long: build ye houses, and dwell im them ; 
and plant gardens, and eat the fruit thereof. 


And Zephaniah the priest read this letter in the ears of 2 


Jeremiah the prophet. 

Then came the word of Jchovah unto Jeremah, saying, 
Send to all those of the captivity, saying, Thus saith Jehovah, 
concerning Shemaiah the Nehelamite; Because that She- 
maiah hath prophesied unto you, and I sent him not, and hath 
caused you to trust ina lic; therefore thus saith Jehovah, 
Behold, I will punish Shemaiah the Nehelamite, and his seed : 
there shall not be aman of them dwellmg among this people ; 
neither shall he behold the good that J will do for my people, 
saith Jehovah; because he hath spoken rebellion against 


Jchovah. 


20 
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2 Jehovah, saying, Thus speaketh Jehovah, God of Isracl, say- 
ing, Write thee all the words that I have spoken unto thee 
3in a book. For, lo, the days arc coming, saith Jehovah, that 
I will reverse the captivity of my people Israel and Judah, 
saith Jehovah ; and I will eause them to return to the land 

a which I gave to their fathers, and thcy shall possess it. And 
these are the words that Jchovah hath spoken concerning Israel 
and concerning Judah :— 

5 For thus saith Jehovah: 

We have heard a voice of trembling, 
Of fear, and not of peace: 

6 Ask ye now, and sce, whether a man doth travail with child ? 
Wherefore do I see every man with his hands on his loins, 
As a woman 1n travail, 

And all faces turned into paleness ? 
7 Alas! for great is that day, so that*there is none like it ; 
It is a time of distress for Jacob, 
But he shall be saved out of it. 
s For it shall come to pass in that day, 
Saith Jehovah of hosts, 
That I will break his yoke from off thy neck, 
And will bnrst thy bands, 
And strangers shall no more exact service of him: 
9 But they shall serve Jehovah their God, 
And David their king, whom [ will raise up unto them. 
10 Therefore fear thon not, O my servant Jacob, saith Jehovah, 
Neither be dismayed, O Israel : 
For, lo, I will save thee from afar, 
And thy seed from the land of their captivity ; 
And Jacob shall return, and rest, and be quiet, 
And none shall make him afraid. 
11’ For I am with thee, saith Jehovah, to save thee: 
Though If make an end of all the nations whither I have 
scattered thee, 
Yet will [ not make an end of thee: 
I will correet thee in measure ; 
Yet will I not leave thee wholly unpunished. 
12 For thus saith Jehovah: 
Thy bruise is incurable, thy wound is grievous. 
13 There is none to plead thy cause, 
That thou mayest be bound up: 
Thou hast no healing medicines. 
14 All thy lovers have forgotten thee; they scek thee not; 
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For I have wounded thee with the wound of an enemy, 
With a cruel chastisement, 

For the greatness of thine iniquity, 

Because thy sins were increased. 

Why criest thou for thine affliction ? 


Thy sorrow is incurable for the greatness of thine iniquity : 


Because thy sins were increased, 
I have done these things unto thee. 

Therefore all they that devour thee shall be devoured ; 
And all thine adversaries, every one of them, 
Shall go into captivity ; 
And they that spoil thee shall be a spoil, 
And all that prey upon thee will I give for a prey: 
For I will apply a remedy to thee, 
And heal thee of thy wounds, saith Jehovah. 

Because they have called thee an Outeast, saying, 
This is Zion, which no man secketh after,— 
Thus saith Jehovah : 
Behold, I will reverse the captivity of the tents of Jacob, 
And take pity on his dwelling-places ; 
And the city shall be rebuilt upon its hill, 
And the palace shall be mhabited after its manner. 
And out of them shall proceed thanksgiving 
And the voice of them that make merry : 
And I will multiply them, and they shall not be few; 
I will honour them, and they shall not be despised. 
Their children also shall be as in former times, 
And their congregation shall be established before me, 
And I will punish all that oppress them. 
And their nobles shall be of themselves, 


And their governor shall proceed from the midst of them; 


And I will cause him to draw near, 
And he shall approach unto me: 


For who is he that would dare to approach unto me? saith 


Jchovah ; 
And ye shall be my people, and I will be your God. 


Behold, the whirlwind of Jehovah goeth forth with fury, 


A sweeping whirlwind ; 

It shall rush upon the head of the wicked. 

The fieree anger of Jehovah shall not turn back, 

Until he hath exeented, and until he hath aecomplished, 
The purposes of his heart: 

In the latter days ye shall understand it. 
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1 CHAP. XXXI.—At that time, saith Jehovah, 
Will I be the God of. all the families of Israel, 
And they shall be my people. 
2 Thus saith Jehovah: The people who eseaped the sword 
Found favour in the wilderness ; 
So will I go to give rest to them, even to Isracl. 
3 Jehovah hath appeared from afar unto me, saying, 
Yea, I have loved thee with an everlasting love: 
Wherefore | have prolonged mercy to thee. 
4 Again will I build thee, and thou shalt be built, 
O virgin of Israel! j 
Thou pull again be adorned with thy tabrets, 
And shalt go forth in the dances of them that make nlerny. 
5 Again shalt. thou plant vineyards upon the mountams ol!

The planters shall plant, and gather the fruits.

When the watchmen on mount Ephraim shall cry, 
Arise ye, and let us go up to Zion, unto Jehovah our God! 
7 For thus saith J ehovah : 
Sing with gladness for Jacob, 
And shout at the head of the nations ; 
Publish ye, praise ye, and say, 
O Jehovah, save thy people, the remnant of Israel ! 
s Behold, I will bring them from the land of the north, 
And gather them from the extremities of the earth ; 
With them shall be the blind and the lame, 
She that is with child and she that travaileth together : 
A great company shall return thither. 
9 They shall come with weeping and with supplications ; 
I will lead them and conduet them to the rivers of waters, 
In a straight way, wherem they shall not stumble: 
For I am a father to Israel, and Ephraim is my firstborn. 


10 lear the word of Jehovah, O ye nations, 

And declare it in the isles afar off, and say, 

Ile that scattered Israel will gather him, 

And keep him, as a shepherd his flock. 
11 For Jehovah hath redeemed Jacob, 

And ransomed him from the hand of one stronger than he. 
12 Therefore they shall eome and sing upon the height of Zion, 

And shall stream toward the bounty of Jehovah, 

To the corn, and to the wine, and to the oil, 
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And to the young of the floek and of the herd: 

And their soul shall be as a watered garden ; 

And they shall not sorrow any more. 

Then shall the virgin rejoice in the dance, 

With young men and old men together : 

For [ will turn their mourning into joy, 

And I will comfort them, 

And make them rejoiee from their sorrow. 

And I will satisfy the soul of the priests with fatness, 

And my people shall be filled with my bounty, saith Jehovah. 


Thus saith Jehovah : 
A voice was heard in Ramah, weeping, and bitter lamentation ; 
Rachel weeping for her children, 
Refusing to be eomforted for her children, 
Beeause they were not. 
Thus saith Jehovah : 
Restrain thy voice from weeping, and thine eyes from tears: 
For thy work shall be rewarded, saith Jehovah ; 
And they shall return from the land of the enemy. 
And there is hope for the latter day, saith Jehovah ; 
And thy elildren shall return to their own border. 


T have surely heard Ephraim lamenting :— 
Thou hast chastised me, and I was chastised, 
As a steer untrained ¢o the yoke: 
Turn thou me, and I shall be turned; 
For thou art Jehovah my God. 
Truly after my turning away, I repented ; 
And after I was instrueted, I smote upon my thigh: 
I am ashamed, yea, even confounded, 
Beeause I bear the reproach of my youth. 
Is Ephraim my dear son? is he a child in whom I delight ? 
That as often as I speak of him, 
I do fondly remember him still ; 
Wherefore my bowels are troubled for him ; 
1 will surely have merey upon him, saith Jehovah. 


Set thee up way-marks, fix thee high poles ; 
Give heed to the highway, the way which thou hast gone: 
Return, O virgin of Israel, return to these thy cities! 
iow long wilt thou wander about, 
O thou backsliding daughter ? 
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For Jehovah hath created a new thing in the carth ; 
The woman shall protect the man. 


23 Thus saith Jehovah of hosts, the God of Israel: 
Still shall they use this speech, 
In the land of Judah and in the eities thereof, 
When I shall reverse their captivity :— 
Jehovah bless thee, O habitation of righteousness, 
Mountain of holiness! 
21 And Judah shall dwell therein, and all his cities together, 
Husbandmen, and they that go forth with flocks ; 
25 For I will satisfy the weary soul, 
And replenish every sorrowful soul. 
26 Upon this I awoke, and looked ; 
And my sleep was sweet unto me. 


27 Behold, the days are coming, saith Jehovah, 
That I will sow the house of Israel and the house of Judah 
With the seed of man, and with the seed of beast. 
os And it shall come to pass, that as I have watched over them, 
To pluck up, and to break down, 
And to overthrow, and to destroy, and to afflict ; 
So will I watch over them, to rebuild, and to plant, saith 
Jehovah. 
29 In those days they shall no longer say, 
‘The fathers have eaten sour grapes, 
And the children’s teeth are sct on edge?’ 
30 But every one shall die for his own iniquity ; 
Kivery man that eateth the sour grape, 
His own teeth shall be sct on edge. 


31 Behold, the days are coming, saith Jchovah, 
When I will make a new covenant 
With the house of Israel, and with the house of Judah : 
22 Not according to the covenant that I made with their fathers 
In the day when I took them by the hand, 
To bring them out of the land of Egypt ; 
Which eovenant with me they brake, 
And I rejected them, saith Jehovah : 
33 But this shall be the covenant that I will make with the 
house of Israel, 
After those days, saith Jehovah : 
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T will put my law in their inward parts, 

And write it in their hearts ; 

And I will be their God, and they shall be my people. 

And they shall teach no more every man his neighbour, 34 

And every man his brother, saying, Know Jehovah: 

For they all shall know me, 

From the least of them unto the greatest of them, saith 
Jehovah ; 

For I will pardon their iniquity, 

And their sin I will remember no more. 


Thus saith Jehovah, who giveth the sun for a hight by day, as 
The ordinances of the moon and of the stars for a hght by 
night, 
Who stilleth the sea when the waves thereof roar ; 
Jchovah of hosts is his name: 
If these ordinances depart from before me, saith Jehovah, 36 
The seed of Israel shall also cease to be a nation 
Before mie for ever. 
Thus saith Jehovah: If heaven above can be measured, 37 
And the foundations of the earth bencath searched out, 
I will also cast off all the seed of Isracl for all that they 
have done, saith Jehovah. 


Behold, the days are coming, saith Jehovah, 38 
That the city shall be built to Jehovah 
From the tower of Hananeel unto the corner gate. 
And the measuring line shall again go forth, 39 
Over against it, to the hill Gareb, 
And shall pass round to Goath. 
And the whole valley of the dead bodies, and of the ashes, 40 
And all the fields unto the brook of Kidron, 
Unto the corncr of the horse-gate towards the east, 
Shall be holy unto Jehovah ; 
It shall not be plucked up, nor overthrown, any morc for ever. 


CHAP. XXXII.—The word that came to Jeremiah from 1 
Jchovah in the tenth year of Zedekiah king of Judah, which 
was the cightcenth year of Nebuehadrezzar. 

At that time, the army of the king of Babylon besieged 2 
Jerusalem; and Jeremiah the prophet was shut up in the 
court of the prison, which was m the house of the king of 
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3 Judah. For Zedekiah king of Judah had shut him up, saying, 
“Wherefore dost thou prophesy, and say, Thus saith Jehovah : 
4 Behold, I will give this city into the hand of the king of 
Babylon, and he shall take it; and Zedekiah king of Judah 
shall not escape out of the hand of the Chaldeans, but shall 
surely be delivered into the hand of the king of Babylon, 
and shall speak with him mouth to mouth, and his eyes shall 
5 behold his eyes; and he shall lead Zedekiah to Babylon, and 
there shall he be until I visit him, saith Jehovah: though 
ye fight with the Chaldeans, ye shall not prosper.” 
6 And Jeremiah said, “The word of Jehovah eame unto me, 
7 saying, Behold Hanameel, the son of Shallum thine unelc, 
shall come unto thee, saying, ‘Buy thee my field that 1s in 
Anathoth ; for the right of redemption is thine to buy it.’ 
s So Hanamecl my uncle’s son came to me, into the court of 
the prison, according to the word of Jehovah, and said unto 
me, ‘ Buy my field, I pray thec, that is in Anathoth, which 
is in the eountry of Benjamin; for the right of inhemtance 
is thine, and the redemption is thine; buy it for thyself.’ 
Then I knew that this was the word of Jehovah. And I 
bought from Hanameel, my uncle’s son, the field that was 
in Anathoth, and weighed him the money, even seventeen 
shekels of silver. And I subscribed the deed, and sealed it, 
and took witnesses, and weighed him the money in the 
balances. So I took the purehase deed, doth that whieh 
was sealed according to the law and custom, and that which 
12 was open: and [ gave the purchase deed unto Baruch the 
son of Neriah, the son of Maaseiah, in the sight of Hana- 
meel my uncle’s son, and in the sight of the witnesses that 
subscribed the purchase deed, before all the Jews that sat-in 
13 the court of the prison. AndI charged Baruch before them, 
4 saying, ‘Thus saith Jehovah of hosts, the God of Israel: 
Take these writings, this purchase deed, both the sealed one, 
and this deed which is open; and put them in an earthen 
15 vessel, that they may eontinne many days. For thus saith 
Jehovah of hosts, the God of Israel: Tlouses and fields and 
vineyards shall be bought again in this land.’ ” 
16 Now when I had delivered the purchase deed unto Baruch 
17 the son of Neriah, I prayed unto Jehovah, saying: Ah, Lord 
Jehovah! behold, thou hast made the heavens and the earth 
by thy great power and stretehed-out arm; there is nothing 
1s too hard for thee: thou showest loving-kindness unto thou- 
sands, and recompensest the iniquity of the fathers into the 
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bosom of their children after them: the Great, the Mighty 19 
God, Jehovah of hosts,is his name, great in counsel, and 
mighty in deed: for thine eyes are open upon all the ways of 
the sons of men; to give to every one according to his ways, 
and according to the fruit of his dogs: who hast set signs 20 
and wonders in the land of Egypt unto this day, and in 
Israel, and among ofher men; and hast made thee a name, 
as at this day; and hast brought forth thy people Israel out at 
of the land of Egypt with signs, and with wonders, and 
with a strong hand, and with a stretched-out arm, and with 
great terror; and hast given them this land, whieh thou 22 
didst swear to their fathers to give them, a land flowing with 
milk and honey; and they came in, and possessed it; but 23 
they obeyed not thy voiee, neither walked in thy law, nor 
have done all that thou commandedst them to do; therefore 24 
thou hast caused all this evil to come upon them. Behold 
the siege-mounds, they approach the city to take it; and the 
city is given into the hand of the Chaldeans, that fight 
against it, because of the sword, and the famine, and the 
pestilence: and what thou hast spoken is come to pass ; and, 
behold, thou seest it. And thou hast said unto me, O Lord 25 
Jehovah, Buy thee the field for money, and take witnesses ; 
although the city is given into the hands of the Chaldeans. 
Then came the word of Jehovah unto Jeremiah, saying : 26 
Behold, I am Jehovah the God of all flesh; is there any 27 
thing too hard for me? Therefore thus saith Jehovah: 28 
Behold, I will give this city into the hand of the Chaldeans, 
and into the hand of Nebuehadrezzar king of Babylon, and 
he shall take it: and the Chaldeans, that fight against this 29 
city, shall come and set fire to this city, and burn it with the 
houses upon whose roofs they have offered mecnse unto 
Baal, and poured out drink-offerings unto other gods, to 
provoke me to anger. For the children of Israel and the 30 
children of Judah have only done evil before me from their 
youth : for the children of Israel have only provoked me to 
anger with the work of their hands, saith Jehovah. For this 31 
city hath been to me as a provocation of mine anger and of 
my fury, from the day that they built it even unto this day ; 
that I should remove it from before my face, because of all 32 
the evil of the children of Isracl and of the children of 
Judah, which they have done to provoke me to anger, they, 
their kings, their chief men, their priests, and their prophets, 
and the men of Judah and the inhabitants of Jerusalem. 
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33 And they have turned unto me the back, and not the face: 
though [I taught them very diligently, yet they have not 
34 hearkened to receive instruction, but have set their abomi- 
nations in the house which is called by my name, to defile 
35 it. And they built the high places of Baal, which are in 
the valley of the son of Hinnom, to cause their sons and 
their daughters to pass through ¢he fire unto Molech; which 
I commanded them not, neither entered 1t mto my mind, 
that they should do this abomination, to cause Judah to sin. 
36 And now therefore thus saith Jehovah, the God of Israel, 
concerning this city, whereof ye say, It shall be delivered 
into the hand of the king of Babylon by the sword, and by 
37 the famine, and by the pestilence: Behold, I will gather 
them out of all countries whither I have driven them in 
mine anger, and in my fury, and in great wrath; and £ will 
bring them back unto this place, and I will cause them to 
3s dwell safely; and they shall be my people, and I wil be 
39 their God: and I will give them one heart, and one way, 
that they may fear me for ever, for the good of themselves, 
40 and of their children after them: and I will make an ever- 
lasting covenant with them, that I will not turn away from 
them, or cease to do them good; but I will put my fear in 
41 their hearts, that they shall not depart from me. Yea, I will 
rejoice over them to do them good, and I will plant them 
in this land securely, with my whole heart and with my 
whole soul. 
42 For thus saith Jehovah: As i have brought all this 
eyeat evil upon this people, so will I bring upon them all the 
43 good that I have promised them. And fields shall again be 
bought in this land, whereof ye say, It is desolate, without 
man or beast; it 1s given into the hand of the Chaldeans. 
44 Men shall buy fields for money, and subseribe the deeds, 
and seal them, and take witnesses in the land of Benjamin, 
and in the places about Jerusalem, and in the cities ef Judah, 
and in the cities of the mountains, and in the cities of the 
low country, and in the cities of the south: for I will reverse 
their captivity, saith Jchovah. 


» CHAP. XXXII.—Moreover the word of Jehovah came 
unto Jeremiah the second time, while he was yet shut up in 
the court of the prison, saying: 

2 ‘Thus saith Jehovah who docth it, 
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Jehovah who planneth it, to establish it ; 

hVhose name is Jehovah: 

Call unto me, and I will answer thee, 

And show thee great and difficult things, 

Whieh thou knowest not. 

For thus saith Jehovah, the God of Isracl, 

Concerning the houses of this city, 

And eoncerning the houses of the kings of Judah, 

Whieh are overthrown by the siege-mounds, 

And by the sword: 

They come to fight with the Chaldeans, 

And to fill them with the dead bodies of men, 

Whom I have slain in mine anger and in my fury, 

And for all whose wickedness I have hid my faee from this 
city : 

Behold, I will bring it a remedy and a eure, 

And I will cure them, 

And reveal unto them abundanee of peace and security. 

And I will reverse the captivity of Judah 

And the captivity of Israel, 

And will build them, as at the first. 

And I will cleanse them from all their iniquity, 

Whereby they have sinned against me; 

And I will pardon all their iniquities, 

Whereby they have sinned, 

And whereby they have transgressed against me. 

And it shall be to me a name of joy, 

A praise and a glory before all the nations of the earth, 

Which shall hear of all the good that I do unto them: 

And they shall fear and tremble 

For all the good and for all the prosperity that I bestow 
upon it. 


Thus saith Jehovah: 
Again shall there be heard in this plaee, 
Whieh ye say shall be desolate, 
Without man and without beast,— 
Jtven in the cities of Judah, and in the streets of Jerusalem, 
Which are desolate, without man, 
And without inhabitant, and without beast, — 
The voiec of joy, and the voice of gladness, 
The voiee of the bridegroom, and the voice of the bride, 
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The voice of them that say, Praise Jehovah of hosts ; 

For Jehovah is good; for his mercy endureth for ever : 

Even of them that bring the sacrifice of praise into the house 
of Jehovah. 

For I will reverse the captivity of the land, 

Making it as at the first, saith Jehovah. 


Thus saith Jehovah of hosts: 
Again in this place, which 1s desolate, 
Without man and without beast, 
And in all the cities thereof, 
There shall be a habitation of shepherds, 
Who shall cause their flocks to lie down. 
In the cities of the mountains, 
In the cities of the low country, 
And in the cities of the south, and in the land of Benjamin, 
And in the places about Jerusalem, 
And in the cities of Judah, 
Shall the flocks pass again under the hands of him that 
numbereth them, saith Jchovah. 
Behold, the days are coming, saith Jehovah, 
That I will perform that good word which I have spoken, 
Concerning the house of Israel 
And concerning the house of Judah. 
5 In those days, and at that time, 
Will I cause a branch of righteousness 
To grow up unto David ; 
And he shall execute judgment and righteousness in the 
land. 
16 In those days shall Judah be saved, 
And Jerusalem shall dwell securely ; 
And this zs the name wherewith she shall be called, 
Jehovah-Zidkenu [Jeunovan 1s our Licureousness |]. 
17 For thus saith Jehovah : 
David shall not want a man 
To sit upon the throne of the house of Isracl ; 
is Neither shall the priests the Levites want a man before me, 
To offer burnt-offerings, and to kindle meal-offerings, 
And to do sacrifice continually. 
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i9 And the word of Jehovah came unto Jeremiah, saymg, 
co Thus saith Jehovah : 
If ye can break my covenant of the day, 
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And my covenant of the night, 

That there be not day and night in their season ; 

Then also may my covenant with David my servant be 21 
broken, 

That he may not have a son to reign upon his throne ; 

And my covenant with the Levites the priests, my ministers. 

As the host of heaven cannot be numbered, 22 

Neither the sand of the sea measured ; 

So will I multiply the seed of David my servant, 

And the Levites that minister unto me. 


And the word of Jehovah came to Jeremiah, saying : 
Seest thou not what this people have spoken, saying, 
The two famihes which Jchovah chose, 
He hath even cast them off ? 
Thus they have despised my people, 
So that they are no more a nation before them. 
Thus saith Jehovah : 
If my covenant with day and night stand not, 
If I do not maintain the ordinances of heaven and earth ; 
Then will I cast away the seed of Jacob, 26 
And of David my servant, 
So as not to take any of his seed fo be rulers 
Over the seed of Abraham, Isaac, and Jacob : 
For I will reverse their captivity, and have mercy on them. 
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CHAP. XXXIV.—The word which came unto Jeremiah 1 
from Jehovah, when Nebuchadnezzar king of Babylon, and 
all his army, and all the kingdoms of the earth of his domi- 
nion, and all the peoples, fought against Jerusalem, and 
against all the cities thereof, saying, 

Thns saith Jehovah, the God of Israel: Go and speak 2 
to Zedekiah king of Judah, and say unto him, Thus saith 
Jehovah: Behold, I will give this city into the hand of the 
king of Babylon, and he shall burn it with fire: and thou s 
shalt not escape out of his hand, but shalt surely be taken, 
and delivered into his hand; and thine eyes shall behold 
the eyes of the king of Babylon, and he shall speak with 
thee mouth to mouth, and thou shalt go to Babylon. 

Yet hear the word of Jehovah, O Zedekiah king of Judah ! 4 
Thus saith Jehovah concerning thee: Thou shalt not die by 
the sword; thou shalt die in peace: and as they did for thy s 
fathers, the former kings who were before thee, so shall they 
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burn spices for thee; and they will lament thee, saying, Ah 
lord !—for I have spoken the word, saith Jehovah. 
6 Then Jeremiah the prophet spake all these words unto 
7 Zedekiah king of Judah in Jerusalem: and the army of the 
king of Babylon fought against Jerusalem, and against all 
the cities of Judah that were left, against Lachish, and against 
Azekah: for these fortified citics remained of the cities of 


Judah. 


s The word which came unto Jeremiah from Jchovah, after 
that the king Zedekiah had made a covenant with all the 
9 people who were in Jerusalem, to proclaim liberty to them ; 
that every man should let his man-servant, and every man his 
maid-servant, a Hebrew man or a Hebrew woman, go free ; 
that none should exact service of them, ¢o wif, of a Jew his 
10 brother. And all the chief men hearkened, and all the people, 
who had entered into the covenant, tu let every one his man- 
servant, and every one his maid-servant, go frec, that none 
should exact service of them any more—they hearkened, and 
u let them go. But afterwards they turned, and caused the 
man-servants and the maid-servants whom they had let go 
frec, to return, and brought them into subjection for man- 
servants and for maid-servants. 
12 Therefore the word of: Jehovah came to Jeremiah from 
13 Jchovah, saying, Thus saith Jehovah, the God of Israel : 
I made a covenant with your fathers in the day that I brought 
them forth out of the land of Egypt, out of the house of 
14 bondmen, saying, At the end of seven years shall ye let go 
every man his Hebrew brother, who hath sold himself unto 
thee ; and when he hath served thee six years, thou shalt 
let him go free from thee: but your fathers hearkened 
15 not unto me, neither inclined their ear. And ye had now 
turned, and had done right in my sight, in proclaiming 
liberty every man to his neighbour; and ye had made a 
covenant before me in the house which is called by my 
16 name: but ye have turned again and profaned my name, 
and caused every man his man-servant, and every man his 
maid-servant, whom ye had let go free at their pleasure, to 
return, and brought them into subjection, to be unto you 
for man-servants and for maid-servants. 
17 ‘Therefore thus saith Jehovah: Ye have not hcarkened 
unto me, by proelaiming liberty, every one to his brother, 
and every man to his neighbour: behold, I proclaim liberty 
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for you, saith Jehovah, to the sword, to the pestilence, and 
to the famine: and I will give you up to hard treatment, 
ito all the kingdoms of the earth. And I will give the 18 
men that have transgressed my covenant, who have not per- 
formed the words of the covenant which they made before 
me, when they cut the calf in twain, and passed between the 
parts thereof, the princes of Judah, and the princes of 19 
Jerusalem, the eunuchs, and the priests, and all the people 
of the land, who passed between the parts of the calf; I 20 
will even give them into the hand of their enemies, and 
into the hand of them that seck their life: and their dead 
bodies shall be for food to the fowl of the heavens, and 
to the beasts of the earth. And Zedekiah king of Judah a1 
and his princes will I give into the hand of their ene- 
mics, and into the hand of them that seck their life, 
and into the hand of the army of the king of Babylon, 
which are gone up from you. Behold, f will command, 22 
saith Jehovah, and cause them to return to this city; and 
they shall fight against it, and take it, and burn it with fire: 
and I will make the cities of Judah a desolation without an 
inhabitant. 


CHAP. XXXV.—The word which came unto Jeremiah 1 
from Jehovah in the days of Jechoiakim the son of Josiah 
king of Judah, saying, Go unto the house of the Recha- 2 
bites, and speak unto them, and bring them into the house 
of Jehovah, into one of the chambers, and give them wine 
to drink. 

Then I took Jaazaniah the son of Jeremiah, the son of 3 
Habaziniah, and his brethren, and all his sons, and the whole 
house of the Rechabites ; and I brought them into the house 4 
of Jehovah, into the chamber of the sons of Hanan, the son 
of Igdahah, a man of God, which was by the chamber of 
the princes, which was above the chamber of Maaseiah, the 
son of Shallum, the keeper of the door: and I set before 5 
the sons of the house of the Rechabites goblets full of wine, 
and cups, and I said unto them, “ Drink ye wine.” 

But they said, “ We will drink no wince; for Jonadab the 6 
son of Rechab our father commanded us, saying, ‘ Ye shall 
drink no wine, ye or your sons, for ever: neither shall ye 7 
build house, nor sow seed, nor plant vineyard, nor have any : 
but all your days ye shall dwell im tents; that ye may live 
many days in the land where ye are strangers.’ And we have s 
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obeyed the voice of Jonadab the son of Rechab our father 
in all that he commanded us, to drink no wine all our days, 
9 we, Ow Wives, Our sons, and our daughters; nor to build 
houses for us to dwell in: neither have we vineyard, nor 
10 field, nor seed: but we have dwelt in tents, and have obcyed, 
and done according to all that Jonadab our father commanded 
11 us. But it came to pass, when Nebuchadrezzar king of 
Babylon came up into the land, that we said, Come, and let 
us go to Jerusalem for fear of the army of the Chaldeans, 
and for fear of the army of the Syrians: so we dwell in 
Jerusalem.” 
12 ‘Then came the word of Jehovah unto Jeremiah, saying, 
13 Thus saith Jehovah of hosts, the God of Isracl: Go and 
say to the men of Judah and the mhabitants of Jerusalem, 
Will ye not receive imstruetion, to hearken to my words? 
14 saith Jehovah. The words of Jonadab the son of Rechab, 
who commanded his sons not to drink wine, are performed ; 
for unto this day they drink none, but obey their father’s 
commandment. And I have spoken unto you, earnestly 
15 speaking ; but ye have not hearkened unto me. I have also 
sent unto vou all my servants the prophets, urgently sending 
them, saying, Return ye now every man from his evil way, 
and amend your doings, and go not after other gods to serve 
them, and ye shall dwell m the land which I have given to 
you and to your fathers ; but ye have not inclined your ear, 
16 nor hearkened unto me. Because the sons of Jonadab the 
son of Rechab have performed the commandment of their 
father, which he commanded them; but this people hath 
17 not hearkened unto me: Therefore thus saith Jehovah, God 
of hosts, the God of Israel: Behold, I will bring upon Judah 
and upon all the inhabitants of Jerusalem all the evil that I 
have pronounced against them: because I have spoken unto 
them, but they have not hearkened; and I have called unto 
them, but they have not answered. 
is And to the house of the Rechabites Jeremiah said, “Thus 
sath Jehovah of hosts, the God of Israel: Beeause ye have 
hearkened to the commandment of Jonadab your father, and 
kept all his commandments, and done according to all that 
i9 he commanded you: therefore thus saith Jehovah of hosts, 
the God of Israel: There shall not fail to Jonadab the son of 
Ktechab, a man to stand before me for ever.” 


1 CHAP. XXXVI.—And it came to pass in the fourth year 
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of Jchoiakim the son of Josiah king of Judah that this word 
came unto Jeremiah from Jehovah, saying, Take thee a2 
book-roll, and write therein all the words that J have spoken 
unto thee against Israel, and against Judah, and against all 
the nations, from the day I spake unto thee, from the days 
of Josiah, even unto this day. It may be that the house of 3 
Judah will hear all the evil which I purpose to do unto 
them ; that they may return every man from his evil way ; 
that I may forgive their iniquity and their sin. 

Then Jeremiah called Baruch the son of Neriah: and 4 
Baruch wrote from the mouth of Jeremiah all the words 
of Jehovah, which he had spoken unto him, upon a book-roll. 

And Jeremiah charged Baruch, saying, “I am shut up; 5 
T cannot go into the house of Jehovah ; therefore go thou, 6 
and read in the roll which thou hast wntten from my 
mouth, the words of Jehovah in the ears of the people in the 
house of Jehovah upon a fast-day: and also in the ears of 
all Judah that come out of their cities, shalt thou read them. 
It may be they will present their suppheation before Jehovah, 7 
and will return every one from his evil way: for great is the 
anger and the wrath that Jehovah hath pronounced against 
this people.” 

And Baruch the son of Neriah did according to all that s 
Jeremiah the prophet commanded him, reading m the book 
the words of Jehovah in the house of Jehovah. 

And it came to pass in the fifth year of Jehoiakim the son 9 
of Josiah king of Judah, in the ninth month, that they pro- 
claimed a fast before Jehovah to all the people in Jerusalem, 
and to all the people that came from the cities of Judah 
unto Jerusalem. Then read Baruch in the book the words 10 
of Jeremiah in the house of Jehovah, in the chamber of 
Gemariah, the son of Shaphan the scribe, in the higher court, 
at the entry of the new gate of the house of Jehovah, in the 
ears of all the people. 

And when Michaiah the son of Gemariah, the son of Sha- 1 
phan, had heard out of the book all the words of Jchovah, 
he went down into the king’s house, into the sembe’s cham- 12 
ber: and, lo, all the chief men sat there, even Klishama the 
seribe, and Delaiah the son of Shemaiah, and Emathan the 
son of Achbor, and Gemariah the son of Shaphan, and Ze- 
dekiah the son of Hananiah, and all the ehief men. Then 13 
Michaiah deelared unto them all the words that he had 
heard, when Baruch read the book in the cars of the people. 
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14 Therefore all the chief men sent Jehudi the son of Netha- 
niah, the son of Shelemiah, the son of Cush, unto Baruch, 
saying, “Take in thy hand the roll wherem thou hast read 
in the ears of the people, and come.” So Baruch the son 
of Neriah took the roll in lis hand, and came unto them. 

is And they said unto him, “ Sit down now, and read it in our 
ears.” So Baruch read it in their ears. 

16 Now it came to pass, when they had heard all the words, 
they turned m’ fear one to another; and they said unto 
Baruch, ‘‘ We willsurely tell the king of all these words.” 

i7 And they asked Baruch, saying, “Tell us now, how didst 

ig thou write all these words from his mouth ?” Then Baruch 
answered them, “ With his mouth he pronounced unto me all 

19 these words, and J wrote them with ink in the book.”’? Then 
said the chef men unto Baruch, “ Go, hide thyself, thou and 
Jeremiah; and let no man know where ye are.” 

20 And they went to the king into the court, but they laid 
up the roll in the chamber of Elishama the seribe, and told all 

21 the words in the ears of the king. So the king sent Jehudito 
fetch the roll: and he took it out of the chamber of Elishama 

22 theseribe. And Jehudi read it in the ears of the king, and in 
the ears of all the chicf men who stood beside the king. Now 
the king was staying in the winter-apartments, in the ninth 

23 month: and the brasier was burning before him. And it 
came to pass, that when Jehudi had read three or four leaves, 
he eut it with the pen-knife, and cast it into the fire that was 
in the brasier, until all the roll was consumed in the fire 

24 that was in the brasier. And they were not afraid, and rent 
not thei garments, neither the king, nor any of his ser- 

25 vants that heard all these words. Nevertheless Hlnathan 
and Delaiah and Gemariah made intercession with the king 
that he would not burn the roll: but he hearkened not to 

26 them. And the king commanded Jerahmeel the son of Ham- 
melech, and Seraiah the son of Azriel, and Shelemiah the 
son of Abdeel, to take Baruch the senibe, and Jeremiah the 
prophet: but Jehovah hid them. 

27. ‘Then the word of Jehovah came to Jeremiah, after that 
the king had burnt the roll, and the words which Baruch 

23 had written from the mouth of Jeremiah, saying, Take 
thee again another roll, and write in it all the former words 
that were in the first roll, which Jchoiakim king of Judah 

29 hath burned. And thou shalt say to Jehoiakim king of Judah, 
Thus saith Jehovah: Thou hast burned this roll, saying, 
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Why hast thou written therein, saying, The king of Babylon 
shall certainly come and destroy this land, and shall cause man 
and beast to ecase from it? Therefore thus saith Jehovah of 30 
Jehoiakim king of Judah: He shall have no descendant to sit 
upon the throne of David; and his dead body shall be cast 
out in the day to the heat, and in the night to the frost. AndI 31 
will punish him and his seed and his servants for their iniquity ; 
and I will brig upon them, and upon the inhabitants of 
Jerusalem, and upon the men of Judah, all the evil that I 
have pronounced against them; but they hearkened not. 

Then Jeremiah took another roll, and gave it to Baruch 32 
the seribe, the son of Neriah; and he wrote therein from 
the mouth of Jeremiah all the words of the book which 
Jehoiakim king of Judah had burned in the fire: and there 
were added besides unto them many like words. 


CHAP. XXXVIT.—Now king Zedekiah the son of Josiah 1 
reigned instead of Coniah the son of Jehoiakim, whom Ne- 
buchadrezzar king of Babylon made king in the land of 
Judah. But neither he, nor his servants, nor the people of 2 
the land, hearkened unto the words of Jehovah, which he 
spake by the prophet Jeremiah. 

And Zedekiah the king sent Jehucal the son of Shelemiah 3 
and Zephaniah the son of Maaseiah the priest to the prophet 
Jcremiah, saying, “Pray now unto Jehovah our God for us.” 
(Now Jeremiah came in and went out among the people: 4 
for they had not put him into prison. And the army of Pha- 5 
raoh had come forth out of Egypt: and when the Chal- 
deans that besieged Jerusalem had heard tidings of them, 
they had departed from Jerusalem.) 

Then came the word of Jehovah unto the prophet Jerc- 6 
miah, saying, Thus saith Jehovah, the God of Isracl: Thus 7 
shall ye say to the king of Judah, that sent you unto me to 
inquire of me; Behold, the army of Pharaoh, which is come 
forth to help you, shall return to Kgypt into their own land. 
And the Chaldeans shall come again, and fight against this s 
city, and take it,and burn it with fire. Thus saith Jehovah: 9 
Deceive not yoursclves, saying, The Chaldeans shall surely 
depart from us: for they shall not depart. For though ye 10 
had smitten the whole army of the Chaldeans that fight 
against you, and there remained du¢ wounded men among 
them, yet should they rise up every man in his tent, and 
burn this city with fire. 
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1. ~= And it came to pass, that when the army of the Chaldeans 
was departed from Jerusalem, on account of the army of 
12 Pharaoh, then Jeremiah went forth out of Jerusalem to go 
into the land of Benjamin, to obtain from thence his portion m 
13 the midst of the people. And when he was in the gate of 
Benjamin, an officer of the guard was there, whose name 
was Irijah, the son of Shelemiah, the son of Hananiah ; and 
he seized Jeremiah the piophet, saying, “‘ Thou art gome over 
14 to the Chaldeans.”? Then said Jeremiah, “ It is false; I am 
not going over to the Chaldeans.” But he hearkened not to 
him: so Irjah seized Jeremiah, and brought him to the 
15 chief men. Wherefore the chicf men were wroth with Jere- 
miah, and smote him, and put him in confinement 1n the house 
of Jonathan the scribe: for they had made that the prison. 
16 So Jeremiah entered into the dungeon, and into the 
17 vaults; aud Jeremiah remained there many days. And 
Zedekiah the king sent, and took him out: and the king 
asked him secretly in his house, and said, “Is there any 
word from Jehovah?” And Jeremiah said, “ There is: and 
sad, “Thou shalt be delivered into the hand of the king of 
is Babylon.” Moreover Jeremiah said unto king Zedckiah, “ In 
what have I offended against thee, or against thy servants, 
or against this people, that ye have put me in prison? 
19 Where are now your prophets who prophesied unto you, 
saying, ‘The king of Babylon shall not come against you, 
nor against this land?’ Therefore hear now, I pray thee, O 
my lord the king: let my supplication, I pray thee, be ac- 
cepted before thee; that thou cause me not to return to the 
house of Jonathan the seribe, lest I dic there.”” Then Zede- 
kiah the king commanded that they should commit Jeremiah 
into the court of the prison, and that they should give him 
daily a cake of bread out of the bakers’ street, until all the 
bread in the city should be consumed. Thus Jercmiah re- 
mained im the court of the prison. 
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CHAP. XXXVIII.—Now Shephatiah the son of Mattan 
and Gedaliah the son of Pashur, and Jucal the son of She- 
lemiah, and Pashur the son of Malchiah, heard the words 
that Jeremiah had spoken unto all the people, saying, 
“Thus saith Jehovah: Me that remaineth in this city shall 
dic by the sword, by the famine, and by the pestilence: but 
he that goeth forth to the Chaldeans shall live; for he shall 
3 have his life as a prey, and shall live. Thus saith Jehovah : 
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This eity shall surely be given into the hand of the army of 
the king of Babylon, and he shall take it.” 

Therefore the chief men said unto the king, “ We beseech ¢ 
thee, let this man be put to death: for thus he weakeneth 
the hands of the fighting men that remain in this eity, and 
the hands of all the people, by speaking such words unto 
them: for this man seeketh not the welfare of this people, 
but thezr hurt.” Then Zedekiah the king said, “ Behold, he 
is in your hand; for the king is not able to do any thing 
against you.” Then took they Jeremiah, and east him into 
the dungeon of Malehiah the son of Hammeleeh, that was 
in the eourt of the prison: and they let down Jeremiah 
with eords. And in the dungeon there was no water, but 
mire: so Jeremiah sunk in the mire. 

And Ebed-meleeh the Ethiopian, a eunueh in the king’s 
house, heard that they had put Jeremiah into the dungeon ; 
and the king was sitting in the gate of Benjamin. And 
Ebed-meleeh went forth out of the king’s house, and spake 
to the king, saying, ‘‘ My lord the king, these men have 
done evil in all that they have done to Jeremiah the prophet, 
whom they have east into the dungeon; and he will die for 
hunger in the place where he is: for there is no more bread 
in the eity.” Then the king commanded Hbed-melech the 10 
Ethiopian, saying, ‘ Take from hence thirty men with thee, 
and bring up Jeremiah the prophet out of the dungeon, be- 
fore he die.” 

So Ebed-meleeh took the men with him, and went into 11 
the house of the king under the treasury, and took thenee 
torn and worn-out garments, and let them down by cords 
into the dungeon to Jeremiah. And Ebed-mclech the Ethio- 12 
pian said unto Jeremiah, “ Put now these torn and worn-out 
garments under thine arm-pits, under the eords.” And Jere- 
miah did so. So they drew up Jeremiah with cords, and 13 
brought him up out of the dungeon: and Jeremiah remained 
in the eourt of the prison. 

Then Zedekiah the king sent, and took Jeremiah the 14 
prophet unto him into the third entrance that is in the house 
of Jehovah: and the king said unto Jeremiah, “I will ask 
thee a thing; hide nothing from me.” Then Jeremiah said 15 
unto Zedekiah, “If I deelare it unto thee, wilt thou not 
surely put me to death? and if I give thee counsel, thou 
wilt not hearken unto me.” So Zedekiah the king sware 16 
secretly unte Jeremiah, saying, “As Jehovah liveth, who 
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created our souls, I will not put thee to death, neither will I 
give thee into the hand of these men that seek thy life.” 

17 Then said Jeremiah unto Zedekiah, “Thus saith Jehovah, 
God of hosts, the God of Israel: If thou wilt go forth unto 
the princes of the kmg of Babylon, then thy soul shall live, 
and this city shall not be burned with fire; and thou shalt live, 

is and thy house; but if thou wilt not go forth to the princes 
of the king of Babylon, then shall this city be given into the 
hand of the Chaldeans, and they shall burn it with fire, and 
thou shalt not escape out of their hand.” 

19 And Zedekiah the king said unto Jeremiah, “I am afraid 
of the Jews that are gone over'to the Chaldeans, lest they 
deliver me into their hand, and they mock me.” 

20 But Jeremiah said, “They shall not deliver thee. Hearken 
I pray thee, to the voice of Jehovah, in what I speak unto 
thee: so shall it be well with thee, and thy soul shall live. 

21 But if thou refuse to go forth, this is the thing that Jchovah 

22 hath showed me: and behold, all the women that are left in 
the house of the king of Judah shall be brought forth to the 
princes of the king of Babylon, and these women shall say, 


‘Thy friends have deceived thee, 
And have prevailed against thee: 
Thy feet are sunk in the mire, they are tured back.’ 


23 So they shall bring out all thy wives and thy children to the 
Chaldeans: and thou shalt not escape out of their hand, but 
shalt be taken by the hand of the king of Babylon: and 
thou wilt cause this city to be burned with fire.” 

21 Then said Zcdekiah unto Jeremiah, “ Let no man know of 

25 these words, and thou shalt not die. But if the chief men 
hear that I have talked with thee, and they come unto thee, 
and say unto thee, ‘Declare unto us now what thou hast 
said unto the king, hide it not from us, and we will not put 

26 thee to death; also what the king said unto thee’ then 
thou shalt say unto them, ‘I presented my supplication before 
the king, that he would not cause me to return to Jonathan’s 
house, to dic there.’ ”’ 

27 ‘Then came all the chicf men unto Jeremiah, and asked 
him: and he told them according to all those words that the 
king had commanded. So they were silent, and went trom 

es him; for the matter was not understood. So Jeremiah re- 
mained in the court of the prison, until the day that Jeru- 


salem was taken. 
T 2 
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CHAP. XXXIX.—And it came to pass, when Jerusalem 
was taken, Qn the nimth year of Zedekiah king of1 
Judah, in the tenth month, came Nebuchadrezzar king of 
Babylon and all his army against Jerusalem, and they be- 
sieged it; in the eleventh year of Zedekiah, in the fourth 2 
month, the nmth day of the month, the city was broken into;) 
that all the princes of the king of Babylon came in, and sat 3 
down in the middle gate, even Nergal-sharezer, Samgar-nebo, 
Sarscchim chief of the eunuchs, Nergal-sharezer chief of 
the Magi, with all the rest of the princes of the king of 
Babylon. 

And it came to pass, when Zedekiah the king of Judah 4 
and all the men of war saw them, then they fled, and went 
forth out of the city by night, by the way of the king’s gar- 
den, by the gate betwixt the two walls: and he went out by 
the way towards the plain. But the army of the Chaldeans s 
pursued after them, and overtook Zedekiah in the plains of 
Jericho: and they took him and brought mm up to 
Nebuchadnezzar king of Babylon to Riblah in the land of 
Hamath, where he gave judgment upon him. And the king 6 
of Babylon slew the sons of Zedekiah in Riblah before his 
eyes; and all the nobles of Judah did the king of Babylon 
slay. And he put out the eyes of Zedekiah, and bound 7 
him with chains of brass, to carry Inm to Babylon. And s 
the Chaldeans burned the king’s house, and the houses 
of the people, with fire, and brake down the walls of 
Jerusalem. 

And the remnant of the people that remained in the city, 9 
and those that fell away, that went over to him, with the rest 
of the people that remained, Nebuzar-adan the captain of the 
euard carried away captive to Babylon. But the poor of the 10 
people, who had nothing, Nebuzar-adan the captain of the 
guard left in the land of Judah, and gave them vineyards 
and fields at the same time. 

And Nebuehadrezzar king of Babylon gave charge concern- 11 
ing Jeremiah by Nebuzar-adan the captain of the guard, 
saying, ‘Take him, and look well to him, and do hin no 12 
harm; but do unto him even as he shall say unto thee.” 
Then sent Nebuzar-adan the captain of the guard, and 13 
Nebu-shasban, chief of the eunuchs, and Nergal-sharezer, 
chief of the Magi, and all the prices of the king of Baby- 
Jon,—they sent, and took Jeremiah out of the court of the 1 
prison, and committed him to Gcdalah, the son of Ahikam 
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the son of Shaphan, that he should carry him home: so he 
remained among the people. 


Now the word of Jehovah came unto Jeremiah, while he 
was shut up in the court of the prison, saying, Go and 
speak to Ebed-melech the Ethiopian, saymg, 


Thus saith Jehovah of hosts, the God of Israel: 
Behold, I will bring my words upon this city for evil, 
And not for good ; 

And they shall come to pass in that day before thee. 

But I will deliver thee in that day, saith Jehovah : 

And thou shalt not be given into the hand of the men of 
whom thou art afraid. 

For I will assuredly deliver thee, 

And thou shalt not fall by the sword ; 

But thy life shall be as a prey unto thee: 

Because thou hast put thy trust in me, saith Jehovah. 


CHAP. XL.—The word that came to Jeremiah from 
Jchovah, after that Nebuzar-adan the captain of the guard 
had let him go from Ramah, when he had taken him bound 
in chains among all the captives of Jerusalem and Judah, 
which were being carried away captive unto Babylon. 

And the captain of the guard took Jeremiah, and said 
unto him, “Jehovah thy God hath prononnecd this evil 
zgainst this place. And Jehovah hath brought zt to pass 
aud done according as he hath said: because ye have sinned 
against Jehovah, and have not hearkened to his voice, there- 
fore hath this thing come upon you. And now, behold, I 
loose thee this day from the chains which were upon thy 
hand. If it seem good unto thee to come with ine to Baby- 
lon, come; and I will look well unto thee: but if it seem 
evil unto thee to come with me to Babylon, forbear: sec, the 
whole land is before thee: whither it seemeth good and right 
to thee to go, thither go.” Andas he stall did not turn back, 
“Return then,’”’ (he said) “to Gedahah the son of Alnkam 
the son of Shaphan, whom the king of Babylon hath made 
e¢overnor over the cities of Judah, and remam with him 
among the people: or go whithersoever it seemeth right unto 
thee to go.” Sothe captain of the guard gave him provisions 
and a present, and dismissed him. And Jereniah went unto 
Gedaliah the son of Ahikam to Mizpah; and remaied with. 
him among the people that were left in the land. 
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Now when all the captains of the forces which were in the 7 
field, even they and their men, heard that the king of Baby- 
ton had made Gedaliah the son of Ahikam governor in the 
land, and had committed to him men, and women, and chil- 
dren, and the poor of the land, of them that were not carried 
away captive to Babylon; then they came to Gedaliah to 
Mizpah, even Ishmael the son of Nethaniah, and Johanan 
and Jonathan the sons of Kareah, and Seraiah the son of 
‘Tanhumeth, and the sons of Ephai the Netophathite, and 
Jezaniah the son of a Maachathite, they and their men. 

And Gedahah the son of Ahikam the son of Shaphan, 
sware unto them and to their men, saying, ‘ Fear not to serve 
the Chaldeans: dwell in the land, and serve the king of 
Babylon, and it shall be well with you. As for me, behold, 10 
{ will remaiu at Mizpah, to stand before the Chaldeans, who 
shall eome unto us: but ye, gather ye wine, and summer 
fruits, and oil, and put them in your vessels, and dwell in 
your cities which ye have taken.” 

Likewise when all the Jews that were in Moab, andamong n 
the Ammonites, and in Edom, and that were in all the coun- 
tries, heard that the king of Babylon had left a remnant of 
Judah, and that he had set over them Gedaliah the son of 
Ahikamn the son of Shaphan; then all the Jews returned out 12 
of all places whither they were driven, and came to the land 
of Judah, to Gedaliah, unto Mizpah, and gathered wine and 
summer fruits in great abundanee. 

Moreover Johanan the son of Kareah, and all the captains 13 
of the forees that were in the field, came to Gedaliah to Miz- 
pah, and said unto him, “ Dost thou know that Baalis the 
king of the Ammonites hath sent Ishmael the son of Ne- 
thaniah to slay thee?” But Gedaliah the son of Ahikam 
believed them not. Then Johanan the son of Kareah spake 15 
to Gedaliah in Mizpah sceretly, saying, “Let me go, I pray 
thee, and I will slay Ishmael the son of Nethaniah, and no 
man shall know it: wherefore should he slay thee, that all 
the Jews which are gathered to thee should be seattcred, and 
the remnant in Judah perish??? But Gedaliah the son of 16 
Ahikam said unto Johanan the son of Kareah, “Thou shalt 
not do this thing ; for thou speakest falsely of Ishmael.” 
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CHAP. XLI.—Now it came to pass in the seventh month, 1 
that Ishmael the son of Nethaniah the son of Elishama, of 
the seed royal, and one of the great officers of the king, and 
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ten nien with him, came unto Gedaliah the son of Ahikam 
to Mizpah ; and there they did eat bread together in Mizpah. 

2 Then arose Ishmael the son of Nethaniah, and the ten men 
that were with him, and smote Gedaliah the son of Ahikam 
the son of Shaphan with the sword, and slew him whom the 

3 king of Babylon had made governor over the land. And all 
the Jews that were with him, with Gedaliah, at Mizpah, and 
the Chaldeans that were found there, the men of war, did 
Ishmael smite. 

4 And it came to pass the seeond day after he had slain 

5 Gedaliah, and no man knew it, that there came men from 
Shechem, from Shiloh, and from Samaria, even fourscore men, 
having their beards shaven, and their clothes rent, and having 
cut themselves, with offerings and incense in their hand, to 

6 bring them to the house of Jehovah. And Ishmael the son 
of Nethaniah went forth from Mizpah to meet them, as they 
vent along weeping: and it came to pass, as he met them, 
he said unto them, ‘‘ Come to Gedaliah the son of Alikam.” 

7 And when they came into the midst of the city, Ishmael the 
son of Nethaniah slew them, end cast them into the put, he, 

s and the men that were with him. But there were ten men 
among them, who said unto Ishmael, “Do not kill us: for 
we have hidden stores in the field, of wheat, and of barley, 
and of oil, and of honey.” So he forbare, and did not lull 

9 them among their brethren, Now the pit wherein Ishmael 
had cast all the dead bodies of the men whom he had slain 
because of Gedaliah, was the same whieh Asa the king had 
made for fear of Baasha king of Israel: and Ishmael the son 
of Nethaniah filled it with the slain. 

10 ‘Then Ishmael carried away captive all the remnant of the 
people that were in Mizpah, even the king’s daughters, and 
all the people that remained in Mizpah, whom Nebuzar- 
adan the captain of the guard had committed to Gedaliah 
the son of Ahikam: and Ishmael the son of Nethaniah 
carried them away captive, and departed to go over to the 
Ammonites. 

11 But when Johanan the son of Kareah, and all the captains 
of the forees that were with him, heard of all the evil that 

12 Ishmael the son of Nethaniah had done, then they took all 
the men, and went to fight with Ishmael the son of Nctha- 
niah, and found him by the great waters that are in Gibeon. 

13 And it came to pass, when all the people who were with 
Ishmael saw Johanan the son of Kareah, and all the captains 
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of the forces that were with him, that they were glad. So 14 
all the people that Ishmael had carried away captive from 
Mizpah turned about and went back, and came unto Johanan 
the son of Kareah. But Ishmael the son of Nethaniah 15 
escaped from Johanan with eight men, and went to the Am- 
monites. 

And Johanan the son of Kareah, and all the captains of 16 
the forces that were with him, took all the remnant of the 
people whom he had recovered from Ishmael the son of Ne- 
thaniah, who had carried them off from Mizpah, after he had 
slain Gedaliah the son of Ahikam, even mighty men of war, 
and women, and children, and cunuchs, whom he had brought 
back from Gibeon: and they departed, and tarried im the 17 
halting-place of Chimham, which is by Beth-lehem, in order 
to go to enter into Egypt, because of the Chaldeans ; for they 18 
were afraid of them, because Ishmael the son of Nethaniah 
had slain Gedahiah the son of Ahikam, whom the king of 
Babylon made governor in the land. 


CHAP. XLII.—Then all the captains of the forces, and 1 
Johanan the son of Kareah, and Jezaniah the son of Hoshaiah, 
and all the people, from the least even unto the greatest, came 
near, and said unto Jeremiah the prophet, Let now our sup- 2 
plication be accepted before thee, and pray for us unto Jehovah 
thy God, even for all this remnant ; for we are left but a few 
of many, as thine eyes behold us: that Jehovah thy God may 3 
show us the way wherein we may walk, and the thing that 
we may do.” And Jeremiah the prophet said unto them, “I 4 
have heard; behold, I will pray unto Jchoyah your God ac- , 
cording to your words; and it shall comic to pass, whatsoever 
thing Jehovah shall answer you, I will declare it unto you; 
{ will keep nothing back from you.?? And they said tos 
Jeremiah, “Jehovah bea true and faithful witness against 
us, if we do not even according to all the eommand which 
Jehovah thy God shall send by thee to us. Whether it be 6 
good, or whether it be evil, we will hearken to the voice of 
Jehovah our God, to whom we send thee; that it may be 
well with us, when we have hearkened to the voice of Jehovah 
our God.” 

And it came to pass after ten days, that the word of Jeho- 7 
vah came unto Jeremiah. Then he called Johanan the son s 
of Kareah, and all the captains of the forees which were 
with him, andall the people, from the least even to the great- 
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9 est, and said unto them, “Thus saith Jchovah, the God of 
Israel, unto whom ye sent me to present your supphcation 
10 before him: If ye will still abide in this land, then will I 
build you up, and not pull you down, and I will plant you, 
and not pluck you up: for 1 repent me of the evil that I have 
11 donc unto you. Be not afraid of the king of Babylon, of 
whom ye are afraid; be not afraid of him, {saith Jehovah, 
for I am with you to save you, and to deliver you from his 
i2 hand. And I will show mercies unto you, that he may have 
13 mercy upon you, and restore you to your own land. But if 
ye say, We will not dwell in this land; so as not to hearken 
it to the voice of Jehovah your God, saying, No; but we will 
eo into the land of Egypt, where we shall see no war, nor 
hear the sound of the trumpet, nor hunger for bread; and 
15 there will we dwell: now therefore hear the word of Jehovah, 
* ye remnant of Judah; Thus saith Jehovah of hosts, the God 
of Israel: If ye indeed set your faces to enter into Egypt, 
16 and go to sojourn there; then it shall come to pass, ¢hat the 
sword, which ye feared, shall overtake you there in the land 
of Egypt, and the famine, whereof ye were afraid, shall follow 
17 close after you there in Egypt; and there ye shall die. So 
shall it be with all the men that set their faces to go into 
Kegypt to sojourn there; they shall die by the sword, by the 
famine, and by the pestilence ; and none of them shall re- 
main or escape from the evil that I will bring upon them. 
is For thus saith Jehovah of hosts, the God of Israel: As mime 
anger and my wrath have been poured out upon the mbabi- 
tants of Jerusalem; so shall my wrath be poured out upon 
you, when ye shall enter into Egypt: and ye shall be an 
execration, and an astonishment, and a curse, and a reproach ; 
and ye shall see this place no more. 
i9 Jehovah hath said concerning you, O ye remnant of Ju- 
dah, Go ye not into Heypt: know assuredly that I have 
20 thus admonished you this day. For ye do err agaist your 
own souls, in that ye sent me unto Jehovah your God, say- 
ing, ‘Pray for us unto Jchovah our God, and according 
unto all that Jchovah our God shall say, so declare unto us, 
2 and we will do it;? and now I have this day declared it to 
you; but ye do not hearken to the voice of Jehovah your 
God, nor to any thing for which he hath sent me unto you. 
22 Now therefore know assuredly, that ye shall dic by the 
sword, by the famine, and by the pestilenee, in the place 
whither ye desire to go and to sojourn.” 
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had made an end of speaking unto all the people all the 
words of Jehovah their God, for which Jehovah thei God 
had sent him to them, even all these words, that Azariah the 2 
son of Hoshaiah, and Johanan the son of Kareah, and all 
the proud men spake, saying unto Jeremiah, ‘‘ Thou speakest 
falsely: Jehovah our God hath not sent thee to say, Go not 3 
into Egypt to sojourn there: but Baruch the son of Neriah 
setteth thee on against us, to deliver us into the hand of the 
Chaldeans, that they may put us to death, or carry us away 
captive to Babylon.” So Johanan the son of Kareah, and all 4 
the captaims of the forces, and all the people, hearkened not 
to the voice of Jehovah, to remain in the land of Judah. 

But Johanan the son of Kareah, and all the captains of 5 
the forces, took all the remnant of Judah, that were returned 
from all the nations, whither they had Ween driven, to dwell 
in the land of Judah, the men, and the women, and the 6 
ehildren, and the king? S daughters, and every person that 
Nebuzar-adan the captain of the guard had left with Geda- 
liah the son of Ahikam the son of Shaphan, and also Jere- 
miah the prophet, and Baruch the son of Neriah; and they 7 
came mto the land of Egypt; for they hearkened not to 
the voice of Jehovah: thus came they even to Tahpanhes. 


Then eame the word of Jehovah unto Jeremiah in Tah- 8 
panhes, saymg, Take great stones in thy hand, and hide 9 
them in the clay in the brick-kiln, which is at the entry of 
Pharaoh’s house in Tahpanhes, in the sight of the men of 10 
Judah ; and say unto them, 

Thus saith Jehovah of hosts, the God of Israel: Behold, 

I will send and take Nebuchadrezzar the king of Babylon, 
my servant, and will set his throne upon these stones 
that I have hid; and he shal} spread his canopy over 
them. And he shall come and smite the land of Egypt, and u 
deliver such as are for death to death; and such as are for 
eaptivity to captivity; and such as are for the sword to the 
sword. And I will kmdle a fire in the houses of the gods 12 
of Egypt; and he shall burn them, and earry them away 
captive: and he shall put on the land of Hegypt, as a shep- 
herd putteth on his garment; and he shall go forth from 
thence in peace. THe ‘shallalso break in pieces the columns 13 
of Beth-shemesh, which are in the land of Egypt; and the 
houses of the gods of the Keyptians shall he burn with fire. 
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1 CHAP. XLIV.—The word that came to Jeremiah eon- 
eerning all the Jews who dwell im the land of Egypt, who 
dwell at Migdol, and at Tahpanhes, and at Noph, and in the 
country of Pathros, saying, ' 

2 Thus saith Jehovah of hosts, the God of Isracl: Ye have 
seen all the evil that I have bronght upon Jerusalem, and 

3 upon all the eities of Judah ; and, behold, this day they are 
a desolation, and no man dwelleth therein, beeause of their 
wickedness which they have committed to provoke me to 
anger, in that they went to burn incense, to serve other gods, 
whom they knew not, neither they, nor ye, nor your fathers. 

a Howbeit I sent unto you all my servants the prophets, ur- 
gently sendmg them, saying, Oh, do not this abominable 

5 thing whieh I hate. But they hearkened not, nor inelined 

6 their ear to turn from their wickedness, to burn no ineense 
unto other gods. Wherefore my wrath and mine anger have 
been poured forth, and kindled in the eities of Judah and in 
the streets of Jerusalem ; and they are wasted and desolate, 
as at this day. 

7 Therefore now thus saith Jchovah, the God of hosts, the 
God of Israel: Wherefore do ye commit this great evil 
against your souls, to eut off from you man and woman, 
ehild and suekling, out of Judah, so as to leave yourselves 

sno remnant; in that ye provoke me to anger with the works 
of your hands, burning incense unto other gods in the land 
of Egypt, whither ye have gone to dwell, that ye may eut 
yourselves off, and be a curse and a reproach among all the 

9 nations of the earth? Have ye forgotten the wickedness of 
your fathers, and the wiekedness of the kings of Judah, and 
the wickedness of their wives, and your own wickedness, and 
the wiekedness of your wives, which they have committed in 

10 the land of Judah, and in the streets of Jerusalem? They 
are not humbled unto this day, neither have they feared, 
nor walked in my law, nor in my statutes, which I put 
before you and before your fathers. 

11. Therefore thus saith Jehovah of hosts, the God of Isracl : 
Behold, I will set my face against you for evil, and to cut off 

wall Judah. And I will take the remnant of Judah, who 
have set their faeces to go into the land of Egypt to sojown 
there, and they shall all be consumed: in the land of Kgypt 
they shall fall; by the sword and by the famine they shall 
be consumed: from the least cven unto the greatest, by the 
sword and by the famine they shall dic: and they shall be 
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an cxecration, and an astonishment, and a curse, and a 
reproach. For I will punish them that dwell in the land of 13 
Kgypt, as I have punished Jerusalem, by the sword, by the 
famine, and by the pestilence: so that none of the remnant 14 
of Judah, who have gone into the land of Egypt to sojourn 
there, shall escape or remain, to return to the land of Judah, 
to which they have a desire to return to dwell there: for 
none shall return but a few who shall escape. 

Then all the men which knew that their wives had burned 1s 
incense unto other gods, and all the women that stood by, a 
ereat multitude, even all the people that dwelt in the land of 
iigypt, in Pathros, answered Jcremiah, saying, 

“As for the word that thou hast spoken unto us in the 16 
name of Jehovah, we will not hearken unto thee. But we 17 
will certainly do whatsoever word gocth forth out of our own 
mouth, to burn incense unto the queen of heaven, and to 
pour out drink-offerings unto her, as we have done, we, and 
our fathers, our kings, and our princes, in the cities of Judah, 
and in the strects of Jerusalem: for then we had plenty of 
food, and were well, and saw no eyil. But since we have is 
ceased to burn incense to the qneen of heaven, and to pour 
out drink-offerings to her, we have wanted all things, and 
have been consumed by the sword and by the famine.” And io 
the women said, “ When we burned incense to the queen of 
heaven, and poured out drink-offerings unto her, did we 
without the knowledge of our husbands make her cakes to 
worship her, and pour out drink offerings unto her?” 

Then Jeremiah said unto all the people, to the men, and 20 
to the women, and to all the people who had given him that 
answer, saying, “ ‘I'he incense that ye burned in the cities of 21 
Judah, and in the streets of Jerusalem, ye, and yonr fathers, 
your kings, and your princes, and the people of the land, 
did not.Jchovah remember it, and came it no¢ into his mind? 
And Jehovah could no longer bear, because of the evil of 2 
your doings, because of the abominations which ye have 
committed; therefore is your land a desolation, and an 
astonishment, and a curse, without an inhabitant, as at this 
day. Because ye have burned incense, and because ye have 
sinned against Jchovah, and have not obeyed the voice of 
Jehovah, nor walked in his law, nor in his statutes, nor in 
his testimonies ; therefore hath this evil happened unto you, 
as at this day.” 

Moreover Jeremiah said unto all the people, and to all 23 


to 
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the women, “ Hear the word of Jehovah, all Judah who are in 
25 the land of Egypt: Thus saith Jchovah of hosts, the God of

This is the word which Jeremiah the prophet committed to 59 
Seraiah the son of Neriah, the son of Maaseiah, when he went 
with Zedekiah the king of Judah to Babylon in the fourth year 
of his reign. And this Seraiah was director of the halting- 
places. So Jeremiah wrote in one book all the evil that should 60 
come upon Babylon, even all these words that are written 
against Babylon. And Jeremiah said to Seraiah, “ When thou 61 
comest to Babylon, and shalt see, and shalt read all these 
words ; then shalt thou say, ‘O Jehovah, thou hast spoken 62 
against this place, to cut it off, that none shall dwell in it, 
neither man nor beast, but that it shall be desolate for ever.’ 
And it shall be, when thou hast made an end of reading this 63 
book, that thou shalt bind a stone to it, and cast it into the 
midst of Euphrates : and thou shalt say, ‘Thus shall Baby- 64 
lon sink, and shall not rise from the evil that I will bring 
upon her: and they shall be weary.’ ” 

Thus far are the words of Jeremiah. 


CHAP. LII.—Zedekiah was one and twenty years old 1 
when he began to reign, and he reigned eleven years in Jeru- 
salem. And his mother’s name was Hamutal the daughter 
of Jeremiah of Libnah. And he did that which was evil in 2 
the eyes of Jehovah, according to all that Jehoiakim had 
done. For the anger of Jchovah was against Jerusalem and 3 
Judah, till he cast them forth from his presence; and Zede- 
kiah rebelled against the king of Babylon. 

And it came to pass in the ninth year of his reign, in the 4 
tenth month, in the tenth day of the month, that Nebu- 
chadrezzar king of Babylon came, he and all his army, 
against Jerusalem, and encamped against it, and built forts 
against it round about. So the city was besieged until the s 
eleventh ycar of king Zedeckiah. 

In the fourth month, in the nmth day of the month, the 6 
famine was sore in the city, so that there was no bread for 7 
the people of the land. Then the city was broken into, and 
all the men of war fled, and went forth out of the city by 
night, by the way of the gate between the two walls, which 
is by the king’s garden; (now the Chaldeans were by the 
city round about:) and they went by the way of the plain.

s But the army of the Chaldeans pursued after the king, and 
overtook Zedekiah in the plains of Jericho; and all his army 
9 was scattered from him. Then they took the king, and ear- 
ried him up unto the king of Babylon, to Riblah in the land 
10 of Hamath; where he gave judgment upon him. And the 
king of Babylon slew the sons of Zedekiah before his eyes : 
11 he slew also all the chief men of Judah in Riblah. And he 
blinded the eyes of Zedekiah; and the king of Babylon 
bound him in chains, and earried him to Babylon, and put 
him in prison till the day of his death. 
122 And im the fifth month, in the tenth day of the month, 
which was the nineteenth year of Nebuchadrezzar kine of 
i3 Babylon, came Nebuzar-adan, captain of the guard, who 
served the king of Babylon, into Jerusalem, and burned the 
house of Jehovah, and the king’s house; and all the houses 
4 of Jerusalem, every great house he burned with fire. And 
all the army of the Chaldeans, which was with the eaptain of 
the guard, brake down all the walls of Jerusalem round a- 
bout. 
is And some of the poor of the people, and the residue of 
the people that remained in the city, and the deserters who 
deserted to the king of Babylon, and the rest of the multi- 
tude, Nebuzar-adan the captain of the guard carried away 
16 captive. But some of the poor of the land Nebuzar-adan 
the eaptain of the guard left, for vinedressers and for hus- 
17 bandmen. And the columns of brass which were in the 
house of Jehovah, and the laver-stands, and the brazen sea 
which was in the house of Jehovah, the Chaldeans brake in 
1g picees, and carried all the brass thereof to Babylon. And 
the flesh-hooks, and the shovels, and the snuffers, and the 
bowls, and the spoons, and all the articles of brass where- 
19 with they ministered, they took away. And the basins, and 
the censers, and the bowls, and the flesh-hooks, and the 
eandlesticks, and the spoons, and the eups; such things as 
were of gold, and such things as were of silver, the gold and 
20 the silver the captain of the guard took away. The two 
pillars, the one sea, and twelve brazen bulls that were under 
the laver-stands, which king Solomon had made for the 
house of Jehovah: the brass of all these articles was without 
21 weight. And of the pillars, the height of the one pillar was 
eighteen eubits; and a line of twelve eubits measured it 
round; and the thickness thereof was four fingers: i¢ was 
22 hollow. And the eapital upon it was of brass; and the 
x2 
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height of the one capital was five cubits, with network and 
pomegranates upon the capital round about, all of brass. The 
second pillar also and the pomegranates were like unto these. 
And there were ninety and six pomegranates towards each 23 
wind: all the pomegranates upon the network round about 
were a hundred. 

And the captain of the guard took Seraiah the chief priest, 24 
and Zephaniah the second priest, and the three keepers of 
the door; he took also out of the city an officer who had the 25 
charge of the men of war; and seven men of them that were 
near the king’s person, who were found in the city ; and the 
chief secretary of the host, who enrolled the people of the 
land; and sixty men of the people of the land, tbat were 
found in the midst of the city. And Nebuzar-adan the cap- 
tain of the guard took them, and brought them to the king 
of Babylon to Riblah. And the king of Babylon smote 
them, and put them to death in Riblah in the land of Ha- 
math. Thus Judah was carried away captive out of his own 
land. 

This is the people whom Nebuchadrezzar carried away 28 
captive: in the seventh year, three thousand and twenty-three 
Jews; in the eighteenth year of Nebuchadrezzar he carried 29 
away captive from Jerusalem eight hundred and thirty-two 
persons ; in the three and twentieth year of Nebuchadrezzar, 30 
Nebuzar-adan, the captain of the guard, carried away captive 
of the Jews seven hundred and forty-five persons: all the 
persons were four thousand and six hundred. 
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And it came to pass in the thirty-seventh year of the cap- 21 
tivity of Jehoiachin king of Judah, in the twelfth month, 
on the five and twentieth day of the month, that Kvil-mero- 
dach king of Babylon, in the first year of his reign, lifted up 
the head of Jchoiachin king of Judah, and brought him forth 
out of prison, and spake kindly unto him, and set his throne 22 
above the throne of the kings that were with him in Baby- 
lon, and changed his prison garments: and he did eat bread 33 
continually before him all the days of his life. And his 34 
allowance was a continual allowance given him by the kmg 
of Babylon, a portion for every day until the day of his death, 


all the days of his life.

All her pleasant things which she had in the days of old, 
When her people fell into the hand of the enemy,

He hath given up into the hand of the enemy the walls of 
her palaces ;

s Jehovah hath purposed to destroy the wall of the daughter 
of Zion; 
He hath stretched out the measuring-line, 
He hath not drawn baek his hand from destroying :

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THE BOOK OF THE PROPHET 


EZEKIEL. 


CHAP. I.—And it came to pass in the thirtieth year, in i 
the fourth month, on the fifth day of the month, as I was 
among the captives by the mver Chebar, that the heavens 
were opened, and I saw visions of God. On the fifth day of 2 
the month, (that was the fifth year of king Jehoiachin’s 
captivity,) the word of Jehovah came expressly unto me, 3 
iizekiel the priest, the son of Buzi, in the land of the Chal- 
deans by the river Chebar; and the hand of Jehovah was 
there upon me. 

And I looked, and, behold, a stormy wind came out of 4 
the north; a creat cloud, arn a sclf-infolding fire; and a 
brightness was round about it, and in the midst thereof, as it 
were, the colour of polished brass, in the midst of the fire. 
And in the midst thereof was the hkeness of four living 5 
creatures. And this was their appearance: they had the 
likeness of a man; and every one had four faces, and every 6 
one had four wings. And their legs were straight; and the 7 
sole of their feet was like the sole of a calf’s foot: and they 
sparkled like the colour of burnished brass. And they had s 
the hands of a man under their wings on their four sides ; 
and ad/ the four had their faces and their wings. Their wings 9 
were joined one to another; they turned not about when 
they went ; they went every one straight forwards. As for the 10 
likeness of their faces, al/ the four had the face of a man in 
front, and the face of a lion on the nght side; and all the 
four had the face of an ox on the left side; a//the four also had 
the face of an cagle. Thus were their faces. And their wings 11 
were stretched upwards; two wings of cach one were jomed 
one to another, and two covered their bodies. And they 12 
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went every one straight forwards: whither the spirit was to 

13 go, they went; they turned not about when they went. As 
for the likeness of the living creatures, their appearance was 
like burning coals of fire, and like the appearance of lamps: 
the fire went up and down among the living creatures ; and 
the fire was bright, and out of the fire went forth hghtning. 

14 And the living creatures ran and returned as the appearance 
of a flash of hghtning. 

i5 And I beheld the living creatures, and behold a wheel 
going in four directions rested upon the earth close by each 

16 of the living creatures. The appearance of the wheels and 
their workmanship was like unto the colour of a chrysolite : 
and all the four had one likeness: and their appearance and 
their workmanship was, as it were, a wheel within a wheel. 

17 When they went, they went towards their four sides: they 

is turned not about when they went. As for thew rms, 
they were high and dreadful; for their rims were full of 

19 eyes, round about the whole four. And when the living 
creatures went, the wheels went beside them: and when the 
living creatures were lifted up from the earth, the wheels 

20 were lifted up. Whithersoever the spirit was to go, they 
went, whithersoever the spirit was to go; and the wheels 
were lifted up along-side of them: for the spint of the 

21 living creatures was in the wheels. When those went, these 
went ; and when those stood, these stood; and when those 
were lifted up from the earth, the wheels were lifted up along- 
side of them: forthe spirit of the living creatures was in the 

22 wheels. And over the heads of the living creatures was the 
likeness of a majestic firmament, i appearance like crystal, 

23 stretched forth over their heads above. And under the fir- 
mament were their wings directed the one towards the other: 
each one had two which covered his body on this side, and 
each one had two which covered his body on that side. 

2: And I heard the sound of their wings asthe sound of many 
waters, as the voice of the Almighty, when they went. The 
sound of their speech was like the sound of a host. When 

25 they stood, they let down their wings: and there was a 
sound from the firmament that was over their heads, when 
they stood, and had let down their wings. 

26 And above the firmament that was over their heads was 
the likeness of a throne, as the appearance of a sapphire- 
stone: and upon the likeness of the throne was a hkeness 

27 as the appearance of a man upon it, above. And I saw as 

: ¥2 
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the colour of polished brass, as the appearance of fire round 
about within it, from the appearance of his loims even up- 
wards, and from the appearance of his loms even downwards, 
I saw as it were the appearance of fire, and a brightness 
was round about him. As the appearance of the bow that 2s 
is in the cloud in the day of rain, so was the appearance of 
the brightness round about. This was the appearance of 
the likeness of the glory of Jehovah. And when I saw it, I 
fell upon my face, and I heard a voice of one that spake. 
CHAP. II.—And he said unto me, “Son of man, stand 1 
upon thy feet, and I will speak unto thee”? And the spinit 2 
entered into me when he spake unto me, and set me upon 
my feet, and I heard him that spake unto me. And he said 3 
unto me, 


Son of man, I send thee to the children of Israel, 
To a rebellious nation that hath rebelled against me: 
They and their fathers have transgressed against me, 
even unto this very day. 
Although they are impudent children and stiff-hearted, 4 
J send thee unto them ; 
And thou shalt say unto them, ‘Thus saith the Lord 
Jehovah :? 
And whether they will hear, or whether they will forbear, 5 
(For they are a rebellious house,) 
Yet shall they know that there hath been a_ prophet 
among them. 
_ And thou, son of man, be not afraid of them, 6 
Neither be afraid of their words, 
Though briers and thorns be with thee, 
And thou dost dwell among scorpions. 
Fear not their words, nor be dismayed at their looks, 
Though they are a rebellious house. 
And thou shalt speak my words unto them, 
Whether they will hear, or whether they will forbear : 
For they are a rebellious house. 
But thou, son of man, hear what I say unto thec ; 
Be not thou rebellious like that rebellious house: 8 
Open thy mouth, and eat that which I give thiee.

And I looked, and behold, a hand was put forth unto me; 9 
and, lo, a roll of a book was therein; And he spread it be- 10 
fore me; and it was written within and without: and there 
were lamentations written therein, and mourning, and woe. 
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i CHAP. Ill.-—And he said unto me, “Son of man, eat 
that which thou findest; eat this roll, and go, speak unto 
2 the house of Israel.’? So I opened my mouth, and he eaused 
3 me to eat that roll. And he said unto me, “Son of man, 
feast thy belly and fill thy bowels with this roll which L give 
unto thee.’ Then did I eat it; and it was in my mouth as 
4 honey for sweetness. And he said unto me, 


Son of man, go, get thee unto the house of Israel, 
And speak with my words unto them. 
5 For thou art not sent to a people of a strange specch 
and of a hard language, 
But to the house of Israel ; 
6 Not to many people of a strange spceeh and of a hard 
language, 
Whose words thou canst not understand. 
Surely, had I sent thee to them, 
They would have hearkened unto thee. 
7 But the house of Israel will not hearken unto thee; 
For they will not hearken unto me: 
For all the house of Israel are impudent and _ stiff- 
-hearted. 
8 Behold, I have made thy face strong against their faecs, 
And thy forehead strong against their foreheads. 
9 As an adamant, harder than flint, have I made thy 
forehead : © 
Fear them not, neither be dismayed at their looks, 
Though they are a rebellious house. 


10 And he said unto me, “ Son of man, all my words that I 
shall speak unto thee, receive in thy heart, and hear with 

11 thine ears. And go, get thee to them of the captivity, unto 
the ehildren of thy people, and speak unto them, and tell 
them, ‘ Thus saith the Lord Jehovah ;’ whether they will hear, 
or whether they will forbear.” 

12 Then the spirit lifted me up; and I heard behind me a 
voiee of a great rushing, saying, “Blessed be the glory of 

13 Jehovah from his place!” J heard also the sound of the 
wings of the living ercatures which touched one another, and 
the sound of the wheels along-side them, and the sound 

14 of a great rushing. So the spirit lifted me up, and took me 
away; and I went in bitterness, in the heat of my spirit ; 
but the hand of Jehovah was strong upon me. 

is Then I came to them of the captivity at Tel-abib, who 
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dwelt by the mver Chebar; and I dwelt where they dwelt, 
and remained there astonished among them seven days. And 16 
it came to pass, at the end of seven days, that the word of 
Jehovah came unto me, saying, 


Son of man, I have set thee a watchman unto the house 17 
of Israel : 
Therefore hear the word at my mouth, and warn them 
from me. 
When I say unto the wicked, ‘Thou shalt surely die;? _—1s 
And thou givest him not warning, nor speakest, 
To warn the wicked man from his wicked way, to save 
his life, 
That wicked man shall die in his imquity ; 
But his blood will I require at thy hand. 
Yet if thou warn the wicked, 19 
And he turn not from his wickedness, nor from his 
wicked way, 
le shall die in his iniquity ; 
But thou hast delivered thy soul. 
Again, when a righteous man doth turn from his 20 
righteousness, and commit iniquity, 
And I lay a stumbhing-block before him, 
And he dieth because thou hast not given him warning, 
He shall die in his sin, 
And his righteousness which he hath done shall not be 
remembered ; 
But his blood will I require at thy hand. 
Nevertheless, if thou warn the righteous man, that the 21 
righteous sin not, 
And he doth not sin, 
He shall surely live, because he hath taken warning ; 
And thou hast delivered thy soul. 


And the hand of Jehovah was there upon ine; and he said 22 
unto me, “ Arise, go forth into the plain, and there I will 
speak with thee.” Then I arose, and went forth into the 23 
plain: and, behold, the glory of Jchovah stood there, as the 
glory which I saw by the river Chebar: and I fell on my 
face. Then the spirit entered into me, and set me upon my 24 
feet, and spake with me, and said unto me, “ Go, shut thy- 
self within thy house. But thou, O son of man, behold, 25 
they shall put bands upon thee, and shall bind thee with 
them, that thou go not out among them: And I will make 26 
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thy tongue cleave to the roof of thy mouth; and thou shalt 
be dumb, and shalt not be to them a reprover: for they are 
27 a rebellious house. But when I speak with thee, [ will open 
thy mouth, and thou shalt say unto them, ‘ Thus saith the 
Lord Jehovah.’ He that heareth, let him hear; and he that 
forbeareth, let him forbear: for they are a rebellious house. 


1 CHAP. IV.—*< And thou, son of man, take unto thee a 
tile, and lay it before thee, and pourtray upon it a city, even 
2 Jerusalem: And lay siege against it, and build a fort against 
it, and cast up a mound against it; set a camp also against 
it, and set battering-rams against it round about. More- 
3 over take thou unto thee a plate of iron, and set 1t for an iron 
wall between thee and the city: and set thy face against 
ait, and it shall be besieged, and thou shalt lay siege 
against it. This shall be a sign to the house of Israel. Lie 
thou also upon thy left side, and lay the iniquity of the house 
of Israel upon it: according to the number of the days that 
5 thou shalt he upon it, thou shalt bear their iniquity. For I 
have laid upon thee the years of their iniquity, according to 
the number of the days, three hundred and ninety days: so 
6 shalt thou bear the iniquity of the house of Israel. And 
when thou hast accomplished them, he again on thy nght 
side, and thou shalt bear the iniquity of the house of Judah 
7 forty days: I have appointed thee each day fora year. And 
towards the siege of Jerusalem thou shalt set thy face and 
s thine uncovered arm, and thou shalt prophesy against it. And, 
behold, I will lay bands upon thee, and thou shalt not turn 
thee from one side to another, till thou hast ended the days 
9 of thy siege. And take thou unto thee wheat, and barley, 
and beans, and lentiles, and millet, and spelt; and put them 
in one vesse!; and make them into bread for thyself, for the 
number of the days that thou shalt he upon thy side; three 
10 hundred and ninety days shalt thou eat thereof. And thy 
food which thou shalt eat shall be by weight, twenty shekels 
11a day: from time to time shalt thou eat it. Thou shalt also 
drink water by measure, the sixth part of a hin: from time 
12 to time shalt thou drink. And thou shalt eat barley cakes ; 
and with dung that cometh out of a man, for fue/, thou shalt 
13 bake it in their sight.” And Jehovah said, “ ven thus shall 
the children of Isracl eat their bread polluted, among the Gen- 
14 tiles, whither I will drive them.” Then said I, “ Ah, Lord 
Jehovah! behold, my soul hath not been polluted: for from 
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my youth up even till now I have not eaten of that which 
died of itself, or was torn in pieces; neither hath putrid flesh 


come into my mouth.” Then he said unto me, “ Behold, I: 


give thee cow’s dung instead of man’s dung; and thou shalt 
prepare thy bread therewith.” Moreover he said unto me, 
“ Son of man, behold, I will break the staff of bread in Jeru- 
salem: and they shall eat bread by weight, and with care ; 
and they shall drink water by measure, and with astonish- 
ment: For they shall want bread and water, and be astonished 
one with another, and consume away for their iniquity. 


CHAP. V.—“ And thou, son of man, take unto thee a sharp 
instrument, yea take unto thee a barber’s razor, and cause it 
to pass upon thy head and upon thy beard: then take unto 
thee balances to weigh, and divide the hair. <A third part 
thou shalt burn with fire in the midst of the city, when the 
days of the siege are fulfilled: and thon shalt take a third 
part, and smite about it with a sword: anda third part thou 
shalt seatter in the wind; and I will draw out a sword after 
them. Thou shalt also take thereof a few in number, and 
bind them in thy skirts. Andof them again thou shalt take, 
and shalt cast them into the midst of the fire, and burn them 
in the fire. From them shall a fire come forth into all the 
house of Israel. 


Thus saith the Lord Jehovah; This is Jerusalem ! 
I have set her in the midst of the nations, 
And countries are round abont her:

Thus shall mine anger be accomplished,

CHAP. VI.—And the word of Jehovah came unto me, 1 
saying, “Son of man, set thy face towards the mountains of 2 
Isracl, and prophesy against them; and say, 3 


Ye mountains of Israel, hear the word of the Lord 

Jehovah ! 

Thus saith the Lord Jehovah to the mountains, and to 
the hills, 

To the rivers, and to the valleys : 

Behold, I, even I, will bring a sword upon you,

Tribulation and not the joyous shout upon the moun- 
tains. 
Now will I shortly pour out my fury upon thee, g 
And accomplish mine anger against thee: 
And I will judge thee according to thy ways, 
And recompense thee for all thine abominations. 
And mine eye shall not spare, neither will I have pity: — 9 
I will recompense thee according to thy ways, 
And thine abominations that are in the midst of thee ; 
And ye shall know that it is I Jehovah that smiteth.

The rod hath blossomed, pride hath flourished.

Wherefore L will bring the worst of the heathen, 

And they shall possess their houses: 

I will also make the pomp of the strong to cease, 

And their holy places shall be defiled. 

Destruction eometh ; and they shall seek peace, 

But there shall be none. 

Mischief shall come upon mischief, and rumour shall be 
upon rumour. 

Then shall they seck a vision of the prophet ; 

But the law shall perish from the priest, and counsel 
from the elders. 
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The king shall mourn, and the prince shall be clothed 
with desolation,

I will do unto them after their way,

CHAP. VILI.—And it came to pass in the sixth year, in 
the sixth month, in the fifth day of the month, as I sat in 
my house, and the elders of Judah sat before me, that the 
hand of the Lord Jehovah fell there upon me. And I be- 
held, and lo, a form having the appearance of fire: from the 
appearance of his loins even downwards, fire ; and from his 
loins even upwards, as the appearanee of brightness, as the 
eolour of polished brass. And he put forth the form of a 
hand, and took me by a lock of my head; and the spirit 
lifted me up between earth and heaven, and brought me in 
the visions of God to Jerusalem, to the door of the imner 
cate which looketh towards the north ; where was the seat of 
the idol of jealousy, which provoketh God to jealousy.

Then said he 
unto me, “Son of man, seest thou what the elders of the 
house of Israel do in the dark, every man in the chambers of 
his imagery? For they say, ‘Jehovah seeth us not; Jeho- 

13 vah hath forsaken the earth’ ”? And he said unto me, “ Turn 
thee yet again, and thou shalt see greater abominations which 
they do.” 

it Then he brought me to the entrance of the gate of the house 
of Jehovah which was toward the north ; and, behold, there sat 

15 women weeping for Tammuz. And he said unto me, * Seest 
thou this, O son of man? turn thee yet again, and thou 
shalt sée greater abominations than these.” 

16 And he brought me into the inner court of the house of Je- 
hovah ; and, behold, at the door of the temple of Jehovah, 
between the porch and the altar, were about five and twenty 
men, with their backs towards the temple of Jehovah, and 
their faces towards the east; and they were bowing them- 
selves eastward towards the sun. Then he said unto me, 


Seest thou this, O son of man? 

Is it a hght thing to the house of Judah 

That they comnnt the abominations which they commit 

here ? 

That they have filled the land with violence, 

And repeatedly provoked me to anger : 

And, lo, they put the branch to their nostrils! 
is Therefore will I also deal wth them im fury : 
Mine eye shall not spare, neither will I have pity: 
And though they ery in mine ears with a loud voice 
Yet will not hear them.

1 CHAP, IX.—dAnd one cried in mine ears with a loud voice, 
saying, “ Cause them that have charge over the city to draw 
near, even every man with his destroying weapon in his 
2hand.” And, behold, six men came from the way of the 
upper gate, which lieth towards the north, every man with his 
Slaughter-weapon in his hand; and one man among them 
was alot! with linen, with a writer’s ink-horn by ee side. 
3 And they went in, and stood beside the brazen altar. And 
the glory of the God of Israel-was lifted up from the cherub, 
whereupon it was, to the threshold of the house. And he 
called to the man clothed with linen, who had the writer’s 
4ink-horn by his side; And Jehovah said unto him, “ Go 
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through the midst of the city, through the midst of Jeru- 
salem, and set a mark upon the foreheads of the men that 
sigh and that ery for all the abominations that are done in 
the midst thereof.” And to the others he said in my hear- 5 
ing, “ Go ye after him through the city, and smite: let not 
your eye spare, neither have ye pity: Slay utterly, old men, 6 
and youths, and maidens, and little children, and women:

And it came to pass, while they were slaying them, and Is 
was left, that I fell upon my face, and cried, and said, “ Ah 
Lord Jehovah! wilt thou destroy all the residue of Israel, 
whilst thou pourest out thy fury upon Jerusalem?” And he 9 
said unto me, 


The iniquity of the house of Isvael and Judah 1s ex- 
ceeding great, 
And the land is full of blood, 
And the eity full of perverseness : 
For they say, ‘ Jehovah hath forsaken the earth, 
And Jehovah seeth not.’ 
And as for me also, mine eye shali not spare, 10 
Neither will I have pity, 
I will recompense their way upon their head. 


And, behold, the man clothed with linen, who had the ink- 11 
horn by his side, reported the matter, saying, “ I have done 
as thou hast commanded me.” 


CIIAP. X.—Then IJ looked, and, behold, in the firmament 1 
whieh was above the head of the cherubim, there appeared 
over them as it were a sapplire-stone, as the appearance of 
the likeness of a throne. And he spake unto the iman 2 
clothed with linen, and said, “Go in between the wheels, 
even under the cherub, and fill thy hand with coals of fire 
from between the cherubim, and scatter them over the city.” 
And he went in before mine eyes. (Now the cherubim stood 3 
on the right side of the house, when the man went in; and 
the cloud filled the inner court. Then the glory of Jehovah 4

And it. came to pass, when he had com- 
manded the man clothed with linen, saying, “Take fire 
from between the wheels, from between the cherubim,” that 

7 he went in, and stood beside the whecls. And one cherub 
stretched forth his hand from between the cherubim, unto the 
fire which was between the cherubim, and took thereof, and 
put it into the hands of him that was clothed with linen: 

sand he took it, and went out. And there appeared in the 
cherubim the form of a man’s hand under their wings. 

9 And I looked, and, behold, four wheels were by the cheru- 
bim, one wheel by one cherub, and another wheel by another 
cherub: and the appearance of the wheels was as the colour 

10 of a chrysolite. And as for their appearance, the four 
had one likeness, as if a wheel had been within a wheel. 

11 When they went, they went towards their four sides; they 
turned not as they went, but to the place whither the head 

12 looked they followed it ; they turned not as they went. And 
their whole body, and their backs, and their hands, and their 
wings, and the wheels, were full of eyes round about, even 

13 the wheels that the four had. And unto the wheels was 

14 given in my hearing the name Whirl-wind. And every one 
had four faces. The first face was the face of an ox, and the 
second face was the face of a man, and the third the face of 

15 a hon, and the fourth the face of an eagle. And the cheru- 
bim were lifted up. These were the same living creatures 

16 that I saw by the river Chebar. And when the cherubim 
went, the wheels went by them: and when the cherubim 
lifted up their wings to mount up from the earth, the same 

17 wheels also turned not from beside them. When they stood, 
these stood ; and when they were lifted up, these lifted up 
themselves also: for the spirit of the living creatures was in 
them. 

is ‘Then the glory of Jehovah departed from off the threshold of 

i9 the house, and stood over the cherubim. And the cherubim 
lifted up their wings, and mounted up from the earth in iny 
sight. When they went out, the wheels also were beside 
them, and every one stood at the door of the east gate of 
the house of Jehovah; and the glory of the God of Israel 

20 was over them above. ‘These are the same living creatures 
that 1 saw under the God of Israel, by the river Chebar ; 
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and I knew that they were the cherubim. Lach one had 21 
four faces, and each one four wings; and the hkeness of the 
hands of a man was under their wings. And as to the hke- 22 
ness of their faces, the faces were the. same which I saw by 
the river Chebar, their appearances and themselves. They 
went every one straight forwards. 


CHAP. XI.—And the spirit hfted me up, and brought me 1 
unto the east gate of the house of Jehovah which looketh 
castward: and behold, at the door of the gate were five and 
twenty men ; among whom J saw Jaazaniah the son of Azur, 
and Pelatiah the son of Benaiah, princes of the people. Then 2 
he said unto me, “‘ Son of man, these are the men who devise 
mischief, and give wicked counsel in this city: who say, ‘It 3 
is not near; let us build houses: this cityis the caldron, and 
we are the flesh.’ Therefore prophesy against them ; prophesy, 4 
O son of man.” And the Spint of Jehovah fell upon me, 5 
and said unto me, Speak ; 


Thus saith Jehovah ; 
Thus have ye said, O house of Israel ! 
For I know the things that come mto your mind. 


Ye have multiplied your slain in this eity, 6 
And ye have filled the streets thereof with the slain. 
Therefore thus saith the Lord Jehovah ; 7 


Your slain whom ye have laid m the inidst of it, 
They are the flesh, and this city 1s the ealdron : 
But I will bring you forth out of the midst of it. 


Ye have feared the sword ; 8 

And I will bring a sword upon you, saith the Lord 
Jehovah. 

And I will bring you out of the midst thereof, 9 


And deliver you into the hands of strangers, 

And will execute judgments among you. 

Ye shall fall by the sword ; 10 

In the border of Israel I will judge you ; 

And ye shall know that [ am Jchovah. 

This city shall not be your caldron, i 

Neither shall ye be the flesh in the midst thereof ; 

But on the border of Israel I will judge you. 

And ye shall know that I am Jehovah: 12 

For ye have not walked in my statutes, neither executed 
iny judgments, 
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But have done after the manners of the heathen that are 
round about you. 


And it came to pass, while I prophesied, that Pelatiah the 
son of Benaiah died. Then fell I down upon my face, and 
cried with a loud voice, and said, “Ah Lord Jehovah! wilt 
thou make a full end of the remnant of Israel??? And the 
word of Jehovah came unto me, saying, 


Son of man, thy brethren, even thy bretiren, 
The men of thy kindred, and all the house of Israel 
wholly, 
Are they unto whom the inhabitants of Jerusalem have 
said, 
‘Get you far from Jehovah : 
Unto us is this land given in possession.’ 
Therefore say, Thus saith the Lord Jehovah ; 
Although I have cast them far off among the heathen, 
And althongh J have scattered them among the countries, 
Yet will I be to them as a little sanctuary 
Tn the countries whither they shall come. 
Therefore say, Thus saith the Lord Jehovah ; 
I will even gather you from the nations, 
And assemble you out of the countries where ye have 
been scattered, 
And I will give you the land of Israel. 
And they shall come thither, 
And they shall take away all the detestable things 
thereof, 
And all the abominations thereof shall depart thence. 
And I will give them another heart, 
And I will put a new spirit within them ; 
And I will take the heart of stone out of their body, 
And will give them a heart of flesh : 
That they may walk m my statutes, 
And keep mime ordinances, and do them: 
And they shall be my people, and I will be their God. 
But as for them whose heart walketh 
After the desire of their detestable things and their 
abominations, 
I will recompense their way upon their own heads 
Saith the Lord Jehovah. 


Then the cherubim lifted up their wings, and the wheels 
Y, 9) 
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beside them ; and the glory of the God of Israel was over 
them above. And the glory of Jehovah went up from the 23 
midst of the city, and stood upon the mountain which is on 
the east side of the city. 

And the spint took mc up, and brought me in a 24 
vision, by the spirit of God, into Chaldea, to them of the 
captivity. So the vision which I had scen went up from me. 
Then I told unto them of the captivity all the words of 25 
Jehovah, which he had shewed unto me. 


CHAP. XII.—And the word of Jehovah came unto me, 1 
saying, “Son of man, thou dwellest im the midst of a2 
rebellious house, who have eyes to see, but see not; and 
have ears to hear, but hear not: for they are a rebellious 
house. Therefore, thou son of man, prepare an equipment 3 
for removing from the land, and remove by day in their sight ; 
and thou shalt remove from thy place to another plaee in 
their sight: it may be they will consider, though they be a 
rebellious house. Then shalt thou bring forth thine equip- 4 
ment by day in their sight, as an equipment for removing: 
and thon shalt go forth at even in their sight, as they 
that go forth into exile. Dig thou throngh the wall in 5 
their sight, and carry out thereby. In thew sight shalt 6 
thon bear z¢ upon thy shoulders, and carry i forth in the 
twilight: thou shalt cover thy faee, that thon see not the 
eround: for I have set thee for a sign unto the house of 
Israel”? And J did as I was commanded: I brought forth 7 
mine equipment by day, as an equipment for removing, and 
in the evening I digged through the wall with my hand; I 
brought i¢ forth in the twihght, and I bare ¢¢ upon my 
shoulder in their sight. 

And the word of Jehovah came unto me, in the morning s 
saying, 


Son of man, have they not said unto thee, 9 
The house of Isracl, the rebellious house, 
‘What doest thou ?? 
Say thon unto them, Thus saith the Lord Jehovah ; 10 
This burden foresheweth the prince in Jerusalem, 
And all the house of Israel that are in the midst of it. 
Say, [ am your sign : 1} 
Tike as I have done, so shall it be done unto them : 
They shall remove and go into captivity. 
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And the prince that is among them shall bear upon his 
shoulder in the twilight, 

And shall go forth: 

They shall dig through the wall to carry out thereby: 

He shall cover his face, that he see not the ground with 
his eyes. 

My net also will I spread over him, 

And he shall be taken in my snare : 

And I will bring him to Babylon, to the land of the 
Chaldeans ; 

Yet shall he not see it, though he shall die there. 

And all that are about him to help him, 

And all his bands, I will scatter towards every wind ; 

And I will draw out the sword after them. 

And they shall know that I am Jehovah, 

When I shall have scattered them among the nations,

And as for thy nativity, in the day thou wast born thy 4 
navel was not cut, 

Neither wast thou washed clean in water ; 

Thou wast neither sprinkled with salt, 

Yor wrapped in swaddling clothes. 

No eye pitied thee, to do any of these things unto thee, 5

And thou didst increase and grow up,

Thy breasts were fashioned, and thy hair grew:

And I spread my skirt over thee, and covered thy 
nakedness.

And thy renown went forth among the nations for thy 
beauty :

Thou didst also take thy fair jewels, 

Of my gold and of my silver, which I had given thee, 

And thou didst make to thyself images of men, 

And commit fornication with them ; 

And thou didst take thine embroidered garments, and 
cover them, 

And thou didst set mine oil and mince inceuse jecfore 
them. 

My food also which I gave thee, 
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Fine flour, and oil, and honey, wherewith I fed thee, 
Thou didst even set it before them for a sweet savour: 
And thus it was, saith the Lord Jehovah. 
Moreover thou didst take thy sons and thy daughters, 
Whom thou didst bear unto me, 
And these didst thou sacrifice unto them, to be devoured. 
Was it not enough for thee to commit fornication, 
That thou didst slay my children, 
And deliver them up, to cause them to pass through the 
fire for them ? 
And, jn all thine abominations and thy fornications, 
Thou didst not remember the days of thy youth, 
When thou wast naked and bare, 
And was cast out to be trampled upon in thy blood. 
And it came to pass after all thy wickedness, 
(Woe, woe unto thee! saith the Lord Jehovah ;) 
That thou didst build unto thee an alcove, 
And didst make unto thee a high place in every street. 
At every head of the way thou didst build thy ligh 
place, 
And didst make thy beauty to be abhorred ; 
And didst open thy feet to every one that passed by, 
And didst multiply thy fornications. 
Thou didst also commit fornication with the Egyptians, 
Thy neighbours, great of flesh ; 
And hast multiplied thy fornications to provoke me to 
anger, 
Behold therefore I have stretched out my hand over 
thee, 
And have diminished thine ordmary food ; 
And delivered thee unto the will of them that hate thee, 
The daughters of the Philistines, 
Who are disgusted at thy lewd way. 
Thou hast played the harlot also with the Assyrians, 
Because thou wast insatiable ; 
Yea, thou hast played the harlot with them, 
And yet couldest not be satisficd. 
Thou hast moreover multiplied thy fornication 
In the land of Canaan and even unto Chaldea ; 
And yet thou wast not satisfied herewith. 
How weak is thy heart, saith the Lord Jehovah, 
Secing thou doest all these things, the work of an in- 
perious lewd woman ; 
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In that thou buildest thine alcove in the head of every 
way, 

And makest thy high place in every street. 

Thou hast not even been as a harlot, mn that thou 

scornest hire ; 

But as a wife that eommitteth adultery, 

Who taketh strangers instead of her husband. 

To all hariots, men are wont to give gifts : 

But thon givest thy gifts to all thy lovers, 

And hirest them, that they mav come unto thee, from 
every side, 

To commit fornication with thee. 

And the coutrary is in thee from other women, in thy 
fornications, 

In that none followeth thee to commit fornications : 

And in that thou givest a reward, and no reward ts 
riven unto thee: 

Therefore thou art contrary to them. 

Wherefore, O harlot, hear the word of Jehovah! 

Thus saith the Lord Jehovah ; 

Because thy money hath been poured out, 

And thy nakedness discovered through thy fornications 
with thy lovers, 

And with all the idols of thy abominations, 

And by the blood of thy children, which thon didst 
eive unto them ; 

Behold, therefore, I will gather all thy lovers, 

With whom thon hast taken pleasure, 

And all them that thou hast loved, 

With all them that thou hast hated ; 

T will even gather them round about against thee ; 

And will diseover thy nakedness unto them, 

That they may see all thy nakedness. 

And I will judge thee, as women are judged, 

That break wedlock, and that shed blood. 

And 1 will give thee the blood of fury and jealousy. 

And I will also give thee into their hand ; 

And they shall throw down thine alcove, 

And break down thy high places: 

They shall strip thee also of thy clothes, and take thy 
fair jewels, 

And leave thee naked and bare. 

They shall also bring up a company against thee, 
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And stone thee with stones, 
And thrust thee through with their swords. 


And they shall burn thy houses with fire, 41 
And execute judgments upon thee m the sight of many 
women. 


And I will cause thee to cease from playing the harlot, 
And thou also shalt give no hire any more. 
So will I make my fury towards thee to rest, 49 
And my jealousy shall depart from thee, 
Aud I will be quiet, and will be no more angry. 
Because thou hast not remembered the days of thy youth, 43 
But hast provoked me in all these things ; 
Behold, therefore, I also will reeompense thy way 
Upon thine own head, saith the Lord Jehovah ; 
And thou shalt not eommit this lewdness 
In addition to all thine abominations. 
Behold, every one that useth proverbs 44 
Shall use this proverb against thee, saying, 
‘ As is the mother, so is her daughter.’ 
Thou art the daughter of thy mother, 45 
Who loathed her husband and her children ; 
And thou art the sister of thy sisters, 
Who loathed their husbands and their children. 
Your mother was a Hittite, and your father an Ainorite ; 
And thine elder sister is Samaria, 46 
She that dwelleth, with her daughters, at thy left hand ; 
And thy younger sister, that dwelleth at thy nght hand, 
Is Sodom and her daughters. 
Yet hast thou not walked after their ways, 47 
Nor done after their abominations : 
But, as if that were a very little thing, thou hast been 
more eorrupt than they, 
In all thy ways. 
As I live, saith the Lord Jchovah, 48 
Sodom thy sister hath not done, she nor her daughters, 
As thou hast done, thou and thy daughters. 
Behold this was the iniquity of thy sister Sodom :

The daughters of the Philistines, who despised thee round 
about. 

Thou hast borne thy lewdness, 

And thine abominations, saith Jehovah. 

For thus saith the Lord Jehovah ; 

I will even deal with thee as thou hast done, 

In that thou hast despised the oath, 

And broken the covenant. 

Nevertheless I will remember my covenant with thee m 

the days of thy youth, 

And I will establish unto thee an everlasting covenant, 
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Then thou shalt remember thy ways, and be ashamed, _61 

When thou shalt receive thy sisters, thine elder and thy 
younger, 

And I will give them unto thee for daughters, 

But not for keeping thy covenant.

And of the passengers that pass through the land, 

When any seeth a man’s bone, 

Then shall he set up a sign by it, 

Till the buriers have buried it in tlre valley of ILamon- 
gog, 

And also the name of a city shall be Hamonah,[Mui- 
TITUDE. | a, _ 

Thus shall they cleanse the land. 


And as for thee, son of man, thus saith the Lord 
Jchovah ; 
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Speak unto every feathered fowl, and to every beast of the 
field, 

Assemble yourselves, and come ! 

Gather yourselves on every side, to my sacrifice, 

Which [ am about to saerifice for you ; 

A great sacrifice upon the mountains of Israel, 

That ye may eat flesh and drimk blood. 

Ye shall eat the flesh of the mighty, 18 

And drink the blood of the princes of the earth; 

Of rams, of lambs, and of goats, 

Of bullocks, all of them fatlngs of Bashan. 

And ye shall eat fat till ye be full, 19 

And drink blood till ye be drunken, 

Of my sacrifice which I have sacrificed for you. 

Thus shall ye be filled at my table, 20 

With steeds and chariot-horses, 

With mighty men and with allmen of war, saith the Lord 


Jehovah. 
And I will set my glory among the nations, 2} 
And all the nations shall see my judgments which I have 
executed, 
And my hand which I have laid upon them. 22 
So the house of Israel shall know that I am Jchovah their 
God, 


From that day and forwards. 

And the nations shall know that the house of Israel went 23 
into captivity for their imiquity, 

Because they trespassed against me: 

Therefore hid I my face from them, 

And gave them into the hand of their enemics : 

So fell they all by the sword. 

According to their uncleanness and aceording to their 2s 
transgressions have I done unto them, 

And hidden my face from then. 

Therefore, thus saith the Lord Jehovah ; 

Now will I bring back the captivity of Jacob, 

And have merey upon the whole house of Israel, 

And will be jealous for my holy name ; 

And they shall forget their reproach, 26 

And all thew trespasses whereby they have trespassed 
against me, 

When they shall dwell securely in their land, 

And none shall make them afraid : 
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27 When I shall have brought them again from the people, 
And gathered them out of their enemies’ lands, 
And shall be sanetified by means of them, 
In the sight of many nations ; 
es Then shall they know that I, Jehovah, am their God, 
In that I caused them to be led into captivity among the 
nations, 
And m that I have gathered them unto their own land, 
And have left none of them any more there. 
29 Neither will I hide my faee any more from them : 
For I have poured out my spirit upon the house of Israel, 
saith the Lord Jehovah. 


1 CHAP. XL.—In the twenty-fifth year of our captivity, in 
the first month of the year, on the tenth day of the month, 
in the fourteenth year after that in which the city was 
saeked, in the sclf-same day the hand of Jehovah was upon 

2me, and he brought me thither. In the visions of God he 
brought me into the land of Israel, and set me upon a very 
high mountain, on the southern part of which was, as it were, 

3 the fabric of a city. And he brought me thither, and, be- 
hold, there was a man, whose appearance was like the appear- 
anee of brass, with a ne of flax in his hand, and a measur- 

4 ing reed; and he stood in the gate. And the man said unto 
me, “Son of man, behold with thine eyes, and hear with 
thine ears, and attend carefully to all that I shall shew thee: 
for, to the intent that I might shew them unto thee, art thou 


brought hither: and deelare all that thou seest to the house 


of Israel.” 

5 And, behold, a wall was on the outside of the house round 
about: and in the man’s hand, a measuring reed of six cubits, 
each cubit of the length of a eubit and a hand-breadth: and 
he measured the breadth of the wall, one reed ; and the height, 

6 onereed. Then eame he unto the gate whieh looketh towards 
the east, and went up the steps thereof, and measured the 
upper threshold of the gate, one reed broad; and the other 

7 threshold one reed broad. And each ehamber was onc reed 
long, and one recd bread ; and between the chambers were 
five cubits; but the threshold of the gate, by the porch of the 

s gate within, was one reed. IJfle measured also the porch 

9 of the gate within, one recd. Then he measured the porch 
of the gate, eight cubits ; and the projections thereof, two cu- 

10 bits: now the porch of the gate wasinward. And the cham- 
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bers of the gate eastward were three on this side, and three on 
that side; all the three had one measure: and the projections 
had one measure on this side and on that side. And he mea- 11 
sured the breadth of the entry of the gate, ten cubits ; and the 
length of the gate, thirteen cubits. The space also before 12 
the chambers was one eubit on this side, and the space was 
one eubit on that side: and the chambers were six cubits on 
this side, and six eubits on that side. Then he measured the 13 
cate, from the roof of one chamber to the roof of another : 
the breadth was five and twenty eubits, door against door. He 
made also the range of projections, to be threc-score cubits, 14 
‘in length : and close by the projections of the gate was the 
court round about. And from the front of the gate of the 1s 
entrance unto the front of the porch of the inner gate were 
fifty cubits. And there were latticed windows to the cham- 16 
bers, and to their projections within the gate round about ; 
and likewise to the arches: and windows were round about 
inward: and upon each projection were palm trees. 

And he brought me into the outer court: and, behold, there 17 
were rooms, and a pavement made for the court round about : 
thirty rooms were upon the pavement. And the pavement is 
towards the side of the gates, over against the length of the 
gates, was the lower pavement. ‘Then he measured the 19 
breadth, from the front of the lower gate unto the front of 
the inner court without, a hundred cubits towards the cast and 
towards the north. 

And the gate of the outer court which looked towards the 20 
north, he measured in the length thereof, and in the breadth 
thereof. And the chambers thereof were three on this side 21 
and three on that side; and the projections thereof and the 
friezes thereof were after the measure of the first gate: the 
length thereof was fifty eubits, and the breadth five and twenty 
cubits. And their windows, and their friezes, and their 22 
palm trees, were after the measure of the gate that looketh 
towards the east ; and they went up unto it by seven steps ; 
and the friezcs thereof were before them. And the gate of 23 
the inner court was over against the gate towards the north, 
and towards the east; and he measured from gate to gate, a 
hundred cubits. 

Then he brought me towards the south, and, behold, a gate 24 
towards the south: and he measured the columns thereof, and 
the friezes thereof, according to these measures. And there 25 
were windows in it, and in the friezes thereof round about, 
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like those wmdows: the length was fifty eubits, and the 
26 breadth five and twenty cubits. And there were seven steps 
to go up to it, and the friezes thereof were before them: and 
it had palm trees, one on this side, and another on that side, 
27 upon the projections thereof. And there was a gate in the 
mner court towards the south: and he measured from gate 
to gate, towards the south, a hundred cubits. 
23 And he brought me to the inner court by the south gate: 
and he measured the south gate according to these measures. 
29 And the chambers thereof, and the projections thereof, and 
the friezes thereof, were according to these measures: and 
there were windows in it, and in the friezes thereof round 
about: it was fifty eubits long, and five and twenty eubits broad. 
30 And the friezes round about were five and twenty cubits long, 
31 and five cubits broad. And the friezes thereof were towards 
the outer court; and palm trees were upon the projections 
thereof: and the ascent to it was by eight steps. 
32 And he brought me into the imer court towards the east: 
33 and he measured the gate according to these measures. And 
the chambers thereof, and the projections thereof, and the 
friezes thereof, were according to these measures: and there 
were windows therein, and in the fnezes thereof round about: 
it was fifty eubits long, and five and twenty cubits broad. 
34 And the frnezes thereof were towards the outward court; and 
palm trees were upon the projections thereof, on this side and 
on that side: and the ascent to it was by eight steps. 
35  <And he brought me to the north gate, and measured it 
36 according to these measures. ‘The ehambers thereof, the pro- 
jections thereof, and the friezes thereof, and the windows to 
it round about: the length was fifty cubits, and the breadth 
37 five and twenty cubits. And the projections thereof were to- 
. wards the outer court; and palm trees were upon the projec- 
tions thereof, on this side and on that side: and the ascent 
38 to it was by eight steps. 
And there was a room with the door thereof by the projce- 
tions of the gates; there they washed the burnt-offering. 
39 And m the porch of the gate were two tables on this side, 
and two tables on that side, to slay thereon the burnt-offer 
40 ing, and the sin-offering, and the trespass-offering. And at 
the side without, as one goeth up to the entranee of the 
north gate, were two tables; and on the other side, which 
41 was at the porch of the gate, were two tables. Four tables 
were on this side, and four tables on that side, by the side of 
EEL 
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the gate; eight tables, whereupon they slew thei sacrifices. 
And the four tables were of hewn stone for the burnt-offer- 
ing, of a cubit and a half long, and a cubit and a half broad, 
and one cubit high: whereupon also they laid the instru- 
ments wherewith they slew the burnt-offering and the sacri- 
fice. And hooks, of a hand breadth, were fastened in the house 
round about : and upon the tables was the flesh of the offering. 

And he brought me to the inner gate; and, behold, there 
were two rooms In the inner court ; one on the side of the north 
cate, and its prospect was towards the south: one on the side 
of the south gate having the prospect towards the north. And 
he said unto me, ‘‘ This room, whose prospect is towards the 
south, is for the priests, the keepers of the charge of the house. 
And the room whose prospcet is towards the north, is for the 
priests, the keepers of the charge of the altar: these are the 
sons of Zadok, who, among the sons of Levi, come near to 
Jchovah to mimster unto him.” So he measured the court, 
a hundred eubits long, and a hundred cubits broad, square- 
shaped ; and the altar was before the house. 

And he brought me to the porch of the house, and mea- 
sured the pr ojections of the poreh, five cubits on this side, 
aud five cubits on that side: and the breadth of the gate was 
three cubits on this side and three cubits on that side. The 
length of the porch was twenty cubits, and the breadth eleven 
cubits ; and by ten steps they went up to it: and there were 
columns by the projections, one on this side, and another 
on that side. 


CHAP. XLI.—And he brought me to the temple, and 
measured the projections, six cubits broad on the one side, 
and six cubits broad on the other side, which was the 
breadth of the tabernacle. And the breadth of the docr was 
ten enbits; and the sides of the door were five cubits on the 
one side and five eubits on the other side: and he measured 
the length thereof, forty cubits: and the breadth, twenty 
eabits. Then he went inwards, and measured the projection 
at the door, two cubits; and the door, six eubits; and the 
breadth of ihe door, seven cubits. And he measured the 
length thereof, twenty cubits; and the breadth, twenty cu- 
bits, as the front of the temple: and he said unto me, “ This 
js the most holy place.””? And he measnred the wall of the 
house, six cubits; and the breadth of the side-chambers, 
four cubits, round about the house on every side. And the 
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chambers, chamber over chamber zn three sfories, and thirty 
in each of the rows; and they entered into the wall which 
was by the house, duz/¢ for the chambers round about, that 
they might be fastened ; but they were not fastened in the wall 
7 of the house. And there was an enlargement, and a wind- 
ing ascent, still upwards, to the chambers: for the winding 
ascent of the house went still upwards, round about the house : 
therefore the breadth of the apartments was still upwards ; 
and thus they ascended from the lowest chambers to the 
8 highest, by the middle story. I saw also the height of the 
house round about: the foundations of the chambers were a 
9 full reed of six cubits to the knuckles, The thickness of 
the wall, which was for the chambers without, was five 
cubits: and the space which was left was the place of 
10 the chambers which adjoined the house. And between the 
rooms was the width of twenty cubits round about the house 
11 on every side. And the doors of the chambers were towards 
the vacant space, one door towards the north, and another 
door towards the south: and the breadth of the place that 
12 was left vacant was five cubits round about. And the build- 
ing which was before the separate place at the end towards 
the west, was seventy cubits broad; and the wall of the 
building was five cubits thick round about, and the length 
13 thereof was ninety cubits. And he measured the length of 
the house, a hundred cubits; and the length of the separate 
place, and the building, with the walls thereof, a hundred 
14 cubits; also the breadth of the front of the house, and of 
15 the separate place toward the cast, a hundred cubits. And 
he measured the length of the building over against the se- 
parate place which was behind it, and the side-buildings 
thereof, on the one side and on the other side, a hundred 
cubits: and the inner temple, and the porches of the court, 
16 the door posts, and the latticed windows, and the side-build- 
ings round about, in their three stories, over against the door, 
were pannelled with wood round about, even from the ground 
17 up to the windows, (and the windows were covered;) as far as 
the top of the door, both upon the inner and the outer apart- 
ment, and by all the wall round about, within and without, were 
is cloth hangings. And it was made with cherubim and palm 
trces, so that a palm tree was between a cherub and a cherub ; 
i9 and every cherub had two faces; so that the human facc 
was towards the palm tree on the one side, and the young 
lion’s face towards the palm tree on the other side: so it was 
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made through all the house round about. From the ground 20 
as far as the top of the door were cherubim and palm trees 
made, and on the wall of the temple. The posts of the a1 
temple were squared, and the front of the sanctuary; the 
appearance of the one was as the appearance of the other. 

The altar was of wood, three cubits high, and the length 22 
thereof two cubits; and the corners thereof, and the base 
thereof, and the walls thereof, were of wood: and he said 
unto me, ‘This is the table that standeth before Jehovah.” 
And the temple and the sanctuary had two doors. And the 2s 
doors had two leaves apiece, two foldmeg leaves; two Jeaves 24 
for the one door, and two leaves for the other door. And 25 
there were made on them, on the doors of the temple, cheru- 
bim and palm trees, such as were made upon the walls; and 
there was a flight of steps in front of the porch without. 
And the windows were closed; and there were palm trecs on 26 
the one side and on the other side, on the sides of the porch, 
and the chambers of the house, and the flight of steps. 


CHAP. XLII.—Then he brought me forth into the outer 1 
court, towards the north: and he brought me mto the rooms 
which were over against the separate place, and which were 
before the building towards the north. The length was a2 
hundred cubits towards the north gate, and the breadth was 
fifty cubits. Over against the twenty cubits of the inner 3 
court, and over agaist the pavement of the outer court, was 
side-building against side-building, in three stories. And be- 
fore the chambers was a walk of ten cubits in breadth inward, 
and of one hundred cubitsin length; and their doors were 
towards the north. Now the upper chambers were narrower 5 
than the lower, and than the middlemost of the building ; 
for the lower side-chambers excceded them in width. For 6 
they were in three stories, but the upper chambers had not 
columns as the columns of the courts: therefore ¢he upper 
building was straitened more than the lowest and the middle- 
most from the ground. And the boundary wall that was 7 
without over against the chambers, towards the outer court in 
front of the chambers, was in length fifty cubits. Fors 
the length of the chambers that were in the outer court was 
fifty cubits: and of those before the temple, a hundred cubits. 
And under these chambers was the eutrance on the east side, 9 
as one came to them from the outer court. 

In the thickness of the boundary wall of the court towards 10 
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the south, over against the separate place, and over against 
11 the building, were chambers. And there was a way before 
them like that which was before the chambers which were 
towards the north. They were as long as they, and as broad 
as they : and they were alikein all their goings out, and in their 
12 fashions, and in their doors. And according to the doors of 
the chambers that were towards the north, were the doors of 
_ the chambers that were towards the south: there was a door at 
the head of the way, even the way directly before the wall 
towards the east, as one entered into them. 
i3 And he said unto me, “The north chambers and the 
south ehambers, which are before the separate place, are holy 
chambers, where the priests who approach unto Jehovah 
shall eat the most holy things: there shall they lay the most 
holy things, and the meal-offering, and the sin-offering, and the 
14 trespass-offering ; for the place is holy. When the priests 
enter therein, then shall they not go out of the holy place 
into the outer court, but there they shall lay their garments 
wherein they minister; for they are holy; and shall put on 
other garments, and shall approach to the place which is for 
the people.” 
1s Now when he had made an end of measuring the inner 
house, he brought me forth towards the gate whose prospect 
16 is towards the east, and measured it round about. He measured 
the east side with the measuring reed, five hundred reeds, with 
17 the measuring reed round about. He measured the north side, 
five hundred reeds, with the incasuring reed round about. 
is Ele measured the south side, five hundred reeds, with the 
19 measuring reed, He turned about to the west side, and 
measured five hundred reeds with the measuring reed. He 
20 measured it by the four sides: it had a wall round about, 
five hundred reeds long, and five hundred broad, to make a 
separation between the sanctuary and the profane place. 


1 CHAP. XUUTL—And he brought me to the gate, even 
2 the gate that looketh towards the east : and, behold, the glory 
of the God of Israel came from the way of the east: and it 
was like the sound of many waters : and the earth shone with 
3 his glory. And it was according to the appearance of the 
vision whieh I saw, even aceording to the vision which I saw 
when I came to destroy the city: and it wasa viston like the 
vision that I saw by the river Chebar ; and I fell upon my face. 


424 EZEKIEL XLII. 


And the glory of Jehovah came into the house, by the way 4 
of the gate whose prospect 1s towards the east. And the spirit 5 
took me np, and brought me into the inner court; and, be- 
hold, the glory of Jehovah filled the house. And I heard one 6 
speaking unto me out of the house; and the man stood by 
me. And he said unto me; 


“Son of man, this zs the place of my throne, 

And the place of the soles of my feet, 

Where I will dwell in the midst of the children of Israel 
for ever. 

The house of Israel shall no more defile my holy name ; 

Neither they, nor their kings, 

By their fornication, and by the dead bodies of their kings, 

And by their high places: 

By setting their thresholds close to my thresholds, 8 

And their door-posts by my door-posts, 

So that there was only a wall between me and them. 

They even defiled my holy name 

By their abominations which they committed: 

Wherefore I consumed them in mine anger. 

Now let them put away their fornication, 9 

And the dead bodies of their kings, far from me, 

And I will dwell in the midst of them for ever. 

As for thee, O son of man, shew the house to the house 10 

of Israel, 

That they may be ashamed of their iniquities : 

And let them measure the pattern. 

And if they be ashamed of all that they have done, iL 

Shew unto them the form of the house, and the fashion 
thereof, 

And the outward passages thereof, and the entrances 
thereof, 

And all the forms thereof, and all the ordinances thereof, 

And all the laws thereof: and write it in their sight, 

That they may keep the whole form thereof, 

And all the ordinances thereof, and do them. 


‘This is the law of the house. Upon the top of the 12 
mountain the whole limit thereof round about shall be most 
holy. Behold, this is the law of the house. 

“¢ And these are the measures of the altar by cubits; the 13 
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cubit bemg a cubit anda hand breadth. The cavity shall be 
a cubit deep and a cubit broad ; and the border thereof round 
about shall be a span: and the upper surface of the altar 
14 shall be the same. And ‘from the cavity upon the ground 
even to the lower ledge shall be two cubits, and the breadth 
one cubit; and from the lesser ledge even to the greater 
15 ledge shall be four cubits, and the breadth one ecubit. So the 
altar shall be four cubits; and from the altar upwards shall 
16 rise four horns. And the altar shall be twelve cubzés long, 
17 twelve broad, square in the four sides thereof. And the 
ledge shall be fourteen cubits long and fourteen broad in 
the four sides thereof; and the border about it shall be half 
a cubit ; and the cavity thereof shall be a cubit about ; and 
its steps shall look towards the east.”’ 
is And he said unto me, “Son of man, thus saith the Lord 
Jehovah; These are the ordinances of the altar, in the day 
when they shall make it, to offer burnt-offermgs thereon, 
i9 and to sprinkle blood thereon. And thou shalt give to the 
priests, the Levites that are of the seed of Zadok, who ap- 
proach unto me, to minister unto me, saith the Lord Jehovah, 
20 a young bullock for a sin-offermg. And thou shalt take of 
the blood thereof, and put it on the four horns of it, and on 
the four corners of the ledge, and upon the border round 
2 about : thus shalt thou cleanse and purify it. Thou shalt take 
the bullock also of the sin-offering, and it shall be burnt in 
the appointed place of the house, without the sanctuary. 
22 And on the second day thou shalt offer a kid of the goats 
without blemish, for a sin-offering ; and they shall cleanse the 
23 altar, as they cleansed it with the bullock. When thou hast 
made an end of cleansing it, thou shalt offera young bullock 
without blemish, and a ram of the flock without blemish. 
24 And thou shalt offer them before Jehovah, and the priests 
shall cast salt upon them, and they shall offer them up for a 
25 burnt-offering unto Jehovah. Seven days shalt thou sacrifice 
every day a goat for a sin-offermg: they shall also sacrifice a 
young bullock, and a ram out of the flock, without blemish. 
26 Seven days shall they purify the altar and cleanse it; and 
27 they shall consecrate themselves. And when these days are 
expired, it shall be, that upon the eighth day, and so forwards, 
the priests shall sacrifice your burnt-offerings upon the altar, 
and your peace-offerings ; and I will accept you, saith the 


Lord Jehovah,” 
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CHAP, XLIV.—And he brought me back towards the 


gate of the outward sanetuary which looketh towards the 
east; and it was shut. Then said Jehovah unto me; “This 
gate shall be shut ; it shall not be opened, and no man shall 
enter in by it ; because Jehovah, the God of Israel, hath en- 
tered in by it ; therefore it shall be shut. It is for the prinee. 
The prince shall sit in it to eat bread before Jehovah; he 
shall enter by the way of the porch of that gate, and shall 
go out by the way of the same.” 

Then he brought me towards the north gate before the 
house: and I looked, and, behold, the glory of Jehovah filled 
Jehovah’s house: and I fell upon my face. And Jehovah said 
unto me, ‘Son of man, mark well, and behold with thine 
eyes, and hear with thine ears all that I say unto thee con- 
eerning all the ordinances of the house of Jehovah, and all 
the laws thereof; and mark well the entrances to the house, 
with all the passages from the sanctuary outwards. And thou 
shalt say to the rebellious house, even to the house of Israel, 
Thus saith the Lord Jehovah ; O ye house of Israel, let 
it suffice you of all your abominations, in that ye have 
brought mto my sanctuary strangers uncircumcised in heart, 
and uncircumeised in flesh, to be in my sanctuary, to pollute 
it, even my house, when ye offer my bread, the fat and the 
blood ; and they have broken my covenant because of all your 
abominations. And ye have not kept the charge of my holy 
things: but ye have sect keepers of my charge in my sane- 
tuary for yourselves. 

“Thus saith the Lord Jehovah ; No stranger uncircumcised 
in heart, nor uncircumcised in flesh, shall enter into my sanc- 
tuary, of any stranger that is among the children of Israel. 
And the Levites who departed far from me, when Israel went 
astray, who went astray away from me after their idols, they 


shall even bear their miquity. Yet they shall be niinisters— 


in my sanctuary, having charge at the gates of the house, 
and ministering to the house: they shall slay the burnt- 
offering and the sacrifice for the people, and they shall stand 
before them to minister unto them. Because they ministered 
unto them before their idols, and caused the house of Israel 
to fall into iniquity, therefore have I lifted up my hand 
against them, saith the Lord Jchovah, and they shall bear 
their iniquity. And they shall not come near unto me, to do 
the office of a priest unto me, nor to come near to any of my 
holy things, in the most holy place: but they shall bear their 
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shame, and their abominations which they have committed. 

14 But I will make them keepers of the charge of the house, 
for all the service thereof, and for all that shall be done 
therein. 

15 © But the priests, the Levites, the sons of Zadok, who kept 
the charge of my sanctuary when the children of Isracl went 
astray from me, they shall come near to me, to mimster unto 
me; and they shall stand before me to offer unto me the fat 

16 and the blood, saith the Lord Jehovah. They shall enter into 
my sanctuary, and they shall come near to my table, to 

17 minister unto me; and they shall keep my charge. And it 
shall come to pass, that when they enter in at the gates of the 
inner court, they shall be clothed with linen garments; and 
no wool shall come upon them, while they minister in the 

is gates of the mner court, and farther in. They-shall have 
linen tiaras upon their heads, and they shall have linen 
drawers upon their loins; they shall not gird themselves with 

19 any thing that causeth sweat. And when they go forth into 
the outer court, even into the outer court to the people, they 
shall put off their garments wherein they ministered, and lay 
them in the holychambers ; and they shall put on other gar- 
ments; that they may not sanctify the people with their gar- 

20 ments. They shall neither shave their heads, nor suffer their 

21 locks to grow long ; they shall only clip their heads. Neither 
shall any priest drink wine, when they enter into the mner 

22 court. Neither shall they take for their wives a widow, 
nor a woman that hath been divorced: but they shall take 
maidens of the seed of the house of Israel, or a widow that 

23 had a priest before. And they shall teach my people the 
difference between the holy and profane, and cause them to 

24 discern between the unclean and the clean. And in contro- 
versy they shall stand in judgment; they shall judge it ac- 
cording to my judgments: and they shall kcep my laws and 
my statutes im all mmme assembhes ; and they shall hallow my 

25 sabbaths. And they shall approach no dead person, to defile 
themselves: but for father, or for mother, or for son, or for 
daughter, for brother, or for sister that hath no husband, they 

26 may defile themselves. And after a priest is cleansed, they 

27 shall reckon wito him seven days. And in the day that he 
gocth into the sanctuary, into the inner court, to muster in 
the sanctuary, he shall offer his sin-offering, saith the Lord 

2s Jehovah. And it shall be unto them for an inheritanec: T 
am their inheritance: and ye shall give them no possession 
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in Israel: I am their possession. They shall eat the meal- 29 
offering, and the sin-offering, and the trespass-offering ; and 
every dedicated thing in he shall be theirs. And the first 30 
of all the firstfruits of all thing gs, and every oblation of all 
kinds of every sort of your oblations, shall be the priests’ : 

ye shall also give unto the pniest the first of your dough, 
that he may cause the blessing to rest in thine house. The 31 
priests shall not eat of any thing that hath died of itself, or 
hath been torn; whether it be fowl or beast. 


CHAP. XLY.—“ And when ye shall divide by lot the land 1 
for inheritance, ye shall offer an oblation unto Jehovah, a 
holy portion of the land: the length shall be the length of 
five and twenty thousand cubits, and the breadth shall be 
ten thousand, This shall be holy in all the borders thereof 
round about. Of this there shall be for the sanctuary five 2 
hundred tn length, by five hundred in breadth, square round 
about ; and fifty cubits round about for the surrounding space 
thereof. And of this measure shalt thou measure the length 
of five and twenty thousand, and the breadth of ten thou- 
sand: and in it shall be the sanctuary, the most holy place. 
The holy portion of the land shall be for the pnests, the 
ministers of the sanctuary, who shall come near to mimster 
unto Jehovah: and it shall be a place for their houses, and 
a holy place for the sanctuary. 

“ And the five and twenty thousand in length, and the ten 
thousand in breadth, shall be for the Levites, the ministers 
of the house, for a possession unto them of cities to dwell in. 

“And ye shall appoint the possession of the city, five thou- 
sand broad, and five and twenty thousand long, over against 
the oblation of the holy portion: it shall be tor the whole 
house of Israel. 

“And portions shall be for the prince on the one side and on 
the other side of the oblation of the holy portion, and of the 
possession of the city, betore the oblation of the holy portion, 
and before the possession of the city, from the west side west- 
ward, and from the east side eastward: and the length shall 
be over against each one of the portions, from the west border 
unto the east border. As for the land it shall be his posses- s 
sion in Israel: and my princes shall no more oppress my 
people ; and the rest of the land shall they give to the house 
of Israel according to thar tribes. Thus saith the Lord 9 
Jehovah ; let it suffice you, O princes of Israel! Remove 
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violence and spoil, and execute judgment and justice; take 
away your exactions from my people, saith the Lord Jehovah. 
10 = Ye shall have just balances, and a just ephah, and a just 
11. bath. The ephah and the bath shall be of one measure, that 
the bath may contain the tenth part of a homer, and the 
ephah the tenth part of a homer; the measure thereof shall 
12 be after the homer, And the shekel shall be twenty beans: 
twenty shekels, five and twenty shekels, fifteen shekels, shall 
be your maneh. 
13 © This is the heave-offering that ye shall offer; the sixth 
part of an ephah out of a homer of wheat, and the sixth 
14 part of an ephah out of a homer of barley. As for the ordi- 
nance concerning oil, the bath of oil, ye shall offer the tenth 
part of a bath out of the cor, which is a homer of ten baths ; 
15 for ten baths area homer. And of the flock, ye shall offer 
one lamb out of two hundred, out of the watered pastures of 
Israel, for the meal-offering, and for the burnt-offering, and for 
peace-offerings, to make reconciliation for them, saith the Lord 
16 Jchovah. All the people of the land shall give this oblation 
17 for the prinee in Israel. And it shall be the prince’s part to 
give burut-offerings, and meal-offerings, and drink-offerings, 
in the feasts, and in the new moons, and in the sabbaths, in 
all solemnities of the house of Israel: he shall prepare the 
sin-offering, and the meal-offering, and the burnt-offermg, and 
the peace-offerings, to make reconciliation for the house of 
Israel. 
is Thus saith the Lord Jehovah; In the first month, on the 
first day of the’month, thou shalt take a young bullock with- 
i9 out blemish, and cleanse the sanctuary: and the priest shall 
take of the blood of the sin-offering, and put it upon the posts 
of the house, and upon the four corners of the ledge of the 
altar, and upon the posts of the gate of theimner court. And 
20 so thou shalt do on the seventh day of the month for every 
one that erreth, and for him that is simple: so shall ye re- 
21 concile the house. In the first month, on the fourteenth day 
of the month, ye shall have the passover, a feast of seven 
22 days; unleavened bread shall be caten. And upon that day 
shall the prince sacrifice, for himself and for all the people of 
23 the land, a bullock for a sin-offermg. And seven days of the 
feast he shall saerifice a burnt-ofierme to Jchovah, seven bul- 
locks and seven rams without blemish, daily the seven days ; 
24 and a kid of the goats daily for a sin-offering. And he shall 
sacrifice a meal-offering of an ephah with a bullock, and an 
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ephah with a ram, and a hin of oil with each ephah. In the 25 
seventh month, on the fifteenth day of the month, shall he do 
the lke in the feast of the seven days, according to the sin- 
offermg, according to the burnt-offering, and according to 
the meal-offering, and according to the oil. 


CHAP. XLVI.—* Thus saith the Lord Jehovah ; The gate 1 
of the inner court that looketh towards the east shall be shut 
on the six working days; but on the sabbath'it shall be 
opened ; and on the day of the new moon it shall be opened. 
And the prince shall enter by the way of the porch of that 2 
gate without, and shall stand by the post of the gate; and 
the priest shall saerifice his burnt-offermg and his peace- 
offerings; and he shall worship at the threshold of the gate: 
then he shall go forth ; but the gate shall not be shut until 
the evening. Likewise the people of the land shall worship 3 
at the door of this gate before Jehovah on the sabbaths and 
the new moons. And the burnt-offering that the prince shall 4 
offer unto Jehovah on the sabbath-day shall be six lambs 
without blemish, and a ram without blemish. And the meal- 5 
offering shall be an ephah with a ram, and the meal-offering 
with the lambs as he shall be inclined to give, and a hin of 
oil to an ephah, And in the day of the new moon it shall 6 
be a young bullock without blemish, and six lambs, and a 
ram: they shall be without blemish. And he shall sacrifice 7 
a meal-offering, an ephah with a bullock, and an ephah witha 
ram ; and with the lambs according as he shall have at hand ; 
and a hin of oil to an ephah. And when the prince shall s 
enter, he shall go in by the way of the porch of that gate, 
and he shall go forth by the way thereof. 

“ But when the people of the land shall come before Jeho- 9 
vah in the solemn feasts, he that entereth in by the way of the 
north gate to worship, shall go out by the way of the south 
gate ; and he that entereth by way of the south gate shall go 
forth by the way of the north gate: he shall not return by 
the way of the gate whereby he came in, but shall go forth 
over against it. And the prince shall go in, in the midst of 10 
them, when they go in, and shall go forth, when they go forth. 
And in the feasts and in the solemnities, the meal-offering 11 
shall be an ephah with a bullock, and an ephah with a ram, 
and with the lambs as he is inclined to give; and a hin of 
oil to an ephah. Now when the prince shall sacrifice a vo- 12 
luntary burnt-offering, or peace-offerings voluntarily, unto 
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Jehovah, the gate that lookcth towards the east shall be opened 
for him ; and he shall sacrifice his burnt-offering and his peace- 
offerings, as he did on the sabbath-day : then he shall go forth; 
i3 and after his departure the gate shall be shut. Thou shalt 
daily offer a burnt-offermg unto Jehovah of a lamb of the 
first year without blemish : thou shalt sacrifice it every morn- 
1:ing. And thou shalt sacrifice a meal-offermg with it every 
morning, the sixth part of an ephah, and a third part of a hin 
of oil, to mingle with the fine flour; a meal-offermg, con- 

15 tinually, by a perpetual ordinance unto Jehovah, Thus shall 
they sacrifice the lamb and the meal-offering, and the oil, every 
mormng for a continual burnt-offering. 

i6 «6. Thus saith the Lord Jehovah; If the prince givea gift to 
any of his sons, the inheritance thereof shall belong to his 

17 sons ; it shall be their possession by inheritance. But if he 
sive a gift of Ins inheritance to one of his servants, then it 
shall be his till the year of hiberty ; afterwards it shall return 
to the prince: but his mheritanee given unto his sons shall 

is be theirs. Moreover the prince shall not take of the people’s 
inheritance by oppression, to thrust them out of their posses- 
sion; but he shall give inheritance to his sons out of his own 
possession ; that my people be not scattered every man from 
his possession.” 

19 And he brought me through the entry, which was at the 
side of the gate, into the holy chambers of the priests, which 
looked towards the north: and, behold, there was a place in 

20 the hinder part westward. Then said he unto me, “ This is 
the place where the priests shall boil the trespass-offering and 
the sin-offermg, where they shall bake the meal-offering ; 
that they bear them not out into the utter court, to sanctify 
the people.” 

21 And he brought me forth into the outer court, and caused 
me to pass by the four corners of the court ; and, behold, in 

22 every corner of the court there was a court. In the four 
corners of the court there were courts joined, of forty cubits 
long and thirty broad: these four corners were of one mea- 

23 sure. And there was a row of building round about in them, 
round about the four, and it was made with boiling places 

24 under the rows round about. And said he unto me, “ These 
are the places of them that boil, where the ministers of the 
house shall boil the sacrifice of the people.” 


1 =CHAP,. XLVIT.—And he brought me again unto the door 
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of the honse, and, behold, waters issued out from under the 
threshold of the house eastward ; for the front of the house 
stood towards the east : and the waters came down from be- 
neath, from the right side of the house, at the south side of 
the altar. Then he brought me out by the way of the gate 
northward, and Jed me about by the outer way, unto the outer 
cate of the way that looketh eastward; and, behold, there 
van out waters on the right side. And when the man who 3 
had the line in his hand went forth eastward, he measured a 
thousand cubits, and he brought me through the waters ; 
the waters were to the ancles. Again he measured a thou- 4 
sand, and brought me through the waters ; the waters were 
to the knees. Again he measured a thousand, and brought 
me through; the waters were to the loms. Afterwards he 5 
iwneasured a thousand; and it was a river that I could not 
pass over: for the waters were msen, waters to swim in, a 
river that could not be passed over. And he said unto me 6 
“Son of man, hast thou seen this??? Then he brought me, 
and caused me to return to the brink of the nver. Now 7 
when I had returned, behold, by the bank of the river were 
very many trees on the one side and on the other. Then s 
said he unto me, “ These waters issue out towards the east 
country, and go downinto the desert, and go into the Dead Sca: 
and when they are brought forth into the sea, the waters thereof 
shall be healed. And it shall come to pass, that every thing 9 
that liveth, which meoveth, whithersoever the rivers shall come, 
shall live: and there shall be a very great multitude of fish, 
beeause these waters shall come thither: for they shall be 
healed ; and evetything shall live whither the river cometh. 
And it shall come to pass, that the fishers shall stand beside it 
from En-gedi even unto Iin-eglaim; there shall be a spread- 
ing forth of nets; their fish shall be according to their kinds, 
as the fish of the Great Sea, exceeding many. But the miry 
places thereof and the pits thereof shall not be healed; they 
shall be appointed for salt. And by the river, upon the bank 
thereof, on this side and on that side, shall grow all trees for 
food, whose leaf shall not fade, neither shall the fruit | 
thereof be consumed: they shall bring forth new frit 
every month, because their waters issue out of the sanc- 
tuarv: and the fruit thereof shall be for food, and the 
leaf thereof for medicine. 
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«Thus saith the Lord Jehovah; This shall be the border, 13 
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whereby ye shall inhert the land, according to the twelve 
14 tribes of Israel: Joseph shall have two portions, And ye 
shall inherit it, every man alike ; concerning which I lifted 
15 up my hand to give it unto your fathers: and this land 
shall fall unto you for inheritance. And this shall be the 
border of the land towards the north side, from the Great 
i6 Sea, nigh unto Hethlon, as men go to Zedad; Hamath, 
Berothah, Sibraim, which is between the border of Da- 
mascus and the border of Hamath; Hazer-hatticon, which 
is by the border of Hauran. And the border from the sea 
shall be Hazar-enon, on the border of Damaseus, and the 
18 northern. Zaphon, and the border of Hamath. And _ this 
is the north side. And the east side ye shall measure 
from Hauran, and from Damascus, and fromeGilead, and 
from the land of Israel by Jordan, from the border unto the 
19 Eastern Sea. And this is the east side. And the south side 
southward, from Tamar even to the Waters of Menbah in 
Kadesh, to the river which runneth into the Great Sea. And 
20 this is the south side southward. The west side also shall be 
the Great Sea from the border, till a man come over against 
21 the way to Hamath. This is the west side. So shall ye 
divide this land unto you according to the tribes of Israel. 
22 And it shall eome to pass, that ye shall divide it by lot for 
an inheritance unto you, and to the strangers that sojourn 
among you, who shall beget ehildren among you: and they 
shall be unto you as born in the country among the eluldren 
of Israel; they shall have inheritance with you among the 
tmbes of Israel. And it shall come to pass, that in whatso- 
ever tribe the stranger sojourncth, there shall ye give him 
his inheritance, saith the Lord Jehovah. 
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CHAP. XLVILI.—And these are the names of the tribes. 
From the north end in the directian towards Hethion as 
one goeth to Hamath, [lazar-enan, on the border of Damascus 
northward, to the border of Hamath; from the castern side 
2even to the western, shall be his; Dan, one tribe. And by 

the border of Dan, from the east side unto the west side. 
3 Asher, one tribe, And by the border of Asher, from the cast 
4 side even unto the west side, Naphtali, one tribe. And by 

the border of Naphtali, from the east side unto the west 
5 side, Manasseh, one éribe. And by the border of Manasseh, 

from the cast side unto the west side, Ephraim, one fribe. 
6 And by the border of Ephraim, from the cast side even unto 
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the west side, Reuben, one trie. And by the border of Reu- 
ben, from the east side unto the west side, Judah, one fribe. 

And by the border of Judah, from the east side unto the 
west side, shall be the oblation which ye shall offer, of five 
and twenty thousand cudiés in breadth, and in length as one 
of the other parts, from the east side unto the west side: 
and the sanctuary shall be in the midst of it. The oblation 
that ye shall offer unto Jehovah shall be of five and twenty 
thousand in length, and of ten thousand in breadth. And 
unto them, even unto the priests, shall this holy oblation be- 
long; towards the north five and twenty thousand in length, 
and towards the west ten thousand in breadth, and towards 
the east ten thousand in breadth, and towards the south five 
and twenty thousand in length: and the sanctuary of Jeho- 
vah shall be m the midst thereof. It shall be for the priests 
that are sanctified, of the sons of Zadok, who have kept my 
charge; who went not astray when the children of Israel 
went astray, as the Levites went astray. And this oblation of 
the land that is offered, shall be unto them a thing most holy, 
by the border of the Levites. And over agaist the border 
of the priests, the Levites shall have five and twenty thou- 
sand m Jength, and ten thousand in breadth: all the length 
shall be five and twenty thousand, and the breadth ten thou- 
sand, And they shall not sell any of it, neither shall they 
exchange, or alienate the first-fruits of the land: for it is 
holy unto Jehovah. 

And the five thousand that are left in the breadth over 
against the five and twenty thousand, shall be cominon land, 
for the city, for habitations, and for pasture lands: and the 
city shall be in the midst thereof. And these shall be the 
measures thercof; the north side four thousand and five 
hundred, and the south side four thousand and five hundred, 
and on the east side four thousand and five hundred, and the 
west side four thousand and five hundred. And the pasture. 
lands of the city shall be towards the north two hundred and 
fifty, and towards the south two hundred and fifty, and to- 
wards the east two hundred and fifty, and towards the west 
two hundred and fifty. 

And the residue m length over against the oblation of the 
holy portion shall be ten thousand eastward, and ten thou- 
sand westward: and it shall be over agamst the oblation of 
the holy portion; and the produce thereof shall be for food 
unto them that serve the city. And they that serve the city 
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20 shall serve it out of all the tribes of Israel. All the oblation 
shall be five and twenty thousand by five and twenty thou- 
sand: ye shall offer the holy oblation four-square, with the 
possession of the city. 

21 And the residue shall be for the prinee, on the one sidc 
and on the other of the holy oblation, and of the possession 
of the city over against the five and twenty thousand of the 
oblation towards the east border, and westward over against 
the five and twenty thousand towards the west border, over 
against the portions for the prince: and it shall be the holy 
oblation; and the sanctuary of the house shall be in the 

22 midst thereof. Moreover from the possession of the Levites, 
and from the possession of the city, bemg im the midst of 
that which is the prince’s, between the border of Judah and 
the border of Benjamim, shall be for the prince. 

23 As for the rest of the tribes, from the east side unto the 

24 west side, Benjamin one ¢ribe. And by the border of Ben- 
jamin, from the east side unto the west side, Simeon one 

25 tribe. And by the border of Simeon, from the cast side unto 

26 the west side, Issachar one tribe. And by the border of Is- 
sachar, from the east side unto the west side, Zebulun one 

27 tribe. And by the border of Zebulun, from the cast side 

2g unto the west side, Gad one tribe. And by the border of 
Gad, at the south side southward, the border shall be even 
from Tamar unto the Waters of Mcribah in Kadesh, and to 

29 the river towards the Great Sca. This is the land which ye 
shall divide by lot unto the tribes of Israel for inheritance, 
and these are their portions, saith the Lord Jehovah. 

30 And these are the roads leading from the city on the north 

31 side; four thousand and five hundred measures. And the 
gates of the city shall be after the names of the tribes of 
Israel]: three gates northward ; one gate of Reuben, one erate 

32 of Judah, one gate of Levi. And on the east side four thou- 
sand and five hundred: and three gates; one gate of Jo- 

33 seph, one gate of Benjamin, one gate of Dan. And on the 
south side four thousand and five hundred measures: and 
three gates ; one gate of Simeon, one gate of Issachar, onc 

34 gate of Zebulun. On the west side four thousand and five 
hundred, with their three gates; one gate of Gad, one gate 

35 of Asher, one gate of Naphtali. Its whole circuit shall be 
eighteen thousand measures; and the name of the city from 
that day shall be, Jehovah-shammah [Jenova Is THERE]. 
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CHAP. I.—In the third year of the reign of Jehoiakim, 1 
king of Jndah, came Nebuchadnezzar king of Babylon unto 
Jerusalem, and besieged it. And the Lord gave Jehoiakim, 2 
king of Judah, into his hand, with part of the vessels of the 
house of God: and he earried them into the land of Shinar, 
to the house of his god; and he brought the vessels into the 
treasure-house of his god. 

And the king commanded Ashpenaz the master of his 3 
eunuchs, that he should bring certain of the children of 
Israel, and of the king’s secd, and of the princes ; youths in 4 
whom was no blemish, and who were well-favoured, and 
skilful in all wisdom, and learned in knowledge, and under- 
standing science, and endowed with ability to stand in the 
king’s palace, and to learn the writing and the language of 
the Chaldeans. And the king appointed that they should 5 
receive a daily provision of the king’s viands and of the wine 
which he drank: and that they should be nourished for three 
years, that at the end thercof they might stand before the 
king. And among these were of the children of Judah, 6 
Daniel, Hananiah, Mishacl, and Azariah. And the prince of 7 
the eunnchs gave them names: for he gave unto Daniel the 
name of Belteshazzar ; and to Hananiah, of Shadrach ; and to 
Mishael, of Meshach; and to Azariah, of Abed-nego. 

But Danicl purposed in his heart that he would not defile s 
himself with the portion of the king’s viands, nor with the 
wine which he drank : therefore he requested of the chief of 
the eunuchs that he might not defile himsclf. And God gave 9 
unto Daniel grace and favour with the chief of the eunuchs. 
And the chief of the eunuehs said unto Daniel, “1 fear my 10 
lord the king, who hath appointed your food and your drink: 
why then should he see your faces more sad than those of the 
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youths of your own age? and why should ye endanger my 
11 head to the king?” Then said Daniel to the steward whom 
the prince of the eunuchs had set over Damel, Hanamiah, 
12 Mishael, and Azariah, ‘“ Try thy servants, I beseech thee, ten 
days; and let them give us pulse to cat, and water to drink. 
13 Then let our countenances be looked upon before thee, and the 
eountenances of the youths who cat of the portion of the kmg’s 
14 viands: and as thou seest, deal with thy servants.’ So he 
consented to them in this matter, and tmed them ten days. 
15 And at the end of ten days their eountenances appeared fairer 
and fatter in flesh than ¢hose of all the youths who did eat 
i6 the portion of the king’s viands. Then the steward took 
away their portion of the viands, and the wine they should 
have drunk ; and gave them pulse. 
17. As for these four children, God gave them knowledge and 
skill in all learning and wisdom: and Daniel had under- 
is standing in all visions and dreams. And at the end of the 
days which the king had appointed for bringing them 1n, the 
chief of the eunuchs brought them in before Nebuchadnezzar. 
19 And the king conversed with them ; and among them all was 
found none hike Daniel, Hananiah, Mishael, and Azariah: 
20 therefore they stood before the king. And in all matters of 
wisdom and understanding, that the king inquired of them, 
he found them ten times better than all the magicians and 
21 soothsayers that were in all his realm. And Danicl con- 
tinued even unto the first year of king Cyrus. 


1 CHAP. If.—And in the second year of the reign of Nebu- 
chadnezzar, Nebuchadnezzar dreamed dreams ; and his spirit 
2 was troubled, and his sleep departed from Inm. And the king 
commanded to call the magicians, and the soothsayers, and the 
enchanters, and the Chaldeans, to shew unto the king his 
3 dreams. And they came and stood before the king. And 
the king said unto them, “1 have dreamed a dream, and my 
4 spint is troubled to know the dream.” Then spake the Chal- 
deans to the king in Aramean, ‘O king, live for ever! tell the 
5 dream unto thy servants, and we will shew the interpretation.” 
The king answered and said to the Chaldeans, “ The thing ts 
gone from me. If ye will notmake known unto me the dream, 
and the interpretation thercof, ye shall be ent in pieces, 
6 and your houses shall be-made a dunghill. But if ye shew 
the dream, and the interpretation thereof, ye shall reccive of 
me gifts and rewards and great honour. ‘Therefore shew me 
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the dream, and the interpretation thercof.’ They answered 7 
again and said, “Let the king tell his servants the dream, and 
we will shew the interpretation of it.’ The king answered s 
and said, “I know of a certainty that ye seek to gain time, 
because ye sec that the thing is gone from me. If ye will not 9 
make known to me the dream, this 1s your only purpose: 
and ye have prepared lying and corrupt words to speak before 
me, till the time be changed: therefore tell me the dream; 
and I shall know that ye can shew me the interpretation 
thereof.” The Chaldeans answered before the king, and 
said, “There is not a man upon earth that can shew that 
which the king demandeth : therefore no king, however great 
or powerful, hath asked such a thing of any magician, or 
soothsayer, or Chaldean. And the thing that the king re- n 
quireth is hard; and there 1s none other that can shew it 
hefore the king, except the gods, whose dwelling is not with 
flesh.”’ 

For this cause the king was angry and very furious, and 12 
commanded to destroy all the wise men of Babylon. And the 13 
deerce went forth that the wise men should be slain; and 
they sought Daniel and his companions that they might be 
slain. 

Then Daniel answered, with prudence and wisdom, to Arioch 14 
the captain of the king’s guard, who had been sent forth to 
slay the wise men of Babylon, he answered and said to Arioch 15 
the king’s captain, “Why is the decree so hasty from the 
king?” Then Anoch made the thing known to Daniel. 
And Danicl went in, and desired of the king that he would 16 
eive him time, and he would shew the king the interpretation. 
‘Then Daniel went to his house, and made the thing known 17 
to Hananiao, Mishael, and Azaniah, his companions: that they 18 
night inplore the mercies of the God of Ifeaven concerning 
this secret; that Danicl and his fellows might not perish 
vith the rest of the wise men of Babylon. 

Then was the sceret revealed nnto Daniclin a mght vision. 19 
Then Daniel blessed the God of Heaven. Daniel answered 20 
and said, “ Blessed be the name of God for ever and ever: 
for wisdom and might are his: and he changcth the times a1 
and the seasons: he removeth kings, and setteth up kings: 
he giveth wisdom unto the wise,and knowledge to them that 
know understanding: he revealeth the deep and scerct things : 22 
he knoweth what is in the darkness, and the light dwelleth 
with him. 1 thank thee, and praise thee, O thou God of my 23 
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fathers, who hast given me wisdom and might, and hast made 
known unto me now what we desired of thee: for thou hast 
made known unto us that which the king demandeth.” 
Therefore Daniel went in unto Arioch, whom the king had 
appointed to destroy the wise men of Babylon : : he went and 
said thus unto him; ‘‘ Destroy not the wise men of Babylon: 
bring ine in before the king, and I will shew unto the king 
a5 the interpretation.” Then Arioch brought in Daniel before 
the king in haste, and said thus unto lay ‘TT have found a 
manvof the captives of Judah, who will make known unto 
the king the interpretation.’ The king answered and said 
unto Daniel, whose name was Belteshazzar, ‘‘ Art thou able 
to make known unto me the*dream which I have seen, and 
27 the interpretation thereof?” Dantel answered in the pre- 
sence of the king, and said, “The wise men, the soothsayers, 
the magicians, the astrologers, have not been able to shew 
unto the king the secret ‘which. the king hath demanded : 
2s but there is a God in heaven who revealeth secrets; and he 
maketh known to kmg Nebuchadnezzar what shall be in the 
latter days. Thy dream, and the visions of thy head upon 
thy bed, were these. As for thee, O king, thy thoughts 
came into thy mind upon thy bed, concerning what should 
come to pass hereafter: and he that revealeth seerets maketh 
30 known to thee what shall come to pass. But as for me, this 
seerct is not revealed to me for aay wisdom that I have more 
than any living, but for the sake of them who shall make 
known the interpretation to the king, that thou mightest 
know the thoughts of thine heart. 
31 “Thou, O king e, sawest, and behold, a great image. This 
ereat image, whose brightness was extraordinary, yy be- 
32 fore thee; and the appearance thereof was terrible. The 
head of this image was of fine gold, its breast and tts arms 
33 of silver, its belly and its thighs of brass, its legs of iron, 
34.its fect, part of iron and part of clay. Thon sawest till 
a stone was cut ont without hands, which smote the image 
upon its feet which were of iron and clay, and broke thei to 
pieces. hen were the iron, the elay, the brass, the silver, 
and the gold, broken to picces torether, and became hike the 
chaff of the summer thres shing-floors ; iid the wind earried 
them away, that no place was found for them: and the stone 
which smote the image Jecainc a great mountain, and filled 
36 the whole carth. ‘This is the dream ; and we will tell the 
iterpretation thereof before the king. 
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« Thou, O king, art a king of kings: for the God of Heaven 37 
hath given thee a linedom, power, mand strength, and glory. 
And wheresoever dwell the ehildren of men, the beasts of the 3s 
ficld, and the fowls of the heaven, he hath given all into thy 
hand, and hath made thee ruler over them all. Thou art this 
head of gold. And after thee shall arise another kingdom 39 
inferior to thee; and a third kingdom of brass, which “shall 
bear rule over all the earth. And a fourth kingdom shall be 40 
strong as iron: even as iron which breaketh in pieces and 
subducth all things: and as iron that breaketh all things, it 
shall break in pieces, and bruise. And whereas thou sawest 41 
the feet and tocs, part of potters’ clay, and part of iron, the 
kingdom shall be divided; but there shall be in it some of 
the ‘strength of the iron, forasmuch as thou sawest the iron 
mixed with miry clay. ‘And as the toes of the feet were part 42 
of iron and part of clay, so the kingdom shall be partly 
strong, and partly broken. And whereas thou sawest iron 43 
mixed with miry elay, they shall be united by intermar- 
riage: but they shall not cleave one to another, even as iron 
is not mixed with clay. And in the days of these kings 44 
shall the God of Heaven set up a kingdom, which shall never 
be destroyed : and that kingdom shall not be left to other 
people, but it shall break in pieees and consume all these 
kingdoms, and it shall stand for ever. Forasmuch as thou 45 
sawest that the stone was cut out of the mountain without 
hands, and that it broke in pieces the iron, the brass, the 
clay, the silver, and the gold; the Great God hath made 
known to the king what shall eome to pass hereafter: and 
the dream ts certain, and the interpretation thereof sure.” 

Then the king Nebuchaduezzar fell upon his face, and 46 
worshipped Daniel, and commanded that they should offer 
an oblation and sweet odours unto lim. The king an- 47 
swered unto Daniel and said, “ Of a truth your God is a God 
of gods, and a Lord of kings, and a revealer of secrets ; sce- 
ing thou hast been able to reveal this sceret.”” Then the 4s 
king made Daniel a great iman, aud gave lim many great 
eifts, and made him ruler over the whole province of Baby- 
lon, and chief of the governors over all the wise men of 
Babylon. Then Daniel requested of the king, and he set 49 
Shadrach, Meshach, and Abed-nego, over the affairs of the 
provinec of Babylon; but Danicl saé in the gate of the king. 


CHAP. I1I.—Nebuchadnezzar the king made an image 1 
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of gold: the height thereof was threescore cubits, and the 
breadth thereof six eubits ; he set 1t up in the plain of Dura, 
in the province of Babylon. Then Nebuchadnezzar the king 
sent to gather together the satraps, the heutenants, and the 
prefects, the chief: judges, the treasurers, the counsellors, the 
doctors of the law, and all the rulers of the provinces, to 
come to the dedication of the image which Nebuchadnezzar 
the king had set up. Then the satraps, the heutenants, and 
prefects, the clief-judges, the treasurers, the counsellors, the 
doctors of the law, and all the rulers of the provinces, were 
gathered together unto the dedication of the image which 
Nebuchadnezzar the king had set up; and they stood before 
the image which Nebuchadnezzar had set up. And the 
herald cried aloud, ‘‘To you it is commanded, O people, 
nations, and languages, that at what time ye hear the sound 
of the horn, the pipe, the harp, the sackbut, the psaltery, 
the double bag-pipe, and all kinds of music, ye fall down and 
worship the golden image which Nebuchadnezzar the king 
hath set up: and whoso falleth not down and worshippeth, 
shall, that very hour, be cast into the midst of a burnmg 
fiery furnace’ Therefore at the time when all the people 
heard the sound of the horn, the pipe, the harp, the sackbut, 
the psaltery, and all kinds of music, all the people, the 
nations, and the languages, fell down and worshipped the 
golden image which Nebuchadnezzar the king had set up. 

Whereupon, at that time certain Chaldeans came near, and 
accused the Jews. They spoke and said to the kmg Nebu- 
chadnezzar, ‘‘O king, live for ever! Thou, O king, didst make 
a decree, that every man that should hear the sound of the 
horn, the pipe, the harp, the sackbut, the psaltery, and the 
double bag-pipe, and all kinds of music, should fall down 
and worship the golden image: and w hoso should not fall 
down and worship, should be cast imto the midst of a 
burning fiery furnace. There are certam Jews whom thou 
hast sct over the affairs of the province of Babylon, Shad- 
rach, Meshach, and Abed-nego; these men, O king, have 
not regarded thee: they serve not thy gods, nor worship the 
golden image which thou hast set up.” 

Then Nebuehadnezzar in rage and fury commanded to brmg 
Shadrach, Meshach, and Abed-nego. Then they brought 
these men before the king. Nebuchadnezzar spoke and said 
unto them, “Is it on purpose, O Shadrach, Meshach, and 
Abed-nego, that ye do not serve my sods, nor worship 
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the golden image which I have set up? Now if ye be ready 15 
at the time when ye hear the sound of the horn, the pipe, 
the harp, the sackbut, the psaltery, and double bag-pipe, and 
all kinds of music, to fall down and worship the image 
whieh I have made, if 7s well: but if ye do not worship, ye 
shall be cast that very hour into the midst of a burning fiery 
furnace; and who is that God that shall deliver you out of 
my hands ??’ Shadrach, Meshach, and Abed-nego, answered 16 
and said to the king, “O Nebuchadnezzar, we have no need 
to answer thee in this matter. If our God, whom we serve, 17 
is able to deliver us from the burning fiery furnace, he also 
will deliver us out of thy hand, O king. But if not, be it 18 
known unto thee, O king, that we will not serve thy gods, 
nor worship the golden image which thou hast set up.” 

Then was Nebuchadnezzar full of fury, and the form of 19 
his visage was changed against Shadrach, Meshach, and 
Abed-nego: he spoke, and commanded that they should 
heat the furnace seven times hotter than it was wont to be 
heated. And he commanded the mightiest men that were in 20 
his army to bind Shadrach, Meshach, and Abed-nego, and to 
cast them into the burning fiery furnace. Then these men were 21 
bound in their trousers, their tunics, and their cloaks, and 
their other garments, and were cast into the midst of the 
burning fiery furnace. Whereupon beeause the king’s com- 22 
mandment was urgent, and the furnace exceeding hot, the 
flame of the fire slew those men who had taken up Shadrach, 
Meshach, and Abed-nego. And these three men, Shadrach, 23 
Meshach, and Abed-nego, fell down bound into the midst of 
the burning fiery furnace. Then Nebuchadnezzar the king 24 
was astonished, and rose up in haste, and said unto his 
counsellors, “ Did not we cast three men bound into the 
midst of the fire?’ They answered and said unto the king, 
“True, O king.” He answered and said, “Lo, I sce four 25 
men loose, walking in the midst of the fire, and they have no 
hurt; and the form of the fourth is hke a son of God.” 

Then Nebuchadnezzar came near to the mouth of the 26 
burning fiery furnace, and spoke, and said, ‘ Shadrach, 
Meshach, and Abed-nego, ye servants of the Most High God, 
come forth, and come hither”? ‘Then Shadrach, Mcshach, 
and Abcd-nego, came forth of the midst of the fire. And 27 
the satraps, the licutenants, and the prefects, and the king’s 
counscllors, being assembled, saw these men, that the fire 
had had no power upon their bodies, nor was a hair of their 
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head singed, neither were their trousers changed, nor had 


2s the smell of fire passed upon them. Then Nebuchadnezzar 
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spoke, and said, ‘‘ Blessed be the God of Shadrach, Me- 
shach, and Abed-nego, who hath sent his angel, and delivered 
his servants who trusted in him, and who infringed the 
king’s command, and yielded their bodies, that they might 
not serve nor worship any _god, except their own God. 
Therefore | make a decree, that every people, nation, and 
language, that shall speak any thing amiss against the God 
of Shadrach, Meshach, and Abed-nego, shall be cut in pieces, 
and their houses shall be made a dunglill: because there is 
no other God that can deliver after this sort.’ Then the 
kang promoted Shadrach, Meshach, and Abed-nego, in the 
province of Babylon. 

CHAP. IV.—* Nebuchadnezzar the king, unto all people, 
nations, and languages, that dwell in all the earth; Peace 
be multiphed unto you. I thought it good to show the signs 
and wonders whieh the Most High God.hath wrought to- 
wards me. How great are his signs! and how mighty are 
his wonders! his kingdom is an everlasting kingdom, and 
his dominion is from ecneration to eeneration. 

Gia Nepuchadneatr. was at case in my house, and flourish- 
ing In my palace: I saw a dream which made me afraid, 
aud the thoughts upon my bed and the visions of my head 
troubled me. Therefore made Ia deerce to bring all the 
wise men of Babylon before me, that they might make known 
unto me the interpretation of the dream. Then came in the 
Inagicians, the soothsayers, the Chaldeans, and the astrolo- 
gers: and I told the dream before thein; but they did not 
make known unto me the interpretation thereof. But at the 
last Daniel came in before me, whose name was Belteshazzar, 
according to the name of my ¢ ‘cod, and in whom is the spirit 
of the holy g gods: and before him I told the dream, saying, 


9 O melisehad air master of the magicians, Mem I know 


that the spirit of the holy gods is m thee, and no sceret 
troubleth thee, tell me the visions of my cen which I have 
seen, and the interpretation thereof. ‘Thus were the visions 
of my head upon my bed; I saw, and behold a tree in the 
midst of the earth, and the height thereof was great. The 
tree grew, and was strong, and the height thereof reached 
unto heaven, and it might be seen to the end of all the earth : 


the leaves thereof were fair, and the fruit thereof abundant, 
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and in it was food for all: the beasts of the field found 
shadow under it, and the fowls of the heaven dwelt in tbe 
boughs thereof, and all flesh was fed from it. I saw in the 
visions of my head upon my bed, and, behold, a watcher, 
even a holy one, came down from heaven. He cried 
aloud, and said thus, ‘ New down the tree, and cut off its 
branches, shake off its leaves, and scatter its fruit: let the 
beasts depart from under it, and the birds from its branches: 
nevertheless leave the stump of its roots in the earth, even 
with a band of iron and brass, in the tender grass of the field. 
And let him be wet with the dew of heaven, and let his 
portion be with the beasts in the grass of the earth: let his 
heart be changed from that of a man, and let the heart of a 
beast be given unto him; and Ict seven times pass over him. 
This matter 1s by the decree of the watchers, and the sen- 
tence by the word of the holy ores: to the intent that the 
hving may acknowledge that the Most High ruleth in the 
kingdom of men, and giveth it to whomsoever he will, and 
setteth up over it the basest of men.’ This dream I, king 
Nebuchadnezzar, have seen. Now thou, O Belteshazzar, de- 
clare the interpretation thercof, forasmuch as all the wise 
men of my kingdom are not able to make known uuto me 
the interpretation: but thou art able; for the spirit of the 
holy gods is in thee.” 

Then Daniel, whose name was Belteshazzar, was astonished 
for one hour, and his thoughts troubled him. The king spoke, 
and said, “ Belteshazzar, let not the dream, or the interpre- 
tation thereof, trouble thee.’ Belteshazzar answered and 
said, “ My lord, the dream be unto them that hate thee, and 
the interpretation thereof unto thine enemies. ‘The tree 
which thou sawest, which grew, and was strong, whose height 
reached unto the heaven, and whieh could be seen by all the 
earth; whose leaves were fair, and the fruit thereof abun- 
dant, and in which was food for all; under which the beasts 
of the field dwelt, and upon whose branches the birds of the 
heaven had their habitation: it is thou, O king, who art 
grown and become strong: for thy ercatness is g erown, and 
reaclems unto heaven, and thy ilonparon to the fl of the 

earth, And whereas the king saw a watcher, even a 
holy one, coming down from heaven and saying, ‘ Hew the 
tree down, and destroy it ; yet leave the stump of the roots 
thereof in the earth, even with a band of iron and brass, in 
the tender grass of the ficld; and let him be wet with the 
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dew of heaven, and let his portion be with the beasts of 
the field, till seven times pass over him ;’ this is the inter- 
pretation, O king, and this is the decree of the Most High, 
which is come upon my lord the king: that they shall drive 
thee from among men, and thy dwelling shall be with the 
beasts of the field; and they shall make thee to eat grass as 
oxen, and they shall wet thee with the dew of heaven; and 
seven times shall pass over thee, till thou know that the Most 
High ruleth i the kingdom of men, and giveth it to whom- 
soever he will. And whereas the command was to leave the 
stump of the roots of the tree; thy kingdom shall be sure 
unto thee, after thou shalt have acknowledged that the hea- 
vens do rule. Wherefore, O king, let my counsel be accept- 
able unto thee, and break off thy sins by righteousness, and 
thine iniquities by shewing mercy to the poor; if it may be 
the means of lengthening thy tranquility.” 

All this came upon the king Nebuchadnezzar. At the end 
of twelve months he was walking in the palace of the king- 
dom of Babylon. The king spake, and said, “Is not this 
the great Babylon, which [ have built for the house of the 
kingdom, by the might of my power, and for the honour of 
my majesty?” While the word was in the king’s mouth, 
there fell a voice from heaven, saying, “O king Nebuchad- 
nezzar! to thee it is spoken; the kingdom is departed from 
thee. And they shall drive thee from men, and thy dwelling 
shall be with the beasts of the field: they shall make thee 
to eat grass as oxen, and seven times shall pass over thee, 
until thou acknowledge that the Most High ruleth in the 
kingdom of men, and giveth it to whomsoever he will.” 
The same hour was the thing fulfilled upon Nebuchad- 


nezzar: and he was dmven from among men, and did eat 
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erass as oxen, and his body was wet with the dew of heaven, 
till his hairs were grown like eagles’ feathers, and his nails 
hike birds’ claws. “ And at the end of the days I, Nebuchad- 
nezzay, lifted up mine eyes unto heaven, and imine under- 
standing returned unto me, and I blessed the Most High, 
and I praised and honoured him who liveth for ever, whose 
dominion is an everlasting dominion, and whose kingdom is 


5 from generation to generation: and before whom all the in- 


habitants of the earth are reputed as nothing : and who doeth 
according to his will in the army of heaven, and among the 
inhabitants of the earth: and none can stay his hand, or say 
unto him, What doest thou? At the same time my reason 
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returned unto me; and for the glory of my kingdom, mine 
honour and brightness returned unto me; and my counsel- 
lors and my lords resorted unto me; and I was established 
in my,kingdom, and excellent majesty was added unto me. 
Now I, Nebuchadnezzar, praise and extol and honour the 
King of Heaven, all whose works are truth, and whose ways 
are judgment: and who is able to abase them that walk in 


pride.” 


CHAP. V.—Belshazzar the king made a great feast to a 
thousand of his lords, and drank wine before the thousand. 
Belshazzar, whilst they tasted the wine, commanded to bring 
the golden and silver vessels which his father, Nebuchadnezzar, 
had taken out of the temple which was in Jerusalem ; that 
the king and his princes, his wives and his concubines, might 
drink therein. Then they brought the golden vessels which 
were taken out of the temple of the house of God which was 
at Jerusalem ; and the king and his princes, his wives and 
his concubines, drank in them. They drank wine, and praised 
the gods of gold, and of silver, of brass, of iron, of wood, 
and of stone. 

In the same hour came forth the fingers of a man’s hand, 
and wrote over against the lamp-stand, upon the plaister of 
the wall of the king’s palace: and the king saw the part of 
the hand that wrote. Then the king’s countenance was 
changed, and his thoughts troubled him, and the joints of 
his loins were loosed, and his knees smote one against an- 
other. The king eried aloud to bring in the soothsayers, the 
Chaldeans, and the astrologers. The king spoke, and said 
to the wise men of Babylon, “ Whosoever shall read this 
writing, and shew me the interpretation thereof, shall be 
clothed with scarlet, and have a chain of gold about his 
neck, and shall be the third ruler in the kingdom.” Then 
came in all the king’s wise men: but they could not read 
the writing, nor make known to the king the interpretation 
thereof. Then was king Belshazzar greatly troubled, and 
his countenanee was changed in him, and his lords were asto- 
nished. 

The queen, on account of the words of the king and 
his lords, came into the banquet house: the queen spoke 
and said, “O king, live for ever! Jet not thy thoughts tron- 
ble thee, nor let thy countenance be changed: there is a 
man in thy kingdom, in whom is the spirit of the holy gods ; 
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and in the days of thy father, light and understanding and 
wisdom, like the wisdom of the gods, was found in him ; and 
king Nebuchadnezzar, thy father, made him master of the 
12 soothsayers, magicians, Chaldeans, and astrologers, forasmuech 
as an exeellent spirit, and knowledge, and understanding, the 
power of mterpreting dreams, and shewing hard sentences, 
and resolving doubts, were found in the same Daniel, whom 
the king named Belteshazzar: now, let Daniel be ealled, and 
13 he will shew the interpretation.” Then was Danicl brought 
in before the king. The king spoke and said unto Daniel, 
“Art thou that Daniel, of the ehildren of the captivity of 
Judah, whom the king my father brought ont of Judea? 
14 or J have heard of thee, that the spint of the gods is in 
thee, and that hght and understanding and excellent wisdom 
15 is found in thee. And now the wise men, the soothsayers, 
have been brought in before me, that they might read this 
writing, and make known unto me the interpretation thereof : 
but they eould not shew the interpretation of the thing: 
i6 and I have heard of thce, that thou canst give interpreta- 
tions and resolve doubts. Now if thou canst read the 
writing, and make known to me the interpretation thereof, 
thou shalt be clothed in searlet, and have a chain of gold 
about thy neek, and shalt be the third ruler in the kingdom.” 
17, Then Daniel answered and said before the king, “ Let thy 
eifts be to thyself, and give thy rewards to another; yet [ 
will read the writing unto the king, and make known to him 
18 the interpretation. O thou king! the Most High God gave 
wito Nebuchadnezzar, thy father, a kmgdom, and majesty, 
i9 and glory, and honour : and for the majesty which he gave un- 
to him, all people, nations, and languages, trembled and feared 
before him: whom he would he slew; and whom he would 
he kept alive; and whom he would he set up; and whom he 
20 would he put down. But when his heart was lifted up, and 
his mind hardened in pride, he was deposed from his kingly 
21 throne, and his glory was taken from him: and he was driven 
from among the sons of men, and his heart was made like 
the beasts, and his dwelling was with the wild asses: he was 
fed with grass like oxen, and his body was wet with the dew 
of heaven ; till he acknowledged that the Most High God 
ruleth in the kingdom of men, and that he appointeth over 
22 1t whomsoever le will. And thou, his son, O Belshazzar, 
hast not humbled thy heart, though thou knewest all this ; 
23 but hast lifted up thyself against the Lord of Heaven; and 
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they have brought the vessels of his house before thee ; and 
thou, and thy lords, thy wives, and thy concubmes, have 
drunk wine in them ; and thou hast praised the gods of silver 
and gold, of brass, iron, wood, and stone; which see not, nor 
hear, nor know: and the God in whose hand thy breath 1s, 
and whose are all thy ways, thou hast not glorified: there- 24 
fore hath the hand been sent from him, and this writing 
hath been written. And this is the writing that hath been 
written; $ene, Wekel, AWeres [Numperep, WeIGHED, 25 
Divipep.| ‘This is the interpretation of the thing: Num- 26 
BERED; God hath numbered thy kingdom, and finished it. 
WEIGHED ; thou art weighed in the balances, and art found 27 
wanting, Diviprep; thy kingdom is divided, and given to 2s 
the Medes and Persians.” Then Belshazzar commanded, and 29 
they clothed Daniel with scarlet, and put a chain of gold 
about his neck, and made proclamation concerning him, that 
he should be the third ruler in the kingdom. 

In that night was Belshazzar the king of the Chaldeans 30 
slain. And Darius the Mede took the kingdom, being about 31 
three-score and two years old. 


CHAP. VI.—It pleased Darius to sct over the kingdom a1 
hundred and twenty satraps who should be over the whole 
kingdom ; and over these three presidents ; of whom Daniel 2 
was the first: that the satraps might give accounts unto them, 
and the king should have no damage. Now this Daniel was 3 
preferred above the presidents and satraps, becanse an ex- 
eellent spirit was in him; and the king thought to set him 
over the whole realm. 

Then the presidents and satraps sought to find occasion 4 
against Daniel concerning the kingdom ; “but they could find 
no oceasion nor fault ; forasmuch as he was faithful, neither 
was there any error or fault found in him. Then said these s 
men, “ \We shall not find any occasion against this Daniel, 
except we find it against him eoncerning the law of his God,’ 
Then these presidents and satraps assembled togcther to re 6 
king, and said thus unto him, “ King Darius, live for ever! 
All the presidents of the kinedom, the liewtenants and the 7 
satraps, the counsellors and the ‘prefects, have consulted 
together to establish a royal statute, and to make a firm 
dceree, that whosoever shall ask a petition of any god or man 
for thirty days, save of thee, O king, he shall be cast into the 
den of lions. Now, O king, establish the dceree, and sign s 
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the writing, that it be not changed, according to the law of 

9 the Medes and Persians, which altereth not.” Wherefore 
king Darius signed the writing and the decree. 

10 Now when Daniel knew that the writing was signed, he 
went into his house; (and he had opened windows in his 
chamber towards Jerusalem ;) and he kneeled upon his knees 
three times a day, and prayed and gave thanks before his God, 

nas he did aforetime. ‘Then these men assembled, and found 

12 Daniel praying and making supplication before his God.- Then 
they came near, and spoke before the king concerning the 
king’s decree ; “ Hast thou not signed a decree, that every 
man that shall ask a@ petition of any god or man within thirty 
days, save of thee, O king, shall be cast into the den of 
hions ?”? The king answered and said, “ The thing is true, 
according to the law of the Medes and Persians, which altercth 

13 not.” Then answered they and said before the king, “That 
Daniel, who is of the children of the captivity of Judah, re- 
gardeth not thee, O king, nor the decree which thou hast 

14 signed, but maketh his petition three times a day.” Then 
the king, when he heard these words, was sore displeased 
with himself, and set his heart on Daniel to deliver him: 
and he laboured till the goimg down of the sun to deliver 

15 him. Then these men assembled unto the king, and said 
unto the king, “ Know, O king, that the law of the Medes 
and Persians is, That no decree nor statute which the king 

16 hath established may be changed.” Then the king com- 
manded, and they brought Daniel, and cast him into the den 
of lions. The king spake and’ said unto Danicl, “Thy 
God whom thou servest continually, he will deliver thee.” 

17 And a stone was brought, and laid upon the mouth of the 
den; and the king sealed it with his own signet, and with 
the signet of hislords ; that nothing might be changed with 
regard to Daniel. 

18 ‘Then the king went to his palace, and passed the night 
fasting : and suffered not any concubines to be brought to 

19 him: and his sleep went from him. Then the king arose 
very carly in the morning, and went in haste unto the den of 

20 lions. And when he came to the den, he cried with a sorrow- 
ful voice unto Danicl. The king spake and said unto Daniel, 
“O Damiel, scrvant of the living God, is thy God, whom thou 

21 servest continually, able to deliver thee from the lions ?” Then 

22 said Daniel unto the king, “O king, live forever! My God 
hath sent his angel,and hath shut the mouths of the lions, 
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that they have not hurt me: forasmuch as before him inno- 
cency was found in me; and also before thee, O king, have 

I done no hurt.” Then was the king exceeding glad for him, 23 
and commanded that they should take Damel up out of the 
den. So Daniel was taken up out of the den, and no man- 
ner of hurt was found upon him; because he had trusted in 
his God. 

And the king commanded, and they brought those men 24 
who had accused Daniel, and they cast them into the den of 
lions, them, their children, and their wives ; and before they 
reached the ground at the bottom of the den, the lions pre- 
vailed against them, and broke all their bones m pieces. 

Then king Darius wrote unto all people, nations, and lan~ 25 
guages, that dwellin all the earth ; “‘ Peace be multiplied unto 
you. I makea decree, That in every government of my 26 
kingdom men tremble and fear before the God of Daniel: 
for he is the living God, and endureth for ever, and his king- 
dom is a kingdom which shall not be destroyed, and his do- 
minion shall endure even unto the end. He delivereth and 27 
rescueth, and he worketh signs and wonders in heaven and 
in earth, who hath delivered Daniel from the power of the 
lions.” 

So this Daniel prospered in the reign of Darius, and in 23 
the reign of Cyrus the Persian. 


CHAP. VII.—In the first year of Belshazzar king of 1 
Babylon, Daniel beheld a dream and saw visions of his head 
upon his bed: then he wrote the dream, and told the sum of 
the matters. 

Danicl answered and said, ‘I saw in my vision by mght, 2 
and, behold, the four winds of the heaven burst forth upon 
the Great Sea. And four great beasts came up from the sea, 3 
different one from another. The first was like a lion, and had 4 
eagle’s wings: I beheld till the wings thercof were plucked, 
and it was lifted up from the earth, and made to stand 
upon its feet as a man, and a man’s heart was given to it. And 
behold, another beast, the second, like unto a bear; and it 5 
raised itself up on one side, andit had three nbs in its mouth 
between its teeth: and thus it was said unto it, ‘ Arise, devour 
much flesh! After this I beheld, and lo, another, like a 6 
leopard, which had upon its back four wings of a bird; the 
beast had also four heads ; and domimion was given to it. 
After this I saw in the mght-visions, and behold, a fourth 7 
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beast, dreadful and terrible, and exceeding strong ; and it had 
great iron teeth; it devoured and broke in pieces, and stamped 
the residue with its feet: and it was different from all the 
3 beasts that were before it ; and it had ten horns. I was con- 
sidering the horns, and, behold, there came up among them 
another little horn, and three of the first horns were plucked 
up by the roots before it: and, behold, in this horn were eyes 
like the eyes of a man; and a mouth speaking great things. 
9 I beheld till thrones were set, and the Ancient of Days took 
his seat ; his garment was white as snow, and the hair of his 
head like the undyed wool: his throne was flames of fire ; 
10 his wheels were burning fire. A stream of fire issued and came 
forth from before him: a thousand times a thousand minis- 
tered unto him, and ten thousand times ten thousand stood 
before him: the tribunal was established, and the books were 
u1 opened. I beheld then after the voice of the great words which 
the horn spake ; I beheld even till the beast was slain, and his 
12 body destroyed, and given to the burning flame. And from 
the rest of the beasts, their dominion was taken away: but a 
prolongation of their lives, for a season and a time, was granted 
is unto them. I saw in the night-visions, and, behold, one 
like the Son of man came with the clonds of heaven, and 
came to the Ancient of Days, and they brought him near be- 
14 fore him. And there was given unto him dominion, and 
glory, and a kingdom ; that all people, nations, and languages, 
should serve him: his dominion is an everlasting dominion, 
which shall not pass away, and his kingdom one which shall 
not be destroyed. 
is T, Daniel, was grieved in my spirit in the midst of my body, 
16 and the visions of my head troubled me. I came near unto 
one of them that stood by, and asked him the truth concerning 
allthis. So he told me, and let me know the interpretation of 
17 the things. ‘These great beasts, of which there are four, are 
is four kings, who shall rise out of the earth. And then the holy 
ones of the Most High shall receive the kingdom, and shall 
19 possess the kingdom for ever, even for ever and ever.’ Then 
I desired to know the truth concerning the fourth beast, which 
was different from all the others, exceeding dreadful, whose 
tecth were of iron, and nails of brass; which devonred, broke 
in pieces, and stamped the residue with its fect; and of the 
20 ten horns which were in its head, and of the other orm which 
came up, and before which three fell ; even of that horn which 
had cycs, and a mouth that spoke very great things; whose 
GG 2 
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appearance was larger than that of its fellows. I beheld, and 2. 
the same horn made war against the holy ones, and prevailed 
over them; until the Ancient of Days came, and justice was 22 
done to the holy ones of the Most High ; and the time came 
that the holy ones should possess the kingdom. Thus he said, 23 
‘The fourth beast shall be the fourth kingdom upon earth, 
which shall be different from all the ste kingdoms, A 
shall devour the whole earth, and shall tread it down, and 
break it in pieces. And the ten horns of this kingdom 24 
are ten kings who shall rise; and another shall rise after 
them ; and he shall be different from the first, and he shall 
subdue three kings. And he shall speak great words against 25 
the Most High, and shall vex the holy ones of the Most High, 
and shall think to change times and laws: and they shall be 
given into his hand for a time, and times, and the half of 

a time. But the tribunal shall be established, and they shall 26 
take away his dominion, to consume and to destroy i it unto the 
end. And the kingdom, and dominion, and authority over 27 
the kingdoms under the whole heaven, shall be given to the 
people of the holy ones of the Most High, whose kingdom is 
an ,everlasting kingdom ; and all slemaaeaene shall serve and 
obey it.’ Hitherto is the end of the matter. As for me, Daniel, 28 
my thoughts troubled me much, and my countenance ‘changed 
in me: but I kept the mattcr in my heart.” 


CHAP. VIIJ.—In the third year of the reign of king 1 
Belshazzar a vision appeared unto me, even unto me, Daniel, 
after that which appeared unto me at the first. And I saw 2 
in a vision; and it came to pass, when I saw, that I was at 
Shushan in the palace, which is in the province of Klam ; 
and I saw in a vision, and I was by the river of Ulai. Then 3 
I lifted up mine eycs, and saw, and, behold, there stood be- 
fore the river a ram which had two horns: and the two horns 
were high; but one was higher than the other, and the 
higher caine up last. I saw the ram pushing westward, and 4 
northward, and southward; so that no beasts miglit stand 
before him, neither was there any that could deliver out of 
his hand; but he did according to his will, and became 
great. And as I was considering, behold, a he-goat came 5 
from the west over the face of the whole earth, and touched 
not the ground: and the goat had a remarkable horn between 
his eyes. And he came ‘to the rain which had two horns, 6 
which I had scen standing before the river, and rushed 
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7 against him in the fury of his might. And I saw him come 
close unto the ram, and he was moved with eholer against 
him, and smote the ram, and broke his two horns: and there 
was no strength m the ram to stand before him, but he cast 
him down to the ground, and stamped upon him: and there 
s was none that could deliver the ram out of his hand. There- 
fore the he-goat waxed very great. And while he was strong, 
the great horn was broken ; and in its stead, came up four 
9 remarkable ones towards the four winds cf heaven. And out 
of one of them came forth a little horn, which waxed exceed- 
ing great, towards the south, and towards the east, and towards 
10 the beautiful dand. And he waxed great, even to the host of 
heaven ; and he cast down some of the host and of the stars 
11 to the ground, and stamped upon them: yea, he magnified 
himself even to the prince of the host. And by him the daily — 
sacrifice was taken away, and the place of his sanctuary was 
12 cast down. And an army was sent forth against the daily 
sacrifice for transgression, and it cast down the truth to the 
ground, and went on and prospered. 
is And I heard a Holy One speaking, and another Holy One 
said unto that one who spoke, ‘“ How long extends the vision 
concerning the daily saerifiee, and the transgression of the 
desolator, permitting both the sanctuary and the host to be 
14 trodden under foot ?” And he said unto me, “ To two thou- 
sand and three hundred days; then shall the sanctuary be 
cleansed.” 
15 And it came to pass, when I, even I, Daniel, had scen the 
vision, and sought for the meaning, then, behold, there stood 
16 one before me, as the appearance of aman. And I heard a 
man’s voice between the banks of Ula, who called, and said, 
17 * Gabriel, make this man to understand the vision.” So he 
came near where I stood : and when he came, I was afraid, and 
fell upon my face: but he said unto me, “ Understand, O son 
of man: for the vision de/ongeth unto the time of the end.” 
is Now as he was speaking with me, I was in a deep sleep 
with my face towards the ground: but he touched me and set 
i9 me upright. And he said, “ Behold, I will make thee to 
know what shall be at the latter end of the indignation : for 
20 the vision belongeth to the appointed time of the end. The 
ram which thou sawest having two horns are the kings of 
a Media and Persia. And the rough goat is the king of Greece: 
and the great horn that is between his eyes is the first king. 
22 Now whereas, when that was broken, four stood up in its 
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stead, four kingdoms shall stand up out of the nation, but 
not with his power. And in the latter time of their king. 
dom, when the transgressors have filled up their sins, a king 
of fierce countenance, and skilful in devices, shall stand up. 
And lis might shall be strong, but not by his own might: 
and he shall destroy wonderfully, and shall prosper, and go 
forwards, and shall destroy mighty ones and the holy people. 
And through his policy also fraud shall be made to prosper 
in his hand; and he shall magnify himself in his heart, and 
shall destroy many whilst at peace with him ; he shall also 
stand up against the Prince of Princes; but he shall be 


broken without hand. And the vision concerning the evening ¢ 


and the morning sacrifice which was told thee is true: where- 
fore shut thou up the vision ; for zt relates to a distant time.” 
“And I, Daniel, fainted, and was sick certain days; afterwards I 
rose up, and did the king’s business; and Iwas astonished 
* at the vision, but none understood it. 


CHAP. JYX.—In the first year of Darius the son of 
Ahasuerus, of the sced of the Medes, who was made king 
over the realm of the Chaldeans; in the first year of hig 
reign, I, Daniel, understood, by computations, the number of 
the years, whereof the word of Jehovah had come to Jerennah 
the prophet, saying that he would accomplish seventy years 
in the desolations of Jerusalem. And I set my face unto the 
Lord God, to inquire by prayer and supplications, with fast- 
ing, and sackcloth, and ashes : and I prayed unto Jehovah my 
God, and made my confession, and said, ‘‘ O Lord, the great 
and dreadful God, keeping the covenant and mercy to them 
that love him, and to them that keep his commandments ; 
we have sinned and have committed iniquity, and have done 
wickedly, and have rebelled, even by departing from thy pre- 
cepts and from thy judgments: neither have we hearkened unto 
thy servants the prophets, who spoke in thy name to our 
kings, our princes, and onr fathers, and to all the people of 
the land. O Lord, righteousness belongethunto thee, but 
unto us confusion of face, as at this day; to the men of 
Judah, and to the inhabitants of Jerusalem, and unto all 
Israel, that are near, and that are far off, through all the 
countries whither thou hast driven them, beeause of their 
trespass which they have trespassed against thee. O Lord, 
to us belongeth confusion of face, to our kings, to our princes, 
and to our fathers, because we have sinned against thee. 
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To the Lord our God belong mercies and forgiveneszes, 
though we have rebelled against him; neither have we 
obeyed the voice of Jehovah our God, to walk in his laws, 
which he set before us by his servants the prophets. Yea, 
all Israel have transgressed thy law, even by departing, so 
as not to obey thy voice; therefore the curse 1s poured 
upon us, and the oath that is written in the law of Moses 
the servant of God, because we have sinned against him. 

And he hath confirmed his w ords, which he spoke against 
us, and against our judges who judged us, by brmging upon 
us a great revil: for under the whole heaven hath no. such 
evil been done as hath been done upon Jerusalem. As it is 
written in the law of Moses, all this evil is come upon us: 

yet we made not our prayer before Jehovah our God, that 
we might turn from our iniquities, and understand thy truth, 
Therefore hath Jehovah been upon the watch for the evil, and 
brought it upon us: for Jehovah our God is righteous in all 
his works which he doeth : for we obeyed not his voice. And 
now, O Lord our God, who hast brought thy people forth 
out of the land of Egypt with a imghty hand, and_ hast 
eotten thee renown, as at this day; we have sinned, we have 
done wickedly. O Lord, according to all thy righteousness, 
I bescech thee, let thine anger Tone thy fury be Hiirned away 
from thy city isengallenn thy holy mountain: because for our 
sins, and for the iniquities of our fathers, Jerusalem and thy 


17 people are become a reproach to all that are about vs. Now 
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therefore, O our God, hear the prayer of thy servant, and his 
supplications, and cause thy face to shine upon thy sanctuary 
which 1s desolate, for the Lord’s sake. O my God, incline 
thine ear, and hear; open thine cyes, and behold our deso- 
lations, and the city which is called by thy name: for we do 
not present our supplieations before thee for our righteous- 
ness, but for thy great mercies. O Lord, hear; O Lord, 
forgive ; O Lord, hearken and do; defer not, for thine own 
sake, OQ my God: for thy city and thy people are called by 
thy name.” 

And whilst Iwas speaking and praying, and confessing my 
sin, and the sin of any people Isracl, and presenting my sup- 
plication before Jchovah my God, for the holy mountam ‘of my 
God; yea, whilst I was speaking i in prayer, the man Gabriel, 
whom I had scen‘in the vision at the beginning, being caused 
to fly swiftly, touched me, about the time of the evemug obla- 


ea tion. And he informed me, and talked with me, and said, 
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“QO Daniel, Lam now come forth to teach thee understanding. 


At the beginning of thy suppheations the commandment 23 


came forth, and I am eome to shew ¢hee ; for thou art greatly 
beioved: therefore understand the message, and consider the 
vision. Seventy weeks are determined upon thy people, and 
upon thy holy eity, to complete the transgression, and to fill 
up the number of sins, and to make reconeiliation for iniquity, 
and to bring in everlasting righteousness, and to seal the 
vision and propheey, and to anoint the most holy plaee. Know 
therefore and understand, that from the going forth of the 
word that Jerusalem should be rebuilt, until a prince shall be 
anointed, shall be seven weeks ; and within threeseore and two 
weeks it shall be rebuilt, both street and ditch, though in 
troublous times. And after the threescore and two weeks shall 
an anointed one be cut off, and none shall be left unto him: 
and the people of the prinee whois to eome shall destroy the 
eity and the sanctuary ; and the end thereof shall be with a 
flood, and unto the end of the war desolations are appointed. 
And he shall confirm a eovenant with many for one week : 
but in the midst of the week he shall cause the saerifice and 
the oblation to cease ; and on the pinnaele of the temple pol- 
luted with abominations shall stand one that bringeth desola- 
tion, even until the appointed destruction shall be poured out 
upon the desolator.” 


CHAP. X.—In the third year of Cyrus king of Persia, a 
revelation was made unto Daniel, whose name was called Bel- 
teshazzar ; and the revelation was true, but the time appointed 
was long: and he understood the revelation, and had under- 
standing of the vision. In those days I, Daniel, was mourn- 
ing three full weeks. Tate no pleasant food, neither did flesh 
nor wine enter my mouth, neither did I anoint myself at all, 
till three whole weeks were fulfilled. And on the four-and 
twentieth day of the first month, as I was by the side of the 
ereat river, which is Hiddekel, then I lifted up mine eyes, 
and looked, and behold a certain man clothed in linen, whose 
loins were girded with fine gold of Uphaz: his body also was 
like a chrysolite, and his face as the appearance of lightning, 
and his eyes as lamps of fire, and his arms and his fect like in 
colour to polished brass, and the sound of Ins words like the 
sound of a multitude. And I, Daniel, alone saw the vision : 
and the men who were with me saw not the vision; but a 
great terror fell upon them, so that they fled to hide them- 
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s selves. And I was left alone, and saw this great vision, and 
there remained no strength in me: for my comeliness was 
turned in me into the colour of decay, and I retained no 

9 strength. And I heard the sound of his words: and when I 
heard the sound of his words, then was I in a deep slcep on 
my face, and my face towards the ground. 

10 And behold, a hand touched me, and it set me upon my 

11 knees and upon the palms of my hands. And he said unto 
me, “ O Daniel, a man greatly beloved, understand the words 
that I speak unto thee, and stand upright : for unto thee ain 
I now sent.”” And when he had spoken this word unto me, 

12 I stood up trembling. Then said he unto me, “ Fear not, 
Daniel: for from the first day that thou didst set thine heart 
to understand, and to chasten thyself before thy God, thy 

i3 words were heard, and I am come for thy words. But the 
prince of the kingdom of Persia withstood me one and twenty 
days: but, lo, Michael, one of the chief prices, came to 
help me; and I gained there the victory over the kings of 

14 Persia. NowIam come to make thee understand what shall 
befall thy people in the latter days: for yet the vision is for 

1s many days.’ And when he had spoken such words unto 
me, I set my face towards the ground, and I became dumb. 

i6 And, behold, one like in form to the sons of men touched 
my lips: then I opened my mouth, and spoke, and said unto 
him that stood before me, ‘O my lord, by the vision my 
sorrows are returned upon me, and I have retained no 

17 strength. For how can the servant of this my lord talk with 
this my lord? for as for me, straightway there remained no 

is strength in me, neither is there breath left in me.” Then 
there came again and touched me one m appearance as a man, 

i9 and he strengthened me. And he said, “O man greatly 
beloved, fear not: peace be unto thee, be strong, yea, be 
strong.” And when he had spoken unto me, | was strength- 
ened, and said, “ Let my lord speak ; for thou hast strength- 

20 ened me.”? Then said he, ‘ Knowest thou wherefore I am 
come unto thee? And now will I return to fight with the 
prince of Persia: and I go forth; but behold, the prince of 

21 Greece shall come. But I will shew thee that which is noted 
in the seripture of truth : and there is none that holdeth with 
me in these things, but Michael your prince. CHAP. XI.— 

i And in the first year of Darius the Mede, I, even I, stood 

2 to confirm and to strengthen him. And now will I shew 
unto thee the truth. Behold, there shall stand up yet three 
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kings in Persia ; and the fourth shall be far richer than they 
all; and by his confidenee in his riches he shall stir up all 
against the realm of Greece. And a mighty king shall stand 3 
up, who shall rule with great dominion, and do according to 
his will, And when he shall stand up, his kingdom shall be 4 
broken, and shall be divided towards the four winds of heaven; 
and not to his postenty, nor aecording to his dominion which 
he ruled: for his kingdom shall be plucked up, and given to 
otbers besides them. And the king of the south shall be 
strong; and one of his princes ; and he shall be stronger than 
he ; and he shall have dominion ; his dominion shall be a great 
dominion. And after some years they shall join themselves 6 
together; for the daughter of the king of the south shall 
come to the king of the north to make an agreement: but 
she shall not retain the power of the host ; neither shall he 
stand, nor his seed: and she shall be given up, and they that 
brought her, and her young child, and whosoever lent her aid 
in these times. But one of the off-shoots of her roots shall 
stand up in his place, and he shall’ come with an army, and 
shall enter into the fortresses of the king of the north, and 
shall take means against them, and shall prevail: and he s 
shall also carry captive into Egypt, their gods, with their 
molten images, and their precious vessels of f silver and of gold; 
and he shall for years withstand the king of the north. 
And he shall invade the kingdom of the king of the south, 9 
but shall return into his own land. But his sons shall stir 10 
themselves up to war, and shall asseinble a multitude of great 
forces; and one of them shall certainly come, and overtlow, 
and pass through: and he shall stir himself up to war again ; 
yea, even unto his fortress. And the king of the south shall n 
be moved with choler, and shall come forth and fight with 
him, even with the king of the north: and he shall set forth 

a great yiultitude; and: the multitude shall be given into his 


an 


wa] 


hand. And when he hath taken away the multitude, his 12 
heart shall be lifted up; and he shall cast down many my- 
riads: but he shall not be strengthened by zt. For the king 1s 


of the north shall return, and shall set forth a multitude 
ereater than the former, and shall come against him after 
certain years with a great army and with much riches. And 14 
in those times there shall many stand up against the king 
of the south: also unruly men of thy people shall exalt 
themselves to establish the vision; but they shall fall. And 1s 
the king of the north shall come, and east up a mount, and 
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take the fortified cities: and the arms of the south shall not 
withstand, neither his chosen people, neither shall there be 
16 any strength to withstand. And he that cometh against him 
shall do according to his own will, and none shall stand 
before him: and he shall stand in the glorious land, and 
17 destruction shall be in his hand. He shall also set his face to 
come into the might of Ins whole kingdom, and upright men 
shall be with him; thus shall he,do: and he shall give him 
his daughter ¢o wife, in order to destroy the kingdom: but it 
is shall not stand on his side, neither be for him. After this 
shall he turn his face unto the isles, and shall take many ; 
but a commander shall cause his insolenee to cease; with- 
19 out his own reproach he shall requite lim. Then he 
shall turn his face towards the fortresses of lis own land: 
but he shall stumble and fall, and shall not be found. 
20 Then shall stand up in his place one who shall cause a raiser 
of taxes to pass over the glory of the kingdom: but within 
few days he shall be destroyed, neither in anger, nor in 
21 battle. And in his place shall stand upa vile person, to whom 
they shall not give the honour of the kingdom, but he shall 
come in under the guise of friendship, and shall obtain the 
22 kingdom by flatteries. And overwhelming forces shall be 
overwhelmed before him, and shall be broken; yea, also an 
93 allied prince. For after the league made with hin he shall 
work deceitfully : for he shall come up, and shall become 
24 strong with a small people. Under the guise of friendship 
he shall enter even upon the richest places of the province ; 
and he shall do that which his fathers have not done, nor his 
fathers’ fathers ; he shall scatter among them the prey, and 
spoil, and riches: yea, and he shall plot his devices against 
25 the strong-holds even for atime. Andhe shall stir up his 
power and his courage against the king of the south with a 
great army ; and the king of the south shall be stirred up to 
battle with a very great and mighty army; but he shall not 
26 stand: for they shall plot devices agaist him. Yea, they 
that feed of the portion of his viands shall destroy him, and 
though his army shall be abundant, yet many shall fall down 
27 slam. And the hearts of both these kings shall be to do 
mischief, and they shall speak lies at one table ; but it shall 
not prosper: for yet the end shall be at the time appointed. 
gs Then shall he return into his land with great riches; and 
his heart shall be against the holy covenant ; and he shall do 
29 exploits, and return to his own land. At the time appoited 
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he shall return, and come towards the south; but the latter 
time shall not be as the former. For the ships of Chittim 30 
shall come against him: therefore he shall be grieved, and 
return, and have indignation against the holy covenant: and 
he shall take his measures; he shall even return, and have 
understanding with them that forsake the holy covenant. And 31 
auxiliaries shall be arrayed on his part, and they shall pollute 
the sanctuary, the strong-hold, and shall take away the daily 
sacrifice, and they shall set up the abomination that bringeth 
desolation. And such as do wickedly against the covenant shall 32 
he pervert by flatteries: but the people that know their God 
shall be strong and do exploits. And they that understand 33 
among the people shall instruct many: yet they shall fall by 
the sword, and by flame, by captivity, and by spoil, many 
days. Now when they shall fall, they shall be helped with 33 
a little help: but many shall cleave to them with flattenes. 
And some of them of understanding shall fall, to try them, 35 
and to purify them, and to make them white, even to the, 
time of the end: because it is yet for a time appointed. 
And the king shall do according to his will; and he shall 36 
exalt himself, and magnify himself above every god, and 
shall speak marvellous things against the God of gods; and 
shall prosper till the measure of indignation be filled up: 
for that which is determined shall be done. He shall neither 37 
regard the god of his fathers, nor ¢he deity in whom women 
delight ; nor shall he regard any god: for he shall magnify 
himself above all. But in place of him he shall honour the god 3s 
of strong-holds : yea a god whom his fathers knew not shall 
he honour with gold, and with silver, and with precious stones, 
and with costly things. Andhe shall act against the mightiest 39 
strong-holds with a strange god: whosoever shall acknow- 
ledge him, he shall increase with glory: and he shall cause 
them to rule over many, and shall divide the land among 
them for reward. 

« But at the time of the end the king of the south shall push 40 
at him: and the king of the north shall come against him 
like a whirlwind, with chariots, and with horsemen, and with 
many ships ; and he shall enter into the countries, aud shall 
overtlow them, and pass over. Ile shall enter also into the 41 
elorious land, and many countries shall be overthrown: but 
these shall escape out of his hand, Edom, and Moab, and the 
chief of the children of Ammon.

CHAP. I.—Now the word of Jehovah came to Jonah, 
the son of Amittai, saying, Arise, go to Nineveh, that great 
city, and cry against it; for their wickedness is come up 
before me. But Jonah rose up to flee to Tarshish from the 
presence of Jehovah ; and he went down to Joppa, and found 
a ship going to Tarshish, and he paid the fare thereof, and 
went down into it, to go with them to Tarshish from the 
presence of Jehovah. 

And Jehovah sent forth a great wind upon the sea, and 
there was a great tempest im the sea, so that the ship was in 
danger of being broken in pieces.

And he said unto them, I am a 
Hebrew ; and I revere Jehovah, the God of the heavens, who 
hath made the sea and the dry land. 

Then were the men exccedingly afraid, and said unto him, 
Why hast thou done this? For the men knew that lie had 
ficd from the presence of Jchovah, because he had told

them. Then said they unto him, What shall we do unto n 
thee, that the sea may be calm unto us? For the sea 
became more and more tempestuous. And he said unto 12 
them, Take me up, and cast me forth into the sea; so shall 
the sea be calm unto you: for I know that on my account 
this great tempest is upon you. Nevertheless, the men 13 
rowed hard to bring the ship to the land; but they eould 
not: for the sca became more and more tempestuous agamst 
them.

I called by reason of my distress to Jchovah, and he hath 2 
heard me ; 

From the belly of the grave I cried, and thou hast heard 
my voice. 

For thou didst cast me into the deep, into the heart of the 3 
sca, 

And the flood encompassed me: 

All thy billows and thy waves passed over me. 


And J said, I am east out from before thine eyes ; 4

CHAP. II1.—And the word of Jehovah came to Jonah 


atthe second time, saying, Arise, go to Nineveh, that great 
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city, and proclaim to it the proclamation that I bid 
thee. So Jonah arose, and went unto Nineveh, according 
to the word of Jehovah. Now Nineveh was an exceedingly 
great city, a journey of three days.

And Jehovah prepared a gourd,’and made if to come 6 
up over Jonah, that it might be a shade over his head, to deliver 
him from his grief. And Jonah rejoiced greatly beeause of 
the gourd. But God prepared a worm, when the morning 7 
dawned the next day, and it smote the gourd so that it 
withered. And when the sun arose, God prepared a scorch- 8 
ing east wind; and the sun beat upon the head of Jonah, 
so that he was faint, and wished in himself to die, and said, 
It is better for me to die than to live. And God said to 9 
Jonah, Dost thou well to be angry for the gourd? And 
he said, I do well to be angry, even unto death. Then said 10 
Jehovah, Thou hast had pity on the gourd, for which thou 
hast not laboured, neither madest it grow ; which came up in 
a meght, and perished in a night: And IJ, should not I have 11 
pity on Nineveh, that great city, in which are more than six- 
score thousand persons that cannot discern between their 
right hand and their left hand; and also much cattle ?

And when any one shall yet prophesy, 3 
His father and his mother who begat him shall say to him, 
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Thou shalt not live, 

For thou speakest falschood in the name of Jehovah. 

And his father and his mother who begat him, 

Shall pierce him through when he prophesieth. 

And in that day, the prophets shall be ashamed 

Every one of his vision, in his prophesying ; 

Neither shall they wear a garment of hair to deceive ; 

But he shall say, I am not a prophet ; 

I am a man who tilleth the ground ; 

For a man hath possessed me from my youth. 

And if one say to him, What are these wounds in thy 
hands ? 

Then he shall say, Those with which I have been smitten 
in the house of my friends. 

Awake, O sword, against my shepherd, 

Even against the mighty man mine associate, 

Saith Jehovah of Hosts. 

Smite the shepherd, and the flock shall be scattered ; 

And I will turn my hand against the little ones. 

And in all the land, saith Jehovah, 

Two parts therein shall be cut off, shall die, 

And the third part shall be left in it. 

And [ will bring the third part into the fire, 

And I will refine them as silver is refined, 

And I will try them as gold is tried. 

They shall call upon my name, and I will answer them 

I will say, This is my people ; 


And they shall say, Jehovah is my God. 


CHAP. XIV.—Lo, the day of Jehovah cometh, 
And thy spoil shall be divided within thee.’ 
For I will gather all the nations against Jerusalem to 
battle ; 
And the city shall be taken, and the houses destroyed, 
And the women defiled ; 
And half the city shall go into captivity, 
But the remnant of the people shall not be cut off from 


the city. . 
And Jehovah shall go forth and fight against those 
nations, 


As when he formerly fought in the day of conflict. 
And his feet shall stand in that day on the Mount of 
Olives, 
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Which is opposite to Jerusalem on the east ; 

And the Mount of Olives shall be rent in the midst 
thereof, 

Eastward and westward, a very great valley ; 

And half of the mountain shall remove northward, and 
half of it southward. 

And ye shall flee by the valley of the mountains ; 5 

For the valley of the mountains shall reach to Azal: 

And ye shall flee, as ye fled before the earthquake 

In the days of Uzziah king of Judah ; 

And Jehovah my God shall come, 

All his holy ones with him. 


And in that day there shall not be light, G 
But cold and frost ; 
And there shall be one day, 7 


(It is known to Jchoval) 

Not day, yet not might : 

But at evening-time there shall be hght. 

And in that day living waters shall go out from Jerusalem, s 
Half of them towards the eastern sea, 

And half of them towards the western sea: 

In summer and in winter it shall be. 


And Jehovah shall be king over all the earth : 9 
In that day Jehovah shall be one, and his name one. 
The whole land shall be changed into a plain, 10 


From Geba to Rimmon, south of Jerusalem: 

And Jerusalem shall be raised up, and inhabited in her 
place, 

From the gate of Benjamin to the place of the former 
wate, 

Unto the corner-gate, 

And from the tower of Hananeel to the wine-presses of 
the king. 

And men shall dwell in it, and there shall be no more 1 
utter destruetion ; 

But Jerusalem shall be inhabited in security. 

And this shall be the plague with which Jehovah will 12 

smite 

All the peoples who arrayed themselves against Jerusalem ; 

Their flesh shall waste away while they stand upon their 
feet, 

And their eyes shall waste away in their sockets, 

And their tongue shall waste away m their mouth. 
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And in that day a great tumult from Jehovah shall be 
among them ; 

And they shall take hold every one of the hand of his 
neighbour, 

And his hand shall rise up against the hand of his neigh- 
bour. 

And Judah also shall fight in Jerusalem : 

And the wealth of all the nations around shall be ga- 
thered together, 

Gold and silver and apparel, in great abundance. 

And such shall be the plague of the horse, 

Of the mule, of the camel, and of the ass, 

And of all the cattle which shall be in those camps, 

As this plague. 

And every one who 1s left of all the nations which canie 
against Jerusalem, 

Shall go up from year to year, 

To worship the king, Jehovah of Hosts, 

And to keep the Feast of Tabernacles. 

And whoever will not go up of all the families of the 
carth to Jerusalem, 

To worship the king, Jehovah of Hosts, 

Even upon them shall be no rain. 

And if the family of Egypt will not go up nor come, 

Shall not the plague be upon them, with which Jehovah 
shall smite all the nations 

Which come not up to keep the Feast of Tabernacles ? 

This shall be the punishment of Keypt, 

And the punishment of all the nations that come not up 

To keep the Feast of Tabernacles. 

In that day there shall be on the bells of the horses, 

“« Holness to Jehovah ;” 

And the pots in the house of Jehovah 

Shall be as the bowls before thie altar. 

And every pot in Jerusalem, and in Judah, 

Shall be ‘‘ Holiness to Jehovah of Hosts ; ” 

And all they who sacrifice shall come 

And take of them and scethe in them : 

Aud there shall be no more a trafficker 

In the house of Jchovah, im that day.

CHAP. I.—The propheey of the word of Jehovah to 1 
Israel by Malachi. 


I have loved you, saith Jehovah : 2 

But ye say, Wherein hast thou loved us? 

Was not Esau Jacob’s brother ? saith Jehovah ;

And they shall be called, The region of wickedness, 

And The people whom Jehovah will abhor for ever. 


And your eyes shall see this, and ye shall say, 5 
Jehovah will be magnified beyond the border of Israel. 
A son honourecth a father, and a servant his master: 6 


If then I be a father, where is my honour ? 

And if I be a master, where is my reverence ? 

Saith Jehovah of Hosts 

T’o you, ye priests, who despise my name. 

But ye say, Wherein have we despised thy name? 

Ye bring to my altar polluted food ; 7 

Yet ye say, Wherein have we polluted thee ¢ 

Inasmuch as ye say, The table of Jehovah is con- 
temptible. 

Now if ye bring the blind for sacrifice, is 1t not evil f 8 
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Andif ye bring the lame and the diseased, is it not evil ? 

Present it now to thy ruler ! 

Will he be pleased with thee, or be favourable to thee ? 

Saith Jehovah of Hosts. 

And now, entreat ye Jehovah that he would be gracious 
unto us : 

By your own means this hath been ; 

Will he be favourable to you ? 

Saith Jehovah of Hosts. 

Is there no one among you that will shut the doors, 

So that ye may not kindle five on mine altar in vain ? 

I have no pleasure in you, saith Jehovah of Hosts, 

Neither will I accept a meal-offering from your hand. 

For from the rising of the sun, even unto its going down, 

My name shall be great among the nations ; 

And in every place incense shall be offered to my name, 

And a pure meal-offermg : 

For my name shall be great among the nations, 

Saith Jehovah of Hosts. 

But ye profane it, inasmuch as ye say, 

The table of Jehovah, it is polluted, 

And its fruit, its meat, is contemptible. 

Ye also say, Lo, what a weariness! and ye have snuffed at 
it; 

Saith Jehovah of Hosts : 

And ye have brought the torn, and the lame, and the 
diseased, 

And thus ye have brought the meal-offering. 

Shall I be pleased with this from your land ? 

Saith Jehovah of Hosts. 

But cursed be the deceiver who hath in his flock a male, 

Yet voweth and sacrificeth to Jehovah a corrupt thing: 

For a great king am I, saith Jehovah of Hosts, 

And my name is terrible among the nations. 


CHAP. I1.—And now, ye priests, to yon is this com- 
mandment. 
If ye will not hear, 
And if ye will not lay it to heart, 
To give glory to my name, saith Jehowan of llosts, 
I will send upon you a curse, 
And I will eurse your blessings; 
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And indeed I have cursed them, 

Because ye lay it not to heart. 

Lo, I will corrupt your seed, 3 

And scatter dung upon your faces, 

The dung of your solemn feasts ; 

And one shall carry you to it. 

And ye shall know that I have sent to you this command- 4 
ment, 

That my covenant may be with Levi, 

Saith Jehovah of Hosts. 

My covenant was with him of life and peace ; 5 

And I gave them to him for the reverence with which he 
revered me, 

And because he was in awe before my name. 

The law of truth was in his mouth, 6 

And falsehood was not found in his lips: 

In peace and uprightness he walked with me, 

And many he turned from iniquity. 

For the lips of the priest should keep knowledge, 7 

And they should seek the law from his mouth: 

For he is the messenger of Jehovah of Hosts. 

But ye have turned aside from the way ; 8 

Ye have caused many to stumble at the law, 

Ye have broken the covenant of Levi, 

Saith Jehovah of Hosts; 

And therefore I have made you contemptible, 9 
And mean before the people, 

Inasmuch as ye have not kept my ways, 

But have had respect to persons in administering the law. 
Have we not all one Father ? 10 
Hath not one God created us? 

Why do we act treacherously 

Every one towards his neighbour, 

By profaning the covenant of our fathers ? 

Judah hath acted treacherously, 1 
And abomination is committed in Israel and Jerusalem : 
For Judah hath profaned the holiness of Jehovah which 

he loveth, 
And hath married the daughter of a foreign god. 
Jehovah will cut off the man who doeth this, 12 
Him who watcheth and him who answereth, from the tents 


of Jacob, 
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And him who bringeth a meal-offering to Jehovah of 

Hosts. 
And this again ye have done ; 

Ye cover the altar of Jchovah with tears, 

With weeping, and with wailing, 

So that he no more regardeth the meal-offering, 

Nor receiveth it with good-will at your hand. 

Yet ye say, Wherefore ? 

Because Jehovah was a witness 

Between thee and the wife of thy youth, 

Towards whom thou hast acted treacherously : 

Yet she is thy compamon and the wife of thy covenant. 

Ye say “And did not one so, when yet a good spirit re- 
mained in him?” , 

But what did that one seck? A godly seed. 

Take heed then to your spit, 

And let no one deal treacherously with the wife of his 
youth. 

For I hate divoreement, 

Saith Jehovah, God of Israel ; 

And him who covereth violence with his garment, 

Saith Jehovah of Hosts. 

Therefore take heed to your spirit, 

And deal not treacherously. 

Ye have wearied Jehovah by your words : 

Yet ye say, By what have we wearied hin ? 

By your saying, Every one who docth evil 

Is good in the sight of Jehovah, 

And in them he delighteth : 

Or, Where is the God of judgment ? 


CHAP. I1I.—Lo, I will send my messenger, 
And he shall prepare the way before me: 
And suddenly he shall come to his temple, 
The Lord whom ye scek. 
And the messenger of the covenant in whom ye delight, 
Lo, he shall come, saith Jehovah of Hosts. 
But who shall abide the day of his coming, 
And who shall stand when he appeareth ? 
For he is as the fire of a refiner, 
And as the soap of fullers. 
And he shall sit as a refiner and purifier of silver, 
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And shall purify the sons of Levi, 

And refine them as gold and silver, 

And they shall offer to Jehovah a meal-offering in righteous- 
ness. 

Then pleasant to Jehovah shall be the meal-offering of 4 
Judah and Jerusalem 

As in the days of old, as in former years, 

And I will come near to you in judgment ; 5 

And I will be a swift witness against sorcerers, 

And against adulterers, and against those who swear 
falsely, 

And against those who oppress the hireling in his hire, . 
the widow and orphan, 

And who turn aside the stranger, and fear not me, 

Saith Jehovah of Hosts. 

For l am Jehovah, I change not ; 6 

Therefore, ye sons of Jacob, ye are not consumed. 

From the days of your fathers ye have turned away from 7 

my statutes, and have not kept then. 

Return to me and I will return to you, 

Saith Jehovah of Hosts. 

But ye say, Wherein shall we return ? 

Shall man rob God ? 8 

Yet ye rob me. 

But ye say, Wherein have we robbed thee ? 

In tithes and in heave-offerings. 


Ye are cursed with a curse ; 9 
For me ye have robbed, the whole nation. 
Bring ye all the tithes unto the store-house, 10 


So that there may be food in iny house ; 

And prove me now by this, 

Saith Jehovah of Hosts, 

If I will not open to you the windows of the heavens, 

And pour out to you a blessing, till there be not room 
cnough, 

And rebuke the devourer for you, 1 

So that he shall not destroy the fruit of your ground, 

Neither shall the vine cast its fruit in the field, 

Saith Jehovah of Hosts. 

And all the nations shall call you blessed : )2 

For ye shall be a desirable land, 

Saith Jehovah of Hosts.

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Bold have been your words against me, saith Jehovah : 

Yet ye say, What have we spoken against thee ? 

Ye have said, “ It is vain to serve God ; 

And what profit is it that we have observed his precept, 

And that we have walked mournfully before Jehovah of 
Hosts ; 

And now we call the proud happy: 

They who do wiekedness are even built up, 

They even try God, and escape.” 

Then they who feared Jehovah spoke together, 

Every one to his neighbour ; 

And Jehovah hearkened and heard ; 

And a book of remembranee was written before him, 

For those who feared Jehovah, and who thought upon his 
name. 

And they shall be mine, saith Jehovah of Hosts,

And the day whieh is coming shall burn them up, 
Saith Jehovah of Hosts ; 
For it shall not leave them root or braneh. 
But unto you who fear my name shall arise 
The Sun of Righteousness, with healing in his wings ; 
And ye shall go forth and thrive as ealves of the stall. 
And ye shall tread down the wieked, 
For they shall be dust beneath the soles of your fect, 
In the day when I shall do thas, 
Saith Jehovah of Hosts. 
Remember ye the law of Moses my servant, 
Which I eommanded him in Horeb eoncerning all Isracl ; 
The statutes and ordinanecs. 
Lo, I will send to you Elijah the prophet, 
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Before the coming of the day of Jehovah, the great and 
the terrible ; 

That he may turn the heart of the fathers to the 6 
children, 

And the heart of the children to the fathers ; 

Lest I come and smite the land with a curse.
